r "T ~' 1 H E Author Dr, John Francis Gemelli Carcri, has here oblig'd the 

JF World with fo excellent pm Account of his Travels, that [carte any can 
he thought to exceed, and wry few to fo e>jual*tb !(. ffe undertook this laborious 
and dangerous Task only to j.itisfie his owPCutteftty, and gives the Pub/ick a 
true Relation of what be fan in many Parts, where other'travellers had made 
it their Buftmfs to bring little but Fables and Roma/ices. He omitted no¬ 
thing in bis Round worth oiferving, beeaufe bis only Bufinefs was to fee and be 
inform'd ; and being a Man of Learning and excellent natural Parts, he had 
all the advantages of taking good Obfervations, and delivering 'em politely, which 
common Travellers generally want. He was a Dvftor of the Civil Law, which 
fufficienily evinces his Learning ; and as he tells us, btfides his natural Cur lo¬ 
fty, was further mov'd to Travel by Croffei and Misfortunes he met at home. 
Neither did he go as a Ifogabond trujUm to For tune, but well provided with 
Mony to make him acceptable in all P.irts, and gun Admittance a here others un¬ 
der worfe Circumfiantes could sot. A cr does he only give a judicious Account 
of what he ftw, which is perform'd by way of four rial, but touches upon tdl 
Antiquities deliver'd by the beft Authors , of Countries, Cities, and other 
Placet and Things of Note. This of him in general, hut to fay fametbing in 
particular of each Part or Volam.e 

In the firfl he affigns the Motives he bad to Travel, and then beginning 
at Naples runs along the Coafi of Calabria, cretffes tc Sicily, then jails along 
that Iflam till he comes to Malta, of which he gives a very exalt Defer ip li¬ 
on ; the fame h. doth of Egypt r rhither he Jail'd next, and there of the Pyra¬ 
mids, Mummies, &c. whence he-proceeds to the Holy-Laud, the 1 (land of 
Rhodes, the City of Smyrna, fiveral fmalHfimds, the Imperial Cities of 
Conftantinople, Adriano pie, Burla, Trebizond, and many other places in 
his way to Perfia ; with afuccipB Account of the Religion, Manners, Antiqui¬ 
ties, Src. of the Turks, and the Succeffwi of their Monarchs. 

The fecond Volume contains # curious Oefmptson of the Perfia n Empire, 
the difiances from plate to place, beginning at the Frontiers to Ifpahan, the 
Court of that Nation ; anpl thence down to Bander-Congo, a Sea Port on the 
Gsilph of Perfia. He treats of their Religion, Antiquities, Uc. as in the 
other Books, and particularly jets down all the remains of Darius 1 / Palace, with 
fomething of the Banians or Idolaters. Gives fever A Curts of ftngular Cu- 
rkfities ; difeovers fame Mi fakes made by Tavernier in his Travels, which 
he alp)■ does in his firft and third Parts of Turky and India. And having 
deliver'd all that may fatisfiethe niceft Reader, proceeds on his Voyage to Da¬ 
mian, the frft City he came to in India. 

The third Volume beginning at Damian, belonging to the Portugnefes, t ans 
along all that Coaft, particular hAng all that that Nation is poffej: of in thofe 
Parts,as Goa, Bazatm, Diu, and other Places; as alfo what is fubjeW to Idolaters, 
and what to Mahometan Princes i moft lively reprefents to the imagination 
the wonderful Pagod of the IJlxnd Salzete ; not only deferibss, but gives all 
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the Cuts of the choice j Fruits, and Trees that hear them ; and excellently informs 
ttsof the Superftitidns and Cuftoms oj thofe Gentiles. Whence the Author 
ventures by land to the Great MogulV Camp, to acquaint us thoroughly with 
that Prince's Per [on, Progenitors, Practices, Wealth, Strength, and all other 
Particulars. This done he proceeds on his Voyage by' Sea towards China; in 
his way delivers the beft Accounts of thofe Countries he paft by in a Voyage of 
a thoufdnd Leagues, which are no lefs than the rich lfland of Ceylon, the 
golden Cherfonefus, or Peninfula of Malaca, the waft IJlands of Sumatra 
and Borneo, with many fmall ones , and the powerful KJngdoms of Bengala, 
Siam, Pegu, Conchinchina, Tunquin, &c. till he comes to Macao, the 
frjt Lana of China, where begins 

The fourth Volume which mentions %ven £lace great or fmall he pafs*d 
throug h in that vafl Eynpipt., fyfitiujl) fee\ down the dift antes, deferibes all 
he fm on the Roads, and all Citu}as^thy dtfervt, as alfothe Rivers , Lakes , 
and Mountains , and particularly the great Tartar Wall, the PortuguefeV 
City of Macao, and all that .relates to n ; and the manner of Travelling to the 
Court of Peking. He diftitiguijb.es ingenuoufly between what he faw and con¬ 
sequently writes of his own knowledge, and what he had from others, which 
fill he took upon good Authority and mentions it for the fat is} action of the 
Reader . Having had the honour to fee the Emperor he relates ad that Ce¬ 
remony and what he knew of the Palace as an Eye-ivitnefs, the rejl as he 
receiv’d it. The manner of the Emperor* s going abroad he had from others, 
but fo curious as the Reader cannot but like it. Other things as the Religion 
of China, the lafl perfection of ChriftUnity, the Antiquities of the Em¬ 
pire, Government , Courts , SfC. are coiled ed, but curioujly and well grounded. 

The fifth Volume treats very particularly oj all that is to be known concern¬ 
ing the Philippine- 1 (lands, and then follows an exalt Journal of his long and- 
dreadful Voyage thence to Acapulco in New Spain, which is altogether new, 
and by the way defer ibes California ; laying down the Reafons there are to believe 
that the North Continent of America joins with that of Afia, or the great 
Tartary. 

The fixth Volume being the account of what he faw in New Spain, menti¬ 
ons all that part he traveled through, which is the Port of Acapulco, the 
Road thence to Mexico, which is not common, and, theme again to Vera-^ruz. 
But the Particulars he gives us of the Mines, of reducing the Ore and refining the 
Silver , of feparating the Gold from the Silver , oj the conditions upon which all 
Perfons hold their Mines, and of the royal Mines, are most jingular and curious. 

In fhort. It is one of the moft complete Works of this nature , and there¬ 
fore J Jball not need add any more in commen^afwn of it, for it will fuffei - 
ently commend it felf to the Reader . „' j , »

K R. E it always in tiie 
power of cruel and un- 
Ready Foftbrie', with 
whom we are daily Co ft niggle, co re¬ 
duce us to a miserable and wretched 
Condition; and could not a wife Man, 
by bearing upagaioft its Injuries ^acl Af-, 
faults, open Iiitriftjf a way undfe 
peaceable State or Life ; our ranfeion 
would certainly be too ri^^na un-' 
happy; and the great WorFcffthat 
all-wife Artificci', who drew ni otit.of 
nothing, appear the Icfs per^S and va¬ 
luable. Yet itr often happens, that 
we are much in the wrong when we 
complain of Fortune; becaufe when {he 
fee ms molt averfe to us, ihc then of¬ 
ten forwards ua, to undertake (omc wor¬ 
thy Enterprise, and helps to raife us to 
a higher degree, obliging us, through 
neceffity, to perform good and noble 
Aftions. This may be plainly evinc’d 
fey the whole courfe of my Life, which 
has been interwoven with fitch fl range 
Accidents, that the very remembrance 
of them terrifies me; and yet-to them 
do 1 owe the feeing of fb many Coun-

tries, tile failing fuch waft .Seas, and if 
it may be allow’d me to hope for any* 
the Glory Of thefe unpolifh'd Lines, t 
cannot deny, but that it was my natural 
Curioftty and Defire of Travelling about 
the World , (t.ho‘ often difappoirtted) 
that made me undertake the Voyage of 
£uroft, in the year 1083, whereof I af¬ 
terwards printed only the firft Volume; 

'but it is as certain, that 1 had no other 
reafon to undertake this ocher dang*?*' 
ron f and painful Voyage, but tfjpotj- 
juft: Perfecutions, and undejeryed Out¬ 
rages 1 was forc’d to endure 

Being therefore refoiruto fet for¬ 
ward, not regarding fhe loving Pcriua- 
lions of Friends, ifho made at Argu¬ 
ment of the pifteriiper 1 labour’d un¬ 
der, to divert me from my purpofe $ 
and having provided all Nccefiaries, I 
took nr/ JeaYe of them, and particular - 
Jy of the Counfellov Amato Damn, of 
the Judge of the Htcana 1 ). Jofefh Ct>a- 
vet r now a Coimfcllor, of F. AUnJi Xij 7 , 

Knight of Malta, and of Dr. Laurence He Eia- 
Sattdaiitrl. This done, without farther barks, 
delay, I embark’d oil Sat nr day the 13 th 
A of 
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Ps*\/> of June, 1693. on a Feint a of Naples, to 
O'emelU. carry me into Calabria, in order to go 
1695, over from thence into the Levant. 

Having fail’d 50 Miles, we landed at 
yniifi Night on the Shore of Amalfi, fo call’d 
rLj * of a City of that Name, which owes its 

Foundation to certain Families of Romans, 
who failing towards Constantinople, a- 
bout the year of our Lord 829. and find¬ 
ing in this place a fafe Harbour, after 
a dreadful Storm at Sea, flay’d here to 
build it, and fettled their Abode. Nor 
do 1 think it at all ftrange^^fcmado, 
that they fhould build it wfo efcsgfyi 
a plate among fuchfteep Rocks *, when 
1 confider, that in thofe Times, when all 
Italy was infefledby barbarous Nations, 
every one endeavour’d to fix himfelf in 
the ftrongeft place he could. From 
that time forward it was govern’d as a 
Commonwealth, till Times changing, 
and the Grecian Emperors having loft 
that Kingdom, this City became fubjeft 
to Barons. At prefent it is a dcmclh 
of the Crown, and beautify’d with 
many curious Structures, ereded by 
feveral Families on account of the 
wholfomnefs of the Air. 

The Syanijh Nation owes the Dilco- 
very of a New World, and the Tmu- 
gues that of the Eafl-Indies, to Flavio 
Gioja, a Native of the City of Amalfi, 
ns being the in venter of the Ufe of the 
.Loadftone, without which they could 
never have ventur’d out lb far into the 
vaft Ocean, to difeover unknown Em¬ 
pires, nor have found any method to 
fleer their Ships fo regularly through 
the boundlefs Waves of the Sea. A- 
malfi is alfo famous, becaufe a Citizen of 
it was Founder of the Noble Order of 
S. John of Jerttfalem, or Malta \ but a- 
bove all, for preferving in its Cathedral, 
which is an Archbilhop’s See, the Body 
of the glorious Apoftle S. Andrew, 
brought thither from Confiantimyle. 
llseft The Weather proving unfit for Sea 
Point. on Sunday the r-fth, we fet out on Aim- 
day the r^th, and having fail’d about 
40. Miles, nfew Night-fall, put into the 
Point of Licoja, formerly call’d Letico- 
fia, where we found very bad Enter- 
tainment at the Inn. 

TowT° Tuefday 1 6. putting to Sea again, we 
10 fail’d 36 Miles to Pdinitro, a place fo 
call’d from Palinurm , Pilot to Eneas, who 
is faid to have dropp’d into the Sea near 
this Shore, and fwimming to Land, to 
have been kill’d by the Inhabitants. Here 
we found a wretched Inn not becaufe 
there was any want ia the place, but 
becaufe our Hoft was a compound made 


up of an excellent Thief, and a bafe 
Cook. 

Running 40 Miles farther, on Wed- 
nefday 17. we put into Scalea, a Town ^ aki 
on a Rock, at the foot of vail high To ' fi ' n ’ 
Mountains, where we were forc’d to 
continue Thnrfday 18. by reafonof the 
foul weather. Friday 19. we advanc’d 
as far as Paola, where the Inn was no¬ 
thing better than that of Palinuro. The Awte 
chief thipg this City can boaft of, is its Cit Y* 
being the place of the Birth of S. Francis, 
the Plunder of the Minims , and where 
hd wought his greateft Wonders. As 
to other particulars, it has good Build- 
ings, and a Caftleon the Eminence that 
commands it. 

Saturday 20. we fail’d 60 Miles, and 
came betimes to Pixjus, a Town feated Town, 
on a Rock almoft flat at top; whence 
there is a delightful Profpeft along the 
plcafant-Shores of the noble Country of 
Calabria, and upon the open Sea. I 
flay’d there Sunday 21. at the requeft of 
Friends, but Monday 22. taking leave 
of them, went aboard the Veflel, and 
having run 30 Miles, arriv’d at theCi- ~ 
tyTropea, feated after the fame manner qX, 
as Pixjut. The Nobility there have the 
privilege of atfling in a diflinfr Body 
from the Commonalty in publick Af¬ 
fairs. 

Having flay’d here Taefday 23. upon 
fome bufinefs ; on Wednefday 24. we cut 
aci-oft the Bay, and having fail’d 24 
Miles, ended this fhort Voyage on the 
Shore of Gioja. Having landed my Bag¬ 
gage, I caus’d it to be carry’d on Korfes 
to the Town, a Mile diftant, where I 
continu’d all Thnrfday 25. to reft my 
felf, being weary of the Sea. 

Friday 2 6. my Brother Dr. John Bay- 
tifi GWnclh, a Man of an exemplary Life, 
andjnoft innocent Behaviour, came to 
meerjragrora Redicina, bringing Horfes 
with him; and would needs have me 
fpend thofe few days I had, to provide 
Ncceflariesfor ray Voyage at his Houfe. 

I thankfully accepted his kind offer, and 
on Saturday the27th, we went together 
to Redicina, which was 10 Miles diftant. 
Several Perfons came on Sunday 28. to 
bid me welcome, and wifh me a good 
Voyage. Monday 29. I went out a 
fhooting, the Country being plain and 
full of Game; and would have done the 
fame the two following days, had I aot 
been employ’d in providing for my Voy¬ 
age,yet on 'Thnrfday the 2d of July ,I went 
out upon the Plains of Gioja, and had 
the pleaftire of killing forae Pheafants. 

The Air of the place being bad, I re¬ 
turn’d 
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C*vA/> turn’d to Redicina oil Friday the 3d, much 
Gemelli. tir’d* 

1693. Coflfidering with nly felf what Un- 
expected Dangers and Accidents might 
happen in fo long a Peregrination, on 
Saturday 4. 1 made my Will, and left it 
foal’d, and on Sunday the 5th made a 
Confeffion of my Sins, and, tho’ unwor¬ 
thy, receiv’d .the blelfed Sacrament $ 
praying to God to bring me home fafe 
from the diiHcuIt Undertaking l had in 
hand. 1 fhall not Hay to mention the 
tears and tender Embraces at parting 
with my Brother, as not knowing f he- 
ther he Ihould ever fee me again: To 
leflen his Grief, (told him, I intended 
only for the Holy Land , and thence to 
return as foon as pollible } tho’ at the 


fame time I had ablblutely refolv’d not 
to fettle till 1 had taken a view of Chi- 
ttd, and could be an .Eye-witnefs of fd 
many Fables as aredellver’d to ns,among 
fome few Truths. 

I fet out on Monday 6 . to Embark at 
Palmi, \2 Miles diltant, and came thi¬ 
ther before Noon j where I was gene¬ 
rally Entertain’d by John d'Aquino, a 
Gentleman of that Town.' Then difmif- 
ftng James Romeo my Steward (who came 
ont of kindnefs to bear me Company) I 
Embark’d on Tucfday the 7rh for 
and b$yfn$Ktrofs 5 d the Narrow Streight, 
failing in all 24 Miles, arriv’d in that 
City before Night. Jofeph Lacquanti, a 
Gentleman of Rofar no, who was Marry’d 
there, entertain’d me at his Houfe.

A jhort Defer if tion of Meflina, and an account of all the Author few till 

he came to Malta, 


<Meffm nPHE Ciity Mcfjina , formerly call’d 

tieferib’d. JL A ancle, is feated in the Province 
of Faldetncne, In the Eaftern part of the 
lliand of Sicily, and in 39 degrees and 
id minutes of Latitude. It is reported 
to have been built by the Giant Zancle , 
in the year of the World 143^. and that 
it was jolted to Italy, *3 well tilitri eft 
of Sicily *■ Its Figure is Jong, by tea ion 
of the Hills that (hrround it, and has the 
flneft Harbour in the World for capa- 
cioufuefs and fifety, anti for its delight¬ 
ful Shores, embelHfh’d above a Mile in 
length, with ftately Palaces Uniformly 
built, the airioiis Iron Balconies being 
all of an equal height. Here the Ships feem 
to ride fecure in the Arms of theJEarth, 
their oppofite Element, the Anchoring is 
fo very good■, which makesme admire 
that Tavernier, Uh. t. 2 par. tap. 13; who 
reckons Goa, Con flan simple, and Toulon, 
the belt Ports of our Continent, Ihould 
make no account of that of Mefftna , 
which is fo far from being inferiour to 
any of thole above-mention’tl, that it 
in ay be call’d the prime Mart of Europe , 
and a neceflary thorough fair to all Parts 
Of it. The Mouth of it is guarded by 
the Caftle Salvadore , by the Citadel^ 
and other Forts. 

As for the City, it is an Archbilhop- 
tick, and the Mint of that Kingdom. 
Famous Men have flour ilh’d there in all 
Ages* and at prefent it is adorn’d with 
Profeflbrs of all Sciences, and an Aca-

demy of Virtuofo’s. The Churches are 
beautiful enough, the Palaces magnifi¬ 
cent, the Streets wide; the Ladies beau¬ 
tiful and ^witty ■, the Air temperate, the 
Soil Fruitful, the Suburbs large, and 
the Sea may be call’d a Pond, contain¬ 
ing all forts Of Fifh to nleafe the Appe¬ 
tite; in Ihorc, this City is plentifully 
fur mill’d with ali that can be deiir’d for 
Food, Cloathing, and Delight, and the 
more for the Neighbourhood of CaUhriai 
which continually aliords it a molt plea- 
ling Profped of its rich and fruitful 
b ands. It has ever been Loyal to Its 
King, and the Inhabitants ready tolervd 
him with theirl.ivcs and Fortunes j and 
?f of late years lome of its Natives, of 
reftlefs Spirits, and lovers of novelty^ 
incurr’d the Royal Difpleafurc, the 
crime of ^ a few, and the corruption Of 
part of the Members, is not to lay a 
blcmilh upon the whole Body, and in- 
fe& the other Members; flnce thole be¬ 
ing cut off, as rotten. Limbs, and the 
part that was tainted being cauteriz’d,- 
the evil has been not only retriev’d, but 
ablblutely abolilh’d; 

That very day, being the 7th, ? 
look’d out for fome Veifel bound 
for Malta (there being none fo ready 
for the Levant, as 1 had imagin’d, by 
feafon of the War then raging through¬ 
out Europe) and agreed for my Paifage? 
aboard a Partin of Malta, then ready 
to fail; the Mailer of it telling me he 
A 2 Would 
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rvJL/''! would fail on the pth in the Morning, 
GanclU. i endeavour’d to make my fdf ready on 
1693. Wcdncfday 8. but found he was endea- 
vonringcoget away that very Morning- 
Thinking I could not get ready in time, 
I caus’d my Baggage to be put aboard, 
and in the mean while apply’d my fclf 
to difpatch a bnfinefs of moment. I 
concluded what 1 went about with all 
poflible expedition, but yet found the 
Tartan was gone, and, what was worft, 
with all 1 had 3 and I knew neither the 
Mailer’s, nor the Vcflel’s Name. T his 
did not daunt me, but enquiring at the 
Cuftom-Houfc, was inform’d that the 
Tartan was gone to All, to load with 
Wine ; and therefor e not thinking fit to 
fofe any time, for as much as the Ioisof 
my Equipage would quite break ofF my 
intended Journey , 1 went that fame day 
aboard a Fcluca, hound for Agufia? ta¬ 
king a fliort leave of Lacqttauu and his 
Wife. 

We fail’d with a fair Wind through 
the famous and dangerous Strdghts of 
A'fejjina , diverting my Melancholy by 
calling my Eye towards the left, upon 
the delicious Gardens of Cotona and Reg¬ 
gio? and towards the right on the beauti¬ 
ful Drommo , a Suburb of Me fin a? which 
ftretches out for fcveral Miles in pleafant 
Country-Houfcs and Gardens3 then up¬ 
on the Village of S. Stef am , and upon 
S. Placido , a Monaflery of Benedictines, 
feated on an E mi nency, which by reafon 
of its advantagious Situation, was the 
caufe of many bloody Frays between the 
French and Spaniard j, ill the laft War 
of Mejfnia. Keeping my Eyes Hill 
fix’d upon the Land, in expectation of 
finding the Tartan, 1 obferv’d Briga? 
Pez.zjthj Giampileri , la Scalctta? Aitala , 
Alt? Fi/tme di Nifi? Savoca , and other 
Villages feated near the Sea-fide. The 
Tartan was clofe up in AU-, but the Ma¬ 
iler of the Felucca, to fave putting me 
afhore, fiaid it was another, and there¬ 
fore continuing our Voyage, not with¬ 
out anguilh of Heart we pafs’d by Taa- 
romim, a Royal City feated on a Moun¬ 
tain, and 30 Milesdillant from Mejfina. 
From this place appear’d to the view 
CalatahUno , APafcari, Jaci , Ognari t and 
the ground of the City Catania, utter- 
1 ' ]y ruin’d, and bury’d in the Afhes of its 
Neighbouring Mountain,after the dread¬ 
ful Earthquake which liapned that fame 
year. The few Citizens that remain’d 
unbury’d, live in poor Cottages about 
foci Gate. Having feen this deplora¬ 
ble Spcdade, the Sun fhining out on 
Tharfday 9. we proceeded on our Way 


(having rim 60 Miles) without Landing, 
and leaving behind us the Royal Cities 
of Lentini and Carlolentini ., Ac Noon we 
put an end to this fhort Voyage of 90 
Miles, arriving at Agufia. 

Xiphon a,now call’d Agufta? was firfl put 
into a poflure of Defence by the Empe- 
rour Frederick II. and afterwards better 
Fortify’d. Hither the Knights of St. John 
of Jernfatem retir’d, after the Jofs of 
Rhodes? before Malta was given them. 

This City had the fame misfortune as 
Catania ? being overthrown by the laft 
Earthquake, and therefore the People, 
like the others, liv’d in Cottages. The 
Caftle, which was one of the bell in 
Sicily , as well for the natural Strength 
of the Place, as for the great Fortica- 
dons about it (having two Bridges and 
four Gates to die Sea) was much da¬ 
mag’d , efpedally the Dwellings of the 
Soldiers. TheCicy lay to the Eaft along 
the Hill, and had a good port, defend¬ 
ed by 4 Forts. 

Going aboard another Ve/Tel, I came sirmfi. 
in the Evening in fight of Siracufa , 
or Zaragout-, a City that had fuSir’d 
much by the Earthquake. As far as I 
could perceive from the Sea, it is com- 
modioully feated, with a large Caftle 
on die South, and a Fort on the North. 

Here we were feiz’d with much fear, 
feeing the Boat of a Veil'd which we 
thought to be a Turk coming aboard us, 

irtfomucli that w* ran a/Fore to defend 

otir felvcs under thefhelter of the neigh¬ 
bouring Rocks 3 and, infhort, we obli¬ 
g’d the Boat to make away 3 which it 
feems belong’d not to Pirates, but to 
the Town of Trap am. 

That Night we could not advance 
much, and therefore on Friday the 10th MwCity. 
lay in fight of the City Noto , deftroy’d 
as well as the reft by the Earthquake. 

At Night wc lay at the Fifhery of Cape 
Pajfaro , wftere I had Salt- Fifh prefented 
me for my Voyage. Here the Maltefe 
Galliot and Brigantine, that guard the 
Channel, were at Anchor, but they 
could give me no account of the VelTel 
I went in qneft of. 

Going aboard again on Saturday 15. 
the contrary Wind obJigM us to Land 
on the Shore of Spaccafurno? 55 Miles 
from Siracafa. Sunday 12. having fail’d 
40 Miles, we arriv’d at Bratjtjem? a 
Town on the fhore of the Town of 
Santa Croce , whence that Night I went 
to Scoglicrti, in the County of Medic a, to 
get another Veflel to carry me to Malta- 

Accordingly Aionday 13. I went a- 
board a final! Bark to crofs that narrow 

Sea, 
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fVVO Sea, there being no better VefiH, and 
Gtmelli. being becalm'd a few Miles at Sea, we 
1693. flood in great fear of Tnrkijh Pirates, 
^'*Y"N# that Paflage of <>o Miles being never free 
from them in Summer. 

Tire Calm condon’d Tucfday the 14, 
when feeing the Boat of a Tartan making 
towards ns, and believing them to be 
Rovers, we forfbok ours Louden with 
Wood, and defcncelefs, and fled in our 
Boat, die Seamen not allowing me fo 
much liberty as to take my Gun. The 
others feeing us fly , forbore purfuing 
any further 3 by which we perceiving 
that the Tartan was of Malta, return’d 
to our Bark, and continu'd there all the 
reft of the day. The Wind coming 
up in the Evening, we Sail’d all Night, 
and got into the Pan of Malm on Wed- 
nefday 15th before Day, but waited 
for Pratiek till two hours after Sun Ri¬ 
ling. 

Milt*. The Ifiand of Malta was given to the 
Bland, Knights of St. John of Jerufalem, by the 
Emperor Charles the V- for the yearly 
Tribnte of a Hawk, which at prefect 
the Vice-Roy of Sicily receives in the 
name of his Catholick Majefty. Its 
length from Eafl to Weft is XL Miles, 
the breadth 12, and the compafs (So, 
Tile City of Malta is in 33 degrees, 40 
rain, of Latitude, and enjoys an excel¬ 
lent Climate. It was befieg’d by the 
Turks with a great Power, in die Year 
rj tf 5, but without fuccefs. The Port 
lies to the Northward, and is large, <md 
can contain very r.iaay Ships, dividing 
it felf into feveral very deep Bays3 in 
the molt retir’d Part whereof is the 
place call’d BormoU , on the right of it, 
the Borough, and on the left the Ifiand, 
Plates Inhabited by the common fort. 
The Port, who are about 3000 Souls. The En¬ 
trance of this Port is well defended on 
the fide of the City, by tha*Caftle of 
St. Elmo, which is well furnilh’d with 
Cannon, has a deep Ditch , and other 
Fortifications', and by 10 pieces of Can¬ 
non planted on the Wail; further up 
by Barracca Tecchta, on which there are 
10 pieces of Cannon above, 011 Arches, 
and as many below: Still further up 
beyond the Gate of Italy , by 17 Gnus 
on the upper, and 20 on the lower Bat¬ 
tery. On the oppofite fide, it is de¬ 
fended by the new' Fore of the lfland, 
Caftel S. jtngtlo of Barge, and the new 
Caftle of Recajoli, where the Guns were 
not yet mounted, but it may be lpee- 
dily furnilh’d from the City, if there be 
need 3 fo that the Port is inaccefliijk, 


and the City impregnable, bees Ufa fear¬ 
ed on a vail high Rock, w hich towards 
the Sea is naturally Fortify’d by Preci¬ 
pices, and fitniifh’d by Art with migh¬ 
ty Forts, Walls and Towers. On the 
Land fide, the whole compafs of three 
Miles, which contains the City, it is well 
furnilh’d with Cannon, not oniy on the 
particular Forts and Batteries, but a- 
long the whole extent of the Wall, be¬ 
ing a delicate Walk from the Port to 
the Lazaretto , and may be gone in a 
Coach. > 

The Port of the afore find Lazaretto , 
call’d Marfcinmfitt,vchicb growing deep¬ 
er within, keeps Ships in fafety clofe 
under a Rock, would not be inferiour to 
the other for convenienty, were it not 
appointed only tor the Ships that come 
from the Levant. Bclides thefe two 
Ports, they told me, there were many 
more very commodious in all the three 
Jflands, and all defended by Forts. 

The City, tho’ final], is not inferiour TfieCity. 
to the belt in Italy for beauty3 for tho’ 
feared on a barren Rock, yec Art has 
exerted it fell’ to make it delightful, 
y eliding an excellent Profpeft from the 
Sea, am from the Land, reprefenting a 
curious Flower, always odoriferous3 
neither the hardnefs of Winter, norths ■ 
violence of other Seafoas ever withering 
k, tho* it is very hot in Summer, as be¬ 
ing feared on a Rock. The Plain of it 
is like the Superficies of a Hand the 
length from North to South, with ten 
State Streets, very well Pav’d, which 
divide it 3 that is,five on the Weft, three 
011 the E3ft, which are fteep end crook¬ 
ed, and two on the top Plain. This 
unevennefs of the Ground is no way 
offenfive to the fight, hut rather adds 
to its beauty, there being no place for 
any filth to lie, all berag carry’d away 
to the Sea, which makes the Palaces 
and publick Places of the City appear 
the more graceful. The breadth of it 
is cut by two Streets running from Ealt 
to Weft, both large and plain. It has 
three Gates, the fflofl frequented of 
them is that of MeL 3 in the Ditch 
whereof, there is a great Orchard 
of Lemons and Oranges for the ufe 
the great Maficr. The other is the 
Land Gate, and the third that of the 
Lazaretto, without which there is a 
Powder Houfb, befides tbofe within. 

On the Land fide, there are two deep 
Ditches running from the Lazaretto to 
the Port, with a double Wall under¬ 
min’d- 

The 
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The three Mauds I mention’d before* 
CtmeSi. are Malta, do Miles in com pa ft, (hap’d 
*$ 9 i' like a Tortoife, and in it, the old and 
VV^ new City, from which it takes Name; 
but the old one at prefentdoes not con¬ 
tain 2000 Souls. The fecond Ifland is 
Comona , io Miles in compals, with a 
Fort in it; and the third call'd Gozjs , 
the molt fruitful of them all, and has 
a good Fort commanded by a Knight of 
the Order. AH three Iflands contain 
about 60000 Souls, in 30 Towns and 
Villages; moft of them fierce and War¬ 
like, as being of A/aori/l; Extraftionand 
Cuftoms. The Knights of the Order, 
who are Subjects to his Catholitk Maje- 
fty, have the ptiviledge of being Go- 
vernours of the CafHesof St. Ftmo 7 and 
St. Angelo , excluding all other Nati¬ 
ons, and their Government lafts two 
years. 

During my ftay at Malta , I Iodg’d_ 
in the Monaltcry of the Francifcans, of 
the Invocation of St. Mary of jefus, 
where the Religious Men entertain’d 
me civilly. After Dinner 1 went to 
the Carmelite Church, where 1 hear’d 
The Great good liuging of Eunuchs, it being their 
Mafter. Fcllival of our Lady. Thurfday the 
16th, the Great Mafter came to hear 
Mafs in that Church, a Canopy being 
prepar’d for him. Thence he went to 
St. Johns , whither I follow’d to fee the 
Ceremony. The Great Mafter fate on 
the right Hand of the Altar, on a 
Throne of Purple Velvet, with Gold 
Fringes, plac’d within the Rail of the 
High Altar, and enclos’d with Banifters 
of fine Marble : Oppofite to him fate 
16. of his Pages, on Benches cover’d 
with Red, Laced with Silver, and two 
others waited behind his Chair. On the 
Floor of the Church, four fteps below 
their Prince, fate the great Croffes on 
Benches, made faft, cover’d with Lea¬ 
ther, on which were Seats for 32 with 
Desks before them, to kneel at, cover’d 
with Carpets; on the tides, and along 
the middle, were ten other antient 
Knights, and below them places for 
the reft. The Great Matter had the 
Gofpel brought him to kifs, and was 
incens’d: The great Croffes kifs’d the 
Tax , and were incens’d with two Cen- 
fors at the fame time, one on the right, 
and the other on the left. The Great 
Mafter was dad in a thin black Silk, 
with a long Vett, as is worn by our 
Seminary Students, but with a Cape 
behind, and over all, a Calfock like a 
Pricfts, but fliorter, on which was the 
Crofs of the Order; the reft of hisGar- 


itient was black, made after the French 
Falhion; when the Service was over, 
the Great Croffes and Knights attended 
him. I was told, the Great Matter was 
much given to Country Sports, as is 
natural to the Frenchj and was generally 
in his little Wood. His Name is Adri¬ 
an Vtgnacown , he is of an indifferent 
Stature, his Countenance lively and 
ftrong, tho’ he be 76 Years of Age. 

His chief Favourite , is Philip Charles 
Fredac 7 Grand Prior of Hungary , whom 
he always keeps at his Table, as alfo 
the Great Senefcal D. Charles Caraffa 7 of 
the Noble Family of the Dukes ot Bmz.- 
z,ano 7 and one other Knight in his turn. 

They fay, The Great Mafter is allow’d 
6000 Ducats for his Table, a Revenue 
of 20000 as a Temporal Prince, and 
as much as makes that up 60000, out of 
vacant Comendaries and Cuftoms. 

The Church of St. John has three 
Ifles, the middlemoft of them Arch’d, S*#*?’* 
as are the laChappels on the fides. The umC1, 
Walls are rich in Gold, and the Floor 
adorn’d with Marble. On the two op- 
polite fides, were the Tombs of the Re¬ 
nowned Great Mafters Cottonier , and 
Gregory Carafa of the Race of the II- 
luitrious Princes of Roccella. As for 
the Divine Service, the Church is well 
fuppty’d with Chaplains of all Nations, 
who devoutly recite the Divine Office 
in the Choir every day. 

Friday 17th. was a happy day for me, 
the Tartan that had my Equippage a- 
board arriving at Noon, and delivering 
me from the apprehenfion that my Tra¬ 
vels would end at Malta. After^Din- Grcat ^ a , 
ncr I went to fee the Great Mailer’s Pa- ft er ’$ Pal* 
lace, feated on that plain part, where ace, 
the two Streets are. Entring at the 
Eaft Gate, on the right and left, were 
the Stables with 50 Horfes and Mules. 

Further otr is a Garden, and that, leav¬ 
ing the fecond Gate on the left, which 
is the way to St. John's Church, leads in¬ 
to another Court, in which there are 
two oppofite Doors to the Great Ma¬ 
iler’s Apartments. He makes ufe of 
that on the left for his private Abode , 
and of that on the right (whther I faw 
him go) for publick Fundions. The 
Hall is one of the ffiggelt that may be 
feen, richly hung with Crimfon Damask, 
with a Canopy of the fame Fring’d with 
Gold. In this Half, and the firft Room 
within it, are painted the moft glori¬ 
ous Enterpvizes and Exploits perform’d 
by the Order. The third Room was a- 
dorn’d with the lame Silk. The whole 
Palace is beautify’d with curious Iron 
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r\A/^ Balconies, which grace it on every fide. 

Uemdti. On the Welt fide of it is a large Square, 
1693. with a ftately Fountain in it, and ano- 
ther 011 the South, where the Chancery 
Court of the Order is kept, and the 
Treafury that is daily paid iu and out 3 
the Treafure, dellgn’d to fupply pub- 
lick Neccflkies, being kept in the lit¬ 
tle Tower in the great Matter’s Pa¬ 
lace. 

Women. The Mdtefe Women wear a Vail af¬ 
ter the A'foonjh Falhion, like the Hood 
of tli e Spamjh Cbia^ with a long Peak 
fpreading like a hollow Tile on the 
Forehead, being made of ftrong Patt- 
Board. This Drefs b common to the 
Gentry, who add to it an indented Edg¬ 
ing, or Purling, and to the vulgar fort, 
the meanett of them wearing Vails of 
courfe Woollen, with a little fort of 
Petticoat a-crofs the Head, which in 
Summer is as good as a Stove, in a 
Country fo very hot, that I coaid not 
fleep in all the Night. In other refpefts 
the Women are very beautiful, agreea¬ 
ble , and in Ihort, of the beft Blood in 
Europe, 

The common Coin is of Brafs, and 
of high value, for changing a Zecchine 
(a piece of Gold worth Eight Shillings) 
they gave me but fix pieces of Brafs for 
it, valuing each of thefe Pieces at four 
Tar isj three whereof make a Crown 3 a 
falfe Coiner here would make a vaft 
profit. 

Saturday 18th. I went to fee the Al* 
bergo de Italia , or Italian Houfe of En¬ 
tertainment, where there is a Table for 
the poor Knights of that Country 3 but 
there are few that will come to this 
hungry Table, bccaufe the Order al¬ 
lows but two Sicilian Taros a head for 
their Expencc. The Strudlure isftate- 
v and of late embeliilh’d by the Great 
Matter Caraffa. Not far from it is the 
Albergo 1 or Inn of Caftile , and Portugal, 
Thence l went to fee the Churches of 
the Jefmts and Dominicans-, and another 
of the Souls in Purgatory, which are all 
but indifferent Fabricks. In my way 
home I went into the Polverifia , a Pa¬ 
lace of the Order, little inferiour to 
that of the Great Matter, which islet, 
being divided into fevcral Apartments. 
Below it I law another, call’d Delia Ca- 
maretta , a retiring place, where the 
Knights that are piotiffy given, live in 
Community, paying a yearly Stipend, 
and apply themfelves to godly Exerci- 
fes. 

The Hof- The Hofpital of Malta , is one of the 
pical* famoufett in Europe-, as well in regard, 


the fick are ferv’d by Great Crolfcs and 
Knights, and all in Plate 5 as for the 
good Order oh ferv’d, notwithftanding 
the great number of Sick. Before it is 
a great Court, and on the fides a Noble 
Apothecary’s Shop. Going up there is 
a lmall Gallery with fick Pcrfons, and 
fuch another oppolite to it 3 but going 
down, there is another of a vaft length, 
with a great number of Beds on both 
fides, as there are in the other two Arms 
that form a Crofs, the Chappcl for Di¬ 
vine Service riling in the middle. This 
Hofpital is fo well ferv’d, that many 
Knights when they are fick go into it 
to be cur’d. 

Sunday 19th, the great Croffes were 
at high Matt, in long Garments of black 
courfe Stuff, with wide Sleeves, but 
Ihort, hanging under the Pafiion Em¬ 
broider’d on a Scarf of black Silk, the 
end whereof is ty’d to the , Sword Hilt. 
The Great Matter wore the fame, ha¬ 
ving befides, a Purfe by his fide as Al¬ 
moner, Behind the great Croffes, fate 
on twelve Benches, the Elders and Com- 
mendarics, and below them on the fides 
the Knights, of whom there was a great 
number. On the left of the Great Ma¬ 
tter, were the Officers of the Palace 3 
that is, the Receiver, the Matter of the 
Horfe, the Chamberlain, and others3 
who fate on a plain Wooden Bench, but 
they wore the fame Habit as the Great 
Crofles. The Matt was fung by the Pri¬ 
or of the Church. The chief place next 
to the Great Matter was taken up by 
his Nephew, who fate nn the firtt feat 
of tile Great CrofTcs ( as he did at all 
other Ceremonies) clad after the French 
fafhion. He a lone, after the Great Ma¬ 
tter, kifs’d the Gofpel, and fo made 
his Offering, having had the Pax given 
him, and been incens’d before the Great 
Croffes. I was told, that the great 
Croffes, when they fate in Council® 
wore another Garment with longer 
Sleeves, like that worn by the Senators 
of Venice. 

After Matt I went co fee the Great- 
Matter Dine. The Table was fpread 
in the great Hall near the Canopy, un¬ 
der which was his Chair of Crimfbn 
Velvet, and four others of Leather low¬ 
er at the end. On the firtt of thefe fate 
his Nephew, on the fecond, the Grand 
Prior of Hungary , on the third, the 
Great Crott Cavarretta of Trapano , and 
on the 4th. the Great Senefchal Caraffa . 
The Great Matter was ferv’d in gilt 
Plate, and his Meat was brought apart 3 
the three Knights that carv’d were co¬ 
ver’d. 
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ver’d. The Great Matter drank in a 
Gemdlu little Glafs, the Health of the Knights 
i(?P3. prefont, which was as good as difmif- 
jing many of them, who made their 
Court round the Table5 and it may be 
truly faid, that no Prince in the World 
of his Quality is more nobly attended. 

The firft: place in the Ifland, where 
this Noble Order redded, was Old Mal¬ 
ta , afterwards CajUe S. Angtlo , where 
they withftood the terrible Siege of the 
Ottoman Fleet. At lattr they remov’d 
to the place where they now are, build¬ 
ing fuch a beautiful City by reafon of 
the convcnieucy of its Quarries, like 
Naples. 


Monday the 20th, there put into Mal¬ 
ta a French Tartan, fent by the Merchants 
of MarftiUts to carryAdvice to the French 
Veflels then lying at Alexandria, Cyprus, 
and Tripoli of Soria for fear of the Dutch 
Privatiers, that they might fafely ven¬ 
ture out of thofe Ports on their feveral 
Voyages, three French Men of War 
then CruiOng in the Mediterranean, 
which would fecure them. Therefore 
to avoid watting my time in Expectati¬ 
on of a better opportunity to Sail for 
C onfiant mapu , whither 1 had refolv’d 
to go, 1 readily agreed to give twelve 
Crowns for my paflage to Alexan- 
aria.

H Aving provided all Neceflaries, I 
Embark'd on Tuefday 21th with 
a fair Wind, which held all Night, and 
Wedncfday 22th. It fail’d a 'little on 
Thurfday 23th, but came fair again on 
Friday 24th. and carry d us in light of 
the lfland ciosa, Weft of the Kingdom 
of Candia , along whofe Coaft we ran 
with the fame Wind, Saturday 25th. 
and Sunday atfth. It held on all Mon¬ 
day 27th. but Tuefday 28th.' we had a 
tedious Calm, Wedndday the 29th. it 
blew fomewhat fair. The Mailer of 
the Tartan being Yonng and unexperi- 
enc’d, ignorantly took a fancy to make 
the High-land, for fear of falling in un- 
awars upon the Flat of Tgypt , and at 
break of Day, he found him fell' 50 Miles 
above Alexandria , in the Neighbour¬ 
hood of Refett ; fo that being to turn 
hack, the Wind was full in our Teeth, 
and after much Tacking, we put in at 
Bichier , i g Miles beyond Alexandria. 
1 his is a final 1 Caftle, provided with 
many Pieces of Cannon, and a Garrifon 
of 200 Turks. About it, there arc a 
few Huts of Arabs, barbarous in name 
aud manners, and hideous to behold; 
thefe tho miferably poor, bemg wholly 
devoted to idlcnefs,will not Work upon 
any account. There is a plentiful Filh- 
cry, and particularly of Mullets, where¬ 
of for a Farthing they foil a large Cut, 
and the Roes of them dry’d for a quar¬ 
ter of a Ducat. The Natives live on 
the plenty ofFi/hand Fruit, for no fort 
of Flelh is fold there. 


The Matter of the Tartan went a- 
fhorc that fame day, being Wedncfday, 
and tho’ it was late, would needs go co 
Alexandria , to deliver his Letters to 
cbeConfuI; wherefore goingattioar with 
him, we fpoke to thc Aga in the Caftle, 
who gave him a Janizary toeondu&him 
thither and back again, for three Pieces 
of Right ;jnd a half, raking along with 
them a Horfo and an Aft, which in 
thofe Parts Travel wonderfully to forve 
them both. The Matter return’d on 
Thurfday 30th. betimes, and had a Con- 
teft with the Janizary, who would have 
as much more as had been agreed, for 
conducing him back, fo that he was 
forc’d to go before the Aga with the 
Jew of the Cuftom-hmfe, who decided 
the matter to the French Manseoft, tho* 
he had before pay’d three Pieces of Eight 
and 3 half to go and come; a piece of 
knavery thofe Barbarians often put up¬ 
on Chriftians.' This made me very ap¬ 
prehensive about the Landing of my 
Equipage, which I much dreaded co ex- 
pofe to the avarice of fuch Mi for cants , 
by Landing it; but the Tartan being 
orderid for Cyprus , I refolv’d to put it 
aboard another Boat, without ventur¬ 
ing afhoar among iuch Thieves, to car¬ 
ry it by Sea to Alexandria, where I 
kuew there were Chriftians, who could 
help me out, in cafe the Arabs fhould 
go about to put upon me; but the con¬ 
trary Wind would not permit me to 
ftir. Therefore on Friday 31th. I was 
forc’d to I .and all I had; I put my ftlf 
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into the Power of a Jexo that was Cufto- 
Cemtllt. mer, of the two Evils chooiing the leaft. 
r 693. But to fay the truth, he attended me 
J very kindly, caufing his Wife to drefs 
my Meat, and giving me a Room in his 
Houfe, for lialfa piece of Eight a day. 

The Jew having fearch’d my Baggage. 
Saturday the ift. of Augufl, about Sun- 
riff ng, I fet out for Alexandria id a Ger- 
ma or Boat, and arriv’d there in the 
Afternoon. Here another Cuftomer 
Jm fearch’d my Baggage , to recover 
his duty, becaufe he of Bichitr had 
fearch’d them only as his Deputy, 
but I found ways at both fearchcs to 
hide fome fmall things that were of 
moft confequence. I went to lodge at 
the Hofphittm of St. Catherine of the 
Francifcm Fathers of the Holy-Land, in 
whofe Church 1 confefs’d, and receiv’d 
on Sunday the 2d. to gain the Indulgen¬ 
ces of the Portiitncaltt , giving thanks to 
God for my happy arrival in Bgyp f, af¬ 
ter a Voyage of 1200 Miles, or 400 
Alexin- Leagues from Malta. 
d %^‘ Alexandria , or Scanderia , as the Turks 

cribd ’ call it, was Built by Alexander the 
Great, according to the form drawn 
by Dinocrates ; 322 Years before the 
Birth of Chrift, and in the Latitude of 
30 deg. 58 min. It is fcated on the 
Shore of the Mediterranean , on a Sandy 
Ground, and is longer than it is broad. 
The Old City is much difmhabtted, and 
the antient Spot ferves to preferve the 
Rain Water for the ufe of the Citizens. 
The new City is but ill peopled, ftreteh-i 
mg along the Shore two Miles in length, 
and half a Mile in breadth^ and it would 
have been reduc’d to a worfe conditi¬ 
on, and perhaps utterly abandon’d, by 
reafon of the uuwholfbmenels of the 
Air, had not the conveniency of its Har- 
W gnd free Trade, which makes it 
the chief Mart of the Levant, brought 
thither the Commerce of all the Medi¬ 
terranean, and Ocean, becaufe of the 
convenient Carriage of Goods brought 
from the Indies up the Red Sea, arm ot 
thole Fgypt it felf affords. It w as toi- 
merly a City 15 Miles in compafs : It 
■ was reduc’d to the mifcrable, ruinous 
coidition it is now in, by falling under 
feveral Maftcrs, and enduring many 
bloodv Sieges 3 but above all, by the 
Deftru&ion made in it by Antoninas Ca- 
racalla , who fill’d it with Blood and 
dead Bodies, not to mention what Max- 
imilianm Heratleus did to it. _ 

Many Learned Men flourifhd in Al¬ 
exandria, bred up in its Univerffty ; and 
it produc’d many glorious Martyrs for 


confefiing our Holy Faith. And were 
there nothing el fie, its former Antiqui¬ 
ty appears by fo many Obelisks, Pillars, 
and ocher publick Structures, the re¬ 
mains whereof are to be leen to this ve¬ 
ry day. 

That lame day, I went about out of 
curiofity to view the Modern Buildings, 
in which I found nothing great, nor a- 
ny thing remarkable in its Market pla¬ 
ces, there being in its Bazar or great 
Market, only two Rows poorly cover’d, 
and wretched Shops on both iides ; and 
the Inhabitants arc not in all above, 

15000 Souls. The Port is almoftround 
the new City taking up one eighth part 
of it on the South-tide. On the North 
is the entrance defended by a pitiful 
Tower on the Haft, and an indifferent 
Caftle on the Weft, but weakly Fortl- 
fi’d , with a Bulwark to retire too near 
which is the Mo fane, not to be feen, for 
they will not allow any body to go into 
it 3 and I drawing near to take a view of 
it, was in great danger, for the Moor - 
ijh Children drove me from it with 
Stones, and fome came forwards with 
their naked Knives in their Hands, de¬ 
manding Money, by means whereof, I 
fav’d my life, fttll flying as fall as 1 
could, becaufe the crowd increas’d, fo 
that my Periwigg dropp’d off 3 a mis¬ 
fortune the French often meet with, and 
fome times it proves fatal, for among 
thofe Barbarians it is dangerous to be 
given to curiofity, Which is natural to 
me. In fhort, the French ConfuJ charg’d 
me not to go far from his Quarter, hut 
I not regarding it, broke the Injunfti- 
on, tho’ with fuch eminent danger. In 
my return I obferv’d, that there was 
another convenient Harbour to the 
Northward, form’d by a neck of Land 
lying between the City and the Sea. ggg? 3 

Monday 3d. I went with a JanizMy, 
afllgn’d me by the Conful, out of the ohferve, 
City, to fee Fompefs Pillar, it ftauds thatinthe 
on a high Ground, which the Sea leaves *** 
between North and South. It is all of t t,/p;n ar 
one entire piece of red Marble, except j,ret down 
the Capital, Pcdcftal, and Bale, on to be 100 
which there are certain Mrfftian Hiero- Foot, and 
glyphicks carv’d.

I 
took not the Dimenftons of them, but 
by what I could guefs by my Eye, they 
feem’d to be 40 Spans about, and 70 
in heighth. About the Old City, there 
are fcveral Monuments of Antiquity to 
be fecn, in great hew’d Stones, and ci¬ 
ther Structures demolifh’d by time.

The Author 1 's Voyage on the Nile, 

T H E French perfwaded me to 
cloath my felt after the Country 
Fafhion, that 1 might appear lefs odious 
in the fight of the Arabs, and particu¬ 
larly the Bidutnts, who are Herdfraen, 
and live in Tents about the Country, 
carrying their Houfes about, like the 
Anticnt Nbmades. I took their advice, 
being to meet with feveral Bands of 
thofe barbarous People in the way I de- 
lign’d to take. I order’d all my Affairs 
on Thurfday the 6th. and on Friday 
the 7th, in the Morning, being clad 
like an Arab, went aboard a fmall Bas¬ 
que bound for Bicbicr, whither 1 arriv’d 
after three hours Sail. Aboard the 
fame VefTel came a Capigi, Porter to the 
Bajfa of Cairo, who gave me to uuder- 
ftand by means of a Jew , that he ihould 
be glad to go with me, and to lhare 
what conveniency he had lor iiimfclf, 
offering me Money if I flood in need. 
Tho’ 1 undcrJlood this to he a Tarkijh 
Compliment for his own ends, 1 took 
no notice, but return’d him thanks, be-

Fir/t, we paired by two Villages, and 
after Sailing 10 Miles by Mirimbel , feat- 
ed on the Illandy then by Marbnbtts on 
the right , and Deffin on the left, then 
by Samfeir on the right, and Figar op- 
pofitc to it i higher up by Btmhs on 
the left, and Zendigon on the right, all 
large Towns oh the River, not to men¬ 
tion, other Villages. Here, they fay, 
the belt Sal Ammoniac)*. in the World, 
is dug by reafon of the dampnefs of the 
Soil, and Camels pifs; but this reafon 
is of no weight, there being no want 
of Camels throughout all Afla, and yet 
HO Sal Atnmomack. 

This Arm of the River we fpeak of, 
is about a quarter of an Italian Mile o- 
ver, inTome places more, in fome lefsy 
the Stream gliding fo gently, that with 
two Sails abroad, wc run feven or eight 
Miles an hour againSt the Current, fo 
that it is delicious Sailing along it in 
good Company. 

The River Nile , or Abanchi (which 
in the Abijfmc Language Signifies Father 
of Rivers) or Tacul, as the Ethiopians 
call it, proceeds bom two Lakes, or 
Pools, in the Kingdom of Goyama, fub- 
jeft to the Emperor of Ahijjima-, one of 
them call’d Zambre , and the other Zai¬ 
re, whence croiTing that Kingdom, Ethi¬ 
opia, and other Countries it runs down 
to fertilize Egypt , and lofes it feif at 
laft in the Mediterranean. The Water 
is muddy, but when fetlcd, very good 
to Drink. 

The Arm of the River we Sail’d up¬ 
on is winding, lo that there is no know¬ 
ing how many Miles it is from Rofeto 
to Grand Cairo, becaufe it is not gone 
by Land, but fomc reckon 150 Miles. 
We had a good Voyage, the River be¬ 
ing then at fulled. Modern Authors 
aflign two Realons for the Inundation y 
One is the conftant Rains, which in 
Ethiopia begin with April , and continue 
5 Months, the other the many Lakes, 
Pools, and Rivers in the Country, which 
being fweif d , communicate their Wa¬ 
ters to the Nile. They fay, the River 
begins to fwcll, when the Sun enters 
Cancer y it is higneft in Auguft, and de¬ 
clines in September , fatniug the Soil to 
fiich a degree, that the Husband-men 
are forc’d very often to qualify it with 
Sand y were they not fo (loathful, they 
might gather two Harrells in a Year. 


The common Maps divide the Nile in¬ 
to fix Branches, and make the greateft 
of them to run by Alexandria. In nay 
time, I faw none but the two here men¬ 
tion’d. This raiftake may perhaps pro¬ 
ceed from the feveral Cuts made from 
the Nile , when it overflows the Coun¬ 
try y which is a neceflary evil, becaufe 
in the upper Egypt it never Rains, and 
in the lower, only three Months in the 
Year, which are becembtr, ’January and 
March. 

The fame Wind continuing fair for 
us, and all our three Sails beiug fpread, 
tho’ the Velfel crack'd, between Noon* 
and Sun-(etcing we run about 60 Miles, 
leaving oh the right Fex, Selmih, Mini - 
tcairafed and Edfuch , and on the left 
At flab, Samgratb , and Mecas , all great 
Towns. At Night the Wind fell, and 
the Nile which before ran high like the 
Sea, grew calm y fo that we made little 
way, but always in fight of well-peo¬ 
pled Villages on the Shoar. There were 
no Crocodils to be feen , becaufe they 
never come down below Grand Cairo, 
tho’ the Water be one or two Pikes 
length deep, which is not fo at all times*, 
for in the Winter the Voyage lafls eight 
or ten days, by reafon of the Ihallow- 
nefs of the Water, and fometimes they 
are forced to lighen the Boats to go 
forward, and the Country People ufe 
other Inventions to Water the Land. 

The Tarkijh Diet is continual Pe¬ 
nance y for the common Sufteaance, e- 
vea of Lhofe that are well to pafs, is a 
fort of ill-made Bread, Garlick, Oni¬ 
ons, and four Curds y and if they have 
a little boil’d Mutton, it is a great Feaft. 
among them. Pullets and other Fowl 
are utterly banifli'd the Tabic, tho’ in 
that Country they are very cheap. The 
honed Capigi far’d no better y but a:Ja- 
nizjtry his Companion, being iefs (cra¬ 
pulous as to the Obfcrvance of the Al¬ 
coran, having fpy’d a Bottle of Wine, 
I carry’d for my own life, brought it to 
a fmall quantity, asking (or Drink eve¬ 
ry moment y and therefore I to encreafc 
the little that remain’d, order’d my Ser¬ 
vant to pm Water to it, and by that 
means was deliver’d from the importu¬ 
nity of the Infidel, who afterwards did 
not like it, faying. It was weak. 

The Wind quite ceafing, onTuefday 
the nth. NincPerfons went a (hoar, and 
hal’d the Boat along with a Rope, with¬ 
out Rowing, and thus wc pafs’d by Scil- 
mo, famous for Corn (hipp’d off there y 
then wc left Abici on the left, and Na- 
harl on the right, with other fmall Vil¬ 
lages, 
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fsJV-/'* lages and Iflands, form’d by the River 
t? enietti, iu fome places. The Land, tlio’ naked 
1693. of Trees, was Plow’d with Oxen and 
Buffalos. The Arabs love the Flcfh of 
both, as alfo Mutton, which is there 
large and fat; the Sheeps Tails often 
weighing feveral Pounds, but it is tough, 
Thefe Mahometans eat a fmall fort of 
Grain they have, which has the tafte 
of a Chefnut, mix’d with parch’d Fit- 
chcs* 

About Noon the Wind frefhned, and 
we made more way, but the winding of 
the River made it much longer. On the 
right fide of the River ,1 faw abundance of 
Trees, like white Mulbery Trees, which 
bore a Fruit near the Trunk like Med¬ 
lars, and fweet tailed, they call them 
Giimmis , or Pharaohs Figs, to eat them , 
the Arabs flafh them before they are ripe 
to let out the bad juice. When we came 
to Cblajorzcar , they told me, wc were 
half way. Ac Sun-fet we found our 
felves near the Villages of Sicabnl, Ni- 
gili, and Comfcirich , the Wind being 
fair, which tho’ it continu’d , yet the 
Boat ftay’d at Terrana the Bey or Ma¬ 
tter refuting to go any further on ac¬ 
count of their great Feftival call’d Agi- 
ram Bair am , or the Sacrifice to Maho¬ 
met. 

Stopping at this Village two hours 
after Sun-riling, on Wedncfday till they 
had ended their hellilh Ceremonies, I 
took notice of a great heap of Earth, 
which they call Natron, dug out of a 
Neighbouring HiU, which they told me 
was (hipp’d off for feveral parts of Chri- 
ftendom , to whiten Cloth, and take 
out Spots. On the left fide of the Ri¬ 
ver is a long fandy Hill, which runs as 
far as Grand Cair&* 

Wednefday the 12th. we continu’d 
&:t> Voyage, always in fight of Villages 
on both tides, and within view of Me- 
nuf ; a great City, fix Miles up the Land, 
on the right of the ifland. About Sun- 
let we pafs’d by Dulap and Nix at, a Vil¬ 
lage where the Nile divides it felf into 
two Branches, the one running towards 
Fofeto, and the other to Damiata. We 
came to Bulac three hours after Night, 
by reafon of the time fpent on account 
of the afore-mention’d Feftival. Here 
all the Boats that come from the upper 
Egypt, Alexandria, and Refeto, make a 
flop. 

Thurfday the 13th. at break of Day, 
I went alhoar, and faw the Country o- 
verflow’d by the River, like a Sea, be¬ 
ing then out at its full extent. 1 was 
told, that on Friday the 7th. of Augufl, 


the Bajfa attended by a great Retinue; 
perform’d the Ceremony us’d every 
Year, of cutting the Bunk of a fmall 
Branch of the Nile , call’d Xdic , that 
the Water might run by new Cain, en¬ 
riching the Country, and rejoyting the 
Hearts of the Arabs , who judge whe¬ 
ther they ttiall have a good, or a bad 
Harvcft by the riling of the Waters at 
the Nilofcepe, or meafure of the fuell¬ 
ing of the Nile, fet up in an Ifland near 
Old Cam. .This Ceremony varies eve- 
Year 7 or 8 days, according as the Wa¬ 
ters increafe fooner or later, which be¬ 
ing come to the heighth, a Cryer Pro¬ 
claims it to the People. The Nile at 
that time appear’d to me greater than 
the Danube •, what it is when lowcft, 1 
Jhall fay when 1 fee it, 

Having taken my leave of the Jani¬ 
zary, who lov’d ftrong Wine, I fee out 
for New Cairo upon A lies, and being 
come thither, lodg’d at the Houfe of 
the Francifcans , in the quarter of the 
two Gates, being that of the Venetians, 
call’d Hart. 

I found them at Cairo, celebrating the , 
Feftival of Bair an, which had been kept 
the Day before in the Villages, There 
was a great number of People in the 
burying places, holding Lights over the 
Tombs of their dead Friends in the 
publick Places, all Perfons vy’d in offer¬ 
ing Sacrifices to their Prophet, of Ox¬ 
en, Gelt Goats, Lambs, and Fowls. 

Befides the mutual Invitations and 
Treats, the multitude diverted them- 
fclves with beholding eight Children 
turning round upon a Wheel. During 
thefe Days, they did eat the Flefh of 
their horrid Sacrifices, elpecially of the 
Fowls, which arc very cheap, as are the 
Pigeons, whereof there is a prodigious 
number in the Dovecotes of all the Vil- 
lages* 

Having retted my felf in the Father’s 
Houfe, after Dinner, f hir’d two A ties, 
and went with a Fryar to Old Cairo , Old Cairn 
crofting the New, for the fpace of two 
Miles and a half, and as far over the 
Fields Here alfo 1 lodg’d at the Fran¬ 
cifcans-, then I went to vifit the Church 
of the Grecians, built within the Fort, 
to fee the Arm of St. George kept there 
in a Chappel, The Church has nothing 
great, and the Cattle is a dark Prifon. 

They fay, it belong’d to the Ancient 
Copti, or Circumcis’d People, as did a- 
nother adjoyning to it, deftroy’d by the 
Turks. Thefe Copti, they fay, were 
Matters of the Country. The wretched 
Remains of them, are ftill to be feen 
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in a particular Quarter; but joyningto 
Old Cairt, where they have 5 Churches, 
fay Mafs after their manner, obey their 
Schifmatick Patria'ch, and confeqiicntly 
are Enemies to Catholicks. They lead 
an auftcrc and wretched ! ife, feeding 
only on Bread and Water , or at belt 
on Herbs and Puife. 

Old Cain f, fcated on the right fide of 
the Branch of the A r ;/r, is a 1 mo ft diiin- 
habiced, there being not above 3000 
Souls in it, and it is dreadful to fee its 
Ruins fcatter’d in all Parts. Jofeph's Gra¬ 
naries which are there, are about a Mile 
in compute, with a Wall that clofes 
them in. They are divided into 14 
large Squares, in which Corn is iay’d 
up at this time in the open Air, becaufe 
either it does not Rain in Egypt t or but 
a few final! drops. 

The Father Superior of the Houfe, 
and another Father his Companion, both 
Spaniards , carry’d me to fee the place, 
where Mofes was found floating on the 
MU in a Basket, by Pharaoh's. Daughter; 
the Royal Palace then Handing near that 
place; at prefent there is a Mofqut , with 
Gardens and Houfes of Pleafure. Not 
far from it is the Ifland before-menti¬ 
on’d, where they meafure the jncreafe 
of Nilt . Along the Banks of Catrt , 
there is always n number of Boats lou¬ 
den with Corn, much better than ours, 
brought from the Kingdom of Seyd ,which 
fignines happy Country, belonging to 
an Arabian Mahometan Prince, tributa¬ 
ry to the Great Turk. Thefe Boats per¬ 
form their Voyage in 22 days, but with 
fome trouble, becaufe of the Crocodils. 
Oppolite to this Great City, on the left 
fide of the Nile is another call’d Cjxji, 
the Head of a Government, and famous 
for the Houfes of Pleafure, built there 
by the MamaUtke Princes. ' In the Vil¬ 
lages about Cairo 7 the Arabs ufually 
hatch Eggs in 14 Days, placing them in 
a Room, and making a Fire in the mid¬ 
dle; during which time, they take care 
to turn them now and then, that they 
may receive fufficient heat. I would 
have gone to fee this, but was told they 
did it in Lent. 

Afterwards I went with the aforefaid 
Fathers into the Holy Houfe, in which 
the Bleffed Virgin dwelt feven Years, 
with the Infant Jefus, and St .Jefeph, 
when they fled the cruelty of Htrod. 
This is within the Church of the Coptis ; 
going down nine fteps, near the left fide 
of the Choir , fupported by three Pil¬ 
lars on the right, and four on the left, 
which make three little partitions. In the 


middlemoft, about four Spans from the 
Ground, they fhovv a hollow in the 
Wall, where our Lady lay with her In¬ 
fant. In the apartment on the right, is 
the place where S. Jofcpb lay, and in the 
hollow of the Wall on the left, another 
little place- where at fh'ft our Saviour 
refted, when 1 be came into the Grot. 
There is alfo a Rone, on which they 
fay, the Bleffed Virgin wafh’d, and a 
Stone Table on which they eat; They 
alfo fhow’d me a great piece of Timber 
and a Nail, which they faid was of No¬ 
ah's Ark. I went to fee the Creek Church 
behind it, which is not large, and has 
but one Altar in the Choir, near which 
a (trending eight fteps, in the high part 
of the Wall is the feat of their Patri¬ 
arch. At this Altar, the Priefts fay 
Mafs, in the Old Egyptian Language, 
whereof they underftand little, or no¬ 
thing, they are fo ignorant. Not far 
off is the Font, made like a Well, into 
which they let down the Water, Bap¬ 
tizing the Females 80 Days after they 
are born, and the Males 40 , and 
fometime after they Circumcife them 
both. 

Having heard Mafs, I mounted myAfs 
to go home with the two Spamjh Fathers. 
By the way I obferv’d, That Old Cairo 
in former Ages was a great City, its 
Ruinsextending many Miles inCompafs. 
I alfo took notice of the Aqucdu&s, 
which convey the Water of Nile into 
the Safa’s Caftle, drawn with Engines 
out 'of the Stream, as of a wonderful 
Thing, as well becaufe of the height of 
the Arches, as for the diftanec of three 
Miles. Then we met part of the Bajfas 
Retinue, going to with a good Feu ft to 
a Lord of Old Caire , beating four Drums, 
and before them two Dennett , or Ma¬ 
hometan Religious Men, with their Cm: 
cal Caps on their Heads. But the belt 
was to fee a Santone of theirs, that is 
another fort of Religious Man, Naked, 
with a Cap on his Head made of feveral 
Rags, and a batf Coat on his Back, and 
how thofe Barbarians ran in Crowds to 
pay their Refpects to him ; lo that what 
for the Solemnity and this Concourfe we 
could not go on, and were forc’d to 
take many Affronts from that Rabble, 
to lave being Raftonado’d fot anfwering- 
After fome Stop, becaufe of the nar¬ 
row nefs of the Streets, one of the Ser¬ 
vants ftep’d forward, and taking one of 
the Fathers by the Hood, had like to 
have pull’d him down to the Ground; 
and at the fame time Reviling the other, 
becaufe he had a little Dog in his Hand, 

faying 
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ftivai. 


rs-A/i frying, One Dog carry’d another, As I 
GemelH. was going by 1 obfcrv’d , That an A- 
i<s - 93 - rab made ffiow as if he would /trike me 
w jth a long Staff over the Head (for 
there the Servants carry Cudgels, and 
the Mailers Clubs fhod with Iron, hang¬ 
ing at the Pummel of their Saddle) and 
-he had certainly done it, but that a Ma- 
ftmte Chnltian held him; therefore the 
danger making me more cautious, I tools 
off niy Hood chat was lo odious to chafe 

Bit. barians. 

The Tarkijh Feflival continu’d Friday 
i4, abundance of Cattle and Fowl being 
coniinuallySlaughter’d, uhofeFlclh the 
Catholkks do not Eat, bccaule of the 
Snperilidon us’d in Sacrificing of it, and 
therefore they provide lbme time before. 
During this three Days Feftival (which 
comes 11 Days fponere very Year)abun- 
dance of Arabian Men of Note appear’d 
mounted on good Horfes (which is not 
allow’d to Chriftians) who are oblig’d 
to alight when they meet with or pafs 
by any Officers of Juftice. The Jam- 
varies at the fame time Exercife their 
Weapons in their feveral Quarters. Ci¬ 
ther Vagabonds with Bottles in their 
Hands fprinkle thofe that pafs by with 
Rofe-Water, to get Mony of them. 
From the Window I faw eight Women 
in Masks go by, crying out ss if they 
had been poflefs’d by the Devil. I was 
told this was the flgn of a Wedding, 
and that they went about inviting the 
Kindred of the Bride and Bridegroom. 

C 4 irt , by fome call’d Memphis? which 
others will have to be Babylon? is ieaced 
in the Latitude of 29 Deg. 50 Min. near 
the Right hand Bank of Nile. It was 
very Fltmriffiing whilft it had Sultans 
and Kings of its own ; and from that 
time has ever declin’d for 1 do Years puff, 
Face IT has been under the Dominion of 
the Turkijh Emperors, who fend thither 
a Balia in the nature of a Viceroy. This 
great City was built Triangular, and 
tho’ the Head of the lower Egypt? is 
not Peopled as formerly ? nor iiich as 
fome now pretend it to be confining of 
2400 Quarters or Wards, and as many 
Mofftes 7 tor the Plague which continu¬ 
ally infcfb that Country, has left it void 
of Inhabitants; and tho’ the Miflioners 
BSgtiefs of and French Merchants told me, That as 
Care. it now is, it contains five Millions of 
Souls, I will not be taken for their Vou¬ 
cher, for I never counted them, and the 
Reader may believe as he pleafes; I 
ffiaU only add. That this Report in¬ 
flaming my Curiofity, 1 refolv’d to fur- 
round it, and defir’d the French Conful 


to procure me 2 Janizary, that 1 might 
do it with more fafecy. ' The faid Con- 
fid lending me the Janizary on Saturday 
r 5 in the Morning, we mounted two 
Alies, and kept Hill dole going round, 
only lleppiug alicie in fome .Parts be- 
caulc of the Ruins. We left behind us 
the Aqueducts, and came to the Gallic, 
which is commanded by a Hill Eaffc of 
it, whence it might foon be destroy’d 
by realon of the weaknefs of its Walls 
and 1 owers. For many Miles about in 
feveral Parts, are the Burying Places of 
the Turks? with Mofi-hs in them, arid 
Tombs toe Perlons of Note, rais’d ou 
four Pillars, with a covering over after 
the manner of a Cupula. We went about 
it in two Hours and a half, lo that con* 
fidcring the T ime, ^ and the fwiftneis of 
thofe A lies, C.dre in my Opinion may 
be about ten Miles in Compais. Now 
let the Judicious Reader make his own 
Computation, and confider whether that 
Circumference can contain five Millions 
of People, for I will only add that the 
Streets are very narrow, and 20 or 30 
Pcrfons live in a fmail Houfe, as alfo 
that we do not include in this Compafs 
Bulach , Old Cain , and the Suburbs. 

The Houfes of l!us Metropolis are not 
Embcllilh’d with Marble, or built with 
Free-Stone, but with Bricks ill burnt, 
and Mud without any Magnificence. 
Only two Gates of the City towards 
the Ea.lt, which are Ihut up have fome 
Ornament of Marble. In other rcfpe&s 
it may be call’d a Magazine of the molt 
valuable Commodities brought by the 
Perjians , efpeciaily along the Canal of 
Hdi? and of alt things neceflary for the 
fupport of human Life; Flefh, Filh, 
Fruit, Bread, and other things being 
there fold at a very low Rate; info- 
much that for the value of a Carlisle of 
Naples (which is about Six Pence (a Man 
may make a plentiful Entertainment. 

To return to what we were laying; 
this Conceit of fo many Millions ha3 
been produc’d by the Fame of the an¬ 
cient and veil City of Caire, which they 
will perfwade us confifted of five feve¬ 
ral Cities, yet not divided, the one be¬ 
ginning where the other ended, like 
the Liuks of a Chain, which are all di- 
itinct, but not divided. The Prophet 
Ifaiah? Chap. ip. fpeaking .of them, 
call’d one the City of the Sun, which 
was the cbiefeit, becaufe there perhaps 
King Pharoah refilled. Of this there 
appears no other Footfteps and Remains 
but only an Obelisk? and lome few 
Ruins, the very Name being loll, and

C Nfc/wfO this now call’d jW&s/iri*. But there con- 
Gondii, tinues a Tradition, convey’d from the 
1653. Chriftians to the Turks themfelves, that 
the Blefled Virgin pafllflg this way with 
her Infant, relied under a Tree, which 
Hood there cill our Times, but af¬ 
terwards was remov’d, as well. on ac¬ 
count of the Chriftians Devotion, as 
for the Infidels fake ; as 1 was told by 
the Father Cups of the Houfc of the 
Franctfcans, who fhew’d me a great 
piece of the Wood of it la the Choir of 
their Church. 

The fecond City was call’d Aamis, 
which was the fame that Pharaoh gave 
to Joj'tfh and his Family. The third 
was Mifrsn, built by Mejiin Son to Ham , 
and Grandion to Noah. The fourth was 
call’d Bubrillon, builc in Honour of and 
nam’d by an Idol call’d Abrilhn, wnofe 
Temple was near Old Caire , and at pre- 
fen t there is a Chriftian Church in the 
place. The fifth was Memphis, deftroy’d 
by the Mahometans, under the Emperor 
Heraclists, and afterwards rebuilt by the 
name of Ttfdar, that is Victory, now 
Old Caire. 

The New One, as we were laying has 
nothing of the Greatncfs or Magnifi¬ 
cence of the Old ( which according to 
theTraditions we have, confifted of the 
aforefaid Cities) being built, as is re¬ 
ported by Kahara, the Wife of a Sara¬ 
cen King, from whofe Name it was af¬ 
terwards corruptly call’d Caire , through 
the Ignorance of the People. 

MaiUet the/rrnrbGonfuI, a Perfon of 
known Virtue, and Born \n. Champagne, 
feveral times offer’d me Lodging and 
Diet in hisHoufe, which at firft I civilly 
refus’d but he repeating it two or 
three times with Tokens of Affc£fion: 
I accepted of it, and began that fame 
Saturday to partake of his Kindncfs at 
a plentiful Table. In the Afternoon 1 faw 
a Dead Body carry’d by, on a high Beer, 
and feveral Priefts went by Singing, and 
Women Howling. They lay. That up¬ 
on the like Oceafions, thofe that are well 
to Pafs kill Cows, Sheep and Lambs, 
and give the Flclh to the Poor. Nor 
fhould this feem ft range, iince fo much 
Charity is practis’d there towards Birds, 
to whom at Caire a certain quantity of 
Corn is given daily" upon a Tower, 
being a Legacy left then by a Maho¬ 
metan. 

Sunday i<?. in the Morning, I went 
to fee the Cattle, which is in the highclt 
part of the City, taking along with me 
the two French Fathers, the Jerpijh In¬ 
terpreter, and the fame Janizary. Being 


all mounted on luffy Alfes, we began 
to ride through the City, follow’d by 
the Iniblent Scoffs of the Arabs, who 
now and then pull'd the Fathers by their 
Cloaks. After palling by feveral Bazars 
or Markets, we came into a wide Street, 
which is rare in Caire, and in which 
there were good Houfes and Mops. 

Then into a large Place twice as big as 
the breadth of the Callle of Naples, ia 
which there were two great Mops, 
about it good Shops, and Mountebanks 
in the middle. Two Gates at the end 
of this Place led into the Callle. We ™ - 
entredat that on the Right Hand, and fti e . 
pafTmg through three others, faw a round 
high Wall, like the Cupula of a Church, 
but open at the top, where they told 
me was the Divan, or Tribunal where 
Jofeph gave Audience $ there is nothing 
elfe valuable but only 38 large and high 
Pillars of Marble. Going further up 
from this Court, through two other 
Porticos, 1 went into a"plain Square, 
oppofire to which there are two Gates, 
that lead into another Court, through 
which they go to the Tower, where the 
publidt Treafure is kept for the Pay of 
40000 Janizaries, that are ever to be in 
the Kingdom. They fnffer no Man to 
go into it, nor into the Apartments of 
th t Aga of the Janizaries and the £ajfa, 
which arc adjoining to the fame Place. 
Having obtain’d leave, at the Price of 
a Zecchine, of the Bajfa, to fee Jofeph' S 
Welly we went out again at the two frfepb\ 
Gates, and going up a Way on the Left Wel1, 
hand, in the higheft Ground of the Ca¬ 
ttle Eaftward, found four Oxen near the 
Well, which turning a Wheel, drew up 
the Water with Ropes of a vaft length 
in Earthen Veflels. I went down with a 
Light, to the firft Landing place op Heps 
all cut out of the Rock there 1 found 
four other Oxen, two whereof by turns 
work'd about the Engine to draw up the 
Water from die bottom of the Well in¬ 
to a Ciftcrn, made for that purpofe in 
that place, whence the Oxen above af¬ 
terwards drew it up. I caus’d a lighted 
Torch to be thrown in, to obferve the 
depth, and after it Cords to mcafure 
it. By what 1 could perceive, it has 
two even lidcs, but it is not quite fquare, 
two fides being of 22 Foot each, and 
the other two of 15. As for the depth, 
it is 141 Foot from the Mouth to that 
refting place, where the fecond Oxen 
were, and as many more to the Spring, 
being in all 282 Foot. The Heps ia 
many pheesare worn out, and in others 
clogg’a with Dirt, by the continual go¬ 
ing 
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rs^\v'"> ing up and down of Oxen; and for the 
IffmeBi. moil part they are uneven and broken, 
1693- and therefore having begun to count 
them, I forbore continuing that trou¬ 
ble j however there may be about 154 
flops down to the firft retting place. 
From the fecond Oxen to the Spring, it 
is no wider than for the Wheel of the 
Engine, and meafuriog it, I found two 
Tides of 12 Foot, and the other two of 
four. The molt wonderful thing in this 
work, is its beiageut out of a hard Rock, 
not only the Well, but the fteps to go 
down to it, which in fome places are 7 
Foot in length, in others five. The 
Wall between the .Stairs and the Well 
is fix inches over, or little more. Some 
fay, this Weil was made by Joftpb the 
Sultan ; and their reafou is, bccaufe there 
was no fuch City in the time of the ei¬ 
ther Jofeph, whofe it is generally beiive- 
ed. However it is, it the molt recei¬ 
ved Option be true , it was dug about 
the year of the World 2298, after the 
Flood 642, and before the coming of 
Chrift 1606, from which time to this 
year is 3399 years. , Coming out of 
the Well, 1 went to divert my dimro'd 
fight by the River of the City, which 
is all difeover’d from the Cattle ; and 
to enjoy the Noble i’rofpeft of aa infi¬ 
nite number of ftatcly Mofcks, and fome 
Squares, and particularly a large Plain 
in the midft ot the City , cover'd with 
the Waters of the Xattc. 

The Caftie we fpeak of, is a little 
City, about three or four Miles in com¬ 
pany but as to the Fortification, there 
is none Modern, that can make any 
long Defence. The Towers are old, 
and the Walls ruin'd in many places, 
and without the neceflary Cannon ; fo 
that a few Shot would lay it level. I 
fhould rather call it a heap of diforder- 
lv Hsufes, than a regular Fort. 

At my return f met a Beer, on which 
tvas a green Covering, eir Pail held up 
at the four corners by four Mahometan 
Friefts, carrying as many Banners of the 
lame colour in their hands. I asking 
the queftion, they told me that was the 
covering or Pall of a Tomb of one of 
their Santana, or religious Men, which 
they carry'd about to beg Alms. 

Being defirous to fee fome Palace of 
p , any one of the great Men o‘ the City, 

3lu the Interpreter conducted me to that 

of Ibrahim Beg \ but the Owner of it, 
wllo then commanded in the Ifland of 
CWw, being abfent wc faw only a part 
of it. His Steward receiv'd us courtc- 
oufly in the Gallery , giving us Coffee, 
Vol. IV. 


Sherbet, and Tobacco to Stnonk. A 
Stair-cafe on the left hand of the En¬ 
trance, all cover'd with Vines, form'd 
in the Nature of Pyramid i* led to this 
Gallery •, where was the Sofa, cover’d 
with Macs and fine Carpets, as was that 
in a Room adjoyning, and in both of 
them abundance of Cufhions to fit down 
after the Eallern manner. I was will¬ 
ing to fpend fome time in the firft Gal¬ 
lery, to enjoy the cool Air, and the 
Profpeft of the Court and Garden,wliidi 
wasfet out with Vines, Ctprefs, Palm, 
Orange, and other forts of Trees. Next 
1 faw fome very good Rooms, curioufly 
Painted and Gilt after the Fafhion of the 
Country, with very fine Perfian Carpets 
on the Ground, lri the Court which 
was very large, there were beautiful 
Deer and wild Goats grazing. . 

Thence we went to fee the Admirals 
Palace, who is Superintendent of the 
Caravan of Mecca, and was at that time 
abroad with it, which confifted of above 
60000 Pilgrims an Employment; that 
yeilds about 100000 Crowns; for the 
Grand.Seignior allows 1000 Zecchines, a 
day yvhilft the JoOrney lafts. The Court 
before this Palace was larger than the 
other in the midft of it, under a large 
white Mdberry Tree,was a Sofa to take 
the Air > there was alfo a white Goat 
of Mecca , beautiful enough to behold, 
with Hair as foft as Silk. The Goats 
of Grand Care differ very much from 
them, for they have Ears like a Hound, 
and Hair like a Grey-hound ; the French 
for their beauty carry them into France. 
Here I know not for what rcafoa they 
would not allow us to fee the Lodgings; 
and therefore not to keep the Confu! hi 
ftifpcntc, who expefted me to Dinner, 
with all the Religious of the French 
Houft, I return’d home. 

Monday 17th. I went betimes four 
Leagues from Caire Ea'ftward, to fee an 
Obelisk Handing in the place call’d la 
Materia , in a Garden call’d the Garden 
of Balfam : Within it is a Fountain, as 
which there is a Tradition that the 
Blefied Virgin refted , when Ihe came 
into Egypt with rhe Infant jefiis and 5 . 
Jofepb , ’ in the fhade of a great Tree 
that was hard by, which Was long 
preferv’d through Devotion, as wasfiid

Not far from this Garden, flood for¬ 
merly the Amient Httrapolie , or City 
of the Sun ; the firft the Divine Sun of 
Juft ice enlightncd by his pretence,whed 
he encred Egypt. 1 faw fome remains 
of its Antiquity, particularly the above- 
C men- 
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mention'd Obelisk , which is three Foot 
CemetU. an d a half in breadth, and 58 in height, 
1593. w ith Hieroglybicks cut on ell the four 
fides, as may appear by the following 
Cut. 

See Cut number 1. 

Returning a good pace on our Affes 
towards the City, ! came in time to fee 
the Entry of the Aga Hamet , who 
brought the Baffa a prefenc of Boots, 
Saddle, and Breeches from the Grand 
Seignior, which denotes, that he is foon 
to depart, and another fucceed him in 
the Government. The Ceremony was 
after this manner. The Aga was firft 
receiv’d in a Garden without the City 
by the chiaga , Lieutenant, or Deputy 
of the Baffm, who they faid, was a craf¬ 
ty Knave; and having flay’d there a few 
days to furnifh himfelf with Neceffa- 
ries, he afterwards made his fblemn En¬ 
try. Before him* went little Drums 
and Trumpets, after the Country Falhi- 
on, beaten and founded by Men on 
Horfe-back, and 200 Soldiers well clad 
and mounted. Then follow'd two Per- 
fons, one of whom carry’d the Scimitar, 
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the other on the left, in a Bafon cover’d 
with Silk, the Breeches of red Cloth, 
call’d Stuff, and the Boots; after them 
follow’d 100 Janizaries on foot, well 
clad in green and red Cloth, with their 
great wide Caps hanging down on their 
Backs, held up on the Fore-head by a Sil¬ 
ver Plate a fpan long, curioufly wrought. 
Laftly came the Aga, carrying the Ot¬ 
toman Emperors Letter on his Breaft, 
and the Chiaga, and after them two 0- 
ther Troops of Horfe, like the firft, clad 
in Red, and marching two and two, 
fome of them having Clubs hanging on 
their Backs, cas'd at the end with Silver, 
to denote they were Officers. All this 
Company went to the Caftle, where the 
Bajfa expc&ed them, and thus the So¬ 
lemnity ended. 

We return’d home through the Mar¬ 
ket-place of Enaxin, or ot Brafs, and 
other Bazars, where we faw rich Shops 
of feveral forts of Rarities, brought 
thither to foil from feveral Parts of the 
World; and befides in the City, there 
are excellent Silk Weavers, who weave 
curious thin Silks for the ufo of the 
Country. 


CHAP. V. 


An Account of what the Fathers , James Albani, and Jofeph, Mary of Teru- 
falem , Francifcans, and Miffioners faw in their Travels in the upper 
Egypt, or Thebaida. tr 


Voyage 
up the 
Nile. 


I T being rare in Europe to meet with 
any good accounts of the Kingdoms 
and Countries of Africk , I thought it 
would be acceptable to the Reader, to 
give him a relation, which is not my 
own, but deliver’d by F. James Albani, 
and F. Jofeph Mary of Jentfalem , born 
so. P define, and bred up at Rome, both 
Miffioners to Grand Caire in the upper 
Egypt , to whom full credit may be gi¬ 
ven, becaufe they either faw what they 
write with their own Eyes, or elfo they 
learn’d it of the Arabs, of whofc Lan¬ 
guage they arc abfblute Mailers. 

Thefe Religious Men fot out from 
Grand Caire, with the Prefidenc of the 
Hofpitium, or Hoafo of the Francifcans, 
on the 4th. of May 1691 towards Bulac, 
a City but two Miles from Caire Weft- 
ward, which they fay, was built by one 
Polo , there look’d upon as a God. It 
is about two Miles in length, one in 


breadth, and contains above 50000 
Souls; is feated on the River Nile, and 
there being nothing remarkable in it. 
the Fathers after a ffiort ftay , took 
Boat to profecute their Voyage. About 
Nightfall, they came to a place call’d 
Chercdfih, or Crifopolis but the Wind 
being fair they would not ftop there, 
fo that about break of day the 5th. they 
were near Buffte, a very antieat City, 
formerly call’d Olfos in the Copt an Lan¬ 
guage , figuifying a high place. At 
mgbt they came to Hemopolis , which 
in the Greek imports the City of Mercu- 

S y, anciently the greacclt on the Bor¬ 
ers of the lower Thebaida, where there 
are ftill many Ruins of former Build¬ 
ings; at prefont the Arabs call it Benif- 
cuf : Abulfede believes here flood 3 fa¬ 
mous Temple of Mercury , embracing! 
Stauic of Tenses, and that it flood un¬ 
der the Government of the Greeks, but 

was 
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CsJ^n was afterwards deflroy’d by the Maho- 
Gcmelli. metans, when they came into Egypt. 

16p3. Advancing further, they came to the 
Village call’d Habjilnarab ; Near to it 
Hibftlni- is t h c city Eehnefe , built by an autient 
rob City. j?q A „ m ? or Philofopher, call’d Behnes. 

Without it is a Well made by one Rogo- 
k a notable Magician, to difeover the 
iucreafe of Nile ; it is now call’d Slr-EU 
gierms , that is , Rogoesh Well. The 
Natives believe, that on the 15th. ot 
Jime at Night, there falls in that place 
A notable 3 Dew , call’d Boctaft , or dropping, 
Well through the Intevceffion of St. Michael 
the Arch-angel , fine that Night by 
God to ftir and blefs the River; and 
they are the more confirm’d in this Opi¬ 
nion , becatife they fee the River fwell 
from that time forward : For this rea- 
fon the Copti Chriftians throughout the 
Kingdom, celebrate the Feaft of St. Mi¬ 
chael with great Solemnity, in their way J 
the Ceremony is thus: On the 14th. at 
Night, their Bifiiops, and the Cadi of 
the Country go thither, and flop up, 
and feal the Well. The next Morning 
the Bilhcfp having faid Mafs, they again 
go to open it, to mcafurc the Water, 
and by the greater or lefs increafc of it, 
they judge of what there will be in the 
Mir, andconfeqpently of the plenty, 
or fcarcity of the Year. This Magician 
we have Ijpokc of, having done wonder¬ 
ful things through his Knowledge of the 
Secrets of Nature, was by the ignorant 
Multitude plac’d among the number of 
their Gods; erefting a Statue to him 
ever the Well, which was adorn’d by 
the Natives for a confidcrable time. 
siribU Being pafs’d Habfel-arab, the Esthers 
City. came to very uncouth Mountains dole to 
the Banks of Nile. At the Foot of one 
of chefe Mountains call’d Giebal-tUheir , 
that is, the Mountain of the Bird, are the 
Ruffls of the City Sitibis , which they 
will have to be built by the Magician Si - 
ribie\ and that over one of its Gates, 
there was an Idol of that Name. They 
further affirm, That the Magician by 
his Art fet up a Bird on the top of the 
Mountain, which in a fruitful Seafon 
turn’d hh Head towards the River, and 
in time of fcarcity towards the Defect j 
and that when any Invafion of Enemies 
was at hand, it turn’d towards that part 
from whence they were to come, clap¬ 
ping its Wings, and crying very loud 
to give the Citizens notice. At prefent 
there is a Mona fiery of Copti Monks . in 
. . this place. Ten Miles from it is a City 
call’d Minideben-cchafri », and many o- 
rin oitv, tlier Ruins of vaft Cities, where th£ 
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Arabs have their Dwellings, being pla¬ 
ces inacceffible to any but them. 

On the erth. of May , they cdfiie to Aahtfdx 
Sacbiel-muftj that it, Mojes's Well, near City, 
which, towards the Haft-fide of Thebal- 
da , is Antinopeln , a molt ancient City, 
and of great Renown, as may appear by 
its Ruins, and vaft Pillars; one of which 
is not much lefs than Fompey’ s. In this 
City, Diocleftan Martyr’d 160006 Chri¬ 
ftians; and Neftm uts W3S confin’d to 
it, by order of the firft Council of £p/jc- 
fus. 

Further on, they faw the City of Mel- ausdnt 
lani , and went thence under an impene- City, 
trable Mountain, ftill along the River, 
where the Boats are in great danger, the 
Channel being (hallow, and all Rock 
and from thence forward they began to 
fee Crocodils. 

Ac Night they came to the Foot of Abtfede 
the Mountain Abafede , or Apad-fihem , Mountain 
as the Romans call’d it, once famous .for 
being Inhabited by ittany great Magici¬ 
ans and Mailers in the Art of Ncgro- 
mancy, who afterwards began to fail 
under the Grecian Monarchy, and had 
thert: placed Idols, particularly One they 
call’d Ofebs. Egypt afterwards falling 
under the Dominion of the Romans, they 
call’d this Mountain Apud-ftnem, becanfc 
of the Wonders and Prodigies feen on 
it, holding it in great Veneration. Some 
will have it that King Pharaoh brought 
the Magicians from this place to work 
their W oeders before Mofesi The Chrt- 
flian Faith afterwards incrcaftng, it be- • 
gan to be Inhabited by Holy Fathers 
and Hermits, living in feveral Caves 
dug out of the Rock, which infpire Dread 
and Devotion in the Minds of fuch as 
fee them. The Latitude here, is 57 
deg. 2 min. 

Five Miles further Well Ward, is a 
City call’d Manofaluk, and on the Moun- foi Clt^ 
tain that over-looks ir, call’d the Green 
Mountain’, flood the Monaflery of El- 
tna-barrach ; where there is a Tradition 
that the BlefTed Virgin, her Son, and S. 

Jofeph flay’d fbme time. 

Thence they went to the City Afml , Afid Ct* 
formerly call’d Baba ft Us, feated on a vafl ty, 
high Mountain, anciently inhabited by 
Holy Anchorites , whofe Caves are Hill 
to be fecn. Near to it, there were two 
other Cities, the one call’d Dormche , of 
the name of a Goddefs; the other Set- 
olb , where there are dill many Antiqui¬ 
ties to Be fecn. Here the heat of the 
Sun is fo violent, that the Franks have 
much difficulty to endure it, and the 
journey is dangerous bccaufe of Thieves, 
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who every Night fwim over to plunder 
Gemelli. the Boats. 

1693. Going flill forwards they faw Abri- 
fifth, or the City of Verna, where there 
Abrittftb are [Ii3n y ant ient Structures ruin’d. The 
Clty ’ Bifliop ot this place fuhfcnb’d to the 
Council of Cakedon. 

Giibtbtf- On the 11 th. they came to CM-tfa- 
fa-bsre bare , that is, the Mountain of Negro- 
Mountain. niancers, formerly call’d Jfis, ot the God- 
dels of that Name, to whom the Peo¬ 
ple of the middle Thebaida us’d to offer 
Green Leaves of fcveral forts, and made 
fundry Sports after the Egyptian man¬ 
ner. The Statue of this Goddefs of a 
prodigious bignefs, is fill to be feen 
half bury’d in the Ground, at the en¬ 
trance into a Cave. The Egyptians be- 
■fieve, there is a great Treafure under 
it, which the Negromancers have often 
endeavour’d to dig up, but all in vain. 
On the top of this Mountain is a Cave, 
in which they fay, there lives a Viper , 
as long as a Mans Arm , which winds 
it felf about the Necks of the Turks that 
go to viiit that place, which they elteem 
mo ft Holy, without doing them any 
harm; and Pcrfons of credit in other 
Cafes report. That it has been fcveral 
times cut into 4 or 5 pieces, and always 
joyn’d again by means of the Devil. Let 
him that plcafes believe it. Under this 
Mountain, the Fathers flood expos’d to 
intolerable heat till Evening, reftiug at 
Night, about the fame place in danger 
of Thieves. 

lain,*- The next day being the nth. for 
wviif,and want G f Wind , they drew the Boat to 
f*tCities, t jj C f 0 ot of another dreadful Mountain, 
under which is the City Labta. Ten 
Miles from it is another deftroy’d, call’d 
Ben avid, which in the Copti Language 
fignifies, Houle of the Stars, becaufe the 
Inhabitants worlhip’d the Stars. Pro¬ 
ceeding further, they came to the anti¬ 
ent City Fan, in the Copti Language call¬ 
ed Saupi , and in the Greek Crccodllopolis, 
the valt Ruins teftify its antient great- 
nefs. 

Ashnim After many Sufferings and Hard (hips, 
3ri dA/toib the Fathers arriv’d at Achmim, by the 
Cities. Greeks call’d Oxyringm , a City of the 
middle Thebaida , anciently a Bifhop- 
rick, as may appear by the Afts of the 
Council of Conftantinople , Dorolhaus Bi- 
Ihop of this place fubfenbing to it. This 
was the fecond City built in Egypt, by 
the Pffilofopher Hermes, iuthc Ealtcrn 
Defert. Thence they went to another 
call’d Aftdh ancient as the other-, its Bl- 
fhops Colofirius and Andrew having been 
prefeutat the Council of Cake don. Here 


they found the Latitude to be 26 deg, 

4 min. Ten Miles from this City the 
Fathers entred into a long Valley, where 
there are Caves, and little Monafterics 
on the Mountains, in which there once 
liv’d Holy, Religious Men, and which 
itir up Devotion in the molt ftony hearts* 

Here they flay’d two Days and a Night 
to viiit them, and admire the narrow 
Dormitories and fmall Cells cut out of 
the hard Rock. Then they Traveil’d 
S> Miles along the Valley, and faw a 
Spring gufh out of the folid Rock,which 
is call’d of the Alijftne Mofts , a Holy 
Hermitage in paft Ages. Hence they 
advanc’d 18 Miles further a-foot, and 
found a Lake they call Birchel~Elban , 
furrounded with plea first Trees, where 
there were allb fundry Caves, Hermi¬ 
tages, and folitary Dwellings, fome 
whereof run a quarter of a Mile into the 
Rock. The higgeft Cave had a large 
Entrance, adorn’d with Crodes, and o- 
tber devont Works. Thcfe Holy pla¬ 
ces draw Tears from the Faithful, fee¬ 
ing them ferve as Receptacles to infa¬ 
mous filthy Men, add idled to Ncgro- 
mancy. 

The Fathers returning to the Entrance Nalopolis 
of the Vale, profecuted their Voyage, 
and after advancing fome time Weft- 11 
ward, arriv’d at the City Maftia , ia 
former times call’d NdopcUs , where 
there are many antient Monafteries, and 
other Structures to be feen, now ruin'd. 

Going forwards they came to the City 
Grege, but before they arriv’d at it, they 
faw the Air cover’d with Locults, as 
big as Wheat-ears, which come from 
Nubia , and do much harm in the Coun¬ 
try. Grege is 10 Miles from the Nile , 
for which reafon they were forced to 
Travel by Land on Camels. Here the 
Fathers were entertain’d in the Houle 
of a Chriftian, whither many ether 
Chriftians of the Country came, very 
defirous to be inftruCted, and therefore 
propos’d feveral Doubts concerning the 
Catholick Rites, the Roman Church, and 
Pope, They remain’d very well plea- 
fed and convinced by the defereet an- 
fwers of thofe Religious Men, who were 
well vers’d in their Language; faying, 
they had never hear’d fuch found Do¬ 
ctrine ; and not having feen fuch a Ha¬ 
bit before, they were never fatisfi’d with 
beholding it. F. Joftph being in a Chri- 
ftian’sHoure, and E James without, the 
Officers came to apprehend E James , 

/ on account of the Tribute, F. Joftph re¬ 
prov’d them, but it avail’d nothing; but 
when he was gone half way , he was 

refeu’d 
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(\A/1 releu'd by forae Chriftians of the Conn* 
Gemetli. try. 

1693. They continu’d at Grtge till the 20th 
0' p v'\2 of May, and fetting out on the 21ft, die 
Pitiu and f dtac ChrLilian fuinifii’d them with all 
Jolt 4 ” 1 Neccflaries for their Journey, and bore 
** them company to the Boat but finding 
it was gone, gave them two AfTes, and 
made two of his Servants contfud them 
to Pardis, fix Miles dittailt. At Pardu 
they took Boat, and fetting forward 
with a fair Wind, came to the Town 
of Fibdiam , where the Matter of the 
Veflei ftay’d to mend it. Sailing thence 
and coming to the Wand of the River, 
they taw a Crocodile 6 or 7 fadom long. 
At night they came to the Foot of wild 
Mountain, call’d Bit & eg, where they 
were forced to continue that Night for 
want of Wind. 

The next Morning being the 22th. 
they advauccd to the other little Wind, 
where they found two other frightful 
Crocodils, and continuing their Voyage 
under dreadful Mountains altogether 
unpeopled ,ft ill met with more Crocodils. 
About Night-fall they flopp’d at a place, 
where one Jofcpb was head of the A tabs. 
Their Provilion being quite fpent, they 
Town ftay’d the 23d. at a Town call’d Eifne, 
and lent a Turk to buy a Aft dint, that is 
about fix pennyworth of Bread ; but 
finding none they went away fatting. 
Some Arabs coming along the Road 
to plunder them, they put them to flight 
with their Shouts. 

Ptniitt Next they came to the antient City 
City. Dandara, being the third built by Her¬ 
mes the Philofophcr, in which was a 
Magnificent Temple, with many Sta¬ 
tues, and ftately Structures all min’d. 

_ Faffing thence, they came to Comic or 
&ri(o i.° r the middle Thtbaida , three 

Miles from whence the Egypt ions had a 
ebofeir Port dn the Red Sea, now call’d Cbofcir, 
Port on whence in Pharaoh' y time they traded to 
die Red- India , and part of Arabia. There they 
Seu lay that Night in great fear, becaufe 
three Robbers came fwimming, and 15 
upon the Land Co clap another Boat a- 
board theirs, but they kept them off as 
they had done the others with their 
Ihouts. 

On the 24th. the Matter of the Boat 
went about to gather his PatTage Money, 
and the Fathers being flill aboard, the 
Judge of the Country came with an Of¬ 
ficer, to enquire who they were, and 
what they went about. He feeing a dif¬ 
ferent fort of Garment, fufpefted they 
were Religious Men,and therefore would 
not be pacify’d, faying, they were Franks 


that came as Spies, whilft their Saltan 
was making fo great a daughter of Turks. 

The Fathers pleaded the beft they could 3 
but the Judge ilill replying, that they ' 
were tome in that habit to carry on their 
Deceits j order’d the Matter of the Boat 
not to depart without his leave. A 
Chriftiju of the Country, the reft of 
the Inhabitants being Mahometans , in* 
terpos'd with the Judge, faying, the 
Franks were come with him , to vific 
the Churches and Monatteries of the 
Cbrittians, and that when they had per¬ 
form’d their Vifitation, he himfclf would 
fee them back. Yet this did not fatisfie 
him, but he would needs fend fome Per- 
fons with the Fathers, to enquire into 
their proceedings. They feeing no o- 
ther way to 1 id thcmfelvrs of this trou¬ 
ble, produced a Letter of recommenda¬ 
tion they had from the Secretary of the 
chief of the Arabs, which the Judge ha¬ 
ving read,and receiv’d fix Mcdims, he was 
appeas’d, being able to get no more of 
the jpaor Fathers. 

Six Miles further, entring into the' copm Cj- 
upper Thebaidii , is the antient City of ty. 
the Copti, from which not only the Na¬ 
tion of the Copti, but all -Egypt took 
name. This Metropolis had a Trade 
in the Port afore-mention’d, and was 
feated in z6 deg. of Latitude, and 62 of 
Longitude \ Strabo fpeaks of it thus. 

Next to the Temple of Venus , is that of 
Ifis; and then thofe they cad Typhoon ia, 
and the Cat that runs to Coptus, a Town 
common to Arabians and Egyptians Then 
follows the Iftbmus running oat into the Red 
Sea , near the City Berenice, which the’ it 
has no fort , yet has convenient {laces of 
_ Entertainment y becaufe of the nearnefs of 
the IJl'nmtis. Philadelphia is faid to be 
the firjl that open’d this way with hid Army, 
when it Was deflitute of Water, and ertfted 
Inns as well for foot Travellers as Camels 3 
and that he did fo, becaufe it was difficult 
failing on the Red Sea , more efpecially from 
the upper part of it. Experience has Jhewn, 
that this ip as of great advantage, and now 
all the Indian , Arabian, and Ethiopian 
Commodities brought up the Arabian Citlph , 
are convey’d to Coptus, the mart of theft 
Goods. Not fa r from Berenice, is the Pore 
of Muris, which City has an Arfatal , or 
place for building of Ships. Not far from 
CoptUS is the City of Apollo; fothat there 
are two Cities , which Jhut up the Ifihmus on 
both (ides \ but Coptus, and the Port of 
Muns are now the chief. The Bifhop 
of this City of Coptsis went to the Coun¬ 
cil of Ephefs, as may appear by its 
Adis. 

Pro- 
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Proceeding oil their way, the Boat 
Cemelli. was forc’d to flop tiil midnight for want 
1693 ■ of Wind, in a difmal uncouth place ; but 
the Wind coming up fair again, they 
Q s, > ° r went on, arriving at laft after many 
Ch\! r Sufferings at die City J 5 w, or Cosborbir , 

" J ’ which they fay was Apollo’s City, and 
one of the greateft on the Banks of Nile* 
They could not go any further for want 
of Wind, and the Men trying to tow 
along the Boat with Ropes, were not 
able to endure the heat of the fcorch- 
ing Ground againft their Feet; and 
therefore being half parch’d with the Sun 
they turn’d back to put in with much 
Mimic labour at Night to the City A ’accade. 
City. The Fathers being come thither, went 
to the Bifhop’s Houfe almoft famifh’d , 
having been fome time without Provift- 
ons ; and producing the Letter of Re¬ 
commendation they had, direfted to him, 
when they thought to make amends for 
their paft Faffing, they had a wretched 
Slipper of a little Cake, and fair Water 
to refrefh them. Here many doubts 
were propos’d to them concerning onr 
Holy Faith, to which they gave excel¬ 
lent Anfwers, the Bifhops in tbofe parts 
being very ignorant. The City is beau¬ 
tiful, antient, and abounding in Mona- 
fteries of Copti Chriftians. 

On the 29th. having hired another 
Boat of a Chriftian, they let ont for Af- 
fun. The Wind blew fo hard, that 
they were three times in danger of be¬ 
ing call away ; and afterwards coming 
about againft them, they lay ftill. Then 
towing the Boat with Ropes, they came 
Cty m on 30th. to the City Lucbftrem. It 
was in paft times call’d Luchfe, or light, 
and built on the Eaft-fide of the River, 
in honour of an Idol, but in procefs of 
time, another Idol being fee up, it was 
call’d Luchferem , that is, two Lights, or 
elfe had the name for being compos’d 
of two Cities. In it, befides the re¬ 
mains of noble Structures, there are to 
be feen two Pyramids, each of them 40 
Spans about, and all the four fides full 
of Hiercglyphicks. There are nl fo, before 
the Gate of the Old City, two Idols of a 
prodigious bignefs, of which all from the 
Shouldiers upwards being broke down, 
what remains is 21 Spans high, the Shoul¬ 
ders arc 12 Spans in breadth, the Ears 
5 Spans long, and three and a half broad. 
Thefe Statues might have remain’d whole 
ftill, had not the Natives gone about 
to break an Urn they had on their Heads, 
hoping to find fotne treafure in it. The 
Marble they are made of, is wonderful 
bright, and as it were a mixture of Gold 


fomewhat grccnifh, all of a piece. The 
Chriftians conducted the Fathers into 
the City , fhowing them 16 Pillars of 
feveral pieces, but 47 Spans about, and 
further on a great fquare building, com¬ 
pos’d of too Pillars, 37 Spans about. 

Hence they went to a Temple of Idols, 
cover’d with vaft great Stones, each of 
which was thirty Spans long, nine in 
breadth, and fix in depth. 

Having feen this, they were condtnft- CbA City, 
ed to the City Chak , now inhabited by 
Arabs. In the four principal Streets of 
it, they law abundance of Idols in the 
lhapes of Bucks, Goats, Camels, Lions, 
and Bulls. Going into the Old City, 
they found the Gate of it of an extra¬ 
ordinary height, and fix Rods in breadth, 
all of large free ftone, with Hiercgly- 
phieb cover’d both within and without, 
and the Walls being fallen , this flood 
ftill. Further on they found a wonder¬ 
ful Theatre, encompafTed with a Wall 
of vaft great Stones curioufly carv’d, 

14 Spans thick, and of a proportionable 
heighth. In the midft of it is the place 
for the Shows, almoft a Mile about; 
hemm’d in by fix Rounds, making in all 
about 200 large Pillars, adorn’d with 
Hieroglyphicks, each of them 150 Foot 
high, with a Capital, on which five Per- 
fons may fit at their eale. In this The¬ 
atre fome Chriftians and Arabs live; and 
becaufe of its ftrength, the Robbers, 
when purfn’d by the Bajfa, retire to it. 

In the fame City is a Lake of green Salt 
Water, not colour’d by corruption, but 
as they will have it, by Art Magick; nor 
is it known whence it Iprings, or whi¬ 
ther it flows; but it fwells as the Nile 
grows fmall, and finks as that River ri- 
fcs. What is more,dirty Linnen put in¬ 
to it immediately turns white: They 
fay, it had formerly a hard Stong bot¬ 
tom in all parts, being a quarter of 3 
Mile about. 

At a fmall diftance from the Lake, is 
another parcel of Pillars, which in times 
of Chriftianity was a Church, there be¬ 
ing ftill the Pictures of Our Saviour, the 
Blefled Virgin and Angels, to be feen 
painted after the Grecian manner. They 
call this place Samcavenegiitm , that is, 
ftarry Heaven, becaufe the Roof,through 
certain holes, artificially reprefents le- 
veral Stars, and Signs of the Zodiack; 
at prefent it ftrves the Arabs for a Sta¬ 
ble. 

In another place, there are two Obe¬ 
lisks of a very great heighth ; the Pe- 
deftal of one , of which is 7 6 Spans a- 
boue, that of the other 40 half way bu- 
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ry’d in the Ground; near to which there 
Gemelli. ar e two others of the fame make and 
bignefs, but thrown down by misfor- 
'•'''V"'- 1 -tunes of times. Not far off, there were 
two Idols of the fineft Marble, 14 Spans 
high, on Colums of Porphiry, of a pro¬ 
digious bignefs, which led into a Street, 
cover’d with flat Stones, 3 6 Spans long, 
and 12 in breadth, all over cover’d with 
Hiereglyphicks , and fupported by a 
Wall of Stones of an incredible bignefs. 
As they were going to fee another par¬ 
cel of Pillars, they found in their way 
another very large Idol of curious Mar¬ 
ble; and being come to the place they 
ddign’d, faw 150 Pillars 60 Spans a- 
bouc, but made of feveral pieces, and 
100 Spans in height, belides the Capi¬ 
tals, on which looPerfons might ftand. 
At the entrance into this Strufture,tbere 
were two Idols of the fame Marble, lit¬ 
tle inferiour to Porphiry, and of fuch a 
monftrous bignefs, that the very Foot 
was eight Spans long. A few paces fur¬ 
ther, is a Fort or Caftle, where encring 
at a Gate, and going up flairs, they 
came into a great open place, with fe¬ 
veral Rooms about it, and as many more 
above them, in three other apartments. 
Clofe by this Caftle is a way under 
Ground, that leads to the Nile and City 
Hapalimusy on the Weft fide, now call’d 
Medinalbabu. In this City, there are 
a Lib many remains of Temples and The¬ 
atres. There is alfo a fmall Lake that 
fills when the Nile increafes, and finks 
as it decreafes, near to which, there are 
two Idols fo big, that they are difeern- 
able 10 Miles off; one of them by the 
Country People is call’d Samsd *, and 
the other Damda. 

The Fathers having taken fomc reft: 
in die Houfe of a Chriftian, fet forward 
again, with much fear of Robbers, and 
a violent heat of the Sun, and at two of 
the Clock in the Morning came to the 
Amrn City Licephi , now call’d Armant , re- 
City. nowned for many Temples, and great 
Strufturcs, befidcs Statues and Colums. 
It was once the feat of a Bilhop, and 
Vdufdmus one of thofe Prelates, was at 
the Council of Ephefus ; S. Epipbanius al- 
fo makes mention of him. Oppofite to 
this City, in a fmall Bland made by the 
NiUy there are daily feen hundreds of 
Crocodils, of feveral forts. 

, The next Morning at Sun-rifing, they 
City*”'** P a ^ s, d by the City Democrat , built by 
an ancient Philofopher of that name; at 
prefent it is call’d Demcicrat, On the 


31ft. they came to the Village of ALfon t 
three Miles diftant from the River, on 
a Hill, where the Houfes are meanly co¬ 
ver’d with Mats, for want of better Ma¬ 
terials. Clofe by is the City of Latova, 
now call’d Afnty under the Tropick of 
Cancer ; the Country about it is a con¬ 
tinual Oven to Europeans , not us’’d to 
fuch violent heats. 

On the firft of June , they went with 
a Letter from the Bilhop of Nacade y to 
find a Chriftiao, whofe name was Marcy 
to carry them to fee the Monaftery built 
in the Plain four Miles from S. Helena , 
where Diodejian put to Death 460000 
Martyrs , and of the Invocation of the 
Holy Martyrs, now inhabited by fome 
Religious Men; but they were dilFundcd 
from going thither by a chief of the 
Arabs, call’d alfb Afarc, becauie at that 
place, there was a Judge , who was an 
Enemy to Franks , and would either put 
them to Death, or Imprifon them, and 
therefore not being able to perform 
their holy defign , they refolv’d to re¬ 
turn. 

Having taken a fmall Boat that was 
out of repair, it foon fill’d with Water, 
which oblig’d them to return to the Ci¬ 
ty. Going aboard again, being call’d 
by the Owner of the VelTcl, who had 
repair’d it, they found the Men fo wea- 
kned with faffing their Ramadan or Lent, 
that they could not row; wherefore F. 
Jofephy and one Waterman falling to 
the Oars, row’d the Boat to the afore- 
mention’d City Armant , 40 Miles from 
Asfm , forbearing to Row at Night 
through wearinefs. In the Morning K 
Jo/eph fell to the Oar again, with the 
fame Man, and they labour’d fo hard, 
that at Noon they came to Naccadt. 
There they went to vifit the Bilhop, but 
found him not at home; yet he return¬ 
ing with fix Copti Priefts, receiv’d them 
with his ufual civility. After Supper, 
with the Bilhop’s leave, they propos'd 
feveral Queftions about Religion; and 
tho’ their ignorance was convinc’d by 
the Fathers Learning, yet they would 
not fubmic, but faid they would the next 
day produce their Arabick Books, which 
did not avail them, for thofe very Books 
ferv’d the more to confound them; yet 
they would never give over nothing talk¬ 
ing to the pnrpofe. After which, the good 
Fathers return’d down the lame River 
to their Hefpitiumy or Houfe at Grand 
Caire. 
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CHAP. VI. 

The Description of the Pyramids of Egypt, and Mummies of the Defer t. 

me, as alfo that of the Well within. 


I T /fill remain’d, that I fhonld fee the 
Pyramids of £gypr, and Mummies of 
the Deferc, which not being practica¬ 
ble without a good Company, for fear 
of the Arabs , J fpoke to the Conful for 
him to find fome method for me to go 
fafely. He out of his goodnefs took the 
pains to fpeak to Tome French, who wtre 
preparing for the fame Defign with a 
good Guard, and fo l made one of their 
Company. 

We were to fet out on Tucfday igth. 
but found my eyes fore, having left the 
Window open at Night, by reafon of 
the great heat; tbo* I had been fore¬ 
warn’d not to do fo, becauft that Di- 
ftemper is an inevitable confeqcence of 
it, and therefore in the Afternoon, I 
rode on an Afs, about the Bdzars or 
Markets, and publick places of the City. 
In my way 1 met a Man about 4.0 years 
of Age, with a long Beard, and all na¬ 
ked from Head to Foot, whole hands 
all People ran tokifs, which my Afs- 
driver did with much Devotion. Some 
Women kifs’d the end of thofe parts. 
Which in modefty ought to bt cover’d, 
to render themfelves fruitful. Asking 
who this was, they told me he was a 
great Sanwtt. 

r, We ^ et out 011 Wednefday 19th. for 
inid J V ' ra " R *hte or Fid,sc on twelve Alfes. Being 
come thither we took Boat, there being 
no going by Land, becaufc of the over¬ 
flowing of Nil* We came before Noon 
to the Pyramids, or rather vail Moun¬ 
tains of Stones, the whole way being 
but j % Miles. Curiofity prevail’d with 
me and jbme French Men, to go up to 
the top of the firlt of them, rather on 
onr Knees than Feet, the firft Heps be¬ 
ing four Foot high, and three in breadth, 
going equally all about, and growing 
narrower by dcgreesHII the-top. From 
the top of the Pyramid, is a profpett 
Over a vaft extent of Country, or rather 
9 great Dcfert of Sand, being come 
down with much trouble, we prepar’d 
to fee that they ctll Pharaoh’ s Tomb, 
into which the entrance is through a 
hole half fill’d up with Sand. F. Fnl?tnti- 
us deJovars,a Capncine, fuperbr of their 
Houfc ar Cain , and an able Mathemati¬ 
cian having drawn the Pyramid, and ta¬ 
ken all theDimenfions, both within and 
without, I prevail’d with him to give it 


which E Lazarus another Capucine, had 
taken 20 Years before, caufing himfelf 
to be bound and let down with a Rope 
into that dark place, out of nieer curio¬ 
fity. 

This great Pyramid, which is the 
nearclt to Caire on the North-iide, has 
20S Stone Heps of feveral heights, which 
are flip pos’d to have been cover’d with 
Marble, lince. taken away for other Stru¬ 
ctures. Its Perpendicular height is 520 
Foot, the length of every fide 682, the 
the Hat on the topis made of 12 Stones, 
being 16 Foot 8 Inches Square j where¬ 
fore they lay, that an Arrow fhot by a 
ftrong Arm, would not fly beyond the 
Pyramid. There are itf Heps up to 
Entrance, which leads to a Square way, 
all of an equal bignefs, that goes down¬ 
wards. Its height is three Foot and a 
half, its breadth three Foot and a quar¬ 
ter, its length 7 6 Foot. At the end of 
it is a place about ten Foot wide, which 
leads into another way, of the fame 
length of 76 Foot, which goes upwards 
at the end whereof there are two ways, 
the one upon a level, twelve paces in. 
length, with a Room at the end, and 
the other that goes upwards, fix Foot 
four Inches wide, and 162 long. At the 
end of this is a Gallery to go through 
into a Room 32 Foot in length, 16 in 
breadth , and 19 in height, the Roof 
whereof is plain, and made of 9 Scones. 
Within this Room, which is about the 
third part of the Pyramid, is an empty 
Sepulcher, fa id to be Pharaoh' s, of white, 
red, and black Marble, feven Foot*two 
Inches in length, three Foot and an Inch 
broad, and three Foot and three Inches 
high, a narrow fpace to contain Lb great 
a Monarch. By the mcafure of this 
Tomb, it appears, that Men now are as 
big as they were 3000 Years ago, and 
that we are no lefs than our Fore-fathers-, 
as alfo that this Stone nmft be lay’d be¬ 
fore the Scrufture was finifhed , becaufe 
there is no way it could be carrjr’d 
in. 

Between the two ways already men¬ 
tion’d, on the right hand, is a Wall, 
which appears on the Ground Perpendi¬ 
cularly from the Horizon, making the 
Figure of the Hebrew Lamed, in which 
down 77 Foot, there is a Iquare Win¬ 
dow, 
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C*^KS or inlet to a fmall Cavern, cut out of the 
Gemelh. foft Stone chat runs Weft ward ; the Py- 
1693. ram id being built on the hard Rock. 
t/YVJ Down 15 Foot in this Cavern, there is 
an oblique Way, cut in the fame Stone, 
two Foot and four Inches in breadth, 
and two Foot and ah half in height, de¬ 
fending 123 Foot, where it is flopp’d 
lip with Sand and Stones. Thofe Bar¬ 
barians fay, there was a paflage there 
under Ground, to the empty Head of 
an idol, that ftood not far from the Py¬ 
ramid. As much of this Idol as re¬ 
mains, which is from the Shoulders up¬ 
wards , is 2 6 Foot in length to the top 
of the Head, and from the Ear to the 
Chin 15- AH this that has been fa id, 
■will appear the more plainly, by the 
following Cut.

The other Pyramid is equal in height 
to that already defer ib’d, and 200 Paces 
diftant from it Weftward; the fquare at 
bottom is fome what lefs, and it is hard 
getting to the top of it, the Stones are 
fo worn with Age; and the more be- 
caufe there are no Steps jetting out like 
the other. Near thefe two Pyramids is 
a third a fourth part lefs, feared on a 
riling Rock ; each of its Tides is twenty 
foot lefs than the fir ft ; and tho’ it is

low, and fmaller, it is all of. a White 
Stone, and the breadth equal to the 
height. ... 

In the Evening, all the good Company 
went away Northwards to the Pyramids 
of the Mummies, two hours Travel from 
the others, and at an equal Diftance 
from Grand Caire, where we paffd the 
Night pleafandy in Tents. . . 

Tlmrfday 20th,Whilft our Companions Other Py* 
were bargaining with the Arabs to fhew ramids. 
us the Mummies, F. Fulgentius, and I 
went into the firit or the eleven Pyra- 
mids there are in that Place, whereof 
he taking the Dimcnfions bath.within 
and withour, we found every tide to be 
643 Foot. The Entrance is 011 the 
North-fidc, about the fourth part of its 
height, but not in the middle of the 
Horizontal Line; for there are 315 
Foot towards the Eaft, and 327 towards 
the Weft, There is but one Way 3 
Foot and a half wide, and 4 Foot high, 
always defending for 257 Foot ; Ac 
the end of it is a Room 2 7 Toot and a 
half long, and it in breadth Arched* 

At the end of this Room is another way 
upon the Level, 3 Foot wide, and 9 
and a half long, which leads into ano¬ 
ther Room 2 r Foot long, and 11 broad. 

Vaulted like the other, and very Lofty, 
with a fquare Window on the Weft-end, 
which is its utmoft length, 24 Foot, 

4 inches from the Floor. From this 
Room we went into another Way of a 
confiderable breadth, as high as a Man, 
upon the level, and 13 foot 2 inches 
long; at the end whereof is a great 
Room, Arched after the fame manner, 

2 6 foot and 8 inches long, and 24 foot 
1 inch broad. The Floor is of folid 
Rock, with fame Points jetting out un¬ 
equally, leaving fome fpace in the mid¬ 
dle. 

There is no going up to another Py¬ 
ramid near this, becaufe there are no 
flops in the Stone outward, like thofe 
already Defer ib’d, meafuring the bottom 
of it, we found each ffde to be 631 foot 
long. 

The other nine Pyramids, excepting 
only one, which is equal to the laft fpo- 
ken of, are ail little, or of a middle 
fize, but differing in Workmanfhip; and 
fome of them are very beautiful com¬ 
pos'd of Stones of a prodigious great- 
nefs, fuch as feem impoffible to be placed 
there by art of Man. 

The Arabian Hiftorians and Writers An An- 
are of Opinion, That thefe Pyramids F»- 
were erefted by a King of Egypt, whofe 
Name was Saurid, 300 Years before the 
D Flood t 
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fVA/> Flood,' aad they intermix their Account 
Gemtlli. with fo many Fables, that they lofe the 
1693. little Truth they deliver. They write 
O'V'O that this King having had a Vilion, 
wherein it appear'd to him that the 
Earth was turn'd upfide down, that Men 
lay ftr etch’d out with their Faces on the 
Earth, and that the Stars fell from the 
Firmament ; lie was much terrify'd, but 
kept it fecret. After this he law the 
Stars fall from Heaven in the fliapes of 
Birds, which ferv’d as Guides, to Men 
to Conduct them into two great Moun¬ 
tains, by which they were afterwards 
cruflfd, and the Scars darkned. Being 
frighted at this Vifion, he brought to¬ 
gether 3 30-Soothfayers, or Sorcerers, 
from all parts of Europe, among whom 
was the famous Adimon , and declaring 
his Dream to them, they guefs'd and 
foretold, that there would happen a 
mighty Deluge, which would endanger 
drowning die Country of .Egypt, and 
that this would come to pafs within fome 
Years. The King hearing this, order’d 
thefe Pyramids to be built, and fome 
conveyances under Ground, to turn a- 
way the Water of Nile into the Pro¬ 
vince call’d Alfeida, in the mean while 
conveying all his Wealth into the Pyra¬ 
mids. When they were finifh’d, he 
caus’d them to be cover’d with rich Silk, 
and celebrated a great Feaft, all his 
Subje&s reforting to it. They tell ma¬ 
ny other ridiculous Fables, and among 
the reft the Copt is write a plea/ant One 
in their Books, viz., that under the great 
Pyramid there is an Infcription of this 
Purport. 

King Sail rid has built the Pyramids in 
time, &c. and has finish'd them in- fix 
Tears. Wbofoever comes after him , or be¬ 
lieves himfelj as powerful as he, let him 
undertake to deflroy them in 6 qo Tears ; 
tho 7 it is tafitr to pull down a Strallure than 
to EreR it. He cover’d them with Stik, 
let another try to cover them with Mofs. 

When the Caliph Almamom came in¬ 
to Egypt, he had a cimolky to fee what 
was Ihutnp in thefe Pyramids and tho’ 
the thing was reprefented to him as 
iinpradicable, yet he with Fire and Vi¬ 
negar, and Iron Tools, temper’d after 
a particular manner, over-came all dif¬ 
ficulties. In fhort, the Entrance that is 
in the great Pyramid was his Work, 
and he found in a mighty thick Wall 
fuch a Trearnrc, as made good the ex- 
pence of opening it They alfo found 
a fquare Well, and Doors on all four 
fidcs, which led into certain Vaults, 
where there were dead Bodies wrapp’d 


up- in Clothes. To wards the top of the 
Pyramid, they fell upon a Stone, i? 
which was the Statue of a Man, with a 
Gold Plate on his. breaft fet with jew* 
pis*, a Sword of a great value,, and on 
his Head a bright Carbuncle, as big as 
an Egg. Under the Stone there were 
Characters, vy hich,no Man in thc-Wor fd 
could explain to- him. They add, that 
after Almamosm open’d: that way, many 
went in, whereof fome dy’d, and this 
is the fabulous account the Arabian 
Writers give. 

The truth is, That thefe Pyramids The true 
were built to ferve for- Sepulchers or 9 n &' n °f 
Tombs, as Sfj-.it!> and Diodorus affirm; tnjk, ^ 
.and^ made out by the Tomb, to be 
feen in the biggeft of them, whether iE 
be of Cbeophos , as Herodotus Writer, or 
of Chemis , as Diodorus affirms. And tho’ 

Ariftotle lays, the-Kings of Egypt un¬ 
dertook to raife thefe Structures to ex- 
ercife their Tyranny; and Pliny , that 
they did it to ffiew their Power, and to 
keep their Subjefts employ’d, that they 
might not think of revolting ; Never- 
thdefs the principal end of them was to 
ferve as Sepulchers, and preferve the 
Bodies for a longtime; for they believ¬ 
ing, that the Souls would continue fo 
long with the Bodies, as thefe continu’d 
entire, not to inform, but to keep them, 
as their firft Habitations; they therefore 
us’d all poffible means to prefer v@ them 
from Corruption, by Embalming and 
Placing them in fuch famous Smi&uresi 
Nor have they been altogether difap- 
pointed in their Defign, ilnce their 
Bodies, have been found whole-, and 
found after lying two or three thoufand 
Years. Which mov’d Plato, who was 
13 Years in Egypt to conclude from it 
that the Soul was Immortal. 

Thofe good Kings built the Pyramids 
in that ftiape, that they might laft the 
longer, becaufe the tops doe not preis 
the bottom, nor the Rain cannot Da¬ 
mage them; tho’ fome fay they made 
them fo, toreprefent the Figure of their 
Gods. Yet it is believ’d, and with fome 
Reafon, That the Egyptians from the top 
of them made their Aftronomical Ob- 
fervations, and fetled their Year. 

The Steps of thefe Pyramids being 
made of folid Stone well Polifh’d, Dio¬ 
dorus and Herodotus are of Opinion, they 
were cut in the Mountains of Arabia , 
which are beyond the Delta. Herodotus 
further believes, That fuch vail Stones 
were drawn up by Wooden Engines 
placed on the firft Steps to raife them 
to the fecond. But Diodorus fays, That 
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fuch Engines not being yet invented at 
Gemelli. that time, there was a mount of Earth 
1593. raifed of fuch a height as was reqttilite, 
and the Scones being drawn up to it, 
they were then let to rundown towards 
the Structure; which can never be fwal- 
low’d by any Man that has not a Greek 
Fancy. 

We purpofely forbore feeing the o- 
thers that were further off, being above 
30, fcatter’d about the Defert, and were 
led by the Arttbs to fee the Wells or 
Mammies Sepulchres of the Mummies, which thofe 
U11 !t covetous Barbarians keep conced'd to 
get Mony of the Banks. In fhort, they 
would have zo pieces of Eight of us. 
Many are of Opinion, That the Mum¬ 
mies are found up in the Deferts of A~ 
rabid, and that they are the Bodies of 
People Stifled and Bury’d in.lhe Sand 
when the Souch-Winds blow ; but they 
are much deceiv’d, for they arc no other 
but the Bodies of Ancient Egyptians En- 
balm'd. There arc many of them 
found in Caves under Ground, near the 
Ruins of the ancient Memphis , which is 
all hollow above and below. The way 
into thofe Caverns is through fquare 
Wells, fo contriv’d that a Man may go 
down putting his Feet into Holes on 
theoppolite fides. Thefe Wells are cut 
in a foil white Stone, found all about 
thofe Parts, after going a Fadom deep 
in Sand ; nor are they all of a depth, 
but the lhallowefl: of them is 42 Foot. 
At the bottom of them are fquare open¬ 
ings, and a Paflage id, or iy Foot long, 
which leads into fquare Arch’d Rooms, 
each fide of them being 15 or 20 Foot 
in length. By each of them is a Stone, 
on which the Embalm’d Bodies lie, fome 
of them in Chefts or Coffins of black 
Mulbery-Tree j others in Tombs cut 
out in the fame Stone lhap’d like a Man 
with his Arms ftreteh’d down by his 
fide*. There is generally found under 
the Tongue of thefe Bodies a Plate of 
Gold, weighing about two Piftoles; 
and therefore the Arabs deface all the 
Mummies, which they afterwards fell to 
the Mahometans , and they to Chriftians, 
tho’ fomecimes they find nothing. Near 
the Heads of thefe Mummies there are 
Idols found, and the fhapes of Birds at 
their Feet. On the Walls there are 
Hierogliphicks cut, which perhaps ferv’d 
for Epitaphs, and befides there are in 
each Room feveral Scpufchrcs of Chil¬ 
dren and others. Going down each of 
thefe Wells, there are feveral Rooms 
and Caves, having a Communication 
from one to another, without any other 
Voi. IV. 


Light but what comes from the Mouth 
Of the Well. 

Going down into one of thefe, we 
found a Room. 10 Foot fquare; cut, as ' * 
has been laid before out of the Stone j 
about it were Tombs of Perfons of Qua* 
lity, and on the Floor, of Servants. 

There were in it but two ordinary 
Mummies, which I believe had bceii 
lately put in by the A- abs to get Mony. 

They were fwach’d like Children, and 
laid in two Chefts of Mulbery-Tree very 
t hick and folid, in which there were feme 
little Figures id Chalky kept by me to 
this Day, with a Skull Embalm’d that fell 
to my fhure ; being good as they fay fof 
Wounds, and (bme Diftempers. 

The Egyptians Embalm 'd thefe Bodies, The tfay 
1 mean thofe of Perfons of Note, rip- °f rra¬ 
ping up their Bellies with a very iharp Calming. 
Stone; then taking out their Bowels, 
walh’d them with Wine, and drawing 
them through an Aromacick Powder, 
fill'd them with pure Myrrh, Caflia, arid 
otherSweets, without Frankinceirfe, and 
putting them again into the Body dos’d 
it up. This done, they laid the Body 
in Niter, and left it there 70 Days, after 
which they walk'd it again, and wrapp’d 
it dofe in Linnen Swaths, which they 
Anointed on the outfide with a fort of 
Gum, which they made ufe of inftead 
of Salt. Thefe Bodies they plac’d in 
Chefts or Coffins of black Mulbery- 
Tree, courtly hew'd to the (hapeof Many 
or Woman, as they are daily found in 
thofe Caves. 

Being come out of the Well, the A- ^ 
rabs conduced us to fee a Labyiiuth, 
where the Ancients bury’d Birds. We 
went down a narrow Paflage into a 
Room, out of which we crept on our 
Bellies through a Hole to certain ways 
where a Man may walk well enough up¬ 
right. On both (ides of them there are 
Urns, in which the Birds were btiry’d 3 
there is now nothing in them but a lit¬ 
tle Duft. Thefe ways are cut out of a 
Nitrous Stone, and run feveral Miles, 
like a City under Ground, which they 
call a Labyrinth. 

Ac Night we return’d to Grand Caire y 
my fharc for the Expence of this (bore 
Journy amounting to four Zecchines, 
that is 32 Shillings. 

In the way between the Old Caire 
and the New, I law the Turkish Soldiers 
Ejcercife in a curious Plain near the Nile. 

They were about 4000 Horfe, who ran 
Two and Two, dexcroufly linking a 
piece of Palm-Tree with their Lances 
in their full Carrier. Hali, then Baffd 
D z of 
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rs-A/l of dire-, came every Wtdntfdqf and Sa- 
GemeSi. tar day to fee them from a Balcony m a 
j 93- Great Man’s Houfe ; bcfides the great 
V^VXJ rcfort of Begs and Princes, with their 
Subjefts and Slaves well enough Clad. I 
was told that the 18 Begs that are at 
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Cain have many Lands, and about 
500000 Crowns Revenue each of them, 
which they fpend in fupporting the Ma¬ 
hometan Pride and Arrogance with Mag¬ 
nificence, keeping hundreds of Horfcs 
in their Stables. 
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CHAP. VII. 

The Author continues his Travels to Jerufalem. 


M Onfieur Benovtt ALullet having in¬ 
vited me to be at the Feafts of 
$. Lotus, with all the French Merchants, 
would not have me depart upon any 
Account • but 1 having refolv’d to leave 
Grand CAre, return’d Thanks for all 
the Favours lo generoufly bellow’d on 
me during my Stay there, and prepared 
to fet forwards. Accordingly on Friday 
the 21 ft I went to Baltic, which is but a 
Mile diftant. By the way 1 met the 
Funeral of a Turk of forne Note, with 
a great Turbant on his Coffin. Prielts 
of the Mcfch went before Singing, and 
his Women follow’d Weeping on AfTes. 
Many of thefe Ceremonies ought to be 
perform’d in a Day to fatisfie the De¬ 
fines of the Aiabemetans \ for they fay, 
that it being dear Living in compartfbn 
of former Times, when they might buy 
30 Eggs or 1 Pigeons, or a Fowl for a 
Penny, and therefore now a Plague were 
ncceffary that the Survivors might live 
the better. 

I ini bark'd on the Nile before Now 
for Damiata, and running down fie 
Stream without Sails got into the Arm 
of the River that pa lies by that City. 
To fay the Truth, I fhould not have 
made it my Bufinds to go to this Place, 
had not the Ships bound for Mecca been 
gone three Weeks before from the Port 
of Sues ; for I Ihould have imbark’d A- 
board them, £0 take a fhort cut to the 
Baji-lndiks, as the ConfujUiad Advis’d 
me, whereas the way I was now going 
was very tedious. 

Saturday 2 2d, wc continu’d our way 
with our Oars, bccaufe the Boat was 
fmali. This Ann of the River towards 
D ami at a, is not fo full of Water as that 
of Roftto j which is the reafon it often 
happens that the Boats by reafon of the 
(hallownefs are Hop’d for fevcral Months 
near the Sea without being able to get 
oat There are Dwellings enough a- 
long the Banks of this Branch of the Ri¬ 


ver, but not fo large as thofe on the 
way to Roftto. 

Sunday 23d, we Arriv’d at Damata 
within an Hour after Day, having run 
108 Miles; yet wc flay'd in the Boat 
till the Cuftom- Houfe was open'd, and 
were clear’d without that ftriftnefi us’d 
in Italy. I took up my Lodging in the 
Houfe of a Maronite , Procurator to the 
Religious Houfe at Cairo, to whom I 
was recommended by the Father Prefi- 
dent, becaufe at Damiata there were no 
Religious Men, nor Confui, or French 
Merchants. 

Damiata is feated on the right fide of Lamina 
the Nile, in 30 degrees of latitude. City. 

It is ill inhabited by reafon of the un- 
wholfomnefc of the Air, and is not a- 
bove half a Mile in length, and as much 
in breadth yet becaufe of the conveni- 
ency of the Port, and Shipping off, it 
is much Reforted to, and has a vaft 
Trade. Not very far from it Eiftward 
on the top of Mount Cajius , is the 
Tomb of Fempty repair’d and beautify’d 
by the Emperor Adrian, 

I endeavour’d immediately to inform 
my felf, whether there was any conve* 
niency of Veflels bound for Jaffa, or 
Jofpe, and being told there was one rea¬ 
dy at the Mouth of the River, 1 would 
not flip the Opportunity, laying in at 
once all the neccflary Provilion for the 
Voyage, and particularly of excellent 
dry’d Rows of Mullets which are there 
extraordinary cheap. As I pafs’d by 
the Cu ftom-Hou fe, the Janizary demand¬ 
ed a Ztcchine for my Permiflion to Im- 
bark * but 1 telling him I was a French- 
Man he was forced to be fatisfy’d with 
the third part of .a Crown. This hap- 
ned to me bccaufe there was no Confui, 
and the Jtwifh interpreter would not 
fpeak one word to my Advantage, for 
fear of being Balbonado’d; and when I 
would have had him go four Miles down 
with me to the Vcffel, to be my inter¬ 
preter

prcter with the .Matter, he refus’d it, 
letting me go alone at the Difcretion 
of the Water-Men whom I did not uu- 
derftand. Thefe prefenced me to the 
Cuftomer of Nuba on the right fide of 
the River, who tools no Duty of me, 
becaufe I carry’d nothing but Provifions. 
But a Black of that Place, not willing 
to let flip fo fair an opportunity of 
Cheating, feeing me alone, and without 
any Body to Hand by me, flopp’d me, 
demanding a Zccchine for my Liberty 
to Pafs, and tho’ I anfwer’d it was not 
his Due, and that 1 would Write to the 
Confut at Cairtj to complain to the 
Baffa\ yet he continuing Polirivcin his 
Demands, bid me Pay firfl, and then 
Write atPleafure; nor did he Deli ft, 
tho’ I offer’d to go back to do as I laid. 
Therefore not to let flip the opportu¬ 
nity, which once loft I mult have flay’d 
fame Months for another, (as happen’d 
to a Religious Man, the Mouth of the 
Harbour being choak’d up with Sand,) I 
turn’d again and gave the Black two 
Dutch Crowns. 

The Water-Men would alfo have 
play’d their Knavifh Part; for tho’ we 
had before agreed what I was to give 
them, yet now they Demanded more, 
before they would take me into the 
Boat; holding me in Sufpence when I 
was moft eager to be gone, till they bad 
got their Will; after which they carry’d 
me Aboard the great Bark which was 
then taking in that part of her Loading 
of Rice, Sait and Beans, which Ihe had 
left behind to be able to get over the 
Flats of the River. Being come thither, 
the Rais or Mailer began to play his Part, 
asking twice as much for my Paffage as 
was ufual to Pay, which if 1 would not 
Pay, 1 might return to Damiata, which 
he knew was not in my Power. After 
much contending, I being fomecimes fi- 
lent becaufe I did not underfland, and 
other whiles Expreflmg my fclf by. 
Sigus, 1 comply’d with his Will, to a- 
void pro trailing the Difputc to no pur- 
pole. Truly a Chriftian that falls into 
the Hands of theft Barbarians , is much 
to be pity’d, for they have not the leaft 
fpark of Modefty or Companion. They 
are never latisfy’d till they have empty’d 
a Man’s Puife, giving one another No¬ 
tice of the nature of the Prize ; for 
which reafon in thefe Countries, but 
particularly in Europe it is abfolutely 
neceflary to be flock’d with Patience, as 
well as with Mony, which 1 endeavour’d 
to furailh my felf with in order to vilit 
the Holy Land. 


Setting out about Evening that fame 
Sunday 23d, we Sail’d all Night with a 
fair Wind, and Coafling along a Tandy 
Dcfert Country on Monday 24th, with 
the lame profperonsGaie arriv’d at Jaffa 
an Hour after Night-fall, having run 150 
Miles. 1 had no other Difturbance by 
the way, but the continual Cries of thofe 
Barbarians , who are but little skill’d in 
the Art of Navigation; for tho’ they 
have icarn’d it of the Chriflians, and 
therefore ufo the lame Sea Terms, yet 
they are not fo Expert at it. 

Having rode at Anchor all Night* we 
Landed with much Difficulty on T-it[day 
25th, after paying the Maftcr of the 
VciTel ,1 Zccchine and a half for mine and 
my Man’s Pallage, 1 took my Lodging 
in a Jew's Hon ft who was an Interpreter, 
as all thofe do that go to the Holy Land, 
there being neither Friars, nor French 
in that little Place. 

Jaffon 7 Jaffa , Joppe, Zaffo t or Astufo, fiffChy, 
as others call it, is thought to have been 
built by Japbes, Noah's Son, before the 
Flood. It is feated in the Latitude of 
32 Degrees, and is the Port all Pilgrims 
refort to, who go to vifit the Holy Pla¬ 
ces at Jerusalem. Here it was the Ma¬ 
terials for the Building of Solomon’s Tem¬ 
ple, brought from Mount Libanus were 
Landed; and here the Ancients feign 
that Andromeda was expos’d to be de¬ 
vour’d by the Sea-monfter. Here it was 
St. Peter rais’d Tabitha to Life again, 
and in its Neighbourhood he few the 
Sheet let dowif from Heaven with all 
forts of Creatures in it, by which God 
gave him to underfland, that he ought 
not to ftruple admitting the Gentils to 
the Faith and Baptizing them. Whilft 
I was here expeding the Caravan of 
Camels, which comes from Rama. , there 
rofe fuch a violent Storm on the Sea, 
that no Velftl could come in for levcral 
Days, and thofe that were in the unlafe 
Harbour were all loll, particularly ours 
which took in its Loading in the Day, 
and on Wednefday Night, the Seamen go¬ 
ing ali to Sleep, without caking care firll 
to fecureher, fhefunk with all the Goods, 
only thofe fieepy Bealls being lav’d by 
fwimming Alhorc. 

The Camel Driver came berimes on 
Wednefday the 26th, to awake me in or¬ 
der to let out with a filial! Caravan of 
30 Camels, but I chofc to ride upon an 
Afs. Having Travell’d Ten Miles thro’ 
a plain Country, part Unull'd and part 
Till’d and Planted with Olive-Trees, 
we came to Rama at break of Day, 
where I was receiv’d by the Superior of 
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the Houfe of the Chputifis of Jeritfdem, 
Gemm. who prefendy gave an Account of rny 
1< 5 P 3 * Arrival to the Father Guardian of Jem- 
^ATV jfdiem, that with his leave 1 might go to 
that City. 

JJiWij Rama, Rivnrtt/fj Ramie, or Ramola, 

i own. memorable for the Sepulchre of Rachel, 
and daughter of her innocent Children, 
is a little open Town, Inhabited by A- 
rabs , Jem and CViftians. The Coun¬ 
try about it is Fruitful, producing be- 
fides Wheat, good Fruit, as Grapes, 
Figs, Melons, and other Sorts. It was, 
as Pome believe the Country of St. Jofepb 
of Arimathea, a fccret Dilciple of JefuS 
Cbrift. 

Thtrfday 27th, I went with fome Fa¬ 
thers three Miles off (I always mean 
Italian Miles) to vilit the Place call’d 
Lida, where St. George was beheaded, 
being a Church ferv’d by Grech. As I 
return’d 1 was fhow'd a Mofch, which 
had been a Chriftian Church built by St. 
Helen*, where under the high Altar 40 
Martyrs arc Bury’d, brought thither by 
her out of Armenia , but the Arabs do 
not allow us to go in. The Fathers al¬ 
io fhow’d me near the Church of their 
Hofpitium, the Honle of Nicodemns, 
who took our Saviour down from the 
Crofs. 

Friday 28th, Leave being come from 
the Father Guardian of JerstfaUm, I paid 
the Cufloraer for Cafarre , or Tribute, 
14 Albulcbelb , worth fo many Ducats of 
HapUs, and he according to his Duty 
furnilhing Horfcs, ] fet out on Saturday 
29th with fome Fathers, and the Cadi, 
who was returning to jemfatem , We 
Travell’d tz Miles over the Plain, and 
18 more over Mountains planted with 
Olive Trees; palling through the Vil¬ 
lage of the good Thief, io call'd be- 
caufc he was Born there, confifting of 
about ^ooHoufes, and fcated on a Moun¬ 


tain, with a ruin’d Caftle. About half 
way we law Jeremyh Village, where 
they fhow’d me a ruin’d Mon after y of 
Fraucifcans , who had abandon'd it, be- 
caufe fome of them had been kill’d by 
the Arabs. Not far from it is feen the 
Village where St. John Baptifb was Born. 
Paffing over the Bridge we came into 
the Valley of Etah, famous in Holy Writ 
for i lie Combat between David and the 
Giant Goliah, whillt Sad’s, Army look'd 
on from the Mountain next Jcmfalem, 
and that of the Philijl Ians towards Rama. 
Hereabouts I alfo faw the noted Cafllc 
of Emaus on a Hill, where the Building 
is ft ill preferv’d Handing (if it be the 
fame) in which the two Difciples, after 
the Refurreflion knew our Saviour in his 
breaking of Bread. 

Being come to Jerufdem about the 
Evening, the Fathers directed me to go 
in at the Gate" of Damajcus, that the 
Turks might fee me and receive the Tri¬ 
bute, bccaufe I had not been at Jeruja- 
lent before. I went thither accordingly 
w ith a Servant, and finding no Body at 
the Gate proceeded diredly to the Mo¬ 
na fiery of St. Saviour, without any flop; 
but the Guardian fearing fome Mifhap, 
perfwaded me to return and fend fome 
Chriftian to give Notice to the Turks, 
that they might come to the Place ap¬ 
pointed to enter my Name, as they did. 
Then I went to the Monaftery, where 
the Guardian receiv’d me very Courte- 
oufly. The Strudure of this Monaftery 
is not large, nor lofty, bur convenient. 
There arc five fmall Altars in the little 
Church ; three at the upper end, and 
two againft the Pillars that fupport the 
Arch. The Floor is laid with good 
black and white Marble, but the main 
Point is, that the Church is decently and 
devoutly ferv’d by 50 Fathers. 


CHAP. VIII. 

The Defer iption of Jerufalem, and the Holy Places. 


foruftkm TT Erufaletn, formerly call’d Salem, So- 
P'T* J lima , and Capitolina, by tile Turks 
Cursemobarccb , and Leucojk, and by the 
Natives Ckntz., and Godtz., is is 31 De¬ 
grees of Latitude. It was Built by Mei- 
cbifedee , between two Mountains Calvary 
on the Weft, and Olivet on the Eaft, 
between which and the City runs the 
Brook Cedron, that lofes it felf in the 


dead Sea. The remains of fo many no¬ 
ble Stru&ures as art to be fecit about 
this City are a fuf dent Teftimony of 
its ancient Splendor, tho’ it be now 
quite alter’d from what it was, through 
the Viciftkude of Fortune, and terrible 
Havock made in it at feveral times by 
fundry Nations. What Cruelties were 
not executed in it by Amochus, the Son 

of 
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of SelmcHs, and the other /intiochm his 
Son j who fpar’d neither the Wails, nor 
Solomons Temple. Simon Aiachabeus ha¬ 
ving fubdu'd and reltor’d the regal Seat 
to it, 6 ii Years after its firft Erection, 
Fampry the Great came 8t Years after, 
took it, and left only the name and Iba- 
dow of its Magnificence. The Tyrant 
Herod, having taken it after a long Siege 
from A/seiochus, in whom after iq 6 Years 
the Race of the Affamoneans ended, 
cruelly abandon’d ic to Fire and Sword. 
Nor was Agrippa any better, being the 
laft of his Stock, whoDy’d wickedly as 
he had Liv’d, about the time of Julius 
C&fitr. In him ended the regal Title 
among the 3 xv?s, but not the Calamities 
of Jerufalcm, fince not only the City was 
afterwards Deftroy’d, but its famous 
Temple wholly overthrown by the Em¬ 
peror Titm , who with Famine and 
Sword Hew a Million and an Hundred 
Thou land Citizens about the Year of our 
JLord.71. He that would have a further 
Account of its MUeries, may find enough 
of it in both lacred and prophme Hifto- 
ries, that being a Subjeft from my Pur- 
pofe. 

The prclent Jerafdcm is not the lame 
it was formerly, for its Conipafs is lefs 
than three Miles, and. the Inhabitants 
under 20000. It, is feated at the foot 
of the aforementioned Mountains, high 
on the Weft, and low on the Halt. It 
has fix Gates, which are thofe of Beth- 
lem, Mount Sion, Sterquilinia, or the 
Dnnghil Gate, St. Stephens, Herods, and 
of Dametfats j bolides the Golden Gate, 
which is Ihut up. The Walls are not 
ftrong, nor have they any Baftions, but 
Email Towers, without Cannon, or 3 
Ditch, except on the Weft-fide, where 
it is not very deep, dole by is the 
Caftle built by the Pifans, on the Ruins 
of DetyfeTs Tower, which reaches over 
the Walls of the City, There is but a 
linall Garrifon in it, and fome pieces of 
Cannon difinounted, which they dream 
to have been Godfrey of Bolloigns. The 
old Caftle, when David hatT fix’d his 
Court in it, after expelling the jebufstes 
was by him call’d Su> v. 

In the City they drink no other Water 
but what they keep in Cifterns, which 
feours the Belly like a Purges for chat 
of the Font figttam runs only to the 
Temple of Solomon, and the Cad?* Pal- 
lace, and for many Years pa ft Water is 
as dear as Bread. The City and Coun¬ 
try about is govern’d by a Sangiack, 
fubordinace to the £*ffa of Damafi 

CHS. 


The Fathers had been Ihnt up feven 
Mouths by reafon of the Plague, Which 
had rag’d all about them 3 and the Chri- 
ftians being to be admitted to the uitifed 
Sacrament, within a few Days, the time 
was anticipated‘for my lake. Hereupon 
Ull the Faithful went on Sunday 30th to 
hear Mafs at the FathersGburch, where 
I obferv’d that the Women there do not 
cover their Faces, with a Mask, like the 
Egyptians, and all their Body is wrapp’d 
in a white Sheet, wearing on their Head 
a Tadema, that is, a Cap with fevcral 
Points, An Infant was Baptiz'd, and the 
Father chofe me for God-father. 

About Evening I went to vilit the Mount 
Holy Places, attended by a Father ap- Cslvjrj* 
pointed for chat pur pole, and the Inter¬ 
preter of the Monaftery. Firft we went 
to Mount Calvary, and attending many 
Steps, entred iatd a (mail Church, (op¬ 
pos'd by the Greeks to be the Place where 
Abraham, by Order from God, would 
have Sacrific'd his Son Ifaac. A few 
Steps further is a dark Vault, formerly 
St. Peters Prifon, and the Turks ft ill make 
ule of it as fitch. 

In another Greek Church, which Was 
once the Houfe of Zebedee, they Ihew 
the Place, where St .John Fvaitgelift, and 
St. James's Sons were Born \ and behind 
it the Apartments that belong’d to the 
Knights of the Holy Sepulchre. Then 
we pafs'd through a midliag Arch, which 
they call the Iron Gate, through which 
Sc. Peter, when deliver’d out of Prifon, 
went out of the City with the Angel. 

Not far from thence we came into Si. 

Mark's Houfe, where they fay St, Peter, 
when the Angel left him, withdrew to 
meet the reft of the Apofties; who arc 
fijfid to have there began to Baptize in a 
Stone Eont, ft til to be fecn : Atpicfene 
this Place is a little Church of Sirians. 

At i fmall Diftance is the Houfe where 
St. Thomas liv’d, which now is a Mofih, 
and the Hoofes of the three Marcs , of 
Qeophjuj-of 1 Mists, and of Salome , into 
which there is uo entring, betaufe they 
are Inhabited by Turkics Women. Fur¬ 
ther on entring into a fpacious Court, 

1 law the Church of Sc. James, with a 
good Monaftery Inhabited by 50 Arme¬ 
nian Fathers. There are two great 
Gates to the Church, which is fupported 
by four large Pillars, making a Square, 
and three files, laid with good Marble. 

1 : was Built by the Spanish Nation, in 
Honour of St. James , who was Beheaded 
in that Place \ and the particular Spot 
on which he fuffer’d Martyrdom is fecn 
inn fmall Arch, in the thirdChappel on 
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the left tide of the Gate. In the firft on 
Gemelli. the fame fide, is Worfhipp’d the Body or 
1693. Sc. Macarius, Bifbop of Jtntfdem. The 
U'Y'VJ Armenian Patriarchs feat it on the right 
Hand of the Altar. In a Mile of the 
Womens little Church, on the left of 
the great one, there are three fpeckled 
Stones, on the biggeft whereof, brought 
from Mount Sinai , Afofes broke the 
Tables of the Law, when the People 
would not keep it; the other on the 
right was taken out of the River Jordan, 
near the Place where Chrift was Bap¬ 
tiz’d by St. John ; the third on the left, 
was on Mount Thabor in the very Place 
where our Saviour was Transfigur’d. 
Ail the Pilgrims that come to vifit the 
Holy Places, are well treated by thefe 
Greek Fathers, who find them good Lodg¬ 
ings, and Stables for their Hoi fes. 

Houfe Going out of the City at King Da- 
where the vi£s, or Mount Sion Gate, we faw the 
B. Virgin Buying pi acc 0 f all our Catholkk Chri- 
Dy ftians, 'and clofc by the remainder of an 

oid Wall of the Houfe in which the 
Blelfed Virgin Dy’d, and St. John faid 
Mai's fometimes. 

Church of Then paying a Zecchine , I went in to 
the Apo- fee the Church ot the Holy Apoltles, 
files made w hkh now lerves for a Mofch. i t has 
* Mofeb. But one Ifle, but large after the fafhion 
of the Country, with only two Pillars. 
At the Welt-end is the Tower or 
Steeple, whence the Santont calls the 
People to Prayers. A few Steps lead 
down to the under Church, which is 
low, but longer than the upper. In this 
Place our Saviour kept the Pa (lover with 
his Difciples, instituting the molt Holy 
Sacrament of the Eucharift ; appear’d 
to them after hisRcforreftion, andCon- 
fecratcd St. James Bifhop of Jerufalem. 
Here the Holy Gholt came down upon 
the Apoflles in fiery Tongues. Hither 
they fay St. Peter came when he was by 
the Angel deliver'd out of Frifon y St. 
Matthias was Elected into the Number 
of the Apoftles, inftcad of Judas ; Sc. 
Stephen was made Deacon with his fix 
Companions; the Apoftles hid them- 
fclvcs during the Pcrfecution of King 
Agrippa ; and they held the Counfcl 
where it was Decreed that Circnmcifion 
was not ncceftary. Here the Pillar was 
kept at which onr Saviour was Scourg’d. 
Here St. Peter faid his firft Mafs on the 
Feaft of Pemecofl, as did St. John. Here 
is to be feen King David's Sepulchre i <5 
Spans long, made by Solomon. Some 
Authors alfo affirm that St. Stephen's 
Tomb is here. Near the Ctnaeulum , or 
great Room they (hew the Place, where 


King Manaffei was Bury’d. They will 
have ir, that the Lamb our Saviour eat 
with his Difciples at the laft Supper waS 
Roafted under the Stairs that come down 
to this Place; which as it may be likely, 
is a Matter of no Moment, Without 
the Church is the Ciftern, where the 
Apoftles parted in order to go Preach 
the Faith throughout the World. This 
Church was Built by St. Helen , as were 
all the others of the Holy Places, and 
afterwards Repair’d by Sancha, Queen 
of Naples and Sicily. 

On Mount Sion, which is dofe by. Mount 
and where the Ruins of Davit?s Palace dim. 
are ft ill to be feen is another fmall, but ceipbss’s 
neat Church, kept by the Armenians , in Houfe, 
the Place where Caiphas the High Priefl’s now a 
Houle flood, in the Porch whereof was Church. 
the Fire at which St. Peter was warming 
himfelf, when he deny’d Chrift three 
times; and therefore they (hew in the 
Wall of the fame Church, the Place 
where the Cock Crow’d, the Pillar not 
being thereat prefent. They alfo fhew 
on the left of the Altar, a Vault in 
which Cbrift was Confin’d and Scourg’d 
the firft time. On the Altar is fix’d, 
and takes up a great Part of it, the 
Stone of the Holy Sepulchre, which the 
Armenians took from that Church, dur¬ 
ing the War of Candia , when it was 
given then in Cuftody, the Catholick Fa¬ 
thers being call into Prifon. In this fame 
Place Judas fold Chrift for 30 Pieces of 
Mony, and here he reftor’d them to go 
Hang himfelf in Defpair. 

In a crofs way without the City they Amos's 
fhew’d me where the Bleflcd Virgin Houfe a 
wrought the firft: Miracle after her Death, Church ’ 
as the Apoftles were carrying her Body 
to Bury it in the Valley of Jofaphat. 

Returning into the City by the fame 
Gate, I took Notice, behind the Garden 
of the Monaftery of St. James , of the 
Houfe of Annas, where Chrift was bound 
to an Olive Tree, the Branches whereof 
are Hill in the Porch of the Church 
Built there, and held in great Venera¬ 
tion by the Armenians that Officiate 
there. On the left Hand within the 
fame Church, they fhew the Door, now 
made up, at which our Saviour went 
out, after he had been Examin’d con¬ 
cerning his Doclrin and Diiciples, and 
ftrvick over the Face. 

We went out again at the Porta Ster- 
quilinia , or Dunghil Gate, fo call’d be- 
catife of the Filth hard by it, through 
which our Saviour was led bound to 
Annas. An hundred Paces from it I 
faw a Grot or Cave, now ruin’d, where 

St. 
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St. Peter bitterly bewail'd bis Offence in 
Gtmelli. denying his Matter. 

1(J 93 - Entring the City again, we went down 
towards the lower Part, and pafs’d 
B virgin a Garden under the Arches of 

was prc- the Temple, where the Virgin Mary was 
fented. preferred by her Parents. It was once 
a Church call’d of the Prefentation , with 
a Monatt'ery of Nuns; but is now a 
Mofih, where the Turks keep their young 
Daughters to be Educated under the 
Tuition of certain Matrons, till they 
are Marriagable. The Stru£hire is Mag¬ 
nificent, being Built bf very large {mooch 
Stones, the leaft of them being four 
Spans (quare; and by what could be dis¬ 
cern'd going under it with a Light, the 
Church is large with feven Out-lcts, 
compos’d of the fix Orders, each of 
which has three Pillars. 

Going along the Bamir, or Alarket, 
we came to the Gate call’d Speeioja, 
through which Chrift entred when he 
went to the Temple, and Difputcd with 
the Doctors. The BlelTed Virgin entred 
at the fame when (he came to prefent 
the Child Jefus in the Hands of Holy 
Simeon, and there it was St. Peter heal’d 
the Panditick. This leads to long and 
lofty Arches that run to the Temple of 
Salomon , abfolutely forbid being feeu by 
Chrittians. 

Monday the laft Day bf Abtgufi, I 
went to fee the Hofpical bf St. Helen, 
which is really a great Structure. It was 
Built to Lodge the Pilgrims that vifited 
the Holy Places. For which purpole 
there are feveral long Galleries, and 
there ftill remain feven great Cauldrons, 
in which they drefs’d Meat for the Poor. 
The Tttrh now do the fame, giving 
Alms Tome Days even to Chrittians. 
petiefda Going on near the Gate of Cedron, 
Peel. now call’d St. Stephen’s, I was (hewn 
the P'.fcitta Prohatica, or Pool of Bethefda , 
where our Saviour Heal’d the Man that 
had lain 38 Years under his Di(ternper. 

It is 100 Paces long, 60 in breadth, and 
40 in depth, all made of good Stone. 

In the upper Street is the Houfe of the 
Pharifet , where St. Mary Magdalen 
pour’d forth her precious Ointment on 
the Feet of our Lord, wafhing them 
with her Tears, and wiping them with 
her Hair ; by which means fho Obtain'd 
Pardon of her Sins. In Memory where¬ 
of there is adjoining to it a devout 
Chappel of the Invocation of the fame 
Saint; tho’ the Houfe is Inhabited by 
Turks. Near the lame Gate of St. Ste¬ 
phen, adjoining to the Wall of the City, 
is the Houfe of St. Anne, where the 
Vol. IV. 
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Bleffed Virgin was Born, with a good 
Church, but not well adorn’d, as being 
in the Power of Mahometans', Without 
the Gate, along a Street that goes down 
I was (hewn the Place where St. Stephen 
was Ston’d, and the Cittern cut out of 
the foild hard Rock into which his Body 
was catt. 

. Going further, beyond Cedron I went * ri „■ i 
into the Church where the BlelTed Vir- 0 f feveral 
gin was Bury’d. Defending 47 Steps, Nations. 

* i ;,w on the Right the Altars, where 
St. Joachim, and St. Anne were Bury'd, 
and on the Left about half way the 
Stairs, where St. Joftph was laterr’d ; 
on the Floor of the Church , near the 
Well, ttands the Altar on which die 
Copti Prietts fay Mafs; on the Right is 
that of the Jacobites ; on the Left that 
ofthc Gregor tans the high Altarwithout 
them belongs to the Armenians-, on the 
Right that of the Sirians, and behind 
that of the Grecians. Within another 
very little Chappel, to which there are 
two final 1 Doors, is the Altar where the 
BIdled Virgin was Bury’d, which is 
lerv’d by our Catholicks; there I heard 
Matt, Celebrated by two Fathers of St. 

Saviours. Without the Church on the 
Right is the Grotte, or Cave, where our 
Saviour fweated Blood. It was enlarg’d 
and made more lightfome, that ic might 
contain a greater Number of Chrittians; 
and bccaufe (befides the inconvcniency) 
it feem’d lefs Decent to go into it from 
the Garden of Gethfemani , through that 
narrow Hole our Saviour went in at, 
the Door was made which ferves now, 
the other being fbut up out of Refped. 

There ftill remain in this Garden of 
Gethfemani 8 Olive Trees, which as they 
fay, are Iprung from thofe that were 
there when our Saviour Pray’d ; the 9th 
having been Burnt by the Turks. There 
is alfo the Place where the BlelTed Vir¬ 
gin was, whilft St. Stephen was Ston’d; 
as alfo where Ihe left her Girdle to St. 

Thomas. In other relpetts it is no fruit¬ 
ful Place, being for the molt part bare 
Rock; but there are excellent Figs^ 
whereof I eat as many as I could, the 
Fathers inviting me £0 to do, becaufe 
the Place belongs to them, through the 
Charity bf an EngUJfs-Man, who bought 
it of a Mahometan to give it to them. 

Returning to the City, I went along p I 
the dolorous Street (which begins at Pi- Houfc; 
lat’ s Honfe, and ends at Mount Calvary) 
the fame way our Saviour pafs’d with 
the Crott on his Back. Firft we went 
into Pilot’s Houfe (near which is a black 
Arch'd Room, where our Lord was 
£ Scourg'd 
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rs_A-»o fcourg’d the fccond time) and went up 

Gtmtlli. other Stairs than thole Our Saviour was 
1693. carry’d up, which were long linee re- 
jnovd to ScaloSanta at Rome. In the 
firft Floor is a lightfome Arch’d Room, 
which was the Premium, or Court, 
where Pilot gave fenccnce of Death a* 
gainft Our Saviour; here bring a fort 
of Divan, or place lifted up one ftep; 
Under it is a dark Room, now made a 
Stable, in which Our Lord was Crown’d 
with Thorns. Going up to the top of 
the Houfe, 1 took a full view of Solo¬ 
mon's Temple. 

soim^ 1 This Temple was built by that King, 

Temple, vvith an incredible charge, in the fpacc 
of eight years, laying out on it, not 
only his own excelfive Wealth, but al- 
fo the rich S]K>ils his Father had taken 
from his Enemies. I will forbear fpenIc¬ 
ing of its Glory and Magnificence, bc- 
caufc Holy Writ fpcaks of it at large, 
and (hall only by the by hint at the ma¬ 
ny Calamities it fell under at feveral 
times. Firft, Sefac, Ki ng of Egypt, rob’d 
it of all its Ornaments, being afterwards 
relfor’d by Kingjtyiw; in the fifth year 
of his Reign, it was again utterly fub- 
verted by the Impiety of King Zedechi- 
*h ; who went not unpunilh’d for his 
wkkednefs, being taken Prifoncr by 
Ntbuchadncvutr, and his eyes put out, 
after he had feen his wretched Sons cm 
in pieces. Being again rebuilt, Arnie- 
cbm the Son of Seltumt plunder’d, and 
prophan’d it; and being ftill reftor’d, 
tho’ not to its firft fplendor, it was de- 
ftroy’d by the Emperor Ta«j, and the 
whole City fubverted in the year of 
Chrift 7 1. At Lift Adrian the Emperor, 
on its Ruins, crcfted a Temple to Jupi¬ 
ter, after he had fubdu’d the rebellious ’ 
Country of Jury ', not to mention other 
vicifiitudes, this wonderful Stru&tfre 
has run through fince thofe times, fo 
that it is now quite another thing than 
what it was. 

What 1 could obferve from thcafore- 
fa id place, is a large Square a Mile about, 
with iz Gates. About it there arc ma¬ 
ny Chappcls, and Dwellings of P flefts, 
as allb the CaDs Palace, where our Pa¬ 
triarch once liv’d, and feveral Trees in 
the middle. Thence they go into the 
fecond place which is round, and lefs 
than a quarter01 a Mile incompafs, en¬ 
clos’d with Walls , with feveral ftacely 
Gates and Marble Pillars. In the midft 
of this place is SohmotPs Temple, in the 
form of an Oftogon , with four Gates 
Diametrically oppolitc to one another, 
built on the out-fide of Tile, or hard 


Brick, till where the Cupola begins, 
which is of lead , whidi clofes it beau¬ 
tifully. Adjoyntng to the Temple on 
the Eaft-fide, is an open Gallery , fup- 
ported by fmall Pillars, where they fay, 
there is a Stone brought from Mount 
Olivet , on which Our Saviour flood 
when he afeended in to Heaven. I could 
difeover nothing elfe at that diftance, 
for the Turks put to Death all Clirifti- 
anS chat go into it, or oblige them to 
renounce their Faith. 

©pnofite to Pilot's, is Herod's Houfe, 
tho* all late built, and little of Antiqui- Herod’s 
ty to be feen in it; yet we went in at a Palace, 
little door, the firft being ftnit, near 
which is a fmall Arch, where our Re¬ 
deemer flood, before he was carry’d in¬ 
to Herod's prefence ; and going up, we 
faw the Court of Juftice, like a little 
Hall, where he was examin’d by Herod, 
and not anfwcrtng clad in a white Gar¬ 
ment, and fent back to Pilot. 

In the Square is the Arch that flip- 
ported the Balconey, or open Gallery, 
where Pilot fhew’d him to the People , ciu-iftwas 
faying. Rebold the Man-, and there is fhew’d. 
no doubt of its being the fame, becaufe 
the Stones worn by Time teftifie itsAn- 
tiquity. 

Further on is the door, through which 
the Sidled Virgin palled to meet Our yvhere 
Saviour, not being able to come the chrifl 
Street-way becaufe of the Throng; and fell, 
feeing'him fall down under the weight 
of the Crofs, flic fainted ; for which 
reafon, the Church that now ftands in 
that place is call’d of the Swooning. 

There they lay, Simon Cyremm help a 
to carry the Crofs. A few paces fur¬ 
ther, is the little Houfe of Lazarus, and 
further ftill that of Dives, built on 
Arches’, under which, there is a tho¬ 
roughfare. In this the Governour _, 
lives, 'In Pilot's the Bojfo, and in Herod s 
one Mujlnfha a Turk. In the fame U:s. 
Street of forrow, is the little Houfe of 
St. Veronica, who, as the ancient Tra¬ 
dition affirms, brought a Cloth to wipe 
Our Saviour’s Face , and the Pidure of 
it, remain’d Imprinted on it. Not far 
from it is the Juftice Gate, through 
which Our Saviour went out, with the 
Crofs on his back, nowfhut up; where 
there is a Marble Pillar, on which the, 

Sentence of Death was affix’d according 
to cuftom. At a little diftance is a fmall 
Tower of hard Stone , which deferves 
not the name of a Fort, call’d the Tow¬ 
er Antonian*, where SoUdhtt fortify’d 
himfelf, when he took the Holy City ; 
and hard by are the Ruins of the Palace 

of 
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of Godfrey of Bulloign, King of Jerttfa- 
Getnelli. Urn. 

1603. That fame Monday in the Evening, 
V'YXJ the Father Guardian perform’d the Ce¬ 
remony of wafhing mine, and fix other 
religions Pilgrims Feet, with lo much 
Solemnity, that it lafted two hours. This 
good religious Man, whole name is F. 
John Baptijl d' Anti e , daily exercifes 
himfelf in virtuous Afts of Chriftiati 
Humility, even to walhing the Diihes 
of the Refectory. I am much oblig’d to 
his goodnels, becaufe he continually at¬ 
tended me in lome Indilpofition 1 had, 
and treated me affectionately with Sweet¬ 
meats of the Country. 

Going out on Tuefday the firft of Sep- 
timber , betimes in the Morning at Beth¬ 
lehem Gate, and amending to Mount Si¬ 
on , the way the Apoftles carry’d the 
Blefled Virgin to her Tomb, as has been 
■ , laid before ; I was fhewn oppoiite to it, 

ilK’oun- c * ie Valley call’d of Ill-Coitnfcl, bccaufe 
Cel. there Caiphas and his Counfellers rcfol v’d 

Our Saviour fhould die; which has alfo 
given the name to the little Village, in¬ 
habited by Arabs , on the top of the 
Mountain, which over*looks the Valley. 
Going over a-foot to the further end of 
thefaid Valley, we found fevcralTombs 
of Jews, and at the foot of the Mountain, 
the Holy Field, bought with the 30 
Pieces of Money Chrilt was fold for, to 
bury Pilgrims. This Sepulcher is 30 
foot fquare, cut out of the Rock. In the 
upper part of it, there are fome vent¬ 
holes, through which the Armenians let 
down their dead Bodies. Below that 
IstlieCave, whereeight of the Apoftles 
hid themfelves, when Chriit was Cru¬ 
cified ; and below that again, is a deep 
Well, where Nehemiah the High Pfielt 
hid the Holy Fire, when the Jews were 
carry’d Captives to Babylon. A little 
higher is the place, where the Prophet 
Jfaiah was faw’d in the middle; and a 
white Mulbcry Tree inftead of the Ce¬ 
dar, thatopen’d and hid him in its Trunk. 
Clofe by the faidMulbery Tree, is the 
Pool of Siloe, where Our Lord gave fight 
to the blind Man. It is all Artificial, 
40 Spans long, 1 6 in breadth, and 20 
in depth, with Water in it, which is 
not very good, and runs out to the 
Fountain, where they fay. Our BlcfTed 
Lady wafh’d the Linnen of her Infant 
Jefus; there are above 20 fleps down 
to the Water. 

Valley of Proceeding along the Valley of Jofa- 
jofepbst. phaty they fiiew’d me on the right, the 
Country Houfe of Siloe, where Solomon 
kept his Concubines,and on the top of the 
Vol. IV. 


Hill, the Palace of the Daughter of Pha¬ 
raoh King of Egypt ; which for that rea- 
fon, is now call'd the Mountain of Scan¬ 
dal. At the end of the fame Valley, and 
at the foot of another Mountain, which 
is the very fame on which Judas hang’d 
himfelf on one of Pharaoh’s Fig-Trees, 
ate the Sepulchers of die Jews, who on 
that fcorc, pay the Turks a Zee chine a 
day , whether they bury or not. Fur¬ 
ther on, is the Sepulcher of Zachariah, 
the Son of Faroe hi as , who was ilain be¬ 
tween the Temple and the Altar, all 
of one piece, cut out of the Rock: clofe 
by which is the Cave in which St. James 
hid himfelf, when Our Saviour was 
Crucify’d , (wearing , He would not eat , 
tdl he fans him rifen from the Dead ; for 
which reafon, Our Saviour appear’d to 
him the third day, bringing him fomc- 
thing to cat. A few paces further , is 
the Sepulcher of Abfatom , all of a piece 
as far as the firft Cornilh, like St. Jame’s 
Cave, and it being empty, I went in as 
far as the Cupola. Behind this was made 
fuch another Sepulcher, cutout of the 
hard Rock to bury King Jofaphat. In 
the mid ft of the Brook Ctdron, which at 
prefent is quite dry, on a Stone is to 
be fecn the print of Our Saviour’s Foot 
when he fell there, as he was led bound. 

Going up again, I went to fee the two 
Arches of the Golden Gate, through 
which Our Saviour entred in Triumph 
on Palm Sunday, but ic is now fhut, as 
was faid before. After Evenfong, the 
Holy Sepulcher being open’d, I went in 
to vifit all the Holy Places belonging 
to it. 

Having bear’d Mafs betimes on Sun- Eeihsn'uu 
day Morning, being the 2d. of Septem¬ 
ber, I mounted one of the Farher Pro¬ 
curator General’s Horfcs, and fet out 
for Bethania, attended by the Interpre¬ 
ter and Fathers. Having Traveil’d a 
Mile and half on the Mountain , I was 
Ihcwn the place where Chrift com- 
ingfrom the River Jordan , curs’d the 
Fig-Tree, of which no memory remains. 

Beyond that on the right hand is a great 
Wall, which they fay, is an outlet of 
the Houfe of Simon the Leper , who 
invited Our Saviour. Below that, and 
above the City Bethania, is the Caftle 
of Lazartts , whereof a Wall is flill 
Handing 14 Spans thick, and as firm as 
a Rock. Under it, entring at a nar¬ 
row Door, there is a defeent of 28 
Heps to his Sepulcher , cut like the reft 
out of the hard Rock. Firft , there is 
a little room, out of which is a paflage 
through a narrow hole , that was ihut 
E 2 up 
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up with a Stone to another, where there 
GemeUi. is only a fmall Altar, to fay Mafs up- 
1693. on rhe very Tomb, whence he was call- 
lA\ ed by Our Saviour. Above that, isfeen 
the Foundation of St, Alary Magdalen % 
Houfe, and of Martha s, with a Cittern 
cut in the Stbne, whofc Water 1 found 
was not good to drink. 

Not far off, they fliew a fliarp Stone, 
on which they fay, Our Saviour fate, 
whilft he was talking to Martha about 
the Death of Lazjtrwt y and going on the 
way of Mount Olivet on the right, in 
the place call’d Bettafen , they fhew a 
Hillock, where Chrift mounted upon 
the Aft, to enter Jerttfalcm upon Palm 
Sunday. 

Mount Above that, is Mount Oliva , whence 
Olivet. Chrift afcended into Heaven, leaving 
two prints of his Feet behind, one of 
which was carry’d into Solomon s Tem¬ 
ple , and the other remains there upon 
a hard pebble Stone. This place is fhut 
up within a round Chappcl, the Key 
whereof is kept by a Mahometan San- 
tone. Next, in a great Court, enclos’d 
with a Wall, I faw the Stone on which 
the Apoftles fate, call’d Firi Gaidai , 
or Men of Galilee, Defending from 
the Mount on the left hand, 3 Pillar lies 
oil the Ground, near which, the Angel 
appear’d to the BletTed Virgin, who was 
vilicing the places of the Pailion, giving 
her a Branch of Palm Tree, as a Prcfage 
of her Death ; and on the lame fide is 
the Cave, where St. Pelagia did Pen- 
nancc and dy’d. 

Oppofite to it, is the place, where 
they fay, Chrift compos’d the Lord’s 
Prayer $ at a fmall diftatvee on the right, 
where he wept on the City of Jerufedem 
(now there is a Houfe) and not far 
from it he Preach’d, to the Apoftles 
upon the Day of Judgment. Lower 
ftil! are the Sepulchers of the Prophets, 
that open’d at Our Saviour’s Death \ 
and twelve Caves cut in the Rock,where 
the Report is, that the Apoftles com¬ 
pos’d the Creed. 

There being no going to the River 
Jordan at any time but Eajler, when there 
are many Pilgrims, and a good Guard 
of Soldiers for fear of the Arabs ; I was 
fatisfy’d with beholding it from the top of 
Mount Olivet , as alfo the dead Sea, where 
the five Cities of Sodom, Gcmorra , &c. 
were deftroy’d •, and which they told 
me was60 Miles long,and 16 in breadth, 
and its Water very ftiukiug. They al¬ 
fo fhew’d me at a diftanceanother Moun¬ 
tain, call’d of the Queerer. tine , where 
Chrift fitted 4.0 days. 


After Fejpers going out at the Gate Sepul- 
of Datnafcus , a Dervtt came to open us th . ers 
their MoJch , where there is a vaft Cave Kin S f * 
cut in the foiid Rock, 150 Paces about, 
and 30 in height. In the audit of it, is 
a large plain place, where they fay, the 
Prophet Jeremiah walk’d, when he com¬ 
pos’d his Lamentations ; and up high on 
the rignt hand coming in, the Stone 
on which he lay. Half a Mile further, 
are the Tombs of three Kings cut out 
of the Rock. The fir ft entrance is 
through a narrow hole, crawling on all 
fours, into a handfome Room 15 Foot 
fquare, in which there are little Doors. 

The firft on the left, leads to a Room 
little left chan the other, about which, 
there are fix other fmall Doors, being 
the Faflage to as many Tombs, The 
fecond Door is the way to fuch another 
Room, containing feven Sepulchers ; but 
there are two or three Tombs in every 
one, and particularly one of Marble 
uncover’d, where they faid, a King had 
been bury’d. The third alfo, is a tho¬ 
roughfare to a Room, that has nine lit¬ 
tle Doors toother Sepulchers, with two 
or three burying places on a fide. En- 
tring at one of thefe Doors artificially 
made of Marble, and which only is now 
Handing, of many more there were, 
we faw another King’s Tomb open, 
which had for its device a Bow, and a 
Bottle carv’d at the head of it. The 
fourth Door in the firft Room gives 
pailagc, tho’ difficult to the third Royal 
Sepulcher, whofe Marble Tomb is bro¬ 
ken. Thefe Sepulchers are certainly 
the moft rare and wonderful Work to 
be feen at Jmtfalem ; and the more be- 
caufe all the Neccflaries for Ihutting and 
opening are made of the fame Stone. 

Going thence towards the Wall of 
the City, is Jeremiah’s Dungeon, which 
is a double Arch’d Pool, in which they 
fay, that Prophet flood up to the Neck 
in Water. jUl thefe places are feen at 
the expence of a few Medines , or Six¬ 
pences, becaufe the miferable condition 
of thole Arabs makes them be fatisfy’d 
with a little. 

Thurfday 3d. the Father Procurator 
lent me his Horfe to go to Bethlehem y 
ordering two Interpreters and three 
Fathers to bear me company. We could 
not get out of the City betimes, becaufe 
the T arks kept the Gates fhut, by jea- 
fon of the Prayers, the Grand Seignior 
had order’d to be laid every Thurfday , 
for the good fuccefs of the War; the 
which being ended, and the Gates o- 
pen’d, we went on, feeing near the Ci¬ 
ty 
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r'vA^'l ty SatbjhehaS Bach, enclos’d with high 

Gtmclli. Walls, 100 Paces in length, 40m 
1693. breadth, and 30 in depths fo feated, 
that it might be overlook’d from King 
David's Palace, which Hood on the fide 
of the Hill, as has been faid before. 

Two Miles from Jerufdem , on the 
left, is a Fig-Tree, in the very place 
where the Oak was planted, under 
which the Virgin Mary relied with the 
Infant Jefus, when file came to preterit 
him in the Temple. Oppoflte to it, 
but a Mile from the Road, on the top 
of the Hill, is a Tower, where they 
fay, St. Simeon dy’d. Further on, in 
the midft of the way, is a Ciftern, near 
which, the three Wife Men faw the 
Star again, and on the right of the Road, 
a few Paces from it, there appear two 
Walls Handing, which, as they fay, 
belong to the Houfe where the Prophet 
Habakkak was, when the Angel carry’d 
him to Babylon, to give Food to Daniel 
in the Lion’s Den. At a fmall diftance 
is the place where Eliot the Prophet 
relied, when he fled the Perfect]tion of 
Jexabtl ; a plain proof whereof, is the 
print of his Limbs left in the hard Rock 
on the right hand of the Road. The 
Greeks in memory hereof, have built a 
Monaftery clofe by on the left, under 
the lame Title, where they celebrate 
the Divine Office. 

Further Hill on the right, there is 
Hill Handing part of the Wall of the 
Tower where Jamb relied, when he 
came out of Mefifotamia 3 and the re¬ 
mains of the Sepulcher of his Wife Ra¬ 
chel, who dy’d there, are half a Mile 
further. 

Before we came into Bethlehem, we 
took notice of the Ciftern, of whole 
Water, David having a defire to drink, 
yet afterwards refus’d it, becaufe his 
Commanders pafs’d through the midft 
of the Enemies Army that lay about it, 
with great danger of their lives to fetch 
it for him. At laft, after 6 Miles rid¬ 
ing, we came to Bethlehem , and relied 
our felves in the Monaftery of the Ca- 

fttcirts, 

Bttbkbem. Bethlehem, the molt glorious City in 
the World, for the Birth, not of Ben¬ 
jamin, but of the Saviour of the World, 
is feated in 31 deg. of Latitude; thinly 
Inhabited, and by very_few Catholicks. 
Being feated on a pleafant Hill, it en¬ 
joys an excellent Air, fo that St. Paula 
the Roman had much reafon to choofe 
. it for her place of abode, and dy’d there 
in the year 404. The chiet Church of 
this City, reftor’d not long finec by the 


Greek religious Men to the Catholicks, 
is one of the bell in the Eafi , for it has 
live Itlcs, made by four Rows of good 
Marble Pillars, ten in a row, in all 40; 
bdides which., there are ten in the 
Choir, which" is enclos’d quite round 
with a Wall. The Pavement is band- 
fome, and the Roof of a proportionable 
height- The Monaftery lias a good 
Garden , and convenient Lodgings, in 
which 12 Religious Men live. They 
have another final! Church , Dedicated 
to St. Catherine, pav’d with good Mar¬ 
ble of the Country, which they made 
ufe of, before they recover’d the great 
Church. The Greek Fathers have alio 
their Church and Monaftery adjoyning 
to the great one, feparace from that of 
the jirmenians , which is near to the 
great Gate, witha way into our Church, 
chat they may have the convenicncy of 
worfhipping the Holy Manger, and the 
place where Our Saviour was born. 

There is a Dclcent to this happy, and 
moll venerable place, out of the Choir 
of the great Church, down two oppo- 
litc Stair Cafes of i<S Heps each. 

The very place of the Nativity , at place of . 
the end of the Cave , is cover’d with One Sari 
a great Marble Scone, in reverence to 
it, on which a Star is cut; and they ufc 5lIC ‘ 
to fey Mafs, as on an Altar. The Man¬ 
ger is adorn'd the bell it could be, with 
three Pillars, one in the middle, and 
the others at the ends. In the Angle, 
a ftep lower, arc two other fmall Pil¬ 
lars of an equal bignefs, between which, 
is a thing like a Manger, of Marble, 
with a little fpace in it, big enough to 
hold an Infant ■, and oppoitie to it is the 
Scone, on which the BlefTed Virgin fete, 
with her Son in her Arms, when the 
wife Men canje to adore him. This lit¬ 
tle Cave is all become black, and une¬ 
qually cut out in the Rock. On the 
Wcft-fidc it has been a little enlarg’d, 
that it might contain the Faithful; the 
Floor is Pav’d with 3 Marble, and all 
the place breaths Saii&ity and Devo¬ 
tion. 

From the little Church of St. Cat he- Burla( ^ 
tint, there is a dark Defcent of 24 Heps 
cut in the Rock, to a Cave, where ma¬ 
ny of the Holy Innocents were bury’d, 
that were flain by He rod ; and an Altar 
e refled in honour of them. On the left 
is St. Jofeehh Chappel, whither they fay, 
he retir’d at the Birth of Our Saviour: 
and then going up ten flops, there is an¬ 
other Door at the foot of the Cave of 
the Nativity. T utning back at the end 
of thefc Stairs on the right, a little door 

leads

rs^A^ leads to a path cut in the Rock ; on the 
Gemelli. right hand whereof, is the Tomb ot 
i<>93- St. Eufibhu the Abbot ; and then again, 
^"V"° entring into a little Cave on the right, 
is the Tomb of St. Jerome ; and on the 
left that of St. Paula , and of Euftachia 
her Daughter. Beyond chat, in another 
larger Room is St. Jerome's Oratory, 
where he Tnuiflated the Holy Bible. 
On the left of the Church, there are cer¬ 
tain ftately Oracles, fupported by five 
Pillars, where they fay, the fame Saint 
taught • at prefent it ferves the Arme¬ 
nians for a Stable. 

After Dinner, I went about to fee 
the other memorable places without 
Bethlehem. In the firft place, about a 
Mile and a half out of the City, 1 faw 
in a Plain, the Village and Cave of the 
Shepherds, to which there is a Deicenc 
of 15 flops under Ground. Within it 
is an Altar, to fay Mafs, and by it an 
Arch, under which, there was formerly 
a Church, fince decay’d with Age. In 
this lame Village, now almoft dilinhabi- 
ted, is the Ciltern they call our Ladies ; 
becaufe (he parting that way, and being 
refus’d Drink, the Water of it felf mi- 
raculourty fwell’d up to the brim, and 
when fhe had drank, return’d to its 
plaee,as isdeliver’d by Tradition. Three 
Miles thence appears a round Hill,which 
they call of the French ; becaufe that de¬ 
vout and valorous Nation, maintain’d 
it felf there 40 Years after the taking 
of Betkalia, which was at the foot of 
the Hill. There are ftill remains of 
Structures on the top. 

Within Bethlehem , a Piffcol fhot from 
dies cave, tbe Monaftery, is the Cave call’d Our 
' Ladies, becaufe the Blerted Virgin re¬ 
tir’d thither as fhc was flying to Egypt, 
Entring through a narrow hole, there 
is a defeent of ten fteps, at the bottom 
whereof is the little Cavern, with.an 
Altar in it. True it is, the Devotion 
of the Faithful has been always making 
it bigger than it was, to carry. away 
fome of that white Stone, which is very 
good for People in Fevers, and for 
Women that have loft their Milk, and. 
therefore it is now call’d the Cave of 
the Milk. Not far from thence, are the 
remains of the Hofpital, built by St. 
Paul 4. The Ruins of the Monaftery 
built by her , are half a Mile from the 
Shepherd’s Cave. St. Jofefs Houfe was 
a Musket fhot from Our ladies Cave ; 
but at prefent there remains no other 
memory of it, but only fome final! part 
of the Foundation. 

Two Miles from Bethlehem, on the 


way to Tecite , where the Prophet Ha- 
bakkuk was born, on the top of a Hill is 
Solomon’s Country Houfe, and a plenti- 3 

ful Fountain of Water, which perhaps Houfc ; T 
was that King’s delight; as alfo fome- 
what lower, his enclos’d Garden (tru¬ 
ly enclos’d by Nature) where formerly 
there was Fruit of all forts, but’at pre¬ 
fent it is a meere Field. Amending 
from the Garden to the Houfe, about 
two Miles from it, there are three great 
Fifh-ponds, fo orderd, that the fpare 
Water of the upper, falls into the low¬ 
er. The firft is 200 paces in length, 
and 90 in breadth; the fecond 220, and 
90, the third of the fame breadth, 160 
in length; and all three 18 paces in 
depth. In Solomon’s time, they were 
fill’d with Water, from the Font figna- 
tus ; but the Conduit being now ruin’d, 
they receive none but Rain Water. 

Since we have mention’d the Fens fig- itms jigna- 
nmus , it will be convenient to inform m. 
the Reader, that it is in the Road to 
Hebron, above the Fifh-ponds, and 14 
fpans lower than the Road ; and that 
the Water has three feveral fources, 
which being all joyn’d, are convey’d by 
an Aqueduft to the Holy City, into So¬ 
lomons Temple, and the Cade’s palace. 

This may be fuppos’d to have been fome 
place of Recreation of KingSolomon’s, 
there being feveral curious Pillars, and 
pieces of Mofaick Work about the Hill, 
perhaps the Remains of fome delight¬ 
ful Manfion Houle, 

A Mile from the aforefaid Fountain, S.Ceorges 
is a Church, Dedicated to St. George, Chain, 
with a Monaftery, inhabited by four C*- 
loyers , or Greek Priefts, very poor, yet 
refpefted by the Turks for the Saints 
fake, becaufe they have the Chain he 
was bound with, which being lay’d up¬ 
on the neck of Turk, Arab, or other Pcr- 
fon of any Religion whatfoever, infalli¬ 
bly cures madnefs. Having feeVi all 
this, we return’d very late at Night to 
the Monaftery in Bethlehem. 

Tuefday 14th. having bear’d Mals, 
and receiv’d the Blerted Sacrament at 
the Altar of the Holy Nativity , 1 fet 
out with the aforefaid Company. A 
Mile from Bethlehem , I faw a Plain in 
the Valley, call’d Senacherib’ s Field,where 
the Angel in one Night flew 185000 
Men, that went to befiegc Jerufalem : 

But tho’ the ftory be certain, as deli¬ 
ver’d in Holy Writ; yet there is much 
reafon to doubt of the place, becaufe 
of its fmall extent for fo great a number 
of Men to encamp. 


Further 
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fN-A>n Further forward, on the right of the 
CtmelU. Hill, they told me, was the place 
165)3. where the Men fent to diftover by Mo- 
fcs , found that great bunch of Grapes, 
which was carry’d between two. Go¬ 
ing on along the lame Valley, we came 
to a Fountain of excellent Water, where 
they told me, St. Philip Baptized Queen 
Candace 1 s Eunuchj and towards the top 
of the Mountain, is the Country Houfe 
* where that Saint was born. 

Two Miles beyond the Mountain is 
the Dcferc, where Sc. John Baptift liv’d 
23 Years, flying the Cruelty of Herod. 
There is to be feen a Haw Tree , on 
which they fay , the Saint fed, and a 
Spring of good Water. Going down 
a confiderable way into the hollow of 
the Rock, is the Cave, where he led 
a very Penitential Life, lying on a hard 
Rock; there is now an Altar to fav 
Mafs. 

Keeping on the way towards St. John *s 
, Monaftery, half a Mile fhorc of it, is 
Hot,;*?' ’ the Houfe of Zachary (formerly a Nun¬ 
nery) whtthcr the BlefTed Virgin went 
to vifit S. Elizabeth, and there compos’d 
the Magnificat. The Building is half 
bury’d in the Ground, fo that there is 
a defcenc of 25 Reps. There is an Al¬ 
tar to lay Mafs, and by it, two great 
Arches, which were the Celler and Re¬ 
fectory of the Nunsj in the biggeft of 
them, is a Ciftern of extreme cold Wa¬ 
ter, butnoeverygoodtodrink 
S. Joint Thence we went to the Monaftery, 
where the Fathers receiv’d us very cour- 
teoufly. The Church is fmall, and has 
a Cupola fupported by four Pillars. On 
the right, there is a defeent of to Jteps 
to the place where S. John was born,made 
io the fame manner like Our Saviour's. 

On the top of a Hill, oppofitc to the 
Defert, is a Country Houfe, call’d Mo~ 
din V op Suva , in the Language of the 
Country, in which the Machabees were 
born, and afterwards bury’d ncarS. John 
Baptift’s Houfe, where there are Rill 
feven Arches of their Tombs ftanding. 

S .Samuel was interr’d on the fame Moun¬ 
tain, and there is now a Church on the 
place. 

Holy Four Miles from S. John Baptift , in 

Crols. the lame Valley, is the Monaftery of 
the Holy Croft, with 13 Greek Fathers, 
in the place where they lay, the Wood 
of the Crofs was cut. The Structure 
is good, and the Church , tho’ fmall, 
handfome, adorn’d with Painting, and 
the Pavement of Mofaitk Work. On 
the high Altar is a hole, where the Tree 
Rood, that was cut down to make the 
Holy Crofs. 
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Drawing near to Jemfdem , j s the 
pbee call’d Gihon , once the place 
King David dclighed in, where Solomon 
was Crown'd. Very little appears of 
the Strufhire, betides a Fifb-pond 50 
pices m length, 30 in breadth, and 13 
in depth. Here are the Sc pa Idlers of 
Tarh , and they talk as if it had been 
the Habitation of Giants. 

Not being able to go thither for feafl 
ot the Arabs , I endeavour'd at a diftance 
to take a view of the place, where Chrilfc 
reII into tile company of the two Dilci- 
ples, Luke and Qeophas: The Village of 
Btleazar, where Abfolom murder’d’his 
Bi ocher Anmon, for forcing his Sifter 
7ham.tr: Tile Houfe of Qcopbat, where 
Clirilt made hiinfrlf known in the break¬ 
ing of Bread : The Field call’d Gaboon, 
where Jojhtta overthrew five Kings, ma¬ 
king the Sun to lbnd ftill, that he might 
have a complcat Viftory: Samuel's Foun¬ 
tain, and his Sepulcher: The Sepul¬ 
chers of the Jem: The Sepulcher of 
Queen Helen, and that of the Queen of 
Sheba: The Cells of s. John Chrifoftome , 

S. John Damafccu , and $. Bafil: The 
Grave where 40 Martyrs were found: 

The Oratory of the Abbot Arfenms': 

Thc Fountain and Oratory of S. Sabot ; 

And laltly the Cave of Engeddi, where 
David cut off the hem of Saul's Gar¬ 
ment, when he perfected him.' 

Saturday 5th. I pay’d 1 6 Piafiret, to T i _ „ 
have the Holy Sepulcher open’d; which StaK 
charge, no Chnftian that enters the 
Gates ot Jcntfaltm can avoid, the Turks 
to that effeft taking notice of their com¬ 
ing in. After Dinner, I was very cha¬ 
ritably receiv'd by the Guardian, and 
12 Friars that live there; they making 
the ufual Proceflion, together with the 
Priefts of the upper Monaftery, that I 
might vilic all the Holy places; which 
Ceremony is aifo praflic’d at Bethlehem t 
when Pilgrims arrive there. Thatnight 
I was fhut up in this facred place, be¬ 
etle the Turks Jock iE up and carry a- 
way the Keys. 

Sunday 6th. I hear’d Mafs, and re¬ 
ceiv’d the Blefled Sacrament in the Holy 
Sepulcher. In the- Court before the 
Gate of the Church, there are fix Chap- 
pels, or little Churches, call’d S. Mary 
Of Golgotha , S. George , S. John Baptift, 

S. Mary Magdalen , S. Michael , and S- 
Angel ; kept for the moft part by Greeks , 
Armenians, and Coptis , who all have their 
Churches and Dwellings in the lame 
place. The Greeks arc about 12, the 
Armenians 41, and only one Copti. The 
Sir tans and Abiffmians have no place 
there. The 
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rs>A-0 The Church of the Holy Sepulcher 
Gtmefli, lias nothing beaiMful, but infpircs, Pi- 
l ^ 9 i- cty and Devotion. It is very antient 
^Tv> an d dark, having no light but what conies 
from the top of the Cupola, clos’d by a 
Net of fil’d Iron, through which, of ue- 
ccftity it Rains down in Winter upon 
the Chappel of the Holy Sepulcher, 
there being no light to be let in any o- 
ther way. It is all round up to the top, 
with 14 Marble Pillars, and o' very an- 
tient Pilifters,which fiippon the Arches 
about the Church, over the which, there 
are fevers! Rooms, 1 1 of the traneij- 
tans, and 6 of the Greeks, but dark, and 
without Ornament. 

Thefe Lift have a beautiful Church , 
on the right hand of the Gate , with 
good Paintings, and a Cupola, as alfo 
an excellent Choir, and Altar p near 
which, is a Majeltick Chair for their 
Patriarch. The Bandfcam officiate in 
theirs adjoyning to the Sepulcher, which 
iho final 1 , is decently adorn’d. There 
are in it two round pieces of Marble, 
near which, Our Saviour appear’d to 
the filched Virgin after his Refiirregi¬ 
on. Through an Iron Grate isfeen the 
Pillar, at which Chrift was fcouig'd, 
which is of Marble, of fevcral colours, 
and three fpans high; near which is, a 
Stone, that was found in the Sepulcher, 
in the fame great Church, defending 
four fteps, is the place where Our Savi¬ 
our appear’d to St. Mary Magdalen like 
a Gardiner, but cover’d with a round 
Marble out of refpedt Still proceeding 
along the fir ft Arch’d Way on the fide 
of the Church, which on that fide has 
two Hies: there is a defeent of three 
fteps into the Prifon, where Our Lord 
was kept, whilft the Crofswas prepar- 
* ing; it is a darjk Arch’d Chappel, fup- 
ported by fmall Pillars, which divide it 
into three Iflcs. Turning back towards 
die left, there arc two holes, where 
they fay, Chrift fell: And going on to 
the fecond Arch’d Way, behind the 
Greek Church, is the Chappel of Longi¬ 
nus, arch’d like the reft, meanly adorn'd, 
and poflefs’d by the Greek) , as is that 
of the Prifon. Clofc to it is another 
Chappel, with the place where the 
Soldiers divided Our Saviour’s Gar¬ 
ments, kept by I he Jrtnemans. On the 
fame fide, there is a defeent of 30 fteps 
to the Chappel of St, Helen , which is 
bigger than die reft, with a good Cu¬ 
pola, fiipported by four Pillars, which 
on the ikies leave two finall Hies ; where 
on the left, is the Chappel of the good 
Thief, kept by the Armenians s On the 


other fide is a Chappel, kept by the 
Greeks , in which , near the flairs of 
Mount Calvary, is the Piilar of Reproach, 
made of Marble, of fevera] colours, 3 
fpans high, and 6 about. 

Eleven fteps cut.in the Rock, lead 
into the place , where St, Helen’s Crofs 
was found: This is a lofty dark Chap¬ 
pel, belonging to die Catholicks. 

A little further, behind the Greek Mount 
Church,- there is an afeent of 18 fteps Calvuy. 
up to Mount Calvary, with four Arches. 

In the firlt on the right, 3 fpans above 
the Pavement, is a hole in the Stone, 
in which the Holy Croft was fix’d, with 
a round piece of Marble, on the floor, 
covering the fpot, on which the BlcfTed 
Virgin flood, whilft the Croft was rai¬ 
ling ; and near by it, a great and very 
deep opening; and this belongs to the 
Greek fathers. On the left, is the place 
where Our Saviour was nail’d to the 
Crofs, with two Altars, a great, and 
a little one. Under the 4th. Arch,chere 
are five Stones, which denote the place 
where Chr ill was ft ripp’d, belonging to 
the Catholicks, as does Our Ladies Chap¬ 
pel, dofe by it, to which there is a 
Door from without. There it was, the 
Blcfled Virgin and St. John Hood, when 
Chrift looking on them from the Croft, 
laid, Woman , behold thy Son ; and to St. 

John, Behold thy Mother . On the fame 
Mountain is the Dwelling of the Greeks. 

Descending from Mount Calvary, we 
went into a Chappel, kept by the Greeks, 
call’d Adam’s Chappel, becaufe there 
they fay , our firft Parent’s Head was 
found. On the right of the door, is 
Baldwins Sepulcher, and on the left, that 
of G odfrey of BnBoigne, Brothers, There 
is another, they fay, is Melchifedecks ; 
but I know not what ground they have 
for it. , 

Oppofite to the great Gate, is the' 

Stone of the Holy Anointing, on which. 

Our Redeemer was Anointed. It is of 
white Marble, eight fpans Jong, and 
four broad, enclos’d within Iron Bani- 
fters. Below it, is a place kept by 
Armenians, mark’d oil the Pavement by 
a round Stone, where Chrift’s Friends 
flood to obferve where he was bury’d. 

AH thefe places are lighted by feveral 
Lamps , and I vifited them in this or¬ 
der, in Proccffion with the Fathers. 

The Chappel of the Holy Sepulcher, 
is about 24 fpans in com pals, in the 
midft of the Church, with a little Cu¬ 
pola, fupported by 12 fmall colums. 
Emringinto it, at a little'door, there 
appears by the light of 17 fmall Lamps, 

that 
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t\A/i that burn day and night, the Stone the 

Gemelli. Angel remov’d from the month of the 
1693. Sepulcher, half bury'd in thcGvonnd. A 

'-''Vv’ narrow hole gives a paflage into the Se¬ 
pulcher, which is 8 fpans fquare, where 
is the Tomb, of the fame length, which 
being cover'd widia Marble Stone,(erves 
for an Altar to fay Mafs on. Tho there 
be three holes on the top to let out the 
Smoak, yet the place is exceffive hot, 
by reafon of 47 Camps burning there 
continually. Both this, and the Orato¬ 
ry that contains it, are all hung wkhin 
and without with Silk. The Contis have 
their Chappel adjoyning to the back part 
of it j oppofice to which (firft palling 
through the Chappel of the Sirians, and 
then through a Way cut in Rock) are 
to be fecn the Tombs of Ntcodemns, and 
Jofepb of Arimatbea, cut out at length 
in the Stone j befidesthat, which the 
latter caus’d to be made for himfelf, in 
imitation of Our Saviours. 

Then I went up the flairs near the place 

Mafs. of Chrift’s Friends, to the Chappel of 
the Armenians, and faw them fay Mafs. 
The Prielt had on a Cope, with a Coller, 
like that of the Habit of the Tbeatins,and 
a long Cap on his Head. He came out 
into the Chappel, with a finall Chalice, 
cover’d with a Vail feveral Silver Hovfe 
Bells the People there prefen t had in 
their Hands gingling, becaufe they arc 
not allow’d there to ring others Bells ; 
but inftead of them, they make ufe of 
a piece of Wood 12 fpans long, which 
upon occafion, they beat with a Woo¬ 
den Mallet. 

The Plate that has been given by fo 
many Kings and Princes to the Holy Se- 
pulcherV'is kept bury’d, for fear of the 
Turks, nor do they fhew it to any Pil¬ 
grim i but the F. Guardian did me 
this fpecial Favour, by ordering it to be 
taken bp, which the Sacriftan was un¬ 
willing to do. This rich Church Huff, 
confided of a Lamp of about 300 Pound 
Weight, fent thither, by Philip the III. 
King of Spain-, a Crofs, Chalice, and 
molt coftly Veftments, the Gift of the 
moll chriitian Lewis XIV. King of France ; 
other Vedmeets adorn’d with Cold, 
Pearls, and precious Stones, fent by 
King Philip the II. and other Chriftiaa 
Princes a Chalice by Queen Catherine 
of England, and fix Candlefticks, four 
Flower-Pots, and a Silver Crofs, given 
by the City of Medina, in memory of 
the Letter, which thofe People very- 
ly believe was Writ to them by the Blef- 
fed Virgin: The Feflival whereof they 
celebrate with great pomp, on the fe- 
Vol. IV. 
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cond of June\ of which Furniture, for 
its excellent Workmanfhip, they make 
ufe upon the greateft Feftivals. 

The Greeks alfo open’d to me their Greek 
Sana am SanSiorum , where 1 worfhipp’d s&>Bum 
Ibme precious Relicks} as an arm of S. senBotum 
Mary Magdalen a great piece of the 
Holy Crols, and S. John Baptift’s Scull. 

Befides this, I faw feveral Boxes, Cen- 
fors, and other Vcflels all of Silver, fucli 
as they ufe in their Ceremonies, and a 
Wooden Crofs of wonderful Workman- 
fliip, carv’d by a Greek , with fiich.finall 
Figures, that it requires a Micro (cope 
to difeern them ; as alfo fome excellent 
Pictures, drawn by Candiols and Mnfce- 
vites. 

Over this Holy Place , a Mahometan 
Santone I13S his Dwelling} not fo much 
to guard it, as to receive the Mony paid 
for opening of it: and therefore on Mon¬ 
day 7th. after having perform'd my De¬ 
votions in the Holy Sepulcher, 1 made 
him open me the door to go out. I went 
diredtty to S. Saviours, where I was 
fhew'd the curious and artificial Lamp* 
fent by the Commillary of Naples, worth 
14000 Crowns j and the Copy of the 
Holy Sudarim, or Pi&ure of Our Sa¬ 
viour, Imprinted on the Cloth where¬ 
with the Holy Woman Veronica wip'd 
his Face, fent by the Duke of Savoy. 

It is fit the Reader be inform'd, that 
thefc Holy places were many years fince 
feiz’d upon by the Greeks but after a 
long Trial before the Divan at Confian- 
tineple, they were reftor’d to the Capst¬ 
ans ; the Marquis de CbateaUneuf, his 
Moft Chriftian Majellies Em ba (Tudor to 
the Port, particularly fupporting them 
for \z years together, with the aflllt- 
ance of B. Dominick of Ruiz/tval a Bifctu¬ 
ner, a Perfon of admirable Capacity, 
tho’ a lay Brother. In memory of which 
Benefit, thofe Fathers have put down 
the Marquefs in their Table of Malfes 
for Benefactors, immediately next to 
the Crown’d Heads. Thus feven Maf- 
fes being fung every Week in the Holy 
Sepulcherthe firft is appointed for the 
Pope, the fecond for the Emperor, the 
third for the King of S fain, the fourth 
for the King of France , the fifth for the 
King of Poland, the lixth for the Re- 
publick of Venice , and the feventh for 
the Marquefs de Chatemncuf. 

To return to the bufinefs in hand; 
this Country is moft holy and worthy 
of all Veneration, as having been fprink- 
led with the moft precious Blood of Our 
Saviour; but on the other fide it is to 
be fled from, becaufe of the Turks and 
F Arabs , 
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Arabs , who forbear no Robbery or 
Gemetli. Infblency they can commit; and there- 
i<?93- fore the dffereet Pilgrim , as foon as he 
lias perform'd his Devotions, mail make 
haft and be gone, to be out of the pow¬ 
er of thole Barbarians , who are utter 
Enemies of the Chriftian Name. Nor 
is it allow’d on any account, for a Chri¬ 
ftian to ftand upon his Defence, but 
he muft fuffer himfclf to be beaten; for 
if a Chriftian happen to kill a Mahome¬ 
tan^ hisBlood alone, which is certainly 
fpik, and his Goods feiz’d, is not a fnf- 
fident Attoncment, but all his Abettors, 
and his whole Nation mult pay fcvcral 
thoufand Crowns. 


Titefday 8th. being the day of the Na¬ 
tivity of the Blefted Virgin, and 1 to 
prepare for my Journey, I heat’d Mafs 
four hours before day, in the very Hotife 
Ihc was born in. Many religious Men, 
and Chriftians of the Countryi ( were pre- 
fent; and befides private Mafles at fe- 
veral Altars, there was one Mafs fung, 
after which, I, and all the Catholicks 
receiv’d the Blefted Sacrament. 1 fhould 
not have had that conveniency at another 
time, betaufe the Turks have a Mofch 
over it, and do not fuffer Mafs to be Paid 
there, but only on that day; and this 
priviledgc bought with a conliderable 
Sum of Money. 


CHAP. IX. 


The Author's return to Alexandria the fame mj he came. 


I Return’d before day to S. Saviour's 
Church, where the Reverend Father 
Guardian gave me his Blcfling in his Pa¬ 
triarchal Veftments; and then came to 
my Lodging to wifh me a good Journy, 
with many Expreflions of tender Affe- 
ftion, and with him the Father Procura¬ 
tor General, both of them prefenting 
me with Chocolate, and forae devout 
Gifts; and to compleat their kmclnefs, 
caus’d two Malles to be fa id, one in the 
Holy Sepulcher, and the other on Mount 
Calvary , for the happy fuccefs of my 
Voyage. 

Getting on Horfc-back without Beth¬ 
lehem Gate, with only the Guard of the 
Muletier, whom there they call Mucca- 
ro-f 1 took along Jeremiah’s Road, and 
met with no trouble till I came to that 
Mountain, where two Peafants, who 
oblerv’d me at a diftance, would have 
me go to them. I flopp’d till my Mat- 
car* came up, who had flay'd behind 
to eat Figs (whereof as alfo of Grapes, 
Olives, and Pomegranats, there is great 
plenty on the Neighbouring Hills ) he 
being come, had a quarter of an hours 
difpute with the Peafants. They feeing 
I had a red Coat on, thought I was fome 
Merchant loaded with Money, and had 
a mind to rob me; as 1, tho' ignorant 
of the Language guefs’d by their Afti- 
ons, lb that the Mac caro had enough to 
do to perfwade them, I carry’d no Mo- 
ny, whil'ft 1 fretted to fee my felf in a 
Country , where two naked Men durft 
impofe upon me. 


But 1 far’d worfe in the Village of 
the good Thief, where a wretched bare¬ 
footed Fellow ran after me, call’d to me 
to flay, till the Receiver of the tribute, 
or duty, who was his Mafter, and an 
Arab came up. 1 obey’d, and he being 
come, began by figns to demand Money 
of me, tho’ the Maccaro had already 
pay’d the Duty, becaufe he alfo by my 
habit, took me for a Merchant. Ha¬ 
ving told him l had none about me, be¬ 
cause I had left it at Rama ; he fell to 
fearch me , beginning at my Breeches, 
as being excellently skill’d in the Art of 
Robbing; and finding I had none,would 
have me promife to pay him a Piaftre at 
Rama, or elfe he would carry me away 
prifoner to the next Mountain. To a- 
void this danger, 1 promis’d what was 
not his due, and he came pun&fally to 
receive it, but I made the Muletier pay 
it, who had undertaken for 28 Piaftres, 
to clear me from all fuch Impofitions, 
and carry me to Jaffa upon his own 
charge. 

By thefc Paflages, any one may judge 
how little Juftice is to be had in thofe 
Countries, fince the Tax-gatherer robs 
fo openly, and without controul: Nor 
is this to be admir'd at, becaufe the 
People of that Nation are naturally, or 
through cuftom lazy, and therefore love 
to live by robbing, without taking the 
pains to till the Ground. Befides, if 
any of them would labour, he fhould 
not reap the Fruit of it, and therefore 
there arc continual feuffles between the 
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Country People and the Arabs y who 
Gemtlii. we always Sealing their Corn. One 
1693. day, before I came to Bethlehem , feven 
t/VV Arabs and three Country Men had been 
wounded in a Fray. There are mortal 
Enmities among the Arabs themfelves, 
fome being of the white Banner, and 
feme of the red, which is the caufe that 
many of both Parties are kill’d daily. 
Thus both Arabs and Peafadts live a 
wretched life, lying on the bare ground, 
and feeding on a little Bread, without 
any other Food, becaufe they cannot 
always meet with Franks to rob. After 
the Tax-gatherer had left me, 1 put On 
a feurvy black Garment of the Muccard\ 
that my own might not call Thieves, 
and made haft to Rum*. Being crime 
thither, t ftay’d all Wednefday pth. ex¬ 
posing the cowvcniency of ionic Cara¬ 
van to Jaffa. 

fburfday ICS. I pay'd the vifit to fome 
Chriltian MaroniUs of note that had 
been to fee me. Friday nth. ! went 
With fome Fathers to the Holy Places 
about Rit*/nt. Saturday i£th. we law a 
Cavalcade oi Arabs y with Pipes carry¬ 
ing two Children to be Circumcis'd, 
which Ceremony ended in a plentiful 
Treat of many Difhes of Pilau ; that is, 
Meat boil’d with Rice. 

Sunday 13th. I fet out after Dinner 
for Jaffd r with a Caravan of Arabs , and 
came thither at Sun-fet. The Muccaro 
would have me give him another Re¬ 
ward, befides what he had from the Cu- 
ftomcr, but l would not hearken to 
him. The viiiting of the Holy Places, 
colt me 70 Crowns of our Money in 
all. The poor and difabled Pilgrims, 
who cannot go up to Jerufaiem , gain all 
the Indulgences of the Holy Land at 
Jaffa ; as if they had v bleed it, and 
from Jaffa return into Europe. 

S; John of l imbark’d 6n Monday 14th. with a 
Atrt, fair Wind, and failing all Night, ar¬ 
riv’d on Tuefday 15th. at the antient 
Ttoltntai f, now call’d St. John of Acre , 
rhoftly rain’d and void of Inhabitants, 
I went tb the Monaftery of the Franeif 
cans, where I was furaifil'd with neccf- 
firies to go to Nazjtretb. 

Wednesday 16th. 1 fetout with an In¬ 
terpreter, and got into Nautretk about 
Evening, the days Journey being £5 
Miles. Tburfday 17th. 1 perform’d my 
Devotions, worfhrpping the Holy Place, 
where the Angel fainted the Blefied 
Virgin, fervYl by the Cayusiftty who re¬ 
ceiv’d me with much civility and affe¬ 
ction, Friday 18th. having vifited fome 
other devout Neighbouring Churches, I 
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return’d to St. John of Acre , it being 
impracticable for Pilgrims to go further 
to fee Galileey and other Hoiy Places 
for fear of the Arabs. 

Saturday 19th. there was no coavem- 
ency of Boats, and therefore I departed 
on Sunday the 20th. after Noon, That 
Night we were becalm'd, but Monday 
arft. made much way, yet came not to 
Jaffa till Tutfdtty 22th. Weefiefday 23d. 

I bargain’d tor my Paflagc to Damtata t 
aboard a Stick , that was returning thi¬ 
ther, and imbark’d on Tburfday 24th- 
to return to Alexandria , where I had 
left my Equipage. 

Friday 15th. the Wind prov’d fair, 
and fo continu’d till midnight, but came 
about almoft in our Teeth on Saturday 
26th. Sunday 27th. it blew brisk and 
fair, fb that on Monday fifth. wc arriv’d 
at the Bogafiy or mouth of the River of 
Damiat/ty near which Sc. Lewis King of 
&(trtoe, after taking'that City, caus'd 
a Fort to be built . Which is ft ill to be 
feen. I took a Bout to carry me to the 
City, and tho’I endeavour’d to Ihun the 
knavery of the Black of Huba , yet f 
could not (hun the Janinmis , who ex¬ 
acted half a Piajlre for fullering me to 
pafs, and then fearch’d my PomnantuO 
for the Duties of the Cuftom-houfe; 

I thought I fhould have a good Nights 
reft, in the Houfe of the Chriftian M*y 
ronitty who is Procurator to the Religi¬ 
ous of Jerufaiem ; but it was my misfor¬ 
tune td pals it much worfc than l had 
done the four lalfc at Sea, becaufe of 
fome final! Night Irde&s there were in 
the Room; and of a black Woman, 
who being in Labour clofe by, cry’d 
out all Night as if Ihc had been poffef- 
fed. 

1 relblv’d in the Morning to com¬ 
plain to the Cuftomfer againft Selim the 
Black, who had extorted two Piafircs 
more than his duel He anfwer’d me, 
he had no power over him, but that 1 
might acquaint the Buff a of Caire\ with 
it. The Boat being ready to depart, 
l was oblig’d to go aboard it with the 
Guftomer , <VhO went the ft me way, 
left I fhould let flip that opportu¬ 
nity. 

Wednefd'ay the laft day of the Mdntb, 
we Sail’d with a fair Wind up the laipe 
Brandi of the River Nile , before de- * 
ferib’d; and on Tburfday the ift. of 0- 
ttabery we run Up the River. The Cu- 
ftomer was pleas’d to live twddays with¬ 
out eating any Meat, becaufe there was 
never a Jew there, who with a Knife, 
without any blcmifh might kill feme' 
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fWl gelt Goat, Hen, or other Fowl there 
Gemeili. were aboard, according to the Mahomc- 
1 & 93 - tan Superftitiou. 

W~v~v> Friday the id. of October, wc arriv’d 
at Bubac, and that being the day the 
Boat was to fet out for Rofeto , I only 
went out of one VelTel into another, 
running down the Nile , which had 
drown'd all the Country. I faid before, 
and fay it over again, that a Chriftian, 
who Travels in Egypt , and the Holy 
Land, mu ft arm himfelf with patience, 
and be deaf, becaufe Chriftians are e- 
qually hated by Turks and Arabs, and 
muft take abundance of Affronts from 
them both for very often a naked Scoun¬ 
drel, that has not Rags to cover him, 
has the impudence to feoff at grave Peo¬ 
ple. The other mifehiefis, that they 
think all the Franks are Philicians, and 
therefore, tho’ they be in health, will 
have them feel their Pulfe, which 1 was 
forc’d to do, to avoid fome greater 
tronble,knowing 1 fhould not be thank’d 
for it. 

Saturday 3d. the Wind was contrary, 
fo that wc made little way ; the fame 
on Sunday 4th. Through the negli¬ 
gence of the ignorant Sailers, the Bark 
runa-ground, and they were forc’d to 
unload it to get off, and then load a- 


gain, which took up a great part of 
the day j but the Wind coming up fair, 
we arriv’d at Rofeto about Sun-fetting. 
Monday Sth. I imbark’d for Alexandria , 
and Landed there before Night. In that 
Port, I found a French Veflei ready to 
Sail for Leghorn, with whom, if I would 
have return’d into Chriftendom, I fhould 
have ended this curious Voyage in three 
Months and a half; but being refolv’d 
to go on into the Eaft, I flighted that 
opportunity. On the other fide, being 
inform’d there were fbme Veflels at 
Bichier ready to Sail for Confiaminople - 
I made it my bufinefs to have a paflage 
aboard them, wherein I was much for¬ 
warded by the civility of ArrigoGrimm, 
a Merchant of MarfeiUes , who during 
my whole flay at Alexandria , very af¬ 
fectionately labour’d to clear me from 
any trouble at the Cuftom-Houfc. 

Txefday 5 th. I got a Letter writ to the 
Aga of Bichier , to procure my paflage 
aboard one of tbofe Veflels. Tuefday 
7th. I went about to take my leave of 
the Conful and Merchants. Thurfday 
8th. Monfieur Griman treated me with 
all that the Country affords i and Friday 
S>th being to depart the next day, I 
Supp’d at theConful MonficurT <tmburin\ 
with all theiTwb thardieted there. 


CHAP. X. 

Of the Religion, Government, CuJloms y Habits, Fruity and. 

Air of Egypt. 


B Efore I depart Egypt, it will not be 
amifs, but rather very advantage¬ 
ous , and delightful to the Reader , if 
after theft Particulars , I give fome ge¬ 
neral account of the prefeut State of 
that Kingdom , which has fuffer’d fo 
many Revolutions: Firft, under the 
Yoke of the Pharaohs, and fince from 
time to time under the Ptolomeys , Ro¬ 
mans , Agartms 01 Arabia Felix , and 
Turks , who are now poflefs’d of it. 
The Chriftians of the Country call E- 
gypt Majfr, the Turks Mi fir , and the 
Jews Eretfmifraim. It is bounded on 
the North by the Mediterranean, on the 
Haft by Arabia and the Red Sea ; on the 
South by Abijfinia and Nubia , and on 
the Weft by the Dcferts, and Kingdom 
of Barca. It is generally divided into 
three parts, which arc Bahri, or the 
lower Egypt \ Tofiani, or the middle 


Egypt 3 and Said , or the upper Egypt. 
The lower contains all the fpace be¬ 
tween the Sea and Caire, being that 
which the Antients call’d Delta, becaufe 
the Arm of the Nile, and the Sea that 
bounds this part make a Triangle,which 
is the fame as the Greek Letter Delta j 
and the chief City of this lower Egypt 
is Alexandria. The middle Egypt is 
bounded by the Village of Giza, and 
Momfalot, and its principal City is Caire. 
The upper Egypt, otherwife call’d The- 
baida , has for its chief City A/ha, or 
Ifne, formerly Syene, built on the Banks 
of Nile. 

Egypt is Inhabited by Coptis , Moors, 
Arabs , Turks, Greeks , Jews, and other 
Nations. The prevailing Religion is 
the Mahometan, of which I fhall fpeak 
in the Defcription of the Ottoman Em¬ 
pire. The Opt it, fo call’d from Copt, 

the 
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the Soa of Mjfrain King of Egypt, were 
Gemt!li. formerly Idolaters, like all the other 
i(593- Egyptians , worfhipping not only IJis and 
V\N Set apis, but many other monltrous De¬ 
ities ; but after the coming of Chrift, 
they were the firlt in Afnck , convert¬ 
ed to the Chriftiau Faith, by the Preach¬ 
ing of St. Marc the Evangelift, their 
Apoftle. They continu’d Catholick 
till the time of their Patriarch Etiofcoms, 
who fell into the Error they If ill conti¬ 
nue in to this day. In paft Ages they 
were a very considerable number,Oooooo 
paying Tribute; at prefent they do not 
amount to 15000 Souls. One of the 
principal Caufes of their decreafe , has 
been their conftancy in the Chriftian 
Religion, which fo provok’d the rage 
of the Vagan Governours under the Ro¬ 
man Empire, that they Butcher’d many 
thoufands at a time, and now they are 
the People moft opprefs’d by the Turks. 
The Government of Egypt is fubjeft to 
the Ottoman Laws, and manag’d by a 
Bajfa, fent thither by the Port. 

As for the Inhabitants, as formerly 
they were accounted ingenious, courte¬ 
ous and civil, fome attributing to them 
the Invention of Geometry, Arithtnc- 
tick, Aftrology, andPhyfick; fo now, 
they arc barbarous, rude, fierce, floath- 
fuJ, falfe, treacherous, great Thieves, 
and cxtreamly covetous; infomuch,that 
they will fell their own Brother for the 
value of Six-pence; but above all, they 
hate the very name of a Chriftian, and 
have infus’d that Averfion into their 
very Beafts; for even the Dogs run af- 
cr the Franks , knowing them by their 


Apparel. ^ The Habit of the better lort 
of Arabs , is almoft the fame as that of 
the Turks ; but the inferiour People 
wear a Sack, or as they call it, a Caban 
over their Shirt, wrapping a poor piece 
of Cloth or Silk about their Heads In- 
ftead of a Turbant. The Women co¬ 
ver their Faces with a Mask of Cloth 
or Silk, and their Bodies with a long 
Cloth over their other Garments ; the 
better fort of them wear high Wooden 
Clogs, infomuch, that to us, they look 
like Monfters. Of themfelves, they 
are low, and brown, and their great- 
eft beauty in the Opinion of the Na¬ 
tives, is a fparkling Eye. 

Their Seafons are three Months be¬ 
fore ours, for they eat Figs and Grapes 
at the beginning of June. All the forts 
ot Fruit known in Europe > arc there in 
a greater Perfection, by reafon of the 
goodnefs of the Soil, efpecially Pears, 
Pomgranets, Apples, and fome others; 
not to fpcak of Dates, which arc pecu¬ 
liar to Afnck. As for Birds, there are 
all forts we have in Europe , and many 
particular. There are molt delicious 
Bcccafiehos, like Wheat-ears; and the 
Turcles are fo numerous and tame, that 
they walk about the Streets and Houfes 
like Pigeons, but their Partridges are 
falim and hard. 

The Air of the Country is unhealthy, 
by reafon of the great heat, and there¬ 
fore there is no Travelling at ail times 
of the Year ; partly by reafon of the 
overflowing of Nile, and partly becaufe 
of the violence of the Sun. 


The End of the Tug BOOK. 
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An Account of the moft Remarkable Things the Author fm in the IJknds of 
Rhodes, -Stanchio and Scio, and in the Citj of Smirna, 


T H E Boat being ready, I went 
Aboard it on Saturday the 1 oth 
of OBober, being Bound for 
Weiner, where I Arriv’d about Noon, 
and gave mv Later of Recommendation 
to the Ag» of the Caftle, who fpoke to 
the Rais, or Mafter of the Veffel for me. 
Being agreed about my Paflage, I caus’d 
my Baggage to be put Aboard the Ship, 
which was under Sail, and began to 
make way within two Hours, with a 
fair Wind, which lafted all Night. I 
pafs’d it indifferently, becaufc thefe fort 
of Veffels, call’d Londras , have the Poop, 
Deck, Gang-ways, and Mails like a 
Galley, only they have one little Malt 
and Sail more. 

The Wind continu’d fair Sunday nth 
till Noon, but after that it began to 
blow lb hard, and contrary, that it 
oblig’d the fearful Mafter and Sailors to 
turnback. Thus on Monday nth, we 
c.’ite again into the Port of Alexandria 
at two in the Afternoon, and going A- 
fhore, I went to pay my Refpeas to 
Moniicur Tamborin, who oblig’d me to 
Jluy in his Houfc, where he and all the 


French often drank to my good Voyage, 

Tnefday 13th, we Sail’d again with a 
fair Wind , but when we had ran 40 
Miles, the Mafter, who was better skill’d 
upon Rivers than at Sea, out of a vain 
Fear, flood about again for Alexandria^ 
tho’ neither the Sea ran very high, nor 
the Wind was very boi Herons. Being 
fenfiblc of his Miftake, he flood his 
Courfe again, but we had not Sail’d far, 
before Fear and Ignorance brouglft him 
about again, and we put into the Port 
of Bichier on Wedntfday 14th. It was a 
Torment to me to fee my Voyage re¬ 
tarded by his Folly, and would ha Ye 
given any Mony to be Aboard a Chri- 
ftian Ship to be out of the Hands of 
Scoundrels. 

7 hnrfday 15th, there was as dreadful 
a Storm by Sea and Land, as was ever 
known in Italy in December. Friday 
itfth it Rain’d hard,, by which it appears 
they arc much deceiv’d, who think the 
Sky is clear all over Fgyyt in Winter; 
for the Ancients, who deliver’d this Ac¬ 
count, meant it only of the Upper, but 
not of the Lower Fgyyt. 

Saturday 
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Saturday 17th, I went alhore to di- 
Gcmtlli. vert the Melancholy I was troubled with 
1693. for being among Turks and Greeks, where 
t/Y'NJ no Body underftood tile. Going Aboard 
again at Night, all the Provilion I car¬ 
ry’d with me > was Eggs, the Country 
affording nothing eUe. 

Sunday 18th, the Wind began a little 
to fall. Monday 19th it Rain’d again, 
and held on Tuefday 20th, which fettled 
the Sea. The Seamen Ray’d Wednefday 
21ft to dry their Sails, and prepare to 
Sail ; and at length, Thar [day 22d, the 
Rais or Matter, _ encourag’d by other 
Veffels that fhew’d him it was fafe go¬ 
ing to Sea, crept out of his Hole. The 
Wind blew fo brisk and favourable that 
Day and Friday 23d, that our Veil el 
carrying three Sails, left three Saicks a 
Stern ; and Saturday 24th, before Noon, 
we happily Arriv’d at the Port of Rhodes, 
having run 500 Miles in 47 Hours. 

yhodts. The City Rhodes, once one of the 
moll flourifhing in Afta , is in the Lati¬ 
tude of 35 Degrees. It maintain’d it 
felf a long time as a Commonwealth, 
gaining fo much Reputation by Sea, that 
the Emperor Antoninus Pius doubted not 
to Decree, That the Pretentions of one 
Endemon fhould fie decided according 
to the LaWs of the Rhodians. But this 
City afterwards falling under the Do¬ 
minion of feveral Princes, was at laft 
granted by Emanuel, Emperor of Con- 
fiantinoyle, to the Knights Hofpitallers 
of St. John, who had been Expell’d the 
Holy Land. The Knights being in Pof- 
fefiton, fortify’d themfelves, and de¬ 
fended it bravely in the Year 1444. 
againft the Sultan of Egypt- In the Year 
1480. under the Empire of Mahomet II. 
they held out a Siege of three Months, 
by the Valour and Conduit of the great 
Mailer Amhuffon, but afterwards in 
1522. after a vigorous Defence made 
by Adam the great Mailer, the Ifland 
fell under the Dominion of Solimah 
U. 

The City This City is feated on the Eaft-fide of 
the Ulaud; part on the Plain, and part 
on the Hill. It is three Miles in com- 
pafs, the Streets are wide, llraic, and 
well Pav’d; and in the midft of the 
greatell is a row of white Marble Stones 
horn one eud to the other. In this 
Street are to be feen the Lodgings of 
the Knights of St. John, and the Pal- 
lacc of the great Mailer. The Build¬ 
ings are after the Italian manner, of 
fquare Stone, harder than the Navies 
Stone ; the Bazars or Markets, are fur- 
nifh’d with all the Ifland, or adjacent 


Continent affords, fold at a very eafie 
rate. By the Buildings it appears to 
have been in the Hands of Chriftiuns, 
their Magnificence being nothing dimi¬ 
ni fil’d by the Brutality of the Mahome¬ 
tans, who have not aboiifh’d the Anti¬ 
quities ; and the Arms of the Knights 
of Jerusalem are every where to be feen, 
even upon the Artillery. 

After hearing a Greek Mafs on Sunday 
25th, I walk’d about to fee the City, 
whit h is a good Fortrefs; for befides 
being all round furnilh’d with good 
Cannon, it has a treble Wall, and two 
Ditches, and on the Cattle lide three. 

The Gates on the Land fide are five ; 
but three of them fhut, and two open, 
fecur’d by feveral Works and Draw- 
Bridges; and to the Sea there arc two 
more. The Inhabitants are Turks and 
Jews', for all the Greek Chrillians, being 
the greater Number, live in the Suburbs 
and Country Houles about it, which 
yield a pleafant Profped amidft the Gar¬ 
dens and Vineyards. The Turks drive 
them all out of the City on Friday, to 
fay their Prayers at Noon with the 
Gates Ihut, punifhing thole feverely that 
do not make haftc out, when the Signal 
is given. 

Monday idtb, I went to fee the great Palace; 
Matter’s Palace, feated on the higheft 
part of the Hill, which at prefect ferves 
for a Prifon, and Dwelling-Place of two 
Chams of little Tartary, depos’d out of 
Jealoulic, and kept perpetual Prifoners 
by the Great Turk 5 to the end, that if 
he who Rules, behaves him felf anfifs, 
one of the Prifoners may be fee up in 
his Place, and he fucceed the other in 
the Prifon. I favv nothing Curious in ir, 
but only a great Strufture which the 
Turks fuffer to run to Ruin, without 
taking care to Repair it. The Church 
of St. John adjoining to the laid Palace, 
is now the chief Mofih. 

I faid before, the City was encom- 
pafs’d by three Walls, and as many 
Ditches*, I matt now add, that it has as 
many Ports for fecurity of its Ships and 
Galleys. That which ferves the Ships 
is defended by the Baft ion St. Elmo with 
Ten Pieces of Cannon, which alio ferves 
for a Light Houfe. The other adjoin¬ 
ing to it, is defended on the Left by a 
Tower with Eight fmall Guns, and on 
the Right by the Enchanted, or Moors 
Tower with Twenty Eight Guns, but 
only the Eight that lie level with the 
Water carry a large Ball. A Man may 
almofl creep into one of them, on which 
clofe by the Arms of the Knights, I 
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read this lufcription, Opus Francifit Mm- 
tmmii A- D. i486. 

They cold me, that when the City 
was taken, there were found three Pieces 
of a prodigious bignefs, which fhot 
Stone-Bullets fo large, that two Men 
could fcarce Fadom them ; for which 
reafon they were afterwards Tranfport- 
ed to Covjhminofle. The aforefaid Fort 
isfquare, having four little Towers at 
the Angles, and an Oftogon in tlie mid¬ 
dle, all made by the Knights, From it 
to the oppoflte Bullion, they draw a 
Chain to fliut up the Port, which is not 
very fafe, for in my time the Admiral 
of Algier was call away in it, and a little 
before my coming, a Ship and a Snick. 

From this Port, they go into the o- 
tber within it, which is lik e an Arfenal, 
and ferves for fmall VelTeIs, It has two 
Mouths, one in the middle, .and the o- 
ther near the aforefaid Port, from 
whence to the City it is fhut «I> by Art, 
In this Iccond Port flood the famous 
Colojfus of Brafs, fet up by Charts of the 
City Lyndas (Difciple to the famous 
Statuary Ljfipput) who in the Term of 
12 Years finilh’d it, with the Ex pence 
of 30a Talents. The height of it was 
70 Cubits, and no Man could Fadom its 
Thumb, every Finger being as big as 
the largeft of the ancient Statues fo 
that the fpace between the two Legs 
ferv’d for VefTels to pafs under, that 
went to Anchor there. It held a VefTel 
in its Hand, in which they kept a great 
Fire, to Light Ships in the Dark of the 
Night; but when it had Hood 56 Years, 
it was thrown down by an Earthquake 3 
the Rhodians threatned by their Oracle, 
not daring to fet it up again ; and thus 
that wonderful Work lay on theGround 
for feveral Ages, till the Year 654, 
when it was knockt in pieces. In 1136, 
about 1460 Years after it had been Ere- 
fted, it was utterly Deflroy’d by one 
M*h*via t a chief of the Saracens, who 
made himfclf Maflrer of the Ifland, and 
fold the Metal to a Jm, who Landing 
it in the letter Afia, had it carry’d into 
Egypt on 900 Camels, 

The Port of the Galleys is tlie bell 
for Security and Convcniency. There 
were at that time three Galleys, the o- 
llicr two being Abroad under the Com¬ 
mand of their General Arnmaza-marn- 


me. 


Tuefday 27th, I went to fee the French 
Confui, who was a Grecian , that he 
might feci) re me again ft any in fu It of the 
Turks. I found him not, but under- 
Itood he could do me little kindnefs. 


as being in no Efteem among the Turks, 
befides that thev are not there fo Info- 
lent to the Franks. 

Wednefday 28th, I walk'd in the Su¬ 
burbs, in a good Garden that produc’d 
excellent Grapes and Figs, and at Night 
return’d Aboard the Veflel. Thttrfday 
29th, meeting with the Rais , or Mailer, 

1 perceiv'd he had no Inclination to leave 
his Houfe fo foon, being detain’d by the 
Embraces of hisWife,who was a beautiful 
Turkijh Woman. The Rhodian Women 
out ot Mod ell y cover their Foreheads 
with a Handkerchief, and their Chin up 
to the Nofe with another. Friday 30th, 
being the Day of Prayer, I took ray 
way towards the Palace along the 
Knights Street, to fee the aforementi- 
on’d Cham, who was to pafs by to the 
Mofch. A t laft he appear’d with a Trai n 
of twenty Followers, Clad after the 
Tartar manner; he was of a good Sta¬ 
ture, and had only a Biemilh in his right 
Eye. 

The Iftand of Rhodes , formerly call’d 
Ofiufa, Aficria and i/£tbrea, and by o- 
ther Names, is 140 Italian Miles in 
length. The Climate is Temperate, and 
PIcalant; the Soil abounding in Fruit 
and Wine, but produces not Corn e- 
nough, but is plentifully fupply’d out 
of Natalie 1, which is but 20 Miles diftaot 
from it on the North-fide. Formerly 
there were feveral Cities in it, now re¬ 
duc’d to Villages; as Ftlerno , Lyndo, 
the Country of the famous Statuary a- 
bovc-mentioo’d, Baftiica, Cat avia , and 
others, inhabited by wretched Greeks , 
Jews and Turks. 

My continual Inftances to the Rais, or 
Matter, prevail’d with him at length to 
leave his Fair, and fet Sail on Saturday 
the laft Day of OEloher ; but we had 
fcarce Sail’d two Miles, before .he re¬ 
turn’d, the Thoughts of her perhaps 
carrying him away. Belidcs thefe bale 
Turks and Gretks are afraid when they 
perceive the Wind rife, and aft with 
fucb Dilbrder and Noife, that they 
know not thcmfelves what they are a- 
bout; fo that Ten Chriftians are more 
ferviceablc at Sea than Fifteen Turks. 
Sunday the 1 ft of November , I did my 
Devotions in the Greek Church, and fo 
Monday the 2d, Tuefdmy 3d, a Saick cn- 
tred the Port with a Company of Soldi¬ 
ers bound for Confiaminopie. 

Wednefday 4th, as I was walking, a 
Turk call’d to me to go into his Houfe, 
but I fearing the Penalty of being im¬ 
pal’d kept on my way. Thursday 5th, 
a Sicilian told me the Turks fuipefted 
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me for a Spy, and therefore advis’d me 
Gemdti, to take care they did not make me a 
i^93* Slave; it being the Praftice there to ufe 
Franks fo upon flight Pretences3 as had 
hapned the Year before to four French- 
Men, who came from Napoli di Romania 
at the fame time the Fleet lay before 
Canea , and were made Slaves in Rhodes , 
upon Pretence that they were Spies. 
This troubled me, and the more becaufe 
I had forgot to get a Pafs from the 
French Conful, feeing I had Traveil’d 
through the Holy Land without being 
motefted by the Mahometans. Friday 
6th, being the Day of Prayer, and I 
not having taken notice of the ufual Sig¬ 
nal, perceiv’d when it was too late, 
that the Gatds were fliut 3 therefore 
there being no going out, I bid my felf 
for fear in a Tower, where had the 
Turks found me, I had certainly been 
taken, and fecur’d as a Spy. Perceiving 
what Dangers I ran, I fpent all Saturday 
feeking out fame other Vcflel to carry 
me out of Rhodes , but it was my Misfor¬ 
tune to find none. 

Sunday 8 th, 1 heard Mafs in the Greek 
Church, witii leave of the Superior. 
Monday 9th, a French Tartan arriv’d in 
the Port, bnt prov’d to be bound for 
Cyprus, fo that it was not for my turn. 
Tuefday roth, another came in, carrying 
four French Merchants from Seyde to 
Smima , who courteoufly offer’d me my 
FalTage, advifiog me to bring my Equi¬ 
page, and lie Aboard the Veffel ray 
felt, becaufe 1 was in danger of being 
made a Slave by the Turks, as they had 
been inform’d by Capt. Sanfin, a Rene- 
gadoof Marfeilles , and Vice-Admiral of 
the Argier-Ve Ifel loft in the Port. Ac¬ 
cordingly I carry’d my Equipage, and 
went to lie Aboard that Night, paying 
the Mafter of the firft Vefiel the full we 
had agreed on for the whole Voyage. 

Thus after fo long a Stay, I fet out 
on Wtdnefday about Noon. There were 
Aboard the Tartan, befides the four 
Frencb-Mcn, feven Turks, and the Aga 
of Seyde , who bad quitted the Turkish 
Ship, becaufe of the Ignorance of the 
Owner. What I obferv’d in ibefc Bar¬ 
barians, was, that they had laid slide 
the foolifh Fiercenefs and Arrogance 
they Praftife Aboard their own Ships, 
where they feek all Occafions to' wrong 
a Chriftian 3 and it was a great Satisfa- 
£Uon to me to fee them Aboard our 
Tartan, as quiet as Lambs 3 not ventur¬ 
ing to fay their Prayers in Publick, for 
fear of being Laugh’d at. Having Sail’d 
20 Miles, we pafs’d by the Ifland Scimo, 
Vol. IV. 


and at the end of 30 by Pifiopi, Calcs 
and Nijfaro , i Hands Inhabited by Gre¬ 
cians, and Nells of Pirats. Thurfday 
12th, we could not weather Cape Creo , 
the Wind being in one Teeth.; which 
continu’d Friday 13th, but growingCal- 
mer, we with Difficulty put into the 
Ifland Stanchio , jqo Miles diftant from 
Rhodes, three Hours before Night, having 
all tne way Coaftcd along the Continent 
of JWatolia, 

Stanchio, Stance, Stingo and Stanch, or standi* 
according to the Ancients Mtrope and Bland. 
<Sos, is a Jongiffi liland, on the Eaft, 
looking towards Nat alia, from which it 
is parted by a Straight of fix Miles. It 
is famous for having brought into the 
World the/ramous Painter Apelles, and 
the renowned Phylicjan Hypoc,rates, who 
is laid to have become fo Learned by 
reading the many Tablets brought to 
the Temple of Efatlapius in this Ifland 3 
becaufe all that recover’d of any Diftem- 
per, were oblig’d to leave an Account 
in Writing, in the Temple, of the Me¬ 
dicines that had Cur'd them. 

Going alhore to fee a wonderful Tree, The City, 
as alfo the City, I took notice it was 
feated near the Sea, on a riling Ground, 
and defended by good Walls, and a 
deep Ditch fill’d by the Sea 3 as alfo by 
a Caftle well ftor’d with Cannon. It 
has no Port, but an open Road is all the 
flicker the Ships have. The Houfes are 
low, but of Stone 3 but there is one 
ftately Structure, which they call Hip¬ 
pocrates’’ s Palace. On the Weft-fide of 
it is a large Suburb, in which, as well 
as in the City there live Turks , Jews 
and Greeks, but the latter much op- 
prefs’d by the Mahometans. About it 
there are good Gardens and Vineyards, 
which produce excellent Wine. The 
wonderful Tree is a Plain, by the Turks 
call’d Cnor, Handing within the City 
between the Caftle Gate, and the Bazar, 
or Market-Place. It is moft certain 
there is not the like of it in Europe 3 
for 4000 Men can Hand under its Boughs, 
which are held up by 36 Props, or lit¬ 
tle Pillars, under which there are two 
Fountains, and fcveral Benches fix’d, to 
take the Air. 

We fail’d not the fame day, both be¬ 
caufe we expected the Vice-Admiral 
Sanfin, who ftay’d that Night in the 
City about fome bufinefs, and becaufe 
the Bajfa would fend a Servant of his 
aboard the Tartan. 

Saturday 14th. we fail'd about Noon 
with a fair Wind, which failing us three 
boors after, we were forced to lie upon 
G a Bowl- 
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a Bowling, but could not that Night 
get beyond die Iflands of the faff*, C#r- 
rinoj and Lero, inhibited like the othcis 
by Greeks. 

Sunday 15th. early, we pafs’d by Ly- 
tfo , an Bland not inhabited, and then 
by St. John dt Farm, formerly pofleis’d 
by the Knights of Mall#-, Nattaria, Li - 
form, and Samos, formerly Confccrated 
to Juno, who had a Temple there, aiM 
famous for having been the Country ot 
fythagoras, the fortunate Folt crates, and 
one of the Sibils ; not to Speak of many 
piore lllands on the right and left, di- 
fpers’d about that Archipelago. The 
Wind coming right again 11 us, we were 
forc’d to turn back, and take Ihelter 
under the Rock of Arrive , where there 
are feveral Ports, with Water enough 
for great Ships % yet the place is not 
inhabited, and only the Shepherds carry 
their Flocks to graze there, in continu¬ 
al dread of the Pirates. A little before 
bur Arrival, three Sail departed thence, 
after taking a Snick, leaving a quantity 
<of Wood on the Slioar, which our Tar- 
took aboard. Adonday 16th. the

Wind continuing contrary, the Seamen 
went about the Rocks gathering Shell- 
Fifti; and having given the Aga of Sty- 
At a Sea-Urchin, chat Brute put it to 
the Fire to Roaft, as if it had been a 
Fifh: And to fay the truth , he (hew’d 
himfelf like a Beaft, in his Words and 
Aft ions, and wore a Beard like a Con¬ 
jurer , or rather like a he Goat, bred 
wild on a Mountain. 

Tuefday 17th. we fail’d three hours 
before day, but had litttle Wind, fo 
that by Noon, we had much ado to pals 
the Streight, between the Blands Soma 
and Form : After Noon it frelhned, and 
we ran under a Top-fail to Scio , where 
we arriv'd at Night, after running 130 
Miles, the computed diftance, between 
Stanchio and Sens. Wtdnefday : 8th. ^ we 
all went afhoar, and I was entertain’d 
by the Capucins. 

Ethatia, according tofome, was the 
firft name of this I (land,afterwards call’d 
Scicos, or rather Sciros, from an antient 
Nymph. The Turks call it Salzizadau, 
or Sachezada, which lignifies the I Hand 
of Maffick. It is one of the chiefeft in 
the Archipelago , and of thofe call’d Cy- 
rlades , being 80 Miles in compafs. On 
the North of it, is the lftand Metelin, or 
Mytilene, on the Eaft Natoliaftom which 
it is feparated by a Channel 3 Leagues 
wide, call’d the Streight of Capo Bian¬ 
co , or the White Cape, and on the South 
the I band Naccaria. The Inhabitants 


divide it into two parts, Aponomoya, or 
the upper, which is towards the North, 
and Catamrra, or the lower towards the 
South. The Soil next theSea, is extra¬ 
ordinary Rich, but that further up bar¬ 
ren enough, being for the moft part a 
bare Rock, and lerves only for Goats 
to graze on. Between the Inhabitants 
of the Metropolis, and ot 80 Villages, 
there are reckon’d to be about 100000, 
whereof 80000 are Greeks, and the reft 
Cathoiicks , Jews and Turks. Their 
principal Revenues come of Milk, and 
Butter, Wine and Silk 3 whereof they 
make every Year to the value of 120000 
Crowns, which is more in the Uland to 
employ the Poor. 

The City Scio , feated in 38 deg. of TheCit y,< 
Latitude, is longilh, lying on the Sea 
Coaft, and being narrow towards the 
Mountains for want of room. _ It is^cn- 
cOmpals’d by good Walls, with eight 
Gates , but it is defended by a Gallic 
near the Port; which tho’ on the Land 
fide it have a broad deep Ditch , with 
two Bridges and Gates , yet has fuch 
weak antient Walls, and fo bare of Out¬ 
works and Cannon, that they can make 
but a few hours refiftance. In one An¬ 
gle of the City towards the South is an¬ 
other Fort with 10 pieces of Cannon, 
and another in the middle, lately rais’d 
on the Ruins of aGreek Church. 

The Port is large, but not fafe, the 
bottom being fofc, lo that the Anchors 
have no hold , in the midft of it, is the 
Light-houfe for the conveniency of Ships 
that conie in by Night. In this Port, 
lie the five Galleys of the Ifiand, com¬ 
manded by as many Begs, to whom the 
Grand Seignior allows r 2000 Crowns, 
for the charge of each of them. 

Confidering the fmallnefs of the City, 

40000 Inhabitants is a conliderable 
number, moft of them being Chriftians, 
as well Latins , as Greeks. For this rca- 
fon, there are alfo two Bifhops, one a 
Catholick, who has about 50 Priefts 
under him, and the other a Schifmatick. 

The Turks and Jews arc oblig’d by the 
Natives to live in the Caftle. The 
Houfes are of Stone, after the Italian 
fafhion, with the Roof like a Pyramid, 
cover’d with .Tiles. The Streets are 
narrow, but Pav'd with Pebbles ; and 
the Bazars or Markets abound in all 
things at eafie Rates, becaufe the near- 
nefs of Natalia fuppUes all the Bland 
wants. 

The Chriftian Women arc dad after Women, 
the Italian falhion, except their Head- 
drefs j but their Coats are Chore to their 

Knees, 
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PsA/i Knees, gather’d behind like a Prieft’s 
Gtmtih, Surplice, a ridiculous Habit , like that 
t093. of the Conner/ Women about Ofum, 
Vyw a City in the Kingdom of Naples. The 
Widows cover their Heads with red 
Veils, other Women with white, wide 
A Row! round their Fore head, like the 
French Fore-head Cloth ; behind, to¬ 
wards the left fide, hangs a Fringe of 
the Coif, that covers the Head, which, 
together with variety of Flowers, they 
wear at all times of the Year, is a very 
pleafimc light. The Women th’emfelvefs 
are extraordinary fair and beautiful, 
and very witty, and familiar with Men; 
even the Maids being very free with 
Strangers, and all of them have their 
Brealts immodcftly bare, 
n , The chief Churches in Sch, are five, 
the DmMj, or Cathedral, that of the 
Jefutts, the Dominicans , Capstans , and 
RccoUts , belides other lmall ones, both 
within and without the City. 

^ The Maftick of this llland is the beft 

1C * in the World; for which rcafon, the 
Grand Seignior fends one every Year, 
to be prefent at the gathering of it, 
with an exp refs Prohibition again ft Ex¬ 
porting it for any Fait bnc Cemftantino- 
P !e i where the Servants and Women in 
the Seragt.0 co a fume it, chewing it all 
the day to make their Teeth white, and 
thetr Breath fweet, and therefore the 
Turks call it the llland of MafHck. The 
Cotton gather’d here, yields the Na¬ 
tives fome profit, the poor People get¬ 
ting their living by working at it. 

. Thurfday at the French Conful’s 
Paffaee. ^ Ho life, I fuw a Young Fenttian Rcncga- 
b ' do, a handfome Fellow. He, after fay¬ 
ing three Mattes Oiie Morning in Scio , 
of 3n AugafHm<tn Friar, became a Ma¬ 
hometan ; but afterwards repenting, de¬ 
fied the Confnl to contrive his efcape 
Into.Chrijhndom. This was a matter 
that requir'd much management, be¬ 
caufe he was kept in the Bajfa ’s Houfe, 
who perceiving fomething of his change, 
becaufe he delay’d being Circumcis’d, 
had caus’d him one Morning to be cut 
by force, telling him, if he tied, he 
fhould at ieaft carry the mark with him 
to Italy. The caufie of this misfortune 
was, that he leading an ill Life in his 
Order, and the Superior intending to 
punifh him, he fled to Sen), arid had fe- 
courfe to the Catholick Bilhops, to ob¬ 
tain his Pardon of the Order, which 
being refused, in defpair he turn’d Ma¬ 
hometan. From that time forward , he 
always did the Bifhop ill Offices with 
the Bafa , falfly accnfing him of hald- 
VoL IV. 


ing correfpondence with the Republidc 
of Venice ; which chlumny could not be 
taken off, without a great deal of Mo¬ 
ney. 1 hope God will give this Man 
grace to follow the Example of B. James, 
a lay Brother of Calabria. He being 
call intoPrilon for fome heinous Offence, 
by the Superior of Eriza , a lmall Mo- 
naftery in the Mountains of Sytia, fub- 
jCft to that of Jcrufalcm , fled to Bar at , 
and thence to Scyde ; and not being ad-r 
mitted, becaufe of the Plague, ftay’d 
without with three other Religious Men 
of his Order. In the mean while, the 
Prelident of Scyde talk’d to, and com¬ 
forted him from the Wall, with the 
hopes that he would obtain bis Pardon 
of the Father Guardian; blit the Plague 
ftill continuing, and there being no ad¬ 
mittance, they agreed to retire for fome 
time to Darbejfin. B. James perceiving 
the bufinefs, was protrafted, and de- 
fpairing of Pardon, return’d to Seyda , 
in the beginning of May 1693, and gor 
ing to the Seraglio, deiir’d to Ire made a 
Mahometan. He was receiv’d, and Cir¬ 
cumcis’d, but before two Months were 
over, becoming fenfible of his crimej he 
had recourfe to a French Capstan, who was 
Superior in that City, humbly beggiug 
Abfolution, and declaring with many 
Tears, that he for ever abjur’d, and de- 
tefted Mabometanifm. The other an- 
fwer'd, he muft fly into Chrifteadom; 
for he could not abfolvc him, becaufe 
he was in eminent danger of relapfing 
into the ft me State of Damnation, if he 
continu’d among Mahometans. B. James 
rcply’d, he ptiblickly own’d his crime, 
and was ready to die a Martyr for his 
Faith and Religion. He ftill perfifting 
in this holy purpofe, and returning on 
Wednefday , the aforefaid Father Superi¬ 
or gave him Abfolution, and the Blefled 
Sacrament. The next day , that good 
Father advis’d him to make his cfcape 
aboard fbfnc French VelTel , becaufe he 
Was not fin e he could overcome human 
Weaknefs, and obtain of Almighty 
God the Grace of Martyrdom. B. James 
anfwer'd, No, I will die for the Faith, 
and I find my felf lo refolv’d, that I do 
not fear being burn’d to Death, which at 
firft terrify’d me. Adding further, Give 
me a Crucifix, and to morrow you ftiall 
fee what I will do; in the mean while 
pray for me. Perceiving he was fettled 
in his relolucioii, he gave him a fecond 
time Abfolution, and the Blefled Sacra¬ 
ment. On Friday being the Turks Fc- 
ftival, B. James went to the Bazar, or 
Market-place where abundance of Peo- 
G l pie 
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rx_pie wefe, carrying a Croft in his Bofom, 
Gemelli. and fettirig one toot on his Turbant* 
1693. and the ether on his green Garment, 
L/'V'O holding the Crofs in his hand, he be¬ 
gan to’ Preach, and declare, that being 
penitentfor his offence, he was relolvd 
to die for the Cachotick Faith, and that 
the Mahometan Religion was a cheat, 
and their Prophet an Impoftof, who 
led Souls to Hell, A great multitude 
flock’d about him, hearing thefe Words, 
and fome miderftanding Italian , ran to 
acquaint the Baft , who order’d the 
Filar to be brought before him, in the 
nioft abuiivc manner, as was perform’d, 
thofc Barbarians breaking the Crofs. 
Being brought, he ask’d him, whether 
he was mad to behave himfelf after that 
manner ? B. James told him, he was in 
his right fenfes, and had been mad when 
he embrac’d fo infamous a Religion. A 
Court was held after this, and incFrench 
labour’d with the Cadi to fave his Life, 
or at leaft that he ftiould be put to an 
ealie Death*, and the Cadi offering to 
pardon him, provided he would own 
what he did, was in a fit of madneft, 
the good Man would not do it, but ex¬ 
pected Death with an imparalleU’d Re- 
folution. Being therefore kd in the 
beginning of July in his Shirt and Bree¬ 
ches to the Gate of the Seraglio , the Ex¬ 
ecutioner {truck him with the back of 
his Scimiter, to terrific and make him 
unfay what he had faicl3 hut not pre¬ 
vailing with a fecond ftroke, he at Jail 
ftruck off his Head, hacking the dead 
Body, which being bought by die French 
for 50 Fi aft res , to be bury’d, was put 
into Lime to fave the Bones, but the 
place being open’d after three Months, 
it was found as frefh as it was bury’d, 
not fo much 3s a Hair being dropp’d off 
his Beard. This was told me, by Mon- 
four Refer a, and other fm/cb Merchants, 
who w.ere eye .Witnelies to it ; and be- 
eaufc all the Chriftians of the Eaft have 
celebrated his Feftival, I thought fit to 
make mention of it, for the Informa¬ 
tion of thofe who have not heard of 

it. , , 

Friday 20th. the Wind blew fo hard, 
that the Veifels in the Harbour were 
forc’d to drop another Anchor, which 
Jailed all Saturday lift- Sunday 22 th. 
I walk’d about the City, with the Con- 
Greci fill’s Son , and four other French Men 3 
Nuns. who conduced me to an enclos’d Court; 

about which, there were many little 
Houfes, inhabited by Greek Nuns. To 
fay the truth, it appear’d more like 
a Stew than a Monaltery , becaufe 


of the liberty thofe counterfeit Religi¬ 
ous Women take, being allow’d to go 
about the City at their pleafure, and to 
admit Men wbenfoever they pleafe. 

Monday 23d. the Ernie Company went Maftitk 
to fee the Trees that produce the Ma- Trees" 
flick, or the Sake ;, as the Turks call it. 

They are fmall, and their Branches bow 
down to the Ground, turning up again. 

To make the Maffick, they give a gafh 
in fome parts of the Trunk; whence, 
from the beginning of May-, till the end 
of June, that Liquor drops down on the 
Ground 3 and therefore they endeavour 
to keep the place very clean to gather 
it. They fay, there is good Turpen¬ 
tine made in the fame Ifland, but 1 did 
not fee the Tree. Then we went three 
Miles from the City, to fee a Rock near 
the Sea, in which there was a Seat cut 
in the middle, and others about it,which 
they told me, was Homer’s School3 but 
I never read that Homer taught. 

The Partridges are fo tame in Scio , Tane 
that they feed about the Fields in Surn- pa r . 
mer, and at Night return to their Ma- Ridges- 
Iter’s Houle, upon thecal! ofa Whiffle, 
as was Ihew’d me in a Village we came 
through, in our return home. 

1 had refolv’d to go from Scio to Con- 
fUntineylc , aboard another Veflei; but 
Motifietir Riper a, who deliver’d me from 
the danger I was in at Rhodes, would not 
confcnt, faying, it was better forme 
to go to Smirna to take my Pafs ■> and 
continue my Voyage thence3 becaofe if 
1 went Aboard Turks or Greeks again 
without a Pafs, I might cafily be made 
a Slave in any Ifland of the Archipelago, 
where there were no French 3 which be¬ 
ing alfo told me by the Conful, 1 alter’d 
nty llelblution, and took the good Ad¬ 
vice they gave me, and the fooner be¬ 
caufe the Winter being well advanced, 
and the Voyage 500 Miles, I might have 
lain fome Months by the way. 

1 embark’d with the fame Company 
aboard the fame Tartan, on Tuefday 24. 
and the Wind being fair, foon left the 
Land of Cuchmel on our right hand 3 but 
near tile Ifland Spalmatore , the Wind 
fail’d us, and therefore wc advanc’d but 
little that Night, between the Conti¬ 
nent and the Ifland, which is inhabited 
by Turks and Greeks. Wednefday 25th. 
the Calm continu’d, and a little Gale 
coming up in the Evening, wc pafs’d by 
Cate Carabormts, leaving Mttellin on the 
left. The Wind frefhning at Night, 
weentred the Gulp!) of Smirna , fteer- 
iag towards the City, through the Paf- 
fage, the continent Leaves on both fides. 
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for the Sea. The Wiad falling again 
G emelli* on Thurfday 26th- we made little way, 
l6 93 - but about Sun-fet, it blew hard againft 
us ^ p 0 w Jth much Tacking, we got 
at Mid-night within the Fort, and An- 
The Ca- thor’d by it. They fay, this Cattle was 
file at ch built 30 Years fince, becaufe a lets, who 
rort of C form’d the Cuftoms, tied into Chrijten- 
Smirtii, dam with two Veflels, ii the fame time 
tliat the Grand Seignior tent Orders 
by a Bajfa, to have him carry ’d to Con- 
fiantinople j others fay, it was on account 
of the Englijh and Dutch, that weie in 
the Harbour, refuting to ferve again ft: 
the Venetians. This Fort is low built, 
with two Baflions at the Angles, and 
without any Modem Fortification 3 but 
it isfurmlh’d with 21 Pieces of Camion, 
lying level with the Water, and well 
Garrifon’d. T he Commander of it fuf- 
fers any to go into the Port, but none 
to go out without his leave. 

The fame contrary Wind continuing 
on Friday 27th. we Fackd up into die 
Harbour of Smima, and came to an An¬ 
chor in the Evening, going immediate¬ 
ly with the four French Men, and Cap¬ 
tain of the Velfcl to the French Confuls, 
who receiv’d us courteoufly , giving us 
a good Collation, and making us dunk 
merrily. Taking leave of the Conful 
and Friends, l went to provide me a 
Lodging, and took one in a French Man s 
Houfe, for half a piece of Eight a Day, 
and a quarter for my Man 3 but any Man 
that would be faving, may find in the 
City fome Xnns , or vaft Apartments, 
capable to contain fome thoufands, es¬ 
pecially the Xancelebi , cover’d with 
Lead 3 and that of the Armenians , where 
the Caravan of Pcrfia fets up 3 where 
for a Dutch piafirc , or little more, a 
Man may have a Room without a Bed 
for a Month, and live fuitablc to his 

Purfe. _ ,. 

Smima, Damira, Lamr.es , Or Sarcht- 
Otv « Rated in 38 deg. of Latitude, 

partly on the Plain along the Egean Sea, 
commonly call’d Archipelago, and paitly 
on the Hill. It is thought to have been 
Founded by the Amasums, in the Year 
of the World 3203, or by T befetu, as 
others will have it. It was once an 
Archiepifcopal See, and at prefent is 
the Metropolis of the Country, and 
Mart of the Eaft, becaufc ftanding 111 a 
place, by which the Commodoties of 
Europe and Afia muft needs pafs. The 
City is not fo famous for the Birth and 
Death of Homer , if it be lawful to de¬ 
cide fo antient a coutroverfie, as it is 
Renowned for the Holy Bifhop Foh car¬ 


pus, who writ upon the Myfterious Book 
of the Apocalipje, or Revelation in Smir - 
ha, Efhefut , Pargamo , Thy at ir a , Phila¬ 
delphia, and Laodicea . The compals of 
the Modern City is about four. Miles, 
its Ihapc irreglar, fomewhat drawing 
towards a Triangle, who fide next the 
Mountain, is longer than either of the 
two that lie upon the Sea, and this for 
want of Ground. There is no beauty 
in the Buildings, for they are little Ho¬ 
vels, after the TUrkiJh fafhion 3 fome of 
them very low r , and of Mud Walls, re¬ 
built fince the laft Earthquake, which 
lcvcll’d the greateft pare of Smima-, 
but the J Vans, as I faid before are mag¬ 
nificent, and coft much Building. _ The 
Streets are large, and all the City is one 
continu’d Bazar or Fair, where nothing 
that can bewifh’d for is wanting, either 
for Cloathing, Suftcnance, or Pleafure, 
becaufe all the belt Commodities of Eu¬ 
rope and Afia, are brought hither to be 
fold at good Rates. Provifions are not 
fo cheap as in the other Turkljb Domi¬ 
nions, becaufe of the great refoit of 
Strangers, who amount to above 'jocoo 
Souls, between European's Chriftians, 

Creeks, Armenians, jews, Turks, and 
others. The Portiscapable of contain- T1)e p ortl 
ing feveral Fleets, in which there are 
always hundreds of Ships ot many feve¬ 
ral Nations. The four Galleys of the 
place are in the inward Port, defended 
by a mean Fort, with few pieces ot Can¬ 
non, and a weak Garrifon. 

There being an antient Cattle, in the 
upper part of the City, laid to be built 
by the Emprcfs Helen, l went to fee it 
oil Saturday 28th. Being upon the Hill The Ca- 
that commands the City, 1 obferv’d on ft le * 
the left hand, an antient Structure,which 
they faid, had been the Palace of the 
Greek Council, when Smima was the 
Metropolis of Ionia, and the letter Afia. 

Going into the Caftle, at the great Gate, 
towards the City, I found on the left 
hand, a Statue, of half the Body of the 
aforefaid Emprefs, and under it fome 
Tstrkijh Characters, with a Marble Tomb, 
and by it an antient Church, converted 
into a Mofch, but all ruin’d, and feve¬ 
ral Marble Pillars lying about the 
Ground. Clofe by, there is a Defcent 
into a place under Ground, in which 
there are 24 vaft great Colums that fup- 
port certain Vaults; the bottom of it 
being well Pav’d, (hews it was a Ciftern 
for the ufe of the Caftle. The compals 
of the faid Caftle is almoft a Mile, in 
the nature of an Amphitheater, with 
fix plain Towers next the City 3 the o- 

thers 
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C\J^n tliers on the oppolite fide being ruin’d. 
Getnelli. Within this fpace, there lie many Stones 
*693. and Pillars about the Ground, which 
fhew there were ftveral Dwellings 
within it. They Gy, St. Solycarpus was 
expos’d to be devour’d by Lions, in the 
fquare place of this Caftle. 

Coming down a-foot from the HiU, 
I law a very ancient Fabrick , which 
feems to have been a Fort of the Old 
City; whereof on the North-fide, fonie 
fmall part of the Walls remain, which 
Time has not yet demolilh’d. The New 
City is all open. 

Coefuls. The Coufnls of France, England, and 
Holland^ live very great, in ftaiely 
Houfes upon the Shoari for that Em¬ 
ploy mentjin a place of fuch great Trade, 
and where there are ib many Rich Mer¬ 
chants, is very prolitable. 

Morufte- There are three Mon a ft erics for Ad- 
cies. 1 ininiftring the Sacraments to Catholicks 3 
one of the Jeftiti, another of Capucins , 
who being French , arc maintain'd by 
their King; and the third of poorPV- 
netim Recolets , who live miferably. 
There are fcveral other Monafteries of 
tjreeh , and Synagogues of Jeers. 

Game. Monday 30th. I went a little way out 
of the City, to divert my fdf with 
Ihooting, there being abundance of all 
forts of Game j as wild Boars, Deer, 
and other wild Beafts, befides Patridgcs, 
Godwits, Thrufhes, Ducks , and innu¬ 
merable other Birds. This I could do 
without any apprehenlion of the Turks, 
becaufe the Franks have all imaginable 
liberty at Smirna, Cloathing themfelves 
after the French or Italian manner, as 
they plcafe •, and going about, either 
within, or without the City, by Water, 
or by Land, without any Reftraint, or 
Moleftation. Fifh is as plentiful as Game, 
and the Sea produces as much variety of 
Shell Fifh, as the Land does of Fruit, 
which is extraordinary good and delici¬ 
ous, particularly the Pomgranats, which 
are far beyond thofe of Naples , and 
whole Sacks full of them are carry’d to 
Cenjtanrinople to fell. This place alfo 
produces Scammony, Opium, and Galls. 

AH thefe Delights and Pieafures are 
allay'd by the uncomfortable Dwelling 
there is in that City, where the Malig¬ 
nity of the Air caufes Fefttlcntial Fe¬ 
vers, but efpecially in the Months of 
May, June, and July, and the great heat 
of the Summer makes People weary of 
their lives. Add to this, the frequent 
Plagues and Earthquakes, which if they 
fail one Year, are fare to be felt the 
next, burying the Inhabitants, and le¬ 
velling the Houfes. 


Ttsefday the fir ft of December , I went 
to fee the four Galleys of the City,which 
arc under a Sajfa , call’d Commondant; 
a Cadi governing the City. I made ufe 
of a Jew for my Interpreter, birring him 
for a fmall matter a day 3 for th z Jews 
are in fuch a miferable condition in the 
Dominions of the Mahometans) that they 
think themfelvei happy to be hir’d at 
any Race. They eafily fpeak Spanijh , 
their Mother Tongue being no other 
than u corruption of that Language ■, 
and therefore any Man that has this' 
Tongue, may Travel through the Eafi, Cuftom- 
wichout any difficulty, there being Jem Houfes. 
throughout all Turky and Perfsa, that 
fet ve as Interpreters at an eaiic Rate. 

This Jew led me on Wednefday the 26. 
to fee the cwo Cuflom houfes of the City • 
one a great one, call’d of the Trade, 
where is paid the Duty of the great quan¬ 
tity of Raw Silk the Armenians bring 
out of Peifia, and the Franks Tranfport 
into Europe , as alio Spun Cotton, Ca¬ 
me let, Hides, Wool), Rubarb, and o- 
ther Commodities. The other Cufiom~ 

Houfe, which they call of Stambul , Hand¬ 
ing in the left Angie of the bottom of 
the Port, is for the Trade of Confianti- 
nople , Sabnlchi t and other places of 
Turly. They are both eafier than onrs 
in Europe for there my Trunks were 
open’d, and look’d into, no farther than 
the top, and chat very civilly ■, but in 
Syria , I found them levere, examining 
every thing in a very ill manner. 

Going to hear Mafs, on Thurfday 3d. 
at the Church of S. Anthony , of the Re- 
colets'■) I faw they carry’d a Corps, in 
ProcefTion with a Crols on high before 
it, and the Religious Men lix Surplices, 
as is us’d in Italy, which the Turks do 
not allow elfewhere. Being to go to 
Conjiantinople, and wanting a Pafs, I 
went on Friday 4th. to the Englijh Con- 
fu(; and beginning to tell him, that l 
was of the Kingdom of Naples , and a 
Subject of his Catholick Majefty, who 
was then in Alliance with England, be 
would not allow me to proceed, uuder- 
ftanding what it was I defir’di hut in¬ 
terrupting me in a haughty manner, 
faid, I can grant no Protection 3 and 
have’ yon a care of the French Con ft 1, 
left he knowing you are a Neapolitan, 
ut the Turks upon doing you fome dif- 
indnefs. Perceiving by his way of talk¬ 
ing , that he would not eafily be pra- 
Vail’d upon to alter his mind j I took 
my leave, and going to the Dutch Con- 
ful, had the fame anfwer. Not know¬ 
ing what to do, I went to the French 
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Couful, and telling him very plainly 
GemtHi. who, and what Country-Man I was, and 
1693. that I defir’d a Pafs for Con ft antinomic, he 
t/’VNJ very civilly granted it. 

Saturday 5th, the great Rain kept me 
from feeing any thing. Sunday ( 5 th, 
going to the X*», to look for my Jewfts 
Interpreter, a Servant of the C&ragi 
B*jfa, or chief of the Revivers of the 
Taxes ask’d me, whether 1 was a Pmu- 
guefe, meaning whether I was a Jew \ 
and I telling him I was not, he would 
not believe me, but carry’d me before 
his Mafter, who having ask’d the fame 
Queflrion, and I anfweriug that I was a 
french- Man, and Tax-free, he would 
have a Pledge of me, which the Conful 
fooa caus’d him to reltorc. 

Three Ships of Ragufa were under 
Sail upon Monday 7th, for Leghorn, but 
the French Conlol flopp’d them, upon 
Pretence they brought Englijh and Dutch 
Cloaths from thence to Smma•, but Ci¬ 
thers faid he would have had 1000 Pia~ 
ftres of each to Difchargi- them, where¬ 
of they fent their Complaints to the 
French Embaflador, but what the Event 
was I know not. 


Tuefday 8th, I went .to the Jtfuits 
Church to take the Advice of a .-friend 
concerning my Voyage. The Church 
was finifh’d, but the Houfe or Mona- 
ftery was then Building , the Fathers ia 
the mean while living in boarded Rooms. 
They are allow’d for their Maintenance 
to receive 50 Piaftres of every Veffel 
that comes in under French Colours. 
Wednesday pth, I Din’d with Monficur 
Rtgera, with whom 1 left my Luggage 
till my Return. Thurfday 10th, in the 
Morning, the jig* of Styde came to lee 
me, and having "created him with Cho¬ 
colate, the Brute, who had never called 
fuch Liquor, whether that or the fumes 
of Tobacco difturb’d his Head, com¬ 
plain’d grievotilly of me, laying 1 had 
given him a fort of Liquor to make him 
Mad ; and had his Dillcmpcr continu’d, 
1 had fuller’d as I deferv'd for giving 
Chocolate to an Afs. He faid he was 
Grandfou to the Viher Fupurli, and flat¬ 
ter’d himfelf with the hopes of. riling to 
that Dignity, as if there went nothing 
to the obtaining of it, but being Grand- 
fon to the other. 
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F Ryday nth, the Weather being fair, 
Uook leave of myFriends, and bar¬ 
gaining for my PalTage Aboard a Tarkijh 
Veflel call’d a Chamber , Imbark’d on 
Saturday at Night, paying for a Cabbin 
a-part, that I might be feparate from 
thofc Scoundrels, About midnight wc 
Sail’d with a fair Wind. 

Sunday 13th, two Hours before Sun- 
fet, we found our felves oppoiite to, and 
two Miles from the Fortrefs of Foggia, 
feated on that Point of Land, which is 
on the Left, enuring the Bay of Smima, 
which is 4.0 Miles in length, and this 
fccures the Entrance into the Port of 
that City, Handing at the bottom of the 
Bay. This Foggia is final!, but wall’d, 
and defended by a Caftle. We arriv’d 
at Metdtin about Night, aud Landed 
there, having Sail’d 80 Miles. 

Metellin , or Mltyiene , anciently known 
hy the Names of Lesbos , Moment and 
Macaria , is Call’d by the Turks Medilli , 
aud is $60 Miles in Gompsft. Ho Ifland 


in the Archipelago is more famous , for 
it was the Country of Pittaeas, one of 
the feven wife Men of Greece, of the 
Learned Sappho, of Arson the Mufician, 
and of other renowned Men. The 
Metropolitan City is feated on the N. 
E. fide, on a Rock, which butting into 
the Sea, makes two leveral Ports. That 
on the Eatl-fide ferves for the Galleys, 
and there were two in it 3 the other for 
all forts of Ships. They arc both de¬ 
fended by a Caftle on the Hill, and ano¬ 
ther Fort at the foot of it, looking to¬ 
wards the Weft. 

Tlie Houfes of the City are low, and 
Inhabited by Turks and Greeks 3 yet 
there is an excellent Bazar or Market. 
The fertile Soil produces good Wine, 
and all Things elfe necefihry to live well 
This Ifland was taken by Mahomet II. 
in the Year 1464. 

Monday 14th, we weighed Anchor 
five Hours before Day, and fet out with 
little Wind, which prov’d contrary Af¬ 
ter 
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ter Noon. At Sun-fet we pafs’d the 
Gtmelli. Streight of Baba, which is five or fix 
(<593. Miles over, made by the Weftermolt 
J Point of the Ifland of Metellin, and Cape 
Baba on the Continent of Natalia. It 
was call’d Baba, as they told me, in 
Memory of an old Man Bury’d there, 
who, whi 1 ft lie Liv’d, gave the Turfy 
Notice, whether there were any Chri- 
itian Privatiers either within the Streight 
or without. About two Hours after 
Night we came to an Anchor in an open 
Road beyond the CaLIe of the Town of 
Molova, having run 60 Miles. 
f-«?Ruins. Tttefday 1 5 th, four Hours before Day 
we Sail'd again, the Turk not daring 
to keep out at Night for fear of Pyrates, 
and not for want of Wind. The good 
Weather continuing, two Hours before 
Sun-fet we pafs’d between the Ifland of 
Tencdos, or Bofciada , as the Turb call 
It, and the Continent of Natalia, ha¬ 
ving run 50 Miles. The Ruins of old 
Troy were to be feen clofe by, infomuch 
that the Wind ceaiing, I caus’d my felf 
to- be fet afiiore, to divert my felf, 
viewing the Remains of that famous 
Place. I found for above a Mile along 
the Coafl white Marble Stones, and Co¬ 
lumns both Landing and fallen ; which 
appear to have belong’d to the Port, 
and walking above a Mile up the Coun¬ 
try, among the Trees, faw old Stru¬ 
ctures, all of Free-Stone, fome Land¬ 
ing, fome fallen. I alfo faw a large 
fquare Tower of great Stones, which 
bad fome fmaMWindows about thefirft 
Cornifh, and the Roof was round, by 
which 1 judg’d it in antient Times to 
have been a Temple, f went no fur¬ 
ther, becaufe the Rais, or MaLer, would 
allow me no more Time ■, who told me, 
that for a Days Journy up the Country, 
there were all along fuch ruin’d Stru¬ 
ctures, and good Marble lying about. 
[The Turks call it old Cmftantinople. 

Thefc Mahometans never negleft to 
fay their Prayers five times a Day ; the 
firL at break of Day, the fecond at 
Noon, the third about Evening, the 
fourth at Night-fall, and the fifth two 
Hours^after Night, only altering the 
third in Summer which begins fboner. 
Every one Prays by himfclf, kneeling 
on aCIoath, and facing towards Mecca \ 
but when they are in Towns, they all 
go to the Mofch , one of their PrieLs 
calling them with frightful Cries from 
the top of a Steeple. 

fentiot The Wind frelhning, we put into 

llUnd. the Ifland of Texedos, that fame Day. 
This Ifland formerly call’d Leucophris, 
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Bojaada, is one of the moft Nothcrly 
in the Archipelago towards Afta. It wa3 
very Populous and Rich in the Reigns 
of the Kings Priam and Laomedon. R 
is famous among Writers for the Greeks 
lying conceal’d there in the Trojan War- 
and for the Differences between the Te- 
netians and Genoefes about the PofTeflion 
of it. The middle of the Ifland is plain 
the Edges Mountainous, and produce 
good Muskadine Wines. Its Compafs 
is 50 Miles, wherein there are feveral 
Villages, and the chief City of the 
fame Name Lands at the foot of a Moun¬ 
tain in the Eaft Angle of the Ifland, 
looking towards the Dardmds y front 
which it is but 18 Miles diLanr. It is 
none of the meane/t Cities in the Archi¬ 
pelago, and was famous among the An¬ 
cients, for a Temple near it Dedicated 
to the God Neptune, to which the Na¬ 
tions far and near made their Vows, and 
feut Offerings. It is open, but large, 
its low Honfcs Inhabited by Greeks and 
Turks, reaching to the foot of the Hill, 
snd along the Sea-lhore. The CaLIe 
that commands it, built on the Point of 
a Rock, has many Dwellings of Turks, 
and Garrifon Soldiers within the Walls. 

The fame Caftle iecurcs the Port, which 
is very good and capacious enough for 
a Fleet; the two Galleys of Rhodes were 
then there under the Command of Am- 
mazxa-mamma. 

Not far from Tenedos, is an Ifland TofltlQuA* 
twice as big as it, call’d Toffi, and in 
the Tttrhjh Language Uimbros 7 in which 
Greeks live, who pay Tribute both to 
the Turks and Venetians. 

Wednesday rtfth, at Night it Rain’d Forte en . 
hard, which was bad for the Paflengers tring the 
that lay upon the Deck; but at break Btrimls, 
of Day the Weather clear’d up, and 
the Wind came up fair to enter the Dar- 
daxels which made the drowfy Rais, or 
MaLer, weigh Anchor, after he had 
lain a Night in Port, as if he had been 
to Row in a Boat. The Wind fail’d in 
fight of the Village of Ghiaurchivij , in 
Afia, three Miles from the Ehtrance of 
the Dardanels 5 fo that they were forced 
to Row the Chi amber with 20 Oars, be¬ 
yond the CaLic of Natalia, by the Turks 
call’d Aradolijfar. Oppofite to it is the 
other the Turks call Vrmeti-Ijfar, that is, 
the CaLIe of Romelia , becaufe feated in 
that Province. Thefe Forts are Built 
not long fince to fecure the Entrance of 
the Streight, which being 12 Miles di- 
Lant from one another, cannot obLruff 
the Paflage of Ships that will pafs be¬ 
tween 
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tween them in the middle. That on 
Gem lilt, the Afia n fide h feated on a Plain, with 
1693. two Baftions parallel to the Entrance, 
l/Vv and two to the Streight, all furnifh’d 
with heavy Cannon; as is the Curtin, 
on which there are at leaft do Pieces, 
beiides fmall ones planted on the upper 
Part. There is in it a Garrifon of 500 
Soldiers, as I was told, who live partly 
in the Cattle, and partly in fevcral little 
Houfes without it; the Village of the 
Grteh h on the top of the Hill. That 
of Romilia ftands on the Clift of a Hill, 
reaching over a great part of it with 
good Buildings. In the midtt of it are 
the Houfes of the Commandant, and 0- 
cher Turks, with a Mojih and Magazine. 
That fide, towards the Streight, has as 
many Baftions as the other in Nateha, 
and Built after the fame Form ; but it 
has two others on the Land-fide, and is 
not inferior to the other for goodnefs, 
or number of Cannon. The Village of 
the fame Name is on the top of the 
Hill. 

sefiusi nd Thurfday 17th, we fet Sail 3 Hours 

jtyius. before Day, with a good North-wind, 
which before Noon brought our Cham¬ 
ber betiveen the two other Forts by the 
Ancients call’d Seftui and Abydits ; which 
being in the narrowed: part of the 
Channel, but two Miles diftant, do fo 
fecure the PafTage, that it would be dan¬ 
gerous to attempt palling without the 
Turks Confent Abydus, feated in Na¬ 
talia , is ftronger and better than the 
other, becaufe it has fix Baftions on the 
three fides that fecure the Streight, with 
about 30 heavy Pieces of Cannon on 
them, beiides the fmall Ones on the up¬ 
per Port. In the middle is a good Bul¬ 
wark, and about it a deep Ditch with 
a Draw-bridge. The Neighbouring 
Town is not Wall’d, and is unwholfome 
in Summer, by reafon of the bad Wa¬ 
ter ; yet there is a French Conful, ap¬ 
pointed by the AmbafTador that rdides 
at the Port. The other Caftle in Ro- 
mtlia is not fo regular as this, by rca- 
fon of the uneavennefs of the Ground 
it is Built 011 ; but it has a Baft ion at 
the Angle that.points towards the other 
Cattles ; in the midtt a Place to retire 
to, defended by a large aud well built 
Bulwark ; and three little Towers on 
the Land-fide, with a long Curtin on the 
Streight. As for Camion, it has as 
much as the other; and befides one 
Piece of fuch a prodigious Bignefs, that 
a Man may fit in it. The Houfes of 
the Turks are between the Wall of the 
Fort, and another at a diftancc on that 
Vol. IV.

fide, that looks towards the New Ca¬ 
ttles. The top of the Hill is adorn’d 
by Art with good Houfes, and by nature 
furnifh’d with good Water, a fertile 
Soil, and excellent Air. 

The Rais' having Landed feme Bales 
of Sope, we held on our Courfe, leav¬ 
ing behind us after three Miles Sailing, 
Alai das, a good Town on the Shore of 
Romelia, abounding in Wine; which 
the French Merchants ufe to Buy cheap, 
being about three Pints for a half Pen¬ 
ny. Niue Miles further is the antienc 
City of Schie-Stambul , the firft the Turks 
took when they drove away the Chri- 
ftians, and made themfeives Matters of 
Confirtntinofle ; nothing remains of it at 
preienc but a ruinous Caftle. To con¬ 
clude, we Arriv’d at the City Gallipoli 
before Sun-fet, it being 3c Miles from 
the two Cattles. I admir’d the won¬ 
ders of Nature in Sailing through this 
Streight, for in fome Places it is but 
three Miles over, in others Een, and in 
the wideft thirty, Ihctchiug 300 Miles 
in length to the Black: Sea, and much 
differing in all Parts where its Waters 
have a rapid Courfe. 

Being Landed, I went to the French 
Vice-Con ful’s, to procure fome fafe way 
of Travelling to the Court of Adria- 
ttople, He would not permit me. to 
Lodge aay where butTn his own Houfes, 
which I willingly accepted, rather than 
lie on the Ground ia a CofFee-Houfo ; 
there being no Xany in Gallipoli. He 
gave me an excellent Supper, and good 
Bed, which I had need of, having had 
five bad Nights at Sea ; but he being a 
Jm, and Rabbi, and confequcntly Learn¬ 
ed, and a pun&ual Obferver of the Ht- 
H-fwSupcrlHtions; I could not conform 
to his Pharifaical way of living, as to 
the manner of Eating. He would ne¬ 
ver allow me to cut the Bread with my 
own Knife but with his ; and what made 
me Laugh molt was, that he made no 
other ufe of thofe Knives he cut the 
Meat with; and they vyere all to be 
fpotlefi. As for my Journy, he laid, if 
I had Arriv'd one Day fooner, I might 
have gone with a Janizary, who Carry’d 
fome Letters from the King of France 
to the Embaflador, deliver’d to him by 
a French Captain, who was come from 
MarfeilUs in 2+ Days; however he 
would ufe all his Endeavours, to get 
me a fecure PafTage ; fince 1 had refus’d 
to go Aboard the faid Vcflei to Con ft an- 
tinople , being very defirous firtt to fee 
the Ottoman Court. 

H Gallipoli, 
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Gallipoli , in the Turkijh Language call d 

GemellL jebbole, feaced in 42 Degrees ot Lau- 
1693. tude, is a City three Miles in Compafs, 
feared in Romeha , towards the Weft. 

GiUipU It is nQt Wall’d j and the Houfes tho 7 
’ low, are of Free-Stone, and have good 

pleafimt Gardens. Formerly there was 
a Fort on the Hill, which commanded 
the Port, but it went to Ruin through 
the Lazinefs of the Turks. On the fides 
of the Mole were alfo the Jr fends, one 
on the Right to fecure three Galleys, 
and the other on the Left for twelve, 
where the Vice-Conful told me the Turks 
laid up their Galleys that efcap’d the 
Havock a Venetian Ship made among 
them at the Mouth ot the Streight, 
which Rotted away there. The Arches 
are now fallen down, and only the Walls 
are Handing. There is a good Exchange 
cover’d with Lead, with feveral little 
Cupulas, which is let to Traders by the 
Governours of a Mofch. The Inhabi¬ 
tants of this Gty are about dooo, G reeks, 
jews and Turks, whofe greateft Em¬ 
ployment is to make excellent Arrows, 
ft is a Place of great Trade, by rcafon 
of its convenient Situation, being in 
the way to Confiantinople , and Adriano- 
fie ; infomuch, that th 0 Bafa, who Go¬ 
verns it, makes about 1000 Piaflres a 
Year of it *, befides the Profits of the 
Cadi, Aga, and other Officers. This 
City formerly was the Out-let for Plca- 
fure to an antient City feated oppofite 
to it in Afia, whereof nothing remains 
at prefent, but the Ruins on the Shore 
and Hill 3 where afterwards a little City 
call’d Lapfic was Eredted. Gallipoli has 
plenty of Corn, Wine and Fruit, efpe- 
cially excellent Winter Melons, of 
which 1 bought Nine very good ones 
for three Carlines of Naples Mony \ a- 
bont Eighteen Pence Englifh. The Coun¬ 
try wants for no Game, as Deer, Hares, 
Partridges, Ducks, and other Fowl. 
The Bazjtr , or Market of the City is 
very large, and better furnifh’d than that 
of Alexandria , there being variety of 
Commodities, of Artifts, and Handi¬ 
crafts, each in their proper Place. 

Raphael , Son to Simon the Vice-Con- 
fui, us’d all his Endeavours on Friday 
i8ch, to find fome fafe Convcniency for 
me to Travel to Adrianople , but could 
neither meet with the Caravan , that ufes 
to carry Silk, nor any other Company 
that I might go with, free from the 
Danger of the Janizaries, who return¬ 
ing from the War to their Winter 
Quarters in Natalia fcatter on the Road, 
to Rob and Murder all they meet. In 


the mean while the Xaxan , or Rabbi, 
perfwaded me to take the way of Con- 
fiantinople , or Rodcjlon •, and he would 
give me his Letter, which would ren¬ 
der the Way eafier and fafer - 7 but this 
did not make me alter my Refolution. 
He was fo much concern’d about the 
Safety of my Journy, becaufe I had Sig¬ 
nify’d to him, that I was fent by the 
Merchants of Marfeilles with Letters of 
great Moment to the Em ballad or. It 
mull not be thought ftrange I Ihould 
fometinics make my advantage of a Lye ; 
for being in a Country of Barbarians, 
who areEnemies to Chriftianity, and in 
time of War, it was neceflary to Coun¬ 
terfeit, change my Habit, difown my 
Country, and pretend other Bufinels to 
prevent lofing my Baggage and Liberty. 
The Turks are very jealous, and ealily 
wrong a Frank, when he is too open, 
and has not Words to fhift the Danger 
that Threatens him. 

Whilft I was contriving for my Jour¬ 
ny, good Fortune ordain’d that a Coach 
came, which was returning empty to 
Adrianople \ therefore fending for the 
Coach-man, by an Armenian that Was 
to go the fame way, 1 agreed to give 
him a Zecchrn for my felf, and a Fia- 
fire for my Servant. Then carrying 
him before the Conful, to ask his Opi¬ 
nion whether 1 might go fafely, he faid 
I might, becaufe the Coach-man was a 
Bulgarian Chriftian, of the Country of 
Fehbe, four Days Journy from Adria¬ 
nople, and known for having made feve¬ 
ral Journys to Gallipoli. After which, 
the Bargain being ratify’d, the Bulga¬ 
rian gave me ten Farah earneft, con¬ 
trary to the Cuftom of Italy, where 
the Coach-man gives not, but re¬ 
ceives. 

In the mean while, the Conful took 
care to make much of me ■, he being 
well to Pafs, and having many Slaves, 
and Italian Furniture •, fo that after a 
good Dinner at Noon, he gave me a 
plentiful Supper at Night, of Fifli for 
me, andFlelhforhimfelf, without omit¬ 
ting his Jewifb Superftitions in Eating, 
as well in Praying, as not allowing me 
to cut the Bread. Finding the Melons 
better than thole of Parabita , in the 
Kingdom of Naples, I laid in a Stock of 
them on Saturday 19th, after which the 
Rabbi took his Leave of me to go to the 
Synagogue or School; defiring me to 
Excufe him, that he did not bear me 
Company, and to give his Refpedts to 
the Embaflador, believing l was a great 
Friend of his. In the mean while, the 

Armenian 
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Armenian haftned me, becaute the Bul- 
GrntlU. gurim was ready, and might go without 
16313. us, fo that I was in great Trouble to 
WNJ get my Baggage carry’d, it being Satur¬ 
day, when no Jew would tarry it, the 
Turks being above that Employment. 
My Servant and the Armenian fupply'd 
this Want, carrying it to the Xan, 
where the Bulgarian was with the Coach 
ready. Getting into it, we Traveled 
thro’a plain and well cultivated Coun¬ 
try, with now and then a pleaCiat finall 
riling Ground, (till .keeping the Streighc 
on our right Hand. We left Buloyr, a 
*. great Town behind us, having Roae t4 

Miles, and lay that Night at Cane-, the 
fame number of Miles further. The 
Xms, or Caravanferas in 7’ttrky, art no¬ 
thing but long Stables, in the niidfl: 
whereof the Horfes Hand, and oil the 
lides fomewbat higher, their Mailers, 
who are to provide themfelves with 
Meat, and Drefs it. There is this Con- 
vcniency in it, that a Man is not Im¬ 
pos’d upon by his Hoff, as is done in 
Clmfiendom ; for the Lodging is given 
Gratis , being Legacies left by Turks, 
for the good of their Souls. A Jani¬ 
zary that came afoot Affifted nre in all 
I wanted, making my Bed with Mats, 
and keeping a Fire all Night to warm 
the cold Room. True it is, I could not 
’JSleep for his Prating and Sraoakiag with 
three Spdhies his Friends. 

Sunday 20th, we took Coach before 
Pay, and Travell’d a plain Road thro 
a cultivated Country ten Miles to the 
Village of Juligia-Muffhrma ; after which 
we entred many Mountains cover’d with 
fmall Trees fit for nothing. Having 
drove eight Miles of this way, wc came 
again into the Plain, and went fevea Miles 
further to relb at Malgara. 

WAgtn This is a City feated at the foot of a 
cit 7 - Mountain* containing about 10000 Souls 
Turks, Armenisms and Greeks , under the 
Government of a Bafa , to whom 300 
Villages about it are Subject. Here are 
feven Mofihs cover’d with Lead 3 and a 
large Place enclos’d with fix Cupsdas, 
which ferves for an Exchange, or Bazar 
of the richeft Commodities, Had it not 
been for the Mountain, we had that Day 
Travell’d forty Miles, for the Bulgarian 
kept his Horfes to a round Trot." But 
I not being us’d to fit after the Titrkijli 
falhion, with my Legs acrofs like a Sai¬ 
lor, fuller’d much in that Coach without 
Seats, and lb contriv’d that any Euro¬ 
pean would have found it very uneaiie. 
At Night we lay as before, for nothing, 
la a Xa»i Or Caravanfera with OUr Horfes.

Menday 21 fly wefet out an Hour be¬ 
fore Day, Travelling over a plain Coun¬ 
try but little cultivated, and at the end 
of twenty Miles, came to the Village of 
Armanli , arid going twenty Miles further^ 
flay’d at Night in the Village of C*fm- 
chiispri ; near which is a famous Bridge A long 
with 164 Stdne-Arches two Miles in Bridge, 
length, over the River and Morafs of 
Cogbim r. This River is as wide as the 
Volturno of Capua, in the Kingdom of 
Naples, and its Channel being too fmall, 
it often over-flows. 

Tuefday 22d, l walk’d over the Bridge, 
and thought its Strufhirc as rcmarldlble 
as its length. Then we advanced four 
Miles along a deep Chalky way, where 
the Horfes had much Difficulty to Draw. 

It being Night, and feeing the Sulfation, 
who would -gb no further, talk in Pri¬ 
vate with a Janizary , made me fufpeft 
fome Treachery ; but the Janizary fee¬ 
ing me with my Gun in my Hand went 
his way, and we at break of day conti¬ 
nu’d our Journey with a Caravan of Ca¬ 
mels. We met feveral Companies of 
Janizaries, in 30 Miles we had to Tra¬ 
vel , the way all along good , and the 
Country little cultivated for want of 
People, and at laft came towards E- 
vening to Adrianople. 

Orefiejit, Orrjle, or Pifcudamt ifl for- AdrLmept* 
iner times, now in Our Language Adri- city. 
ample, from the Emperor Adrian, and 
in the Turkifh Adrint , is feated in 43 
deg, of Latitude. It Hands in fo plea- 
fane a Country, that Amur at the Turk- 
ijh Emperor , leaving Bur fa, remov’d 
his Imperial Court thither, and fome 
of liivSucceflors continu’d it, lo that it 
was not only fnpported, but the num¬ 
ber of its Inhabitants increas’d: Icscom- 
pafs is between 7 and 8 Miles, includ¬ 
ing the old City and feveral Gardens. 

There is nothing beautiful in it, the 
Hosifes being low , built of Wood and 
Clay, and fome of Brick, and the Streets 
fo dirty, that A Man mu/t wear Boots 
in Winter; fo rhat it looks more like 
a great Village than a City. There is 
no doubt but the Ottoman Emperors have 
made it much more Populous, as appears 
by the increafe of its Buildings ; tor the 
old City where they Dwelt before the 
taking of Conftati tins fie was much lefs. 

I told in the eompafs of iw Wail, from 
the Structure call’d Ali Bafa, to the 
Gate of Magnafiapfi, that is, the Gate of 
the River, only 24 Towers, fome Hand¬ 
ing, fome fallen, and very near to one , 
another, which /hews the finallnefs of 
the Place. The reft of the Wall being 
H 2 fallen. 
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fallen, the Turks take no care to Re- 
Gemettl . build it, and fo leave all Adrianoplt 
id93- open. 

Several Waters encompafs the City, 
but the chief of them are the three Ri¬ 
vers Tungia, over which there are three 
Stone-Bridges, Arda and Mena, and 
there are fome Hills that command it 
on the Euft-fide. It is Inhabited by 
Greeks , Jews-, Armenians, Turks , Tala- 
chians , and other Nations ; but the 
Number is not always the fame, for in 
Winter there are many Soldiers that re¬ 
turn from the War ; however, little 
more or lefs, they are about 100000, 
It is dear Living there, bccaufe molt 
Things are brought far. The Air, as 
has been fa id, is wholfome, and the 
Country delightful, cfpecially in Sum¬ 
mer, becaufe of the green Fields and 
Gardens water’d by fo many Streams; 
and in Winter for plenty of Game. For 
the moft part the Streets are fet out 
with good Shops, cover’d with Boards, 
after fuch a manner that there is Light 
enough comes in at the fides. The great- 
eft part of the City is on a Flat, the reft 
in Valleys and on Hills, which makes 
it lb Dirty. 

I was hard put to it that Night to get 
a Room, and had not a French-Man 
given me one that belong’d to another, 
that was then in Confiontinople , I mu ft 
have.lain in the Street; becaufe there 
are not Lodgings enough for every Bo¬ 
dy in the City, and what few there 
were, the Soldiers had taken up, that 
flay’d with the Emperor after the Cam- 
pagne. 

iVednefday 23d, I went to pay my Re- 
fpeffs to the French Ambaflador, who 
Liv’d beyond the Bridge and Village of 
Jcnimurtt, two Miles from my Lodging, 
and. near the Grand Signior 1 s Seraglio, 
call'd by the Turks Serrayevaji. He re¬ 
ceiv'd me very Courteoufly, and offer’d 
me his Protedion, which I had need of 
in that barbarous, and falfe Country. 
After Dinner I went to fee a wonderful 
Exchange, half a Mile in length, call’d 
AH Baffa, taking the Name of the Foun¬ 
der. It is a vaft Arch with llx Gates, 
and 365 rich Shops on both fides, fur- 
nifh’d with all forts of rich Goods, in¬ 
cluding thofe that are under the Arch of 
the great Gate. Thefe are kept by Turks, 
Jews, Armenians and Greeks , who pay 
five Piafires a Month for each Shop to 
the Founders Heirs, or fuch as have 
Purchas’d them, and half a Piaftre to 
the Mofeh of Tecerfeli, granted by the 
Grand Signior, to whom it belong’d. 


Near this Exchange is the Street call’d 
Seraci, full of good Shops of all forts of 
Commodities, which afford a delightful 
Sight for a Mile in length. It is co¬ 
ver'd with Boards laid one over ano¬ 
ther, with final! Holes on the fides to let 
in the Light. 

Taking a Jew along with me on Thurf- Selip >. 
day 24th, I went to fee Smart Selims Mofeh. 
Mofeh, fo call’d becaufe Built by him, 
which Handing on the fide of a Hill that 
is in the midft of the City, expofes its 
magnificent Strudure to be admir’d on 
all fides. There are four Gates to the 
hr ft fpacious Place about the Mofeh, and 
three others to the inner, cover’d with 
(3 Leaded Cupulas, and fupported by 
16 good Marble Pillars like a Cloifter, 
among which there are four Green ones 
before the Gate of the Mofeh. In the 
midft of this Cloifter is a good Marble 
Fountain, for thofe that go in to 
Pray, to Wafh them, after the Turkijh 
fafhion. There are five Gates to the 
Mofeh , two whereof are fhut, being the 
way into the Grand SignioT s Seats; the > 
others open for all People. Eight 
large Columns fupport the Cupula in the 
middle, and twelve Arches, on which 
the other eight Cupulas reft, all full of 
Arabick Characters. About it are Gal¬ 
leries fupported by Marble Pillars, and 
fur rounded with Bannifters below. AM 
the Pavement is cover’d with good Car¬ 
pets, and from the Arches hang five 
great Iron Rings, or Branches with a 
vaft multitude of Lamps after their fa¬ 
fhion. In the midft of the Mofeh was a 
great fquarc Scaffold rais’d eight Spans 
above the Ground, and enclos’d with 
Wooden Bannifters, as I fuppofe, for 
the Mullah, or Mahometan Prieft, near 
which was a Fountain. The other En- 
clofure or Tribune, which belongs to 
the Grand Signior, on the right of the 
principal Nich, which we fhould cal] the 
high Altar, is enclos’d with Lettices, 
and eight Spans above the Ground. On 
the left was a handfome Stone Pulpit, 
and oppofite to it feveral little Chairs 
for the Mullahs. The Cupulas we have 
fpoken of are cover'd with Lead, and 
look glorious when the Sun fhines on 
them. The Apartments of thofe that 
ferve are anfwerable to the Grandeur of 
this Mofeh ; as are four ftately Towers 
at_ the Angles, of different Workraan- 
fhip and of Stone, very high, which af¬ 
ford a noble Profpeft at a diftancc. I 
went up one of them, which is on the 
fide of the great Gate, to behold how 
artificially it is Built, having never feen 
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the like in my Days; for going in at 
one only Gate it has, I found three Stair- 
cafes, one of which leads to the firft, the 
other to the fecund, and the other to 
the third Story of the Tower; in fitch 
manner that three levcral Pqrfons may 
go up rounding the Tower at once, 
without ever meeting one another; and 
if they will pafs through other Doors 
to the other Stair-cafes, they may. The 
Surveyor that contriv’d it was one of 
the bell in Europe, and the Contrivance 
is worth feeing- . ' 

1 went thence to fee the Mofcb EJchi- 
ciami, that is, the old Mojjk- It has 
two high Towers of Frce-ftonc, and 
about it eight Cupulas cover’d with Lead, 
befides the great one in the middle. It 
has no Court, or Fountain like the reft \ 
hut fix large Pillars before the great 
Gate to fupport the Roof, and five Ar¬ 
ches. Within, there are three Wings 
fupported by four Jquare Columns, and 
about tt Galleries of Wood above, and 
Marble below. The Pavement is like 
the other, cover’d with Carpets, and the 
Pulpit and T ribune for the Grand Sig- 
titor is after the fame manner; for all 
Mofchs are alike within, having a Nich 
made in the Wall, and many Lamps 
hanging. 

Going thence, I went into the Bifi- 
fttn, which is clofe by, a Place cover’d, 
and fuftain’d by large Pillars, forming 
two Rows in the middle, where there 
are about 200 rich Shops ot Cloth of 
Gold, and Silver, Scimiters, Piftols, 
Saddles, Bridles, Stirrups, and other 
Furniture of Gold and Silver fet with 
jewels, for a compleat Horfeman. Thde 
Shops alio pay two Ptafires a Month to 
the Owners, and half a one to the afore- 
faid Mofih Echigiami-, by Grant ii ora the 
Grand Signior, ‘ It was almoftNoon, and 
I heard a difagreeable fort of Mu lick 
founding in this rich place, and a mul¬ 
titude of Turks auiwer it in a barbarous 
manner, and asking the Jew what it 
meant, he told me they were praying 
for the Grand Sign lor. Adjoining to this 
Exchange, are the Shops of the Silver- 
ftniths and Goldfmithi in a long cover’d 
Street. 

After Dinner I went with the Jew to 
the Mofch of TJccerfalf without being 
Kindred by four Mullahs that were pray¬ 
ing in it. This has only one Court or 
Cloifter about ft, out of which three 
Gates lead into the Mofch, where is a 
Gallery fuftain’d by twelve good Pillary 
of green Marble} befides fix white ones 
bigger than the othtjp, which are before 


the aforefaid Gates. The R,oof is co¬ 
ver’d with fifteen hand fome Cupulas Lead¬ 
ed over. At the four outward Angles 
of the Mofcb, arc four high Towers of 
Free-ftone, and in the midft of the 
Cloifter a curious Fountain for theTVjfi 
to Wafh in. On the in fide it has five 
Cupulas, four at the Angles, and a great 
one in the middle held up by two great 
Columns, all painted with Jr.shirk Cha- 
raders. In the middle many Lamps 
hang, according to their Cuftoin, and 
on the left of the Nidi is a Marble Pul¬ 
pit * and pa the right a high Tribune 
enclos’d with Lettices for the Grand 
-%ww, and another on the left clofe 
to the Pillar, but without Lettices. 

The Floor was cover’d with good Car¬ 
pets. 

Thence l went to view rhe Grand rifur's Pi- 
I'ificrs Palace \ where I found nothing law* 
fuitable to his great Poft, but only a 
convenient Dwelling after the Turkijk 
faftjion. We went tuft into a great 
Court, in which were the Scabies and 
Officers belonging to them. Wc pafs’d 
out of that into another, in the midft 
whereof was a Fountain, and fevcral 
Perfous on Horfe-back, who attended 
that great Minifter. At the Front of 
this Court was a long Sofa, or Place a 
little rais’d, where many Periods ftood 
expecting Audience. We could not go 
into the Lodgings, and therefore turnM 
back. 

By the way we met a Bride conduct¬ 
ing to hfic Bridegroom. Fifty Turh 
rode on Horfe-back two and two, and 
after them came the .Bridegroom on thie 
left, which « the upper Hand among 
the Turks s, then follow'd it he Bride in .a 
clofe Coach, with two others following 
for State. A little further I met the 
French Am ballad or going home upon a 
DunHorfe, follow’d by eight,Footmen, 
dad in Red, two Gentlemen in Blew, 
and four Janizaries all a-Foot. 

At laft the ?ew led me to one of 
their Schools, before which there were 
many Women holding their Children 
by the Hand. Going ia I law abundance 
of Garments hanging about ft, and fix 
Perfons playing upon Ihftruments. They 
told me they gave every Year about 
that time 500 Suits of Cloaths to poor 
Scholars of their Religion, which cofts 
the Publick 2000 Crowns \ and 1 adtu- 
ally faw feveral Scholars new Clad from 
Head to Foot in my Prefence. 

Friday 25th, being Chrijlmas-Day , I TheGrani 
went to hear Mafs, and receive the Blef- Sigmor’9 
fed Sacrament in the Church of the Ra- 
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(V\/i gujutW) in the old City, whither a Ca- 
Gemelli. jntci n, Chaplain to the French Ambaffa- 
1693. dor came to lay the Maft, there being 
O'V'v) no more Catholick Priefts. Friday, be¬ 
ing the Farfajh Feftival, on which the 
Grand Siguier goes to the Mofch, as has 
been obierv’d before, after performing 
my Devotions I went to fee him ; but 
found he was already got into the Mofch 
of Sultan Sdim, and therefore waited 
two Honrs to fee him come out. In 
the mean while 1 obferv’d his Coach and 
Retinue. It was all of Wood gilt on all 
fides, with wooden Lettices open every 
way but behind. Inftead of Leather it 
was cover’d with fine Red Cloth, and 
lin’d with Yellow Silk, with Sprigs of 
Gold, turn’d up, fo that all the Wood 
appear’d, and on each fide was fixteen 
Silver Nobs gilt for Ornament. It be¬ 
ing high from the Ground, there was a 
little Silver Ladder of three Steps to 
go up to it. Six White Horfes drew 
it, on the firft whereof, and the third 
on the left, fat the Coach-man and Po- 
ftillion. In a Word, it was a Coach 
fit for any private Gentleman in Jtaly, 
even the Horfes being but very indiffe¬ 
rent 3 but within there were fome Quilts 
or Coverlets folded tor two to fit on 
Crofs-Legg’d, and more it would not 
hold. As for the Attendance there were 
in the Court 200 Janizaries with their 
high Caps worn upon folcmn Occafions, 
made of white Felt, three Spans long, 
and one and a half broad, which falling 
down upon the Back, end in two Points \ 
but before, to keep them upright on 
the Forehead, there is a Silver Plate 
handlbmly Wrought and Gilt, faftned 
on a piece of Board, as I obferv’d fpeak- 
ing of Grand Caire j but fome Officers 
do not wear it, and others cover it with 
Green Cloth. There were alfo about 
18 Chiant a Horfe-back, with every one 
a little black Feather in his Turbant} 
and 50 other Courtiers well Clad, be- 
fides 30 Bdtagis mounted, who had 
IharpCaps of a Cinamon Colour. There 
were feveral Bojiangisa-Foot, who wore 
long Red Caps round at the End, and as 
wide as at the Head: And it is to be ob¬ 
ferv’d, that thefe Attendants arc only 
difiingtii fir’d by what they wear cm their 


Heads, for evfcry one wears his Cloaths of 
what Colour hepleafes. There were be- 
fidesi 2 Obadfcis /landing about thcCoacb, 

(thefe belong to the Grand Signior’s Bed- 
Chamber, and wore little white Caps 
on their Heads, like the Ducal Cap of 
Venice, edg’d about with Gold, but the 
Point turn’d back, and open’d.) On 
one fide of this Cap was a great white 
Plume like a Fan, and below it another 
of black Feathers to pleafe the Eye with 
the Variety. The Aga of the Janiza¬ 
ries wore the fame fort of Cap, edg’d 
about with Cloth of Silver, but without 
Feathers. There were 14 other Atten¬ 
dants Clad after the Roman manner in 
Silk wrought with Gold, with another 
Veil under that fringed with Gold, and 
Breeches of Crimfon Sattin. Thefe went 
a-Foor, and had on Caps of Silver gilt 
cxadly like 3 Pifs-pot, with a black 
Piumc Handing upright before. The 
Turh call them Jfcioghan , that is, the 
Grand Signior’s Pages. 

Prayers being ended, I law the Grand The Grand 
Signior Hamet II. come out, and get in- signor. 
to his Coach, from the Steps of the 
Mofch. He was of a low Stature, full 
Body’d, brown of Complexion, round 
Fac’d, and wore a black Beard that be¬ 
gan to grow Grey 3 and by his Counte¬ 
nance feem’d to be about fifty Years of 
Age. He wore Herons Feathers in his 
Turbant embellilh’d with Diamonds, 
and was Clad in White. The Sclattar , 
who carries his Sword, and drives away 
the Flies in Summer, went into the fame 
Coach, and fat next the Horfes. The 
People faluted him with Shouts, as had 
allb been done in the Mofch, with a dis¬ 
agreeable Concert of Mufick whilit he 
play’d. When he was to depart, the 
Jam entries made a Lane in an humble 
Porture, with their Hands on their Sto¬ 
mach along the Court; and the Cbiaus, 
and other Officers follow’d him in fuch 
Order as has been laid. Hamet II. lov’d 
to Play on a Turkifis Inftiument, like a 
little Guittarr, and to Sing to it, to di¬ 
vert his Melancholy, proceeding from 
forty Years Imprifonment. All that has 
been fa id of his Perfon and Garment, 
will appear better by the following 
Cut. 


Saturday 
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Saturday 2,6th, croffmg over both 
Gtmcilt. Arms of the River Tuma, which Wa- 
1693. ters the Not th-fidc of the City, on two 
L/'V'sJ Stone-Bridges, I law on the Right a 
Greati- great Mofch call’d Gretni-Jenimaret. Be* 
p orc j E >j s a fnacious Court encompafs’d 
M0 ch ‘ with beautiful Struftures cover’d with 
Lead, for thofc that ferre the Mofch, 
and poor People maintain’d there. Three 
Gates on the front and fides lead into 
this Court, and there are as many more 
to the Cloilter within, compofs’d of 
twelve white Marble Columns on the 
three fides, and of fix green ones on 
that fide where the Gate of the Mofch 
is; all of them fuftaining twenty little 
Cupulas about the Cloilter, cover’d 
with Lead. In the middle is a fine Foun¬ 
tain, and two high Towers on the fides, 
near which there are ocher Structures 
with Leaded Cupulas ; fo chat there are 
la this Building, befides the great one 


about 100 little Cupul.11. This, like All 
other Mofchs, has vaft Revenues for Pi^ 
ous Ufes, which are bellow’d accord¬ 
ingly, as in inftrufling Children, main¬ 
taining the Poor, and mad People, 
Befides, they every Week Diilributc to 
other Poor a thoufand Okts of boil’d 
Rice (which makes 1800 Pounds of our 
Weight) and a fu/ficient quantity of 
Flelh. Leaving the Jew to keep my 
Shoots, 1 went into the Mofch, where I 
found the Pavement cover’d with good 
Carpets, And above rooo Lamps hang¬ 
ing in the middle ; on the Right of the 
Nich was a large Scaffold, a little one 
on the Left, and a very high Pulpit to 
Preach. 

That lame Morning being the Fealt 
of S. Stephen, I hear’d Mai's at the French 
Emballadors, and Din’d with him, as 
did a French Gentleman, calFd the Count 
of Friol , and Marquefs of Or ait ; who 

every 
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every Campagnc follows the Grand Vi- 
Gemellt. 2 ier, to diredt Warlike A flairs, and irn- 
r<J 93 * prove Military Difcipline. 

Sunday 27 th. after Mafs, I went to 
fee the Palace of Caia Mufiapha , once 
Grand Vizier, and ftrangled after the 
Siege of Plemt/ti and inhabited by the 
Grand Seignior’s Sifter, who was his 
Wife: There is nothing in it to com¬ 
pare to the Structures of Italy, but only 
a great fquare Meadow , wall’d in for 
their Diverfion. After Dinner, I went 
to fee a great Vaulted place, a quarter 
of a Mile in length, and cover’d with 
Lead; from one fide whereof, there is 
a Paffage into another, 50 Paces long, 
where are all the Shoocmaker’s Shops, 
who pay the Hire to the Mofch of Sul¬ 
tan Selim , near which they ftand. The 
Day being fair, and the firft time the 
Sun had appear’d lince my arrival, I went 
again into this Mofcb,to fee whether the 
Tower on the left had alfo the three 
wonderful Stair Cafes, as 1 faid, I faw 
in that on the right, and the better to 
fee the bignefs or the City from its high 
top- The Keeper of the Gate, for a 
few Par ms, carry’d me up to the third 
Story, where all three Stair Cafes end , 
which are winding, and have 2$2 Steps 
each- But there is this difference, that 
the firft: and fecond , which lead to the 
firft and fecond Stories, run up quite to 
the third; but the Stair-cafe on the 
right, leads only to the third Story, or 
wonderful Strutturc, and anfwerable to 
the Grandeur of the Founder : The o- 
ther two Towers have but one Stair- 
cafe each. 

Going on Monday 28th to fee the 
Serves dance at the Muradie , I found a 
a dead Horfe by the way , and abund¬ 
ance of Turks ftriving who fhould cut 
TKe m«. the heft bit out of him. The Muradie 
rsiie. j s a Monaftery of Turkijlt Monks, feated 
on a Hill within the City. Coming up 
to it, I found a fmall/Wo/rfe, before the 
Gate whereof, there were five Leaded 
Cupula’s, fupported by five Pillars. Ta¬ 
king offmy Shooes, as 1 had done at the 
other Mofebs ; and going in without any 
lunderance from the Turks , as they do 
in Egypt, I found two places Rail’d in on 
the fides, for Perfons of Note. On the 
right of the Niche was a Clofet, enclos’d 
with Lettices, eight Spans above the 
Ground, which they told me, was for 
the Grand Seignior. On the left, was 
the Pulpit to Preach in, and two others 
on the Tides of it, four Spans high, and 
made like a fquare Beer, without any 
covering, where th tMullab ufes to Read, 


fitting crofs Leg’d. Eight Spans above 
the Ground, the Wall was all cruftcd 
over with fine Tile, the Pavement co¬ 
ver’d with Carpets, and abundance of 
Lamps hanging in the middle. 

Thence I went to fee the Dwellings 
of thefe Religious Men, which are about 
the Mofeh-, and then into other Apart¬ 
ments, where I found abundance of Poor, 
who receiv’d as Alms, Plates of boil'd 
Rice, with a little Meat and Bread , 
which is diftributed every Monday and 
Thurfday , thefe being call’d Days of 
turning round. After the Midday 
Prayers, the Superior, with the Dervi- 
ces , or Religious Men, went from the 
Mofch , to a Room near by, in the midft 
whereof was a fquare Scaffold, three 
Spans above the Ground, and enclos’d 
with Banifters, four Spans diftant from 
the Wall, in which fpace feveral Turks TJ 1 ' Dtr ' 
fate about. Ten Steps led up to a no- VKeSm 
ther Scaffold along the Wall, with a 
Clofet boarded up, in which fix of eight 
Services that went in, play’d on Pipes, 
and beat Drums; one Sung, and ano¬ 
ther, when the Mu lick ceas’d, Preach’d. 

At the upper end of the Room, there 
were two Chains bare, fix Spans above 
the Floor; the Superior fate down in 
one of them, and in the other, an old 
Man, clad in red; at wliofe Feet fate 
another old Man, clad in Green, like 
the Superior, and the other Services a- 
bout the aforefaid Scaffold on the in- 
fide. 

Their Habit js not fix’d, for every 
one of them wears what Cloth, and co¬ 
lour he pleafes; but their Caps muff be 
of white Wool, lhap’d like a Sugar 
Loaf; but the Superior, and two old 
Men wore a Border, like the lower part 
of a Turbant about it, and a Towel a- 
bout their Necks. 

One of tliofe that were upon the up- A Mtbo- 
per Scaffold , began the Ceremony of mttim Cc " 
turning round, to a doleful Tunc, like tnRon f- 
that we ufe to Sing , the Lamentations 
of the Prophet ’Jeremy , in the Holy- 
Week ; after which, the Superior made 
a fhort Speech, or Sermon, expound¬ 
ing a Book, out of which, a Service that 
fate by his fide, read two and two Ver- 
fes with much Gravity ; the Religious 
Men in the mean while harkning with 
great Submiflion, their Heads hanging 
down. This Expounding Iafted half an 
hour; after which, the Superior came 
down from his Chair, and fate down on 
a Carpet crofs Leg’d , after the T urkijh 
fafhion. The Service began again to 
Sing from the Scaffold, and to read in 
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rs^A^ a little Book in the fame doleful Toney 

GemelU, when he had done, the Pipes were play’d 
1693. on, and Drums beateny to'which the 

O'-nTVI Superior, and his Companion dad in 
Green, danced after a ridiculous man¬ 
ner. Then the eight Derviccs ftood up, 
and fading by the place, where the Su¬ 
perior had fate down again, made a low 
now to him,which the Superior return’d, 
ftandmg up, and then late down again. 
After this, the eight Religious Men took 
off their upper Garment, and remain’d 
with the under one , which was dofe, 
like a Petty-coat, and a fhort Jacket 0- 
ver it. In this Habit, they pafs’d one 
after another berore the Superior, and 
making their obeifance to him, began 
to turn round, with their Arms ipread, 
and their bare Feet, one fix’d upon the 
othery fo that I wonder they did not 
fall. This painful Dance was regula¬ 
ted, according as the Mu lick play’d 
quick, or flow, and lafted halt a quar¬ 
ter of an hour. This ending at a cer¬ 
tain Sign given, the Superior flood «p, 
and made a bow to the mad Dervictt, 
who aufwer’d the fame in humble man¬ 
ner y after which, they began the fecond 
turn, which lafted the fame time, with 
like bowing at the end. Then the third 
began, and ended 111 the fame manner. 
After which, the Superior walk’d for¬ 
ward gently with his old Companion, 
into the middle , and turn’d cleverly 
round upon one foot, as his Dervicti had 
done; the Fringe that hung down from 
his half Turbanc, giving him the more 
Grace. Among them was an Old Man 
above 60 Years of Age, who I admire, 
did not drop down with Giddinefs. 
During this fourth turning, the Inftru- 
nients play’d, and one of the eight that 
were above, Sungy and it ended with 
the ufoal bowing. Then an old Man 
read, 1 know not what, in a Book, and 
the Superior repeated it, all the Com¬ 
pany anfwering with a frightful Accla¬ 
mation, and the Dtrvket withdrew af¬ 
ter killing the Superior’s Hand. 

I return’d home in the Evening, ha¬ 
ving flay’d fo long to fee this furktfb 
folly, like the turning of Staggs in rut¬ 
ting timey and the Boards with the con¬ 
tinual ufe of it, fhine like Marble. I 
found fome Bundles of Cloaths before 
ftxy Chamber Door; and enquiring of 
my Landlady what they were, fhe told 
me, they belong’d to a Turk, juft come 
from Confiaminoplt. In the mean while 
came Monlieur fonefrw, who had pro¬ 
vided that Lodging for me, and told 
me he had words with that Turk , who 
VoL IV. 


came very faucily to put me out of my 
Chamber, to take it for himfelfy faying,; 
he was a juft Man, and of a good Reli¬ 
gion, and I of a bad one, and an Infi¬ 
del, and therefore he ought to be pre¬ 
fer r’d y and the more, becaufe he had 
Iain there other times. F’anclevt au¬ 
fwer’d, That the Room had been taken 
fora Frank , who would never, bear with 
his Infotence, and therefore be might 
provide cl few here y but the Turk per¬ 
iling in his impertinence, left his Bag¬ 
gage at the Door, and was gone in a 
rage to the Cadi , to make good what 
he had laid. Hearing this, 1 Unit the 
Door, and expe&ec! his coming y and 
accordingly he return’d within an hotiry 
and knock’d at the Door three times, 
but I would not open it, and fent him 
away with a flea in his Ear. He feeing 
I was no more complying than the Cadi , 
who would not concern himfclf with the 
Franks , took up chat Night under a 
Pent-houfe, open on all (Ides, and vio¬ 
lently cold, the Weather being Frofty, 
and the Snow lying three Spans deepy 
where his Companion, and he being 
pierc’d with cold, fpent the Night,btirn- 
ing Fire to warm one fide, whilft the 
ocher Froze to the Boards. I hearing 
them often blow the Fire, could not for¬ 
bear Laughing, to think that the Man 
of the good Religion had fo wretched 
a Night of it, and he of the bad,- lay in 
a good Room and Bed. Ac break of 
Day, the Turk went away half ftarv’d. 

Tuefday 29th, I went a flooring to 
the Village of Caragafibi, Inhabited by 
Greeks: Pa fling over the River Tungia, 
that runs clofe to the Eaft-fide of the 
City, on a Bridge of Arches, by the 
Turks call’d ftmebiupri, that is, the new 
Bridgey and too Paces beyond it, the 
River Aferici, on a W ooden Bridge,and- 
the Marfh on another. Theft two Ri-* 
vers meet half a League from the City. 

I had little Sporty the Jew that went 
with me being betccrat his Tongue than 
at Sporting. 

1 i r e dnefday get It, I was kept in by the jj,,. 
Snow and Cold, but OaThurfday 3I th of TsurUryt 
went out, and had the good luck to 
meet the Cham of Tartary , riding on a 
Dun Horfe from the Seraglio, to his Pa¬ 
lace, in a Village fix Miles from aidria- 
mple. He was of a proportionable Sta¬ 
ture, brown of Complexion, and of a 
fierce Countenaccy but about So Years 
of Age. He was clad inGreen, and had 
on his Head a Carpets , or Cap of the 
fame colour after the Tartar Faftion y 
on which two upright Feathers were 
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f'vA/i fix’d, which crofs’d one another at the 
Gondii, top. Twenty Servants on Horfe-back 
1(594. follow’d hint, well clad after their nian- 
l/W ner} beiides as many more fcnt by the 
Grand Vizier to do him honour. 

The Friday the fir ft of January 1694, be- 

Grand ing a Feflival Day among the Turks , 
Seignior, j went before the Seraglio , to fee the 
Grand Seignior go abroad, lour Ett- 
jlangis a Horfe-back went before, car¬ 
rying Red Cloth to cover the Clolct, 
or Tribune. Some time after, it being 
about Noon , 20 Chians appear’d on 
Horfe-back, after whom, came 14 If- 
cioglians , or Pages of the Grand Seigni¬ 
or’s, and 1 o great Men of the Court, all 
on Horfe-back, and laftly the Coach, 
attended by 12 Obadafcis, or Gentlemen 
of the Bed-Chamber^ 12 white and 
black Eunuchs on Horfe-back, and fe- 
veral Baltagis a-foot} near the Mofch , 
there were about 400 Janizaries ill 
Arms. The Grand Seignior was in 
the fame Coach, I mention’d before, and 
came out of it, at the Gate of the Aicfcb, 
call’d Muxadia , near the Seraglio. I 
took notice he had a Silk Veit on, of a 
pale Red, like a wither’d Rofe} his 
Cap was adorn’d with final! black Fea¬ 
thers, oh the ends whereof, there were 
fmall white and red Spots, which look’d 
very handfome} upon the edge of the 
Cap, there were large Diamonds, fet 
together in a Jewel, like a Pyramid, 
on the fides whereof, there hung feve- 
ral little Gold Chains, faftned behind. 
Being fainted by the People, he return’d 
it civilly, bowing his Head low. After 
him, came the Selettar out of the Coach 
(contrary to the prafticc of Cbrijhndam, 
where the Maftcr comes out 3 a ft) car¬ 
rying the Scimitar. Prayers being end¬ 
ed, which lafted an hour, I faw him 
come out of th e Mofch, with the fame 
Attendance} but he had not the Cap on, 
which he had given to a Servant, but 
a Green Turbant, with the lower part 
White, and another Yellow Silk Veit. 
When he was in his Coach , the Peo¬ 
ple falutcdhim on both fides} and when 
fie was pafs’d, all the Janizaries , and 
Lords of his Retinue, went away about 
their bufinefs, without accompanying 
him. I have diffinftly let down his 
manner of going abroad upon two fe- 
veral Fridays , that the Reader may him- 
felf obferve fomc fmall difference there 
Is in his Attendance, thefe two times 
referving it for a particular Chapter, 
to give an account of the feveral Names 
of the Tar kijh Officers, that make up the 
numerous and Imperial Court of this 
Monarch. 


*. rc I s no truth in what Tavernier Miftake 
W i ices, 111 his Relation du Serraille To. in Stiver. 
3 ; eag. 384, Viz. that the Grand Seig- se¬ 
nior weats thiee flumes of Feathers in 
his Turbant, to fhew he has three Em¬ 
pires under his Dominion, which are 
thofc of Conjlantinofle , Trebizond, and 
Babylon } for both the times I faw him, 
he had but one: And what he fays of 
the Grand Vizier, is as falle} to wit, 
that when lie goes to War, the Grand 
Seignior gives him one of thofe Feathers, 
in Virtue whereof, the Janizaries falute, 
and own him for their Superior} and 
therefore it is known when the Vizier 
is in the Field, by his Mailer’s having 
but two Plumes in his Turbant. Not 
fatisfy’d with what I had feen with 
my own Eyes, 1 enquir’d of feve- 
ral French * who told nic^ they never 
Dw him wear any more than one FJumej 
and that having feen the Vizier fet out How the 
for the Army feveral times, they had Vizier is 
never known any fuch thing given him-, created, 
but that the Grand Seignior fitting on 
a high Scaffold, that Minifter pafies un¬ 
der it, and difmounting from hisHorfe, 
humbly proftrates himfelf on the 
Ground, and has a Veil or Garment 
thrown on his Back, given him by the 
Grand Seignior} which is aIfo done to 
all the Bajfaes chat go to the War. 

Saturday the 2d of January, I ftay’d GnmJvi . 
fome time in a Street, to fee the Grand AeThow 
Vizier go to the Seraglio. Before him attended, 
went 30 Chians , and about 60 Turks of 
note, who being come from their Go¬ 
vernments, made Court to him for Pre¬ 
ferment. About 60 Servants follow’d 
a-foot, in the midft of whom came that 
prime Minifter, clad in Red , on a fine 
black Horle. He was of a middle Sta¬ 
ture, and by his looks feem’d to be about 
54, or 55 Years of Age. 1 was told 
he was much addifted to Hunting, 

Sunday 3d, after hearing Mafs, i went Muphti, 
to fee the Palace of the great Muphti , 
who is in the nature of a Pope among the 
Turks , near the Mofch of Alim Selim , 
and found it but a meaaStrudiure. There 
were two Coaches in the Court} but 
about Noon, I faw him go abroad, with 
about ri Perfogs attending him. He 
was clad in Green, and had a great 
Turbant of the fame colour. On fo- 
lemn Days, he is clad in White, and 
feem’d to be between 80 and 83 Years 
of Age. 

Monfleur Grume having fome ac- The Se- 
quaintance in the Seraglio, by his means 
1 was carry’d after Dinner to fee part 
of it, which is allow’d to Franks with 
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rsmuch difficulty. He went fir ft into the 
Cemtlii. two Stables near this R6yal Palace. In 
1694. the firft of them, there were 50 Horfes 
t/VM for the Pages; in the other, as many 
for the Grand Seignior, better than the 
others, and carefully look’d after. A 
Buff angi fhew’d me in a Room adjoyning, 
the Saddles, Bridies, Targets, Foot- 
cloths, and other rich Furniture of Gold 
and Silver, fet with Rubies, Emerands, 
and Turky Stones to adorn the Horfes 
the Grand Seignior and his Favourites 
Ride. Before the Palace, is a Square 
a Mile about; in the midlt whereof is 
a Fountain, and the Colours Staff, on 
which they let up Mahomet's Standard, 
when there is any Mutiny, that the Loy¬ 
al Party may take up Arms to punilh 
the Offenders. 

The Seraglio or Serray, which in the 
jPerfian Tongue fignifies a Royal Houfe, 
is a regular Structure on a Plane near 
the River Tungia. It is two Miles in 
compafs, and has feven Gates for the 
conveniency of comers and goers; be- 
fides thole of the Gardens, which take 
up Fcvcral Miles about. We went with 
the Bujlatigi in at the biggeft Gate, which 
is molt frequented, to a large place too 
Paces Iquare, cover'd round for the con¬ 
veniency of palling from one Gate to 
the other, there being three. Entring 
on the right, into the firft and fecond 
Kitchins, I faw feveral Hdvaggi's , or 
Haccis, tliat is, Cooks, with their ftarp 
white Gaps, who drefs’d Meat for the 


Grand Seignior and his Court ; but in 
a difliaft place from that where Hens 
and Gelt Goats are drefs’d. In the 
third, I found the Confectioners, who 
make Sherbet , and Sweetmeats - tbefe 
clad like the others. Oppolite to the 
great Gate, are the Apartments of the 
JfciogUni , or Grand Seignior’s Page3. 
There is nothing remarkable to com¬ 
pare with our Palaces of Italy , but they 
are like long Halls, where they perform 
all their Exercifes. Over this is a Bal¬ 
cony for the Women , who lodge near 
it. The third Gate leads into the Em¬ 
peror’s Apartments, which are not aL 
low'd to be fecn. 

I can give no account of Hamet the 
II. then Reigning, becaufe, tho’1 cook 
much pains to get Tome Information, no 
Man could tell me how he W3S inclin'd, 
having been many Years a Prifoner, and 
therefore unacquainted with all things. 
He was little addicted to Hunting, and 
to Women, as much as Human Frailty 
drew him. But he delighted in doing 
juftice throughout his Dominions, in 
rewarding Good, and puniffiing Evil. 
By his Sultana , he had two Sons at a 
Birth, of which only one was living, 
call’d Ibrahim. But there are ftill alive 
two Nephews of his , the Sons of Ma- 
hornet the lVth, his Brother; one of 
them call’d A'fujiapha i 13 Years of Age, 
and the other Hamet ot 18, but kept 
Prifoners according to the antient Poli¬ 
cy of chat Family.

A ftrticuUr Account of all the feveral Officers , belonging to the 

Ottoman Court. 


T His Emperor’s Court being with 
him at Adrianopk , and I having 
bad occalkm toufe fbme TurJUJh Terms , 
ic will be convenient to explain them 
in a fe par ate Chapter, being fully in¬ 
form’d, concerning them by particular 
Enquiry, made among the Turks them- 
Eunnchi. Selves, and Europeans, who have redded 
there many Years. 

To begin with the Eunuchs, who are 
the molt in elteem at Court, they are of 
two forts, Black and White. The Blacks 
have the keeping of the Ottoman Delight, 
that is, the Women’s Apartments; and 
to this purpoie they pick out the rooft 
deform’d, whofc very light is fright- 
Vol. IV. 


fob They are cut clofe by the Belly ] 
bccaufe of the great Jeafbufie of the Ea- 
ffern People, and live apart in good ? he 
Rooms, with excellent Order and Dif- *' 
cipline, tho’ they are a prodigious num¬ 
ber. The chief of them in the Turkijh 
language, is call’d Kiflaragaji, or Ktttz.* 
liragafi ; that is, Keeper of the Virgins, 
or “Superintendent of the Women’s 
Rooms; the Keys whereof he keeps. 

His Authority is lb great, that he fpeaks 
to the Sultan when he pleafes; and by 
this means, and (hating in the Prefects, 
the Baffai give the Sultanas for their 
Protection, he gathers vaft Trea fores. 
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The white Eunuchs are cut after the 
common manner, and have the keeping 
of the Grand Seignior’s Lodgings. Be¬ 
fore we proceed further, it is proper 
to obferve, that there are many thou- 
fands of both kinds in the Eaft ; every 
Mahometan that is any thing well to 

E afs, having feveral of them to keep 
is Women. This is a rcafon, they 
make a great Trade of them; for poor 
Parents fell their young Sons to Mer¬ 
chants, who caufe them to be cut, and 
fell them at dear Kates; efpeciaUy thofe 
that have all cut off, it being a difficult 
matter for them to furviveit, arefome- 
times fold for 600 Crowns, whereas the 
others may be had for little above 100. 
Thus, that which makes them molt va¬ 
luable to the Buyer is their greateft Mi- 
fery, for they cannot Pits but through 
a Pipe of Silver, or fome other Metal. 
Moft of the white ones come from the 
Kingdoms of AJf.tn, But an, Pegu , Ara- 
can , and GolcamU , and the Blacks from 
off rid , amongft whom the nioff de¬ 
form’d are dearcff and molt valu’d; and 
in them they look upon it as a great 
beauty to have a flat, or wry Note, a 
frightful Afpeft, a great Mouth, thick 
Lips, and Teeth out of their natural 
order. Both forts of them are proud 
and flern, but the white ones lefs than 
the others, treating thofe under them 
with more Humanity; nor are they fb 
jealous and miftruftfulas the Blacks. 

The chief of tliefe Whites, is call’d 
Capi-Aga , or Captt-Aeafi. He befides 
being the firft in Authority among all 
the white Eunuchs, is always near the 
Grand Seignior ; he introduces Embaf- 
fadors, and all Per fo ns of note; nor can 
any go into, or out of the Grand Seig¬ 
nior’s Lodgings without his leave; fo 
that being ufeful to all Men, he muff of 
neceffity grow vaftly Rich. The Grand 
Vizier himfelf cannot go into the Empe¬ 
ror, without being conduced by him ; 
and if any bufinels would admit of no 
delay, and were brought in Writing, 
the Aufwer ninft pafs through his hands. 
He by a peculiar Priviledgc, granted to 
no other, wears a Tin bant, and rides 
on Horft-back within the Seraglio. He 
waits on the Emperor to the door of 
the Salt ana’s Apartment, where he 
flops, his Authority reaching no further. 
He is allow’d 10 Zeccbines a day for his 
Table. 

Next to him there are four others, 
which arc the Nouidubafchi, who has the 
Government of 40 Pages of the Bed¬ 
chamber ; the Sera-Agafi who lias th? 


charge of feeing all the Grand Seignior’s 
Apartments kept clean, and in repair; be 
has alfo particular charge of the Pages, 
that keep the Linnen, and attend the 
Emperor when he Travels. He has 
under him a Deputy, call’d Seraikefoda - 
fi, to whom it belongs every half year, 
to change the Carpets of the Rooms in 
the Seraglio. The third is the Hazara- 
dar, or Cbazjiadnr-Bafci , who is eiltru- 
ffed with the Empeior’s private Trea- 
fure, or Privy-Purfe, and the Pages of 
his Bed-Chamber; the publick Trea- 
fure for paying of the Army, being ma¬ 
nag’d by the Prime Vizier, and three 
Tefterdars , or Treafurers General. Of 
late, it is true, the Hazjtadar has no¬ 
thing left but the bare Title, the Chat.- 
naket-adafi having ingrofs’d all the ma¬ 
nagement. The 4th. Eunuch is the Ki- 
largi-Bafii , or chief of the Pages of the 
Kiiar , who keeps the Drink for the Em¬ 
peror himfelf. He has alloall the Keys 
of the Akagkj that is, the Kitchins and 
Confeflionaries; his affiftant is the Ki- 
lar-Ketodofi. 

The other Officers of the Seraglio are Dottngi 
the Great Falconer, call’d Dogangt-Bafci ; Bafci, and 
the Kokedar , who puts on the Empe- ot » crs * 
ror’s Veil; the Kikabdar , who holds the 
Stirrup when the Emperors get a Horfe- 
back ; the Setrnar^ who carries his 
Sword ; the Hammargi-Bafci , Who has 
Charge of the Baths; the Ciamad-Bafc », 
the chief of thofe that walh the Linnen ; 
the Geritbegy chief of all thofe that pra- 
dlife Shooting with a Bow every Fri¬ 
day in the place before the Palace. Theft 
principal Polls, are poffcffed by thole 
who have gone through the Employ¬ 
ments of the Ifcioglam. They wear what 
colour Cloaths they plcafe, and Tur¬ 
ban ts out of the Seraglio. 

Others, who are in meaner Employ¬ 
ments, arc diftinguifh’d by what they 
wear on their Heads, being of three 
forts; for every one, as has been Paid , 
wears what Cloaths he will. Thofe are 
call’d Bnftangis , who wear a long red 
Cap, falling back, round at the eud, and 
as broad as at the Head. Many hun¬ 
dreds of thefe look to the Gardens of 
the Seraglio ; faddle and lead out the 
Horfes, and go a-fooc with Perfons of ir 
note, who attend the Grand Seignior 
upon publick Oecafions: Others Row 
in the Barges, when the Emperor goes 
to divert himfelf upon the Water. The 
Boflangi- Bafci is chief of thefe, and has 
the Charge, not only of the Gardens 
in Conftantinople , but of others in the 
Country about. And tho’ he be taken 
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from ft mean a Degree as the Aut-Mog- 
Gemetli. Jam, which are Chriftian Slaves taken 
young in War, or paid by way of 
^T\; Tribute , yet his Employment makes 
him coufiderablc, and refpe&ed by ail 
the Baffd s; who endeavour with Pie- 
feats to gain his good Will, whom they 
know to be in their Sultans Favour; 
as being always about him, and facing 
near him to Steer the Barge when he 
goes by Water. 

Bdtugts. The flaltagit wear a long Cap of a 
Cinnamon Colour, ending in a conical 
Point y or like a Sugar-Loaf, and ferve 
partly to cut Wood, partly to Ride out 
when the Grand Stgnior goes out of the 
Palace; and part of them, which I fup- 
pofe to be Eunuchs, fhnd at the Gates 
of the fir ft and fecond Courts of the 
Seraglio, Thefe are Diitinguifh’d by 
the Name of Capigis 7 and their Chief is 

dpigis. call’d Capigi-Bajii ; whom the Empe¬ 
ror makes lift of to Execute his Com¬ 
mands. 

HiIvdgis. Thofe that wear the white Cap not 

very long, nor ending lharp, bncrefem- 
bling the Ducal Venetian Cap of Main¬ 
tenance, are call’d Hdvagi * and among 
them thole that are particularly Em¬ 
ploy’d in the Kitchin, have the peculiar 
Name of Aragu 9 oi Xaccis, over whom, 
as alfo over all the reft of the Hdvagis t 
the Kifargi-Bofci has full Authority ; 
yet every Kitchin has its Supervifor 
call’d Aragt-Bafci ; befides the Muchek- 
Etum , wlio provides all Things necef- 
fary for the Kitchin and Tables, even 
of Amballadors, according to the Or¬ 
ders he receives from the Grand T»- 
fier. 

fiitfhitr- The Haftdcr-Agafi is Head of the 
Infirmary, and takes Notice of all that 
goes into, or out of the Seraglio 7 but 
above all takes care that no Wine be 
brought in- AU this great Number of 
People (which fometimes according as 
the Sultan is inclin’d, may amount to 
ioooo, but arc not at prcfenc above 
3000) are Born of Chriftian Parents, 
and taken in War, or forcibly by the 
Buff a 's in the conquer’d Provinces to fend 
them as Prefents to the Grand Signior. 
He choofes out the Handfomeft to Di- 
ftribute them among the Seraglio\ and 
have them brought up to the Mahometan 
Law, and Exercifes, dividing them into 
two Ranks; one of the Azatmoglans be¬ 
ing the abteft for Service, fuch as Bdta- 
jp'-', Hdvagis , and Bofiangis the other 
of the better fort defign’d for the great- 
eft Employments of the Empire, call’d 
Ifcioglans , in whom befides Form, a good 


promiling Wit is requir’d. They are 
bred very carefully and ftri&Iy, palling 
through four Rooms they call Odas 7 
where they are Taught noble Exercifes, 
fit for Perfons that are to Serve fo great 
a Monarch, and to have the Title of his 
Pages and Gentlemen. The white Eu¬ 
nuchs are their Matters, who Treat 
them with Severity, and Beat them Cru¬ 
elly for the leaft Fault; ft chat they 
mail have much Patience to geL to the 
fourth Chamber, where the belt of them 
arc with certain hopes to rife to the 
greatell Employments in the Empire. 

Tho’ they are 10 be of Chriftian Parents, 
yet the Capi-Agi, or Great Matter of 
the Seraglio } does not fail to put in 
fome Sons of Turks that arc promiling 
Lads. 

'I here are alio in the Seraglio about 
Sr Of Maidens, either taken in 
War, or for Tribute of the Provinces, 
or fent as Prefents by the Bafa% for 
the Sultan’s Plea fore, who now and then 
withdraws from the heavy Care of Em¬ 
pire to Divert himfelf in their Apart¬ 
ment. 

Before we leave the Seraglio , it will 
not be amifs to lay fometbing of the 
Baffd s 5 becaufe they are not only cho- 
fen from among the Ifcioglans , but make 
up the bell part of the Emperor’s 
Court. 

Baffa is an honourable Title common 
to all great Men at the Port, who are 
Diftinguifil’d by. their Employments ; 
but the four chiefeft of them are the 
nfier-Afem , or Grand Vfter ; the Cdi~ 
mac an , GoverilOlir of ConfantinopU \ 
the Baffa of the Sea; and the Aga of 
the Janizjtries. Thefe are of Inch great 
Authority, that they fometimes Depofe, 
and raife Saltans to the Throne, as 
hapned to the Emperors Mafiapba and 
Ofman ; the latter of thefe being put to 
Death in Piifon by an Executioner; yet 
thefe, fome great Men, are liable to the 
Emperor’s Difpleafure for fmall Offences, 
who takes not only their Heads, but 
their Goods from their Children, tho’ 

Born of their own Sifters. The Fifter- Horfettih. 
Bajfds carry three Standards, with each 
a Horfes Tail, of what Colour they 
pleaft, except Green, of which Colour 
only.the Staff muft be. They fay the 
Original of this Cuftom was, That ha¬ 
ving loft their Standard in a Battle with 
the Chriftiaiis, and the Soldiers being 
Difcourag’d at it, the Turkifh General 
cutting oiF a Horfes Tail, taftned it to 
a Pole, and lifting it up faid, Behold the 
Colour r, let them that Love me follow me ; 

where- 
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whereupon the "Turb taking Courage, 
Gemctii. fell upon the Chriifians, and got Uie 
1694. Day. Inferior Comma rulers may not 
l/VM nut thefe Tails to their Colours. I he 
Baffd s, who are not Vipers, have but 
Two, as alfo the Begs ; but the Gover- 
Hours of little Provinces arc allow d but 
One, The Grand Senior, when he is 
in the Field has Seven, to Denote his 
Dominion over feveo Parts of the World; 
which makes the Turks give him the 
Title of Lord of all Kings. 

G. Vifur The Grand Viper is Lieuteuant-Ger.c- 

‘ ralof ail the Empire, and Armies, as 

alio chief of the Council; and Com¬ 
mands abfolutely under the Grand Se¬ 
nior, whole Seal he keeps- In the Di- 
, van he has fix fitting Vipers, or Cotm- 
fellors to Advife with, but their Voices 
arc not Decifive, but only Confultive ; 
nor can they meddle wkh State Affairs 
without being ask’d. T his Minifter s 
Reputation is fo great, that the Sultan 
himfelf in Matter of the greateft Mo¬ 
ment depends on his Judgment,^ and in 
Council whatsoever he propofes is a De¬ 
cree^ however, it behoves him to he 
very much upon his Guard, lor if lie 
ventures to offer any thing contrary to 
his Mailer’s Inclination, he is foon flrang- 
led. His Court is made up of about 
2000 Domcfticks. When he is vifited 
by any Body, tho’ of never fo great Ac¬ 
count, he does not rife to Compliment 
them, except to the Muplrti, who has 
the fame Honour paid him by tbe Grand 

Sitruer. 

The Car The Caimacam, or Goveroour of Cm- 
Kacan. Jlitntbtoplc , is the Viziers Lieutenant, 
and lie alone performs the Funftfous ot 
his Office in his Abfence, even to giv¬ 
ing Audience to Ambalfadors•, without 
being Expos’d to the Princes Anger in 
cafe of any Failure, becaufe all Faults are 
kid at the Prime JSzjer'% Door. 

Ufa of The Bajfa of the Sea is Captain Ge¬ 
rtie Sea. jicral, and Admiral of the Fleet and 
the Begs Governonrs of the Maritime 
Provinces, and Captains, the G. Sign lord 
Galleys, which are to be always in a 
readinefs to put tp Sea. 

A jot jfj- The yfjjrf, or^Coloncl General of the 

mruies. Janizaries-, call’d by the Turks, V rgeri- 
Jgap, is in fuch Reputation, that no 
lyjan but he can come near his Prince 
with his Hands at Liberty, the Grand 
Viper himfelf being bound to hold them 
acrofs on his Stomach with a great deal 
of Submiffion. Betides, he Commands 
a conliderable Army of about iooooo 
Janizaries •, not that there are really fo 
many, but becaufe feveral Perfons to be 
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Tax-free endeavour to get themfdves 
Lifted among them. 

The next in Dignity are the Eerier- Btgkrbety, 
begs, who are like Sovereigns in their 
General Governments, having the San- 
giac-begs, or Governours of Sangiacks, 
and particular Provinces, under them, 
which latl are accounted the braved of 
the Tarkijh Soldiery. 

The Spahis compofe a con fid crab!e spahu, and 
Body of Horle, and Live on their 7»- oabimu 
mars, or Lands given them by the Grand 
Siguier, proportionsbly to their Services, 
like fo many Lords, nor can this Grant 
be taken from them without deftroying 
the beft Soldiers they have in time of 
need. The Zahims are alfo Horfc, and 
have Lands like the others.' 

The CinoHs are Merten gets to fulfil (Mm. 
the Emperor’s Commands, when he will 
have fome Baja's Head, or Imprifon 
him. They attend the Grand Siguier 
a Horfe-back, when he goes Abroad, 
as was obferv’d before. The Cifeka’s- 
J Safe's is chief of them. 

The Ernirabnr- Bafci , tho' he Lives Emirghur- 
Abroad, fervesas firft Gentleman-U flier Bsfd. 
in the Seraglio, and when the Grand 
Signior appears in Publick, he goes be¬ 
fore him. 

The Ckmeggi- Bafci, tho - lie Lives A- Clmsggi- 
broed, has the Key of all the Bread that Befit. 
is Spent in the Seraglio. 

The chief of theft that receive the Csngfi 
Taxes is call'd Caragi-Bxfii, who toge- W* 
ther with the Cuftomer and chief of the 
Merchants, is to furnilh Mony for the 
Publick Expence, as Occafion requires *, 
the Grand Signior being no way oblig’d 
to make life of his private TreuRire. 

This is a Tax of five Ducats a Head 
paid by every Chriltian, except Banks, 
and every Jew redding in the Levant y 
but the Armenians pay 3efs than the 
Jem. 

The Great Mttplm is the Head of the Ortuphi. 
Mahometan Religion, and Interpreter of 
the Alcoran ; but the Turks confounding 
civil Government with Religion, the 
Maphti and Cadi are indifferently look’d 
upon as Men of the Law, as if there 
were no difference between Lawyers, 
and Divines for which reafon the Muphi 
very often gives bis Opinion in Civil, 
and"criminal Cuufes. Hence it is that 
there is no Ecclcikflical Superiority a- 
mong them, and that there lies no Ap¬ 
peal from the other MaphtPs to the great 
one; as alfo that lie is not Superior of 
the /mans, or Priefb ; every one own¬ 
ing only his own Superior. In other 
Particulars the Great Mstphti of Confian- 
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ample is ReTpcfted by .ill Men, as fol¬ 
lowing the Grand Sigmor’s Court, which 
Diftinguilhes him from the Others, or 
whom there are many throughout die 
Empire. The Soldiers being to he 1 \ y 1 
by none but their own peculiar Judges, 
who are the Cuddcfibers of filMolidy auu 
Sam***, rentier thefe Men’s Dignity 
very Conliderablc, and gives them a 
Scat in the Divan near the Vfor, next 
to the Ainphi >• In great Cities there are 
Judges and AdniiAu, or Afnlx ’$ Suborni- 
nate to the CaMefehtrs in civil Affairs, 
but have no Superior in the Criminal ', 
the Cadis, who Adjnimfter Juttice in 
great Towns, and the Naipt of fraall 
ones are Subject to thefe. 


The Priefts that ferve in the Mfohs 
in the nature of Curates, are call’d 
I mans, or Ernoms ; the Readers of the 
Law to Youth Hogias 3 the Preachers 
Scbeikis i and thole that cal! the People 
to Prayers from the Steeples Mueuns. 

TbeZWwVw, or Religious Men, tho’ 
they make a very Hypocritical outward 
Shew, do not Live in Community, nor 
in their Monafteries, but in their own 
Honfes with their Wives and Children, 
upon an Allowance the Sultan gives them 
of 30, 40, or 50 Afters a Day 3 they 
are alfo oblig’d to repair to the Mo na¬ 
ffer y at certain Hours.

CHAP. IV. 

The Author's Journey to Conftatlttnople. 


B Eing refolv’d to depart for Omfian- 
tinodt, l took my leave of the Ba¬ 
ron de Chateau# euf, the French Ambafla- 
dor, a Perfcn excellently Qualify’d, as 
appears by his Admmiftraiion there, 
having prevail’d with the Sultan not to 
make Peace, as he was follicited 3 ob¬ 
tain’d the Refhuration of the Holy Pla¬ 
ces in Jcrujaletn to the Catholicks, after 
the Greet' h*** Icmp PofTV/Vd o t 
them 3 and brought the Grand Siguier 
to oblige the B.tfa of Grand Caire to 
take but Three yer Cent* for all Goods of 
the Traders of Marftillts, whereas 0- 
thers pay Twenty, and to reftore what 
had been receiv’d over. 

Having hir’d two Horfes for me and 
my Man," at five Ducats a Piece,- I fet 
out fof Cmjlantittefli on Monday 4tu, 
with a fmal1 Caravan of forty People, 
and having rode twenty Miles through 
Plains cover’d with Snow, lay at the 
Village of Hafo, in a Carvanfera among 
our Bealls. _ ,, 

Tuefday 5 th, 1 fuffer d more than 1 
had done in fix Months Travels before 3 
for letting out before Day, we rode 
over Snow and Ice, through a Country 
partly Hilly and partly Plain, till I was 
Frozen a Horfe-back, and had no feel¬ 
ing in my Hands or Feet, After twenty 
Miles riding, we pafs’d through the 
great Village of Bala, and over a good 
Stone-Bridge 3 and at the end of fifteen 
Miles more, fet up in a great Town 
call’d Btrgafo where there is another 


Stone-bridge of many Arches over the 
River. At Night the Janizaries had 
a long Difcourfe concetning the War in 
Hungary , faying, the Germans flied much 
Blood of the Muftdmans, and that their 
Soldiery was Difcourag’d feeing fo much 
Slaughter. Here I obferv’d, that as the 
j French call the Place where Paifengers 
lie Giffe^ fo the Turks give it the Name 
Of Cimac. 

The great Snow that fell on Wtdngf 
day 5th, and what lay on the Ground 
before, would not permit us to Travel 
above fifteen Miles, and we lay that 
Night at the Village of Calejtren. Set> 
ting out betimes on Tbnrfday 7th, we 
could Travel but twenty Miles, to the 
Village of Chiarla , by rcalon of the fame 
impediment of Snow, the Horfes not 
being able to draw their Feet out of 
it. 1 ■ 

Friday 8 th, we got into a Country 
better Inhabited, bat the Soil nothing 
better 3. and having pafs’d by fome Vil¬ 
lages in ten Miles riding, we came to the 
Shore of the Strcight, along which we 
continu’d pur Journy all the Day, to the 
Village of Sivirli, where we pafs’d at the 
end of twenty Miles more. This Vil¬ 
lage is large, and lias a little Port, and 
a famous Bridge of 32 Arches over the 
River and Mo raft. On the Hill there 
is another Place enclos’d with a very 
antient Wall, which appears to have 
been Built by the Greeks, by an old In- 
feription found there in their Language. 

We 
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We made no long Stay here, feeing the 
Gemelli. Way dear of Snow, and the Road good, 
1^94, b u t riding fix Miles further, came to the 
Village of Burgadus, 00 the Bank of the 
fame Streight. 

Saturday 9th, at fifteen Miles end we 
pafs’d through Chtck-mangia, a fmall 
Village ft ill upon the Streight. Here is 
a good Fifhery, for the Streight makes 
a little Bay eight Miles in Compafs, like 
the little Sea of Taranto , and there arc 
four Stone-bridges over it. The People 
there flint tip the Mouth of it, which is 
about a Mile over with Palifado /, and 
then go in at the Gap left in the middle 
with a wooden Houfe, to take the Fifh, 
which is the Reafon there arc three o- 
thcr little Villages upon the Bay. Eight 
Miles further wc pafs’d over another 
Bridge Built upon an Arm of the Sea, 
as convenient as the other for Fiflling; 
for running a great way into the Land, 
it has a great Quantity of Fifh, and is 
the caule there arc feveral Villages about 
the Country. 

Sunday 10th, having Traveil'd ten 
Milesfuither, ]Art Hill, part Plain, I 
came at length to the famous City of 
Constantinople. Thence after contenting 
the Catergt, or Owner of the Horfes, 1 
went to U data to feek a Lodging ; but 
the Inn kept there by a French* Man be¬ 
ing full, I was forced to make the belt 
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fhift I could that Night upon the Boards 
in a Creeps Houfe. In this fhort Journy 
I found not the Civility, Tavernier Lib. 
1. P. 1. Chap. 10. Pag. 118. fpeaks of 
in his Defcription of the Caravanftras of 
Perfta and Turky ; where he is pleas’d to 
write that from Belgrade to Conftamino- 
pie, a Traveller and his Horfe has his 
Charges born by the Overfeer of the 
Car avanferas, who does it out of a Le¬ 
gacy left by a Founder departed, and 
that in the Morning there is nothing to 
do but Thank him and be gone, with¬ 
out putting Hand to Purfe; for I was 
fo far from finding this Entertainment, 
that it coft me two Carlines (about a 
Shilling) every Night to get Boards to 
keep me from the Dirt on the Ground; 
and as for Eating, I far’d as I pleas’d, 
as all the reft; did for their Mony. _ 
Monday 11 th, I took a Room in the 
French- Man’s Inn, paying half a Ducat 
for iny Self, and a quarter for my Man. 
We Eat well enough at a round Table ; 
and I being half Starv’d, as having found 
nothing good upon the Road, nor any 
Convciiiency to Drefs it, did Eat hear¬ 
tily, whereat a Captain of a French Vefi- 
fel admiring, he turn’d to his Compa¬ 
nions, and laid, This Man Eats like a 
Devil, thinking 1 did not underftand 
French. 


CHAP. V. 

The Defcription of Conftantinople, and its Greatnefs, as alfo of the 

Grand Signior’j Seraglio. 


Conflmi- f~*Onfi*wtinople, at prefent the Metro- 
1 tuple de- y_ j polis of the Ottoman Monarchy, 
ferib’d. W3S known to the Antients by the name 
of Byxjtntium j but the Emperor Con- 
ft antin the Great having beautify'd it, 
and repair’d the Harm done in it by 
Alexander Sever us, for fa king Rome made 
it the Seat of the Erppirc ; and as a per¬ 
petual Memorial would have it call d 
New Rome ; and the Province of Thrace, 
in which it is feated, Romelia , or Pomona. 
After his Death this New Rome took the 
Name of Conftantimple , and for Brevity 
that of Polis, that is. City, like the Old 
Rome, which per Excellent inns, was call’d 
'Orbs, So that the Greeks of Romelia, 
when they would F.xprefs, they were 
going to Con ft anti nth New City, us’d to 
lay, tif rip <roMr, F.is ten Palin, that is, 


to the City, whence it is fuppos’d came 
the other Corrupt Name of Stampol , 
or Stambol, now given it by the Turks. 

It is advantagioufiy feated on the 
Streight of the Black-Sea, once call’d 
JBofphortts ThraciitSy in 42. Degrees of 
Latitude. Its Shape is Triangular, and 
the Sea which wafhes two fides of it 
makes there the fineft Port in Europe, 
beyond all Difputc. The Angles of this 
Triangle are call’d Tedicnla , or feven 
Towers; Serray-ovaft , or Serraglio ; 
and the Gate of Jgcvajfaeo-capft, towards 
the Point of the Bay, or little Streight 
of Cbitena. ’Tis true, the fides are not 
equal, that between the feven Towers 
and the Seraglio , being much longer 
than the others; and that between the 
Seraglio, and the Point of the Streight 
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CSof Chit an a Crooked ; oppofite to k be- 
CemelU. yond the Streight flood Chalcedony an 
1094- antient City of Bitbinia. Confiantinople 
iy'VV is reported to have been Built by pau/a- 
nias, King of Sparta, in the Year of the 
World 3469, and 96 after the Deft ra¬ 
tion of Troy, at the fame time that Ta¬ 
ranto, in the Province of Otranto , and 
Gerace, in the Province of the further 
Calabria, in the Kingdom of Naples , 
were Built. Like Old Rome it is enclos’d 
by feven Hills, which does not at all 
leften its Beauty, or the Delights its 
Air and Soil afford. Within its Com- 
pals being twelve Miles, or rather fif¬ 
teen including the Seraglio and its Gar¬ 
dens, are contain’d about a Million of 
Souls* it being the rnoft populous City 
in Europe, next to Paris. The Houfes 
arc low, being Built of Wood, or Wood 
and Mud, and therefore very fubjeft to 
Fires. 

The Royal Mofchs are noble Stru¬ 
ctures, as are the other publick Build¬ 
ings, and the Palaces of great Men Mag¬ 
nificent. There are rich and graceful 
Bazars, or Markets fukable to the Great- 
neS of the City * and feveral Fountains 
of good Water, brought from far in 
long Aquedufts, to ferve all Parts. The 
Streets are narrow and crooked, and 
tho’ Pav’d, not to compare to ours in 
Italy. It abounds In good Fruit all the 
Year * as alfo in Fifh, Flefh, excellent 
Bread, and all an Epicure can defire, at 
very reafonablc Rates. This City was 
the Theatre of Religious Con trover lies 
betwixt Catholicks and Hereticks, ac¬ 
cording to the Inclination of the Empe¬ 
rors and Emperelles * and therefore four 
general Councils were Celebrated there* 
the firft under Pope Damafas in the Year 
381* the fecond under Vigilius in 553 ; 
the third under Agatha in <J8o * and the 
fourth “under Adrian II. in 869. 

The JY- The Grand Signior has two Seraglios 
tiglio. fo this Metropolis* one in the mid it of 
it call’d the old Seraglio, where Maho¬ 
met II. Liv’d, after caking the City by 
Affaults on the third Day of Pentecofi, 
in the Year 1453. and there every new 
Grand Signior fonts up his Predecelfors 
Women. _ The other call’d the Great 
Seraglio , is that where the Sultans re- 
fide, when they are in Confiantinople , be¬ 
ing in the Eaft pare of the City, water’d 
on two fides by two Streights; that is, 
the great fide by the great Streight, 
running out of the White to the Black 
Sea, and the other by the little one, 
made by the Waters of the great one 
running up the Country fix Miles to- 
Vol. IV. 


wards the frefh Water of Chitana. It 
is enclos’d by a finglc Wall with old 
Towers, thole towards the Sea fquare, 
and thofe towards the City round, where 
the Az.amoglans keep Guard to hinder 
all Perftms Approaching. The Sultan 
has Built 3 Summer-Houfe to take his 
View all round upon one of the Towers 
that looks towards AJ/d, whither he of¬ 
ten reports to Divert himfelf. There is 
not hingRegular in the inwardStrmftures * 
but only confute Apartments, and Gar¬ 
dens on its uneven Ground planted with 
Cyprefics, and other Trees; but the 
Leading of the top, and the gilt Mina¬ 
ret, or Turrets, yield a noble Profpeft, 
as alfo the Mofch within it, cfpetially 
when the Sun Ihines on them. Towards 
the Sea there are fomc Galleries, on the 
on tilde cas’d with Marble, and within 
Painted and Gilt, where the Grand Sig¬ 
nior takes the Air, when he comes to 
Divert himfelf with Fifhing. On that 
Point which looks towards Scut am, 
there are feveral Pieces of Cannon in a 
row oil the Ground tofecure the Place* 
and on the fide of the little Streight 
there lie feveral Barges prettily Gilt, 
for the Service, and Diverfion of the 
Sultan. Befidcs the many Gates all a-r 
bour, the three principal Ones are thole 
on the fide of St. Sophia, which lead 
to three Jpacious Courts. In the firft 
on the one fide are the Apartments of 1 
the Azjtmoglans, and on the other fide 
the Infirmary of the Slaves of the Sera¬ 
glio. The fccond Court has Cyprefs- 
Trees planted in the middle, and the 
fides are taken up with the Kitchins of 
the the Stables, the Divan, 

which is a large Room where the fGJter, 
and other Councilors meet to Conlult 
about Affairs of State, the Hafna , or 
Treafury-Chamber, where Taxes and 
Revenues are laid up, and on the other 
fide the Odes , or Lodgings for the Ifci- 
oglans. In the third is a great Hall 
where the Grand Signior gives Audience 
to the Ambafladors of Princes that come 
to the Port * which is the fame as the 
Sultans Court. Further in are the Oda- 
liche, or Apartments of the Maiden 
Slaves, kept for the Emperor’s Pleafure * 
whither none may Pals but the Eunuchs 
that ferve them. 

Having the belt I could deferib’d the 
Seraglio , whereof no further Account 
can poffibly be had, unlefs from the 
Mouth of fome of the Eunuchs that re- 
fide in it, I cannot pafs by the noble 
Profpcft Confiantinople affords. For tho’ 
we have given but a rough Draught of 
K ~ its 
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its Buildings within, bccaufe the nar- 
CemelU. rownefs of the Streets hinders the Plea- 
1&94. furc the Eye fhould take in beholding 
l/YNJ them; yet on the outiide the Houfes 
Handing upon fcvcral rifiri£ Grounds, 
the Roofs being lofty, and the Fronts 
beautify’d with feverai Colours, as well 
towards the Sea, or Screight, as towards 
the Land, it yields a moft wonderful 
and furpiifing Sight. It may be boldly 
A/Terted, ThaL the Wit of Man could 
not choofe out a better Situation in the 
World; the fame Place at the fame time 
a Abiding the Delights of Europe, and 
the Pleasures of AJia, for when the Eye 
is glutted with the Sight of the beauti¬ 
ful Plains of Romella, it is but looking 
about beyond the Streight into AJU, 
and after lamenting the Ruins of Calce- 
dou, it is re-created on the fruitful Soil 
of Scutaret, cover’d with a regular 
Wood of Cyprefs-Trees, improv’d by 
abundance of Fruit-Trees to pleafe the 
Pallatc at all Seafons, and Peopled from 
many Villages along the Streight. Which 
Profpect extends twenty Miles to the 
Black Sea, where Pornpey’s Pillar was 
Ercffed, which is now no more, but 
there are Trees of a prodigious bignefs 
on the Sca-ihore. Then looking again 
ugoa Europe, which by reafon of the 
winding of the Streight fecras to join 
to AJia, it is curious to behold many 
confiderablc Towns both on the Hills 
and Villages. The firJt that appears, 
is Pifcitafi j. then the Villages and Cities 
of Sondach, Topana, 6data, Pera , Afa- 
tapji, Carachioy, Cajfm-Eajfa, Tarfana, 
Dsvanana, and Afctty ; befides many mag¬ 
nificent Palaces ana Gardens of B t %fa% 
and great Men of the Country, on the 
Hills, and on the Banks ot the little 
Streight. Hence it is, that coming from 
the Sea, the Eye is as it were diftrafied 
with filch variety of Profpeift, and 
knows not where to fix; for the nearer 
the Veil'd approaches on the Water, the 
more the Scenes change, and new ones 
appear. 

Cileti. G data being look’d upon as a Suburb 
of Cotiflantinople , as being but half a 
Mile diftant, which is the breadth of the 
narrow Streight, it is not to be parted 
from its Metropolis. This City Jong 
pofiefs’d by the Republick of Genoa, has 
excellent Buildings within the compafs 
of two Miles its Walls extend. Its Si¬ 
tuation is part Plain and part Hill, on 
the top whereof is a ftrong and high 
Tower, by means whereof the Repuh- 
lick kept the City eight Years, whofe 
Arras are Hill to be feen on the Walls. 
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and the reft in Pera , for whom the Di- 
viue Service is attended by the Jefaits 
Dominicans, Capucins and RtcoUts , with 
whom, the CaLholick Patriarch Lives 
and their Church is a PariJh, as is that 
Or the Dominicans* 

. /fra is feated along the little Hill ad- PerA , 
joining to Galata, being but narrow and 
uneven. Here the Ambafladors of Chri- 
ftun Princes refide, as the Emperors, 
^ rAnct i England, E"nice, and 
Holland ; and here are other Monafte- 
ries, one of French Capucins, within the 
1 alace of France ; the other of Rectltts 
or the Holy Land, who Adminifter the 
Sacraments indifferently, like the others, 
without any feparate Quarters or jurif- 
diclion, but according as thofe pleafe 
that make ufe of them. Tho’ it be an 
open Place, there are good Houfes in it, 
which by reafon ol their high Handing 
have the fined; ProfpeS in the World 
overlooking ConjtantimpU, and the Pla¬ 
ces before mention’d. 

Tue[day 12th, I went up thither to 
fee the Dervlces turn round, and found 
two . French Jefuits, who had the fame 
Cunofity ; it was perform’d after the 
fame manner as I mention’d at Adrlam- 
ple, and therefore no more needs to be 
faid of it. 

Wednefday 1 jth, I went a-crofs the mu 
S treight in a Boat, to fee another Mo- Village 
naffery of Dervkes in the Village of 
Eijcitafi, where 1 faw fuch another Dance, 
m a ftately Room painted, near the Sea- 
more. A Turk feeing me Laugh at that 
folly, Lid to me, This is tike your Rc- 
Egious Mm Difctdming themfelves. In 
my Return, 1 difeover’d at the end of 
the Village near Lhe Shore a noble Pa¬ 
lace, all Leaded at top, and with hand- 
fomc Galleries to the Sea. Near this 
Place was another Seraglio of the 'Grand 
StgmoTs Built by Sultan Mahomet, who 
went thither fometimes to Divert him- 
felf, but none of the Court Living there 
at prefent, it runs to Ruin. Going into 
it, 1 found a confufc Number of A* 
partments along the Canal, fome of 
them of Wood, and all without any 
Rule or Method; a few Paces from it 
is a great Garden without a Wall, and 
about that a Cyprefs Grove enclos’d with 
a Summer-Houfe in the middle. 

Having feen this Village, I went to Foniitii 
the other calld FondacU , where there is Village, 
nothing great; but the Houfes lying a- 
Jong the Streight have the Profpeft of 
it, and Conveniency of Fi/hing, where¬ 
of there is great Plenty all along there; 

which 
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(XyV*, which is the reafon Fifh is fo cheap at 
GemcJli. Confiantinople, that Tunny Fifh, taken 
1693. all the year about, is fold tor a Farthing 
t/V^ a pound, an Eel of eight pound Weight 
for about 18 pence , and an hundred of 
large Oyfters for five pence •, the Turks 
being no admirers of Fifh. Going on 
ftiil by Land, becaufe the Streight was 
high, I came to the Village and quarter

of Topana, where the Cannon is caft. 
Before the jlrfenal, was a prodigious 
Culverin , 30 Spans long, and fevcral 
pieces of Cannon 3 and among them one 
that ihot out three Balls, at as many 
Mouths, at once firing. Walking ftiil 
along the Bank, about Sun-fet, Lcatne 
to the Suburb or City of Galas a, having 
gone about three Miles by Land* 


CHAP. VI. 

The Defer ij>t ion of St. Sophia, and other Imperial Mofchs, as alfo of other 
remarkable things in Conftantinople. 


T Hurfday 14th, having hir’d a Boat, 
and a Jew to be my Interpreter, 
I went over to Confiantinople to lee St. 
Sophia. This noble Structure is only part 
of a greater, begun by Jnfiin, and fi- 
nifh’d by Jufilm an, Emperors of tire 
Eaft, who Confecrated it by the Name 
of St. Sophia. The Turks have deftroy- 
ed great part of it, and preferv’d only 
the Duomo, which is the middle part of 
the old Church. 

The Diameter of this Duomo is about 
113 Foot. About the Mofch there are 
two rows of Galleries, each fupported 
by many Pillars. The Great Cupula 
is built upon wonderful Arches, fuflam¬ 
ed by large Columns, cas’d with Marble: 
In the Intervals between which, on both 
lides, there are four ftately Marble Co¬ 
lumns, and two others further back. At 
the upper and lower end of the Mofch, 
are four other Pillars, with lofty Ar¬ 
ches , which divide it into three parts. 
Thefe Arches, and part of the Body of 
the Mofch, are of Mofaick Work ■, which 
tho’ time, and the Turks have deftroy’d 
much, ftiil Ihews fcveral Figures, made 
in the time of the Greeks. The Pave¬ 
ment is all Marble, as is the Pulpit on 
the left of a half Tribune, made by the 
high Altar, to explain my feifthe bet¬ 
ter by Terms us’d in Europe 1 Befides 
the aforefaid Columns, there are fix very 
large ones in the intervals to fuppOrc 
the firfl: Gallery, which goes round , as 
does the fecond. On the right of the 
Niche is a good Clofet, to which the 
Grand Seignior has a private Stair-Cafe. 
The Turks have a particular refpect for 
this Mofch , on account of a Stone they 
keep there, on which they fay, the 
BlefTed Virgin wafh’d the Infant Jefus’j 
Linnen. They alfo fhew a Tomb,which 
Vol. IV. 


they fay, is the Emperor Confiantin's. 
Abundance of Lamps hang all about. 

Having given the Iman or Prieft tea 
Paraas, be permitted me to go to the 
firfl Gallery , up a large Arch’d Stair- 
cafe of Marble, where 1 found ieveii fe- 
veral large fpaces about it, like 7 Chap- 
pels - t but on every fide there are three 
Arches, Which leave a great fpace be¬ 
tween the Wall and the Gallery. The 
Columns on the intide are five to every 
Arch, of Green veiny Marble, and four 
bigger of white Marble, on both fides 
next the Wall. At the lower end of 
the Mofch, over the great Gate, which 
makes the,7th. Arch or Chappel, there 
are four others of green veiny Marble \ 
fo chat in all, they make 34 of black 
and green Marble, and 24 of White, 
Handing on the Arches rais’d upon the 
lower Pillars. The Arches of the Gal¬ 
lery are alfo of Mofaick Work; but the 
Faces of the Saints and Angels have 
been all batter’d and fpoil’d by theT«rL} 
filling up thofe places with Colours, and 
Writing thereon the Name of God in 
Jrabick Characters. The Pavement, 
Walls and Pillars arc all cas’d with good 
Marble. The Prieft fliew’d me a Buri¬ 
al Place of a prodigious depth in the 
fame place on the left, where he told 
me, the Turks were Interr’d. 

There are two long Arches that lead 
to this famous Temple ^ the firft has 
two Gates at the end, and four in the 
middle 3 the fecond which is Mofaick, 
has five in the front, and two on the 
fides.' When in this fecond, there ap¬ 
pear nine Doors, the middiemoft where¬ 
of is of Brafsthe two 011^ the fides of 
it arc open, and the other fix kept fhut, 
fo that they take up almoft all one fide 
of the Mofch. Over that brazen Gate, 
K 2 
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the Turk that was with me , fliew’d me 
CcmeHi. a Dove, the Symbol of the Holy Glioit, 
ttfp4- and an Image of a Saint in Aiofmk Work, 
t/VsJ half defac’d by the Barbarity of-th tMa- 
hornet am \ belides thefe nine Doors,there 
are four on the fides, and two behind 
the Niche, or high Altar oppofite to 
the great Seraglio. 

At the Angles of this Structure, there 
arc four Towers, with Balconies about 
them, into which the MatAms go five 
times a day to call the Turks at the fet 
hours to their Naama, or Prayers. Be¬ 
fore the Front is a Porch, where the 
Mahometan Women fometimes go to 
fay their Prayers. To conclude, the 
Structure is fo prodigious, and the Wall 
of it fo thick, that it feems to have 
been built for a Fort, rather than a 
Church. 

Tombs. Belides the Dwellings of the Imam, 
about the faid Mofch , there are on the 
left fide, feparate from the Body of it 
Tombs ot feveral Saltans along the en¬ 
clos’d Church-yard. The firflt is of Ma¬ 
homet, the fecond of Selim, the third of 
A mar at, the fourth of- liis Children, 
which were about 120; and the fifth, 
next the Mofch of the Saltans ■Mitjhpba, 
and Ibrahim. Thefe Tombs are made 
like Cupulas, Leaded without, and Paint¬ 
ed within, after the Country Fafhiou; 
as the Walls without, are cas’d with 
ordinary Marble, and within with a finer 
fort, and fine Tiles. The Ground is 
cover'd with good Carpets, and in each 
Tomb two great Flambeaux weighing 
about 300 Weight in Wax each, with 
a great Turbant on them. Within them 
are bury’d their Wives, Children and 
Brothers ; but the Sultans and Sultanejfes 
Tombs , are bigger than thofe of* their 
Children, which have no Tnrbants on 
them. There are Imam, or Prieils ap¬ 
pointed to look after all thefe Sepulchers. 
One thing peculiar, l obferv’d iu S. So¬ 
phia, which is, that no Women being 
allow’d to go into the other Mofchs, in 
this they may enter, if they arc not la- 
tisfy’d to pray in the Porch. 

S\ilmII*‘ Friday 15th, I went to fee Salt an Ha- 
wet’s, met 's Mofch, in the Afmtdiatt, or Hippo- 

Mofch. drome. For beauty , it exceeds S. 5 o- 

f hia, but is not fo large, and it fiicws, 

. no colb was fpar’d about it. The great 
Cupula of this Mofch, (for they arc all 
built after the fame Falhion, and fuflam¬ 
ed by four large round PilJars,)cas'd with 
fine Marble, of feveral Colours, beau¬ 
tiful to behold ; and there arc four 
fmaller at the four Angles. By the great 
Pillars, there are other thick Marble 


Columns, befidcs the little, fupporting 
a curious Gallery, that goo* round it. 

The Ground is laid with good Marble, 
and cover’d with Rich Carpets ; and 
there arc Lamps hanging in all Parts , 
with other Works of Criftai, of feve¬ 
ral Colours, to adorn the place. At 
the end, is a large Tribune of fine Mar¬ 
ble, and on the left of it a Pulpit of the 
fame Stone. It has three Brals Gates 
well enough wrought at the three fides. 

The fir ft place, or Church-yard, is en¬ 
clos’d with ordinary Marble, and there 
are feveral Doors to it, with Iron fteps. 

On both the out (ides of the Mofch, there 
are two Galleries, adorn’d with feveral 
hundreds of final! Pillars, worthy the 
Obfervation of curious Perfons, and a- 
Iong them feveral Fountains for the 
Turks to wafh them, they being of O- 
pinion, they thus cleanfc both Body 
and Soul from all filth. 

There arc a!fo three Gates, that lead 
out of the firft into the fecond Court, 
or Church-yard ; on the fides whereof, 
arc ao Matble Pillars, that hold up the 
Arches of 20 Leaded Cupulas. All the 
Ground is laid with Marble, with a great 
Fountain in the middle. There are fix 
other handfbme Cupulas gilt at the top; 
three on cadi fide of the Mofchs In all 
theft Mofchs of Conjfaminople, and Adri- 
anople, belides the apartments of thofe 
that ferve them, there arc others for 
poot People, who are there in fir titled 
in Virtue, and maintain’d out of the 
Revenues of the Mofch. 

Saturday 16th, in a place near St. So¬ 
phia, 1 faw fevcrallions, Tigers, Wolves, 
and Foxes, which are fliewn, paying a 
few Faros. 

Next ! went to fee the Aimedan , or j f]e A 
place where die Soldiers exercife, fo. ntim. 
call’d, becauie it was formerly the Hip¬ 
podrome, or place of riding Horfies, in 
the time of the Greek Emperors. In 
the midft of it, on the Ground, are fix’d 
three Serpents, twining about with their 
Mouths open, at the 'end of the Coil, 
a good piece of Workmanfbip, remain¬ 
ing from theChriftian trines, of vhich 
Writers tell many Fables. Lowei than / 

that, is a tall Obelisk, a 1 moll; coufum'd 
with Age; and on the other fide, a Py¬ 
ramid erefted on tour round Pillars of 
Brafs, a fpan high, on a Pedeftal made 
of one fouare piece of Marble, and writ A p yrt . 
all round in Latin, and Greek Letters; mid/ 
bur it is very difficult reading of three 
l^tin Verfts, a great part of it being 
btiry'd in the Ground; the Verfcs are 
thefe:

By which may be gather’d, that it 
was erected in honour of the Emperor 
Theodo/ius, whofe Figure is feen on the 
top, and this for the Union of the Creek 
and Latin Churches, which happen’d in 
his time. It is not fo large, or high as 
Cleopatra s Pyramids at Alexandria ; for 
the Foot is not Jix Spans Iq u a re, and the 
height 50; but it has the fame Hiero¬ 
glyphic ks and Characters on it, as that in 
the Balfam Garden at Caere. 

Near this place is the Sepulchre of 
Hamet y and his Children, built after the 
fame manner, as thofe already defer!b’d, 
that is, cas'd with Marble, infide and 
outfide, and the Ground cover'd with 
Carpets. 

I went out of enrioftcy to the Jaftr- 
Eafar, to fee the Market of Slaves. This 
is a place enclos’d, with many Trees in 
the middle, and many Walks or Galle¬ 
ries about it, under which the Slaves 
and the Sellers are. The manner of 
felling them is odd; for after praying 
for the Grand Seignior, the Seiler holds 
the Slave, that is to be fold by the end 
of a Cloath; and on the other fide, the 
Crier goes Proclaiming the price. He 
that has a mind to buy, uncovers the 
Slave’s Face, and feels him or her, in fe¬ 
vers I parts of the Body, as we do in 
buying Horfes or Afles. 

Hence 1 went to the Bifdfiett y a place 
cover’d, where there are many Rich 
Shops, in which they fell all the richeft 
things to Cloath and Arm a Gentleman, 
as alio Horfe Furniture; all the Arms 
being gilt, and the Furniture Embroi¬ 
der’d and cover’d with Jewels. The 
Arch is fuftaiu’d by eight Pillars, leav¬ 
ing three long Walks a-ccofs the mid¬ 
dle, to which there are four Doors from 
the fides. Not far from hence is the 
Surf'd , where there are Walks full of 
Tables, with good Shops, affording all 
things a Man can defire. 

^ In my return, I pafs’d through the 
V,alidaxan , which is a large Square en¬ 
clos’d, about which, there arc many 
Shops in the firit floor, and in the fe- 
cond above it. This Structure was e- 
re&ed at a vaft Expence, by the Mother 
of Mahomet the IVtb, and the Revenue 
of it affign’d for the maintenance of the 
Mofch built by her. 


Before I took Boat to return to Ga~ The fair 
lata, 1 law the $ am far chi , on the Shoar ftreti. 
of the Screight. This is a Stru&ure 
confining of two long Arches, in one 
of which, there are feveral Drugflers 
Shops, and in the other LinneiTDra- 
pers. This is commonly the fir# place 
in the City , where the Plague breaks 
out, becaufe it is very moiit, and the 
Drugs make the Air unholfbmc, as has 
been found by experience in the late 
Plagues. 

Sunday 17th, after hearing Mafs, 1 
went again to Confiantimple , to fee the Motih 
Celebrated Mofch of the Favourite Sul- 
raw*, Mother to the Emperor now Reign- 
ing, and to Mahomet the IVth, In the 
firft Court, or Church-yard,is her Tomb, 
and thofe of her Sons, brought thither 
from Adriawph, Its Cupula is fin port¬ 
ed by four Pillars, in the Intervals, be¬ 
tween which, there arc rows of Marble 
Columns, orderly difpos’d, and all the 
Walls cruited with Marble, and til’d. 

There is a way to go all round the Mofch, 
under the Arches; on the Angles where¬ 
of , there are other handfome half Cu¬ 
pulas. In a Word, the Eye can behold 
nothing more beautiful, either for fim- 
mecry or coftlinefs; as well on account 
of the Marble, with which the Ground 
is laid, and then cover’d with Carpets: 

As for the rich Lamps hanging in the 
middle, at the end of it, is a good Mar¬ 
ble Tribune, or Clofct for the Sultan, 
who goes thither up a noble Stair-cafe, 
and through a cover'd Gallery in the 
firft Court, and behind die Mofch. Oil 
the left of the Niche, is a Marble Pul¬ 
pit, as alfo a beautiful Gallery about it, 
adorn’d with curious Pillars. 

In the firft Court, which is enclos’d, 
there are feveral Dwellings for the /- 
mans, or Pricfts that ferve the Afofch , 
with Fountains and Trees in the midft 
of it. There arc three Doors out of 
this firff, into the ftcond Court orCIoi- 
fter; in which there are about 20 Co¬ 
lumns of good Marble, and about 28 
Leaded Cupulas on all the four fides. 

The Mofch on three fides, has three 
Gates wrought with Brals, and two 
beautiful high Towers gilt at the top, 
at the end of it. 

Monday r 8th, I went in the Morning The Ef- 
to fee the old quarter,or Corps de Guard ViioiaUr. 
of the Janizaries, call’d Efjitiodalar, 
which fignifies old Houfie. This is a 
Stru&ure enclos’d with high Walls,with¬ 
in which are the apartments and Lodg¬ 
ings for the Janizaries and their Officers, 
capable of containing fame thoufands. 

In 
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CsJ^r\ In the mid It of it is a great Court, with 

Gmetli. feveral Fountains for their ufe. 1 hey 
1693. have another .quarter call’d Gnegm- 
Odar, or New-houfe, where others re- 
fide* 

|M Then I went in to fee the Mofch, 

Mofeh. built by SoUman, the fineit without dis¬ 

pute of all I had feenyet, with tour fine 
Towers upon the Angles. The way 
hfirft into a great Court, Wall’d in; 
and out of this, there arc three Doors 
to pafs into the fecond, in which there 
are 24 Columns of mix’d Marble, that 
fuftain the Galleries, and 28 leaded 
Cupulas. The Ground is all laid with 
Marble, with a Fountain in the middle, 
compos’d of eight Pillars, of the fame 
fort of Marble. The Mofch has one 
D6or facing the fecond, ana four on the 
fides. The great Cupula, as in all the 
Others, refts upon four Pillars, haying 
two other fmaller adjoyning to it, riling 
from both ends of the Niche, and there 
are five on each fide of it, with four 
Jarge Marble Columns, above 50 Spans 
high. 

On the right hand is a curious Mar¬ 
ble Tribune for tine Grand Seignior , 
fhpported by iix Pillars. On rite left 
was the Pulpit, and another open Tri¬ 
bune, for the Ceremonies ofth e Mofch. 
The Pavement is all cover’d with fine 
Carpets, and the place lighted with 
Lamps. A ftately Marble Gallery _ a- 
derns both fides of the Mofch ; behind 
which, at the fide of the Niche , is a 
round Chappel, emhelli/h’d with good 
Marble, and the Pavement cover’d with 
Carpets, where is the Tomb of Salim an, 
and others of his Family. In the inner 
part of the Chappel, is a row of Pillars 
of fine Stones, and without it a row of 
Banifters. The Tombs, as 1 obferv’d 
clfewhere, arc cover'd with Silk, Tur- 
bants lie on them, and there are great 
Flambeaux at the fides. Hard by is an¬ 
other Cupula, of a meaner S trade re, 
with fbmc Tombs after the fame man¬ 
ner. 

jUfaet't Going home, I took Sultan Bajaztth 

Mofch. Mofch in my way. The firft Court of 
it is large, atjd has three Gates; the fe¬ 
cond in which, are eight tall Ciprefs 
Trees; has about it 20 Pillars of mix’d 
Marble,and 8 others in the middle,which 
hold up a Roof over a Fountain; 24 
Leaded Cupulas cover the Galleries a- 
bout the Court. The Mofch has three 
Doors on one fide, and two on the 0- 
tlscr. The great Cupula Hands upon 
four large Pillars, with two midling ones 
by it. At the ends are four other Cu¬ 


pulas all white within, and adorn’d with 
Arabick Chara&ers. On the left of the 
Niche, near the Pulpit, is a Tribune 
for the Grand Seignior, held up by fix 
Columns, and another lower for the Ce* 
remonies of the Mofch ; which on that 
fide fpreads out into two Arms, In Ihort, 
not to tire the Reader, there are, as in 
all other Mofibs, Carpets on the Ground, 
Lamps hanging about, and Towers at 
the Angles to call the People. Bajaza’s 
Sepulcher is a-part in a round Chap- 
pel, crufted with Marble within and 
without, with all the Ornaments men¬ 
tion’d in the other Imperial Sepulchers. 

It was very dangerous going to Con- 
fiantimph for me , becaufe there was a 
'Caimacam or Governour, who was a 
great Enemy to Cbriftians. He had 
caus’d 50 Ba/tonadoes to be given a 
French Man, for wearing yellow Shooes, 
he having forbid Franks to Cloatli them- 
felves after the Turkijb Falhion ; and 
the fame to a poor Greek , bccaufe lie 
carry’d a Bottle of Wine. He carry’d 
himfelf fo rigidly, afpiring to be Grand 
Vizier, that he valu’d no Man, not even 
the Embafladors of Crown’d Heads, to 
whom he gave to underfband, that he 
would ponilh the leaf! offence commit¬ 
ted by their Family. Particularly the 
Dutch Embaffador, who takes great de¬ 
light in Shooting of Fheafants , which 
are to be found at Belgrade, fix Miles 
from the City, had word brought him, 
that if he went thither any more, he 
would caufe him to be hang’d before 
the Gate ; he was therefore cry’d up as 
the dreadful left: Man in the World. For 
this reafbn, 1 defir’d the French Conful 
to appoint a Janizary to go along with 
me, which he refus’d to do, faying, it 
would expofe him ; for if. the Caimacam 
offer’d me any affront, it would refieffc 
upon all the Nation, and theiefore I 
fhoukLtake care how I went to Conftan- 
tirnple, for I fhould certainly he thrown 
into Goal. But, fince I was Travelling 
the World out of curiofity, I would not 
for any danger omit feeing, one of the 
prime Cities of Europe, and therefore 
I continu’d to go every clay. The French 
Embaffador us d all his endeavors to 
have the Caimacam depos'd, but found 
it difficult, becaufe he was fupported 
by the Sultamfs , and the chief of the 
black Eunuchs ; tho’ be was an Enemy 
to the Grand Vizer, to whofe Orders 
he gave little Deference. They call'd 
him Calolicos , a name given him by Ma¬ 
homet the iVth, when he ferv’d as a Bal- 
tagt , becaufe he was a good Horfoman. 
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rs^A^ Tuefday 1 9tfi, I hir’d a Boar, and went 

GemeSi. over into Afia , crofting a Streight of 
1694, two Miles, which runs from the black 
t/VXJ Sea to the Vardatsels, and Landed at 
Srnaret. This is a great open Village, 
satmeu p eatec j p art j n t j, c p] a m, and part on the 

Hill, but pleafant enough, efpecially in 
Summer, becaufe of the Greens and 
good -Fruit Trees it lias. There are 
good Bazars, or Markets in the plain 
part. 

Then I went to fcc Leanderh Tower, 
lower. call’d in the Tarkifh Tongue ChifcnUfi, 
feated in the mid It of the Streight, on 
a plain Rock, too Spans fljuare, which 
tho’ fo fmall, and in the midft of the 
Sea, has frelh Water. 1 found nothing 
remarkable in it, but only a few Pcdre - 
roes , and 8 pieces of Cannon, level with 
the W3ter. It is fabuloufly call’d fo by 
the T<trks, for being the Prifon of Nero, 
Miftrefs to Lewder, who fwam over to 
her, from the Lake where now the Se¬ 
raglio Hands, every Night; but if we 
believe our Poets, and particularly 0- 
vidy this liapned at the Caftles of Scjlus 
and Abydus, Returning home, the 
Stream carry’d us near the Point of the 
Seraglio , whence we return’d along the 
Shoar of the Streight. 

jrcxiiiu Wtdnefday 2oth, I went to the place 
and Howl- of Auret-Bazar , to fee the famous Pil- 
rius*s Pil- Jars erefted, in honour of the Emperors 
hr* Arcadins , and Honor ms. The Pedeltal 
is made of eight pieces of Marble,- be- 
fides the Bafe, which is bigger and fquare. 
The Pillar is made of feveral pieces, on 
which there are fmall Figures cut in 
half relief, which to me feem’d to re- 
prefent a Triumph, being like the Work 
of Trajan's Pillar at Rome. It is a I molt 
gone to ruin, and they have put three 
Iron Hoops about it, to prevent its fall¬ 
ing. It is hollow within , and there 
was a winding Stair-cafe to go up to the 
top of it , there being a door at the 
foot of it, and another fmall one upon 
the Capital, round which, there was 
room to walk. Twelve Spans higher 
is another Capital, where the Column 
ends. Having a mind to go in, I found 
the Stair-cafe Hopp’d up with abundance 
of Stones, nor could l take its heighth, 
becaufe of the jealous temper of the 
Turks, and feverity of the Caimacam\ 
but as near as I can guefs, it may be 147 
Foot high, as Peter Giglio obferves. 
An Aque- Thence I went to fee the Aqueduft, 
du ^' call’d Chemer. It is about half a Mile 
long, on many Arches of Brick, fome- 
times one upon another, to raife them 
to the heighth of the Water. They 


told me, tliat three hours Walk from 
the City , at the place they call Ante- 
chemcr , there are a greater number of 
Arches, better made, and larger. 

7 burjday 21H , I went to fee Mahb- , 
miffs Mofch, which differs little or no- ' 

thing in Strudfure from the rcH; and 
therefore I will not be more particular 
concerning it. Behind the Mojib, in a 
plain round Chappel, is the Tomb of 
Sultan Mahomet the Founder. 

All the way l went that Morning, was 
among Houles and Streets, con fum’d by 
the Iaft Fire , which has oblig’d the 
Turks to live in Wooden Baracks, from 
the place call’d Atet et- Bazar , as far as 
Chemer , or Mahomet 1 s JMofi.li. For fe¬ 
veral Miles along the Streight, there 
was nothing to be feen but difmal Me¬ 
morials of the Fire, and the fame in the 
place, call’d Zitghare-Tuchjii, where they 
were re-building. 

After Dinner, I went to the PI fir- vifir-Xan, 
Xan, a great fquare Building, frill of 
Shops above and below, where they 
Print Stuffs. Next to it, is a Pillar of 
Red Marble, of feveral pieces, 60 Spans 
high, on which Con flan tine fee his own 
Statue, which in proccfs of time fell 
down. The Pedeltal is enclos’d with 
a Wall, and the Greek Letters on its 
Capital, teflifie it was Lredted in the. 
year 440. Time has decay’d it, and to 
prevent its falling, they have ftrength- 
ned it with ti Iron Hoops. It has this 
peculiar beyond the other Columns, that 
there are about it eight Cordons , or 
Wreaths of Stone running up to the 
top of it. 

I proceeded to the Acme dan,or Hippo- Ibrahims'* 
drome , to the Seraglio , or Palace built Palace, 
by Ibrahim-Baffa , Son in Law, and Fa¬ 
vourite to the Emperor Soliman the II. 
where they told me, there were 600 
Rooms, which 1 could not fee the En¬ 
trance, being forbid. It is feated on 
one fide of the aforefaid Square, which 
is made ufe of upon publick Sports, as 
for Skirmilhes and Games at the Circum- 
cifion of Ottoman Princes, and the Grand 
Seignior comes to this Palace to fee 
them. 

Friday 22th , having hear’d Mafs be¬ 
times, I pafs’d over to Cmftantinople, to 
obferve the compafs of its Walls. Be¬ 
ginning next the Streight, and going 
out at the Gate of Egri-Capfi , or the 
black Gate, I went towards that of A- 
gevajfire-Cayfi,c\ ofe to which the Streight 
runs; then turning back along theLand- 
fide, 1 went about the Wall, on a way 
Pav’d with Flint, which goes round. 
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Falling by five Gates on this fide, I faw 
Cemttit. near that of Adrianople call’d Edriene- 
i6p4. Capfi, the Place wliete the Turks made 
the Breach, at which they entred, ami 
took the City. Coining to the great 
Strcight, which at the Point of the Se¬ 
raglio llrctches out a final 1 Arm, I went 
in at the feventh Gate, call’d Tedicula , 
or of the feven Towers, there being no 
more on the Land-fide. 

The feven The Place properly call’d the feven 
loms. Towers is at a final] diltance, and is a 
Prifon for Prifoners of State, whom the 
Sultan will not put to Deaths and to 
keep Hoftages. 1 bad the Cmiofity to 
go into the fir ft Court, and as far as l 
could obferve, it is like a fquare Caftle 
with feven Towers in it beaded, where 
there are good Apartments for Prifo¬ 
ners. The Air is wholfome, and good 
to difpel Melancholy. In Lhe Mutiny 
that hapned in 1648, the Soldiery in¬ 
cens’d againft Ibrahim their Saltan, drew 
him from the Seraglio to the feven Tow¬ 
ers, and there Strangled him. The Sul¬ 
tan Ofman dy’d in the lame Place, and 
the fame fort of Death, upon another 
Mutiny in 1612, 

The Revenues of Mofchs that are any 
thing con fidcr able are alfo kept in thefe 
feven Towers ■, fome of them being 
worth above 100000 Crowns a Year. 
This Trcafure is kept to make War up¬ 
on Chriftians, in defence of their Law 
nor dare the Turks put it to any other 
Ufes. On the outfide, I faw a Door 
{hut between two Towers, near which 
there were Angels and Saints cut in the 
Marble in half Relieve, which fhew it 
was Built by the Chriftians. 

The Walls of Conjlamimple next the 
Streight are in fome Places fallen down i 
the Part that remains Handing has Tow¬ 
ers on it at equal diftances. On the 
Land-fide, there are fmall weak Towers 
after the ancient maimer, with a Iballow 
Ditch, before which there is a Wall 
Breaft-higb for Musketiers. 

Compaq Continuing my Walk round within 
of the Ci- Gate of Talku/a, there being no 
7 ' going on the out-fide but by Water, I 
came to the Seraglio ■, and proceeding 
from thence along the Streight, I made 
the Tower or Round at a moderate rate, 
in four Hours ; fo that I look upon Ctm- 
fiantinoplc to be twelve Miles in cotn- 
pafs, as was faid before, belides three 
.Miles the Seragho makes, which in all 
is fifteen. By the way 1 faw the Mofch, 
and Sepulchre of Saltan Selim. 

Near the Gate of dgri-Capfi, are the 
remains of the Empeior Confiantint’ s Pa¬ 


lace, whereof a part towards the City 
is ftill ftanding, ft appears to have 
been a large Structure, but ftanding at 
the end of the City, it is rather to’be 
fuppos’d to have been a Houfc of Plea- 
lure than any others bccaufe it over¬ 
looks all the Streight, and frelh Waters; 
and that his Rcfidence was near St. So¬ 
phia, where there are remains of Pillars 
and Marble about the Garden of the 
Seraglio. In this Palace of Cmfiantine% 

1 was told, ^ a Youth feven Years before 
that time found a Diamond among the 
Rubbifh, which he Sold for about three 
Pence or a Groat Engiifo, next it was 
parted with for about two Shillings; 
and the Stone being good, Sultan Maho¬ 
met then Reigning, came to h?ar of it, 
who Bought, and had k Cut( when it 
was found fo large and fine, that it was 
valu’d at above 100000 Crowns. 

After Dinner l return’d to Cotsfianti- ThcJ 
nople CO foe the Efqui-Serray , that is, the Serrejt. 
old Habitation. This is a Royal Sera¬ 
glio, where all the Women are kept up 
that iiave ferv'd former Sultans, as was 
faid before, whence they never come out 
unlefs Marry’d to fome Bafai. This 
Place is enclos’d with a Wall 24 Spans 
high for two Miles in compafs, within 
which are the Lodgings, and Gardens * 
for chofe Ladies Diverfion, There is no 
going into it, the Gate being guarded 
by Janizaries and Capigis. 

Near.the Efqtti-odUor, or Street of the Seefitde- 
Cefede-Bafci, I went in to fee the Mofch 
of Scejade-gi.wtlft, Built by the Son of a 
Sultan. A bout it is a noble Court, with 
feveral Buildings for Imams , with three 
Gates leading to the fecond Court, or 
Cloifter, where there are about fifteen 
Marble Columns that fuftain 21 Cupula's 
all Leaded In the middle is a curious 
Fountain, the top whereof is held up 
by little Marble Pillars. There a^e three 
Doors to the Mofch, whole Cupula Hands 
on four large Columns; for the reft: 
there are the Tribunes, Carpets and 
Lamps as in the others. Having iecn a 
Sepulchre, which they told me was Ibra¬ 
him Safa’s, I went out, and feeing ci¬ 
thers in my way, Curiofity led me again 
into the firft Court 5 where in a Chapel 
1 obferv’d two Tombs of Sultans with 
Feathers in their Turhants under Silk 
Canopies, after the Turkijb Falhion. As 
I was going out to view the reft, I met 
a Jamzary, who call’d me j but I fear¬ 
ing to be Robb’d, being in a folitary 
Place, and having forty Ztcchines about 
me, made hafte away, and perceiving 
him Purfue, began to run out of the 

Place. 
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rsPlace. Tiie Janizary feeing one of his 
Gemtlli. Companions call’d out to him to Hop 
j 1693. me i which he did, there being no way 
for me to Efcape. Thefe Turks having 
fearch’d, and found nothing about me, 
led me to the Efcjui-oddar, which was 
clofe by, and bringing me before a Man, 
whom I fuppos’d to be ail Officer, ac¬ 
cus’d me as a Spy. He examin’d me in 
good Italian , and I told him 1 was come 
out of Curiofity to fee the Tombs. He 
repiy’d there was no feeing of them, 
bccaufe of the extraordinary Jealoufy of 
the Tarks, but that he Excus’d me this 
time as being a Stranger, who knew not 
the Cuftom of the Country, and warn’d 
me to make hafte to Galata , and return 
no more to Confiantinople ; as alio to be 
thankful to the Turk chat fet me at Li¬ 
berty. I thought I had leen my Angel 
Guardian, who deliver’d me out of Pri- 
fon ; and doubrlefs he was lorne Italian 
Renegado, for he fpoke the Language 
better than my felf. I accordingly made 
hafte back to Galata , which I had fear’d 
l Ihould not fee in fome Days} fo dan¬ 
gerous is Curiofity among Barbarous 
People. 

Creek In my Return, I pafs’d through the 

Church. Quarter call’d Fencr, and went into the 
Church and Houfeof thef??ve£ Patriarch. 
The Church is narrow and low, with 
five Arches on each lide, which divide 
it into three Ifles, and has a few Silver 
Lamps hanging in it. On the Left is the 
Patriarch’s Seat, afeending four Steps, 
on the Right Hand going in is a piece 
of our Saviour’s Pillar, three Spans high, 
about the fame thicknefs, and Red and 
White. 

The Arfe- Saturday 23d, I hir’d a Boat, the Day 

mb being fair, to Divert my felf on the 
Streighc. It is much Pleafanter being 
on it, than on the Pojilipo at Naples, for 
it is to be enjoy’d at all times of the 
Year, and the Propped is better by rea- 
fon of the View 0 f Confiantinople, where¬ 
of we have fpoke before. I went along 
as far as the Villages of Afacapfi, Cara- 
thioy , Caffm-Baftia, and Tarfma, where 
the Galleys are. Going Affiore, I had 
the Curiofity to fee them Building Gal¬ 
liots, Brigantines, and other Veflels un¬ 
der fourteen Arches. There were five 
Galleys finilh’d, and the Keels of three 
others; be fid es fix large Galliots, which 
they told me would foori be Launch’d 
to ferve on the Danube in the Hunga¬ 
rian War. Clofe by was the Captain 
Buffo's Houle, water’d on three fides by 
the Straight, and handlomly Built. At 
a final! dilhnce, on the top of a HID, 
Vol. IV. 




near the Shore was the Village of Diva- 
ttana. There were aifo in the fame 
Water twenty Men of War Built in the 
Black Sea, the biggeft of which carry’d 
feventy Guns; and that being Friday, 
which is the Turkijh Holiday, they had 
all their Colours Abroad. There are 
along the Shore above forty cover’d Ar¬ 
ches, and as many open for the Service 
of the Ships and Galleys. The Water 
is fodeep that they ftep Afiiore from a- 
ny Veffel upon a Plank. 

Proceeding further in the Boat, I faw %. 
the famous Palace and Garden of Serray - Bxdifia 
Badifcia , on the Streighc, adorn’d with P a!ace - 
many rows of Cyprefs-Trces, and abun¬ 
dance of Lettices in the Galleries; and 
cm belliffi’d with fuch variety of Colours, 
that it, in a manner obliges the Eye to 
behold it At a great diftance, all the 
way inhabited, appears the Village of 
Afcuy, where the Streighc turns away 
to the Right, growing narrower towards 
the River. For this reafon the three 
Miles they reckon from GaUta to this 
Village, by Water, are not only De¬ 
lightful on account of the Beauty of this 
Shore ; but alfo for the other oppofite 
to it where Confiantinople ftands, and for 
the many notable Houfes on the Water, 
even without the Gate of Jevafien-Capfi, 
and its Suburb Jupb. The Water four 
Miles from Galata is frefij, by reafon of 
the River that runs from Belgrade into 
the Strcight. Seeing that River ruii 
fmootb, I caus’d the Boat to go on, 
leaving on my Right a Wooden-Houfe, 
well Gilt and Painted upon the Water, 
buijt to take the Air in Summer; and 
palling under a Scone-Bridge three Miles 
further came to Chitana. This is a Place 
that has but few Houfes, but of Curio¬ 
fity, becaufe of a Machine there is on 
the River, which turning a Wheel, 
blows five pair of Bellows belonging to 
fo many Forges, to melt the Iron, which 
is thence convey’d to the Moulds to caft 
Bombs for the War. There being no 
going further, becaufe of a Fall the Ri¬ 
ver makes down the rugged Hills, I 
turn’d Back. 

Mr. Whit tarty a rich Englifir Merchant 
came at Night to our Inn to Sup and 
Drink with ns; for tho’ there were fix 
French-Men at the Table, yet the WarJ 
between Nations are not to break pri¬ 
vate Friendfhip, efpedally in a ftrange 
and barbarous Country. The Englifh- 
Man Eat, and Drank heartily, as aid a 
Gerncfe his Companion, and the fix 
French-Men ; for by the fame Token 
they were all Drunk, and painted one 
I- a no- 
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f'Ow'O anothers Faces without being Angry. 

Gemclti. Noe being able to hold out at Drinking 
t$ 9 +* with then], I went away to Bed, making 
V'YNJ fall my Door, which thefe Bacchanals 
came to break open , but finding it fall, 
were forced to go their way without 
doing any thing. 

Sunday 24th, I was told that the Day 
before the C.n mac am had been at Gdata, 
and feat twelve Greeks and one Jew to 
the Gaileys. Going afterwards to the 
Village of Carachioy, I met the Son of 
D. Jofiph Aiarcbefi of Ale fin a , who 
bought and fold Wine to get his Living, 
as his Father had done before he got a- 
way to France, by fpecial Favour of the 
Grand Sigmor\ 

Monday 2.5th, it was known that the 
Calmacam of Confiantinople had been put 
• out of his Employment, after holding 
it three Months and a half; and that the 
Ba^'n of the Cables was to fiicceed him, 
he being fent to the Government of 
Dtrbtrh.tr, the Metropolis of Mefopota - 
tnia and this becaufe in fo great a time 
he had gain’d the Hatred of both Turks, 
and Cliriltians in chat Government fo 
little fuicable to his Birth, lie being the 
Son of a Grech Prieft. 

No Re- After Dinner, I went over in a Boat 
wains of to Afia, to fee the Remains of the An- 
• ™*' tieut Calctdon, where Landing, I found 

nothing to prove there had been fuch a 
City, but the fair Ground it flood on. 
It is two Miles Weft of Scut ares, op po¬ 


lite to the Seraglio. Near to it the Grand 
Slgvier has a good Pleafuro-Houfe, with 
a curious Garden adorn’d with Cyprds- 
Trccs, which are very common in thofe 
Countries. 

I ufmg fometimes to vilit James Ql- 
«r, Amballador from the State? of HoU 
land at the Fort, becaufe he was a Vir- 
tuofo, and Lover of Travellers, he out 
of Mc.Sponi Book put me in mind, 
that 1 had omitted to fee the Emperor 
Mercian's Pillar, which others befides 
me had forgot; which gave me an Itch- 
rng to return CO Corfamineplt, toiatisfy 
this new Coriofity \ uptfifithftandiflg I 
had promis’d the Rcnegado 1 would go 
no more. In fpight of the Danger ( 
took Boat Tstefday 2ffdi, and law the 
Pillar in the Court of a private Turk's 
Houfe, near the fame Quarter of the 
Jamutrits, As near as I can guefs it is 
fifteen Spans high, made of one piece of 
fpeckled Marble, with its Capital of the 
Corinthian Order, on which was a fquare 
Stone, with four Eagles at the four 
Corners. I could not fee the Latin Ver¬ 
bs the Ambaflador told wc were at the 
Foot of the Column, they being per¬ 
haps funk into the Ground with the 
Peddlal. Befides I was in fuch hafte to 
get oat of Danger, for fear of meeting 
the Italian Renegado, who this time 
would have done me fome Diskindnefi., 
that I would not flay to have it unco¬ 
ver'd. 
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D Efigning to go by Land into Ptrfia 
with the Caravan^ I reioiv’d to 
return to Smirtia by Sea 5 which John 
and David Mener , French Merchants of 
Marfeiiles , and the latter Couful of the 
Nation underftanding, they both of them 
very civilly offer’d me my Pailage Aboard 
the Ship call’d the Jupiter, Commanded 
by Captain Duran, of the laid City of 
Marfeiiles. The fame Offer was made 
me by Captain Sereni of the fame City, 
aboard his Vcflel call’d the Swallow ; 
for the French are very ready to forward 
any Body that Travels only to See and 
Write; and Talking of me, they would 
fay to one another. This is a worthy Man, 
who Labours for the Publick, and therefore 
we are all Bound to AJftJi him.

1 Thank’d them all, and accepted of 
the Kindnefs Aboard the firfl that lhould 
happen to Sail j but perceiving on Wed- 
nefday 27th, that they were uncertain 
when they flioqld Sail; for fear of lo- 
%? foe Opportunity of the Caravan , 
which 1 fear’d would fee out very foon 
1 rcfclv’d to go Aboard a Turkifh cC 
amber, that was Bound for Smima. Ha¬ 
ving laid in my Provifion, we let Sail 
with a fair Wind on 'ilurfday 28th ; but 
fcarcc had we run thirty Miles before 
the Rats, or Mailer, according to their 
Coftom,- came ro an Anchor in an open 
Road, on the fide of Natalia , 

Friday 29th, we weigh’d three Hours 
before Day, and that Evening drew 
near the Ifiand Marmora, but the Wind 

being 
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being contrary at Night, we could get 
but little by Tacking. 

Saturday 30th, about Noon, we were 
ftill oppoiitc to thole Iflaads. There 
arc five of them 3 the biggeft is call’d 
Marmora, oa which there are four final! 
Villages, or Hamlets 3 the fecood Baf- 
ciatiman, which are five Villages3, the 
third Ecbirlch >, has but one 3 the fourth 
Baglia, has two 3 and the fifth Imaral , 
has two more. The Soil is fo good, 
that they fupply almoft all Conflanrinople 
with Wine at a moderate Price 3 for an 
Oka, weighing 48 Ounces, which is 
about three .Pints, is fold tor three 6 'ra¬ 
nch of Naples Mony, being about three 
Farthings EngLJb. 

The Wind blowing hard .at Night, 
and the Channel being w id eft about Mar¬ 
mora, we were forc'd back thirty Miles, 
to put into the Pot t of the llland and 
Village of E 1 brick, on Sunday ^ 1 it. The 
fame Wind continuing, kept us all Mon¬ 
day the ilt of February in the fame Place 3 
and failing on Tmfday id, three Hours 
before Day, after fix Hours Sail, we 
came to Gallipoli, 160 Miles from Con- 
famine fit. We fail’d not on Wedtiefday 
3d, betaufe the Sea ran high. That fame 
'Night Vffin Fitter Bajfa, came to Galli¬ 
poli, with a Retinue of 20a Perfons .1 
Horfe-back, going from the Cafiles to 
Confiantinople, to take PoITeffioa of the 
Place of Caimacam ; Calolicos being de¬ 
pos’d, as was faid before, for his ill 
Management. T his Fitter had been Cai¬ 
macam the Year before, and was much 
E deem’d by the Franks for his good Qua¬ 
lities. Xaxart, the French Vice-conful 
entertain’d me in his Houfe very civil¬ 
ly 3 but at Supper omitted none of his 
Pharifaical Superfluous, before fpoken 
of. 

Tkurfday 4th, 1 faw the Londra, or 
yeflel 1 came Aboard of from Bichitr, 
in Egypt, and left at Rhodes 3 which in 
four Months time had not perform’d its 
Voyage, by reafon of the Drun kennels 
of the Edify or M after, who thought of 
nothing lefs than his Bufinels; and had 
1 not refolv’d to leave the Brute, I had 
ftii! Iain Languilhing about thofe Wafts, 
and the Courfe of my Travels had been 
confiderably interrupted. 

We could not Saji before Friday ylb, 
bccaufe of the bad Weather. Yet we 
came in good time to the Caftlc of Na¬ 
talia, ivhere we flay’d, becaufe the Wind 
made the Sea run high. 1 was forc’d to 
lie Aboard that Night, and therefore 
Saturday Or.li, in the Morning, being no 
longer able to endure the Sea Sicknefs, 
Vol. IV. 


f would go A(ftore, tho’ the Snow lay 
in the Country two Spans deep. Going 
to the French Vice-confiil, who re fid ed 
there, I found him a Rude Uamamierly- 
Man, who ask’d me feveral impertinent 
Qucftions, and at lalfc carry’d me to the 
figa of the .CalHe, giving him a very 
ill Account of me, and telling him, I 
feign’d my fdf a French-M an, but in 
Ihort could be no other but lome Friar 3 
grounding his Conjecture upon feeing 
me cover’d with a Cloak like a Friars, 
becaufe of the Cold ; fo that I was much 
afraid 1 Ihould have been thrown into 
Goal.

Sunday 7th, after Dinner we had the 
ufuaJ Viiit of the Cuftomer, and Jam* 
nary, who taking an Account of all there 
was Aboard the Ship, ask’d me whither 
1 was Bound, and whether I had a Pafs. 

I anfwei’d, 1 was Bound for Smima , and 
the Conful had feen my Pais. 

. Monday 8th, the Weather was not fit 
to Sail, but the Sea growing Calm on 
Tat (day 9th, we fet out in the Morning, 
and lay that Night at Tenedos. Tho’ the 
Wind continu’d fair on Wednefday rocb, 
the Rais would not Sail, and it coming 
about afterwards again# us, we were 
forc’d to continue there whilft it lull¬ 
ed. . 

fhttrfday roth, we all went A fhore, 
and 1 took up my Lodging in the Houfe 
of a Greek , where there were alio two 
French- Men, and two Venetians 3 one 
whole Name was Foul, and the other 
his Wife, in Man's Apparel call’d Clare. 
Friday 12th, we all went to Divert us 
two Miles from. our Place of Abode 
for the Country Air, and found all Parts 
well cultivated with Vineyards 3 fo that 
Mufcadine Wine is there fold for two 
iWs the Oka , and the more ordinary 
Sort cheaper, but they are both light 
Wines, fit to drink at Meals. 

Saturday 13th, we Din’d at a Greek 
Pr lefts, who gave ds a good Dinner for 
our Mony. Sunday 54th, we heard Mali 
in, the Greek Church, whither all the 
Chrrftians of die Country retorted. At 
laft, Monday 13th, we Sail’d, being in 
Company four Chi ambers, one Stick, and 
L 2 a Lory 
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a Lotrdra ; but ours being the beft Sai- 
Cemelli. ler oueftrip’d the others, and came fir ft 
1694. to the Streight of Baba , which the o- 
Wv thers could not enter, the Wind, chang¬ 
ing upon them. 

We held our Courfe all Night, fothat 
Tuefday [6th, at break of day, we were 
in light of Foeia- 7 which we entrcd,with 
much tacking, the Wind being a-head 
of ns. Going alboar, 1 hir’d two Hor- 
fes for a Piaftre , to carry me in the 
Morning by Laud to Smirna , which was 
40 Miles diftant; con fid cring I might 
perhaps fpend much time by Sea, becaufe 
the Weather was bad. A Storm blew 
at Night, but the Sea grew fo calm in 
the Morning, that they fent word be¬ 
times, they were ready to depart. 

Focii Wedmfday 17th we fee out early. Go- 

Town. ing out of the Harbour, I obferv’d a fmall 
Cattle, with nine pieces of Cannon le¬ 
vel with the Water. A Bajfa would 
have built another on a final! Ifiand, a 
Mile diftant, but Death prevented him. 
The Town of Facia is fmall, WalPd, and 
has two Gates, and an excellent Har¬ 
bour, fit for great Ships clofe under the 
Wall. The Wind continuing fair, we 
arriv’d at Smirna in the Afternoon, hal¬ 
ving fpent 21 days in this tedious Voy¬ 
age; for a Chriftian may deftroy liim- 
felf, unlefs he be arm’d with Job 's Pa¬ 
tience , among the Turks , who always 
ufe the a front ing Words, Nafi Nafd , 
and Giaur ; and a Man has not always 
the command of his PafTion. This their 
Frefomption proceeds from their be¬ 
ing in their own Country, and Superi¬ 
or in Power, elfc they would not dare 
Falfhefs of to (peak. Therefore it is convenient, 
theGreeks. efiat a Chriftian, as much as may be, a- 
void going aboard a Turkijh VcfTcl; for 
tho’ there be more Greeks than Turks a- 
board, yet the firft are worfe than the 
latter, and bear the fame hatred to Ca- 
tholicks; befides that in matter of Trade, 
they are greater Cheats, and Knaves 
than the Turks themfelves. The Arme¬ 
nians y tho’ Schifmaticks , have not fo 
great an averfion; but rather endea¬ 
vour, whenfoever occafion offers, to do 
Catholicks all the fervicc they can; as 
I have often found by experience. For 
this reafon, on Thurfday 18th, I took 
a Room in the Xan of the Armenians , 
where the Caravan of Per fa puts up. 
Rooms are there cheap, hut without 
any Furniture. 

Friday 19th, my Friends did me the 
honour to vifit me. Saturday 20th , I 
Din’d with Moafieur Rif era. Sunday 
21 th, being Shrove-Sun day , the Dutch 


tonful treated the Dutch and Englifh 
Merchants, and they Danc’d till next 
day. The Englifo Conful did the fame on 
Monday 22th , and ieveral French went 
thither mask’d and unmask’d; the War wj, 
between the two Crowns 110'way ob- a ndiLu* 
ftrutfting the fair Correfpondence be- flighted, 
tween them in a ftrange Country ; and and *•»<* 
therefore they fa id, at Sea they would honour ’ d * 
have fought and done their Duty , but 
that they ought to be Friends in a 
ftrange Country. In fbort, during thofe 
Days of Shrove-Tide 7 they met together 
40 at a time, French, Englifh, and Dutch, 
drinking merrily in the Neighbouring 
Villages, and among them the Sons of 
the French and EngUJh Confuls. The 
fame, as I mention'd before, was pra¬ 
ctis'd at Constantinople , between the 
Dutch Emballador, and Mr. Mener the 
French Deputy. Perhaps other Nations 
would not be able to conceal their Aver- 
fion, and behave themfelves fo nobly. 

In other rcfpech, thefc Englifi, and Dutch 
Minifters are fb little regarded by the 
Turks, that they protea none but their 
own Country Men (as they feveral times 
refus’d me) knowing that the Turks do 
not value them. _ On the contrary, the 
French refufe their Proteftion to no bo¬ 
dy, not even to Venetians, who contir 
n ue in the Levant , when the Re pub- 
lick, and Grand Seignior are at War. 

Tuefday 23d, being the laft day of 
Shrove-Tide , about three hours in the 
Night, there hapned an Earthquake, a Earth- 
very frequent misfortune at Smirna ; quakes, 
and it was repeated on Wednefday 24th 
Afternoon , witli the lame violence. 

Thurfday 25th, I went a Shooting among 
the Vineyards, wliere there are abund¬ 
ance of Th rulhcs, and Woodcocks, Fri¬ 
day 26th at Night, the Earthquake re¬ 
turn’d twice, but not fo violent. Sa¬ 
turday 27th, I pay’d vifits to Friends, 
and Sunday 28th went out of Town 
with other Europeans to take our plea- 
fure. 

Monday the firft of March , I was 
brought into the ftrongeft Trouble that 
could poffibly happen to a Traveller. 

I was Summon’d before the French Con- 
fiil, by one Brancaleone of Ancona , Mar¬ 
ry’d to a French Woman , who would 
perfwadc me 1 was not my own felf; 
but one John Maffacueva of Meffna. 

This Brancaleone had receiv’d lome 
Goods in the Name of that Mejfinefe r 
for which he had given an A u then tick 
Receipt; and he alledging, that theCu- 
ftom-houJeof Smirna had leiz’d and fold 
them, would have me caned the Inftru- 

ment. 
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metit, fo like it feeius was I to liii Cre- 
Gemetli. ditor. To undeceive him, I told him 
l $ 94 - my Name and Countryy and-he not cre- 
dicing me, I writ feme lines, that he 
might compare my Hand with the Mtf 
fwefr\ and put that Notion out of his 
Head. 

Tuefday the id of March arriv’d a nu¬ 
merous Caravan from Per fa , of no 
/lately Camels, loaden with fine and 
courft Silk y but the Merchants durft not 
fet out withfo fmaft a Company for fear 
of Robbers, which oblig’d me to akc 
other Meafures-, my cfefiga of- Travel¬ 
ling through Natalia being difappoint- 
ed. The mUtake of the Ammfe made 
good Sport in Stnirna. We dmfday the 
3d, a Friend came in the Morning to 
acquaint me, that he ftill per fitted 1 
fltOald cancel the InRmment, and that 
tffere was no per fw a ding him 1 was not 
the Mejpntfe 5 and therefore he would 
again Summon me before the Conful, 
being latisfy’d I /hould be Imprilon’d, 
if I did not comply with what he de¬ 
fied y his Wife having great Influence 
over the Conful, who could not deny 
liter fo rcaftuiable a Requelty and the 
more , becaufe Ibroe 6id, I was very 
like Majfaencva, and only differ’d from 
him ia my voice. This gave me Ionic 
trouble, and 1 knew not what to do, 
bccaufe I had no Protection but the Con- 
fill’s. Therefore on Tbttrfday 4th, I 
fpoke to Monfieur Rif era , to fee what 
method might be taken to undeceive the 
Ancmifi y there being no rcafon that I 
to rid my felf of thatencumbrance,fliouId 
Perfonate another Man, and cancel an 
Inftrument I was not concern’d in. He 
told me, he was his Friend, and there¬ 
fore he would not be concern’d in it, 
and the more, becaufe he faw the Con¬ 
ful had undertaken the bufinefs. To 
conclude, Bramaleone not latisfi’d with 
feeing my Hand, Summon’d me, on FA- 
afecond time before the Con¬ 
ful, per lilting that I /hould dtfeharge 
him, he being fatisfy’d I was John Mef- 
factttva, The Gonful added. This Man 
docs not demand acy Money of you, but 


only that you difebarge him, and there¬ 
fore you mult not deny fo rcafonabic a 
demand. I could have run my Head 
agaiult a Wall hearing them talk thus $ 
conlideriitg he was lb much miftaken in 
a Man lie had dealt With, which is fome- 
what more than a nicer acquaintance, 
and that no Writing of mine could dif- 
charge him. The Conful blnft’d fee¬ 
ing me fret, and tell him 1 wastuot the 
pretended Mejfinefe j but if he in con¬ 
ference could prcls me to do fo faifo an 
ac>, I would do it, there being no other 
way fo eft ape, that trouble y fince I had 
dcciar d to him i was a Doffor of the 
Civil Law, and dciir’d him to call fomc 
Learned Jcfuit to examine me. Bran- 
calcar,e rcpjy’d , I might have feudy’d 
Imce that buliriefs hapned. At length 
not knowing how ro decide the matter, 
he went out, leaving me and the Ante- 
mjc to wrangle, and bidding us agree 
among our felves. The diipurc held 
till Night, the Debtor contending that 

1 was the Mefjintfe, tho’ he heard me 
ta k a diflerent Language. At length I 
told him, I have none of thofe Wric- 
mgs you ask of me, for 1 have receiv'd 
none fince I came ouc of E^opey come 
£0 my Lodging and fearch my Baggage 
and Writings, which perhaps will con¬ 
vince you. Taking-Moolfeirr Bipera jc 
iong, and coming to my Chamber, fc 
open’d my Trunks before them. Brim- 
colt ant began to fearch my Baggage and 
Writings whilltl fretted, out! turning 
often to him laid, 7 OK give me fetch a 
fihjrd ta infert in my Maunfcripts, as hoc 
net bapntd to me in all my Travels, nor per¬ 
haps has any ether Traveller, j K( t with' the 

like. BrancaJcoiie anfwer’d , Indeed if 
u a mighty mMttr ta make fo many Words 
about. Night coming onin this tedious 
troifelefome fearch; and they having 
fcen feveral Authentic!; Writings Seal’d, 
which 1 could not hav? counterfeited y 
he was at la It fnisfy’d, and went his 
way, leaving me -in my Chamber to re¬ 
flect on the Arrange Accidents a poor 
Traveller is febjed to. 
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CHAP. VIII. 

The Author's Journey to Burfa , the Metropolis of Bitbynia, and the 

Defeription of that City. 


rvA^O T 5 Eiag apprehendve , Ieaft Brancale- 
Gtmdli. [) onc 't, n ia d fit fhould retarn upon 
*# 94 - him, I went on Saturday Night late to 
fine! out the Catargiy Or Mulct ter of Bur- 
fa, in order to go by Land to that City 
with the firft opportunity. 1 hir’d two 
Horfes for my fell and Servant for 15 
Fiafirety paying half as much a-part for 
my Fquipage. Sunday 7th, I endea¬ 
vour’d in hufte to take leave of my 
Friends, but not of the Oonlul, for fear 
of the Ancbhefe ; and my Baggage,which 
I had left wich Moriieur Kipera, being 
ready on Monday S’ h, vve could not fet 
out, becaufe the chief of the Caravan 
was detain’d by fome baftnefs. 

Tuefday 9th, vve began our Journey 
betimes, with the Caravan , con lilting 
of no Horfes and Mules. Every 15 
days, fuch a Company goes from Smyr¬ 
na to Bur fay like the Procaccisy or Mef- 
fengers of Naples. We Traveil’d 30 
Miles, 10 Plain, and zo Mountain, to 
Manafta. Here we joyn’d part of the 
Caravan , that fet out the day before, 
and lay that Night at Bungarbafciy to 
wait for the other Travellers. 
mntfut Manafta is a City as large as Smirna , 
Gicy. feated at the Foot of a high Mountain. 

The Houles are low, and of mud Walls, 
except fome belonging to Perfons of 
note. There are in it abundance of 
Mofchj, and on the top of the Mountain 
an old ruin’d Caftle, which yet was 
commanded by a higher Rock. It is 
govern’d by a Cadi, who is allow’d 500 
Afpers a day by the Grand Seignior , 
which the Turks look upon as great 
pay. 

! left off going by Sea, becaufe of the 
Inlolency of the Turks ; and thinking 
1 fhould fare better by Land, found jult 
the contrary, meeting with no Lodging 
that Night but the bare Ground, on 
which I lay’d my little Bed, and cover’d 
my felf from head to foot, without ta¬ 
king off my Boots, becaufe of the great 
Cold. Had I known the Language, I 
might have got Lodging in the City, but 
it was dangerous parting from the Cara¬ 
van. The Tturksy who are hardy,thought 
it no difficult matter to lie on the Ground 
in the open Air; as they all did, fieep- 
ing as found, as if they had been ingood 


Beds; tho’ they were at the foot of a 
Mountain cover’d with Snow. 

1 walk’d quite frozen on Wednefday 
roth, and having nothing to defend me 
from the cold Air, endeavour’d to warm 
my infidc with Chocolate, and the out- 
fide with a good Fire. We fet forward 
betimes through a plain Country, bat¬ 
ing three Miles of Mountain way, and 
making no halt all day, but only to take 
a fmall repaft, lay that Night at the 
CttnaCy as the Turks call it, of BalamuCy 
a fmall Village feated in the Plain- Our 
Lodging was in the Caravanftta r or Sta¬ 
ble with our Bealls. Three Miles from 
Manaftay we rode along a Caufway made 
over Marlhes \ which mull needs have 
been very expenlive , there being no 
Stones in the Country about. Yet, tho 
it was built at the coll of the Sultan , 
and Neighbouring City, they do not 
exaft any Toll on it, as would be done 
in other Parts. At the end of this Cauf¬ 
way , we crofs’d over a large River on 
a Wooden Bridge, 

Thurfday 11 th, we mov’d before break 
of day, but there being abundance of 
loaded Bealls, could Travel but 32 
Miles, or 10 hours, to fpeak after the 
Turkifo Falhion, which is the diflance 
to the Cunac of ydembi. It is very 
tronbiefome Travelling at fuch a time 
with Turks y for they do not only refnfe 
to allow their Horfes any time to reft, 
but even to Travellers, lb that by, the 
way I was forc’d to make ufe of the Pan- 
nel for a Table, thofe Mdeeires uling 
no Saddles. To this, was added the 
inconveniency of the Caravanfcra, where 
we were forced to keep company with 
our Beafts. For my part, 1 made my 
Bed in the Manger, after taking much 
pains to dry it, my Armenian servant 
having fallen from his Horfe with it in¬ 
to the River. But my Cattrgi had a 
good ingenious Boy, who attended me 
as carefully, as if he had been my Ser¬ 
vant, for a few Paras’ s I gave him now 
and then. The ocher Mahometans were 
alio civil to me, and among the reft a 
Moor of Tunes , treated me with Coffee 
and Melons. 

Friday 12th, we Travell’d over un¬ 
couth Mountains, fuffertng much from 
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Chap. VIII. 

(Xthe Snow that lay on the Ground* and 

Gemetli. that which then fell from the Clouds. 

1694. After riding 24 Miles in eight Hours, 

ty'VNJ we came about Noon to Curiungiach, a 
fmall Village among the Mountains, 
where 1 had Conveniency to Reft me. 
In the Turkijh Dominions there are not 
above one or two Towns to be met 
with in a Days Journy ; and therefore 
Travellers muft take up with the Con¬ 
veniency of the Xans or Caravanferas. 
And here 1 remember that thofe Barba¬ 
rians ufe the Words Nafi Nafic , which 
figalfies to ride ones Father and Mother, 
and Giaur, _ to make their Horfes go the 
fafter, which fame Words they ufe to 
Affront Chriftians whenfoever they meet 
them. Provi lions are not very dear on 
the Road, feven Eggs being fold for a 
Para, and a Hen for ten } good Winter 
Melons for two Para’ s a-piece, and as 
much Bread as will ferve a Man a Day 
tor the fame Price. 

Saturday 13th, we mounted betimes, 
and riding 33 Miles in Eleven Hours, 
over Mountains cover’d with Snow and 
Ice, we came to Mindoyra , palling along 
a Caufe-way of Flint, three Miles from 
the Xan. This Place, and eight other 
fmall ones are feated in a Plain, enclos’d 
with Mountains, much like that of Apu¬ 
lia, in the Kingdom of Naples, and re- 
fembles it in goodnefs of Soil. 

At Sun-riling, on Sunday 14th, we 
continu’d our Journy over wretched 
Mountains, and having Travell’d 33 
Miles in 11 Hours, came late to Sufe- 
grtll , a Place of few Thatch'd Houfes, 
near a great River, with two fhtely 
Xans. This Day was unlucky to me, 
for ftaying behind to Shoot, and then 
putting on my Horfe apace, he fell four 
times with me in the Water, and I was 
well waffl’d. 

Monday 15th, wc held on our way 
through a Plain, but dirty Country, in- 
fomuch, that going about to make all 
the Day’s Journy without Baiting, as is 
ufual, many of the Horfes Tir’d, fo chat 
we could ride but fifteen Miles in live 
Hours to the Village of Hiermurgia, 
where there being no Xan, we were 
forced to Lodge in Turks Houfes. As 
we crofs’d the River, the Horle that car- 
ry’d my Baggage fell, and wet it all. 

Tittfday 16th, having rode 15 Miles 
in 6 Hours along a dirty Way, we came 
to Lubat , where we ought to have Iain 
the Night before, had it not been for 
the bad way which oblig’d us to fend 
the Horfes unloaded by Land, and the 
Baggage by Water againft the Scream, 
paying a Zccchint for the Boat. 


Lubat, by its Walls and Towers ap- Lubat 
pears to be an ancient City. There has City, 
been a great Stone-Bridge over the Ri¬ 
ver, but the Turks let it run to Ruin, 
and go over in a Ferry. Of five Jetrs 
that were going with the Caravan for 
Burfa, or Brujfa , as the Turks Pronounce 
it, the Tax-gatherer made one a Prifo- 
ner, bccaufe he had not the Billet to 
ffiew he had paid the Head-Mony, or 
Tribute, which is four Zecchints for a 
Rich Man, two for others not fo well 
to Pafs, and one for the Poor. 

Wednefday 17th, we fet out in a Boat 
upon the aforefaid River, which is about 
a quarter of a Mile over, and runs out 
of a Lake, or Pool, through which wc 
afterwards pafs'd in light of the fmall 
V illages of Caragaa, and Baluenat, for¬ 
merly Wall’d, as appears by the Ruins. 

After fix Hours, in which time we run 
24 Miles, we Landed near the Village 
of Nat liar, where the Mulct iers expect¬ 
ed us. Loading the Horfes, wc advan¬ 
ced fix Miles further in two Hours, and 
relied at the Cunac of HaJJan- Aga-chioy, 
where we found no Xan, but a fmall 
Stable, all on a Floor, too little to con¬ 
tain all the Men and Bcafts, and yet we 
were not above twenty Perfons, nioft 
of the Company having left ns at Sufe- 
greli, to go to Sardac, and thence to 
Gallipoli , and fo to Adrianople. The 
great Xan was at Taatale , two Hours 
Journy further. 

Thurfday i8ch, we fet out again be- BUT r s 
fore Day, and riding 18 Miles in fix city. 
Hours, came to Burfa , or Prufa. Tins 
City feated in 41 Degrees, 40 Minutes 
Latitude, is at the Foot of Lhe Moun¬ 
tain Olympus, which the Turks call Gef- 
chifdag. , or Refchifdag , and Ana-Tolay * 
dag. Some fay it was Built by Hanni¬ 
bal, after the Viflory obtain'd by the 
Romans over Antiochus ; others by King 
Prujias, in the Year of the World 3279, 
and that it was the Court of the antienc 
Kings of Bithynia , before it was fubdu’d 
by Oreancs the 2d Ottoman Emperor,in the 
Year 1300. ft was firlt a Bifhop’s See, 
and afterwards a Metropolis, which Ho¬ 
nours it did not lofe when it fell under 
the Barbarian Yoke, for it was the Ot¬ 
toman Court, before they took Conjlan- 
tinople \ and rightly confidcr’d is nothing 
Inferior to it 3 for befides that fevcral 
Sultans have refided in it, and many 
Princes of the Ottoman Family are there 
Bury’d, it has as great a Trade, and more 
plenty of Silk, becaufe of the vaft Quan¬ 
tity brought out of Soria , and all the 
Eaft, which is there wrought, and fome 
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GemtlH. rime. On the back of it, as was lata, 
169+. is Mount Olympus , whence the Rivei 
Bbindacus flows, which paiTes Bltbyni* 
from the lcffer Aft*, and is the greateft 
of all thofe that fall into the Propotms. 
The Mountain is vaftly high, Barren 
at the top,'and always cover’d with 
Snow; in the middle Part it abounds 
with Pomgranates ; and at the toot, 
where moft of this famous City is Built, 
there are moil delicious Gardens ; hut is 
much dilgrac’d by the prodigious Num¬ 
ber of monftrons Serpents it breeds. 
The Turks call this Mountain Caloyer on- 
cron becaufe of the Monaftencs there 
are on it. Bur ft was the Country or 
the famous Phyfidati Afcltpiades ; and of 
Dion Profits , call’d for his Eloquence 
Chryfoflomns, who left ten Books he had 
writ of the Virtues of Alexander the 
Great, and eighty Orations in Greek. 

This City, which for its Baths may 
be call’d the Pozxueb of Bithyma, as to 
Its Plan is irregular, and a meet con hi- 
Jlon of Buildiugs; for being feared Eaft- 
ward at the foot of two-Mountains, 
making a Figure like an Arm bent, part 
of it (lands high, part in the Vale, and 
part on Cliffs. On a high Rock appears 
the Grand Signior's Palace, where the 
Ottomans vefided a long time, enclos’d 
with a good double Wall, with Towers 
at proper Di (lances *, but all goes to 
Ruin, through the carelcfnefs of the 
Turh. Another Part of the City (lands 
on the fide, and at the foot of another 
high Mountain, or rather an Arm of 
that before mention’d, which over-tops 
the Caftle, and lias a curious Profpedt 
of the Country, planted with Vines for 
fevers! Miles about, and adorn d with 
pleafant Gardens, and populous Villa¬ 
ges j fo that in Summer the Gentry and 
Citizens go over to Divert themtclves 
at Bagarbafci, which is a great Plain 
watered by a plentiful Spring of good 
Water, running down from the Moun¬ 
tain to (apply feveral Quarters of the 

City. . , . 

Continuing to take a view of the 
Parts of this noble City* and to begin 
at the Caftle, or SeragUc^ 1 law firft the 
Quarter of the Jews, at the end where¬ 
of on the lame fide of the Mountain 1 
found a good Bifeifttn , an enclos’d co¬ 
ver’d place, or Exchange, where they 
fell rich Commodities, and better Serf- 
<*, or Baiars, with rich Shops; and go¬ 
ing on, faw feveral Streets of all forts 
of Handicrafts, and all very Populous. 
The Houfcs and Streets of this City arc 
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very good, confidering they are in Turfy; 
and better than thofe of Sminu i, than 
which it is bigger, but I believe not 
better Peopled. 

Having laid up my Baggage in the Koblc 
J Km of Bfcbiengi, I took a Jew to (hew Baths, 
me the City, but as we were going to 
the Cattle, he was fent to Goal by the 
Tax-gatherer for the Tribute ; fo that 
I was forc’d to get another, who led me 
to the fo much fam’d Baths, half an 
Hours Walk from the City. Going in¬ 
to the firft, call’d in the Turkfi Lan¬ 
guage Capligitt, which fignifies a hot 
Place, I found in the firft Room, which 
had two CupoU s, a good Fountain of 
cool Water; here they Strip, there be¬ 
ing Sofa' s round about to fit, and lay the 
Cloaths on. There are two Doors out 
of it to the Bath. On the Left is a Room 
to lie in* for fuch as will (lay all Night, 
and other convenient Places with hot 
Fountains, and a cold One. Still fur¬ 
ther on there is another Room, the Roof 
whereof is like the others, cover’d with 
a Cupola, with Vent-holes for the Heat 
to Evaporate, with a Fountain in the 
middle, and three little ones Luke-warm 
on the fides. Further (till on the Right 
is a very little Room with three other 
Springs of Water, and two on the Left. 
Thence they go into the Bath, which is 
Round, cover’d with a Cupola full of 
Vent-holes, and feven Spans deep, two 
pair of Stairs to go down into it, and 
about it feven Springs of hot Water. 
When I went there were many Turks 
who Swam, Wafh’d, and Shav’d them- 
felves. When 1 had waQi’d, and had my 
Back rubb'd with a Woollen-cloth, not 
being able to endure the Heat, 1 went 
out, and waS Shav’d by a Turk in the 
fecond Room. This Water comes fo 
hot from the Mountain, that it foon 
boils an Egg, and were it not temper’d 
with other cold Water, no Man would 
bring his Skin out of it. The Women’s 
Bath is a-part, but near the Men’s; on 
Mondays the Women come into the 
Men’s Bath, and the Men may go to the 
Womens. A Stones throw from ic is 
another Bath call’d Chiuebiurtli, or the 
Swcating-place, and its Water is very 
different from that of the others, being 
good againft old Aches. I went into 
the firft Room, and found it like the o- 
thers, with a Fountain of cold Water, 
and Places to fit. I went thence into a 
Room, about which there were fix Foun¬ 
tains of Water intolerably bot, and as 
many in another dark Room ; whence 1 
went very hot into the Sweating-place, 

where 
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where there is a Spring of Raiding Wa- 
Geme/li. ter, a Sick Man lay there Sweating on 
1604. the Ground. The Strudlure of this is 
U^V's; not fo Beautiful as that of the great one, 
which is all Par’d with Marble of feve- 
ral Colours, 

Thence I mounted a very deep Afcent 
to fee the Seraglio , which Tavernier 
reckons among the belt next to thofe of 
Conftantinople , and Adrianople. I found 
it an ordinary Palace very iii Built, and 
all gone to Ruin ; for they told me the 
Sultam had not come to it for 35 Years 
paft; only Mahomet IV. having been 
there at the beginning of his Reign. 
Formerly, as has been (aid, Bur fa was 
the fettled Aboard of the Sultans , and 
therefore there are five Tombs of them 
buiy’d in the Mofch of Amur at Beg, and 
three others of Sultaneffes and their Chil¬ 
dren, after the fame Model as thofe of 
Adriano fie, and Confiantinople , but not 
fo rich in Marble. 

Friday 19th, the Jew led me three 
Miles from the City towards Montagna, 
to the Bath of Efch>-Capiigia , or the old 
Bath, where is the third mineral Water 
different from the other two, and good, 
for Aches, and other Diftcmpers. Go¬ 
ing in, there is a large Room with two 
Cupolas, and a Fountain in the middle, 
as at the other Baths 3 and palling thro’ 
it into another Room, in the midft of 
it is a Fountain of cold Water, and two 
on the Tides, of hot. Within that is the 
Place where they Bath, pav’d with Mar¬ 
ble, and fix Spans deep, with five large 
Conduits of hot Water about it. This 
yields but little Profit, becaufe many go 
in for nothing i but the great one of 
Capligia , the Grand Stgnior Farms out 


for 800 Piaftrcs a Year 3 and a Lord on 
whom the Sultan has bellow’d it, makes 
a confiderable Revenue of the other. 

The mineral Waters run out of the 
Bath of Efchi~Captglia, into another lit¬ 
tle Bath in the Village of Cicberic , for 
the Service of the Inhabitants. 

After Dinner, I went to Bugarhafci , 
to fee the Dervifes turn round, the Jew 
that had been apprehended by the Tax- 
gatherer, going with me. This lhad 
Devotion was perform’d in a good Room, 
after the fame manner as was deferib’d 
at Confiantinople, and Adrianople 3 only 
with this difference, that here they take 
but three Turns, omitting the fourth 
in which the Superior fiiould Dance: 

In my way back to the Xan, I went viMkmi 
in to fee the Mofch of Vli-gtatni , that Mofch. 
is, the Great one. There is this Singu¬ 
lar in it, that in the middle of it there 
is a great Fountain encompafs’d with 
Ban i tiers 3 they fay it is very Anticnt, 
and Built by the fidt Sultan that came to 
Burfa. 

To return to the City, it is Govern’d 
by a AMU, or Cadi, who is chang’d eve¬ 
ry Year •, but a Bajfa has the Command 
of the Country, and mu ft not rellde in 
Burfa. Its Air is not very wholfome, 
as being feated at the foot of high Moun¬ 
tains cover’d with Snow, and near to 
Morafies and Waters, fo that every 
Morning it is cover’d with Fogs rtfing 
from them. Provifious are not Dear, 
for there is Plenty of good Flefh, Bread, 

Fifli, and excellent Fruit, whereof 1 
Eat much, and that rare at fuch a time 
of the Year, and good frefh Grapes, 

Melons, Apples, Chefnuts, Hazlenuts, 
and the like.

The Author's Return to Conftantinople.

S Aturday 20th, I fet out for Montag - 
na, and arriv’d there three Honrs 
before Night, having Travell’d eighteen 
Miles of dirty Way. This Town is 
feated part on the Hill, and part in the 
Plain, on the Shore of a Bay made there 
by theStreight, thirty Miles in compafs. 
The Houfes for the moft part are low ; l 
Lodg’d in a large and (lately Xan, which 
has good Rooms, and a Fountain in the 
middle of it, and over it a Gallery co¬ 
ver’d with Boards, whither the Turks 
refort to Pray five times a Day.

Sunday 21 ft, two Calebs, which are 
fmall Barks with three Oars, being rea¬ 
dy to fet out, I Embark'd for Conftami- 
mple , and tho’ it was Cuftomary to fearch 
Goods, yet mine were not open’d, I 
producing the Thefchere , or Billet of the 
Cuftom-Houfc of Alexandria . One of 
thofe Turkifh Sant one's, whom they call 
Dervifes , went Aboard with me i he 
was not one of thofe that Live retir’d 
in Community,' but rather a Vagabond 
Knave, that made (hew of an auftere 
Life to Cheat the World. He was co¬ 
ld Ver’d 
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vcr’d from the Navel upwards with two 
Gemtlti. Sheep-Skins, and downwards with other 
1693. Skins put together like a Petticoat. On 
t/VS^ his Head he wore a white Cap, with 
long Strings raveil’d at the ends about 
his Neck; about his Waft* hung feve¬ 
rs 1 pieces of Marble, and about his right 
Arm a dofc Bracelet of the lame. In 
his Hand he carry’d a Wand, with a 
piece of Ivory at the end like a Saw, 
to fcratch his'Back where he could not 
reach with bis Hand; as alfo a thick 
Club, and a Horn hanging by his fide, 
to Blow upon Occalion ; a Habit fo 
Ridiculous and Extravagant, that it de¬ 
fer v’d to be Painted. Having run thir¬ 
ty Miles, we came to the Village of 
Hosborzjty at the point of the Bay made 
by the Sirdght, where the Wind being 
contrary, we were forced to ftay. 

Monday 2td, leaving the hard Bed 
wc had on the fandy Shore, we went 
Aboard four Hours before Day, with 
but little Wind, fo that with the help 
of the three Oars, which were but (low¬ 
ly ply’d, we came about Noon to Carli, 
a fmafl Town on the Shore of theStveight, 
thirty Miles from the Place we left laft. 
I cannot compare the lovly Hair of the 
Creek Women in this Place, to any I 
have feen in fo many Countries 1 have 
Travell’d through. When loofe, fpeak- 
ing Model!ly, it hangs down to their 
Heels, and when made up into large 
Treffes, to their Mid-Leg 5 but their 
Faces are not anfwerable to the Orna¬ 
ment of their Heads, for they are not 
Beautiful. 

Tuefday 23d, we lay ft ill becaufe of 
the bad Weather, and had an ill Night, 
there being no Xm, Wednesday 24th, 
we went Aboard in the Evening, and 
Sail’d aH Night with a fair frelh Gale, 
which made the Sea run fo high, that it 
wet us and our Baggage. 

When I expected on Thurfday 25th, 
in the Morning to be at Cenjiantiwle, 
I found my fclf after a run of forty 
Miles, on the Shore of Romelia, four 
Hours jouniy from Con flam inopl f, and 
the Wind being againft us, we Landed 
near a Mill. Some Turks went away a- 
foot, but I flay’d all Night becaufe of 
my Baggage, and lay in the Mill,, the 
Noife and Coolnefs of the Water invi¬ 
ting me to Sleep. .Friday 26th, perceiv¬ 
ing all the Turks were refolv’d to go, 
Lome by Land and fome by Sea to Con- 
flantinople, and our Raiz having no De- 
(ign to go that Tide, 1 thought fit to go 
too, and leaving my Man to look to my 
Equipage, went Aboard a little Boat, 


which in feven Hours, the Wind being 
contrary, carry’d me to GaUta ; ob- 
ferving as we ran along the Streight, 
that a great part of the Wall is fallen, 
and the Tnrks take no care to Repair it. 
Saturday 27th, I thought to return to 
the Bark for my Baggage, that it might 
not fce carry’d to the Cuftom-Houle. I 
was difappointed, for going in a Veflel 
call’d a Cakh to meet it, 1 found it at 
the Point of the Seraglio , and defiling 
the Rais to deliver me my Equipage, he 
laid he could not do it, becaufe he was 
in fight of the Cu flora-Houfe. 

Sunday 28th, 1 went to the Cuftom- 
Houfe with Monfieur Memr , and with 
much Difficulty the Coftomer conde- 
(cended to take the Angle Duties, pre¬ 
tending to the Double, without regard-, 
ilig the Tafchare of Alexandria, faying it 
was a feparate Kingdom, where the 
Cuftom-Houfe, like tliofe of Alejfo and 
Stydc, is by the Grand Sigttior affign’d 
over to the JBaffa' s that Govern. 

Notwithllanding the Turkifo Officers 
Prohibition, 1 went over to Cenftamno- 
pie on Monday 29th. There 1 found a 
Galley ready to depart, to carry over 
into AJia, a Baft that was going to 
Mtcea, to vifit that Mahometan Place of 
Devotion. He went in a Triumphant 
manner, his Servants carrying Clubs a- 
dorn’d with Myrtle, and a fort of rich 
Turbant beautiful for its variety of Co¬ 
lours j others had Feathers of feveral 
forts at their javelin Heads, which they 
told me was a Preparation to that De¬ 
votion. Having obferv’d this Novelty . 
in my way, I went near St. Sophia, to 
fee two Pillars of white Marble, which 1 
was told were in the Houfes of two 
Turks. I found one of them had a curi¬ 
ous wrought Capital, the other had 
none, it being purpofely cut off to en- 
clofo it in the Wall; they faid they were 
of equal height, which, as near as I 
can guefs, is forty Spans, and fixteen in 
thicknefs; they could give me no other 
Account of them. Between the two 
Columns is a little Street twenty Spans 
wide. Having fatisfy’d my Curiofity, 

I made hade home for fear of the 
Turks. 

I came from Smima , with a defign to 
Imbark for Ttabez-otid, on the Black Sea, 
with fome French Jefititt, that go thence 
to their Millions, being fatisfy’d 1 could 
not do amirs in their Company, they 
caking the (hortefl: way, the moft fru¬ 
gal and fafeft from Robbers, to go into 
Perfia. Finding therefore at my coming, 
chat fome of them had agreed for their 

Paflage, 
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Paflage, together with a Dominican , a- 

Gtmclli. board a Saick belonging to a Greek , I 
155)4. would not Hip the opportunity; but 

1^'W taking Boat after Dinner, went 10 Miles 
off to the Cattles where the Saick lay to 
fecure my Pattage. The four French 
Fathers and the Dominican had hir’d a 
Cabbin for 25 Piaftres, and I offering 
them to pay my fbare, they refus’d, be- 
caufe they would be more at their eafe. 
Therefore applying my felf to the 
I ask’d him w hat place he had for me 
aboard 5 to fee whether it were conve¬ 
nient. He led me into the Fathers Cab- 
bin, which being good, I had no caufe 
to complain, buE only ask whether any 
T arks were to be in it; he told me not, 
and that only I, and 5 Papas Ihould go 
in it 5 and this, becaufe the Turks will 
rather be expos’d to the Rain, than pay 
above the common rate of a Piajlre-, and 
thus, without being oblig’d to the Fa¬ 
thers, 1 had a place in their Cabbin for 
5 Piaftres , and my Man’s Paflage be- 
fides. 

Cafties. The Cattles before-mention’d, feat- 
ed where the Streight is but a Mile 0- 
ver, one of them in Europe, which has 
four frnall Towers at the Angles, and 
others at the middle of the Curtain, 
with fmall pieces of Cannon on them; 
the other in Afia, which has 5 fmall 
Towers, be fides others bigger at the 
Curtains. In both thefe Cattles, there 
arc only a few Dwellings for Soldiers. 

Near them, the Current fets fo hard 
towards the White Sea, that fmall Barks 
cannot Hem it, unlefs drawn with Ropes 
from the Shoar; the other Current is 
a Mile from this towards Conftantimple, 
and on both fides of it there are little 
Cottages, and a ruin’d Light-houfe. 

Tmfduy 30th, I carry’d my Equipage 
in a Boat aboard the Saick, having paid 
theCuftomer his due, who Farms all the 
Cuttoms of the Ottoman Empire, ex¬ 
cept thofe of Cairo, Aleppo , and Seyde , 
for 1500 Purfes of 500 Ducats each. 
1 had the Profpeft of the Streight over 
again, pleafmg my Eyes on the fide of 
■Europe , with the light of Galata, Top- 
pana, Blfcitafci , Orla-chioy , Crey-Jafrny , 
and Arnattt ; and on the Afoot Shoar, 
the delicious Scittaret, Eufcongtu, Eftau- 
ros, Cinghil-chray , ami Elijfar. Having 
left my Baggage aboard , I return'd 
home to order other matters for my 
Voyage. 

WedmfAay 31ft, for want of other 
bufinefs I went again to fee the Empe¬ 
ror Martians Pillar , to oblerve where 
thole two Latin Verfes, Tranferib’d 
Vol. IV. 


by Monfieur Span might be; fince 'the 
Cannae an being depos’d , I might be fa- 
fer in ConJUmiwple. 1 went to Saravi- 
am, which is much lower than Ceja da- 
Bafti \ and going into the ruin’d Houfe 
of a Turk , law the Pillar again. View¬ 
ing it now on all fides with left fear, I 
could read no fuch Verfes, but only law 
lour Birds like Eagles, cut on the four 
Angles of the Capital; and on the Pe- 
deftal, next the Bach, two Angels carv’d, 
fupporting a plain Shield or Elcutheou, 
over which there were three Verfes, io 
defac’d by Time, that there was no 
knowing the Characters, much Ids read¬ 
ing of them ; fo that Mon ficur Spew could 
never read them for thefe hundred years 
paft; befides.that they look’d more like 
Greek than Latin Characters. On the 
other three fides, there were three Ef- 
cutcheons, or Shields, like that Fortune 

is. painted with. Returning home, I 
pafs’d by the Mint, where I faw Money 
Coin’d. 

Tharfday the firlt of April, being a Cavach 
fair day, i hir’d a Boat, and palV'd over serag!i&$ 
into Afia, by the upper part of the end 
of the Great Seraglio, to divert my felf 
at the Seraglio of Cavach, belonging to 
the Grand Seignior, pppofite to that in 
Europe . 1 found ailfhut, butfrom with¬ 

out, faw four Apartments, after the 
Eaftern manner, all built feveral, and 
an Iron Gate to them. There are other 
Structures at the Angles, and all the 
Garden is enclos’d with good Walls,and 
has excellent rows of Ciprefs, Fir,Beech, 
and many Fruit Trees. 

The Seraglio being near C alee don , I CtUtdtou 
went again co obferve fome remains of 

it, but could not find, as I had been 
told, the Church Handing, in which the 
Council was held. Returning home, 
oppofitc to Lcandcr's Tower, I faw an¬ 
other Seraglio , Inhabited by Sultan AFa- 
homet\ Daughter. It is larger than that 
of Cavach, but not fo pleafmt. 

Friday the 2d of Aprd, being the Feafl 
of my Saint, I perform’d my Devoti¬ 
ons, and after Dinner, out of meer cu- 
riofity to fee 2+ Brigantines of 28 Oars 
each, and 5 Galliots of 42 and 44, de- 
fign’d to ferve againit the Emperor in 
Hungary , I run my felf into the difinal 
accident I am now to give an account 
of. Landing at the Darftna, I faw that 
fmall Fleet, well Mail’d with Sailers, 
and 8000 Soldiers, being to pafs through 
the Streight into the black Sca,and thence 
irito the Danube, to fight the Enemy. 

Having for a long time view’d thefe 
Vefiels, my ill fate guided me to ob- 
M 2 ferve

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(XVI fcrve the Hulks of two Galeafles, which 

Gemeih. having been begun feveral Years lince , 
1694.. arc yet unfiuilh’d, no body working up- 
on them. Deltgning to go fome Heps 
forward, after a great number of Peo¬ 
ple, 1 hear’d a Turk that was upon the 
Guard call me. 1 return’d no anfwer , 
but went on; but lie over-tookand car¬ 
ry \J me to the Barrack of a French Re- 
negady Captain. He ask'd me feveral 
Quell ions, and enquiring at Iaft whi¬ 
ther I was going, I told him, to look for 
a Friend. "This did not clear me; but 
carrying me before the Commander 
Mouco Mono , they altogether began to 
put feveral QueftionS concerning my 
Friend, as to his Name and Quality, 
and tho’ my anfwers were Satisfacto¬ 
ry, they led me before the Captain Baf- 
fa , where I waited half an hour before 
I could fpeak to him. At lafl they fent 
word to the Froveditor General of the 
Fleet; who going to the Captain Bajfa, 
when he return’d, fent me away with 
an Officer, who in purfuance to the Or¬ 
der he had receiv’d , carry’d me to the 
Slaves Bath, and deliver’d me to the 
Goaler, by Order of the Captain Bajfa, 
I was feiz’d with much dread, confider- 
ing my felf to be taken up as a Spie, by 
a barbarous People, who have no com- 
paffion, nor will hear reafon, but ground 
all their Aft ion 3 on conceit. When I 
came to the Bath, I would have fpoke 
to a Jew , that he might acquaint Mon- 
ficur Mener with my Imprifonmcnt; but 
the Turk call’d out, and threw Stones 
after him, fo that the Jew fled and skip¬ 
ped like a Doe. The firfl thing the 
barbarous Goaler did was to fcarch me, 
whether I was Circumcis’d, and perceiv¬ 
ing 1 was not, began to threaten without 
examining me. Finding I was no Vm- 
tim , but went out of meer curiofity to 
fee the Gallots, and Hulls of Galeafles, 
with a great number of People, he was 
not fatisfy’d, but fearch’d whether I had 
any Writings about me ; finding none, 
becaufe I was always lo cautious as to 
leave them at home, when I went to fu- 
fpicious places, he began to execute 
what further Orders he had receiv’d from 
the Captain Bajfa. He made me pull 
off Shooes and Scockins, and lift up my 
Feet, in order to be Baftinado'd , two 
Slaves holding the Cudgels in their 
hands, whilft two others held up my 
feet. But 1 flill perfifting in the fame 
Story, and giving him a particular ac¬ 
count of all my Travels, and the Cap¬ 
tain B.tjf.tVi Orders being only to fearch 
me, without proceeding to Baftmadoing 


he let me down, but fearch’d all my 
Cloaths over again for Writings, be¬ 
caufe they faid, I was drawing the Stem 
of a Veflelin a Pocket Book; and it was 
well for me, that 1 had left all my Ma- 
nuferiptsat home; fo chat he only found 
a final! Letter, a French Man bad given 
me to carry to Jftaham ; for I bad hid 
my Watch and 20 Zecchines , which if 
the Turk had found, he rvould never 
have reftor’d. After thefe Searches, 
he clap’d a heavy Chain of 14 Links on 
my left Foot; then he led me to the 
Coftec-houfe, and thence to an Armeni¬ 
an Bakers, who feeing me lie at Night 
upon a bare board, had the Charity to 
give me a Sack to cover me. But a thou¬ 
sand thoughts between hope and fear 
dilturb’d me more than the hardnefs of 
the Board, and yet thefe were lefs trou- 
blcfome than the noife, and unpleafant 
linging of the Bakers, and the biting of 
the Vermin that place fwarm’d with. I 
continu’d there but two Nights, becaufe 
the Turk , who was Overleer complain’d, 
that I walk’d in my Shooes on the Bread- 
Boards, which made them remove me 
to another place, where the Bread was 
deliver’d out. Here a Folander laid me 
a Quilt on the Boards, giving me for a 
Pillow, a Cloak of his, fo well Hock’d 
with Vermin, that I caus’d it to be 
wafh’d the next Night to make ul'e of 
it, or elfc I bad been better pleas’d to 
lay my head on a Flint. Tho’ the Turks 
had iorbid me talking, or Writing, 1 
fo order’d it on Saturday 3d, that I fent 
an account of my Imprifonmcnt toMon- 
lieur Mener. He went immediately to 
the Captain Bajfa to procure my liber¬ 
ty, but finding him bufie about Jetting 
out the little Fleet, could not fucceed: 
Yet he came to the Bath, to get an or¬ 
der from me to the Rais or Mailer of 
the Snick, to deliver my Equipagcto the 
Jefttits , to keep for me at Trahez.ond, 
becaufe his Servant came not in time to 
the Cattles to have it loaded and car¬ 
ry’d to his Houfe, when I was taken up, 
but the Raiz. was gone. 

Sunday 4th, two Jefuits came to fay 
Mafs, in the Bath to all the Prifoners, 
and the Father Superior exprels’d much 
concern for my misfortune. Monday 
5th, 1 walk’d about the Bath, difeour- 
fing with fome Captains of Privateers 
fecur’d there, the Sultan refilling to hear 
of any ranfome ; every one with fighs 
told me his Misfortunes, and how the 
Ottoman Minifters would not give Ear 
to what they propos’d. 

Turf day 
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Tuefday 6th before Noon, my Chain 
Gtmtlli. was knock’d ofl'j and I fet at liberty, at 
1 6? 4 , the Rcqueft of Griman and Fobn , the 
Deputies of the French Nation, who by 
the Interpreter Brtmeti , repreftnted 
that I was no Venetian nor any lufpcft- 
ed Perfon, but of their Country and 
well known- ftrmtii !ed roe from the 
Frifon to the Captain Bafa and Provtdi - 
tor General, ana fpoke to them for me. 
Being deliver’d out of that dreadful 
Goal, where there was a hcllifo noife, 
made by the Chains of rooo 51 aves,who 
went at break of day to work upon, the 
Ships and Galleys, 1 went to Dine with 
John and David Metier , and the Wife 
of the latter, and then without lofing 
one moment of time, hafted away to 
find the Rate or Mailer of a Snick, bound 
for Trabtzjmd, and agreed for a Cabbin 
by my fclf for four Biafirtt. The Jefit- 
its y who did not like I fhould go in their 


Cabbin, were alio forc’d to take ano¬ 
ther Veil'd} for being unwilling to lie 
two N ights at Sea aboard the Saitf-yYi here 
mine and their Baggage was, they ilaid 
in their Monaftery , expecting to be 
call’d when it was ready to Sail ^ which 
they alfo perfwaded me to do, and this 
was the caufe of ray Imprifonmenc. 
When the Weather was calm, the Cierk 
came honeftly, but it requiring feme 
time to go 6 Miles, and the Fathers 
making feme delay, when they came to 
the Cattles, they found the Snick was 
gone with the Baggage. Thus, being 
now' the fecond time in danger, never 
to fee my Equipage again, 1 fet out in 
queil of it* and the Fathers did the fame 
with the Clerk, aboard another SaUk. 
All theft Di falters befe] me in Pailion 
Week, and certainly 1 never had one 
fo lamentable and diitnal. 


CHAP. X, 

The Religion, Manners , Government Civil and Miliary, Revenues , Habit, 
Coin. Fruit, Temperature, and Border of the Ottoman Empire. 


A LL my Travels hitherto having 
been through the Turkijh Domi¬ 
nions, it will be convenient before we 
leave them, to give alhorc account of 
their Religion. 

furhlb Be- They believe in one only God, and 
lief. one only Perfon, who has created Hea¬ 
ven and Earth , and who will punifh the 
Wicked, and reward the Vertuous, ha¬ 
ving made Hell for the former, and 
Heaven for the latter. That the blifs 
of this Heaven confiils in enjoying fine 
Worried, yet fo as not to go beyond 
killing and itnbracing; and in being Sa¬ 
tiated with molt exquilite Meats, which 
will produce no Excrements. 

They believe Mahomet is a wonder¬ 
ful Prophet, font by God, to teach Men 
the way of Salvationfor which reafon 
the Mahometans call themfeIves Mnfful- 
mam ■ that is, choftn for God, or fav’d. 
They allow ol the Decalogue, or ro 
Commandments, and are oblig’d by the 
Alcoran to keep them. 

Their Fc- Their Fcftival Day is Friday, as Sm- 
ftival. day is among Chriltians; but they do 
not keep it fo religioufly, every Man 
labouring at his Trader tho’ at Noon 
they all refort to the Mojhht to pray, 
more than on Other days. They are o- 


blig’d to pray five times a day, that is, 
at Sun-riling, at Noon, between Noon 
and Sun-fet, which they call Lxutro , 
at Son-fet, and an hour after Night. 

They keep a Monchs Fall from the jtmiim 
Ncw-Moon of April, till the next New- Taft. 
Moon, which they call Ramadan , fay¬ 
ing, the Alcoran defeended from Hea¬ 
ven at that dme. During this cime,they 
do not Eat, nor Drink in the day-time , 
but they fet up all the Night, fpending 
it in eating Fife and FIcfe, like ravenous 
Wolves^ excepting ouiy Swines Flefh, 
and Wine forbidden by their Law. 

After this Fall, they have the Feaflr Balrm 
of the Great Bair am (like Eajhr among Raft. 
Chrillians) which they celebrate with 
publick Rejoycing. They are alfo o- 
blig’d at the beginning of every Year, 
to give to the Poor the tenth part of all 
they have got the precedent Year •, which 
their Avarice makes them unwilling to 
obferve. 

They arc very vain in building Mofchs 
and Hofpitals, and believe, that when 
they have well waft’d their Bodies, mut¬ 
tering feme certain Prayers fit for that 
purpofe, their Souls remain clean from 
any filth of Sin ; which makes them bath 
often, efpcciaily before they pray. 
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They ufe Circumciiion, which they 
perform, when their Sons are feven or 
eight Years of Age, and can diftinctly 
fp-alt thefe Words in the TarkifitToagnc, 
There is but one only God ; Mahomet is 
his Prophet , and ApoJHe ; and this is their 
Profeffion of Faith. But there being no 
mention of Circumdiion throughout tiie 
whole Alcoran, they fay, they ufe it in 
imitation of Abraham , whofe Law is 
recommended to them by Mahomet. 
They believe the Alcoran was brought 
to Mahomet at fcveral times to the Ci¬ 
ties of Medina and Mecca , bccaufe the 
j ews and Chrifiiam had corrupted the 
Holy Scripture and Divine Law. 

The Mahometans are allow’d to have 
four Marry'd Wives at once, and as ma¬ 
ny Concubines as they can keep; but 
they may difniifs thefe Wives when they 
pleafe, only paying what was agreed 
on in the Matrimonial Contrad , that 
they may Marry again at pleafurc. The 
Women before they Marry again, are 
oblig’d to ftay till it appears they are 
not With-Chtld ; that is, Your Months, 
and Widows ten Nights more. The 
Husbands are oblig’d to keep the Chil¬ 
dren they have by their Slaves and 
Wives, they being all counted equally 
Ligitimate. He who has put away one 
Woman three times, may not Marry 
her again, unlcfs another Marry her firft, 
and be Divorc’d from her. 
ruui]W They have Mofchs, Colleges and 
Struaures. Hofpitals with good Revenues, as al- 
fo Monalteries of Dervices, who are 
Religious Men, who lead an Exemplar 
Life, under Obedience to their Supe¬ 
rior. 

They have alfo another fort of Vaga¬ 
bond Religious Men, call’d alfo Dervi¬ 
ces, who are Clad like mad Men, and 
lometimes go Naked, and fome oi them 
flafh their Flefh in feveral parts of their 
Body. Thus they are look’d upon as 
Saints, and live upon Alms, which no 
Body refnfes them. Thefe Men may 
take up and Marry when they pleafe. _ 
They do not believe that Jefus Chrift 
is God, or the Son of God, nor in the 
moll Bleffcd Trinity, but only fay that 
Jefus Chrift is a great Prophet, Born ot 
Holy Mary, who was a Virgin before 
and after her Delivery, and that he was 
Conceiv’d by Infpiration, or by a Divine 
Breath, without a Father, as Adam was 
Created without a Mother. That he 
was not Crucify’d, but that God took 
him tip to him into Heaven, in order to 
lend him back upon Earth, before the 
end of the World, to confirm the Law 
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of Mahomet , and that the jews thinking 
to Crucifie Jefus Chrift, Crucify’d ano¬ 
ther that was like him. 

They pray for the Dead ; invoke their 
Saints, to whom they pay great Honour; 
but believe not in Purgatory, and many 
of them think that the Souls and Bodies 
remain together, till the great Day of 
Judgment. 

The Turks have a great refpeft for 
the City of Jerufalem , as the Place where 
many Prophets were Born ; but that is 
Extraordinary which they pay to Mecca, 
where their falfe Prophet Mahomet was 
Born, and to Medina, where he was Bu¬ 
ry’d ; for which reafon they call it a 
Holy Land, and perform many Pilgri¬ 
mages to it. 

They ufe no Bells in their Mofchs as 
has been faid elfewhere ; but at the 
Hour of Prayer the Priefts go up to the 
top of the Towers, at the Angles of 
the Mofchs, and call the People with 
loud Cries. It is alio forbid them to 
Difpute about Religion, and if they are 
oblig'd by any Body to anfwer, they 
muft do it with their Weapons, and not 
with their Tongues. 

As for their Manners they are altoge- Their 
ther Barbarous, Rude, Haughty above Manners 
any other Nation* Deceitful, given to and I u ' 
Lazinefs, Covetous, Ignorant, andEne- ce ' 
mies to Chriflianity. Nor is the Go¬ 
vernment any better than their Manners, 
for their Trials are very Ihort, and fnb- 
jeft to the Corruption of falfe Witnef- 
fes ; Caufes being carry’d by thofe that 
give moft, not by them that have moft 
Right; and this bccaufe all Imployments 
in the Ottoman Empire being Venal, all 
Minifters make it their Bufinefs to Rob, 
and Opprefs the People, to repay the 
great Sums ofMony they have taken up 
at exceflive Interefl of the Jem, and 
reimburfe the vaft Expence they have 
been at. But were their Laws obferv’d, 
they would appear agreeable to thofe 
of Nature; for among Criminals they 
Condemn a Thief to be Rang’d ; a Mur¬ 
derer to be Beheaded ; an Offender in 
matter of Religion to be Burnt; a Trai¬ 
tor to be dragg’d at a HorfesTail, and 
then Impal'd ; and if a Man has cut off 
anothersLimb, or Maim’d him, he is as 
our Civil Law direfts to fuffer the fame 
Penaltys. Perfon Convidled of Perjury 
are led through the City in their Shirts 
on Afles, with their Faces to the Tail, 
which they hold in their Hands, their 
Faces daub’d, and on their Shoulders a 
parcel of Guts, and other ftinking Gar¬ 
bage; then they are Burnt on the Cheeks 
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CN-Zv/b and Forehead, and are incapable of ever 

Gemelli. being Witnefles again. 

1694* Their Executions are fpeedy; for in 
l/’Y’S* criminal Cafes, every Cadi, tho’ but of 
a little Village, has no Superior to whom 
there lies any Appeal; but if he is not 
a Lawyer by Profefllon, the AlTelTor 
muft Subfcribe to the Sentence before it 
can be Executed, tho’ he were one of 
the Prime Bajf*% of the Empire. 

In civil Caufes, both Parties being 
heard, and the Witnefles briefly Exa¬ 
min’d, and Writings produc’d, they are 
oblig’d to decide all Controverfies with¬ 
out delay. Matrimonial Contracts are 
made before the Cads, who often judges 
of the Validity, or nullity of Matrimo¬ 
ny ; for as has been faid elfewhere, the 
Mahometans do not diftinguiih between 
Religious .and Secular Caufes, and pafs 
themfelves indifferently from Ecclefiafti- 
cal to fecular Employments, and the 
contrary. But Avarice makes the Mu- 
fulman Judges utter Strangers to Reafon 
and Juitice; which is the caufe that the 
Laws feldom take place; and if feveral 
Chriftians, whom they Hate, Ihould 
happen to kill a Titrk, when one of them 
is Executed, the reft buy their Pardon 
of the judge and Kindred of the Dead 
Man to whom it belongs to Execute the 
Sentence. 

Soldiers. The Janizaries, who are the ftrength 
of their Armies, are arm’d with Muf- 
kets and Scimitars. The Sfahis or Horfe 
carry Bows and Arrows, Swords and 
Fiftols. The Afian Soldiers have Lan¬ 
ces, Axes, and Javelins. They make 
nfe of Cannon, as Chriftians do. In 
Battle they obferve no Order, which is 
the main Point, re poling all hopes of 
Viftory in their Numbers. They Charge 
.the Enemy with great Fury to break his 
Order, and make hideous Cries as they 
Fight ; but if they meet Oppofition the 
firft and fecond Onfet, they dare not 
give a Third, but fly lo precipitately 
that no Authority of Officers can flop 
them. 

Revenue. It is hard to give an Account of the 
Great Turk’s yearly Revenues, becaufe 
they ariling out of many Kingdoms in 
Ajia, Europe-, and Africk , as alio out of 
the Spoils of the wretched Bajfa’ s, and 
other Minifters of the Empire, are not 
always the fame. Every Man that ob¬ 
tains an Employment is oblig’d to make 
the Emperor a great Frefent; as for 
Inftance, the Bajfa of Grand Cairo can¬ 
not give lefs than half a Million for that 
Poft, and as much to the chief Suita**’ s, 
tlie Mufti , Grand Vizier , Caimatan , 


and other Perfons in Favour, who are 
to ProteA him. If he has not this Sum 
of Mony of his own, he muff borrow 
it Of Friends, or of the Jews at Cent per 
Cent Inter eft. Nor is the Sultan fadsfy f d 
with what he receives at firft of the 
BaflU ; but when he has paid his Debts, 
and begins to grow Rich, he feuds him 
by a Meffenger a Prefen t of a Veft, a 
Sword, and Dagger, which the Receiver 
is to return with ten ; mes the Value, 
and if he does it not, another fatal one 
is fent him con lifting of a Battle-Ax, 
or Sword, a Token that he Hands not 
well in the Emperor’s Favour, and that 
if he does not endeavour to Appeafe 
him, he will foon lofe his Head ; a 
barbarous Policy pra&is’d by the Otto - 
man Princes, to make themfelves re- 
fpedted, by fucking the very Blood of 
their Subjects. 

It is not only thefe, to appearance, 
free Gifts, that help to fill the Sultan s 
Coffers, but when the Baffa’ s, or other 
Minifters Die, they owning they hold 
ail they have of his Bouncy, he feizes 
all their Goods, and becomes foie Heir, 
tho’ the Children are Born of his own 
Sifter. It were nothing if he ftay’d till 
they dy’d a natural Death; but the worft 
of it is, that fcarce a Year paffes but 
he takes off the Heads of fome that think 
themfelves much in his Favour, and this 
on very flight Occalions, or perhaps on¬ 
ly to feenre their Wealth. Befldes this, 
all the Subjedts of that vaft Monarchy 
pay three in the Hundred of all they 
have; not to fpeak of the Duties and 
ImpoiitioQS for taking Poffelflon of their 
Inheritances. And were there nothing 
elfe to fhew for it, we have a fuificient 
Argument of the vaft Wealth of the 
Ottoman Princes in the prodigious Sums 
they mult have to maintain lo many 
Garrifons in Europe-, Afia , and Africk, 
and feveral Armies at the fame time a- 
gainft Chriftian Princes. 

The Habit of the Turks is long, the , 
under Garment reaching down to the 
Ankle, the upper a little fhorter, with 
clofe Sleeves, all generally of Red, 
Blew, or Green Cloth. On their Heads 
they wear Turban ts of the fame Cloth 
made clofe, and wrapp’d about with fe¬ 
veral rounds of fine White Linnen, or 
Silk. Their Breeches are long, and al- 
moft ferve for Hofe and Socks, thefe 
being few’d to them. Then they put 
on the Papuchies-, which are like Slip¬ 
pers, and which they take off when they 
go into the Mofchs , or into Friends 
Houfcs to avoid dining the Sofia, or 
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Garpcts. The Women wear much the 
fame Habit, only that the Dreft of the 
Head is different, for in Head ofa 1 ur¬ 
ban t they cover their Face with two 
Handkerchiefs, one from the Nofe up¬ 
wards, and the other from the Mouth 
down, leaving juft fpace enough to 
lec* 

The Coin in thefe Dominions is of 
feveral forts, according to the feveral 
Kingdoms. At Conftantinople there are 
pieces of Gold call’d Seer if a, worth left 
than the Tenettan Aecchine. In Silver a 
Grofctn , that is, a Ducat ^ a Jernm-Grof- 
fM , or half Ducat ; befides PWs and 
4 faers of Silver. In Egypt inftead of 
thefe there are Medina? and in other 
Kingdoms, other forts of Mony. 

The Fruit, to fpeak of the Countries 
I have gone through, in Egypt is Excel¬ 
lent, and of aim oft all forts we have m 
Europe? he tides thofe peculiar to the 
Country, and particularly Dates, which 
are in Perfection- In Romdia? and the 
Jeiler A fa there are all forts that Italy 
affords, and much better, as Winter 
Melons, Fomgranates, Grapes, Fears, 
Cheftnuts, Hazle-Nuts, and others which 
they keep all the Year about. 

The Climate alfo differs according to 
the feveral Pofitions of fo many King¬ 
doms. In Egypt the Air is bad for Strang¬ 
ers. Romtli* and Thrace are every where 
Temperate, and the Soil Fruitful \ but 
this Fruitfuluefs is aim oft of no ufe. 
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through the Lazinefs of tile Turks? and 
by reafon of the OpprefFjon the Chri- 
ftians lie under, who chufe rather to 
leave the Land Untill’d, than to Till it 
for others. The leflfer Afa affords all 
that is requifitc to lead a happy Life in 
this World, both the Soil being Fertil, 
and the Air Temperate ? for which rea- 
fon it may be preferr’d before the beft 
Countries in Eurtpe. Cicero declares it 
in the following Words, The Revenuet 
ef other provinces are fuch, That they 
Pearce fuffice to defend thofe very Pro¬ 
vinces k but Afa is fo Rich and Fruitful, 
that it far exceeds all Countries in fer¬ 
tility of Land, variety of Fruit, plenty 
of Pafture, and variety of fuch Things 
as are Tranfported. 

The Confines of this vaft Monarchy 
are Germany? Poland-, Mufcovy , Perfa 
and India? and in Africk , Abiffma and 
Lyhia, In Europe it is bounded by the 
Mediterranean, the Adriatick , and Ionian 
Seas ? in Afa by the Ettxine and Egean? 
and next the Ocean by the Gulphs of 
Perfa and Arabia . The chief Rivers 
that part it from other Dominions, are 
the Borifihtnes and the Tan ms. To con¬ 
clude, it is of fo large an Extent, that 
bating Italy, France , Spain? Germany , 
par t of Hungary and Greece , it contains 
all that the Romans fubdu’d, and fome 
other Provinces which never knew the 
Romans? much lefs were fu bje& to them. 


The End of the Second BOOK,

X Nation to derive its Original 
from the vaft Woods near the rains 
Maoris, becaufe of the great plenty of 
Game thofe Woods afford, which is their 
ufual Suftenance. 

The fir ft that laid the Foundation of 
this mighty Monarchy was Ofmatt , call’d 
Ottoman 3 a bold and daring Man, by 
Birth a Tartar, and Soldier under the 
Great Cham.

king his advantage of the inteftine Broils, 
between the Emperors of Conflanumple, 
fubdu’d Mifia, Lycaonia , Phrigla, Carla 
and Nicea. He Reign’d 36 Years. 

Amurat , a great Mafter in the Art of 
Dillembling, or Reigning, fucceeded 
his Father Orcanes. He in 1363, took 
Gallipoli in Thrace , and after it Adriano - 

t ie, Mifia , Servia, and Bulgaria 3 but 
teing at laft Vanquiftfd and Slain by 
Lazarus Dejfpot of Servia, he ended his 
bale Life after a Reign of 31 Years 3 
leaving two Sons, Solyman and Baja- 
zeth. 

Bajazeth having Murder’d his Brother, 
fubdu’d all Thrace, Theffdly, Mace don, 
Phocis , Attica, and Bojnia, Then he 
held ConjhtminopU eight Years Belleg’d 3 
but finding an obftinate Refiftance, he 
rais’d the Siege to give Battle to the 
Chriftian Princes, whom be overthrew. 
Then returning to the Siege, and ha¬ 
ving after three Years Profccuting of it 
almoft reduc’d the Place to a neceflity 
of Surrendring, his Defign was dilap- 
pointed by Tamerlan, the Gi eat Os am 
of Tanary. For he Marching out of his 
N Conn- 
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the Chriftians gain’d the famous Vifiory 
over him at Ltpanto. 

The next was Amur At the Third, and Asmtrm 3. 
then Mahomet the Third, who came to Makmci 
the Empire embruing his Hands in the 3 * 

Blood of fevcral Brothers. 

Then came Achme-, and then his Bro- Admu 
ther Mufiapha, who was Depos’d, und Muflepbs, 
Ofman let up j and he being Unfor'tu- °i am ‘ 
nate in the War againft the Foies, and 
endeavouring to curb the Infolency of 
the Janizaries, was at procurement of 
the Muphti, Murder’d by them. 

Miffiapba was taketrout of Prifon and 
reftor’d to the Throne, but his ill Fate, 
after a Years time, fent him again into 
Fiifon, the Subjects depofing him for 
inability. 

Achmct the Second, Brother to Of- Admet 
man futxeeded, at the Age of Four- the 2d. 
teen i after whom Reign’d Atmm fjf ur " 
the Fourth, who Dy’d at Conjlanti- 016 & ’ 
mdt in 164.0, at the Age of Thirty 
Three. 

Ibrahim , the firft of the. Name fuc- IbrMm. 
ceeded his Brother Amur at, and in 1645. 
made Wat on the l- r e»etlms and Knights 
qf Malta. In the Ifland of Candia he 
fought with various Succels. He was 
at laft Murder’d by his rebellious Sub¬ 
jects, who not long before had kill’d 
the Grand Fierier, this was in the Year 
164$. 

Mahomet the Fourth, came next to Mtlmet 
the Empire at fixteeu Years of Age. He the 4th. 
tho’ fo Young continu’d the War with 
the Venetians, w ithouc eve r giv ing lEar 
to any Accommodation till in the Year 
1672,' he had made himfelf Mailer of 
Cattdia, the Metropolis of that ifland ; 
after which he concluded a Peace, the 
Venetians continuing Poflelsd of fome 
Places in the lame Ifland. Growing wea¬ 
ry of the long Peace with the Empire, 
at the Perfwafion of his Prime Minifter, 
he made War on the Emperor, laying 
Siege to Vienna in 1683, with a formi¬ 
dable Army of 300000 Fighting Men j 
and after fome Weeks vigorous Attacks 
reduc’d it to filch a Condition, that it 
mult have fallen into his Hands, had it 
not been reliev’d by the powerful Pelijh 
and German Armies, which rais’d the 
Siege, with the Defeat of the Ottoman 
Forces. This prov’d the Ruin of the 
Twnw, who the following Campaigns loft 
Snda and all Hungary, The Souldiery, 
and Maphti imputing all thefe Lofles to 
the Unfortunate Mahomet the Fourth, 
they Depos’d aud Imprifon’d him, and 
his two Sons Mtjiapha and Hornet, the 
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Country, and wafting Aji* with Fire 
and Sword , Sajazeth with much Realbu 
thought it convenient to leave the Siege 
to oppofe that Torrent, and meet him 
on the Confines of Galana and BithynU. 
There coming to a Battle the wretched 
Bajazjth was othertbrown, in the Year 
1397, with the Lofs of 200000 Men, 
and thru ft loaded with Chains into a 
Cage ■, where dcfpairing of ever recover¬ 
ing his Liberty, he beat out his own 
Brains againft the Bars. He Reign’d 
twelve Years and a half, leaving three 
Sons, Cdapin, Mahomet mid Mttfiapha. 

CMapin, or Alpin, was put to Death 
by his Brother Mahomet the Firft, who 
afeending the Throne conquer’d FaU- 
chia, and Macedonia fixing his Court 
at Adrianoplc. He Dy’d in 1422, having 
Reign’d feventeen Years. 

Amnrat the Second, next mounted the 
Throue. He palling over into Thrace 
by the Afliftance of the Genoefes , over¬ 
threw his Uncle Mufiapha and then 
VUdifaus, King of Poland and Hungary 
breaking the Peace at the perfwafion oi 
Pope Engcnius the Fourth, he paid the 
Genoefes^i 00000 Crowns for liberty to 
pals over into Europe at Gallipoli , and ac¬ 
cordingly wafted over his whole Army. 
He fought three Days incellantly, and 
at length Vladijlaiu being kill’d remain’d 
Viftorious, always reproaching the 
Chriftians with breach or Faith. When 
Amnrat had Reign’d thirty Yeats he 
Dy’d at Bruggia, the Scat of his Em- 
pire. 

Mahomet the Second fuceeedcd him. 
He having Tyrannically Eftablilh'd him¬ 
felf on the Throne, by the Murder of 
his Brother, reduc'd ConftantinopU about 
the Year 1435. on the 30th of May. 
Then he Conquer’d Bulgaria, Dalmatia, 
Croatia, Trahezjond, and Th/eodocia, a City 
belonging to the Genoefes , now call’d 
Caff a. He Dy’d In 1481, when he had 
Reign’d 31 Years, and Liv’d 58, leaving 
two Sons, BajaZath and Zizijintts, 

Bajaz.cth the Second, paving Expeil’d 
his Brother, Conquer’d leveral Countries 
in 32 Years he Reign’d. 

Selim the Firft, his Son afcetvded the 
Throne, fubdu’d a great part of 
and returning to Conflasmmple Dy’a in 
1520, when he had Reign’d eight Years, 
and Liv’d 46. 

Solimm fucceeded him, and fubdu’d 
Belgrade, Rhodes, Gran, and Bttda, He 
Dy’d in the 47th Year of his Reign. 

After him came Selimut the Second, 
who took Cyprus from the Venetians, but 
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firft 24, the other 11 Years of Age. 
Gsmdli, Mahomet Reign’d 39 Years. 

1694. In this Place they fet up Hornet the 
l/yvj Second, after he had been forty Years a 
BAmct the Prifoner, who being unexperienc’d in 
5d ' warlike Affairs did not at all recover the 


Monarchy, nor did hjs Reign continue 
long, tho’ he kept at Adrionople for fear 
of the Janizaries. 

His Succefibr was Mufiapha the Second 
now Reigning. 


CHAP. II. 

The Author's Voyage on the Black Sea to Trabezond. 


H Avhig recover’d my Liberty, as I 
faid above, which co ft me 46 Pia~ 
fires, laid out in a Veit of Brocard 1 
gave the Captain Baft I imbark’d on 
Wednefday 7th, aboard a Saick, belong¬ 
ing to a Rats, or Matter, call’d Agi-Mu- 
fiapba , thinking every Hour an Age till 
I got out of that to me unfortunate Ci¬ 
ty. I lay aboard that Night, becaufe 
my Landlord underftanding I had been 
Prifoner in the Bath, would not enter¬ 
tain me any longer, looking on me as a 
dangerous Man. Maun day-Tbttrfday 8th, 
we did not Sail, becaufe the Rais had 
Bulinefs, and 1 went afhore to vifit the 
Holy Sepulchres. Good-Friday 9th, I 
Din’d with MonGeur Mentr, bid him 
Adieu, and thank’d him for all Favours 
receiv’d. Holy-S&turday 10th, I per¬ 
form’d my Devotions, and took leave of 
Friends} and Sunday 1 1 th, being Eafler- 
Day in the Morning, the Saick left the 
Port of Con ft antinopit in fuch hafte, that 
I had not time to hear Mafs. Having 
run nine Miles to the Village of Gregni- 
Chioy , the Rais put in there for Water, 
and continu’d there all Day, the Wind 
coming up contrary. 

Monday 12th, we fet out with little 
Wind, which afterwards turning to a 
dead Calm, the Saick was tow’d by its 
Skiff^ and at lift was drawn with Ropes 
from the Sboar as far as Vmtiriar , five 
Miles diftant. Going up here to the top 
of the Hill, to fee the Mouth of the 
Black Sea ■, as t came down,_ a Turkijh 
Shepherd ask’d me, why I went thither, 
and underftanding by Signs, that he faid 
I was viewing the Country; my laft 
Sufferings having taught me Experience, 
I made hafte aboard the Saick. Tuefday 
13th, the Wind coming up fair, we 
Sail’d at break of Day, and two Hours 
after entred the Black Sea. All the way 
between thefirftand fecondCattles, the 
Shoars of the Streight are no lefs Popu¬ 
lous and Pleafant than thofe from Con- 
Vol. IV. 


fiantimple to the firft 5 for on the fide 
of Nat olio are the Villages of Catignia , 
< 3 bucliy Erigcrli, Bcicos , and Cavach 
and on that of Romelia, Stegni, Gnegni- 
Cbioy, Tarabia , Buyuch-ddre , and Sanjar-, 
with good Pleafiire-Houfcs and Gardens 
between them, which make the Profpcft 
of them agreeable. 

The fecond Caftles are worfe than the 
firft, for that on the fide of Europe has 
but two little Towers on the Plain, and 
very weak Certains; and the other in 
Afia near Cavach, is a fquare Tower \ 
both without Cannon. O11 the top of 
the Hill, half a Mile diftant, flood a 
Caftle, whofe Out-works reach’d to the 
other, but its Walls are all ruin’d. 

On both the oppofite Points of the 
Streight there are Light-Ho'ifes, and 
fmall Dwellings. Near that.on the 
fide of Romelia on a Rock, is the re¬ 
mainder of the Pedeftal of Pompey’s Pil¬ 
lar. 

We made but little way on Wednefday 
14th, the Wind being contrary, but it 
coming Up fair on 'Tburfday 15th, we 
coafted along Natolia , and at Night 
were oppofite to Ergdt , where is a good 
Port, a rarity in the Black Sea. The 
lame Wind continuing till two Hours in 
the Night, thofe drowfy Brutes furl’d 
their Sails, and making fait the Helm 
laid them down to Sleep, leaving the 
Saick to rock upon the Waves. 

The fame Wind blew again on Thurf- 
day itfth, carrying 11s about twelve Miles 
an Hour, and at Noon came up with 
the other Saick that made the fame Voy¬ 
age with us, and carry’d above 130 
Soldiers and Servants of the Bajfa of 
Trabezond, whowas gone before wich 25 
of his Family in fix frnall Felucca's, car¬ 
rying with him fix Horfes, befides as 
many more aboard the Siiick. The Coun¬ 
try that appears along the Sea, is moll 
Mountainous, and abounding in Cheft- 
nuts, Hazle-mKs, and Apples, to fur- 
N 2 nith 
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rvA/} nifh Conjlaatittoph f, and feveral Neigh- 
GetntUi. bouring Provinces, 

1094- Saturday 17th, the Wind came up 
diredly contrary. To that we had mucii 
ado to put into Cape Sinope, for frefh 
Water. Weighing betimes on Sunday 
Morning, we pafs’d in fight of the City 
Sinope, feated on the Eaftermoft part of 
a Point of Land, with a high Mountain 
near it. A thick Fog which held till 
Evening, hundred our View of the plea- 
fa nt Coaft. So the Storm that rofe was 
the caufe we made little way in the Day, 
but the Wind coming fair in tbe Even¬ 
ing, we advanc’d confiderably till Mid¬ 
night. 

Monday 19th, a great Rain fell, after 
which the Wind was fo fair, that we 
made a great Run the Night following. 
The fame Wind and Rain continu’d 
Tsufiery 10th, which fet us very forward. 
The Bajft’s Family was wafh’d from 
Head to Foot *, and I admir'd the Pati¬ 
ence of the Turks, who rather than give 
a Ztccblm for a Cabbin, are content to 
be expos’d to the Weather, like fo ma¬ 
ny Beafb. In ocher Refpefts tl>ey were 
Perfons of good Behaviour, who Con¬ 
vers’d with me Civilly, botli during the 
Paflage, and my flay at 7 rabezond '■> nor 
was t wanting to [hew them more Cour- 
tefy, that 1 might make life of their 
Friendfhips if 1 had need •, and particu¬ 
larly to recover my Baggage out of the 
Hands of the Rah Lefier. 

The fame Rain and rough Sea con¬ 
tinu’d all Night, and Wedtiefday 2.1ft till 
Noon, carrying us within three Miles 
of Trabezoud i but there it fail’d, and in 
the Evening was contrary, fo that we 
were forced to have the Saick tow’d by 
its Skiff I ftill blefs’d the two Crowns 
and a half 1 had given for my Cabbin, 
for I could not have endur’d the Wea¬ 
ther ^ but he that hir’d it to me, at laft 
rais’d a Knavifh Concrovevfy, asking 
more than we had agreed for before the 
Interpreter, and Monfieur Mtner. Yet 
I fitisfy’d him with a fmall Matter, not- 
withftatiding he had found out two Tar¬ 
tar falfe Witness, who depos’d they 
had heard me make the Bargain as he 
faid. 

AU the Bajfa s Retinue flay’d aboard 
that Night; bnt 1 , who long’d to be out 
of the Turkijh Territories, went afhore 
immediately, and to the little Hofpitium 
the Jefuit. had fitted there within three 
Years, for the convertiency of their Mif- 
fions. There 1 found F. F’iUot Superior 
of the Miffton of Armenia , with three 
Companions, and the Dominican all clad 


after the Armenian Falhion. They were 
very glad to fee me deliver’d out of 
Prifoo, and lafe arriv’d after three Days 
Storm, and a Voyage of 900 Miles. 

And certainly We had Perifii'd, but that 
the Eiixine Sea, whbfe Circiirriference is 
5000 Mites, its length it00, and the 
breadth 200, and where molt 400, is 
not fo boifterous as the open Sea, as 
fome pretend. I alfb found my Equi¬ 
page recover’d by the Fathers, and car¬ 
ry'd to their Houfe, which complcaced 
my Joy. 

The Fathers told me what they had 
fufler’d during their Voyage. Imbark- 
ing aboard the fecond Saick, as was laid 
before, they were carry’d to Vriim, 500 
Miles from Trabezond, coming whence 
in fmall Boats they were in danger of 
being Loft y and at laft they were taken 
up for the Tribute, and put into the 
Hands of the Mafter of the Boat, for 
him to give an Account of them to the 
Receiver at Trabezond, to decide whe¬ 
ther the French' ought to pay or not’, 
and this becaufc they falfly a Hedg’d, 

That their King had broke the Peace 
With the Grand Sion tor - but the Cadi 
declar’d they were not oblig’d to Pay. 

That Night, out of excefs of Joy we 
Drank together Merrily, congratula¬ 
ting our Safety, and forgetting pafb 
Sufferings. 

Ttabtzond, by the Turks call’d Tara- Trebeynd 
baJJ'an, is feated in the Latitude of 42 City. 
Degrees, on the utmoft Bank of the 
Black Sea, and at the foot of a Moun¬ 
tain, that looks towards the North, Its 
whole Circumference is but a Mile, but 
its large Suburbs make lip room for 
20000 Inhabitants. It is an Archicpif- 
copal See, and Metropolis of Cappadocia, 
a Province between the letter AJia, and 
greater Armenia. W hen the Empire of 
Constantinople was deftroy’d, the Greeks 
chofc this Place for the Seat of their 
Empire, bat it was not lafting* for die 
Family of Lafcan having Reign’d there 
200 Years, that is from 1261. rill 1460, 
at length in the Reign of David , it was 
taken and deftroy’d by Mahomet the Se¬ 
cond, Emperor of the Turks, At pre- 
fent they call it the head of the Pro¬ 
vince Gtnich , or Jenick It was rendred 
the more famous by the Martyrdom of 
forty faithful Soldiers, who were put to 
Death in a frozen Lake by the Com¬ 
mand of Lictnius \ as alfo for the Birth 
of George 7 rapeZMntius , a moll I earned 
Man, who Dy’d in the Year 1480, at 
ninety Years of Age; and of Bejfarion, 
who for his Excellent Wit and Learn¬ 
ing*

i/VM Trabewnd has not only fufler’d many 
Calamities iii paft Ages, but even in 
this prefeat ; ior in 1617, the Ruffians 
crofBng over the Black Sea, Plunder’d 
and Burnt it; as they did Sinope and 
Caff a Cities feated upon the fame Sea. 
So many Difalters may fufficiently per- 
fwade that nothing of its antient Splen¬ 
dor remains ; it being now more like a 
Village than an imperial City ; fo that 
it looks like a Wood inhabited, every 
Houfe having a large Garden, with O- 
live and other Fruit-Trees, befides fome 
Fields intermixt. 

Citadels. Thurfday 22d, I obferv’d that the City 
has two final! Citadels ; one on a Moun¬ 
tain commanded by a Chians ; the other 
on the Plain, being fometimes the place 
of Abode of the Baffa or Beglerbeg, who 
Governs the City without any Sangiack 
under him. They have both weak Gar- 
rifons, and little Cannon ; and if the 
Townf-men upon occafion do not take 
up Arms, they can make but a fmall 
Defence. 

Proviii- Friday 23d, I took notice the Suburbs 
were for the molt part inhabited by 
Armenians and Greeks , with their Bi- 
fhops, for the Exercife of their Reli¬ 
gion. Proviiions are dear, to what they 
are in other Parts of the Turkifh Domi¬ 
nions, and not good neither, efpecially 
the Bread ; the Neighbouring Villages 
fnniifhing Wheat, both the Hills and 
Plain about the City being Barren ; and 
the high Mountains cover’d with Snow 
caufe more Cold than Plenty. Flefh is 
to be found in the Market only fome 
few Months in the Yea 14 and Fifli is ne¬ 
ver to be feeu, becaufc the City has no 
Port, but an open Shoar, expos’d to the 
inconftancy of the Sea, which renders 
the little Fifhing there is very Difficult. 
Of all the Land produces, only the Oil 
is good; and the Wine indifferent; 
other forts of Fruit for Pleafnre are fent 
in from the Villages further off They 
keep their Oil and Wine in Earthen 
Vefleis, and rack off the Liquor from 
one to another with Cranes made of 
Canes. 

Cuftom- The Cuftom-Houfe of Trabezand is 

Houfe. not fevere, for they never fearch’d my 
Equipage, nor the Fathers, fo that any 
thing may be carry’d into the City. But 
miftrufthig left the Officers on the way 
might give me fome Trouble, I went 
of my own accord, without being call’d, 
on Saturday 24th, to the Cuftomer, for 


a Tafcare , or Billet. He wouid know 
what I paid at Confiantiwple , and take 
my Word for it; and 1 telling him 
that all I had being but a few Trifles, 
I paid four Piaflres ; he took the fame 
of me, befides a Profpeclive-Glafs I 
prefen ted him with. 

The Buffo’s Family was maintain’d fe- 
veral Days at the Expeuce of the poor 
Greeks and Armenians, who arc to make 
a good Contribution when the Baffa 
himfelt Arrives; nor does this Exempt 
them from the Pole-Tax ; and it is a 
diimal Thing to hear their Complaints, 
they being to Earn all that Mony by 
their Labour and Induftry, The worft 
ot it was, that Proviiions were then at 
the Deareft, it being the Month of Ra- 
maden , or the Turksf Fall, when they 
make amends for the Abftinencc of the 
Day by their Gormandizing at Night, 
fpending moff of it in Eating of the 
Beft. 

Sunday 25th, after hearing Mafs, I 
went to fee the low Citadel. It is feat¬ 
ed on a Rock, with a double Wall, and 
deep Ditch, and by its Building it ap¬ 
pears to be antienter than the other. 

My Rais Lefier , refilling to give me 
the Tafcare of Conftantimple , and 1 on 
that Account demurring to pay the 
Freight for my Goods, wc went on 
Monday 26th, before the Cadi to decide 
the Controverfy ; and it was given for 
him, becaufe he brought the Cadi in his 
Stuck. 

Whilft we Diverted our felvcs with 
the Jejuits , we provided to fee out for 
Arzswm with the firft Caravan. In or¬ 
der to it we hir’d Horfes for a Zecchine 
a-piece (which in Chriftendom would 
perhaps have coffc ten Crowns) for ele¬ 
ven Days Journy ; laying half a Load, 
befides the Rider on each, after the Cu¬ 
ftom of the Eaft, and fo the Fathers 
and I did. Travelling is very Cheap in 
the Turkifh Dominions, Proviiions'being 
at reafonable Rates on the Road ; but 
on the other hand there is the inconve- 
niency of Lodging in the Caravanferas , 
where nothing is to be had, every Thing 
being to be Bought elfewhere, and 
Drefs’d there. The Turks carry all forts 
of Utenfils for the Kitchiu of Brafs, and 
very Neat. 

Our Company was made up of jF. Til- 
lot, a Lor miner, Superior of Arz. erum, 
Re-eftablifh’d in his Million, by exprefs 
Command of the Grand Signior, two 
Years after he had been Expell’d by the 
Baffa, (like thofe of Trabcz.ond , at ths 
Inftigation of the Schifmatick Greeks and 
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Armmum ; of F. Ddmatius of Auvergne, 
CenttlU, who was going Miflionpr into the Pro- 
1694. vtnee of Sciamaki in \ ^ 

W"VNJ tin of Gmnnt, who was to reiide at //- 
f ah**i on the fame Account and ot t. 


Dominuk of Pelognia, a Dominican , dc- 
lign’d for the fame Religious employ in 
the Monaftery of Naxivan \ F. Lam of 
the Country about Lions flaying at TVr- 
bizond to cxercife the fame function.

The Author’s gurney to 

r~r^Vefday 27, I fet out after Dinner, 
J|_ with the aforefaid Fathers, anda_ 
good Caravan. After lour Hours ot 
Mountain ami Dirty way* we lodg’d at 
the high CarfUAnjera of Ortglan* where 
we lay in the open Air, with the Noife 
of the great River dofc by, and ot 
Wild Dogs that run about the Moun¬ 
tains in Troops. 

Wenfday 28th, At break of Day we 
proceeded on our Journey leafurly over 
dreadful Mountains, and having Tra¬ 
veled 24 Miles in nine Bdurs, ftay’d at 
the Caravanfera of Cufcav, fo conveni¬ 
ent that the Sky covers very many. This 
was not the molt beaten Road, but us d 
in Winter ; becaufe that of Agagi-bafci, 
which is Ihorter by two Days Journey, is 
imprafticable by realon of the Snow *, 
for which reafon, when we came from 
Trabcwnd we left it, faffing over the 
Bridge on tlie left, where the Cuftom- 
houfc Officers ufe to be. 

Thitrfday 29th, Wc went on over 
high and uncouth Mountains cover’d with 
Snow, and thick of Fir-trees; and 
mounted fo high that at the latter end 
of the Day, we found our felves aimoft 
in the 2d Region of the Air, on the 
top of Mount Zigana. There the Wind 
nfes to be fo violent, that two Years 
before this time CahUcos palling the 
fame way to his Government of Trabe- 
zjsnd, in February , loft about ten of his 
Retinue, Riffl’d with the Wind and 
Snow. F. Vllkt to confirm this, told me 
that he pa fling over there 5 Years be¬ 
fore widl F. Fartdernta&i a Flemming, this 
Lft loft the ufe of his Tongue through 
the cxceffivecold, ftaying behind in the 
Snow, without being able to follow the 
Caravan ; but that he recover’d with 
chewing Cloves, and therefore ever 
fince the Miflioners call that the Moun¬ 
tain of Cloves. F. Dalmafsu being out 
of Patience on the top of this Hill, be¬ 
ing quite fpent with labour of climb : 
ing afoot, broke out into thefe Words 1 
Come hither Gentlemen of the Propaganda, 
and fee what a condition we are in htre.

Arzerurn, or Erzerum. 

And a few fteps further. Come along 
you mho do not give a Fenny ; whereas we 
come uyon the Alms of France ; and 1 am 
fatisfy'd you'll give all you are worth to be 
at home again. As he repeated thefe 
words, I fmU’d, and the more to tempt 
him, faid. Do you think that Coming to the 
Miffum in the Levant, is like taking a 
walk in the Tuilleries*f Paris, or at Mqn- 
fieurs Pallace? To favemyfelf the pains 
I would not alight, but went up a 
Horfe-back, in danger of breaking my 
Neck down thofe dreadful Rocks. We 
defeended 4 Miles of craggy way to die 
Caravanfera , which takes Name from 
that Mountain; after Travelling 24 
Miles in 11 Hours. Friday 30th, we 
went down a more eafy way, but very 
long becaufe of its winding about the 
Mountain which abounds in Fir, Beech, 
and Nut-trees. Then wc pafs’d over 
the 3d Stone Bridge near a Mountain, 
at the foot whereof we entred into a 
way under Ground, to come to a Cara¬ 
van fer a at the other fide. After riding 22 
Miles in 10 Hours we lay at Night in the 
Caravanfera of the Village of Ginmis-Xane, 
that is. Silver Houfe, becaufe of the ru¬ 
ins of this Metal there are in that 
Neighbourhood, where the Country 
produces plenty of Apples, Hazle-nnts, 
and bad Wine. Here we had but an 
ill Night of it. 

Saturday the firft of May, after fix Mmes. 
Hours riding, we pafs’d by a Gold Mine, 

■where they did not work becaufe it was 
fpoil’d by the inundation of the River, 
and at a fmall di/tance thence by one of 
Silver. The Natives told me there were 
many more of Lead, and Copper, which 
is therefore very cheap among the Turks, 
who have all forts of Utenfils of it Tinn’d 
both within and without. Thence we 
pafs’d byCuvans, and after Travelling 
20 Miles in 10 Hours, Night coning on 
lay at Balaxor in the Houfe of jur Ca- 
tergi or Muletier. This Village is 
featedin an excellent and fruitful Plain. 

1 cannot decide whether the Houfes are 
Caves or Stables; for they are dug out of 
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Chap. 111.

the Earth, which ferves as a Wall, 

Gcmeili, with great Beams lay’d acrofs above, to 
itf94* ftpport Roof which is of Earth alfo, 
and even with the Roads they ride on. 
They leave a large gap in the middle 
to let in the Light, not regarding that 
all they do within, cin be feen through 
it. Men and Bealls lodge together in 
them; fo that I was forc’d to fpend 
that Night in filch good Company. I 
was much pleas’d in this Country at their 

Strange Ovens to bake Bread and for other ides. 

Ovens. They make a Trench three Spans deep 
in the Ground, Fbiffer’d with plain Mud, 
with a fmall hole for the Flame. Mak¬ 
ing a Wood fire in it, they fallen an 
Iron acrofs the Mouth, and to that ano¬ 
ther that is moveable, fc lhap’d that 5 
Pots may Hand and boil on it. This 
turns round for the eonvcnicncy of the 
Perfon that dreffes the Meat. The Pots 
being taken away from the top, and the 
Fire from the bottom, and the Oven 
cleans’d from Allies, they put in the 
Dough unleavened after the Fafhion of 
the Ealt, and thus the Bread or Cake is 
loon bak’d, which the Mahometans like 
extremely. This done it ferves to 
fpreadthe Table on and keep the Com¬ 
pany warm, without any other Fire. 
And Jhutting the hole they make uft of 
it to keep the Meat warm, in cafe Stran¬ 
gers fhould come in. 

Zealofthe . , T! l e Village being for the moft part 

Arncmt'fis Inbabitated by Armenians , they all 
flock'd in Crouds to our Stable, tobein- 
ftruAed in the Divine Myfleries byF. Fil¬ 
let . He had learn’d the Armenian Lan¬ 
guage perfcftly to thispurpoft; and in¬ 
vented a Game like that of the Goofe, to 
make them the better remember thole 
things, calling it a game of Devotion, 
becaufe the laid Myfleries wire Printed 
On it. 

I was not a little edify’d to fee what 
Pains thofe good People took to get room 
inoar Stable,calling one another to hear 
the Word of God, which lafted till 
Night. The Harveft in Apt is great, 
and the Labourers but few. " Did a Mif- 
lioner flay in this Place but a few Weeks 
he would draw all the People out of the 
darknefs of Herefy; lb eafily are they 
brought to own their Error. The Je- 
fuits apply therafelvcs very zealouflyto 
this good work in many parts of the 
Tarkijh and Per ft an Dominions; fiiffcr- 
Ing the Affronts and Outrages of the Ma¬ 
hometans with Hcroick Patience, having 
been fevcral times pcrfecuted and ex- 
pcll’d by them. They are maintain’d 
oik of Re venues fet apart for this pur pole

, cara <i a Chians, who was 

handing the March of the Afan Troops i 
becaufe they advanc’d flowiy, to be at 
Belgrade at the end, rather than of the 
beginning of the Campaign: This put 
“ great deal of Trouble, for at 
Midnight he took two of our Horfes for 
his own life $ and in the Morning we 
were at a lols, the Caravan being ready 
to let out, and no ocher Horfes to be 
had in the Village. Therefore that we 
might not be left a prey to Robbers or 
Januaries we made the half loads whole 
ones; and fo a Horfc remain’d quite 
tight to ride by turns all da-/, and this 
made amends for the joy of the forego¬ 
ing Night being Sunday the 2d, when 
we flipp’d merrily and had a pieafmc 
time of it, in remembrance of the per- 
fecution fuller’d hy the Jefmts at Artt* 
rum and Trabewndoa chat day twoYears, 
as was faid before. 

However encouraging one another, 
we fet out like Pilgrims on Mmday 3d. 
following the Caravan through a plain, 
and well cultivated Country The T?- 
fmts would not make ufc of the Horfc 
but like the Apoftlcs cravcll’d all the 
day afoot, F. DAmafms Hill calling upon 

Gentlemen ds Propaganda to come 
fee him wslfc, i he D&nitticM 
Father and I rode by turns, and the 
Country being full of Pigeons, and Mal¬ 
lards, I ffiot many flying both a Foot and 
a Horle-back, to the great admiration 
of the Turks, who could not hit one; 
which made F. Vlilot fty l was one of the 
King of France’ s Hutufrnea, fenttoferve 
the King of Ferfta in that employment. 
After travelling iz Mile in fix Hours, 
we pafs’d through the Suburb, into the 
City Seibm, where they pay a quarter 
of a Ducat Toll for every Horfe. 

This City is feated on a Rock, 
wall’d, and furnifh’d with but a few 
pieces of Cannon. Good woollen Car¬ 
pets made there are fold cheap. Its Su¬ 
burb is part in the Valley and part, on 
the fide of the Mountain. We went fix 
Miles further along the River, near 
which we Encamp’d at the Place call’d 
Meadur, where we recover’d our Hor¬ 
fes, the Ouaxs having left them. A great 
Rdin at Night wet us all. 

Tuefday 4th, we advanced buc to 
Miles in 4 Hours, ferting up in the Vil¬ 
lage of Avirac , feated on a Mountain,be¬ 
caufe the next days Journey was long. 
We lay in the Houfc or rather Stable, 
of an Armenian,built after the fame man¬ 
ner as was faid before. Here they were 
thenfowiog of Wheat,becaufe thcSoil be¬ 
ing 
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ing fruitful, it grows in a very Oiort 
CemellL time, and yields a plentiful PJayvelt, 
1*594. Provillons are generally Cheap there ; 
t/VNj j] x Eggs being fold for a Penny, and a 
Hen for fifteen Pence. 

IVedmfday 5th, wc climb d up molt 
dreadful high Mountains cover d with 
Sjiow, on the laft whereof we law a 
good Quarry of white Marble. The 
Turks of the Caravan being afraid or 
Robbers would come one after another 
to bid me Hand upon my Guard ; rely¬ 
ing much on me becaufc I had a Gun 
and Piltols, and they thought me a good 
Markfman ; whereas they had but few 
Fire-Arms, and fome wanted Powder, 
fome Flint, and fome Ball. Others came 
to me to fix their Guns, and give them 
Ammunition, for fear of the Danger 
that threatned. From the vaft height 
of the third Mountain we again defen¬ 
ded into a deep Valley, the Horfes with 
their Loads every where flipping on the 
Snow, and took our Kelt in a Stable m 
the Village of Carver? having Traveled 
24 Miles in eleven Hours. 

Thurfday 6th, being to Ford over the 


River Euphrates? then fwoln with Water, 
we thought better to go three Leagues 
about, than expofe our Pelves to fuch 
Danger. Therefore parting from the 
Caravan? with a few more that follow’d 
us, we went away to pafs over a Stone- 
Bridge, near which the River Gerzime? 
carrying not much lefs Water fails into 
the Euphrates? or Carafce? which is there 
left than the Ktdtttrmi of Capua? in the 
Kingdom of Naples. We Travel I’d a- 
long on the left of it eight Miles on the 
Plain of Erzurum? our Days Journy be¬ 
ing ten Hours to the Village of Ttunf- 
chttil. There were Pcrfons appointed 
in all thofe Villages by the Tax-gatherer 
to receive the Hcad-Mony of all Tra¬ 
vellers, but we as Franks defended our 
felves by Virtue of the Grand Signiar'. s 
Firman? or Order. 

That Night, being near our Journy’s 
end, with the confent of the Cat erg? 
or Muletier, to whom I promis’d a Re¬ 
ward, I clap’d fome final] Things that 
were to pay Cuftom,into a Bag of Straw, 
which in thofe Countries they lay under 
the Loads inftead of Panncls. 


CHAP. IV. 


The Author's Arrival at Erzerum, and the Defer iftio» of that City. 


F Riday in the Morning, Travelling 
over a Beautiful, and well cultiva¬ 
ted Plain, featter’d with feveral Villa¬ 
ges, and encompafs’d with Mountains 
cover'd with Snow, at the end of twelve 
Miles we arriv’d at Erzarum. As foon 
as we entred the Suburbs, we.paid fif¬ 
teen Grains of Naples? that is about 
three Pence half Penny for each Horfe. 
Then we went to the Cuftom-Houfe, 
but the Cuftomer being at Noon-Day 
Prayers, when he came, we defir’d him 
to Seal the Trunks, that he might come 
home fome time after to Search them. 
He very civilly comply’d, fending foon 
after one to Search them, who found 
nothing liable to Pay ; fo that I found 
not that Severity Monfieur Tavernier 
mentions of Scaling the Trunks and 
Bails a Day before they come to £i^e- 
rum , by People appointed by the Cu¬ 
ftomer, that Things liable to Pay may 
not be taken out to Defraud the Cuftom- 
Houfe. 

I took a ftately Room in the Caravan- 
fera? near the Cuftom-Houfe, that I 
might often enjoy the Company of Mr. 


Prefect? an Englijh Merchant, who atfted 
as Conful, and liv’d oppofite to me. 

He coming to bid me Welcome, carry’d 
me Home, and Entertain’d me well at 
Dinner and Supper, being forry he could 
not Treat me, as he would have done 
in Chrlftendam? becaufe the Country does 
not afford thofe Dainties that are to be 
had in Italy? and other Parts ■? but he 
tormented me with often Drinking to 
me, requiring I Ihould do the fame, 
which I could not. He inform’d me to 
my Sorrow, that the Day before my 
Arrival, a great Caravan was gone for 
Tauris? which had been an excellent Op¬ 
portunity for me. 

Frz.erum? or Adtrbcgian? by fome is Er^eruM 
plac’d in the lefler Armenia? and by o- City, 
thers made the Metropolis of the greater, 
where they think it likely the firft Man 
was Created, and placed by God in the jfff 
moft delightful Garden of Paradice. 

The Country is noble for having been 
firft cultivated by Adam? whenExpell’d Cen - 8 * 
Paradice; and becaufe Noah? after the 
Flood came there out of the Ark, and 
offer’d Sacrifice to God. A Country, 

that 
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that on the top of its Mountains long 
GtmclU. kept.the remaias of the Ark, according 
1 <594. to a orient Traditions, and upon the cre- 
(./-v-j die of anrient Patriarchs. Prophane Au- 
Jefept VE thors will have it that Thejfahss took the 
1. mrj. jq ame 0 f the Armenian Hero. 

4 * Erxjtrum is feated on a long Plain, un¬ 
der high Mountains, at the end ot the 
Plain 30 Miles long, and 10 in breadth. 
Its Walls are two Miles in compafs, and 
are double, but not fill’d with Earth, 
or Ramparts. * About it is an indiffe¬ 
rent Ditch, and feveral Towers at con¬ 
venient Diftances, with finall Pieces of 
Cannon, fuch as they call Falconets, Co 
that on the out-ftde it looks much like 
Constantinople. At the Eaft-cnd is a Ca¬ 
ttle and a Fort, for the Ag* of the Ja¬ 
nizaries, both of them commanded by a 
Hill, and a Tower on it, whence the 
Enemy may be difeover'd at a great Di- 
ftaned. Near this Cattle is the Arme¬ 
nian Cathedral, much decay’d, except¬ 
ing two Towers built of Brick. Theie 
are three Iron Oates to the City 3 at that 
call’d of Tanris, there ll« on the Ground 
twenty good Pieces of Cannon 3 the reft 
being broke up to be carry’d to C on ft an¬ 
ti novtc. The Houfcs, as alfo thole in 
the Suburbs, for the molt part inhabited 
by Armenians are low, and made of 
Wood and Mud 3 the Streets narrow, 
and unpav’d •, aud the Bazar* s mean •, 
but it is fo Populous, that there are in 
the Suburbs only 22 Caravanferas for the 
Caravans of Perfia. The Air is very 
Cold, by reafon of the Snow lying con¬ 
tinually on the Neighbouring Moun¬ 
tains 3 but it is not fo bad for the Eyes 
as Tavernier pretends 3 but this makes 
the Fruit ripen very late, for which rea¬ 
fon it is firft brought out of Georgia, 
and were it not fupply’d from the Vil¬ 
lages about* it would be fcarce. Yet 
Provifions are very Cheap, for a Penny¬ 
worth of Bread will ferve a Man a Day, 
and be may buy ajpftft thirty Pounds 
of Bisket for 3 Carline, or Six-pence 3 
five Eggs for a Torriefe, or Penny, and 
a Hen for five, and fo ocher Things 
proportionably. All this Plenty pro¬ 
ceeds from the fruitfulnefs of the afore- 
faid Plain- But, as l was told, Corn 
does not ripen in fixty Days, and Barly 
in forty, ( according to Tavernier* s Ac¬ 
count) for whilft I was there, they 
were aClually Sowing' to Reap in Srp- 

t ember.

River. in a Mountain call’d Aphrae , or Mingtd, 
fix Hours Journy from Erzerism 3 where¬ 
fore the Springs of this River, accord-

ing to Scripture aud Fathers, being in inter. 
Paradice, I was within Jix Hours of Pa- Au ' k - dfi* 
radicc. But others are of Opinion that *?/•'• ***•♦• 
its true Source is in Georgia, and that " 1 " 
the frequent Earthquakes have cover’d 
it. 

The Government of Er-urum is very 
Beneficial, and much Etteem’d among 
the Turks. The Women in tile City 
are dad in Cloth, and wear Boots, and 
a Black Thing before their Forehead to 
hide their Face 3 on their Head they have 
a long piece of Stuff lunging down to 
their Knees. 

Saturday Sell, MouGcur Lacroniere , of 
the Province of Mils, came with the 
Caravan from Ferfla, and the next Day 
turn’d Mtdnrnaan, defpairing? of ever 
obtaining his Pardon for two Duels lie 
Fought, killing two Men in France. He 
gave out he was Pent into thofe Parts by 
the King, as a Spy upon the Turks, and 
that all the Pranks, who go into the Le¬ 
vant, are Spies fenc by the King to ttir 
up die Ter flans to recover Bagdot and 
Erzjtntm 3 and others into Aiuflovy, to 
perfwadc that Prince to feize the Towns 
on the Black Sea 3 and that therefore 
they carry their Credentials few’d up in 
their Shooes. Tho’ the French look up¬ 
on him as a Mad-man, yet thofe Bar¬ 
barians feem to Credit him, to have the 
opportunity of doing the Franks harm 3 
and this made me live in fome Fear. 

Sunday 9th, I heard Mafs at the Je- 
flsics Church. Having left my Gun at 
the City Gate, according to Cuftom, I 
fent Monday 10th, the ufual Duty to 
the Turk at the Gate to have it return’d, E HO rtion 
but Mr. Prefcot* s Man going in his Ma- of the 
fter’s Name, he reftor’d it without ta- Turks. 
king any thing. But on Tucfday 11 th, 
as I was going to Mr. Prefcods, I favv 
the Turk that had reftor’d the Gun ma¬ 
king Signs to me to flop. I went on 
never the lefs, for not underftanding him 
I thought it in vain to ftay. The Turk 
enrag’d that I flighted him, ran after 
me with his Knife drawn, and bad hurt 
me, but that Mr. Prefcot laid hold of 
him about the middle.’ I had not fear’d 
him in another Place, but in Turfy the 
Laws are too fevere againft a Frank that 
Oppofes a Turk, and therefore to be rid 
of him, I gave what he demanded. 

Wedncfday 12th, 1 Din'd with F. Vd- 
lot , and we rcjoyced at our fafe Arrival, 
but my Satisfaction was difturb’d on the An- 
Ihurfday 1 Jth, three Perfons coming to thor and 
me from the Muftcllin, or Baff* s Lieu* Fa j* ie ,^“ 
tenant, to Command me to depart the ®™ er ^ 
City within three Days 3 which Order rnifcfanf. 

Q was 
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was alfo font to the Jefuits and Domini- 
CcmelU. cm ^ they believing we were all five 
1694. papa’s, or Religious Men. We guels’d 
this was not only brought about by the 
French Rencgado, but by the Schifmatick 
Armenians , to obfh u<ft tlie Fathers fel¬ 
ling in Erterum, and the fpreading of 
the Word of God. They had two Years 
before preheated the Faff* with 2000 
fiafires , to fend them away together 
with f. Philip Grimaldi , who was going 
to China i which was done with fome 
Tumult rais’d by the Armenians , 2500 
Ferfons going in a Seditious manner to 
the Haifa’s Houle, and about 400 to the 
Monalfery, where the Fathers had been 
in danger of their Lives, had they not 
been well uarr’d. To put a flop to this 
Mifchief, Brother Manfredi , who play’d 
the Phylician to reconcile the People to 
the Society, was feut to the Mttjfelltn , 
to fhew him the Grand Signer’s Firman , 
or Order for re-fetling the Fathers at 
Er 7 i.tram j but lie without fo much as 
feeing it, order’d we [honld return that 
fame Day towards Trabizond. The great 
diftance from Court made him not value 
the Firman , and he laid the Papa’s had 
reprefonted Things as they thought fit 
to the Saltan \ and therefore he would 
acquaint him how Averfe the whole Ci¬ 
ty was to their Re-eftablilhment. The 
Brother went thence to the Cadi to ob¬ 
tain at leaft fome longer time, and was 
civilly anfwer’d they might go with the 
firft Caravan, that they might not be 
expos’d to be Robb’d and Murder’d by 
Thieves. The Maffdiin hearing of it, 
fenc for Manfredi , and railing at him 
for having been the occafion of the Fa¬ 
thers Return firft, and then of their 
Stay, committed him to Prifon j but ba- 
ing told that the Cadi had contented to 
the Delay, he releas’d him within two 
Hours; threatniug to make him ftay in 
the City, and after formal Procefs to 
caufe him to be Bafionado’d till the Nails 
of his Toes flew off 

That fame Day the Muffdlin would 
be inform’d what I was by Mr. Prefect, 
who giving him an Account of my Tra¬ 
vels, told him, I was no Religious Man, 
nor of the Society, but a Lay-Man that 
Traveil'd out of meer Curiofity. As 
he was returning home, the Dominican 
Father came to delire him, that he would 
acquaint the Mujfellin, that he was not 
of the Society, but a Dominican , Pent 
into Perfia by his General, and that his 
Order not being comprehended in the 
Petition of the Armenians , he would get 
him leave to proceed on his Journy. 


But the Conful’s Words were of no force 
with that Barbarian, whom nothing but 
Mony could Mollify. F. Fillet was very 
angry that the Dominican (hould have 
made that ufe of Prefect , and therefore 
came in a Paflion at Night to tell me, 
every one might fhift for himfelf, be- 
caufe he and his Companions had the 
Firman to go into Perfia. I bid him mind 
his own Bultnefs, for l did not miftruft 
God’s Providence, and was ready to Puf¬ 
fer thole Croftes, and therefore without 
being at all difmay’d, 1 refolv’d if I could 
not go dire&ly from Erzerum, to return 
to Trabezond, and thence pafs through 
Georgia into Perfia. 

Going on Friday 14th, to hear Mafs They ob- 
at the Jefuits , I faw Brother Manfredi tain leave 
go to die Mujfellin, and return with a t0 t0 
favourable Anfwer, which when F. Fil- Pe rf A - 
lot had heard, he laid to me, Monfienr 
Gemeltif the Matter is adjufted for 25 
Ducats - , two Zecchines will be your fhare 
to go into Perfia. I might have an- 
fwer’d, that fince the foregoing Night 
they would not admit me into their 
Number, I had taken other Meafurcs 
and that he did me that Favour to fave 
Charges, becaufe the Muffdlin would 
have as much for three as for five; but 
that he might fee I was not led away by 
Intereft, I faid I would pay my Quota*, 
which the Dominican was very unwilling 
to do. 

After Dinner the Nazar, or Prote¬ 
stor of Strangers, who had been ac¬ 
quainted with the Bufmefs by his Bro¬ 
ther the Mujfellin , font for Manfredi, 
and made a great Noife becaufo we were 
not gone. The other anfwer’d we had 
leave to go for Perfia. No, faid the Na¬ 
zar, you /bail go for Trabezond , with 
the Caravan that is now ready. Man¬ 
fredi underftanding his Defign was to 
have /hare of our Mony, he told him he 
would bring him an Anfwer the next 
Day. But it pleaSd God, that News 
being brought, both the Brothers on Sa¬ 
turday 1 5th, that the Bajfa bad font 0- 
thers to take their Places, they being 
taken up, 1 efufing to refign to the others, 
never thought of us. 

In the Evening, the Mujfellin font for 
fome Fathers that could fpeak the Tur¬ 
in jh Language, to Expound fome Maps 
given him by the Rcuegado Laironiere, 
who could not do it: F. Fillot went, 
who, having given him Satisfaction con¬ 
cerning part of Afire, cho’ the Turk was 
not much the wifor, was ask’d, where 
he had learnt the Turkijh Language j and 
he anfwering that in a Year he refided 
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rx.A-'O at Conftamimple. The MufJ'tlin repiy’d, 
GemeUi. he could cot learn to fpeak fo Well in a 
169+. Year. It falling then opportunely, to 
(✓VNJ talk of our Affair, the Father added, 
I liv’d feme time in this City, and was 
here when the Fathers were expell’d ; 
which 1 am given to underhand you 
deiign to do again, notwichftanding the 
Grand Senior's Order. The Mufftllin rc- 
ply’d. Why do yon not go upon the 
Million into Germany l Becaufe the Ger¬ 
mans faid the Father, arc our Kings Ene¬ 
mies, and would kill us, and therefore 
we come into this Country who are our 
Friends. Then they went together to 
the Cadi’s (a Man whofe Wifdom had 
raired him to the greateft employs of the 
Empire in the Reign of Sultan Mahomet ) 
and having (hewn him feveral Coun¬ 
tries of Afbt, he ask’d whether the Fa¬ 
ther durft undertake to make fuch a 
Map in the Tnrkijh Tongue, and how 
long he would be about it. Being told 
he could do it in a Week, they feat him 
home, bidding him flay and do it. 

F. Vtiln being to ftay, 8 Zecchtnes 
were fent by Brother Manfredi y on Sun¬ 
day 16th to the Maffelin after which 
the Chiaga feat to enquire about the reft 


and haften our departure, lignifyingthat 
F. Pillot muft go when the Map was 
made. The Naz.nr fenc for Brother 
Manfreds again on Monday 17th, to let 
him know he would be preftftted as well 
as his Brother *, both of them had good 
Words, and were put in hopes of that 
which was neker to come to pafs. The 
fame day two Servants of the Naurs 
Came to the Caravanfera in his Name to 
ask a Veft of me. Being feufible this was 
an invention of their own, that they 
might not go away diffiitisfied, and con¬ 
trive to do me fome mil chief, J promis’d 
Mr. Prefect ihouldgive them a Pi afire af¬ 
ter 1 was gone, that they might not 
fend others on the lame errand. Seeing 
my fell expos’d to be cheated and robb’d 
on all Tides, [ relbtv’d to be gone with¬ 
out a Caravan , hazarding all dangers 
whatfoever; both the Fathers and t 
thinking it better to go on, venturing 
to be robb’d by Thieves, yet with the 
Liberty of defending our felves, chan to 
ftay in the City,like Sheep among Wolves 
without being allow’d to fpeak for our 
lelves. Having therefore hir’d Horfcs 
lor 4 Piaflres a piece, we prepar’d to 
leave £rz.erum privately. 


CHAP. V. 

The Author's Journey to Kars, and the Danger he ms in of being robPd. 


T Vefday iSth, the Fathers Dolma- 
tins , and Manin , French Jefairs } 
their Tour- A Dminick of Bologna a Dominican , and 
ncy. ■ I, took our Flight ‘out of the City after 
Midnight, like the Ifratlitts par {'ecu ted 
by pharaoh. Near break of Day the 
Cuftom-houfe Officers came out of a 
Tent tt£ ftop us frx Miles from the Ci¬ 
ty but (hewing them the Cuftomers 
difehargeand giving-them a Rap 1 which 
is a quarter of a Neapolitan Ducat, they 
let us pafs; notwithftanding my Mule- 
tiev, who was a Georgian , falling out 
with an Armenian belonging to thofe 
Officers, had buffeted him very well. 

. Three Miles from thence my Horfe ftart- 
ing threw me ^3nd with the fall broke the 
Stock of my Gun, which I could put 
but into an indifferent pofture to fetve 
me by the way. All the Country wc 
traveled over that Day was plain, and 
much refembling the plain Apulia in the 
Kingdom of Naples. They were actu¬ 
ally fowing, tho’ they had not Plow’d. 
Vol. IV. 


Having crofs’d a great River about the 
Evening, we went to cake up our quar¬ 
ters at the Village of Axa> our CatergP a 
place of Birth,in whole Houle we lodg’d; 
having in 8 hours traveled 20 Miles, out 
of the common way of the Caravan , 
which always pafles through the little 
but beautiful Caftle of Hajfan-kalefcni- 
ed on a Hill, and 4 Miles diftant from 
the afore faid Village,. where a Pup of 
quarter of a Ducat is paid for every 
Horfe. We were lodg’d in die Mule- 
tiers Houle, and had an excellent Supper, 
becaufe the place is plentiful of Provi- 
fions-, four Pigeons being fold for five 
Tornefes , or five Pencce. 

Wednefday ipth, a Janizary Cf offing More cr* 
the Road would make us return to the aftions. 
Fort to' pay a certain duty, and with 
much difficulty we pei luaded him to re¬ 
ceive it, without giving us the trouble 
of going back to the Fort. Twelve 
Miles further we had a worfe re-encoun¬ 
ter, through the fault of the Muletiers, 
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fSjLXl who would take a Road not us’d by the 
Gemelli. Caravans. The Officers of the Cuftom- 
1694 lioufe of Tolijci, and of the Bridge of 
(./■yV Scio-ban-nttpri, feeing we did not take 
the way of the Bridge, came up and 
commanded us to go with them, as far 
as the Village. Being willing to buy off 
this Trouble, they ask’d us 5 Piajlres, 
but feeing we fcofF’dat ther Impertinent 
demand, they began to fly for fear of 
being beaten. We on the other Hand 
fearing fomething worfe might befall us, 
thought it better to overtake them and 
Compound for two Piajlres. 

The fruitfulnefs of the Soil, makes 
Provillons there worth little or nothings 
and the more becaule the Natives live 
upon four Milk, Cakes inftead of Bread, 
and Water, Having travell’d 28 Miles 
in ten Hours, we came to the Village of 
Korafon , where another of our Caret gis 
was Born, on the left of the River A- 
raxes , which runs from the Foot of 
Mourn Mingol i nto th e Cajpian Sea. The 
Houfcsof this Villageare under Ground 
iikethofeof Bataxor. 

Thurfday 20th, being Afcenfion day, 
we ftaid in that Village to pleafe the Ca¬ 
ter gi. One fent by the Cultomer, came 
home to view my Trunks, and fee the 
Tafcare of theCullom-houfeof Erz.erum. 
He took nothing ; but a Nazar that 
came with him, feeing we had no Pais 
came again at Night, and would have a 
Piafirt by way of compolition, which 
the Cuftomer did not approve of. It is 
molt certain the poor Franks every where 
fuller through the avarice of the Turks , 
but in fome places a fniall matter con¬ 
tents them. The Women of this Vil¬ 
lage cover their Faces, almolt after the 
manner of Egypt, with little Plates of 
Silver, worth about a Carline of Naples, 
which move prettily with their Heads; 
and they wear two rows of Buttons on 
both fldes their Veils, with other little 
Silver Plates. 

Fryday 21ft, we travell’d eight Miles 
of Mountain way, and halted on the 
Bank of a River, where our Catergis 
would wafh themfelves, that place a- 
bounding in Mineral Waters. Going 
thence we met with three Janizaries, 
who pretending they belong’d to the 
Poll-tax-gatherer, would have us pay 
that Duty. We refufing to pay it on 
account of oar Firman, they would make 
us turn back; and therefore tho’ we were 
ftronger, we were forc’d to give a Pi- 
afire to be rid of them. All about 
thefe Plains there were curious wild 
Tulips, which would be much valu’d in 


Europe. We lay that Night at Mifing- 
hin, a Village in a Valley at the foot of 
a Rock, on which is 311 antient and al- 
moft ruin’d Calfie. Here tho’ there 
were many Chriftians, yet we lay in the 
open Field. The Natives to get fome- 
rhing gave us to underftand that but a 
few days before the Rogues on the 
Mountain had robb’d fome Travellers. 

The Fathers and one Comm Abram born 
at Erzamm, being put into a fright at 
this news, would needs take four Men 
along to convoy us. I was facisfy’d they 
were Spies, and worfe than Thieves, and 
that they had no good Arms, yet that 
they might not think I kept off out of 
covetoufnefs, I condelcended to pay my 
fhare of five Rups, we gave them, which 
is a Ducat and a quarter. 

For the more fecurity, we travelfd by 
Night, through Woods of Pine-trees, 
and over ftcep Mountains the nelts of 
Robbers ; two of whom meeting us had 
not the Courage to make any attempt. 

1 loll the fcourerof my Gun in lighting 
to walk part of the way, and be ready 
upon any occafion. 

Saturday Zld, about break of Day, Knavery 
we found our Guards fuch as I had ima- of the 
gin’d them; for two of them had Match- pretended 
locks without covers to the Pans or Guard. 
Match, another had neither Powder nor 
Ball; and the fourth had nothing but 
a long Staff which only wanted a 
good Arm to ftrike. Thefe being as 
great Thieves as any in the World, fee¬ 
ing it was day, demanded their Pay be¬ 
fore we were out of the Wood. F. Dal - 
matins refufing, becaufe we werenotyet 
out of danger, one of them threatned 
to run him through with his Spear; which 
made me perfuade him to pay, rather 
than indanger his Perfon. When they 
had receiv’d the Mony, they flay’d be¬ 
hind, without regarding their Duty, for 
we had flill two Miles to go through the 
Wood. We had advanc’d but a few 
ffeps to get out of it, before twelve 
Men, fome afoot and fome a horfeback Danger 
appear’d before us, at fight of whom my of Rob- 
Catergi drawing near me, fa id, Cruft, or b6rs * 
Thieves,and ask’d for one of my Piltols, 
but I would not give it him. Our company 
was in a confternation, but Coggia above 
the reft, who tho’ the Night before I 
had fix’d his Gun, that he might help 
to defend us in cafe of need ; yet chofe 
rather to truft to ids Horfes heels, with¬ 
out regarding the Shame of running away, 
than hazar’d his Life,by file wing Courage. 

The frighted Fathers and I being left 
to oppofc the Robbers, I alighted with

fNA/^ my Guns and Piftols in a readinefs \ and 
Cnnelli. leaving them a Horfe-baek with had Pi- 
16'94. ftols, and without Powder potted my 
C/VVJ feif on the Left, behind fame Rocks, 
waiting under Covert to fee what the 
Rovers would do. They being badly 
Arm’d, and fome Of them only with 
Staves, tho’ Twelve in Number, would 
not ftand the Teft, but turning off, went ■ 
up the Mountain, leaving the Way free 
to us. The Turks Extoll’d my Behavi¬ 
our, and the Fathers much more, who 
from that time forward us’d in jeft to 
call me Carbon-Bafci^ or Captain of the 
froall Caravan. 1 was lo inrag'd again ft 
the Run-away Coggia y that as a Punifh- 
ment of his Cowardice, 1 would have 
left his Goods to the mercy of the Rob- 
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bers 3 but at the Requcft df the Jefmti 
1 fuffer’d them to be carry’d on. Being 
out of the Wood, we refted our Hoi fes 
in a Plain, near which there was good 
Pafture, and a Village of Kurds. Three 
Hours after we fet forwards a good Pace, 
and went to lie at the Village of Co- 
tanlo\ having Traveli’d that Day 35 
Miles in 10 Hours. This Place was in¬ 
habited by Armem ans^ who difturb'd ns 
with their Sick, to get fome Medicine 
of the Jtfuits , who carry feveral forts 3 
which Jiapned to its wherefoever we 
came. All the way beyond the Moun¬ 
tains, which made one half, was an ex¬ 
cellent Soil, but untill'd for want of 
People. 


CHAP. VI. 

A jhort Defer ip ion of Kars, and the Continuation of the Author's four#} 

to the Frontiers of Perfia. 


S Vnday 23d, having Travell'd twelve 
Miles in five Hours, we came to the 
City Kars r the frontier Town of the 
Turkijh Dominions, and lodg'd in a Ca- 
rstuanfera in the Suburb. 

^fjCity. Kars is a Large, but not Populous Ci¬ 
ty, tho’ there be plenty of Provifions, 
and very Cheap, feated in a inoft fruitful 
Plain, and 78 Degrees 4 Minutes of 
Longitude, and 42 Degrees 40 Minutes 
of Latitude. The reafon of its being 
fo ill inhabited is, becaufe being on the 
Frontiers, it has fuffer’d fometimes by 
the Perjian^ and fometimes by the Otto¬ 
man Arms3 being no fooner recover’d 
from the one, than it has fallen again 
under tlje other, as has hapaed to many 
other Places, which have been ruin’d by 
the Per fiat) s for eight or nine Days Jour- 
ny. Kars is a fufficient Teftimony to 
Fofterity of the Behaviour of the Ptr- 
fiam in taking of ftrong Holds *, and 
how dreadful the ftrokes of their Scimi¬ 
tars arc to the Turks. 

itxic.Ctc- But to return to the Bufincfs in hand, 
f ^fr^'b ¥ ars * s &ated in Tttrcvmania. Us Ihape 
CtnCt.' * s l° n &> looking towards the South, and 
two Miles in compafs, on the lide of a 
fifing Ground Its two Walls are of 
Earth, with ftaall Towers, two Gates, 
and as many Bridges on the fide of the 
River and Suburb. The Fort which 
ftands on the Rock, is inaccelfible on 
that fide next the River. In it is a good 
Garrifon, out of which every Night a 


Detachment of forty Horfe goes to lcour 
the Country on the Frontiers. The 
Houfes by reafon of the thinnefs of the 
Inhabitants are more like Dens, made of 
Timber and Mud. For 130 Years .laft 
pa ft, ffnee Sub jeft to the Ottoman Em¬ 
pire, it has always been Govern’d by a 
£ajfa, rather out of Jealoufy becaufe it 
is a Frontier, than becaufe the greatnefs 
of the Place deferves it. 

In Compliance to the Cnttrgi, we 
ftay’d there all Monday 24th. The Gtor- 

5 ian, would have all the Mony for the 
ourny paid him here, whereas the Cu- 
ftom is to pay at the journies end ; and 
we refbfing, he flood in it, that he would 
go no farther. We were forced to get 
the Armenian Cuftomer to oblige him 
to go 3 or elfe we would have provided 
our felvcs other wife at his Expence. 
But the Cheating Armenian made us pay 
for his Kinduefs 3 for whereas his Duty 
was half a Piaftre a loaded Horfe, he 
demanded a Zecchine r and with much 
Difficulty tool a Piaflre. 

Having agreed with theCuftom-Houfo, 
we proceeded on our Journy on Tutf- 
day 25 th, taking as a good Omen four 
Guns the Turks fir’d on account of the 
Solemnity of their Bairam r their Faft 
of Ramazan being ended3 which re- 
joyced the Hearts of the poor Country 
People, feeing ihemfelves deliver’d from 
the hardfhjp of working on the Fail- 
Day, and watching to Eat at Night. All 

that

that Day ridiog over thofe excellent 
(J erne Hi. plains, we met feveral Troops of Kurds 
1694. with their moveable Houfes on Oxen, 
with Pannels on them. 

The Thefe People live like Bealls, and are 

j&rds. f 0 Brutal, that they wander about all 
the Year, Peeking good Pa (lure for their 
Herds, living upon the fame Food as 
they do. After riding thirty Miles in 
- ten Hours, we lay in the Village of Chi- 
da , confifting of but a few Caves. Here 
the Inlblent Catergt began again to re- 
fufe going any further, unlefs he were 
paid his whole Due \ and we did no¬ 
thing but Wrangle from Morning till 
Night. I had much ado to forbear beat¬ 
ing of him, for fear of bringing my felf 
into further Trouble. 

Jui-tyK Wc fet out late on Wednesday 2( 5 th, 
ci t7- and were not a little mov’d to Compaf- 
lion by the way to fee fo many Places 
deftroy’d by the Wars, whofe Ruins 
ftillihew their former Greatuefs} and 
particularly the City Anikagae, fix Miles 
from the aforefaid Village. It was found¬ 
ed on an Advantageous, tho’ Marlhy 
Ground, by a King of Armenia of the 
fame Name. A good part of its Walls 
are-Hill Handing, near the Eaft-fide, 
whereof runs the River Arpafuy y which 
riling in the Mountains of MingreHa , 


falls into the River of Kars. _ There 
are Hill to be feen the Ruins of feveral 
Monafteries, two whereof are almolt 
entire, which they fay were founded by 
Kings. 

Going on at a diftance, we difeover’d Mount 
the high Mountain Ararat y where Noah's Awtt. 
Ark is faid to have relied. Then we 
entred upon a Valley, on which there 
were feveral Things like Piramids (bat¬ 
ter’d about, made by the Water in 
Stone, very Pleafant to behold. Next 
we pafs’d by the Fort of Artafuy , the 
lalfc Garrifon of the Turks y feated on a 
Rock after fuch a manner, that it needs 
no Wall on three fides \ but only on 
that where the-Entrance is. Within it 
there is a good Garrifon, and without 
a Village, where a or quarter of a 
Neapolitan Ducat is paid for every Horfe 
that patFes. In this fame Valley we pafs’d 
a Bridge over a River which parts the 
Ottoman and Perfian Empires. As foon 
as I got to the further fide, I alighted 
to kifs the Ground 1 had fo long wifil’d 
for, that 1 might be deliver’d from the 
Frauds of the Turks, What hapned to 
me from that time forwards, (hall God 
willing be deliver’d in the fecond Vo¬ 
lume. 


The End of the Firfi VOLUME. 
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T H E PoUeflion of thole Things 
we have long defir’d, produces 
in us fuch Joy and Satisfaction, 
that it makes us forget palt Sufferings, 
and difpofes us willingly to undergo 
fuch as are to follow. This hapned to 
me at my endring upon the Per fan Do¬ 
minions, for the Pleafure of it made me 
not thinJf of a tirdome Afcent we had 
to Climb; and taking Heart now I was 
in a Country, where more Honelty was 
Practis’d, 1 with good Cudgelling made 
the Catergu go on, who would needs 
then at an improper Seafon ftay to reft 
their Horfes, having advis’d me but juft 
before to he upon my Guard, becaufe 
the Turkijk Garrifon us’d to make Ex- 
cur (ions on that tide. 

After ten Miles riding, we met a 
mu I tirade of Kurds imcamp’d in Tents 
(winch they fee up in a Moment, fixing 
a Pole in the Earth, with a great Wheel 
at the top of it, to which other crooked 
Staves are faftned to bear up the Tent') 
they exacted half a Pimfin a Boric of 
»s tor pa fling for in Perfeh i c is not 
ufual to open Trunks, but to give fome- 


thing according to the Quality of the 
Perfons. Having relied, and fed out 
Horfes* we went on a very Stony way, 
and having in ail Traveled 28 Miles 
that Day in ten Hours, the chief MuU- 
tier fet up at Taka , the firft Village of 
Perfia. In this Place Was a good Church 
for the ufe of the Chriltian Armenians , 
who are the bell part of the Inhabitants. 
On the high Altar are the Pidlures of 
the Holy ApolUes , but it is now gone 
to Ruin, aS' is another near it. Having 
taken up our Lodging in the Houfe of 
a Chrtflian, as we had done all through 
Airmnia ? that is Subjcft to the Turks, 
a Pertabtetto, or Armenian Preacher, but 
to look to, a Rude ignorant Clown, came 
to Vi lit us, who feeing one of our Hor¬ 
fes Sick, fell to bleffing of Water for 
him, eroding it, mumbling lome Words* 
and making ugly Faces, and throwing a 
Needle into it three times, in the molt 
Superftitious manner imaginable. To 
this Village they bring oil Oxen, with 
Pannelson them, abundance of Stone- 
Salt, which they cut out of a Mountain 
3 Day’s Journy from thence.

A oirious stalk of it is not above hair a Span long, 
Flower. at t hc end whereof there are three white 
Flowers Handing upright, like a Plume 
of Feathers, and three other Purple ones 
hanging down in a Triangle* with a lit¬ 
tle blade Rofe in the middle, and,three 
others of a brighter Colour, twining a- 
bout the afore Paid Flowers. 

Tmrfday 27th, at break of Day we 
fet out again, and after riding 24- Miles 
in nine Hours came to the three Chur¬ 
ches call'd by the Armenians Eghiamia- 
fa, that is. Only Sou, whitjis the 
name of the chief of them. T his, as 
their Hiltories tell us, was Built 300 
Years after the coming 01 Chriltand 
they add, that when the Walls were as 
high as a Man, the Devil in the Night 
deftroy’d all they Built by Day*, but 
- that at lafc jefus Chrift appearing one 
Night, the Devil could no longer ob- 
llrna the Building of the Church. U is 
dedicated to St. Gtarge, to whom the Ar- 
MMf'psya great Veneration. With¬ 
in, the Strafture is in the form of a 
Crofs, with a Cupula in the middle, 
under which they Ihew the Stone, on 
which they fay our Saviour appear d to 
St. Gregory , much honour’d by them. 
There are three Doors into it, and all 
the Pavement is cover’d with good Car¬ 
pets. It has three Altars j to the high 
one there is an Afcent of four Steps, 
and near it on the right fide is the Pa¬ 
triarch’s Chair. There are fix Steps up 
to the Altar on the right Hand, and 
three to that on the left, with each a 
Patr iarchal Chair againft Mafs is folerrm- 
Iy Celebrated at them. On the out-fide 
there are four fmajl Towers at the tour 
Ancles, in one or which the Bells are, 
and the Standard of the Crofs every 
where fet up *, which is nor. permitted 
by the Turks on any Account. 

Clofeby the Church is the Mo nailery, 
where the Bifhop and Fathers refide, 
with an excellent Garden in the middle. 
The Patriarch’sApartments are over the 
iirflt great Court, where the Fountain 
is; through which they go into the le- 
cond, which with its Arches ferves on¬ 
ly for a Caravanfaa for Pilgrims; tor 
the Monks go through another Court 
and larger Gate to their Cells and 
Church- The whole Place is enclosd 
with high Mud Walls, within which 
compaft there are fevcral Vineyards and 
Gardens. 


The Mo- 
mftery. 


The Patriarch is counted one of the 
ftrft among the Armenians, and has fuch 
a conceit of himfeif and his Authority, 
that not very long iince, he had the bold- 
nefs to Excommunicate 5 . Leo Pope, be- 
cauie he approv’d the Council of Cake- 
don, which condemn’d theirs and the 
Greek Jierefy. , 

The id Monaftery, with the Church 
dedicated to S. Cagatia, is a Musket Ihot 
from the firft. It was built in Honour 
of a Prihccfs, who coming from Italy 
with 40 Maidens, to fee S. Gregory, was 
by a King of Armenia caft into a Well 
fall of Snakes, becaufe fhe would not 
confent to his WilU where havm S re¬ 
main’d 14 Years, without receiving any 
harm, at laffc in a Rage he put her to 
Death with the 40 Maidens , as the Ar¬ 
menians relate. 

The Hrufture of the Church is like 
the other, but left. There is but one 
Altar, with the Body of an Heretical 
Armenian, whom they cal! a Saint, un¬ 
der it. There are two other Tombs 
without, one on each fide of the great 
Gate. As for the Mooaltery it has a 
fmall Cloifter, with a Garden, and Cells 
fora fewMonks, who look to a fmall num¬ 
ber of Ignorant Idle Country People. 

Thc 3d Monaftery a Mile and a half 
from thefe, is very fmall, and dedicated 
to S: Rerim*. There is but one Altar 
in the Church, which has three Doors, 
and good Vineyards and Fields belong¬ 
ing ro it, as well as the others. The 
Armenians that go out or return to IV- 
fa, uie generally to Hay three days at 
thefe Churches, to perform their De> 
yotionPj zsnd receive the Patriarch s BleR 

fiflg* - . r ... 

This Plain of Bnvan is very fertile, 
and full of Vines and Fruit-trees; as 
alfo abounding in Wheat, Rice, and 0- 
ther Grain 3 and this becanfe the Na¬ 
tives improve it, making ufe of the Wa¬ 
ters of the River A axes, which runs 
a-crofs it, betides feveral other Rivulets3 
and levelling the Ground with a long 
Rowler drawn with a Rope by one Man, 
and help’d forward by another, with a 
Handle." Hence it is that when the Corn 
is ripe in Per fa they are fowing in 

Jurky. 

Mount Ararat is but 8 Miles from thefe 
Monafteries. A conflant Tradition de¬ 
liver’d down to ourDaySjwill have it that 
Noah’s Ark relted on it. At the Foot of 
it runs the River Araxes , and rifesano¬ 
ther large Mountain, hut fmall inrefpeft 
of Mount Ararat, of which we ftaall 
fpeak hereafter.

That Night I lay in the great Mona- 
ftery, and Fry day 28th, in the Morn¬ 
ing went into the Church, to fee about 
70 Priefts officiate in two Rooms in the 
midfl: of it. 3 Hours after we continu’d 
our Journey to Erivan on a good Road, 
and paffing by many Villages alter ten 
Miles riding, came to that City. I took 
a Room in the only Caravanjera there 
was . in the Suburb, to avoid troubling 
the Jefuits, who did not live like the 

Italians. .1 

The prefent City of Erivan was built 
on the ruins of another of the fame 
Name, in the longitude of 64 degres, 
and 20 Minutes, and 42 degrees, and 
15 Minutes of latitude. Next the Ri¬ 
ver Zangli, it is feated on a Rock, and 
the other parts on the Plain. Its whole 
circumference is but a Mile, with a deep 
Ditch, a double Wall} and Baftions ot 
Earth, fiibject to be beaten down 
with Cannon, and walk’d away with the 
Rain. Nor are the Houfes any better, 
and Inhabited only by a few Traders, and 
the Garrifon. It has three Iron-Gates; 
and but a few, and thole fmall Pieces 
of Cannon. The Bazar is indifferent. 
The Palace of the Cham or Governor 
fronts the River, and is as great as Earth 
can make it. 

Saturday 29th, I went to fee the 
Mint, where the Silver and Brals is 
Coin'd 3 there being no Gold Coin in 
jp erfia, but what little is made at the 
King’s Coionation, which is either fcat- 
ter’d among the People, or given to 
thofe that have deferv’d well. The 
Perfians Coin their Mony after this 
falhion. Having placed the Metal in a 
trench, with Coals and Wood over it, 
they melt it by the blowing of two pair 
of Bellows i they caft it into long flips, 
which they afterwards beat out into 
Plates * others cut it out and others 
make tne pieces round, others weigh, 
and others hammer them fmooth, af¬ 
ter which they are Stamp’d by force of 
Men. 

Sunday 30th, I went to take the Air 
on the Bridge there is over the aforelaid 
River, confilting of good Arches, near 
which under the lhade of thick.Trees, 
there are fmall Rooms for the diverfion 
of the Cham, to whom the Government 
of the City is worth full 200000 trowns 
a Year. This River comes from a Lake 
call’d Gigagxni , 80 Miles diftant from E- 
rivan , ana falls into the Araxes, run¬ 
ning 3 Leagues off on the South fide. 

Munday the la.lt of the Month, I 
walk’d about to fee the Suburb, or ra- 
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thcr the Inhabited Country, becaufe Of 
the many Farms and Gardens it contains. 

Jt is 20 times as big as, the City, molt 
of the Traders, and ali the Artificers 
and Armenians, living in it. There is 
an excellent Bazar and Met dan along 
the City Wall j but there is an infinite 
number of ruin’d Houfes, by reafon at 
the continual Wars betwixt the Turks 
and Perfians , which have reduced the 
City and Country about it, to a deplo¬ 
rable condition. The whole compaft 
is abou tic M lies, for the molt part en¬ 
clos’d with a work thrown up or Earth, 
and by the neighbouring Hills, which in 
time of War, might much endammage 
the City. All this fpace produces ex¬ 
cellent Wine, and abounds in delicious 
Fruit, befides pleafantPoplar, and Wil¬ 
low-trees. 

From Toeat to Tauris the Country is 
for the molt part inhabited by Chriftiansi, 
who get their living by Silk works, and 
other Trades \ becaufe of the continu¬ 
al Paflage of the Caravans , which carry 
Silk from a Province near Erivan , and 
other Commodities of Perjia. It is in¬ 
credible how great an income theft Ca¬ 
ravans bring to the King 3 becaufe the 
Cuftom-houfe being nothing fevere, for 
no Bales of Goods are open’d, the Mer¬ 
chants are willing to refort thither with 
the belt Commodities they can, pay* 
mg but fome fmall duty to the Officers 
on the way. , 

Tuefday the firft of ,5W, not to .lye r; elen 
idle at Erivan , I hir’d a Horfe to go church, 
with fome others into the Country, to 
the Church of Kiekart. I came thither 
after 8 Hours riding, and found a Mona- 
ftery of Armenians cut out of the Rock, 
whereof the Pillars are made that ftp* 
port the Church. According to their 
Tradition, the Spear that pierc’d our Sa¬ 
viour’s fide, is preferv’d in this place.} 
which they lay was brought by St. Mat¬ 
thew. Near this Church is .a Lake, and 
five other Monafteries of Armenians. 

As foon as J came to Erivan I hir’d 
Horfes for Tauris , for l o Abajfis a piece 
(every Abajfi is worth about 38 Grains 
and a half of Naples Money, that is, two 
Shillings wanting three Pence) but un- 
derftanding the Road was notfafe, was 
fatisfy’d to day for Company. At length 
finding fome, I refolv’d on Wednefday 
the id, to go along with a Georgian-, but 
whillt he was preparing his fardle, t 
lent for my Horfes, and found the Ma¬ 
hometan , who had hir’d them, broke his 
Word with me, counterfeiting hirafelf 
Sick. This difappointment fretted me, 
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PvA/'O feeing my Companions go away without 
Gemelli, hopes of finding any more at that time: 
f^ 9 +- Becaufe the Caravan that came from Er~ 
zomrn, had flopp’d half way for fear of 
Thieves. 

Thurfday 3d, I din’d in the Monaftsry 
of the Jtfws, and being inform’d on 
Friday 4th, chat there was another ftnall 
Company of Georgians going to JSfakci - 
van, t refolvd to go with them, the 
rcrjian Dominions being more free from 
Robbers chan the Turkish'} and accord¬ 
ingly f hir’d two Horfes, at the rate a- 
bove-mentioned, and prepar’d for my 
Journey, 

H u Before I go further it is fit I give an 

ArL account, that all the while 1 was at Eri- 
van I obferv’d Mount Ararat was al¬ 
ways dear in the Morning up to the 
top; but towards Evening the many 
Vapours the Sun draws, both from the 
Mountain kfclf, and from the Waters 
on the Plain, thicken the Air, and it 
Thunders and Lightens, and at laft 
the Vapours diflotve in Rain. It is 
alfo to be noted that this Mountain is 
higher than Taurus, or Caueaftis ; and 
that being above the firft Region of the 
Air, and always, cover’d with Snow, it 
is as cold as poffibly can be, However 
Mtufjcfc- the Dutch Man’s Relation is Fabulous, 
deivnh. who tells ufl that id the Year 1670, being 
to 2, p. oblig’d to go up it, to cure a Religious 
21 Man, he fpent 7 Days in the afeent. Tra¬ 

velling 15 Miles a Dayj and lying at 
Night in certain Hermitages ’he met 
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with, at every five Leagues j and that he 
pafs’d beyond the Bounds of the fir ft 
Region of the Air , where the Clouds 
are form’d, the firft of which he found 
Thick and Dark; and the others vehe¬ 
ment Cold, and full of Snow 3 and that 
the 3d Cloud he part'd through, he muft 
have dy’d with Cold, had his dreadful 
Paflage Jailed but a quarter of an Hour 
longery but that the next day as he 
mounted, the Air grew more Tempe¬ 
rate 3 and that coming to the Cell of the 
Religious lick Man, lie was inform’d, 
that in 20 Years he had liv’d on the 
Mountain, he never had felt Heat, Cold, 
or Wind, or feen any Rain fall. Be- 
iides that the good Hermit would give 
him to underftand that AWA Ark was 
Hill whole on the ridge of the Moun¬ 
tain, the good Temperature of the Air 
having fav’d it from rotting. An ex¬ 
cellent invention of the Dmch-Man to 
perfuade us the Ter reft rial Paradice is 
there; but I and all that have feen it, 
have obferv’d the top of it furrounded by 
a very thick Mid, from the Evening for¬ 
wards, as has been laid. It is true aliom: 
theiidcs of ic,there are many Hermitages 
inhabited by Religious Chrillians, who 
endure very much cold, there being not 
fo much as a (tump of a Tree about the 
Mountain to make Bite of. The Ar- 
tinmans cal’ it Mejefufar , that is. Moun¬ 
tain of the Ark, and the Perjians A-

CHAP. II, 

The Author continues his Journey to Tau ris, with the Defeription of that 

City, and of Nakcivan. 


S Aturday 5th, that I might not lofe 
the 2d opportunity, i caus’d my 
luggage to be loaded on my Man’s Horfe, 
and let out in baft, with F. Dominick \ 
F. Dalmatias being gone that Morning to 
Ills Million at Stiamaki, and F. Martin 
Haying at Erivan. We put on a good 
rate to overtake the Georgian, and others 
that were gone before. " About an hour 
inthe Nightbegan the ufiial Lightning 
and Rain on mount Ararat \ and we 
coming an hour after that to the Bank 
of the River Gavun-ciny , which was 
much fwollen and was to be forded, 
thought it more advifoble to defer it till 
the next day. We lay in the Village of 
the fame Name, where there were ma¬ 
ny Kurds having travel’d but 18 Miles. 
The fmalluefs of the Caravanfera oblig’d

fome Turks, who were with 11$. to lye 
on the Ground in the open Air. 

Sunday 6 ih, at break of Day we croft’d 
the River with a Guide of theCountry, 
becaufe, being two Musket Jhot over, it 
is hard for Strangers to ford. Then we 
rode along a plain. Country, lome uu- 
till’d and fbme cultivated and improv’d 
with the cots drawn from the Neigh¬ 
bouring Rivers to water the Corn, and 
other Grain ; which has this great fault 
that it will not keep above a Year. This 
daywetravel]’d3oMilesin rr Hours,and 
at Night lay in tire Village of Sat orach, 
where inftead of fleeping, every Man 
watch’d to Guard his Baggage, for fear 
of the Country People, who are moll 
expert at robbing of Travellers, 
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Munday 7 th, we fee out betimes, and 
Gemdli. held on our Journey through a Valley 
1694. very dangerous for Robbers. Being 
l/'Y'vJ got out of it, at 15 Miles end we ford¬ 
ed another deep River. Here we found 
the Rattan or Guards of the Roads, who 
demanded an extraordinary fum of me, 
and F. Dominick , fo that I was forc’d to 
make my way withPiftol in hand. They 
Hill would not quit P. Dominick-, who 
feeing they held his Horfe by the Bridle 
would have the other Piftol to fright the 
Rattar \ but at laft they feeing me refo- 
lute let him go, taking an Abaff a head. 
The Guards being again crept into their 
Cottage we pafs’d through another deep 
River, into a cultivated Country, and 
two Miles further another River call’d 
Jr pad or Arpafu. This River tho 1 di¬ 
vided into three Branches is very rapid, 
and we had like to have perifh’d in it. 
The ft ream before our Eyes carry’d a- 
way fora large Musket-ihot, an Arme¬ 
nian Catholick Woman a horfe-back 
with her Son behind her, and (he was ne¬ 
ver the lead daunted •, no more than 
was another that rode behind a Turk, 
for in Perfa three or four, will get upon 
a Horfe. When the Water is higher by 
reafon of the thawing of the S^ow, they 
pafs it a League lower. Riding on a- 
long Fields altogether lintill’d, we went 
to lye by the Caravattfera of Keraba, ha¬ 
ving travell’d 30 Miles in 11 Hours. 

This Structure was fquare and one of 
the moft Capacious and Beautifulleft I 
had feen. There a plentiful Spring of 
good Water guihes out of a cut Stone. 
The Armenians fay it was made by Sbem, 
too. lib. t. Son of Noah. As for this Waters 
chap.4!p! petrifying in a Ditch ten Miles off, Ta- 
43. vernier dreamt it, for none of the Per - 
fans or Armenians that were acquaint¬ 
ed with the Country knew any thing of 
it, much left that the Caravanfera was 
built with thofe Stones. 

Taefday 8th, Riding 15 Miles we 
came to Nak-civan, whence F. Domi¬ 
nick went dire&ly for the Monaftery of 
Abarener , whither he was bound, but 
with great fear of the Rattan, who 
are great Thieves. I was left alone ex¬ 
pos’d to their Knavery, and they ask’d 
me 20 Abajfis for my Horfe, whereas 
the Armenians pay but two or three, and 
I had much to do to content them with 
nine. They ufe none io ill as they do 
the Franks, who mu ft give them what 
they will have for fear of fome affront, 
they being infolcnt in tile higheft de¬ 
gree. It may therefore be truly fa id 
that Nak-civan is the moft troublefome 
Vol, IV. 


place in Per fa, on account of thefe Rattan, 
and like another Frz.tram in Turky. 

Some will have Nak-civan, to be the 
antienteft City in the World, pretend¬ 
ing that Noah when he came out of the 
Ark liv’d there ; perhaps becaufe it is 
but 30 Miles from Mount Ararat. They 
add that Noah was bury’d there, and 
they fnpport their Opinion by the Eti- 
mology of the City, becaufc Nak in the 
Armenian Tongue fignifies a Ship, and 
Civan, Raying, Whatever there is as 
to this Point, there is a fuffident Tefti- 
mony of its Antiquity in the ruins of its 
Buildings reduced almoft to nothing, 
by the continual Wars ; and particular¬ 
ly by the Barbarity of Amur at, who 
utterley deftroy’d it, leaving no token 
of the Noble Mofiht built by the fol¬ 
lowers of Hdi, and held as profane by 
the Turks ; for which reafon wherever 
their Arms come, they deftroy them ; 
as the Per fans do by thofe of the Turks, 
through difference in Religion, whereof 
wefhall fpeak hereafter. 

In the new City, there is but one long 
and narrow Street, with one good Bafar, 
and four large and excellent Caravanfe- 
ras, for the conveniency of the many 
Caravans, that of neceflity muft pafs 
that way. The Suburb is final], with 
Houfes built like Caves. Near the City 
is a great Brick-building, above 70 
Spans high, and Odangular, ending like 
an Obelisk. The entrance is through a 
great Gate, within which, there are 
winding Stairs up to two Towers, that 
are on the fides, and have no Commu¬ 
nication with the obelisk. They fay it 
was erected by Tamerlan , when he went 
to Conquer Perfia : The City and Coun¬ 
try is govern’d by a Cham. 

Finding my felf in the Power of fuch 
bafe People as the Rat tars,or Guards,who 
threaten baftinadoing at the lame time 
they demand their Toll, 1 endeavour’d 
to fly the fooneft I couid. Accordingly,! 
provided that fame Day to go along 
wh| a Per fan Envoy, who was going to 
Jfpahan to carry a Prefent to the King. 
Having therefore hir’d two Horfes for 
my felf and Man for 5 Abajfis apiece, 

! fet out of the City alone about three 
Hours after Night, to expect the En¬ 
voy at a place appointed. Two Miles 
from the Town 1 crofs’d a River that 
falls into the Araxes on a good Bridge 
of twelve Arches, and at a fmall di- 
ftance thence join’d the Envoy: We 
held on our way through a plain Coun¬ 
try , croft’d by many cuts to water 
the Fields, which made their Waters 
£ 2 run 
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run thick and muddy , as does the 
Crmelli ♦ At axes itftif. 

169$. Having traveil’d 27 Miles in 9 Hours, 

l/YNJ vre rcftcd on Wedncfday 9th at Zulfa, to 
Zitlfx cro f s t he Ar ax a there in a Boat. Zulfa 
at present may be faid to be altogether 
dilinhabiced, becaufe Sc t a-Abas the firil, 
King of Pfrfi*, tranfplauted all the In¬ 
habitants to new Zulfa in the Province 
of GuUan, and to other Places, that 
they might not be left expos’d' to the 
continual incurfions of the Toth j yet 
wh3t remains of it under Barren Rocks, 
on the left of the Araxts, fuffiriently 
demonftraces, it was no very conlider- 
able City, beings heap of Mod, and of 
Caves under Ground. 'The two Caravan- 
feras built by Coggia Nazar an Armenia-', 
one on the one lideof the River and the 
other 011 the other, are alfo ruin’d j and 
therefore only a few Armenians live 
there, becaufe but a Mile from thence 
there isan excellent and fruitful Soil. 
jinxes The Araxes being here confin’d be- 
ftlver. tween two Mountains is not narrow but 
deep, being fwcll’d by the Water of that 
River, which three Miles from thence 
we forded four times. It is thought to 
be the fame that Mofes and the Holy 
Scripture call Gihen, which Springs in 
the Terrell rial Paradice, becaufe it has 
its Rife in the fame Mountain, and at 
a fmall didance from Euphrates, the one 
running Eaft and the otheralmoft Well. 
The Boat to Ferrry over the Araxes is 
ill Built, and worfe managed, having 
only two Oars to bear it up, fo that 
when it comes to the further fide, the 
rapid Stream carries it a Musket ihot 
lower than it fiiould go, and then it mull: 
be hal’d up with a Rope. The Fern- 
men have halt an Abaft a Horle, and 
there is one appointed by the Rattar 
of Nai-titfian, who delivers a Letter 
fcal’d in Token that the Duties are paid, 
which if it were omitted, they would 
oblige them to pay again ; fo bafe 
and deceitful is the Officer, and he tliat 
employs him. There was formerly a 
Stone bridge, afterwards broke down by 
the King of Perfia. Having pafs’d the 
Araxesfv/Q rode 14 Miles further in 4 
Honrs, and hy at the Caravanfera of 
-Dcradus, which not being big enough 
to hold all, we were forc’d to lye in the 
open Air. 

Thurfday 10th, three hours before 
day, we entred into a Valley betwixt two 
Mountains, much frequented by Rob¬ 
bers, and being out of it, travell’d over 
a Barren Plain to the Caravanfera of 
Alacbt, the whole journey being 15 


Miles, 111 4 Hours. It is a brick Build¬ 
ing, large, and fquare, with four Tow¬ 
ers at the four Angles. Then riding 20 
Miles further, we came to the Village 
of Mar ant a. Here they lay Noah’s 
Wife was buryM. The Village is large 
or rather a Wood of Houfes, by reafon 
of the Trees and Gardens among them, 
which hinder the fight of the Mud-hou- 
fes, at any diftance. It is feated in an 
excellent fruitful Plain, three Miles in 
length, and two in breadth, with ma¬ 
ny more Villages about it. Here is a 
great noble Caravanfera, with four 
Towers at the four Angles, and a 
curious Spring of the belt Water I fe¬ 
ver tailed out of Italy. Four Miles 
fhort of this place , I was met by 
the Rattar, or Guards of the ways. 
Thefe are more to be fear’d than Rob¬ 
bers, becanic under colour of their em¬ 
ployment they rob fecurely, being arm’d 
with knotty Clubs (a Weapon common 
to both Noble and ignoble in Perfia) like 
Banditti, and they cheat Franks more 
than any ocher People,exading what they 
pleafe of them without refpeft to the 
Nature of the Commodities; and becaufe 
they do not open the Bails, they will 
have as much ior a parcel of Rags, as 
for the Richeft Jewels in cite World. 
The common Duty is 5 Abaffis a Horfe, 
but they are fcarce fatisfy’d with all a 
poor Traveller has. 

Friday 11 th, before day we entred up¬ 
on a Mountainous Road, at the end 
whereof we met the other Rattan of 
Sekiacbit, who take an Abaft a parcel. 
After riding to Miles in three hours, 
we pafs’d by the excellent Caravanfera 
of Jamghet, well built of Brick, with 
four Towers at the Angles, and big c- 
nough to holdan hundred Perlons. Ha¬ 
ving travell’d as many Miles moreover 
a (andy Plain, we came to the City, or 
rather Forrelt of Sofiatta j for there are 
lo many Trees, ana delicate Gardens a- 
bout it, that the Houfes cannot be feen 
till a Man is upon them. Having flay’d 
there two Hours, we travell’d 18 Miles 
further in lix Hours, and came to Twrit 
an Hour before Night. By the way I 
faw a Hill on which they told me Amu- 
rath Army incamp’d in the Year 1638, 
when he befieg’d, took and burnt this 
City. They tell it as a notable inflance 
of fedatenefs of Scia So/Aw Kingof Per¬ 
fia, that he little or nothing concern’d 
at that News, faid; let Amur at come 
forward,for he will Defti oy himfelf; and 
at the fame time gave orders, that all the 
Winers about fhould be turn’d away, 

there 
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rv_A_-o there being no other Rivers beyond 
CemellL Tauris. His P redid ion proved true, for 
T694. Amarai advancing with, iooooo Fight- 
ing Men through dry and barren Plains, 
loit a great part of his Army, and was 
forced to turn back with Di(honour. 
fiarii Tanris, or Ecbaiane, is feated in the 

City. Province of Adirbcirzan, (as the Perfians 
call it) in 33 Degrees of Longitude, 

. .... and 40 of Latitude. It was once tire 
Epiu'mfi. Metropolis of the Empire of the Modesf 
1. u p. 6, whofe Original was 876 Years before 
the Birth of Chrift. There is nothing 
but the bare fhadow of its antieut Splen¬ 
dor now remaining, having been the 
Stage 011 which the Turks and Perfians 
exercis’d their Weapons during the 
Wars between thofc two Monarchs. 
What remains now is a great Plain, en- 
compafs’d on three iides with Mountains 
like Erzjemm j and it refembles El&van 
in the mutability of the Weather. Its 
compafs is thirty Italian Miles, by rca- 
fon of abundance of Gardens and open 
Places in it. The Houfes are ill Built 
of Mud } but the Bazars and Caravan- 
(eras are good, becaufe the conveniency 
of its Situation draws a vaft Number of 
Merchants, as well Mtfeovites and Tbr- 
tars, as Arabs, Georgians, MingrcU&ns, 
Indians-, Turks, Perfians, and leveral o- 
thers with all forts of Commodities5 
more, particularly with Silk brought 
from'the Province of Gallon, and other 
Places; Jo that a great Number of Peo¬ 
ple is employ’d in tliat Work. Tho’ 
its compafs be thirty Miles, and a Jefm 
compares it to Rome-, in his Account of 
it, yet I do not believe it contains above 
250000 Inhabitants, both becaufe of the 
Gardens and Fields, and by reafon the 
Houfes arc bnt thin of People. 

Sci<a-,-cjtfm Sunday 12fb, I went to fee the Tower 
Tower. Q f Scian-Cafm, which fome without any 
good Ground for it, will have to be that 
of Babel, mention’d in Holy Writ. It 
is made of Brick 240 of my Paces in 
compafs, its Diameter 40 Paces, and the 
thicknefs of the Wall 12, but it is ruin’d 
on two (ides- A winding Stair-cafe of 
1 to Steps goes up to a Room on the 
top of it, and on the out-lides of the 
Walls cf this Room there are Ciphers 
aud Characters. At the bottom is a Place 
with Iron Gates, where the Perfians fay 
the Founder lies Btiry’d. 

Next, 1 went to lee the Atmeidan. 
This is a great Square, to which molt 
of the Merchants and Artificers refort, 
becaufe there is a better Trade there 
dun elfewhcre. The chief thing fold 
there are good Horfes, and thofe Cheap, 


(for I bought one for ninety Abaffs, 
which at Naples would be wonh 300 ) 
as alfo Shagreen-Skins, whereof there is 
a great Confumption, all Gentile People 
wearing Shooes and Boots of them. 
They make them of Horfes, AfTes, and 
Mules Hides, but only of the Rump 
part. 

The Aiojib of Haffkn-Bafcia being in 
this Place, I we sic to fee it. This Stru¬ 
cture was Erefted by the Ofmanfis, with¬ 
out fparing Colt or Time. At the firft 
coming iu, there appears a Front airi- 
oufly wrought in Brick, with Reliefs of 
Marble carv’d after the Italian manner 
in Flowers, Birds and Fruits of feveral 
forts. The Gate is all of one entire 
piece of white Marble, like that of Of- 
mania, which leads into a Cloifter, or 
fquare Court, and then to a treble Arch, 
on the tides of the Mofcb, without any 
Ornament. At the end thereof there 
are two final 1 Gates to the Mojcb, whofe 
Front with two high Towers is of the 
fame fort of Work 5 but the tops of the 
Towers arc gone to Ruin. The Mofcb 
is only one great Cupola of Life fame 
Marble curioufly wrought with Arabick 
Characters in Blew and Gold, and in 
fome places curioufly painted with fine 
Flowers, in others with odd Fancies. 
The Nfch, whither few go to Pray, is 
on the fide of die Meid.w, or Square \ 
therefore the Gates are only on the Iides 
anfwering to the two Cloi/lers, which 
are uniformly Built one on each Hand. 

The upper Gallery of the Mofcb, is 
from the Cupola fupported by twelve Ar¬ 
ches, three on every fide,*' whereof thofe 
next the aforefaid Eaft and Weft Gates 
are equal, the others greater, but thofe 
on the North and South are kept fhut. 
At the upper part of every Angle there 
are as it were feparate Balconies, to fee 
what is doing. On the Iides of the 
Niche are two curious Marble-Stones as 
clear as Alablaficr y on the left is a Pul¬ 
pit with an Afcent of fifteen Seeps 5 on 
the Pavement poor Mats, becaufe the Per- 
farss make fmall Account of that Mofcb , 
and think it Polluted, as having ferv’d 
Ofman' s Followers. Behind it at the 
North-end is a large fquare Garden, 
with Trees of feveral forts. 

Near this Mofcb is another Struflure, 
with the fame outward Ornaments, now 
going to Ruin. They call it the place 
of Waters, becaufe there the Perfians 
walh their Dead. In the fame place is 
a Church belonging to the Armenians, 
almoft fallen to Decay, whither they 
fay Sc. Helen fenc a piece of the Crols.

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At the end of the Meidan is a great I a-

'-OTn; there is a pleafant Concert of Drums and 
Trumpets in a Gallery of this Place. 

About Noon, the Cham, or Govcr- 
nonr’s Lieutenant made his publick En¬ 
try into the City, attended by ^ooHorie 
he brought with him ; befides 1500 that 
went out to meet him. But before we 
proceed, it will be convenient to fay 
fometbing of the other Lieutenant his 
Predecelfor, who Dy’d a little bcfoie 
in Tauris, becaufe he was always a great 
Friend to theChriftians, and fpeciai Pro¬ 
testor of the French Capucin Miffioneis, 
whom in publick Aflemblics he placed 
by his Side, to the great Regret of the 
Ter [tan Priefts, 

A notable His Name was Suit an-Bigian Beg, Son 

Story of a to the Great Rnff*n Cham*, call d Sfaja* 

ferfttm i ar ^ g reac General of the Perfian Anny, 
which drove the Ofmanlines or Turks out 
of the Country of Tmris : The Great 
Rufian had a Grandfon *, and Sultan Bt- 
eian, who Dy’d Cham of Erivan was his 
Unde. His Family had always kept m 
the King’s Favour, being of the Blood 
of the Georgian Princes. But Bigian Was 
Difgraced during the Command of -At- 
mat-Dolet) or the Crmd Vizxtr his Enc* 
ray, who made the King look upon him 
as a*Mad-man and Drunkard. This Man 
wc fpeak of, feeing Fortune frown^ on 
liim, after Governing Sciamaki, retir’d 
to Live a private Life at Tmris, with 
25 Servants, placing his greateft De¬ 
light in Drinking the bell Wine in the 
Country. His Nephew Fujian Cham, 
now General of the Army, and Divan- 
Bee, or chief of all the Judges, being 
then in the King’s Service, and well ad¬ 
vanc’d in his Favour, he one Day bid 
him ask fome Grace. He modeftly an- 
fwer’d he was fatisfy’d with the Honour 
and Bread he daily receiv’d; but the 
King flill prefling him to ask fome 
Grant, he faid, Since Tour Majefiy Or¬ 
ders it, I beg nothing but that you refiore 
my Family to the fame Honour it enjoy d 
in the time of my Grandfather Ruftan. 
The King ask’d whether he had any 
Kinfman to Prefer, Kufian reply cl > 
There teas his *ZJncle Sultan Bigian Beg, 
and the King enquiring, where he Liv’d, 
he faid. He Eat the Bread His Majefiy s 
Goodnefs had left him at Tauns. The 
King faid, That Mud-man, your Vncle 
Sultan Beg. He is not Aiad, laid Rufian, 
hut our Enemies have represented him as 
fiteb to Your Majefiy ; and if you pteafe to 
let him appear in your Prefence, you mil 


be fenfible horn much you have been impos’d 
upon. Well, faid the King, fend for him. 
Sir , reply’d Rufian, we have fern for him 
feveral times, and he would never come, 
nor will he now, without your fpecial Com¬ 
mand. / will do it, an fwer’d the King, 
and will fend the Son of a Cham to Con¬ 
duit him. Sir, laid Rufian, he is not in 
a Condition to prefent an Envoy of Tour 
Majefiy’s, and therefore it will fuffice to 
fend him a written Order by an Exprefs . 
In Ihort, three Exprefles were fent with 
the King’s Orders in March 1652. He 
being a Drinking, when they came, 
tofs’d oJF a Glafs to the King’s Health, 
laying His Majefty’s Letter on his Head, 
and fiom that time never drank Wine. 
Being come to Ifpahan, he went to the 
Ala-Capi, or Houfe of Refuge to which 
all Criminals retire ; as alfo thole who 
are fent for by the King before they 
know whether it is for their Good or 
Evil. The King being inform’d by his 
Nephew that he was come, and lay in 
the Royal Houfe of San&uary, order’d 
him to be brought out, and a good A- 
partment fitted for him, _ becaufe he 
would fee him. B'man being brought 
before him, two Days after he receiv’d 
him very Courteoufly, faying to him in 
token of Attention, Baba, that is Grand¬ 
father, you are welcome ; and asking 
whether he drank Wine, he anfwer’d. 
That tho’ he drank merrily dating his A- 
bode at Tauris, yet after receiving His 
Majefiy’s Orders, and drinking one Glafs 
to his Health, he had never tafied any more. 
Then the King caufing Wine to be 
brought, made him Drink out of his own 
Gold Cup, and then Smoke out of his 
Gold Pipe; then he gave him the Pott 
his Father the Great Rufian held of 
Great General, but he Generoufly re¬ 
fus’d it, pleading his Age, and befeech- 
ing His Majefty, if he thought fit to he- 
ftow it on his Nephew Rufian , whofe 
Lieutenant at Tauris he was contented 
to be, the Government of Tauris being 
ever united to the Generallhip, which 
the King Gradoufiy granted, and with¬ 
in a few Months he went away to his 
Government. ’Tis true, his Nephew 
did not receive the Profits belonging to 
the Poll of Cham of Tauris ; for the 
Great General never goes thither, but 
only receives a Sum of Mony of the 
Lieutenant he appoints, who make their 
Advantage of the reft. This is the true 
Hiflory of Sultan Beg, the great Friend 
of the French Capucin’s ; and I hope the 
Reader will not diftike this fhort Digref- 
fion made on his Account. 


During 
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During my Stay at Tauris t I Lodg’d 
Gemelli. at the Capucin s, who have a good Church 
1594. and Mon after y there, through the Bouu- 
ty of Mir tut-Ibrahim , who was lnten- 
dant of that Province, and a great Lover 
of the liberal Sciences, wherein he would 
be inftrufted together with his Sons, by 
F. Gabriel Chinon , then Guardian. 

Sunday 13 th, pa Eng through the At- 
mcidan, I law a Man gently beaten on 
the Soles of his Feet with a Wand, be¬ 
ing bound to a high Poll, at which they 
Ihoot with Arrows upon publick Felti- 
vals. Then I took notice of certain 
Religious Perfians. They wear a Tur- 
bant like the Turks, with a Border about 
it, and the middle part fliarp, and co¬ 
ver’d with red Cloth, 

After Dinner, I mounted a Horfe- 
back, and rode about the City. We 
’ pafs’d over feVeral Bridges on the River 
Schienkaic , which runs through the midlt 
of Taxris, and has excellent Water ; 
but fometimes it fwells fo high, that it 
over-flows a great part of the City. I 
obferv’d there were among the Houles 
feveral Corn-Fields, as well as Orchards. 
There are alfo in them feveral Tombs, 
Lome round, and others in other lhapes, 
ending fharp at top, and cover’d on the 
out-fide with excellent black and blew 
Tiles, full of Characters, arid Arabic k 
Letters. Returning to the Monaftery, 
I met a Man a Horfe-back, with a Tur- 
bant after the Turkifl,i Falhion, a Fea¬ 
ther on the Forehead, and on the fides 
two upright Horns of Tin fix’d to the 
Turbant, between which ftood up a 
thing lhap’d like a CUinder, cover’d 
with red and blew Silk. They told me 
it was a Giant (there are four of them 
in the City) which are Chiefs of the Ser¬ 
jeants, 3nd ferve to proclaim the Price of 
Bread, and the Sentences given by the 
Governouj, and his Lieutenant. 

Mony falling Ihort to continue my 
journy, and pay for the Horfe I had 
bought •, a Gltholick Armenian of Zulfa y 
wiiofe Name was Mdachy, lent me 80 
Crowns to be paid him at Ifpahan , upon 
my bare Word; a Courtefy I fhould 
fcarce have met with in Chriftendom. 
sdtn-mi Monday 14th, I went to fee the Royal 
Palace. Palace call’d Scten-evi. I thought to 
have found a noble Structure, but was 
difappointed, for the firft Floor was on¬ 
ly three Rooms and a Gallery, which 
leads into the Garden. A Man muft 
have a care here nor to tread upon a 
certain round piece of white Marble; 
hecaufe the Perfians holding it in great 
Veneration, as a Stone, of Mon ufale , 


whoever fhould Tranlgrefi would be Ba- 
ftonado’d. I finv there two indifferent 
Gardens with Almond, and Apricot- 
Trees, whereof there is great plenty in 
Taunt , and feveral forts of Rofes. In 
one of them was a (mall Apartment, to 
take the Air i.i Summer: Having given 
the Gardiner a Gratuity, I went on to 
take a better View of the Mofch of Of- 
manlu, which is the beft in Timm, and 
the Perfians let it go to Ruin as Polluted 
and Heretical; becanfc it was Built by 
the Sunnis, who arc Followers of Omar, 
as was fa id above. This Structure is ofmanlst 
Iquare, and the Front of it over the mofibl 
great Gate, to which there is an Afcent 
of eight Steps, is curioufty wrought, al- 
moft like Mofaick of curious Blew, Pur¬ 
ple, black and white Tiles, with two 
high Towers doling above like a Tur¬ 
ban t, cover’d with the like Work, but 
rais’d. Within there are winding Stairs, 
but that on the left was halt beaten 
down by Lightning. The Mofch with¬ 
in is adorn’d with curious Painting, af¬ 
ter the Aloorijh Falhion, and with Ci¬ 
phers, and Arabick Letters in Blew, and 
Gold. 1 he Gate of the Mofch is not 
four Foot wide, but alt of one piece of 
Tranfparent white Stone, 24 Foot high, 
and t 2 in breadth. Here is a AT flake in Note. 
the Author mentioning two feveral breadths 
which l know not how to reconcile , the Rea¬ 
der may judge of it. The Cupola is 3*4 
paces Diameter, with the fame fort of 
Work within, fcarce to be out-done by 
the curious Pencil. It is fupporred by 
12 Marble Pillars within, and by 1 6 
without, which are very high, and each 
of them fix Foot fqnare, with Niches on 
the out-fides to leave the Shooes, as is 
Praftis’d by tne Mahometans. About it 
is a Rail with Doors to go from one fide 
to the other. There is a way round 
three parts of it, for the fourth leads 
'■o another lefs Cupola, but more Beau¬ 
ts c ul, and Gilt. The Pavement is of 
bright Marble, like that of the Front, 
and the Pillars are cas’d with it eight 
Spans from the Ground. This Cupola 
is curioufly adorn’d about with a fort 
of Violet colour Work, fet ofF with 
Flowers of Gold ; and the Pavement is 
two Spans lower than that of the firft. 

The out-fide of the great Cupola is co¬ 
ver’d with green Tiles, with frnall white 
Flowers, and the other with white Stars 
on a black Ground, which are PJeafant 
to behold. Within the Mofch on the 
left Hand, ts a Walnut-Tree Seat rais’d 
upon fix Steps leaning againft the Wall 
of the firft Cupola ; and on the right 

another 
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another of the fame fort, but better 
Workmanfhip, About it is a fmall Rail, 
with 14. Step up to it. On the South- 
fide there are two great Tranfparent 
Stones, which look red when the Sun 
Alines on them. This they lay is a fort 
of ALibaJler, made by the petrifying of 
the Water, a Day’s journy from Tau¬ 
nt* where it foon hardens in a Ditch, 
It is much Efteem’d by that Nation, who 
place it on their Tombs, and make Cups 
and other Curiofities of it, which they 
prefent as a Rarity at Jfpaban. All Peo¬ 
ple unauimoufly affirm’d it was petrify’d 
Water denying that positively which 
s '* Tavernier fpeaks of at the Caravanftra 
above mention’d. 

On the other fide of the Street, op- 
polite to this Mofih, is dill Handing the 
Front of the Palace of the Greac Prieft, 
or Schec-Ima» ? artificially Built of feve- 
ral colour’d Stones. 

Heathen Jn m y Return home, 1 went to fee 
Temples, two Heathen Temples, call’d Vria-Scki- 
ageret* that is. Mailer and Scholar. 
They are both of them at a didance 
from the Street. That on the left, com¬ 
ing into the City, is the lead, and 
Square, with two great Gates, and 30 
Windows about it. The Cupola which 
had been Round, was fallen. The Tem¬ 
ple on the right is of the fame Structure, 
but much bigger. Between the great 
Gate and the Atmeidan, there are two 
vail Pillati Handing, which appear to 
have fupported another Temple near 
the other two. The Fronts are of the 
fame Workman (hip before mention’d , 
but the Strudure, tho’ very thick, is of 
good Brick, and fo ancient, that it can¬ 
not iaft long. 

Two Musket-Ihot farther is the curi¬ 
ous large Front of a Mofcb of the fame 
Workman Chip, going to Ruin. Going 
in (leaping over the Marble of Mom- 
fale,') there appears a fine large Garden 
full of fcveral forts of Trees and Flow¬ 
ers ; at the end whereof there are Pome 
great Fabricks, which they fay belong’d 
to an old Pagan Temple, call’d Alufcum- 
Taghi, which had two Gates out he fides, 
and one in the Front. There is alfo a 
great Square enclos’d with good Brick 
Walls, which ferves upon publick Re- 
joy rings. 

Taking the Advice of the Capucins , 
who courteoufly entertain’d me as their 
Gued, I left the Company of Persians, 
to prevent being robb’d by them on the 
Road, or at lead by the Sonars ; who 
becaufe they are not paid by the Maho¬ 
metans, among ocher Infolencies delight . 


in dripping a Bank. Thefe Fellows 
are fo Infatiable, that no Purfe can hold 
out to fatisfy them, as has been faid be¬ 
fore ; tho’ in Taftris t becaufe it was a 
City, they took but five Abajfts of me. 

For this Reafon 1 refolv’d for the more 
fafety to expeft fome Company of Mer¬ 
chants, who do not ufe to Travel un¬ 
provided, 

Tuefday 15 th, a Jefmt, a Bare-foot 
Carmelite, and an Augujlinian fet out 
for Erz,mm r after they had been feve- 
ral Days in the fame Monadery of the 
Coptic inf. They rode on Horfes of their 
own bought at Tauris , there being none 
to Hire, but when Caravans go. Tilde 
Fathers had gone before by the way of 
Bagdat i and when they came to Kar- 
manka , a City on the Frontiers, four 
Days journy from Babylon , the Cham, 
or Baffa would not fufFer them to pro ¬ 
ceed j fo that they were oblig’d to 
turn back to Hamirdatt, by the way of 
Tauris, in order to go thence to Aleppo t 
or TrabezjoneL, and thence to Conjlomhio- 
plt ; but in their Return they were robb’d 
by the Smart both of their Cloaths and 
Mony, efpt daily the Pmuguefe Augu- 
fiinian , who lod eighty Crowns, and 
was imprifon’d with his Servant j nor 
did the other two trench Fathers meet 
with better Ufage. 

We mud not forget to obferve, that SaUMin®. 
about Tauris there are good Mines of 
white Salt i that within the City there 
are excellent frefh Waters, to which 
there is fometimes an Aicent of fifty, 
or fixty Steps •* and that there is a Mint 
as well as at Erivan, where during my 
flay, they Coin’d Abaft. 

The Capucins Monadery being near 
the Meidan, every Evening at Sun-fet- 
ting, 1 heard the ungrateful Mufick of 
Drums and Trumpets, being the Signal 
for all Perfons to tout up Shop, and for 
the Guards to dour about tile Berutrs. 

At the fame time the Mullahs cry out 
from the tops of Houfes, not from the 
Towers like the Turks, calling the Peo¬ 
ple to Prayers. About an Hour and a 
lalf after Night, an untuneable Drum 
beat, being the Sign for all Perfons to 
i ceep within Doors j after which none 
may go without a Light upon pain of 
Imprisonment. Two Hours before Day 
the fame Drum beat again, to give No¬ 
tice to Shop-Keepers, that the Guard, 
or Watch was going ofT, after having 
walk’d about the Bautrs all Night, and 
therefore every Man mud look to his 
own.

Chap. II. Of PERSIA. 


, Wednefday 16 th, E George ot I'en* 
Gemelti. dofmt^ _ a French- Man, and Superior of 
1694- the Monaftery, carry’d me in the Morn- 
c/VvJ ing to fee the Bazar Built at a vaft Ex- 
A great p eiice by Mirca-Sadoc, whillt he was 
Great, and Intendant of the Province of 
Aodirg iam, a)l cover’d with large Bricks, 
Or Tiles {lardned in the Sun. Near it 
we law a Caravanftra , a Bath, and Cof- 
fee-Houfe, Built by the fame Man, with 
a prodigious Trench fifty Foot deep, 
fixty in length, and forty in breadth, 
to keep Ice, taken out of a Pool, where 
the Water loon Freezes. Clofe by it is 
a College to Infttad the Fcrfian Youth, 
with a Mofch in it. 

Next we went to fee the Mefcb, Ca- 
ravanfera , CofFce-Houfe, and Ice-Houfe 
made by Mir za- Ibrahim > Brother to. 
Mirza-Sadoc, who had the Charge of 
Mnfiofi Mumaleky or High Chancellor. 
There is a great Gate to the Mofch y 
whofe Front and Cupola are curioufly 
adorn’d with Tiles of feveral Colours 
ingenioufly plac’d. Firlt there is a fine, 
but fraall Garden, on the one fide where¬ 
of is a little, but neat MoJch> with two 
little Towers on the tides, handlomly 
cover’d'with the lame Tiles, Oppolite 
to it is a Divan with fuch like Towers, 
and a great Fountain of Water before 
it to make the Dwelling the pleafanter, 
all adorn’d after the lame manner with 
Stones. At a final! diltance is another 
little fet ofF after 1 the fame man¬ 

ner. 

Mir^e- Thence we went to the Palace of 
Tan pa- Mirzjt-Taer., Son to Mirza-Ibrahim. then 
k cc - yizicr of AbJerbegiam (the belt of four 
there are in Perfia) in his Father’s Place, 
who was employ'd in receiving the Re¬ 
venues of two Provinces. The outward 
Structure was of Mud, made but a bafe 
Appearance \ but going in 1 law a fine 
Garden, with feveral Water-works, and 
beautify’d with Trees and Flowers. 
Thence L went in to fee the Summer 
Apartments. The Aram t or Womens 
Apartment, and a lfately Divan , tho’ 
hot finilh’d, to Adminifter Jufticc ; all 
adorn’d with Marble, and well enough 
painted after the Country fafhion. On 
the two tides there were four curious 
Marble Stones fix’d in the Wall, being 
almoft as fine as Ala baiter, with a great 
Fountain in the middle. Here I much 
admir’d the Simmetry and Proportion 
th tFerfians obferve in their Apartments, 
as well in the Windows and Balconies, 
as in the Roofs and Paintings. On the 
other fide of the Garden was the Win¬ 
ter Apartment then finilh’d, with a lit- 
Vol. IV. 


tie Divan , hut curioufly painted, and 
gilt with feveral Flowers in Blew and 
Gold after the Arabian manner. We 
alfo law another little but curious Gar¬ 
den, and another Divan well fet out, 
adjoyning to which there were very de¬ 
licate little Rooms, all Gilt and Painted, 
with fome Looking-Glaifes fix’d on the 
Wall, oppolite to one another, as alfo 
■ a Chimney adorn’d with the fame Glafs, 
which with the Reflexion of the Sun 
dazlcd the Eyes. The Floor was cover’d 
with good Perfian Carpets, and in the 
Rooms there were Alabafter Fountains 
to pleafe the Eye j the whole well e- 
nough contriv’d by the Ingenious Perfi- 
according to the afore raid Mirza- 
Taer\ good Fancy. He has alio Built a 
good Caravanftra in the Meidan t which 
4s therefore call’d AIWza-Taer^ and ano¬ 
ther where Mony was aftually Coin’d i 
both of them large and good Structures. 

He has alfo an admirable Garden on 
that fide of the Q'ty next Ifpahan, in 
which there are all forts of European 
Fruit, and by it two Pleafure-Houfes. 

Near this Palace are thofe Built by Mir- 
za-Sadoc^ and Mirza- Ibrahim , his Father 
and Uncle, which are truly Magnificent 
both as to their Strufture, and inward 
Ornament. 

Returning by the Mint, I went in to 
fee a large Cupola dole by it, which 
the Perfians call Eyjfara , in which were 
the rich eft, and moft valuable Commo¬ 
dities oi the City. Near it is the Gold- 
finiths, and Silverfwiths Street, with 
ftately Arches of curious Brick, but co¬ 
ver’d like all the Streets and Bazars in 
the Eaft. 

Ehurfday 17th, palling through the Superftiti- 
Place where the Gallows Hands, I took on of Bar- 
notice of a Superftition, or Folly of the rC!1 Wt> * 
Barren Perfian Women j who go three roen ’ 
or four times under the Gallows, whilft 
the Bodies of Melafaftors who were actu¬ 
ally Hanging; which I ftiould fcarce have 
believ'd, had 1 not ieen it. They ima¬ 
gine the dead Body can infule Fruitful- 
nefs into the Womb, and make them 
breed Children ; and lo they Conceit, 
and hold it for Certain, That palling 
feveral times over the Aqueduft, which 
conveys the Water from the Bath, where 
Men are aftuafly Bathing, they receive 
the fame Virtue of Conceiving. 1 be¬ 
lieve the Bath may make them Fruitful, 
but not the Gallows with the dead Bo¬ 
dies. 

Inftcad of Razors, the Men pull up 
their Beard, and the Women their Down 
with Pincers, which puts the Men to 
Q great 
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great Pain, drawing oat the Root that 
Gtmtlh. it may not grow again, for they fear 
1694- that if they Ihould take it off with an 
Ointment, as the Turkic Women do, 
the Skin would grow hard. 

Gold and Three Miles from Tattris is a Gold 
Copper Mine, but the Colt being greater than 
Mmej, t j ie p ro fj t) they have given over work¬ 
ing at it. Four Days Journy from the 
fame City is another of Copper, which 
brings a great Income into the King’s 
Coffers. 

Whilft I expefted the letting out of 
one Jus-Bafci , a Georgian Renegado, 
who was to go to the Court of Ifyahan ; 
to avoid Idlenefs, I rode to take the Air 
out of the City, in the Company of a 
french- Man, who was acquainted with 
the Country, and well known by Per- 
lbns of Quality. When we had gone 
two Miles, we faw upon the right Hand 
on a Mountain a Bridge fifty Paces long 
with /lately Arches, of no ufe to the 
Fublick, becaufe there never was any

Water there, nor is it pollible to carry 
any thither. Asking what that Bridge 
was Built tor, they told me that a Md- 
lah defiring to be fpoken of by the King 
had Built it ; knowing that Saa-AbZ 
the Firlt, King of Perfia, was to come 
to Trnris, and could not come any other 
way. The King accordingly coming, 
and enquiring after that ufelefs Scru- 
fturcj tnc Midi ah y who was at hand an- 
fwer’d. Sir, it was l that Built it, that 
when Your Majefty came you might en¬ 
quire who did it. Others fay k was 
Built by a Woman. 

Going two Miles from thence, and 
looking towards the North, on a Moun¬ 
tain not far diftant from the City, [ 
faw the Ruins of a Mofih, and belo'w it 
a Fort and Temple both deftroy’d and 
abandon’d by the Per pans , as being 
Built by the Turks ; but there is a Mo- 
naftery entire on the Brink of the Pre¬ 
cipice. 


CHAP. III. 

The Defer ifit ion of the Cities on the Road to Kom. 


R Eturning to the Monaftery in the 
Evening, I was inform’d that the 
'jtti-Bafci, who is a Captain of too Men 
of the Country Troops was upon his 
Departure ; therefore making the belt 
Provifion 1 could in haftc, 1 fee out at 
two in the Morning on Friday the 18th, 
with Malachy the Armenian. We went 
to the Jus-BafcTs Houfe, and flay’d half 
an Hour till he was ready, after which 
he mounted with only twelve Followers, 
molt of them unarm’d ; and this be¬ 
caufe, tho’ the King pays for too Men, 
either he has them not, or die Lifts 
Townf-men, who have never handled 
Wcapons, and makes his Advantage of 
their Pay. We Travell’d all Night over 
the Plain between barren Mountains, 
and at break of Day after riding twenty 
Miles in feven Hours, came to the Ca- 
ravanfera of Sciemti , Built betwixt thole 
Mountains by Scia-Sofi , King of Perfia. 
It is a good Structure, with a noble 
Front Ik to contain i oo Perfons, and 
their Horfes ; bccaufe the Country be¬ 
tween TaurtS' and Ifpahan , and Ormus 
and Ifahan is Inhabited, and there is 
need of fuch good targe Caravanferas. 
Here the Rattan are, who take an Abaffi 
tor every Horfe ; but 1 paid it not on 


the Score of the Jus-Bafci , who Was 
much refpeaed on that Road. Having 
firlt climb’d, and then gou down a pro¬ 
digious Mountain, we pafs’d by a Lake 
full of wild Geefe. Thence there are 
two Roads to Ifyahan ; the one through 
Ar devil and CajUtr , leaving the Lake on 
the right, and riding along the Moun¬ 
tains ; and the other through Kom and 
Kaftan , leaving the Lake on the left. 
This way we took, riding ten Miles 
through a well cultivated Country to 
the Village of Agia-Aga , to which wc 
came before Noon. There we found a 
good Caravanfera ; but Matacky and 1 
Lodg’d in a Turk's Houfe. The Night 
at this time of the Year is very Cold in 
Perfia, and the Day as hot as in Italy. 
We lay itill the remaining part of Sa¬ 
turday 19th; And, 

Sunday 20th, waiting for the Cool of 
the Night to fet out, my Horfe getting 
loofe, took fuch a Run, that I thought 
I Ihould never have feen him again ; but 
a Moor mounting another follow’d, and 
brought him back. At Sun-fct we con¬ 
tinu’d our Journy over the Plain, and 
there fell a mighty Rain, which lalted 
feveral Hours, making it fo Dark, that 
we could not fee our way; fb that we 

wander’d 
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i wander’d half the Night. This oblig’d 
(StmelU. us CO take a Guide at a Village who 
!<Jp+. Conducted us to the Caravanftr* ot Gui- 
t/VNJ lack-, having rode fifteen Miles in fix 
Hours. My Horfe falling in the Dark 
into a Ditch, broke one of my P idols, 
and 1 was well wafh’d, 

Monday 1 1 If, we refled about an Hour 
in this Caravanjera^ and then fee out 
to enjoy the cool Air; not that our 
Lodging was bad , the Caravanjera ha¬ 
ving been built with great Coif by a 
rich Citizen of the Province of GuiUn , 
whofe Name it hears. Tea Mile - from 
Cjwh- it we pafs’d by the Caravanjna of paut- 
fmt in fer t Built with Stone, whereas the others 
rtrfit. arc 0 -- Brick. In Pcrfu there are good 
Cmavanftras every Tour Leagues. Light 
Miles further we came before Noon to 
the Village of G*ra;ciman, fcated in a 
Valley. The Country we Travel! d 
through that Night was Plain, but the 
next Day Mountainous, yet well Culti¬ 
vated, there being no part of it wait; 
and ( can avouch there is no Plain fo 
Green on the Frontiers of perfa or 
larky at that time of the Year. This 
is the Keaibn that Pro vinous are; i‘o Plen¬ 
tiful; that a Man ma> huve bread enough 
to ferve him I -*y for a Torntfe of Na¬ 
ples t which rs lets than a Penny. But 
the Giound is ftiif, and they are forc’d ' 
to Plow with font or hx Oxen ; a Child 
fitting on the Yoke of the foreniofl to 
keep them going. 

The Jus- Safd would needs have me 
dine with him, exptcflhig much kiud- 
nefs,a thing rare among the Ptrjutnuv/bq 
„ „ make a Scruple of eating with Cnrifli- 
aus, and think their touching of Meat, 
lis Life, pollutes it; but he being a Georgian Re- 
negado was not fo pretife. During the 
Dinner he told me all his Life, faying, 
he was the Son of a Prince of Georgia, and 
had but' lately recover’d his Liberty, 
after two Years Imprifontnent at T»«m, 
where he had Chains on his Hand, Neck 
and Feet, having been mifreprefented 
to the King by his Enemies, and being 
now reftor’d to favour, he was going to 
fee the King, and a Brother he had that 
was Surveyer of the Mint, whom he 
had not feen for i + Years paft. Others 
told me he had been Imprifon’d on ac¬ 
count of his Extortions in tome Villages 
of jirmemanf f where be had the Com¬ 
mand, who at laft fent their complaints 
to Court. YVe difeours’d about the op¬ 
portunity the King of Perfia then had, 
of making War upon the Turk, and how 
eafy it were for him to Conquer what 
he pleas’d. He faid, he and every body 


elfe deftr’d it, but that the King being 
wholly taken up with the Pleafures of 
the Jtratnj let flip io favourable an op¬ 
portunity. 

The Sun being almolt down, arid the 
heato'f his Rays abated, we fetforwards 
and travelling u Miles in 7 Hours thro’ 
an uneven Country, but cultivated and 
well Peopl’d, we came to the Village 
of Jtti-Htfci-Candi, leaving behind us 
the open Town of Turcoman^ fcated in 
the midlt of a Vaiiey. The $*s-B*fci 
continu’d his Perjtati civility at Dinner, 
making life of his Hand inflead of a 
Spoon, and taking up the Rice by hand¬ 
fuls to put into mine, and M4achf4 
Plate ; a Swinifh civility hi Europe, hut 
a great compliment in 4fta. There the 
Rice is brought in one Difb, and the 
Flefh in another, which are diflrihuted 
by the chief of the Guefls. When Din¬ 
ner was over, the Jus-Bnfii flood a good 
while with nis Hands up in rhe "Air, 
waiting for warm Water to wafh ofFtbe 
Greafe. 

Some of the Inhabitants came to fee 
me in thisVillage,theRepo rt being fpread feafieefi of 
abroad, chat 1 was an Ambaflkior font the 
to the King, by the Chrifliao Princes, iWr * 
and would not make known my Cha¬ 
racter, till I came to They 

were the more eafily induc’d to believe 
it by their own Practice, beta life they 
receive auy Perfon as an Ambaflador, 
that brings but a Letter of recommen¬ 
dation to theKing from any Ft ince \ a Pa¬ 
ly » and therefore he that comes in this Na¬ 
ture, is receiv’d with the great Honour by 
firft Cham, upon the Frontiers,who at the 
King’s expence Condu&s him to another 
Governor's Liberty, till he is brought 
to the King at Ifpakan. Several Mer¬ 
chants procure Inch Letters, to fpare 
the charge of Cnftoms, and the Guardi 
on the Roads, as alio to be carry’d all 
the way at the King’s cxpence. Here 
we were warn’d to be upon our Guard 
for fear of Thieves ; becaufc the Inha¬ 
bitants of the Village of M'ana being 
run away, not being able to pay the 
Taxes, and having no other way to 
live, many of ’em wandred about to Rob 
Travellers. This did not much fright 
me, knowing they were molt of them 
unarm’d. 

We relied here all the remaining part 
of the day in a Perfianh Houft, and fet 
out towards Night. An hour after a 
good (bore of Rain fell, which made icfo 
dark that we wei e forced to take a Lan- 
thorn and a Guide. After 3 Hours rid¬ 
ing the Jus-Bafti would reft near a 
Q, i River 
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River. We fct forward again two 
Gemelli. Hours before day, and travelling over 
1554. Barren Mountains and Valleys about 
L/YV Sun-riling, after riding 15 Miles m 5 
Hours, found our fclves in the arore- 
faid Village of Mima-, a dirty place, 
as being feated among Marfhes. 1 here 
was no Soul in it \ tor ns I fuid 3 they 
were all fled, leaving their Hoefes and 
Goods. There were only two Rattan , 
who durft not come near us. We faw 
an excellent Caravartfera new built,and an¬ 
other gone to Ruin- The Country was 
not bad,and will certainly be peopled a- 
gain. 

Four Miles from the Village wc crofs’d 
the great River of Miara, where there 
was once a Bridge of thirty ^ Arches, 
A high whereof only fix are now Handing. We 
Mountain. Qver a n t he four Branches it is 

divided into, the laft of which is fo 
deep that in Winter there is no paf- 
iing it a Horfe-back, but on Camels. 
Then we afeended a Mountain call’d 
Kaplan a, the higheft in the Road to If- 
pabattj which on the other fide has a 
long upright dclient to the River, over 
which there is an excellent Bridge of 
three Arches, newly built, call’d Cafi- 
lofan. This River as well as that be¬ 
fore mention’d, after crofiing the Pro¬ 
vince of GhUan % where they are both 
of them drawn out into fever.il Tren¬ 
ches to water the Corn, run down to 
the Cafpian Sea. The Villages about 
this Mountain pay nothing to the King, 
becaufe they belong to the Mofch of Ar- 
devil , where there are fomc Tombs of 
Kings of Per fa, and that of Scia-Sofi 
accounted a Saint, for which reafon all 
the Per fans go thither in Pilgrimages. 
That Mofch has 80000 Crowns Re¬ 
venue, diftribnted among the Poor, and 
the Prielts belonging to it. Not far 
from the aforelaid Bridge is a Rock a- 
part from the reft, where there appear 
lome remains of ancient Fortifications*, 
and of a Caftle on the Top. The 9nf- 
Bafci told me a Woman had built that 
Fort, fne whilft fne liv’d being pofTefs d 
of the City and Places about the Moun¬ 
tains, which could never be taken from 
Iter becaufe of the narrow PafTcs on the 
Hifis. Having travell’d 33 Miles in n 
Hours through a barren Country, a- 
bouriding only in Liquorice and Thieves, 
we halted before Noon at the Caravan- 
Jera of Sin-Mal'ava y feated on a Moun¬ 
tain, with feven weli built Towers, 
which at a diftance make it look like a 
Caftle. There were abundance of Par¬ 
tridges till about, but as hard as Stones, 


and of another Colour and Taft than 
ours 3 there are fome like ours, but on 
the Mountains. 

It is not fo fafe Travelling in Perfia, 
as I had thought 3 for a Man may light Dangcr5 . 
upon Robbers, ot Ciapars, which are the on the " 
King’s Mefiengers, who carry Letters Road in 
from one Province to another, by Or- Per f‘*' 
der of the Governors of Princes. Thefe 
have Authority to take away any Man’s 
Horfe they meet on the Road, which 
they nfually fend back a day or two after, 
and they but a Stranger to very great 
Trouble. 

The Rattan having Intelligence fent 
them by the Odabafci , or Overfeer of the 
Caravonfera came in the Evening, but, 
feeing the Jas-Bafci., durft not demand 
the Duty \ but asking him leave to 
praCtife their cheating Power upon 
ine and Malachy, he chid and fent them 
away. 

Wednefday 23d, about Night we con¬ 
tinu’d our Journey, and about two Hours 
after began the ufual Rain with Thun¬ 
der and Lightning. Two Hours before 
day we pafs’d by the Caravanferaof Sar- 
cefma , well built of Brick, with four 
Towers at the four Angles, So we 
Travell’d 15 Miles in five Hours and a 
half through a barren Country, and un¬ 
fit for Plowing. Having refted an Hour 
and a half we advanc’d 25 Miles further 
in 7 Honrs and a half, and came at laft 
in the Morning, to the Village of Nub- 
ba, where we unloaded the Beafts in 
the Caravartfera call’d Nichbe. To a- CarMitufe- 
void fo often repeating the fame thing, 

I muft obferve once for all, that the 
Caravartfera % in Per fa, are all built with 
Brick, after the fame Model, and are 
Largeaud Magnificent 3 but fo uniform 
and well proportion’d, that they are 
not inferior to the belt Structures in Eu¬ 
rope. About the Court are the Rooms 
for Travellers, who if they will not put 
their Horfesinto the large Stables, which 
are behind, may tye them before their 
Rooms toa Stone with a hole in it, plac’d 
there for that purpofe. In the Stables 
over the Mangers, there are Niches for 
theMnletierscr Grooms to lie, who na¬ 
turally love being there better than elfe- 
w here. This Caravartfera of Nichbe has 
four Towers at the Angles, and an ex¬ 
cellent Front, where on along piece of 
fine Marble, the Founders Name and 
Quality is writ in Arabick Characters 3 
for thefe Caravan fern are commonly 
built by Rich Perfons for the Benefit of 
their Souls. The lower part of the 
Structure is of white and red Stone, 
mix’d like Marble. Ha- 
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Having reftcd the remaining part of 
Gcmtlii. Thmffity 24th, we let out before Mid*- 
1694. night by the Light of a La nthorn, which 
^'V'O w'9 not fo dear but that we went out 
of our way twice, which we afterwards 
found out by the natural Bright nds of 
the ferene Air. Having Tvaveil’d 24 
Miles in- eight Hours through an uneven 
Country, we came to Zangatt, a large 
Town, but Dirty, whofe Houfes were 
ill Built with Mud, and in no Order. 
But there are excellent; Gardens with 
variety of Fruit and Flowers, as alfo 
Trees for Fuel, planted by die Indukry 
of the Natives (a Rarity in that part 
of the Country, where there is not a 
Tree to be feen all about to flicker a 
Man) and with that Wood they give 
the Fire (bine nobler Matter to feed on, 
it being generally made of the Dong of 
their Beafts. What Lmoft admir'd, is, 
That tho’ there was'lueh icarcity of 
Trees, yet the Gentry and Country 
People all carry’d Clubs in their Hands, 
which they call Afcu. 

We thought to have gone on that 
fame Day to Sdtonia, but confide ring 
the Horfes had the Day before Tra veil’d 
forty Miles and better, and ro fave Ex- 
pofing our felvcs to the Sun, we alter’d 
our Minds, and ftay’d in a CofFee-Houfe, 
where we refted all Friday 2Uh, enjoy¬ 
ing the frelh Air all the while by the 
noife of a cold large Spring which riles 
in the midfl; of it, preferring our Stay 
here before the good Caravanfera at Z<»- 
gan. The Rattan came to the Coffee- 
Houfe, but durft not demand any thing. 
After Supper wc mounted, ten lurks, 
and two of the Kings Soldiers joyning 
us. We Traveled without a Lanthorn 
through a plaift dry Country, the Sky 
being Bright, and palling by the little 
Caravan (era of Difa, at the end of nine 
Mifcs, at break of Day on Saturday 25th, 
after Travelling fifteen Miles farther wc 
came to Ssdtania, 

svilmii This City was formerly feveral times 

City . the Court of the Kings of Perfia ; and 
the great Structures laid Level with the 
Ground, make it appear that it would 
kill be one of the belt Cities in the 
Kingdom, bad it not been deftroy’d by 
its own Kings, and not by Tamerlm- 
There kill remain the Ruins of three 
Mojchs , whofe Cupola’s and Towers 
were cover’d with Tiles of feveral Co¬ 
lours. One of them has the two front 
Towers kill kanding, but without the 
tops by reafon of their extraordinary 
height. 


Suit ostia is fenced in a Valley, whofe 
greateft breadth from Dili to Weft: is 
not above 5 Leagues. Its Compafs is 
of many Miles , becaule of the abun¬ 
dance of Fields, Gardens, and ruin’d 
Houfes there are in it. Some few poor 
Houfes kill kanding are ill contriv’d 5 
the Bafar is only one long Street, and 
the Caravanfera but very indifferent. 

The Air .is not wholfome by reafon of 
the neigbouring Mar foes. It is govern’d 
by a Cham, to whom the adjacent Parts 
are al lb fubjeci. We should not have ta¬ 
ken the way of Soltanut, but another two 
Miles from it on the left, where is the 
ideal Cvra vanjcra for the Caravan of Ifpa- 
ban. We came this way becaufe the 
Jus-Bafci had fbme Bulmcfs. The Rat- 
tars came to us to play their part, and 
went firft to Malady, who to avoid pay¬ 
ing feign’d blmfclf a Georgian, and inqui¬ 
ring after me, told them I was a Frank 
that went to Jfpaban to ferve the King. 
Hearing this and feeing us with the fits- 
Bafci, a Perfon in Authority, they took 
our Words. The fame Man lav’d me a 
Tumaa, Which is worth nineteen Crowns 
of Naples which wasthefum a Servant 
of the Kings Meffenger demanded to pay 
al] the Rat tars their due. 

That fame Day we fet out two Bour3 
after Night, having firft fitted the Jm- 
Bafii's Servants Piftols, for fear of Rob¬ 
bers. We travelfd all Night through a 
plain Country well cultivated, without 
meeting any fufpicious Perfon; but had 
there been occafion we muft have built a 
fmall Fort to plant a Falconet, one of the 
Kings Soutdiers that was with us caus’d 
iaftcad of a Musket. For* my part I 
con id fcarce lift it from the Ground, 
nor can I imagin how he could fire it. 

After three Leagues riding we pafs’d by 
the Caravanfera of Aliab-h'titr, and then 
by that of Tdift, and havmg travelfd 
twenty eight Miles amidft Mountains fo 
ten Hours, came oh Sundry 27th, ro tia- 
bar. We foould have pafs’d through 
the Village of Xtraudera, bat took this 
way for our conveniency. 

We found out this ancient City, as Hsbu 
it were in a Labyrinth of large and cu- ty« 
nous Gardens, enclos’d with Mud- 
Watls and high Poplar-Trees. In the 
Gardens there are good Apples, Pears, 
Cherries, Plumbs, Grapes and other 
forts i as alfo the fineft Rofes in the 
World, fo that as the time of the Year 
then was, a Man could not defire a 
plea fame r Place to pals his time, than 
amidft the cool and fragrant Solitudes 

of 
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of this City. Wc lay in a fmall Cara- 
GemtUL vanfira of a Muddy Strutture, as is the 
1594. falhion of that Country, with very tool 
Arch’d fmail Rooms. Near to it was a 
large Mofih much decay’d, particularly 
the Cioilfer, in which was a Fifh Pond 

with good cool Water. . 

As for the City, tho’ ruin d, it is ot 
a vail Compafs, * becaufe of the Gar¬ 
dens, which make all about them look 
more like a Wood then a City. 

We mounted again two Hours after 
Night, in the Company of ten of the 
Townftnen known to the Jus-Bajci. 
Having rode eighteen Miles in five Hours 
over barren Plains, we pafs'd by the Vil¬ 
lage of Parfiin , encom pafs’d with good 
Gardens, and furnifil’d with a conveni¬ 
ent Caravanfira. Here we met a Great 
Man with a Retinue of fifty Men a 
Horfe-back, and a Ciapar that conduct¬ 
ed him. 

AH the Country about this Place_ be¬ 
ing Fruitful, is well Peopled, but from 
thence forward Barren and Until! d, 
We met lie re a Caravan of a thoufund 
Horfes going from Ardevil to Taaru. 
Holding on our way Rill over a plain 
Country Rafter riding twenty fix Miles in 
fix Hours, wc fet up before Noon in the 
finall Caravanfira, feated in the Village 
of Xeare ; the other great one without 
being gone to Ruin. Here we wifh d 
for the cool Waters of Zangan, Sidtama, 
and Habar, this Place affording none but 
what was very Bad and Brackifh. This 
Village was once for the moft part upon 
the Hiil, but many Houfes going to 
Ruin, as being Built with Mud, feverai 
Families are come down to live in the 
Plain. The Soil produces good Wine 
and Fruit. 

Munda'i 28 tb at Sun Fet, we conti¬ 
nu’d our ' journey by Moon-light, and 
riding eighteen Miles in fix Hours 
through a barren uncultivated Country, 
came to Senava where we re fled till 
Day. This Village is on the Plain, and 
has good Houfes, and Gardens, and a 
Caravanfira. It is famous for good Nuts. 

Tnefday 29th, continuing our Journey 
we law a fort of wild Cattle feeding on 
the Plain, which are very good Meat, 
call’d by the Per (tans, Geiran , or Gar~ 
cellis, which we have not in Italy, Their 
Hair is like a Buck, and they run like 
Dogs without leaping; at Night they 
feed on the Plains in Flocks, and in the 
Morning return to the Mountains. Hay¬ 
ing travell’d twelve Miles further in 
four Hours, we put into the Village of 


Karafaneh. Here we enjoy’d the cool 
Air under tall Maple Trees there are a- 
long the fide of a Brook. No Village 
in Perjia is without one, which is the 
caufe of the continual greennefs of the 
Fields, and of the plenty of pleafanc 
Fruit Trees in their many delightful 
Gardens. Thence we went to Dine in 
certain Houfes built on purpofe for the 
Entertainment of Travellers. 

In the Afternoon came the Country 
Rat tars, and entring my Room very much 
admir’d my Buckskin-Breeches for riding. 
Some of them find they were DwirA-cloth, 
others that they were Leather. Mdatby 
being ask’d the Qu elf ion, to play upon 
them, faid, 1 was a Wreltler, bccaufe 
the Wreftlers in Perfia wear fuch. They 
anfwer’d, 1 was too lean for that fporr, 
but Mdachy knowing that their Wrelf- 
Jers exeicife themfelves dayly in lifting 
and carrying great weights, anfwer’d, I 
was grown lean with too much exercife. 
The Fellows laid they would be glad to 
fee it, andfome of them would Wrelile 
with me. Come in the Morning, faid 
Mdatby, and you will fee him do fuch 
things as will aftonilh you; but as for 
Wreftling he will not be guilty of Mur¬ 
dering any of you, for he would certain¬ 
ly throw you fo that you would never 
rile. But he will go to Jfpaban and do all 
the King ibail order him. Thus we di¬ 
verted the tedious Hours of the Day 
playing upon their Ignorance, and palfing 
the time till the Jas-Bafii’s Servants had 
drefs’d a Lamb for Supper. At lalf the 
Rattan taking Malacby for a Georgian, 
and me for the King’s Wrelfler, went a- 
way without any Mony ; for near Jfpaban 
they are not fo infolent, and dare not a- 
bnfe a Frank ; clpecially *f they believe 
he is going to ferve the King, 

Mounting again in the Evening on 
Tuefday 29th we proceeded on our Jour¬ 
ney, and riding near 20 Miles in 6 Hours 
came to the Caravanfira of Rebegiup. 
This Caravanfers is Large and well Built, 
with a lofty Arch at the Entrance, and 
four Towers on the Angles, tho’feated 
in a defert Plain, without any Village 
near Jt. Then travelling 12 Miles fur¬ 
ther in 4 Hours, we relied at fuch ano¬ 
ther Caravanftra call’d Kofibkcria. T hen 
going on as many Miles more on Wedntf- 
day 30th, we came to the Caravanfira 
and Village of Dongh, where the two a- 
foremention’d Roads to Jfpaban meet. 
Three Miles from this is another good 
Caravanfira , for thofe that come from 
Ardevil and Casbin. That of Dongh is 

lingular 
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rx_A,-o lingular for ftruchire; for whereas all the 
Gemelli. reft have Rooms about the Court with 
i(J94. Arches before them to fleep in Summer, 
IXVSJ and Places behind for the Horfes, this 
on the contrary is only a continued Row 
of open Arches, the Founder being re- 
folv’d thatTravellers Ihould lie cool there 
all Weathers. TheStru&ure is of good 
Brick, and all the Front is a targe In- . 
fcripti'on, containing as I was told, the 
Founder’s Name, and peculiar Virtues. 
At a fmall diftance is a good Fountain 
of cool Water. 

Cheap Before we proceed any further it is 
Travel- proper to obferve, that it is very cheap 
ling in Travelling through all the Dominions of 
Terju. Perfia. For in the firft place, whether 
a Man buys or hires a Horfe the rate is 
very eafie, and Provifions are fold for a 
fmall matter, by reafon the Perfians are 
fparingand Temperate 5 living a whole 
Day upon a little Cheefe, or four Milk, 
in which they dip the Country Bread, 
which is as thin as a Wafer , infipid, 
and of the colour of a Pumice Stone. At 
Noon and Night they add to it a. little 
Rice, or Pilao, fometimes boyl’d in fair 
Water. I was not able to hold out with 
that fare, and fometimes made Provision 
of Eggs and Lamb in the Villages we 
paft’d through, treating the Jas-Bafct, 
as 1 did my feIf alio with good Wine and 
Brandy. Only Wood is dear there, and 
therefore inftead of it they make ufe of 
Dung. About Dongh I took notice of 
the Folly of the Natives, who tho’ they 
have excellent Grapes, do not know 
how to preferve the Wine, but put the 
Muft under Ground into Cifterns daub’d 
with Lime. 

Mcffen* That very Morning we met an Ex¬ 
gen. prefs a-foot coming from Jfiaban. He 
had fix Horfe-Bells hanging about his 
Girdle, juft like the Mules of our Mef- 
fengers. This they do both to be known, 
and to chear them to walk. Thofe that 
ferve Princes may have to the number 
of Twelve, and others according to their 
Quality. 

The Jiu- To return to our fits-Eafci^ his Be- 
. haviour was rather like a Courtier than 
Courteous ; for if he Eat or Drank, he 
faid it was for my fake $ and I would 
have been glad he had been more fpar- 
ing of his Favours. He alfo reprefent- 
ed it as a great piece of Refpcft and 
Civility that he did not buy a Horft, 
knowing 1 was about him. 

That fame Wednefday about Evening 
wc fet forward, without fearing the 
change of Weather and Rain, as we 
cud at Titnris. Having rode twelve 


Miles in four Hours (I meafured the 
way after this manner, bccaufe the Per- 
fian differ from the Tarkifi Leagues, and 
are not always alike) we pafs’d by aCW- 
ravanfera j and ten Miles further gone 
In four Hours, came to the City Sava, 
where we lodg’d in a Caravanfcra made 
of Mud. 

The City Sava is ftated in a fruitful City. 
Plain, with abundance of Villages about 
it; and looks hand torn tho’ many of 
the Houfes are of Mud. The Walls 
which are four Miles in Compabs, are 
fallen down in feveral Places , only 
walh’d away by the Rains; which has 
been the Fate of the Fort ftanding on the 
Top of a Hill. There would be good 
Mofchs were they not ruin’d with Age. 

The _ principal Trade of this City con- 
lifts in certain final 1 long Furrs, which 
not Only the Perfians , but all the Chri- 
ftians of the Eaft ule for lining their 
Garments and Caps. 

Leaving the City Sava on Tburfday 
the 1 ft of July, five Miles from it, we 
law on a high Ground another ruin’d 
Fort, in which was a good Ciftcrn, be- 
caufe all about there, tho' Lhey have 
good Brooks, they ufe Rain-water, and 
feven Miles beyond that we crofs’d a 
River. We found the Country well cul¬ 
tivated, and abundance of Villages for 
above three Leagues; and after twenty 
Miles riding came to the Caravanfera of 
Giahar-Abad \ the largeft and bell in 
Perfia, were not a great part of it fallen 
down, and out of ufe. Therefore they 
have Built two others near a good Spring, 
where a 1 molt all Travellers Lodge, and 
we ftay’d after fix Hours riding. 

The Jus-Bafo, whole Name was Me- 
lich-Sadtr-Beg, had invited me and Ma- 
lachy to a Village of his an Hours riding 
from Sava ; and we not to Difpleafe 
him, had promis’d to go Dine there 
one Day, Being to go that fame Day, 
we underftood he was gone to the Bath, 
and therefore we thought fit to proceed 
on our Journy, charging his Servants to 
make our Excufe for us and the more 
becaufe perhaps he would have ftay’d 
long in his Village to gather Mony, 
whereof he ftood in need. This Village Pay of a 
was given him by the King for his Life, is

The Walls are 
all garnifh’d with Gold and Blew, and 
Tiles of feveral Colours handfomly 
plac’d after the Fafhion of che Country, 
Returning thence I faw another good 
Mofch near this. 

The Rattan of Kom are not ft) Rude 
as in other Parts, for they took nothing 
of me. fn this City there is a Mint, buE 
they did not Coin when I was there.

We fet out again towards Evening 
that fame Day, and at five Miles diftance 
pafs’d by the little Village of Sin fin, and 
eight further by that of Naffar Abad , 
quite deftroy’d ; but Ihcwing the Ruins 
of good Buildings, where we refted a 
while in the open Air, till Sunday 4th, 
at break of Day : When departing 
thence, we came two Hours before 
Night to the City Cafician, after riding 
twenty Miles in eight Hours. The Soil 
for only three Miles about the City wa3 
fit for Tillage. 

The City Cafician is Govern’d by a ofiiso 
Cham , like Kom, and is but little or City. 

R nothing 
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rsA-^> nothing lefs in Compafs. Its Length is 
Gemeilu three Miles, and the Buildings not fo 
IP94- much Ruin’d as in the other- The Baz.- 
x-OTV ar’s are Light, and well contriv’d, in 
compnrifoa of the others, which are 
every where Dark, and ill Order’d. 
Two of them particularly deferve to be 
ieen, where among other Trades are the 
Braziers, who make all Neceffiiries of 
Brafs and Copper. The Streets are al- 
fo very good, and fo the Caravanfera’s, 
which are large, and well Built with 
two Apartments. We faw a ftately one 
on the right Hand, without the Gate 
we went in at, with two great Courts, 
in one of which was a Cittern of Wa¬ 
ter, whither the Merchants in Summer 
carry their Beds to lie Cool. Both a- 
bove and below, all about the Doors of 
the Rooms, there is curious Workman- 
Blip of Bricks of feveral Colours. Thofc 
Caravanfcra’s within the City, are not 
Built for the good of the Souls of the 
Departed, but for private Intereft, eve¬ 
ry Body paying four Abaffts a Mouth, 
or four Casbis a Night, The principal 
Trade of this City is Wrought-Silks, 
on which account an infinite Number of 
Merchants refort to it from India, and 
other parts of Afa. Mai achy fhew’d 
me three Ells and a half of Taffeta two 
Spans and a quarter wide, which he 
bought for two Abafis, which is about 
eight Carlines of Nafas, about three 
Shillings fix Pence Engiifo. 

King’s* I went to fee the King’s Houfe and 
Houfe and Gardens near the Road we came. A 
Gardens. Brook runs through, and divides one of 
thefe Gardens ; and along it there are 
orderly Rows of Pines, and ocher Trees 
of feveral Sorts, whofe Variety is plea- 
fing to the Eye. About the Garden 
there are alfb two Ranks of Cyprefs and 
Pine-Trees, making a delightful Shade 
with their never fading Green. The 
other Garden nearer the City has aifo 
abundance of Water, and the Trees 

J ilanted in the fame Order, by which 
t appears how much the Ter fans ex¬ 
ceed the Turks in Ingenuity. The King’s 
Houfe (which like all the reft is a San¬ 
ctuary for Malefactors) has an indiffe- ■ 
rent Front of Tiles of feveral Colours, 
according to the Falhion of the Coun¬ 
try, and good Lodgings within. Before 
this Houfe was a Troop of Horle, cu¬ 
rious to behold, for the variety of Fa¬ 
shions the Soldiers wore on their Heads 
for fomc had Turbants, others plain 
Caps, others Plumes of feveral forts, 
and others had a perfect Ci Under in the 
middle of the fame Cloth of ihe Cap. 


Drawing near to obferve the Charaders, 
that were over the Gate, one of thofe 
Soldiers being angry that I had not 
made Obeifance to it, according to their 
Cuftom, made me do it on my Knees, 
with my Forehead on the Stone of the 
Threfhold, as to a Royal and Sacred 
Place. 

To return to the City, tho’ it has a 
double Wall about it, yet that is fo 
Ruin’d, that there is no need to go a- 
bout to the Gates. The belt of them 
was that we Enter’d at, which is Hand- 
fomc without, and has apaflage through 
high Arches to Bazars, fome of which 
have particular Doors to (hut at Night, 
when the noify Signal is made with 
Fifes and Kettle-Drums from the Aid- 

dan. 

That fame Sunday we proceeded on 
our Journey, and going out of Cafcian , 

I perceiv’d the Soil was nothing better, 
than w hat we bad Traveled over from 
Kom thither. Among other Mifchiefs, 
there blew fucb a hot Wind, that it 
oblig’d me now and then to lay a wet 
Hankerchief upon my bare Skin. After 
tiding twelve Mites in four Hours, we 
came into Valleys, and then attending, 
refted fome time in the Caravmj'era of 
Giaur-Abad , well enough Built in thofe 
folitary Mountains. Six Miles thence datable 
we came to the Pools made by Seta-Abas gat wring 
the Second, King of Ter fa , the better of Water, 
to fupply Cafcian with Water in Sum¬ 
mer, in cafe the Rivulet that runs thro’ 
it fhould not luffice, and yet it is not 
very fmall. They fay he had them made, 
becaufe finding once the City defected 
by the Inhabitants for want of Water, 
he promis’d to remedy that Evil, and 
loon after caus’d a Wall above 100 Pa¬ 
ces in length, 30 in thicknefs, and 50 in 
height, to be Built between two Moun¬ 
tains, to keep in the Rain-Water in 
Winter y and afterwards diftributc it as 
need requir’d, through feven Sluices 
there are in it. They fhew a Houfe 
dole by, whither they fay the King went 
to forward the Work. 

Monday 5 th, riding fix Miles by break 
of Day, we refted a while at the Vil¬ 
lage of Cone, feated amidft the Moun¬ 
tains, which have not a Foot of fruitful 
Land. But the Valley in the midft of 
them makes amends, with the plenty 
and goodnefs of all forts of Fruit grow¬ 
ing in its Gardens ( which are wall’d in 
with Stone) caus’d by the plenty of 
Water, tho’ they do not ripen fo loon. 

The Nuts are Excellent, and there is 
fuch Plenty of them, that they fupply 

feveral 
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(N w A_/'i fcveral Places. Ocher Provifions arc 
Geme&i . Dear. There are two the 

1594. one a good Scone Building, the other of 
Mud. 

The Moon riling, we mounted again, 
leaving behind us the barren Mountains 
at the Caravanfera of Agaka-mala, which 
is well Built. The Country, tho” Plain, 
was as Barren as the Mountains, and 
therefore tho’ near Ifpahan , there is no 
Village to be feen for thirty Miles. 

T uefday Oth, we fet up betimes in the 
little Caravanfera of Agakamola, a good 
Structure, which is twelve Miles from 
the great one of that Name, and nine 
from Cone', but the Miles are fo long 
they might be counted thirty of bad way. 
A Road la the darkeft of the Night we met 
of Salt, a Company of Armenian Merchants, 
Travelling to the Province of Ghilan , 
and Malacby told me that there is no 
going thither from Cafcian, without 
riding twelve Hours along a Road of 
pure Salt, on which it is very hard to 
find fome little Water in Cifterns. 

Being eager to fee Ifpahan , we fet 
out betimes the next Day, and riding 
fifteen Miles in five Hours faw the ruin’d 
Village of Micanor •, then advancing 
twelve Miles in four Hours we pals'd by 
the poor Caravanfera of Agon nr i ; and 
ftill continuing our Journey with Horfes 
much tir’d by the dry barren Ground, 
on Wednefday 7th, about break of Day 
we refted at the little Village of Gaji ; 
where there is a very large Caravanfera, 
built by the King. From this Place to 


the City, the Country is fruitful, produ¬ 
cing all forts of Grainand Fruit, for 
which reafon it is very full of Villages 
and Houfes of PJeafui e. Setting out af¬ 
ter Noon we traveled nine Miles, and 
four Honrs after entred the City, which 
at a diftance look’d more like a Wood 
than any thing elfe; this 7th Day of Ju¬ 
ly being juft a fear fincc I fet out from 
R editing. 

I wasa long time confid^riog with my 
fclf^ where I Jhould Lodge, having my 
choice of the Carmelites , the jefkiti, and 
French Captions $ and at laft rclblv’d to 
take up with the Ponugnes Fathers of 
S. Auguflin\ as well to learn their Lan¬ 
guage, which is much us’d in India and 
China ; as becaufc theirs being the firft 
Nation that fetled in thofe Parts, they 
are much efteem’d by the King. They 
receiv’d me with extraordinary Civility, 
giving me the heft Apartment they had 
in two arch’d Dormitories thatcompofe 
their Dwelling. Thefe Arches are cu- 
rioufly Painted with Blew and Gilt after 
the Country Falhion, and look into a 
fine Garden Artificially divided into 
Squares for feveral forts of Fruits and 
Flowers. 

The Church tho’ fmall is Beautiful, as 
are the Sacrifty and Refectory, the Stru¬ 
cture being very good. The Fathers 
liv’d well enough, having the belt Meat 
the Place afforded, drefs’d by a P art agues 
Cook ; and being ferv’d in other Affairs 
by twelve Men, three Blacks, two A- 
tincc Armenians, and four Indians 
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The Defer if t ion of Ifpahan, and the mofl remarkable things in it.

City. X f taa Tongue, is feated in 90 degrees 
of Longitude, and 32 and 40 minutes 
of Latitude, in the Province of Hierac , 
formerly a part of the ancient Kingdom 
of the Parthians. Its a large and fertile 
Plain, is enclos’d on three fides, like an 
Amphitheater , by a ridge of Mountains, 
ten or twelve Miles diftant from it. It 
is believ’dto be Built on the Ruins of 
the antient Hecatompolis y but it plainly 
appears to have proceeded from the U- 
nion of two fmall Villages, the one call’d 
Sup. du Hay-deri-dey-derti , the Other Guybare- 
Grand diet Hamet-Ilay \ for which reafon to this 
SV gay the / e thefe two contending Fa- 
hau ctioiis of Hay-deri, and Unmet-flay, and

their Difputes fometimes end in Blows. 

Yet the Per fans fay it was formerly 
call’d Sipahan , but that Tamerlan after- Tavern, 
wards fubduing thofe Countries, tranf- Tom ‘ W; 
poling the two firft Letters, call’d it If- 4 ‘ ? * 434 ’ 
pahan. Their modern Authors ftill write 
it IJfahan fometimes. Whilft the Kings 
of Per fa kept their Court at Casbm , and 
Sultania , I]pahan was no better than a 
Village; but the Kingdoms of Lar and 
Ormus being afterwards "united to the 
Crown, Scia-Abas remov’d his Seat thi¬ 
ther for the conveniency of its Situation, 
being invited by the fruitful nefs of 
the Soil, water’d by fo many Trenches 
drawn from theRiver Sanderu , andfup- 
plying moft of the Houfes in the City.

The com pats of the Mud-Walls of Jf- 
pabart is in all about twelve Miles, with 
final! Towers, and a Ditch full of Wa¬ 
ter, but fhallow, near which there are 
rows of Trees to take the cool Air. I 
was curious to walk round it, but in fe¬ 
vers! Places the Way was interrupted by 
Garden Walls, joyning to tbofe of the 
City, or by fomc pub lick Strufhires. 
Nevertheless if we include Zulfa and the 
other Suburbs, with all the Fields and 
Gardens within them, the Compafs will 
be little left than thirty Miles. 

On the South-lide at fix Miles diftancc 
is another Mountain, on which may be 
feen the Ruins of a Cattle, where they 
fay Darius Hood to fee the fecond Battle 
Alexander fought with the Per fans. 

Ifpahan has ro Gates, call'd fitr 7 W*», 
Der-Dexr, Der-Abajfi, Der- Lombm, Dcr- 
Danlet , Der-Mod-bnc , Der- Ajfan-Nd- 
hati Der-Herrum, Dtr-Seet-Hamedeym, 
and Der-Guibare m 7 which are fmall, ill 
made, and cover’d with Iron. The 
Keys are kept by particular Officers; 
but the Walls being down in fevcral 
Places, there i3 free entrance by Night 
on all fides. 

The Streets are narrow, crooked, 
and uneven, and many of them dark by 
reafonof the Arches that cover the Ba- 
and ferve to walk dry in rainy 
Weather from one Houfe to another. 
Did not the wholefomnefs of the Air 
make amends for the negligence of the 
People, the Dirt of the Streets would 
breed many Di /tempera. At certain 

dillances there are Sinks fliut in Sum¬ 
mer and open in Winter, to give paf- 
fage to the Water into the Shores un¬ 
der Ground; be fides there is a Trench 
before every Houfe to throw out their 
Filth, which the Gardiners take away 
to manure the Ground. Another great 
inconveniency is the Duft in Summer 
and Dirt in Winter, there being no 
pav'd Streets throughout all Perfta ; and 
tho’ there be Perfons appointed to wa¬ 
ter them three times a Day, yet they 
only do it in the Meidan, and other 
Places where rich Merchants live, who 
are able to pay them. The fame is done 
with the cold Water others carry in 
Skins, within Sacks full of Ice, to give 
gratis to any that will have it, they be¬ 
ing pay’d out of the Revenues left for 
that charitable Purpofe, by Perfims de¬ 
ceas’d. 

Add to this the filthy Ctiftom of 
catting out dead Beafts into the publick 
Places, as alfo the Blood of thofe the 
Butchers kill, and that the Perfians cafe 


themfelves wherefoever they have occa- 
fion. So that I cannot imagine what 
reafon one of onr Italian Writers had 
to compare f/paban to the neat and beau¬ 
tiful City of Palermo, whereas the for¬ 
mer is fo far from having any Street 
like the Caffaro in the latter, that the 
mean eft Home in Palermo far exceeds 
the bell in Ifpaban, which, excepting 
fome few belonging to the King and 
great lords, are all of Mild Walls, 
with only fome Bricks dry'd in die Sun 
intermixt at every four Spans. The 
higher they rife , the narrower they 
grow, elfc they could not bear their 
own weight; and becaufe thefe Walls 
eafily moulder away, they only ftop the 
gap with a tittle Morter, and they are 
rerrafs’d at the Top. Tho’ the Stru¬ 
cture is fo bad, yet is cofts much Mony; 
every Dauber that makes the Walls be¬ 
ing allow’d eight CarUner, that is, three 
Shillings and fix Pence ; and the Labou¬ 
rers about three Carlines , near cigb- * 
teen Pence. 

The general form of the Houfes, is Hour«. 
to have a Portico in the middle with a 
Fountain , or Cittern of Water. On 
three of the fides there are Windows 
at the Top to receive Efficient Light, 
underneath finall Arches to take "the 
cool Air, and rows of Rooms with Lat¬ 
tices curjoufly painted at the Windows, 
Farther in there is generally a great 
Room, where there are Quilts and Pil¬ 
low’s fluff'd with Cotton to fleep on. 
i lie cj round ia ali rover’d with good f 
Carpets fuitable to the Quality of the 
Owner. The Palaces of great Men fei- 
dotn exceed two Floors, and orftftrfour 
fides of the Portico have two arch’d 
Rooms to each, all adorn’d with Arabi¬ 
an Painting of feveral Colours, In fome 
Rooms built for the Women, there are 
commonly Lattices of Wood well Pain¬ 
ted, or of Marble cut through with Glafs 
in the holes. The Roof, as I Paid before 
is after the Neapolitan Fafhiou, and in 
Summer they lie upon it becaufe of the 
great Heat. It is made of Earth mix’d 
with Lime and bruis’d Straw, and with 
Bricks burnt with Fire, and they are 
very careful in Winter not to Jet the 
Snow lie long upon it, for fear of pref- 
fing it down, 

. Per P MS P Dt their bett Furniture r urr : tur - 
in thofe Rooms, where they receive Vi- 
fits, in all the reft there is nothing of 
value. The Floor being cover’d with 
Carpets, they lie on it, being fadsfy’d 
with a Quit under and Blanket over 
them. 
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Ifpaban is fo populous both on account 
of the wholfomnefs of the Air, and the 
conveniency of Trade, that they call it 
half the World; and not without reafon, 
as well for the diverlity of Tongues 
fpoke there , as for the prodigious 
Wealth of its Bazars, and Shops of all 
forts of Commodities. 

The Father Prior of the Monaftery 
where I refided, undemanding that my 
Horfe was quite fpent, on Tuefday 8th, 
order’d the bell in the Stable to be lad¬ 
led for me to make ufe of. Mounting 
him I went out attended by his Servants 
to take a turn in the City. The fiift 
thing I faw was the Tower the Perjians 
call Monar-Kale, built by Set a-Abas the 
Great, covering it all with the Bones of 
wild Beaffs he kill’d in only one Days 
hunting. _ They fay that the Workman 
telling him there wanted but one Head 
to compleat the Work, he caus’d his to 
be let in the Place. It is about eighty 
Spans high, and notabovc forty inCom- 
pafs. 

Thence I went to fee the Dutch Com¬ 
panies Houfe, _ where I found James 
Norghcamer their Agent Ihooting Turtle- 
Doves in the Garden, which was delici¬ 
ous for its Fountains and curious rows of 
Trees, After we had drank merrily, 
he Ihew’d me a dozen Horfes and Mares, 
the fin ell any Monarch in the World can 
be Mafter of, as well for Mettle, as for 
the curious Spots of leveral Colours, 
not inferior to the finclt Figure, nor 
could a Painter colour them to more 
Perfection. Thence he led me to lee 
his little Houfe of Sport, where he had 
ten Hawks fit for all forts of Birds, and 
Beafts, with Servants to look to them; 
a cuftom they have learnt from the Per¬ 
jians, whofe greateft delight this is. He 
had feveral Pipes of Gold and Silver let 
with jewels for tbofe to fmoke in that 
came to bear him company, by his Fifh- 
pond. In fliort, he liv’d great in all 
Refpefb, 

Fry day pth, the F. Prior of the bare¬ 
foot Carmelites, the F. Provincial of the 
Dominicans and other Franks , gave me 
the favour of a Viiit, the Provincial in- 

S * dng me to a Confecration that was to 
two Days after. 

Saturday loth, I rode leveral Hours 
about the belt Streets and Bazars, feeing 
vail wealthy Shops of all forts of Com¬ 
modities. Sunday^ nth, I went to Znl~ 
fa with the F. Prior and three Port agues 
religious Men ; and alighted at the Mo¬ 
naftery of the Dominicans , where the 
Ceremony was perform’d by the Ach- 
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bijhop of Abrdner, a a Armenian of the 
fame Order. Here twenty four of us 
Din’d, among whom was the Pope’s Fm- 
haftador, Monb'gnor PiMc, confecrated 
Archbifhop of BabUon, who was to de¬ 
part for bis relidence at Hamedan ■, K 
£Uat a Carmelite , Archbifhop Elect of 
ffpahan, another Seiran Catholick Arch¬ 
bifhop, the Embaflador of Poland, the 
F. Rcclor of the Jtfmts, and ocher reli¬ 
gious and lay Men. There was merry 
drinking the excellent Whies of Saras 
and ffpahan, during the Dinner of molt 
exqmiite Varieties; the Pope’s and the 
Pvhfi) Embaffidors, and the Archbiihop 
of Ifpthan doing me the Honour to 
drink my Health firft. Not to trouble 
the Go efts, it was left to the la ft to 
drink the Pope’s Health ftanding, as all 
did, every Man holding a great Nolegay 
in his Hand, which went about. 

Both going and coming, we paft’d sdarfad 
through noble Bazars, and through the street or 
Street of Sciarbach, fo call’d becaufe w ^* 
both lidcs of it are fbuc in by four Gar¬ 
dens of the Kings, and in the Perfian 
Tongue Sciar is four, and Bach a Gar* 
den or Orchard. It begins at a deli¬ 
cate Pleafure-houfe with Galleries cu- 
rioufly painted, which have a Commu¬ 
nication with the Royal Palace, and this 
way the King comes out when he goes 
to Zulfa to divert himfelf, or to other 
Gardens, ft runs a Mile in length to 
the Bridge, and is a Musket-lhot in 
breadth. The Water runs along the 
middle of it in an handfome Canal of 
Stone, making four great Pools in this 
length. On the fides there arc two or¬ 
derly rows of Cinar Trees, w-hich are 
like the Plane, within the Walls, and 
two without, under which there are two 
pav’d Paths, each of them four Foot 
wide and as high above the reft of the 
way, for People to walk in the lhade 
free from the Horfes. Hither the Per¬ 
sians come in Throngs to divert them- 
felves; fmoaking, or eating Fruit at fe¬ 
veral Shops, neatly built along it. Short 
of the Bridge this way is cut by a Branch 
of the River ot Sunderic, which runs 
parallel to another, made after the fame 
manner. To go to Zulfa, the Bridge 
over the fame River Sanderic or But cu¬ 
ria, muft be pafs’d. It confifts of 35 
Arches in length, and as many acrofs ; 
in the Intervals whereof the Natives 
ftand and Smoke, and take the Air. 

Above there are two Walls i<£ Spans 
high, and as long as the Bridge, leav¬ 
ing a convenient fpace in the middle, 
and as much towards the Walls as fe¬ 
veral 
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veral PeiTons may go abreaft* all along 
adorn’d with Arches and Niches, at 
due di fiances. 

■ Beyond this Bridgets the othei Street 
or Way like this, above two Macs long. 
At one end on the left is a P lea jure- 
houfe , call’d Teckd-Sds, bmlt by Ring 
Set a-S afi, for a BxrvU his Favourite. 
Fifty Paces further there are two more, 
though not fo large, yet equally Beau¬ 
tiful Then two other fine Strudures 
with Balconies above, to have the view 
of a curious Fifh-Pond in the middle ot 
it. Here the Ground riling, to hold on 
the fame way, there are two Streets to 
alcend, between which is a Structure, 
to keep the Ground even. L)u noth 
fides at convenient difiances there are 
little Houfes of Pleafure, with curious 
Fronts, through which there is a pafiage 
to feveral ot the King s Gardens a- 
dorn’d with Trees of all forts. 

After enjoying ftich acurious Profpeci 
upon fo Long and Noble a Way, we 
came to the King’s great Garden call’d 
Az*arcrib} three Miles in length, and 
one in breadth. The firft that occurs 
is a fiately Front with double rows of 
Balconies next the Way, and excellent¬ 
ly painted next the Garden, like the 
Houfe, with Figures after the European 
manner in Gold and Blew. At the 
four Angles are four fine Towers, as 
well for Ornament, as to ferve for 
Dovecotes. In the middle Is a Canal 
of Water, which rebounds plea&ntly 
as it runs over the well wrought Stones y 
and in other Places the Ground being 
uneven has delightful Falls, which like 
Glafies re fieft the green of the Ctnar- 
Trees grow Jag along it. Further on op- 
pofite to the Gate, is a great Pool of 
Water, with two Galleries on the fides 
painted after the Moodfh falhion, where 
the King ufes to Hand to take the Air. 
Going ftill forwards there is a little 
Houfe iu the niidfl of the Canal, under 
which is a mighty Vault to contain Wa¬ 
ter i befidesthat which for the divet aonof 
the Royal Family, is cover’d with a 
Roof delicatly painted, and fiipported 
by wooden Pillars. About the Houfe, 
there are Balconies to enjoy the 
Pleafure of the Canal, on all fides. 
Further on the riling Ground, there are 
two other little pretty Houfes painted 
like the reft, for the Women of the 
Aram to take their Plcafiire, who have 
alfo a little Boat to pafs their time on 
the Pool there y and there is another 
Houfe for them at the end of the Ca¬ 
nal and Garden. On the fides there 


are other Canals for thofe whole bu!i- 
nefs it is to water the Plants, and Walks. 

In ftiorr, this Garden what for extent, 
and what for the Beauty of its Trees, 
and Variety of Fruit and Flowers may 
Compare with the heft in Italy . 

In our return we law the Park, where The Park, 
there were little above zo Tigers, Li¬ 
ons, and other Wild Bcafts. Here we 
alfo faw three Party which are fmall 
Creatures about the bignefs of a Cat, 
with which they ufe to Hunt Deer, and o- 
ther game, looliug ihefe Creatures aft. 
ter them, when the Hawks having fafl> 
ned on their Heads hinder their light 
with their Wings. 

We met the General of the Horfe, 
call’d Saptrjdar (we Hood till he was 
pufs’d) with 50 Souldiers before him. 
Beautifully clad, having Plumes of Fea¬ 
thers of feveral Colours on their heads. 

He was about fifty Years ot Age, 
Weii-countenanc’d and wore great 
Whiskers. 

Sunday I nh, the Prior of S. Augujlin Awondw . 
fiiew’d me, able of a Root about as big faiftm Bw. 
‘as a Fitch,like Liquorice,whereof a great 
quantity fell the Year before from the 
Sky, in the Village of Ciafe in the Pro¬ 
vince of Meirvs. The matter was thus. 

There was fo great a fcarcity in that 
Province, and particularly in the afore- 
faid Village, by realon of the bad Har- 
veil that Year, that feveral People every 
day dy’d for mere Hunger. An honeffc 
Woman one day went out with abun¬ 
dance of People into the Fields, and 
with many Tears, implor’d the Divine 
Mercy, that all might not die fo mife- 
rably. God who never fails us indt- 
ftrefs, bear’d her Prayer, and caus’d this 
Root, like a Heavenly Manna to Ihower 
down from the Sky, for three Miles a- 
bout, during a Night and a Day, and 
fuch vaft Plenty of it, that it wa$ three 
Spans thick on the Ground. Gather¬ 
ing it, they made Bread, of which the 
King and many Great Men at Court, 
tailed 3 and thus the Famifh’d Multi¬ 
tude was reliev’d. I ihonld never have 
believ’d it (nor do I think the Reader 
will be eafily convinc’d) had it not been 
attefled to me, by all the Religious of 
S. Attgafiin, p- of Mans, a bard- 
foot Carmelite, and Bifhop of Ifpakan, 
with all the Fathers of bis Order, the 
Armenian Bifliop of PJak-civan, the Am- 
baflador of Poland, the F. Re&or of the 
Jefuits, all the French that were in the 
King’s Service, and all the Pcrfum Per¬ 
rons of Quality I fpoke with. I fenca 
bit of it to my Friend the Councilor 

Amato 
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-Amato Vania at Naples, for him to fhew 
Ccmeili, it to curious Pcrlous. 

1694. Mond<ry 12th, began the Perfecution 
vv nj and Expulfion of the Bare-foot Car me - 
^ Cr ^f U h ^ te fathers °f Anlfa, the Divan Beg, or 
Government of Ifpahan, going thither in 
Perfon to carry the King’s Order the 
Reader I fuppofe will not be dilpJeas'd 
with the Relation. Thofe Fathers ha¬ 
ving of late Years fettled a little Houfe 
at Ztdfa, they thought of enlarging it, 
and building a good Church. To this 
purpofe they bought the Houfe of an 
Armenian for 50 Tomans, given them in 
Alms by a Catholick, but through negleft 
they omitted to Regifler the pur chafe 
in the King's Books, according to the 
cuftom of Perfia. The Heretick Ar¬ 
menians, being fet upon obftnufting the 
work already begun, made a great Cla¬ 
mor, pleading the King’s Order, which 
Prohibits the exercife of any Religion 
in Ztdfa but the Armenian ; the Fathers 
on the other lide, thought they ought 
not to give over their work ; having the 
King’s leave to build in any part of his 
Kingdom whatfoever. From Words it 
came to Aftions ; for 2000 Armenians 
aflembling went to break open the Car¬ 
melites Gate, and they had doubtlefs com¬ 
mitted feme Outrage had not the Airt- 
baflador of Poland lent his People to 
keep them off The CachoJicks of Jfpa- 
han had feveral meetings to put a (top 
to this growing Evil, but could make 
nothing of it, becaufe the Armenians 
were rich j and one Stephen Zcrtabiee, or 
Preacher, having gather’d 3000 Tomans, 
that is 57000 Crowns of Naples, had 
preferred the Queen Mother, and the 
King’s Favourites, and by that means 
obtain’d the Order he defir’d. The hi ft 
thing the Divan Beg, who put in Execu¬ 
tion, did, was to ask Father Ffes/, whe¬ 
ther he had any I n fern men t, or Deed to 
fhew for the Sale. The Father could 
fhew none, becaufe it was not in due 
form ; and on the other fide the Seller, 
being threatned by the Hereticks, fa id 
he had not fold it, but that being in¬ 
debted 50 Tomans to the Monaftery, F. 
Elias had taken it from him by Force. 
He deay’d, alledging he had bought it 
legally, with the confcnt of the feller 3 
but the Divan-Beg interrupting him, 
fa id, What, do yon take the Kings Sub - 
jeSls Honfes away by force , T vittjOMt any 
Deeds tojhew r And at the fame time or¬ 
der’d all the Work to be dcmolilh’d, 
and (butting up the Monaftery, feal’d 
the Gates, F. Elias asking, whether that 
was the ufage they gave the Kings guefts 


in ter fin ? The other anfwcr’d, that 
therefore it was they did not proceed to 
punifh them more feverely. The Di- 
van returning to the City, feat t z of his 
Men to command F. JElias and his three 
Companions in the King’s Name, im¬ 
mediately to depart Ztdfa j and not 
prefume to fee toot there again, upon 
.Penalty of 100 Tomans. The good Fa¬ 
thers fet out a mid ft that Rabble, that 
was to conduit [hem by order of the 
Governor of Ifpahan 3 but by the way 
they met two Fathers of S. Attgaflin 
(Cent to meet them out of civility by 
T. Gafpar dos Reys, Prior of the Mona- 
ftery where' I lay) who mounted them 
on their Horfes. Being come before the 
th zDivm, they with much difficulty ob¬ 
tain’d leave to remain in the Peffb Ara- 
baffijdor’s Houfe. The Mutiny had been 
great at Ztdfa, and no lefs the Joy of 
the Hereticks, who with extraordinary 
Infolcnce, threatned to expel the Jeftt- 
its and Dominicans 3 relying on the Pro¬ 
tection Aga-Camal (a Black Eunuch the 
King’s Favourite) the Queen Mother, 
and feveral Great Men, for which rea- 
fon the aforeiaid Ambafiador thought 
fit to fend his Retinue, to Guard the Je- 
fttits Houfe, There being reafon to fear 
that all the Catholick Miflioners would 
be banifh’d, the aforemention’d F. Gaf¬ 
par, and other Portngms Fathers, who 
were in great fifteen], went on Tstefday 
13th to Z4fa, to acquaint Zertabiet, 
thee if be intended to expel the other 
Religious Men, as he had done the Car¬ 
melites, it would be look’d upon as an 
open Declaration of his being an Enemy 
to Catholicks ; and if fo the King of 
Portugal, and other Catholick Princes 
would not fail to cake their meafures ac¬ 
cordingly. Adding, that as a Friend he 
for warn’d him, that this indifereet Zeal 
of his would be the caufi: of all the rnif- 
chicf that fhould befall the Armenian 
Merchants in Chriftendom, TI10 this 
Pertabiet was a hot-headed old Fellow, 
and anfwcr’d at firft that he valu’d not 
Kings when the Salvation of his Flock 
lay at Stake 3 yet the Prior and his Vi ¬ 
car who was excellently Skill’d in the 
Oriental Languages manag’d it fo dif- 
creetly, that they prevail’d with him, 
before their Faces to tear the Regan* or 
King’s Order for banilhing all the Ca¬ 
tholick Fathers; declaring he did h for 
their fakes. 

It is not to be admir’d that all thde 
Fathers having Regams for their Foun¬ 
dations, the Armenians fhould lb ealily 
obtain others con trad ifiory to themj 

becaufe 
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rs-A/i becaufe the King liv’d in ftupidlty, be- 
Gemellt. ing altogether governed by others. The 
1<s y+v Life he led, can Icarce be call’d Life; 
for no fooner did he awake from the 
ofthe profound Sleep caus’d by the brisk 
King, Wine of Saras and other places in Per- 
fia, but he fell to drinking again, and 
when he could not hold the Glafs, his 
Cup-bearer, gave him three Bumpers. 
Then being ibmewhac recovered, he 
took 3 more with his own Hand, till 
being again overcome with the fumes of 
Wine, he lay down to Sleep, and thus 
he fpent his Days between tleeping and 
a (hadow of waking. He could not 
forbear drinking as he fate in Council, 
and very often deep overcoming him, 
the Aflembly broke up without doing a- 
ny thing. Perfons of credit told me 
that Scia-Abas the Great, having Gain 
the King of the Vsbecbs , he made a 
Diiliof his Skull fet in Gold} and that 
the King we now fpeak of, out of his 
Barbarous and Bloody inclination ufing 
to drink out of it upon Solemn occa- 
fions, it once hapned he did fo in the 
prefence of that King’s Succeflors Am- 
bafTador. He ask’d him in jeft whe¬ 
ther he knew what that Diih was made 
of*, andtheother anfwering he did not, 
he faid, this is your King’s Head. The 
Ambaliador turning away very difereet- 
Jy anfwer’d, My King was happy a- 
midft his misfortunes, in dying by the 
Hand of fo great a Monarch } but to 
me lie appears much more Glorious at 
prerent, fince 1 fee his Memory pre¬ 
fer v\l by fo Mighty a King as your Ma- 
jefty. This anfwcr was lo well takfcn 
that for the future the Ambaliador was 
deny’d nothing he ask’d- 

Whilft the Pot tug net Fathers labour’d 
with much Chriftian Charity about the 
affair of Zulfa, another no way con¬ 
temptible accident hapned on Wednef- 
Punilh- day 14th. The King’s Order was noti- 
EO loggia Marcara, a Catholick Ar- 
Convert. rnenian, tor him to pay 500 Tomans. 
Some faid this was becaufe he bad been 


concern’d in the Iaft Troubles, by af- 
lifting Father Elias } others, and this 
was the moft probable Opinion, faid it 
was, becaufe having alter’d his Reli¬ 
gion he had not embrac’d the Mahome¬ 
tan, as the Laws of the Realm diredt 
They laid, that th c Divan Beg being in¬ 
form’d of it, had feat to ask the Opi¬ 
nion of the Axond (who is the chief 
in Religious matters and Judges of Wed¬ 
dings, Divorces, Buying, Selling, Bar¬ 
tering, and other Contrails, whether 
ther they are valu’d or not) and that he 
had declar’d he ought to be burnt alive. 
The King thinking this Sentence too le- 
vere, chang’d it into a fine of 2000 To¬ 
mans, but afterwards at the requeft of 
Mar car s Daughter, who was in the 
Aram , he came down to 550. 

The Armenians not fatisfy’d with Per- 
fecuting the Catholicks, us’d their en¬ 
deavours to do all the ill Offices they 
could to the Ambaliador, who fupport- 
cd their Caufe. The Vizier had fome 
Months lince given him his Anfwer, 
that the King did not defign to break 
the Peace with the Turks, and the Am- 
baflador prefling to be dimifs’d by the 
King, thefe bafe Armenians reprefent- 
ed him in fuch manner to the Miuifters 
of State, that on Thursday 15, they a- 
gain fent him Orders to be gone j ad¬ 
ding that fince he was not fatisfy’d to 
be difmifs'd by the Prime Minifter, they 
would fend an inferior Perfon to do it} 
refufing at the lame time to give him 
the allowance for three Months fince 
he was Gift difmifs’d, and a fuitable at¬ 
tendance to go away, much lefs to pay the 
hire of his Houfe, for the time to come. 

Fryday ldth, as 1 was at Dinner with 
the Fathers, the Ambaflador came in, 
and fitting down among us, faid, he 
would certainly be gone for Poland by 
the laft day of AuguFl, whether he had 
the King’s Anfwer or not; fince there 
was no likelihood of the Perfians en¬ 
gaging in a War againft the Turks \ as 
his Maftcr defir’d. 


CHAP. VI. 

The Defcription of the Meidan and Royal Palace, and an Account of 

fomc Paffages that hapned. 

The Mei- r i^He Meidan or Square I went to fee 
X on Saturday 17th, is the belt Stru¬ 
cture in Ijpaban, built by King Scia-A- 
bas } being made by. the Model of ano¬ 
ther, now ruin’d near the Monaftery, 


where I lay, where there liv’d a Prince 
of the Perfian Race. It is a quarter of 
a Mile in length from North to South, 
and about half that breadth from Eaft to 
Weft. It may compare with, and per¬ 
haps 
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haps exceed the belt Squares in Europe, 
Gemelli, in the Uniformity and Beauty of the 
1(594. Arches, Shops, Windows of the fe- 
V'VNJ coad Floor, and of all its other Parts. 
There is this difference betwixt it and 
that of S. Mark at Vtmt , that the 
Arches of the Mtidm are (hut up with 
Waffs and Porticos at convenient di- 
ftances, to give way to go iu , wheie- 
as \&Vmce they are open. The Front 
of this lilt is adorn’d with Marble and 
Statues, and the other with Bricks. But 
on the other Hand the Mctdan is much 
larger than S. Mur if % Place. 

The Shops below Ferve for Trade, 
and the Rooms above to live in, being 
all Arch’d. About it is a Stone Canal, 
which has not Water at all times, or 
in all Places, and fometimes it Hands in 
fevetai parts of it and If inks. Of all 
the Trees Seta- A'jus caus’d to be brought 
thither, there a) e but few Handing, and 
they have neglected to plant others in 
the Place of thofo that decay’d. 


and Troops of Horfc. Along before 
thefe two Gates there are 11 o Pieces of 
Cannon brought from Ormuz, when it 
was taken from the Port agues', but, they 
are all Falconets, except nine rnidling 
Pieces. Beyond this life let's Front of 
Cannon is a Portico, which leads to the 
back Door of the Palace* call’d Dor mod- 
back, or the Gate of the Kttchin,, through 
which all Provilions me brought in. 
Near it is die’great Treasurers Apart¬ 
ment, who was then a white Eunuch, 
who has die Keys of the great Ticafure, 
which is never touch’d but when the 
Crown is in the ucmoH want, there be¬ 
ing another Apartment for the Soldi¬ 
ers Pay, Only the Revenues of Gar¬ 
den*, Caravanferits , and other Stnufyrcs 
belonging to the King arc put into the 
great Treafiiry. And it is here to be ob- 
ferv’d, That Taxes and Iinpolitions be¬ 
ing forbidden by their falfe Prbphet, 
the Mahometan Princes think the Mony 
rais’d by them wrongfully got, and

The Royal Palace has two principal therefore do not lay out a Farthing of 


Gates, one call’d AU-Capi, the other 
Daiikt Curia, near the Meidan on the 
Welt fide or it. Th.it of Ala-Capr leads 
into a long Walk, where there are final! 
Rooms for the Criminals that retire thi¬ 
ther, as to a fife Sanftnaiy. The King 
cannot refufe to hear tliefr' Complaints, 
perhaps of Wrongs done them by his 
Miniiters, becaufe being there , they 
think themfeives under the (belter of 
his Mercy. At the end of this Lane or 
Way is a Gate call’d Hah, on the I hre- 
fhold whereof is a round Stone, held irt 
great Veneration by the Ptrfians. _ Over 
it is a great fquare Balcony with the 
Roof nobly Gilt and Painted, and fup- 
ported by twenty Wooden Pillars a- 
doro’d after the fame manner. About 
it hang rev end Piilurcs of Europeans

The great Mogul now reigning is fo 
fcrupulous in this point, that he will not 
maintain himfelf upon his Revenue y but 
tho’ he is above Bo Years of Age makes 
Caps himfelf, and prefents them to the 
Charm , who whether they will or no 
mult pay twenty or thirty thoufaiid 
Crowns a piece tor them.

with the lame Bricks or Tiles, The fe- 
cond Gate which is cover’d with Plates 
of Silver is the way into the Mofch * 
which is all over Painted within after the 
Arabian Manner and Gilt, fo that the 
£ Arches 
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A re lies feem to vie in Beauty with die 
Cemelli, pavement, which is cover’d with the 
1694. lithe It Carpets the Country affords. 

In the middle of the Square or Mar- 
ket-place, from the Tree of the Arrow 
here, & “ to this Mofch they fell Wood and Coals 3 
from the Mofch to the Bell, old Iron, 
Horfe-fnrnitures, Carpets and other 
Things, but all of them at fecond Hand3 
thence to the Mofch of Sceck~loft-alla , 
they fell Fouls, Pigeons, Meat ready 
dreft. The re It of the Square towards 
the Palace is quite clear and without 
Shops, bccaufe the King comes thither 
fometimes to fee Bulls and other wild 
Beafts baited. But there are Mounte¬ 
banks and Merry-Andrews that repair 
thither to impofe their Nonfenfe upon 
the ignorant Multitude, and divert them 
with their Fopperies *, and the Peafants 
on Fryday, which is their Feftival, come 
to fell their Fruit, and the labour of the 
reft of the Week. On the in fide along 
the Bazar there are Shops where they fell 
red Leather, Skins to carry Water un¬ 
der the Camels Bellies, and other things 
made of Leather. Hard by there are 
Shops that fell Bows and Arrows, and 
others of Drugs and Spice. Then in 
the Caravanferai there are in this great 
Square, On the South-fide, that is from 
the Mofch to the Eaft Angle, they fell, 
Saddles, Bridles, andailHorfe-furniture 3 
from the Mofcb to the Weft Angle, are 
Bookfellers and Book-binders. The Weft 
fide, from the North Angle to the Pa¬ 
lace, is taken up with People that fell 
Glafs Baubles brought from Nuremberg 
and F'enice. Between the two Gates of 
Aga-Capi and Daulti-Cuna , there are 
wretched Armenians who make Rings, 
and cut Seals on common Stones. From 
the Palace to the South Angle, all the 
Arches ferve for Coffee -Houfes where 
they fraoke; for befides the noble Prop¬ 
ped which is like an Amphitheater, there 
is a great Fountain of Water in the mid¬ 
dle, where the Ptrfians fill the Bottle 
they have to their Pipes, that the Smoke 
may come the cooler to their Months. 
This Place being very much frequented, 
the Dervices repair to it Morning and 
Evening to chatter till they foam at the 
Mouth, for fome final! reward they af¬ 
terwards receive from the hearers. 

Ctrtvenfe The Armenians have the Shops in their 
little Caravanfera near the Met dan, not 
far from the famous Caravanfera founded 
by the Mother of Scia-Abas the Second. 
This has two Floors, a great Pond in the 
middle, and Gates at the four Angles, 
which formerly led to four other Cara- 


vanferas , but at prefent there arc only 
two. 

It is to be obferv’d that tho People are 
not receiv’d gratis in thefe Caravanfera 
of Royal Foundation, yet they are pre¬ 
ferable to the others for the fecurity of 
the Goods; for if any thing happens to 
be loft, the Keeper of them is accounta¬ 
ble for it3 as alfo for all Commodities 
trotted outand enter’d in his Book, with 
the Names of the Buyers and Sellers. 

On this account the Seilers pay two in the 
hundred, and the Keeper is oblig’d to 
recover the full Price. Befides the Mei- 
dan is well guarded at Night (as are all 
the other Bazars’) by Perfons kept in pay 
for that purpofe 3 for tho’ the Traders 
Shops andChefts be well lock’d, yet the 
things of fmall Value and great Bulk are 
left in the open Market-place, cover’d 
with a Tent. 

From the Angle form’d by the North 
and Weft fides there isa Paflage intoa 
great Bazar, where they fell Lumen and 
Shooes. Thence isa way into a greater, 
where they fell all manner of Braziers 
Ware, and Saws, and there live the Dy¬ 
ers 3 at the end of it is an excellent Ca¬ 
ravanfera where they fell Musk and red 
Leather. 

On the North fide there are Scimitars, 

Tongs, and other Inftruments of Iron 
and Brafis, and before the Gate feveral 
forts of precious Stones. Over thefe 
Shops is a long Gallery fupported by 
Pillars, where every Night there isa 
difpleafing Confert of Fifes, Drums , 
and other Inftruments, as has been faid 
of other Cities 3 within k there are 
Rooms for the chief of the Mufick. Op- 
pofite to it in this Place there are two 
Pillars feven Spans high, and the fame 
diftance from one another, to play at 
Mall a Horfe-back, which is done ftrik¬ 
ing the Ball a Gallop to drive it between 
the two Pillars. 

The Gate before mention’d leads to 
fome Arches where they fell rich Cloth 
of Gold and Silver, Silks, and Indian 
Stuffs, The Eaft fide of the Mofcb to 
the North Angle, is taken up with Shops 
of all forts of fmall Works in Silk. From 
thence to the South Angle there are Tur¬ 
ners, and People that beat Cotten, and 
in the Porticos there are Smiths, who 
make Nailes, Horfe-fhooes and the like. 

Going home I pafs’d by the Caftle, jheo 
which is near the Houfe of the French file. 
Capucins , and adjoyning to the South 
Wall of the Town, It is two Miles 
in Compafs; for within it there are Ba- 
zars, and the Dwellings of the King’s 

Slaves, 
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Slaves, who are voluntary Renegadoes, 
Gemtlli. only for this Honour, and their Mainte- 
id?4- nance. It is twice as long as broad, and 
altogether Defencelefs; its fcurvy Tow¬ 
ers being of Earth, as is all the Wall. 
Here the King keeps all the Rarities he 
Buys, or are Pent him as Prefents by the 
Governours of Provinces and Stran¬ 
gers. 

Sunday i8cb, I went to hear Mafs at 
the Church of the Bare-foot Carmelites , 
to repay the Vilit to F. Elias, Bifhop 
Eleft of Ifpaban. Mmday 19th, I went 
again to the Meidan , to fee the Dlvan- 
Begs Sciatter, or Foot-man run in order 
to be admitted to Serve the King. He 
had on a pair of fliort open Breeches, as 
our Foot-men wear, with three Horfe- 
bells hanging down from his Waite. 
His Thighs and Legs were Naked, and 
Anointed with a fort of Grcafe to pre¬ 
vent Wearinefs; as formerly tbofe that 
Exercis’d in the Gymmafta, Anointed 
themfelves with Oil. He run from the 
Gate of Ala-Capi, to a Stone on the 
Mountain three Miles from the City, 
He was to run it feven times without 
Eating, but only Drinking \ every time 
taking up a little Flag plac’d by the 
Goal, and then, if found fit to be the 
King’s Sci at ter, he was admitted. The 
Perfim Nobility generally keep many 
of them for Grandeur. 

Difference In the mean while, Stephen the Vert* 
between ablet , who was Independent of the Fa- 
the A/me- triarch, with four other Bifhops, not 
Mims. ceafing to contrive again ft the remain¬ 
der of the Catholick Miflioncrs at Zulfa-, 
it pleas’d God that another V e rt-abiet, 
whole Name was John, rais’d a furious 
Ferfecution againfl: him. This Man had 
been Arch-bifhop of Zulfa, but being 
depriv’d of his Dignity by Stephen , Jbe 
became a Catholick and retiring to 
Alacapi,* with one of his Religious Men 
(relying on the Protection of the former 
Kdanter of Zulfa , who was become 3 
Mahometan ) accus’d him of having Books 
agaiult Mahomet. His Houfe being 
fearch’d, two Books were found, one 
of them Printed fifty Years before in 
the Armenian Language by another Ste¬ 
phen a Vtm-abiet , containing many Re- 
Voi. IV. 


proaches againlt the .Mahometan Reli¬ 
gion. The Matter being Examin’d, and 
the Book Interpreted by a Rccegado 
Armenian, in the Prefence of the Nab ah, 
and the Sctik-lejlon , or Axend, two P’cr- 
fons Tranfcribing it into the Per fan 
Tongue; Stephen was Condemn’d to be 
Burn’d alive; notwithftanding he urg’d 
before the Court, that the Book was 
C impos’d by another Stephen , a Polifh 
Vertablet at Ifmalzen, and that the other 
Manufcript was falfify’d by the Infor- 
mers. The King, who had no good 
Opinion of thofe Feel eliaft teal Judges, 
would not Puffer the Sentence to be Ex¬ 
ecuted i all the City being in Expecta¬ 
tion to fee tint Criminal put to Death. 
Knowing how Rich die Arch-brfhop 
was, it was always my Opinion, That 
by the help of his powerful Friends he 
would feve his Lit;, which did not only 
prove true, but moreover inftead of 
being Pu 11 ifil’d, he receiv’d from the 
Queen-Mother, the Calant, or Veil; of 
Houonr ; with Orders to his Accufers 
to return to Zulfa, under his Jurisdi¬ 
ction, or to Live With the Franks, If they 
were Catholicks.

This Man was the great* 
eft Thief in the World, and not re¬ 
garding his great Age of eighty Years, 
becaufe he found him ft If ftrong in Body, 
he minded nothing but who bid molt, 
and fomedmes would (loop fo low as to 
take a Crown.

1 Din’d with the Ftiijh 
AmbalTador, who invited me to be one 
of his Company, when he attended the 
New King, which was very acceptable 
to me, that 1 might fee the Palace. 
That Night, being cholen as fortunate 
by the Aftrologcrs, at feven of the 
Clock the Cloth was to be cut for the 
King’s Coronation Robes. 

Funeral Saturday, the laft Day of the Month, 
all Perfons were forbid departing the 
City till the King was Proclaim’d. The 
AmbafTadovs were coufind to their Hou¬ 
les, and the Mogul' s Son had Guards fet 
upon him. Sunday the ill; of Augujk, 
after Noon, the Obfequics were per¬ 
form’d. An hundred Camels and Mules 
led the way, loaded with Sweetmeats, 
and other Provifions, to be given on the 
Road to a thou find Perlbns that Ac- 
• company’d the Body. Then came the 
Body in a large Litter, cover’d with 
Cloth of Gold, and carry’d by two Ca¬ 
mels, led by the Nazar, or King's Stew¬ 
ard. On the Sides went two Servants 
burning the molt precious Sweets in two 
Fire-pans of Gold, and a multitude ol 
Mullah's, faying their Prayers in a very 
Noify manner. Next follow’d another 
Horfe-Litter cover’d with red and green 
Cloth, to ferve in cafe the firit fhould 
break, and then all the great Men of 
the Court with their Garments Rent, 
and a Foot, except the Atmath-Dulet, 
who was permitted to Ride, becaule ot 
his great Age. Wkerefoever he went 
there were heard La mentations, and adif- 
mai Noife of the Subjects y the Company 


ltiil increaling, till they came to be ten 
Thoufand. He was carry’d a Mile from 
the City to the Garden of Bax-Sefi- 
Mirzjt , whither I went to fee him. 1 
found him in the lame Litter enconu 
pafs’d by Mullah' s, under a great Arch. 

Not long after the KUar-Agafi came to 
diftribute Pilau to thofe that were to at¬ 
tend the Body \ which, when they had 
Eaten, they fet out about half an Hour 
after Night, to carry it to Kom , with¬ 
out any Order, but in Confufion ; ha¬ 
ving taken off" the Camels ufual Trap¬ 
pings, and Dock’d the Horfes Tails. 

They faid, that as they pafs’d through 
the Villages, the Peafants would come 
out to meet them, and would cut their 
Fleih in a barbarous manner in Token 
of Grief. 

Monday 2d of Aitgufi, being the Feaft Sacrifice 
of the Pvrauncular , I perform’d my De- of ch = 
votions. The Sacrifice of the Camel be- Cjmc1 ' 
ing co be perform’d on Tutfday 3d, I 
mounted betimes to go fee it-, and paf- 
llng by the Deroga's Houfe, law abun¬ 
dance of People waiting to fee the 
wretched Bealt that was Condemn’d to 
Death, come out. In Ihort, within an 
Hour we faw it led in a Collar by two 
Executioners, and the Deroga after them. 
Following the Crowd out of the City, 

I took notice of the ftately Bridge, 
call’d Stints, over the River Sandcru. 

It has 33 good Arches, and on them 
high Wails of colour’d Bricks, leaving 
a great Space in the middle, with a co¬ 
ver’d Gallery, and narrow Paths on the 
lides towards the River. At laft we 
came to a great Field call’d Mujfaila, 
where there were abundance of Tombs 
of Turks, Built after feveral manners. 

Here tying the Camel’s Legs, he was 
ftretch’d out on the Ground ; and the 
Deroga putting on a Sofi’s Cap (which 
is round above, with a Horn in the mid¬ 
dle, and a little Label hanging behind 
like that of a Bilhop’s Miter) ftruck him 
with a Spear y then an Executioner cut 
off his Head with an Ax, to prefent it 
to the King. The four Quarters were 
divided among great Men, and the reft 
to the Multitude, who almoft kill’d one 
another to get a Bit. The Solemnity 
had been greater, but for the King’s 
Death. 1 faw this fame Camel pafs by 
three Days before with three Children 
on his Back, and two things like Salvers 
beating before him, a great Company 
of Vagabonds following, fome arm’d 
with Hatchets, and fome with Lances, 
who led him from Houfe to Houfe to 
get Mony. This Ceremony is perform’d 

every 
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rv/wO every Year by the Perfians , in Memory 
Gemelli. of the Sacrifice Abraham would have 
1694. offer’d, which they fay was of Ifmael, 
and not of Ifaac, and that God feat him 
a Camel inftead of his Son, and not a 
Ram. Every one that can get it, Eats 
that Day of the Camel’s Flefh with much 
Devotion 5 killing in their own Houfes 
Sheep, Lambs, and abundance of Fowl, 
to Solemnize the Feflival, the Chrillians 
Eat not of thefe Creatures, becaufe of 
the fuperftitious Words they utter when 
they Kill them. 

Then I went to Zdfa, to fee the Houfe 
of the Jefaits , and by the way in a 
Field, faw the Tombs of the Armenians, 
well enough Built. The Jefmts Church 
was well contriv’d, fmall and curioufly 
painted after the Fafhion of the Coun¬ 
try. They have an excellent Garden 
and Vineyard, and will in time be very 
well to pafs, if the Ten-abiet will let 
them go on. 

village of A French Jefuit conduced me hence 
the Corjs. to fee the Village of the Goris, by lome 
Writers reckoned among the Suburbs of 
Ifpahan. It is one long Street about a 
Mile long, without any way into it but 
at the ends, and one in the middle. It 
is adorn’d with two rows of green Ci- 
nar Trees, and two Trenches of Wa¬ 
ter. 

Their Some of the Gsrtt led me to their 
Temple Temple Built in the form of a Crofs, 

sad Fire. an( j Arch’d, with Windows in the lower 
part of the Wall, cover’d with Lattices. 
There was no Altar in it, and but one 
Lamp hanging in the middle. Amend¬ 
ing fix Steps, they Ihew’d me in a 
Room adjoyning to the Temple, their 
Fire, which they feed with Wood, and 
fometimes Burn on it the Fat of the 
Sheep's Tail. If any of them happen to 
let the Fire go out in their Houfes, they 
muff go to Light it at the Temple, and 
therefore they are very careful to keep 
it in. 

Thefe Goris Live upon Tillage. Tho’ 
Ignorant, they believe in one only God, 
the Creator of all Things. They ho¬ 
nour, but do not adore the Fire, as 
fome Write, in honour of the Fire, 
from which Abraham efcap’d unhurt, 
when he was call into it by Order of 
a King of the Caldees (thefe People 
Boafting that they are Defcended from 
Abraham, and the ancient Kings of Ptr- 
fia) according to thofe Words of the 
Vt is Fire. Scripture, Gen. 15. v. 7. I am the Lord 
thy God, who brought thee out of Ur of the 
Caldees. So that Tavernier is much mi- 
ftaken, when he fays, that this is to be 


u nderflood of Abram- Ebratmz.tr-At ettcht 
their Prophet, who was preferv’d from 
Fire. 

Their Marriages are after this manner. Their 
The Couple being come before the Priefl, Marriage^ 
he before Wicnefles receives the Con- 
fent of both Parties; then he wafhes their 
Foreheads, muttering certain Words, 
after which they may not be Divorc’d 
without a lawful Caufe. They waft the 
Children that are Born a few Days after 
in Water, in which abundance ot Flow¬ 
ers have been Boil’d, tbeir ignorant 
Priefbs praying over it. 

They are very careful to Kill all un- Religion; 
clean Creatures, there being a Day in 
the Year appointed, on which Men and 
Women go about die Fields killing the 
Frogs. They diiak Wine, and eat 
Swines Flefh, but it muff be bred by 
themfelves, and not have eaten any Thing 
unciean. They abftain but five Days in 
the Year from eating Flefh, Fifh, Butter 
and Eggs ; and three other Days they 
Eat nothing till Night. Beffdes they 
have thirty Feftivals of their Saints. 

. When any of them Dies, they carry Funerals, 
him out of the Town or Village, to a 
Place wall'd in near the Mountain. There 
they tie the dead Body Handing upright 
to a Pillar, (there being many for the 
Purpofe) feven Spans high ; and going 
to Prayers for the Soul of the Pcrfon 
Departed, they Hand till the Crows come 
to Eat the Body; if they begin with the 
right Eye, they Bury the Body, and re¬ 
turn Home Joyfully, looking on it as a 
good Omen ; if they fall upon the left 
Eye, they go away Difconfolate, leaving 
the Body unbury’d. 

Their Habit does not differ from that Thdr Ha- 
of the other Per fan Peafants. The Wo- bit- 
mens is very Modefl, they wearing a 
Petticoat after the Italian manner, and 
under it Breeches and Shoes after the 
Perfian Falhion. About their Heads they 
wrap a piece ot’ Stuff made of Silk and 
Linnen \ and on their Back hangs ano¬ 
ther very large one, which does not on¬ 
ly cover all behind, but the Breafl too, 
being ty’d under the Chin. Their No- 
fes are Soar’d to wear a Gold or Silver 
Ring in them, fomewhat fmaller than 
that the Arab’s ufe. 

As I return’d to Zulfa, an Armenian 
fhew’d me a Clock of a new Invention. 

Itconliffed of a Wheel hanging by two 
Threads faftned to the Spring, and mo¬ 
ving regularly between two pieces of 
Wood, by means of fome Contrivance 
within, fhew’d the Hour.

That Stephen we have before 
made mention of, relying upon this his 
Independency, made a Trade of felling 
the Sacraments and Burials, openly with¬ 
out any Shame, by that means heaping 
together fome hundred Thoufands of 
Pieces of Eight. 

Beiides their own, the Armenians Language, 
fpeak the Perfian and Turkijh Languages, 

And there are two forts of the Arme¬ 
nian writ with different Characters; that 
is, the Learned for the Clergy and Re¬ 
ligious Worlhip, and the Vulgar for the 
ocher People. 

Not to fpeak of the Bare-foot Carmt■> Mifiio- 
hr«, Expcll’d, as was faid before, there tiers, 
were Jefries and Dominicans in Zulfa ; 
but a very finail Number of two or three 
in a Houfe, being fcarcc enough to fay 
the Divine Office. As for Catholicks 
there are very few, and fewer Children 
inftrudted in the Catholick Religion, for 
asfoonas the fVf-ja&er hears of any, he 
Excommunicates the Parents ; who ra¬ 
ther than be Expos’d to the Fury of the 
Multitude, are forc’d to take away their 
Children. 

The Armenian Women are very Beau- Women, 
tifnl without any help from Art. They 
cover their Heads with a fine white 
Cloth ty’d under the Chin. AM their 
Hair is made into one Trefs, which hangs 
on their Back in 3 Velvet Bag ; the 
richer fort wear Gold, and Jewels like 
the reft of the World. 

Wednefday 4th, I- ftay’d in the City, Armenian 
and going to hear Mafs in an Armenian Mats. 
Church, found but one Altar. The 

Choir 
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Choir was five Steps higher than tile 
Gemelli. Ifle, and both Parcs cover’d with good 
1994. Carpets. The Mafs was laid by the 
Arch-biihop, ferv’d by two Bifhops, as 
Deacon, and Sub-deacon, and during it 
there was a great Number of Candles 
Lighted on the right fide of the Altar. 
After reading the Gofpel, the Clergy 
began to Ring fome fmalt Bells faftned 
to the ends of Staves five Spans long, 
and both Lay-Men and Church-Men Sung 
to that Noife. When the Bread was 
Confecrated, one of the Bilhops took 
the Chalice out of a little Window, and 
carrying it about the Altar, plac'd it 
thereon, faying fome Prayers. Then 
the Prieft taking it up, with the Bread 
on it, turn'd to the People (who Pvo- 
ftrating themfelves on the Ground be¬ 
gan to beat their Breafts) faying. This 
is the Lord that gave his Body and Blood 
for as. Then turning again to the Al¬ 
tar, he receiv’d the Bread alone, dipp’d 
in the Wine ; and going down to the 
bottom of the Choir with the Bread and 
Chalice in his Hands, faid three times, 
Comma- the People as often repeating it. I con - 
nion. fefs , 1 believe that this is the Body and 

Blood of the Son of God , who takes away 
the Sins of the World , and who is not only 
oar Salvation , hut all Mankinds- This 
done, he Communicated with Bread, 
dipp’d in the Wine the very Children 
of two or three Years Old; not confi- 
dering they might caft it out. They 
put no Water into the Chalice, giving 
for their Reafon, That our Lord when 
he Couftituted the Sacrament drank it 
Pure. The Bread is Unleaven’d, and 
the Prieft makes it the Day before, of 
the bignefs of our Wafers, 
tot. In Lent they do not Receive, and they 

lay only one Mafs upon Sundays in a low 
Voice, the Prieft not co be feen, and 
only the Gofpel and Creed are Read a- 
loud. They do it in the fame manner 
on Mattnday-Thurf{ay, and then all that 
will may Communicate; but moil of 
them ufe to do it at the Mafs which is 
faid on Hoiy-Saturday , before Sun-fet- 
ting; after which they may Eat Oil, 
Butter and Eggs. 

Eafler. On Eafter-Sunday another Mafs is faid, 
/till in a low Voice, at which they give 
the Communion, and then all are allow’d 
to Eat Flelh, fo it be Kill’d that fame 
Day. Before all their four principal 
Fcafts, which are Cbrifimas , the Afcen- 
fion of our Lord, the Annunciation of 
St. George, the Bleffed Virgin, and St. George^ they 
have eight Days Fall:, during which they 
are not to tafte Flelh, Eggs, Fiih, But- 
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ter or Oil. They have fo great a De¬ 
votion for St. George , that fome of them 
will be three, and others five Days with¬ 
out Eating any thing. 

When any one has a mind to make PrkftS) 
his Son a Church-Man, he carries him to 
the Prieft, who laying fome Players puts 
the Cope upon him. This Ceremony is 
to be perform’d feveral times in feveral 
Years; after the fourth, if the Youth 
will not become a Monk, he may Mar¬ 
ry, and if flic happens to Die, and lie 
will take another, he may not be made 
a Prieft. When he is eighteen Years of 
Age, the Ceremony is perform’d the 
feventh time, and he is condmftcd in all 
the Prieftly Veftments by a Bifhop, or 
the Arch-bilhop himfelf to the Church, 
where he mull have ferv’d a Year be¬ 
fore. Pricfts may not Eat or Drink with 
their Wives five Days before faying 
Mafs, and five Days after; and both 
they and the Monks are to Ipend the firft 
five in the Church, without touching any 
Food with their Hands, and for the other 
five they mull Eat nothing but Eggs, and 
Rice boil’d in Water and Salt. 

The Arcli-bifliop’s Life is very All- Arch-bi- 
ftere, for fome of them Eat Fifli, and ft°ps, 
Flelh but four times a Year, and all. the 
reft Roots and Herbs. They, and all 
other Church-men and Lay-men have fix 
Months and three Days Fall in the Year, Faffing;-, 
during which time they Eat nothing but 
Bread, and fome raw Herbs; the La¬ 
bouring People at belt feeding on Gar¬ 
den Stuff boil’d with Salt, and with 
Nut-Oil if they will; as for Flefh they 
Eat none in the molt dangerous Diftem- 
pers. 

. The Sacrament of Baptifm is Ad mi- Bajtifm, 
nifter'd on Sunday , unlefs there be im¬ 
minent danger of Death before, and is 
done in this manner. The Infant is 
carry’d to Church by the Midwife, where 
after the Prieft has laid fome Prayers, 
he is dipp’d Naked into the Water, and 
deliver’d to the God-father. Then the 
Prieft putting together two Cords, one 
of red Silk, the other of Cotton (to fig- 
nify the Blood and Water that came 
from our Saviour’s Side) ties them about 
his Neck, and then Anointing his Fore¬ 
head with Holy Oil, fays, I Baptize thee 
in the Name of the Father , of the Son , 
and of the Holy Ghofi ; Anointing all the 
extream Parts of the Body, ftill repeat¬ 
ing the lame Words. When the Bap- 
tifin is over, the God-father goes out 
of the Church with two lighted Candles 
ill his Hands, and the Infant on his 
Arms, and carries it to the Mother’s 
T Houle# 
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rs-A/J Houfe, attended by ftveral Mufical In- 
GtmtUi. fir u merits • where hawing receiv’d her 
1694. thanks he kiffes the Top of her Head. 
tyVNJ As for the Name they give the Child 
that which falls out on the Day in the Ca¬ 
lendar, or clfe the next to come. Then 
they make a plentiful Entertainment, 
according to the Peoples quality, to 
which all the Kindred and Friends, and 
all the Prielis and Monks of the Parilh 
are invited. They that will fave this 
charge which is very great, pretend the 
Child! is like to dye, and baptize it on a 
Week Day. The trouble is greater 
when Women are deliver’d within the 
Fortnight before Cbrijhnas , for then the 
Chriftning mull be put off till that which 
is our third of January , they following 
the old Account without the alteration 
of the tea Days. Then they crefi three 
Scaffolds cover’d on the River Sandcru, 
and a fort of Altar on the middlemofl: 
of them } and on Chrifimas Day in the 
Morning before Sun riling, all the Ar~ 
tntnian Clergy of Zulfa being there with 
their Veil incuts, CrofTes and Banners \ 
the Crofs is thrice clipp’d in the River, 
throwing in holy Qyl every time then 
having laid the Baptifmal Prayer, the 
Frielt plunges the Infant into the cokl 
River Water, with the ufual fort of 
Words and other Ceremonies. 

., The holy Oy I they ufe is not of Olives, 

t * but of fevcral Flowers, (cfpecially of the 
Flower of Paradice, by them call’d Be- 
Itjftm-Tagfo) and other Sweets, it is 
Blefs’d on the Eve of the Nativity of our 
bleffed Lady , and then the Patriarch 
diflribuces it throughout Euro pr, AfiOy 
and Africk. 

.. . Being invited to a Wedding that was 
Marriages. tQ ac Zul j- a QR 7 h*rfd*y the yth, I 

went thither betimes, and fray’d to Din¬ 
ner with the Redor of the Jtfults. Then 
being font for we went to the Bride¬ 
grooms Houfe, where there was a great 
number of his Kindred and Friends. He 
mounting a Horfeback with a great At* 
tendance went to receive the Bride, who 
being alfo mounted on a Horfe richly fet 
out with Jewels 4 they went together to 
the Church, follow’d by abundance of 
Kindred a Horle-back with lighted Flam- 
boys in their Hands. They alighted be¬ 
fore the Church and went up flreight to 
the Altar, where Handing clofe Face to 
Face , the Bifhop read in a Book that 
refled on their Heads, and having re¬ 
ceiv’d their Confent gave them his Blefo 
fmg with the noife of Drums and other 
barbarous Intlrnments. Then having 
beard Mafs, they return’d in the feme 
Order. 
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It is to be obferv'd that the Armenians 
marry their Daughters very Voung and 
almoft inthtir Infancy, for fear the King 
fhould take them into the Aram. The 
Mothers generally make the contract, 
and then acquaint the Fathers with it. 
When it is concluded, the Bridegroom’s 
Mother goes with two aged Women 
and a Prieft to the Brides Mothers, and 
gives the Ring from her Son} foon after 
he comes, and is blefs’d by the Prieft 
together with the Girl; and then they 
all drink merrily. After this Betroach- 
ing, the Bridegroom is oblig’d every 
Year at Eafier to fend the Bride a Gar¬ 
ment fuitable to her quality. W'hen 
they are to celebrate the Nuptials, the 
Husband’s Father fends aMcal three Days 
before to the Mother in Laws Houfe; 
where the Kindred on both fides meet, 
tiie Men in one Room and the Women in 
another. The next Day the Bridegroom 
fends the Bride a Garment, and then goes 
to receive that the Mother in Law gives 
him, or the eldeft Kinfwonian, who is 
alfb to put it on the fir ft time. 

When an Armenian dyes, the Afordt- 
/cm, or wafherof the Dead takes a Vd- 
fel of holy Water out of the Church, 
and pours it into the Pool where the Bo¬ 
dy is to be waffl’d, which done he takes 
all he had on, and puts him on a white 
Shirt and other Linnen, all new, fowing 
him up befidcs in a new Sack. Then the 
Priefts accompany’d by all the Kindred 
with lighted Candies in their Hands, con¬ 
vey the Body to the Church, before the 
Altar, and a Prieft having faid feme 
Prayers, they place the Candles about it, 
and leave it fo all Night. In the Morn¬ 
ing, after faying Mail it is carry’d before 
the Archbifhop’s, or Bifhop’s Door, that 
he may fey the Lord’s Prayer for the Soul 
departed. This done it is carry’d to the 
Church-yard, the Bifhop and Priefts Ting¬ 
ing feveral Prayers by the Way, till it 
is lay’d in the Grave, Then the Bifhop, 
taking up a Handful of Earth throws it 
on the Corps, laying thrice. From 
Earth thin < camefi t and to Earth then fltalt 
return ; remain there till the coming of 
our Lord. Then they fill up the Grave. 
When the Kindred and Friends return 
home they find a good Dinner, made 
ready, and among the richer fort they 
treat the Priefts and Monks for fovea 
Days. 

When a BUhop dies, befidcs the afore- 
faid Ceremonies, after Mafs they put a 
Paper into his Hands, with theft Words 
writ on it. Remember that thou camtfb 
from Earthy and Jbalt return to Earth. If 
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a Slave dies, his Mailer writes on fuch a 
Gemelti. piece of Paper, that he is not difpleas’d 
169$. he fhould have his Freedom, and that 
he gives him his Liberty- if any one 
kills himfelf, they do not carry him out 
at the Door of the Houfe, but break 
down the Wall and bury him without a- 
ny Ceremony, 

On the Eve of the Feaft of the holy 
Crofs, both Men and Women go to the 
Church-yard with good Provifions, and 
fpend all the Night there, lamenting a 
while, and then Eating and Drinking 


merrily ; and there is no poor Body in 
the City thatomits doing this. 

To conclude this Chapter, I fay, the 
Armenians firmly adhere to their ancient 
Cuftoms and the Chriftian Faith , noc- 
withftanding the infinite Ferfecutions 
rais'd a gain It them by the Mahometans. 
Very few of them have imbrac’d the 
Mahometan Religion, blinded by Intcreft $ 
for the R.enegado is put into poflelfion 
of all his Kindreds Goods, and even of 
his Fathers, who mult afterwards live 
upon his Sous courteiie. 


CHAP- IX. 

The Coronation of Scia-Often, and the Mangeles, or Audience afterwards given 

to the Ambajfadors and Nobility. 


HpHe Hour rhe Altrologers thought 
riorffor" X fortunate for the Crowning of the 
the Kings new King drawing near, on Fry day < 5 th, 
Coronati- he put out an Order that all who had any 
on. Shops in the Bazars Ihould fet up Lights 
before them, and flay there till Midnight, 
upon forfeiture of twelve Tomans, i 
had the cm iofity to go about at Night 
to fee thefe Lights with a Per fan Lord - 7 
and having walk d about fcveral Streets 
found nothing extraordinary, there be¬ 
ing only Tallow Candles burning in the 
Shops, without any Fireworks, or Wax- 
Flambeaus. Tire Bazars (bow’d well, 
rather for their length than the number 
of Lights, This 1 Suppos’d to be becaufe 
the Per fans rather tear than love their 
King, and therefore it is not ft range 
that the lame Day Scia-Sellon dy'd there 
werepublick Weddings kept in Ijpahan. 
I thought 1 (hould have feen fomething 
great in the Meidan, the place being lb 
proper for it, but was dilappointed. 

Whilii theyexpefted the happy Hour, 
we went in at the Gate of Alacapi. 
Within it are two large Arches, which 
fupport a great Struffore feveral Stories 
high} especially the fecond of them, o- 
ver which on the left Hand is the Hall 
whither the Tizicr, the Nabob, and the 
Axond came to adminilter Juftice on the 
Days appointed. 

Going further in along an uncover’d 
Way but Wall’d on both fides, with 
Arches along them, isa Pond of Water} 
on the left is the Door that leads to the 
Garden, where the dead King’s Body 
was wafh’d, and on the right the Rooms 
of thofe that have taken Sanriuary, and 
both thefe Doors were guarded by Sojis, 
who pray’d for the King.

. Taking the opportunity of the Night TheKings 
I went to fee the King’s great Mofch, it Mofib. 
being forbid to go into it in the Day. A 
great Gate cover’d with Plates of Silver 
leads into the firft Arch, which has o- 
thers on the fides making a Semicircle, 
and all of them make the way into the 
Cloifter. There is a curious Bafbn or 
Fountain of Stone, and a double rank of 
Pillars about, with Rooms on the firft 
Floor for the Mullachs and other inferior 
Officers Eo live in. Oppofite to the a- 
forefaid Gate, there are three beautiful 
Doors to go into the Mofch. All the 
outfide of the Structure hitherto de- 
ferib’d of the two Towers without, and 
of the two joynmg to the Mofch , is a- 
dorn’d with Bricks, or Tiles artificially 
Colour ’d, as is us’d in Perfia. The five 
lfles rhe Mofch is compos’d of are adorn’d 
with Gold and Azure. In the middle- 
moft which is the largeft, is the Cupula 
fupported by four very great ftjuare Pil¬ 
lars. Thofe on the fides which are low¬ 
er, reft on thick Columns of free Stone. 

Two great Windows give Light to the 
Mofch } they are plac’d in that part of 
the Wall of the middle file, which is 
higher chan the fide Arches. At the 
end of the Mofch is a good Jafpar Stone 
fix’d in the Wall, eight fpans high and 
four in breadth. There were no Lamps 
hanging, as is us’d by the lurks } but 
there were good Carpets on the Ground, 
and on the left of the Niche the Pulpit, 
with curious Stone-Reps up to it. 

Being weary of walking through fb 
many Bazars, we went under the Bell, 

On the North fide of the Meidan , into 
a Coffee-Houfe, diverting our felves 
with fmoaking-till the Fortunate hour 
T z mi 
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was come. In the mean while 3 fool 1 fh 
Mullah fitting down without an upper 
Veft and Turbanc, very gravely began a 
Speech in commendation ot Scia-Abat 
the Great, and of Seia-Sefi, extolling 
their A< 3 ions and Gonqticlb. He grew' 
fo hoc in Iiis Panegyrkk, that he cfy’d 
out like a Madman, and roar’d like a 
Bull, foaming at the Mouth, el peek 11 y 
when he nicmion’d any particular Ex¬ 
ploit, the Hearers applauding him by 
clapping their Hands, and Pipes. This 
eoofufioa lafted two Hours, after which 
the Mullah went about gathering an 
Alms of one or two Cafbts a Head, and 
carry’dofT two Abajfiu 

The hour the Aflrologers thought 
aiifpiciotis beingcome,which yet was un- 
hicky by re.ifort of the Rain, about half 
an Hour after Midnight, there was heard 
ail ungrateful found of Drums, and 
Trumpets, playing to Scia-Ojfc «, then 
feated on the Throne ; and in this mean 
manner was the Coronation of fo great 
a King Solemniz'd. It is, to fay the 
Truth, improper to call it a Coronation 
of Mahometan Kings, becaufc they ufc 
rio Crown, and this Ceremony is only 
receiving the Homage of the Nobility. 

They Cud that the King being advis’d 
to take the Name of ScU-Ifmat!, an- 
fwer’d, Why, have not I a name of my 
own? At the perfuafion of the Axond 
he confirm’d the donative of 1400070- 
mans granted by his Father to the Sub¬ 
jects, but never paid. 

Saturday 7th, the new King prohi¬ 
bited the ufe of Wine upon Pair, of 
Death, beginning by his own Houfe, 
where he broke all the Veflcls his Father 
had kept it in. I believe this feverity 
did not laft 1 long, thole Princes being 
too much given to Wine 3 and Dm nic¬ 
er n els is a Vice they transfer to their 
SucctHbrs with the Crown. 

Sunday fob, the Son of the G. Mogul 
feitt the King a Pifcha, or Prefect of 
20000 Tomans value, confuting of an 
Elephant, a Silver Ciftern, and a-great 
Gold Basket fet with Jewels, made like 
thofe the perfiam carry Fruit in. 

At length the King appear’d in Pub- 
lick on Ahtndayst h, dad in Red, having 
fiift gene foully diftributed 2000 rich 
Garments among the Nobility,and Cour¬ 
tiers, according to their feveral qualities. 

Tuejday loth, two Wretches were 
taken drinking of Wine, and tho’ they 
pleaded Ignorance of the Edith, they 
were dreadfully beaten in the Maid art, 
till the Nails of their Toesdropt off, 
and they loll much Blood 3 and yet they 


faid it was a Merciful Punilhinent, in re¬ 
gard of the Fellows ignorance, and 
fimplicity. 

Underftanding on Wtdnefday mil. The Han 
that the King made the Mangels, that ct Aud >‘ 
is, gave Publkk Audience, and an En- cnc( *' 
tertainmeut over and above, I went to 
the Polijl j AmbalTador, and with him to 
the Palace. We entred ost the Gate of 
AU-Capi, with the ufual^ilpleafing har¬ 
mony, and afeending four Heps found 
the room of Audience was longifh, with 
the Roof well painted and Gilt, flip- 
ported by 40 Pillars. The length of 
this Hall is divided into three parts, each 
a ftep higher than the other, for the 
Nobility to Hand according to their 
Rank and Quality. On the 3d afeeat 
Hands the Royal Throne rais’d but two 
Spans above the Floor, and eight Foot 
Square. We found the King fitting on a 
brocard Cufhion, and leaning his back 
againft fuch another. On hislides flood 
ten Eunuchs, lidding his Pipe, Scimi- 
ter, and ftveral other things. In this 
fame part of the Room, ten Spans from 
the King, flood the Armarh-lAtlet, the 
Kil*r-Ag*fi, the Curfi^Bafci, the Super - 
friar, and other great Men. In the mid¬ 
dle part of the Room flood the Chantt 
or Governors of Provinces, and the 
Kiftl-Bafch, or Milirary Officers. In 
the lower part were thofe that play’d on 
feveral Barbarous in Hr laments. 

When the Pope’s and Polijh Ambafla- 
dors came in, the Ademmdin, or Matter 
of the Ceremonies made them bow their 
Foreheads to the Ground, and the fame 
when they were before the Throne. 

Then the King made a fign for them to 
fit, and they were plac’d among the 
Chamt, as were we of their retinue. 

Whilft the Dinner was getting ready, 
the King was inform’d by the Atmath- 
Ddet , who they were, arid what brought 
them into Ptrfia, 

About an hour after the Table was xiieDin- 
coverM after the manner of the Country; 
that is, every Body fitting crofs-legg’d, 
each had a piece of Silk laid before him, 
with a Skin over it. Firft came feveral 
forts of Fruit, and Sweat-meats in Gold 
Dilhes. Then three great Bafons ot 
Pilau, red, white, and ycliow, cover’d 
with Pullets and other Fiefh, which was 
diftributed in Gold Plates. I being at 
the Amballadors Table, eat no Pilau, 
becaufc I cannot endure Butter, and 
therefore tailed only fome Fruit-feafon’d 
with Sugar or Vinegar. The King had 
the fitme Dyet on a Table covered with 
Cloth of Gold. All Pcrfons eat their 
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Meat ia halt, becaufc the Feaft was but 
fhort after the manner of the Levant. 
They drink a great deal of Limonade, 
and Rofe-water with Sugar-candy. 

After dinner about noon, the Audi¬ 
ence was difmifs’d, and every one went 
his way. When the King ftood up, 1 
obferved, he wore a long Garment of a 
Gold colour, with a Girdle and Turbant 
TheKing. after the Per fan manner with a rich Jew¬ 
el of Diamonds in it. He was about 25 
Years of Age, rather Short than Tall, 
his Eye-brows thick, his Complexion 
fair, and his Beard black. 

As wc went out, the Polifi AmbaHa- 
dor was pleas’d to (how me the King’s 
Scabies and Horfes. There were no¬ 
ble Creatures, with Gold Troughs be¬ 
fore them, and great Pins or Nails of 
the fame Metal about to tye them by 
the Feet, as is the cuftom of Perfia. We 
did not mind to fee the reft becaufc it 
was then late, but were told there were 
in all 1500 Horfes, as well for the King’s 
Service (for whom two arc to Hand rea¬ 
dy (addled every day) as for the Ladies 
in the Aram , the Eunuchs, and other 
Courtiers. By the great Gate there 
were alfo Lions ferv’d in Gold, like the 
Horfes. 

_ Having waited on the Ambafiador to 
his Houfe, as I was returning to the 
Monaftery, 1 met a great Multitude of 
Horfemcj) going off Aloft of them to 
Ihow they were the King’s Officers had 
a little Drum hanging to the Pummel of 
the Saddle, and the rim of ie Silver, 
which they beat when they want to be 
aided and a (lifted in Bufinefs of the 
King’s. 

Tburfday 12th, I went to fee the Mint 
of Jfpakan , near the Houfe of the En- 
Here they Coin Abaffis, Mamudys, 
and Sciays 7 after the fame manner as at 
Tatiris ayd Envan. pryday 13th, I only 
din’d with F. Elias \ and Saturday 14th, 
went a Shooting, and brought homea- 
bundanceof Pigeons. 

Sunday 15th, the Prior and I with all 
the Fathers went out of Town to fee 
the Garden of Bach-Xofch-curia 7 where 
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the King life.; to divert himfelf when he 
is to undertake a Journey, till the for¬ 
tunate hour appointed by the Aftrolo- 
gers for him to fet out. Short of itI 
faw a good Mofb-, with the ufual Or¬ 
nament of colour’d-bricks, but die Tow¬ 
ers threatned Ruth. In the Garden we 
found great variety of Fruit, but not 
very good becaufc of the chicknefs of 
the Trees* which fhirve one another* 
There is a little Brook enclos’d within 
a Canal of Stone, and in the midft of it 
a little Summer Houfe for the King. 
This Structure con fills of a great Square 
Arch, with a Fountain of good Marble 
m the middle and four Doors on the 
hdes. Near the four Angles at the bot¬ 
tom, there are four little Rooms, and 
eight on the upper-floor. The Arches 
are all Gilt and Painted with Figures 
drinking, or Women fhowiug all theft 
parts naked through Tran (parent veils. 
On one fide of the Garden is a little A- 
ram, enclos’d with high Walls, and a 
fmall Garden in it. All the Houfe con- 
lifts of one large Hall, four little Rooms, 
and a Gallery indifferently furnifh’d, as 
is all the reft. 

Muttday 16 th, at Night, F. Emanuel 
an Aitgnftimatt made his elcape privately, 
in order to go to Rome to do Pennatice 
for his offence. He being Vicar of the 
Monaftery four Years before, had fquan- 
der’d a great deal of Mony idly, and 
therefore fearing the Anger of his Supe¬ 
rior, turn’d Mahometan^ to the great 
Trouble of all the Portitgucfes, taking the 
Name of Ajfan-Culibech . 

The King having been (hut up in the 
Aram from his Infancy, it was known on 
Tuefday 17th, that they taught him to 
ride in the Garden, that he might ap¬ 
pear in Publick. This is the Policy of 
the Per fan Court, contrary to the Pra¬ 
ctice of the reft of the World - 7 for even 
the greateft Men are kept ignorant, 
whether there is a Succeflor to the Crown 
or not j the Eunuchs keeping the fecret 
inviolably , and having the care of 
the Kitig’s Children in the Womens 
apartment.

Of the Royal Garden of Sarafabet, and the Audience of Leave given the Popfs 
andKjng ^/Poland 1 * Ambajfadors. 

W Ednefday 18th, I went to Zulfa 7 Way. The King goes to it from the 
and as I return’d faw the Garden Gardens of Ifpahan over a Bridge of 14 
of Sarasabat , which is on one fide of the Stone Arches, (upon the River Srndtrn ) 

op- 
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oppofite to which, on Zutfa fide, is a 
Gallery,'wliofe Roof is fupported by 20 
1694. wooden Pillars Gilt ^ where the King 
G'WJ w hen he is taking his Pleafure receives 
Ambalfadors. In it are the lame Di vi- 
flons as in the Hall at. Jfpahan, a fine 
Fountain, 3iid 3 Rooms behind the Roy¬ 
al Tiirone. It has alfo Communication 
with another Gallery towards the Gar¬ 
den. 

Iu this Garden there is a thick Wood 
of Fruit-trees of feveral forts; a Stone 
Canal, with little Fountains in the mid¬ 
dle, and two great ones at the ends j 
and a little Houfe built after the fame 
Mode! as that in the Garden of Bach- 
Xofch-Cun.t. The Aram is clofc by the 
River with fmall Rooms, without any 
thing valuable about them. 

Having no more to fee after Dining, 
on Thmjday 19th, with the Diredor of 
the Dutch Company, E went on Friday 
20th, to vifit the Superior of the French 
Audience Cotjueris. . Saturday 21 ft, the Pclijh Am* 
of Leave, baflador fent betimes to know whether 
I would go with him to his Audience. 
Knowing it was to take his leave, and 
being curious to fee the cuftom us’d 
there, I drefs’d my felf immediately, and 
mounting a Horfe-back went to the Am- 
baffadors, with my own and the Priors 
Servant. We flay’d an hour for the 
Mailer of the Ceremonies, and 5 Hor- 
fes the King ufed to fend, and then we 
mounted, the Ambaflador honour’d me 
with the next place to himfelf. ^'he 
Train conlifted of 19 Pcrfons afoot, 
arm’d with Muskets, of 20 a Horfe- 
back, and others, in all to the Number-of 
(So. We alighted at the Gate of Aia- 
Capi, where we found four Tygers, fe¬ 
veral Lions, and.* Elephants, two great 
and two final! ones, cover’d with Cloth 
of Gold, all in a row. The Elephant 
prefented by Heibar the G. AiogstVs Son, 
which had been fir ft given him by Scia- 
Selem» t ‘ had a great Silver feat on his 
back, as is ufual for thofe Creatures to 
carry. Having pafs’d through the firXt 
and fecond Arches, a place was ap¬ 
pointed us to flay till the time of the 
Audience. This place was two Spans 
higher than the ocher floors, and co¬ 
ver’d with good Carpets. In the inner 
part late the Ambalfador of the King 
of the Imam, an Arab, whofe Kingdom 
is dear Mecca , and came to perfuade 
the Perfian to make War with the /man 
of Mafcate in Arabia Felix. On the op- 
pofite fide was the Armenian the Pope’s 
Atnbafiador, and the Provincial of the 
Dominicans , with another Friar. In 
i 
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another Arch on the right, fat, after a 
barbarous manner, the Embaflador of 
the King of the Vsbeks with his Re¬ 
tinue. Whilft we were here, the Fa¬ 
mily of Hecbar pafs’d by, being about 
40 Perfons clad in Silk and Gold, with 
their little Turbants, after the Indian 
Fafhion, made of the firicft Silk, the 
King having fent for them. 

The Kings of Per fa ufe to give Am- 
baffadors four Calates , or rich Jong 
Gowns at their firftand laft Audiences, 
whereas the Turk gives them only at the 
firlt but the PoBJh AmbafTador had but 
one that Morning, becaufe he had re¬ 
ceiv’d the four in the Reign of Scia Scle~ 
men, when he was dlfmils’d by the At~ 
matk-Dnlet. Now that difniiflmg having 
taken no efleft, by reafon of the King’s 
Death, and other Caufes already men¬ 
tion’d, 1 thought it not confonant to 
the Generolity of fo great ,1 King, to 
reckon u pon thofe he had given before. 

That he had was of Cloth of Gold, af¬ 
ter the Per fan manner , an upper Veft 
of Pearl Colour Silk, with Gold Stripes, 
made like a Cope, and a Turbant, and 
Saih of Silk anaGold, and long Sleeves. 

The King had fent Hecbar a Prefent 
worth 3000 Tomans 3 that is 2000 in 
Gold and Silver, and 1000 in Silks, with 
12 Garments 3 but that Prince excus'd 
himfelf from going to the Audience, till 
40 Days after the late King’s Death, and 
that his Beard was grown, which he had 
cut a little in token of Grief. , 

The Popes AmbalRdor had three Gar¬ 
ments 3 That he wore was of Cloth of 
Silver, the upper Veft of Cloth of Gold, 
and the Safh and Turbant of Silk and 
Gold. The other two the Dominicans 
wore were as rich, but of other Colours. 

The Vsbek Ambalfador had his Gown or 
Caflack of Cloth of Gold flower’d, and 
the upper Veft, call’d by the Per fans Ba- 
lapafe , of Cloth of Silver.' Two Per¬ 
fons of his Retinue wore the other two 
Garments given him, which were of dif¬ 
ferent Colours. But his Turbant was 
after his Country falhion, final! and /harp 
at the Top with a black Feather in the 
middle. 

After we had been above an Hour in 
this indecent Place, hemm’d in with Ser¬ 
vants and Footmen, at length the Audi¬ 
ence began by the Ambaflador of the 
King of the Imans , who was clad in hi* 
own Gloaths after the Turkijb falhion, 
having had no Calata or Garment given 
him. After him we went into the Gar¬ 
den, about fifty Paces from the Arch 
where the Audience was, but were fain 

to 
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to flay a while by a Fountain before we 
Gemelli. were introduc’d to the King. This Gar- 
1694. denis about fifty Yardsfquare, and has 
C"V''- J four Allies making a Crofs, adorn’d with . 
tall Cixar Trees. On the lide adjoyning 
to the Talar-Tevilt, or Hall of Audience, 
is a curious Fountain, about twenty Spans 
in length, with a little rais’d Place in the 
middle for the King and great Ones to 
Hand cool. At the end of the Fountain 
which reaches to the Hall, there were 
two great Silver VcfTcIs. lu the adjoyn¬ 
ing Alley two hundred Topfcit o* Muf- 
ketiers of the Kings were fittasw'i? up in a 
Rank; fome Gimrcl or Executioners with 
Clubs on their Shoulders y at the end 
whereof wasa Globe cover’d with Silver, 
call’d and then fome Softs, Who 

had the lame falhioifd Caps as the Giar- 
eii r but differing from them in that they 
were cover’d with Silk. Under the Wall 
of the Hall flood twenty Horfes with all 
their Furniture adorn’d with great Dia¬ 
monds, Rubles T Emeralds and other 
Stones of great Value. The Stirrups 
were of maffive Gold, and the worft 
Saddles cover’d withCIotfiof Gold, with 
Nails of the fame Metal. ■ 

The Audie nce Chamber was not the 
fame we were in before, being a great 
Room joyning to the Garden, as has been 
laid, the Walls of it Painted and Gilt, 
and adorn’d with Looking-glades , as 
were the four woodden Pillars which fup- 
ported a fraall Scaffold. In the mldft 
was a Fountain, and at the enda? it were 
a great jmca, «• cfoiet, containing the 
Roys! Throne fourteen Spans fquare. 
On that fide next the Garden feveral Mo- 
ficians fat on Carpets playing upon vari¬ 
ety of lnftru meats, whilft others Cmg 
after a barbarous Manner. We amend¬ 
ed from the fivft part of the Room where 
thefe People were, to thefecond, as was 
deferib’d bi the other Hall, where leav¬ 
ing ns, the Ambaffador was led by the 
right Arm by die Memoniar, and by the 
left by the Efcieagafi-Bafci, who is great 
Porter, or Maftefof the Ceremonies, 
up to the King. His Majefty fate on a 
Cufhionupon good Carpets, and had two 
other Brocard Cufhions at his Back. A- 
bout him ftood many Eunuchs, as was 


mention’d in the other Hall. Wuen the 
Ambaffador came within fix Paces of the 
King, he fet his Hands on the Ground, 
bowing down his Forehead almoft to the 
Pavement. When he ftood up again the 
jinmth-Dulet came before him, and tak¬ 
ing a Letter . out of a Gold Bafon that 
was at the Kings Feet with other Letters 
and abundance of Flowers, deliver’d it 
to the Ambaffador, who with greatSub- 
million laid it on fits Head. Then the 
Memmdar and Matter of the Ceremonies 
took it and. plac’d it on his Turba,nt,fhat 
ILmight be iketffwa lv all P . he 

Letter was cover'd with Cloth of Gold 
as is us’d among the Eaftern Nations, 
two Spans in length, and proportiona¬ 
ble in Breadth. Having receiv’d the Let¬ 
ter, and Compliment of leave by the 
Mouth of the Atmath-Duiu, he made 
fuel) another Obeifance as he had done Be¬ 
fore, and was by the fame Officers rccon- 
drfted down to the Garden. 

The Pope’s Ambafudors went in next, 
and we flay’d in the Garden till he ^ame 
out, that we might all go away toge¬ 
ther \ fince being difniifs’d we were not 
to flay to the King’s Mangdes or Din¬ 
ner. Befldes the great Letter for the 
Pope, his Ambaffador had a finall one 
for the Republick of Vtmct. 

Returning home, with the admira¬ 
tion of the European! who law thofe 
Letters on the Turbants, the Polijh Am- 
baffador hoaour’d me with his Table, 
which was much better, than the ill 
drefs’d Pilau the others were eating at 
Court, tho’ in Gold difhes. At this 
fixond Audience I cook better notice of 
the King._ He was tender and of a puny 
Conftirucion, had a little Face, beauti¬ 
ful Eye-brows, black Eyes, and a black 
but fhort Beard. He had on a Gown of 
red Cloth of Gold, with a fhort veft o~ 
veritof a Gold colour, without Sleeves, 
call’d in the Per fan Language Curdi ; on 
the right fide of his Turbant he wore 
a Herons Feather upon a Jewel of 
rich Diamonds. 

Sunday 1 2 2d, I hear’d Mafs at the 
Ba re-foot Carmelites, which was all I did 
that day worth remembring. 


The End of the Firft BOOK. 
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CHAP. I. 

The Doleful Fejlivd kept by the Perfians for the Death of HafTan, 

and Holfen. 


yik JtT Ondtty 23 d, the new Mnnn of 
Gemeiii. j\/I Atgnfl appearing, began the 
1694.. LV A. much fjioken of, and lamen- 
*X*V\J table Feftival the Perfians keep for the 
Death of Hajfan, and Hojfen , the Sons 
of Hdi, who were kill’d by Omar, near 
Doleful Bagdat. During the ten Days it lafts, 
‘ eftlva1, every Square is fet out with Lights, and 
a long black Banner is flying abroad, 
near which a Mullah gets into a high 
Pnlpit to Preach, making the hidcoufeft 
Noife in the World. All the Inhabi¬ 
tants of that Quarter go to hear him, 

. clad in Silk red and blew Gowns, in to¬ 
ken of Sorrow 3 after filling their Bel¬ 
lies with all forts of Fruit the Seafon 
affords. The Women, who in all Coun¬ 
tries are of the lame Temper, yield the 
Mullah's great Profit, giving them Mo- 
ny, Sweat-meats, and Rofe-water to 
cool them when they are heated with 
Preaching. 

Till the la ft Day of the doleful Fe¬ 
ftival, by the Perfians, call'd Afciar^ or 
Mourning is over, no Turk can appear 
in Public!-:, without great danger of his 
Life. I my felf faw one on Tuefday 


24-th. who had been Baftonado’d to 
Death, were il not fnr hf< Nimble - 
nefs in fhutting himfelf up. What they 
did on Wednefday 25 th, was Ridiculous. 

They made a Figure of Straw wound 
about with Cords, fet it on an ATs, and 
carry’d it all about the Town, beat¬ 
ing it 3 fometimes calling it Omar, and 
fometimes Abumargian, his Companion. 

At Iaft in a hellifh Rage they,kill’d the 
poor Afs, and in that one Maulkin of 
Straw burn’d both the Murderers of 
their two Holy Youths 3 which found me 
fomething to Laugh at on Thurfday 25th, 
with the AmbafTador, and P. Elias. 

Friday 27th, after Dinner I went to The 
Zulfa , to Vi fit F. Boucher , Superior of Kjng’sRe- 
the Jefitits Miflion. Returning home bnue. 
through Sciarbach Road, or Street, I met 
the King riding to Sarafabat Garden on 
a Bay Horfe, with Furniture of a vail 
Value in Gold and Jewels. He was clad 
in Violet colour Silk, and was attended 
by at leaf!: a thoufand Horfe between 
Gentlemen and Soldiers, befides a hun¬ 
dred Foot, as may appear in theadjoyn- 
ing Cut. 


When- 
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Whenever the Ring goes Abioad, tea 

Gondii. Horfe go half a Mile before to clear 
iffP4. the way i bat when he is to carry his 
Women with him, they riding a Horfe- 
back, and Bare-fac’d, Proclamation is 
made two Days before for all Men to 
be oat of the way, and not prefume to 
be Teen in that Street upon pain of 
Death, which is executed without Mer- 
cy * 

A pleafant To this piirpofe they tell the good 

Paifage. Fortune of a Country-Man, and the ge¬ 
nerous Goodnefs of Scia Stlembn. 'T he 
pea fan t was coming out of the Country 
with his Afs loaded with Peaches, and 
meeting unexpectedly in the Street, or 
Road of Sciarbach, with the King, and 
having no Place to Retire to, he fell 
fflt on his Face upon the Ground, with 
his Eyes fhur. Wijt&lemox perceiving 
the poor Man’s Simplicity, and being 
well pleas’d with it, commanded him 
to rife. His Fear was fo great, that he 
fcarce could be perfwaded to obey the 
third Command, and the King turning 
ro his Women, bid every one of them 
take fome of the Peaches, and give the 
Peafant a Zecchine. This done, he or¬ 
der’d him to take which loever of tbofe 
Women he lik’d for his wife y and 
thus, tho* at fir ft he was flue, he went 
home with the fineft Woman in Perjia, 
and his Purfe foil, to his Coiragfc, viz hence 
he came out alone, and Poor. 

Saturday 28th, the Portuguefe Fathers 
where 1 Lodg'd, celebrated the Festival 
of St. at which the Potifh Am- 

baflidor/V. Ehas, and feveral, Religi¬ 
ous, and Frenck-Mtii were prelent, and 
were treated at a plentiful Dinner. Sun¬ 
day 29th, 1 went to fee E Raphael, Su¬ 
perior ot the Capua»s of i/pahan^ who 
ever fince the Reign ot Scia-Abas^ the 
Second, ferv’d as Interpreter for" the 
Letters, ftiid to the Ambafiadors of £«- 
repean Princes. He was about eighty 
Years of Age, and had rdidcd 47 at 
Ifpaben, which made me fpend feveral 
Hours with him, to be inform'd in the 
Affairs of the Perfian Empire'} asknow- 
iug no Man could give a better, or 
truer Account. Tavernier in his Tra¬ 
vels through Per ft a, often fpeaks of this 
Vol. IV. 


Religious Man. Mondag 30th, I vtlited 
James Norghcamer, Dire&oi* of the Dutch 
Company, and Din’d with him, the time 
of my Departure now dnawiag near. 

Tttefday 31ft, I lOm’d with the Ambaflfo- 
dor, to whom I was much oblig’d. 

Wednefday the iff of September, being 
the Feflival of Huff an, and Hofjen, call’d FeftiyaL 
by the Perfian s Catl 7 that is. Murder } 
the King made a Mangelcs, or Enter¬ 
tainment over the Gate of AUcapi, at 
which all the Nobility and Ambafladors 
were prefent. T he Hot Fes and wild 
Be^fts were rang’d in order before the 
Palace, as they had been .die time be-r 
fore} and all the Meidm was clear’d 
from Shops, to make room for above d 
thou find Horfes belonging to tbofe great 
Men that were come to the Fcaft. Se¬ 
veral Proceflions from all Parts of the 
Town began to enter the Mtidan be¬ 
times. They carry’d Pikes of a vaft 
length, with Banners faftned to them, 
and Horfes loaded frith the Arms and 
Tuibarits of their fuppos’d Martyrs, 
finging doleful Verfes to the Noife of 
two Batons beaten at the fame time, and 
Dancing in a very Ridiculous manner. 

Some carry'd the Images of thofe very 
Martyrs on Beers, Dancing about them} 

Others carry’d two Children ty d on a 
Camel, as if they were Dead, with two 
faddled Horfes led by, da which were- 
the Arms or Weapons us’d, as they 
thought, by tl'lofe Children, whoDy’d 
at nine, or test Years of Age. AH thele 
Proceflions pafs'd before the Gallery 
where the King was, thofe blind People 
beating the mfe Ives fever el y, to repte- 
ffent the Murder the more lively. Many 
of them made nothing of going home 
with their Heads broke, or even of 
Death it lelfj becaufe they are fully 
perfwaded that whofoever Dies in that; 
Confufion, goes direftly to Heaven; 
the Gates thereof being open all tbofe 
ten Days for Mahometans. Many of the 
lOofe People imitating the fuperftitious i 
Companies beat one another, and cut 
their Flefh cruelly. T he Owners of the 
Shops had cool Water ready to give to' 
thofe that were Thirfty, in memory 
of the Thirit: Haffan and Hoffen endur’d, 
after their Father Hall was wounded.

Of the Religion, Marriages and Hat it, of the Per/ians. 


TM the Ter fan Dominions there are 
CemeUi. Mahometans, Pagans, or Goris, Jews, 
i <3'94- ChriJHans, Armenians that follow Nejhri- 
\SVS) us, Melchitis , Manichees, Franks , and 
Cutholick Armenians ; but the prevailing 
Religion is the Mahometan, tho* diffe¬ 
ring from the Turks concerning the 
true Succelfors of Mahomet. The Stm- 
nit, or 0(mails fay, that Abubaker was 
immediate Succeffor to Mahomet, as his 
Vicar; he was fteceeded by Omar, 0- 
rnar by Ofman-Mortt&rMali \ Nephew and 
Son in Lav.' to Mahomet, whole Succef- 
fors have propagated their Religion by 
the Sword more than by Reafon, and 
therefore the followers of this Sedt are 
not allow’d to difpute, but to maintain 
it by force of Arms, as was faid before. 
perfanRe- The Sciays, or Units, which are the 
iigivn. Ter fans, call the Turks Refefs, or Here¬ 

in ks, and abhor the Names of Abuba- 
kcr, Omar, and Of matt , faying they u- 
ftrp d the Inhcritante due to Halt, Ma¬ 
homet’s Nephew and Son in Law. They 
count after him twelve Prophets, or 
high Pricfts, and beginning at Halt the 
Son of Alujateb, they give the fecond 
Place to Hajfen, cldelt Son of Halt ; the 
third to Htfjcn his fecond Son, who dy’d 
at Babylon in the place call'd Hcrbela, 
kill’d by the Sunnis in defence of his Fa¬ 
ther’s Inheritance, and therefore the Per- 
fans keep his Anniverfary. The fourth 
they fay was ImonzJn-cl-A be din \ the fifth 
Mahomet el- Baker j the lixth Jafor-el-Sca- 
dtk, who brought up the barbarous 
Ccftom in Per fa, that whofoever turns 
a Mahometan becomes Heir not only to 
bis own Family, as was faid above, but 
even to his Grand-Father ; which is the 
reafon that fome covetous Armenians em¬ 
brace Mahometamfrn, and fo their Bre¬ 
thren follow their Example rather than 
lofe their Inheritance. The feventh Suc- 
ceftor was Mujfa- Katzim, the eighth A- 
11-el-Rez.z.a, whofe Tomb is at Mafitd,and 
honour’d as much as Mahomet’s■, the 
ninth Maho met-el-Joed ; t h e t en t h Hall- 
el-Hadi j the Eleventh Hozen-el-Askeri-, 
and the twclveth Muhemanet-el Mohadi- 
Sahed-Zaman, concerning whom the 
Pet fans believe as we do of Enoc, and 
Elias, and therefore they leave in their 
Wills Honfcs ready form ft]’d, and Sta¬ 
bles full of Horfes, for him to make ufe 
of them when Saeb-el-Zaman, that is, 
the Lord of Time fhall call him. Thcfc 


Horfes are kept without doing any Ser¬ 
vice, upon the Revenues left to thatPur- 
pofe, and the Houfes fhut up. 

The Nabab is Head of their Religion; TheNdsh 
which dignity is worth i+oooTomartta 
Year- In publick he takes place next to 
the Atmath-Dulct or prime Minifter, and 
difpofes as he pleafes of the Legacies 
left to Mofchs , which always turn to his 
Profit. There is no difference betwixt 
the Per fan Nabab and Turkijh great Mtsph- 
ti, but that the former may paft from 
religious to civil Employments, which 
the latter may not ; and therefore it has 
often been feen that the Nabab or Sedre 
has been made Atmatk-Dulet. He has two 
Judges under him, call'd the Sceik or 
Axondy and the Cap, who decide all re¬ 
ligions Matters, grant Divorces, and are 
prefent at Contrafts and publick Adis*, 
appointing their Deputies in all the 
Ciriesof the Kingdom. 

He that calls to Prayers is call’d Pifch- . 
namaz., whom the Turks call 1 mm \ but ^ 
the Perjians do not cry out to call to v 
Prayers from the top of the Towers, but 
from the Cupula or Roof of the Mofeh. 

The Doctors who are every Fry day to 
expound the Alcoran, are call’d Mullahs, 
and by the Turks Hodgrias , Theft are 
molt compleat Hypocrites, for they al¬ 
ways walk gravely, talk ferioufly, and 
when they meetany Body feem to pray ; 
laying a Cloth on the Ground, and upon 
that a Stone or Clod of Earth brought 
from Mecca, which they kifs now and 
then. This fuperftitious Relick is us’d 
by all the Per fans, as are alio certain lit¬ 
tle lilver Pipes ty’d to their Aims with 
fome Sentence of the Alcoran in them, 
or foch like Trifile. 

The Perfians like the Turks believe, perfim 
that after they are bury’d, two Angels, Belief, 
the one call’d Anacbir, and the other 
Monchir, come and raifo them to life as 
far as the Waft, to examine them what 
Good and Evil they have done; and ufe 
them Well or III accordingly, till Sahab- 
d-Zamm, or the Lord of Time comes, 
who will kill Tedgar, or Antichrift, 
whofe Followers fhall go to Hell, and if 
repenting they turn back two Horns fhall 
grow out of their Heads; after this im¬ 
mediately will follow the Refurredtion 
of the Flefh, which they call Maavedet- 
Htirbs, the Souls and Bodies uniting to go 
before the great Judge. But they fay all 

Men 
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rvjL^i Men muft pafs the Bridge of Polftrat , 
GemeSi. which is (harper than a Knife; and that 
!<594. the Muffdrnam will pafs as nimble as 
ty'VV Birds, and the Infidels at firft flep 
will fall under the Bridge ; where there 
is a River of Fire and abundance of De¬ 
vils, who have Hooks to draw them in \ 
which Opinion is fo fixt in the Hearts of 
tile ptrfums , that if any Man denies ano¬ 
ther what is his due, he prefcntly fays, 
he will meet him at the Bridge of polft¬ 
rat, and laying hold of his Garment 
will not let him pafs till he is paid. 
They believe the Porter of Heaven , 
whom they call Sttfvan, will open the 
Door to them, near the great Fountain, 
call’d Kofer\ where their Prophet wilt 
give them to drink of that Water, out 
of a large Ladle; and that then they 
(hall have a great number of beautiful 
Women, created pnrpofdy for that end, 
and delicious Meat of feveral Taftes; but 
that the Enjoyment of the Women (hall 
not proceed beyond Imbraces and Killes, 
and the Meat (hall digeft in odoriferous 
Sweats, without turning to Excrements, 
as it does in this World. Thefe Follies 
were a great Div er (ton to me, when 1 
was in the Company of a Perfian Lord, 
and had thefe Queftions put to him. 

Farad ice They fay their Women (hall be in Hea- 
cfWosnen ven in a place apart from the Men, and 
to this purpofe thePriorofthe Mouafte- 
ry told me, that fome Portuguefts being 
much importun’d by a Mullah to become 
Mahometans , he thing this Argument, 
that unlefs they profefs’d his Faith they 
would not go to the true Heaven, but 
to that feparate place where the Perf an 
Women were ; they anfwer’d they would 
be fatisfy’d to be there, and fo they 
Ihak’d off the Mullah. He being after¬ 
wards reprov’d by the Cadi for his Folly, 
defended himlelfby faying, that another 
Paradice would be made for the Wo¬ 
men, that they might not be among the 
Chriftians. 

wifes. ' The Per fans Marry their Children ve¬ 
ry young. They are allow’d by their 
Law four lawful Wives at once, one of 
which is the true one and chief, and call’d 
Zana-Codtfi , tbe others they call Mot ha. 
Bdides they may have as many Concu¬ 
bines as they will and tan maintain, ta¬ 
ken from the quarter of the Whores who 
are call’d Caipe, which is in Ifpahan knowrt 
by the name of Baz.amonche, which pays 
a duty to the King. They are taken for 
a certain rime, and the Contract made 
before a Judge. When the time is ex¬ 
pir’d they are to continue ebaft forty 
Days, to fee whether they are with Child.

They may alfo make u ft of their Slaves; 
and the Children born of either of them 
are counted legitimate, as to inherit ; 
but With this difference thar the Females 
have but half the Portion of the Males. 

The Per ferns are fo amorous, that 
ibmetimes to (how their Love, they 
brand their Arms with red hot Irons^ 
like Bealls; perhaps to exprefs chat no 
Torment is fo great as that they endure 
in their Mind. A Perfian Lord, my 
Friend, took a pride now and then ill 
(bowing me feveral Each Marks of Love 
he had on his Arms, made for the Love 
of a Concubine; on whofe account he 
was perpetually at variance with fiis 
Wife. 

Before the Wife is carry’d home fhe 
has her Cloaths fent her, and the Hus¬ 
band appoincs her Portion. On the 
Wedding-Day, or rather the Night, the 
Bridegroom goes to retch her, attended 
by his Kindred and Friends a Horfe-back, 
with lighted Flambeaux ; and is met by 
her half way, with the like Retinue of 
Women, who carry the Brides Apparel,’ 
with Mulick of Drums, and Trumpets.' 
Being come to the Bridegroom’s Houfe, 
a Mullah reads the matrimonial Contract, 
and having perform’d the Nuptial Cere¬ 
mony, the Women divert themfelves 
the reft of the Day in one Apartment, 
and the Men in another. This puts me 
in mind of Tavernier's miftakc, who 
Tom. i. Chap. 18. page y 19. fays, Thao 
if the Bridegroom has premis'd an extra¬ 
vagant Portion to gain the Bride , when fhe 
comes, he jhuts the Door, faying he will not 
take her at that price , and wilt not receive 
her unlefs an Abatement is made and a new 
Contrdl fignd. For feveral Per fans of 
quality told me there was no fuch thing; 
but that in fuch cafes the Bride’s Parents, 
or Kindred iinderftauding how impolfi- 
ble it is for the Husband to make good 
his promife, moderate it; or elfe the 
Judge does it that the Man may hot be 
begger’d. If in procefs of time they 
happen to difagree , the Woman de¬ 
mands herdowev call’d Tilac ; and being 
agreed to part, they go before the Cap; 
or Eftec-IJlon who is the Dodor Of the 
Law, and in his prefence they diflolVe 
the matrimonial Knot, and remain free. 
This may be done three times', after 
which the Woman cannot be receiv’d 
again, unlefs (he has firft been taken by 
another‘and put away. The Husband 
may phfc her away the ftcond Day, giv¬ 
ing her the Tilac ; and this is us’d a- 
mOng ail the Mahometans. F. Prantis if

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tvjS./n where I lay told me a comical Pafljge 
GemelU. that happened at Buffer* whitft he reiided

A comical ^ Wives, %ave her the 1 ilac; but Love 
£tory ‘ making him foot; repent , and there being no 
having her till Jhe had been ip itb another , he 
look’d out fir the opportunity of feme St rArt- 
gee to lie with her < This being told the Tur- 
Jtifh 8a ill who was very amorous, he caus'd 
a Stranger he lighted on to be richly CUd, 
and fine him to the Arab as it were about 
fame other Affair. He feeing an opportuni¬ 
ty °jf er 'el of bringing about bis defign, after 
inquiring into his Condition , gave him an 
account of his amorous Dijlemper, and hove 
he might be cur’d by his means. The Place 
and Time being agreed on without any diffi¬ 
culty, upon promife of perpetual fecrecy ; 
the Stranger got the Woman into his Hands 
and immediately deliver'd her to the Bafla, 
who put her into the Aram. The Stranger 
was never heard of again , and the deluded 
Arab could never recover his Woman. 
Habit. As for the Per fan Habit the Cobay as, 

or Veits before mention’d, reach down 
below the Knee, and have (freight Sleeves 
down to the Hand Wrift. They do not 
life Buttons, but knot them with Rib¬ 
bons under the left Arm, and under the 
right Hip. Perfons of Quality wear it 
of Silk, or Cloth of Gold, with a Silk 
Salh that has Gold Flowers at the end of 
it ; and over that another of Silk and 
extraordinary fine Woollen, which cofts 
more than if it were Cloth of Gold. 
They wear Shirts of colour’d Silk, or 
of Cotton of feveral Colours; as alfo 
Breeches which reach down to their An¬ 
kles, and clofe, for they wear no Draw¬ 
ers. Their Turbant is made of very 
fine Silk of feveral Colours, embroider’d 


with Gold and Silver at the Edges, and 
ftands up like a Fan upon the Forehead. 
Thefe Turbants arc very heavy, and 
fome of them have fo much Gold about 
them, that they colt feven or eight hun¬ 
dred Crowns of our Mony, Upon the 
Veit ibme wear a loofe Doublet, or 
Waft-coat, without Sleeves call’d Curds , 
in Winter lin’d with Sables, or little 
Lamb-Skins, brought from the Province 
of Korafon , curioufly curl’d. In the hard 
Winter they add a long Woollen Robe 
down to their Feet, with long Sleeves, 
wove all in aPiece to keep out the Rain 
the better but fome Perfons of Quali¬ 
ty wear them of Englifis Cloth, or Cloth 
of Gold, lin’d with Ermins; they be¬ 
ing very extravagant in their Expenres. 
At their Sail) hangs a Dagger, which 
they call Cangiar , and the Nobility fome- 
times has it fet with Jewels. Their 
Hole are all of a width ; fome wear 
them of Cloth of Gold, or Woollen 
Cloth, better Shap’d but the Peafants 
wrap courfe Cloth feveral Times about 
their Legs. Round the edge of their 
Socks, towards the Ancle, they few a 
Piece of Leather, that it may not be 
torn by the Shagrine Shooes. Thefe 
are made like our Slippers, with a lharp 
Iron four Fingers high under the Heel. 

The Per fan Women differ little in 
their Habit from the Men; for their 
Vefts are made open before, reaching 
but half way the Leg, and their Sleeves 
come down to the Wrift. On their 
Head they wear a little Cap, adorn'd 
with precious Stones, if they be People 
of Quality, from which a Veil hangs 
down behind, together with their Trcf- 
fes, their Breeches and Stockings are 
like the Mens,

Of the Civil Government , the Manners, and Funerals of the Perfians. 


Admlni- Y N per fa Juftice is done with Brevi- 
ftrationof ^ t y aa g Severity, without fo many 
Juftice. Councellors and Sollicicors , as are us'd 
in Europe. The Chains, or Govcrnours, 
have .the Adminiftration of it in the Pro¬ 
vinces ; and they appoint a Deroga, or 
Criminal judge in every City, who has 
under him an Aatas to execute his Or¬ 
ders. Belides the King appoints a Di¬ 
van Beghy and a Kalanter, who is to look 
that tl?e Subjects be not opprefs’d by 
the Cham. 

Murderers Murderers are punifh’d fpeedily and 
with Rigor, for the Divan Beghy deli¬ 


vers them up to the Parties aggriev'd, 
and they leading the Criminal to the 
Place of Execution, put hint to Death 
with their own Hands, as they think fit. 
It is allow’d to compound for Mony, 
but it is fo di (honourable to forgive the 
Wrong on that Account, that this is 
fcldom or never pra&is’d. 

High-way-Robbers can exped no 
Mercy, and are Punilh’d feveral ways. 
Sometimes they hang them to a Camels 
Saddle, with their Head down, and then 
rip open their Belly. Sometimes they 
immure the Criminal up to the Neck, 
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Chap. III.

and leaving him a Pipe in his Mouth for 
Gtmelli. his laft Comfort, let him dye in that 
1694. mifctaWe manner ; lb that lome Body 
uW patiing by in Companion cuts off his 
Head. Some are balled with burning 
Bacon, and then their Flefh cut in pieces 
and diftributed about the publick Places; 
belides many other Torments horrid e- 
venin the Relation. *Tw true thefe 
Robberies feldom happen on the Roads, 
becaufe of theguard kept by the Ratta *?i 
but when they do, the Cfwm ot the Pro¬ 
vince is oblig’d to pay the value ot what 
was dole, after four Months and ten 
Days allow’d him to find the Rob¬ 
ber. Some Chams pay immediately, that 
the Complaints may not come to the 

Thieve;. yys for Thefts in Cities, the Criminal 
is ty’d by the Feet to a Camels Saddle 
fas was faid before) and his Belly being 
ripp’d up, he is fo carry’d about the pub- 
lick Places, the Cryer proclaiming that 
the Kins has pumlh’d him for tuch an Of¬ 
fence. After this round, if he be not 
yet dead, they hang him up at the next 
Tree, and when he has expir’d they bury 
him. There is alfo particular Care taken 
to punifli all Infolcnciescommitted ml a- 
verns, Stews, and other publick Places. 


Of PERSIA. 
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As for what concerns Provifions, there Price ft* 
is a Mothefeb , or Superintendent of them, Provi- 
with fonr A ffiftants, who every fir ft Day 
of the WeekLets the prices of all things, 
by Weight, not Meafurc. If any Mar be 
taken felling but a Farthing dearer, the 
common Punifhment is to put on him the 
TtktekoUs, which is a Cap with a fmall 
Bell hanging to it, and lead him about 
the City, as if he were whip’d; after 
which he paysa Fine, and is Baftonado'd 
on the Feet. The weight of grofs 
things, as Wood and the Tike, is call’d 
Bnt?iman % and is about twenty five Pounds 
of ours. ‘ The fmall weight they cal] 

Mufcal, whereof feventy two make a 
Pound. 

Having fpoke of the Per fan Govern¬ 
ment, it will be proper to give an ac¬ 
count of all the Chams and Viziers the 
King lends into the Provinces, that the 
Reader may form fome Notion of the 
vail: extent of that Empire. A Ptrfiun 
Lord my Friend, nobiy- born, and actu¬ 
ally in the King’s Service, whofc Beha¬ 
viour was his greateft Recommendation, 
with much difficulty procur’d me the 
following Lift out of the Royal Ar¬ 
chives.

The difference betwixt Chants and 
Viziers, is this. That the firft have the 
command of the Souldiery, befides the 
Civil and Criminal Government ; and 
, the latter a more limited Power ; lo 
that in fome Cafes they cannot give Sen¬ 
tence of Death, but mult fend the Cri¬ 
minal to the next Cham. 

Manners The Manners of the P erf ms differ 
of the much, and arc (juice oppolite to thofe 
rerfuns. c f ttie Turks ; for they are Civiliz’d, 
Meek, Peaceable, Modeft, Grateful, 
Generous, Enemies to Fraud, and Lo¬ 
vers of Strangers. They bear no Ha¬ 
tred, like the Turks, to the Chriftian 
Habit and Name , but are Courteous 
and Affable to them * fo that every 
Man may be cloath’d as he pleafes, and 
either Ride or walk a-foot _ along the 
Streets without danger of being Scoff'd 
at*, nor are they forbid wearing Green, 
as in Turky. Among other ufnal cour¬ 
teous Expreflions among them, they 
commonly fay ; / Sacrifice or Devote my 
Self to your Will. 1 wifi the apples of my 
Dyes might oblige you to tread on them", or, 
/ am your Slave , it is your panto com¬ 
mand me, Sic. When Perfons of equal 
Quality meet, they Salute one another 
Ihutting their Right-Hands, and at the 
fame time lifting them up to the Grown 
of their Heads, in Token of Love and 
Effeetn to Superiors they lift up their 
Hand to the Head, and then lay it on 
the Stomach, Bowing. On great Fefti- 
vals they Vilit, wifhing one another ma¬ 
ny of thofe happy Days; and great Men 
receive thefe Compliments in their 
Houfes from their Inferiors. 

King’s Every Man makes his Court to gam 
Prefoit, the Favour of the great Ones, to ob- 
how/e* tail? fome Employment of the King; 
«ivd. efpecially to carry the Calaat to Chams 
of Provinces, who they are fure will 
make them a great Prelent. Every 
Cbarn, when he receives this Prefent 
from the King, goes fix Miles out of 


the City into a Garden, to meet the 
Meffenger, attended by the chief No¬ 
bility and Officers of the Country, with 
fevcral Mulical Inftruments.^ As foon 
as ever he fees him at a diltance, he 
Bows, and kneels down to pray for the 
King’s Health. When he has done 
Praying, the Meffenger puts the Calaat 
on him, which at molt is a Garment of 
Silk and Gold, and fometimes in Token 
of greater Affedtion, there is added a 
Safh and Turbant. Being thus clad, he 
goes to the King’s Houfe, follow’d by 
the People, there he kiffes the Tlire- 
ihold of the Door , and prays again, 
and then goes Home, to make a noble 
Entertainment for the prime Nobility, 
for Joy of the Honour receiv’d. 

The Ter fans wink at Injuries, to wait Terfm 
an Opportunity of being Reveng’d, rcvengful. 
They arc great Flatterers, ambitious of 
Honour, and eafy to be per fwaded, fo 
that the Catholick Miffioners could with 
great eafe prevail with them to imbrace 
our Faith, were the free Exercile of the 
Million allow’d in Per fa among the Na¬ 
tives. 1 remember l feveral times faw 
a Per fan Lord, whofe Houfe was always 
open to the jhigujhnian Fathers, kneel 
in the Church, to 'near the Divhie Office, 
with more Devotion than the Catho- 
licks themfelves ; and reprove others 
who did not make their Obeilance to 
the Altar *, and yet he was a Mahome¬ 
tan. 

They feldom Play, becaufe Mahomet - 
forbid it. They do not ufually divert onSt 
themfelves with walking, like the Euro¬ 
peans, but fitting after their manner to 
enjoy the purling of fome Stream, or 
the Pleafure of a Garden. The Men 
never Dance, but there are Women 
whofe Trade it is, that are hir’d on 
Feltivals. There are Mountebanks, but 
extraordinary Apifh, and not at all 
pleafing. The greatelt Paltime of 
Youth is to make a hollow Paft-board 

Cafe, 
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Chap. Ill 

Cafe, lapp’d over with fome fort of 
Gmtlli. Skin, which they toft up into the Air 
1594. with a large Rope , when the Wind 
uz-yv) blows, and it founds like the Pipe of an 
Organ \ the Portnguefes call it Papagayo, 
or Parrot. 

Walking They never Pray till they have wafh- 
ed in Running Water ; or if they can¬ 
not come at it in the Cittern, every 
Man has it to this purpofe in his Houfe. 
When they have had to do with their 
Women, they go to walh at the Bath, 
which they may do till two Hours after 
Sun -Tiling, the reft of the Day being 
for the Women. 

They wear no long Beards, like the 
Beards, Turh, butthofe that belong to the Law, 
now and then clip it with Scifars. The 
Courtiers and Soldiers (have, leaving 
long Whiskers, and under the lower 
Lip a patch like a Swallow’s Tail hang¬ 
ing, to make their Countenance moie 
Honourable or Dreadful. Old Men Dye 
it Black, which holds feveral Days. 
Other Youths pull oat the Hair of their 
Cheeks to have their Skin look fine. 
Superftiti' They give much Credit to fuperftiti- 
on. ous Obfervations \ and therefore if two 
Friends (hould happen by chance to 
touch Feet, they believe they lhall fall 
out, and therefore each of them imme¬ 
diately takes the other lovingly by the 
Hand, and then each lifts his own up 
to his Head. They look upon it as an ill 
Omen to meet with any melancholy Per- 
fons, when the New Moon is. In Ihort 
they are fo much addicted to Superftiti- 
on and Divination, that they never go 
about any thing but at the Hour appoint¬ 
ed by the Aftrologers, who are look’d 
upon as Oracles by them. Therefore 
no Man negleds buying the Almanack, 
or T,aamn, which fets down what Time 
is lucky to put on their Cloaths, go to 
the Bath, Purge, and do other Things; 
as alfo whether tfie Year will be fcarce 
or plentiful, Diftafes and Wars. 

They ufe a Sort of Divination by 
even and odd Numbers, like Geornan- 
cy. I havefeen the very Women make 
Judgments of Things to come, upon 
Plates on which the Planets and fix’d 
Stars of the fir ft Magnitude were en* 
grav’d. 

Circumci- T!ie y Circumdfe their Sons very 
lion, young, like the Turks y and make bar¬ 
ren Women fwallow that part which is 
cut off", as an excellent Remedy againft 
Barremicfs. 

Tides. The Per fans have no Surnames, but 
fay fuch a One the Son of fuch a One. 
They give learned People the honoura¬ 


ble Title of Mirza, and Souldieis that 
of Bech-, but they often miftake, and 
call ignorant Perfons Mirza. Thofe 
that are defeended from Mahomet are 
call’d Sahet , which Jignifies as much as 
Lords among us. 

Sports, and particularly Hawking is 5™^ 
much us’d among them, fo that thofe 
who are well to pafs keep great Num¬ 
bers of thofe Birds, as alfo Dogs and 
Horfes. They take Tobacco a different 
way from the Turks \ for under the Bowl 
it burns in, is a little Bottle full of Wa- Toi, a cc d» 
ter, which makes the Smoak palfing 
through it come Cool to the Mouth, 
and this Pipe they call Caliana. 

Beiides Tobacco, which no Perfon 
whatsoever forbears, they ufe Opium, Opimm 
and from it borrow that Stupidity and 
Drunkennefs they cannot have from 
Wine, which is forbid them. They 
take it even to the quantity of half a 
Dram, which an European could not 
take at fifteen Times, without Danger, 
which makes them Pale, Cold, and worfe 
than Mad. They ufe much Coffee } and 
another Liquor to make them Merry, 
call’d Koknar. They go to the Shops 
where it is Sold, or Koknar-kones, and 
after drinking a great de 3 l, do the molt 
ridiculous Aftions in the World, jear- 
ing and abiding one another j when the' 
Strength of the Liquor is over, they 
are as good Friends again, as if nothing 
had hapneef. 

In Eating they ufe no Spoons, but Eating 
only for Liquids. They do not Drink and 6 
till they have done Eating; and for both Drinkirtgj 
ufes have Veflels of Copper and Earth¬ 
en-Ware, becaufe the Laws forbid Sil¬ 
ver. The King at his Table is ferv’d 
in Gold. 

In other Refpefts they are Tempe¬ 
rate. The poor People are fatisfy’d at 
Noon with Azeri, which is Bread and 
Curds, Sold in Skins, and with Fruit 
according to the Seafon; at Night they 
eat Pilau. The Gentry and richer Sort, 
cat roaft Meat and Pickles; putting a 
whole Sheep or Lamb into a little Oven, 
hanging over a great Difh of Pilau, that 
the Fat may drip into it. The pool* 

People, if they will, buy it at the Ta¬ 
verns, becaufe of the Scarcity of Wood 
there is in Ifpahan. The Bread would 
be excellent were it Bak’d after the 
European manner but the Dough flat¬ 
ted like a Cake, being put into a Cop¬ 
per Veflel made hot, it can never be 
good. 

They divide the Day into Four equal Da? j ow

is a difplealing Koife of Drums_ made 
from fome eminent Place of the City. 

In religious Affairs the Per fans make 
ufe of Lunar Months, the firft whereof 
they call Maftrram, the fecoud Sofar^ 
the third Rabra-al-avel , the fourth Ra- 
bra-al-axer , the fifth Gmad-ll- Avel , 
the lixth Gomtd-il-Axer , the feventh 
Rrgeb, the eighth Sclaabon, the ninth Ra¬ 
mazan, the tenth Set aval, the eleventh 
Zikade, the twelfth Zilaggt- But the 
Altrologers count by Solar Months two 
fcveral ways, ours and the Egyptian. 

Their Year, call’d Nimes, begins up¬ 
on the Day of the vernal Equinox. 
Then all the great Men go to wifli the 
King a happy new Year, and fend him 
fome exqutfite Curioiicy, or at leaft Ve¬ 
netian Gold Crowns, which the ahfent 
Chams arealfo oblig’d to do. The Nobi¬ 
lity Cloath all their Servants and Slaves, 
borrowing Mony if they have it not, 
that they may not make an ill Omen for 
all the Year that is to follow; and this 
Conceit is fo deeply rooted in their 
Minds, that there is no Wretch but en¬ 
deavours that Day to be Clad all new 
from Head to Foot. There is betides a 
great expcnce in Eating and fendingPre- 
ferns to Friends, 

-T he Per fan) being Lovers of Learn¬ 
ing, they have their Colleges, or Medrts, 
where the Sciences are taught. Here the 
Student* have only their Lodging, and 
the Mttdres or Mailers expound to them 
thofe Books they Read. They are par¬ 
ticularly addidted to Poetry, and have aa 
excellent Genius tor it. Theyhavc choice 
Arabide Books, fonie of them tranflated 
into the Ptrfan Tongue, but all written, 
they having no Prefs; and in a curious 
Character, tor they Write well after fe¬ 
deral manners, either in Cipher or other- 
wife. Some value themfelves Upon wri¬ 
ting eleven fcveral forts of Hands, or 
Characters, which they make ufe of ac¬ 
cording to the Bufinefs in Hand, or 
Court they have to do with. The firft 
is call’d Jfaliky the fecond Curicate- 
Nesk, the third Saakefte, the fourth Et¬ 
her, the fifth Tab'.*, the fixth the 

feveuth Salty the eighth Kaler, the ninth 
Serenity the tenth Amtami, the eleventh 
Zaterraka 5 l hare Copies of them all 
made on half a Sheet a Paper, by that 
PerCtan Lord my Friend. 

As for Languages the Gentry ufe 
Four, lie the Par fan, which they call 
Bel i or Sw cut; the Tttrkljh call’d Scla- 
Jity or Haughty ; the Arabian Gefetch 
or Elegant; and the Fourth corrupt 
us’d by the Peafants call’d Volant. 


The P erf an is of it felf Barren in 
Words, and therefore borrows many 
from the Arabick, w-hich is the Language 
of the Learned, and in ufe for all Sci¬ 
ences. But at Court the King himfclf 
always fpeaks Turkijhy as the Great Mo¬ 
gul does Per fan at his. The Kings of 
Vizapcr 3 nd Golccnda uled the fame Lan¬ 
guage before they were made Prifoners 
by the Great Mogul. 

The bell Handicrafts inJfpahan are the Handy- 
Silk Weavers, fome of whom ingen iou fly craft*, 
flick Flowers with Gum on their Stiffs, 

They aifo work well in Steel; becaufe 
this Metal, which formerly went from 
Golccnda, where the heft is, to Damaf- 
cusy is now carry’d all to Ifpaban , where 
they now Temper as well as at Damaf- 
ettty with Vitriol. Their works in Sha¬ 
green and earthen Ware, are nothing 
worfe; the belt of which come from 
the Country about Kerman , and are 
white both within and without, but do 
not grow Hot fo foon. On the other 
fide the Silver and Goldfmirhs do no¬ 
thing to the purpofe; and Carpenters 
worfe, having no other Tools, but a 
pittiful Saw, an Ax, a Hammer, a Chi- 
zel, and rarely a Plane. _ 

The great ell Trade in Per fa is that Silk, 
of Silk of the Province of Ghilon, and 
other Places. The Dutch buy abundance, 
and what remains they weave, part 
whereof is alfo fold out of the Kingdom. 

Befidcs this the Piftaches of Casbiti and 
Almonds of rec.U bring a great deal of 
Mony into Per fa ; as does the Shagreen, 

Turky Leather, dry Fruit, and painted 
Stuffi, the Dutch carry to the India, Ja¬ 
pan and Europe and the Camels, Horles, 

Mules and Lambs that go into Turky and 
other parts. 

The Women in Per fa are extraordi- 
nary Beautiful, becaufe they are brought WoBOT1 ' 
from the Provinces of Cirrajjia, Men - 
grelitty and Georgia , syid from the Fron¬ 
tiers of Poland , Muscovy, and Great 
Tartary ; and this by way of Trade, the 
Perfans befidcs their Wives, and hir’d 
Women, buying Slaves to keep in the _ 

Aram, White and Black Enochs keep * 
them in their Apartments ; and go a- 
bioad with them to keep off the Peo¬ 
ple. In the Streets they go cover’d 
with a long Cloth, fo that they look like 
Gholls. 

Wben any Ptrfan is very Sick, they 
light feveral Fires on the top of the 
Houfe, to give the Neighbours Notice, 
that they may Pray for his Health. 

When he is Dead, they make dreadful 
Cries and Howling; efpecially the Wo¬ 
men, 
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men, who now and then Report the 
Gemelli. dead Men’s good Anions and Qualities, 
1694. and then give a Shriek by Fits, that is 
C/'-v^ Hideous to hear. Next they fend word 
to the Deroga, that fuch a Man is Dead, 
Funerals, for him to Seal the Licenfe to walh his 
Body. This done, the Mullahs conie 
from the Mofth , with long Poles, to 
which there are Tin or Iron Plates faft- 
, ned, or fome bit of Taffeta , and carry 
him to the Grave, crying all the way 
AUah, Allah. The People that pafs by 
help tp carry the Beer, at the Reqtieft 
of the Kindred. At the Funerals of 
great Men, feveral Horfes Saddled fol¬ 
low, one carrying the Turbane, ano¬ 
ther the Scimiter, another the Arrows, 
another the Bow, and all thofe Things, 
that may tend to their Honour. The 
Grave is commonly made in the great 
Church-yard,-call’d Carbefton, two Foot 
wide, and fix in length and depth. The 
Body being laid in it, with the Face to¬ 
wards Mecca, they place two Stones on 


each fide the Head, that it may not dir, 
and four more about the Grave, which 
then they fill up with Barth. For Pcr- 
fons of Note they erefl a Covering, or 
Roof, or little Cupola upon fa n Pil¬ 
lars ; nor is it true, as Tavernier fays. 
That they bury their Arms with Sol¬ 
diers ; but thofe chat are able di(tribute 
Meat to the Poor. The Mullahs aifo 
take care to go Eat at the dead Man’s 
Houfc, belides the Payment given them 
for the Funeral, To conclude, the Kin¬ 
dred and Friends go for feveral Days to 
Condole with the Heir. 

Only Soldiers are foi bid leaving Pious 
Legacies (fnch as we have Before Ipoke 
of in feveral Places) and fo thofe that 
have been Officers of Juftice, or ma¬ 
nage the King’s Revenues; becaofe he 
is their Ofiiverlal Heir, allowing the dead 
Man’s eldelt Son fome fmall Portion of 
the Eltatc, and railing him to the fame 
Degree, if he is capable of it. 


CHAP. IV. 

Of the Flowers, Fruit , Minerals , living Creatures, Coin, Arms, Climate j 

and Limits oj Perfia. 


« TN Perfa there are Flowers of all 

A forts, and the untill'd Fields are full 
of molt beautiful Tulips, but above ail 
it abounds in Rofes, from which they 
Dillil Water, and fend it into India, 
and other Countries. 

Fru ‘ lt;i The Fruit is much better than ours in 
Europe, and there are all forts of it •, 

Melons, bur die Melons have a molt lingular 
Talte, and exceed thofe of Parabito, in 
the Kingdom of Naples , which are coun¬ 
ted die belt. There are fix feveral forts, 
which ripen at feveral times. The firft 
of them call’d Ghermeik, are Yeliow, 
and ferve to Purge the Body, nor do 
they any harm, tho' a Man Eat never 
fo much of them; there being ter [urns 
that will Eat thirty Pounds in a Day. 
The focond which have a green Rind, 
are better tafted than the firft, and call’d 
Puoft-Sabs the third Facleri ■, the fourth 
Anagabati ■, the fifth Belgne \ the laft 
Carpufa-pais , or Autumn Melons, which 
keep all the Year about. 

Peaches. The Peaches are well tailed, and 
good, for tho’ I Eat never fo many, I 
did not find they did me any harm, not- 
withflanding- ancient Writers fay that 
they are Veneraous. The Figs are good, 
Vol. IV. 


but not found in all Parts of the King¬ 
dom, by reafon of the Cold of fome 
Countries. Almonds there are of fevc- 
ral forts, fuch plenty, and fo good, that 
they make a Trade of them, as they do 
of the Nuts, all about Indoftan ; and the 
Portuguefts carry them as far as China , 
which produces none. The Country a- 
bout Casbin and Sultania yields good Ti¬ 
ll aches •, and in the Provinces of Ghilan, 
and Mafandran, there are fbiite few 
Cheftnuts, Olives, Oranges, and Le¬ 
mons. 

Among the reft, there are three forts Grape;-, 
of delicious Grapes, which they call 
Kifemifii , without any fmall Seeds in 
them tho’ all others exceed thofe of 
the Kingdom of Naples, which are the 
belt in Italy. There is fuch great plen¬ 
ty of them, that befides what they Eat 
all the Year, the Wine made of them wine, 
ferves the Per fans, who from the high- 
eft to the loweft are great Drinkers, 
and fupplies all Indoftan, China, and o- 
ther Countries, The belt and molt De¬ 
licious is that of Sciras and Ted. In 
which Countries the Wine is not kept 
in Cask, as is us’d throughout Europe, 1 
but in Earthen Velfds glaz’d within, or 
X olft 
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Cemclli. Tails. The Cellars are not deep, but 
169+. haudfomly contriv’d to carry Friends 

t/'W down to Drink. To this pdfpofe there 
is commonly a Ciftern of Water ia the 
middle, Carpets on the Ground to fit 
down, and long rows of Niches in the 
Wall, with feverai Veflels of different 
forts of Wine. 

Hetbs. They have a fpecial Method of pre¬ 
fer ving all the a fore fa id forts of Fruit 
frefh the Year about, and particularly 
a fort of Plums call’d Abubexra, which 
are Red with fome Mixture. The bed 
Herbs for common ufe in Perfia, are 
Letticcs, Colworts, Borrage, and Spin- 
nage, befides Roots, 

Mmer. As for Mines there are fome of Cop¬ 
per, Lead, Iron, and Steel. In the 
Mountain Phimsku , four Days Journey 
from Me feed, they dig Turly Stones of 
great value, of two forts, the old and 
new r Rock. The firft fort are kept for 
the King, being of a more lively and 
lading Colour. Add to this the excel- 

PearU. lent Fife cry of Pearls at the Ifland Ba- 
harem. 

Reads of For ftrviceable Bealls the Per/tans 

Burden, have excellent Horfcs, good Mules, large 
Camels, and two forts of A Acs, the 
Per pan for Burden, and the Arabian 
which are more Metclefome to ride on. 
For Hunting there is ilore of wild Boars, 
Porcupines, red and fallow Deer, Roes, 
Hares, Tigers, Lions, Bears, and other 
wild Beads. This is fufficiently de- 
monftrated by Seta-Abas, his Building a 
Tower in Jfpahatt, with only the Bones 
of Creatures kill’d in one Day’s Hunt¬ 
ing } but it mull be obferv’d that thofe 
Princes caufe the Country for forty Miles 
about, or more, to be befet by 30, or 
40000 Men to drive all the Game to one 
Place. Foxes are counted unclean, and 
the Perpam do not only avoid killing 
or touching them, but will not come 
near a Man that has a Garment lin’d in 
their Furs. 

lewis. There is a prodigious quantity of 
Fowls, I vat particularly of Pig eons, wild 
Gcefe, Cranes, Ducks, Mallards, Tur¬ 
tles, Crows, Herons, and two forts of 
Partridges j the one no bigger than a 
Qiiail, and the other like thofe in Eu¬ 
rope. The Pigeons they keep in T owers 
are taught to Decoy the wild Pigeons 
to the Dovecote, or the Neighbours • 
which they often allure by giving them 
better Meat. 

Hawking, They man Hawks, and other Birds of 
Prey to kill thofe Birds, and ufe them 
alfo a gain ft four-footed Creatures, teach- 
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iog them thus. They ufe the Hawks to 
feed out of the hollow of the Eyes of 
wild Beads, whofe Skull and whole Skin 
fluff’d, they preferve to that purpofe, 
that they may look as if they were a- 
live } then they make them move, and 
by degrees fwiftcr and Iwifter; fb that 
the Bird greedy of Food follows them. 

At lad, tying the counterfeit Bead on 
a Cart, they make a Horie draw it upon * 
a full Gallop j arid fb when the Hawk is 
abroad, expelling to find the fame Food, 
he fixes on the living Bead’s Head, and 
pecking its Eyes, gives time to the Hun¬ 
ters to overtake, and kill it. 

Befides Hawks and Dogs, they make Q n res. 
ufe of a fort of Creatures they cal] On- 
fee, about the bignefs of a Fox, very 
1 wife, their Skins fpeckled like Tigers, 
and Jb Tame, that they carry them be- ■ 
hind them a Horfc-back ; but if the Hun¬ 
ter through Midake, flips them after 
their Game at too much Difad vantage, 
fo that they cannot overtake it, they 
are fo much cad down with Shame, that 
an Infant may kill them. 

No Gold is Coin’d in Perfta (as was . 
faid above) except at the Coronation of C 0,ni * 
Kings. There are three forts of Silver 
Mony ; the Abajp worth four Carlines 
of Naples ; the Marmtdi worth wo Car¬ 
lines ; and the Setae worth one j there 
arc alfo pieces of an Abajf 1 and a half, 
and of rwo, but they are fcaree,, Thcfc 
Pieces have no Effigies on them, but 
only CharaQcrs, which on the one fide 
Import the Name of the King then 
Reigning, and on the other the Name of 
the City where they are Stamp’d, with 
the Year of the Mahometan Epoca. 

The. Brafs Mony is of feverai Forms, 
and Stamps, for in fome Places they are 
call’d Kasbckes , in others Gazjcs, forty 
of which make an Abajfu The Caz.es 
on the one fide have a Lion, ahd on the 
other the Name of the City. The Kas¬ 
bckes are round, like the Gaz.es , but 
there are alio fome longifli. 

The Ptrpan Weapons are for the mod w ns 
part. Bows, Arrows, and Seim iters; aa j stfl. 
tho’ they know how to manage a Mas- diery. 
ket, and have the ufe of Cannon, and 
Mortars. There is no trading to their 
Infantry, which may be compar’d to our 
Battalions in the Kingdom of Naples, but 
their chief Strength confids in Horfe ; 
for the King upon the lead Oil can 
raife [50000 good Men, upon better 
Horfes. But they Fight in Gonfufion, 
without any Order. For the Sea, they 
have not fo much as an arm’d Brigan¬ 
tine. 
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Climate. 


Snow, 


The Air and Climate differs according 
to the feveral Provinces. Edz.erbagan 
is exceffive Cold, but Healthy Masxan- 
dran bad by reafon of the Handing Wa¬ 
ters ; Ifpahan, which is almoft the Heart 
of the Kingdom, is more fubjed to Cold 
than Heat, becaufe of the abundance of 
Snow that falls inftead of Raiu,^ tho’ it 
is Tea ted in 32 Degrees, and a. few Mi¬ 
nutes of Latitude. The Heat is tolera¬ 
ble even in the Dog-days, and not at¬ 
tended with the Plague of Bugs, Fleas, 
Gnats, and ocher trOublefome Infe&s. 

The Snow, as I have laid, falls in 
fuch quantities in Winter, that fbme- 
times it rifes above a Stone three Spans 
high, a League from the City, towards 
the Mountain; by which rhe Ter fans 
judge of the Frnitfulnefs of the Year. 
In the Southern Provinces, and particu¬ 
larly at the Ports of Bander-Abafft , and 
Bander-Conga, Oil the Gulph of Perfia, 
the Heat is Exceffive, and Hurtful; for 
it breeds in the Legs of Europeans, a fort 
of ftender Worms fifty, or lixty Spans 
long, which are afterwards drawn out by 


little and little, in feveral Days, rowPd 
on a Stick. The great Men retire at 
that time to the Cool neighbouring Moun¬ 
tains. 

Several Nations hdve formerly reign’d 
in Perfia, and extended their Dominion 
into all the three Parts Of the Woritl 
then known. In Afid they poflefs’d Ar¬ 
menia, Perfia , India on this tide Ganges, 
Affyria, Syria, the Idler Afia, and the 
Illand of Cyprus . In Afnck they had 
Egypt, part of Ethiopia , and Tibia, in 
Europe, Thracia, and Macedonia ; befides 
the Ulands of the Egean Sea, belonging 
both to Europe , and Afia. Under the 
Parthian Monarchy the Perfian Empire 
contain’d all that lies between the Rivers 
Indus, and Euphrates. At prefent to come 
to the Matter in Hand, that is, to mo¬ 
dern Affairs, it is bounded on the Not th 
by the Cafpian Sea; on the South by the 
Oceart ; on the Eaft by the Moguls Coun¬ 
try, and on the Weft by the Turktfii Do¬ 
minions, from which it is parted by the 
Rivers Tigris and Euphrates. 
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CHAP. V. 

The Genealogy of the Family now Reigning in Perfia. 


A 


Fter Tamerlan had routed. Baja- 
m z.ethh Army, and made him and 
his Wife Captives; he carry'd his victo¬ 
rious Arms into Perfia, and prelcribing 
Laws to thofe People by the Point of his 
much dreaded Sword, he became in a 
lhort time the richeft, and moft power¬ 
ful Prince in the Eaft. His cruel Incli¬ 
nation not being fatisfy’d with the Spoils 
of Nations fubdu’d, he drove away ma¬ 
ny Thotifands of Prifoners out of Cara- 
mania , with a delign to put them to 
Death upon the firft Opportunity. But 
it was the good Fortune of thofe Wret¬ 
ches, that when he came into the City 
Ardevil, he found a Sceik, whole Name 
was Aidar, who liv’d with the Repu¬ 
tation of San£tity ; and growing Fami¬ 
liar with him, he not only granted him 
the Lives of all thofe Captives, but the 
Dominion over them. The good Aidar 
having obtain’d this, provided for them 
the belt he could, and gave them their 
Liberty to return home ; in memory of 
which Benefit thofe People ever conti¬ 
nu’d molt Affeffionate to him, and all 
his Race. 

The Perfians finding themfelvcs op- 
preft’d by the Tartar Yoke from the 
Year 1250, and being con fum’d with Ci- 
Vol. IV; 


Vil Wars, by reafon of the Divifions ^ nov : 
in the Family of the Vjfum-Cajfanh ; deftript. 
Ifmael Soft the Third, Son of Sceik-Ai- li b, 2. 
dar, with the Alii fiance of the Car am*- ca t’ u 
man’s, taking Courage, began to feize 
the Empire; firft Pofleffing himfelt of 
Tamis, wliich was divided into Faftions, 
and afterwards routing Alumni, King of 
Perfia , or as others will have it Ahtante , 
the Son of Jam puts , the Son of Vjfum- j„giok!h 
Caffan , and killing him with his own in geftis 
Hand near that City. This hapned a- u fi m c *fi 
bout the Year of our Lord 1499, and > m ' 
from that time forward Perfia was call’d 
the Kingdom of Sophi, as being fubjeft Jfffi 1 
to the Race of Ifmael. Some, tho’ with¬ 
out any Ground, will have it, That this Bi - drf0 de 
Man Y!as Vfitm-Caffan’% Grandfon, as be- rebus Per- 
ing Born of his Daughter, and o( Sitai- fids, 
dari, fur nam’d Arduelle, of a City of 
that Name he was Poflefs’d of: But the 
trueft Opinion is, That he was Son to 
Sceik-Aidar, as has been Lid, the great 
Grandfon ot Mortuz-Ali, Mahomet'S 
Coufin, and Son-in-Law. 

T ummits fucceeded his Father Ifmael ; Tamthsj 
and Tammus left for his SuccelTor Ifmael Ifmael 2: 
the Second, who by reafon of his Cru¬ 
elty fate but a Ihort time on the Throne, , 

his Brother Mahomet - Codabende, tho’ Coitbebib. 
X 2 un- 
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iinskiUM in Government, being fee up 
Gemetli. by the great Ones in his Place. Some 
1694. are of Opinion that this Mm was Blind ■, 
l/vM but the Truth of it is,- That his Eyes 
were vveakncd by a red hot Iron his Bro¬ 
ther caus’d to be held to them, the fir ft 
Day he came to the Crown ■, which Cu- 
Horn continues to this Day among his 
SefcAbtu Succeflbrs. After Mahomet, Scut-Abas 
the Firft, his Son, Reign’d, and was 
call’d the Great, for his extraordinary 
Wifdom and Valour, with which he ex¬ 
tended the I .imits of the Empire, Con¬ 
quering the Kingdoms of Lar, Ormuz., 
Candabar, and other Cities and Provinces. 
Of many Sons he had only Sofi-Afirza 
Liv’d, who having got a S0.1 on a Slave ; 
the Grandfather grew fo Fond of the 
Grandfon, and fo Averfe to his own Son, 
that he order'd a great Man about the 
Court to put him to Death. Vet after¬ 
wards feeing his Head he lamented Bit¬ 
terly, feiz’il ail the Goods of him that 
Executed the cruel Command, and gave 
them to him he had before Banilh’d for 
refufing to Obey it. From that time 
forward, the King’s Sons have always 
been kept in the Atom, Seta-Abas Dy’d 
about the end of the Year 1628, having 
Reign’d forty Years; and Order’d, that 
after his Death the Crown Ihould De¬ 
volve to Scia-Sofi, his Grandfon, which 
was perform’d by the General of the 
Army, and the reft of the great Ones, 
fitftf Scia-Sefi coming to the Crown, could 
J ‘ not,at firft give any Specimen of his Va¬ 
lour, as well becaufe lie was yet a Child, 
as by realon of much Opium given him 
by his Grandfather to Stupify him. The 
firft notable Affcion he did was at Cas- 
bi?i, where he order’d the Head of AU~ 
CultCMi (a Man that had deferv’d well 
from the Crown, as having in the Reign 
of Scia-Abas Conquer’d the Kingdoms 
of Lar, and Ormuz') and of three of 
his Sons to be cut off Then making 
his Entry into Ifpahan, he did the fame 
• to feven principal Minifters of his Court, 

whom he had drawn to the Palace with 
fair Words, and ferv’d the Queen-Mo¬ 
ther in the fame manner -, fo abfolute is 
the Power of thofe Monarchs, and fo 
ready the Obedience of their Subjefts. 
Some may perhaps imagine that the 
People at the fight of thofe Heads would 
enquire into the Caufe why they were 
cut off, and blame their King’s Cruelty; 
but the beft of it is, That all the Peo¬ 


ple in the Meidan, without any further 
Conlideration laid. Since the King has or¬ 
der'd thej'e Dogs to be cut to Deaths it is 
a Sign they de ferv’d it. Scia-Sofi Dy’d in 
tbe'Vear 1642. of hard Drinking. 

His Son Seta-Abas the Second, fuc- ScU-Abtt 
ceeded him, having been kept at Cat- 2, 
bin, fo that he did not make his folemn 
Entry into Jfpahau, till the beginning of 
the enfuing Year 1643. He Reign’d 
21 Years with the Reputation of a Va¬ 
liant, and Noble Prince; but fo addi¬ 
cted to Drunkcnncfs, that one Day he 
caus’d three of his Women to be Burn’d, 
becaufe they refus’d to Drink more 
Wine. He dy’d of an Inflammation caus’d 
by that Vice in the City Telvusn , and 
the Year 1664, 

The great Men that were then at 
Court immediately fent the General of 
the Musket iers, with the chief of the 
Aftrologers to carry the News to liis 
Son ; who tearing his Garments that 
Moment in token of Grief, fate him 
down at the Door of the Aram. Then 
a Lord appointed for that purpofe draw¬ 
ing near girt on his Sword, faying, a 
Slave of his had obtain’d fo great an 
Honour. Then the King put on the 
Soft's Gap, which is wide at die top, 
with twelve Gathers in memory of their 
twelve Prophets, and fomething like a 
Ciiinder, half a Span long, and cover’d 
with the fame Cloth. Then abundance 
of Drums and Trumpets founding, the 
People ran into the Meidan , every one 
crying out, Patfcia-Sal-amtUk \ that is, 

I Salute thee Emperor j which is all the 
Solemnity of the Mahometan Corona¬ 
tion, as has been faid elfewhere. Not 
long after, falling Skk, by the Advice 
of the Pbyficians, he chang’d his Name, 
and took that of Scia-SeUmon j as we 
have related at large in the foregoing 
Book. He dy’d on the 29th of July 
1594, whilft 1 was at Ifpahan j exprefly 
forbidding his Son to Pra&icc the an¬ 
cient but cruel Cuftom of their Family, 
of putting out their Brother’s Eyes with 
red hot Irons. 

Saa-Ofen afeended the Throne on the j^tr^ 
<5th of Augtfjl, that fame Year, at the 
Age of twenty Five ; and tho’ hitherto 
he has fulfill’d his Father’s Command, 
yet he will not fail in time to Blind his 
Brothers and Nephews, according to 
the antient Cuftom j if he does not put 
them to Death. 
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CHAP. VI. 

Of the feveral 'Employments in the Perfian Cotirt. 


T HE Prime Poll in the Perfian 
Court is that of Atmath-Dtdet, 
who is like the grand Fiver in Titrky, 
All the Afiairs of the Kingdom run 
through his Hands, and he contrary to 
the Turk, difpatches mare Bufinefs with 
the Pen, than with the Sword j nor is he 
fo fubjedt to go to the War, or to lofe 
his Head for the leaf! Miicarriage. But 
he is to take the proper Meafures to 
Govern well, and not propofe any thing 
to the King that may difpleafe him. 

The next great Officer is the Nazjtr, 
who has charge of all that is prefented to 
the King, 

The next is the Mether who is a white 
Eunuch, waitiug always in the Bed- 
Chamber, and about tbe King’s Perlon, 
with feverai Handkerchiefs in a Purfe to 
fupply him when he wants. 

The Mir-akor-Bafci has charge of the 
Stables, which are alfoa Place of Refuge, 
and takes care that the King’s Horfcs be 
branded on the left Leg, to know them 
from others ^ and that none of 40000 
Souldiers the King keeps be miffing. 

The great Mailer of the Game is 
call’d Mirfcikar. He looks to the Hawks, 
and has under him all the Officers that 
belong to the Hunt. 

The Segon-Bafci has charge of the 
Dogs, and other Bealls for Hunting, and 
is fubordinate to the Mirfcikar. 

The Sindar-Bafti is Head of thofe that 
keep the Saddles, and hold the Stirrup, 
when the King gets a Horfeback i he is 
alio call’d Ozjwgu-curftfci. 

The Ktbifci-carfifa carries the King’s 
Sword. 0 ’ 

The Oriage-carffci carries the Bow and 
Arrows. 

The Secretary is call’d Fakanaviz.. 

The Kafnadar-Bafci, is in the nature 
of a Treafurer, that keeps all the Mony 
in the King’s Coffers. 

The great Steward is call’d Agati- 
Bafci. 

The Kings fir ft Phyfician is call’d Ka- 
him-Bafci , by whofe advice the others 
are receiv’d. 

The Mailer of the Ceremonies or In- 
trodaftor of Ambafiadors is call’d Mih- 
mander- Bafci. 

Monagem-Bafci, is the Chief of the A- 
llrologers, by whom, as 1 laid before 
the King is rul’d in all his undertak¬ 
ings. 


The Divan- Beg, is fupreme Judge both 
inciviland criminal Affairs, and has his 
Court in the King’s Houle. He is Judge 
ofAppeals from aIIProvinces in the King¬ 
dom, and receives Informations againll 
the Chams, and other great Men. 

The Deroga is under the DivAn- Beg, to 
whom a!! appeal that are wrong’d by him. 
He punifhes Thieves and fuch that are 
guilty of Capital Crimes. 

The Sofragi-Bafci is he that lays the 
Cloth of Gold on the Carpet before the 
King. 

The Sciraci-Bafci is to provide the 
Kings Sellar with Wine. 

The Mefcaldar-Bafci is chief of thofe 
that carry Flambeaux. He furnilhes the 
Court with Wax-candles} and takes care 
that the Gold Lampsin the Royal Hall 
be fupply’d. To him belong all the 
Fines laid on thofe that play at Cards 
and Dice, whichare forbid by their Law. 

The Kawgi-Bafd has charge of the 
Coffee and Role-water. 

The GUra-Bafci is the Surgeon, who 
Bleeds and Shaves the King’s Head. 

Tbe Capigi-Bafci is head Porter. 

The MeleQegiar-Bafci keeps the King’s 
Cloth, and has care to deliver it out to 
the Tailors to make his CJoaths. 

The Gelodar-Bafci isChief of the Foot¬ 
men. 

The Mirab is the Overfeer of the Wa¬ 
ters, who get confiderably by the Coun¬ 
try People, becaufc it is his Bufinefs to 
diftribute the Water for Watering the 
Fields. 

The Zegher- Bafci has Power over all 
thofe that work Carpets with Gold and 
Silver, and Cloth for the King’s Houf- 
fiold. This is done in the Place call’d 
Karhron , where they alio makeScimicers, 
Bowsand Arrows, Silver Rings, becaufe 
the Mahometans may not fry their ufual 
Prayers with Gold Rings on their Fin¬ 
gers, and they Paint in Miniature on a 
fort of Verniih made of Gum Maltick, 
and a Mineral Oyl, found not far from 
Sciamaki on the Cafpign Sea. 

The Nakkafce-Bafci is Head of thcle 
Painters or Limners. 

The Negear-Bafci is nothing but the 
Chief of the Kings Carpenters. 

The Ambardar-Bafci keeps the Grain 
and other Provifions for the Kings own 
nfe. 

The 
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The Odunci-Bafci keeps the Wood to 
burn. AH thefe Mechanicks have feve- 
rai Afllftantsuader them,who have Flefh, 
Butter, Rice, and Spice allow’d for their 
doyly Maintenance. 

The Tdcamd-Bafii is Snpervifor of 
the King’s Kitchin, and commands thofe 
that are to ferve at Table; whence he 
always takes the belt Dilh. 

In War the King of Per ft* is ferv d 
by four forts of Souldiers, each of which 
has its own General. The firil is the 
Terftan commanded by the Saper-Satar, 
whole Coin minion is worth above 20000 
Tomans a Year. The fecond is of the 
Cerfcit or Keflbafcit, that is, red Head, 
becaufe formerly they wore red Caps, 
who make a Body of zzooo goodSouldi- 
ers, their General is call’d Curfei-Baft, 
and has about 15c jo T<v»4»j Pay. The 
inferior Officers among thefe Souldiers 
are the Minsbafcis , who command a 
thou laud Men, the Jusbafcis a hundred, 
and the Ombafris ten, every Sou Idler has 
15 Tomans a Year Pay. The third fort 
is of the GttUms, or the King’s Slaves, 
who for the molt pait are Georgian Re- 
negadoes, or of other Nations, who 
reckon that Slavery a great Favour, for 
the allowance of five, or at moft eight 
Tomans a Year. Their General is call’d 
Gular- Ago ft. They arc arm’d with Sci- 
miters, Bows, Arrows, Coats of Mail, 
and Head-pieces. The King fometimes 
gives them good Employments for their 
Lives, and fometimes when they behave 
the'mfel' es well they are continu’d in 
their Sons, fo they be Men when their 
Fathers dye, The Tufnkgi compofe an¬ 
other Body of 50000 Men. Thefe are 
Peafants, ’who fight with Musket and 
Sdmitcr, and have four or five Tomans 
pay. They being generally very ill dif- 
ciplin’d, the Cbams of the feveral Pro¬ 
vinces make them exerdfe every three 
Months. Their General is call’d Tuft- 
ei-Ba fci. 

The Efctk-Agafi is Commander of two 
thoufand KcfielHfi , or the Kings pecu¬ 
liar Guards, newly brought up, who car¬ 
ry fuch a heavy Musket that it looks 
rriore like a Falconet. 

The TafmfBafri is General of the 
Artillery, whereof the Ter fans have fome ■ 
fmall Stock, but only in the frontier Pla¬ 
ces; for we laid before they have no 
fighting Ships, and thofe Vcflels they 
make life of on the Gulph of Per fa and 
Caff ian Sea agiitnft the Vsbeks and Kat- 
nmks are very ill provided. 

The cbams or Governors of Provin¬ 
ces, and all the Officers of the King’s 


Houfhold are cholen from among the 
Corfcis , or Guiams, becaufe they are well 
Shap’d, Brave, and of good Countenan¬ 
ces, which-the Perfsrns are not, for if 
they have any of thefe Qualifications it 
comes to them by the mixture of Blood 
with the Georgians, or fome other Na¬ 
tion dwelling on the C afpian , or Black- 
Sea; and therefore the King himfelf, and 
the great ones endeavour to get Children 
by fome renegate Georgian Woman. This 
Employment of the O/ams is one of the 
bell a Man can wiffi for, becaufe they are 
fear’d and honour'd like fo many little 
Kings. Their Revenues are feven or 
eight thoufaud Tomans a Year, and they 
continue a long while unlefs they be 
found guilty of fome heinous Crime. 

’Tis true at the Nmus or beginning of 
the Year they mult make the King a con- 
fid erable.Prefent; and every one be at 
the whole cxpcnce of his Kitchin for a 
Week. Thofe Provinces where the 
King has taken away the Title of Chants, 
to favethe ufelefs expence of his Reve¬ 
nue are under Governors call’d Ajfefs. 

Now follows the fecond Rank of thofe jheiV^i 
Officers, who have the charge of Religi¬ 
on, adminifter Jultice and infpeCt Ac¬ 
counts, and as in Temporals the Atmath- 
Dulet is the Chief, fo in Spirituals the 
Nahab or Sedre fits as Supreamvvith two 
inferior Judges, the one call’d Sctsk, or 
Axond, and the ot her Caf, of whom we 
have laid enough in the Chapter concern¬ 
ing ftcligh/B. 

The Building of every is direct¬ 
ed by its Monteveli ; and every Mofrh 
has a Movaz.cn to call the People to Pray¬ 
ers from the Top of it, the Words he 
fays when he cries out to them in his 
Language are. There is but one only God 
and Mahomet is his Prophet. 1 

In the Chamber of Accounts call’d Xp/enuu. 
Defter-Kent, the Kings Patrimony runs 
through the Hands of the Mofof and 
Mismatch Thefe value the King’s Farms, 
molt of the Land in the Kingdom being 
his, and they let them out Yearly, or for 
Lives to private Perform ; receive all the 
Rents, and enter into their Books all the 
Expences on inferior Officers. This 
Chamber has its particular Dtroga, to 
pUDtft thofe that defraud the King. 

By thefe feveral Employments and 
Officers, every Man may guefshowmuch 
the Per fan Court exceeds any other of 
the Eafl, in Splendor and Magnificence; 
without my taking the pains to ffiew it, 
which would perhaps be offenlive to the 
Reader.

The AatbaAs Joar/iej to Sciras. 


F , Francis of St. Joftfh, had perfwa- 
ded me feverat times to Travel 
with him to Rente but finding me fully 
refolv’d to go on to fndojlan, he thought 
fit to take the fame Courfe. He there¬ 
fore hir’d twelve Mules of a Ciarvattar 
of Sciras-, for us and otir Baggage, and 
we fet out two Hours after Night, on 
Wedrtefday the. 1 It of September ; F, Frart¬ 
ists, K Corsflantirie of the Holy Gbofl , 
both PortKguefc Angstftinians, F. Severi- 
tssis of St, Jofeph, a B a re-foot Carmelite 
of Naples, and I. All of us taking our 
Leaves of the other Fathers with tender 
AfFe&ion. 

Being out of Jffahan, and its Neigh¬ 
bourhood, we held on our way by 
Moon Light, and Travelling nine Miles 
in four Hours, through a plain but bar¬ 
ren Country, came to the little Village 
of Spam is a , where we were forc’d to 
Lodge that Night in the Mud Caravan- 
fera, and to ftay all Thar [day 2d, for 
the Load of Wine, left at the Dwcl- 
ling-Boufe of the Dtttchi through the 
care lefnefs of the Ctarvmtdr. In this Vil- 
lage King Scia-Abas gave many Lands 
to a Perfan Nobleman in Exchange for 
the two Villages of ifpthan, taken from 
him when he remov’d court from 
Sciras. They lay that Lord was fo pow¬ 
erful, that the King difmounted when 
he pafs’d before his Honfc: but I will 
not Vouch for the Truth of it. I ha¬ 
ring kill’d a great many Pigeons, and 
the Load of Wine being come by Noon, 
we Supp’d merrily at Night. 

Then mounting an Hour after Sun- 
fet, we 11 a veil’d 24 Miles in ten Hours 
to t he Village and Caravanfera of Maptr, 
fnffering much by the Cold and Wind. 
Here of our own free Will we gave the 
Rattars four Abaffls, but would give no¬ 
thing to two Wretches that guarded the 
way in the Mountains. The Caravan- 
fera. here mention’d was half a Mile 
from the Village, Built twelve Years 
before that time by Scia-Selemen, and 
truly the Structure is Magnificent, be¬ 
ing of good Brick, adorn’d with long 
tows of Trees, and the Game about it 
preferv’d for the King. 

Having refted all Friday 3d, we ie; 
out at the Hme Hour as the Day be¬ 
fore, and after fix teen Miles riding in 
fix Hours, through a barren Country, 


came ro the little Mud City of Cstmssf 
cia, feated in a fruitful Plain abounding 
in excellent Fruit. We flaying here 
all Day the Fourth, I Diverted my felf 
with (hooting of Pigeons. The Kna- ' 
very of the Ciarvattars was the caufe 
of our Travelling by Night, becaufe 
they Slept by turns on their AfTes, as 
found as if they had been in Down Beds, 
nothing concern’d that *we loft our 
Sleep. To remedy this Evil, 1 refolv’d 
with F. Francis, to threaten to Beat 
them, if they ever Slept again upon the 
Afs ; for then they would certainly Tra¬ 
vel by Day. They taking no Notice of 
the Warning given, had good Correftion 
that Night, being taken in the Faft 3 
and from that time, as we had forefeen 
they began to Travel by Day- 

Saturday 4th, therefore we fet out two 
Hours before Night, and Hiding lixteen 
Miles in fix Hours, over a barren Coun¬ 
try, flopp’d at the Caravanfera of Maf- 
fnr-Bek , near which there were two 
Country Houfes. Sunday 5th 'we took 
our Journy about the fame time after 
Travelling ten Miles pafs’d in the Night 
by the little Village of Amiabat, where 
betides the Caravanfera is an Earth Fort, 
made by the King. Advancing as ma¬ 
ny Miles further we took tip at the good 
Caravanfera of Tyefacas, feated on the 
Bank of the River; tho’ the other dwel¬ 
lings are feated on the Rock , and in 
fuch manner, that the place is fuppos’d 
to have been formerly a Fort. Here 
we found better Bread than at Ifpaban, 
the Inhabitants being all well tc pafs. 
That Night the Ciarvattars were allow’d 
to Sleep on their Afiifh Bed, in reward 
for their Expedition the Day before. 

Monday 6'cb, we departed at the fame 
time, and Traveil’d 32 Miles in twelve 
Hours, through Valleys naked of all 
Trees, and expos’d to Robbers 3 for 
which rcafbn Sda-Ahs Built the Fort of 
Giambet , in the mid way, where there 
is a Garrifon ftill kept. At break of 
Day we came to the Caravanfera of the 
Village of Digbirdu 3 but finding it ta¬ 
ken ti|? were forced to lie in a ruin’d 
Honfe, or rather a Stable, with our 
Beafts.

The other Garden is on the left of 
the Road, coming from Ifpahan. This 
is one of the befi about Sciras. for it has 
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noc only double Rowes of CiprefTes all 
GemelU. about it, but is a perfect regular Wood 
^ 99 4 < of Rofes and Fruit-Trees, being all cut 
into Squares, like a Chels-board, But 
the Wall about it was fallen in many 
Places.

The reft of the King’s Gardens are 
in a wretched Condition, through the 
neglcff of thofe that ought to take care 
of them; as is nfual in all parts of the 
World, where they are not afraid of 
the Prince’s Eye, and the Officers are 
noc call’d to juftify their proceedings. 


CHAP. IX. 

The Defer ip tiers of Darius’* Palace , and other Ruins o/'Perfepolis. 


T HO’ many, with reafon, are of 
Opinion, there is nothing in the 
World more wonderful, or to be ad¬ 
mir’d by curious Perfons, than what 
Hill remains of the magnificence of the 
ancient Rome ■, yet there are fome that 
affiim all this is nothing if compar’d with 
the Pyramids of Egypt, and the Works 
of Alexander the Gieat, that laft to this 
Day. But thofe who have traveled fur¬ 
ther do maintain that neither the Roman 
nor Egyptian Antiquities, nor the Stru¬ 
ctures of AUxander the Great are to be 
compar’d to the Ruins of Perfcpolis , and 
among the reft to Darius’ s Palace; A 
juftify able Cuiioftcy therefore prevail¬ 
ing upon me, oaWednefday 15th I hir’d 
two Horfcs, for my Self and my Servant, 
for three Abajfu a Day, and letting out 
rode zo Miles before I came to the Ri¬ 
ver and Bridge of Pdixan. In this place 
there were Rattan , but Civil, and not 
Troublefomc to Travellers like thofe of 
Tauris. Then leaving the Mountains 
wc travell’d a marfhy Road, and at fifteen 
Miles end ar. Hour befoie Sun fet, we 
alighted at the Caravanjera of the Vil¬ 
lage of Mo-x,if con, half a League diftant 
from Darius’ s Palace. 

The Carvanfedar, or Keeper of the 
Caravan fern inquir’d of my Servant what 
brought me thither, and knowing the 
Cuufe of my coming faid to him, if your 
Mafter can read an Infcription, there is 
in the Palace, he will find a great Trea- 
fure \ but if he cannot, a flu re him that 
when he goes into a certain Grot he will 
remain there Dead. The Armtnianbe- 
ing frighted at thefe Words, when I 
was goingon Thurfday i<5th in the Morn¬ 
ing to fee that Antiquity, fet him lei f fo 
pofitively not to go with mq, that I 
had enough to do to get him gt lea ft to 
flay a Mile from the Place to look to the 
Horfes. 

D ■ * To come to the Point, this vaft Fa- 
Palace. 5 is at the Foot of a high Mountain, 

that overlooks a Plain above thirty 
Miles in Length, and twenty in Breadth, 


where the famous Perfspoits is hippos’d 
to have flood. The Front of it looks 
towards the Weft, and is 500 of my 
Paces in Length the North Side 400, 
the South 2 50} on the Eaft it has the 
Mountain iuftead of a Wall. Its Shape, 
as may appear by the Dimenfions, is ir¬ 
regular, and may be compar’d to a For- 
tiefs ■, for thoit has no Towers, as was 
us d when ic was built, yet it has on e- 
very Side feveral Angles at certain Di- 
ftances, umipi mly difpos’d, and may 
be call’d half Baft ions, according to the 
true Rules of Military Architecture. 

The Stones it is made of are of a prodi¬ 
gious Magnitude, and it plainly ap¬ 
pears they were dug in the neighbouring 
Mountain, as well becaufe of its near- 
nefs, as becaufe they make the top of it 
plain, and equal with the Palace. The 
Walls of the firft Floor ftill Handing, 
are ertifted over with Black Marble, 
and in Ibme Places 10, in others zo, 
and in others 30 Foot high. 

On the South Side outwards there is An Ttt . 
an Infcription cut on an empty Space Rription. 
1 5 Spans long, and 7 broad, in fuch a 
Character, that there is now no imder- 
ftanding Perfon in the World that can 
make any thing of it. It is neither ed¬ 
ict , nor Hebrew, nor Arabick , nor Greek, 
nor of any of thore Languages the Learn¬ 
ed have Knowledge, but only Triangles 
of feveral Sorts, feverally plac’d, the 
various placing whereof perhaps form¬ 
ed divers Words, and express'd fome 
Thoughts. The moft receiv’d Opinion 
is, that they are Characters of the an- 
tient Goris, who were Sovereigns of 
perfia but this is not ealily to be made 
out, the Goris themfelves being at pre- 
fent very ignorant as to their Antiqui¬ 
ties, and unfit to give any Judgment of 
fuch things. 

The great Stair-cafe of the Palace is 
on the Weft Side, but not juft in the 
middle, being a little cowards the North 
on the Side or the Village of Mtrxafcon,

Gemtlli. of the lame Marble on the other. Both 
iffp4- of them are of the fame Workmanfhip, 
and in the midlt of each is a fquare 
Landing Place, as broad as the Stairs, 
to reft, and then turning to fiich ano¬ 
ther, it leads up to the Tirft Floor* f° 
that the Stair-cafe makes three Quarters 
of a Circle * and ie afcends two oppo- 
fite ways, that is, on the right and left 
circularly up to the firlt Floor, as was 
faid above. I cannot think any Words 
can exprefs its Magnificence * for if we 
regard the breadth, it is of 30 Foot, it 
the ealinefs of the Afcent it is fuch that 
there are 95 Steps to rife, 22 Geome¬ 
trical Feet. The Stones are 30 and 35 
Spans long each, and of a proportiona¬ 
ble depth, fo that fix or feven Steps are 
cut out of one Stone * and if it hapned 
to break in any Place, it was fo artifi¬ 
cially mended, that the fharpeft Eye can 
fcarce find out the Joyut* and hence it 
is that thofe who are lefs undemanding, 
think thofe Stairs are either made of one 
Stone, which would be impoflible, or 
elfe cut out of the Rock. Befides, both 
the Stairs and Walks, are of a Sort of 
Black Marble, fo hard, that it has with- 
ftood the Injuries of Time for fo many 
Ages, and preferves the Memory of fo 
Wonderful and rare a Work. 

From the fquare Landing Place, where 
the two Stair-cafes end you go into a 
Portico of White Marble, 20 Foot wide. 
The Architrave is now fallen * but by 
the Pillars ftill ftanJin* it appears to 
have been built with fuch Art and Ma~ 
fiery, that it will be hard to find the 
Remains of any Roman Stru&ure to 
compare with it. On it are carv’d in 
Bafs Relieve two Beafts, as big as Ele- 
phancs, holding out their Heads, as if 
they look’d at the aforefaid Stair-cafes. 
They ar<? either fome odd Fancy of the 
Workmen, or elfe fqme Hieroglyphick 
of the Antients to exprefs the Empires 
of the Modes and Per Jims, the Bodies 
being like Horfes ; the Feet and Tails 
of Oxen, long, and turning up like a 
Lions. 

Twenty Spans further upon the fame 
Line, arc two fluted Columns with their 
Capitals and Bafes, of a whitifh Stone, 
but fome what inclining to Red, __ Their 
height befides Capitals and Bafes is about 
70 Foot, and fo thick, that three Men 
can fcarce fathom them, every one of 
them having 40 Flutes, each 3 Inches 
over. At a like diftance (freight for¬ 
ward there are two other Pilafters, neat¬ 
ly carv’d like the l irft, only with this 
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difference, that the Beafts carv’d on the 
latter have Wings and Men’s Heads 
looking towards the Mountain. Over 
each of thefe Columns there are three 
Infcripdons in the fame Charader, mak¬ 
ing in all Twelve, 

Beyond this Portal, or Hal!, for fucli 
the Order of the Columns and Pilafters 
feem to make it, on the right Side is 
fuch another double Stair-Cafe, leading 
to the upper Chambers. It is narrow¬ 
er, being but 25 Foot broad, and ihort- 
er than the Firft, but incomparably more 
Beautiful and Stately* for on its Walls 
and Parapets there is fbmething carv'd 
in Bafs Relieve, like a Triumph, confut¬ 
ing of a great Train of People jn feverai 
Parcels, finely clad, carrying fome Ban¬ 
ners, and others Gifts to offer. At lalfc 
comes a Chariot drawn by ftveral Horfes, 
with a little Altar, out of the middle 
whereof a Flame rifts. This might up¬ 
on good Grounds be faid to be feme 
Proceffio.i for Sacrifice, for we know, 
and particularly from Herodotus , that, 
the antient Perjians ador’d the Fire * and 
that the Rings carry'd k along with 
them in a ftately Chariot when they 
went to War * and perhaps thofe ! faid 
were Offerings, areCaskets of Perfumes, 
which the ingenious Carver Feigns are 
carry’d before it to burn now and then. 
On the other fide are carv’d wild Beafta 
fighting, and among them a Lion and a 
Bull are done to the udmoft Perfection, 
their Fiercancfs being fo lively repre¬ 
sented, that it feems to make Nature it 
{elf Blufh * and this the more becaufe 
the hardnefs of the Stone has preferv’d 
the moft curious Workmanfhip. 

At the top of this fecond Stair-cafe 
is a fquare Place, eacompafs’d with Co¬ 
lumns, whereof only feventeen are now 
Handing, tho’ by the Pedeftals it ap¬ 
pears there were an Hundred * and fome 
of thofe left want the Capitals. But 
they are fluted, and of one entire Piece 
of white and red Marble, fome fixty, 
others leventy Foot high, and twelve 
of them as thick about as thofe before 
mention’d. But that Row towards the 
Plain, and the two towards the Moun-*,, 
tain, are more ordinary than the others. 
They fay thefe fupported the Temple 
of the Sun, and not without fome fhow 
of reafon, but nothing can be affected 
becaufe of tire Ignorance of the Perfians , 
as to their Antiquities. 

On the fame Floor, clofe by the faid 
Columns, is a place 50 Foot fquare, en¬

The Per {tans call all this wonderful 
Work hitherto deferib’d Celmonar , or 
the forty Pillars, for Cel fignilies forty, 
and Mmar a Pillar , and tho’ there are 
now but twenty ftanding, it is to be fup- 
pos’d there were forty when they gave 
tt theName,and that fince then they either 
fell with Age, or were carry’d away for 
fbmc other Structure. Some looking 
Bmirsn back for fabulous Originals, fay' this 
ihPerfp! waS ky Perfeus the Son of Jupiter 
and Danae, from whom the Per fan Na¬ 
tion took its Name.

Irately Remains of venerable Age, will iov.de Ma- 
doubtof thegreat Antiquity and Mueni- 
Sconce of the City of Permits-, for tho per > e l oitu 
holy Writ and prophune'Hi/lories give 
us only an account of the ancient Ninive 
and Babylon, yet it is not to be fuppos’d 
there may not be others more antient} 
befidcs that the preeiousand aJnioftever- 
lafting.

City Memphis , which was not inferior ei¬ 
ther to Ninive or Babylon, either for An¬ 
tiquity or it* Fame throughout the 
Worm, By reafon of the long and never 
interrupted Race ot its Kings; and yet 
what great account do antient HifiorianS 
make of it ? And were it not that Eu¬ 
ropeans now often travel into FVypr and 
relate Wonders of thofe vaft Pyramids ? 
which after all are only mighty heaps ot 
Stone, and rather Ihow the Power and 
Wealth than the Ingenuity of the Foun¬ 
ders, who would conceive lo great an I- 
dea of them, as now generally we do? 

Now were Per ft a as much frequented by 
Europeans, how Would the Remains of JeGtr.de 
this truly Royal Palace be extoll’d, where sihade 
Art feems to have done its utmoft to fur- 
pafs Nature, in the delicacy of the Car- ' ** 
ving , and Nature in furnilhing a proper 
Matter for fuch noble Work ? For my 
part I am of opinion it ought not only 
to be reckncd as one of the feven Won¬ 
ders of the World, fo much talk’d g 

by the Antieats ■, but that there neither pbihFernv 
is, nor ever was a Wonder in the World r.Perfeper 
to compare to it. Fj, 

There is no Qpcftion to be made, but 
that the antient Perfepolis Rood in this 
Place, confidering the Fertility of the 
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CN^\^i Situation, and die nearnefs of the River 
Cemelli. Araxes, now called Jlendamir? near which 
1694. the Antientsplac’d it. Belides, the Au- 
ltAj thorsthat write of it fay, thatfour hun¬

the Citadel of Perfepdis, they mull needs 
mean this Place. It is a great misfortune 
that the noble Remains of Antiquity in 
jijla fhould be among fuel) barbarous Na¬ 
tions, as endeavour utterly to deftroy 
them; that Strangers may want that oc- 
cafion of reforting thither. There would 
be no need of fo many Con)eftures could 
the unknown Charaftersin feveral Places 
of the Palace be Read. All the Learn¬ 
ed that thought they could have explain’d 
them have been difappointed; nor could 
any Man yet be found that could make 
the leaft of them. I do not at all admire 
this; and I am of Opinion that when the 
Perfian Empire was transfer’d to other 
Nations, the new Kings, that the Na¬ 
tives might not retain the leaft Memory 
of their former Greatnefs and Affeftion 
to their lawful Sovereigns, forbid the 
ufe of the anticnt Characters, introdu¬ 
cing new Habits, new Cuftoms, and a 
new manner of Writing; that R> the 
next Generation might better bear the 
new Yoke. This Policy is in ufe now as 
well as in paft Ages. It is little above 
half an Age fince China was reduced un¬ 
der the grievous Tartar Yoke; and thefe 
tho’ Ignorant, Rode, and of brutal Man¬ 
ners, yet endeavour to make that noble 
Nation forget its antienc Cuftoms, and 


the excellent Form of its Government; 
tho’they are fcnfible of the incontroula- 
bie Oppofition of the Chin efts, who with 
much reafon Hand up for the Prefervation 
of their juft Laws and Heachen Cuftoms. 
So fhould we put a Writing in the anti- 
ent Charafter of thofe Iflands into the 
Hands of the Inhabitants of the Philip¬ 
pine^ which is like that of China? it is 
moil: certain none of them would under- 
ftand it,becaufethey all apply themfelves 
to the Spanifii Tongue. How much more 
difficult then muft it be for the People of 
Per ft toreadantient Infcriptions, fome 
thoufands of Years after the fubverfion 
of their Empire? Such precious Remains 
of Antiquity well deferve to be cut in 
Copper for the fatisfaftion of the Inge¬ 
nious, before they are quite loft through 
the fault of the Natives; but it is a dif¬ 
ficult matter to draw above two thoufand 
Bafle Relieves, and a vaft charge to print 
them. The Reader therefore will think 
it enough that I have drawn the Plan of 
the Palace, with fome of the principal 
Figures; that there may be fome know¬ 
ledge of the feveral Habits of the anti- 
ent Persians ; and two Lines of twelve 
there are in the Infcription on the Pilas¬ 
ter of the fir ft Floor; perhaps hereafter 
fome more fortiinateSearcher into the o- 
riental Languages may employ his Wit 
on it. 

Having very well lpent all the Day in 
feeing and diftinftly obferving, the belt

Tburfday rtfth, at Night 1 lay in the 
fame Caravanftra, and Friday 17th, be¬ 
times got a Horfeback for Scirat, By 
the way I met three Robbers taken by 
the Cham of Scirat’i Souldiers at Mirxaf¬ 
con, for having Robb’d and Murder’d fe¬ 
deral Travellers on the Road. They were 
led with a triangular Yoke about their 
Necks, like that we put upon Swine; 
which put me in Mind of that the Romans 
laid on their Slaves that had committed 
a Fault, which made the Poets call them 
Furdferi. Every one had his right Hand 
made faft with a crooked Staff to the 
thick part of the laid Yoke, fo that there 
Was no getting it loofe. A little further 
on I law an Engine to draw up Water 
into the Gardens, quite different from 


ours; for whereas in ours a Horfe or 
Mule goes round, there an Ox drew a 
Rope out right. 

Before I conclude this Chapter I mu ft 
fpeak of F. Amadeus. Whilft we flay’d 
at Sciras he would not permit us to be at 
any Ex pence, left it fhould be a breach 
of the Laws of Hofpitality; but on the 
other Hand he was fo frugal, that we did 
not only want the power of filling our 
Bellies at his Table, but for Che moft 
part the ill Relifh of his Dyec was very 
ungrateful to our Palate. The Fowl 
that were left at Noon were drefs’d again 
at Night, and if they were not eaten by 
reafon of their ungrateful Savour, what 
was taken away Rolled appear’d the next 
Day Boil’d, and thus the good Father 
who was a great Peripatetick endeavour’d 
by the means of Fire to reduce the not 
eatable Subftnnce intothe form of Straw, 
from that of a Carkas; and it was ftill 
worfe if a Fifli Day did not follow. To 
cotnpleat the Entertainment he gave us 
todrink a fort of Liquor, which it would 
have been equally falfe to call either 

Wine’ 
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fevcaty Years of Age, making him Faft 
Severely at thofe Years; but E rfmadew 
knew his Civility would not pafs unre¬ 
warded with us, and to (ay the Truth 
he had a Temn, that is, 19 Crowns of 
F. framii, for five hungry Days we did 
the Relf'dou'Tfhoirid Star ve under him. Penance at his Table, and yet. he would 
To conclude, fie exercis’d his Zeal for not, or could not govern h» natural 
Abft'mence in the Hofpimm, upon a poor Covetoulnels. 
pahjh Religious Man, his Companion, 


rsM* Wine, or Vinegar. In other rdpeSs 
Gmelti. he had the Reputation ot a good Kell- 
1694. opus Man, and of an Exempli y Luc , 
but bccauft of bis excefiive Pain many 
he was never thought fit by his S«pen- 
ors to govern, formal Monafteries, left

CHAP. L 

The Author continues his Journey to Bander Congo, 


T Ho’ F. Francis was indifpos’d, 
either by reafon of the ill Air 
of Seiras, or fooic other caufe 
unknown, and not in a condition to tra¬ 
vel } yet to get away from F. Amadeus fa 
hir’d other Bealls, and on Saturday 18th, 
having loaded our Luggage, wc began 
our Journey about an hour after it was 
Night, without any Supper. 

We traveird all Night, and flay’d on 
Sunday 19th, at the Village of Bagbun, 
which fignifies Gardner, 30 Miles from 
Seiras. The common days Journey was 
to Babagt 10 Miles fhort of this, but we 
advanc’d as far as Bagbun, becaufe it 
was our new Ciarvattars Town. 

Monday 20th, F. Francis relapfmg, a 
Black Woman was fent for to Cup him- 
The manner how fhe did it being very 
odd, I (hall not omit to fet it down. 
She plac’d a Glafs like the head of a Lim¬ 
beck on the Patient’s back, and moving 
it up and down, fuck’d the Air ftrongly 
through the Pipe} then fhe fcarrify’d the 
Flefh, and fucking again drew the Blood 
into the fame Veffel. Other Women 
inftead of a Glafs, make ufe of a 
Horn.

Tuefday 21ft, wc fetoutan hour before 
Night, and traveird as we had done the 
Day before, Over a Plain well ftor’d 
with Wild Boars, and Gazelles, where¬ 
of I told 50 in only 3 Miles riding. We 
loft our way near the Caravanjera , and 
were conduced to that of Mufiftri by 
a Guide, after travelling 20 Miles in 7 
Hours, tho’ the common Road is 25 
Miles from the Caravanjera of Babagi. 
We met a Ciater or exprefs, who be- 
fidesthe Bells about his wafte, to make 
him be known for a Beaft, wore long 
colour’d Feathers in his Turbanc ty’d 
one above another like a Creft, or 
Plume. 

Wednejday 22d, we traveird along a 
bafeftony Road, and going up an afeenc 
of 12 Miles, came to the Caravanfera 
of Patrra after riding 20 Miles in 8 
Hours. Thstrfday 23d, we era veil’d 2j 
Miles in S Hours on a plain Road to the 
Caravanfera vf Affkmayer, which is built 
with Lime and Stone, a rare thing in 
Perfta. Fifteen Miles further we came 
to a another Caravanfera , call’d of 
tShtsci. 

Z Before 
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Before we let out on triday 24th, a 
Gemelii. Dervis that dwelt in this Caravanfera, 
1694. putting on a long Shirt, with a Sheeps 
WV> Skin on Ills back like a Rochet, and an¬ 
other on his Head tor a Cap, came to 
make a ridiculous Sermon, tor an Aims 
of a few 6stz.es. The Road we traveil’d 
was amidif Fields of Rice, where I faw 
the firlt Dates, and then Barren to the 
Cur avanjera of Mckak in all 1 5 Miles, 
and 8 Hours riding. Abundance of Par¬ 
tridges, came tamely to the Caravanfera 
door, to teed ou the Corn the Mules 
dropt, At ciiis place begins the ufe of 
CiHerns, and continues to Congo, becaufe 
there are few Brooks, and the Rivers 
are Salt, as running through Salt Pits. 
There are two Caravanftras at Mokak y 
the new and the old, which wants but 
little repair, and yet the Mahometans 
regie# it, they are fo inclin'd to new 
Structures, 

Saturday 25 th, we let oat again about 
noon, along a good Road, and riding 30 
7 ' Miles iu to Hours, when we crofsd 
feveral Ihiail Brooks, we came to the 
City Gea, 0,1. This City looks more tike 
a Wood, becdute its Houles are Rat¬ 
ter d among abundance of Palm-trees, 
which yield a couliderable profit with 
their Dates, being the belt in Per ft .*. It 
is feated in a Sandy Plain, encompafs’d 
with high Mountains; and tho’fmall has a 
Vizjcr with ample jurifeliftion. The 
Gardens are pleafint, being water’d by 
the neighbouring Br ooks, and have plen¬ 
ty of good Fruit, or Oranges, Grapes, 
and Meloiotoons. The Houfes are not 
amifs, many of them being of Lime and 
Stone, which is rare in Per fa, where 
they are generally of Mod. By the way 
i kill’d abundance of Partridges, thole 
Plains abounding in two forts of them y 
the one like ours in Italy y and the other 
about the bignels of a Qjiail, with the 
feathers of the colour of a Hawks 
breaft. 

Sunday 2dth, we relied in a Noble Ca¬ 
rat anfera, well built, near Gear on. Here 
at Dinner 1 found a roafted Line of a 
Gazelle very good Meat, it heing as ten¬ 
der as the Veal at Sorrento, in the King¬ 
dom of Naples-, and of a very fragrant 
fcenc, thofe Creatures feeding on St. 
5 M*Ps-wort, and other i’veet Herbs the 
Fields in Per ft are cover'd with. They 
have a Head like a Sheep, with Horns 
half a Span long , and the Body and 
Hair like a Goat y they live on the Moun¬ 
tains , which being generally bare of 
Grafs, they come down in the Night 
to Graze on the Plain, as was laid in the 
firft part. 


Monday 27th, we proceeded on our 
Journey betimes y and having fcarce tra- 
vell’d 5 Miles on the Plain, began to 
climb lleep Mountains for 20 Miles to 
the Carav(infera of Clartalk. That day 
1 faw fnch Multitudes of Partridges, on¬ 
ly of the European fort, feeding on the 
Plain and Road, that 1 believe 1 never 
beheld the like. I did not go a ftep but 
1 faw fwiirms of them, ajjd kill’d about 
20 on the Ground, without any trouble; 
aud might have had many more, if I 
would, for they aie not much frighted 
and ouly fly a little way, and alight a- 
galn. 1 alfo faw abundance of Gartelles. 

Beltdes I met feveral Perfian Peafants, Perfim 
who wore a finall Cap of white Felt, cut Peafants. 
on the two oppofite Jidcs. Thefe tho’ 
poor, are well manner’d, finccre, honeil 
and fimplcy tho’they love Mony as well 
as the T«f Lr, they are not fo falfe, and 
fuel) Enemies to Chi ill ians, nor fo haugh¬ 
ty, being civil to franks, in fainting and 
viiiting them. 

We let out late o nTueJday 28th, and 
riding 20 Miles in 7 Honrs, over Hills 
and Plains, came to the Caravanfera of 
Maufer, dofe to which was an excellent 
Orchard of Palm-Trees toll of Dates, as 
alfo of Orange and Limou-trecs, but 
not well look <1 after, f he Caravan fe¬ 
rns continue all this way to be well built 
becaufe of the conve merit y of Timber; 
and fo does the ufe of Citterns. Tra¬ 
velling 25 Miles in p Hours all along the 
Plain, ou Wednefday 29th, we came to 
the Village of Benara. Hvv Miles fhort 
of this place we pafs’d by the Coravan- 
fera ot Dedomba, near a little Village, 
but did not flay there, becaufe it was 
not a Caravans days Journy, 01 a Man¬ 
ual as the Per (ians call it. Two Musket 
fhot from it along the tide of the Moun¬ 
tain, appear’d the Ruins of many dwel¬ 
lings, and the Wall ol a ruin’d Fort, 
which kept the Pafs through the Moun¬ 
tain- 

A few Miles Eaftward, of Bertaru , is 
the Mountain Daray, all of black Stone, Mountain 
from which diftils the precious and much of Balfam- 
applauded Balfam , improperly call d 
Mummy , which tho’ at Or ft liquid, be¬ 
comes as hard as Gum, fomewhat black- 
ilh, and is good to knit broken Bones, 
apply’d hot. Its effeds are woodetfuly 
for if a Leg or 3 ij Arm be broken, there 
needs only to place the Bones right, and 
anoint the part with the Balfam made hot, 
and liquid, and then bind it y and after 
24 Hours the l eg or Arm will be as well 
as it was at firft. This Mountain is 
guarded by the King’s Order, and the Vi¬ 
sum 
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tiers of Gtoron , So>‘<«, and Ltir meet 
Gemrfli. once a Year to take the Balfani out of a 
1594. Trough, into which it drops and con- 
c^-yvj geals, and fend it to the King- To 
orevent any Fraud it is fent Seal’d up 
)y them ; becaufe this Mummy is well 
tnown, and of great value in Arabia and 
Europe, and there are but forty Ounces 
gather’d in a Year. There are other 
Mountains in Perfia that dlttil Balfam or 
Mummy, but non? fb good as this. 

Thurfday, the laft of September , we fet 
Out late from Benaru, and had a bad 
Road, both plain, and u-p hill and down, 
all Stony ; and riding thirty Miles in 
eleven Hours, we came to the Village, 
and famous Caravanfera of Bell. There 
were Rattan about the Mid-way, to fe- 
cure the Road, but not fo Infolcnt as 
thofe of Taunt * for if they have an 
Abaffi given them they cake it, and if 
not they ar.e not Troubfefome. 

Friday , the ift of October, riding 
twenty Miles over barren Mountains, 
in feven Hours, we flopp’d at the Ca¬ 
ravanfera of Facutel ; leaving the Vil¬ 
lage and Caravan]era of Data, five Miles 
ihort of it 

L&r City Saturday 2d, we Travell’d twenty 
Miles in feven Hours over Mountains 
and craggy Rocks, and then arriv’d at 
Ear, the Metropolis of the Kingdom of 
that Name. This City is feated in a 
Plain beret with Mountains, and at a 
diflauce looks more like a Village, it 
has fo many Trees, and particularly 
Palms about it. The Houfes are of 
Mud Walls, and Built under a Hill, on 
the top whereof is a Fort, whereof 
fcarce the Walls are left ftanding, and 
fome fmall Towers at proper diltances; 
lo that tho’ it has no Cannon, this Fort 
much refembles that of Buda, In Lar 
there is an excellent arch’d Bazar, con¬ 
futing of. four Rows or Walks in the 
form of a Crofs, in the midft whereof 
is a Cupola. There is alfo another good 
one with Shops for feveral Handicrafts 
and Tradefmen, and near it is a fpaci- 
ous Square or Market-Place, all enclos’d 
with Buildings. The City being fnb- 
jeft to much Heat, they make 011 the 
top of the Houfe a Work like a Chim¬ 
ney, with fome Funnels fo contriv’d, 
that any little Wind gets in underneath, 
and lomewhat cools the Room. 

The yititr of Ear’s JurifdidUon is 
very large, extending as far as Congo, 
whither he fends his Deputy. They 
that will Imbark at Ear have two ways 
to the Sea, the one by Bander-Congo, 
and the other by Bander-Abaffi. 

Vol. IV. 
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Sunday 3d, we rode 1 $ Miles in the 
fpace between two Mountains, and came 
in five Hours to the Caravanfera and 
Village of Nimba, 

Monday 4th, F. Francis growing wot fq 
we were forced to flay in this Place, 
to fend to Lar, for a Caggiaba, which 
is' a thing like. two Chairs us’d in the 
Levant, on Mules or Camels, to carry 
lick Perlons, or Women. Tuefday 5th, 
came the Caeergi of the Caggiaba, but 
too late, fo that we did not let out till 
IVedncfday 6th. Riding over naked 
Mountains and Valleys, we came in fe¬ 
ven Hours to the little Caravanfera of 
Format , twenty Miles from Nimba-, 
there we Bought a Number of live Par¬ 
tridges, for about live Pence a-piece. 

Thurfday 7th, we Travell’d through 
a Plain ftrewd with many Villages, for 
fifteen Miles ; and then proceeding fif¬ 
teen Miles further over a rugged Moun¬ 
tain, Lodg’d at the Village and Cara¬ 
vanfera of Amt ; a gentle Rain held us 
feveral Hours on the Road- 

Friday 8th, we Traveil'd twenty Miles 
in feven Hours through a plain Country,- 
and Lodg’d at the Village and Caravan- 
[era of Scicogi, always advancing South¬ 
ward, as we"had done ever lince we Left 
Jfpahan. The Swallows in thefe Parts 
are of an alh Colour. 

Saturday pth, after nine Miles riding 
over the Plain, we had eighteen Miles 
among fuch dreadful rugged Mountains, 
that in fome Places there were Walls 
Built along the Road, that the Caravans 
might not tumble down head-long. Our 
Days Journey was nine Hours, and we 
came to Lodge at the Village and Cara¬ 
vanfera of Bafiak all the way through 
a dry barren Country, which fcarcc pro¬ 
duces fome few Dates for the Suite nance, 
of the Poor near the Places inhabited, 
and Barley, whereof they make Cakes 
as thin as a Wafer. In this Caravanfera. 

I receiv’d a Letter from the Prior of 
the Attguftinians at Ifpahan , in which 
he gave me an Account that the New 
King had already began tobreakthe 
fevere Law he had made again ft Drink¬ 
ing of Wine; and that his Subjects fee¬ 
ing him often Drunk, made no Difficul¬ 
ty of following his Example. 7 he Prior 
inform’d me, That among other Extra¬ 
vagancies he had committed in his Cups,' 
he had caus’d feveral Armenian Bilhops, 
and Priefls to be cruelly Baftinado’d on 
the Feet, till they were Lam’d, for not 
paying the yearly Tribute in time, ac¬ 
cording to the Number they themfeIves, 
gave in upon the lift Perfecutiou ot the 
Zi Catho- 
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Catholicks. In ffiort he is the Son of 
a pood Toper, and not like to Degene- 

ta Sunday toth, we Rode over a rugged 
Mountain, and at the end of twenty 
Miles, and feveii Hours riding, fee up in 
the Village and Caravanfcraoi Kuxcrt. 

Monty nth, advancing ten Miles, 
we croft'd a ftflall River at the foot of 
a Mountain * and then rode along a Road 
of Salt, which is made of the Salt-wa¬ 
ter, and becomes fo hard, that it looks 
like a white Stone. Then we entred 
among loine Hollows of high Rocks, and 
particularly of Mount Safa, where the 
Way was lb bad, and full of Precipices, 
that we were fain to Walk it* 1 need 
fay no more, bat that we fpent twelve 
Honrs in Travelling ten Miles over this 
Mount Safin?, and as much more on die 
Plain, being forc’d to ft ay to Load the 
Mules and AfTestff out Caravan that fell 
now and then. At Iaft we came tir’d 
and weary, particularly F Francis, who, 
tho’ Sick, walk’d part of the way a*foot, 
to the Caravanfera of Banka, or Ciar- 
buk e, or according to others Sarcova, a 
wretched Place as being feated among 
dreadful Mountains, without any Village 
near, or any i’erfon to look to it j, fo 
that wc were forc’d to carry all ourPro- 
vjlions for three Days Journey, there 
being none to-Buy- 

Tutfday izth, we Travclld twenty 
Miles in'nine Hours over feurvy Moun¬ 
tains and Valleys, mid lay in the Field 
half a Mile from the Caravanfira of Tan- 
™ knowing the Ci(terns there had no 
Water. We might have Jbay.’d half way 
at the Caravanfera of Hodundin , where 
there was Water, but then ffiould not 
have made a Days journey, and we had 
not fo much Time to lofe. 

The Road was no better on Wedtkf- 
day 13 th, for we climb’d the high and 
rugged Mountain of Ctaonpa, at ihe top 
whereof we found the Caravsmfem of 
Serin, newly Built. Two Miles farther 
we began to difeover the Per fan C.ulph, 
and Bandrr-Congo. Then we went down 
to the Plain along a ftcep dangerous 


Way, where they fhew’d me feverai 
heaps or hillocks of Earth for Dying, 
eipecially Red and Green. There were 
alfo pieces of both white, and red Mar¬ 
ble, almolt calcin’d by the Sun, which 
they make ufc of in Head of Bole-Armo- 
niack, and it anfwers. Two Miles fur¬ 
ther we came to the Caravanfera of a - 
amp*. Here wc found an Angufiinian 
Father, Vicar of Congo, who gave us our 
Supper that Night. Ac Table I admir’d 
an old Armenian, feventy Years of Age, 
who after filling Ills Belly with fevcral 
forts of Meat, Eat a great Pyramid of 
Pilott, which made him as tight as a 
Drum. 1 thought it would have .made 
him Sick % but he had fo good a Dige- 
ttioo, that at Mid-night he began again 
to Eat Bbkef. He came as a Pb Vildan 
to Cure F. Francis, but I would not Slave 
trotted him to Cure my Mule. The 
fame Father told me. That 3 Servant of 
his, three Years fioee, being troubled 
with the Gripes, this Phyfidan Burn’d 
his very Entrails with a red hot Shovel, 
which he knew nothing of, till he law 
him giving up the Ghoft with his Guts 
out. He confefs’d him, and the Man 
dy’d fix Hours after. 

Thurfday ijpth, we fet out again four 
Hours before Day, and refted at fifteen 
Miles end in the Village of Barfcia , at 
Night 1 felt as much Heat as is ulhal in 
holy in the Dog-days. To ibis Village 
came to meet K Francis, Jofepb Pereira 
ePAxjmede, Comptroler of the King of 
Portugal's- Revenue, the Fadoi, and Se¬ 
cretary, with many Servants a Horfeback. 
We went with them to Bander-Conge, 
feven Miles diftant, and Din’d together 
in the Mo naffer y of the Angscfttniatts, 
where we took up our Lodging. The 
Ciarvattar would have eight Gauss, or 
Casbeys, for every Mam of Taurh, which 
is fix Pounds Spattifi in weight*. Every 
Man great or final] was computed at 33 
Mam s, or 198 Pounds weight. So that 
I paid for my Horfc from Sciras to Ban¬ 
der -Congo- thirteen Ahafiis •, my Servant 
carrying my Baggage on his. Mule. 


CHAP. U. 


Of the great Advantage the KJ»g of Portugal made of Bander-Congo, and 
the Extraordinary Trade of that Port. 

'pern!- rnpH E King of Portugal keeps the Horfes, and 1too Tomans a Year, which 
h of I aforementioned Officers at Ban- is about 20000 Crowns, paid him by 
^ 4 cr-Contra, to receive the Tribute of five the King of Ptrfia, by Agreement made 
V’ A between 
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between the two Crowns, when in the 
Germ Hi. Reign of King Philip the Third, of 
16 94- Stain, the Persians having taken Ormuz., 
r S m \~'0 the panagnefes with their Fieet obflru- 
fted the Navigation of theGnlphof Per¬ 
fia, to the great Decreafe of that King’s 
Cuftoms. Bciidcs half the Cuftoms, and 
the five Horfes, the Poruigmfes had very 
confiderable Privileges granted them ■, 
as of keeping a Houfe.wkh the Stan¬ 
dard erected on it, and having the Ju- 
rifdidtion over all the Chriftians that 
come into the Port; but the mdft Re¬ 
markable of all are, That no Chriftian 
caji turn Mahometan in Congo •, and what 
is yet more confiderable, that tho’ a 
Portuguefe, or other Clu i Ilian be taken 
in carnal Copulation with a Mahometan 
Woman, he (hall not be Subjed to the 
cruel Law of fuffering Death, or turn¬ 
ing Mahometan, as is inviolably Praftis’d 
by all the Princes of this Sedt in their 
Dominions - 7 nor are they liable to any 
Punifhment at all, any more than if they 
had been taken with a Woman of their 
own Religion. For this Rcafon the 
Port aguefes are better look’d upon at 
Bander-Congo , than any other Nation, 
and have almoft as abfolute a Command, 
as if they were in Goa , not only over 
their own Subjeds, but all Chriltians 
who pafs that way. 

The Profit At firft they receiv’d half the Duties 
they make of the Cnftom-Houfc, but afterwards 
of » c - fome Contefts arifing, between the Sci- 
bandar, or Perfian Cultomer, and Por¬ 
tugal fe Commiffioner , they agreed by 
means of the Admiral of their Fleet for 
nooo Tomans a Year. The Factor is 
to Receive this Mony, and lay out part 
of it by Order from the Commiflloner, 
which he gives in Writing, and is Sign’d 
by the Secretary. The Commiffioner 
alfo gives Partes to Mahometans to Sail 
the Indian Sea in Safety ; and Sells the 
Prizes taken by Portuguefe Ships. The 
King allows each of thefe Officers fifty 
Tomans Salary, five Servants paid, and 
their D welling-Houfe. Befides 28 To- 
mans to the Faftor for Lodging of Stran¬ 
gers ; but he that was there in my Time, 
being very Sharp, put molt of it in his 
Pocket. 

BngUJh re- The Englifh , for lending their Ships 
warded for to the King of Per fa to Conquer Or - 
muz,, which die Dutch refus’d to do, had 
1 ^ l0n * half the Cuftoms of Comeron , which 
they alfo Exchang’d for 1080 Tomans 
a Year. True it is, Scia-Abat promis’d 
the Englifi great Matters to induce them 
to join their Sea to his Land Forces for 
reducing the Fortrefs of Ormuz. \ but 
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he kept hot his Word, and only gave 
them half the Cuftoms as afordajc], for 
betraying Chriftianity. Hein- Abas car¬ 
ry d away the Cannon of the Fort to 
Ifpahan r, and they are to be feer, as was 
faid above, before the Palace, with die 
Auftr'um Arms on them ; as is on fome 
others of Iron at Bander-Congo, Some 
credible PetTons told me, That the Per- 
fans fearing the Portitguefes , ffiotild again 
Poffefs themfelves of that Kingdom, Rill 
keep the Arms and Ammunition, to re- 
ftorc them when this (hail happen, left 
to be oblig’d to pay an extravagant Price 
for them. This does not well agree with Note. 
what was faid jufl before, that ail the Can - ■ 

non was carry P. away. 

Bander-Congo is Rated in 26 Degrees Bonder- 
or Latitude. It is a meet open Village Congo 
on the Sea-Shore, the Houles for the Port, 
moft part of Mud Walls * and only a 
few towards the Sea of Lime and Stone. 

It is govern'd by a Derogd, appointed 
by the Vizier of Lar, to whom he is 
Subjeft. When I was there, the Sci- 
bandar a&cd both as Cuftomer and De- 
roga. He Farm’d the Cuftoms of Ban¬ 
der-Congo, Cameron and Bander-Ernto, 
of the King at 20000 Tomans a Year. 

Tins is not to be admir’d, for Bander- 
Congo is a Place of much Trade ; abun¬ 
dance of Ships continually reforting thi¬ 
ther from India , Mecca, Bajfora , Ara¬ 
bia Fatlix , and other Parts, loaden with 
rich Commodities; and abundance of 
Caravans coming by-Land, which carry 
the Commodities into, and out of Perfia. 

This is the Reafoii the Place is inhabited 
by very 1 ich Merchants, become fuch in 
a fliort time, becaufe they get Cent, per 
Cent, in every Commodity they fend to 
India. 

But the greatefl Trade is that of Pearls pearls m 
taken about the Wand Baharen, and all the Gulf bv 
about the Gulph of Perfia , being the 
belt in the World. They are Bought 
very Cheap in the Lump of the Filher- 
men, to be Sold afterwards Dear, (Ingle 
when they have been pick’d, and match’d 
by putting them through Copper-Plates 
full of Holes of feveral Sizes, to mea- 
fure their Magnitude; feparating thofe 
that are true Round from thofe that are 
not, and the molt Oriental from thofe 
that are ill Colour’d, or Spotted. Then 
the Arabs with wonderful Dexterity 
bore the very leaft of them, in fuch man¬ 
ner that the Eye can fcarce difeern the 
Hole, which the belt Artift in Europe 
cannot do. 

The manner of Buying the Pearls a- Way « 
mong thofe Infidels is alfo very ftrange. ® u ? in S 

They Peai ’ 
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They Rand ail round with the Goods 
Gtmtlli. they have to Sell in the middle ; when 
i (5y4* every one has view'd, and eon fid ei d 
t/Y'NJ them, the Seiler covers his Hand with a 
Cloth, and touches the Hands of the 
Buyers, putting a Price upon his Com¬ 
modity by Signs ; if lie Gtafps all his 
Hand, it lignifies 1000 ; if he only tou¬ 
ches the Palm of his Hand 500 ; if a 
Finger 100 j if only the firft Joint of 
the Finger 10. The Buyer anfwers what 
he bids by the fame Signs j fo that none 
of the Company can know what is offer’d 
If he agrees not with the firft, he goes 
on to the next, and fo on \ and if ask- 
. ing coo high a Price, he conies to agree 
with none ; he begins again lowering, 
till they come to a Condulion. After 
this, the Broker joyning the Buyers and 
Sellers. Hands, gives a Stroke on them 
with his open Hand, and that binds the 
Bargain, as if it had been made by word 
of Mouth. 

Eiceflive The Profit made by the Pearls is fuf- 
j-leat. ficiently countervail'd by the incouvc- 
niency of Living in this Place. __ The 
Air is not only unhealthy, but fo hot 
in Summer, that it is not only Difficult 
for Men to endure the Violence of it; 
but even the Partridges, and other Birds 
hide thenifelves in Trees to get fome 
fbelter, The mean Sort go quite Na¬ 
ked, only covering thofe Parts Modefty 
will not allow to be feen ; thole that 
are well to Pafs wear an Extraordinary 
thin Silk ; and both thtfe and the others 
have that kind of Contrivance, we men¬ 
tion’d fpeaking of the City Lar, on 
the tops of their Houles, to Cool them. 
Yet 1 was told the Heat was greater at 
Bander- Abaft and Comeron , feated in 92. 
Degrees, 45 Minutes of Longitude, and 
25 Degrees 30 Minutes of Latitude 3 
and that the Air there is ftill worfe by 
reafon of the South-winds blowing off" 
the Sea •, tho 1 it does not Rain there in 
Winter above three or four times, and 
that at moil does not Iall above an Hour. 
Neverthelcfs both at Bandtr-Congo, and 
Strange Bander-Abaft , a fort of Worms, like 

Worms, fmall Sinews, or Fiddle-Strings, twen¬ 
ty, or thirty Spans long breed in the 
Mufcles of the Body, which muft be 
drawn ont by degrees, rowling them 
upon a Stick; for if they happen to 
break, they caufe great Swellings till 
they come out again, and fbme Perfons 
have had them a whole Year. Some 
think them to be bred by the Air, and 
Water; but they are miftaken, forfome 
Strangers have been there a considerable 


time, and Drank the Water, and yet 
have had none of them ; whence it is 
rather to be concluded to proceed from a 
Difpoficion of the Body and Humours, 
which are not affeded in all Perfons a- 
like by outward Things. 

Both in Congo and Gomeron, they ufe tvatcr. 
Water kept in Cifterns, which muft 
needs be Hurtful r for thofe few times 
it Rains, the Air is very Foul, by rea¬ 
fon of the Exhalations the Earth fends 
forth, which infeft the Water. We muft 
not omic here to cake Notice, to the 
greater Glory of the Divine Providence, 
that in the Ifland Tombamar , twenty 
Miles diftaQt from the Continent of Per- 
fia, and nine Miles inCompafs, there is 
not one drop of frefh Water, and yet 
there are abundance of Gazelles, Bealls 
before deferib'd, which, as 1 was told 
by creditable Perfons, when they want 
Drink, go down to the Blink of the 
Sea, and letting their cloven Foot exact¬ 
ly on the Edge of the Water, fuck it 
up that way. I cannot perfwade my 
felf, that the Water palling between 
the Hoof Ihotild fo foon lofe its Salt- 
nefs * but I do not deny it may become 
Ids Pieceptible. Thofe that had been 
Eye Withefles of this Secret in Nature 
could give me no further Account of it. 

Congo has no Harbour, but only a The Port, 
fafe Road ; that Point of Arabia Fatix, 
which forms the Per fan Gulph breaking 
the Fury of the Eaftern Ocean. When 
the Day is fair, the .appetite Coall of 
Zulfar is co be feen, the diftance being 
but forty Miles. A Fort that defends 
this Coaft is but thirty Spans Square, 
furnifil'd with four Iron Guns, call by 
D. Conftantin dt Noronha, when he was 
the King of Spain ’s Viceroy at Goa ; it is 
heram’d in by the Sea only in the Morn¬ 
ing, the Tide then coming up. Taver¬ 
nier is much miftaken, when fie fays, 

Tom- r. 1 . 5. p. 7<S<f. That there is not 
Water for great Ships, and that ail the 
T rade is at Gomron, for I have feen Por- 
tttgmfe Velfels there of fixty and feventy 
Guns, and other large ones belonging to 
Mahometans: And 1 know further, that 
only the Dutch, and Englijh refort to 
Comrm ; whereas all other Nations, are 
willing to go to Congo , becaufe of the 
Liberty they enjoy under the Pmuguefe 
Power and Protection, 

The Inhabitants arc about joooq lnhabl- 
Moors, Indians, Arabs, Jews, and Ar- tants. 
memar.s , who enrich the Baz.au with 
their well funulh’d Shops. 
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CHAP. III. 

Of the Pearl FtJberj, and other remarkable things in Bander- Cocgo, and the 

Qulfb of Perfia. 


H aving given an account of the rich 
Trade of Pearls, it is proper l 
liquid lay fortieth mg of the manner and 
lea Jon of fi filing for them. This Filhe- 
ry is in theGulph of Vnfia and Ilf and of 
Baharen, twice a Year ; the firlt time in 
March and Apr.I, the Iccond in Aag»f 
and September ; the greacelt Sale bciu^ 
from June til! the latter end of Vet'twhii. 
It is done five Leagues from the City, 
where there is between four and, twelve 
Fathom Water, abundance of ?<Oats fol¬ 
lowing it frpm .Morning tin Jeon. E- 
very Boat has a Diver wife goes down 
to the Bottom, with a Store of lix Pounds 
weight ty’! to hi* gi» Toe, and he 
ty’d unde; the Arms with a Rope fa lined 
to the Head of the Beat. He dives im¬ 
mediately to ' he,i»OLroin by the help of 
the Sto (which as loon as down he 
flips off md is drawn up by thole in die 
Boat} . iiid then as fa-ft as he can He fills a 
Net, t ut has an lion Riog about the 
jvjo .1) ;0 keep it open, with Oyilers. 
V ;),ei» lie cap (fay no longei for wade of 
. -..jth, he makes a ligneohis Compani- 
ous with the Rope ry d under his Aims, 
and they with all jiolfihle Ipeeddraw him 
op; wnich is feveral times repeated for 
the (pace of ten Hours. The Oyilers 
retmiii at the bottom with a Rope ty’d to 
them, to be drawn up „t leafurc. Some 
of them hold Oyl in thc.ii Months to Jtay 
the longer under Water, and fee better 
at the bottom by letting fall a drop now 
and them Afte: Noo i having drawn up 
their Oyilers all the Boats goalhorc with 
a fair Wind that comes up from the Sea. 
They take no care to open them, becaufe 
they gape of thetafelvts as they dry, no 
Body caring for the Filh, which is ill tail¬ 
ed, The poorer fort fell the Pearls im¬ 
mediately fora fmall mattery but thofe 
that do nor want keep all till the fifhing 
Scafou is over, aud then fell them all to¬ 
gether to Banians and Moors. Thefe af¬ 
terwards cull and fell them fevcrally, by 
Abas in JV/M, and by Satis in Indofian, 
which is an eigbtn part lefs than our 
Caraft in Europe, coo filling of four Grains. 
This Filhery every Year amounts to a- 
bout 11 oooo Crowns. , 

This Ihows that what the Antients 
writ is abfolutely falfc; to wit, that the 
Pearls are bred in the Shells by the Dm 


. that fals from the Sky; and that there is 
never any more chan one iaa .Shell; be¬ 
came they are fix’d at leaf! ten Fathom 
under Water, whither no Lew can pe¬ 
netrate; aad as for the number there have 
been feven or eight Pearls Wfliuv in one 
Shell, tho’ not all of a fite, but-feme 
bigger, Tome Jefs. They are bt edh, the 
fame nature as Eggs in the Belly of Birds, 
the biggeft always advancing near ell rXe 
Orifice, the fmall ones remaining at the 
bottom to obtain their Pei faftion; and 
even fo it is with the Pearls, the large ft 
being ioi molt and the letter Haying be¬ 
hind utl they come to their full growth. 
Nor are there Pearls in all of them, 1 for 
feveral OyIters have none. 

There arc Pearls taken itifcvcral parts 
of our Continent^ but the moil valuable, 
that is, the faired and blighted are thofe 
of the aforefaid Bland of Buharev, and 
the Co.ill of Cara,a in Arabia F<thx ; be¬ 
am fu few of them are yellow, or nrilha- 
pen. The yefiownefs fometimes pro- 
ccedr from the Merchants, fo met fines 
leaving the Shells fourteen or fifteen 
pays to open of chemfelves; fo that feme 
of them in this time lofing their Water, 
Rot, and their Infe&iou difcolours the 
Pearl. On theothei fide they leave them 
co open of them (elves, becaiift fhould 
they do it by force, the Pearl might be 
darting d or broke. 

There are fome alfo taken in Jnpjm, 
but neither that Nation, nor the Chtnefei 
valuing Pearls, they do not follow the 
Filhery, or take care to fearch the Sands 
where they lye for the moll part. There 
are very oriental ones found in the Phi¬ 
lippine I Hands in fhallow Water, and ri¬ 
ven at the Months of the Rivers; but 
the Natives are not covetous of Pearls, 
nor of the Gold there is in the fame Ri¬ 
vers ; but being addifled to their cafe, 
think it Wealth enough to have n Dilh 
of Rice boil’d thick, tike a Pudding at 
Noon, and another at Night. Beiides 
they fay that Ihould they feek after them, 
cither the Parifh Pricft or the Alcalde 
would cake them away, aud the other 
would become their Enemy, becaufe they 
had not wherewith to fatisfie them both. 
In thefe Blands the very Shelsare bright¬ 
er than in other Parts. 

A 
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A vail number is taken all along die 
Cemetli. Coaft of California ; and more cfpetially 
1694. from Cape S. I near to Cabo Blanco, or 
t/W white Cape, by the Indians call’d Me ados. 

Thefe wander about naked like brute 
Bcafts, without Tilling or Sowing, bflt 
feeding on die Fruit, Roots, and Cattle 
the Country affords. They open the 
Shels with Fire to eat the Fifh, and by 
that means fpoil the beauty of the Pearls. 
The Spaniards alfoFifh from Cape Corri- 
entes as-^r as Acapulco , but the Pearls 
are for the moftpart of a dusk Lead Co¬ 
lour and ill Shap’d, fo that they will be 
litn'e valu’d by the ingenious European 
Ladies; but the Mexican Women have 
rneir Necks, Ears, and Arms cover’d 
with them; not regarding their Bright- 
nefs, fo they have them cheap, and the 
Strings and Bracelets of them be weigh¬ 
ty. 

On the Coaft of Peru and Panama, 
there are large ones, Tome having 
been found bigger than that call’d La 
peregrin a , but they are notfo well co¬ 
lour’d as the Oriental. but are all mi- 
Ihapeu, Black, and of a Lead Colour, 
by rcafon of the ill Bottom where they 
breed, fometimes but one or two Fa¬ 
thom deep. 

Formerly there were good Pearls 
found in the Ifland Margarita , both 
Large and well Colour’d ; but at pre- 
fent there are few* beiides the Fifhery 
is broke off A few are alfo taken at 
Santa-Marta and in other Iflands, but of 
no Value. 

FrdhAVa- Having faid enough concerning the 
ter in the* pearls, it is fit 1 fhould give the Rea- 
Sca * der an account of other remarkable 
Matters in thefe Parts. In the fir ft place 
(t is to be obferv’d, that all the Water 
about Baharen being brackifh, and ill 
tailed ; Strangers who arc not us’d to 
drink it, as the Natives are, there 
being no better to be had, not even 
on the Continent, caufe frefh Water to 
be taken out of the bottom of the Sea, 
a League from the Ifland. Four Men 
go out in a Boat, two whereof Dive 
down into the Sea, with Veflels clofe 

S ’d at their Girdles, when they 
Ground they unftop their Vef- 
fels, which being fill’d with the Wa¬ 
ter, that is fweet for two or three Foot 
above the G round, they flop them a- 
gain, and making a fign with a Rope, 
are drawn up by the ocher two in the 
Boat. 

Strange Their way of building Boats in Con- 
Boats and go is alfo lingular; for inftead of Iron 
uan. Nails, they ufe fome Pins of Cane,

or Bamboo ; and for the reft they join 
the Boards together with Packthread , 

-nicl lime Lints misclt of Rufhts. In- 
ftead of Anchors they make ufe of a 
large Stone bor’d through;and for Oars, 
of a Pole wirh a little round Board 
ty d at the end of it. Pi Hay 1 5 th, I 
law feveral Watermen at work about 
a new Boat, like fo many Taylors. 

Saturday ifith, I pay’d the Vifit to 
Jofeph Pereira de Acevedo the Porta- 
guefe Commiflioner. Sunday 17 th, Mais 
was very folemnly fung in the Church 
of the AitguJUnians with the Gates 0- 
pen, as if it had been in Chriflendom. 

Monday i8tb, walking about the Baz.ar 
1 met fome Arabs accounted rigid Ob- d'ulseAt 
fervers ot the Mahometan Law ; they f ’ re * 
wi;re asking an Alms in a Shop Gf Ba¬ 
nians, and to get the more and that 
quickly, clapf; burning Coles into their 
Mouths, as it they had been Cherries. 

I was told they did it by the Afliftance 
of the Devil, to whom they had given 
themfelves up, bting Sorcerers; and 
that this was only dt-' \u ppearance, 
and a deceit of the Sight. Bur 1 really 
faw them take the Coles and put them 
in their Mouths. 1 1 

When I return’d to the MotWery, others 
I faw two mumping Arabs pafe by, beat them 
who for a ftnall Altns beat their Brc aits fdvesfor 
as hard as they could, with an kw? ar MmV;- 
Pin a Span long, the Head whereof 
weigh’d at leaft eight Pounds, and yet 
did themfelves no harm, tho’ the fn- 
ftrument was fit to drive through a 
Wall. How this came to pafs they 
beft know, and the Devil that teaches 
them; but this I know, that thefe Cheats 
and Sons of Perdition would not Puf¬ 
fer another to flrike them with the 
fame Pin ; for then perhaps the Charm 
would have fail’d them. 

Four Dutch Ships being under fail at Anldola- 
Gomron , we feat away an Exprefs to trous Fe- 
get a Paflage aboard them, but he ftival. 
came too late, they being already gone 
for Batavia. That fame Night the 
Idolatrous Banians , to honour the Fe- 
ftival of their God Divali , who they 
fay took a Fortrefs, began to fet out 
their Houfes, and Shops both with¬ 
in and without with rich Hangings, 
and Lights. This Feftival lafts three 
Days every Year in Memory of the fa¬ 
bulous Victory, and taking of the For¬ 
trefs; and they all ceafe from Labour. 

I went that fame Night to fee it, and was 
receiv’d with much Civility by thofe 
Idolatrous Merchants, they fprinkling 
my Face with Rofe-water when i came 

in 
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. ^ j n> as it us'd in, die Eaft, making me 
Gcmtlh. fit in the chie r I lace, and treating me 
1604 with fuch Sweetmeats as the Country 
affords. Nat long after Women Dan¬ 
cers of $>wr£ came out to Dante, as a 
Prefage of a good Feaft to the Mer¬ 
chant. They were Clad fome after 
the Indian and fome after the Ft fan \ nan- 
net , and fang in' both Tongues. Thofc 
j JiaE were in the Ferp.in Garb wore 
a Vcft of ftrip’d Silk, down half way 
the Leg, but wide at bottom like a Pet¬ 
ticoat, under that they had long Bree¬ 
ches down to their Ankles, with a Sil¬ 
ver Edging about them for Ornament. 
Both their Fingers and Toes were fot 
out with abundance of Gold and Silver 
Rings, and Dy'd with Imma or red 
Earth •, as the Teeth, the iufide of the 
Eyes and Forehead were with Black. 
On their Heads they had final! Caps of 
a fine Stuff between Silk and Lumen, 
wrapp’d about ; under which their long 
Trelles hung down to their Waflx ; a 
long Red or Yellow Veil cover’d their 
Backs, aud coming about fell before 
the Shoulders. Begdes their double 
Pendents, they had a thick Gold Ring 
run through between their Noftrils’, 
and other Jewels hanging and ftuck to 
their Foreheads; but I thought that of 
the Nofo the molt painful Ornament, 
becaufe they had a Gilt, f->r Gold Nail 
ftruck quite through the upper part of 
the Hole where the Bridge rifes. which 
ihey thought afl Orniffwa*) and to us 
j EmvftM: was a Defotrantyv About 
their Nectt-. they had Gold Collars, 
Necklaces 01 Pearls, according to what 
each could afford, and fine Bracelets 
on their Wrifts. In this Drefs they 
began to Dance gravely, to the noife 
of i Drum and two pieces of Metal, 
which founded very loud, together with 
the Korft-Bclls they wore on their 
Feet. Then they went. on with a- 
buudance of immodefl Motions and Po- 
ftures ; fnapping their Fingers as we 
do Caltanecs very gracefully, and now 
and then intermixing Singing with their

Dancing. To fay the truth 1 was fo 
well pleas’d, that I would fee it more 
than once, and from feveral Dancers, 
that went about from one Room to an¬ 
other. 

Taefday 19th, Sadling four Horfes that Aa a[lti 
had been receiv’d as the King of Per- cnt ruin’d 
Tribute, by the Ponugatje Offi- Town, 
cers; the F. Vicar, F, Confiantinc, the 
Fa&or of Pafora and I went out three 
Miles fromthe Tovvn Wed ward, and 
three from the Sea, to fee a very anci¬ 
ent Fort call’d CalaUftfir. f, or rather a 
ftrong City once built by a King of JPer-, 
fia, on the Top of a high Rock. It is 
three Miles in Compafs, and there is but 
ore narrow deep way to come to it; 
there is never a Houle Handing at pre- 
fent, Time having overthrown them ail; 
for by what 1 conkl perceive by the Ru¬ 
ins they have been many Ages decay¬ 
ing. There are Hill to be fee a the 
Tombs of Mdmmttans , and a ruin’d 
Mofchy but nothing more proves its an- 
tient Splendor than three hundred good 
aud large Cifterns, moffc of which are 
full of Earth and few of Water; of 
which we drank with Sweetmeats we 
carry’d, and found it well tailed. 

Wednefduy 20th, hapned a lirange un¬ 
fortunate Accident. The Scibandar be¬ 
ing offended at two rich Arabian Mer¬ 
chants, took the opportunity of their 
going to his Houfe to vifit him, to give 
them Coffoe according to Cuftoin; but 
Poifon’das they fay there, with Powder 
of Diamonds. /One of them drank it, 
the other out of good Manners gave it to 
the Sabat; day's Unkle; both of them 
drank their Death in the Coffee; for 
the next Night they went out of this 
World with their Bowels rent in Pieces; 
the Stibandar' s Treachery being at the 
fame time in fome meafure punilh’d by 
his own Poyfon. It was not known 
what became of the Servant that pre¬ 
par’d the murdering Potion; but it 
was fait! he had caus’d him to be kill'd 
that he might not difeover the Truth.

fuch a Pitch, fink their head into the 
Gemelti. Ground, and call out new Roots, thus 
16^94, becoming new I runks* to keep up, and 
L/'VXJ make the Tree ever Young, as welt as 
iucreafe it continually. The Indians 
call it iVorct, and the Port ague ft s GraglUy 
the Leaf is like that of the Plane-tree. 
Ciofe by it was a fmall round Temple or 
The Pa- Paged y about 20 Spans in tom pais, and 
god . behind it another lefs, to receive the 
Offering of Butter, Rice and other 
things. Oppolite to the little door of 
the firft, a Span lifted from the Giound, 
was the Image of a Woman call’d Wa- 
isani fitting, who they fay was moll free 
of her Beauty, having never refus’d to 
fatisfy any Man’s delire, proflitwing 
her felf to two at the fame time. Her 
Head and Feet were of Silver, and the 
fmall Body, buttwofpans long, cover'd 
with a piece of Silk from the Shoul¬ 
ders down to the Feet. The day being 
aFeftival, I faw feveral Banians make 
three low Bows to her, touching the 
Ceremo- Ground with their Fore-heads. Their 
nies. Devotion towards her is fo great, that to 
this day they very carefully preferve her 
Houfe at Dm a Fortrefs of the portu- 
guefes. Refides the Bradmans their 
Priefts, every Morning colour the Fore¬ 
head and Ears of this falfe Deity, with 
a dye of an Orange colour, made of 
Sandal, red Earth, and Cows Pifs^ 
which they alfo receive with great De¬ 
votion (as Catliolicks do the extreme 
Un&ion) that the Devil may know 
them 3 it being their cuftom to Sacrifice 
to him, becaufe he is wicked, for fear, 
fooner than to God that is good, for 
Love. Night and Morning they go 
down to the Shore, and having ador’d 
the Sea, throwing in fome Rice to feed 
the Fifh, carry fome of that Water 
home, to fprinkle the Face and Ears 
of all the Family. The Men wear a 
Gold Ring through their Nofes, but 
lefs than the Womens. 

Friday 22(1, I din’d at the Ponngaefe 
CommilTioiicrs. Saturday 23d, I went 
a (hooting with the Father Vicar, and 
we kill’d fome Partridges. Sunday 24th, 
the Feaft of our Lady of the Rofary, 
which had been put off till then for want 
of Priefls, was celebrated in the Church 
of the Auguftinians. There were Cham¬ 
bers fir’d, with ringing of Bells, and a 
concert of Pipes, and Drums beaten by 
Moors with little Ivory Sticks. F- Francis 
fung Mafs, and the Vicar Preach’d. In 
(hort it was perform’d among Mahome- 
M*»,with the fameSolemnity as is ufual in 
Chriftendom. Monday 25th, a Moorijh 


Vcirel from SerattCy arriv’d at Bander- 
Congo. They fail on the Indian Sea, at 
certain fix’d times 3 that which is proper 
to fail from Bander-Abaffi amd Bander - 
Congo, is from the middle 0/ O&ober, 
till the end of April. Two feveral Cur¬ 
rents run along the Streight between 
tuefe two Ports, and meet at the Point 
of the Ifland Kefrimi , within the Baf. 

Tuefday 2 < 5 th, F. Sanfeverino of Naples 
went away for Gamron, about fome af¬ 
fairs of his Order. 

Wednefday 27th, we rode oat with 4 cur ; ous 
the F. Vicar, to fee MalUh-Hamet\ Garden. 
Garden 3 Mullah in the Arabian 
Tongue, is a learned Man. It was 
fmall but curious, and the belt about 
Congo. In it there are abundance of 
European Fig-trees, Grapes, Oranges, 
and many Indian Plants, by the Porm- 
guefes call’d Palmeiras , Which bear the 
Coco-nuts. There was alfo another Tree 
call’d Badamasy which produces a fort 
of Fruit like Almonds, and grows a- 
bout the Gulph of Perjiay as well as in 
India. 

After Mid-night, all the Idolaters I( j olatcrs 
both Men an Women, went apart to wafhing* 
walh tbemfelves on the Sea- Shore, the 
Brachmans preaching to the Men, and 
their Wives to the Women. It is per¬ 
haps fome fuperftitious cuftom they ob- 
ferve of wafliiVig every Month,upon fuch a 
certain day of the Moon j for before the 
wafhing there is a general Faft, either 
as prepatory to, or becaufe they 
think to cleanfe tbemfelves ofall their 
Sins. "■ f 

Walking out of Town on Thurfday APachlr 
28th, I met a Cafreov Ethtopam, extra- 
vagantly dad like a Fachir, or Strowler * 
that is, with a Cap on his head, all fet 
off with Feathers at the top, and with 
Shells about the Border * and a Girdle 
with about 2000 Goats hoofs hanging 
to it, and jingling like fo many Bells; 
in this ridiculous Habit, did he walk 
fo gravely, that it was Plcalant to fee 
him. 

Fryday 29th, I went to the Houfe of siftin of 
certain Baniansy to fee how they match’d pearls, 
the feveral Sizes of Pearls. They firft 
(hake them through a fort of Brafs Cul¬ 
lenders, much after the manner as we 
make fmall Shot ; and then feveral 
Youths pick the round from the miflia- 
pen, and the clean from the foul. There 
is 30 per cent, profit, in carrying them 
but to Surane ; and therefore the Cu- 
ftora-houfe is fo (harp, that they fearch 
all that go thither to the Soles of their 
Shooes, and their fecret Parts, to find 

Pearls. 
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Pearls. And yec for all this fivcrity 
Gem till, the Cuflomers are often cheated by the 
1694., Merchants, who lay out 50 or 100000 
Crowns at ConJ'o , in this noble Commo¬ 
dity i and that without any lofsof time, 
by reafon of the great quantity there is 
to fill, and their goodnefs. 

Saturday 30th, late at Night, the Por- 
tuguefei privately brought in a Cow to 
be hill’d and divided among them y be- 
« can ft the Dereg* will by no means fuli¬ 
fer a Creature fo highly honour’d by 
the Gemits, to be flaugftter’d in Pub- 
lick , and they pay him confiderable 
fums of Mony from time to time, on 
this account. And this is the reafon 
they generally eat, very bad Mutton, or 
Goats flefh. 

Sunday the laffc of October, Mafs was 
very iblemnly fung in our Church-, there 
was a great refort of Chriftiaas; as 
there was on Mmday the firfi: and Tuef¬ 
day id, ot November .Wtdnefday 3d, there 
was a plentiful entertainment at the Mo- 
naftery, all the Portugueje Officers of 
Congo dining there y but 1 cook more 
Plealhre afhooting on Tburfday the 4th, 
With the Fador of Bajfara. 

Friday 5 th, an Ettgtip VefTel came in¬ 
to the Harbour to take in loading for 
Suratte, The heat was fo violent on 
Saturday the dth, that I could not for¬ 
bear at Night having my Bead carry’d 
up to the top of the Hou le, to lye there 
after the Country falhiony for at Congo 
and about the Gulpli of Perfia, the Na¬ 
tives raoft of the Year, iy* in 

their Courts, or on the tops of their 
Houles built like thofein Naples, com¬ 
monly call’d Afiraccf that is, flat Roofs 
All their Bed is only a corded Bed-fled, 
with a thin Quilt under, and another 
over them. 

Sunday 7th, we bad fome of the Coun¬ 
try Mu lick in our Church, which was 
not altogether ungrateful to the Ear. 
Monday 8th, I din’d with and was well 
treated by Jofevh Fereyra. Tuefday pth, 
a Moorish Woman came to our Church 
to have the Gofpel of St. John read to 
her,to cure her ofaFever y and they told 
me they had known fcveral Per lb ns 
cur’d by their Faith, in that Holy 
Gofpel. 

Wedmfday 10, we diverted our felves 
on the Sea. Tburfday 1 ith, an exprefs 
came from Ifpahan , and confirm’d all was 
laid before, concerning the permiftion to 
drink Wine s and that the new Ring 
drank as hard as his Father had done. 
Friday li, l walk’d along the Sea fide 
with the F. Vicar, and took notice that 
Vol. IV. 


there was great plenty of Game. Sa¬ 
turday 13th, there arriv’d a great Ship 
from Baffora to load for the Indus. Sun¬ 
day 14th, Mafs was Solemnly fung in 
our Church, many Mahometans retort¬ 
ing to it, to fee our Myfterious Ceremo¬ 
nies. Monday 15 th, a good entertain¬ 
ment was given in the Monaftery y the 
lame on Tuefday 16th at the Commiffion- 
ers, this being fome diverlion for being 
detain’d in that place. IVednefday 17, 1 
hadthefatisfaftion to fie a fine Dance of 
Moerifii Women, who incermixc it now 
and then with llaging in their Language* 
as was laid before. 

The EngUjh Vefiel being ready to 
Sail, F- Francis aud F- Con famine, who 
had agreed for their Pallage aboard, pre¬ 
par’d for their Voyage on 1 burfday 18th, 
and Friday rjjth, and then on Sunday 
20th, went away to Bander-Abafs in or¬ 
der to Sail thence to Sstratte. This they 
did for fear of being made Slaves by the 
Moors of Mafcatt , who were then at ; 

War with the Fortugnefes , and had 14 Msfsiezt 
Men of War in that Port. The caufe 
of this War was, becaufe the Town of ’’ ° " ‘ 
Mafcate, having once belong’d to the 
King of Portugal, the Arabs had revolt* 
ed from them 46 Years before this time, 
and chofiu a Sovereign of their own call’d 
Imam, who did not only extend his 
Dominions up the Country, to the 
great prejudice of the neighbouring 
Princes 5 but alfo along the Gulph of 
Per fa. from Gape Res-Agate to Catifa, 
being 500 Miles along the Shore. He 
alfo took from the Ftsrtuguefes the Fort 
of Patti, near Mambas, and fix’d h& 
regal leat at Nautra. Ever fince theft: 
two Nations have been at War, and 
comm i ted Floftilities at Sea y both 
their Fleets continually feefcing one a- 
nother to fight, tho’ the Fort ague ft has 
always come oft’ viftorious, with the 
Total deftmdtion of the other. They 
have fometimes treated about. Peaee, 
but could never come to any concluiion 5 
becaufe befides a yearly Tribute the 
Crown of Portugal demands liberty to 
build another Fort near Mafcate, to 
keep a Ga’rrifbn there and Faftory. 

Thus 1 was left alone, to the diffa- 
tisfaftion of F. Francis, who endeavour’d 
to perfuade me to continue my Voy¬ 
age to the indies with him. i had refolv’d 
to Imbark aboard a Moor ip Vefiel of 
Gibera , which was to land eiglrt Horfis, 
receiv’d by way of Tribute from the 
King of Per fa at Damam. Several rea- 
fons induc’d me to go aboard this Ship y 
the fir ft becaufe it was ready, and the 
A a 2 Englifi 
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^ £gglijh Veffel not yet loaden ; but was 
Gemtlli. to go to Bander-Abajfi to lade there, 
1694. which could not be done without fome lofs 
l/V'V of time. Thefecond, becauie the Moors 
were in Peace with all Nations, and the 
EngUfh ar War with the French , who 
lay in wait to fall upon them about Su¬ 
rat, in which cafe 1 muft have perhaps 
fled to fome place *1 had no Inclination 
to goto. The third and laft, becaufe 
I knew the Caltom-Houfe of Surat to 
be very fevere on account of Pearls, as 
was find before, and therefore 1 fhould 
have met with much Trouble. All 
thefe Inconveniencies being avoided a- 
board the Moorijh V eflel, 1 thought bet¬ 
ter to go in it for Damam t a City be¬ 
longing to the Portuguefes. 1 fpoke to 
Jofeph Pereyra to agree for Mine and 
my Mans Pa [rage (which according to 
the ufual rate would have been a To¬ 
man for me and thirty Abajfis for him) 
but he very generoufly got it me for 
nothing ; further defiring the Mafter of 
the Veffel to afford me all convenirncy, 
which he willingly did, as [landing in 
need of his Friendflsip. Tbo’ 1 never 
defign’d to be carry’d gratis , yet I 
thought fit to accept of the Commif- 
fioner’s favours, but defigning to make 
the Mafter fome return for his Civility. 
Sunday 21 ft, Luis Mendoca, for merly t h e 
King of Portugal’s Fad or at Bajfora,v/eo,t 
away for Gomron to overtake F. Fran¬ 
cis, and go with him to the Indies. 
Monday 22d, I fpent in Shooting, and 
kill’d fome Partridges. Tuefday 23d, I 
prepar'd for my Voyage, which being 
near at Hand, the Commiffioner was 
pleas’d to give me fome diverfion at 
his Houfe, fending for 3 Women dan- 
Perfinn cers. Their Veils were all lac’d open 

dancers, before, and with long clofe Sleeves, 

ty’d tinder the Breaft with Ribbonds, 
after the Country fafhion, and bound 
about the Waft with a filver Girdle ; 
under it they wore long Breeches, like 
thofe above deferib’d. On their Heads 
they had little Caps clos’d at top with a 
Ribbond and two Clafps, from under 
which there hung down behind a long Silk 
Veil, like a Nuns. They had only Glafs 
and Silver Bracelets about their Wrifts, 
and others made fa ft above their Elbows, 
at which hung two Silk firings with 
Toflels of beaten Silver. Their Eye¬ 
lids were dy’d black, for Ornament, 
and they had fevcral fpots of the fame 
colour, about their Faces 3 under the 
Eye-brows, on the Chin, and Nofe, and 
fome on the Cheeks like Patches. . Their 

Hands and Feet were colour’d with yel¬ 


low, to add as they thought to their 
Beauty. At their Nofes, which were 
bor’d, hung Rings with two Pearls on 
each fide j and between the Noftrilswere 
bigger Gold Rings which reach’d down 
to their Mouths. Their Hair made into 
feveral TrefTes hung down their Backs, 
except two Locks, which falling upon 
their Cheeks, were ty’d under the Chin, 
as it were to bridle it. Abroad they co¬ 
ver themfelves with a piece of Stuff of 
fevcral colours, and their Faces with a 
tranfparent Veil. The Arabian Women 
wear black Masks with little clafps pret¬ 
tily Order’d. The Floor being cover’d 
with Carpets, they began their dance, ift 
all three, and then two, to the Mufickof 
Pipes, Flutes, Drums and four Tabors. 

It would be tedious to give an account of 
their feveral grave motions, and the 
winding of their Bodies and Arms, which 
they fometimes reach’d down to the 
Ground. When they had all funga while, 
the youngeft flood up, with fome fmall 
Horfe-bells about her Arms, and danc’d 
alone, clapping her Hands on feveral 
parts of her Body regularly to make the 
found more agreeable, cutting Capers, 
and making ftrange motions with her Bo¬ 
dy to provoke lafciviou fnefs, and laugh¬ 
ter. T hen the 2d, perform’d the fame 
withabetterGrace; and laftly Ihe danc’d 
with the fame a&ions, and motions.to 
the found of two great Horfe-bells, like 
thofe our Melfengers Mules wear, which 
Ihe jingl’d artificially enough. 

wiiiui ws warp thus diverting our 
felves with the Commiffioner, a MefTen* 
ger came from the Deroga , or Gover¬ 
nor of the City, to defire in his Name 
he would do right to a Moor, who had Autt)0r j. 
fome Mony due to him from a Perftan, ty of the 
that was Servant to the Faftor of Bajfora . Tortuguc- 
This made me obferve what refpedt was fes. 
given to the Port ague fes, allowing them 
to exerdfethe fame Jurifdi&ion, as they 
have at Goa, not only over their Subjeds 
and other Chriflians, but even over the 
Mahometans that ferve in the Factory ; 
and belides the Power of Imprifoning at 
Congo to baftinado Mahometans , who 
being fummon’d by the Commiffioner, 
do therefore make their appearance be¬ 
fore him as punctually as they do before 
the Deroga. The French themfelves 
have not io much Authority in the Ports 
of Turky. 

Thurfday 25th, there hapned a great 
Fray between c h e Sd bandars Officers, and 
the Arabs , on account ol a feizure of Ta- 
bacco} two of the former being dange- 
roufly wounded. 
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LL Things being in a readinels, 
__ the Nicoda, or Captain of the 
VcflFl came, on Friday 2tfth, to Order 
me Aboard, and therefore in the Even¬ 
ing I caus’d my Equipage to be carry’d 
direftly Aboard from the Monaftery, 
without being fearch’d by theCuftomer; 
but a Moor dropt a Cloak-Bag on the 
Strand, and wetted fome of my Cloaths. 
Then I went Aboard with the Captain 
where I found all the Piovifions I had 
Occalion for, laid in Gcneroufly by the 
For tap at ft Commiflioner. 

Sailing that fame Evening late, we 
arriv’d on Saturday 27 th at Angon, to 
take in frefli Water \ which is not al¬ 
low’d to be done at Congo., left the Na¬ 
tives Ihould want. By good Luck we 
found the Ciftcrns dry, which oblig'd 
us to take it in the neighbouring Illand 
of Kefcimi , two Miles diftant. Angon 
Is not Inhabited, becaufc it was Burn’d 
down by a Port aguefe General, in Re¬ 
venge for the Perfidioufnefs of the In¬ 
habitants. 

Whiift they were labouring Diligent¬ 
ly to take in Water, which was fome- 
what Brackifh, on Sunday 28th, I went 
a Shooting, the Ifland abounding in all 
forts of Game, both Four-footed, and 
Feather’d, On Monday 29th, 1 went a- 
bout to fee the Ifland. It is longifh, 
ftretching out a great way towards Ban- 
der-Abajfi its Gompafs is about ninety 
Miles. The Soil produces Grapes, Figs, 
Dates, and other forts of Fruit for the 
fupport of the Natives; but their great- 
eft Suftenance is Fifh, for they dry abun¬ 
dance of Pilchards in the Sun, which 
they take there, and in the Ifland of An- 
gon , to feed upon all the Year. There 
arc good Pearls found about both thefe 
Iflanclsj but the Natives love their Pil¬ 
chards better, as being taken with more 
fafety, and lefs trouble than thofe jew¬ 
els. The Metropolis of Kefcimi has been 
quite ruin’d by frequent change of So¬ 
vereigns, and Wars that have hapned 
on that Account \ fo that at. prefent 
there is only, the Village of Mifar , and 
fome few others. There is alfp a te¬ 
gular Fort of four Baftions, formerly 
Built by the par ruga efts, and yielded up 
by the la ft Treaty to the Per fans, who 
keep a Garrifon in it. 


Tuefday 30th, the Sea being Calm, tiie 
Nicoda, and other Moors diverted them- 
feives, trying which of them was belt 
at hitting a Packthread with a Bullet. 

They Shot well, and the Captain hit it 
twice, and l queftion whether any Sports- 
Men itt Europe could have hit it bet¬ 
ter. 

Wednefday the I ft of December , we Qmw 
Sail’d betimes with a fair Wind j fo that liquid, 
on Tharf day 2d, we left the ifland Rtc- 
cdy where the Portuguefes formerly had 
a Fort, aftern betimes, and pafs'd in 
fight of the Illand of Ormuz.. ] his fmaU 
Ifland is at the Mouth of the Gulph of 1 
Per fa , two Span,fit Leagues from the 
Continent. Within its compafs of three 
Miles, there grows neither Tree, nor 
Herb, being all over cover’d with good 
white Salt, which renders the Soil quite 
barren. It has no frefh Water but whac 
falls from the Clouds, and is gather’d 
into Cifterns, for the ufe of the Garri- 
Ibn. The Sand is valu’d, becaufe it is 
very Black and Bright i as alfo the red 
Clay, wherewith the Gentiles Die their 
Foreheads. In this Illand, before the 
Portuguefes Conquer’d ic, there was' a 
City, where the King of tar reftded, 
being Sovereign of It. 

Friday 3d, we lay off the Mountain Eaipioy- 
of Data, in Arabia Foehx \ becaufe the menr a «3 
Wind being contrary, we rather loft 
than gain’d Ground. Towards Evening 
we advanc’d a* far as Soar , or Mafcate , 
ftiU in fight of the Mountain Kumumentk 
in Per fa. At Night it blew a Storm, 
which on Saturday 4th, turn’d to fo fair 
a Wind, that it carry’d us out of the 
Streight into the fpacious Indian Ocean; 
but ftill in fight of the Continent. In 
the mean while, the Moors chief Em¬ 
ployment was to Colour their Eye-Lids 
every Day, with a certain black Oint¬ 
ment, good, as they faid, to prelerve 
the Sight; to pluck the Hairs off their 
Beards with Nippers, where they would 
not have them grow, and Die the NnUs 
of their Hands and Toes with red Earth. 

As to other Things they were very Civil, 
never offering that Rudenefs to Stran¬ 
gers, as the Turks do ; but the Captain, 
and all his Ship’s^Crew fhew’d me more 
particular Refpe&, as being recommen¬ 
ded by the Commiflioner, 

, Hold- 
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Holding on our Courfe Ea It ward, 011 
Gemelli. Sunday 5th, we came in light of the 
1694. I Hands of Cocalita , Giavar , Giavani , 
and others inhabited by Baluccos \ and 
The Bd- on < 5 th, pafs’d that of Goadel, 

of the fame People. The Wind then 
failing,- we lay ft ill without moving a 
Foot." Thefe Balttccos are Pirates, who 
lying in wait behind their iflands in 
final! Barks, watch to feizc Ships that 
pals by. They have alfo a large Ex¬ 
tent of Land on the Continent, between 
Perfta , and the Mogul's Dominions. 
Their King or Prince call’d Jafche, re- 
fid es in the City Blfiian , and his Bro¬ 
ther in another they call Chiu. They 
are Arabs in Religion and Manners, 
treating their Slaves with incredible 
Cruelty, even to cutting the Sinews of 
their Ankles, that they may not run a- 
way. 

The Calm continu’d Tuefday 7th, in 
fight of defert I Hands, which are Nefts 
of Pirates. Tile Heat was fo violent, 
that I thought the Winter in Mia equal 
to the Summer in Italy , tho’there be no 
difference as to length of Days. Whiift 
thefe Calms laft, the Persians ufe to ftrip 
themfelves Naked betimes, and have a 
great deal of Sea-Water pour’d on their 
Heads to walh all their Bodies, which 
generally Stink, becaufe of the colour’d 
Shirts they wear feveral Months, with¬ 
out ever Shifting. 

Pi/eini The Wind came up fair when it was 
Ifland. late, and brought us in fight of the 
Ifland of Pifcini. We Hill Steer’d due 
Eaft, to the end that when we difeover’d 
the Point of Din, as Butting out fur- 
theft into the Sea, we might with more 
fafety direft our Courfe for Sttratte and 
Dantam. The Wind continu’d fair Wed- 
vefday 8th, and at Noon we had a falfe 
Alarm, perceiving a Veflel make to¬ 
wards us, 1 was ready to Burft with 
Laughing, to fee the Moors lay hold of 
their rufty Muskets, which are all Match¬ 
locks, and the only Defence we had \ for 
our VefTel carry’d but eight final] Guns, 
and they had but bad Gunners to Play 
Ehem. The Veflel held on its Courfe, 
putting up red Colours, to fhew the 
was a Friend, and made away to Welt- 
wafd. 

Siwgms Thurfday 9th, before Sun-riling, we 
Pirates, difeover’d a fmall Bark to the Eaft-ward, 
which made the Moors very Valiant * 
for laying hold of their rufty Arms, 
they began to Bark, like Dogs at a di- 
ftance * but not daring to Man out their 
Boat, as I advis’d them, offering to go 
in it. The Bark at laft: went away to 


the North-ward, and fo ended the Cries 
and Fear of the Moors. They believ’d 
it to be a Bark of the Pirates call’d 
Sanganos and Ran as, who are Gentils of 
Religion, and make no Slaves, but take 
what they find Aboard without hurting 
any Body. They Live in fome Iflands, 
and oa the Continent in marfhy and in- 
acceffible Places, as alfo in Woods near 
Syndi, and the Kingdom of Guzatratte. 
They go out in fmall Barks, but very 
numerous, and Rob along the Coaft, 
and even in the Bay of Siratte. Their 
petty King is Tributary to the Great 
Mogul, who having Conquer’d part of 
hiv Country* reftor’d it to him upon that 
Condition. He refides in the City Ra- 
mora , on the Continent, and fometimes 
in the Ifland of Sanganilet. Another 
Heathen Prince of the Country of ya¬ 
rd , Borders upon him. The Calm re¬ 
turning, wc faw about Evening a Veflel 
of thefe Sanganos plying about our Ship, 
and therefore being Jealous, with good 
caufe of their Defign in the Dark of the 
Night * I advis’d our Nicoda , or Cap¬ 
tain, to deliver our Powder to twenty 
Soldiers that were Aboard, to Load his 
great Guns, and place Centinels* be- 
caufe the Moors Sail like Brutes, with¬ 
out any Precaution, and are giving out 
Ammunition, and charging their Fire- 
Arms, when the Enemy is upon them. 
On Friday 1 oth, in the Morning we 
could not fee the Pirates. The Wind 
came up contrary, but foon falling, left 
us io a Calm. 

It continu’d Saturday nth. In the 
Afternoon a Sea-man took a Fifh about 
five Pounds weight, and being the firft 
taken that Voyage, the Mariners put 
it to Salt according to Cuftom, hanging 
it up at the Main Malt, to give it to the 
faireft Bidder. A Merchant vying with 
another, offer’d 21 Abaffis , which are 
eight Crowns of Naples * and the Fifii 
might have been Sold for more", had 
there been more Merchants * it hap- 
ning fometimes that they are Sold for 
thirty Crowns. The Mony is divided 
among the Seamen for a Dinner. 

Sunday 12th, the Wind came up con¬ 
trary, fo that we made little way. The 
fame hapned on Monday 13th. About 
Evening we difeover’d to Eaftward a 
fmall Veflel, fuppos’d to be of the San¬ 
ganos * which made our Captain alter 
nis Courfe to fhun him * fb fearful are 
tbofc Moors. Night deliver’d us from 
this Fear, but a Storm that arofe fright¬ 
ed us worfe, and did not only laft till 
Day, but blew fo violently on Tuefday 

14th, 
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14-th, that it made the ignorant Maftcr 
and Pilot lofe all the Ground they had 
gain’d, 3nd return to Kefcimi. In fight 
of us was a VefTel, fuppos’d by us to be 
the Engltjh Ship, Aboard which were the 
Fathers, Francis and Canfiatitin? which 
beat it out without lofing Ground as we 
did. This made me fret, and tho’ I 
took never fo much Pains to perfwade 
the ignorant Moors to do the like, put¬ 
ting them in hopes the Wind would 
foon be Fair, I could never prevail. As 
l had faid the Wind fell bef'or e Night, 
and we Rood our Courfe again ; the 
Captain telling me, he did it for my 
Sake. That Day I firft faw the flying 
Filh which the Portuguefes call Asunder. 
It flew for about a Musket Shot above 
the Water, and then dropt, the little 
Wings not being able to fupport its 
weight of ten, or twelve Ounces. He 
leaves his natural Element to fiave his 
Life 9 becaufe the Abnus, or Dorado , as 
the Partuguefts call it, continually pur- 
fues to devour it. This Dorado Filh that 
Lives by deftroying another, is of a 
blewifh Colour, well Tailed, and big 
enough to ferve four Men. 

Wednefday 15th, the Storm grew fo 
violent, that we were in fome Danger, 
and In the Afternoon it Rain’d harder 
than it had done the Day before, which 
lafting all Night, wetted thofe under as 
well as above Deck, The Moorijh Wo¬ 
men in the Poop wept bitterly, as did 
their Husbands without, calling upon 
their falfe Prophet Mahornet to deliver 
them from impending Death. 

Thttrfday i5ch, the Wind came Fair, 
and the Sailers thought they di(cover’d 
at forty Miles diftance the Continent of 
Giafcb , part of the Dominion of the 
Bahtaas. We held on our Courfe along 
it ^ but tho’ the Ship made good way, 
we could Tearce regain what we loft the 
Day before, much lets difeover the Land 
of Goadcr 7 we hop’d to fee in the Even¬ 
ing. Our Misfortune was, that we had 
an ignorant Pilot, who Sail’d by guefs, 
without knowing what he was to do, 
his Rufinefs at Congo having been Selling 
of Tobacco. By this we may judge how 
barbaroufly the Moors Ad in other Ca¬ 
fes, fince they commit their Lives and 
Eftates in a Ship to a Tabacconift. This 
Coufideration made E Francis refufe to

out to Sea. 1 his he or der’d to be done 
immediately, lioiftmg his main Ppp~ 

Sail, and Foie-Sail, and then pray’d ;me 
to ftand by the Compaft, as being now 
lenfijde of the Tabaccouifts Ignoraut'e, 
and imagining I was well Skill’d in Na¬ 
vigation. Being equally in Danger with 
the Moors, and concern’d for the Safety 
of the Ship, tho’not much better Skill’d 
than the Tabacconift, I thought fit to 
comply with the Nkoda, or Captain, 
ftanding fometimes by the Compafs, and 
ordering how we fhould Sail. Bcildes, 

I made the Men handle their Arras when 
any VefTel appear’d, that we might not 
be loft through their Ignorance and 
Cowardize. Thus upon every Accident 
they call d for the Ag*1 Gamtlli , believ¬ 
ing as being an European^ 1 mu ft under- 
ftand every Tiling (fo great an Opinion 
they have of us) but I under ftood as 
good as nothing, and did nothing all 
Day but Steer to the South-ward 9 leav¬ 
ing the Employment at Night, when I 
could not lofe my Sleep, to the dull 
Tabacconift, who loft at Night all we 
gain’d in the Day. Thus, tho’ the Day 
before we had five Sails Abroad, and a 
fair Wind, yet on Friday 17th, we found 
our Selves in the famePlace we were in 
eleven Days before; a Plague thofe are 
fubjeQ to, who Sail in Moorijh Ships. 

Making way in the Day, we came up 
With the Lands of Arabia, Piftriimelon , 

Settalau^ and Cmrna , of the Kingdom 
of Syndi, under the Dominion of the 
G reat Moguls about the firft part of Jn- 
do flan. 

The fame fair Wind continuing on idolatrous 
Saturday 18th, wc made much way, be- Ceremo- 
caufe the Ship was light, and we had a h 
fix Sails Abroad j the Nicoda taking no 
more Notice of the fearful Pilot, fince 
1 advis’d him to make all the Sail he 
could, when the Wind was Fair. At 
the fight of the New Moon, that had 
caus’d the aforefaid Storm, all the Moors 
in the VefTel in the Evening made their 
ufual Prayers and Adorations to her, 
after the manner of the Idolaters, with 
their Hands open before their Eyes. A 
Gun was fir’d for Joy, and all of them

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nefday 29th at NoOn, when we were be¬ 
calm’d, and the Weather was as ho* as 
it is at Naples in Augt/ft> in the Even¬ 
ing the Wind came fair again- Our Ta- 
baccoitift Pilot, being as I faid fo igno¬ 
rant that he underftood neither Cart, 
nor Compals, all the Moors believ’d chat 
fome Land we faw before us on Thurf- 
day 30th, in the Morning had been the 
Village of Maym , near Bazaim, a City 
belonging to the Portuguefes , and confc- 
quently that they were at the end ol their 
Voyage. All the Sailers rejoyc’d, and 
the Merchants much more, as thinking 
their Lives and Effaces in fafety ; and 
the Ignorant Pilot, vainly pnfPd up with 
Pride, for having brought the Ship fafe 
to India, went about with a Sheet of Pa¬ 
per in his Hand, to enter what the Pal- 
fengers promis’d to give him as a re¬ 
ward for his care; but coming to ask 
what I would give, I faid, 1 would give 
nothing ; for he rather deferv’d to he 
Punifh’d chan rewarded ; being through¬ 
ly fatisfy’d the Land we faw, was not 
that he imagin’d. The fame day difco- 
vering a Urge Bark, the Arab Soldiers 
of our fin a 11 Veficl had a falfe Alarm; 
a netting of Robes was made on the 
prow, to cover them, and our ten fraall 
Guns were loaded,but Night drawing on 
we toft fight of her. ThePilot wastor 
furling the Sails to come to an Anchor, 
but 1 prevail’d with the Captain not to 
coil fen t to it, as well on account of the 
Bark we had feen, as bccaufe that 
Coalt is infelied with Pyrates: ‘Friday 
being thelaft of the Year 1694 we were 
becalm’d not far from Land- 

Saturday the firft o' the year 169$, 
drawing near to the Shore upon the mi- 
llaken notion, that we were on the 
Portuguefes Territories, the^’^ was 
fent off to difeover it. Nol v gat ding 
danger, to fatisfy my curiofityv \ went 
inconfideratly aboard it, both to fee the 
Country and hear News of Antony Ma¬ 
chado de Brito , Admiral of the Portu- 
guefe Fleet, with whom I had been ac¬ 
quainted at Madrid . T he Captain of 
our Ship who took particular care of me 
for the fake of the Portugnefe Com mil¬ 
lion er, oppos’d my going a long while, 
as not being well fatisfy’d that Coalt 
belong’d to Portugal , and perhaps he 
fear’d, if it were fome other misfor¬ 
tune might befai nie; but feeing 1 was 
©bftinate, rather than difpleafe, he fuf- 
fer’d me to go. The contrary Wind 
which blew hard, would not permit us 
to make direftly for the Village; but 
drove us afliore a Mile from it. Being 
Vol. IV. 


dilcover’d from Land, a Bark put out to 
enquire what Vdlel outs was, as we 
went to be inform’d of their Country. 

We were toid that fmall place was call’d 
Mangalor in the Kingdom of Gazjtratte 
400 Miles from Damam. This fm pri¬ 
zing News terrify’d me; and perceiving 
the Moors in our Boat, fufpedted the o- 
thers were Sangalo Pyrates, and only 
perfuaded us chat was the place it was 
not, that they might carry us off, with¬ 
out any trouble, the Sanganos border¬ 
ing on the Kingdom of Gnzaratte. I en¬ 
deavour’d to perfiiade them for our fafe¬ 
ty to cut the Rope that held us, and 
make away to our Veflel. They an- 
fwer’d ic was too late, and fhoukl per- 
feftlycaft ourfeives away, if the others 
Jhapned to be too fwife for us, as they 
mult be, having a better Boat and more 
Oars to fetch us up. There being no 0- 
ther remedy, we buffer’d our felves to 
be led away like lb many Lambs before 
the Commander of the place. He re¬ 
ceiv’d us not ill, as we fear’d, but with 
civility; giving us leave to take in Wa¬ 
ter, whereof we had much need. It 
was brought us in the daikeft of the 
Night, by the Country Women in ear¬ 
then Veffete, one upon another. They 
cover’d all their Bodies, and Heads with 
long Garments like Smocks of silk; in 
their Ears they had Gold Rings, and a- 
bout their Arms others of Glafs. No¬ 
thing could,hie iecn of them but their 
Feet and Faces. 

The Habitation was a fmall Villageon Little 
the Shore; I fay it was but little in refpedf OAmgdor . 
of the great Mangalor , a dependance 
whereof it is, 5 Milesdiftant,and govern’d 
by a JV 46 M&,orGovernor appointed by the 
Great Mogul , who they told me had two 
Caftles there. The Inhabitants told us 
how much we were miftaken, inform¬ 
ing us that the Point we took for Diu was 
the Country of the Sangano Pyrates, and 
the Land we law next Mangalorpotart, of 
the fame Kingdom of Guz.aratte, not for 
diftant from them to the Southward ; 
oppofite to which place, we lay, as was 
faid before, three days becalm’d, and 
bearing up againft contrary Winds. 

Having taken Water, and obtain’d 
leave to return to our Ship; about Mid¬ 
night the Bark with fome Indian Mer¬ 
chants aboard it bore us Company, to 
perfuade our Nicoda to Hand in for the. 

Shore, upon hopes of a good Market 
for his Goods; but he with good reafod 
fufpefring their Honefty, as being Bor¬ 
derers on the Sangano Pyrates , gave 
them good Words, promifing fb to do, 

B b ^he 
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■ the next Day ; yet at break of Day, 

Cemelii, on Sunday id t he fee Sail with a fair 
1695. Wind, which afterwards quite ceas’d, 
L/W and left us becalm’d. 

Ail the Sailers and PaOengcrs blam’d 
the Pilot for his Ignorance, who in Head 
of carrying us to Damam, had nm us 
up 400 Miles higher Ea ft* ward, and al~ 
moft into the Mouths of the ravenous 
Sangatte Pirates, who were but thirty 
Miles diftant. Some were for throw ing 
him Over-Board ; fame were farisfy’d 
with Railing, and putting him by the 
Steering of the Ship ; fo that the foolifh 
old Fellow had fcarce a Word to fay 
for himfelf. I told the Nicosia he de¬ 
fer v’d as many Strokes as he had agreed 
to Pay him Abaflis, for his Ignorance. 
Twelve Merchants, and Moorijh Fachlrs, 
who went to Beg in the hulks-, for this 
Reafon refus’d to go any further Aboard 
the Ship, and being fet Afiiorc, Tra- 
vell’d along ft a-Fwt, thinking ic left 
Dangerous than to continue in a Veflel 
govern’d by a Ta.Kacco-Seller, who had 
fpenr 37 Days id a Voyage of 20, with¬ 
out coming to his Port, Steering three 
Days to and fro North-ward, when he 
fhould have flood South. The Wind 
frefhing after Noon, we coafled along 
In eh flan, making good way at Night. 

Monday 3d, the Wind prov’d fo croft 
that we could not reach Din, as wc had 
intended, anVi this becaufe the Moorifl 
Mariaers are a whole tfeu'c (breading 
a Sail 3 calling Mahomet to their Affi- 
ftance, with a tedious Song upon every 
little Accident. We came to an An¬ 
chor in eighteen Fadom Water, till the 
Tide and Wind which were agaiaft os 
came Fair. The Indian Seas arc but 
/hallow, fo that tho’ we were 100 Miles 
from Land, we were forc’d to keep 
Sounding. Four Hours after Night-fell 
we Sail’d again, the Wind blowing hard 
at North, "and the Sea running high* 
the Sky was as dear as it is the fineft 
Night in July at Naples. 

Tttefday 4th, the Wind came about 
fairer, which helped us on coufiderably. 
Bein g near Land at Night, wc kept but 
otic Sail Abroad, founding continually. 
At felt, finding twelve Fadom for a 
great while, wc came to an Anchor, 
Haying for Day to draw nearer the I.and 
we few. 

Wtdnefday 5th, in the Morning, we 
thought we were between Damam and 
Bazaum, and the Tide being agaic/t us 
waited til! it turn’d, which was about 
Noon. Drawing near the Land, the 
Water began to look whiter, by reafon 


of the Rivers that runs into ic. We 
made feme little way, and Anchor’d a- 
gain becaufe the W ind was contrary; 
Thole Brutal Afoers being fech unskilful 
Sailers, that they knew not how to ad¬ 
vance a Step, unlefs the Wind was ve¬ 
ry Fair. But it was my own Fault that 
1 lay lb long at Sea, becaufe I would 
not follow the Advice of F. Chiarlanton, 
a French Jejieit 3 for had I gone Aboard 
the Engtifls Ship, I had been long before 
Alhore taking my Eafe. 

We weigh'd Anchor at Mid-night, 
hut dropt it again on Thurfday dth, 
before Day, for the aforefeiq Reafon, 
fe that when 1 expefted to have kept a 
merry .Twelfth-Tide Alhore, after a 
hard Lent at Sea, becaufe my Pro vinous 
fell fhort, I was forc’d againft Inclina¬ 
tion to continue my Abftinence. We 
fet Sail feme time after, but within a 
few Hours Anchor’d again, becaufe the 
Tide would not permit us to make way 
but at certain Hours. 

J went again A Chore in the Boat to 
know what Coaft it was, the Danger at 
MangdoT not having yet bad the good 
Effed to make me more Cautious, none, 
of the Sailers being able to give a good 
Account what part of the Portugmfe O 0- 
m in ions we were upon. Being hindred 
by the Flats from coming any nearer 
than within half a Mile of the Shore, 
two Seamen fwam thither to get feme 
Intelligence, One of thefe who return’d, 
the <. >t \\er not daring to Swim back, 
brougti : *tsn Account, that we were near 
the Village of Ntvigon, two Days Jour¬ 
ney for a Foot-Traveller from Damam 
towards Bazaim. Returning Aboard 
with this Relation, we weigh’d upon the 
Flood, and dropt Anchor again upon 
the E’o/, ’bout Bazaim. 

Thi s lb rrent, or Tide alters twice 
in 24 Hffers. It runs for fix Hours from 
break of Day towards Bazaim, or the 
South 3 then it runs till about Evening 
to the North towards Damam ; then it 
turns again towards Bazaim, and holds 
till Mid-night; after which it turns to 
the North, and holds till break of Day. 
’Tis true, thefe Turns are not at the 
fame Hours all the Year about, tho’ the 
running one way or the other always 
continues the fame time. 

Friday 7th, we hoifted Sail about 
Noon, with an indifferent Wind, and 
Anchor’d again in the Evening. After 
Mid-night we advanc’d again, and Sa¬ 
turday 8th, at Sun-riling, at length came 
to an Anchor off Damam. Tho’ we 
fpread our Sails again after Noon, they 
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PwA-’O were foon Furl’d through the Ignorance 
Cemelli. of the Pilot, for he rather loft than 
1695. gain’d Ground. Sunday 9th, we weigh’d 
four Hours before Day, and dropt An¬ 
chor again at Sun-rlfing, the Wind con¬ 
tinuing ftill at North. Four Hours be¬ 
fore Night we fet forward again with 
an indifferent Gale, which drove us on 
a good way by Night, when we An¬ 
chor’d. 

Monday 10th, we came to an Anchor 
near Damam, after a Voyage of 1200 
Miles, or 400 Leagues 7 which we run 
twice over through the Ignorance of the 
Vol. IV. 


Pilot. I went immediately Afhore in 
the Boat with the Captain; Here I had 
the good Fortune to meet F. Francis , and 
F. ConJlantin 7 the Faftor of Bajfora, be¬ 
ing already gone for Basutim , dnd Im- 
bracidg one another interchangeably, 
congratulating our happy Arrival in In~ 
dia 7 after our parting at Bander-Congo, 
theycarry’d me to thtir Mona fiery of St. 
AugnJUn where the Father Prior very 
Courteouffy receiv’d, and made much of 
me, appointing feveral Servants to at¬ 
tend me, that I might the better recover 
my feif after my Fatigues at Sea.

The End of the Second jP ART. 
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CHAP. I. 

The Defcription of Da mam, a City belonging to the Fortuguefes in Indoftan. 


N EVER was Traveller better 
pleas’d, after enduring many 
hardfhips, for a confiderable 
time in far diftanc Countries, in being 
fafely reflor’d to his native Soil, enjoy¬ 
ing the company of deareft Friends, and 
relating what he had feen ; than I was 
at my Landing in Indoftan, which made 
me forget the Toils of my troublefome 
Voyage. If it be extraordinary delight¬ 
ful to feed the Ears with the Relation of 
what precious things Nature has be¬ 
llow’d on that wealthy Country, for the 
eafe of humane Life ; you may judge 
how great a fadsfaction it was to me, to 
be upon the fpot where I might actually 
fee and be acquainted ; with them. Be¬ 
ing therefore lodg’d in the Monaftery 
of the sfaiguftinians in Damam , and ha¬ 
ving a little relied me after my Voyage, 
on Matiday the nth of January 1^95, 
I apply’d my felf to landing of my E- 
quipage. The Fenugatft Fa fro r was io 
civil that as at Bmder-Congo my Portman- 
tnes had not been fcarch'd for the fake 
of the Commiffioncr ; fo neither were 
they open’d at Damam through luscour- 
tefy. He obligingly told me, he could 


w iffa I had brought the value of 100000 
crowns; for in regard I was a firanger 
he would not have taken any Cuflom of 
me j for had 1 been a PomtgHefe, I muii 
have paid 10 per cent, (which to lay 
the Truth would have been confiderable) 
to the Gentils, who farm’d the Cufloms. 

When I acquainted F. Francis with this 
Cenerofity of the Fafrors, he told me, 
that notwithfbnding his being a Reli¬ 
gious Man, having brought two Bales 
ol Carpets, for the fervice of their 
Church, the Cnflom-honfe Officers had 
Hopp’d them for their Dudes, f ap¬ 
ply’d my felf to the Eafror, to have 
them reftor’d to him, reprefynting F. 
Francis’s great worth,' and how much 
he was efteem’d at T/pah*, by all the 
great ones 5 fo that at length through 
ray interceilion he recover’d his Bales. 

The city Damam is feated on the left Dmm 
fide of the River of that Name, in 20 City- 
degrees of Latitude. Tho’ bur ill peo¬ 
pled, it is Beautiful enough, and built 
after the Italian manner. Three broad 
Streets divide it in length, and four a- 
crofs them; a!! fo regularly built, that 
the corner’s of the' Hordes (which are 

for 
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for the moil part trench’d about) do not 
jut out an Inch one beyond another ; ’tis 
true molt of them have only a Ground 
Floor, very few having any Rooms a- 
bove, and they are generally Til’d. In- 
Read of Glafs their Windows are made 
of Oyfter Shells curioufly Wrought and 
Tranfparent. Every Houle has its Gar¬ 
den or Orchard with Fruit Trees. 

The Air of Damam is very good, be¬ 
ing North of Gm\ and tho.its Summer 
and Winter be at the lame time as it is at 
Goa. (for whilft I flay’d it was Summer 
in thofe parts, and the Winter is from 
May till the end of September, with con¬ 
tinual Raiu and Storms) yet during that 
time I call'd Summer, there is fomc fort 
of Coolnefs in the Morning, which is 
not at Goa. 

It has four modern and well Built Ba- 
flions; but ’tis fomewhat irregular, and 
ill provided with Cannon. The Com- 
pafs is about two Miles, without any 
Ditch on the Eafl and South lides, but 
with a low Work, or Intrenchmcnt 
Breafl high. On the other iides the Ditch 
is fill’d by ail Arm of the River, towards 
which there are two Gates, and before 
thefirft a Draw-Bridge. All the Walls 
are back’d with Ramparts. 

The Government is in a Captain, or 
Commandant, and it is kept by a good 
Garrifon. The Faftor before mention’d 
has the charge of the King’s Revenue. 
It is inhabited by Pormgaefes, Meftizas , 
who are born of white Fathers and black 
Mothers, Pagans and Mahometans, but 
thefe two lalt are not allow’d the free 
exercife of their Religion. There are 
federal good Mo 11 aft cries, as thole of the 
Jefuiti, the Recolets , the Aagttflimans, 
and the Parifh Church m t but none of them 
has above three Altars oppofite to the 
Door. The Monaftcries are convenient 
enough for the religious Men. That of 
S. Augufim, where I reftded, had an ex¬ 
cellent fquare Cloifter, with twelve good 
Stone Columns, befides the four great 
Pillars at the Angles. Above in the 
Dormitory there are twenty eight fmal- 
Icr Columns. 

All that has been here mention d be¬ 
longs to new Damam ; for the old is on 
the right of the aforefaid River, con¬ 
fining of poor low Houfes , or rather 
Cottages with Mud Walls, and cover’d 
with Palm Tree Leaves. Here molt of 
the Moors and Gentils live, having their 
Shops of feveral Trades along the ill 
contriv’d Streets. 

Between the old City and the new is 
the Harbour made by the River Damam ; 


but no Veflels either great or fmall can 
come in but at Flood, during fix Hours 
of the Day, as was faid in the forego¬ 
ing Book, as it is at 0fiend in Handers, 
and Calls in Picardy. The Stream is fo 
rapid at Ebb that no Oars can Item it, 
but they mult needs come to an Anchor 
(unlefs the Wind fets in very hard,) and 
flay till the next Flood. This is-to be 
underftood of Vcilels of final! Burden ; 
for great Ones can neither go in or out 
but twice a Month, that is, when the 
Moon is new and at the full, becaufe of 
the Spring Tides, which there they call 
great Tides. 

The Entrance into tins Harbour is de¬ 
fended by a fmall Caftle feated on the 
fide of old Damam. It is longtlh and 
has three Baftions, well enough furnifh’d 
with Cannon. On the North lkle of the 
City is a fmall Suburb, confiding of Cot¬ 
tages cover’d with Palm-Tree-Leaves, 
and inhabited by Chriftian Blacks; and 
at a fmall diflance from it, a Village of 
Gentils, w ith a Bazar. 

In the Year 1535- Mar tin Alfonfo de 
Sottfa took and dell toy’d Damam in three 
Days. In 1559- DConflamin Son to the 
Duke of Braganza V iceroy of India, rc~ p„g e 
took it from A fid Bojita Abyjftm, who 25 ilit.F. 
had revolted from his Sovereign, and 
made it of confiderable Strength, The 
great Mogul hasattemped to reduce it fe¬ 
veral times; and particularly fifty Years 
ago Aarenge - Zeb - Alangmr afterwards 
King, lay’d Siege to it with an Army of 
eighty thoufand Men ; but the Portuguejts 
defended it fo bravely, making a terri¬ 
ble Slaughter of the Enemy with their 
continual Sallies at Night, that he was 
forc’d after lyingthree Months before it, 
to march off with the lofs of half his 
Army. The occafion of it was, that the 
Moguls refolving to make the laft Effort 
to take it, and having to this purpofe 
plac’d two hundred Elephants in the 
Front with long fharp Swords in their 
Trunks; the Bcafts frighted with the 
Fire of the portugnefes Muskets, randif- 
orderly upon the Mahometan Army, cut¬ 
ting in pieces abundance of Men, with 
the fame Weapons they were Arm’d to 
deftroy the Chriftians. The Barbarians 
being but in a bad condition by their own 
Contrivance ; the Portugnefes retiring in¬ 
to the Town, began in fcorn to throw 
Cockle-fhells , which the Mahometans 
abhor, into the Enemies Camp, with an 
Engine they call Papagayo , made of Pafl- 
board ftrengthned with Canes, and car- 
ry’d up into the Air by the Wind and 
guided by a Rope. 

■ The 
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The Pomignefes Live very great in 
C'etutSi. India ) both as to their Tables, death* 
1^95. in", and number of Cafes ? or Slaves to 
v-OT'O s er ve them ; having fome of thefe to 
ramguefet carr y ln fdancbmi on their Shoul- 
JJLr ders, aild others S rc:it Utnbrclloes of 
1 0 Palm-Tree Leaves. The PaUmhim is 
like a wooden Bier painted and gelt, fc- 
Ven Spans long, and four in breadth, 
with two well wrought Rifings at both 
ends. On it they lay a Pcrfian Carper, 
and over that a piece of Ruffian Leather, 
that it may not heat their Backs, and 
two Silk Pillows, on which they lie a- 
long. There are Ropes, or Iron Rings 
faftr.ed to the ends, through which they 
run a Bamboa? or thick Indian Cane, to 
lay on the Shoulders of the Blacks, two 
before, anti two behind, all in a Row or 
File very few being carry’d_ by two. 
The Perfon in the Palanchine is cover'd 
with an Umbrelloe of eight Spans Dia¬ 
meter, carry’d by a Slave, or elfe fatt- 
ned to the Bamboa that croITes the Pa- 
Umkine , and may be turn’d to that fide 
Tdattints the Sun is on. In rainy Weather they 
and u f c an ot!ier iort of Carriage call’d An- 

ltour * dorst? with a Covering made of Palm- 

Tree Leaves, floaping like the Ridge 
of a Houfe, fix’d upon the Bamboa ? 
there are two final! Windows or Doors 
on the lides, that may be open’d to fee 
who goes along the Street. The Ando- 
ra diners from the PalanUne in nothing, 
but the Bamboa? becaufe the latter has 
a crooked one, chat he who is carry’d 
may fit up \ and that of the Andora is 
ftrait, fothathemuft lye along as if he 
were in Bed. This would be a conve¬ 
nient way of Travelling on thole loft 
pillows for an effeminate European? who 
lhould find fault with thejoulcing of the 
Neapolitan Sedans, and would defire to 
travel in Safety and Sleep. They are 
generally us’d there by Women, Religi¬ 
ous Men, and all other Perfons; a Reli¬ 
gious Men of any note, never being 
feen abroad in India-, but in an Andora 
or Pdnnkint , attended by many Slaves, 
there being but few Converts. Befides, 
the Charge is very ittconfiderable, for 
they that have no Slaves, pay four Indi¬ 
ans but twelve Co fuses of Naples a Month 
for carrying them. 

Coaches, When they go out of Town, or tra¬ 
vel fome Days Journey, they ufe a fort 
of Coach drawn by Oxen, guided by a 
Cord run through their Nolfrils. Thefe 
Coaches are fquare like a Chair, and 
can hold but two; the top of it is com¬ 
monly cover’d with Silk, three of the 
lides open, and the back clos’d with 
Canes interwoven one within another. 


They have no good Flefh to Eat in Prcvifi- 
Damam ? becaule the Beef and Pork is ons - 
ill. tailed : They fcldom kill Sheep or 
Goats ; and every Body cannot go to 
the Price of Fowls. Filh is alfo fcarce, 
and none of the heft j befides they have 
no Oil of Olives to drefs it, but inftead 
thereof make ufe of that of Cvca-Nuts. 

The Bread is Extraordinary good, even 
that they make of Rice. Thus a Stran¬ 
ger at JDamant? who is not entertain’d 
by fome Body, has but an ill time of it, 
it he expefts for his Mony to furnilh 
himfelf iu the Market ; becaufe the Gen¬ 
try have all their Provifions in their 
Houfes, and the meaner Sort, makes a 
fhift with Rice and Sara, that is, Palm- 
Tree Wine, fcarce ever tailing Bread 
all the Year about. 

There is not any one fort of our En- Fruits and 
repeats Fruits, but all Indian? as Coco- Herbs. 
Nuts, Manfanas? Cianibos? Vndis? Ana- 
wafts? At as? Ananas? and others we fhatl 
delcribe in their proper Place, and give 
the Cuts of them. As for Herbs there 
are many of the European? and of the 
Country; among which the Roots of 
that call’d Cajfaras? being like white 
Tar tuffs, or Pignuts; of the bignefs and 
tafte of a Cheftnut, are excellent. 

Damam is alfo very famous for all Seaft*. 
lores of Game ; for befides all the Eu¬ 
ropean Creatures of wild Boars, Wolves, 

Foxes, and Hares; in the Mountains 
there are thole they call Baecareos? in 
fhape like Bucks, and in talte like Swine ; 
Zambarcs? whofe Bodies are like Oxen, 
and their Horns, and Feet like thole of 
a Stag; tsazjellet? which are like Goats; 

Dives like Foxes ; Rafts, with the Body 
like a Cow, fo call’d from a Role they 
have on the Breaft; the Male of this 
Species is call’d A fern? and has Horns 
half a Span long, and the Body,and Tail 
like a Horfe; Wolves like Stags with 
hairy Horns; European Stags; black 
wild Cats with Wings like thofe of the 
Bats, with which they skip and fly from 
one Tree to another, tho’ they be far 
diftant; wild Horfes and Cows. There 
are three lores of Tigers, call’d Bibo? 

Cito? and the Royal, each differing from 
the other in bignefs of Body, and vari¬ 
ety of Spots. It being their Property to 
be continually in fearch of wild Boars, 
thefe taught to defend themfelves by 
Nature, tumble in the Mire, and dry 
themfelves in the Sun fo often, till the 
Mud is cruftcd hard on them. Being 
tlntiarra’d, inftead of being made a Prey, 
they often gore the Tygers with their 
(harp Tusks; for they workiag with 
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their Claws on the hard Mud, are a long 
time pulling it off^ and by that means 
give the Boars time to kill them. 

The Ponuguefes have two ways of kil¬ 
ling Tygers, one is lying conceal'd in 
a Ditch, near the Water where they 
come to Drink \ the other going in a 
Cart drawn gently through the Wood 
by Oxen, and thence {hooting them. But 
they ufe all their Endeavours to hit them 
on the Forehead, for if the Tyger falls 
not the fir ft Shot, it grows fo enrag'd 
with the Hurt, that it certainly tears 
the Hunter in pieces. 

Birds. Belldes four footed Bealls, there is 
great plenty in the Woods of Peacocks, 
Patridges of two forts, Ducks, Pigeons, 
Turtle-Doves, Swallows, Rooks, and 
other forts known in Europe. They for 
Paftime keep a fort in Gages about as 
big as a Thru (fa , call'd Man mhos of the 
City, and of the Country. The firft 
are black and white; the latter of an 
ath Colour, with a red Breaft. 

A Man in India mu ft be very regular 
in Eating, or he will fall into fome in¬ 
curable Difteniper j or at lcaft fuch as 
mult be core after the Con arty fafhion 
with Fire*, Experience having (hewn 
that Europe*# Medicines are of no ufe 
there. The Difeafe they call MordaxJn 
is a complication of Fever, Vomiting, 
Weaknefs in the Limbs, and Hcad-ach. 
It always proceeds from too much Eat¬ 
ing, and is cur'd by burning both the 
Heels with a red hoc Spit, till the Pati¬ 
ent feels the heat of the Fire. That 
they call Bomburakiy and Naricuty fwclls 
and caufes a violent pain in the Belly, 
and to cure it. Fire is alfo apply'd to the 
Swelling, lb that thofe who have the 
good Fortune to recover carry thefigns 
of the Fire afterwards on their Belly. 
For this rcafbn the Phyfitians that go out 
of Portugal into thofe parts, rauftatfirft 
keep company with the Indian Surgeons 
to be fit to Pra&ice; otherwife if they 
go about to cure thofe Di (tempers, fo 
far different from ours after the European 
manner, they may chance to Kill more 
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chan they Cure. For fear of thefe Di¬ 
kies on Fled) Days they only eat Fled) 
at Dinner, and generally Fifti at Night. 

The Habit ot the Portaguefis that have 
fetled their aboad in India is very odd 
for under their Coats or Veils they wear 
a fort of Breeches, call’d CandaUs, the 
like whereof 1 never faw in any part of 
Europe y for when they are ty'd they leave 
lC'fnethmg like the tops of Boots on the 
Leg. Others under a fliort Doublet, 
wear wide Silk Breechesy and fome have 
them hang down to their Ankles, fo that 
they lervefor Hole, 

The Gemits wear a Jong Silk Gar¬ 
ment, gather’d about the Walt like a 
Petticoat It is ty’d with Ribbons be¬ 
fore upon the Breaft, and under the left 
Arm like the Perf,an Cabmas ; and with 
a Girdle about the middle* under it 
they have long Breeches down to their 
Heels. On their Shoulders hantis a niece 
of Silk or Woollen, which they w rap 
about their Head when it is cold, rhe 
Turbant being but very final!. Others 
go naked, only covering their Privities 
withaCJout. 

The Women have no other Garment 
but a long piece of Staff, wherewith 
they cover all their Body, except their 
Legs and part of their Belly. Some add 
a little fort of Smock with half SWesj 
adorning their bare Arras with Bracelets, 
and Strings of Glals and 1,at con •, their 
Ears with large Silver Pendents , and 
their Ankies with Rings of the fame 
Metal. 

W'dnefday 12th, I went to vifit the 
King’s Faftor, being much oblig’d to him 
for his Civility. The fame Day I went 
with F. Canjiamin to old Domain for 
Paftime. Thufrday 1 3 th, we went to take 
the Air in a Garden of the Augufiiniansy 
as well the religious Men, as theirGuefts 
and others, in five of the Country Coa¬ 
ches, F. Francis treated us generonily. 
Coming home I faw them on the Shore 
building a Veil'd they call Gdavma , 
which was all Pinn’d with Wood, and 
Caulk’d with Cotton. 


CHAP. II. 

The Authors Jbart Ftoyage to Suratte, ami Return to Damam. 


H Aving a ciiriofity to fee Suratte, and 
it being eafie to go thither; bc- 
caufe the Convoy was ready to fail for 
Cambay a. and other Parts, [ went on Fri¬ 
day 14th, to give a vilit to the Comma- 


dore of the Galliots that were to Convoy 
the Trading Veflels, and defir’d him to 
give me my Paflage aboard his, which 
was built Frigot fa/bion and ctrry’d twen¬ 
ty Gnns. He civilly granted it, fo Cour¬

csteous is the Fortuguefe Nation, and there- 
Gemelli. fore having return’d thanks l went 
IC>9<. home to make ready. Saturday 15th, at- 
ter Dinner, leaving my Luggage with 
K Francis to avoid all Trouble ot that 
feveve Cuftom-Houfe, limbark’d with 
niyMan aboard the Commadore’s Galliot, 
and the great Stream carrying ns out ot 
the Harbour prefcntly after Noonwe 
Sail’d with a fair Wind which commitd 
all Night. 

Sunday idth, about break of Day we 
came in' fight of the Bay of Suratte , that 
City being but fixty Miles from Damans, 
and entring it with a fair Wind, came 
to an Anchor at Sadi , twelve Miles 
from the City. Is immediately went a 
Shore with the Commadore’s Nephew, 
where the Cuftom-HoufeOfficersfeai urd 
our Bags narrowly for Pearls, or Zec- 
tbines. Then I went to fee the Director 
of the French 1 Company, who kept me 
with him. 

Suratte is feated in twenty Degrees or 
Latitude, and a hundred and five of Lon¬ 
gitude, at the Mouth of the Bay of Cam- 
bay a and Kingdom of Gitzaratte. It IS 
not large, enclos’d by a weak Wall, 
built after it was Plunder’d by Savagiy 01 
Kacagi. The Caftle is no better, having 
four Towers but no Ramparts, but ei¬ 
ther coming from Sea or Land it muft 
be pafs’d by to coine at the City. The 
Governor of it only commands the Gar- 
rifoa Soukliers; the City being . go¬ 
vern’d by a Nabab, who receives the 
King's Taxes throughout the whole Pro¬ 
vince. The private Houfes arc built 
with Mud mixt with Cows Dung, and 
fmall Brufh-wood broke; there are not 
above a dozen good ones belonging to 
French, Englifi, Dutch and Mahometan 
Merchants. Neverthelefs Suratte is the 
prime Mart of India, all Nations in the 
World Trading thither, no Ship failing 
the Indian Ocean, but what puts in there 
to Buy, Sell, or Load; for in the Port of 
Suratte, there is a Trade not only for 
all forts of Spice, and among them for 
Ginger, but of very rich Gold and Silk 
Stuffs, of very fine Cottons and other 
Commodities brought thither from re- 
tnotf Parts, There are fuch rich Mer¬ 
chants, that they can load any great Ship 
out of one of their Ware-Houles. 1 may 
fay without enlarging, that all the rich 
Silks and Gold Stuffs curioufly wrought 
Amsdibit with Birds and Flowers; all the Bro- 
City. ca des, Velvets, Taffetas, and other forts 
made in Amadabat, are convey’d to Su¬ 
ratte, which is but four Days Journey 
from it. I fayithofc of Amadabat , which 


is the greateft City in India , and nothing 
inferior to Denies for this Trade; tho’ 
its Houfesare low and made of Mod and 
Bamboo-, and the Streets Narrow, Crook¬ 
ed, and full of Dirt. But I forgot the 
fine Mullins of Cambaya , and the Curio- 
fines made in the molt valuable Agate 
that is brought into Europe. 

Cambaya the Metropolis of that King- . 
dom was a large and rich City, whilft the 1 
Fcrtuguefes were polfefs’d of it, Earache 
and Suratte-, for this brave Nation go¬ 
vern’d it well enough, the Gate being 
ttillftanding that People made for its fe- 
curity ; but after they abandon'd it and 
retir’d to the Sea it loft much of its 
Splendor and Magnificence; for the Vef- 
fels Anchor twelve Miles from it, and 
cannot come up to the City but with the 
Flood; which is fo violent and fwift 
that a Horfe can fcarce outrun it. For 
this reafonthe Ships often do not go up, 
becaufe they muft do itagainft Wind, to 
check the violence of the Tide that drives 
fo impetuoufly. 

Barofce above mention’d is famous for Bttrofce 
its excellent white and ftain’d Calicoes, city, 
as alfo for Ginger, and the belt Market 
for its Commodities is at Suratte ten 
Miles diftant from it. Its Port is the 
River, which falls into the Sea fifteen 
Miles lower, up which fmall Barks can 
go with the Tide. 

I pnrpofely omit to mention particu¬ 
larly fo many Countries, which like Ri¬ 
vers to the Sea convey all their Wealth 
to Suratte, becaufe of the good Vent 
they find for it there ; this being a mat¬ 
ter well known to Europeans. But there 
would be a much greater Refort, were its 
Port better, and that the VefTels when 
they have run fix Miles up the River, 
were not forc’d to lye at Suali, ten 
Miles from the City; wheno* and whi¬ 
ther Commodities are convey’d in fmall 

h0 Monday t 7 th, I faw the Church of the 
Capucins which is decently adorn’d, and 
their Houfe convenient, thofe good Men 
having built it after the manner of Ex¬ 
tant. 

Tuefday 18th, I went to fee the Tree Bintm 
of the Gent lit, we call Banians , * Under Tr« and 
which they have the Pagods of their I- “S™ 5 ' 
dois, and Meet to perform their Cere¬ 
monies. It is of the fame bignefs and 
fort as that deferib’d at Bander-Conyo-, 
but the Pagods differ, for under tins I 
found four, one call’d of Mamaniva , 
which has a mighty Front; two others ot 
Rio-Ram, and the fourth a retiring Place 
for Fachires that do Pennance; whereas 

under 
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(\y\_y under the Tree at Bandtr-Congo there 
CtmtfU. is but due, 

! Under this Tree and in the neighbou- 

ring Parts there are many Men, who 
pjehires or have enjoyn’d themfelves and do perform 
Penitents. g uc h dreadful Pennances, that they will 
feem fabulous to the Reader, and irnpof- 
libie to be gone through without the 
afliftance of the Devil. You may fee one 
hanging by a Rope ty’d under his Arms 
and to the Tree, only his Feet touch¬ 
ing the Ground, and the reft of his Bo¬ 
dy being Bow’d, and this for many Years 
without changing Place or Pofture Day 
or Night. Others have their Arms lif¬ 
ted up in the Air, fo that in procefs of 
Time there grows fuch a Stiffnefs or 
Hardnefs in the Joy ms that they cannot 
bring them down again. Some fit with 
their Hands lifted up without ever mov¬ 
ing them. Others ft and upon one Foot, 
and others lye along with their Arms 
under their Heads for a Pillow. In fhort, 
they are in fuch Pollutes, thatfometiflies 
a Man can fcarce believe his Eyes, but 
fancies it is an Illufion. Thus they con¬ 
tinue Naked all Sealons of the Year, with 
vaft long Hair, and Nails grown out, 
expos’d to the Rain, and burning Rays 
of the Sun, and to be ftung by Flies, 
whom they cannot drive away. Other 
Fachirs who take that Employment fup- 
ply their Neceflities of Eating and Drink* 
ing. Thefc Penitents are not afbam’d 
to go quite Naked, as they came out of 
their Mothers Wombs. The Women 
go devoutly to kifs thofe Parts Modefty 
forbids us to name, and tho’ they take 
them in their Hands they feel not the 
leaft Motion of Senfnality, but they roul 
their Eyes in a moft dreadful manner 
without taking notice of them, as l faw 
one on Wednefday lyth, befet by feme 
filly Fagan Women, who paid their Ref- 
pefls to him with great Humility. 

An Bofpi- Thurfdayn otll, a young Preach Mail 
talfor conduced me to fee an Hofpital of the 
Sir^and g entity where abundance of irrational 
Eeatts ‘ Creatures were kept. This they do be- 
caufe they believe the Trapfinigration of 
Souls, and therefore imagining thofe of 
their Forefathers may be in the vileft, 
and filthieft living Creatures they pro¬ 


vide them with Food. Thus the wild 
Monkeys come to eat what is provided 
for them. Bel ides the prodigious num¬ 
ber of Birds and Bealls maintain’d there, 
particular care is taken of the Lame and 
Sick. But that which moft amaz’d me, 
tho’ I went thither to that purpofe, was 
to fee a poor Wretch naked bound Hands 
and Feet, to feed the Bugs or Punailes, 
fetch'd out of their ftinking Holes to that 
purpofe. The belt of it is that any Man 
fhould voluntarily expofc himfelf to be fo 
devour’d, for a final! reward given him, 
according eo the Hours lie will continue 
under it. 

. Fnday 21 th, going home, after walk- AFooUfh 
mg about a while, 1 law abundance of piece of 
People got together before a Pagan Mer- Knavery, 
chant s Shop, and in the midft of them a 
jugliflg Fellow with a Hen in ore Hand 
and a Knife in the other. Inquiring in¬ 
to the meaning of it, they told me, that 
Man was a Rogue, who when he had a 
Mind to get Mony, carry’d that Hen 
through the Streets where the Gtntiis 
Jiv’d, threading to kill it, that they might 
give him Mony to favc its life, each of 
them believing the Soul of lome of his 
Kindred might be in that Hen. In fhort, 

I faw him receive forne Mony, and go on 
Hill threatning the fame, 

Saturday 22d, all theVcftels from X>br, 

Cambay*, Baroche and other Places be, 
ing come together to Sail for Goa and o- 
ther Dominions of Portugal , and the 
Galiots being ready to Convoy them, f 
again went aboard the fame that brought 
me. Sailing one of the Mouth of the Ri¬ 
ver with a fair Wind we got into the o- 
pen Sea, and after lying by two Hours 
for the fmatl Veflels to go a head of us, 
we held on our CourJe gently all Night, 

Sunday 23d. at break of Day we found 
our felves many Miles from Damam and 
too late to hear Mafs, The Galiots came 
to an Anchor after Noon without the 
Mouth of the River, fome fniall Barks go¬ 
ing up it. I found F. Francis expefted 
me with Impatience, who receiv’d me 
with Expreffions of great AfFeftion. 

Monday 24th, I took leave of Friends 
that had been kind to me, there being aa 
opportunity to Imbark for Bazjum.

lighted on a very high Beam, fix’d to 
that purpofe j 1 know not bow he could 
do all this, without fome fu per natural 
Afliftance. 

Tuefday the firft of February, a Me£ 
feuger from the Nabab , or Governour 
of Stir an e came in a Palankine with 
thirty Souldicrs, to treat about lome 
Biilinefs with the Governour, and deli¬ 
ver him two Letters. 

Wedncfday 2d, I went in an An dor a 
Shou£ of . tf ; e . Monafiery to fee the Cafabi, 
which is the only Diverlton at Banaim 
* nothing apnearing for fifteen Miles but 
delightful Gardens, Planted with feve- 
ral forts of the Country Fruit Trees, 
as Palm, Fig, Mangas, and others, and 
abundance of Sugar Canes. The Soil 
is cultivated by Chriftian, Mahometan, 
and Pagan Peafants, inhabiting the Vil¬ 
lages thereabouts. They keep the Gar¬ 
dens always Green and Fruitful, by 
Watering them with certain Engines; 
fo that the Gentry allur’d by the cool 
and delightful Walks, all have their 
Pleafure Houfcs at Caffabb, to go thither 
in the hotteft Weather to take the Air, 
and get away from the contagious and 
peftilential Difeafe call’d Caraza.o, that 
tifes to infect all the Cities of the Nor¬ 
thern Coaft. It is cxa&ly like a Bubo, 
Vol. IV, 


and fo violent that it not only takes a- 
way ail means of preparing for a good 
End, but in a few Honrs depopulates 
whole Cities, as witnefs, Suratte, Da- 
mam, Bazaum, Tand and other Places, 
which often fuffer under this Calamity. 

■ In this Territory of Caffabb 1 faw the 
Sugar Canes prefs’d between two great 
wooden Routers, turn’d about by Ox¬ 
en, ■ whence they tame out thoroughly 
fquecz’d. Then the Juice is boil’d in 
Cauldrons, and being fee out to cool at 
Night in earthen Veilcls it hardens into 
white Sugar. 

Thitrfday 3d, 1 went to vifit the Image 
of our Lady De hs Remedies, Handing in 
a Pariih Church belonging to the Domi¬ 
nicans , on the Road to Cajfabb. About 
five Years fince this Church was Burnt 
by Kacagi , a Gent it Subjed to die Great 
Mogul , who with a great Multitude of 
Outlaws, and four thoufand Souldiers, 
went about like a Rover, Plundering 
and Burning Villages. Thence I went 
to fee another miraculous Image of our 
Lady da Merc t , in a frnall Church 
founded and ferv’d by au Attguftinian. 
who did the Office of Curate, 

Friday 4th, I faw the Church of the jefuitu 
Jefititt, in India call’d Pauiifias. It is ' 
richly Gilt, not only the three Chap- 
pels, but the Walls and Arch; but the 
Workmen knew not how to make that 
rich Metal Ihew it felf to the beft advan¬ 
tage. The Dormitory and Cioifter are 
the beft in the City. In the Garden, be- 
fides the Indian , there are fame fore 
of European Fruit ■, and among the reft 
Figs and Grapes, which the F. Re&or 
told me came to Maturity twice a Year, 
that is, in December and March. 

Saturday 5th, I vifited the Monaftery Dm - m . 
of the Dominicans , with the famous mtm 
Dormitory. The Church was large and 
had but three Altars, as we faid was 
us’d in India , oppofite to the great Gate, 
and all well adorn’d, 

Sunday 6th, I heard Mafs in the Church FtaniJeM 
of the Mifericordia , which is the Parilh 
of the City j and continuing to vifit 
Churches came on Monday 7th to that 
of the Framifcans. Both Church and_ 
Monaftery are built after the manner of 
Europe, the Church having many Chap- 
pels, contrary to the Cuftom of India. 

Tuefday 8th, I heard Maft in the Pa- i» 0 r o!tal , 
rifh of our Lady de la l r tda, where i crs . 
there are three very good Altars well 
adorn’d. The Monaftery of the Fathers, 
Hofpitallers, or S. John de Dios, where 
1 was on Monday 9th, is fo Poor that 
it can maintain but three Fryars.

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Tbttrfday 10th, underftanding there 
Gemetlu was a Wedding of People of Quality at 
169s- the Church of our Lady de U Tida, I 
t/VNJ went to fee the Ceremony._ 1 obferv’d 
the Bridegroom did not give his Bride 
the right Hand, and thinking it an ex¬ 
travagant cuftom, as being only us’d by 
Crown'd Heads, I ask’d the reafon of it 
of lome portxguefes ; who told me the 
fame was practis’d in Portugal, and this 
that the Gentlemen might have his right 
Hand at liberty, to put to his Sword in 
Defence of the Lady. The Bride was 
richly dad, afcer the French faIhion ; 
but lome Trumpets went along, found¬ 
ing fuch a doleful Tone, as little differ’d 
from that they ufe in conducing Cri¬ 
minals to Execution. I return’d to the 
Mona fiery in the Andora-, and here it 
is to be oblerv’d that the maimer of fa- 
luting thofe they meet, when they are 
carry’d in this fort of conveniency, in 
Italy would be taken for an affront, and 
laugh’d at ■, for in token of refpcft they 
fhuc to the little Door of the Andora 
upon them. This in Naples would cer¬ 
tainly produce a Duel, and in India is 
done out of refpeft even to the Vice- 
Roy himfelf. 

Friday nth, I heard Mafs in thePa- 
rifh Church of our Lady da Sr, where 


there are feveral Altars, and two Chap- 
pels. 

There are no DoQors of the Civil 
Law throughout the Portuguefe Domi¬ 
nions in India , and thofe few Canarins,, 
who follow this Employment, through 
their Ignorance prove bad Advocates, 
or Conncellors, and Sollicitors, and fome 
times Plead both for Plaintiff and De¬ 
fendant. Betides, for the moll part 
Caufes are decided by Ignorant Captains 
or Governors without the approbation of 
an AffefFor. This happens for want of 
an llniverfity and Colleges to teach the 
Law; and becaufe the Portuguefe Do¬ 
lors will not go fo far from their Coun¬ 
try, by reafon of the little profit they 
fhould make in India, F, Feliciamts the 
Prior underftanding that I was a Doftor 
of the Civil Law, on Saturday 12th, 
propos’d a Match to me with a Portion 
of 20000 pieces of Eight, and with a 
Promifc that I Ihould be Advocate to 
the Monaftcries, and to fome Families 
of Note, which would yield about tS 00 
pieces of Eight a Year. Having no in¬ 
clination to live in thofe hot Countries, 

I anfwer’d, that tho’ he had offer’d me 
100000 Pieces of Eight Portion, I Ihould 
never be induc’d to quit Europe for 
ever. 


CHAP. IV. 

The Defer ip tim of the Pagod in the [(land of Salfete, by the Portuguefes caiPd 

the Canarin. 


T He Paged or Temple of the Cana- 
rin , whereof I intended to give 
an exaft and true account, is one of the 
greateft wonders in Afia ; as well be¬ 
caufe it is look’d upon as the Work of 
Alexander the Great, as for its extra¬ 
ordinary and incomparable Workman- 
Jhip, which certainly could be underta¬ 
ken by none but Alexander. What I 
moft admire is that it is almoft unknown 
to Europeans ; for tho’ 1 have made 
much enquiry, I do not find that any 
Italian , or other European Traveller has 
writ of it; and it is very ftrange to me 
that lb Ingenuous a Manas oat Peter de la 
P'alle fhould omit to fee both this Pagod , 
and the Palace of Darius , with the An¬ 
tiquities of Cdmenar , that were but a 
few Leagues out of his way, fince he 
travcll’d for his Pleafure, and rrfade 
nothing of fpending Thoufands of 
Crowns to fatisfy hisCuriolity. Tho’ a 
poor Man I fpar’d no Coft or Labour, 


that I might fee all and inform the Pub- 
lick. As for Tavernier, it is no wonder 
he minded not to fee thefe things, be¬ 
caufe his principal End was Trade, and 
buying of Jewels, and therefore he only 
went to thofe places where his bufinefs 
jay, and he could make moft profit; 
and tho’ he made feveral Voyages to In¬ 
dia, he minded not to fee Antiquities 
tho’ he pafs’d clofe by them, 

I had a mind to go to Tana, and pafs GommM 
over from thence to the Pagod ; but the village. 
Fathers Vifitor and Prior dilfuaded me, 
faying, k was better going by Deins. 
Accordingly Sunday 13th, hiring a Boat 
I went over to the Village of Gorman del, 
in the Ifland Salttte. The Houfes are 
fcatter’d on both fides of the Mountains, 
on the top whereof is the Palace of the 
Lord of the Village. I went thence up¬ 
on the Streighc to the Village of Deins , 
belonging to the Nuns of S. Monica at 
Goa, 6 Milesdiftant from Baz.aim : F. Ed¬

ward ail Juguftiman Procurator to 
thofe Nuns , receiv’d me into his 
Houle on account of a Letter of recora- 
m nidation I had from the F. Vili- 

tC Being hot and dry, F- Edward brought 
out two Citron Peels preferv’d ; and l 
without confideriag eat one and drank 
a great Glafs of \Vater; hut he aitci- 
wards offering nic the other 7 I cul u 
to mind, I had fwallow’d down tome 
Hundreds of Pifmires, which cover d 
the faid Peels, and perhaps dilltxlgd 
the Souls of fo many dead Idolaters re¬ 
ading in thofe little Bodies. I there¬ 
fore refus’d the other with Thanks, 
deli ring him to keep that Sweat-meat, 
which was as old as the VHfegc, to 
treat iome other Gueft ; becaufc 1 
would not upon any account be guilty 
again of Inch a Slaughter of Ants. Al¬ 
ter this Poor Refrefhmcnt I went to the 
Village of pAonopoffer , a Mile cliftant, 
to fee a Church under Ground, tormer- 
ly a ifatod cut in the Rock, on which 
Jtands the College and JUonaftcry of the 
Fr/incite ans. It is a loo Spans long, and 
in Breadth thirty. The fide Walls, as 
has been faid are of the natural Rock, 
and only the Front is made by Art. 
Giofe by is another Paged cut in the 
Rock, formerly ferving for their Ido¬ 
latrous Worlhip. 

The Church and Monaftery are like 
all the reft in India. Five Religious Men 
live there, to whom the King of f'or- 
tmal allows loo Marais of Rice, all 
which they give to the Poor, except on¬ 
ly as much as ferves for their own fufte- 
nance. One of theie Fathers does the 
Office of a Curate, in the Village ot 
Caff, two Miles diftant, and has a good 
dwelling there. On the Mountain near 
the faid College is another Hermitage, 
with a Ckappel. 

Returning to Deins, F. Edward told 
me, that tho’ he had us’d all his endea¬ 
vours he could not find Men to carry me 
in an An dor4, for his People were fled, 
and there were no others at Mon^offen, 
by which perceiving that the Father was 
an Exception of the general Civility of 
the partuguefcy I was fort d to take up 
with an id Houfe. 

Monday 14.U1, the Owner who was a 
Paean-, brought me the Horfe very rite, 
becaufe none of them goes out ot his 
Houfe, till he has perform’d his Idola¬ 
trous Ceremonies, and thinking to take 
fome little Meat, before I fet out, good 
fparing F. Edward cold me the Bread was 
not come yet ; and I anfwering 1 would 


fend to buy fome, he reply’d it was not 
yet bak'd; and 1 might dine in a Village 
half way. Defiring him further to ap¬ 
point Iome Pealant to (hew me the Pa¬ 
ged, bccaufe the Gmii knew not the way- 
well, he would neither fend a Country 
Man, nor one of his Servants; where¬ 
upon 1 fet out in Danger of lofing my 
way for want of a Guide, travelling on 
a Mountain full of Monkeys, Tygers, 

Lions, and other wild Bealls and venor 
mous Creatures. Coming to the Vil¬ 
lage, where I delign’d to eat, 1 found 
nothing but a little Rice half boil’d in 
fair Water ; the place confining of on¬ 
ly four Cottages in the thickeft of the 
Wood; fo that I went on faffing. By 
the way l met ftrangc Birds, Somu 
were Green and as big as a Thrulh, and 
Sang very well; others bigger, black 
as Velvet, and with vaft long Tails; 
others Red and Green; fome Black and 
Green, as big as a Turtle-dove, and ma¬ 
ny more never feen in Europe-, there were 
alfo an innumerable company of Parrots, 
and Monkeys, and Apes, with very long 
Tails leaping from Tree to free. 

After riding eight Miles thro* the 
thick Wood, we knew not where the 
pagid was, or wiiat way to take to find 
iff It pleas’d Providence, we liapned 
to meet with lome flaked Fagan Wo¬ 
men, carrying Loads of Wood, who 
put us into the Road. Being come to 
the Foot of the Rock, I was worfepuzzl’d 
for want of fome Body to hold my Horfe, 
the Idolater being to guide me through 
the Labyrinth ot fo many Paguds. At 
laft I found .a Peafant wandriug about 
the Mountain, and giving him the Horfe 
to hold, I climb’d the bare Craggy 
Rock with the Idolater, at the top 
whereof on the Eaft fide the great Pa- 
od is hewn out, (with other finall ones 
y it. 

The firfl: piece of Workmanfhip The wtfrt , 
that appears, confifts of two large Co- p t . 
lumns, 2 Spans high, the third part go d, 
of them from the bottom upwards is 
fquare, the middle part O&angular, 
and the top round. Their Diameter 
is fix Spans; they are fifteen Spans di- 
Jfaat from one another, and each of 
them eight from the Rock, which is 
cue after the fame manner. Thefe 
Columns fiipport a Stone Architrave 
forty four Spans long, four in thick- 
nefs and eight in breidth; cut like the 
reft out of the lame Rock, d hcle 3 
Porticos lead into a fort of Hall or 
Paflage Room, four Spans long, cut 
in-the lame Rock. At the end of ic 
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are three Doors, one fifteen Spans 
Gemetli. high, and eight in Breadth, which is 
1695. the middlemoft, and two others tour 
l/'Y'sJ Spans fquare on the fides, which are 
the way into a lower place. Over theft 
Doors is a Cornilh four Spans broad, 
of the fame Stone 3 over which thir¬ 
ty Spans above the Ground, there are 
other fuch Doors, or Windows cut in 
the Rock. At the fame height , 
there are little Grots, or Dens, fix 
Spans high, of which the middlemoft 
is the biggeft. Thirty four Spans a- 
bove the Ground, in the fame place 
is fuch another Grot. It is no eafy 
matter to conceive what the ufe of all 
this was. 

Advancing ten Paces towards the 
Right, I law a fort of Grot, open on 
two fides, twenty four Spans in length, 
and fifteen in breadth, over which was 
a round Cupula fifteen Spans high, and 
ten wide, with a fquare Cornifh, like 
that about the Grot. Here there is an 
Idol cut in tiie Rock, in half Relieve, 
which feems to hold fomething in its 
Hand, but what it is does not appear. 
The Cap it has on, is like that of the 
Doge of Venice. By it (hand two Sta¬ 
tues in a fubmiflive Pofture, as if they 
were Servants. They have Conical, 
or Sugar-Loaf Caps on. Over their 
Heads are two froall Figures, like the 
Angels we Paint in the Air; below two 
little Statues, holding their Hands on 
a Staff, and two Children by their Tides, 
with their Hands put together, as if 
they pray’d; on their Backs is fome¬ 
thing like a piece of Wood, Clofe by 
x is another round CupuU all of one Stone, 
and lhap’d like the other, but the top 
of it is broke: Both this and the o- 
ther are fuppos’d to have been Sepul¬ 
chres of the Ancient GtntUt\ but there 
is no Ground to make this out, no 0- 
pening appearing to put in the Bodies 
or Allies; but on the contrary it is vifi- 
ble they are not hollow within, but on¬ 
ly cut without, in the fhape of Cupn~ 
las. About this fecond, there are 4 
great Figures Carv’d in half Relief, hold¬ 
ing in the left Hand fomething like a 
Garment, and the fame fort of Caps on 
their Heads, with fmall Figures at their 
Feet, and 1 above. Oppolitc to them, 
there are three little ones fitting, and <y 
other large ones, and 3 of a midiing Size 
branding, all cut in the Rock after the 
fame manner: But that in the middle, 
which feemsto be the Ido],in its left holds 
a Tree with Fruit on it. On tlieo- 
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ther fide there are 16 Figures, all fit¬ 
ting with both Hands on their Breads, 
and the fame Caps; one of them feems 
to be fuperior to the red, becaufe there 
are two Figures Handing by its fide, 
and two Children above. 

At a fmall didance Northward is a 
little Grot eight Spans fquare, and 
in it, as it were a Bed of the fame. 
Stone, four Spans broad, and eight 
long. On the other Frontifpiece is a 
Statue fitting on its Legs, after the 
manner of the Eaft, with the Hands to¬ 
gether on the Bread; and another dand¬ 
ing with the Branch of a Fruit-Tree in 
its Hand, and above a wing’d Infant. 

Beyond the Grot, and on the fame 
Front, which runs fixty Spans with¬ 
in the Rock, there arc two Statues fit¬ 
ting after the fame manner, their 
Hands plac’d the fame way, witli Co¬ 
nical Caps on their Heads, and two 
like Servants danding by them. 

On the lame fide is the Famous 
Faged of the Canarin. The Entrance to 
it is through an opening forty Spans 
long, in a Wall of the fame Stone, 
fifty Spans long, and eight Spans thick, 
on which there are three Statues. 
On the right Hand before yon go 
into the Paged., is a round Grot, a- 
bove fifty Spans about, in which round 
the Wall, there are many Statues 
fitting, and fome danding, and one 
on the left, is bigger than the reft. In 
the middle rifes a round Cuvuh r, cut 
out of the fame Rock, like a Pillar of 
the fame Stone, with feveral Chara¬ 
tters carv’d about it, which no Man 
can ever explain. Going into the firft 
Porch of the Paged, which is 50 Spans 
fquare, there are on the fides two Co¬ 
lumns 60 Spans high, with their Capi¬ 
tals, and fix Spans Diameter. On that 
upon the Right Hand coining in, 
there are two Lions, with a Shield 
by them; on the other upon the left 
two Statues. Beyond thefe Columns 
at the entrance of a Grot, on the left 
there are. two great Statues Handing, 
and looking at one another. Still 
further in are 2 vaft big Statues on the 
Left, and one on the Right of the 
Door, all Handing, with feveral lit¬ 
tle Statues by them, only within the 
fpace of that Porch; for going into the 
adjoyning Grot, which is 24 Spans 
fquare, tiiere is nothing worth obferv- 
ing. On the right Hand, where the 
Lions are, there are no Statues, but 
two large VefTels upon convenient Pe- 
deftals. Hence 
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Hence there are three equal Doors 
Gtmtili. thirty Spans high, and eight broad, but 
1695. that in the middle even with the Floor, 
thofe on the tides five Spans above it, 
into auother plain PLce. Here there 
are four Columns twelve Spans high, 
Handing ou the Rock it felt, between 
the five Windows that give Light to 
the Paged. On the right Jide of the 
Door there are fome unknown I etters 
worn with Age, as is ali the reft of the 
Work, in this Place on tne fides, be- 
fides feveral fmali Figures, there are 
' two vaft Statues of Giants ftanding, a- 
bove twenty five Spans high i fhewing 
their right Hands open, and holding a 
Garment in the left, on their Heads the 
fame Caps, and in their Eats Pendents 
after the Indian Fafhion. 

At the Entrance of the great Gate of 
the Parody which is fifteen Spans high, and 
ten m breadth, there are on the Right 
four Statues Handing, one of which is a 
Woman holding a Flower in hei Hand , 
and twelve other lefs, fome fitting and 
fome ftanding, with their Hands on their 
Ereafts, and fomething in them. On the 
left are four other St itues, two where¬ 
of are Women, with large Rings about 
their Ancles of the fame Stone, and lix- 
teen little Statues on their fides, fome 
fitting, fome Handing, and fome with 
their Hands on thei B r eafts, as was 
faid before. Over the laid Door there 
are other two great ones, and as mauy 
oppouce to them, with three little ones 
ftanding. On the left Hand within is 
another Infer iptioa in the fame Chara¬ 
cter : Over the Arch of this Door is a 
Window forty Spans wide, which is the 
width of the Paged, with a Stone like 
an Architrave in the middle, fupported 
on the iniide by two Octangular Pil¬ 
lars. 

The Paged is Arch’d, forty Spans in 
breadth, -and one Hundred in length, 
and rounded at the end, befides the four 
Colums at the Entrance, there are thir¬ 
ty more within, which divide it into 
three Ifles \ feventeen of them have Ca¬ 
pitals, and Figures of Elephants on them, 
the reft are Octangular and Plain. The 
fpace between the Columns and the 
Rock, that is, the breadth of the fide 
Ifles is fix Spans. At the end of the 
Paged, there is a fort of round Cupola, 
thirty Spans high, and fixteen of my 
Paces about, cut in the fame Rock, but 
not hollow within. I believe it ferv’d 
for fome life, which we being Ignorant 
of the antient Cuftoms of thofe Times 
cannot guefs at. 1 know not what Judg¬ 


ment Portugnefe Authors make of it, be- 
caufe their books are fcarte at Naples ; 
but they it is certain are well acquaint¬ 
ed with it, the Viceroy chemfelves 
fometimes coming from Goa to fee it; 
yet it is molt likely they could never 
difeover the Truth. 

• All that has been hitherto Deforib’d 
is Cut in the very Rock, without any 
Addition to the Statues, or any thing 
that may be parted, but on the Floor 
of the Paged there are feveral hew’d 
Stones, which perhaps ferv’d for Steps 
to fome Structure, 

Coining out of the Paged, and amen¬ 
ding fifteen Steps, all cut in the Rock, 

I found two Ciller 1 is of Rain-Water, 
good to Drink , and as many Steps a- 
bove that, a Grott fixteen Spans fquare, 
and d gi eat one further on with much 
Water Handing in it. Mounting twen¬ 
ty Paces higher, I found another Grott 
twenty Spans fqtiare, which led to ano¬ 
ther of the fame Dimenfions, and that 
into one of twelve. In die fit ft was a 
riling Window with Steps to it tut in 
the Rock, with two Columns near a 
final! Ciftern. 

At a fmali diftance from thefe Grotts 
is another Paged, with a handfome plain 
Place before it, and little Walls about 
to lit down, and a Ciftern in the mid¬ 
dle. Five Doors cut in the Rock lead 
into the fir ft Arch j and between them 
are four 0 £fangular Pillars j all but the 
middle Door are two Spans above the 
Ground. On the fides of this Arch, 
whofe length is the breadth of the Pa- 
god, that Is, eight Spans, there are on 
the left feveral Statues fitting, like thofe 
above mention’d, and others on the 
right ftanding. All about the Frontif- 
piece there are many fitting and ftand¬ 
ing , no way different from the reft al¬ 
ready Defcrib’d. Then there are three 
Doors to the Paged, that in the middle 
twelve Spans high, and fix in breadth, 
the two on the fides ten Spans high, and 
four broad. The Paged is fixty Spans 
fquare, no way proportionable, being 
but twelve Spans high. On both the 
fides, and over the Entrance thefe are 
above 400 Figures great and fmali carv’d, 
fome fitting, fome ftanding, like thofe 
before fpoke of , but two on the right 
bigger than the reft are ftanding, as is 
that in the middle of the Frontifpicce, , 
which is of the biggeft Idol ; and ano¬ 
ther on the left in the fame Pofture ; 
but all worn with Age, which deftroys 
every thing. O11 both fides there are 
two Grotts fourteen Spans fquare, with 
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a low Wall within two Spans above the 
Cemtla. Ground. 

Going up ten Steps further North- 
i/Tv ward is a Grott, and within that ano¬ 
ther lefs. On the right is another like 
it, with another little on within it, in 
which is a low Wall like thofe before 
mention’d. The great one is about twen¬ 
ty Spans in length, and ten in breadth j 
the other ten fquare, and all of them 
with fmall Oilier os. On the i igbt fide 
is another of the fame bignefs, with two 
final! Pillars before it, two little Grotts, 
and three Citterns, one on the right, 
and two on the left •, and another ad¬ 
joining to it, with another within it, and 
a Cittern of the lame Dimenfions of the 
other. It is likely theft were theDwel- 
] ings of the Priefts of the Pagod, who 
there led a penitential Life, as it were 
in a Fagan TbebaUa. 

Defending from that great height, 
fifteen Steps cut in the Rock, there is 
a little Paged, with a Porch before it 
thirty Foot fquare, which leads into it 
through three Doors, between which 
there arc two fquare Pilatters. On the 
left Hand there are four Statues ; two 
fitting, and two lefs in the middle Hand¬ 
ing. On the right Hand a little open 
Grott, and another Paged-, with a Ci¬ 
ttern before it, the way into which is 
firtt, through a Door ten Spans in 
height, and fix in breadth, into a Room 
twenty Spans fquare , which has on the 
right another very dark Room twelve 
Spans fquare, which makes the Paged 
fomewhat Dark. In the mid ft whereof 
is a round Cupola of one folid Piece, fif¬ 
teen Spans high, which is the height of 
the Paged, ' Defcending fifty upright 
Steps, 'there is a plain Space cut In the 
Rock, which is not very hard, and eight 
Oftangular Columns twelve Spans high, 
which leave nine Intervals to attend live 
Steps that lead into an Arch. In this 
Place on the left fide, which is ten SpaRS, 
is a great Idol fitting Bare-headed; two 
other great Statues Handing, and forae 
fmall ones; on the right fide two other 
Statues fitting, and two Handing, be- 
fidcs many little ones about them. Then 
the way into the Paged is through three 
Doors, twelve Spans in height, and fix 
in breadth, with two Windows over 
them. The Paged is i oo Spans in length, 
fifty in breadth, and ten in height. A- 
bout it runs an Arch eight Spans broad, 
with ten fquare Columns. Here are four 
Rooms, orGrotts, twelve Foot fqnarc ; 
beiides feven in the Front, and left fide 
of the Paged , where the Cittern is j 


all which I ttppos’d to be Rooms for 
the Priefts of the Temple. In the Niche 
of it, which is ten Foot fquare, is 3 
great Idol fitting, with two Statues Hand¬ 
ing, and another fitting on the left, by 
which alfo there are two Statues Hand¬ 
ing, and feveral fmall Figures in half 
Relief about it. Attending teh spans 
over againft it is a Httle Grott, fupport- 
cd by two fmall Columns, ten Spans 
high. There is a Door ten Spans high, 
and four in breadth out of it into a 
Room, or Grott fixteen Spans fquare, 
and thence into another of twelve, where 
there is a large Idol fitting, holding his 
Hands on his Breaft. 

Then dettending twenty Steps there 
is a plain Space, whence four Steps on 
the left lead up into an Arch, where 
there are four Pilatters twelve Spans 
high, the Diftances between which are 
the way into three little Rooms cut in. 
the Rock. Twenty Steps lower there 
are other Grotts cut in the Rock, with 
fmall Citterns, but tor what ufe cannot 
be imagin’d, unlefs we fuppofe all tiiefe 
Cavities were Dwellings of the Idola¬ 
ters. It is- only reported, That this 
wonderful Work was made with a vaft 
Expence, by Alexander the Great, who 
was of the lame Religion. 

Delcending from the high Rock, I 
mounted a Horfe-back, with a good 
Stomach, having fatted that Day againft 
my Will, and made haftc away to latis- 
fy Hunger. By the way I law abundance 
of Monkeys, and Apes, and being a- 
bout to kill one, the Pagan pray’d me 
not to Hurt them. Near the Road were 
two Palm-trees, riling out of the Trunk 
of one great Tree five Spans, and fpread- 
ing abroad their fruitful Branches 

Near the Village of Caesar in , which 
gives its Name to the Paged here de- 
ftrib’d, is a Rock roo Paces about, with 
feveral Grotts and Citterns tinder it, 
which might formerly be Dwellings * 
the antienc Gentils aliening to have their 
Habitations in Rocks, to fave the Ex- 
pence of Materials in Building. On the 
Eaft fide before the largeft Grott is a 
great Idol fitting, with his Hands a-crofs 
on his Legs. 

Returning to Diins, I met E Edward 
of St. Amom walking. He inftead of 
getting me Something to Eat, began to 
Diftourfe after an odd manner j inquir¬ 
ing concerning Particulars of the Paged’, 
but I left him to Prate by himfelf,‘ tel¬ 
ling him it was not time to Talk upon 
an empty Belly. Alighting, and going 
up to my Chamber, the firft thing I 
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laid to the Servant of the Houfe, was 
Cemetli. to ask him, Whether there was any 
1695. thing to Eat. He told me there was 
l/YNJ none •, and bidding him go fetch me a 
little Bread at lea ft, he fet before me a 
fmall Loaf, with the fame Citron Peels 
cover’d with Pifmtres, thefe Vermin 
leaving nothing untouch’d in India •, for 
which realon the Indians, to lave fome 
Preferves, fee them under a Tabic, 
whofe Feet are in wooden Bowls full of 
Water, to keep them off 1 made but 
two Month-foUs of the Bread yet had 
not the Courage to do fo by the fweec 
Meat, which I fancy was made when 
firft Prefer ving was invented; and there¬ 
fore I hid the Servant keep that Rarity 
from the Pi frames, againft his Matter 
had fome other Stranger to Entertain. 
The worft of it was, the wretched 
Village afforded nothing for Mony to 
fatisfy Hunger, and therefore being 
fpent with Wearinefs and Faffing, I lay 
down on the Bed, expefting Supper. 
F. Edward in the mean while, having 
walk’d about a long time, without thinkr 
ing of me ; at length, two Hours and a 
half after it was Night, came to the 
dark Room. 1 hearing a Noife between 
Sleeping and Waking, and not feeing 
who it was, ask’d, Who was there, and 
he very foberly anfwer’d, Truly, Sir, 
1 did not think you were here (tho’ we 
talk’d together when 1 came into the 
Village) and being told 1 had Eaten no¬ 
thing but a little Bread, lie order’d the 
Cloth to be laid. This Word made me 
hope I Ihould have fomething good to 
recover my faint Spirits; when 1 faw 
two Plates of fmall fry’d Fifhes appear, 
and that which had the leaft was fet be¬ 
fore me, the other with the larger be¬ 
fore the Father. I was twice about 
changing Plates with him, but Modcfty 
prevail’d, and I arm’d my felf with Pa¬ 
tience. After Supper F. Edward kept 
me up till Mid-night, with a Thoufaad 
idle Talcs, not fatisfy’d that he had fpent 
three Hours in needlefs Chat with the 
Sealants y and 1 having given him the 
Hearing againft my Will, at laft fell 
a Sleep without making any Anfwer. 
When [ awak’d, finding he was gone, 

I ftripp’d apace, and went to.Bed, quite 
fpent with Hunger and Wearinefs, wifh- 
ing for the next Day, that 1 might fly 
from chat wretched Place. 

Salute The Ifland Salzete, in which the z- 
Itland. forefaid Paged is feated, is about feveri¬ 
ty Miles in compafs, twenty in length, 
and fifteen in breadth. Being very low, 
it is cut by feveral Channels running in 
Vol. IV. 


from the Se.a ■, but there are high Moun¬ 
tains in it cover’d with Trees. The 
Soil ts very fruitful, and produces abun¬ 
dance of Sugar-Canes, Rice, and Fruit ; 
filch as Mangos , Cocos , 7 ranjilim, Ciacc- 
charas , Tamarinds, Ananas, Papais, and 
other Sorts, which fhall be deferib’d 
ellewhere. There are in it feveral Vil¬ 
lages of Poor wretched G'emits, Moors , 
and Chriftiaiis, Living in Houles Built 
with Wattles crufted over with Mud, 

■ and cover’d with Straw, or Palm-tree 
Leaves. They go Naked, both Men and 
Women covering their Privities with a 
Clout, and their Breafts with another, 
or elfe with a fhort Jerkin that does not 
reach below the Navel, leaving the 
Arms, Thighs, and Legs bare. On 
their Arms they wear Bracelets of Silver 
and Glafs, and thick Silver Rings about 
the Legs. The Peafants'are worfe than 
Vaflalsto the Lords of the Villages $ for 
they are bound to Till the Land, or to 
Farm as much as may. put them in a 
Condition to Pay the Landlord; thus, 
like Slaves they fly from one Village to 
another, and their Landlords bring them 
back by force. They generally Pay for 
their Land, four, fix, or twelve Morals 
of Rice, fo call’d when the Husk is ofl^ 
and Tate when it is on, which is the 
way they ufually deliver it. A Morais 
is 25 Paras, and the Para 24 Pounds 
Spanish Meafures the Portttguefe ufe for 
Provilions, as they do the Covedo , for 
long Meafure. If the Peafants take the 
Land to Till in the Place of their A- 
bode, they Pay no other Duty to King 
or Landlord (tho’ fome Exa£t fome Days 
of perfonal Service); but thofe that hold 
in Fee, Pay an Impofition according to 
what they are worth every four Months 
to the Kings Fadors or Treafurers, re- 
fiding in all the Northern Cities. Thefe 
Villages are given iu Fee to Soldiers 
who have Serv’d long; or to other Per- 
fons that have well deferv’d of the 
Crown, for three Lives, after which 
they generally endeavour to Renew 5 
but to the Church they are given for 
ever. 

Befides fo many Villages, there arc in Bmbtlm, 
this Ifland feveral Places of Con lequencej 
and among the reft the City and For- 
trefs of Bombaim, w hich is feveral Miles 
about. . It is parted from Salzete by a 
Channel, which at low Water is Forda¬ 
ble. This Ifland was given by the King 
of Portugal , in Dower to Queen Cat he- . 
rine of England, and accordingly that 
King has been Polfefs’d of it, ever fince 
the Year \ 66 z. There are alfo in Sal- 
D d z.et« 
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z*tte the Forts Ot Ban dor and l r trfava 

with their Villagtsy asalfo Tana, about 
Which there are five final) Forts garri- 
foivd and furniflfd with Cannon. The 
Country, tho’ open, is excellent good 
for India, and has three Mo naileries of 
Dominicans, Aagttftmutns and Recelets. It 
is famous for Calicoes, no Place in the 
Parenghefe Dominions exceeding it in 
this Particular, even for Table Service, 
tight Years liuce one brother kill’d ano¬ 
ther at Tana, about the Poflcffion of a 
Village. The Jtfuin are PofTefs'd of the 
belt part of this tfland of Salute, ha¬ 
ving almolt ail the Point that looks to¬ 
ds the Haft, and the Channel of Ba~ 
zaim , and it is reported for a certain 
Truth, that they have more Revenues 
in India, than the King of Portugal. 

From Baiaim to Tana, and from Ta¬ 
na to Bom bairn runs a Channel of Salt 
Water, in fome Places half a Mile over, 
in others more or lefs j and becaufe 
near Goadel, it runs through the niidlt 
of a Rock, the Potuguefes generally lay. 
That Alexander the Great, coming, as 
fome will have it, fevcral times to Ba- 
x.aim, caufed the Rock to be cut through 
to give a PafTage to the Water ; and 
that it was he who had the neighbour¬ 
ing Pagod of the Elephant cut out of 
the folk! Rock. 

Taefday 15th,' «* foo:i as ever Day be¬ 
gan to appear I fet out. Coming to 
Gorman del, I found no Boat to carry me 
over to Ba^aim, and going further, I 
faw one Petting out; therefore running 
down to the Shore, 1 made Signs to the 
Moors and GtrstlU ill it to come back, 
and take me Aboard, which they refil¬ 
ling, rather than be left to endure more 
Hardfhip on the Shore, J made ufe of 
the Porttigaefe Authority, making as If 
l would" Five at them with my Gun, 
which they perceiving, came about to 
take me up. I went over to Baudm, 
and being ask’d by the Father’s V hi tor, 
and Prior how F. Edward bad treated 
me, 1 anfwer’iJ their Recommendation 
had but an ill Elfed j and they defiring 
to hear all Particulars, I took out my 
Pocket Book, and Read to them all that 
has been here laid concerning F. Ed- 
loard’* ill Uiage. The Fathers Laugh’d 
heartily,, but were inwardly much Dif- 
pleas’d, that his extravagant Behaviour 
fhould blemtfh the Reputation of the 
pan aguefe Civility. 

IVednefday 16th, the Count de Villa 
Verde, Viceroy of India, Sailing by with 
four great Ships, and ten fmall ones to¬ 
wards Ditt , viiiting the Northern Coaft, 


the City fainted him with all its Can¬ 
non, He anfwer’d with feven Guns, 
and the City again fir’d round. By the 
way he had gain’d a Victory over the 
Arabs of Mai cat c, after this manner. 

Thefe Barbarians difeovering the Portu- 
guefe Ships, ltiandcd three of their Vei- 
fds in the Bay and River of Zanghifara , 
being in the Territory of Savagi, and 
carrying off in the Night what was molt 
'^luable in two of them, fortify’d the 
tAiid, planting Cannon on the Shore to 
defend it. The Portaguejes could not At¬ 
tack them on the fame Day, becaufe it 
was late j but the next Morning, being 
the 2jell of January, fell on, and ivliilil 
the Fire fet to them by the Arabs them* 
lelves Burn’d the other two Vdlels, they 
run in with eight Long-Boats full of 
Men, becaule the great Ships could not 
come up, and after a long Fight, and 
much Blood fpilc in the Attack of the 
third VeiTel, and Arabs on the Shore, 
they Boarded, and made themfefves Ma¬ 
ilers of her, cutting in Pieces forae Hun¬ 
dred of Barbarians. They took in her 
14000 Rottpies, and thirty Pieces of Can¬ 
non. Only four Portagucfes were kill d 
in the Aflion, and twenty wounded j 
and fo great a Number of the Enemy, 
that the River and Shore were all dy’d 
with their Blood. 

The return of fome final) Veffels that A 
went to carry Refrefhments to the Vice- rom Mur- 
roy, brought ns certain Intelligence of der. 
the Murder of Antony Machado ie Bnto, 

Admiral of the Portugnefe Fleet, which- 
hapned on the 30th of December, 1694. 
after he had behav’d himfelf with un¬ 
paid llell’d Bravery agamft his Enemies. 

His fharp Tongue had gain’d him the 
ill Will of aitUOlb all the Gentry of Goa, 
and along the Coall, but more particu¬ 
larly of the Family of Melo, which was 
powerful in Kindred, and great by Birth. 

His Affronts becoming info p port able, 
they confpir’d to the Number of fifty 
to Murder him, and having agreed on 
the Time, Place, and Manner of Exe¬ 
cuting their Delign, they made feveral 
Loop-Holes in the Houfes of the Quar¬ 
ter and Parifh of St. Peter, that they 
might Shoot him with more Safety. The 
General, or*rather Admiral perfwading 
himfelf, that Gentlemen could not har¬ 
bour Thoughts of taking an ungenerous 
Revenge, tho’ warn’d to be upon his 
Guard, bccaufe there were treacherous 
Practices againll him, would never ad¬ 
mit any Soldiers to attend him, and 
particularly two Captains chat were wil¬ 
ling to fbare in his Dangers. Thus be¬ 
ing 
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ing carry d in a Palankine alone, only 
with one Black that carry'd his Umbrel¬ 
la, a Shoe was made at him fiom a Houfe, 
which giving him a flight Wound, he 
leap □ out of the Palankine, and taking 
the Snuff he held betwixt his Fingers, 
faid. Who is it you aim at ? Triftan de 
Mdo at thefe Words, coming out of 
his Houfe, anfwer’d, At you, and fir’d 
a Blunderbus upon him. He with an 
undaunted Courage fended it with his 
Cloak, and bowing his Body; then draw- 
ing his Sword, and falling on his Ene¬ 
my, he ftruck him five times, but to no 
Purpofe, becaufe he had on a Coat of 
Mail; whereupon he Cleft his Head, and 
with a back Stroak cut him over the 
Face, which made him fail. Then ta¬ 
king him by the Hair, he fet his Feet 
on him, and was going to run his Sword 
into his Brea It * but Triflan begging his 
Life, he gencroufly Granted it; faying 
he would not imbrew his Hands in fuch 
bafe Blood, In the mean while, out 
came Trifian's Son, and a Mulatto (fo 
they call thofe that are got between 
Blacks and Whites) and Firing two 
Blunder bus’s, lodg’d feveral Bullets in 
the Admiral’s Brcaft, breaking in pieces 
the Crofs he wore as a Badge of Knight¬ 
hood, but .ftill he flood, and defended 
himfelf; when a Slave came up, and 
run him incp the Side with a javelin. 
Nor did he go unpunifh’d, for the Ge¬ 
neral with a back Srroak ripp’d open 
his Belly, whereof he Dy’d at Night. 
Machado being ready to Expire, drew 
pear to the Palankine, and fetting his 
Peruke to rights the beft he could, laid 
himfelt in it. The Murderers fearing 
he might yet Live, one of them who 
was a Prieft, came with a Blunderbufs 
in his Hand to make an End of him; 
but feeing him ready to breath out his 
Soul, ask’d'Whether he would make his 
Confeflion. The Admiral call’d him Jew. 
and bid him go about bis Bufmefs. Af¬ 
terwards a Dominican coming to him, he 
gave Signs of Repentance, and grafp- 
ing his Hands, Dy’d with thefe Words, 


The Blood of Chrift favt me. They found 
in his Brcaft about jo Bullets \ where- 
upt>n People admiring his Valour, faid. 
He muft need have more vital Spirits 
than other Mortals, fince there muft go 
fo much to the killing of him. The 
Soldiers of the Fleet, who were mofl 
of them .Aboard, hearing fo many Shot, 
and afterwards that their Admiral was 

■ rl i? raii L0 tfle klace, and had taken 
juft Revenge upon Trifian de Mdo, who 
was carrying by two Blacks to the Arch- 
bifhops, had not a Judge Hopp’d them 
to gain Time for TrijUn to Efcape, 
cryd out to them, In the King’s Name 
t0 , Stand. This hapned, becaufe the 

Admiral s ill Tongue, as was faid, had 
d Aim Hi3ny Enemies, However* 
the Judge was Imprifoifd feme time af> 
ter, Machado was generally Lamented, 
and Particularly by Me, who having 
Travcll d with him, in 1689, from Ma¬ 
drid. to Genoa, and receiv’d many Civi¬ 
lities from him, expetfed ftill greater 
in India. He was the Terror of the 
Moors and Arabs, and kept in Awe fe¬ 
veral Thoufands of Vagabond Soldiers, 
who having Rebell’d in the Mogul's Do¬ 
minions, threatned to Plunder the Por- 
tugmft^ Dominions. He gain’d many 

Victories over the Fleet of the Arabs 
of Mafcate, and the moft conftderabla . 
of them was in the Bay of Suratce, in 
Aprtl 1694., when with only three Ships 
he Fought fourteen Arabs a whole Day ; 
and not fo fatisfy’d caft Anchor at 
Night* to renew the Battle the next 
Day \ but found the Arabs had ft ole 
away* with the Lofs of iome Hundreds 
ot IVien, and feveral of their Ships di£ 
Several Boats full of French^ £W- 
lift and Dutch, went out to Sea to fee 
this Fight, becaufe it hapned oppofiite 
to Damam* 

Thtirfday 17th, we went with R Erm* 
cisj to Divert us out of Town * and on 
Friday i8ch, I faw a good Procefflon in 
BanaiTHj and heard a Sermon in our 
Church,

1695. fiin, whence it fet out the Day bc- 
Cy"y~^-' fore. Monday x ill, the Fleet Sail’d an 
Hour before Day. It confuted of thir¬ 
ty, fix PxtUrtgas, two Gallons which were 
Admiral and Vice-Admiral, and four 
Manchucas of War. Thefc Man churns 
had inch a Main Sail as the ‘Lewis of 
Trapani, in die Kingdom of Sicily, 12 
Oars, and four ftoall Guns, with fifteen 
Pomguefe Soldiers, the aforeiaid Cap¬ 
tain Nano's Company being diflribnted 
Aboard them. The North, or North- 
weft Wind prevails almoft all the Year 
in thofe Seas, fo that it being feidom 
Fair for Goa, we made but little way. 
After eighteen Niles Sailing, we paft’d 
by the Ifland and Fort of JSombaim, 
feated on the Point of the ifland of Sd- 
zatc, being about nine Niles in length, 
and little lefs in breadth Nine Miles 
further, I law another Ihiall Ifland, or 
Rock as big as Niftda, at Naples \ and 
on it a Fort, with fome Dwellings of 
Sovagif, who being at War with the 
Great Mogul, arc continually in Aft ion 
againfl; the Sydi , and Garrifon of the 
Fort on the Continent. This Sydi is 
a Black Subject to the Great Mogul, 
who, has given him the Government 
of the Country between Bembmm and 
Chad, to defend it againfl: the Invafions 
of Savagi, for which purpofe he main¬ 
tains 2000 Horfe and Foot at his own 
Coflr. Thefe two Forts in the Ifland, 
and on the Continent are call’d "Oninn, 
and Canderm. 

Ceaul Ci- Tnefday 2id, after Sailing nine Miles 
ty. ~" further, we Anchor’d oppofite to the 
City and Fortrefs of Chad. It is feat¬ 
ed on a Plain, fix Miles from the Sea, 
on the Bank of a River, which at Flood 
will carry any Ships up to the City. 
It is enclos’d with good Walls, and ti¬ 
dier Works, and furnifh’d with excel¬ 
lent Cannon. A Fort call’d Et Motto, 
fecures the Entrance of the Harbour, be- 
auu.Jejc. ing Built by the pmugutfe, in the Year 
* Tunis. ) 520, on the Hill by their General Se- 
55 * qutira, with leave of the Tyrant Nit- 
zj»maluc \ who granted it upon Condi¬ 
tion they Ihould bring him over three 
hundred Horles at rcafonabk Rates out 
of Per ft a, or Arabia , becaufe of the 
Scarcity of them there was in India, to 
Msffd. Serve him in his Wars againfl Hidalcm. 
Ml. ini. jafli, Governour of Din, hearing what 
itb. 8. ctre perrxgisefe were doing, fent fifty 
Sfe'ii. '’ Sail to Gbliruff the Building of the Fort, 
which Stqttcira by his Induftry had al¬ 
ready made Tenable. The Fleets had 


fevcral Engagements, hut always-with 
Lofs to the Turks, fo that at lafr they 
went back Difabled, Afterwards the 
PmugHtfe made t hem fc Ives Matters of 
the City with Eafe. Its Territory does 
not Extend above fix Miles in length.-, 

On the South it borders on Savagi , and 
on the North with another Fort belong¬ 
ing to the Sydi. 

IVedrttfday 23d, it was late before we 
Sail'd, waiting for fo,mc Veffels of Chad 
and the Wind failing, made but little 
way. The Calm continu’d Tburfday 
24th, and we were oblig’d to lie dole 
by the Coaft of Savagi, who is a mor¬ 
tal Enemy to the Portugitefe. This Sa¬ 
vagi, whom his Subjefb call Raja, which 
fignlfies petty King, is fo Powerful, that 
he maintains War at one and the fame 
time with the Great Mogul , and the 
Pvrmgitcfes. He brings into the Field 
50000 Ho He, and as many, or more 
Foot, much betcerSoIdiers than the.Mi- 
guls j for they live a Day upon a piece 
of dry Bread, and the Mogul's will March 
at their Eafe, carrying "their Women, 
abundance of Proviltons, and Tents, fo 
that their Army looks like a moving Ci¬ 
ty. The Raja, as to his Religion is an 
Idolater, as are malt of his Subjects. 

AH the Coaft from Chad to Goa, for 
the fpace of 250 Miles belongs to him, 
and from thence to P'lfapor, he has fe¬ 
vers! Forts, moll of them among i n- 
acceffible Mountains, bdidcs Cities and 
Towns, defended both by Art and Na¬ 
ture. 

This Prince’s Dominion is but of a Sivtgi, er 
late Dace, for it began in Savagls Fa- 
ther, to whom fucceeded Sambagi, his 
Elficft Son, who was afterwards kill’d 
in Battle by the Great Moguls General, 
and lb Ramrao now Reigning, afeended 
the Throne. Savagi firft rais’d his For¬ 
tune by Serving under the King of Gol- 
conda 3 then having gather’d valt Wealth, 
and Routing the Country with a great 
Number of Men like an Oot-Law, he 
fciz’d feme Places belonging to the King 
of Vifapor, and fortifying themfelves in 
them among the Mountains, at length 
gather’d a mighty Army, then making 
War on the Mogul , the Par ruga efts, and 
other Princes his Neighbours, he ufiirp’d 
a 11 he now Hands Pofiefs’d of. They fa y 
he was Born in Tana, a Subjeft of the 
King of Portugal, and kept Shop there. 

But Ramrao pretends he is Delcended 
from Rajapours , and endeavours daily to 
enlarge his Dominions, along the Coalt 
of Vndrirt , and Candrin, as far as the 
Bay of Galas, belides what he has up 
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the Land. His Subjeds are Robbers 
Cemtlli. both by Sea and Land, that being the 
itf95- Pay he allows them, and make it dan- 
tX’VVJ geroits Sailing along that Coaflr, fo that 
it is not to be done without a good Con¬ 
voy j for being to pafs by their Forts, 
they run out in final! Boats well Man’d, 
and Rob Friends and Foes, becaufe, as 
has been fa id, their King gives them 
leave. Nor is the Voyage fafe on Ac¬ 
count of the Malabars. 

Mihtbars. Thefe are Pyrates of feveral Nations, 
as Moors, Gentils , Jews, and Chrifiians, 
and fall upon all they meet with a great 
number of Boats full of Men. Their 
large Country reaches from Mount Del - 
hi, (bordering on the Kingdom of Ca- 
nara , ever govern’d by a Queen, and 
never by a Man) to Madrafiapatan, a 
confiderable City and Fort. They Live 
under feveral Monarch?, among which 
the molt Powerful is the Emperor Za- 
mori , and the King’s of Tan or. Pore a, 
and others. Thefe People take poor 
PafTengers, and left they fhould have 
fwallow’d their Gold, tho’ they have no 
need of it, give them a Potion, which 
makes them Digeft all they have in their 
Bodies, which done, they fcarch the 
Kinking Excrements to find the precious 
Metal. I was very much afraid of the 
Malabar Receipt, having never taken 
any Purge, and therefore thought bell 
to expeft the Convoy. 

Dabul Ci- About Sun-fet, the North-weft Wind 
ty. frelhned, and brought us in fight of 


Dabd. This City is feared fix Miles Maiikt. 
from the Sea, after the fame manner ‘jf-. dt . 
as Chad, and eight Miles from it} both 
in the Kingdom of Decan. The Par- 
tuguefes took it tinder their General Al¬ 
meida, from Hiddcan , who Reign’d at Miff.Hift, 
Goa, in the Year 1508, burning the lull. 4. 
City, and putting die Turhifii Garrifbn /■ 9 . lit* 
to the Sword. Now it is Subjeft to A ' 
Savagi. 

Friday z 5th, the fame Wind conti¬ 
nuing, wc came in fight of the Fort 
of Zifapor, in which River the Vice¬ 
roy Burnt the three Arab V the Is be¬ 
fore-mention’d. Then wc pafs’d by 
Lamb ana, and the Fort of Maliandi, be¬ 
longing to Savagi, and after Mid-night 
the TJltos - qitemados , which are three 
Rocks, 36 Miles from Goa. 

The Wind frdhning all Night, on 
Saturday 26th, at break of Day, we 
came to an Anchor in our Port, having 
Sail’d 280 Miles from Chad. Having 
put my Baggage into a Boat call’d a 
Ballon , to carry it up the Channel to 
Goa, I met two Ballons ot the Cuftom- 
Houfe coming to vilit that I was in ; 
but having been fore-warn’d to write 
a Superfcription upon one of my Par¬ 
cels for F. Salvador Galli, a Mdancft 
Theatin, and Superior of the Monaltery 
of Goa , they went away. Being come 
to the City, I caus’d my Equipage to 
be carry’d to the Monaftery, where I 
was Courteoully receiv’d by the faid Fa¬ 
ther. 
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O A is fcated in the Latitude of 
fifteen Degrees, and twenty Mi- 
Thevem. nutes, and 104 of Longitude, in an 
voyage its ifland nine Leagues about in the River 
Mandova, which fix Miles below it falls 
into the Sea. It ftretches two Miles in 
length along the Channel upon uneven 
Ground % being but half a Mile broad. 
It is under the Torrid Zone, which the 
Antients thought Inhabitable, by rea- 
fon of the exceffive Heat of the Sun 
but Providence, which has difpos’d all 
Things in the heft manner, has qiiali- 
fy’d it with continual Rains, which fall 
lb plentifully from 'Jane, till September, 
or OStober, that the great Floods dam 
up the Harbour, and obftruft Naviga¬ 
tion ; befides the Skies being darkned 


whole Weeks with the thick Clouds. 
When the Rains ceafe atSun-rifing, the 
Heat is intollcrable •, and therefore it is 
moll violent in April, and May, when 
the Sun is in the Zenith, and the Rains 
are not yet begun. 

Alfonfo de Albuquerque, took Goa from 
Hiddcan , without Blood-Hied, in the 
Year 1508, a Dominican Father fetting 
up the Standard of our Holy Faith. Hi- 
dak an afterwards Re-took the City, 
but in 1510, Albuquerque recover’d it 
again, with the Slaughter of 7000 Bar¬ 
barians, and Built a Fort there, as he 
did at Mdaca, which was loft in iSqi. 
Then confidering the goodnefs of the 
Country, and commodious Situation of 
the Place, he conftituted it the Metro¬ 
polis 
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CN_A_^"t polis of the Portuguefe Empire in India. 

Gtmttli, To Eftablilh his Mailer King Emanuel in 
ithe Poileffiort, by gaining the Love of 
the Subjefts, he moderated the Tribute 
they paid to EUditlcan •, and to Breed up 
■ Soldiers for the Wars, he contriv’d drat 
the Indian Maids fhould be Baptiz d, 
and Marry’-d to the Ponuguefes \ that 
the Indians might be united to his Na¬ 
tion by Affinity, and there might be no 
need of bringing freffi Supplies ftill out 
of Portugal, to the Depopulating the 
Kingdom. Goa, the Center of all the 
Portuguese Conqucits, grew in Wealth 
and Renown, being become the Key of 
all the Trade of the £aft, and the chief 
Mart of India. This plainly appears 
by the compafs of its Walls, which Ex-

tend full four Leagues, with good Ba- 
ftions, and Redoubts-, which from the 
Church of the Madrt de Decs, or the 
Mother of God, run along for twelve 
Miles to the Powder- Houfe, patting by 
the Cattles of St. Blafe, and St. James j 
a Work of a vaft Expence , as are the 
others next the Channel, which divides 
the Dominion of the Mogul, from that 
of Portugal, beginning at Fort St Tho¬ 
mas, and ending three Miles off, at that 
of Sc. Chriftopher. It may be objeded 
that thefe lalt Fortificatians, were rais’d 
to defend the Borders, as is true, but the 
firft Walls were made to no other purpofe 
but to defend, and inelofe the City, as 
the Marquifs de Villa Verde, the Viceroy 
inform’d me, when I enquir’d into it, 
thinking that City did not Itand in need 
of fuch large Walls. But it is certain 
the City is not now what it was for¬ 
merly •, for the great Lottes the porta- 
gnefts fuftain’d, whilft their Forces were 
employ’d in War at home, made their 
Trade decline, arid impair’d the Wealth 
and Grandeur of the City to fuch a de¬ 
gree, that it was reduc'd to a miferablc 
Condition. 

The Houles are the belt in India, but 
afc prefent it does not contain above 
20000 Inhabitants of feveral Nations, 

Habits, and Religions. There are few eft 
of the Tortuguefes, w ho go over with Em¬ 
ployments," and then Marry and fettle 
there j becaufe the Indian Women, by 
reafon of the ill Qualities of thofe Born 
in India, chafe rather to Marry a poor 
Pbriugueft Soldier, than a rich Country 
Man of their own, tho’ Born of Pcnwutfe 
Parents. The Mefiixjss are more nume¬ 
rous ■, and thofe are fo call’d that are 

Bom of Portuguefe Men, and Brachman . w . 

Women, whom they marry’d after re- readily found the way to cure them of 
during Goa ; and tho’ the Canaeine Wo- their Stupidity, taking a Bamboo , which 
men were Black, yet marrying Whites, is 


their Race by degrees became lighter 
Colour’d. About the fourth Part of the 
Peojple are Mulattos, that is, Born of 
Whites and Blacks. 

The Canarines are as black as Ethim- canvina. 
ms, but have long Hair, and good Fa¬ 
ces. Many of them, both in GW, and the 
Iflands are Priefts, Lawyers, Attorneys, 
Scriveners, and Sollicitors, and very Di¬ 
ligent in the Service of their Ma'fters. 

They are Defcended from feveral Gene¬ 
rations ol Gentils, and according to their 
Nobility,or Meannefs, they continue their 
Cuftoras. Moll of them are the Off-fpring 
of Bracbtnans , Panienes, and Charados , 
and thefe have good dear Underttand- 
ings, being apt to Learn all Sciences, 
Sharp-witted, Ingenious, and Ready, and 
therefore every Body endeavours to have 
fome of them for their Servants. On the 
contrary, thofe that are of low Extra- 
Gion, as the Langvttis, are the very Re- 
verfe of the Others. Ail Afia does not 
afford greater Thieves and Ruffians, or 
more faithlefs ill Chrirtians than they are. 

They go Naked, covering only their Pri¬ 
vities with a Clout, which they call Lan- 
goti , and patting betwixt their Thighs, 
is ty’d behind with a Cord hanging down 
from the Waftc. Thefe Till the Land, 

Fifli, Row, carry Ahdoras, and follow . 
fuch mean Employments; but, as was 
faid, they are fo add lifted to Thieving, 
anddoitfoDexteroufly, thatitisalmoll 
impoffible to Efcape them. Were it for 
the Love of God they led fo miferable 
a Life, they would be accounted living 
Saints. They Sleep naked Day and Night 
on the barcGround •, they Feed on a little 
Ricefw imminginthsDifli never tatting 
Bread as long as they Live, unlefs they 
be extreatnly Sick. All this proceeds 
from their Lazinefs, for no fooner have 
they got as much Rice as will keep them 
a Week, but they give over Wo. k, liv¬ 
ing Idly as long as that lafts. 

The Portuguefes tell us. That thefe Co* 
narints, when they were firft difeover’d, 
went to AdviJc with their Idols, that 
is, the Devil, to know what they were 
to do with the new People chat had 
fubdu’d them, and receiv’d for an An- 
fwer, that they were not able to deal 
with them by open Force, and there¬ 
fore pretending not to miderftand the 
impertinent Portuguefe , they fhould give 
them Water when they ask’d for Bread, 
and Rice when they demanded Wine. 

Experience loon fhew’d how frivolous 
the Advice was; for the Portuguefes 
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is a very hard Cane in India, and bcat- 
Ccmeili. lag them fo fevcrely, chat afterwards 
i<595. they (lew at every beck. And whilft f 
was at Goa, 1 perceiv’d the aforefaid 
Cane perform’d Wonders ; for being 
beaten, they under flooda Man’s thoughts 
and ftrv’d readily, but to give them fair 
Words was time loft, beating Is fo 3- 
grecabte to theft; Wretches, that it 
maws up a part of their amorous De¬ 
light; for when they Marry,the Couple 
lies down upon their hard Bed, and the 
Kindred and Friends come and thrafh 
them, ihevving them fo much of this 
brutal Kindnefs, that they are unfit for 
any bufinefs for fomc time. 

Mott of the Citizens and Merchants 
of Go*., arc Idolaters and Mahometans, 
who live in a quarter of the Town apart, 
and without, any piibLickufe of their Re¬ 
ligion. We fhail fpeak of them both at 
large hereafter. There are alfo abun¬ 
dance of Cajrei and Blacks ; for there 
Blacks- are p gt . ti ,gncfes that keep thirty, or forty, 
and the leaft Its or twelve; to carry 
their Umbrella, and Andora, and other 
mean Employments ; nor are they ata- 
ny other charge to keep them, but a 
Difh of Rice at Noon, and another at 
Night; for they have no other Garments 
but what they brought out of their Mo¬ 
thers Wombs, rhefe Slaves are car¬ 
ry’s to fell at Goa, and ail along the Por- 
tugntft Towns/by the Company’s Ships 
belonging to Luborn and India, who boy 
them at AfambtzM, Moz,amh : gue, Zofala, 
and other Farts along the Coaff of A- 
frick ; for thofe Nations being ac War 
among chemielves, take Slaves on both 
fides, "whom they afterwards fell to the 
pomigHcjc. There are others whom 
their Barents out of meet want fell, for 
only a Zecchtm \ and others who in de- 
fpair, Barbaroufly fell themfclves. There 
would be abundance of this laft fort, 
did not they toolifhly conceit, that at 
Goa they make Powder of them. They 
being very cheap, that is, fifteen or twen¬ 
ty Crowns or Naples a Head, it is no 
wonder there fhould be fuch numbers 
of them, and that the very Vintners 
keep them to fell their Wine ; beiides 
the Canar’mes they have for other ufes. 
As to their Religion they are Idolaters, 
but areeafily induc’d to embrace cheCa- 
tholick Faith, there being no need of 
many per fim lions, for they preientiy 
yield, and readily confent to be Baptiz’d. 
On the contrary, thofe of the Conft of 
Afrtck oppollte to Spam are perverfe. 
There are fome of them who beiides 
eating one another, when it Thunders, 


ftioot Arrows towards Heaven, brutilh- 
ly challenging God to fightwith them. 

But thofe Blacks wc fpeak of, tiro’ 
of an ill afped, have fome of them fuch 
a noble and genteel Difpofitibn, that it j 

were a Bleffing that every European Gen- a a ion of 
tleman were like them. D. Frmcifco at a Mack. 
Taverno, Earl of Aivor, who was af¬ 
terwards Vice-Roy of India, being 
Governor of Angola , the Son of a 
Neighbouring King, came once to vi- 
fiebim, and undetlhndiug that the Por- 
tuguefa were precife in matter of Com¬ 
pliments , and that he Should be re¬ 
ceiv’d lhmdmg, as was accordingly 
done, he rook along with him two Slaves 
well mftni&ed what they were to do. 

Being come into the Governor’s Room* 
and feeing no Chair brought him, he 
caus’d his two Slaves to Iquat down and 
fate upon than. The Port aguefe ad¬ 
mir’d the Cafres Ingenuity, and prefent- 
ly order’d Chairs to be brought. After 
thevific the twoSlaves flay’d in theCounc*s 
Houfe; and their Mafler being told of 
it by the Count’s Servants, that he might 
call them away, he aofwcr’d, he did not 
ufe to carry away the Chairs he face on. 

In the fame Kingdom of Angola, two 
Brothers of the King de Us Pedras Anotllir ’ 
being made Priloners by the Portugstt- 
fts, were lent to Lisbon, where 10 a 
vilit they made to the Marquis of Ma~ 
ridva feeing no Chairs were brought 
them; they drew them themfelves 
and late down, telling the Marquis, 
that he was a Marquis, and they Prin¬ 
ces. 

As their Princes and Gentry are en- K-tlinEtof 
dtied with Generous and noble Thoughts, B i cpb | nts 
fo the Commonalty are Couragious, and a c 4 Lions. 
Cunning, for they with poor Weapons 
overcome Elephants, and the fierceft 
Lions. To kill the fir ft of thefe they 
make a narrow* Path, along which they 
by means of feveral contrivances drive 
the Beafl, and then derterofly wound 
it with a Javelin from off a Tree. 

When it has biead to Death and falls, 
all the Inhabitants of the neighbouring 
Village, refort to the place, and live 
there in Tents till they have eaten all 
the Flefli- Others finding the Elephant 
lying on the Ground, get upon him, 
and Stab him with a long Dagger, hold¬ 
ing faft upon him till he is dead, which 
cannot be done without much Courage. 

They kill the Lions for fport ; for 
when they fee one affray in the Woods, 
one of them advances with tvso final! 

Cudgels in his Hand, and dapping one of 
them into the Lions Paw, plays with thtf 

other. 
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other: In the mean while the next Black 
Gemdii, to him very dexcerouily takes the Beaft 
by the T eft ides, and then they beat him 
u'YVJ to death. So when they would have a 
Lion quit a Cow he has feiz’d, they draw 
near, and fainting him after the lame 
maimer as is us’d in Africk, to Pcrloiis 
of the greateft Note} that is, lying 
down oil their fide , holding up one 
Foot, and at the fame time making a 
Noile with Hands and Mouth. This was 
generally told me by the Portuguefes \ 
the Reader may believe what he pleaf- 
es ; for 1 do not ailert thofe things tor 
inhuman Truths, which I have not feen. Since 
Blacks. we are fpcakingof thefe Blacks, it is to 
be oblerv’d chat in Africk there are Ibme 
call’d A tudoy Macua, who are fo fierce 
and inhuman, that they eat the Flefh 
of the Enemies they take, or kill in 
Battle. They go quite naked, except 
their Privities; and curl their thick Hair, 
•winding it about final] Hicks, which 
makes them look like Devils. They lye 
in the open Fields on Trees, being 
us’d to this dangerous Bed, for fear of 
the Wild Bealls that Country is full 
of. No part of the W orld is richer in 
Gold j for in fome Kingdoms it is 
found upon the furface of the Earth, fo 
that there is no need of digging for it, 
and therefore inftead of Iron they ufe 
Golden Nails. 

To return, after fo long a digrefli- 
On, to Goa, its Port is compar’d by Ta¬ 
vernier, to the belt in our Continent, 
of <£>4 ° rt fucil as Conflantmofls, and Toulon. And 
to fay the Truth, belides what Na¬ 
ture made it, the Ponugttefc have ta¬ 
ken much Pains to Compleat, and For¬ 
tify it by means of many Caftles and 
Towers furnifli’d with good Cannon ■, 
for at the Entrance on the left upon 
the point of the Ifland of Sardes, is 
a good Fort call’d Aguada , with 
ftrong Works, and Guns levell’d with 
the Water; on the top of the Hill, 
near the Channel, is a long Wall, all 
planted with Cannon j and oppo- 
fite to it the Caftle call’d Tfoffa S'mbo- 
ra do Cabo, or our Lady of the Cope, 
built in the Ifland of Goa. Two Miles 
within the Channel, above the I (land 
of Bardes , is another Caftle call’d dos 
Beys, or of the Kings, well Fortify’d 
and with Cannon level with the Wa¬ 
ter. Here the new Viceroys take Pof- 
feffion at their firft Arrival. Near 
this Fort is a Monaftery of Franciscans. 
Oppoftte to it, and within common 
Shot, is the Fort of Gafpar Dias , but 
two Miles dillant from that of the 


King’s. Beyond thefe Caftles the Chan¬ 
nel gtows narrower, fometimes to one, 
fometimes to two Miles, and its Banks 
fet out with the heft Fruit and Trees 
India affords, yield the fineft Prolpect 
imaginable. Befides, there are delicate 
Country Houles call’d Quintas, aud a- 
bundance of dwellings of the Country 
People. The delightful Scene holds 
for Eight Miles up to Goa. 

Half way up on the right fide is a 
Palace call’d Fajfo de Dmgi , where 
formerly the Vice-Roys refided; at 
prefent it ferves to quarter the Gar- 
rifou Sotildiers. There begins a thick 
Wall two Miles in length, tor a Foot- 
Path when the Country is overflow’d 
and there a great deal of Salt is gather’d: 
Oppofite to this Wall, or Dike, is a 
Hill, on which the Jefuits have their 
Novicelhip, The Vice-Roy has his 
Palace call’d la Palvereira, on the fame 
Channel, and lb has the Arch-bifhop. 
Here begins the City, and fo far Ships 
can come up after lightning fome part 
of their Load. 

This Channel that makes fo noble 
a Port, runs many Miles up the Coun¬ 
try , dividing it into feveral Fruitful 
Illands and Peninfulas, which do not 
only plentifully fupply the City with 
neceflaries, but delight the Pallate 
with rich Fruit, aftord a curious Prop¬ 
ped, and yield much profit to the Gen¬ 
try, to whom for the moft part they 
belong. In fihort, this Channel for Plea- 
fure is no way inferiour to our Poji- 
lipo , as well on account of thofe ad¬ 
vantages here mention’d, as for the 
many Boats there are on it to take 
the Air. 

Adjoyning to this Port is that of 
Murmugon form’d by the other Chan¬ 
nel that runs between the Ifland of 
Goa and Peninfula’s of Solute ; to give 
a fafe retreat to the Ships that come 
from Portugal and other Parts, frhen they 
are Ihut out of the Port, by the Sands the 
River Mandtta brings down, when 
fwollen by the firft Rains of June , the 
Faflage not being open till OBober. This 
Port of Murmugon is defended by the 
Caftle of the fame Name, feated in the 
Ifland of Sabute, with a good Garri- 
lon aud Cannon. 

Thefe two Channels which meet at 
St. Laurence make the length from 
Eaft to Weft of the Ifland of Goa , 
which is twenty feven Miles in com- 
pafs and contains thirty Villages, En- 
tring the Port on the right Hand 
is the Peninfula of Salute, which is 
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Jtxty Miles about, and twenty in length, 
C'cmelli. containing 50000 Souls in fifty Vil- 
e 6P5. lages, where the Jefms adminifter the 
Sacraments. On the left is the ocher 
Peniofula of Bardes^ in which are the 
Forts of Aguada, and Reyes. It is fif¬ 
teen Miles long, and about forty five in 
compafs with 28 Villages, Govern’d in 
Spirituals by the Clergy. 

Saturday 25 th, going to the Cuftom- 
houfe to find the Commander of the 
Manchuca, and tell him that his Men 
hadftolen a Coat, and a Silver Cale for 
the Table out of my Portmantue; I 
law F. Francis ’s Man carry’d away Pri- 
loner, for having fpoke feueiiy to the 
Officer of the Cuftoms on account 
of his Mailers Goods. He was dif- 
charg’d upon my requeitj and the 
Cuftomer very civilly told me, that if 
I had any Baggage I might take it a- 
way without fearening ^a piece of Cour- 
tefy not ufed towards Strangers in our 
Cuftom-boufes, 

Carhedrai After Dinner, I went to fee the 
Cathedral. It is very large, Arch’d, 
divided into three Ifles by twelve Co¬ 
lumns, and all curioufly adorn’d with 
Figures , as are the Chappels. The 
Arch-bifirop’s Seat is in the Choir, but 
rais’d a great height above the Ground. 
The Palace is Magnificent and Spaci¬ 
ous, with curious Galleries and noble 
Apartments, for what India affords ■, 
but the Archbifhop, for the convenien- 
cyof the cool Air, lives in that we 
laid was upon the Channel, near the 
Powder Houfe. A few paces from 
the Cathedral is the little Church of 
the Mifericordia. 

Sunday 27th, I went two Miles from 
Renton t jj e cRy t0 f ee the Monaftery of the Rtco- 
lets , call’d A Madre de Deos, or the 
Mother of God. The Dormitories are 
large and lightly, and their Gardens 
furnifh’d with feveral forts of Eh- 
reptan, and Indian Fruit. The Church 
tho’ final] is Beautiful, with 3 handfom 
Altars 5 one in the middle rail’d in, and 
two on the fides. In the Garden where 
S. Jerome’s Hermitage Hands, there is a 
Filh-pond well ftor’d. 

Near this Monaftery, at the place 
Waii GrWt ca ^ Daugi, begins the Wat! built 
by the Portugutfi when the City was 
in a FIcurifhing condition along the 
Channel, to fecure it from being in¬ 
vaded by Enemies. It is about four 
Miles along, reaching to S. Blafey S. 
Jamts’’ s Fort,and S. Laurence, with Tow¬ 
ers at convenient diftances furnifh'd 
with Cannon.

Returning home I ( went into the skminr 
Church and Monaftery 'of S. Dominick. e M1 ‘ 
The firfthas three Ides, made by fix Co¬ 
lumns on a fide. The Arches are gilt, 
efpccially that of the Choir, where 
Gold glitters in every part. The high 
Altar and Cbappcl are well adorn’d. 

The Convent is Magnificent, for the 
long Arches of the Dormitories, Cloi- 
fter and other Spacious places, necefi- 
fary for a great number of Fathers. 

The Gardens are alio pleafent and cu¬ 
rious. 

After Dinner I few die Monaftery 
of S. Augujhrty feated on a high Ground, *‘ 
that commands the City. A large ac¬ 
cent of fteps leads up to the front of 
the Church, where there are two high 
Towers with great Bells. The Church 
has but one Hie fet oiF with good Ima¬ 
ges, As well the Altars of eight fide- 
Chappels, as the high Altars, and only 
on each Hand of it, at e all richly gilt. 

The ftacely Choir is above, over the 
great Gate. The Monaftery has a good 
Cloifter with vait great Dormitories, 
and an infinite number of Cells, Add to 
all this the Beauty of the Gardens, al¬ 
ways green, and beautify’d with the 
beft Trees India produces. Near this 
Monaftery is the College for Novices 
with a decent Church and dwellings. 

The little Church of the Theatin : is fkatins. 
built after the Model of S. Andrew del¬ 
la F'e/te in Rome. Four Columns fup- 
port the CapoL *, which is adorn’d with 
Images, as are the Arches, Both the 
high Altar and beautiful Chappies on 
the fides arc gilt. The Choir is over 
the three Doors coming in. The Mo¬ 
naftery alfofmall, and has a Garden. 

Monday 28 th, F. Salvador gave me a 
tafte of "the Root Saga, boil’d with ■ f ‘£“ r08t ’ 
Coco-nut, Milk and Sugar. Tho’ when 
drefs’d it looks like Glew, yet it is very 
Nourifhing and welMafted. It comes 
from Malaca and the Ifland of Borneo 
bruis’d fmall like Millet, and white. 

Taefday the ift of Manhy the Vice- 
Roy return’d from vi(icing the Nor- 
them Coaft. Two Vefiels arriv’d from ‘ 
China, having fpent a long time in 
their Voyage, for fear of the Arabs, 

I went to the Barefoot Framifcans, 
which is one of the beft Churches in 
Goa : For tho’ fmall it looks like one 
entire Mafs of Gold, there is fo much 
Of this Metal about the high Altar, 
and Sepulcher for Mmndy Tkarfday , 
and in the eight Chappels on the fide. 

The Roof is curioufly adorn’d with 

Fretwork. 
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The Jefuits College, call’d S. Rock, 
GcmcffL has a fmali Church with fix little Chap- 
16 pies; but the Houfe is large and ca- 
OfY-\j pable of feventy Fathers, who live in 
•fifths j ti there being but twenty five at the 
College. profefs ’ d Houle.

Sifter Mary of Jefus dy’d in this 
Monaftery with the reputation of San- 
Sity: She having the figns of our Sa¬ 
viour’s Wounds found upon her, and 
on h^r Head, as it were the goreing of 
Thorns; whereof the Archbilhop cook 
authentick Information. 

After Dinner I went to St, Pauly 
t ' ie hrft Church founded by the Jefuits 
i!tItu in India-, whence they took the Name 
of Paulifias. Afterward they left it on 
account of the ill Air, and becaufe it 
was out of the City, lo that only two 
Fathersrefide there at prefenc; Having 
formerly been a College, the Dormito¬ 
ries hill ftandingare magnificent. In the 
Garden thereare 2 5 ^«a,and Ibme Mango 
Trees caufed to be planted by S. Francis 
Xavtrim. There is alfoa Chappel built 
in Memory of the Extafy or Rapture 
the Saint had in that place. In this 
Church, tho’ formerly Magnificent, 
there is at prefenc only the high Al¬ 
tar, with two finall ones on the fides. 
Here the Catechumens are inltru- 
£ted ; for whofe fullenance the King 
allows four hundred Pieces of Eight a 
Year. 

In India all Cbriftians wear their 
Beads about their Necks, like Religious 
Men. The Jefuits inftead of a Priefl’s 
Cap, wear a long round one, broad at 
the top.

It was the firit built mSt 
at Goa in Honour of S. Francis by Ed¬ 
ward de Mtrfes. 

The Hofpital of Goa is fmali, and 
ill Govern’d, tho 5 the King allows it 
four hundred pieces of Eight a Year. 

For this reafbn, and through the Pe- 
ftilendal Air of the Country there 
dye Thoufands of lick Perfons in it, 
and particularly of wretched Porta- 
guefe Souldiers. 

T hurfday 3d, I went in an An dor a, 
to Our Lady of the Pillar, feated on 
a Hill fix Miles from the City, This 
is the School of the Recolets. The 
Church though fmali is Beautiful, and 
has three gilt Altars. Returning home 
one of the Buts or Porters that car- 
ry’d me in the Andora being got drunk, 

I was forc’d to make the Pealants, 

I met by the way carry me; they o- 
beying readily upon fightof a Cudgel. 

It is to be obferv’d that all the 
Monasteries in Goa and throughout all 
the Portuguefe Dominions in India, have 
fome allowance from the King, more 
or lefs, according to the number of the 
Religious.

In Arabia Falix the Ponuguefes once 
had the important Place of Mafcate , 
and its Dcpendances; the Kingdom of 
Ormuz, the Iflands of Recea, Kefcimi , 
and others in the Perftan Gulph ; 
where they made the lfland of Baharem 
Tributary, as alfo the conllderable Ci- 
Btjfora. ty of Bajfora , which ft til pays five 
Thoufand five Hundred Crowns and a 
Horfe yearly Tribute to the King of 
Portugal ; befidcs two Zecchines a Day 
for the fubfiftence of the Portuguefe's 
Faftor; but wlicnfoever their Fleet, does 
not appear powerful in the Gulph the 
Mahometans refufe to pay. 

They alfo made themfelves Mailers 
in the Kingdom of Canara of the Forts 
of Onor , BrazAor, and Gamboling in 
the Country of the Mures of the Caftles 
of Cananor, Caranpanor, Palepor , and 
Codon j and of the Fort of Mrnar on the 
lfland of that Name. 

Ceylon- the lfland of Ceylon, of feven Pro¬

three Provinces. 

tfaststm . T,ie Portsgtitfet farther fiibdu’d the 
City and Fort ot Negapatan in the King¬ 
dom of AladisieTambulin in the King¬ 
dom of Be/,gala , atld Macajfar in the 
Kingdom of that Name. So that be¬ 
ing become formidable .to all the Prin¬ 
ces of Afia, they had made all the Coun¬ 
try about Tributary ; and being Sove¬ 
reigns of that vaft Ocean by means of 
their mighty Fleets, no Ship of any 
Nation whatfoever could fail thofe Seas 
without their Leave and Pafs; feizing 
the Ships and Goods, and Imprifon- 
rug the Men for prefuming to Sail 
without their Protection. This Au¬ 


thority the Ponuguefes, cho weak, Hill 
exei cife over all Ships of APoors and 
Gentils for the Europeans arc got a* 
hove it. Thele Conquefts gain’d at 
the Expence of many Lives, and with 
the effufion of much Blood fcarce lull¬ 
ed an Age and a half; for the Dutch 
falling into the India Trade, inltead 
of extending their Conquefts among fo 
many Iflands and Kingdoms of Maho¬ 
metans and Pagans , they only Robb’d 
th e Ponuguefes of what they had gain’d 
with lb much Valour; making this 
ungrateful return to a Nation, which 
with fo many Dangers and Sufferings, 
taught and fecur’d to them that tedious 
Voyage. 

Another caufe of the decay of the 
ponuguefes Power in India , was their 
Conqueft of Brazil ; for finding there 
more Profit, they flighted India, and 
negle&ed to fend thither fufficient Sup¬ 
plies to preferve what they had, much 
lefs to make new Conquefts. This is 
fo certain, that the King of Portugal 
was feveral times in the Mind abiblure- 
ly to abandon it, which had certainly 
been done, had not the Miffioners 
made him fenfible, that if he did io all 
the Chriftians of thofe Countries would 
again fall into Idolatry and Mahometa- 
nifm . 

If we look upon what remains to the 
Ponuguefes at prefent in India, it is ve¬ 
ry in conllderable, and inltead of being 
Profitable fcarce pays its own charge. 
At Goa they have the fmall lfland of 
that Name, with thofe of Salzete, 
Bardes, Angediva, and others. On the 
Northern Coaft: the Fortrefles of Da- 
mam, Bazaim, and Chaul ; in the King¬ 
dom ot Guzjiratte the City of Din. Near 
China the Iflands of Timor (abounding 
in Sandal ) and Solor ; and the Colony 
of Macao, Subjeft to the Emperor of 
China , In Africk , Angola, Sena, Sofa- 
la, Mozambique and Mombaza ; many in 
number, but of no great value. Thofe 
that envy the Honour of the Ponu- 
guefes aferibe their Ioffes to their want 
of Zeal for Religion,' and their not per¬ 
iling long in the propagation of it ; 
for they lay that the Ponuguefes eotring 
India with the Crucifix in one Hand and 
the Sword in the other, finding much 
Gold, they laid aiide the Crucifix to fill 
their Pockets; and not being able to 
hold them up with one Hand they were 
grown fo heavy, they dropp’d their 
Sword too. Being found in this Pofture 
by thofe that came after, they were ea- 
fily overcome. This is an excellent 
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contrivance of ill Tongues; but the 
GtmeJli. chief caufe of their Ruin was their hav¬ 
ing made fo many Conquefts fo far di¬ 
vided from one another; and next the 
War at home, which obflru&ed the re¬ 
lieving of India. 

Alt that remains under the Pontigttefet 
Dominion from the Cape of Got A Hope 
in Africk, to the City of Macao in China, 
Viceroy. is @pvent’d by a Vice-Roy, with the Ti¬ 
tle of Captain General, who refutes at 
Goa a.; the Metropolis of India. There 
are fix , and fame times eight Vtftmbar - 
gadores, or Judges that attend the Go¬ 
ve* ament, as aibveyeign Court or Coun¬ 
cil, who wear a Gown down to their 
Heels over a Cailbek of the fame length, 
the Gown with wide Sleeves down "half 
way their Arms. They wear Gdillas 
and huge Periwigs after the French Fnfhi- 
on. The chief Court thefe Gown-Men 
fit in is call'd a Rtlasaon , which ad mi- 
miters Jnftice in Civil aiid Criminal Ca¬ 
fe ; having Power over all Mi (filters, 
and tries all Appeals brought from any 
Parts of the Dominions. The Vice- 
Roy fits as Chief of this Court under a 
Canopy; the Gown-Men fit on Benches 
plac’d on the plain Floor. The Council 
da Facefida, is like the Court of Exche¬ 
quer, where one'of the Gown-Men fits 
as the Viceroy’s Deputy. 

There is the Matricula-Gemral , the 
Vrocnr ador-Mor-donContos, and the Com- 
mi tree of the new Company of Traders. 
Thefe have put in feveral Sums .to carry 
on the Trade of Mozambique, Momiaca, 
Macao, and other Parts of the porta- 
gtitfes Dominions; and have the Privi- 
ledge that none Qionld Trade bat they, 
becaufe they pay the Salaries of the Go¬ 
vern ours. ’The Viceroy and Archbifhop 
pat in many'thouiand Pardaos into this 
Company, to encourage others to do the 
like; but it canicarce lalt long, becaufe 
the Stock is but final 1 . The profit is to 
be divided every three Years. 

The Jnquiftion is much rcfpe&cd and 
dreaded by the Chriflians at Goa, and a- 
boat it; as is the Archbilhop, or Pri¬ 
mate. 

The Viceroy goes by Water in a Bal¬ 
lon, or Barge row’d by twenty two Cana- 
rines, with Trumpets before him, and 
fits on a Velvet Seat, with feveral of 
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his Domefticks about him. When he 
lands he is carry’d in a Sedan by four 
Men. He has a Guard of ten Horfe, 
and feveral of the Gentry and Officers 
attend him In Pa! arte bin a. 

Tho’ the Ponkgmfe Dominions be 
fniall; yet the King appoints feveral Ge¬ 
nerals who have very little advantage be- 
fides t(ie (Honour. One of them is call’d 
of the Grtlph of Ormuz., and commands 
four Ships; another of the North, who 
is like a General over all fhofe Towns, 
and refid es at BtuLMm ; another'of Sal¬ 
ute, who commands in that bland; one 
of China , who commands only in the 
Town of Macao ; one in the I (lands of 
Timar and Solor ; and lallly one of Goa, 
who has the care of the Channels, than 
no Perfon may come in or pafs by from 
the dfijM'i Country. And this beesuf- 
it is a difficult Matter to recure thepaf- 
fage between fo many fmall I (lands; for 
befidcs thofe of Goa , Sardes and Solute, 
there are, that ot Charon , where are 
two Villages, the Noviciate of. the Je- 
fnits, and a PariUh of Seculars 
or Narva with three Villages, where 
the Seculars have the Cure of Souls; 
Capon, belonging to the Nuns of S. Mo¬ 
nica ; Combargiva, and Javan belonging 
to the Jefmtt ; S. Stephen, where there 
is a Fort, Village andParifli of Seculars; 
the fmall Ifiand of Emamtel Lobo do SiG 
veira, with a few Houles on it; that of 
j SmmiMtt Motto , which is the Stews of 
Goa, being inhabited by Pagan Dancing* 
W bores; and lafHy the final! Ill and of 
Von gar in belonging to the Augafwiant.

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CHAP. VIII. 

Of the Fruit and Flowers of Indoftan. 


T T muft not be thought ftrange that, 
Gtwilit -A. 1)e ' n S t0 bpeak of die Fruit ant! Flow- 
i59 _ ' ers of fo vail a Country as Indofim , f 
Should bring it in immediately after Goa-, 
becanfe all thole forts, which are found 


in the fcveral Parts of that Trad, being 
to be had about Goa, and even fomethat 
are notelfewhere; itis proper we ihould 
give an account of them before we leave 
that City. I will endeavour to explain 
their Portngnefe Names the heft I can, 
and add the Cuts of them, that they may 
appear the plainer to the Reader. 

0,^. To begin then by the Palmer a de Co- 

Tree. cos -> or Coco-Tree, the fir ft Place being 
due to that Plant which is moft beneficial 
to Man: It is to be conceiv’d that this 
Tree fits out and loads a Ship for Sea, 
■without borrowing any think elfewhere. 
Of the Leaves, which fome of the Peo¬ 
ple on that Coaft ufe inftead of Paper, 
they generally make Sails; of the Wood 
the Vefiel: The Fruit, which is well 
known in Europe ,yields Meat and Drink, 
and a good Commodity; belides its out¬ 
ward Cafe or Rind Peep’d in Water is 
Spun to make all ncccflary Cordage for 
a Veffel, tho’ there are fome forts of it 
which they eat like other Fruit. This 
firlt Rind, when Ripe is yellow; the 
Sheil which is hard, makes Difhes to 
drink Chocolate and for other Ufes.‘ 
Within it is a white Pulp or Nut flick¬ 
ing round the Shell about half an Inch 
thick, which tails like an Almond. In 
the midft of it is a clear Water very 
good to drink. Of this fame Fruit they 
make feveral forts of Sweetmeats, and 
Oyl, both to Burn and Eat for want of 
Olives. Cutting a Branch of it and 
putting the end into a Vefiel, the inoi- 
flurc that Ihould feed the Nut runs into 
it and is call’d Niro, and Sura. The Ni- 
ra is white arid fweet juft of the tafte of 
the Liquor made of the Grapes, by put¬ 
ting Water to them after they have been 
preis’d, and is taken before the Sun rifes. 
The Sura is the fame Liquor turn’d Low¬ 
er, and ts taken after the Sun is tip and 
has heated the Air. It muft be put to 
the Fire before it is drank, or elfe its 
Coldnefs would give the Gripes. It is 
fo nourifhtng that the Indians live upon 
it feveral Days without any other Sufte- 


nance- 


i his Sura Diftill’d makes Wine, and 
when it decays Vinegar; but tho Diftil- 


hng being feveral times repeated it be¬ 
comes a ftrong Water: Boil’d it turns 
to Sugar, and they ufe it as Leaven to 
their Bread. Prelfing the Pith of the 
Tree they draw Milk out of it, as we 
do from Almonds, to Boil Rice, and 
for feveral other tifes. This Fruit keeps 
the \ car about. 1 bus the C^r^-Trees 
yield the belt Revenue in India, becaufe 
the Country does not produce much Rice, 
Cotton, or Corn. They grow ftrait to 
fixty Spans in height, of an equal chick- 
nefs from the Bottom to the Top. The 
Indians ufe them for Timber to build 
their Houfes, and the Leaves to cover 
them, or to burn. 

1 lie Palm , or Date Trec in India 
bears no Ft ait, but they draw Nlra, or E“ m * 
Sttra from them. There arc feveral o- 
ther forts of them that yciid little Fruit. 

One they call JPalmeirade Tranfolin, whofe r ,.,.r 
Fruit is ripe in May. This is f,nailer than 7 
the Coco , the outfide Rind to make 
Ropes black; and full within of the 
fame fubftance as the other Cocos. E- 
very Tranfolin bears three little Coco- 
Nuts in a Triangle; the Pnlp whereof 
prefs’d yields a cold white Water. This 
grows as high as the Coco-Tree, but is 
thicker of Leaves, which grow like a 
Broom, and produces Fruit but once a 
Year, whereas the other does four times. 

This Tree alfo affords N,ra and Sara 
both of them naturally exceflive Cold. ’ 

The Palma de Coco de Baglas, or the „ ? . 

Monkey Coco-Tree, has Boughs like BuZ 
large Difciplmes. Of the Fruit they g 
make curious Beads, becaufe the Paters 
have a natural Work on them ^ than 
which nothing more curious could be 
made by Art. There are other Palm- 
Trees in India that do not bear, and the 
Indians run up and down them by the 
help of a Rope ty’d about the Tree, and 
the Man fo nimbly thatnonecan believe 
that has not feen it. 

The Areqmira, or Areca- Tree is like Ar 
the Palm, but Headerer and not fo high. Tree. 

It bears a fort of Fruit necellary for 
chewing with the Betle, like a Nutmeg 
and enclos’d in a Cafe or Rind, like that 
of the Coco-Nut, and on a Bough as 
thick of them as that which produces 
Dates. This Fruit is gather’d four or 
five times a Year. 


The Flgueira, or Fig-Tree is a Plant „ 
as fore as a Bnlrulh, as thick as a Man’s Fl 2 ' TrM * 

Thigh, 
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fNA-' 1 '* Thigh, and between fifteen and twenty 
Gemeth, Sp ans with Leaves above a quar¬ 

ts* ter Broad, It is generally believ’d there 
that Adam and Eve cover’d what fhould 
not be feen with them in Paradice, they 
being not only big enough to cover what 
fhould be hid , but to make a final! 
Cloak for their Nakcdnefs. The Indi¬ 
um ufe them for Difhes, and have new 
ones every Meal; others for Paper to 
Write on. It bears Fruit but once, for 
when it has produced fixty, feveucy, and 
fometimes a hundred Figs on a Branch, 
they cut down the Plant and a young 
Sprout grows out again. But there are 
two forts of them., Thofe that are a 
Span long, and about the thicknefs and 
fhape of an Egg, are call’d Egos de afar, 
or roafting Figs ; and thefe are as fweet 
as a wild Fig, and very nouriflung, be¬ 
ing eaten roafted with Cinnamon and Su¬ 
gar. The Pulp or Flefh within is white 
and red, with fome fmall tender black 
Seeds, which are alfo eaten. They are 
gather’d green, and ripen and turn yel¬ 
low in the Houfe, like Winter Melons. 
The other fort is call’d Figos de Otta, or 
Garden Figs; thefe are fweeter, better 
tafled, and eaten Raw, but not fo large 
as the others, tho’ they have the fame 
Seeds. As for their Nature, thefe are 
Cold, and the others Hot; both of them 
ripen at any time of the Year,

Mingo- _ The Manguera or Mango- Tree is as 
Tree. high as a good Pear-Tree, but lias larger 
and fofter Leaves. The Mango it bears 
is weighty and flat, and hangs down¬ 
wards by a long Stalk, Without they 
are green, and the Pulp within the Shell 
is white and yellow. There are feve- 
ral forts of them and varioufly Tatted. 

Some are call’d Mangas Carreiras and 
Mallaias , others of Nicholas Alfonfo , o* 
thersSaywj, and others by ocher Names, 
all of them exceeding any European Fruit 
in delicate Tafte. They are Ripe in 
May, June and July, tho’ there are fome 
in January and February. They are of 
a very hoc Nature, and are gather’d from 
the Tree like all ocher Indian Fruits, 
green, coming afterwards to their Ma¬ 
turity and Perfe&ion in three Days keep¬ 
ing in the Houfe. 

CurmboU- _ The Caramboleira, or Carambola-Trec, 
Tree. is as big as a Plum-Tree, and bears fuch 
a Leaf. The Fruit call’d Carambola , 
when Ripe is white within and yellow 
without, fhap’d exaftly like a Lemmon, 
with four or five Kernels, and it has a 
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four Tattc like a Lemmon. The Portu- 
guefes preferve them becaufe they are 
Cooling. The free Blofloms and bears 
fcveral times a Year. 

1 he Anoneira , or Anona-Tree is very 
large and produces the Fruit call’d Am- 
na in March and April. It is as big as a 
Pear, red and yellow without, whiti/h 
within, and full of a foft, fweet, and 
plea fa at Sub fiance, which is eaten with 
a Spoon; but it has fome hard black 
Kernels. I donotknow how to delcribe 
it better ; becaufe it is nothing like any 
loit of Fruit in Europe. 

The Aeeira , or ./4/4-Tree is as big as 
an Apple-Tree, but with fmall Leaves. 

Its Fruit call’d Ata is like that ot the Pine- 
Tree, green without, and within white 
and fott w ith black Seeds, Co that it is 
eaten with a Spoon. It is fweeter than 
the Anona, fmeiling both of Amber and 
Rofe-water. It Ripens in November and 
December, 

The Citjuyera, or Cajus -Tree is not r . iu ^ 
very Tall , but thick of Boughs and £ 
Leaves-. The Fruit is like an Apple red 
and yellow without. It is lingular in 
this, that all other Fruit having the 
Stone within, this has it at the Top 
rais'd like a green Creft ; fmeiling to 
which a Spamjh Preacher and Mifiioner 
told me did much help the Memory; 
and that he by that means foon made 
himfelf Matter of the longelt Sermon. I 
never had expei ience ot it, nor will l 
vouch for what he laid. What I can fafe- 
ly at celt is, that breaking the Stone, the 
Kernel within it roalled taltes like an 
Almond, and raw like a new Nut. This 
Fruit Ripens between February and May. 

Cutting it in quarters, keeping it in cold 
Water, and then chewing it, -there 
comes from it a cool Juice, good for all 
Obltruftions in the Breait. 

The Jamboltira , or Jarnbolon-Tttz x m bo\on- 
grows wild and has the Leaves like a Tree. 
Lemmon-Tree; but the Fruit is fo de¬ 
licious, that an Indian Woman coming 
to Lisbon , loath'd all the bell Fruit in 
Europe , remem bring her lov’d Jambolon. 

They hang on the Boughs like Cherries, 
or Olives, and have the red Colour of 
the one and the Shape and Stone like the 
other. The Indians eat it with Salt, but 
I tatting them in the Garden of the The- 
at ins where 1 was entertain’d, did not 
think them fo pleafant to the Paliate of 
Europeans ; becaufe they tafte fome what 
like a fervice Apple, and to eat many of 
them makes the Belly fwell extreamly. 

Their Seafon is generally in April and 
May.

The Jangomeira, or Jrfffwww-Tree is 
very large, all prickly, and with fmall 
Leaves. The Janpmar th 
call jiW«w’s Fruit, being of the fiwpe 
a Walnut, Purple without and Red witti- 
in, and has two Stones. Hie taft of it 
is a mixture of four, fweet, and bicte- 
rifh like a Medlar. They are in Seafon 
November , Decemvir, and January- 
The Brindeiera, or Brindon- 1 ree is 
as call as a Pear-Tree, but has i mai¬ 
ler Leaves. The Brindones or Fruit it 
bears in February, March and April* are 
a fort of Fruit like our Golden PiWinji 
but their Rind his harder, tho the Pulp 
or Flefh of it is Red, Vifcous and Shar- 
nifli, which they chew and fuck the Juice, 
and has three fofc Kernels within it. 
The Portwuefi make Sauce of the Rind. 

The Carandeira, or Car undo- Tree is 
Low and Thorny, with Leaves.hke an 
Orange-Tree. The Fruit of it call d 
Carwida is no other than wild Grapesot 
Jndefian 1 Reddifh without and White 
within, with Seeds. It is Ripe in April, 

and May- ^„ 

The J amber of Malaca are tall Trees 
with long [lender Leaves. The Fruit of 
it call’d alfo Jambps, are as big as fmaU 
Apples and of the lame tafte, but fmell 
like Rote-water. The outward Rind is 
Yellowifh, within of a Cinnamon (co¬ 
lour, and there are two Stones Joole 
from the Pulp. They begin to Rjv:. 
in January, and hold to the end of April. 

The Pap tty era is a Plant that does not 
grow above twenty Spans high, and the 
Body of it is under a Span Diameter, but 
fo foft that it is eafily cut with a Rnire. 
The Leaf is broad like that oiaPmp>en. 
The papayas it produces, hang like clut¬ 
ters ofGrapes about the top of theTrunk, 
where they Ripen and grow bigger, one 
after another. In the Pmugmfe Domi¬ 
nions in India they call theft ihejtfmt 
Melons, becaufe they tafte like Melons, 
and thofe Fathers like them fo well, that 
they have them every Day at Dinner. 
They are lhap’d like them a Bering*** 
( a Fruit well known in Spain, but not in 
England) but twice, or three times as 
big As to Colour they are Green and 
Yellow without, and Yellowifh within, 
with little black Seedsor Stones in them, 
like Elder-Berries. This Fruit grows 
all the Year about. , , 

The Jaauera or Jatjiea-T ree is as big 
as a Laurel with Green and Yellow 
Leaves. The Fruit it produces is the

biggeft in the World, or at lea ft that 
ever 1 faw •, for no Man can carry above 
one of them and fome of them arc four 
Spans long, and a Span and a half Dia¬ 
meter. It being impoihblefor the Boughs 
to hear fuch a weight. Nature has pro¬ 
vidently- order’d it fliould grow out at 
the Foot of the Tree; and in the Ifland 
of Ceiion and at MaUca, under Ground 
upon the Root j and they know when it 
is Ripe by the Smell that comes from it. 

The Rind is Yellow and Green, but 
Prickly, and with fome ftifl' Points like 
thofe about the Collars of Maftiffs. 

Within it there are many yellow Separati¬ 
ons like thofe inan Orange, with each of 
them a Kernel in it, like an Acorn* 
which roafted tafts like a Cheftnut. This 
Fruit is gather’d from May till Septem¬ 
ber. 

The white Jamboyera, or Jambo-y ree 
of India is as high as a Laurel. The 
Leaf is fmall, the BlofTora like the O* 
range-flower, and the Fruit like a Pear, 

White and Red without, and White 
within (with a Stone) of the itnefl and 
tafte of a Cherry. They are Ripe in 
January, February, and March ; and two 
or three times from the lame Plant. 

The Pereira or Pear-Tree is no large Pw-Trec 
Tree, but thick and has fmall Leaves. 

The Fruit without is Green and Yellow, 
like a Pear * within it is white and foft, 
with tender Seeds, and tafts like an 0 - 
ver-ripe Pear. It makes excellent Con- 
ferve, or Prefcrve, and lafts all the Year. 

The Gnnamn-Trcc, tho’ it bears no 
Fruit is precious for its Bark * which be¬ 
ing taken off'gr° ws on t ^ ie T rec 3 § a ’ B » tQ 

yield the Owner more Profit. The belt 
grows in the liland of Ceylon \ for that of 
Manila and other Places is Wild,and has 
not fo fragrant a Smell.

Its Fruit is 
like a large round Lemmon, with a thick 
yellowifh Rind, and Red within, of the 
tafte of an Orange.

This Fruit is round and prickly, 
a Span long, and above a Span Diame¬ 
ter, rifing like a very great Artichoak.

Mow in- The Mogoreira is a Plant which from 

Plant. February , till the end of May, bears a 

moft beautiful white Flower call’d Mo- 
gorin. Its Smell, tho’ like it, is much 
more fragrant than that of the Jafmm ; 
befides this difference, that the Jafmin 
has but fix Leaves, and the Mogorin a- 
bove fifty. F. Salvador Galli told me 
that feveral Plants were fent to Lisbon in 
earthen Pots, for lome Portuguefe Lords} 
and particularly for the Duke of Tu/cany , 
who had a great Mind to them ; but that 
it was not known whether they arriv’d 
there frefli, being to cut the equinoctial 
Line twice. The Flower very well de- 
ferves to be in any Royal Garden, and 
the more becaufe it is found no where 
but in Indojlan, 

The Afafreira is bigger than a Plum- 
Tree , and in India produces Safron. 
The Flower has a yellow Bottom and fix 
white Leaves, and ferves the Pmttguefes 
as ours does i aEurope to feafon theirMeat, 
but is not fo good. There is this fingu- 
lar in this Tree, that the Flowers come 
out in the Night, and almolt all the Year 
about. 

Pepper- Th tPimenteira is but a low Plant which 

Plant. grows againft any Tree or Wall, and 
bears the Pepper in clutters like Grapes. 
When Ripe it is Red, but the Indians 
burn and make it Black, that it may not 
ferve for Seed el fewhere. It comes in 

March , April and May, 
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Tree. 


The BeteUira is a tender Plant like 
Ivy, which runs up a Stick. Its Leaf is 
the delight of the Afiatkks ■ for Men 
and Women, from the Prince to the 
Pealant delight in nothing more than 
chewing it all Day in Company ; and 
no Vifit begins or ends without this 
Herb, Before it they always chew the 
Areca above deferib’d, chat the cool nett 
of this, as they lay, may temper the heat 
of the other; and they lay a little dif- 
folv’dLime on the Betel-leaf to colour 
and foften its biting Tattc. It fpendsnot 
fo well in any pare of Aftaks in the Phil- 
lippine Iflands, where the Arte a is foft 
and eafieto chew, and the Betti extraor¬ 
dinary good. Th cSpaniards make a Com- 
poiltion of both Herbs with Lime, which 
they cali Buyo , and carry it in curious 
little Boxes, tochewic every moment a- 
broad and at home. The Betel makes 
the Ups fo Fine, Red, and Beautiful, 
that if the Italian Ladies could they would 
purchafe it for the weight in Gold. 

The Trees and Flowers hitherto de- 
ferib d are the belt in Indojlan but there 
are many more not to be defpis’d. One 
of them they call Puna, fo call and ttratt 
that it may ferve for Matts for Ships. It 
produces a red Fruit, in which there are 
twelve or more Seeds, as big as Acorns, 
.and of the tatte of Pine-Apple-Kernels. 
But they cat them boil’d that they may 
not caufe the Head-ach. 

There are alfo Indian Apples as big as 
a Walnut, with a Stone as a Plum, and 
ill tatted, The Tree is fmalland has ve¬ 
ry little Leaves. 

The Tamarinds of Indojlan are extra¬ 
ordinary good, and there is plenty of 
them about the Fields. The Tree is 
large and bears the Fruit with a Cod, like 
our Beans. 

The Scararagam- Tree bears Fruit of 
a greeni!h Colour, and as big as a Wal- 
They are call’d Vndis, and are of 
a pleafant tatt. 

1 he Chiampim of China is an odorife¬ 
rous white Flower, which Preferv’d, 
contrary to the nature of other Flowers, 
grows hard, and is fweet and pleafant in 
the Mouth. This Tree is like a little 
Plan Tree. . There is another fort of 
Chiampims with two Leaves ttrait, white, 
and long, and as many red winding a- 
bout below, and this grows not on a 
Tree, but on a low Plant on the Ground. 

The Omlam Tree bears a fort of Fruit 
like a ruddy Almond, and a long Flower 
beautiful and fragrant enough. 

Quegadam chcroz.a is an odd fort of 3 
great yellow Flower, with long green 
and prickly Leaves. F ,f The 
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fXA^O The Majmcam is a Flower of fmall e- 
Gemelli. green and growing out of a little 

169*. Herb. 

o"VNJ The Padoilm is a green Plant, produ- 
TidlliZ*' cill § a Flower, and a long Fruit, 

like an European Cucumber. 

UAsi. The Pacha* is alfo a green Flower, 
coming from a low Plant. 

Tindolim. The Tindolim , is a Plant bearing a red 

Flower, and a Fruit of the fame Colour, 
of the fhape of a fmall Lemmon. 
fnhimt- The Inhama Cana is a Fruit white with- 
Com. ia, growing under Ground like Potatas; 


but much bigger and weighing many 
Pounds. Boil’d it is better than Potataes. 

There are many more forts of Fruit, 
befides tbofe here mention’d, as well of 
the Country, as brought from other 
Parts; as the Batatas, the Iniaam« 1 which 
boil’d or roafted rafte like Cheftnuts, 
Pomgranates, Lemmons, and fome few 
Grapes} and as for Garden-wear, Bereft- 
genas (before mention’d) Pompions, 
Beets, Raddilhes, Coleworts, Mellons 
of all forts, Cucumers, and many more 
brought out of Ptrfta and Europe.

H Aviug refolv’d with my Self 
ever it nee my fir ft fetting our, 
to fee the Court and Camp 
of the Great Moguls who is one of the 
greateft Princes in Afia, without re¬ 
garding Danger or Expence; tho’Friends 
feveral times endeavour'd to DiiTwade 
me, by reprefenung the many Hazards 
and Hardlhips I muft meet with in Tra¬ 
velling over rugged Mountains, and a- 
mong Pagan and Mahometan Princes; 
yet I held my firft Purpofe, and refolv’d 
to venture upon it whaefoever hapned. 
In order to it, I hir’d a Begarine, or 
Canar'me of St. Stephen-, a Village near 
Goa , to carry my Provifion for fome 
Days, and Utenfils for Dreffing of Meat; 
being fure to find nothing by the way ; 
and becaufe he Spoke not the Language 
of the Moguls , [ took a Boy of Golcon- 
da\ who, beftdes his Mother Tongue, 
had learn’d Portnguefe , to be my Inter¬ 
preter there.

Friday 4th, the Porter and Interpre¬ 
ter coming to tell me all was ready, I 
fet out, leaving my own Servant in the 
Monaftery, that I might have the Ids 
to Care for. I found .the Pafs of Dau- 
gi y where I was to take Boat for panda, 
tvas flopp’d by Order of the Arch-bi- 
fhop; who Governing during the Vice¬ 
roy’s Abfence, had diveded that no Per- 
fon fhould be fufter’cl to Pals into the 
Infidel’s Country, without his particu¬ 
lar Leave. Therefore lea ting the Por¬ 
ter and Interpreter to look to my Things, 
I went in a Boat to Speak to that Pre¬ 
late at his little Conntry-Houfe ; where 
he prefently gave me a Pafs under his 
own Hand. Then taking another Boat 
about Noon, I coafted along the City 
Wall on the Channel, palling at the end 
of four Miles, by the Fort of St, Blab, 
F f 2 "oa 
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rs.011 which there are eight Pieces of Can- 
Gtint lit. non •, and two Miles further, by the 
11595 . Cattle of St. James, where there are 
twelve Guns. Here Ihewing the Go¬ 
vernor my Pafs, he gave me Leave to 
crofs the Channel into the Mogul's Coun¬ 
try. 

We Hay’d a long while in a Cottage 
belonging to the Guards, there being 
neither Man nor Beall to be found, to 
carry the Baggage of an Armenian, and 
a Moor that had joyn’d me. At laft, 
feeing Night drew on, we forced fome 
Gentils of the Village of Arcdna to car¬ 
ry them. There being nothing to be 
Bought in this Place, the Armtman , 
and the Moor made fhikft with a liule 
Rice half Boil’d, and fo little of it that 
the Grains fwam on the Water,_ which 
afterwards ferv’d them for Drink. 1 
pafi’d the Night under fome Coco-Trees 
without Sleep, becaufe of the great 
Noife of Drums, and Cries of the Ido¬ 
laters, who Celebrated the Feaft of Si- 
minga , at the full Moon. 

Saturday 5th, before we fet out, the 
Armenian and Moor fill’d their Bellies 
with Cachiari which is a Compofition 
of Rice, Kidney-Beans, and Lentils 
Pounded and Boil’d together, as was 
faid, at the end of our fecond Part. For 
want of Bealls to carry my Luggage to 
Panda, which was twelve Miles off, 1 
took three Gentils •, and was forc’d a- 
gainft my Will to make ufe of a Cudgel 
upon them, becaufe they will never do 
good Service either for fair Words, or 
Mony, but run away as foon as they 
can ■, and on the other fide, when 
Thrafh’d, they will Load chemfelves like 
AfTes. 

The Sun was fo hot, that at very lhort 
Difiances wc were oblig’d to Reft, and 
Refrefh us with Melons, and Fruit of 
the Country. At Mardol it took us up 
much Time to Eat a Jace*, which was 
fo large, that a Man could force carry 
it. The Idolaters would Eat none of it, 
for they will not Tafte any thing that 
is Cut by us, tho’ Starving for Hunger •, 
and I was told fome of them had been 
fo Obflinate, as to continue five Days 
without Eating on this Account. 

A rjgoi. I n this Village of Mardd, there is a 
famous Tagod. The way into the Court 
is over a cover’d Bridge of three Ar¬ 
ches, up to which there are two Stair- 
cafes. On the right of this Court is an 
( oQanguIar Structure, con lifting of feven 

Rounds of final! Columns, with hartd- 
fome Capitols, and little Windows in 
the Intervals, one of which ferves for 
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a Door. They lay this was Built to put 
Lights in on the Feftivals of their Idols, 
as was the other Place, like it, on the 
left, not yet finilh’d. About the Porch, 
and before the Arches of the aforefaid 
Bridge, there are feveral Shops *, but all 
is gone to Ruin fince tiie Mogul has ta¬ 
ken that Country from the King of #'*- 
fapor, on account of the Wars with Sa- 
vagi. The Fagod is at the further end 
of the Court. ^Tke firft Room is like a 
little Hall, longer than it is broad, the 
Roof fupporced by fix fmall*vooden-Co¬ 
lumns on each fide, 'fufiouflyicarv'd with 
Figures on them, about them there are 
low Branches to lit down. Within it is 
another Room, like the firft, but left ■, 
and further on upon t&e right is a little 
Room cui ioufly painted, with feveral 
Figures, which have on their Heads, 
fome of them Pyramidal Caps, and o- 
thers a Crown like that the Pope wears. 
There is alfo a Figure with four Hands, 
two whereof hold a Staff, one a Look- 
ing-Glafs, ami the other refts on its 
fide \ by it Hand Women with five Vet- 
fels on their Heads, one upon another. 
There are befides feveral Monftcrs, 
Beafts and B irds \ asflying Horfes,Cocks, 
Peacocks, and others. The Paged Hands 
oppofite to the Door in a little dark 
round Room, at the Foot of a fmall 
Tower, where there is a carv’d Stone 
cover’d like a Tomb. There is a wind¬ 
ing Way on the out-fide up to the top 
of the Tower, and to the Chambers of 
the Idolatrous Priefts. On one fide of 
the fecond Room 1 mention’d, before a 
little Door Hood the Bier they ofe to 
carry their Idol in Proceffion. On the 
fame tide is another Paged, flint up, with 
a Ciftern before it, cover’d with a Cn- 
pnla, and has a fmall Room in'the mid¬ 
dle. Befiind the aforefaid Paged, is one 
of thofe Trees they call of tire Bmims, 
and under it the Bath, or Pool, with 
large Stone -Heps about it for the Gen¬ 
tils to go down, and wafh them of their 
Unclean nefs. 

Setting forward again, after Travel¬ 
ling a long time over Mountains and 
Plains, I came late, and very weary to 
Panda. There 1 found a final] Camp of 
the Mogul's Forces j and among them 
Francis de Afar and*. Born in the Bland 
of Salzate, who receiv’d me very'Civil¬ 
ly. He had ferv’d there as a Soldier of 
Fortune fixteen Years, with the Pay of 
75 Ron pics of Silver a Month, which 
are worth 45 Crowns of Naples, Thofe 
Troops were come that fame Day from 
Biehiolin, with the Divan, or Receiver 
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of the King’s Revenue of Fonda., and a- 
G erne III. bovc 700 Villages, who has 7000 Ron- 
169V fits a Month, and 1000 Horfe under him, 
l/VV w hofe pay is a Roupie a Day, he was to 
take Pofleffion of the Government of 
the lower Fort of Fonda , and of the 
Office of Suba, of that Territory, which 
among us is like a Major General •, and 
this becaufe the true Governour had Pent 
fbme of his Soldiers to Bichiolin , to com¬ 
mit Afts of Hoftility againft the Divan, 
fo that there had been Men kill’d and 
wounded on both fides. Ech-lafcanpani- 
Saba refilling to Obey, unlcfs he were 
firlt Paid what was Due to his Soldiers, 
and the more, becaulc the Divan had 
no Commiffion from the King, but on¬ 
ly a Letter of Advice from bis Solici¬ 
tor, therefore the two Parties conten¬ 
ded, and threatned one another. The 
Divan now Paid he would drive him out 
The Cere- ^is Fort with the Cannon from the 
mony of upper , ‘when on Sunday 6th, about 
receiving Sun-Petting there was heard a confuted 
a Com if- NoiPe of Drums and Trumpets, Pucli 
5 “*L that I taking it for a warlike Sound, 
the Mogul, laid hold of my Gun, but it was for the 
coming of a Melfenger Pent by the King, 
who brought the Divan a Veil, and Com¬ 
miffion for both Employments. 

Seven Hundred Horfe and Foot flood 
at their Arms before the Divans Tent, 
and two Companies of fixteen Gentils 
each Danc’d confuPely to the Sound of 
Drums, Fifes, and Trumpets. It being 
then a fort of Car naval thofe People 
obferve every Year for five Days, they 
went about like Mad-men, in red Veils, 
and little Turbants of the fame Colour 
call’d Chiras , throwing red Dull upon 
all they met to Die them ; as we ufe a- 
mong us to do with black Dull. 

The Divan , who was a Grey Headed 
old Man about Sixty five Years of Age, 
mounted a Horfe-back, with a pair of 
Kettle-Drums a Horte-back before him ; 
and follow’d by a Falankine , another 
pair of Kettle-Drums on a Camel, and 
a medley of Horfe and Foot naked, who 
went in a Difbrderly manner, like fo 
many Goats. They had federal Colours, 
lome of Calico, with a Trident on them, 
and Pome of Silk, with' Perfian Chara¬ 
cters and Flames in the middle, all car- 
ry’d by Foot Soldiers. The Divan be¬ 
ing come to a Tent, erected for that 
purpole near a Mofcb, two Musket-fhot 
from his own, he alighted, and after 
palling lome Compliments with the 
King’s MefTenger, and Perfons of Note 
that were with him, put on the China 
himfelf on his Head, whilft the MetTen- 


ger held the Salh to him. Then the 
latter took a Veit, or Garment of green 
Silk, with Gold Stripes, and put it on 
the Divan , and then two Sallies about 
his Neck, his Scimker hanging by his 
Side, The Divan laid his Hand on the 
Ground five times, and as often on his 
Head, in TbankPgiving to the King who 
had Honour’d him with that Prcfenr. 

Then fitting down, his Friends and 
Retinue came to Congratulate with him, 
and fome to Prefent him with Roupie s, 
which he gave to the MelTenger, hut 
they were very few. They call this 
Prefent Nazar, that is, a goodly Sight; 
and the Cufhom is deriv’d from the Co¬ 
ronation of Kings, when the Noble Men 
prelent a great deal of Gold Coin ; and 
fonie Pieces weighing above three Hun¬ 
dred Ounces, to Rejoice the Mogul that 
Day, who fits on a Throne fludded with 
Jewels of an exceffive Value, When 
the Solemnity was over, the Divan 
mounted a Horfe-back ; and alighted a- 
gain by the Pool near the Mofch ■, where 
fitting on a Carpet with Pillows at his 
Back, he diverted himfelf with the Sing¬ 
ing, and Mufick of the Mask’d Gentils. 

I was told this Honour coil him 10000 
Roupie s (each of them worth fix Carlines 
of Naples) which he Pent the Secretary, 
who had pafs’d the Commiffion in the 
King’s Name ; for he never writes to 
his Subjects. For all this the Suba would 
not deliver up his Poll, but keeping 
PofTeffion of the lower Fort, Paid it was 
all Counterfeit. 

The City Panda is made up of Cot- p 0 n<ht Ci- 
tages, and Mud Houtes feated in the ty- 
midft of many Mountains. The Fort, 
which is alfo of Earth, and govern’d by 
the Saba, has a Garrifon of about 400 
Horfe and Foot, and (even final) Pieces 
of Cannon. There was formerly ano¬ 
ther Fort on a higher Ground ; but D. 

Francis at Tavora, Viceroy of Goa, Be- 
fieging it twelve Years before this time 
with a Body of 10000 Men, in a fhorc 
time made a large Breach in it. Savagi, 
to whom it belong’d, coming to the 
Relief of it with 12000 Horfe, oblig’d 
the Viceroy to raife his Siege, and draw 
off Then he went over to the Ifiand 
of SaUete, St. Stephen , and others near 
Goa •, and having Plunder’d and Biirn’d 
feveral Places, carry’d many Hundreds 
of the Natives Captives into his own 
Country; and making them carry the 
Stones of the Fort that had been De- T h L 
molifh’d to the top of a Hill two Miles per, 
from Panda South-ward, built the fmall 
Fort now Handing, calling it Mardon- 
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g Ar ^ that is, the Fort of Valiant Men. 
Gtmelii, Fhis Ciftlc is held for the King, fay a 
i*95' Gimfon of 300 Men, under a Kilidar, 
or Call el Ian, who has 200 R tuples a 
Month Pay, afliga’d him out of certain 
Villages. ' It facing a Place held upon 
Oath, lie may not upon any Account go 
out of the Gate. 

The lower Fort, and Country depend¬ 
ing on it, taken from Savagi by the 
Great Mogul, is govern’d as was laid 
by a Saba, or General of the Field, who 
receives the Re venue of above 700 Vil¬ 
lages, being therefore oblig’d to Main¬ 
tain a certain Number of Soldiers; fo 
that lie Drains the poor Country People, 
making a few Cottages fomeiimes pay 
Thou 6 fids of Ren fits. 

An Indian Monday 7th, 1 faw the difmal Spefta- 
vioman j e 0 f a wretched Pagan Woman, the 
with 1 her Kindred of her dead Husband had ob- 
Husband. tam’d at the Price of great Prelents from 
the Suba, to be Bnrn’d with the dead 
Body, according to their wicked un¬ 
merciful Cullom In the Afternoon the 
Womancanflc out well Clad, and adorn’d 
with Jewels, as if (he had gone to be 
Marry’d, withMufick Playing, andSing- 
iug. She was attended by the Kindred 
of both Sexes, Friends, and Bradman 
Priefls. Being come to the Place ap¬ 
pointed, (he went about undaunted, ta¬ 
king Leave of them all; after which Ihe 
was laid all along, with her Head on a 
Block, in a Cottage twelve Spans lquare, 
made of final] Wood wet with Oil, but 
bound to a Stake, that Ihe might not 
run away with the fright of the Fire. 
Lying 111 this Pollute, chewing Senile, 
fbe ask’d of the Standers by, whether 
they had any Bufinefs by her to the 0- 
ther World ; and having receiv’d feve- 
ral Gifts, and Letters from thofe Igno¬ 
rant People, to carry to their dead 
Friends, (he wrapp’d them up in a Cloth. 
This done, the Brachman, who had been 
Encouraging of her, came out of the 
Hut, and caus'd it to be Fir’d; the 
Friends pouring Veffels of Oil on her, 
that fhe might be the fooner reduc’d to 
Alhes, and out of Pain. Francis de 
Miranda told me, That as Icon, as the 
Fire was out, the Brachmam would go 
gather all the melted Gold, Silver, and 
Copper. This barbarous AdHoa was 
perform’d a Mile from Fonda. 

Apmakk When 1 return’d to my Tent, the 
F«r. Cainp had a falfe Alarm, on account of 
one Moors cutting of another’s Nole, 
Some Gemits fled upon the Mountains, 
and fo did Miranda, leaving all he had 
behind, and I endeavouring to perfwade 
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him to flay, he anfwer’d, he mufl do as 
the reft did. Taking my Gun, Powder 
and Ball, I flood under a Tree to de¬ 
fend my flit. Mir audit's Cook in the 
mean while Laugh’d at his Matter's Cow¬ 
ardice, faying. What a brave Soldier the 
Mogul has, to allow him two Koupies and 
a half a Day : If he flies now no Body 
pur fuel, what will he de when he fees an 
Enemy ? Here I law them drink the Juice 
of an Flerb they call Bane be, which, 
mix’d with Water, flupifies like Opium. 
To this purpofe they keep it in Glafs- 
Botties of a violet Colour, made on the 
Mountains of Gates , in the Mogul's. Ter¬ 
ritories, and in China. 

, There being no other convcnicncy of 
Carriage all the way I was to go, hut 
on Oxen, 1 Bought a Horfe at Benda for 
flxty Ronpics. Having got a Pais from 
the Backet. , that 1 might not be flopp’d 
by the Guards on the Frontiers ; and 
leaving my Gun to be lent to Goa , that 
1 might not be made Prifoner by Sava- 
gi's Men, 1 let cut on Tntfday 8th, and 
Travelling eight Miles came to Cbiam- 
ptm, a Village of a few Mud Houfes, 
with a Fort of the lame fort- Here 1 
caus’d fome Meat to be Drefs’d, but 
my Porter going about to take a Fig- 
Leaf to make uft of inftead of a Difli, 
after the manner of India, the Heathen 
Woman to whom the Fig-Tree belong’d, 
and the reft of the People* who came 
to her A/liftance, made fuch a Noile, 
that we were forc'd to depart. We 
Traveil’d through Woods, as we had 
done before, and at la ft getting out of 
them, crofs’d over an Arm of the Sea 
in a fniall Boat, and entred the Terri¬ 
tory of a Pagan Prince call’d Sonde-kira- 
ni-karaja , Lord of lomc Villages among 
the Mountains, but Tributary and Sub- 
jeft to the Great Mogul, being oblig’d 
to Serve him in his W’ars. Ail the end 
of two Cojfes ( each Coffe is two Italian 
Mites) we lay at the Village of Kakorc, 
con lifting of a few Cottages under the 
Arch of a Tagod. At che upper end of 
it, under a final] Cnpitla, was a thing like 
a Chamber-Pot of Copper, on a Scone 
Pedeftal, with a Uizor like a Man’s Face 
of the fame Metal nail’d to it. Perhaps 
it might be an Urn containing the A flies 
of fotne Hero of theirs. In the midft 
of the little Cupula bung a fmall Ddl, 
and without many fmall lights. 

At Night, Troops of Monkeys came 
leaping from one Tree to another; and 
fome of them with their young Ones fo 
ciofe hugg’d under their Belly, that tho’ 
we threw many Stones at them, we

VWI lages being for the molt part Gauds 
(for in Iwdia there is fcarce a Mahome¬ 
tan among fifty Men, they feed them and 
take care they fbal! not be kill’d ; fo that 
being grown Tame they walk familially 
in the Villages and even in the Houfes. 
There are fuch incredible Stories told of 
thefe Creatures, chat it is no wonder 
fome blind Phiiofophers (hould allow 
Bealls fome fort of underftanding. All 
the Co, res and Blacks along the Coaft of 
Mozambique iit A/rick are of this Opini¬ 
on, faying they do not (peak, becaufe 
they will not work. 

A Story of In the Kindorn of Canard a Baboon 

a Baboon, taking a kinduefs 10 a Woman, did lo 
infell her Father’s Houfe, breaking all 
he found in it; that not knowing what 
to do, they at laffc permitted him to have 
carnal Copulation with her, and ever af¬ 
ter to have free accefs to her. A Porm- 
guefe hapned to pafs by that way, and lie 
at Night in the Pagan's Houfe, where 
feeiug a great Baboon come in, and make 
fuch a difturbance, he inquir’d into the 
meaning of it. The young Woman’s 
Father anfwcr’d with a ligh, This Crea¬ 
ture has taken away my Daughter’s ho¬ 
nour, and makes all this node when he 
does not find her at home. The Porta- 
guefe reply’d , Why do you not kill it ? 
The Pealant laid he was a GentU, and 
that the Queen being of the fame Religi¬ 
on would pnuilh him feverely fiioitld he 
do it. The Pormgaefe without making 
more Words of it, waited till the Beall 
came in, and (hot it, and the Idolater be¬ 
ing afraid to be punifh’d, he carry’d it 
himfelf out of the Cottage and bury’d it. 
The Portugueji was requited for this 
kindnefS with a great quantity of Rice, 
as he himfelf told me fifteen Years after 
it bapned. 

Another, F> C ah jin writes that a Ship being call 

away on the Cape of Good Hope, foon 
after India was difeover’d by the Partu- 
gutfes , a Woman holding fall by a Plank, 
was drove by the Sea upon an Uland. 
There a Baboon had to do with her,and 
raaintan’d her for a long time in a Cave 
with what he found abroad, fo that af¬ 
ter lomc Years he had two young Ones 
by her. A Ship afterwards hapning to 
touch there, the wretched Woman by 
figns call’d for help and was deliver’d; 
but the Baboon returning and finding (lie 
was far from the Shore was fo enrag’d, 
that it took the two young Mon iters and 
kill’d them in her fight. 


It is well known that a Woman in A third 
Brazil having had to do with a Baboon, 
and conceiving, (he was deliver’d in due 
feafou of a Child with all the limbs of a 
Mari, but hairy, and tho dumb it did all 
it was commanded. The Domimtans 
and Jefuits had hot diiputes about this 
Creature whether it ought to be Baptiz’d 
or not, and aclajl they concluded in the 
Negative, becaufe begot by an irrational 
Siie; and that had the Father been a 
Man, and the Dam a Baboon it might 
have been Baptiz’d. 

B. Antony Machidode Brito , Admiral . f ourtll 
of the Portugueji Fleet in India told me, 
that one of thefe Creatures continually 
troubling him, and breaking ail it found 
in thcKkchin, he once to be even with 
it, order’d a Csco-nutto be put upon the 
Fire, which lortof Fruit the Monkies 
are mod greedy of, and hid himfelf to 
fee how that Bead would take it with¬ 
out burning his Paws. The cunning 
Creature coming at the ufual hour anti 
finding its beloved Food on the Fire, 
look’d about and feeing a Cat by the 
Chimney held her Head in his Mouth, 
and made ufe of her Paws to takeoff the 
Cbcv-nut, and then cooling it In Water, 

Eat it j the Portugueje laughing to fee 
the Cat mewing about all Day with the 
Pain it had been put to. 

The Monkeys being fo greedy of Coco- H(JW ^ 
nuts has taught the Indians how to catch takeMoF 
them. They make a hole in the Shell, keys, 
into which the Monkey runs its Paw, and 
not being able to fetch it out full of the 
Nut, rather than.quitthe hold it fuffers 
itfelf to be taken by thofe that lye in 
wait for them. Nor is- that true which 
is reported, that if one of them be kill’d 
in the Field the reft will fall upon him 
that kill d it \ for when I made one fail, 
the reft fled. 

Wednejday ptJhi I fet out through thick 
Woods, and travelling eight Ojfes came 
to the foot of the Mountain of Bdagati, 
where I found the Guards and other Cu- 
ftom-Houfe-Officers fo fond of ocher 
Mens Goods, that they took twelve Ron- 
pies for two firings of Pearls. Having 
climb’d the Mountain for eight Miles a- 
mong dreadful thick Woods, I came to 
the fecond Guard and Cuftom-Houfe, 
where they took3 Ronpie without exami¬ 
ning further. There being no dwelling 
to be found, I Jay all Night in the thick- 
eft part of the Wood (wherein India 
differs from Perjia, which is bare of Tree) 
after travelling twelve Cojfes , that is 
twenty four Indian Miles, 
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'Tburjday 10th, the Bojata fet out three 
GemelU, Hours before Day, and 1 went along 
itfpy. with ic for the more fa fet y. This Boja- 
tyYNJ tit wan Caravan of above three hundred 
ACa ^‘ Oxen loaded with Provifions for the 
Camp at Galgal*. The Woods wc pafs’d 
through abounded in Fruit, quite diffe¬ 
rent from any in Europe. There were 
lb me not unplea (ant} and among the reft 
one fort they call Gulard, which tafts 
like an European wild Fig, and Grows 
p" and Ripens without any Bloffom at the 
Body of the Tree- That Day Ifawfome 
wild Hens, which I had never feen before, 
with a Creft and Feathers that inclin’d 
to black. At firfl I thought they had 
been tame, but was afterwards unde¬ 
ceiv’d, there being never a Houfe for 
many Miles about. Having travell’d 
fourteen Cojfes, we came two Hours be¬ 
fore Sun fee to the Village of Bombnali , 
belonging to the fame Prince Kirani - 7 
where tho’ there was a Guard call’d Chi- 
aruci , they took nothing of me perhaps 
becaufe the Chief of it was not fo Barba¬ 
rous as the reft. 

The Road I travell’d on Friday n th, 
was through more open Woods in which 
there were Iron Mines. Having gone 
eight Cojfes we came to the Village of 
cbiamkan, where there was a Market 
and Cuftom-Houfe kept by the Gtntils , 
who fearch’d my Luggage, 1 lay four 
Cojfes further at Sambrani. In this place 
reiides the aforemention’d Prince Sonde- 
Kiranl-karaja in a Fort made of Earth, 
encompafs’d withWalls feven Spans high. 
The Village is nothing better than the 
reft of that Territory, but it has a good 
Market or Bazar. Tiie Prince makes 
three Leeches of Roupies, that is 1 80000 
Neapolitan Crowns a Year of this only 
Village} by which the Reader may judge 
how cruelly the Idolaters and Mahome¬ 
tans opprefs the People with heavy 
Taxes. 

Setting out late on Saturday 12th, af¬ 
ter four Miles travel we came into the 
Mogul's Territories. Having pafs’d the 
Prince Kiranis la ft Guards on the Road, 

I refted till Noon near the Fort of the 
Town of Meal\ but being ready to fet 
forwards was inform’d, the Road I was 
to go was infefted with Robbers, and 
therefore I refolv’d to (lay for the Bojata. 
At this place there was a Paged, and in 
ic an Idol with a human Body, but the 
Face of a Monkey, and avail long Tail 
winding about to the top of its Head, 
with a little Bell hanging at the end of 
it. One Hand was on its fide, and the 
other lifted upas it were to ftrike. They 


call it the Animating Monkey, becaufe 
according to the fabulous Traditions of 
thofe People, he once fought with much 
Bravery. When I perceiv’d no Body 
took notice of me, I us’d to break all the 
Idols that came in my way; efpecially 
thofe the Pealants, that conducted the 
Bojata, carry’d hanging about their Necks, 
wrapp’d up in a Cloth, which were of 
Stone, ill lhap’d, and weighing 2 Pounds. 

Sunday 13th, I fet out four Hours be¬ 
fore Day with the Caravan of Oxen, and 
at the end of fix Cojfes came to Kancre a 
Village confifting of a few Houfes, where 
1 Din’d. Then I went five long Cojfes 
further and lay at the Village of Etchi, 
which tho’ made up of Cottages has ex¬ 
cellent Land for Tillage and Sport} the 
Stags and ocher Game feeding about 
tamely. 

Monday 14th, letting out early with 
another Bojata, at the end of five Cojfes 
all the way a fertile Soil, I flopp’d at Tik - 
li a fmall Town defended by a Fort of 
Earth, and after Dinner proceeded to 
the little Village of Onor. 

Tuefday 1 5th, I traveil’d five Cojfes 
through a Country full of green and de¬ 
lightful Trees to Mandapur, a City made 
up of Mud Houfes and enclos’d with a 
low Wall} but has a good Fort of Lime 
and Stone on a Hill. After Dinner I 
went two Cojfes further to Betch'e a Wall’d 
Town, where I lay. 

It is far different travelling through Ba(1 travel 
the Mogul' s Country, than thro' Perjia lbg in fo¬ 
ot Turky, for there are no Beafts for car- die, 
riage to be found, nor Caravanferas at 
convenient diftances, nor Provifions} 
and what is worfe there is no fafety from 
Thieves. He therefore that has not a 
Horfe of his own muft mount upon an 
Ox, and befides that inconveniency, muft 
carry along with him his Provifion and 
Utenfils to drefs it; Rice, Fulfe and 
Meal being only to be found in great 
Towns inhabited by the Moguljlans : At 
Night the clear Sky will be all a Mans 
covering, or elfe a Tree. Add to all 
this the great Danger of Life and Goods, 
by reafon of the Excur lions Savagi’s Soul- 
diers make quite as far as the Camp at 
Galgald. Befides, the Moguls themfelves 
are fuch crafty Thieves, that they reck¬ 
on a Traveller’s Mony and Cloaths their 
own } and they will keep along with him 
many Days til] his fecuricy gives them an 
opportunity to Rob him at their eafe. 
Sometimes one of them will pretend to 
be a Traveller that is going the fame 
way, and bears a Stranger company, that 
he may Rob him with more fafety } for 

when

<W1 when he lyes down to Jleep the other ar- 
GtmHi. tificially lets down a noofe from the top 
1695- of a Tree, and drawing him up a little 
way flips down to dive into his Purfe. 
Had not very powerful Motives prefs’d 
me forwards to fee the Court of fo great 
a King, I Should not ealily have expos’d 
tny felf to fo many Dangers and Hard¬ 
ships. ’Tis true that excepting only this 
of Ptfapor, which is continually harafs’d 
with Wars, the other Kingdoms fubjed 
to the Great Mogul are not lb inconveni¬ 
ent for Travelling ; especially about Stt- 
ratte, and Am*tdabat, where ncccGaries 
for Life are to be had. 

SiMr-CV Wednefdxy rdth, having tra veil’d three 
ty. Cc Jf {1 1 Raft’d through a Village call’d 
Kodelki., where at a dear rate I tailed ripe 
Grapes of Europe ; and three Ceffis fur¬ 
ther came to Edoar^ the biggeft City 1 
law in that fliort Journey. Within the 
lirft endofureit has 3 Stone Fort ill Built, 
and a Bazar t, in the lecond a Fort with 
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a Garrilon and Houles about it made of 
Mud and Straw._ All the Merchants that 
come from the iouthern Parts to fell their 
Goods ufe to flay here, and afterwards 
go over to the Camp at Galgal* like 
Retailers. When 1 pafs’d that way 
this City was aflually infefted with the 
Plague. 

After Dinner I went live Cojfes further 
to the 1 own of Muddof feared on the 
left hand of a River, a matter of great 
Conllderation on a Road where 1 fome- 
times drank Water mnddy’d by the Cat¬ 
tle. There is a Mud Fort, as are the 
Walls of the Town, nor do the Cotta- 

f es of the Natives deferve better Forti- 
caftions, As I was getting off my Horle 
1 fell fb violently upon iny fide that T 
could not breath for a quarter of an 
hour, .and was inlbme danger of Death *, 

1 vttti ill of ir. many Days after, tho’ I 
Blooded, and us’d other Remedies. 


CHAP. II. 


The Authors Arrival at Galgala, where the Great Mogol ms Inunsfd. 


T Hurfday 1 7th, after Riding five Caf¬ 
fes 1 pafs’d through a Wall’d Town 
call'd Matur y and two Cojfes further to 
the Village of G algald where the Mogul** 
C3mp was. Crolling the River Kifcina 
1 came into the Quarters of the Mahmm- 
oms call’d Lafeuru, and fotnc Chriftian 
Sonldiers of Agra, entertain’d me. 

Friday 18th, I went to the Chriftian 
Gunner’s Quarter to hear Mafs, and 
found a convenient Chapp'd of Mud 
Walls, ferv’d by two Canarine Prielts, 
maintain’d by the Catholicks. After 
Mafs Francis Borgia by extraction a Vene¬ 
tian but born at Dehlf invited me to his 
Houfe. He being Captain of the Chrifti- 
ans, an hour after caus’d two Mahome¬ 
tans that had made themfelves Drunk to 
be cruelly beaten before me, bound to a 
Stake. When they were let loofe, they 
return’d him thanks for chaftizing them, 
laying their Hands on the Ground firft, 
and then ontheir Heads, after the Coun¬ 
try Falhion. 

That fame Day the King put the Que¬ 
zon to the Caji, or judge of the Law, 
whether it was more for Gods fervice to 
go fight his Enemies to fpread the Maho¬ 
metan Seif, or elfe to go over to Fifa- 
por to keep tiie Ramazan, or their Lent. 
ThzCafi requir’d time to anfwer, which 
pleas’d the Mogul, who was a great Dif- 
Vol, IV. 


lembler and Hypocrite, and never did 
as he laid. 

Saturday 19th. I went to Galalbar (fo 
they call the King’s Quarters) and found TheKing’* 
the Ring was then giving Audience, but Q- u:tnm 
there wasfudia Multitude and Confukon 
that i could not have a good fight of 
him. The King’s and Princes Tents 
took up three Miles in Coropafs, and 
were defended every way with Palifii- 
does. Ditches and five hundred Falco¬ 
nets. There were three Gates into them 
one for the Aram or Women, and two 
for die King and his Court. 

1 was toid the Forces in this Camp , 

amounted to Ooooo Horle, and toooooo camp/* 
Foot, for whole Baggage there were 
500c o Camels, and 3000 Elephants j 
hut that the Sutlers, Merchants and Ar¬ 
tificers were much more numerous, the 
whole Gimp being a moving City con¬ 
taining 500000 Souls, and abounding 
not only in Provifions, but in all things 
that could be deiir’d. There were 250 
Bazars or Markets, every Omrah^ or 
General having one to ferve his Men. 

In fhort the whole Camp was thirty 
Miles abont. 

Thefe Qmrahs are oblig’d to maintain onrds. 
a certain number of Horle and Foot at 
their own Expence*, but the Mogul af- 
figns them the Revenues of Countries 
Q g and 
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and Provinces, wliilil they continue in 
Gemtli. that Port. Some of them make a Mil- 
1695. Honanda half a Year of thefe Giaghers, 
*S\TK 3 or Feofs ; others lefs, according to the 
Number of Souldiers they are to main¬ 
tain. But the Princes of the Blood have 
the belt, fome of which are worth a 
Million and a half of Rottpies a Month. 
They are not only oblig’d to ferve in 
War, but to attend the King at all 
times, tho’ he only goes abroad to di¬ 
vert him. To this purpofc they all keep 
Spies at Court, for upon every failure 
a Gari is taken from them, which is 
3900 Roupics, or lefs proportionably to 
every Man’s Pay. 

Tho’ thefe Generals are in fo fair a 
way to heap Wealth 3 yet when they 
are found faulty, as keeping ajmaller 
Number of Souldiers than is their quota 
they are Puniihed by pecuniary Mulfts. 
And tho’ they (hould combine with the 
Cornmiflafies that Muller them, it 
would avail but little: Becaufe when 
they dye the Exchequer is their Heir, 
and only a bare fubfiftance is allow’d the 
Wife, and for the Children they fay the 
King will bellow more Riches on them, 
than he did on their father, wbenfoe- 
ver their faithful Services lhall deferve 
it. ThefeGeneials command every one 
his own Troops, without being fubor- 
dinate to another 3 only obeying a_Lieu- 
tenant of the Kings, when he is not 
there in Pei foil, call’d Gium-Detol-Molk, 
The Mo- who receives the King’s Orders, to 
jmi\ good communicate them to the Generals, 
iiervice. pj CHce i c j s that they being lazy and un- 
difciplin’d, go upon fervice when they 
plcafe, and there is no great Danger. 
Many French men belonging to the Ar¬ 
my, told me it was a Pleafure and Di- 
veriion to ferve die Mogul, becaufe they 
that will not Fight, or do not keep their 
Guards are Subjcft to no other Penalty, 
but lofing that days Pay, that they are 
con vi died of having Trangrefs’dy and 
that they themfelves did not value Ho¬ 
nour much in the Service of a Barba¬ 
rous King, who has no Hofpital for the 
wounded Men. O11 the other fide there 
being no Prince in the World that pays 
his Souldiers better, a Stranger that goes 
into his Service foon grows Rich, es¬ 
pecially an Europt an or Per/tan \ but 
once in, it is a very hard matter to get a 
difcliarge to go home to enjoy what is 
got, any otlter way than making an es¬ 
cape. The Country not affording fo many 
Horfes as are requisite for fo great an 
lortes. Army, they bring them out of Perfta, 
and Arabia, fome at 1000, or 2000 Rou- 


ft'et purchafe, and the loweft at 4.00. 

And becaufe no Barly grows in Judo ft an 
they give them four Pounds of boil’d 
Lentils a Day, and in Winter they add 
half a Pound of Butter, and as much Su¬ 
gar, four ounces of Pepper, and fome 
dry Straw. With the Author’s leave , he 
feems here to impofe upon the Reader, or he 
himfelf impos’d upon worfe than Tavernier 
was with the Crabs. 

It is alfo a vail expence to maintain Elephants, 
fo great a Number of Elephants 3 for 
every one of them Eats at leaft 140 
Pounds of Corn every day, befides 
Leaves, Green Canes, Sugar and Pepper 
fo that the King allows 7 Rouptes a day 
for every one. He has 3000 through¬ 
out his Empire, and three General Ele¬ 
phants. Each of thefe has half a Mil¬ 
lion of Roupies allowance a Month which 
are fpent in keeping 500 other Ele¬ 
phants that are under him, and 100 
Men that look to them. At this time 
there were but ;oo belonging to the 
King in the Field 3 befides thofe belong¬ 
ing to the Princes and Omrahs , who keep 
fome 400, fome 200, and others more 
or lets. 

Sunday 20th, going to the T ents of the 
King’sEldeftSou,whole name vrasScialam. * 

1 found about 2000 Souldiers Horfo and 
Foot drawn up, expecting the Prince, 
who came from, his Fathers quarters. 

Waiting 1 faw his Son come out and 
Mount a Horfe-back to go meet his Fa¬ 
ther 1 as foon as he faw him he alight¬ 
ed in token of refpeft. Scialam was 65 
Years of Age, Tall, and full Body’d, 
with a thick long Beard, which began 
to be Grey. Having fuch a Title to the 
Crown, many Thou finds of the Soul¬ 
diers are of his Faction3 who being im- 
prifon’d, continu’d refolute, refufing to 
receive any other Pay, noewithftanding 
he reliev’d them but meanly. 

Monday 2 ilk, by the means of a Chri- 
ftian of Agra , and an Eunuch his Friend TheKing’j 
1 had the Fortune to be admitted to Quarters, 
a private Audience of the King. In 
the firlt Court of the King’s Quarters, 
which had two Doors, in a large Tent 
1 faw Kettle-Drums, Trumpets eight 
Spans long, and other Inftruments, 
which ufe to found at certain Hours of 
the Day and Night, according as occa- 
lion requires 3 and that day made their 
noife before Noon. There was alfo a 
Gold Ball between two Gilt Hands, hang¬ 
ing by a Chain 3 the King’s Enfign, 
which is carry’d on the Elephants, when 
they March. I pafs’d on into the fecond 
Court, and then into the Royal Tents, 
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a fid King’s Apartments, adorn’d with 
Gant Hi . Silks and Cloth of Gold. Finding the 
1695. King in one of thefe Rooms, fitting af- 
tcr Country manner, on Rich Car¬ 
pets, and Pillars Embroider’d with Gold, 
Having made my Obeifanee after the 
Mogul Fafhion, 1 drew near, the lame 
Ciiriftian being my Interpreter. He 
ask’d me of what Kingdom of Europe 
I was, how iong I had been come thence, 
where I had been, and what I came to 
his Camp for, whether I would ferve 
him, and whither I defign’d to go ? I 
anfwered accordingly, that I was a 
Neapolitan-, and came thence two Years 
before; during which time I had feea 
JEgypt, the Grand Signior’s Dominions, 
and the Ftrjian Monarchy, chat I was 
now come into his Camp, only out 
of curiolity to fee the greateft Monarch 
in Afta, as his Majefty was, and the 
Grandeur of his Court and Army ; that 
I fbould have reckoned it a great Ho¬ 
nour to ferve him, did not affairs of the 
greateft Importance call me home, after 
feeing the Empire of China. He then 
ask’d me concerning the War betwixt 
the Turk and European Princes in Hun¬ 
gary,, and having anfwer’d to the belt of 
my Knowledge, he difmils’d me, the 
time of the Publick Audience drawing 
near. I return’d into the fecond Court, 
enclos’d with painted Calicoes, ten 
Spans high all abouE. Here on the fide 
next the King’s apartment, the Tent to 
give Audience in, was fupjborted by two 
great Poles, being cover’d on the out- 
fides with ordinary red Stuff, and with 
finer within, and final] Taffeta Curtins. 
Under this Tent was a fquare place, 
rais’d four Spans above the Ground, 
enclos’d with hlver Banifters, two Spans 
high, and cover’d with fine Carpers. 
Six Spans further in the middle was ano¬ 
ther place rais’d a Span higher, at the 
Angles whereof there were 4 Poles, 
cover’d with filver readiing to the top 
of the Tent. Here flood the Throne, 
which was alfo Iquare, of gilt Wood, 
three Spam above the reft ; to get up to 
it there was a little filver Footftool. 
On it there were three Pillows of Bro¬ 
cade, two to ferve on the fides, and one 
at the back. Soon after the King came 
leaning on a Staff forked at the top, fe- 
veral Omrahs and abundance of Cour¬ 
tiers going before him. He had on a 
white Veft ty’d under the right Arm, 
according to the fafhion of the Maho¬ 
metans, to diftingnifh them from the 
Gentils, who tye it under the left. The 
Cira or Turbant of the fame white fluff, 
Vo I. IV. 


was ty’d with a Gold Web, on which an 
Eracraud of a vaft bignefs, appear’d a- 
midft four little ones. He had 3 Silk 
Safh, which cover’d the Cat an or Indian 
Dagger hanging on the left. His Shoocs 
were alter the Mooripj Fafhion, and his 
Legs naked without Hofe. Two Ser¬ 
vants put away the Flyes, with long, 
white Horfe-tails; another at the fame 
rime keeping off the Sun, with a green 
llmbrcllo. He was of a low Stature, 
with a large Nofe, Slender, and Hoop¬ 
ing with Age. The whiteijcfs of Ms 
round Bear’d, was more vifible on his 
Olive colour’d Skin. Whcu he was 
feated they gave him his Scimiter, and Th " Xo ‘ 
Buckler, which he lay’d down on his 
left fide within the Throne. Then he made A ‘ 
a figft with his Hand for chofe that had 
bufmefs to draw near; who being come 
up,, two Secretaries Handing, took their 
Petitions, which they deliver’d to the 
King, telling him the Contents. I ad¬ 
mir’d to fee him Indorfe them with his 
own Hand, without Spectacles, and by 
his chcarfut finding Countenance feem 
to be pleas’d with the employment. 

In the mean while the Elephants were Review of 
review’d, that the King might fee what thcnle- 
condition they were in, and whether Slants, 
the Omrabs , they were committed to, 
manage them well. When the Comacti* 

(that is he who rides them) had unco¬ 
ver’d the Elephants Crupper, for the 
King to view it, he made him turn his 
Head towards the Throne, and ftr ik¬ 
ing him on it three times, made him 
do his Submiffton as often, by lifting 
up and lowering down Ms Trunk. 

Then came Scialam s Sou and Grandfon, 
who having twice made their Obeifanee 
to the King, each time putting their 
Hand to the Ground, on their Head, 
and on their Breaft, fate down on the 
firft floor of the Throne on the left. 

Then Azam-Stia the King’s Son coming 
in, and making the fame fubmifllons, he 
fate down on the fecond Step, which we 
faid was rais’d above the other. Thefe 
Princes wore filk Veils with FJowers of 
feveral Colours, Ciras adorn’d with pre¬ 
cious Scones, Gold Collars, Jewels, 
rich Salhes, Seim iters ,► and Bucklers 
hanging by their fides. Thofe that were 
not of the Blood Royal, made three 
Obeilances. 

On the right Hand without the Tent, 
flood too Musketiers and more Mace- 
bcarers, who had Clubs on their Shoul¬ 
ders with filver Globes at the Ends. 

Thefe were clad in Cloth of feveral 
colours. There were alfo feveral Por- 
G g % ters 
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ters with Staves in their Hands, that no 
Gemeiti. perfon might go in without being intro- 


duc’d. 

On the left of the Tent were the 
Royal Enfigns held upon Spears by nine 
Perfons, dad in Vefts of crimfon Vel¬ 
vet, all adorn’d with Gold, and with 
wide Sleeves, and fharp Collars hanging 
down behind. He that Rood in the 
middle held a Sun; the two on his Tides 
two gilt Hands •, next them Rood two 
others, each holding two Horfes Tails 
dy’d Red. The other four had the 
Spears cover’d, fo that there was no fee¬ 
ing what they held. Without the en- 
clofure of the Royal Tents, feveral 
Companies and Troops of Horfe and 
Foot Rood at their Arms \ and Elephants 
with vaR Standards, and Kettle-Drums 
on them, which were beaten all the 


time.. When the Audience was over, 
the King with-drew in the fame Order 
he came out; fo did the Princes - 7 fome 
getting into Palankines , and others 
mounting Rately Horfes, cover’d with 
Gold and precious Stones. The Om~ 
rahs , who had Rood all the while, re¬ 
turn’d alfo to their Tents, follow’d by 
many Elephants, fome with Scats on 
them, and lorae with Colours flying, and 
attended by two Troops of Horfe, and 
two Companies of Foot. The Carnal, 
who is like a ProvoR-Marfhal againR 
Thieves, rode with a great Trumpet 
of green Copper, eight Spans long, car- 
ry’d before him by a Moor a-foot. That 
foolilh Trumpet made me Laugh ; be- 
caufe it made a Noife much like that 
our Swineheards make, to call together 
their Swine at Night. 


CHAP. III. 

The Artifues, and cruel Frail ices of the Mogul now Reigning, to pojfefs 

himfelf of the Empire. 


E xperience has long face made it 
Nororious enough, that the Succef- 
Jion of this great Monarchy rather de¬ 
pends on Force than Right \ and that, 
(if it fo happen, that the Sons expert 
their Father’s Death) they at laR De- 
termin the Title of Birth-right by the 
Event of a Battle but this Mogul we 
have fpoken ot, added Fraud to Force, 
by which he deRroy’d not only his Bro¬ 
thers, but his Father. 

Seit-ct- When Scia-gehan had Reign’d forty 
ban. Fa- Years, more like a Father than a King, 
cher to being at the Age of feventy Years, fit- 
Aunnge tcr for any thing than Love; he became 
defperately Amorous of a Moorijh young 
Woman* His unruly Pafion prevailing, 
he gave himfelf up fo entirely to her, 
beyond what became his Age, that be¬ 
ing reduc’d to extream Weaknefs, and 
defpairing of his Recovery, he Jhut him¬ 
felf up for three Months in the Aram, 
without (hewing himfelf to the People, 
according to CuRom. He had (lx Chil¬ 
dren , four of them Sons call’d, Dara. , 
or Darius * the fccond Sugiah, that is, 
valiant Prince ; the third Aurenge Zeb , 
that is, Ornament of the Throne, and 
the laR Morad Bakfce. The two Daugh¬ 
ters were Begum Saheb, that is, fupream 
Princefs; and Raufenora Begum , that is, 
lightfom Princefs, or Light of Princef- 
fes. They take thefe Names, becaufe 
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there being no Titles of Earldoms, 
Dukedoms, or the like, as is us’d in 
Europe j they cannot like our Princes 
take the Name of thofe Lands, for they 
all belong to the King, who gives all 
thofe that Serve him Arguments at 
Pleafure, or Pay in ready Mony. For 
the fame Realon the Omrahs Names are 
fuch as thefe, thofe that follow, Thun¬ 
derer, breaker of Troops, faithful Lord, 
the Wife, the Perfect, and the like, 

Scia-gehan feeing his Sons Marry’d, He 
grown Powerful, afpiring to the Crown, vides his 
and confequently Enemies to one ano- Sons, 
ther, and in fuch a Condition that it Ber „j ert 
was impolfible to (hut them f up in the Revolution 
inacceffible Fortrefs of Govallor , accord- des efitts 
ing to the ancient CuRom, after much ** G - M °- 
thinking, for fear they (hould kill one f 
another before his Face, he rclojv’d to ”* 
remove them from Court. Fie fent Sul- 
xan Sugiah into the Kingdom of Ben gala •, 

Aurenge Zeb into that of Decan ; Mo¬ 
rad Bakfce into Guznratte, and to Dara 
he gave Cabul and Mule an. The three 
firR went away well pleas’d, and afted 
like Sovereigns in their Governments , 
keeping to cliemfelves all the Revenues, 
and maintaining Armies under Colour 
of awing the Subjects, and bordering 
Princes. Dara , being the EldeR, and 
delign’d for Empire remain’d at Court, 
where the Father feeding him with hopes 
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A/i of the Crown, permitted ail Orders to 
C me Hi. pafs through his Hands, and allow’d him 
1695. a Throne below his own among the 
C'V'D Omrahs ; for having offer’d to reJign up 
the Government to him. Day a refus’d it 
out of Refpedt 

The?Arm The Report being fpread abroad up- 

agiinft on Sdah-gehaZs, fhutting himfdf up, 
kim - that he was Dead, his Sons immediate¬ 
ly arm’d to contend for their Father’s 
Kingdom. The cunning Fox Aartnge 
Zeb, whilll Things were in this Confo- 
fion, that he might the better furprize 
his Brother, gave out, that he had no 
Pretexifions to the Crown, but had cho- 
fon to become a Fachir, or Poor, to ferve 
God in Peace. At the fame time he 
writ to his Brother Morad Bakfce ac¬ 
quainting him that hi had always been 
his real Friend, and had no Pretenfions 
to the Crown himfdf, being a profds’d 
Fachir ; but that Dan being unfit to 
Reign, and a Kafir or Idolater; and 
Suit an S fifth a Refefis, or Heretic k, an 
Enemy of his Fore-fathers Religion, 
z« 5 , his an( j unworthy of the Crown, he thought 
Artmccb. n0(JC jj Ut jif orat { defer v’d it, tjo whom 
all the Omrahs being acquainted with 
ids Valour would willingly fubtnit. As 
for himfdf, provided he would give him 
his Word, that when he came to the 
Throne, he would leave him in Peace 
to pray to God in fome corner of the 
Kingdom the reft of his Days, he would 
not only endeavour to affift him with 
his Advice, hut would joyn his Forces 
with him to Deftroy his Brother; in 
Token whereof he feat him 100000 Rm- 
pies ; advifing him to come with all Ex¬ 
pedition to make himfdf Mafter of the 
Fort of Suratte, where the Treafurc was. 
Murad Bakfce, ivho was neither Power¬ 
ful nor Rich, freely accepted his Offer 
and Mony, and began immediately to 
Ad like a King, promiling great Re¬ 
wards to thofe that would fide with 
him ; fo that he rais’d a powerful Army 
in a Ihort time. Then giving the Com¬ 
mand of 3000 Men to Scia-Abas, a va¬ 
liant Eunuch, he fenc him to Befiege the 
Caftle of Suratn- 

Dara would have Reliev’d it, but 
forbore it to attend his Father in his 
Sicknefs, and curb Sultan Sxgah, who 
after fubduing the Kingdom or Bengal*, 
where he was Govcrnour, was advanc’d 
with a powerful Army into the King¬ 
dom of Labor. He fent his Eld eft Son 
Sohtnm Scecnr againli him with confide- 
rabie Forces ; who routed his Uncle, 
and drave him back into Bengal*, and 
leaving good Garrifbns on the Frontiers, 
he went back to his Father Data. 


On the other fide, AUrertge Zeb font 
his Son Sultan Mahmud, Son-in-Law to 
the King of Goleonda, td Emir Gerhia, 
who lay by Order of Scidb-gttfan, at 
the Siege of Kaliana, to defire him to 
meet him at Danlet-Abad, - where he 
would communicate .* Matter of great 
Moment to him. The Emir, who was 
well acquainted with Aurenge ZeZ s Ar¬ 
tifices, excus’d himfdf, faying, his Fa¬ 
ther was not yet Dead ; and that all 
his Family was left at Agra, in the 
Hands of Dura, as Holhges for his Fi ¬ 
delity ; for which Reafon he could not 
Alfill him without the Ruin of what 
he held moft dear. Having receiv’d this 
Ailfwer, Attrenge Zeb was no way dif- 
cou rag’d, but font Sup an Mazjim, his 
fecoud Son to the Emir ; who manag’d 
Things lb well, that he perfwaded him 
to go with him to Dolet Abad, with the 
Flower of Ills Army, he having made 
himfclf Mafter of Kali an a. Aarenge 

Zeb receiv’d him with extraordinary 
Demonftrations of Affcfiion and Ho¬ 
nour ; calling him Baba, and Babagi, 
that, is, Father, and Lord and Father; 
and after giving him an hundred Em¬ 
braces, taking him afide he told him. 

It was not reafonable that his Family 
being in DarZ s Hands, he ffiould ven¬ 
ture to do any thing for him Publickly; 
but that on the other Hand there was 
no Difficulty but might be overcome. I 
will therefore propofe a Method to you, 
faid he, which will not appear ftrange 
to you, when you think on the Safety 
of your Wife and Children ; which is, 
that you permit me to Imprifon you, 
which all the World will chink is in 
Ear He ft, believing you are no Man that 
will take it in Jeff, and in the mean 
while 1 will make ufo of part of your 
Troops, of your Cannon, and fome of 
your Mony, which you have fo often 
offer’d me, and will try my Fortune. 
The Emir, either bccaufo he wasafworn 
Friend to Axunge Zeb, or on account 
of the great Promifes he had made him 
at other times; or elfe by reafon he 
faw Sultan Mazjsm well arm’d ftanding 
by him, and Sultan Mahmud looking up¬ 
on him with a ftern Countenance ; fob- 
mitted to all his Will, ftifftring himfetf 
to be confin’d ton Room. The News 
being fpread abroad, his Men ran to 
Arms to Refouc him, and being very 
numerous would have done it had not 
Aurenge Zeb appeas’d them with fair 
Words, Pvomifes, and Gifts; fo that 
not only the Emir't Troops, but moft of 
SciahGehaZ s fecingThings inConfufioo, 
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fided with him. Having therefore Pof- 
fefs'd himfelf of the Emir's Tents, Ca¬ 
mels, and Baggage, he march’d to take 
Suraitc 3 but hearing within a few Days 
that the Governour had already furren- 
dred it to Morad Bakfce, he fent to Con¬ 
gratulate with him, and tell him what 
had hapned with Emir Jemla 3 what For¬ 
ces and Mony he had 3 and what lecret 
Intelligence at Court 3 defiring him, 
that fincc he was to go from Brampur 
to Agra, he fhould endeavour to meet, 
and Confer with him by the way. 

This fell out to his Mind, the two 
Armies joyning with much Satisfa&ion. 
Aurenge Zeb made Morad Bakfce freth 
Promifes, protefting over again that he 
did not Afpire to the Crown 3 but on¬ 
ly come to help raife him to the Throne, 
in Oppofitiou to Dara, their common 
Enemy. They both mov’d towards 
Brampur , where coming to a Battle with 
the Army of Sciah-gehan, and Bara, 
which came to hinder them palfmg the 
River Ogene 3 the Generals, Kafem and 
Cham , and Gejfon-fenghe were overthrown 
by the Valour of Morad, with the Slaugh¬ 
ter of 8000 Ragipds. 

Morad Bakfce flulh’d with the Succefs 
of the Battle, coveted nothing but Fight¬ 
ing 3 11 fing all poffible means to over¬ 
take the Enemy 3 whilft Aurenge Zeb 
grown vain, encourag’d his Soldiers, 
giving out he had 30000 Moguls of his 
Party among Bara's Forces. Having 
taken fome Reft, they Fought the fecond 
Battle at Samongher , where Morad Bak¬ 
fce, tho wounded by the General Ram- 
fengbc* rude, lighting Couragioufly kill’d 
him. Whilft the Event of the Battle 
was ftill Dubious, the Traitor Calil-ul- 
lah-kan, who Commanded 30000 Mo¬ 
guls, with whom he might have routed 
the Enemy, did not only go over to 
Aurenge Zeb , but falfly perfwaded Bara 
to come down from his Elephant, and 
get a Horfe*back, and this to the end 
that the Soldiers not feeing him, might 
fuppofe he was kill’d, and fo difmay’em. 
It fell out as he defign’d, for being all 
feiz’d with Fear, they fled to dcape Att- 
renge Zeb. Thus Bara on a fudden loft 
the Vi&ory he had almoft gain'd, and 
was overthrown ; and feeing himfelf 
forfaken, was forc’d to fly to fave his 
Life. So that it may be faid, that Au¬ 
renge Ztb, by continuing ftedfaft on his 
Elephant, fecur’d to himfelf the Crown 
of Indofian 3 and Bara was thrown out 
of the Throne by coining down from 
his. A Diverfion Fortune often takes, 
to make the greateft Vi&ories depend 


on the molt contemptible Accidents. 

The unhappy Dara returning to Agra 
in Defpair, durft not appear before 
his Father, who, when he took his 
Leave, had faid to him, Be fare Dara 
never to come into my Sight mltfs ZiQso- 
ritms. Neverthelefs the good old Man 
did not omit to fend to Comfort him, 
and allure him of his Aifeftion. 

Four Days after, Aurenge Zeb , and Aurenge 
Morad Bakfce came to a Garden a fmall ^ comes 
League from the Fort of Agra 3 and t0 /, * M * 
thence fent an ingenious and tmfty Eu¬ 
nuch to pay their Refpefts to Sciah-ge- 
bm 3 and to tell him they were very 
much troubled at all that had hapned, 
being compell’d to it by Bard’s Ambi¬ 
tion 3 but were molt ready to Obey his 
Commands. Sciah-gehan, tho’ he well 
knew how eager his Son was to Reign, 
and that there was no trufting to his 
fair Words3 yet Ihew’d a good Coun¬ 
tenance to the Eunuch, deligning to in¬ 
trap Aurenge Zeb , without coming to 
open Force, as was then proper to have 
done. But he, who was thorough skill’d 
in all Frauds, took his Father in the 
fame Snare 3 for putting off the Vifit 
from Day to Day, which had been a- 
grecd upon between them by the Eu¬ 
nuch, fpent the mean time in gaining 
the AfFeftions of the Omrahs underhand. 

When lie thought Things were Ripe, 
he fent his Eldeft Son Sultan Mahmud 
to the Fort, on Pretence to fpeak to 
Sciah-gehan from him. This bold young 
Prince coming to the Gate, fell with 
his Men that lay in readinefs upon the 
Guards, and putting them to Flight, 
went refolutely in, and made himfelf 
Mailer of the Walls. Sciah-gehan per¬ 
ceiving he was fallen into the Snare he 
had laid for his Son, try’d to Bribe Sul¬ 
tan Mahmud with the offer of the Crown, 
but he, without being mov’d, carry’d 
the Keys of the Fort to his Father, 
who made the fame Governour Ekbar- rmprifon^ 
km, Governour of it. He prefeiuly his Father. 
Ihut up the old King with his Daughter 
Begun Saheb, and all the Women 3 lo 
that he could neither Speak nor Write 
to any Body, much lefs go out of his 
Apartment. As foon as this was done, 
all the Omrahs were oblig’d to make 
their Court to Aurenge Zeb , and Morad 
Bakfce, and to declare for the firft of 
them. He being now well Eftabliih’d, 
took what he thought fit out of the 
King’s Treafnre 3 and leaving his Uncle 
Scia-hefi-kan Governour of the City, 
went away with Morad Bakfce in Fur- 
fuit of Dara. 
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The Day they were to fet out of > 4 - 
^rd, Morad Bakfee’s Friends, and parti¬ 
cularly his Eunuch Seta-.Abas , told him. 
That fince he was King, and Aurenge 
Zeb himfelf gave him the Title of Ma- 
jefty j he Ihould fend him againft Vara, 
and flay himfelf with his Troops about 
Agra and Debit , But he had fo much 
Confidence in his Brother’s Promifes, 
and in the mutual Oath of Fidelity they 
had taken to one another upon the Al¬ 
coran \ that defpifing all good Counfel, 
he fet out towards Debit, with Aurenge 
Zeb. ' At Maturas, four Days March 
from Agra, his Friends again endea¬ 
vour’d to Convince him, that his Bro¬ 
ther had ill Defigns in his Head \ and 
advis’d him to forbear Viftting him, tho’ 
it were but that Day upon pretence of 
Indifpofition v but he continuing Incre¬ 
dulous, and in a manner infatuated with 
his fweet Words, did not only go, but 
fta id to Sup with him. The falfe 
Wretch fhew’d him all manner of Kind- 
nels, even to the wiping off his Sweat 
with his Handkerchief, always talking 
to him as King, and giving him the Ti¬ 
tle of Majefty y but as loon as he law 
him overcome by the Fumes of Saras, 
and Cabal Wine, he arofe from Table, 
and encouraging his Brother to carry on 
the Debauch with Mircan , and other 
Officers there prefent, went away, as if 
he had gone to take his Reft. Morad 
Bakfce, who lov’d Drinking, making 
himfelf Drunker than he was, at length 
fell afleep ; which was what Aurenge 
Zeb expefted, in order to take away 
his Scimiter, and Gemder, or Dagger. 
Then returning into the Room, he be¬ 
gan to upbraid him in thefe Words, 
What a Shame , what a Difgrace is this l 
for a King as you are to be fo Debauch’d, 
as to make himfelf thus Drunk ? What 
will the World fay of you, and of me ? 
Let this bafe Man, this Drunkard be 
bound Hands, and Feet , and fim up to 
Digeft his Wine. This was immediate¬ 
ly Executed, and Morad Bakfce 1 s Com¬ 
manders being offended at his Impri- 
fonmcnt, Anrenge Zeb padfy’d them 
with Gifts and Promifes, and took them 
all into his Pay. His unfortunate Bro¬ 
ther was flint up in an Ambri , which is 
a little wooden Houfe they fet on an 
Elephant to carry Women, and fo con¬ 
vey’d to Dehli, to the little Fort of Sa- 
lemghcr , feated in the middle of the 
River. 

Having CccuFd Morad Bakfce, he pur- 
fn’d Dara ; leaving Sultan Mahmud, and 
Emir Gcml.t to Deftroy Sultan Sujah. 


But Mahmud afpiring to thole Things 
he ought not yet to have aim’d at, and 
being naturally Proud, fell at Variance 
with Emir Gemla, about commanding 
in Chief, which he pretended to belong 
to him alone \ and now and then let 
flip fome Words of Contempt and 
Threading againft him, and fuch as did 
not become a dutiful Son. Then fear¬ 
ing that his Father on account of his ill 
Behaviour had given Orders to the E- 
mir to fecure him - he with-drew with 
a few Followers to Sultan Sujah, making 
him great Promifes, and fwearing to be 
Faithful; but he fearing forae Contri- Tm „ ,, 
Vance of Aurenge Zeb, and the Emir, Kweft 
caus d all his A&ions to be oblerv’d \ Son. 
fo that Mahmud in a few Months re¬ 
turn’d to the Emir’s Camp. Others lay it 
was a Projed of Aurenge Zeb\ to fend 
him to his Uncle, to Ruin them both, 
or at leaft a fpecious Pretence to make 
fure of him j becaufe afterwards, be- 
fidcs the threatning Letters he writ to 
recal him to Dehli , he caus'd him to be 
Arrefted upon the River Ganges , and 
fent clofe Ihut up in an Ambri to Gava- 
Uor. 

Aurenge Zeb having perform’d this 
Work, fent to warn his other Son Sul¬ 
tan Mazjtim to continue in his Duty, 
unlcfs he would be ferv’d in the lame 
manner becaufe it was a nice Point to 
Reign, and Kings ought to be jealous 
of their own Shadows. Then going 
to Dehli, lie began to Ad as King and 
whilft the Emir prefs’d Sttgiah, who 
made a brave Oppolltion, fecuring the 
Pailage of the River Ganges, he con¬ 
triv’d to get Dara into his Power by 
Fraud, forcing him to quit Guz^ratte. 

He made the Raja Gejfen Sanghe write a 
Letter to tell him, he would fpeak with 
him about a Matter of great Moment 
on the way to Agra. Dara, who had 
gather’d an indifferent Army, unadvi¬ 
sedly came out of Amtd-Abad , and ha¬ 
lted to Afmire, eight Days Journey from 
A ra. Here too late difeovering Gtf- 
fen Sengbes Treachery, and feeing no 
Poflibilicy of returning fo loon to Amed 
Ah ad , which was thirty four Days Jour¬ 
ney diftant, in Summer, with Icarcity 
of Water, and through the Hands of 
Several Raja's Friends to Jejfem • he at DtUi de . 
laft refolv’d, tho’ he knew himfelf to be feated a- 
inferior in Forces, to Fight him. In gain, 
this Battle Dara was betray’d, not on¬ 
ly by Scia-Navazekan, but by all his 
Officers, who fir'd his Cannon without 
Ball, io that he was forced to fly to lave 
his Life, and to crofs all the Countries 
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of 8 *i *'s there are from Ajfoirt to Anted 
OetmilL Ab&dy without Tcnts^ or Baggage in 
t 6 p 5. the hotteft Seafon, and with only 2000 
V’VNJ Soldiers, who were molt of them ftripp d 
by the Kaltys, Pea&nts of the Country, 
who ar* the greateft Thieves in India, 
Being come with fo much Difficulty 
within a Day’s Journey of Jmd Abad, 
the Governour,' who was corrupted by 
Anrengt Zeb, lent him Word to come 
no nearer, for he would find the Gates 
tout. Dora much concern’d at this News, 
and not knowing what to Refolve on, 
he bethought him of a powerful Pat an, 
call’d Oiw-'KAt/, whole Lite he had twite 
Pav’d, when Scia-grban had commanded 
him to be cafl: to the Elephants for Re¬ 
bellion. Him he purpos’d to repair to, 
notwichftandinghis Son Saptfct-Kah, and 
his Wife’s DiflwaGons. Coming thither 
be wasat firftConrieotifly receiv’d 5 but 
the next Morning the falle and ungrate¬ 
ful Pat an fell upon him with many arm’d 
Men, and killing fome Soldiers that 
came to his Affiftance, Bound him, his 
Wife and Son* feizing all their Jewels, 
Betray'd, and Mony. Then letting him on an 
Elephant, with an Executioner behind, 
who was to Kill him if he attempted to 
Efcape, lie conducted him to the Camp 
at Tatabak.tr, where he deliver’d him 
up to the General Mirbaba, who caus’d 
him to be carry’d in the fame manner to 
Agra, and thence to Debit. When he 
was come to the Gate of that City, Ah- 
renge Zeb, and his Council differ’d in 
Opinions, whether they fhouid carry 
hibi through the City, or not, in order 
to fend him to Gov alter, and at laft it 
was refolv'd to fee him fcurvily Clad, 
with his Wife and Son, on a pitiful 
Elephant, and fo carry him through the 
City, with the infamous Patan by him. 
In the mean while Aurenge Zeb was in¬ 
form’d, that all the City was Incens’d 
again ft him, on account of his many 
Cruelties ; and m if-doubting the fir ft, 
he fummon’d his Council, to Determine 
whether it was better to fend him to 
Prifon, or put him to Death. Many 
were of the fir ft Opinion; but Dora’s 
old Enemies, efpeciaiiy Nakim Band, a 
Phyfitian, flattering the Tyrant’s Incli¬ 
nation, crj’d out aloud, it was conve¬ 
nient for the fafety of the Kingdom, 
that he fhouid Die, and the more be- 
caufe he was no Mafatman, but a Kaftr, 
or Idolater. Aurenge 2 eb readily com- 

ply'd, immediately ordering that Sape~ 
fce-Kab fhouid be carry’d Prifoner to 
Covaltor, and Dora put to Death by the 
Hands of a Slave, call’d Nazatr. He 


going in to Execute the barbarous Com¬ 
mit nd, Dora, who was himfelf dreffinp 
fome Lentils for fear of Poifbn, fore- 
feeing what was coming upon him, cry’d 
out to his Son, See, he comes to Kill me. 

Then taking a Kitchiu Knife, he would 
have defended himfelf * but the Execu¬ 
tioner fell on, and throwing him down, 
cut off his Head, which was carry’d to 
the Fort to Aurenge Zeb , and he order¬ 
ing it to be put into a Difli, Wafij’d it 
with his own Hands, to be Pure it was 
his Brothers, and when he found it was, 
began to Lament, faying. Oh unhappy 
Man ; take it oat of my Sight, and let 
it be littry’d in the Tomb of Humagon. 

At Night he caus’d his Daughter to be 
put into the Seraglio, and afterwards 
font her to Scia-gehan, and Begum So- 
heb, whode fir’d it ■, and Sapejce-Kuh was 
carry’d to Govdeor. Cion-Kan was re¬ 
warded for his Treachery ; but was His Sor. 
kill’d in a Wood as he return’d home, Secur'd, 
to prove that Men love the Trcafon^ 
but hate the Traitor. 

There was none left of Z>4r*»’s Faml- 
* ly, but Soli man Seekah, who was not ca- 
fily to be drawn from Sermaghtr, had 
the Raja kept his Word ; but the un¬ 
derhand Practices of the Raja Gtfm 
Stnghe, the Prortiifos and Threats of An* 
renge Zeb, the Death of Dora, and the 
neighbouring Baja's made him break his 
Faith. ^ Soliman underftanding he was 
betray’d, fled over deficit Mountains, 
towards the Great Tibet, but the RajA% 

Son overcook, and flopp’d him, wound¬ 
ing him with a Stone after which he 
was convey’d to Debit, where he was 
fhut up in SdenghtK, with Mor&d Bakfcc, 
not without Tears of all the Omrahs. 

Aurenge Zeb perceiving there were M . 
Poems handed about in Commendation Ltfee 
of Morad Bakfct’s Valour, it rais'd finch kill’d, 
a Jealoufy in him, that he prcfently 
contriv’d his Death. Morad, at the be¬ 
ginning of the War had kill’d one SV>- 
jed, a very wealthy Man at Anted Abad, 
only to Seize upon what he had. The 
Tyrant made his Sons appear in a full 
AHembly, and demand that Prince’s 
Head, in Revenge for their Father’s 
Death, fvtoc one of the Omrahs op¬ 
pos’d it,' as well becaufe Sajed was of 
Mahomet’s Family, as to comply with 
the Will of Anrenge Zeb, whole inven¬ 
tion they knew that was. Accordingly 
they were permitted without any man¬ 
ner of Procefis to have Murad's FI cad cut 
off-, which was immediately perform’d 
at Gov alter* 
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OvV^ There is now none left to oppofe An- 
CemeilU renge Zeb , but only Sultan Sujah , who 
1 6pf. tho’ he held out fome time in Bengala, 
yet was at laft forc’d to fubmit to his 
of suit «t brother’s Power and good Fortune } for 
Sujab. * the Emir Gtmla pur filing him with his 
Forces into the Wands the Ganges makes 
near its Mouth, fote’d him to fly to Duke 
the laft City of Bogota on the Sea fide. 
Here, having no Ships to commit him- 
fclf to the Ocean, and not knowing 
which way to efcape; he fenc his eldeft 
Son Sultan Eanchc to the King of Aracam 
or Mag, a heathen Prince, to pray him 
to give him Protection for the prefent 
in hisCountry, and in the proper Seafoa 
a Veflcl to carry him to Moka, he hav¬ 
ing a mind to go to Mecca. The King 
of Aracam prefendy feut a number of 
Galeafles or half Galleys with Sultan 
Banche, anda civil Anfwer as to thereft. 
Sujah went aboard with his Women, and 
being brought to that King was well re¬ 
ceiv’d} but when the Seafon came he per¬ 
form’d not his Word of furniihing him 
a Ship to go to M tea ; but appearing 
every Day more cold to him, began to 
complain that Sujah did not vific him , 
and dipt Sultan Banche often made his 
Court with great Prefcnts, yet it avail’d 
nothing. Then asking one of Sultan 
Sujah’s Daughters in Marriage, and find¬ 
ing (he was not immediately granted him, 
the Barbarian was fb inrag’d, that he o- 
blig’d the poor fugitive Prince to aCl a 
defperate Part. He thought with 300 
Souldiers he brought from Bengala , and 
the afliftance of the Mahometans of the 
Country whom he had corrupted to 
break into the Palace, kill all he found, 
and make himfclf King of Arracam } but 
the Day before he was to put this in Exe¬ 
cution, the Dcfign was difeover’d, and 
be oblig’d to fly to wards Pegu tofave his 
Life,, t ho* it was impoffibfodp^ome thi¬ 
ther by reaftyiof the valt Mpuj^tains and 
Forrefts he was to pafs through. That 
fame Day he was overtaken by the King’s 
Me«i aud tho 1 he defended himfelf with 
much Bravery, killing a great number, 
yet fb many fell upon him, that at laft 
he was forc’d to fubmit to bis Fate. Sul¬ 
tan Banche who was not gone fo far, 
made his defence too, but being hurt 
with Stones, and encompafs’d 011 all fides, 
was taken, with two little Brothers, a 
Sifter and his Mother. As for Sultan 
Sujah himfelf there arc different Ac¬ 
counts } fome fay he was wounded on 
the Mourntains, only four of his Men be¬ 
ing left about him, and that an Eunuch 
having drefs’d the Wound on his Head, 
Vol. IV. 


he fled acrofs the Woods 5 others will 
have it that he was found among the 
Dead, blit not perfeftly known ; others 
that he was afterwards feen at Majhpa- 
ran, others near Surat te } and others in 
fine that he was fled towards Perfia } fo 
that by reafon of chefc different Ac¬ 
counts, Attrtnge Zeb one Day in jeft fa id 
tha z Sujah was turn’d Pilgrim. Themoft 
receiv’d Opinion is that he dy’d in the 
Fray, if he was not kill’d by Robbers, 
or wild Beafts, of which chofe Forrefts 
are full. After this Diiaftcr all his Fa¬ 
mily was hnprifon’d, and the King took 
his eldeft Daughter to Wife} but ano¬ 
ther Confpiracy of Sultan Banche being 
afterwards difeover’d, lie was fo in rag’d 
that he caus’d them all to be put to 
Death, even to her that was his Wife 
and with Child. The Men were put to 
the Sword, and the Women ftarv’d to 
Death. 

The unnatural War being thus at an , a 
end, after it had lafted through the am- ticeof a 
bition of Rule, among the four Brothers mborn- 
from the Year 16 $$ till 1660. Aurenge uru 
Zeb remain’d peaceable Pofleflor of that 
vaft Empire} for after fo much Blood 
fhedand fb many Enormities committed, 
k was eafie to caufe himfelf to be declar’d 
King with the confent of all the great 
Ones. The greateft Obftacle he found 
was the Grand Cadi who was to put him 
in PoflefGon, and pleaded that according, 
to the Law of Mahomet and that of Na¬ 
ture, no Man could be declar’d King, 
whiift his Father was yet living } much 
left Aurenge Zeb, who had put to death 
his elder Brother Dora, to whom the 
Crown belong’d after the Death of his 
Father Scia-gehan. To overcome this 
difficulty he aflembled the Doctors of the 
Law, and told them, that as for his Fa¬ 
ther he was unfit to Rule by reafon of 
his Age} and for his Brother Daras’s 
Death he had caus’d him to be executed 
for contemning the Law, by drinking 
Wine, and favouring Infidels. Adding 
Threats to thefe Reafbns he made the 
Mahometan Cafuifts agree, that he de¬ 
fer v’d the Crown and ought to be de¬ 
clar'd King. The Cadi ftill opportnghim, 
he was depos’d and another put in his 
Place, who for the kindnefs receiv’d con¬ 
ferred to all that was requir’d of him. 
Aurenge Zeb accordingly coming to the 
Mo fch on the 20th, of October 1 660. feat- 
cd himfelf on the richcft Throne that 
ever was feen in the World, being the 
fame that was begun by Tamerlan and fi- 
nifh’d by Scia-gehan , receiving there 
the Homage of all the great Men, as is 
H h the 
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the cnftorri of the Country. Afterwards 
there was great it joy ting at Jehanabat 
and throughout all the Kingdom. _ 

Anrcwie-Ztb coniidcring the heinoufi- 
nefs of the Crimes he had committed for 
the coot puffing of his finds; voluntarily 
impos’d on hiinfelfa ligorousAbltinence, 
not to eat for the future any Wbeaten- 
Bread; Fifh, or Flcfh ; and to live upon 
Bar ley-Bread, Rice, Herbs, Sweetmeats 
and fueh things ; nor to drink any fort 
of Liquor hut Water, 

Amhalfadors from the prime Princes 
of A ft a and Africk came to his Court to 
Congratulate his Acccffion to the Crown; 
but he was much offended at the Letter 
fent him by the King of Perfi*, upbraid¬ 
ing him with the Murder of Dard, and 
Jmprifonnicnt of ScUh-Gthan, as being 
Aft ions unworthy a Mttfulwan, aad the 
Son and Brother of a Mufulman-, and re- 
flefting on him for the Title he had af- 
fumM of Aiem-Gttire y that is, Loidofthe 
World, concluded challenging him in 
thefe Words, Since you are Akni-Guirt, 
1 fend you a Sword and Horfcs that we 
may meet 

Sciab-Gehan dy’d in the Fort of Agra 
about the end of the Year idotf. and Au- 
rtngc-Zeb, who had long wilh’d to be 
deliver’d from that continual Reproach 
of his Tyranny, went thither immedi¬ 
ately to feture all his Father’s Jewels. 
He receiv’d his Sifter Begum-Sahib into 
favour, becacfe fliu having an influence 
over her Father, being his Wife and 
Daughter, had preferv\l to him fo many 
jewels of incredible value, when Sciab- 
6chan offended that he had fent for them 
whillt he was living, to adorn the 
Throne he had tifurp’d, was a bout to re¬ 
duce them to Powder in a Mortar. Be¬ 
tides One had given him much Gold, and 
fee out the 'A/ofeb he went into before his 
nit ring the Fort, with rich Carpets. 
She was afterwards carry'd in honoura¬ 
ble manner to Jektnabat y and there dy’d, 
with fufpition of being Poilbn’d, 

If wc now look back into the Life of 
Stiah-G than , we (hall find that he was 
punifb’d by the Hand of God as he had de- 
ferv’d, for the wrong he had done his 
Nephew BuUki , ufiuping the Crown 
from him- 

Gtbangbir King of India Son of Ac- 
bar , and Grandfon of Hnmagwn y after 
having reign'd twenty three Years Peace¬ 
ably, was diitnrb’d by the Ambition of 
his Sons, who thought that life lafted 
too long, which obftrtidied their getting 
into Power. Thfe Eldeft rais’d a migh¬ 
ty Army about Labor to pofiefs his Fa¬ 


ther’s Throne before it was his Due; the 
King to punifh his Prcfumptioa march’d 
againft him with numerous Forces, and 
defeating his Troops, brought him away 
Prifoner with thofe great Men that had 
efpous’d his Caufc. But being of a mer¬ 
ciful Dilpofition and unwilling to imbrue 
his Hands in the Blood of his Son, whom 
he could not but love, he was fiitzsfy’d 
with holding a Red hot Iron to his Eyes, 
and keeping him in that Condition about 
him; defigning to raife his Son Sultan 
Bulaki to theThrone. But Sultan Carom, 
who afterwards took the Name of Sclah 
Gehan, believing that he as fecond Son 
to Gehan Ghir, ought to be prefer’d in 
right before his Nephew; relblv’d to 
leave no means unattempted tocaft him 
down and raifehimfelf, without expect¬ 
ing his Father’s Death. He conceal’d 
his wicked Delign under the Cloak of a 
counterfeit Obedience, till he gain’d his 
Father’s good Will; and when he 
thought himfelf well grounded in his Fa¬ 
vour, defir’d he would give him leave 
to carry his blind Brother into the King¬ 
dom of Daean , where he was Gover¬ 
nor ; laying, he Ihonld by this means 
take out of his fight a difpleafingObjed, 
and his Brother would live more Peace¬ 
ably. The King not diving into Curom't 
Defign. confented to it; but he having 
got the poor Prince into his Hands* con¬ 
triv'd to make him away in fuch manner, 
that no Man could imagine he had been 
lb cruel as to Poifon him. This done he 
chang’d his Name into that of Sciah-Ge - 
ban, that is. King of the World, and 
railing a numerous Army, fet forward 
to make War on his Father, who was juft - 
ly provok’d, and the more for his Son’s 
Death. Jehangtiir went out in Perlbn 
with a great Strength, againft the Wick¬ 
ed and Ambitious Carom ; but Age and 
Grief to fee himfelf fo much wrong’d en¬ 
ded ids Days by the way, »nd made it 
cafie for the other to compafs his Dc- 
figns. However Jehangttir before his 
Death recommended his Grandfon Sul- 
tan BuUki to Afuf-Kan, GeneralilTimo of 
his Army, and prime Minifter of State, 
and to all the great Officers, command¬ 
ing them when he was dead, to acknow¬ 
ledge none for their true and lawful So¬ 
vereign but Bulaki, and declaring Sultm 
Curom a Rebel, and incapable of Suc¬ 
ceeding in the Throne. Befides he made 
them fwear and particularly Afuf-Kan, 
that they would never confentthat Bula¬ 
ki Ihould be pur. to Death; which he af¬ 
terwards faithfully perform’d , but cot 
to fettle him on theThrone, having de- 
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rx-A^-i figa’d that for Scia Gehan his Son in 
Gme Hi. Law. The Death of Jehan Guir being 
*< 595 * known all the great Men acknowledg’d 
the young Sultan Bulaki for their King. 
Two of his Con lias, fcon perceiving the 
wicked defign of Afuf-Kan , were the 
caufe of their own Death, andhisloof- 
ing the Crown, by difeovering the Se¬ 
cret to him becaufe he being unskill’d 
in the Myftery of Reigning, askNd the 
Qiieftion of Afuf-Kan himfelr, who hav¬ 
ing fwore he would ever be faithful to 
his King, privately contriv’d the Death 
of the two Princes. Then conlidering 
that the King having notice of the Con- 
fpiracy, it was dangerous to defer the 
Execution of it, and finding himfeif 
Powerful in the number of his Follow¬ 
ers , he gave out that Scia Gehan was 
Dead, and his Body would be carry’d to 
be Bury’d at Agra, with the Bones of 
Jeban Guir, as lie bad delir’d before his 
Death. He himfeif brought the News 
to Bttlaki , per Hading him when ic was 
to be doue to go two Leagues out of A - 
gra to meet the Body, that Honour be¬ 
ing due to a Prince of the Blood tho’ an 
Enemy. Scia Gehan came himfeif in 
difguife, and when he was in fight of the 
Army near Agra was iay'd on a Beer and 
carry’d as if he were Dead. All the 
principal Confpirators came with Afitf 
into the Tent, where he was lay’d, as 
it were to do Honour to the dead Prince, 
and when they faw the young King was 
come out of Agra, uncovering the Bier, 


they made Scia Gehan Hand up in the 
prefence of ail the Army, and declaring 
him King with a loud Voice, they and 
all the rclL- by their example fwore Fealty 
to him. Bulaki receiving this difilial New? 
by the way, being in a confternation had 
no hopes of fafety but in Hying which 
was eafie to be done, becaufe his Ene¬ 
mies thought not proper to purfue him. 
He wandred about India a long time, be- 
coming a Fachir \ but qt Jaft tir’d with 
that painful Employment he retir’d into 
Terfia , where lie was nobly receiv’d and 
entertain’d by Scia Soft. Scia Gehan be¬ 
ing left without any Rival, yet fearing 
the Fad ions there might .be for the law¬ 
ful King, by degrees put to death all 
tbofe that were well affected to his Ne¬ 
phew ; making the firft Years of his Reign 
famous for Cruelty. Thus his being in 
his Life time depriv’d of his Kingdom 
by his Son, is to be look’d upon as a juft 
Judgment of God, which the longer it 
is defer’d the heavier it falls. 

Thefeare the Methods of fecuring the 
Throne of In doji an, not found out by 
any ill Cuftom of that People, but pro- 
ceeeding from the want of good Laws, 
concerning the Title of Birthright. 
Therefore every Prince of the Blood 
thinks he has a fulficient Claim to the 
Crown, and expo ling himfeif to the cru¬ 
el necefifty of Overcoming to Reign, 
fometimes involves an infinite number 
of Lives in his own Ruin, that another 
may be the morefecurely eftablilh’d.

The Genealogy of the Great Moguls, and other things the Author offer'd*d at 

that Court . 


The Em- ^T 1 H E vaft Empire of the Mogul, 
pireofthe which in the Indian Language Tig- 

fflogul. nines white, contains all the Country be¬ 
tween the Rivet s Indus and Ganges. It 
borders on the Halt with the Kingdoms 
of Aracan, Tipa, and Affbt 3 on the Weft 
with Per fa, and the Vs beck Tartars on 
the South of it is the great Indian Oce¬ 
an, and fomc Countries held by the Pur - 
tnguefes and other petty Kings 3 and on 
the North it reaches to Mount Caucafus, 
and the Country of Zagotay 3 on the 
North Eaft of it is the Kingdom of Bn- 
tan , whence the Musk is brought. So that 
the Length of it from Bengaia to Canda - 
her is no lefs than fix Months Journey, 
and its Breadth from North to South at 
lcaft four. 


The firft that lay’d the Foundation of j mir i in 
this mighty Monarchy was Tamerlan, Founder 
otherwife call'd Teymur', who by his oftheMo* 
wonderful Conquefts from India to Po- narchy. 
land, far furpafs’d the Renown of all for¬ 
mer Commanders. He bad one Leg 
lhortcr than the other, and was there¬ 
fore call’d the Lame \ and here we may 
take notice of his (harp Saying to this 
effeifl, to Bajaz.eth Emperor of the Turks, 
whom he overthrew and cook Prrfoner. 

Caufing him to be brought into his pre- 
fence the fame Day, and looking him 
fteadily in the Face he fell a Laughing3 
whereat Bajaz.eth offended faid. Do not 
Laugh at my HI fortune Tamerlan know 
that it is God who befiorn Kingdoms and 
Empires, and that all that has befallen me

Gemelti. mtrUn without: the leaf!: Concern ail- 
169“}. fwer’d, 1 know very well Baja-Zeth, that

I do not Laugh at your Misfortune , hut he- 
caufe confiderinr your Countenance^ / per¬ 
ceived that thejc Kingdoms and Empires are 
very incortfidcrable things with God ; fines 
he befiows them on fitch ugly Fellows as we 
are , you- a /fainting Clown, and f a lame 
Wretch. Tamerlan was not of mean Ex- 
wi j}« traftion, as feme imagine, but of the 
eftst 1 in Race of Scia guh Cham, King of Tart a- 
c. Mogul r y . He was born at Samar card 3 Country 
Tom. 2.^. 0 f Zagat ay r or of the Vsbcck-Tartars, 
litejmp. where he was afterwards Barv’d. 
Uoguljve Mirttmxa his Son fncceeded him in the 
hduven Throne j his Sticcelior was his Son Mu- 
P; l62 p . hornet ; and Mahorret Mirza Sultan Ab- 

success [fit* his Son > who was kiWi b y lhe „ Per ’ 
fans in the Year 1469. Mtrzjt Sultan 

Unmet Son to him attended the Throne 
next, anddy'd in ,14.95. The next was 
HamtEs Son, call'd Sultan Babir, which 
lignifies brave Prince, who in 1500 was 
Vrf 7 !>- Dethron'd by Eay-btk-Cham an Vsbechy 
dltiA. iT hut recover’d the Kingdom again after 
c. j. * wandving a long time about India, and 
was the firlt Mogul that became fo very 
Powerful. Hetly’d in 1532.. 

His Son Homagiotiy that is, the Fortu¬ 
nate, fncceeded him, who Conquer’d the 
belt and wealth reft Kingdoms in India. 
Kirhan his General Rcbell’d and forc’d 
him to fly to the King of Perfta ; by 
whom being aflifted with 12000 Men 
under the Command of Beuran-Cham, he 
defeated the Rebel, otid recover’d his 
Kingdom; then dy’d in 1552. 

After his Death his Son Gtldadin com¬ 
monly call’d Akkar attended the Throne. 
He Reign'd 54 Years, and dy’d in 1605. 
fince the Birth of Chrift, and 1014. of 
the Mahometan Epocha } leaving the King¬ 
dom to his Son Salt an Selim.j call'd by an¬ 
other Name Jehan-Guir-patfta, that is, 
Conquering Emperor of the World ; at 
his Death he left fou r Sons, Sultan Kofru, 
Sultan Kuvom, Sultan Peruiz, and Seta 
Daniel. 

Sultan Kurom fncceeded his Father Jc- 
han Gttir, by means of the ill Praflices a - 
hove mention’d, and was acknowledged 
for their Sovereign by the great Men of 
the Kingdom in the Fort of Agra-, by 
the Name of S«/ra« Sciabedin Mubammtd ; 
bat he would be call’d Scia-Gehan, Next 
qaeteT 11 ’ t0 car ? e Aurcngt-'Aeb afeending the 
Throne of Indoftan , through fuch cru¬ 
el Pradtices. He took the Name of 
Aurenge-Zeb' Alem-Ghire. That is, Lord 
of the World, believing he poilcfs’d 


three parts of it. For this reafon he 
carry’d as his peculiar Enfign a Golden- 
Globe, and had it in his Seal; and al¬ 
ways tore off one corner of the Paper he 
wrote on, toexprefs that the fourth part 
of the World was not his. He added to 
his Empire the Kingdoms of Zifapor, 
and Coicon da, the Kings whereof lie kept 
Prifoners in my time, part of the Ter¬ 
ritory of Savagi, and of other petty 
Principalities in Jadofian. 

Amengt Zeb labour'll to gain the Re- Hjs 
putation of being a Arid! Obfcrver of the ^' oy - " 
Mahometan Law, and a lover of JuAlice, merits. 
He had fo dlflri bated his time that he 
could fcarce ever befaid to be Idle. Some 
Days in the Week he bath’d before break 
of Day; then having pray'd he eat focie- 
thing. After that having fpent two 
Hours with his Secretaries, he gave pub- 
lick Audience before Noon, and then 
pray’d again. This done he Din’d, and 
foon after gave Audience again, when 
follow’d the third and fourth time of 
praying. Next he was employ’d in the 
Affairs of his Family till two Hours af¬ 
ter it was Dark. Then he Supp’d and 
flept only two Hom s, after which he 
took the Alcoran and read till break of 
Day. This was told me by feveral Eu¬ 
nuchs belonging to the Court, who 
knowing their Prince was skill’d in 
Negromancy, believ’d he was allilted by 
theDcvilin that painful Courfeof Life; 
elfe he could not have gone through lo 
much fatigue in his decrepit old Age. 

This might ferveas ail Example to fome 
Princes of Europe^ who are fo referv'd, 
that they give Audience but twice a 
Week, and then will not flay a Mo¬ 
ment to hear their Subjefl’s Grievances; 
as if it were not their duty to liften to 
them with Patience. And it is certain 
the Mogul did not feed on fuch Dainties 
as they do, but on Herbs and Pul fey 
faffing every Day at thole Years, tho’ 
made of Fleih and Blood like the Europe- 
ans. 

After Aurenge Zcb had preferib’d him- , 
felf this fort of Life, he ceas’d to be ^ 0 f 
Bloody as before, and on the contrary Life, 
became lo mild, that the Governors and 
Omrahs did not pay him the Duty they 
ought; knowing his Mercy would never 
fufler him to punifli them. Thus the 
Poor were opprefs’d by the great Ones 
without knowing who to have recourfe 
to; been life the King when advis’d to 
be lels merciful towardsthofe thattranf- 
grefs’d his Commands, Anfwcr’d, Thar 
he was no God, th3t his Mioilters might 
notcorttradift him; and that if they mif-

Thofe that faw but 
into the ouefide, faid, Aurenge Zeb was 
a great Mahometan Saint, who after his 
Death muff be put into the Martyrology 
of their falfe Seft. But I am of Opi¬ 
nion he conniv’d at the failings of his 
Minifters, and Omrahs, that they might 
love the prefent Government, under 
which they were fuffer’d to Aft as they 
pleas’d, and confequently there might 
be no way for any of his Sons, to ufurp 
the Throne. 

On the other fide, to fpeaktheTruth, 
Hi;conti- not gj ve himfelf up in his Youth 

nency. t0 fenfual Pleafurcs,as hisPredeceflcrs had 
done ; tho’ according to their barbarous 
Cuftom, he kept feveral hundred Wo¬ 
men in the Aram,for oftentacion. To this 
surpofe they tell us, that he having 
fitch’d upon a Woman in the Aram to 
’ ye with him that Night, fhe drefs’d her 
felf the beft: file could to receive that 
Honour, The King coming at the ap¬ 
pointed hour into her Chamber, inftead 
of going to bed, fell a reading the Al¬ 
coran all Night. The Eunuch coming 
in the Morning to tell him the BaHi 
was ready, as is usd by the Mahometans 
after they have had to do with Women *, 
the Ionian who had been difappointed 
cry’d out, there was no need or a Bath, 
becaufe the King had not broke Wind ; 
to fignify, he had been at Pray ers, which 
if interrupted by Wind, the Mahome¬ 
tans are to Bath. The King hearing her 
went away afham’d, the Lady telling him 
that was no Room to pray in; and he 
never after look’d her in the Face. The 
Kings of Jndojlan are at a vaft Charge in 
maintaining fo many Women ; for they 
have many Thoufands and Thoufandsof 
Routes a Year out of the Treafury; 
fome of the beft belov’d even to a Mil¬ 
lion and a half, which they fpend in 
maintaining abundance of Elephants, 
Horfes and Servants. 

He work’d Befides Aurenge Zeh’s abftinence, af¬ 

ford a ter fo many horrid crimes committed. 
Bread. his Table was not maintain’d out of the 
Revenue of the Crown ; he faid that 
Food was not good, which coft thefweat 
of the Subjects, but that every Man 
ought to work for his living. For this 
Reafon he work’d Caps, and prefented 
them to the Governors of his Kingdoms 
and Provinces; who in return for the 
Honour done them, fent him a Prefent 
of feveral Thoufands of Roupies. When 


1 was there, his decrepit Age rend ring 
him inable to work, he had referv’d the 
Revenues of four Towns for his Table. 

His expence was but fmall, for a Veft 
of his did not coft above 8 Roupies, and 
the Safi] and Cira or Gap, lefs. 

The Great Mogul’s nfual place of Re- 
fidence is at Agra, and fometimes at 
£>ebli, and Labor, in which Cities the 
King is always guarded by an Omrab, 
with a Body of 20000 Horfe, who in- 
camp about thofe Cities, and this Guard 
is reliev’d every eight days. But when 
Aurenge Zeb who kept a I was in the Field, 
was to decamp from any place, where 
he lay with his Army, a Tent was car¬ 
ry’d before by a hundred and twenty E- 
lephants, 1400 Camels, and 400 fmall 
Carts, to be fet up where he was to go, 
and feveral thoufands of Horfe and Foot, 
went with 70 Elephants to fccure the 
Ground to incamp on. Eight other Ele¬ 
phants carry’d eight Chairs, more like 
Biers, wrought with Gold and Silver, 
or Gilt Wood, and clos’d with Criftal. 

There were three others carry’d by 8 
Men each, in one of which the King 
went, when he did not Mount an Ele¬ 
phant, efpccially if it rain’d, or the 
Way was dufty. All the great Men at¬ 
tended him afoor ; but when they went 
out of Town, and the Jonrny was long; 
he us’d to command them to Mount a 
Horfeback. 

Aurenge Zeb got feveral Children, „. _.. 
His eldelt Sou, (as we faid clfewhere) 
was Mahmud, who following the Ex- 1 ft Son. 
ample of his PredecefTors, in aiming at 
the Crown before his Fathers death , 
proceeded fo openly, towards taking a- 
way his Life, that he thought good to 
prevent him; and accordingly caus’d 
him to be Poifon’d one day, when he 
went a Hunting ; and miftrufting he was 
not really dead, when he was brought to 
the Palace, he cruelly caus’d a red hot 
Iron to be rnn in from the foie of his 
Foot to his Knee. 

Selalam the 2d Son, by the death of The 2d, 
Mahmud , had the right of Eldcft, and 
with it entertain’d the fame Thoughts, 
the other had done, of deflroying his 
Father. To tins purpofe he once caus’d 
a great Trench to be dug near Aurenge 
Zeb’s Tent, that he might fall into it, 
as he pafs’d by; but he being told of 
it by an Eunuch, efcap’d death; and put 
the wicked Scialam into a dark Prifon, 
where lie continu’d fix Years, tho’ 60 
Years of Age, till a few Days before 1 
came into the Camp.

Aissm-fd* third Sou to Aunnge Ztk, 
play'd Ills part in /lotting againfl: his 
Father, with the King of P^fapor his 
Kinfman, before he was taken, and loft 
his Kingdom; fo natural is it to tigs 
Race to hate their Father. He is now 
about 55 Years of Age. 

The 4th Son is call’d Abhor, now 45 
Years of Age, more ambitious than ail 
the reft; for being f fent by his Father in 
the Year 16'So, with an Army of 30000 
Men to make War on the Jf«(4 Li- 
fonte, who borders on the Kingdom of 
Aftnire, belonging to the Mogul ; initead 
of fnbduing him, he fuffered himfelf to 
be perfhaded by that Idolater, and by 
his own Ambition, to turn his Arms 3- 
gainft his own Father. Having thus 
join’d his Forces with chofe of Ragia 
againft Anrenqo Zeb, who could never 
have believ’d it, and making a Body of 
70000 Horfe,and a competent number of 
Foot,raoff of them Sagiporj,h^ came into 
Afmire, where his Father was, Here 
whilil he refted his Army much fatigu’d 
with the long March, the Crafty Old 
Man having no fufficitat Force to op- 
pofc him, had recourfe to Stratagem, 
He therefore fent a Confident of his in¬ 
to tiie Enemies Camp, with a Letter 
direftedto his Son; iip : wHokjk-w«- 
mended Wb c^traurcrinarj wife Con* 
dnS in drawing the Idolaters to that 
place, to he all cut off, as had been a- 
gieed; and that he would advance the 
next day, to put it in Execution. The 
Eunuch had orders to behave himfelf .fo 
that the Enemy growing jealous, might 
fecure him, and intercepting the Letter 
rely no more on Abhor. It fell out ac¬ 
cordingly ; and dio’ he f.vorc upon the 
Alcoran, that it was an invention of his 
Fathers to diftraft them, the chiefs of 
the Gentib would never believe him. 
Thefe jealo tides kept them fb long em¬ 
ploy’d, that Anrogt Zcb, as he had ex¬ 
pected;, gain’d time to call his 2d Son to 
his defence with a powerful Army, who 
being come up, he defeated diet'd and 
Abhor. Me putting liirofelf with 4000 
Horfe under the Protection of Sambo, 
a Fagan Koicolct. Attrmgt Zeh made 
War fo furionfly on the fa id Sambo, 
that he at laft took him Prifoner, and 
caus’d his Head to be cut off, for having 
utter’d fomc indecent expreffions in his 
prefence. This Man’s ruin was caus’d 
by Drunkenitcfs; for as he was drink¬ 
ing in his Tent with his YComen-dan- 
cers, being told by the advanc’d Guards 
that the Mogul 's Army was advancing, 
iuftcad of going to Arms , he caus’d 


their Heads to be cut off; faying, they 
would not dare to come where he was; 
the fame he did by a fee on d Centinel. 
His Son, whole Head was not fo full of 
Wine, fav’d himfelf with a 1000 Horfe, 
leaving his Father behind, who was 
carry’d away Prifoner, and not long af¬ 
ter to his Grave. 

Ahiar efcaping this Storm went to 
Goa , where the Portngtufes furnifh’d 
him with Ships to go over to Ormus. 
There lie was nobly receiv’d by the 
Cham, and afterwards by Order ot Scia- 
Stlemon, then King of Perfia, attended 
by many Troops of Souldiers to the 
Court of Ifpobon ; where he was ccur- 
tcoolly entertain’d, and had an allow¬ 
ance to maintain him fuitable to his 
Quality; as I obferv’d in thc^ 2d Part 
The Old Man fearing this Son's Valour, 
us’d feveral Arts to draw him out of 
Perfia, but with fmall hopes of Success 
becaufe Abhor was not fo weak as to be 
enfnar’d by his Father. Whilft I was 
at Jfpobati, feme Eunuchs told me, they 
were fent by a certain Omrob , who Go¬ 
vern’d on the Borders of Candahor, with 
a Prefent of feveral thoufand Roupics 
to this Prince, which he would not ac¬ 
cept, and therefore they were going 
back with the Mony They offer’d to 
carry 111c into by I.and, but I re¬ 
fus’d tlielr kindnefs. I was afterwards 
inform’d by others, that this was a con¬ 
trivance of Aurtnge 2 eb, who had or¬ 
der’d the Omrob , of whom Abhor had 
dclir’d to borrow fomc thoufand Rsttpits, 
to make him a Prefent of them, and to 
endeavour by fair means to dravt him 
into India ; which Abb or under ft end¬ 
ing by means of his Si Her, he refus’d 
the Prefent. Attrehge Zeb took many 
Towns from Savogt for having aflUteu 
this Prince; and continuing the War, 
had befieg’d him in his Couy; of Gingi. 
The City is feated between 7 Moun¬ 
tains, each of which has a Fort on the 
top, and can be reliev’d by ways un¬ 
known to the Moguls, fo that they lay 
before them to no purpofe with 30000 
Horfe and as many Foot. I have not 
hear’d fiace I left the Country, what 
was the event of the Siege, which had 
then lafted feven Years. 

Amonge Ztb’i youngeft Son is Sibmdor 
now about 30 Years of Age, and in¬ 
fected tike the reft, with the contagious 
DiKemper of Ambition. Therefore the 
Old Man, tho’ after fubduing the Kings 
of I'tfapor, and Gokonda, he had 110 E- 
nemies left, but Savogi, who is iucon- 
fiderable in regard of him; yet fearing 
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with much reafon the perverfe Inclina¬ 
tion of liis Sons, he had continu’d in 
Arms .in the Field for 15 Years \ and 
particularly four Years at Gabala, af¬ 
ter defeating Akbar. He laid his Fa¬ 
ther Sciab-Genban had not fo much dif- 
cretion} for he might have learnt by 
many years Experience, that the Kings 
of Indofian when they grow Old, muft 
keep at the head of powerful Armies, 


to defend themfelvcs again ft their Sons. 
Yet 1 ant of Opinion that noewith- 
ftanding all his precautions, he will 
come to no better end than his Prede- 
cellors. All T have hitherto find con¬ 
cerning the kite-nine Wan between the 
Moguls was told me and affirm’d by fe- 
veral SoukKers in the Camp, who had 
been Eye-witnefics, and fome gather’d 
out of creditable Authors.

CHAP. V. 

Of the Government of the Great Mogol. 


F OR the better management of 
Publick Affairs, and due Ad- 
miniftration of Juftice, the King keeps 
four Secretaries of State, who are to 
acquaint him with all that happens in 
the Empire, and to receive his Orders. 
The fit'll of them is call’d Bagfci, and 
has the Charge of Warlike affairs, and 
looks that the Souldiers be pay ’d, pu- 
nifh’d, and rewarded, as alfo that the 
Omrahs keep their full complement of 
Men. The 2d is call’d Adder, who 
takes care that Juftice be adminiftred, 
both in Civil and Criminal cafes, giving 
the King an account what Minifters be¬ 
have themfdves well, and what ill. 
The 3d they call Divan, and to him 
it belongs to divide the Jagers or Fcofs 
among theOmrahs^Subai, and uLiter Com¬ 
manders \ and to fee they do nor op- 
preis the Inhabitants of the places com¬ 
mitted to them with too heavy Impo- 
fitions. The 4th is known by die name 
of Canfamm ■, who is a Trcaffirer Ge¬ 
neral, that caufes al! the Revenues of 
the Empire to he brought into the 
Trcalury, and every Week, lays be¬ 
fore the Ring what every Province is 
worth, and what it yields, and what 
Mony remains in the King’s Coffers. 

There are particular days appointed 
for thefe, Secreta ties'to inform die King 
bccaufe a private Audience would not 
fnffice for. fucb multiplicity of bulincfs. 
Monday, therefore, is lay’d a fide for the 
Affairs of Labor, Debli and Agra ; Tti- 


efday for Cabal , Wednefday for the King¬ 
doms Of StngiiLt and Patna 3 Thurfday 
for that of GHtaratte •, Saturday for 
that Of fir Am four j a lid Sunday for De¬ 
can \ no bulincfs being done on Friday, 
becaufe it is tbe Mahometan Feftival. 

Aitnnge Zeb notsvithflanding his con- Audiea- 
tinual application to tliefe private Au- c«. 
dienccs wiefi his Minifters, yet never 
fail’d of the Publick, except on FW- 
days, for tbe good of the Subjects and 
this fometimes he did in three feveral 
places, one call’d Divanxas, the other 
Gofalxana, and die 3d Adder. 

The Great Mogul is. fo abfolufe, that Abfoluts 
there being no written Laws, his Will power, 
in all things is a Law, and the laftderi- 
lion of all Caufes,both Civil and Criminal. 

Fie makes a Tyrannical ufc of this ab- 
folute Powers for being Lord of all the 
Land, the Princes themfdves have no 
certain place of aboad, the King alter¬ 
ing it at Pleafure ; and the fame with the 
poor Peafaats who have fometimes the 
Laud they have cultivated taken from 
them, and that which is nnuil’d given 
them in lieu of it; bcfidcs that they 
are oblig’d every year to give the King 
three parts of the Crop. He never ad¬ 
mits any Body into bis prefence, empty 
handed i and. fometimes rtfufes admit¬ 
tance to draw a greater Prefcnt. For 
this feafbn the Omjnhs and Nababs ap¬ 
pointed to govern the Provinces, op- 
prels the People in the moft milefabla 
manner imaginable.

A N infinite quantity of Roupits, is 
continually flowing into the Great 
Mi$t% Exchequer; for befides the u- 
f ua f'Taxes and exceflive Imports, the 
Subjects mull pay for their Land, which 
is all His. Bclidcs when a General, or 
any other Perfon who has receiv’d the 
King’s Pay dyes ; all his Goods fall to 
the King, without leaving the Chil¬ 
dren fo much as a maintenance; a Cu- 
rtom Aartng 2cb condemn’d, when he 
fpoke of his father, and yet all employ- 
ments both Civil and Military arc fold. 
For this reafon no Family can continue 
long great ; but fometimes the Son of 
an Otnrah goes a begging. Add to a 11 
this, that tho’ in fo vail an Empire, 
there be fome Barren Lands, yet there 
are fome Kingdoms wonderful Fruitful, 
as is that of Bengala, which exceeds 
Egypt, not only ‘in Plenty of Rice, 
Corn, Sugar, and all other neceifaries 
for the fupport of Humane Life ; but 
in the richefl Commodities, as Silk, 
Cotton, Indigo and the like. Befides 
the Country is fo Populous, that the 
Handicrafts, tho* naturally given to 
floath, arc forc’d either by neceflity or 
choice, to apply themfelves to work 
on Carpets, Brocades, Embroidery, 
Cloth of Gold and Silver, and all forts 
of Manufactures in Silk and Cotton, ge¬ 
nerally worn there; befides thofe tran- 
fported every Year, by an infinite num¬ 
ber of Ships, not only into other Parts 
of Afta, but into Afnck and Europe. 

That the Reader may form fome Idea 
of the Wealth of this Empire, he is to 
obferve that all the Gold and Silver, 
which circulates throughout the World, 
at laft Centers here. It is well known 
that as much of it as comes out of Ame¬ 
rica, after running through feveral King¬ 
doms of Europe, goes partly into Turky, 
for leveral forts of Commodities;. and 
part into Perfia, by the way of Smima 
for Silk. Now the Turks not being a- 
bletoabflainfrom Coffee, which comes 


from fJyernan,&nd Arabia Fwli.v ; nor Per- 
fla,Arabia,aad the Turks themfelves to go 
without the Commodities of India, 
fend vaft quantities of Mony to M<>- 
ka on the Red Sea, near Babel Mandel i 
to Bajfora at the bottom of the Per fan 
Gulgll ; and to Bander Abaffi and Come- 
ron, which is afterwards fent over in 
Ships to fa doji an. Befides the Indian, 

Dutch, Effgtijh, and Pertuguefe Ships, 
that every Year carry the Commodities 
of Indoflan , to Pegu, Tanajferri, Siam, 

Ceylon, Achtm , Macaffar, the Maiding 
Iflands, Mozambique and other Places, 
mart of neceflity convey much Gold and 
Silver thither, from thofe Countries. 

All that the Dutch fetch from the Mines 
in Japan, fooner or later, goes to Iff do- 
flan ; and the Goods carry’d hence into 
Europe, whether to Prance, England, or 
Portugal , are all purchas’d for ready 
Mony, which remains there. 

I was told that the Mogul receives 
from only his Hereditary Countries, 
eighty Carores of Roupies a Year (every 
Carore is ten Millions) they could give 
rue no certain account what the Con¬ 
quer’d Kingdoms yield. 

There is an Author, not well ac¬ 
quainted with this Affair, who reduces 
this Monarch’s Revenue to 350 Millions: wu 

Another on the other fide makes it in- Voy. des. 
finite, and that alone which he fays is ini. e. 3. 
in the Treafury, feems Fabulous. But 
they that will judge of it, by his ex- Jndj j 
pences mu ft confider that the Mogul has v tr&. p. 
difpers’d throughout his Empire 300000 
Horfe, and 400000 Foot, who have all 
great Pay. At Court the daily expence 
is 50000 Emits, to maintain the Ele¬ 
phants, Horfes, Dogs, Hawks, Tigers, 
and Deer ; as alfo fome hundreds of 
black and white Eunuchs to look to the 
Royal Palaces, Mufitians, and Dancers. 

I am therefore of Opinion, that next 
to the Emperor of China , no Monarch 
in the World is equal to the Great Mo¬ 
gul in ftrength and Riches, 
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CHAP. VII. 

Of (he Weapons, and Forces of the Great Mogul. 


np H E Arras ofTendve of the Moguls 
Gemelli. 1 . are broad heavy Swords, bow’d 
i<S .5. like Scimitars; aud thofe made in the 
c/V'-'J Country, being apt to break, the Ek- 
Weapons glijh fnruifh them with fueh as arc made 
usdbythe m i 11 fhap’d Daggers, which 

they always wear hanging to their Gir 
diei Bows and Arrows, javelins, Pi- 
Hols, Muskets-, nod Pikes 12 Foot long, 
for the Foot ; but molt of the Sool¬ 
die rs have Bows and Arrows. They 
have alfo Cannon in their Cities, and 
Armies. 

Arms de- Their Arms defenfive, arc a round 
fenfire. * Buckler two foot Diameter, made of 
black Hides of wild Buffalos; with ma¬ 
ny Nails with large heads to ward off Ar¬ 
rows or Swords ; Coats of Mail, Brealt- 
Piates, Head-pieces, and covering for 
their Arms down to their Wrilfs. 

Snuidie-s As for the Sotddiers pay, the Mogul ■ 
ho*pay’d, manages it altera different manner than 
all other Princes in the’World ; for he 
pays them not himfelf, but gives the 
Omrabs J*ghirs y that is, Tenures of 
Lands to maintain a certain number, 
as was faid elfcwhere, and this even to 
the Princes of the Blood 

The Omrttbs are divided into Haz.ariis, 
Digrecsof fabzariis, Tanges, Hecbcts, Deb-H&Ui- 
Omrs-i- an{ j 2 ) tta z i dehai.ariu J of which la ft 

fort the King’s Eldeft Son was. Their 
pay is proportionable to the number of 
Morfe they keep; be Sides which the 
King allows them a Pculion for their 
Own life. But they always cheat the 
Souldiers of part of their Pay, and by 
that means grow vaftly rich ; efpecially 
if they happen to have a good Jughir. 
Some are oblig’d to keep 500 Horfc, 
and have about 5000 Neapolitan Crowns 
Revenue a Month. Hfis true they fpend 
all they get in Prefents they are forc’d 
to make the King every year, upon cer¬ 
tain Feffivals, every Man according to 
his condition *, and in keeping fa many 
Women, Servants, Camels, and Horfes 
of great valne. 

The Number of Osnrabs throughout 
Their (jjjfc Empire is not fettled, but they are 
number, generally under 40. They are pfefer’d 
andduiy. £o t ^ e g rcaEe ft; Governments, and chief 
polls at Court, and in the Army ; and 
therefore are, as they themfelves fay, the 
Pillars of the Empire. They appear a- 
Vol. IV. 


broad with noble Equipages; fome on 
Elephants , others a Horfeback, or 
on. fahvskints , attended by a conlider- 
3 ble number of Hof ft, and by the Guards 
of their Palaces; as alfo by abundance 
of Servants, fome of whom go before 
to clear the way, others drive away the 
Flies, or keep off the Duff with Pea¬ 
cocks tails, others carry Water to drink, 
and other things. All that refide at 
Court, arc oblig’d to go twice a day to 
pay their reflects to the King; that is, 
at ten in the Morning, and about Sun 
fan, in the place where he adminilfers 
Juftice; or elfc they lofe part of their 
Pay. They are alfo to Mount the 
Gnard once a Week for 24 Hours; and 
that day the King fends them their 
Meat, which they receive with much 
refpeft, doing the Taflim three times, 
that is, an obeyfance after their manner 
towards the Royal apartment, laying 
their right Hand on the Ground, and 
thcti on their Head. They are alfo 0- 
blig’d to attend the King at all times, 
as was faid above. 

The Mmfebdars are Gentlemen, or m „.r e ,j, 
Horfe, who have very honourable Pay, dtri. 
and is call’d Mattfeh, but lefs than the 
Omrabs. They are much refpefted in 
the Camp, becaufe they may eafily rife 
to the degree of Omrahs, and own no 
fuperiour but the King. They differ 
from the others in this particular, that 
they are not oblig’d to maintain above 
4, or 5 Horfe. As for their Pay they 
have 150 Reupies a Month, and fome- 
times 700, but inffead of having them 
in ready Mony, they are forc’d to take 
the old Furniture of the King’s Houfe, 
at exccffive Rates. There is no fix’d 
number -of them, but they are more 
than the Omrahs ; there being 2, or 300 
of them very often at Court, befides 
thofe in the Provinces, and Armies. 

The '3d degree is of the Rowiindtrs, Pow ,j n , 
who are alfo Horfe, but paid by the day, £n. 
as their Name imports. Their Pay is 
not inferior to that of the Manfcbdars, 
but the Poll is not fo honourable. The 
dumber of them is very great, and ma¬ 
ny of them are Clerks and under 
Clerks. 

The light Horfe are Subject to the 
Omrahs , and thofe are counted the belt, 
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who have two Borfes, branded with 
CerncUi. [heir Omrahs mark on the l.cg. Their 
i( 5 p^. pay is not fix’d, and depends on the 
generality of the Omrah, but they Hand 
the Mogul in atlcaft 25 Roupksa Month, 
confuted ng the Revenues he afligns for 
thcr maintenance. 

The Foot and Muskcticrs are in a mi- 
The Foot, ferable condition, fome of them having 
to, fomc i-j, and others ten Routes a 
Month. They carry their Reft ty’d to 
the Musket, which they make but ill life 
of, for fear of burning their great 
Cannon, beard. The Artillery is divided into 
two forts, the heavy Cannon, and the 
light, as they call it. The heavy con- 
filts of between 60 and 70 Guns, with- 
out reckoning 300 Field-pieces, fix’d on 
Camels, as Pcdreroes are on our Backs. 
The other, 50 or 60 finall Brafs Gnus, 
which are the 2d fort, are on Carriages, 
with little red Banners, each drawn by 
two Horfes; a third being led by, to reft 
fome times the one, and fometimes the 
other. Tho’ the heavy Cannon cannot 
always follow the King, who fometimes 
goes out of the Road, to hunt, or take 
fome other diver fion, the light always 
does3 and when he is near the place ap¬ 
pointed to Incamp, it is fir’d, chat the 
Army may know he is arriv’d. All this 
Artillery, cfpecially the heavy, is under 
the direction of Frank, or Chriflian 
Gunners, who have extraordinary pay 3 
cfpecially the Tort ague ft, Englifh, Dutch , 
Germans-, and French, who go from Goa, 
or run away from aboard Ships. Some 
of them formerly had 200 Rousts a 
Month 3 but now the Moguls have learnt 
fomewhat of the Art they have lefs. 
There is a General of the Artillery 
whofe Pay is a Million a year, out of 
which he is to keep 200 Men. 

Rajepurs. Beiides the Mogul Souldiers, there 
arc the Strangers, hir’d of the Rajas, 
who ferve the Mogul for very great Fay, 
bringing with them a certain number of 
Rajapitrs, and doing the fame Duty as 


the Omrahs do 3 but with this difference, 
that they will not keep Guard in Forts, 
but in their own Tents, that they may 
not be (hut up 24 hours. The Mogul 
keeps them in his pay, as alfo the Patens-, 
bccaufe they are Men of Courage 3 and 
there are Rajas that can ratfe 20000 
Horfe upon occafion 3 as alfo to fbw Dtf- 
cord and Jealoufies among them, by fa¬ 
vouring one more than another, and by 
that means be the fafer from- their con¬ 
trivances, and from the others who are 
not in his Pay. 

The Souldiers of the Country differ r 
neithcr in Offices nor Difcipline from Troop? 
that already mention’d, but that they P ’’ 
never follow the King 3 but every King¬ 
dom keeps its own to fecurethc Frontiers 
againft Strangers, as the Per fans, Ogams, 

Baluccis and others. 

All Souldiers whatfover receive their p orces( i u . 
Pay duly every 2 Months from the King’s i y paid. 
Treafurer, except thofe that are pay’d 
by the Omrahs, as was fa id before. Nor 
is there any Danger their Pay fhould be 
kept from diem 3 for all People here 
living either by their Industry, or by 
ferviug the King (for want of private 
Revenues) if they were not well paid, 
they mult either ftarve, or Mutiny. And 
to fay the Truth, the greatefl wonder in 
that Country is to fee lo many thoufands 
live on the King’s Pay. It is not fo in 
Europe , for fometimes Souldiers have 
fomething of their own3 or when they 
want Pay live upon others. 

The number of Troops they faid the 
Mogul kept when I was there mounted 
to 300000 Horfe and 400000 Foot. Part 
of thefe were in the Camp at GalgaU 3 
60000 Horfe and Foot at the Siege of 
Gingl. The third Camp was of 7000 
Horfe and 10000 Foot 3 the 4th of 12000 
Horfe, commanded at Fttnala by Azjtm- 
Sciai Son the King’s Grandfon, and the 
reft were diftributed about the Frontiers 
and in Garrifons. 
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The Mamets, Habit, Matrices and Funerals of the Moguls. 


T Here are two Principal Feflivals 
kept in the Court of the Great 
Mogul, the one call’d Barfgant , the o- 
ther Tol. The firft is on the King’s 
Birth day, or thofe of the Princes of the 
Blood, bccaufe Bars in the Country Lan¬ 
guage lignifics Year,and Gant a Knot,and 


tbofc People every Year make a knot in 
a Cord, they either wear about them 
or keep at home, to kuow their 
Age. This Solemnity is kept with great 
Pomp, all the great Ones coming to 
wi(h the King many Happy years with 
Prefents of Mony and Jewels. Sciah Gehan

was mightily pleas’d they Ihould prefect 
Cemelli. him with Gold Vellels let with jewels, 
l(5 9 V to hold Tweet Waters, which he plac’d 
in the Chamber that ferv’d for his leud 
P raft ices. It was fet out with Looking 
Glades adorn’d with precious Stones, 
and all the Roof fparkling with Dia¬ 
monds. That Day the Mogul fits on the 
famous Throne begun by Tamerlan and 
finifh’d by Sciah Gehan. It is all over 
Tec with Diamonds, Emerands, Rubies, 
Pearlsand Saphires; efoecially the Pearls 
on the twelve little Pillars, which clofe 
the three fides, are beyond all that can 
be imagin’d. TJien the Roof of it and 
all other Paresis To orderly enrich’d with 
Jewels of inclinable Value, all found 
within the Empire, that Ibmc make the 
Value of it to rife to fifty Millions, but 
in reality it is not to be Valu’d. 

The lecond Festival is that of Tol , 
5 ***?\^?* which in that Language fignifies Weight. 
i\ C . S ‘ Some fuppofe it to be fo call’d becaufe 
the King weighs himfclf m a pair of 
The Fefti* Scales, to fee whether he his grown Fat- 
val call’d ter, but having ask’d the queftion in the 
Toh Camp of feverai credible Perfons, a ad 
particularly of ChrilUans born at Agra 
and Dehli, who had ferv’d there many 
Years, they told me it was a meer Ro¬ 
mance ; for not only Astrtnge Zeb , but 
none of his PredccefTors ever weigh’d 
them Pelves. ’Tis true this Feftival is 
kept in the King’s Houfe; but they weigh 
Mony, jewels, and other Things of va¬ 
lue prefented by the great Men and Fa¬ 
vourites^ which are afterwards diftribu- 
ted among the Poor with great Solemni¬ 
ty. It is done fome Days after the 
Barfgant, cither foouer, or later, as the 
King thinks fit. 

Defer Ipti- The Indians are well lhap’d, it being 
on of the rare to find any of them crooked, and 
Indians. |- 0J . suture like the Europeans. They 
have black Hair, but not Curl’d, and 
their Skin is of an Olive Colour; and 
they do not love White, faying it is the 
Colour of Leproufie. They waftl often, 
anointing themfelves after it with rich 
Oyls and Oyntmcnts. They live in low 
Houfes, with Trees about them, fothat 
their Cities at a diftance look like Woods. 
There are no Inns for Travellers among 
them as was laid at firll; bat in the Ci¬ 
ties and great Towns they have fome 
Places call’d Sarays , where Strangers 
may have Houferoom. They ufe Carts 
to travel in (which are Ihut when there 
are Women in them,) drawn by Oxen, 
and A lies when the Journey is Ihort. The 
great Men and thole that are well to pals 
are curry’d upon Elephants, or in Palau-

kites. There is none of them but endea¬ 
vours the belt be can to go to Mecca, to 
become a tiagi or Saint. They delight 
very much in Hunting, and make ufe of 
Dogs and tame Leopards. They take 
Water Foul after this manner. They 
go into the Water upco the Chin, cove¬ 
ring their Faces with Birds of the lame 
fort they would take, artificially made} 

Then the Bird coming near his likeuefs 
they draw him down by the Legs and 
Hide him. The Chmefes and Mexicans 
do the fame, as fhail he (aid in its place. 

Being excellent Archers they ftoot Birds 
hying, with Arrows. 

The Mahometans of Indoflan, tho’ bar- j h . -; r Dip 
barous in other Refoe&s, are not fo Dc- portion, 
ceicfol, lb Proud, or fuch Enemies to 
Chriftians, as tUzTitrks ; and aCfiriftian 
may therefore keep them company with 
fafery. The Pagans are ftifl more juft 
to Traveliers. As for Courage neither 
Mahometans nor Gentils have much of 
it. The bell: of them are the Baiuccis 
Borderers on Ptrfia, the Batons of the 
Kingdom of Batgda, and the Ra>bmls 
very great Thieves, 

The Languages fpoken at Court are taapasm 
tile Arabian and the Per pan. As for andLeatQ* 
Sciences they can make no progrefs in »ng. 
them for want of Books ; for they have 
none but fome fmall manulcript Works 
of Ariflotle and Avicenna in Arabiclt. They 
hold Aftrology in great account, in fo 
much that the King undertakes nothing 
without the advice of his Aftrologcrs. 

In Phyfick they have but final! skill, and 
cure feverai pifeafes by Fading. They 
alfo delight in Miilick, for which they 
have feverai forts of Inftruments. 

They foetid all they have in Luxury 
keeping a vad number of Servants, but 
above all of Concubines. Thcfe being 
many every one of them drives to be be- 
lov’d above the reft, uiing all manner of 
Allurements, Perfumes and fweet Oyut- 
ments. Sometimes to heighten their 
Mafters Lulls they give him Compoliti- 
ons of Pearl, Gold, Opium and Amber ; 
or elfo much Wine that he may require 
Company in Bed. Then fome drive a~ 
way the Flies, others rub his Hands and 
Feet, others Dance, others play on Mu- 
fick, and others do other things ; and 
hence it is that for the molt part they 
take the lawful Wifes place; who fit¬ 
ting near her Husband modeftly winks at 
this Affront, til! Ihe has an opportunity 
to revenge herfelf. Thefe Women are 
committed to the cuftody of Eunuchs , 
but it is delivering up the Sheep to the 
Wolves; fo lafeivious are the Women. 
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fN_A-^. And yet they are excufable, becaufe the 
Gems Hi. H iibbaads, til o’ they be Peafants, lye a- 
1695. part from their Wives, and only call 
*S~\r\s them when they have occalion- 

The great Men have noble Strnftures, 
with feveral Courts, and the Tops of 
the Houles flat to take the Air, and 
Fountains with Carpets about them to lit 
and receive Vifits from their Friends. 
Inferiorsfahitc laying their Hand on their 
Head, but Equals only bow their Body. 
In their Difcourfe they are modclt and 
civil ; not ufing lo many actions with 
their Hands, nor talking lo loud as fome 
Europeans do. The Table is fpread on 
the Ground without Napkins or Table- 
Cloth ; nor do they Drink till they have 
done Eating.^ Their greateft delight is 
to chew Bttic all Day. 

Habit. The Veits both of Men and Women 
are narrow towards the Wafte, and 
hang down half way the Leg; under 
them they wear long Breeches down 
to their Ankles, fo that they ferve for 
Stockins. The Foot remains bare, with 
a fort of flat Shooes, like our Slippers; 
which are calily flipt off when they go 
into Rooms, to keep them clean, they 
being cover’d with Carpets. They 
wrap a very fine piece of Muflin or 
Calico about their Head, and never un¬ 
cover it to do Reverence to Superiors, 
' but bow their Body, putting their right 
Hand on the Ground and then on the 
Head, as if they faid they fubmitted 
themfelves to be trampled on by them. 
They generally wear the Veil and Tur- 
bant of Cotton, but the Sash is of Silk 
and Gold. 

The Mahometan Women do not ap¬ 
se omen. p Car j n publick, except only the vulgar 
Sort, and the lend Ones. They cover 
their Heads, but the Hair hangs down be¬ 
hind in feveral Treflcs. Many of them 
bore their Nofes to wear a Gold Ring 
fee with Stones. 

Marriages The Mahometan Indians Marry very 
Young, but the Idolaters at all Ages. 
Thefe laft may not have feveral Wives 
at once like the Mahometans ; but when 
the firft is Dead may take another, pro¬ 
vided Ihe be a Maid, aud of the fame 
Race, or Tribe. The Ceremony is 
thus. If they be Perfbns of Quality they 
make thcCavalcade at Night with Lights, 
abundance of People go before making 
a difpleafing Concert with feveral In- 
lfru meats , as Pipes , Kettle-Drums, 
Drums as long as a Barrel, and Copper¬ 
plates, which they beat. Then follow 
abundance of Children a Horleback, next 
to whom comes the Bridegroom, well 


Clad and Mounted, with feveral Banians 
about him, with their Veils and Croat 
dy’d in Zafran , and other Perfons carry¬ 
ing llmbrellos, and Banners; and hav¬ 
ing taken a round about the City goes to 
the _ Bridcs-Houfe. Here a Brachman 
having laid fome Prayers over them both, 
puts a Cloth between the Husband and 
Wife, and orders the Husband with his 
bare Foot to touch the Wifes, and then 
the Wife the Husbands, which done the 
Marriage is concluded, When the Wo¬ 
man iscarry’d home, the Goods go be¬ 
fore, being for the molt part Stuffs of 
feveral Colours, and a Cradle for the 
Child that is to be got; all this with the 
noife of feveral Inftruments. Rich Peo¬ 
ple make a Hut before their Houfes, co¬ 
ver’d both inlide and out fide with Stuffs 
and Carpets , to entertain their Guelts 
under Shelter. Sometimes they treat 
them for eight Days together. 

AN the Women are Fruitful, which Women 
is caus’d by the Air and Provilions, and Fruitful, 
are fo ealily deliver’d, that fome of them 
go walh in the River the fame Day. 

They bring up their Children naked till 
feven Years of Age , nor do they take 
much care to teach them to go, but lec 
them tumble about the Ground as much 
as they will, asfoon as they are Born. 

In Malabar the Women (even thofe n ar barout 
that arc of Quality and Kings Sifters) Liberty, 
have the liberty to choofe a Man to lye 
with them. When a Naire or Gentil is 
in a Ladies Chamber, he leaves his Staff 
or his Sword at the Door, that others 
who would go in may fee the Place is ta¬ 
ken up; and no Man has the boldaefs to Thru.V03. 
diftorb him. Thus there being no pof- Bsi. '• 

Ability of knowing who is the Father of 2 5 8 * 

the Child that is born into the World, 
the Succeflion is order’d after another 
manner; that is, when one dies his Sifters 
Children Inherit, becaufe there can be 
no doubt made of the Kindred. 

When a Man or Woman has commit- p un ;j],. 
ted fuch a Crime as to be expell’d their meat. 
Tribe ; as if a Woman had lain with a 
Mahometan , Ihe mu ft live for a certain 
time only upon Corn found in the Cows 
Dung, if Ihe will be receiv’d again. 

As to the manner of Burying, themoft Burials, 
ufual Is to walh the Body firft in a River, 
or Pool; then burn it in a neighbouring 
Paged , and throw the Allies into the 
fame Water. In fome Places they leave 
them by the River fide. The manner of 
carrying them isalfodifferent, according 
to the Falhions of each Country. In 
fome the Body well Clad, and fitting is 
carry’d with Drums beating, and a long 
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j^s\ Train of Kindred and Friends y and 
GemelU. after being wafb’d is encompafs’d with 
1595. Wood. The Wife who has been that 
L/"V"'fcJ while near the Body finging, and ex- 
prcffing a delire to Die, is afterwards 
bound by a Brachman near the dead Bo¬ 
dy and burnt with it; the Friends pour¬ 
ing Oyl on them that they might con- 
fume the falter. 

In other Places the Bodies are carry’d 
cover’d on a Bier to the River fide; and 
after they have been walh’d they are put 
into a Hut full of fweet Wood, if the 
dead Perfon has left Mony to defray the 
chargey then the Woman that is to be 
burnt, takes leave of her Kindred and 
Friends, Growing a contempt of Death, 
and fitsdownin the Hut, bearing up her 
Husband on her Knees, Then recom¬ 
mending herfelf to the Prayers of the 
Brahmans, dcfires them ro fee Fire fpee- 
dily. A Barbarous Inhumanity I And 
yet they make a fcruple of killing Flics 
and Film ires. 

In other Places they fill wide deep 
Trenches with combuftible Matter, 
where laying the Husbands Body the 
Brachmans Gift in the Woman, after they 
have Sung and Danc'd. Sometimes there 
are maiden Slaves, that throw themfelvcs 
in after their Mailer to fhow the Jove 
they bear him, then the Allies are caft 
into the River. 

There are other Places where they 
Bury the Husband’s Bodies with the Legs 
acrofs; they put the Woman into the 
fameGrave, and when they havecover’d 
them up to the Neck the Brachmans come 
andftrangle her. Thole wretched Wo¬ 
men that refufc to be Burnt, arc to (have 
their Heads, and remain Widows all 


their Lives y aredefpis'd by their Family 
and Tribe, becaufe they have fear’d 
Death, and can never recover their Re¬ 
putation, whatlbever good Actions they 
do, unlefs fome young Woman of fiu- 
gnlar Beauty IhouJd happen to get a (e- 
coud Husband. Yet there are feme that 
tranigrefs the Laws of Widowhood y 
and becaufc their Kindred expel! them, 
they have rccourfc to the Mahometans 
or Chriftians, forfaking their own Reli¬ 
gion. In Abort the Gent its make the 
Widows Honour con fill in being Burnt 
with the Bodies of their Husbands, and 
if they be ask’d the Keafon they can al¬ 
ledge none but am lent Cuftom. 

Since the Mahometans are become So¬ 
vereigns of India they do notcalily con- 
fent to this Inhumanity, which the Bracb- 
mam would have held up for their own 
Intereft y for as was faid above, they who 
alone may couch the Alhes, tarry off all 
the Gold and Silver the wretched Wo¬ 
man had about her. The great Mogul 
and other Princes have commanded the 
Govercours of their Towns to hinder 
the Practice of this A bn fie, but they do 
not lb ltrictly obfierveit, provided they 
have confiderable P relents made them, 
and thus the difficulty they find in get¬ 
ting the leave laves many Women the 
Diihonour. 

The Mourning us’d by the Gentils is Mourning 
Shaving their Beard and Head, when a- 
ny Kindred within the third degree Dye, 

The Women break their Glafsand Ivo¬ 
ry Bracelets they wear on their Arms, 
as they alfo do at their King’s Death. 

Having before fipoke of the Mahometan 
Ceremonies it is necdlefs lo repeat it in 
this Place.

Heats and 
Sea fons. 


Clear Air* 


G Enerally throughout all Indoftan the 
Heat is Exceffive, except near the 
Mountains. We Europeans fare ill there 
becaufe of die Seafons differing from ours y 
becaufe their Winter begins in June and 
ends in September y tho’there falls lefs 
Rain than at Goa. Before and after Win¬ 
ter there are dreadful Storms and Hurri- 
cans, three Months from the North and 
three from the South, fo that there is no 
Sailing about India but fix Months in the 
Year. 

Between Surattt and Agra the Metro¬ 


polis of the Moguls, Dominions, it only 
Rains at one certain time of the Year, 
that is, during thofe three Months the 
Sun is about the Tropick of Canttr \ the 
other nine Months the Sky is ft dear, 
that there is fcarcc a Cloud to be feen a- 
bove the Herizjon, 

Having fpoke of the Fruit when 1 
was at Cm, there is no need of adding 
any more. Indoftan abounds in Rice, 
excellent Wheat, and all forts of Grain, 
vaft Flocks and Herds of Cattle, Butter 
and Cbede. There being no Grapes,

There are many Simples, which they 
carry into Europe for Phyfical Ufes, which 
I do not defcvibe , becaufe I will not 
Treat of what others have given an Ac¬ 
count of. 

Metals. As for Metals the Mogul! s Country af¬ 
fords none but Copper, Iron, and Lead, 
but the want of others is abundantly 
made amends for by the rich Mines of 
Diamonds and other precious Stones. 
The belt isthatin the Kingdom of Gol- 
Diamond fever.Days Journey Eaft of A#*, 

Mines. which the Natives call 6 am, and the 
Per(tans Cnlar. It is in a Plain five Miles 
in Compafs, between a Village and fome 
Mountains, which produce nothing atall. 
They fay it was discover’d 140 Years 
Since after this manner. A Peafant fow- 
ing in that Plain, found fuch a rich Dia¬ 
mond, chat tho’ he did not undcrfland 
thofe things, yet he would carry it to. a 
Merchant of Golconda who delighted in 
them. The News was immediately 
Spread about the City, and every one 
that had Mony digging in that Place, 
there were Stones found from 1 1 to 40 
Carats ; and particularly that great Di¬ 
amond of fome hundred Carats, which 
Emir Gemla , the King of Gokondds Ge¬ 
neral gave Aurenge Z tb when he came 
into his Service. Afterwards the King 
took the Mine to himfelf, and now the 
Merchants buy it of him by Spans. 

How the The manner of Digging the Stones is 
Diamonds Firft they enclofe a Spot of Ground 
are found. niut | 1 bigger than that they Buy to Dig, 
with a little Wall two Spans high ; then 
they dig the Grom.d mark’d out by the 
King’s Officers 12 or 14 Spans down to 
the Water, below which there is no 
hopes of any Diamonds, and carry the 
Earth into the aforefaidEnclofure in great 
Baskets. When it is all together they 
fill' the Place full of Water, and leave 
it fotill it is all Mud. Then they add 
moreWaccr,and opening theHoIcs which 
are at every Seep in the Wall, the Mud 
runs out, and the Gravel remains; which 
is again cover’d with Water , if it be 
not clean. When dry they put it into 
Baskets for the Sand to drop through, 
and then putting it into the fame Place 
they heat it with long Staves. Then 
they take it up again and lifting it, they 
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fpread it and pick out the Diamonds in 
the prefence of the Buyer, and of the 
Officers, who take thofe that are above a 
certain weight for the King. 

There are Diamond Mines at a Place Diamonds 
call’d Raolconda , in the Province of Car- in Borneo, 
nafica , in the Kingdom of Fifapour, but 
they do not work at them. The King 
of Succadan in the Ifland of Borneo has 
Some better, but there are few of them, 
and they are found in the Sand of the 
River Succadan. 

Befides the Birds and Bcafts Europe Carellers. 
affords, India has others peculiar to it * 
as for in ftance the Gazellers. , of which 
we have fpoke in the two precedent Vo- 
1 Limns; they have Horns a Span and a 
half long, and twifted or fpiral. To 
take them they make ufe of the tame Le¬ 
opard, or of the Male Gazelle thus. 

They tye him with a Rope wound about 
under his Belly; and when they fee a 
Flock of Gazelles let him go among them. 

The Male that is in the Flock, being jea¬ 
lous comes out to attack him, and his 
Horns being fpiral or winding does fo 
intangle himfelf, that not being able to 
retire when he would, the Hunters have 
time to take him. 

There are alio wild Cows and other Other 
wild Bealls we fpoke of when we gave Beads, 
an account of the Game at Damam , 

Camels, Dromedaries, Rhinocerots, as 
tall as a large Ox, and Elephants. There 
are feveral ways of taking thefe; fome- 
times they dig Trenches and cover them, 
into which when they fall they cannot Elephants, 
get out. In ocher Places they carry a 
Female into the Woods juft at the time 
when Ihe is in her Lull ; at her Cries the 
wild Male comes, and couples with her 
contrary to other Beafts, Belly to Belly, 
in the narrow Place where Ihe was left. 

When the Male would be gone, he finds 
the way flopp’d up, and the Hunters at 
a diftance, throw over him great and 
fmall Ropes; fo that his Trunk and Legs 
being fecur’d they can come near without 
Danger. However they lead him away 
between two tame Elephants, and beat 
him if he makes a noife. Afterwards he 
grows tame among the reft of his kind; 
and then he that has them in charge, 
teaches him to Salute Friends with *lhis 
Trunk, to Threaten, or Strike whom 
he pleafes, and to kill a Man Condemn’d 
to that fort of Death, with an Iron fix’d 
at the end of a Pole, and then the Ma¬ 
nager fits upon his Neck. It is of it felf 
a very erasable Creature, when it is not 
Enrag’d or in Lull; for then he that. 

Rules it is in Danger. They quiet him 

with 
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with Artificial Fire-works, or dire&ing 
Gemelli. him into a River, where, tho’ fo large, 
1695. he fwims extraordinary well. The She 
Elephants carry their young 12 Months; 
they live too years; and carry about 
3200 Pounds weight Spanij K Thofe of 
Ceylon tho’ fmaller are the moll valu’d of 
any in India-, becaufe they have more 
Courage, and as the Indians imagine are 
refpeQed by the others. But thofe of 
Colconda, Cochinchina, Siam, and the 
Ifland Sumatra are ftronger, and more 
furefooted on the Mountains. It is dear 
keeping of them; for befides the Flefli 
they eat, Pafte made of Meal with Su¬ 
gar Canes, and other things, they give 
them Aqua-vita to drink. 

There are alfo Stags, Lions, Tigers, 
and Leopards,which they hunt with good 
Dogs, and feveral Creatures not to be 
found in Europe, of which mention was 
made among the Game of Daman. 

I muft not omit here to give an ac- 
MuskGoat count of the Musk Wild Goat found in 
the Country of Atmer. Its Snout is 
like a Goat, the Hair like a Stag, and 
its Teeth like a Dog. Under the Belly 
it has a little Bladder, as big as ail Egg, 
full of a thick congeal'd Blood, which 
being cut off is tykl upin a Skin, that the 
feent may not evaporate. After which 
the Beaft lives but a fhort time. They 
are alfo taken on the cold Mountains of 
the Kingdom of Baton, in the Latitude 
of 5<S and <So Degrees, but the grrateft 
quantity and the belt comes out of the 
Country of the Tartars bordering on 
China, where they make a great Trade 
of it. The Sent is fo ftrong that having 
bought a little at Peking, it was ftnelt 
at a great dilbancc, as if my Portnman- 
tue had been full of it, which caus’d 
fome difpute with the Cuftomers. They 
. fo adulterate it, mixing it with other 
Blood, that when it comes into Europe 
it is not a quarter Musk. 
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As for Foul, there arc all in India Foul, 
that Europe affords, and many peculiar 
to the Country. In the Woods there 
are abundance of Peacocks, feveral forts 
of Parrots and green Pigeons. There 
are molt Beautiful Birds, to be kept in 
Cages, both lightly for their Feathers, 
and Pleafant for iinging fweetly. I faw 
-fome half as big as Wheat-ears, all fpot- 
ted like a Tiger. Belldesthe Wild Hens, 
there is a fort of tame ones, whole Skin 
and Bones are very black, but they are 
welt tailed. 

The Mony Coin’d in Indofum is, Ron- v 
pies, half Roupies, and quarter Rntpiet LUl! ‘ 
of Silver ; as alfo Roupies of Gold, worth 
13 Silver Roupies and a quarter, or fix 
pieces of Eight Spanijh Mony, halt Rou¬ 
pies, and quarters. On, both forts there 
are Perfian Characters with the Name of 
the City, rt’herc it is Coin’d, and the 
King’s name on the Reverfe. There 
are alfo Copper Pieces, call’d Pcfies, 54 
whereof make a Rottpie of River. The 
Rajas , or Pagan Petty Kings, in their 
Dominions Coin Gold pieces call’d Pa- 
gods, bccaufc they have a little Paged 
jtamp’d on them, and thefe are worth a 
Zecehme of T’enive. Both the Gold and 
Silver, arc much finer than the Gold ot 
the Spanifi Pittoles, and Silver of their 
Pieces of Eight. Foreign Coin is alfo 
current in the AfogttP' s Country; as 
Zeccbines, by which there is much got. 

Pieces ot Eight, Abajfis of Perfia. , and 
other forts ; but more particularly in 
the Ports, and places of Trade. 

They reckon by Leckes, each worth 
100000 Roupies ; Crons or Crorores, which 
are too Leckes-, and Arcbs, that are ten 
Cross. The Batman, and Man, are 
Weights of 55 Pounds. Another fmal- 
Icr Weight is call’d Goer or Keer, but 
they fometimes change according to the 
Princes will.

CHAP. I 

Of the fever at Religions in Indoftan. 


r-wr-*His vaft Empire, befidcs the Na- 
Gemelli, Eg tives, is inhabited by Per fans, 

id95- JL Tartars, ytbifimans, Armenians, 

Jtws, Chriflians , Mahometans, and Others ; 
but the rnoft univcrfal Religious are the 
Mahometan, and the Fagan y for the firft 
is profefs'd by the Mogul, and the other 
by the aatient Lords and People of the 
Country. Having difeours’d fully of 
the Mahometan in the firft Volurnn, and 
tbefe Emperors being of the Turkift) 
Seft, it oiily Remains to give a fhort 
Account in this Chapter of the Pagan. 
Tranlmi- All the Gentils in India hold the Tranf- 
gntion of migration of Souls, like the Pythagart- 
am, by which means, in their Opinion, 
the Souls after Death receive the re¬ 
ward or punifhment of their good or 
evil Aft ions, being put into good or 
bad Creatures. And therefore they pay 
lingular Honour to the Cow, by the 
Advice of Ramak their Legiflator, as 
being Creatures that, befidcs the good 
they do to Men, fhall receive the Souls 
of good Men. By icafon of this fame 
Opinion, they take fpectal Care of all 
other Creatures ; not only forbearing 
to Eat them, but ufing all means to pre¬ 


vent others Killing them ; and as was 
faid before, in Lome Cities they have 
Hofpitals, where they are at a vaft Ex¬ 
pence in looking after lick Creatures. 

Tho' they afl Profefs one Religion, s 4 Tribes, 
yet they arc divided into 84 Sefts,. or 
Tribes; each of which has its particu¬ 
lar Rites and Ceremonies; and fome pe¬ 
culiar Ptofeffion or Trade, which their 
Children never leave, without they 
would be for ever reputed Infamous; as 
I was told by a Brachmnn, I lent for on 
purpofe to be inform’d in what relates 
to them. 

The firft and principal Tribe is that h r i( bmnu 
of the Brachmans, who are Profeflors of the firft 
Learning, aud Pricfts of their Religion, Tribe, 
which is divided into ten fcveral Scfts. 

The firft five feed on Herbs, and Grain, ot thcIT1 * 
without ever Eating any Thing that has 
Life ; and are call'd, the firft Mar at as, 
the fecond Tetanga, the third Canara, 
the fourth Drovaras, and the fifth Gh- 
zjiratti ; the four firft Eat in one ano¬ 
ther Houfes, but not in thofe of the 
Guz.arattes. The other five Softs Eat of 
all living Creatures, except Fifh ; and 
are call’d Gam, Canog.a, Triatori, which 

are 
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C^AS- l arc the Brockmans of Goi*, GagavaU^ and 
GemtUi. fongaput, none of which Eat in the Hotife 
1(5 95- of another. 

In thefe i o Seels, or Orders of Brach- 
they "may mans -> 110 Man may Marry out of his 
Marry, y own Tribe. In the crofs line, in which 
and whom only they may take Wives, the Prohi- 
noc - bition reaches to the feventh Degree of 
Conlanguinity, or Affinity \ but the 
Daughter of a Brother may Marry the 
Son of a Sifter, that is, her Coufin; yet 
not the contrary that is the Son of the 
Brother with the Daughter of the Sifter, 
that the lame Blood may not come into 
the Family. The Gnz.nrattis are not 
Subje£t to this Law. 

All thefe ro f r *bes of Brachmans 
Converfe with one another ; bnt if one 
comes that is not waffl’d, he may not 
touch any Body, left he Defile them; 
it being a Precept among them to wafh 
their Body Morning, Noon and Night. 
Their Widows do not Marry again, 
and if they will Burn themfelves with 
their Husbands Body, they gain much 
Reputation \ fuch as will not are look’d 
upon as Cowardly, and Infamous. 

Xajmurs The fccond Tribe is that of the Ra¬ 
the fetond japours, or Princes defeended from war- 
Tribe. nk e [vjen. Thefe only Eat in the Hou¬ 
les of their own Tribe, or in thofe of 
the Brachmans, in which all the others 
may Eat, each according to its Qpality, 
The Wives of Rajapours cannot avoid 
being Burn’d with their Husbands, if 
they have no Male Blue ; and if they 
refufe, are carry’d by Force. Tho’ o- 
ther Tribes are allow’d but one Wife^ 
the Rajapours , as being free Princes may 
have as many as they pleafe Some of 
theft Rajapours Border on the Lands of 
Goa ; for befides Savage there is Chio- 
tta , near Daman \ and Grafia, not far 
from Suratts, both Robbers, living a- 
mong Mountains, like Beafts. The King 
of Portugal allows Chiotia 30000 Mamu- 
dis, which make 5 500 Ducats of Na- 

{ ies, and the Mogul gives the other a 
ike Sura out of the Neighbourhood of 
Suratte , that they may not Rob, but de¬ 
fend Travellers againft Thieves. The 
King Penti, near Bazaim, might more 
properly be call’d King of the Woods, 
he Living in them, like an Out-law. 
There is fome difference of Sefts among 
the Rajapours 3 but they all agree in 
eating Fiih, except Beef, and tame 
Swine. 

Brnms The third Tribe of Banians is divided 
the third into twenty Se£ls, none of which Mar- 
Tribe. ries into the other. They Eat nothing 
that has Life, but only Herbs and Pulfe.

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Alraoft all thefe are Merchants3 and 
being bred up to it from their Infancy, 
they are much greater Cheats than the 
Armenians and Jews.

[Here the Author wants the Name of 
the Second^ Theft Eat all forts of Flefh, 
but Beef 3 one^ of them neither Eats 
with, nor Marries into the other; and 
their Wives when the Husband Dies 
may Marry again. 

There are alfo two Tribes of Suurs, Suur 
or Timber-Men j the one call’d Coma- Tribes. 
nas, the other Guzaratti. The firlt Eat 
all forts of Flefh, except Beef; the o- 
thers only Fifh. They do not Marry 
out of their own Tribe, nor do they 
Eat with one another, and the Wi¬ 
dows Marry. 

The Canfars , or Brafiers, are alfo di- confers 2 
vided into Concanas, and Guzarmis, Tribes, 
differing even in their Trade in fome 
meaftire, and Eat ail Flefh, except Beef. 

But they do not intermix in Marriages, 
or Eat together, and the Widows Mar¬ 
ry again. 

The Mi;, who fell Milk, and are G 
Herdfmen, are another Tribe, that 
Eats every Thing but Beef, and tame 
Swines Flefh. Their Widows Marry 
again. 

The Malis, or Sellers of Flowers, are M .. 
another Tribe, that Eat all Things with mhSt 
the fame Exception as the laft, and their 
Widows Marry again without any Dis¬ 
honour. 

The Sonars , or Goldfmkhs, are di¬ 
vided into Cone anas , and Guzarattis , and Smtn * 
obferve the fame as the Braziers. 

There is another Tribe of P’aluoris , vtiums. 
or Gardiners, who Eat all Flefh, but 
Beef and Pork. They neither Eat with, 
nor Marry into another Tribe } their 
Widows Marry again. 

The Columbines, or Peafants make up „ . ,. 
another Tribe, They Eat Flefh with Cmm ma 
the lame Exception, and are divided in¬ 
to Chodris, Mat ares, Pateis , Rout as , Nai- 
chis , Morins, G or els, who go a Horfe- 
back when they are to be Marry’d, and 
Doblas great Wizards, inhabiting the 
Woods, where they Eat Rats, Lizards, 

Snakes, Moles, and all forts of Vermin, 
tho’ never fo Stinking. Their Women 
go Naked, only covering their Privities 
with a Leaf. Thefe, and other Tribes 
of labouring People do not intermix in 
Marriages, but may Eat together, and 
the Women Marry again. 

The Batata’s are alfo Country People, „ ., 
who wear a Line like the Bruchmans , 
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being one liiadeupof three, which feems 
to figuify the Unity of God in three 
perfons. They Eat nothing that has Life, 
bn: Herbsy nor do they Marry into o- 
ther Tribes. The Widows do not 
Marry again. 

The Bandorines, who Prune the Palm, 
or Coco-Trees, and draw the Sura from 
it, are divided into Cbodris, Shi- 

ad*s. Kit as. Char ados, and other forts 
width do not Marry into one another y 
but Eat together, and of all forts of 
Flefh, except Beef, and tame Swine. 
The Widows Marry again. 

The Debits, or Walhers of Linnen, 
are divided into ConcanaS, and Guzjt- 
rattis. They Eat together, but Marry 
each in their own Tribe, ant! Eat any 
Flefh but Beef and Pork. The Wi¬ 
dows Marry again. 

The Fiflier-men are divided into ma¬ 
ny Races, or Tribes, caiPd Cola, Ma¬ 
vis, Pttmbias, Nanis, and Birmaffis. They 
Eat in one anothers Houfes, of all Flefh 
with the ufual Exception, and the Wi¬ 
dows Marry again. 

The Sotrias make two diftinft Tribes y 
the one call’d SaUtnkis, the other Colts . 
They neither Eat nor Marry together,* 
They Eat Flefh like the reft, and their 
Widows Marry again. When the El¬ 
der Brother Dies, the Younger takes his 
Wifey but if the Younger Dies, the 
Elder does notfo. 

Thofe that carry Salt are call’d Cha- 
1 anas, and make feveral Tribes. They 
take Wives out of any of them, Eat 
Flefh as above, and their Widows have 
the Liberty to Marry again. 

_ The Banvafalis, or Salt Merchants Eat 

BsngAfs 11. jjyjjjg Q Caturcs except Beef, tame 

Swines Flefh, Crabs, Lobfters, Creviftes, 
and all Shell Fifh. They do not Marry 
out of their Tribes, but the Widows 
may have fecond Husbands. 

The Tribe of Cantias, who arc all 
Traders, Eat nothing but Fifh. Nei¬ 
ther Marry into, nor Eat with another 
Tribe y fo that for want of another, a 
poor Man fo me times gets a Wife with 
$0000 Crowns. 

In Sseratti there are Babrias , Cat is, 
and Rajapours , who Eat only Fifh, and 
wild Firth. They Eat together, but do 
not Marry out of their Tribes. Their 
Wives do not Many again, but Burn 
themfelves, if they will. 

The Farajts, make Sandals like thofe 
of die Rtcolttt, Eat any fort of Flefh, 
tho’ Rotten, Eat together, and inter¬ 
mix in Marriages, without any Prohibi¬ 
tion y but their Tribe being reputed ve-

ry Vile, they arc not allow’d to enter 
the Houfes of other G end Is, or touch 
them y and muft keep at a great dt- 
ltance. 

In the Country of the Naims of Cape 
Comori, they ate call’d Polios, and as 
they go along the Streets, if they will 
not venture to be Beaten, muft cry Po, 

Po , that the other Geutils may take care 
their very Shadow does not touch them, 
which would Defile them, and they 
would be forc’d to Walh. 

This Cuftom makes the Jefuits that 
are Miffioners there lead a very uneafy 
Life y for being oblig'd to imitate the 
ways of that Tribe, the better to in¬ 
gratiate themfelves with thofe Barbari¬ 
ans, they are forc’d to Wafh themfelves 
as many times a Day as the others do y 
to feed upon raw Herbs y and when two 
Fathers meet in the Street, one adfing 
the Noiret, and the other the Polios, 
they keep at a diftance from one ano¬ 
ther, that they may not be fufpefted. 
There is no doubt they Convert very 
many y but abundance of them not be¬ 
ing us’d to that Hardfhip, fall iuto dan¬ 
gerous Diltcmpers. 

Of all the Tribes here mention’d, on¬ 
ly the Brachmans and Banians are fo 
Precife about killing of all Creatures y 
that even thofe that are Venomous may 
Bite them without receiving any Harm 
from them y but the others in this Cafe 
kill them. 

The Jogis arc People of all Tribes, . 
who have impos’d on themfelves a molt 
painful fort of penitent Life. Befides, 
being continually Naked, fome of them 
hold up their Arms in the Air, without 
ever letting them downy others hold 
them behind, till in time they cannot 
move them. Some hang themfelves up 
with Ropes y others clofe their Months 
with Padlocks, fo that they muft be fed 
with Liquids; others run an Iron-Ring 
through their Prepuce, and hang a little 
Bell to it; which, when the Lilly bar¬ 
ren Women hear, they run to fee, and 
touch him, hoping by that means to be¬ 
come Fruitful. 

The Gentils pay fo great a Refpeft 
to thefe Penitents, that they think them¬ 
felves happy, who can Proftitute Daugh¬ 
ters, Sifters, or Kinf-women to their 
Leudnefs, which they believe lawful in 
them y and for this Reafon there are 
fo many Tboufands of Vagabond Fakirs 
throughoutWhen the Fakirs meet 
with Beraghis ( which is another fort of 
Penitents, differently habited, with their 
Hair and Beard Ihav’d ) they Fight def- 

perately. 
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Chap. II. 

perately. They never Marry, and Eat 
GemiUL in the Hottfes of all Se£ls, except the 
1695. Polias. They go into the Kitchin, and 
take what they will, tho’ the Mailer be 
not at Home. They come together like 
Swine by beat of a Tabor, or at the 
blowing of a Horn, and inarch in Com¬ 
panies with Banners, Lances, and other 
Weapons, which, when they reft, they 
lay down by their Mailer. They Boaft 
they are Defcended from Revanche~Ram t 
who wandred about the World Poor 
and Naked 7 and thele Vagabonds for 
imitating him, are look’d upon as Saints, 


and Live a loofe Life, with the Privi- 
ledge of committing any Crime their 
Brutality foggefts. 

Now con/idering fo great a Number 
of Sefts, and fuch variety of Manners, 
which makes it Impra&icable for them 
to be unanimous in Government, it is 
not to be thought ftrangc that fo fmall 
a Number ot Mahometans Ihould fubduc 
fuch a Multitude of Gentils ; fince Di- 
viilons and Dilcord have ever been the 
moll efficient Caufes in the World to 
overthrow the greateft Monarchies. 


CHAP. It 

Of the Opinions and Superjlitions of the Idolaters. 


Xj.m, a r Gentils are fo blinded with 

Deity. JL profound Superftition, that they 
do not chink it inconilftent to make their 
Gods be Born of Men, and Affign them 
Women; believing they love the fame 
Things Men delight in. They Efteem 
Ram a mighty Deity, on account of the 
Wonders lie wrought whilft Living, by 
means of a Monkey, which eroding the 
Sea at one Leap, Burat Rhevan’s Palace, 
and Leap’d back again, to which pur- 
pofe they tell a long and tedious Fable. 
Among the Goddetfes they count Ma- 
Meluhicbe lachiche , who they (ay never refus’d any 
Goddefs. Body that ask’d it, the life of her Body 7 
as if Ihe had perform’d (ome extraordi¬ 
nary Pennance ; and lb a Man call’d Cun- 
Cunfum. becaufe whilft he Liv’d he enjoy’d 

itfooo Women. 

Opinions Some of them believe there are Eli- 
concerning fan Fields, and that in order to come 
One God. thither, a River is to be pafs’d, like the 
Styx of the Antients, where they are 
to receive new Bodies. Others are of 
Opinion theAVorld will end very foon, 
after which they (hall Live again, and 
go into a new Country. They all be¬ 
lieve there is but one God, who has 
1000 Arms, 1000 Eyes, and as many 
Feet; not knowing any better way how 
to Explain the Thoughts of his Omnipo¬ 
tency. They fay they have four Books 
fent them by God, above 6000 Years 
iince, through the Hands of their Pro¬ 
phet Ram 7 two of which Books are Ihut, 
and two open i but that they can only 
be Read by thofe of their Religion. Be- 
lides, that there ate feven Heavens, in 
the higheft of which God fits 7 and that 
he does not take Notice of the particu¬ 
lar Actions of Men, becaufe they are 
Vol. IV. 


not worthy to be the Objeft of his Di¬ 
vine Thoughts. They alfo fay there is 
a Place where he may be feen, as it 
were through 3 far diftant Cloud. As 
for Evil Spirits they believe they are 
fo chain’d up, that they can do them no 
Harm. 

They Talk of a Man call’d Adam ,, Aim. 
who was the firft and common Father, 
and they fay that his Wife, having yield¬ 
ed to the Temptation of Eating of the 
forbidden Fruit, made her Husband Eat' 
too; but that as the Mouthful he took 
was going down, the Hand of God 
(topp’d its palling further, and thence 
comes the Knot Men have in theirTbroat, 
which they therefore call Adam’s Ap¬ 
ple. 

. The Priefthood among them is Here- 
ditary, as it was formerly among die hood. 
Jews -, for, as was faid before, when a 
Brachman Marries, he mull take the 
Daughter of another Brachman. They 
are diftinguiffiable from all other Gen¬ 
tils, by a String or Rope made of three 
Threads of new Cotton, which they 
wear hanging about their Neck, and 
wound about the left Arm. It is put 
upon Boys of Nine, or Ten Years of 
Age with great Solemnity, but never 
upon Girls. This String or Line is to 
fignify the Unity of God in three Per- 
fons, which they cal! Brama, {'ijht, and 
Mayefa. They will never Eat a Bit 
without they have it on - 7 and fonie of 
them have been known to Faft feveral 
Days, becaufe their Rope broke before 
they could get another of the Priefts. 

When any one is to be Expell’d the Bmbmens 
Tribe of the Brashmans , Banians , ot how Ek- 
Bangafdines , for fome heinous Crime, P« u ’ d * 
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rs^A^ they Cake away his Line thus. All that 
Gemclli. are of the Bribe in chat Place meet bc- 
itfpy. fore riie Boto, or Pried, and accufe the 
^"Y~v Criminal of fuch a Crime. He replies, 
and » his Defence be not good, the 
Boto takes away his Line, wipes off the 
•fills, or Colour on his Forehead. Then 
all the Company falls to chewing of Be~ 
ttUe, eating of Coco-Nuts, and fmoak- 
ing Tabacco, without giving the Cri¬ 
minal any i only out of Pity they throw 
him down on the Ground a Leaf of Ta¬ 
bacco. 

Ho* re- If he defires to be again admitted into 
wiv'd a- the Tribe, he mud go from Honfe to 
gain. Honfe, begging Pardon and Abfolution 
of thofe that Voted, making them fen- 
fible of his Refignation, and Toothing 
the Bate with the Prefent of a Cow. 
This done, he gives all the Tribe a 
Treat, who receive him again, and the 
Pried gives him the Line and THU. 
Gentils All the Scfls of Gent Us on this fide 
will not Ganges, arc very fcrupulous as to Eat- 
l-.It With j n g w Chriflians, and Mahometans, 
0E lcr " or making ufe of the fame Ucenfils. But 
thofe beyond Malm* make no Difficulty 
of it. 

A foolilh They are fo Silly, or Ignorant as ‘o 
Opinion conceit a Woman may Conceive by 
of their- ftcengrh of Imagination and that tho’ 
they are many thonfand Miles diftant, 
and that for feveral Years, yet their 
Wives imagining they Lie with them, 
may become with Child, and therefore 
when they hear of their being brought 
to Bed, they make great Rejoydng. 

A pltafant To this purpofe, R Calls, Prefed of 
Pafljge, the The an ns of Goa, told me a pleafant 
Story. D. Francis He Tavern, Earl of 
Alvar , arriving from Portugal, to be 
Vice-Roy t?f India ; News was brought 
that his Wife, whom he left big with 
Child, was deliver'd of a Son. Among 
the red a Pagan Merchant went toCon- 
gratule him, and thinking to make the 
Vice-Roy a great Complement faid, / 
wifi your Excellency Joy, and hope yon will 
have News every Tear of the Birth of a 
Son . Tliis would have put him in a Paf- 
lion, had not fome told him that the 
idolaters held that prepofterous Opi¬ 
nion. The Women are Happy, that 
can take their Liberty, and make their 
filly Husbands believe they Conceiv’d by 
thinking on them. 

Dying When an Idolater is Dying, his Kin-

Bead does not Pils, the Oblequies are 
perform’d in a very Melancholy man¬ 
ner. Befidcs, they put the Cow’s Tail 
into the Dying Man's Huud, thinking 
his Soul may go into her Body. In fhort, 
they believe every Man may be fiv’d in 
his Religion, and hisSeff, fb he exactly 
obferve God’s Commandments, and the 
Light of Reaion , which Judgment, tho’ 

Falfe, fome Divines would follow, were 
it not condemn’d by the Church. 

The Trial upon fufpicion of Theft a- Trial of 
mong them, is by making the Party Theft, 
fwim over a River that is full of Cro- 
codils, and if he gets over lafe, he is 
reputed not Guilty. The Nmrts call 
this the Paflage of Crocodils. 

Thefe Naha are great Wizards, nor w ir , f 
do they ever Expofc thcmfelvcs to any Sorcerers; 
Feats of Arms, without firft confulting 
the Devil. To this purpofe they let 
their Hair fly, and draw fome Blood out 
of their Forehead with a Knife ; then 
Dancing to the Mufick of a Drum, they 
call him aloud, and he comes to Advife 
them whether they had bed engage their 
Enemy. But when the Enemy repents 
he gave the Challenge, 3nd makes a Sign 
to beg Peace, they eafily grant it. 

Their Women are in Common. When women in 
any of them is with her, he leaves his Common. 
Sword and Buckler at the Door, that 
every Body may know the Place is taken 
up *, and therefore there being no cer¬ 
tainty whole the Children are, they al¬ 
ter the manner of Inheritance, as was 
laid before. But if the Women are 
found to have to do with Men of ano¬ 
ther Seft, they become Slaves to their 
Queen of Camera. When a Brother 
Marries, his Wife is Common to the 
reft. 

By a Priviledge granted them by their 
Queen, they accompany Travellers fo r Tra- 
through thofe Parcs that are infefted with vellers- 
Robbers, and if they happen to prefume 
to Rob any Man, they all Meet, and 
Purfue the Felons till they utterly Ex¬ 
tirpate them. Thus one Boy with a 
Rod in his Hand makes it fafe Travel¬ 
ling throughout all Cattara , tho’ it be 
through Woods, and over Mountains ■, 
and a Traveller for a fmall Matter may 
have one from one Village to another. 

The Su perdition of all the Gent Us in Barbarity

CHAP. III. 

Of feveral Pagods of the Gentils. 


VarW _ nf TN all the Temples or Pagods of thefe 
Idols. * JL idolaters, which for the molt part 
are Round, there are Figures of Devils, 
Serpents, Monkeys, and feveral Mon- 
Iters hideous to behold. In the Villa¬ 
ges, where there are not Carvers to cut 
them, they take a Stone fhap’d like a 
Cilinder, or Email Pillar, colour’d Black, 
and placing it on a Column, adore it 
inftead of an Idol, offering to it Sacri¬ 
fice of Bnle , Arecca , and other Things; 
as I obferv’d in Travelling over difmal 
Mountains, where the Country People 
had made Choice, fome of a Stone, 0- 
thers of a Tree, and fome of an Herb 
for their Idol. 

Firftgreat The chief Pagode, to which they go 
Place of in Pilgrimage are four; Giagrane , Be- 
Pilgrl- narus, MaUtra and Tripeti. That of 

mage. Giagrane , is upon one of the Mouths of 

the River Ganges-, where the Great Brack- 
man., or High Prieft relides. There they 
adore the great Idol Kefora , adorn’d 
with many Jewels. Its Revenues main¬ 
tain ail that valt Multitude of Pilgrims 
that Refhrt thither, on account of the 
Conveniency of the River Ganges, waffl¬ 
ing in whole Water they think cleanfes 
them from Siu more than any other. 
Second The Paged of Bcnarns is Built on the 
Pilgri' Bank of Ganges, in the City of the fame 
mage. Name,. l ahd there is a Stair-cafe from the 
Door of it down to that River, to Wafh 
or Drink. The Vagabond Fakirs carry 
on their Backs Veflels full of this Wa¬ 
ter, (topp’d and feafd by the Great 
Bracbman, to prevent all Frauds, for 
feveral hundreds of Miles, to be well 
Paid for it by rich People and Merchants 
they Prefent it to. At Weddings they 
fpend the Value of 500 Crowns of it, 
or more, it being the Cuftom to give 
a Glafs or two of it about after Din¬ 
ner ; which they drink with as great a 
Guff:, as welhould do fome rich Muskn- 
dine, or Hippocrafs. The Idol is call’d 
Bainmada, held in fuch Honour by the 
Gentils, that as fbon as the Paged is 


open’d, the Bracbmans fall flat on their 
Faces ; and fome with vafl: great Fans 
go to drive the Flies from about the 
Idol. A Bracbman Marks the Forehead 
of all the Pilgrims with a yellow Li¬ 
quor. No Women may go into it, but 
only thofe of one certain Tribe. There 
is another Paged near it call’d Rifcur- 
das, from the name of the Idol adorn’d 
there. 

The Paged of Mamra is 35 Miles Third PH- 
Irom Agra, oil the Road to Debit. With- grlaage. 
in it is a Place hemm’d in with Marble 
Bannifters, with the Idol Ram in the 
middle,_ and two others by him ; and 
both within and without abundance of 
Monfters, fome with four Arms, and 
fome with four Legs; and others with a 
Man’s Head, and a long Tail. They 
carry this Idol upon folemn Feitivals on 
a Bier, to vifit the other Gods, or the 
River. 

The fourth Paged, is that of Tripeti, F , 
in the Province of Carnatica, on the Piign-. 
Coaff of Cormandel, and Cape Comori ; mage, 
it is remarkable for the many Buildings 
and Pools about it. 

In the Kingdom of Bifnag ai there is Bif 
a Paged with 300 Marble Pillars in it. pi g0 [ 

A PortHgnefe Gentleman, who had liv’d 
forty Years in India, and was an Eye 
Witnefstoit, told me, they formerly 
laid out 10000 Roupies there every Year, 
in making a Cart with eighteen Wheels, 
on which, when the Fcffival of the Idol 
was kept, the Bracbmans mounted with 
2 co impudent Women Dancers, skip¬ 
ping in Honour of the Idol. The Cart 
was drawn by 500 Men, and fome Ido¬ 
laters, believing that Death the direct 
Road to Heaven, threw chemfolves un¬ 
der the Wheels, and were crufh’d to 
Pieces. Betides, that when the King of 
Gelconda Poflefs’d himfelf of that Coun¬ 
try, under the Conduit of the General 
Emir Gcmla , he found in that Temple 
an infinite Number of Gold VefTels, and 
three Diamonds of an ineftimable Value; 

one 
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n;ie of which the laid Emir GemU pre- 
Gemeiii. fenced to the Great Mogul \ and that this 
General advancing into the Country of 
the Natch e of Tanjaur, a Gentity and ta¬ 
king the City of that Name, Thou fends 
of Women threw themfelves into Wells 
on account of Religion. 

jfimmicor He told me further, That near the 
Psg si. HI and of Ceylon, there is another fmal l 

Iffand call’d Ramanacor, with a Vagod of 
the fame Name \ at the Entrance where¬ 
of is a Trough of black Stone, and in 
it a Statue of Metal, width the Eyes made 
of Rubies y and that the Gentils break o- 
ver it Coco-Nuts full of Water and 
lay Figs there, to Eat them afterwards, 
as if they were Saadi fy’d ? and Drink 
that Water, as Holy. Within the fur¬ 
ther part of this Paged, is another which 
they open once a Year ; and there they 
adore a Brazen Idol call’d Lmgon, which 
is a very lewd Figure, the Parti of Man 
and Woman appearing join’d together. 
Some Gentils wear it hanging about their 
Necks, out of Deration, as the God of 
Nature. 

f All the GtnuU arc oblig’d to go once 
f^iiVin iQ their 1 at Iea ^ iu PilgriBifige, to 
piign- one of the four Principal Pagods j but 
mage. the rich go feveral times, carry the 
Idols of their Places of Aboad in Pro- 
cefllon, attended by Hundreds of Peo¬ 
ple, and Brack mans who, with long 
Fans made of Peacock’s Teachers, drive 
away the Flies from the idol lying on 
the Bier. 

Superftiti- Three Days before an Eclipfe.hap- 
oijs at the pens, the Brachmam having Notice of 
Eclipfe- j C) break all the Earthen V eflels, to ufe 
new Ones afterwards} and run all of 
them to the River to boil Rice, and 
other Things, and throw it in for the 
Fifties, and Crocodils, when they find 
the fortunate Hour is conic, by their 


Magical Books, and feveral Figures they 
make on the Gound with the Noife of 
Drums, and Latten Plates they beat. 

They caft themfelves into the River to 
WaQl wbiJJl: the Edipfe lafts; the Brack- 
mans attend the richeft Perlons with 
clean Cloths to dry them, and then make 
them fit down on a piece of Structure fix 
Spans fqu3re, daub’d all about with li¬ 
quid Cows Dung, that the Pifmires may 
not run upon it in danger, of being 
Burnt, whtlft they Drefs the Rice, and 
other Pulfc. They cover leveral Figures 
made with powder’d Lime, on that 
Square with the fame Dung, and then 
lay on two or three fmall Sticks of 
Wood to burn feveral Blades of Grain, 
with a great deal of Butter \ and from 
the manner of the Flame to judge what 
plenty of Rice, and other Corn that 
Year will afford. 

The chief Divalis, or Feftivals are pi Vi y lt or 
two, when the Moon decreafes in Otto- Fefhrak 
her, and when fhe increafes in March.

CHAP. V. 

The Author's return to Goa, the fame way ht same. 


T HE Scafon was now fo far advanc’d 
that to fpend any more time at 
G algal a would have made me Slip the 
opportunity of going over to China 3 
therefore bearing patiently with my In¬ 
dian's running away, I made the belt of 
it, and rcfolv’d to venture all alone thro’ 
a Country invefted with Robbers and 
Enemies of Chriftianity. Having heard 
Mafs on Sunday 27th, I mounted but ve¬ 
ry Melancholy; and believing when I 
came at Night to Edoar, I Ihould find 
the Caravan of Oxen for Bardes, or 
fomcChriftian of Goa, was difappointed 
of both. Setting out hence on Monday 
28th, I came before Noon to the Village 
of Rod tiki 3 where deliring a Gentil by 
ligns to make me a Cake of Bread, the 
Knave infteadof Wheaten Flower made 
it of Machini, which is a black Seed, 
that makes a Man giddy, and foil! tafted, 
that a Dog would not eat it. Whilft it 
was hot neceflicy made me eat that Bread 
of Sorrow 3 but could not fwallow it 
cold, tho’ 1 had none for three days, 
At Night I lay near the Paged of Mania* 
pour. 

Tut [day 29th, meeting the Caravan of 
Oxen beyond Oner, I travel’d with it till 
Sun-fet; but being neceflitated to alight, 
and the Caravan going on, I loft fight of 
it, the Night growing dark. Then being 
left alone in the open Field, without 
anything to eat, or place to take flicker, 
and in much dread of Robbers, 1 lay’d 
me down among the Bulbes. 


Wedncfday 30th, when day appear’d, - 
I went on alone, without any knowledge city, 
of the Road, but wiiat the track of the 
Oxen ftiow’d, and come betimes to Be- 
Ugon. This City tho’ made up of Mud 
Houfes thatch'd, is very Populous, be- 
canfe of its Trade. It has a large 54- 
zatr and a good Fort, confide ring it be¬ 
longs to Moors, all built of Stone, and 
encompafs’d with a deep ditch full of 
Water3 but it has little Canon in pro¬ 
portion to its bignefs, and Garrifon. 

Here 1 expected to have found the Ca¬ 
ravan of Oxen belonging to S. Stephens , 
or at leaft to hear fome News of it 3 but 
no Body underftanding me, I was dif¬ 
appointed. Thurfday the laft of the 
Month, a Moor conceiving what I could 
not exprefs, conduced me to Sciapour, a 
Mile thence, where i found the Caravan, 
ready to fet out for Bardes: The Ca- 
narines belonging to it, who were fub- 
jefts to Portugal ftiow’d me a great deal 
of kindnefs *, and finding I was fpent 
with three days want, plentifully pro¬ 
vided me with Foul and Rice 3 but could 
get no Bread, becaufe the Natives do not 
eat any. The work of it was, I muft fet 
out with them immediately, and tho’ a 
Canarin help’d to hold me a Horfeback, 
becaufe of my Weaknefs, yet it went ve¬ 
ry hard with me. That Night we lay 
in a Wood near the Village of Jambot , 
belonging to a Say or Prince of the fame 
name3 the Mogul permitting lome Lords

1695. Friday the fir ft; of April, after a few 
V'Y'V) hours riding we pafs’d fcy fome Cotta¬ 
ges, where were the Officers of the 
Cuftom-houfe and Guards of the Roads, 
who are worfe than Thieves, That 
Night we lay on the Mountain, near 
fotne little Huts of the Country People; 
of whom I could not buy a Chicken, or 
any thing elfe to fupportme. 

Saturday 2d, we went down the fteep 
and tedious Mountain of Balagati, and 
tra veil'd all day through Savagis Coun¬ 
try. The Guards, who like Banditti 
lay skulking about the Woods, Hopp’d 
me, and by ligns ask’d, whether I could 
Shoot out of a Musket, or underftood 
the Art of Gunnery ; and anfwering by 
fgns that I did not, they, at laft let me 
go,fearing the Pormgucfc ffiould ftop their 
People at Goa , becaufe I pafs’d for a Par- 
tugnefe. Having travel’d a few Miles fur¬ 
ther, we lay in the Field, and had an ill 
Night of it, near a Lake. 

Sunday 3d, being £*j?erday» after fe- 
veral hours Travelling, we pafs’d by 
the Mornl\ Guards and Cuftom-houfe. 
There Lwas again detain’d; not becaufe 
they had any need of Gunners or Soul- 
diers, but to make me pay Toll like a 
Beaft ; at length fome Idolaters telling 
them, the Portuguefe, who were but a 
Musket ffiot from thence would do the 
fame, they let me go, 

I went away to Tivi, and thence to 
Forts. Michael, where the Caftellan and 
his Wife perceiving I was lick, would 
notfuffer me to go any furtherbut by 
all means would have me be their Gueft; 
fending away immediately to P umber pa, 
a Farm of the Tkeatim for a Italian, or 
Andora to carry me to G a. 

As the Ballon or Boat was coming, an 
unmannerly Portugucfe Sou Id ior carry’d it 
away by force, and there being no An- 
dor a to be had, returning thanks to the 
Captain and his Wife, for the favour 
they had Ihwe’d me, 1 defir’d them to 
order 3 Sou Idler to bear me Com piny 
to theaforefaid Farm. They were much 
difpleas’d at the PartHgttefe rudenefs, and 
caus’d his Captain to puniffi him, and 
perceiving I would ftay no longer with 
them, fent a Souldier of the Gallic to 
convoy me; who brought me to Pum- 
burpa cm Monday the 4th at Sun-fetting. 
Here I was very lovingly receiv’d by 
the Faflor,_ who gave me a good Sup¬ 
per, and after it an C2fy Bed to reft 
me. 

Tuefday sdt, I crofs’d the Canal in a 
Vol. IV, 


Ballon or Boat, and return’d to Goa to 
the aforemention’d Mona it cry of fa¬ 
thers in a very ill condition. ‘ The Fa¬ 
ther Prejell feeing me fo fick, told me 
that had happed becaofe 1 would not take 
his advice ; 1 anfwer’d Hen pat tor tells 
vulncra fa£ta meis. Both he and F. Hlv- 
politHs endeavour’d to recover me with 
good Fouls, to which the heft Sauce was 
their kindnels; and thus I recover’d my 
flitting Spirits. Wcaknefs oblig’d me 
on iVeditefday <Jth to hire four Boes+ or 
Porters to carry me in an Andora, to fee 
what remain'd worth obferving in Got. 

They were all four latisfy’d' with 15 
Pardaos , which are worth fix Crowns of 
Naples a Month. 

Thttrfday 7th, I went to vific the Bo 
dy of S. Francis X*vtrins, at the Church s ’ 
of Bon-Jeftt, or Good Jefus, being the 5 

profefs’d Houle of the Jsfslts.. The Io0y * 
Church is indifferent large and Arch’d, 
hut lias nothing of good Archicedlure, 
being more like a great Hall than a 
Church. It has an high Altar, with two 
on the Hides, all well Gilt; and on’the 
left a Chappel where the precious Body, 
of S. Francis lies. It was in a Cryftal 
Coffin, within another of Silver, on a 
Pedeftal of Stone; but they expe&ed a 
noble Tomb of Forpbiry Stone, from 
Florence, order’d to be made by the 
Great Duke. Since, with the Pope’s 
leave, the Saints Arm was cut offi the 
reft of the Body has decay’d, as if he 
had relented it; and therefore the Jefu - 
its for nine Years paft, do not (hew it to 
any but the Vice-roy, and fome other 
Perfons of Quality. Being told as much 
at my full coming to 604, J fo far pre¬ 
vail’d, as to have the Vice-roy ufe his 
Power with the Provincial; and he not. 
knowing how to refufe him, would at 
leaft defer the favour till that Morning; 

(hewing me the Holy Body, with tk* 

Church Unit, cloath’d inks Habit; which 
is chang’d every Year. 

Friday 8th, I went to fee the lurch 
of the Italian Carmelites , on a plcafant 
Hill. Tho’ ftnall, it is very Bauciful, 
and Arch’d, as are all the Churches in 
India, with 6 Chappels, and an high Al¬ 
tar, well Gilt. The Monaftcry ishand- 
fome and well contriv’d, with excellent 
Cloifters and Cells, and a delicious Gar¬ 
den, in which there are Chine ft Palm- 
trees which yield a pleafing fhade; 
with their low and thick Leaves. 

There are alfo two Cinnamon Trees, 
like chat of Ceylon. At prelent it 
is decay’d from what it was, before 
the Italian Fathers were confin’d 
LI by 
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by the King’s Order, becanfe only one 
Gemdli. Portuguefe Father cannot take fo much 
1695* Pains. The firft had been again receiv’d 
urv '’' v ' 1 into Favour, but four of them Dy’d at 
Sea, coming from Portugal. 

Saturday 9 th, there being fome Ap- 
prehenfion of the coming of Arabian 
Ships, all the Religious Men and Priefts 
went down arm’d by Order of the Arch- 
bilhop to the Fort of Jguada, to make 
good that Pafs among the Soldiers. 

Sunday 10th, 1 went to pay my Re- 
fpeds to the Vice-Roy, who receiv’d 
me very Courteoutly, and Difcours’d 
with me in French about two Honrs, a- 
bout News from Europe and Afia, and 
when I took ray Leave made me very 
civil Offers. 

Monday 11 th, the Commadore, a fmall 
Veflel, and a Firelhip Sail’d out of the 
Harbour for the Gulph of Perfta , to 
afGft the King of Perfta againft the I man 
of Mafcate ■, who, with five Ships had 
Burnt the Portuguefe Faftory, and feve- 
ral Houfes •, robb’d the Cuftom-Houfe, 
and carry’d away four Pieces of Cannon 
there were in the Fort, with the Arms 
of Spain on them, brought thither from 
Orrms. The King of Perfta had then 
90000 Men ready to fend into Arabia 
FceltXj againft the Iman, 

Vice-Ttoys There arc three Palaces at Goa, for 
Palace* the ufe of the Vice-Roy. The chief of* 
them, call’d the Fort, near the Church 
of the Theatins , and V~tfco dc GamaS 
Gate, has the Profpefl of the Channel, 
and con fills of excellent Apartments, 
and a Royal Chappel. In the Hall of 
it are the Pidurcs of all the Vice-Roys, 
andGovernoursof India, and in another 
all the Ships and Veflels.that ever came 
out of Portugal , lince the firft Difcovery 
of thofc Countries. In the fame are kept 
the Courts of Judicature, or Exchequer, 
and others, and they Coin Mony, Rich 
Coin*. as Pardaos of Silver, and St. Thomafes, 
and Pardaos of Gold. The fmall Mony 
is made of a Metal brought from China, 
which is neither Copper, nor Latten, 
nor Lead, nor Pewter ; but a Subftance 
differing from them all, not known in 
Europe, and call’d Tutunaga, which they 
fay has fbmc mixture of Silver. The 
Onnefes nfc it to make great Guns, mix¬ 
ing it with Brafs. Of this, as was laid, 
they make a very low fort of Coin at 
Goa, call’d Bauiruccos, 375 whereof 
make a Pardao , whofe Value is four 
Carlines of Naples and yet any fmall 
Matter, or Fruit may be Bought for one 
of thefe. 

The Vice-Hoys do not Live in the 
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aforefiiid Palace, becanfe of the ill Air, 
but in that call’d Polvereira , or the 
Powder-Houfe, two Miles from it, at 
the Entrance of the City, as was faid 
elfewhere. Being at firft defign’d to 
make Powder in, it was not then fit to 
entertain a Vice-Roy \ but has been en¬ 
larg’d by degrees. The third is the 
Fort of Fungi, near the Fort of Gafpar 
piat-. The Vice-Roys have not Liv’d 
in it for many Years paft, and at pre- 
fent the Garrilou Soldiers are Quarter’d 
in it. 

Tnefday 12th, News was brought of 
the lofs of a Ship of the Portuguefe Fleet, 
which had run upon fome Rocks in the 
Port of V ! trfava. My Armenian Servant 
being Indifpos’d, 1 Purg’d him with the 
excellent Rhubarb I Bought in Perfia, 
where the belt in the World grows, and 
lie was loon well. 

H r edne/day 13th, I went with the Fa¬ 
thers to Divert me at the Farm of Pum- 
burpa, and Thurfday 14th, enjoy’d the 
good Company of fome Friends that 
came thither from Goa. Friday 15 th, we 
went a walking in the Noviciate of the 
Fathers of the Society, oppofite to the 
faid Country Houfe. Walking there on 
Saturday itfth, I pi tty’d fo many poor 
Chriftians and Idolaters, who Live in 
wretched Cottages under theCoco-T rees, 
to make them Fruitful, Man’s Breath 
helping them to bear; without hopes of 
ever removing with their Family from 
the Place where they are Born, becanfe 
if they go to another Place, their Mafters 
bring them back by force, worfe than 
if they were Slaves. Sundry 1 7th, after 
Dinner, we went to fee a Farm of the 
Augufiinians clofc by, where an ingeni¬ 
ous Father had Built a good Houfe, and 
Fu mi fil’d it handfomly. 

Monday 18th, we went a Fi/hing on 
the Channel, which does not only a- 
bound in all other forts, but feveral 
kinds of Shell Fifh, and particularly Oi- 
fters, fo large that the very Fifh of fome 
of them weighs half a Pound but they 
are not fo well tafted as ours. The Por¬ 
tuguefe ufe the Shells in their Windows 
inftead of Glafs, making them thin, and 
Tranfparent. Tnefday 19th, after Din¬ 
ner, we return’d to Goa. 

Wednefday 20th, two Veffels from nurLadv 
Macao, loaded with Chinefe Commodi- 0 f the 7 
ties arriv’d in the Port; and Thurfday Cape. 

21 ft, I went Aboard one of them, call’d 
the Fumburpa, to fee feveral Rarities it 
brought. Friday 22d, I went in an An- 
dora, to Vifit our Lady del Cabo, or of 
the Cape, ftanding on the Point of the 
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Gemelli.

Monday 25th, I went 
over to Divert my iclf to a little Coun¬ 
try Houfe, feated on the (Hand of £ar~ 
des, where on Tuefday 26th, I faw the 
Convoy of fcveral Veflels return from 
Canara, with a good Stock of Rice, be- 
caufe the Iflands of Goa do not produce 
enough. IVednefday 27th, I took the

Thurfday 28th, was the Proceffion of 
Corpus Chrijti , which is made here with 
much Solemnity in Aprils becaufe of the 
Storms, and great Rains in June. Be¬ 
fore it went a Soldier a Horfe-back in 
bright Armour. Then follow’d an Image 
of St. George in Wood, about which fome 
Perfons in Masks Danc’d; and after them 
fix Canons, with (is Silver Maces, and 
Iaftly, fix Gentlemen carry’d the Cano¬ 
py* 

Friday 29 th, I went to fee a Lion 
brought the Vice-Roy from Mozambique, 
who was about to fend it as a Prefcnt to 
the Emperor of China. And ftill con¬ 
tinuing to Divert my felf after my late 
Sufferings, on Saturday, the la ft of the 
Month I faw. the Powder-Houfe, where 
they were then aftually making Pow¬ 
der. 

Sunday the firft of May , I went to 
the Cathedral to hear fome indifferent 
Muficfc, on account of the Feftival of 
St. Philip and Jacob ; and Monday 2d, 
Din’d with F. Francis , being invited by 
him, becaufe the time of my Departure 
drew near. On Tuefday 3d, F. Hippoli- 
tsts Flfconte 'took care to Change what 
Mony i had into Pieces of Eight, be¬ 
caufe there is a great deal loft by carry¬ 
ing' Gold into China \ and a Portugueft 
Merchant well skill'd in that Trade, 
made a fmall Purchafe of Diamonds for 
me, they being cheap at Goa. IVednef¬ 
day 4th, I went with F. Salvador Galli, 

F. Fifcontt , and the General of Salzette, 
to fpeak to Jerom Vafconcellos ? Captain 
of the Vefiel call’d The Holy Rofary , 
bound for China. For their Sakes he un¬ 
dertook to carry me; but refufuig to' 
find me Provifions for my Mony, I was 
forc’d on Thurfday <;th, to lay in a Stock 
for lo long a Voyage. Friday 6 th, I 
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went to the Church of the Miraculous 
Crolj, to beg of God a good Voyage, 
2nd Saturday , 7th diverted my felf on 
the Channel. Sunday 8th, fome Friends 
din’d with me, and Monday pth, I din’d 
with F. Francis , and after drinking to 
my good Voyage, we cook leave ,of one 
another with much Concern. Tuefday 
10th, 1 went to the Powder-Houfe to 
pay my Rcfpecb to the Vice-Roy, and 
defire him to give me 3. Letter of Re¬ 
commendation to the General of China■ 
He granted it very Civilly, o lie ring to 
do me any other liindnefs. 

My Armenian Servant refuting to go 
to China, oa. IVednefday rich, I Bought 
a Cafre, or Black Slave for eighteen 
Pieces of Eight, and there being a Nfe- 
ceffity to get a Licenfe to Ship him ofij 
becaufe we were to touch at Malaca, 
where the Dutch Herettcks Command, 

1 'vent on Thurfday 12th, to the Inqni T 
fitors to have it Pafs’d. They made a 
great Difficulty of granting it, and dif- 
penfing with the Prohibitiort they them- 
felves^ had been Authors of; alledging 
that fome Cafes, who had been Shipp’d 
at other times, being taken, had turn’d 
Aiahometans. Friday 13th, I took Leave 
of my friends, the VefTel being already 
fallen down to the Mouth of the Chan-r 
nel, in order to Sail very fpeedily; and 
Saturday 14th, having return’d Thanks, 
and bid Adieu to the Fathers Theatitu , 

1 went Aboard with my Goods. There 
fpeaking to the Captain, to order my 
Equipage aqd Provilions to be taken A- 
board, he order’d it to be deliver’d to 
the_ Mafter’s Mate, for him to difpofe 
of it as the Pilot fhouJd direft, he ha¬ 
ving undertaken to keep me by the way, 

I putting my Provifion to his. This 
done, I return’d to the Farm of Pum- 
burpa, to have the Sat is fa ft ion of lying 
Arnore one Night longer. 

Sunday 1 5th, I went over to the Bland 
Charon, where the Noviciate of the Je- 
fuits is, to hear Mafs. Meeting there, 
with ibme Italian Fathers, who were 
Bound for China, Aboard the lame Vef- 
fel, they very Civilly fhew'd me all the 
Houfe. The Church is fmall, and has 
three Altars well Gilt; but the Sacrifty 
has curious Chefts of Drawers about it 
made of Indian Wood, varnifh’d, with 
the Apoftles painted on it, The Houfe 
is .final), and the Calls lor thirty Novi¬ 
ces very little. I din’d in the Farm of 
the Awn ft imam, and lay that Night in 
that of the Theatint. 
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CHAP. VI. 

The Author's Voyage to Malaca. 


TV It Vnduty i<Tth, the VelTel being un- 
CemetlL XVx der Sail I went Aboard. To- 
1 69 5. wards Evening came Aboard E Emanuel 
Ferreira, a Portuguese , Miflioner to Tun- 
chin, who wore a Reverend long Beard; 
E Jofepb Condoni , a Sicilian, going to 
his Million of Cochinchina, which Fathers 
had been Summon’d to Rome , by his 
Holinets Pope Innocent the 11 ch, becaufc 
they had refus’d to Obey the trench Bi- 
fiiops and Vicars Apoftolick in thofe 
Kingdoms, to the great Scandal of the 
Chriftians, who law the Church-Men 
Excommunicate one another, and eight 
other Jefhits of fevcral Nations, who 
were going to China ^ befides ten others 
who went in the Veflel of the Merchants 
of Goa, call’d Pumburpa, which carry’d 
the Lion above-mention’d. 

The Fathers of the Society are in 
foch Efteem and Reputation in India, 
that at Night the Vice-Roy came to 
Vi lit thofe that were Aboard the two 
Ships, and flay’d till Mid-night in thefe 
two VilRs. Laying hold of this Oppor¬ 
tunity, lie himfelf recommended me to 
the Captain, telling him, I was a curi¬ 
ous Gentleman, that TravelPd only to 
fee the World, and therefore he fhould 
ufe me well. His Recommendation had 
but little Effect, becaufc the Captain, 
¥ who was Bred in China, had quite for¬ 
got the PortHgutft Civility, which 
in all Places I found they Practis’d 
more towards me, than towards their 
own Country-Men; nor did he value 
another Man's Merit, or Qualifications. 
As foon as the Vice-Roy was gone they 
weigh’d Anchor, and the Veflels were 
tow’d by fevcral Pantos, which are long 
Boats with fixty Oars, and Ballons , 
which are finaller ; the City Pilots being 
Aboard, to carry the Veflels beyond the 
Flat, which is before the Fort of Gafpar 
Diaz., near which we lay all Tuefday, 
becaufc the Wind blew hard. 

Wcdnefday iStb, the lame Wind con¬ 
tinuing, and the City Pilots having no 
hopes it would fall, weigh’d Anchor two 
Hours before Day, and began to have 
the Ships tow’d again by the Ballons and 
raraos. But the Wind tiling, to avoid 
the Rock, they both run upon the Sand. 
There being danger that the Ship might 
fplit at the- Flood, it being then Ebb, 
every one endeavour'd to carry off his 


Goods, efpecially Mony, and to get It 
Afhore y and it would go hard wkh the 
City Pilots, if once the Veflels were 
ftraaded, and they did not fly. 1 put my 
Baggage Aboard a Coafter, and leaving 
my Slave with my Provilions, went to 
Goa for a new Licenle from the Inquiii- 
cion, to put the Black Aboard the Coa¬ 
fter, in cafe the Ships that were flranded 
fhould be rendred unfit to perform their 
Voyage ; which I got with fome Diffi¬ 
culty for the Reafons above alledg’d. 

Whim ! was ftill at Goa , the Vice- 
Roy gathering abundance of Paraos and 
Ballons , went in Perfon to get off the 
Veflels with the Flood; which being 
done, they came up again to take in as 
much Water as they had thrown over 
Board to lighten themfelves. The ho- 
neft Pilot, and Mafter’s Mate of our 
Ship had allb thrown over the Pallengers 
Provifion and Fruit ■, but not their own, 
which afterwards they did Eat till they 
were ready to Crack. Taking leave a- 
gain of the Fathers Galli and Flfconti, I 
return’d Aboard with my Baggage, but 
was not told they bad thrown over 
Board three great Baskets of Wine full 
of Mangos , for had 1 known it, I would 
have provided other Fruit. 

Wc got not out on Thurfday ipth, 
through the Fault of the City Pilots; 
but about break of Day, on Friday 20th, 
the Wind blowing fair at N. W. our 
Vefl'cl call’d the Rofary, the Pumbttrpa, 
and four Coafters put out to Sea. The 
Jefitits, as they were the firft that went 
off, fo would they be the laft to return 
Aboard. The fame fair Wind continu’d 
Saturday 21ft, and Sunday 22d. 

Monday 23d, the Pilots by Obferva- 
tion found we were in the Latitude of 
Cochin. We had great Rains, andftor- 
my Winds every Day and Night, but 
they did not laft above an Hour. They 
call thefe Tempefts Sumatras, from the 
Bland of that Name. Holding on our 
Courfe South on Tuefday 24th, the Pi¬ 
lots judg’d we were in the Latitude of 
Cape Comon j which is like that of Good 
Hope. It is to be obferv’d chat in this 
Place they find a moft unaccountable 
work of Nature \ which is, that at the 
fame time it is Winter at Goa , and all 
along that Coaft, it is Summer upon all 
the oppolite Coaft, as far as the King¬ 
dom 
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dom of Golcorda , and thus in a few Hours 
Gemelli. diey go from Winter to Summer; which 
i69$. is experimentally known to be true eve- 
O/'V'O ry Day, by the Natives of Mod* re, li¬ 
ar, Tanjatir, Ginge , Madrafiapatan, the 
People of the Notches-, and other Pagan 
Princes. 

Wednefday 25til, making an obfervati- 
oq we fouud our felves in the Latitude 
of Cape Gaiii in the Ifland of Culoti, 
which was joyful News to all abroad, as 
being then fure they fiiould continue their 
Voyage; for had the South Wind Part¬ 
ed up before we reach'd that Place, we 
could have gone no further, but mult 
have run away to Northward, as hap¬ 
pen'd to two Ships of China, which fet 
out in the Year 1*93. and put in to refit 
after the Storm, the one at Damam, 
and the other at Bombaim , On the con¬ 
trary being once in the Latitude of Cape 
Galli , no Wind could put us by our Voy¬ 
age. We were here according to the 
Pilots Computation 600 Miles from Goa. 

The Wand of Cedon belides its rich 
ceihn 1- Cinnamon , which is carry’d all the 
Wnd. World over, has the bc/t Elephants, as 
was laid above, and a Mountain that pro¬ 
duces Rock Cryftal, of which at Goa 
they make Buttons, Beads, and other 
Things. 

Thar [day 26 th, we found our fclvcs 
in the Latitude of 6 Degrees oppoiite to 
the Bay of Bengda ; and all the Mouths 
of the River Ganges running into it, 
whilft at the fame time the natural Cur¬ 
rent of the Water is from South to 
North, that Sea is very rough. This 
made the Ship often lye athwart the 
Waves, and kept us all continually 
BengsU watching for fear. This Kingdom of Btn- 
Kingdom, gala is accounted the moll Fruitful the 
“Mogul has, by reafon of its Rivers. It 
Fas a great Trade for Silk, Calico, and 
other Stuffs. Finding our felves in this 
Latitude wc Hood to the Eaftward, and 
on Fnday 27th, were off the Maldive 
I {lands. Saturday 28 th, the lame fair 

Wind continu'd, but with the fame Row¬ 
ling, Sunday 2.9th, the Wind held on, 
and a Sailer dying was thrown over 
Board. Monday 30th, we were Becalm'd, 
but Tuefday the laII of the Month the 
Wind came up again, blew harder on 
Wednefday the fir ft of Jane , and held 
fair on Thurfday 2d. 

rtuokar Friday 3d, we were in light of the I- 
Mandand {land of Nicobar , the Wind blowing 
Aaimton freffrer. This Ifland pays a Tribute of a 
certain number of human Bodies to the 
Ifland of Audentaan, to be eaten by the 
Natives of it. Thefe Brutes rather than 


Men, ufc when they have wounded an 
Enemy, to run greedily to fuck the Blood 
that runs. The Dutch are Wirnedcs of 
this Cruelty of theirs ; For they going 
with 5 Shipstofubdue them and landing 
800 Men, tho’they were well Intrench'd 
to defend them felves againfl thofe wild 
People; yet they were moft of them 
kill’d, very few having the good Fortune 
to fly to their Ships. 

Skur Francis Coatir.ho General of Sdt.ite 
told me that the chief Motive the Dutch 
had to attempt the Conqueft of that 1- 
fland, was a Report fpread abroad, that 
there was a Well iu that Ifland, whole 
Water Converted Iron into Gold, and 
was the true phi loft)pliers Stone. The 
ground of this Rumour was, an Engiijb 
Ship putting into that ifland after a dread¬ 
ful Storm, where they obiervd chat a 
little Water which an Wander carry’d, 
being fpijt upon an Anchor, that part 
of it which was wet with it, turn’d into 
Gold; and asking him where he had 
that Water, he told them out of a Wc-fl 
in the Ifland, afeer which they kill’d him- 
I can neither affirm nor deny that there 
is fuch a Well; but only declare thjs 
Story was told me by F- Emanuel Ferra¬ 
ra, and by Cominho a Knight of the Or¬ 
der of Chrift, before P. Galli at Goa, 
who bad alfo heard of it before. No 
Man in Europe or Afia can give any more 
certain Account of it, beeaule thofe Peo¬ 
ple have no Commerce with any Nation 
in the World. 

Saturday 4th, the fair Wind continu¬ 
ing, we came off the point of Achtar, 
where the Malay Sea begins, fo call’d aB “ 
from the Malayes inhabiting thofe Wands. jg^nT* 
Achtm is on the Eaftermoll Point of the 
Ifland Sumatra ; a Country not Govern’d 
by a King, as Tavernier thinks, but al¬ 
ways by a Queen; the Males being ex¬ 
cluded that Inheritance, by the Laws of 
the Kingdom. Theie are other Kings 
and Princes in this Ifland, part Mahome¬ 
tans and part Gentiis ; whole Subjefisare 
near as Barbarous as the People of An- 
demaon, particularly the Inhabitants of a 
Mountain call’d Bata, that is, Rock, not 
far from Achem , who Cruelly Play for 
one anothers Lives. When the Game is 
done, the Winner binds the Loler, and 
ftays all Day for lome Body to buy him, 
when if none comes he Kills and Eats 
him v as Coutinho told me, who had been 
up the faid Ifland of the Kingdom of A- 
chsm. The Natives ffimly believe that if a 
Dying Man eats a roafted Cuckow he 
fccures his PaiTage to Heaven ; fo that it 
is a good Trade to carry thofe Birds into 
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(Wi the ifland, which is Very fruitful and 
Gemelti. Rich- In it is found much Gold unit 
1 <595- (which makes fome fuppofe it to be the 
Aurta Cherfonefis of the Amients) Tin, 
Iron, Omp hi re, Sulphur* white Sandal 
and Pepper. The Dutch every Year buy 
ioooo Picos of Pepper, every Pico is 
130 Pounds Spaniflt, which they fell to 
the Moors-, who like it better than any 
other, becaufe being fiitaller, they put 
it into their Pilau whole. The Air ot 
the Country is bad, efpecially for Stran¬ 
gers. . 

Sunday yth, the Wind fail’d us near 
this Bland, as it always ufes to do ; fo 
that as much time is fpent, by reafon of 
the continual Calm between that Place 
and Malacca, which are but 250 Miles 
a funder, as in 1500 there are from Coa 
thither, as the Pilots fay. Befides, the 
Calm and the Current is contrary, and 
rather put Ships backward than forward, 
for which reafon wc perceiving there was 
too much Water to Anchor, were forc’d 
to draw to Shore, for here we always 
run clofe under it to drop our Anchor, 
that we might not iofe way when the 
contrary Current met us. 

Monday 6th, the Calm continu’d, and 
I loll the Pilots Table , for he would 
not find me any longer; and what moll 
vex’d me was, that of thirty Fouls I 
brought from Goa, I had eaten but (even, 
and all the reft were flown 3 a Misfortune 
Travellers are expos’d to. The Wind 
frcOining otiTuefday 7th, we fail’d almoft 
due South, and leaving behind the Ifland 
called dot Degradados, or of banifh’d Men, 
where the Governors of Acbcm con¬ 
fine Criminals, weeame oppoiite to that 
call’d da Rairrba, or the Queens; recove¬ 
ring fifty Miles the Current had carry’d 
us back. But IVtdaefday 8th, we were 
not only Becalm’d, 'but not being able 
to Anchor, the Stream carry’d the Ship 
fix Miles back. 

Thar [day pth, we drew towards the a- 
forefaid Illand with little Wind, 3nd 
came to an Anchor late in eighteen Fa¬ 
thom Water, a Mile from Land. Friday 
icth, we weigh’d and dropt Anchor 
three feveral times for want of Wind, 
as was alfo done by the Ship Pttmburpa 
and an Englijh Man. Saturday i ith, the 
Wind blew frefh betimes, and carry’d 
us forward. We call’d to fbme Malayes 
belonging to the Illand, who were Fifh- 
ing, but they would not come 3 and two 
that gave Ear to us kept at a great 
diltance for fear. Having given them 
fome Bisket and Veflcls to fetch Water, 
they were never feen more. Tliefe In- 
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habitants of the Ifland live worfe than 
Bealls 3 and their low Cottages cannot 
poifibiy be feen, becaule of the thick 
green Trees about them, as is ufual all 
along this Coaft we had hitherto run. I 
was told there were none but Cottages 
at Achem, and that only the Queen’s 
Palace, flic being then an old Woman, 
is of Timber, with a poor Mud Fort. 

Eighty Miles beyond Strra da Rain ha, 
or the Queen’s Mountain, the Current 
is not always contrary , but runs fix 
Hours one way and fix the other. The 
Heat here is exceflive, bccaufe the Storms 
call’d Sumatra1 and the Rains, which ne¬ 
ver fail in the Bay, arc here rare and 
more gentle. The Wind ceafing on Sun -. 
day 12th, the Boat was fent a Shore for 
Wood and Water, but found none of 
the latter. 

Monday 13 th, we advanc’d as far as 
the Point of Targiapour, where a good 
River falls into the Sea, a Place grateful 
to Sailers, becaufe from thence forward 
the Current is not lb rapid. Tuesday 
14th, we made but little way, firftwith 
the Land and then with the Sea Briezey 
but we were worfe afterwards, for the 
Wind wholly ceas’d on Wednesday 15 th. 

Thurfday 16th it blew very faintly; and 
Friday 17th there was none at all. 

Saturday 18th, we made fome way in Fohen j ri 
fight of the Ifland Pohereira , but the piana . 
Wind failing, could notreachittill Sun¬ 
day 19th, when we lay off it. The Gom- 
pafs of it is two Miles, and it has abun¬ 
dance of Trees and a good Brook; but 
no Inhabitants. The next Night we 
were well walh’d by a great Shower of 
Rain; for at this Ifland the Sumatras be¬ 
gin again and hold to Malaca , never 
failing either by Day or Night. 

Monday 20th, the contrary Wind hin- 
dred us making much way, but what we 
gain’d in fight of the two Email Iflands 
the Fortuguefcs call as duas Irmaas , or the 
two Sifters, becaule they are near toge¬ 
ther. Tuefday 21ft, we lay off the I- 
fland Am, befet with many Rocks, and 
Wednefday 22d, crolfing theStreight drew 
near the Continent; lo that on Thurfday 
23d, we were oppoiite to Mount Fulpor- 
filar. Friday 24th, we Sail’d along the 
Coaft, which is thick cover’d with Trees, 
and lubjett to a petty King that lives in 
the Woods like a Beall. Saturday 25th, 
we met feveral Chincfe Barks call’d So- SomttsChi- 
mas, loaded with Rice and bound for A- we/eVef- 
chtm. They carry’d four Sails made of * e s ’ 

Mat, two of them on the fides from the 
main Mali, like the Wings of a Bird 
when it flies, extended by two great 

Poles 
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Poles, another at the Foremaft, and the 
fourth at the Beak. The Shape of the 
Veflel is very odd, for the Head is as 
wide as the Stern. Towards Evening 
we were near Cape Rachado. 

Sunday 26th, when we were in light 
of Mdaca , the Wind flatted up contra¬ 


ry and bindred us entving the Port, fo 
that we were forc’d to Call Anchor; but 
on Monday 27th, wc Anchor'd on the 
Shore of the City. Soon after I went 
afhore with the Captain, and took a 
Lodging in an Inn. 


CHAP. VII. 


An Account of what is worth ohfervingat Malaca. 


M Alaca is feated on the Southermoft 
part ot the Antient Cherfinefus , 
iu x Degrees, and 20 Minutes Latitude, 
and therefore the Days and Nights, are 
always equal. The Portuguefe under the 
Command of their General Jttbuquerqe 
took it from the King of Ihor, but not 
without the expence of much Blood; 
but in the Year 1640, it was taken from 
them by the Dutch t after they had de¬ 
fended it bravely for fix Months. The 
Ancients thought Malaca was an Ifland 
by reafon of the many Channels running 
acrofs its Land ; but the exactnefs of the 
Moderns, has dilicover’d this error. 
TheHonfes are of Timber, and forthe 
moll part the Walls and Roofs cover’d 
with Mats, but there are fuch abundance 
of Palm and other Trees all about, that 
at a diftance, it looks more like a Wood 
than a City. It is Inhabited on both fidcs 
of the River by Portttgitefe Chrifiians , 
Gentils of feveral Parcs, Moors, and 
Chtmfes , for which reafon, when the 
Governor puts out any Order, it is writ 
in thofe four Languages, befides Dutch. 
It contains about 5000 Souls, moft of 
them PortugHtfe Cathoiicks, better in- 
flrufted in matters of Faith, than any 
in Europe ; there being Children 10, or 
12 years Old, that anfwer to qneftions 
concerning Religion, as folidly as a Di¬ 
vine could do; and this becaufe of the 
continual palling of Mifitouers of the 
Society through this place to China, Dm- 
chin , Cochinchina and other parts. But 
the Dmch forbidding them the exercife 
of the Catholick Religion , they are 
forced to have it in the Woods, with 
much danger; and to bear patiently 
with the excelfive Taxes laid on them, 
more than the Jews and Mahometans. 
Yet there is no Danger they fliould be¬ 
come Proteftants, but on the contrary 
fame Dutch have been known to ab¬ 
jure, through the means of their Wives. 
It was no fmal! comfort to me, to fee 


fuch good Chriflians among Infidels and 
Cdvinifls. But their heavy Sufferings 
make them wilh for a change of Govern¬ 
ment, and to be under 1bme Catholick 
Prince. 

Duefday 28th, I went into the Fort The Fort, 
on the right Hand, end ing the Channel. 

It is about a Mile in com pals. There are 
fix fmall Towers furnifh’d with fufflcient 
Cannon, and a Ditch towards the Se3 
and Channel. The two Gates are one 
towards the River, and the other to¬ 
wards the South Cape, The Governor 
of the City commands in it, and has 
under him a Garrifon of 180 Souldiers. 

In the midft of it is a riling ground, on 
which flood the Church and Mouaftery 
of the JefuitSj when it was pofleffd by 
the Portuguese ; but the Dutch pull’d 
down the Dormitories, leaving only the 
Church for their own ufe, and a 'l ower 
adjoining to it, to put up their Colours. 

Within the fame Fort, was the Church 
of the Mifericordia ; but that having 
been Batter’d by the Cannon, ferves now 
for a Magazine. 

The Climate is temperate, as has 
been laid, and the Soil Fruitful, becaufe 
it never mifles any day being water’d by Coco-nuts 
a fhower of Rain. It produces almoft all 
the forts of Fruit found at Goa', but the 
Coco-nut, is three times as big. When 
gather’d green they call it Lagna 7 and 
the Water of it ferves to drink ; but 
when full ripe, it has a Pulp, like an Ap¬ 
ple, tender, and well tafted; which is 
not found in the Coco-nuts of Goa. 

The Durion of Mdaca is alfo very Fa¬ 
mous, and Strangers when once us’d to Purien. 
its fmell, are fo fond of it, that they can 
not be without it. The Tree is very 
tall, and the Fruit grows out of the thick 
part of the Branches, like the Jacca. 

It is almoft round, and refembling the 
Fruit of the Pine-tree. When ripe it is 
yellow, with Ibme Points Handing out 
about it; and the Pulp within loft. 
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and white,-and divided into fix parts,with 
as many Stones, which when dry, are 
eaten like othet | 4 enicW* It 1 cr*els like 
a rotten Onion, but has an excellent 
tafte y fothat when thenofe is once us’d 
to the firft, the Pallate is well pleas’d 

with the 2d. . 

The Mmgstfian a Wild Fruit is very 
good, round and as big as an Apple, 
with fix [breaks on the top, like a Star. 
When ripe it is yellow without, with 
white divilions within, like Cloves of 
Garlick: Btitfoftand fweet. The Rind 
pouder’d and drank in Water, Hops the 
blood? Flux. 

The Jamboa Is a Fruit, as big as a 
large Melon, and has the Rind, fhape, 
and colour of an Adam s Apple y but the 
quarters of it are like thofe of an Orange, 
and of the fame talle. There are 
White,YeiIow,and Red, according to die 
fevcral forts of Trees y which is like the 
Tarama deferib’d among the Fruit of Goa. 

The AJfampaj* is an acid Fruit, grow¬ 
ing at the foot of the Indian Canes, good 
to" pickle, as big as a Walnut, of an 
earthy colour without, and white with¬ 
in, with a Stone in the middle. 

The Romania is as big as a green Wal¬ 
nut, cool and good to make the fame fort 
of Sauce. 

The Saga, fo highly valu’d by the 
Portugueje, is the Root of a Trcc, that 
grows on the Coaft, and the Malaycs 
carry to fell at Maiaca, whence by rea- 
fon 'of its good nets, it is tranfported 
to India, China, and other places ft ill 
further diftant. It is rarely well tailed 
made into a Sweet-meat y it is alfo good 
in Broth, and its clouded Seeds diflolv’d, 
thicken like Glew. 

The Batciam is a wild Fruit, like a 
Mango, and drarp to make Sauce. 

There are alfo feveral forts of Herbs 
differing from ours, and among the 
reft the Gnama and Ctlada, which tafte 
like boil’d Sellery. 

The C&fMdaca gives Laws to all 
Ships that pafs the Streight, obliging 
them to pay Anchorage, whether they 
put into the Port or not. Spanifl and JV- 
xututft Ships pay too pieces of Eight 
each, others lefs. The Dutch are fo hard 
upon thefc two Nations, becaufe they 
fay they paid as much, when the Ter- 
uiguefe were Mailers of it. The En- 
rltjh are not only free from this burden, 
but much honoured; for two Ships of 
theirs fhludug with 18 Guns, the Fort 
anfwefd wirh 19, whereas our two Vef- 
fcls faluting withfeven, they return’d no 
anfwery tho’the Fimburpa, put out the 


Anns of Portugal. The Port of Maiaca 
is very fafe, $nd has a great Trade from 
Haft and Weft y and therefore the Sa¬ 
zan of the City are fumilh’d with the . 
bed Rarities of Japan, China , Bengal*, 
the Coaft of Coromandel, Per fix, and o- 
ther Kingdoms. 

1 faw fuch beautiful Parrots there, p 
that a Painter could not draw any thing 
fo fineSome of them had all the Body 
and Wings red, and the Legs green. Ci¬ 
thers, call’d Nor os, the Body red, the 
Head black, or dark blew, and the Wings, 
and Legs of a light blew. Others were 
of an alh colour, with green Wings. 

And others white, with a yellow tuft, 
call’d Cm at uas y and thefe are taken in the 
Iflands of Ternatt, Ambon, Macxfar, and 
Java-, but they are lefs than thofe of 
America. 

Wedntfday 29th, they Jbew’d rue a Cifartt. 
Black Bird they call Cafuarts, , twice as 
big as a Turkey Cock, with Bones in the 
Wings, like Whalebone, and the beak 
and feet like an Oftrich- Its Eggs are 
white and green, and is taken in the 
Ifiaild of Java. 

Thurfiday ; ,oth, I cat a rare Filh, call’d helms,. 
Balanca. ' Underneath it is like a Crab, 
at top like a Tortoife, and has the Head 
arm’d with a Sword , boil’d ittaftesjofl 
like a Crab y the Male and Female are 
always found coupl’d. Tho’ there are fuch 
Rarities at Mdacayt is dear living there, 
a piece of Eight a day being little enough. 

The Dominion of the Dutch, reaches 
but three Miles round the City y becaufe t *^ 
the Natives being a wild People living 
like Beafts, they will not eafily fubmic 
to bear the Holland Yoke. They are 
call’d Menancavos, very great Thieves, 
Mahometans as to Religion, and fuch 
mortal Enemies to the Dutch , that they 
do not only refufe to have any Commerce 
with them, but cut them in pieces, when¬ 
soever it is in their Power, And this is 
the realbn, why the Plains of Maiaca, 
abounding in Indian Canes, they cannot 
be cut without much precaution, for 
fear of thofe Barbarians. Their King 
call’d Paganvyon,bis his Rdidence at Na¬ 
ns, a Village made with Mats iil put to¬ 
gether, in the thickeft of the Wood. No 
better account can be had of their Coun¬ 
try for want of Commerce with them. 

Along the fame Coaft, lives another 
fbrtof half Men, call’d Salines, Mahome¬ 
tans, as well as the others, in Boats and 
moveable Houfes. They are both Fifh- 
er-mcn and Pirates along the Coaft y a 
robuft fort of Men, govern’d by a chief 
theycall Palimajatti, like Banditti.

I Might cafily have gone to Manila* 
aboard the Veffel call’d Polaco, which 
came into the Port i but 1 voluntarily 
let flip that fair Opportunity, being 
defirous to fee China. In order to it, 
going all again aboard the Portugutfe 
Vellels on Friday the iirft ot July ; as 
we were ready to Sail our V oyage was 
retarded by fome Words that pals’d be¬ 
tween the Pilot and Maftcr s Mate. The 
firft of them went away aboard the 
Pimbnrpa , and all the Day, and part of 
the Night being fpetit in fending and 
proving, the Captain would have me 
draw up a form of Proteftaticm, to be 
hotify'd to the Pilot. He could not be 
prevail'd upon to return to the Ship, 
fb that we were forc’d to Sail with .mo¬ 
ther, after Mid-night. 

Saturday 2d, in the Morning we An¬ 
chor’d, the Wind being contrary; which 
Ming all Sunday 3d, we made little or 
no way. Monday 4th, we run up on a 
Bo ling, and found our felves at Night 
oppohee to a great Mountain, over the 
Rivet ftrmofo. This is a deep River, 
whofe Source is many and many Miles 
up the Country. On its Banks grow 
abundance of excellent Indian Canes, 
Which the Inhabitants of Malaca cut to 
Trade. Some of them are thick, with¬ 
out any Knot, to ferve for walking 
Staves, and others flender, and eighteen 
Spans long, which cut are put to many 
Ufes, as to make Bed-fteads, outward 
Doors, Chairs, Stools, Baskets, Ropes, 
Pack-thread, and Sewing-thread ; for 
when fplit thin, the Threads bow every 
way wichput breaking, and are proper 
to Sew with. 

Tuefday 51I1, we lay at Anchor, and 
made but little way on Wednesday 6th,be- 
caufe the Wiud was contrary. Tharfday 
yth, the lame Canfe made us lofc, ra* 
thcr than gain Ground y and it had been 
worfe on Friday 8th, had we not dropt 
Anchor again after weighing. Saturday 
ptli^ we were quite becalm'd- Smday 
10th, the Wind coming up pretty fair, 
we left the Ifland Pulpiffon, and two 0- 
ther fmali Rocks a-fterji. The fir It is 
fo call'd, becaufe lhap’d like a Fig, for 
in the Malaye language Pul fignifics an 
Ifland, and Piffon a Fig. 

Monday 1 ith, we pafs’d by the Bland 
Vol. IV. 
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Pulcariman , which, tho’ large, is not 
Inhabited any more than the reft. Thep. 
wc came to an Anchor at die Mouth pf 
the Streighc, before Sun-let, both be- 
can ft the Wind was contrary, and be- 
caufe we. founded all the way; for tho’ 
the good Pilots of Macao Sail that way 
twice a Year, yet they never remember 
any thing of it. On the left, going 
from M 4 aca, the Mouth is four or five 
Fadom deep, and fix or feyen on the 
right. 

There are abundance of other Ifiands Many, 
between Sumatra , and Cape Ikor, which Juana* 
are not fet down in the Maps y tho’ 
lomc.of them are lo large that they are 
call’d Kingdoms. Some of them belong 
to the King’s of jambi, and Palumbon, 

Ifiands adjoining to Sumatra, on the 
Coaft oppolite to Malaga , where the 
Dutch have a Faftory, and dome to the 
King of Riao on the. right of, the 
Stt eight of Sincapura y all three Kings 
Mahometans as to their Religion, and 
Malaya by Deftent. 

This multitude of Ifiands makes abtin- The 
dance of Streights, all dangerous to Pafs; Streiglit;. 
hut particularly that of Sinamra, where 
we were, which yet is tr.oft frequented 
by the Natives, to go to, and return 
fpeedily from Siam, Cochinchina , Tun- 
chin , Manila , China, japan, and other 
Kingdoms of aifia. Tne other call’d 
del Govtmador, or the Govemours, is. lb 
deep, that very often there is no An¬ 
choring in it ■, but being much wider 
than the other, the European Ships, that 
is French , Englijlt, Dutch , and others 
ule it very much. The ocher Straights* 
arc call’d of Carvon, Damn, Javan, and 
Ikor *, jadides many more, which take 
Name from the Blands that form them, 

That of Ikor is only, pafftble betwixt 
the Continent, and the Ifiands, where 
a long Channel ends, which leads to 
the Metropolis of the fame Name, con- 
lifting of Cottages, and thence to the 
Sea of the Contracofia, or oppofite Coaft. 

The Dutch have a Faftory at that Court 
to Trade for Pepper. 

Tuefday i 2th, we entred the Mouth Sines fid t 
of the Streight of Sincapnra betimes, Straight, 
which is a quarter of a League over at 
fir ft ; but further in wider, tho’ enclos’d 
by fo many Blands, chat they are a meer 
M m La’by- 
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Labyrinth to Ships; which thofc who 
have not feen it before, think they Ihall 
never get out ot feeing Land oa l a A 
fides The fecond Mouth is but halt 
fo wide as the firft, but only a Mile in 
lcncth, and all thediftance between the 
two Mouths is eight Miles. This nar¬ 
row Paflagc is rendved the more dange¬ 
rous by the .violent fetting of the Wa¬ 
ter backwards and forwards at Ebb and 
Flood. In other refpeas the Eye is de¬ 
lighted with the beautiful Green or.fo 
many 1 Hands adorn’d with tall and thick 
Trees, which are never left naked like 
ours in Europe in Winter, 

The Aiatayes, call’d Salines, Live a- 
long this Channel, in portable and Float¬ 
ing Houfes. They dwell on the Water 
in Boats cover’d with Mats, with Canes 
interwoven in the middle to lie on; nor 
are they difturb’d cither at their brutal 
Solitude, the ill Air, or the dreadful- 
nefs of the neighbouring Woods. They 
are ingenious at Filhing, which they 
Live on, either Angling, or linking 
the leaft Filhes through with Spears 
made of Bamboo. Some of them came 
to our Ships fide, with their Women 
and Children in their Floating-Houfes 
to get V die Is, Iron, Knives, Tabacco, 
and other Trifles, in Exchange for Fifti 
they having no knowledge of Mony. 
They are not fatisfy’d if they had the 
value of ioo Pieces of Eight in Exchange, 
they are fo Miftrufttol, Falfe, and 
Wicked ; but upon any flight Occafion 
ftrike their Spear in any Man’s Body, or 
dfe a fmall Knife call’d Grift, they wear 
by their Side. They are Subject to the 
King of/ior, who therefore has a Cu- 
ftom-Houfe for Filh in the midft of the 
Channel. We came to an Anchor near 
it, by reafoil of the Calm. 

mdmfday 13 th, we got out of the 
Streight, leaving behind ns on the right 
the Cottages cover’d with Mats, fee up 
on Poles; and keeping along the Coaft 
of Jkor, where 1 faid the other Mouth 
of the Channel of that Name was ; the 
Wind came up contrary, which oblig’d 
us to caft Anchor near that barbarous 

Country. „ _ /*., 

The Kingdom of Jkor, as I find, a- 
bounds in Pepper, a fort of white Cop¬ 
per the Fonuguefe call Calein, Indian 
Canes, Rice, Arecca , Coro-Nuts, and 
other Things, which keep up its Trade 
with other Nations ; particularly with 
the Dutch, who therefore ufe all their 
Endeavours to hinder others from re¬ 
torting thither, allowing no Veflels to 
pafs by Malata, without the Govemour s 


Leave. The Inhabitants of Jkor, and 

the Salittts wear a Garment to their 
Waite ; and from thence down, both 
Men and Women cover themfelvcs with 
a Linnen Cloth. The Women wear 
their Hairdifhevell’d without Breading; 
but the Men fhave their Heads, and 
Beards, only keeping long Whiskers. 

Jnftead of a Turbant, they tie a fmall 
Linnen Rag, like a Fillet about their 
Foreheads. 

Thurfday 14th, the Wind being con¬ 
trary, we Anchor’d off Cape Romania. 

Friday 15th, wc Sail’d along the Coaft 
of Romania ; leaving a long row of Iflands 
on the right, that Sea being all over full 
of them" About Evening wc pafs’d by 
Pedro Branca, or the white Rock, to 
call’d by the Fortuguefe, being a fmall 
white Rock rifing a little above the Wa¬ 
ter, and to phic’d in the middle of the 
Channel, with two others adjoining to 
it, that it hasfplic many Ships that were 
unacquainted with it. 

The Fortuguefe told me. That a Bhfphemy 
Country-Man of theirs being to go that l’unifh’d, 
way in a Ship of his own, laden with 
much Gold, and other rich Commodi¬ 
ties ; he was continually asking^ of the 
Pilot, when they fhould be paft it; and 
thinking every Hour an Age till he was 
out of that Danger, repeated the Que- 
ftion fo often, that the Pilot grown 
weary of him, faid they were already 
beyond it. Then he diftra&ed with Joy, 
broke out into thefe execrable Words, 

That God could not now make him Poor, 

But he went not unpunifh’d, for the 
Ship toon ftruck upon the white Rock ; 
and having loft all, he only fav’d his 
Life to be the more Miferable. 

Saturday itfth, holding on our Conrfe 
with a brisk Gale, we got out from a* 
midft fo many Iflands, which ftretch- 
ing out towards the South, along the 
Streight of Banco, which is the way to 
Batavia, left us a clear and' open Sea, 
our Courfe being Eaftward. The Wind 
frelhing, carry’d ns away from Cape Jkor, 
towards the Ifland Borneo, which is un¬ 
der the Equinoctial. The aforefaid Cape 
Jkor is the end of a long Coaft reach- tames. 
ing to Bengala , which afterwards turns 
away, and forms the Comracofia, or op- 
pofite Coaft, as far as the Kingdom of 
Siam, where there are feveral other Do¬ 
minions, and among the reft that of the 
Tat arm, ever govern’d by a Woman, 
like thofe of Achim , and Canara. This 
Country abounds in Camphir, Pepper, 

Ivory, Cagulaca , a fweet Wood to burn, 
Cere-Nuts Arecca , white and ftain’d Ca¬ 
licoes, 
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licoes, and Birds-Nefts, and has a vaft 
Ctmellt. Trade with the neighbouring Kingdom 
i5p5- of Bengal*, by way of the Ijhmis. The 
Queen is a Mahometan, and Tributary 
to the King of Siam. We Sail’d on 
merrily towards the Ifland of Pullaor, 
much wifh’d for by us \ when at Night 


we were fur priz’d in a great Sumatra, 
or Tempeft: from the North} which 
drove us fo violently towards the South, 
that oil Sunday 17th, at break of Day, 
we were in light of the Ifland Borneo, 
and of thofe call’d Siamones , which lie 
off it, and are inhabited by Malayes.

CHAP. IX. 

Of the Ifland Borneo, being an Abftratf of the Account given of it to the 
J KJ#g of Portugal, by F. Antony Ventimiglia ; and of the Miffion In- 
fiituted there. 


T HE Ifland of Borneo being the 
largeft in the World, containing 
Rarities of ineftimable Value, and al- 
mofl: unknown to Europeans, becaule all 
Poflcfs’d by Mahometan Kings and Prin¬ 
ces, who do not fuffer Strangers to go 
up the Country, to Trade with the Ido¬ 
latrous Natives, who arc Tyrannically 
Opprefs'd by them, that they may Sh¬ 
eave to themfelves the Wealth of the 
IflaDd, iu Exchange for poor Baubles 
thofe Wretches ftand in need of} for 
thefe Rcafons the Reader will not think 
it amTs that I fhould interrupt the Rela¬ 
tion of my Travels, with a Ihort Ab- 
ftraft of the Account given of this Plate 
to the King of Portugal, __ by F. Antony r 
Ventimiglia , a Tkeatin of the City ot 
Palermo , the firffc Miflioner that ever 
had the Fortune to pierce into the Heart 
of that Ifland} not trail flaring it Word 
for Word from the Portuguefe , which 
would make it too tedious. The por¬ 
tuguefe Original which I have by me, 
deferves entire Credit} for there is no 
Doubt to be made, but that fo Zealous 
a ReligiousJMan as he was, writ no more 
than what he faw. 

The Citizens of Macao, frequenting 
the Pbrt of Manjar - Maffen , in the 
Ifland of Borneo , the King of that Name 
feveral times declar'd to fome Captains, 
and particularly to Emanuel dt Araujo 
Garces, that he fhould be well pleas'd 
the City of Macao thou Id fettle a Fafto- 
ry in that Port, for the fecurity of 
Trade } and that betides forwarding 
and a flitting them in all that lay in his 
Power, he would allow a Church to be 
Built for the free Exercife of the Chri- 
ttian Religion. Thefe Offers wrought 
no Effect upon the People of Macao , 
as being perfectly well acquainted with 
the changeable Temper of thofe Maho¬ 
metans } but Andrew Coelho Vieira, Gc- 
Vol. IV’. 


neral of the City having acquainted D. 
Roderick At Acojla , Governour of Goa , 
with the Matter} he confuked with 
three knowing Perfons, whether the 
fcttlement of fuch Faftory was for the 
Service of God, and their King} and 
underttanding it would be very Advan¬ 
tageous, tho’ the Towiiflnen of Macao 
fent a Meflcnger of theirs to Qbftruft 
the Performing of it, yet in the Year 
1680, lie gave the necertary Orders, for- 
fettling the Factory in the Name of that 
City } enjoining Jofeph Pinheiro , a rich 
Citizen of Macao, who was then at GW, 
to take that Affair upon him. He ac¬ 
cepted of it to pleafe the Governour, 
tho’ he had always endeavour’d to Ob- 
ftruff it. 

Before this was refolv’d on, Luis 
Francis Coutinho was come to Goa , and 
knowing how zeatoufly the Fathers The- 
atims defir’d to be employ’d in fome 
Miffion, to which no other Order had a- 
ny right of cider Claim, chat they might 
the better fow the Seed of the Word 
of God on their own Ground, and ga¬ 
ther the Harvefl of propagating the 
Holy Gofpcl, and converting the poor 
Sheep that were If ray’d from the Flock 
of Chrik} he acquainted them with the 
willingnefs the King of Manjar-Maffen 
exprefs’d to allow the Chriflians a 
Church, and how little Inclination the 
City of Macao had to fettle the Fadfory, 
and that no Miffion had ever been in 
that Ifland.

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The Seafon of the Year to Sail for 
G erne lit, Manjar-Majfen being come, tho’ he cl id 
169^. not like this interrupted Method, yet 
L/V'sJ he ftt out on the 8th of January 1689, 
carrying along with him a Chimfe , who 
had been a Slave to Coutinho , and a Bea- 
jus whom the Moors the Year before had 
fold to FruttHofo Gomez, , they being both 
difeharg’d by their Mafters for this pur- 
pofe.

ed fb well, that there began prefeud y 
to refort to him fome of the Beajufes from 
the neighbouring Villages fubjeft to the 
Mahometan King; if it had been for no¬ 
thing elfe, at leaft to fee their Country¬ 
man Laurence. Many of them came on 
the 10th of March , when he had began 
a nine Days Devotion aboard the Veflei, 
in honour of S. Jofeph , adorning the 
Cabin decently with Hangings and Lights. 
The next Day came a venerable old Man, 
with his Daughter, grand Daughter, and 
an antient Matron to vilit the Religious 
Man, who had converted his Boat into a 
handfome Houfe and Cbappel, and re¬ 
ceiv’d them very Affectionately, ac¬ 
quainting them with the Deiign that 
brought him a fecond time into filch re¬ 
mote and ftrange Parts, which was to 
fhow them the way of Salvation, by in¬ 
truding them in our holy Faith. They 
were pleas’d with the Father’s Words, 
and allur’d him he ihould be honourably 
Receiv’d by them all. From that time 
forward more of the Beajufes began to re¬ 
fort to the Vefiei, and to call the good 
Man their Tatum, that is, Grand Father ; 
a Name among them of great Honour; 
Convening with him very Familiarly and 
Lovingly, and bringing their Wives and 
Daughters, tho’ they were very Jealous, 
to kifs his Hand and Habit in a very mo- 
deft and courteous Manner. Ac thefe 
Vilits they always prefented him with 
fome Fowl, a Basket of Rice, fome 
pieces of fweet Wood, or a Mat of thofe 
they work nioft Curioufly ; or clfc 
Herbs, fweet Roots, Wood or other 
Things, and he refuting to take it, they 
left it before his Cabbin, fo that after¬ 


wards he receiv’d it rather than difpleafe 
them; provided it was not Gold, preci¬ 
ous Stones, or any thing of Value, The 
nine Days Devotion fo happily begun, 
ended with a general Joy and Applaufe, 
and what is molt to be admir’d, even of 
■the Moors tbemfclves; fora Crofs 20 
Spans high was put into a Boat, and be¬ 
ing carry’d about the River with many 
Lights, as it return’d to the Lent me or 
VefTel where the Father reikied, was 
faluted by all the Cannon of two VcfTcis 
of Macao. This was follow'd by a Vi¬ 
lit from an Anya, who was Chief or Go- 
vernour of a Village, with all his Fami¬ 
ly; which he made with fo much Civili¬ 
ty and Refped, that the Father thought 
fit to repay it the next Day, attended^by 
13 Bortugaefes belonging to the Ship. 
The Governour and all his People re¬ 
ceiv’d him in a very folemn Manner, with 
Drums beating and other Mu lick of the 
Country, and Dancing, as if it had been 
one of their Kings. The old Anga pro- 
ftrated himfeif on the Ground to kifs 
his Habit, and all the reft, Men, Women 
and Children, great mid fmall follow’d 
his Example. The good Man receiv'd 
them in his Arms to gain their Affeftion, 
and make way to their Converlion, to 
which they feern’d well difpos’d. In 
fhort, the Anga defir’d to be Baptiz’d 
immediately ; protecting he would fol¬ 
low him Dead or Alive, lo powerfully 
the divine Grace wrought upon his Heart. 
He added, that he believ’d that all the 
reft of the BeajuJ'es would give him the 
Refped which was due; and that the 
more to convince him he would go in 
Pcrion to acquaint the Tomangun and 
Damon , two lovereign Princes in the 
Heart of the Bland, one of whom was 
his Son in Law. It was agreed he Ihould 
come the next Day to the Lentine , that 
Matters might be rcfolv’d on with the 
Advice Of Captain Emanuel £ Araujo 
Garces. The Anga being tir’d with the 
Rejoycing after his Tatum went away, 
could not be as good as his Word on the 
24-tli, but fail’d not to come on the 
25 th, attended as before. F. Antony 
gave him a good Dinner, and fome fmall 
Curiollties of China ; and it was refolv’d 
he Ihould fend by means of the fame An¬ 
ya fomePrcTentto Tomangun and Damon, 
and becaufe he could not perform the 
Journey without leave of the Moorijh 
King, as being his Subject, the afore- 
faid Captain Emanuel being fb much in 
the King’s Favour, undertook to obtain 
it. The King liv’d in a Village atacon- 
fiderable diftanoe on the lUver , and 
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tilings fell out To that the Captain could 
G crntUi. not go thither for federal Days follow - 
1695. ing to get his leave; fo that the Anga 
i/V\; vvas weary of expecting, defit’d E Anto¬ 
ny to fetid him the Prefeat for the Win¬ 
ces, and he would go without the Moo- 
rift King's leave, which oblig’d the Fa¬ 
ther to go vilit him the next Day, and 
deliver him the Prefcut, confiding in 
Things of fmall Value , as Flowers , 
Diflies, Rings, Glafs Bracelets and the 
like, in two little Boxes; to which he 
added an embroider’d Pidture of our 
U Idled Lady, and another of S. Gaeta¬ 
rns ; hoping they would touch the Hearts 
of thofe Infidels to bring them into the 
true way of Salvation. The Anga com¬ 
ing to the Princes deliver’d the Prefects, 
and telling them the caufe of his com¬ 
ing, was 1 eceiv’d with fuch joy, that they 
prefently fitted out 100 Gallics and Pa- 
raos there were in their Rivers, and a- 
mong the left one fourteen Fathom long 
to bring their beloved Tatum. This little 
Fleet being come to the Mouth of the 
River where their Dominions ended, 
flopp’d there beta life of the War between 
the Beajufes and the Moots j and thence 
they difpatch'd the Angst with the Moor- 
1ft King’s Embafladoi, who had been 
lent to conclude a Peace with thofe Prin¬ 
ces , to obtain leave to come into the 
River where the Dentine was. Whiift 
the Anga was thus employ’d, Damon, 
who thought every Hour an Age till he 
came to F. Anthony, fent a Kinfmari of 
his difguiz’d'to vilit him, in a little Pa- 
rao of one Oar; and a few Days after 
lent his Brother with 12 of his Guard, 
to tell him if he thought fit, they would 
go to him infptgftC of the Moor , and 
carry him into their Country ; which the 
good Father did not think convenient. 
Not long after this the Anga came to F. 
Wentimiglia with a Prefent from Damon, 
coufifting of two curious little Baskets 
of India Cane and Straw Interwoven, 
::nd full of fweer Herbs and Roots, bits 
of Eagle-wood and other fweet Woods, 
which are only given to great Men, be- 
caefe of the efteem thofe People makcof 
them. He alfo told him the Princes were 
much edify'd at his contempt of tempo¬ 
ral Things, and the Zeal he fhow’d in 
coming to their Country. And that 
they look’d upon it as a fpccial Provi¬ 
dence -of God; for as they came down 
with their, fmall Fleet, 'they faw a fiery 
Globe on the River, by which they un¬ 
derflood, he was fent by God to enligh¬ 
ten them with the Faith. 

Things being in this pofturc, a Ru- 
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moiir ran among the Moors of Manjar, 
that the Cbriftians had i min Hated them- 
felvcs among the Beajufes with Prefents 
of Gold arid Silver, topolTefs themfelves 
of their Country, which not a little 
obftructed their coming in; which the 
Moor ift King was then ready to confent 
to, that he might by means of the Ta¬ 
mm the better bring the Peace to a Con- 
dufion. But the divine Providence fo 
order'd it, that on the 4th of June at 
Night a Son of Tomangan , and another 
of Damon , attended by their Unkles 
came to the Ltntine , and calling Captain 
Emanuel d’ Araujo , gave him to under- 
Rand, that tho’ they had waited above 
a Month with much Trouble to them¬ 
felves, yet they would Ray till his Ship 
Sail’d, that he might not be left expos’d 
to the Infolency of the Moors, and when 
he was gone would take their Tatum a- 
boatd their Galleys, wherein both of 
them agreeing, one of the Princes ear- 
neftly defir’d a Knife, to ratifie his En¬ 
gagement with Blood drawn from his 
Arm ; and foon after departed for fear 
of being fur priz’d by the Enemy. 

At this time came a Coufin of the Sin- 
dam, the mofl powerful Prince among 
the Beajufes, living in the upper part of 
the ifland, about Bufinefs of his own, 
who tbo’ he had pjfs’d through the Do¬ 
minions of Tomangm and Damon, knew 
nothing of what was doing. Being in¬ 
form’d of what had happned when he 
came into the Angus Territories, he 
went direftly to the Ship and thence to 
the Lentine to fee F. Femimiglia. He 
there complain’d of the Princes, who 
had not acquainted his Kinfman the Sin- 
dum, and therefore he was not come with 
a Prefent from him, as knowing no¬ 
thing of his being there; but that never- 
chelefs the Sivdum being at peace with 
the King of Manjar , he would without 
any Impediment from the Moots carry a- 
way the Tatum in his Parao, or in any 
other that was in the River to his own 
Country, or into that of the other Prin¬ 
ces, provided he would promifi after 
fome Ray there, to repair to the Sindum ; 
who, as foon as he heard of him, would 
certainly come to vifit him; and laftly 
defir’d the Father not to depart without 
him. 

Oft the loth came 6 Oihcr Beajufes upon 
hearing the Fame fpread abroad of the 
Tatum, from 15 Days Journey diftance. 
They alfo earncflly intreated him, that 
he would pleafe to go comfort them in 
their Country, after he had been with 
the aforefaid Princes, and were never 
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fstisfy’d for four Hours together with 
plug his Hands, and laying them to 
their Faces. The Prefent they brought 
was two Coco Nuts, two ftuall Bags of 
llice, a little Oyl, three little Bunches 
oi fweet Herbs 3 a great hollow Bamboo 
Csue lull of a thing like Butter, which 
thpy gather from a Tree, and a little 
Wirt3 for which a return was made them 
ill frcall Cunoiitics of China. 

But the Enemy of Mankind being e- 
ver ready to dilturb thole that employ 
themfelv'es in the Service of God, for 
the good of their Neighbours * the good 
Mair fuller’d much before he got into 
thofe Countries; bccattft all the People 
belonging to Macao and particularly 
Em*™d iC Araujo, endeavour’d to dif- 
fwade him from that Enterprise, alledg- 
iug, that all thofe frequent Vilits and 
Carefl'es of the Beajufes, were Counter¬ 
feit, and only defign’d to bring him to 
an untimely End3 and that they could 
not leave a Perfon in fuch Danger, that 
might gain Souls for Heaven elfewhere, 
The pious Man undemanding by thefe 
Words, and perceiving by other To¬ 
kens, that they intended to obftrucr his 
entting the Gountry, as they had done 
the Year before, he fpoke to the Cap¬ 
tain with feme Refcnttnent, laying the 
lo& of thofe Souls to his charge. It was 
no wonder he Ihould be- fo much con¬ 
cern’d at the oppoiition made by the 
Portuguefe , Uiice in a Letter of his he 
delivers himfelf to this effeft. That he 
would certainly have for the prefect deferred 
enjoying the Glory of Heaven , that he 
might ^ ferve in that Vineyard of our Lord 
till the end of the World ; without any 0- 
ther Reward, than fulfilling his holy Well. 
Therefore he look’d upon every Email 
Accident as a great Obftacle to bis En¬ 
trance, which was of fuch Cotilequencc 
for fpreading the Faith in that large and 
unpolilh’d Country 3 being refolv’d to 
Dye rather than quit his Enterprise. 

On the 25 of June the Ship got -with¬ 
out the Flat to a Place, where it was id 
a ltadineft to Sail for Macao \ and he 
having faid Mafs, all that were prefent 
Weeping, the Captain Emanuel Araujo 
went away to his Ship with 5 Porwguefes 3 
and E. Antony taking leaveof them de¬ 
parted to his Million with lour Servants, 
which iv ere the Chtmfe that had been 
Slave to Luis Francis, Laurence the Benjue, 
a Sailer born in Betigda, and an other 
who offer’d to bear him Company There 
were alio with him two Beajufes re¬ 
lated to Damon and lomangun, who com¬ 
ing with four others fent by thofe Princes 


to the Captain, to invite him to be pre¬ 
fent when they intended to ratific the 
Peace and Friendlhip already eflablilh’d 
with their Blood3 ltay ? d behind to at¬ 
tend the Father. His departure was the 
more remarkable for Carrying along with 
him a curious Crofs of incorruptible 
Wood, on the Foot whereof the Arms 
of Portugal were Carv’d in half Relieve, 
with thefe Words about Ehcm, Lufia~ 
norum Virtus , & Gloria . To fignifie the 
Zeal and great A ft ions of th e Fmuguefi 
Nation for the Exaltation of the hoiy 
Crofs, and Propagating the Golpel; to 
fulfill the divine Oracle deliver’d in the 
Plain of Ouriquc to Ring Afyhonfo Emi - 

Leaving the Ship they took their way 
towards the River of the Beajufes, ana 
coming to the Mouth at it on the 26 th, 
found there 23 Paraos with Soo Men a- 
board ready to receive then3 among 
whom was be that had cheC-.p given him, 
who bad always extoll’d the Courtefie of 
the PoYtugiecfes. Some of them went 
into the Email Boat to convey it up to 
that in which Da*non and T" omar.gun. 
we re, who both afterwards went over 
into that where F Antony was, to caff 
thanfelves at tiis Feet, J'omangun fig* 
ualiz’d himfelf in this Aftfon 3 for with¬ 
out ftirring an Inch from him, he ex¬ 
horted two Youths his Sons, and all his 
Followers to imitate him, becaufe they 
did this to their true Lord. Damon be¬ 
ing feated between the Servant of God 
aadTamangun, acquainted the Company, 
that the Apollo lick Religous Man was 
come from remote Countries, to_teach 
them the true and holy Law, without 
which they could not be lav'd} and that 
his Profcffmn being remote from all that 
was Temporal, he coveted nothing but 
to put their Souls in the way to Heaven. 
Tomangux and all the reft artfwer’d with 
an unanimous Voice full of joy. That 
.they defir’d nothing more, and did pro- 
mife to keep and fecurc him with all pop* 
fible Rcfp?ft and Honour; and would 
before have ratify'd their logagement 
with the Blood of their Arms, had nor. 
the Father hind red them. Then he de¬ 
liver’d them the holy Crofs, which they 
all Worfhip’d, to be erefted in the 
Church, they promis'd to Build 0121. of 
Hand in their Dominions 3 declaring 
they would for the future put thera- 
fojyes under the Proteftion of the Crown 
of Portugal. After fpeuding fome time 
in fuch like Conversion, they all went 
into Damon's Parao , Rating the Father on 
a Place rais’d above the reft 3 to which 
*■ he 
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he condcfcended the better to gain 

Gcmclii. their Affections and their Souls to Hea- 
16$%. yen. 

This was the beginning of the new 
Miflion in Borneoy to fettle which F. An¬ 
tony apply’d himfelf with fuch Zeal, that 
in fix Months time he Baptiz’d 1800 of 
the Beajufes ; and Luis Francis Coutinbo, 
who having fpent 40 days in their River, 
piercetf into the upper part of the I (land, 
declar’d that he round the Children of 
of thofe Beajufes, as well inItrucled in the 
Catholick Religion, as if they had been 
Born in Cbriftendom. 

. , f Now as for what concerns the Ifland 

Borneo. of Bor rice, 2.46 Miles diftant from Ma- 
laca , it is cut acrofs by the Equinoctial 
line, and is 1650 Italian Miles in com- 
pafs. The Borders, or rather the Coaft 
all about, is inhabited by Moors call’d 
Malay Sy who having lorded it for many 
Years, are fully fetled there with Kings 
of their own ; but further up the Coun¬ 
try Batonifm, call'd BeajttSy prevails ; and 
tho’ India had been 200 Years, difeo- 
ver’d the Preaching of the Gofpei had 
not reach'd them till this time, they be¬ 
ing generally look’d upon as Barba¬ 
rous, Wild and unfit for Converfation. 

_ „ _ The Moors are govern’d by feveral 

vernment Kin S s » the cllief ot wllich are thofe of 
Man jar or Manjar-maffen ; of Succadon , 

in one of whofe Rivers there are excel¬ 
lent Diamonds found ; of Borneo , and 
others. The Beajufes have no Kings, but 
only Princes and other Chiefs. Thofe 
that are Subjedts to the King of Man- 
jar or Border upon him, pay a Tri¬ 
bute. 

Ports. There are feveral Ports in the Ifland 
but the moil frequented is that of Man- 
jar-rnajfen , for its Spice, but efpecially 
by the Inhabitants of Macao. It is form’d 
by a large River of frelh Water, three 
Miles over, and 14 Fadom deep at the 
Mouth. Three days Journey up it, 
there are three little 1 (lands; the big- 
eft of them is two Miles long, and the 
Portuguefe have thoughts of building a 
Fort on' it, to fettle a Factory there. 
The other two are fmaller and nearer to 
the Land 5 and confcquently not fo fit 
for that purpofe. 

FrodufL All theCoimtry isFruitfid,and abounds 

in Rice, which is better than any other 
in AJia, and the Fruit, belides its great 
Plenty, differs in Colour, Tafte and 
Bignefs from ours in Europe. There is 
alfo great ftore of Caflia, Wax, Cam- 
phire (the heft in the World) black and 
white Pepper, call’d Eatian, Gum and 
feveral good Dies. It alfo produces ma¬ 


ny forts of Sweet Herbs, Roots of black. 
Wood, and another fort that fmells like 
Eagle Wood, and Calumbach. There 
are vaft Woods for building of Ships,, 
where they alfo make much Fitch and' 
Rozin for feveral ufes. Metals are flight-, 
ed, becaufe they know not how to rui* 
them ; but they gather much Gold-duft 
among the Sand of feveral Rivers in the 
Ifland. There are abundance of Birds- 
nefls, well known to thofe that have read 
and fo highly valu’d by the Chinefes , and 
others, that they give 300 Pieces of 
Eight a Pico for them, which Pico is a- 
bout an hundred Weight} being per- 
fuaded they contribute much to the ge¬ 
nerative Virtue, and are a provocative, 
as being naturally hot. Thefe are no¬ 
thing but Nefts built by the Swallows, 
which in India are of an afh Colour, in 
the clefts of fteep Rocks; whence they 
are pull’d down with long Poles by Men 
in Boats. It is like a very fine Pafte; 
fome think it is made of the flaver of 
thefe Birds; others believe it is a fort of 
Clay; I have as much of it as may ferve 
curious Perfons to exercife their Talent 
on. For this fame reafon the fenfual 
chinefes give 40 pieces of Eight a Pico , 
for the firms of Sharks found in thofe 
Seas about the Ifland. This is the reafon 
that the Mandarines at their great En¬ 
tertainments fwallow much Gold in a 
few Mouthfuls; becaufe they eat no¬ 
thing but the little finews, as they do of 
Venifon. 

It exceeds all other Countries, in va- RV ,, 
riety of moft beautiful Birds; and as bmIIs. 
for Beafts, there are very Strange ones 
not at all known in Europe. Among the 
reft there is one fo Strange that it mull 
not be pafs’d by in filence. It is call’d a 
Ecajus or Wild Man ; becaufe it much 
refembles Man in weeping, and other 
exteriour Actions that exprefs fome Paf- 
fions. That which I law was as big as a 
Monkey, and not being able to bear its 
great Belly ca its Legs,dragg’d its hinder 
quarters on the Ground. When it re¬ 
moves it takes its Mate along, to lye up¬ 
on, as a Man would do. The Apes in 
this Ifland, are of leveral Colours, fome 
Red, fome Black, and others White, call’d 
Oncasy which are moft valu’d. They have 
a black Lift, which from the top of the 
Head turns down under their Snout, and 
makes a graceful Ring. F. Salvador Gal- 
li told me he had fent one for a Prefent 
to the great Duke of Tufcanyy who ex¬ 
pected it with impatience ; but that it 
dy’d by the way. There is another 
Creature in the Ifland, that has a Fir 
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much like a Caftor. The Beajafes take the 
Cornells. richeft Bezoar Scones in the World from 
itfP5. the aforelaid Apes. They wound them 
s^/Sj flightly with Darts Ihot out of Trunks, 
] n f omc p ar t that they may not dye of 
ones ‘ it; then they growing Tick with the 
hurt, thofe Stones breed in their Bow¬ 
els, where they are found, when they 
kill them. 

The Bettjufes are generally very fuper- 
iUtious being much addifted to Augu- 
g?on l_ ries. They do not adore Idols, but 
13 their Sacrifices of fweet Wood and Per¬ 

fumes, arc offer’d to one only God, who 
they believe rewards the juft in Hea¬ 
ven, and punilhcs the Wicked in Hell. 
They Marry but one Wife ; and look 
upon any breach of conjugal Faith, ci¬ 
ther in the Man or Woman as fo hein¬ 
ous an Offence, that every one contrives 
the death of the Party tranfgrcflmg, ei¬ 
ther by therafelves or their Friends; 
and therefore the Women are very mo- 
deft and referv’d ; efpectaily the Maid¬ 
ens, whoarenotfeen by their Husbands 
till the Wedding day, when the Women 
receive their Portion. They are Ene¬ 
mies to Fraud and Theft, and grateful 
for Benefits receiv’d. Among _ them- 
felves they live Lovingly and Friendly; 
and therefore when every Man has ga¬ 
ther’d what he low’d for his own ufe, 
the reft on the Mountains and Vallies is 
in common, without any diftimftion of 
particular Right. They are alfo well 
inclin’d in their Healures, and feek Ho¬ 
nour in Hunting; at which fport they 
endeavour to get fomc lharp Horns, to 
Polifh and wear them as an Ornamentac 
their Girdle. ThisGirdle is no other but 
a long flip of Linnen, which turns be¬ 
tween thdr Thighs to cover their Pri¬ 
vities, and one end of it hangs down be¬ 
fore and the other behind. The Pea- 
fants make a fort of Cloths of the Barks 
of Trees, which being afterwards wafli’d 
and beaten, are as foft, as Cotton ; and 
thofe Trees being within the Dominions 
of the Malay Moors , they expofc tbcm- 
felves for the Bark to their Tyranny and 
Infolence. 

Habits. Some of them go naked, and others 
’ wear a fmall Doublet made of the fame 
Bark ; which they Dye of any Colour. 
On their Heads to keep off the heat of 
the Sun or Rain, they wear a Gap of 
Palm-tree leaves, fhap’d above like a 
Sugar-loaf, long and with flaps hang- 
iug down. 

v The Weapons they ufe are Knives, 

ns ‘ made like the Caviars of the Moors, and 
Zampitrts , that is. Trunks about 6 Spans 
Vol. IV. 
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long, out of which they Ihoot little 
wooden Darts, with an Iron head at the 
one end, and Car couch, or hollow Pa- 
.per at the other, blowing into which 
they (hoot ic out with a vail force; and 
fometimes the point being Poifon’d the 
Wound is Mortal. They alfo Shoot 
Birds with Pellets through them. 

. The Bcajisfi’s as to their Perfons, are 
of a Dark Completion, well Counte¬ 
nanc’d and Strong. 

The Malay Moors, who live, as was JheAtoM 
faid along the Coalt of that Bland, and 
opprefs fome of thofe wretched People, 
are Faithlefs, Inconftaut, Covetous, 
Treacherous, and great Thieves. Be- 
fides their Swords, they have fome few 
Fire-arms to make ufe of at Sea. They 
alfo go naked ; only fome of them are 
cover’d with a piece of Cloth wrapp’d 
about their Wafte, and hanging down 
like a half Petticoat. Their Heads are 
wound about in a folded Hankerchief, 
but'when it Rains, they add to ic a Cap 
made of Palm-tree leaves. 

Their Houfcs are in Boats call’d Pa- jjou'bs. 
raos, as are thofe of the Btajitjet, on the 
a fore faid River of Manjar-Majfm ; or 
rais’d upon five pieces or Timber on its 
Banks, chat they may be fafe agamft 
Floods. But* the King of Man jar lives 
feveral Days Journey up the Country, 
in a mifcrable Condition, bccanfe his 
Kingdom has been long divided among 
feveral Branches of the Royal Family, 
to give them a fuffident Maintenance. 

The Factory we fpokc of at fir ft had Faffory 
an unhappy End ; for being fettled there deftroyU 
upon the Conditions propos’d by the 
Moors , particularly that the City Macao 
(honk! always have a Fund there of 
40000 Pieces of Eight (only for them to 
Rob:) Two Years after,when there were 
four Ships in the Port, the Infidels re- 
folv’d to Secure them, and Plunder the 
Fa&ory. A great Number of them 
Ailembling to this purpofe, went A- 
board the Ships, lome pretending Bufi- 
nefs, and others only to fee. Being 
friendly admitted, when they thought 
it a proper time to Execute their Dclign, 
they all drew their Crifis, or poifon’d 
Knives, and every one endeavour’d to 
Murder the Sailor he was treacheroufly 
Talking with, fo chat they kill’d molt 
of thofe that were in three Ships, as 
alio two Captains, two Pilots, and a 
Matter’s Mate.

There were not 
Men enough left Aboard the aforefaid 
three VefTels to Sail them, but Emanuel 
d’ Araujo divided his Men among them, 
providing them the belt he could to re¬ 
turn to Macao. Next the Moors went 
to Plunder the Fa&ory, which had been 
the End they at fir ft defign'd, whence 
the FaSor, who was Sick flying, was 
the caufe of his own Death. From that 
time the Citizens of Macao would not 
Trade any more at Man jar ,. feeing 
there is no Truth, or HoneHy in thofe 
Moors. 

Dutch Fa- The Dutch had no better Succefs with 
dory their Factory they fettled there 35 Years 
ruin’d. fi nce) fearing.that if others Bought the 
Pepper of that Ifland, they (hould not 
be able to Sell that of the Company at 
their own Rate. The Moors Murder’d 
the chief Men of their Faftory with one 
of thofe poifon’d Darts we fa id they 
Shot out of Trunks 3 and he that Com¬ 
manded, inflead of the dead Man, de¬ 
manding Satisfafiion fome Days after;

nough to deliver him up, and therefore 
they thought it convenient they Ihould' 
all go with their Joint Forces to Attack 
him.

CHAP. X. 

The Author gives an Account of what hapned to him , till his Arrival on the 

Coafi of Cochi nchina. 


T O return to the Place where we 
left off, 1 mu ft inform the Rea¬ 
der, That the Storm on the 17th would 
not fiiffer us to draw near the Ifland of 
Pu/laor , as the Pilot would have done ; 
but the Wind falling a little on Monday 
iStb, we drew near, and that was all, 
for we were altogether becalm’d in fight 
of it. This always flourifhing and green 
Ifland, which is but five Miles in com- 
pafs, produces more Plenty than any 
other of its bignefs of Cotit-Nuts, whofe 
Trees grow amidfl the Rocks, Arecca , 
Figs, Gamboyas, Ananas, and other forts 
of Fruit, which the Natives Exchange 
for Earthen Ware. The Mats made 
here are fo very fine and curious, that 
they are fold for fifteen, or twenty Pie¬ 
ces of Eight each, to make Prelents to 
the Chin fits, who put a great Value on 


them. It is Subjeft to the King of Ihor , 
from whofe Dominions on the Conti¬ 
nent it is but fixty Miles diflant. Near 
Fullaor there are two Rocks, which 
produce good Fruit, and fix Miles from 
it a defert Ifland call’d Pdtimon. 

Tuefday loth, the Wind came fair 
with a Sumatra, or Storm of Rain, 
which lafled an Honr, as ufual. Steer¬ 
ing our Courfe towards Fulocondor, 360 
Miles diflant, we Sail’d through a bet¬ 
ter Sea than we had done during the 
whole Voyage, as being clear of Rocks 
and Flats, and we were not fo much 
cofs’d, fo that tho’ the Veflel ran fwift 
we were at our Eafe. 

Tho’ we were fo near the Line in the 
Dog-Days, we felt no great Heat, but 
to me k felt more like Spring ; and 
tho’ I had not Provifions, and other 

Necefla* 
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Necefl'tiries as I could wifh, yet God be 
GernelL. prais’d 1 enjoy’d perfeft Health ; uoc- 
KS95. wirhftanding fome Sailers were fallen 
Sick, as were F. Provana of Turin, and 
a Brother of Tunchin, however the Soci¬ 
ety does not fuffer their Religious to 
want. 

The fair Wind continu’d all Wednefday 
20th, carrying us a-crofs the Gtilph 
of Siam , into which falis the great Ri¬ 
ver chat leads up to that Court, after 
running 120 Miles all the way inhabited 
on both (ides } all the Houfes which are 
of Wood being rais’d upon ftrong Tim¬ 
bers, or Canes \ that the Inhabitants 
when the Floods fwell two Fadom high 
in Augufl, September and October may 
go out at their Windows into Boats, 
and gather the Rice that floats on the 
Water. 

Pul&fmdor Thnrfday 21 ft, in the Morning, the 
liland. Wind C3me about to the Eaft,but at Noon 
as it was before. Friday 22d, we came 
in light of Pulocondor, an I (land belong¬ 
ing to the King of C whin china, but not 
In habited ■, forue Cochinchinefes repairing 
thither at certain times of the Year to 
cut Wood, and gather the Prodiift of 
the iiland, as Indian Wheat, Figs, and 
Oranges. It is eight Miles long, and 
proportionally broad. It was aban¬ 
don'd becaufe of the continual Sumatras, 
or Storms of Rain, no Day ever efcap- 
ing without a very Violent one, as we 
found by Experience. All the VeiTels 
Bound for Manila , ufe to make this 
Iflaiid. 

Saturday 23d, at Sup-riling, we were 
off the five Hills, the Portugucfes call 
Ctrtco Chagas, or the five Wounds, which 
are before the Mouth of the River of 
the King of Cambay a, up which 240 
Miles is the Metropolis of that King¬ 
dom call'd, Pont ay-p/et. Ships go up to 
it, becaufe the River at the Mouth lias 
three fadom Water, and feven near the 
City. The Portugucfes call this Mouth 
Caranguejo , or Crab y and the other two 
near it, the one of Maine a, and the o- 
ther of Pmticmas , at which the Barks 
Cmboys. of Siam pals. The King of Cambay a 
is Tributary to him of Siam, and ufes 
to change his Court, when he takes 
Folleffion of his Crown, out of a vain 
Supcrftition not to Live where his Pre- 
decelfor Dy‘d which he may eafily do, 
becaufe the Metropolis is worfe than o- 
ther Places, all made up of ill contriv’d 
Cottages, cover’d with Mats, or at belt 
with Boards. At prefcat the Kingdom 
is divided between two Brothers, one 
of whom keeps in the Mountains, the 
Vol. IV. 
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other in the aforefaid City. They make 
War upon one another, the one fup- 
ported by the King of Siam, the other 
by him of Cochinchina. 

The Inhabitants of the Kingdoms of 
Camboya, Siam, and Pegu, fbavc all their 
Head, leaving fome on the Crown like 
that of the Mendicant Lay-Brothers. 

They pull up their Beards by the Root 
with Nippers, that they may not grow 
again quickly. Their Colour is like an 
pH v e, and they are hard to he remov’d 
from their 1 encts y for F. Candoni told 
me, That in four Years he liv’d at Cam¬ 
boya, he Baptiz’d none but a Miller, 
who was Marry’d to a Cbriftian Woman 
of Cochinchina . 

At Sun-fee we w ere on the Coaft of champs. 
Champa, the King whereof, we were 
told, had fhaken oft'the Yoke of Sub¬ 
jection to him of Cochinchina, and made 
War upon him. 

The fame Day we pafs’d by the Fa- 
ralhaon do Tigre, fo Call’d by the Porrn- 
guejes, becaufe fevera! Ships of theirs 
have been lolt there, ana among the 
reft that of Alatthtvo de Brito, who, la¬ 
ving his Life by Swimming, left this for 
a Rule to other Pilots to pafs between 
the fnid Rock, and the Continent, but 
not to come where there ate but tea 
foot Water y and when they draw near 
the Pamlhao, in the open Sea, not to 
come to fourteen Fadom, but to keep 
on between fifteen, and nineteen, be- 
caufe He was Wreck’d between ten, and 
fourteen Fadom, where the Rock under 
Water lies. 

Sunday 24th, we Sail’d with a fair 
Wind along the fame Coaft of the 
Kingdom of Champa, and in fight, and 
South of the Bay and Port of chat Name j 
whither fevera! Nations refort to buy 
Elephants Teeth, Eagle Wood, and o- 
ther Commodities. At the Mouth of ft 
is a Rock, between which, and a high 
Mountain the Ships muft pafs. In the , 

Malay Language they call that Mountain 
Panderon, that is, King, and Pnlfifm y the 
Portttguefes give it the Name of Rabo de 
Alacraa, where begins the dangerous 
Channel that nuift be pafs’d going to, 
and coming from Osina. From this 
Mountain, till fixty Miles beyond Pul- 
cat an, there is a continual row of Flats 
300 Miles in length, where fevera] Ships 
are caft away every Year} for which 
reafon Pilots muft be upon their Guard 
to avoid them, and keep always in fix- 
teen fadom Water The worft of it 
is. That if any Misfortune happens, the 
Cochinchitteft Gallies feizc not only the 
N n 2 Goods, 
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Goods, but even the very Vcflels, that 
GcmtllL only loft or fpring a . V l ^ rc .\ 

foie many of them fcour the Coall all 
VYV the Year, to gather Wrecks, nor is 
there any hope of efcaping them when 
there is a Calm, becaufe they are well 
provided, and the Cochinchintfes brave 
Men with Fire-Arms. 

All this Country oi Malaca, Lamboya-, 
giant-, Champa) Codiinchina, and Tiinquhi, 
abounds in Elephants, of which the Sia- 
mitt! particularly make a great Trade, 
carrying them by Land to the oppolite 
Goa ft, and Port of Ttnaz.arint) belong¬ 
ing to the King of Siam) near theGulph 
of Bmgala ; ivhere Merchants Buy, to 
Tranfport them by Sea into the Domi¬ 
nions of Mahometan Princes. 

At SunTet the Wind blew lo hard, 
that it might be call'd a Storm % and 
continuing fo all Night fet us very for- 
ward- 2jth ? wc S^U u with h 

fair Wind along the Coaft of Cvchincki- 


»a •, but in the Afternoon ws hjad the 
ufnal Storm of Rain, with fiich a ftiff 
Gale, that had not the Current been a- 
gainft us, we had made much way. Ne- 
vcrthelefs about Sun-fet we happily 
paft’d the true Varda (fo call’d to cU- 
ltingoilh it from thefaifeone, lying fur¬ 
ther in on the fide of a Mountain, on 
which another Rock rifes a Fadom, and 
is call’d tlte Pagod) for the high Wind 
fooa abating, ‘ the Sea was not very 
rough. 

'Vuefday 26th, the fame Wind conti¬ 
nu’d, and we held 011 our Courfc, ftill 
near the aforefaid Coaft, the Weather as 
frefh as Spring. However, moil of the 
Cafres , or Blacks were fallen Sick j 
which they attributed to the difference 
between this Climate, and theirs, the 
fir ft being like that of Europe. 

Wednesday 27th, we were quite Be¬ 
calm’d. 


CHAP. XI. 

An Account of the KJngdoms of Tunquin, and Cochinchina. 


1 Believe the Reader will not be Dif- 
pleas’d, if after a tedious Relation 
of a Voyage, I Divert him a little with 
fome Account of the Kingdoms of Tm- 
auin , and Cochinchina) off which we Uow 
lay Becalm’d i and clic more, becaufe I 
receiv’d it from good Hands, that is, 
from F. Emanuel Ferreira , who liv’d 
there twenty Years, and from two Tun- 
mtinefts he carry’d with him, clad in the 
Habit of the Society as alfo from F. 
Jofoh Cmdoni) of the fame Society, who 
liv’d twelve Years in Cochinchina. 

The Kingdom of Tunqm is Tribu¬ 
tary to Chin « \ but the Tribute which 
formerly waseonfidefablc* ever fines the 
Year has been reduc’d to a icnall 

acknowledgment of a few Horfes every 
Year. 

r „ KW . The Kingdom of Cocbmckna was once 
united to that of Tunquin^ aud came to 
be parted as follows. J 'he Bua , or 
Emperor of Tunquin (call d Aramu) in 
the Country Language, is fo far from 
Converting with his Subjects (who may 
not look him in the Face upon pam of 
Death) that he docs not Talk with the 
prime Minifters, who Governs in his 
Bread \ for he acquaints him with all 
that Occurs by the Mouth of the Eu¬ 
nuchs, and receives his Orders the lame 


way •) under Pretence that it does not 
become fo great an Emperor, as he is, to 
meddle with Matters of Government, 
but to take his Fleafure in the Aram y 
amidft his Concubines, and leave the 
Cares bf the Crown to others. A Go- 
vernour about 300 Years Since, perceiv¬ 
ing this Cuftotn made him an eafy way 
to PofTefs himfelf of the Empire, it be¬ 
ing no hard Matter to bring the Soci¬ 
ety, and great Men, who receiv’d all 
from him to his Side ^ fo contriv’d his 
Bufmefs, that leaving the Bm the bare 
Name and Shadow of a King, he u- 
furp’d all the reft. From thence for¬ 
ward Tunquin had two forts of Kings; 
the Lawful call’d Bum \ and the Ufur- 
pers call’d Chiva, or Goveroours ; who 
allow the Bua a competent Maintenance, 
and fometimes refute it y as hapned iome 
Yeats fiace, when the Bua demean’d 
himfelf fo much as to give a Vifit to the 
chief of the Dutch Factory refiding at 
Tunquin. 

Foreign Ambafladors deliver their 
Credentials to none but the Bua y as he 
of Holland did, not long fince. When 
the Bua has a Son Born, there is great 
Rejoycing throughout all the Country, 
which is not done for the others Chil¬ 
dren. 

One 
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One of the Chivas dying (above an 
Age ago) he left a Son under Age, 
Heir of the Kingdom, under the Tui¬ 
tion of his Son in Law , but he afpiring 
to the Crown, laid filth Plots againft the 
Life of the King, that his Wife, to de¬ 
liver her Brother out of his Hands, 
caus’d a Confident of hers to carry him 
into CQchinthitt&i attended by part of 
the Nobility. With their Affiftanccjie 
Poflcfs’d himfelf of Cockhichina, _ killing 
the Governour at an Entertainment, 
and afterwards reduc’d a confiderable 
part of the Kingdom of Champa under 
his Dominion, making the reft Tribu¬ 
tary ; but now that Kingdom has fhaken 
off the Yoke, and refufes to Pay the 
Tribute- 

The Tutor having Ufurp d the King¬ 
dom of tfnmn, there began ffoh a 
bloody War between the two Kiufmen, 
that it ftill iafts between their Sons, and 
with fuch Fury, that neither Men, nor 
Letters are permitted to pafs out of one 


every Day. The Dutch can 1 eliity in 
this Particular, who receiving daily 
Wrongs from the Mi (lifters aud Eu¬ 
nuchs, who take more than is due for 
the Cu (lotus yet could never fpeak to 
the King, and make their Complaints, 
fo that at lad they were forced to make 
ufe' of a Trunk, by means whereof a 
-Dutch-Man conveying himfelf near the 
King's Apartment, told him all the Mat¬ 
ter in the TwHpdntfi Language. They 
lucceeded as they defil’d, for the King 
gave Order to redrefs their Grievances ^ 
direfting, That for all the Commodi¬ 
ties, the Dutch Import, they fbould pay 
nothing, but only make a Pielent ot 
European Cloth, Salt-Peter, and a few 
other Things and that their Goods 
be not fearch’d in the Cuftom-Houfe, 
Whereupon F Ferreira told me. That 
it being very Difficult to import Beads, 
Images of Saints, and other Things of 
Devotion out of Europe •, he brought 
them in confign’d to the Dutch Puffery.

Now let the Reader confider what 
Credit is to be given to Tavernier, when

they Burn the Feet of the Party Execu¬ 
ted, to fee whether he his Dead or A- 
livc. As in Europe we Print joining ot 
Letters, fo in Tun fan, Cochimhina, and 
China, the Mapufcnpt is Palled on a very 
frtiooth Board, and then with a fliarp 


^ *■* Pen-knife they cut the Letters 
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j',:ft as they arc written, and To they go 
Gemrfti. through the whole compoiicion, which 
i6y<p they can afterwards Print as often as 
they will without any trouble. When 
their kindred die, the Tutiquinefa, and 
their Neighbouring Kingdoms mourn 
in White, as we do m Black, which 
lift colour they wear for State, as the 
Nobleft. 

When the Kings of Tanquin and 
Cechincbimt marry, they caufe the 
Nobleft and moft Beautiful Maids to 
be brought from all Parts of their 
Kingdom, and having made their Choice, 
fend back the reft. The fir ft of thefc 
two , generally keeps three hundred 
Concubines. 

Habit. The Habit us'd in tbofe Kingdoms is 
a long Garment or Veil. On the Head 
a tall round black Cap; but that of the 
Souldiers and Pcafants, falls down a lit¬ 
tle on the Back. They let their Hair 
grow long, like Europeans, and fo their 
Beard. The Women wear the fame 
fort of Garment down to their Feet, 
their Hair looft, and their Face bear. 
They are Beautiful , tho’ of a dark 
Complexion , and great lovers of 
Strangers. 

Religion. As to Religion, they arc Idolaters; 

but ealily converted, and when con¬ 
verted Ready in the Faith , and this 
both Tunqainejes , and Cochincbinefes, 
And F. Ferreira allur’d me, that when 
by rcafon he was pcrfecuted for forne 
Years by the King, he was forc’d to 
wander about in difgnize, the poor 
Country would fometimes travel a 
Months Journey from one Province 
to another, to confefs and hear Mafs. 
Thefe Idolaters are not fo precifc, as 
thole of Indofiat :; but eat all forts of 
Flef/i, even to Cats and Dogs. 

Defcrip- The Kingdom of Tanquin is plain, 
tion. like Lombardy, and very Fruitful. It 
is divided into eight Provinces, which 
are, Sadong, which in the Country Lan¬ 
guage lignifies Eaftern Province; Sartmt, 
or the Southern; Sabah, or the Nor¬ 
thern; Satag, ortheWeftern; Nghean 
Socin , halt of which belongs to the 
King of Coehincbma , the River Sortgen 
dividing their Limits. The feventh Su- 
anejum ; and the eighth Tayngaiert, 
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1 lie Metropolis where the King rc- Metropo* 
tides, call’d Kecbio, is four days [our- *' s * 
ney from the Sea, with a River'run¬ 
ning up to it. There are in it, none 
but low Houfes made of Bamboo, where¬ 
of there is great Plenty in their Fields. 

F. Ferreira told me this Bamboo, every 
fifty Years produces a Seed, of which 
the Pea fan ts make Bread. The City 
is Large and Populous; there being 
Streets three Miles long in it, and Mark¬ 
ets. The Kingdom is inhabited by an 
infinite number of People; which is 
the occafion of fo many Commotions, 
for there is fcare a Year, but fome 
Great Man is put to Death, who has 
beaded a Munny ; towards which the 
refervednels of the Prince, Contributes 
very much. The Kings of Baa, a 
Country abounding in Musk, and 
of Latt , which produces ftore of Ele¬ 
phants, are tributary to this King. 

Cocbinehina in the Country Language, - ,. ., 
call’d Tlaon-Kumg, is divided into five 
Provinces, WC, Moydin, Dincat , Kegae, crib’d. 
Jienqaan, and Fumoy. The King rehdes 
in the City of Cbampdo, one days Jour¬ 
ney from the Sea, in the Province of 
Keguc or Keboe, which in that Language, 
fignifies a flower. It is large and Po¬ 
pulous, as is all the Kingdom, tho 1 
Mountainous. Both this and that of 
Ttmqain are water’d by many Rivers, 
which make them abound in Rice and 
Sugar. Befkles in Tanqmn there is a- 
bundance of Silk; and in Cocbincbina 
Musk, Pepper, Gold, and Cinnamon, 
and great (tore of Birds-nefts. But 
thefe, which are taken in Summer, be¬ 
long all to the Qpeen, for her Privy 
Purfe , and therefore the Subjects are 
forbid Trading in them, as alfo in Ca- 
lambuch, which is kept for the King. 

This fweet Wood is found ( in bits in 
the Heart of a Tree, when rotten. 

Both Kingdoms produce abundance . 
of Melons, Coco-nuts, Atas, Figs, A- FrUlt ‘ 
nanas, Jaccas, and other forts of Indian 
Fruit. They alfo gather from a Tree 
or rather a Shrub in Cochincbina, a 
large Leaf, call’d Tea or Cha, which 
they fay fattens, and therefore Soiil- 
diers are there forbid the ufe of it.

T Harfday 28th, before break of day 
we were near the I (land of Tul¬ 
cus an, 360 Miles from Pulcandor, where 
they crofs the Gulph of Aynan to dif- 
cover the Iflands of Macao t equally 
diftant. Talc at an is a final! lfland three 
Miles shout, inhabited by Cocbinchi- 
neUs, and fometimes govern’d by a 
Mandarine-, it is near the Continent, 
and to the Mountain call d the Horjes 
Saddle . 

Having fail’d fifty Miles to get over 
the Flats which wc faid ended beyond 
pulcatan, and then as many more, we 
directed our Courfc to the North¬ 
ward. The Mouth of the River that 
runs up to Champelo the Court ot C0- 
chinchina, call’d by the Chinefes, Say- 
f 0 js a little beyond the aforefaid 
IQand. There is another more to 
the Northward for leffer Ships , and 
called Toran. 

Friday 29th, the fair Wind continu¬ 
ing, carry’d us on a great way fmooth- 
ly, though the Sea was rough. But 
here we were very much atraid ot 
thofe Winds they call Tifones, or Hue- 
racemes , which blowing funoufly on 
all fides, fomedmes carry away the 
Malls, and what is worfe, the Men, it 
they do not keep under Deck. The 
fur eft Remedy in thefe cafes is to cut 
down the Matt, and let her run,_ fruit¬ 
ing in God ; for the mifchief isirre- 
filtible, and in a moment finks Ships, 
or elfe drives them on the Coalt ot 

Cochinchind* . * 

Saturday 30th, the fame Wind con¬ 
tinuing till Noon, afterwards came 
fairer, and fee us very forward; and 
fb it did 011 Sunday 1 the Jafi; day of 
the Month; fo that on Monday the 
firft of Augafl, we were off the Illand 
Aynan, belonging to the Province of 
Canton-, at the furtheft Point, where¬ 
of begins the fhore of the River 
Tunquin, call’d Safa, from feven Neigh¬ 
bouring Villages. 

Tttefday 2d, we came near the Wand 
of S- jfrJbft. vulgarly call’d Sanchan, 
fo Famous for the Glorious S. Frau¬ 
ds Xaverius ending ins Days there, 
when he hop’d to enter China ; the 
Grotc where the Saint liv’d and dy’d, 
being to be feen at a diftance. It is 


fixty Miles from Macao , about ten 
Miles in length and proportion bly 
broad, is Fruitful, and has Plenty of 
good Water. 

Wednefday 3d, tho’ the Wind was 
not very fair, yet it carry'd us on in¬ 
to a Labyrinth of I Hands, fome call’d 
dos V’ados , Meru Montagna, dos La - 
droeas, Lantau , Lemi, Campacaw, A- 
trave/ada , and others. This is moft 
remarkable, that they are all water’d 
by excellent Rivers, and Springs, which 
keep them always Green; and abound 
in Deer, Baccarias , and other Wild 
Beafts, which the Citizens of Macao 
often go over to kill. 

We could make no way becaufe of 
the Wind, and therefore lay Tacking 
all the Night. Thofe lllands afforded 
a curious Profpeft, being Lighted by fo 
many Fifher-Boats plying about them. 
Thefe People always Live in their Float¬ 
ing-Houfes, with their Wives and Chil¬ 
dren ; feeding on the Fifh they take, 
and felling them both frefh and dry’d to 
thofe that will carry them to Canton ; 
they themfelves never going from the 
Water, but only removing from one 
lfland to another, according to the Sea¬ 
sons, which make Filh more plentiful in 
one Place than another. Conftant Pra¬ 
ctice has made them very Expert at their 
Trade; having befides their Nets in¬ 
vented feveral particular Inftruments, 
perhaps altogether unknown to Euro¬ 
peans. By the warmth or coolnefs ot 
the Water, and other Signs and Tokens,■ 
they forefee the 7 if ones, or Hurracanes 
a Day, or more before they happen ; 
and retiring with their Boats into very 
clofe Creeks, and drawing them alhore, 
expect the end of the Storm wich all 
their Family. 

Tburfday 4th, the Feaft of St. Domi¬ 
nick, being near Macao , before Noon, 
feveral People came from the City in 
Boats, every one to fee his Friend, ana 
among the reft F. Philip Fiefia , Procura¬ 
tor of Japan, who came in a Lorja, or 
large Bark to bring Refrefhments to 
F. Ferreira, and the other nine Fathers. 

I had my fbare, and Eat excellent Figs, 
like ours in Europe , and good Ananas, 
my Stomach not failing me. Going in¬ 
to the Bark with thofe Fathers, I got 
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CsJ^S\ to the City M*cao, on the fo long wifh’d 
CemtSi. for Land of China. I left my Mony in 
itfpy. fomc VeiTels full of fait Flefh, and Filh, 
to favc paying the Duty of four in the 
Hundred to the Ship, and two to the 
City, iince for the Vice-Roy’s fake, I 
had not paid for my own, nor my Ser¬ 
vant’s Faflage. The Ship Jiumburpn ar¬ 
riv’d three Days before us, and fet a- 
fliore ten Jefets it had aboard. I was 
courteously Entertain’d in theMonaftery 
of St. jiugHfitH, by F. Jofeph of the Con¬ 


ception, Born at Madrid, and Prior of 
that Place. He gave me a plentiful 
Supper at Night, with variety of Sweet¬ 
meats. Here it will be convenient, that 
whilft I reft me after my Voyage, which 
was no Iefs than 3000 Miles j the Rea¬ 
der, who has hitherto born with my 
unpolifh’d Difcourfe, take fome Utrie 
Refpit, that he may in the next Volume 
be the more attentive to the Wonders 
of the renowned Empire of China. 



The End of the Third BOOK. 
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I Am now at. length come to enter 
upon the vaft; Empire of China, and 
could with my Stile and Language 
were fuitmle to the greatnefs of the 
Subject, that E might give the curious 
Reader Inch a Draught and Defcription 
as it deferves; but thac_ being above my 
Capacity, he mull be forced to take up, 
and he faiirfy’d with mv unpolidid way 
of Deliver y. Therefore to begin at one 
of the Ports of this Empire, that is, 
Macao, whLh was the firft Place l came 
to, it is to be obferv’d. That Macao iij 
the Chineji Language lignifies a Port, and 
is other wife call'd Arnagao, a Mame gi¬ 
ven it,from an Idol lo itil'd, which was 
ador’d in that Place. It is feared in 
i + : Degrees of Longitude, and 22 of 
Latitude. On the Point of an Uland 
call’d Hakheu , in the Province of Can .- 
t0 „. The (hape of it is like an Arm, 
encothpafs’d on all tides by the Sea, ex- 
where it joins to the Shoulder. 
The Ground it Hands on is uneven, be¬ 
ing Hill, Vale, and Plain \ the Houfes 
are well Built, after the manner of Eu¬ 
rope \ the Churches very fine for that 
Country, efpeeially that of the Jtjms 
Vol. IV. 


College, which has a noble Front a- 
dorn’d with beautiful Pillars. In this 
Chmch is preferv’d that molt precious 
Relick of St. Francis Xavcrms , being the 
Bone of the Arm from the Shoulder to 
the Elbow. Next the Churches of the 
Agafiins, of St. Frauds, St. Laurence, 
the MAcrizordia, and the Nuns are de¬ 
cently Built, and Adorn’d, the Streets 
of the City are all Pav’d, beCaufe there 
is no want of Stone, there are in it 
5000 Souls of Portttasiefes, or better, and 
above 15000 Chinejts. , 

It is above no Years fince this Place 
was founded by the Portuguefes , for they 
coming from Malaca and India, to T rade 
with the Chmefes, and being overtaken 
by the bad Wtyither, fotne Ships (infe¬ 
rably Pcriflfd-j for want of a fecureHai- 
bour in the Mauds about Macao, which 
made them ask lonie Place of Safety to 
Winter in, tilt the Seafon, would allow 
them to return Home, and the Chinejts, 
for their own Advantage gave them this 
Spot of rocky land, then Inhabited by 
Robbers, that they might Expel them,- 
as they did. At full they were permit¬ 
ted to Bniid Thatch'd Houfes, but after- 
O o Wards 
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wards having Brib’d the Mandannes , 
Gemclh. they not only crcited fnbftaanal Stru- 
ftores, birt made Forts. One ot theie 
is at the Mouth of the Harbour, call a 
the Fort of the Bar, whofe Wall up¬ 
wards terminates at the Rock, call’d A 
Penha, which is an Hermitage ol the Fa¬ 
thers, of the Order of St. Anglin on 
rhe Hiir. The other being the biggeft, 
is call’d the Fort of the Mountain, bc- 
caufe feated on the’ very top Of a Hill. 
There is alio another high Fort, call’d 
Nip Scnbm-a da Gala, or our Lady of 
Guidance. . 

Philip Ferrantis was much mistaken, 
when in his Geographical Dictionary he 
faid, That this City had belong’d to the 
Ring of Portugal, and that in the Year 
1668, it was taken by the Emperor of 
China, and made Subject to his Domi¬ 
nion i for from its firft Foundation it 
never fuffer’d any Revolution, being a 
Colony of PortHgutfcs , by antient Grant 
of the Emperor, to whom they pay not 
only a yearly Tribute, but Cuftotn lor 
Goods, and a. Duty upon every Veil'd 
proportionable to itVBulk, tho it be 
not Loaded, after the fame manner as 
thofc of the Moon y and Engl ip do ; nor 
can any Boat go in or out, without Leave 
from the ChintJij, who guard the Mouth 
of the Harbour. 

This little rocky Enclofure ot three 
Miles has not Proviiions to fubfift a Day, 
but all is brought to it from the Towns 
of the Chintfes, who have fruit up the 
PcYtugmftty as it were in a Prifon, ha¬ 
ving tecur’d that narrow Neck of Land 
which lies between the main Sea, and 
the little Arm of it next rhe Continent 
with a Wall and Gate, which they Lock 
up when they pleafe, and Starve the In¬ 
habitants as often as they will •, tho’ the 
Country of China is fo Plentiful, that 
the value of a piece of Eight in Bread 
(which is the belt in the World) will 
keep a Man half a Year. 

The Cnmfei allow the Portuguefc the 
Government of the City ol Macao, as 
far as relates to the Adminifl ration of 
Juft ice ; and for this Privilege they pay 
a yearly Itnpolltion of 600 Taes , each 
of which is worth fifteen Car lines of Na¬ 
ples, which is about ,1 Noble, Sterling : 
Beiidcs die Cuftoms receiv’d by a Man¬ 
darine, whom they call Vpu, and the 
Duty, as was Hud before, upon eveiy 
Veflel proportionable to its Bulk, the 
leaft of which pays no lefts than 1000 
Taes, that is, fo many Nobles. The 
City choofes a Judge, or fbpreme Magi- 
ftrate, who has the Management of Ci-

vil and Criminal Affinis, in all Cafes The Go- 
where no Chintfe is concern’d/ The vemment. 
Political Government is in a Captain 
General, appointed by the King of Fer- 
tuoal, and the Spiritual in a Bilhop. All 
theft Officers and Commanders are Main¬ 
tain’d by the City, which allows the 
Captain General a piece of Eight a Day, 
and 3000 every three Years 3 500 to the 
Hi (hop, 150 to the Captains, and pro¬ 
portional}! y to the Soldiers j which 
Charge is defray’d by a Duty of Ten 
per Cent, upon Port aguefe Goods, and 
two in the Hundred upon Mouyi Tho’ 
the King of Portugal has the naming of 
the Captain General for this fin a 11 Place, 
yet he does not allow him a Faithing 
Pay. 

Bcfides thefe Burdens this poor City 
lies under, all the Mandarines that come 
from Canton, are to be lodg’d and en¬ 
tertain’d, and this is no fmall Ex pence. 

The Vpu, as foon as be came, order’d a 
Cow to be Slaughter’d immediately, for 
him to Eat a little, and Eafte his litdifr 
polition, for as much as the Chirsefes look 
upon it as dainty andfavoury Meat. 

All the Income and Revenue of the 
City and Inhabitants of Macao , depends 
upon the uncertainty of the Sea, for all 
Perfbns whaefoever there apply chem- 
felvcs to Trade and the Gentry deal 
in their Mony, putting it out to Ufe, 
or fending Merchandize, or Gold Ingots 
to be chang'd into Pieces of Eight at 
Goa. Tho’ at Macao they have not 
Ground to Sow a handful of Pcaic, yet 
God provides for them, in fuch manner 
that they Live in Plenty enough, all Ne- 
ccflaries being brought them from the 
adjacent Parts, and they make fo much 
of them ft Ives, that their Tables are ne¬ 
ver without Sweet-meats, excellently 
made by the Women ; and 1 may truly 
fay 1 never Fed fo well any where as a£ 

' Macao, the Women there knowing how¬ 
to cover a Table for a King, and to 
pleafe any nice Appetite. 

When the Trade of Japan flour idl’d, Decay of 
this City was fo Rich, that it could have Trade, 
pav’d the Streets with Silver ; but after 
the Slaughter of fo many Chriftians, the 
T rade of Nangafache was quite loft to 
the Portugaefes, it being Death for any 
of them to be feen in that Port. Thus 
for want of chat Trade, the Inhabitants 
of Macao arc fallen into that Poverty 
they now Labour under, haviBg but five 
Ships left of their own to Maintain all 
the City, and thefe do not bring home 
Returns of 300 per Cent, as Japan af¬ 
forded, but a very incouliderable Profit, 
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and chi'; will ftiil he leflen’d by the fet- 
Gemelli. ting up of the Ne*v £alt India Coui- 
169$. Cany, which prohibits their Relort to 
'-''V'O feveral Ports, and feme of their Com¬ 
modities. 

Hurra- On Saturday the 6th of September 1695. 
canes. there began to fall a violent (lain, with 
a boiftcrous Wind blowing at the fame 
time. On Sunday the 7th, the Wind 
threatned a Hurracane,being very Violent 
at Night, but God be prais’d went no 
further. In the Months of June, July, 
Auguft, and September, they are much 
afraid of Whirl-winds, and one hapned 
three Years before I was there, which 
routing in the Region of the Air, car- 
ry’d the Tiles off the Houles, and lifted 
up Stones that four Men could not re¬ 
move, overturning many Houles, and 
ruining the Dormitory of the Monaffery 
of St. Augujtin. But they are now lia¬ 
ble to this Scourge every Year. The 
Rain continu’d after the fame manner all 
Monday 8th, the ftormy Wind never 


abating. On Tuefday 9th, 1 went to fee 
a Play Adied after the Chinefe manner, 
it was re prefen ted at the Coll of fomc 
of the Neighbours for their Diveriion 
in the middle oi a final! Square. 1 here 
was a large Stage to contain thirty per¬ 
mits, Men and Women Adois, and tho’ 
I underftood it not, becaufe they fpoke 
the Mandarine-, or Court Language, yet 
I perceiv’d by the manner of it, that 
they Aded with Life and Skill. It was 
partly Recited, and partly Sung, the 
Mu lick of fcveral Inilruments of Wood 
and Brafs Harmonioullv anfwering the 
Voice of him that Sung' They were all 
well enough Clad, their Garments a- 
dorn’d with Gold, which they chang'd 
often. This Play lafted ten Hours, end¬ 
ing by Candle Light. When an Ad is 
done, the Players (it down to Eat, and 
very often the Audience does the fame. 
On Wednefday icth, the fame Company 
Aded another Play in the Houfe of the 
Vptt, or Cuflomer. 


CHAP. II. 

A fruitlefs Voyage made by the Portuguefes, and Natives of Macao to Ja¬ 
pan, to Rejet tie them]elves in the Trade lojl in the laji P erf\cutton oj the 
Cbriftians . 


Chriftians f I 1 H E Inhabitants of Macao have en- 
exduded deavour’d feveral times to reco- 

fapxn. ver their Trade with the Japonefes ■, but 
always ineffectually, the latter Oblti- 
nately perfilting rather to lole feveral 
thoufand Crowns due to them from the 
others, than to receive them again into 
their FriendOiip, having Sworn by their 
Gods never to admit more Chriftians 
into their Country, and if any come, to 
Butcher them without Mercy. That the 
Chriltians might have no Opportunity 
of getting in under the name of other 
Nations, they were advis’d by the Dutch, 
who will have all the Profit to them- 
felvcs, to lay a Crucifix on the Ground 
at the Landing Place, to dilcover whe¬ 
ther any Chriltian comes under g Dif- 
guife, becaufe any fuch will refnfe, or 
at lead make a difficulty to trample on 
the Crucifix to enter Nangafache, the 
Port of Japan. Thus the Dutch fettled 
themfelves in the Trade, excluding all 
others, perfwading the Japonefes "that 
they were no Chriftians, making no 
fcruple for their Intereff to trample the 
Holy Image of Chriff, which the Eng- 
iijh refus’d to do. This is lb certainly 
Vol. IV. 


true, that I my fclf in China law, and 
fpoke with a Chinefe , who told me he 
had trampled on it, and becoming a 
Chriltian at Nanking, confefs’d this im¬ 
pious Aftion. 

The City of Macao made its kit Ef- Attempt 
fort a few Years lince, fome of its Inha- to be ro- 
bitants undauntedly Expofing themfelves 
to Die, or by dint of Benefits to gain 
the hardned Hearts of the Japonefes, 
being perfwaded, That God by an Ac¬ 
cident had again given an opportunity 
of erecting the Standard of the Crofs in 
that mighty Empire, which was thus. 

In February 1685. the Weather being 
very Stormy, a Japonefe Bark that was 
Trading among the Iflands loaded with 
Tabatxo, was Wreck’d in the Neigh¬ 
bourhood of Macao, none of twelve Ja¬ 
ponefes that were in her, being Drown’d. 

The City caus’d them to be Reliev’d, 
and the Bark and Goods that were lav’d 
to be Sold for their Benefit; then ha¬ 
ving Confuked together, they thought 
this an excellent Opportunity to attempt 
the recovery of their Trade in that 
Ifland, of which fame Opinion the Fa¬ 
thers of the Society were. 
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To iltis Intern the City and Jefuts 
Gemcili. hir’d a Ship, mid putting the Japmeto 
169 e. aboard, fee Sail on the 1 3$ of June ot 
t/VNJ the aforefflid Year for Nangafitche, and 
got into that Port on the id of Jdy at 
Night. Immediately a Mandarine came 
aboard the Vefiel, which was call’d SC. 
J> a nl t with an Interpreter, and four Scri¬ 
veners, or Nocaries, oik: of whom was 
fenc by the General, the 1 'ccond by the 
chief civil Magiltrate, the third by the 
City, and the fourth by the prime Man 
in religious Matters, every one to write 
a-part what Qucflions the Interpreter 
put in PorragHcje-, and what they an- 
fwer’d, that there might be no Miftake. 
The Interpreter knelt down before die 
Mandarine. I believe the moll feme 
and crafty Judge could never put more 
enfiiariag Qpeftiops to draw the Crimi¬ 
nal to confefs a Crime than this Man da- 
rim did to the Ponugue{es y to make them 
own the Knowledge the antient Pro¬ 
hibition to ChrifUaW, upon pain of 
Death not to conic into the Empire ot 
Japan, and in cafe they did, to be indif- 
penfably fubject to fuffer the Penalty. 
But they knowing the Mandarine 's Dc- 
fign could not be entrapp’d by him, but 
anfwer’d Difcreetly to all bis Interro¬ 
gatories, ft ill denying any Knowledge 
of fnch Prohibition. In Ihort, the Portu- 
mitfts were Examin’d about the time the 
Bark was cad away ; in what Quarter 
of Macao the twelve Japonefes Liv’d ^ 
whether they there, or aboard Convert d 
with the Chriftiaus \ what it was the 
City of Macao defind of them i whether 
there were any antient Men aboard the 
Vefiel, who could remember what had 
happen’d between the Chriftians and Ja¬ 
pan efts •, and much more too long to In¬ 
fer t, fevcral Hours being taken up m 
thefc Quell ions by the Mandarine, and 
Notaries, who alt writ fcvcrally to Re¬ 
port it to their Superiors. At length, 
having taken the Number of Men, and 
Dimeufions of the Vefiel, the Manda¬ 
rine went off with all thofe he brought 
with him. 

fjtmfiet. The vulgar fort of Jafomfes are vvorfe 
their Sub- than Slaves to the Nobility, and Man- 
tuiffion. danneif for they dire not fpeak to them, 
but on their Knees, lunging down their 
Heads, lifting up their Hands together 
to their Forehead, and ltretching them 
out towards the Mandarine^ by way of 
Rcfpefl, which the Interpreter did eve¬ 
ry time the Captain of the Vefiel an- 
fwei’d. And if a Mandarine goes a- 
board a VclTei, in which there are a 
Thoufand People, there will not one 


Word be heard, all Things being done 
by Signs, and the Pilot Commands by 
a Fan he holds in his Hand, waving it 
to the right or left to Direct the Steerf- 
tnan. 

The next Day the Mandarine fee out Their 
in a Pdankine , can y’d on Men’s Shotil- Comedy, 
ders, for Jmiaco , to acquaint the Empe¬ 
ror with the Arrival of the Porntguefe 
Vefiel, and in the mean while Rcfrefh- 
ments were fent aboard from the City 
with much Civility, bidding them ask 
for all they had OccaGon for, and they 
fliould be Supply’d 5 and tho 1 the forta- 
guefes did not declare their Wants, yet 
the Japopcfes feat them all that .was Ne- 
cefiary. 

The Vefiel was briet, and guarded 
Day and Night by ten Jfc&M, which are 
Barks of the Country maim’d with Sol¬ 
diers, who watch’d that none ot the 
Portagucjts might fet Foot afhore, as al- 
fo that 'nothing might he thrown into 
the Sea, iufotnuch that one Day a Duck 
flying away, feveral Fortes purfu’d kfor 
fome Hours, and having taken, carry’d 
it to the Governour, who fent it back, 
charging them to take care that no Crea¬ 
ture efcap’d, requiring that the Filth of 
the Vefiel Ihould be thrown Over-board 
in the Prefcnce of the Soldiers- 

The Day after the Arrival of the 
PortK?uefes, the Dutch came aboard in a 
ftnalF Boat, thinking it had been a Ship 
of theirs, and perceiving they were Per- 
tHguefes, and underftanding the caufe ot 
their coming, they return’d, faying, in 
that Country it was neceflary to fpeak 
the Truth. 

The Fa&ory at Ndngafache enjoys not jy m h fr. 
that Liberty the Dutch have in their ftory. 
Trade in other Parts, nor has it that 
Authority in this Port as elfcwhere, for 
as foon as the Ships come to,an Anchor, 
a Mandarine comes aboard to tell the Men, 
and carry the Sails and Rudder afhore. 

When a Man Dies, a Mandarine mu ft 
view the Body before it is Bury’d. Ir 
hapned fix Yeats before this time, that 
two Sailers were once milling, who had 
gone afhore, and it was judg’d they were 
two Fathers of the Society, who took 
this Courfe to make their way into that 
Kingdom; but it coft much Mony to 
conceal their Efcape, the Mandarine be¬ 
ing Brib'd, and two Hillocks fhew’d him 
as if they had been Graves j fo that at 
prefent the Dutch admit no Strangers 
aboard the Ships bound for Japah y but 
only Natives of Holland , who can prove 
they are of that Country, and give an 
Account of their Father and Mother. 

Nor 
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Nor have the Dutch any Communication 
with the City, but Live in their Factory, 
which is feated on a Rock, enclos’d with 
a Wall, to which there are two Gates ; 
one towards the Port to Ship theirGoods, 
and this, when the Ships are gone, has 
five Seals put upon it, not to be open’d 
upon, pain of Death, The other an- 
fwers to the City, and is continually 
guarded, no Trade being allow’d with 
the Japonefes, but only once a Year, 
when they give a Pals to the Ferion ap¬ 
pointed to go to Amiaco, to vifit the 
Emperor from the Company. 

The Mandarine return’d from Court 
35 Days after his Departure thither, 
having flay’d fo long by reafon of its 
difiance of 120 Miles from Nangafache. 
He, and the Notaries with the Inter¬ 
preters, went aboard the Pomtguefe Vef- 
fel, and concealing his Journey to Ami- 
aco, told the Captain, That the Emperor 
and his Couufcl were not inform’d of 
their coming, but that having acquaint¬ 
ed the Secretary of State with it, he 
had taken that Affair upon him, becaufe 
the King could not be fpoken to \ and 
therefore they might go their way, en¬ 
joining them never more to return to 
chofe Blands upon any Account whatfo- 
cver, forafmucb, as at prefent they par¬ 
don’d and gave them their Lives in re¬ 
turn for the Kiudnefs they had (hewn 
their Country-Men, whom they carry 5 d 
to Nangafache but it was never known, 
whether they put them to Death or not. 
Then the Portagutfe Captain ask’d, ia 
cafe any other Japonefe Bark were caft 
away upon their Land, what they were 
to do, to which Queftion no Anfwer 
was given. 

Afterwards they read the Emperor’s 
Order, which they had receiv’d by Let¬ 
ter from the Secretary, and every time 
the Emperor was nam’d, the Mandarines 
kncel’d down. At la ft, having afllgn’d 
the time when they were to be gone, 
they bid them give an Account what 
Frovifioas they wanted, further advifing 
them in cafe they fhonld be forced back 
by ftrels of Weather, to come to Nan- 
gafacht and bidding them have a care 
of going to any other Port, becaufe 
they would be in much Danger. When 
the Mandarines were gone, the VelTel 
was 1 ow’d by leveral Fanes, or Barks 
about a Cannon (hot out of the Harbour 
of the City, where it flay’d fix Weeks 
fora Wind, and when the Weather was 


fit, on the Day prefix’d, the Japonefes 
bioughc diem the Pro^ilioss and Water 
they had ask’d tor, tafliug it before them 
to take away auy Sufpicion. Then they 
reftor’d them jhe Piftures, Beads and 
Ci oftes, taken from them when fir A they 
came to Nangafache , which they kept 
lock’d up in a box, becaufe of the great 
Averliop thofe People have for theCrofs, 
and other Cbriftian Devotions. They 
had ask d them at their firlfc comiiig* 
why they bore the Crofs in their Co- 
loins ^ tow hieh the PortHgaefts anfwer’d* 
h was the EnGgn of their Kings. Thus 
the Veifcl return’d to Macao, without 
any Return after all their Expence. 

Belides, tins Account of the Matter of mngefde 
Faff already given, the Walter, Mate, Port* 
and leveral Seamen, who went that Voy¬ 
age, and whom 1 Difcours’d aboard the 
Veiled call’d the &f*ey, told me it was 
very difficult getting into the Channel 
of Nangafache, by reafon of the Flats, 

Rocks, and JHands that lie in it ^ be- 
fides, it is neceflary to cotne to an An - 
cbor four times, by reafon of the 1 ide, 
which fame times is foi% and fometimes 
agamft them. It is fecurd by five 
Guards in as many feveral Pofls upon 
the Channel, and two Ganilons at the 
Mouth of the Bay, who, as foon as they 
dilcover any Ship, prefently fend No¬ 
tice of it to the City, which preferves it 
felf without Walls or Cannon, only by 
its Vigilance. The Houfes of Phe City 
are of Timber, the Streets are barrica- 
do’d at Night, and watch’d by Captains, 
who are to give an Account of all that 
happens* Nangafache looks towards the 
Well, and is above a Mile in compals. 

Thefe Men alfo cold me. That the Jap- 
mfts Shave from the Forehead to the 
Crown of the Head, leaving the reft of 
the Hair fhort, and that when they go 
Abroad they are Bare-headed, only .the 
Mandarines wearing a very fine Straw- 
hood. They Shave the upper and under 
Lip, their Garment is ffiorc, at leaft, 
that 1 have feen fome Japonefes wear, 
bound clofe about them with a Girdle, 
in which they flick their twoScimiters, 
one long, and the other fhort. The 
Women are Clad after the fame manner, 
and wear their Hair loofe, they have no 
Handkerchiefs to blow their Nofes, but 
ufe Paper, which ferves but once. The 
Country about Nangafache is Mountai¬ 
nous, but Fruitful, to fuch a degree that 
it bears molt European Fruits.

to tne Por.tttguafe Genera), to get me a 
Pals from the Vpx, that I might not be 
troubled oa the Road, which he pro¬ 
mis’d to do. Hi day 1 irh, 1 laid out for 
a Chinefi , to be m y Interpreter on the 
Road, and fooa found one for a Email 
Confiderattpn. On Santrdiy 13th, f 
went with the City Sollicitor to take my 
Leave of tiro Vpu, but we came at a 
time when he was difpafching the Let¬ 
ters for the Emperor, which were writ 
by the City and Mandarines, upon ac- 
Ceremony count of fending him a Lion. The So- 
H —~i- lenaaity was perform’d after this man¬ 
ner. The IdpH coming out in Publick, 
fate down in a Chair, with a Desk be¬ 
fore him, coveted with Silk, Clad it) a 
long Garment, to which was faftned a 
great Collar, or rather Hood that hung 
down, and cover’d ins Back, and made 
two Wings. Abundance of [ultra roents 
and confus’d Voices refottnded for the 
more Grandeur, befides the filing of 
three Chambers, thirty foot Soldiers 
Handing in a Raak, with feveral Enfigris 
. irt. their Hands, and very long llmbrel- 
* Joes. The ZJptt kneel d facing a- Table, 
on which was a Bag with the Emperor’s 
letters, bowing down his Forehead to 
the Ground three times, which he re¬ 
peated as often, riling up every time 
upon his Feet. The Ceremony ended, 
thofe that held the Infrriimeius and Ura- 
brcllOes running otit of the way, that 
the Letters might be deliver’d in due 
Form upon the firing of three other 
Chambers. The Exprefs having received 
them, immediately mounted a Horfe- 
back, and began to Gallop, all Manda¬ 
rines bring oblig’d- within their Jurifdi- 
ftjon to fimiilh him with good Horfes, 
without detaining, or fraying him. Af¬ 
ter this, the Mandarine late down, and 
caus’d the Gates to be open’d, which 
were (hut before, and foon after with¬ 
drew, for whichreafon (‘could not then 
tafve Leave ef him. 

On Sunday \ 4th, 1 went again Clad 
after the Odneft Fafhion, and took Leave 
of him, after he had given me a Pals to - 
all the Cuftom-Houres on the Road, be- 
canfe I carry'd Goods of Bulk, and a 
Skve. Monday 15th, having taken a

Boat that had a good Cabbin in the 
Stern, I caus’d my bed to be made in it, 
and went aboard in the Evening. All 
the Night they row’d with the Eylan, 
or Lio'Livj which is a particular fort of 
Oar us’d by the Chinefes, longer than 
the others, and placed at the Stern, or 
at the fide, ftp ported by a Pin, or 
bonxl with a Rope. Several Pevfons 
Row with it Demuoufly, without ta¬ 
king it out of the Water, a$ other Na¬ 
tions do, but moving it from fide to 
fide, which puts the VcfTel forwards, 
and one filch Oar does more Work than 
four others. Where there are Shoals, 
they fhovc the Boats forward with 
Poles. At Mid-night we came to an 
Anchor. Tucfday itfth, early we Sail’d, 
holding on our way through a Channel 
left by the adjacent illands. It is true, 
there is another wider Channel more to 
Sea, us’d by great Ships, for by Land 
[here is no going beyond Oanfon. Ha¬ 
ving puls'd by fo many Illands'that they 
feenfd quite to Block up the way, we 
enter’d a River of ffelh Water, which 
ftagnated in feveral Places among the 
Iflands, and was at leaft half a Mile 
over. We arriv’d at Oanfon , or Anfon, 
as the Vonugmfi Pronounce it, before 
Night. Tiite Illands, and Country a- 
bout them are Fleafaut enough, by rea- 
fon of the greennefs of the Fields and 
Meadows, which might feed mighty 
Flocks, not unlike Apnha, in Italy, but 
we fiw none there. Along the Canal 
we met feveral Cuftom-Houfe, Officers 
in Boats, who put me to no trouble a- 
bout my Equipage, or my Slave, nor 
did they Search our Veflel, and I gave 
them it) all a Piece of Eight. 

Oanfon h more like a' great Village (Wt „ 
than a City, having no Wall, and its city, 
low Houfes are for the mo ft part of 
Timber, and Thatch'd. The City is 
feated in the Plain along the River, be- 
cauft the Chinejes do not Build on the 
high Grounds, for fear of Harracants. 

It reaches above two Miles in length. 

The Market-Places, or Squares in it are 
large, with rich Shops, where arc Sold 
Cloths, Silks, Calicoes, Drugs, or Spi¬ 
ces, Garments, Provifions, and other 
Thing-,. It is defended by a vail Stra¬ 
ff are, along the lide, and on the top of 

the 
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the Hill, being two Miles and a half in 
compafs, which they call the Fort, tbo’ 
there were in it but five fuiall Guns to 
be fir’d upon publick Rejoicings, and 
but a fatal 1 Garrifou. And indeed, all 
the ufe of it is for the Natives to retire 
thither upon any InvaifOq, there being 
Centiuels continually on high 1 owers, 
to give Notice who Approaches. The 
City is govern’d by a Qua oxh, or M.*n~ 
darine, as the Portavaeje call him, who 
Guards the Channel with nine VefleU 
well Mann’d. There are often Barks 
ready here to go over to Canton, bccauie 
tbofe who come by Sea and Laud from 
Macao, want Shipping y but it was my 
Misfortune then to find none, and I af¬ 
terwards went all alone in a great V ef- 
iel Bound for Seloam, which was half 
way. Going aboard it about Sun-ft t- 
ting, the Wind was fo favourable, that 
at Mid-night we came to an Anchor 
near that Place. All the way was along 
a ft ill Channel amidft green Fields ot 
Rice, but it is fmailcr than ours. Red, 
and Courfe. 

iVedrtefday 17th, I walk’d about to fee 
SeoUm, and found it a great Wood in¬ 
habited, there being fuch a multitude 
of Trees. The Houfes of Stone, or 
Brick, but Low, after their manner. 
The compafs of the Town was above 
three Miies y befides, there arc fuch 
numbers of Boats, that they almoft made 
another Town. A Mandarine Governs 
here. On the oppofite tide of the Chan¬ 
nel was another City call’d Santa, much 
greater, and better Built under another 
Mandarine. This fecond Boat coft but 
fix Carlines of Naples, that is, Is. Sc/, 
which 1 mention to Ihew how cheap 
Travelling is in China. 

Tharfday 18th, I hir’d another Vefid, 
better than the former two, for this 
had Cabbins and Galleries on the fides, 
cover’d with all Conveniences. We let 
out at Noon for Canton. Several Chi- 
nefes went along with me, whom I 
found very Obfervant and Courteous to 
me : and there was a Cook aboard to 
ferve the Palfengers, who drefs’d Meat 
after the Chineft Falhion. Tho’ the Cur¬ 
rent of the Water was againft us, yet 
the Wind being fair we made way, al¬ 
ways amidft pleafant Fields and Towns, 
beautiful Towers every where appearing 
Upon high Mountains. In these Rivers 
and Channels there is taken abundance 
of Filh, Praam, and the like, but par¬ 
ticularly a vaft quantity of Oifters, of 
whofe Shells they make Glafs for the 
Windows. The River we Sail’d upon 


parted into feveral Branches on the 
right and left, its Waters affording chofc 
People an eafy Communication with one 
another, foinetimes fpreading abroad, 
aud fometime# coot rafting it felf to make 
the way the more difficult. At Sun- 
fetcing we left Lmvan oji the right, ana 
on the left Gran ts, Fatavism, and other 
/lately Places to be Teen every two Miles, 
in each of which we faw eight, twelve, 
or fifteen high Towers, according to 
tiie bignefs of the Town, but all of them 
large, ftrong, and with Loop-holes, pro- 
videntiy Built by the Gsini/ts, in cafe of 
any Attack from an Enemy, that the 
Tow a fine n retiring with their Goods, 
may defend tbemfclves, upon Notice 
given them by chofe that are there upon 
Guard y which is only in tliofc Places 
where there is no Fort to retire to. 

Friday 19th, we put into the Port of csnph 
Canton, juft at Sun-riling, haying lain City, 
all Night at Anchor near that City. 

Here the frelh Channel and the Salt, on 
which we Sail’d meet, and form that 
Peninfula on the Point of which Matin 
ftands, being about 150 Miles diftant 
from Cantor. , for the way is not ftrait, 
we having made a Semicircle becanfc of 
the winding of the River. I went in 
a final 1 Boat to the Cnrtom- Houfe, which 
was kept in a very great Bark, with 
many Cabbins in it for the Couveniency 
of the Officers, who feeing the Vpas 
Pa ft, difdnrg’d me, paying only five 
fmall pieces Duty, without opening my 
Goods. For the Boat I paid about fix 
Royals Spanijh, 0 f he means Royals Plate 
it is three Shillings, if Royals Brafs but 
two "] I went to the Monaftery of the 
Spamfh fathers, of the Order of St. 
Francis, rending upon the Million in 
Canton, and in the Suburb, where they 
have two Churches well adorn’d, main¬ 
tain’d by the charitable Allowance of 
the King of Stain. They receiv’d me 
very Courteously, not without Tome Jea- 
loufy, becaufe my coming was an unufual 
thing. For the better undcrftaodlhg 
hereof, it is to be obferv’d, That the 
City of Macao, by reafbn of its Pover¬ 
ty having been long without a Bifhop, 
the See Apoftolick has thought proper 
to appoint Vicars Apoftolick in China, 

Tunc bin, and Cochinchtna, to whom all 
the Miflioncrs and Catholicks are Sub¬ 
ject. Some Priefts of the College of 
St. Germans, in Paris, being pitch’d up¬ 
on to this purpofe, the Spanijh Fraud/- 
cans, AHgujUnlans aild Dominicans main¬ 
tain’d in China , by the Charity of the 
King of Spain, took the Gath of Obe¬ 
dience 
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O'ewe Hi, about four Years imce the Prefence of 
i ^ \v a tlifhop bung thought abfolutcly neccf- 
jjry, the City of Macao writ to the 
King of Portugal, iiureacing him to in¬ 
tercede with the Pope, that the City 
might have a Bifllop again, offering to 
dllow him a fliitatilc Maiutainance. The 
Jiilhop accordingly came to Macao, and 
pretending that Canton, and other Places 
in China were within his Diocefs, would 
have the aforefaid Fathers to be Subjed 
io him, and not to the Vicars Apofto- 
Jick, whom he fuppos’d to be recall’d 
by his coming. But thefe Fathers ha¬ 
ving taken ail Oath to Obey the Vicars, 
they lay they cannot he Subjecf to the 
Bifhop, without he fiiews the others are 
recall’d. Upon this account there are 
every Day Summons and Monitories lent 
them, which do not only Diffract thofe 
good Religious Men in the Service of 
God, and the Duty of their Million, 
but IcfTeu the brotherly Affedion they 
ought to have for one another, for they 
are all divided into Faff ions, thofe al¬ 
ready mention’d for the Vicars, and the 
’'jejuits on the other fide for the Bifhop \ 
Variances well known at the Court of 
Rome , where the Remedy is to be ap¬ 
ply d to prevent the Scandal that may 
be given to the ChrlfUan Chinefes. l 
coming thither during thofe Troubles, 
they all poiltively concluded, i was 
fent by his Holinefs to enquire private¬ 
ly into thofe Affairs, fome making me 
a Bare-foot Carmelite Friar, and fome 
a fecular Pricft and tho' i did all 1 
could to undeceive the F.andfoan Fa¬ 
thers, telling them the Truth, viz.. that 
I was a Neapolitan, and Travell’d oniy 
for my own private Curiolity ; that his 
Holinefs had not allow’d me a Farthing 
for my Voyage ; and that the Icaft 1 
delir’d to enquire into, was the Bufinefs 
of their Miifions 3 yet this could not 
remove the Prong Imagination fettled 
in them, and they anfwer’d, That fince 
there w 3s fir ft a Railage open’d into 
China , no Italian Lay-Man, much lefs 
a Neapolitan had ever fct his Foot there. 

Ac length, f bid them fearch my Goods, 
for 1 would freely give them die Keys 
to fatisfy them I had no finch I lift fusi¬ 
ons: But all was in vain. At the fame 
time the Jefoits, as well as the Francif- 
Cam confnlted about my coming. 

Govern- Canton, or Kanceeu, as the Chin efts 
mentof call it, is the Metropolis of the Pro- 
Cmon. vince of Kn an tun, feated in the Latitude 
ot 23 Degrees, and 5 Minutes. Being 
too 1 big to btGovern’d by oneGovernour,

it was divided into two by 3 Wall from 
Eaft to Weft, the old call'd Kinchin , 
and the new Sinchin, dividing alfo the 
Suburbs belonging to it. Two Gover¬ 
nors, as has been Paid, admin liter Ju¬ 
ft icc in this place, and are call’d Chixencs, 
having undet them lelfer Mandarines, 
Captains, Officers, Notaries, and other 
Mintfters. One Cifu, or Regent over the 
Politicial Government is fuperiour to 
chefe Goveruours, and has two aflift- 
ants in the Execution of his Office, call'd 
Vujul and Sanfo, one of the right, the 
other of the left Hand. The Vice-i oy 
call’d Fuynen , who Governs the Pro¬ 
vince, is above them all. Formerly a 
certain Family had this Employment, 
with the Tide of Petty Kings, ot Roy- 
telets, but it is ten Years tiuce the pre¬ 
fers Emperor fupprefs’d that Digniry, 
upon fufpicion of Treafon, can ling the 
laft of them to have his Head cut off 
Over this Vite-roy is a Tfonto, or Vi¬ 
car General of two Provinces, who re¬ 
fid es in one ot the two principal Cities, 
or where he pleafes ; at prefcnc in Chi- 
aoxjtinfo. This Man in the Politicial Go¬ 
vernment is fuperior to the Vtce-roy, 
and abfohite in Military Affairs, tor he 
alone gives Orders to the Soukiiery, 
which the Vice-toys have no Authority 
to do. There is a Gatichiafo in the Pro¬ 
vince for Criminal matters, who Puniflr- 
es all Crimes; and for the receiving the 
Emperor’s Taxes, there is a Tteafurer 
call’d Pujinft, For Military Affairs, 
there are two Generals fubordinate to 
the Tfonto, one of them Commands the 
Tartar Troops, and is call’d Chiandun, 
whofe Authority is equal to the Vice¬ 
roys, for within the City the Chintfe 
Kettle Drum, which is a Brafs Drum, 
is beaten before him, and has thirteen 
ftrokes given following, as is practis’d 
with the Vke-roy ; the Authority and 
Dignity of Mmifters being known in 
China by the number of Strokes. The 
other General Commands the Forces of 
the Country for the Guard of the City, 
but is fubordinate to the Vice-roy, and 
call’d Tim. The Generals have Col- 
iones or 2 ampins. Majors or Fmans, 
Captains or Stcupes, and Enligns or P«- 
zjtns under their Command. There are 
in che City other Courts, and in each of 
them fix Clerks of the lix great Coun¬ 
cils of the Imperial Court, every one 
to difpatch the Affairs belonging to that 
Council he is of3 of them we fhall fpeak 
in its place. 

Thefe Cities and their Suburbs are fb Defer! p- 
Populous that there is fome Trouble in J* on of 
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going along in a Chair. The Fathers 
Gems Hi. Mi Owners fay this City and its Suburbs, 
I6'p5i contain four Millions of Souls* and die 
Lrf'-vSj Province as many more which to Eu~ 
rope arts will found like a Fable, became 
they are not us’d to hear of fuch num¬ 
bers. They niay believe what they 
pleafe, but I write what I heard from 
Fathers, who deferve Credit, and had 
no Intereft in this matter. The Houles 
are low, either of Stone, or Brick, 
Without any Windows to the Street and 
almolt all alike, for the Cbm efts build 
all after the fame Model, and fo the Ci¬ 
ties refemblc one another, ^here arc 
four Principal Gates to the Cities, la¬ 
cing Eaft, Weft, North and South, the 
Suburbs taking their Names from them. 
If the City be large there are more Gates, 
but thefe four muft not be omitted. 
The Streets are very long and ftiait, 
the Shops rich in Silks, Drugs, artd 0- 
thcr Commodities of the Country, el- 
pecially in the new City, for in the old, 
where the Vice-roy relides with the 
Souldiety, and Courts aforefaid, there 
is not much-, in other points, the City 
and Suburbs are one continu’d Bazar or 
Fair, there is fuch a Multitude oi 

Shops. , 

7 'he Vice-roys and other Mimfters Fa- 
lacesarc big enough,and all upon a Floor 
with their Tribunals, and therefore arc 
nothing beatitiful,becaufe they areCourts, 
within Courts, with the apartments and 
Rooms about them, and receiving all 
their Light from them. In the old Ci¬ 
ty is one Noble Street, having many 
Stone Arches curioufly wrought. They 
have no. Cannon regularly difpos’d 
on the Walls of the Town, but only 
a few fmall Pieces .to Fire upon Fe- 
ftivals. 

* , c Sunday the lift, all the Cksttiefc C hn- 
CtiriftTa- ftians came to our Church, and I was 
hity there* much edify’d to fee their extraordinary 
Modefty. Tstefday the 23d, 1 went to 
the old City to pay the Vi fit to the Fa¬ 
ther ComrmfTary of S. Francis- 1 here 
I found a good Church and Monaftery, 
built 20 Years befor by the Little 
King (we laid before the Emperor caus’d 
co be put to Death) who having a great 
efteem for the Fathers, did not only 
build their Church and Monaftery, but 
facilitated the buying of a Houfe which 
Was fallen to the F_mperor, and which 
the Fathers got in the Suburb, at an 
eafy rate, to found another 'Church and 
Monaftery, where I then liv’d. Wed¬ 
nesday the 24th, l went to pay the viht 
to F. Turcot tt Superiour of the Jefaits, 
Vol.IV. 


who being a Mdanefe, went over at the 
expence of the Crown oi Spain, by the 
way of Mexico to Manila , and lent 
thence to the Mi (lion of Tern ate. There 
he was made Prifoner with the Garri- 
fon by the Dutch, who carry’d him to 
Batavia , where having recover’d his 
Liberty, lie went over to Macao under 
the Protecti6n of the Crown of Portugal. 

There he was employ’d in the Million of 
Canton. .Both his Church and Monafte- 
ry were Poor, and in a mean condition. 

The Spamjls Fathers of the Order of S. 
yhtgujlin, two years before this, bought 
Houles to build their Church, which 
they had not yet begun, no more than 
the Preach Fathers of the Society, re- 
lidirig iri Peking , wiiofe Houfe is near to 
the others. 

Near Canton, appears another float- Floa[ ; ng 
ing City in Boats upon the Canal, for city, 
in every one of them whole Families 
live with their Beafts, and Birds, each 
of them being as long as a Galley, co¬ 
ver’d with Boards,or Canes, or elfe with 
Fig leaves, with u or 1 z feveral Rooms 
iq length, to which there is a Commu¬ 
nication through a boarded Gailery, 
which runs along both lides of' them. 

In China a Gentleman cannot go a 
ftep afoot, but muft be carry’d in a 
Chair* to avoid falling into the con¬ 
tempt of the Chinejes * but the Chair is 
to be had at a reafonable rate, and better 
than thole in Naples. 'They uie no ft raps 
to carry them, but have a piece of Wood 
nail’d acrofs the two Poles, which they 
lay on their Shoulders bare, fo that it can 
do no hurt by cutting the Flefh. The 
Chinefes , wiii carry a Chair fix Miles for 
a Carline of Naples Mo ay, which is not 
fulfilx pence. 

Being relolv’d to go 011 to Peking, I 
fpoke to the fuperiorof the Monaftery 
where I lay, to provide me a faithful 
Servant. He being fnbordinate to the 
Fathers of the Society, privately ac¬ 
quainted F. Tnrcotti with it, co know 
his Will* and he being an honeft Lem- 
hard bid him let me go* whereas had 
he been a Port ague ft , lie had certainly 
obftr lifted my "journey. Yet this my 
Rcfolution did not a little i net cafe the 
jealoufy of the Milliorters, and confirm 
them,in the Opinion that l was fent by 
the Pope to enquire privately into the 
divifiotis in China, feeing l was going on 
to the Court. 1 am of Opinion this 
jealoufy facilitated my Journey, which 
other wife is full of difficulties, becaufe 
the Pormgttefe Fathers will have no Eu¬ 
ropean go to the Court without their con- 
P p fent. 
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f\A/*i Tent. After the aforefaid precaution, 
C'cmelli. the Father Superior procur’d me a Chri- 
1695. Ilia 11 Gtinefe guide, or conductor, who 
was ripe in Years, and Hir’d himfelf for 
a Taesper Month (which is I 5 Carlin es of 
.Naples Coin, or a Noble Sterling) giv¬ 
ing him four Pieces of Eight carneft 
to provide for his Family. Three 
days after he came to acquaint me, that 
he was known and had Relations at the 
Court, and therefore could not cook 
for me, and perform other mean Ser¬ 
vices, and therefore it would be requi- 


ike, I Ihould take another, and he would 
be Steward, and provide coflvenienei.es 
for Travelling. 1 fubmkted to this 
Jmportion, becaufe of his Truflinefs, 
the Fathers being lure ties for him, and 
took a Chriftian Servant eighteen Years 
of Age , to drefs Meat, and do o- 
ther mean Offices, after the rate of a 
piece of Eight a Month, and made him 
iniy all neceflaries for my Journey, c- 
ven to Lamps, I deliver’d my Bag¬ 
gage to the Father fuperior, leaving my 
Slave in the Monaltery. 




CHAP. IV. 

The Author's Voyage to Nanyanfu. 


H Aviog made Provifion of Visual, 
I went aboard with my two Chi - 
ft ejt .Servants, on Friday the 25th late, in 
the Pott Bark, or Packet Boat, fent out 
every three days by the Vicc-roy, to 
give the Emperor an account of all that 
happens in the Province, which only he 
and the two prime Minifters can do. 
For three pieces of Eight, I had a good 
convenient Cab bin in that Bark. It fet 
not out that Night, waiting to be dif- 
patch’d, which being done we prefeot- 
ly fet Sail on Saturday, about nine in 
the Morning. We went out of the 
great Canal of Canton, into another lefs, 
full of Boats, always in light of Villa¬ 
ges and Country Houfes, amidft green 
Fufchn fields. Three hours before Sun Petting, 

City. we came to the City of Fnfcian , where 

the Cuftomhonfc Officer, who was in a 
Boat, only look’d upon the Maker of our 
Veflel’s Pafs. The City is two Miles in 
length on both fides the Banks, well 
built, but low. The other City (I 
give it this Name becaufe of its great- 
nefs, whereas in reality it is a Village) 
is on the Water, made of Boats, the 
Multitude whereof is Co great that it 
almoft fhuts up the Paflage of the Ca¬ 
nal. Every Town on the Land has an¬ 
other to anfwer it on the Water, the 
poor People liking to live in floating 
Houfes on the Canals, which crofs all the 
Country. Fnfcian is a great Trading 
City, full of rich Shops, and the belt 
Webs the Spaniards carry’d over into 
AVtp Spain, are made here. It has a- 
bovc a thoufand Looms for Silks, in each 
of which four pieces are made at once. 
There is no Court of Juffice in this place 
but it is fubjedt in all things to Canton, 


for which fubordination, it may be call’d 
a Village, but fuch a one as contains a 
Million of Souls, as all the Fathers, 
Miflioners unanimoufly inform’d me. 
Here Night coming on the Water-men 
putanend to their Labour, taking their 
reft: on the Guard of Xnamin. 

Sunday the 28th, we fet out again 
three hours before day, always in fight 
of good Villages and Till’d Grounds, for 
the Chinefes are fo Induftrious, that they 
do not only Till the Plain, but the Moun¬ 
tains, cutting them out in Afccnts to Low 
them. Before Noon we pafs'd by the 
Town of Sue tan, feated in a Wood of 
Fruit Trees , after which we pafs’d by 
another call’d Sinan, above a Mile in 
length, both fides of the Shore being 
inhabited, and no fewer living on Boats 
upon the Water. We flopp’d at the 
Guard of Suxytan. Five Men row’d all 
this way. It is very Pleafant Travel¬ 
ling, both the Green Banks appearing as 
a Man lies in his Bed. 

Monday the 2pth, before day we held 
on our Voyage, meeting at every four 
MiLes the Guards of the Canal, who v 
have a great Boat Mann’d with Fire¬ 
locks, and a fata 11 Gun at the head to 
purfue Robbers} the Emperor main¬ 
taining an infinite number of Souldicrs 
tofecureali the Roads in the Empire, 
keeping Guards at competent diftances. 
Befides it is very hard for a Robber to 
efcape; for if he goes into his own 
Country, he will be apprehended, and 
if he would ablcond elftwheve it is not 
practicable, becaufe the Inhabitants of 
that quarter where he would fettle, will 
not admit him, without ten Families to 
be bound for him, and they will not do

rvA/'l it, unlefs a Man be well known. At 
Gtmdli* Night we lay in the Town ot Zin*mn- 
1 69^ xycn , the Walls whereof are a Mile in 
^✓VNl comnafs- It is Populous, has good 
Streets, and Shops, and a Suburb on the 
right-hand Shore of a confiderable length 
abounding in all Things. 

Tuefday , the 30th, the Boat was 
tow’d along with a Hope, as is nf.na I, be- 
eaufe the Wind and Stream were con¬ 
trary- Afternoon we entred between 
vaft high Mountains, winch open d to 
give way to the Canal- They were ve¬ 
ry pieafanc, green and full ot Rivu¬ 
lets, but the Water is not good. On 
the left baud we left a great Fa fed wnh 
many HouftS about k, among the green 
Trees, and ferv’d by Bmx.es. Having 
a Mind to cat fome Fifh (winch is not 
fold here, but exchang’d by weight toi 
Rice) my Chintf* Servants, fet it on to 
boil with a Hen, thinking to drefs me a 
dainty DiEh, but I threw it into the^ Ca¬ 
nal. Having pafs’d the narrow ot 
Mountains, we lay at Night upon th 
Guard of Xyachm. Here the_ 

Drum was beaten all Night, which the 
Ccntinel did, to ttiow his Watchfulnefs. 

1 Vednefday the 13th, we went on thro 
places little inhabited, and Ipent the 
Night in the middle of the River. 
Tkitrfday the firft Ot September, the Ca¬ 
nal making its way through t ie midft 
of Mountains we were [haded by them, 
and came at Noon to Tmxy* * tmal 
. „„ tn f vill’d Town, with a great Suburb, i 

ar^i. went into a Pf&J, ■^wrJSsTd 
preat Idols fitting with Whiskers, and 

long Beards, in Royal Robes, and with 
Chinefe Caps on their Heads, which aie 
high, the one half tending op above the 
Head. At the Feet ot them was a Sta¬ 
tue fome what lefs, fitting after the fame 
manner, but with another fort ot Cap* 
and on the fides of this Hood two as it 
they had been Pages. Without the Pa- 
tod was a Statue ftauding, winch had a 
ir* |-,nldin£ a Lance, and on 


DeviPs face, holding a Lance, and on 
ics left Hand another witn.a_ Casket in 
its Hand refemhling an Ottering. Fur¬ 
ther out were two Horfcs ladled, each 
of them with a Groom holding miti by 
the Cheek. There wasalfo a great Drum 
bung, and a Brafs Bell like our 5 * whmh 
Is Rung at Mid-night, and nfual times ot 
Prayer. We toy'd that Night at the 
Guard and Town of VanftKAn. 

Friday the id, as we pa&d by a Pa- 
«od cut out of the middle of a high 
Kock, the blind Water-men burnt fome 
Papers, and fet up Lights. The Ktyer 
was winding, and the Boat drawn wnh 
Vol. !V. 


a Rope made of fmall Quits, fo that w e 
advanced but little. Belides, the Men 
{bent their time in cooking their Meat 
taking it by turns ; for they are lech 
Gluttons, that they devour their Meat 
twice, firft raw, and then halt dreTsM ; 
for one turns and winds it in his hands* 
another cuts it 3 one wattles and ano¬ 
ther looks as if he would iwallow it. 

Their firft Meal is at break of Day, and 
fo they continue every hour, nor have 
they any other God but their Belly. 
Saturday the 3d, we lay at Night near 
the Guard Pattu. The heat was trou- 
blefomc, which the Water-men increas’d 
fetting up lights every Night before a 
little Idol, which was within my Cabbifl* 
for which reafon I Toon put them out. 

Sunday the 4 th, before Night-fall, we 
came to Sci+w-cheufxy aCicycuconipafid 
by a weak Wall, four Miles in compafs, fac ity. 
and enclos’d three parts of it by the Ri¬ 
ver. It has good Houles, and Shops al¬ 
ter the Chinefe filhion. Monday the >jth, 
after firing fome Chambers, the Man¬ 
darine of the City came along the (hoar 
to take the Air. Before him went two 
Men with .Brafs Drums, who gave nine 
ftroaks following,two blew Colours,twb 
white, two Maces with Dragons heads 
at the ends of them* being the Imperial 
Arms, two Executioners with Staves in 
their Hands, lour Mace-bearers, font o- 
thcr Officers with Red and Black Hats 
without 'Brims, and with two Plumes 
hanging, who made a noife to give no¬ 
tice to the People. Then came tne 
Mandarine in a Chair carry’d by four 
Men, with three Umbrelloescm lus fines. 

Ten Servants with Scimitars follow’d 
him, with the Points forwards inftcad 
of the Hilts. That Night we lay near 
the Houfes of Tanftt, or Guard of 'Uyan- 
tan. Tuefday the <SlIi, we continu’d m 
the mid ft of the River, having made 
but little way,becauil* the Current was ra¬ 
pid and againft us. 

Wednefday the 7th, after Night-fall* 
we came to Chian k? to, a fmall Village, 
which was as far as the firit Boat wentd 
Here wc took another Ids, bctaule 01 
the Current, and for want ot Water-; 
tho’ here two Rivers meet. This Boat 
had 700 Sitns , or Clnappas^ which mai^e 
a piece of Eight. Wc fee out im¬ 
mediately, ftriking into Lhe River on 
the right, ami ty at Nightamong a great 
number of Boats. Tbmfday the 8th, 
we continu’d our Voyage with more ex¬ 
pedition, coming ar Sun-fet, to Tamo-y¬ 
en v where becaufe the River cannot Wa¬ 
ter the Fields, the iijduftrtous Close ft t t 
P p 1 drew 
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(\~\s~i drew it uf> by force in a Bucket, two 
Cemelli. Men working at the Rope \ or elfe 
iSpy. turning a Wheel with their Feet, about 
VV^J which," and another is one end of a 
Chain of fquar’d Boards, which parting 
through a Jong wooden Trough, one 
end of which Is in the River, raifes the 
Water through it, and is convey'd in a 
Channel along the Field. A curious in¬ 
vention, which none but the wonder¬ 
ful Wit of the Chinefes, could have found 
out. That Night we lay near the finall 
Place call'd TWwnyw. 

Friday the pth, 1 came after Noon to 
Nanyunfit the laft City of the Province 
of Canton on that fide. I went to the 
Church of the Spanifa Fathers Mirtion- 
ers, where though I found not the Fa¬ 
ther, who was gone to the Villages of 


his Miifion, 1 was conrtcoufly receiv’d 
by the Servants, who treated me in the Nenyufft 
be ft manner they could. Nanymfu is City, 
on the right fide of the River, in 2$ 

Degrees of Latitude, and 142 of Longi¬ 
tude. It Jlretches a Mile and a half in 
length, and is but a quarter of a Mile 
in breadth. Having taken a Chair for 
coolnefs, [ was carry’d about it, and 
found nothing to pleafe the Eyes, be- 
caufe befidcs that their Houfes are low, 
there are many decay’d and gone to 
ruin, there being large Gardens within 
the City. There are abundance of 
Shops of Goods and Provifions, this 
place being an unavoidable thorough-fare 
for all Commodities carry’d out of the 
South to the North, or from the North 
to the South. 


CHAP. V. 

The way that mujl of necefftty he gone by Land, to take Boat again, and the De- 
jerigtion of the great Canal of China. 


M Y Servants caus’d three Chairs to 
be brought betimes on Saturday 
the tenth to the Convent, one for me, 
and two for them.^ They are very 
light, being made of Cane, even to the 
Poles, becaufe they are to be carry'd o- 
ver a Craggy Mountain. It-is incrc- 
Traveling dible how nimbly thofe Chair-men tra- 
toaChair, ve p<j } without retting any more than 
three times all the Journey of 30 Miles, 
trotting five Miles an hour, without the 
cafe of Straps, inttead of which they 
have a hard piece of Wood acrofs, ly¬ 
ing on their Necks, which cuts their 
Flelh, but fome of them ufe a Leather 
Collar to fave themfelves. The way was 
like a continual Fair, there was fuch a- 
bundance of Goods carry’d along it by 
an infinite number of Porters, and fo 
many Chairs. For in China all Merchan¬ 
dize being carry’d upon Rivers, and 
there being no Communication between 
thofe bn Nanyunfu and Nanganfu,oi which 
is the greateft Trade of the Empire, it is 
carry’d thirty Miles by Land, the Men 
ferving inltead of Beads, carrying good 
Burdens, and I may truly affirm in this 
Journey I met above 30000. To feed 
fuch a number of People, the Road is 
a continual row of Villages and Inns, 
where thofe Porters dine, for the va¬ 
lue of a Grain of Naples Mouy, which 
isthe fmaileft Coin. The Country where 
Tillable is a perfed Field of Rice, which 


ripens at all times, the Land never ly¬ 
ing fallow. I din’d at Noon in one of 
thofe Inns, and afterwards retted in an¬ 
other, becaufe of the heat. Tho’ the 
Mountain for two Miles afeending, and 
as far defending was very Iteep, yet I 
went it ill a Chair, becaufe the Men that 
carry’d wc were ft rang, and 1 fomewhat 
indispos’d. One Ticen whilft he was 
Mandarine of Nanganfit made tile way 
through this Mountain, but with the af- 
filtance of him of Nanyunfu, who in like 
manner cut the unpartible Mountain on 
his fide. In return for which good ad 
the Cbincfes ereded a Pagod in Honour 
of thefc two Mandarines in theJVlid-way. 
with their Statues, adoring them as Idols, 
Being come off the Mountain and ha¬ 
ving travel’d two Miles from it, 1 came 
to Nanganfit three hours before Night, 
and lodg'd in the Houfe of the Spanifb 
Francifcans , and tho’ the Father was not 
there, being gone abroad into the Li¬ 
berties of his Mirtlon, yet the Servants 
complimented me with great Refped and 
Submiflion. No Million in China is better 
than this, maintain’d here by the Chari¬ 
ty of our Spamfh Monarch, who after be¬ 
ing at the expence of 1000 Pieces of eight 
for fending a Miflloner into China i 
punctually, fupplies him with 140 more 
per annum, allowing the Reform’d Fran¬ 
cifcans for 20 Fathers, tho 1 they have 
but 12 there. Tho fame he does with 
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cs^Ay"! the Spanifh Dominicans and Anguftinians, 
Cemetli. who alfo go thither by the way of 
itfp;. Manila. The Mony they fave at the 
years end, they employ in building 
new Churches, and adorning old ; for 
the fin eft in Canton, Nabyiinfk, and Nan- 
ganfie are thofeof the Spanish Fathers } who 
keep them very decently. Tho’ the je- 
fuics in Peking, Cancbenfa , and other Ci¬ 
ties have Revenues of Houles and Lands, 
yet they live very fparingiy, when they 
are not punctually reliev’d from Portu¬ 
gal, they thcmfelves having told me, 
that the Year before this we fpcak of, 
there were only 25 Taes a Miflioner di- 
ftributed, which is 31 pieces of Eight, 
which cannot fuffice to maintain four or 
five Servants, for thofe that have no 
Revenues. Yet thofe of Peking fare 
Well. 

Having taken a Chair, 1 went about 
the City, which is the firft in the Pro¬ 
vince of Kidf»jjr,the Mountain dividing the 
two Provinces. It is feated on the right 
Handof the River, being a Mile in length, 
befides the Suburbs ; there are many Vil- 
trengemfu lages on the other fide. The Houfes 
City. are 0 f stone. Brick, and Timber, low, 
i and ill built, Streets narrow, and the 
Shops not very Rich, tho’ here is a great 
Trade by Land and Water, for it were 
neceffary the River fhould flow with 
Gold, to make thac infinite number of 
Inhabitants eafy. 

The great Canal of China, which 
makes that vaft Empire Navigable from 
one end to the other, for the vaft length 
The p«t 3 j Jout jg QO Miles,always airing Rivers 
Cina * and . Canals (tho’ I travel'd one days 
Journey from Nanyunfti to Nanganfa) 
was made by the Command of the Tar¬ 
tar Prince Xiae, or Chuhlay. For the 
Weftern Tartars having about 400 Years 
fince Conquer’d China, they fix’d the 
Scat of their Empire at Peking , that 
they might be more at hand to govern 
their Dominions of the Weftern Tart ary, 
which begins at the Province of Peking, 
bnd ftfetches out as far as the Mogul’s 
Country, and to Perfi* on the Cajpian 
Sea ; and bccaufe the Northern^ Piovin- 
ces could not furnifh the neceflary_Pro¬ 
visions for the fupport of that Mighty 
Court, it being at the fame time very 
uncertain to bring them by the Sea, out 
of the South, by rcafon of Calms and 
Storms, he employ’d an infinite num¬ 
ber of People, who with an Immenfe 
Charge, and wonderful Induftry, cut a 
Canal acrofs fevcral Provinces 3500 
Chinefe Furlongs in length, which make 
330 Italian Miles. This Cana), as well 


to break the current of the Water, as 
to make it the deeper lias in fevcral pla¬ 
ces 72 Siuces. They have ftrong wood¬ 
en Gates which are Ihut at Night, and 
open’d in the Day, for Boats^ to pafsi 
The paffage through them is generally 
eafy, but there are fome few Difficult 
and Dangerous, efpecially that they call 
Tien-Pick* , that is, The Queen or Lady of 
Heaven , to ex profs its extraordinary 
height. When the Boats go agaioft the 
Scream, and are come to the foot of 
this Since, they are tow'd with feveral 
Ropes by four, or five hundred Men, 
faftning ftrong Cables to Stone Pillars; 
in cafe the Ropes fhould not anfwer. 
Being thus fecur’d they all begin gently 
to draw the Boat by beat of Drum, and 
then make all the hafte they tan, whilft 
lhc is in the violent part of the Curreut, 
to bring her at one pull out of Danger, 
and into the Handing Water. I hey 
go down with much precaution , hut 
more Danger ; faftning Cords to the 
ftern of the Boat, which they let run 
gently, whilft others with long Poles, 
[hod with Iron keep them from dafh- 
ing againfb the Banks. This Canal be¬ 
gins at the City Tan-chcu, eight Miles 
from Peking , where there is a River 
whofe Stream is follow’d till it falls into 
anorher River near the Sea, which they 
run up for fomc Days. Next they come 
into a Canal made by Art, and after 
failing 70 Miles, there is a Paged, call’d 
Fuen-xieu-miM, that is, the Temple of the 
Spirit, which divides the Waters \ be- 
caufe here the Waters make no oppofi- 
tiou, but they run along it only with 
the help of Oars. This Water comes 
from a Lake Eaftwards through a Canal, 
cut by the Chtnefes, through a Mountain 
flopping the natural courfe of the Ri¬ 
ver, and conveying it fo artificially to 
this Paged, that when it comes over a- 
gainll it, one half funs North, and 
the other half South. The Canal in fome 
places runs within the City, 3nd in o- 
thers along the Walls. It crofles part of 
the Province of Peking, all that of Xun¬ 
iting, and after entriug that of Nanking 
falls into this rapid River, which the 
Chinefes call, the yellow River j On which 
there is not two days Sail, and then 
they enter into another River, up 
which they run a Mile, at the end where¬ 
of is a Canal , ipade by the Chinefes , 
on the South iide of this laft River, 
which runs towards the City Hosdngan. 
From hence it runs through fevcral Ci¬ 
ties, till coming to the Town of 1am- 
ebefi, not far from thence, it falls into the 
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great River tCian , half a days Journey than all thofe Aiitienc ones we are 
Gondii, from the City Nanking. This was certain- told of the Romans, Ptrftans, Jjfrians, 
169^. ly a greater anti more wonderful Work, or other former Monarchies. 


CHAP; VI. 

The Voyage to Nancluanfu, the Metropolis of the Province of Kianfi. 


S Vnday the ' ith, I found my felf fo 
weak, by reafon of a loofnefs, that 
1 could not let out, tho’ the Boat was 
ready. Monday the 1 2 th, I went aboard, 
and the Boat immediately fet out with 
the Stream, amid ft vaft high Mountains, 
the City of Nanganfn being at the Foot 
of, and all round befet by them. At 
Sun let we refted at the Village of Sri-_ 
Stimsun. Tuefday the 13th, getting out of 

the confinement of the Mountains, we 
met many Boats, which were fome hin¬ 
drance to us, becaule of the narrownefs 
of the Channel, fo that we could make 
but little way. Yet we came at Night 
to lye at the Town of Simbits, whofe 
Wall is above half a Mile in compafs, 
with a little Suburb on one fide. Wed- 
nefday the 14th, three Hours before 
fftn-ctn 1- Night, we pafs’d by Nan-can-xitn, feat- 
*«. cd on the left Hand of the River. It is 
a Mile long, with Suburbs on the oppo- 
" fite Bank; in Europe it would be ac¬ 
counted a City, but the Chittefes call’d it 
a Borough,tho’encompafs’d with a Wall. 
There are good Shops, and it is Popu¬ 
lous. As we were palling, a Mandarine 
went into a fine Boat, cover’d, and 
painted; with the Mufick of Pipes and 
Drums, and firing of fome fraall Guns. 
At Night we lay by at Tanfu , or Guard 
of Sint an. Thurfday i ytb , we pafs’d 
t the Night at Xuanchat, where fell the 
u f ' * firfl: Rain, fince I came into China. 

Friday the 16th, we came in early to 
Cwchoifo t ' ie City Cambeufit , where as in all other 
cit y' ’ Cities of this Empire, there are very 
Antient Towers, on the Hills and Moun¬ 
tains, which the Chincfes call Paata, 
They hre about 150 Spans, or about 112 
Foot high, fome more. They end at top 
iu a long Scone cut in Knots, and are 
Hexagons, or Octogons. That of this 
City had 9 Stories, or Cornilhes, and 6 
Windows to every one to look out on 
all fides. The Chinefes vary in Opinion 
as to the intent of building them; fome 
faying they were for Watch Towers, 
placing Centinels in them, in time of 
need, to give notice to the Citizens of 
the approach of any Enemy. Others 


affirm every City built them to make 
their Obfervarious in Sooth-faying; but 
I am of Opinion the main defign of the 
Builders, was to beautify the Cities, 
they being for the molt part about the 
Gates, and in fight of thofe that go in. 
f thought to have let out foon, but the 
ill cuftom of China , made me ftay a day, 
for the Cultom-houfe Officer to fearch 
the Boat, who ufes to fearch but once a 
day, two hours after Sun-rifing, fo that 
the Boacs which come in later, muftltav 
till the next day. [ went to fee the* 
Church of the French Jtfuits , which is 
finall but well adorn’d, and the Houfe 
convenient for one Religious Man at¬ 
tended by eighs Servants. I found not 
the Superior at home, he being gone to 
fome Sick ChrlfHans. The City is feat- 
ed on the Plain of the great Hill, is 
beautiful, and has good rich Shops. 
About it is a Wall, and Oppofice to it 
Suburbs on the further Bank. The Hou- 
fes are very good after the Country fa- 
fhion, the Streets well pav’d and Unfit. 

1 plainly perceiv’d what aFolly l was guil¬ 
ty of in wandering through ftrange 
Countries, with two Chinefe Servants, 
whom 1 neither knew nor underftood; 
yet having refolv’d to go round the 
World, I was oblig’d to go on without 
apprehending any Danger op Misfor¬ 
tune that might happen, there being no 
other way of Travelling, if a Man has 
the Curioiity to fee and obferve things 
himfejf. I would have chang’d my 
Principal Servant in this place, becaufe 
he was fome what bold ; bat was told f 
mull bear with him, by reafon I might 
light of another, that might prove a 
Thief and worfe. 

Saturday 17th, after the Difcharge of 
three Chambers, the two Mandarines of 
the Cultoni-Houfe came to clear the 
Boats. They fate as it were in Judg¬ 
ment under a Barach, or Shet on the 
River, where there were three Boats 
well cover’d, with two great, and ten 
fmall Colours, at each of which hung 
Horfe-Tails, and Mains dy’d Red. Ha¬ 
ving done their Duty, they gave us leave 
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to depart. We fot out two Hours bc- 
Cemdli. fore Noon. Our way was along a rocky 
i<?9T River, where the Boat was in Danger, 
but the Banks were well inhabited. Ac 
Night weeame to the Guard, or Village 
■feuebix. of Jeuchin. Sunday 18th, continuing our 
Voyage along the lame River ftiii rocky, 
three Hours before Night we left on 
Gumgsn- the right Shore Gnangatixim-, a City en- 
*' uv ‘ compafs’d with a Wall near a Mile a- 
bout, and almoft Square. It was late 
Tc Un- w t ,en we came to Peclanznrjy a Town on 
the right hand Shore3 another call’d 
scUitchiu. Scidiuheii, being on the oppofite Bank. 
It was hard to reckon the Miles we 
went, becaufe the Boat went flow, and 
there was but one or two Oars us’d, one 
at the Stern, and another on the fide, 
which play’d in the Water without ever 
being taken out of it. This the Pomt- 
gtttfes call Lio Lis 7 and the Cblnefes in 
that Province Jamiu. Befldes, the River 
had many windings, fo that we had dou¬ 
ble the way to go. The Cblnefes meafure 
it by Lij , each of which is 260 Paces, 

13 of them making a Spanijh League. 

Monday 19th, about Noon 1 faw on 
TiyxoxicH, the left hand Shore the Town of Tayx- 
oxien 7 enclos’d by a good Wall a Mile 
in length, with two Towers on the 
fidcs, and another two Miles off! Wc 
lay at the Guard of the Village of Tun- 
Tunebinpi. chinpa. Tnefday 20 tli, early wc pafs’d 

Cbimcim. by a P r . Mt k V # ca J rd u 011 

the right hand line or the River, oppo- 

Pefibim. ft tc to which was another call’d Pefcbi- 
ata. After which I faw many more, 
particularly fan ft. After Noon we came 
Xfynatfa to Klgnanfuy where F. Gregory Ibanez, of 
City. Valencia, rand Mlflioner ot the Francif- 
cans fending his Chair for me, 1 went to 
his Houfe, where I refted that Day and 
Night, all the Cblnefe Chriftians coming 
to fee me. This Houfe had been Bought 
four Years before, nor was there any 
Church Built as yet, but Mafs was fa id 
in a littleChappel. This City is on the 
left of the River, and large, being a 
League long including the South Suburb. 
About it is a good Wall, and the Streets 
and Shops are good. F. Ibanez, told me, 
That the Cbixttty or Mandarine of Ju¬ 
ft ice had put out an Order, forbidding 
the Worfhipof Idols, and had but a few 
Days before Baftinado’d five BonzesyanA 
made another Kneel a whole Day in the 
Sun,for not having obtain’d Rain of their 
Idols, as they had Boafted they could. 

Setting out late on Wednesday 21ft, 
we left a good wall’d Town on the right 
ififckhi)x- hand fide of the River, it is call’d Klf- 
itn chi tty ,vi 1 fiy becaufe another River falls 
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into that we were upon. That Night 

we lay at the Guard of Zunchlanian. ttunehu^ 
■ Thurfday 2id, we left the Town Ot nUn. 
Sbiakianxien on the left, where a long ShUk'na^ 
Wall begins in the South, and riling up **«*• 
a high Mountain, runs along feveral. 
Mountains bgic ot Trees, and winding 
on the other tide, goes down againft the 
North, being above four Miles in length, 
and all to no purpofe, there being no 
Habitation on tliofe Mountains. Yet I 
judg’d that great Strufture might be 
made to fhut up the Cattle on the Moun¬ 
tain in time of War. Upon the River 
is an ififinite number of Boats, which 
ferve for all forts of Carriage, the Build* 
ing and Hire of them being both Cheap 3 
for they are made of Planks, rudely put 
together, being wide below, and co¬ 
ver’d with Canes carefully fplit, of 
which they alfo make Sails, Cordage, 
and Malts, China abounding in them, 
and there being abundance of Timber 
faftned together, drawn along this Ri¬ 
ver. Every Alan here is employ’d to 
get his Living either on the Land or 
Water, and they apply themfelves to it 
fo Jiiduftrioufly, that the very Europeans 
admire the variety of their Workman¬ 
ship, and their Inventions for Filhing, Filhing la 
for befides all ours, which theyufe, they Obins. 
have others peculiar to themfelves 3 as 
for Inftance, the making fmall Woods 
of little Trees in the middle of the Ri¬ 
ver, thus drawing the Fifh to the Shade, 
to enctofe them in Walls of Canes, and 
fo catch them. They alfo catch abun¬ 
dance of Birds, which they call Z$ gzMj 
and are Sea Crows 3 thefe diving under 
Water take fmall, and great Fifh, put¬ 
ting out their Eyes with their Beaks 3 
but they can only fwallow the finalleft, 
becaufe the ingenious Cblnefes , tic a 
String about their Necks, which will 
not allow them to open to fwallow the 
larger, and fo they take them. This is 
a very plea (lint way of Filhing, and 
much us’d in China 3 every Filher-Man 
keeping feveral Birds for this purpofe 
without any Charge, Others employ 
themfelves in the lame River near the 
City, in lifting the Sand to take up Sil¬ 
ver, Brafs, or Iron, for it is not above 
ten Years iince the Coin call’d Zicriy or CdSru 
Chiappcy was brought up, it being the cu- 
ftom before to cot bits of Silver, fb that 
it was often loft about the Houfe in the 
doit, and thrown into the River. In 
Canton they gave 1 r 40' Chlappe , for a 
piece of Eight, but in the Province of 
Ei.mg (I, it is not chang’d for above 750, 
the Brafs Mony of one Piovince not 
. being 
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being curreot in another. 1 Kat day we 
Cemelli, ran between Shores well inhabited. 1 bree 
id9S. hours before Sun fee* the Wind blew lb 
hard at North, that it oblig’d us to take 
up on the oppolite Chore to the T own, 
SincBifbtn* of Sincanjhcn on the right fide of the 
River, which happens very often, be¬ 
caufe that Wind which is contrary to 
thofe that are Bound Northward, blows 
half the Year. At Night a great Ram 

fell. , 

M«- Friday 23d, being able to go no fur- 
uii ther for the Rain, we lay at the Guard 
of Kirtcbiottart. In fuch Weather the 
Country People here ufe hall Cloaks, 
or Mantles, and Garments made of the 
inward Rind of Trees with Hoods, 
w hich keep off the Rain and Cold pret¬ 
ty well. During this tronblefome Voy¬ 
age my Servants attended me very Affe¬ 
ctionately, efpecially the young Man, 
who, tho’ he did not underftand me, 
yet being willing, endeavour’d to ap¬ 
prehend Things by Signs* and in Truth 
he did all Things to nay Mind, for the 
Chine ft s arc curious Servants, and have 
particular Ingenious ways. They can do 
that with few Tools or Utenitls, for 
which other Nations require many. Had 
he been willing to come into Europe, I 
would have brought him with all my 
Heart to ferve me, for I was never fo 
well waited on by any European. All 
Meat in china is drefs'd with Hogs Lard* 
for they ufe no Butter, nor Oil, tho’ it 
be on Friday or Saturday ; becaufe there 
is no Oil of Olives, but of Rape, or 
ocher Seeds to burn in Lamps, or in 
Cookery by fome very pooi Body. The 
Wind abating, we continu’d our Voyage 
on Saturday 24th, through a Country 
well Peopled, and having pafs’d by the 


B ting weary of going by Water, I 
refolv’d to hire Mules to Peking, 
as the Fathers of the Society life to do, 
when they come to this place, tor there 
is no coming hither any other way but 
by Water ; but I could not find conve- 
niency further than to Nanking, fo that I 
was forced to take another Boat* which 
coft medear, becaufe ot the extravagant 
Duty the Water-men pay at Fucheit, which 
is not according to the Goods, but the 
bignefs of the Boat, tho’ ir be empty * 
fo that the Paffengers pay for all, the 
Water-men making their account before 
ihey bargain, to make fure of a good 


Towns of Xopn, Ju/ttay and Chianfninj^ 
lay in that of Janzj*~cheu, Sunday e$th, 
early we pafs’d by the T own of Funchitn, 
and ftay’d at Night in than of Senmi. 

Monday 26th, before Sun-riling we 
came to Naxchianfit , the Metropolis ot rjf* 
the Province of Kianfi. Having taken a 1 
Chair, 1 went to the Jefidts Church, 
where I found not the Superior, he be¬ 
ing gone lb me Days before to Canton, 

Yet I lay in the Houfe till all Things 
were provided to go bn. The Church is 
final!, and the Houfe convenient. This 
City and Province is govern’d by a Vice- 
Roy, and feveral Courts. It is very 
large, but in the upper part there are 
Fields and Gardens, for want of Inhabi¬ 
tants * and yet it is tronblefome going 
along the Streets becaufe of the Throng. 

The Shops are Rich, after the Chinefe 
Fafhion, the Streets ftrait, and pav’d, 
but it is in vain to look for ftatcly Stru¬ 
ctures here, or in other Parts of China} 
for as the Cities here are all Built by 
one Model, fo all the Houfes are flat, 
low, and made of Brick, and Mud, there 
being very few of Scone, They have 
no Windows to the Street, but receive 
light from the Court,abont which all the 
Rooms are built. On the River there 
is another City in the Boats of Water- 1 
men to Travel about, and of Filher-meu 
that live by that Calling. The Manda¬ 
rines have ftatcly Boats, with the Stern 
as highasaShip, and with feveral Rooms 
in them, curioufly Painted and Gilt, as 
wide below as above,to taketheir Pleafurb 
upon the River. In thofe Boats there 
arc many Poles with red Horfe Tails 
hanging at them, and Drums &nd Pipes; 
by the number of which things is known 
the quality of him that is within. 


CHAP. VII. 

A continuation of the Voyage to Nanking. 


Voyage. They would not Cake under 7 
Feans and a half, which makes ten peices 
of Eight and an half for fix days Journey; 
tho’ I had not paid fo much for above a 
Months Travel from Canton to Nanchi - 
anfu, where I had three feveral Boats, 
and the Chairs. Tucfday 27th, I went to 
lie aboard for coolncfs, and fet out 
Wednefday 28th before Day, lying at 
Night at a Country Houfe call’d Chtntu. 
Vturfday 29th, wc advanced fcarce a Mile, 
by reafon of the North Wind. Friday 
the laft day of the Month, the fame 
Wind continuing we made four Miles, 

with 
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with much Difficulty, and lay at the 
Gemclli. Guard of Sancheu, 

1695. The Wind ceafing, we fet out be- 
times on Saturday the firft of October, 
v ^ (n and came to the Town of Vien, which is 
uwn ' on the left of the River, and nioft of the 
Houfes are Built of Timber and Canes. 
Here all the Purcellane is (hipp’d off for 
the Kingdom, and for Exportation, the 
finelt of all China, being that of the Ci¬ 
ty of JoachtH, in the Province of Kiangft , 
which is brought to he Shipp’d here. 
But it muft be obferv’d, That the Clay 
is brought from another Place to Joacbeu, 
after it has been there bury’d almoftan 
Age in fubterraneous Wells, becaufe of 
the Air and Water of that Place -, for 
where the Clay is dug the Work proves 
not fo fine. The Colouring we fee in 
the laid Purcellane is not Superficial, but 
after being laid on is cover'd with the 
fame tranfparent Matter. The Wind 
rifing again before Noon, we went away 
to Kinki, a finall Village on the left of the 
River, where it fpreads a great breadth, 
leaving many Pools about it. Sunday 2d, 
fetttng out betimes, we went upon a fpa- 
cious Lake made by the River, where 
after fome Hours, we left the City Nan- 
Mmtnfu. ta „fa 0[1 (;| le left Hand. It is feated at 
the foot of the Mountains, and tho’ not 
very large is enclos’d with a Wail. The 
North Wind biowing again at Noon, 
we went aihore at the Guard and Village 
of Siefiars. The Voyage to Nanking is 
croublefoine in this Seafon, for the Boats 
do not make above eight Miles a Day, 
Monday 3d, having oblig’d the Water- 
Men to fee out by force, the contrary 
Wind oblig’d me to turn back with 20 
other Boat?. In the mean while the Cm - 
nefes went about gathering round Peb¬ 
bles in the Sand, to make ufe of in 
Shooting, inftead of Shot. 

Eucbeu, or Tutfday 4th, we let out betimes, and 

Xucheu. pafs’d by the Village of Tactttan\ a lit¬ 
tle beyond which Place on a Rock, in 
tiie middle of the River is a high Pyra¬ 
mid, with a Pagod by it. After Noon 
we came to Richest, or Xucbeu, as others 
call it, where we were forced to (lay, 
to have the Boat (earth’d by the Man¬ 
darine, or Cuftomer. This Town is on 
the right of the River, in (hapc like an 
Arm, (hut up by the River and Moun¬ 
tains for two Miles. It abounds in all 
Things, has good Shops, and Streets well 
pav’d, and is enclos'd by a Wall, not 
only towards the River and Mountains 
but on the outfide a Wall runs encom- 
pafling the top of the Mountain, and 
taking in lome Miles of craggy Ground

between the two cuds of the Town. 
This is the firft place in the Province of 
Nanking. IVedncfday 5 th, after a flouriffi 
of Muliek, and firing three Guns, ap¬ 
pear’d the Attendance of the Cuftomers 
Mandarines, with feveral Tablets, on 
which were Qdnefe Characters, carry’d 
by their Officers and Servants, with 
Flags, Maces, and Chains dragging along 
the Ground, and with Umbrellocs, and 
other Ealigns of the Country. Above 
iixty Men carry’ll them by two arid two, 
the Chinefe Drum beating now and then. 
In the raidft ot this Company came the 
firft Mandarine, carry'd in an open Chair 
by eight Men, and at the end of the 
Proccffion came another of greater Ac¬ 
count in a cover’d Chair, carry’d by o- 
ther eight Men. As they pafs’d the Coun- 
tiy, People held in their Hands flaming 
Sticks of fweet Com politic ns, fuch as 
they burn in the Pagods of the Idols 
call’d Xian, and kneeling, bow’d with 
their Foreheads down to the Ground, in 
token of Rdfpedt. To fay the Truth, 
the Chlntfes in Grandeur, and Civility 
exceed_ all other Nations, every one 
maintaining his Dignity with much Ex¬ 
pence. Mod of thefe Men here menti¬ 
on’d are fix’d in thole Employments, 
continuing in the Cuftom-Houfe, tho’ 
the Mandarine be chang’d, becaufe they 
are paid by the King. Thefe two Man¬ 
darines ftte them down in a high Gallery 
on the Brink of the River. " The firft 
was at the end of the Table, and the 
other at the fide. There were about 
forty Boats to be vifited, which paffing, 
one by one under the Gallery, were there 
view’d by the Cuftom-Houfe Boat, and 
the Officers in it gave the Maftet’s Name 
to thofe above, and the Mandarine Tax’d 
it by Eye according to its Bulk, without 
any further Inquiry. Thofe inferior Offi¬ 
cers of the Cuftom-Houfe had a little 
Cloth before their Stomach, hanging a- 
bont the Neck, and cy'd to the Side, oil 
which were four Chinefe Characters. The 
Mafter of my Boar, to the end he might 
be Tax’d low, took down all thecover- 
ing, leaving only the bare Body of the 
Boat, and covering the Boards that made 
the Cabbiu with Canes. The Cuftomer 
here pays 100000 Leans, clucis, 125000 
Pieces of Eight for only a ten Months 
Farm. The River being very deep be¬ 
fore this Town, there is a great Fifficry 
manag’d by feveral cunning Contrivances, 
There are Nets ftretch’d out upon four 
crooked Staves, which they (ink, and 
draw up by a Poft faftned in the Ground. 
In the midft of it is a Well, that the

Filh once in may not get out, and being 
GemetU. large takes a great deal, for the Fifher- 
1965. Man Sleeps in a Cottage clofe by, to 
lofe no Time. With another fort of 
Nets they take a kind of Fifh that weighs 
above 200 Pounds. The Cbintfes call it 
Xuanyu. It is much Fatter than ourfra- 
ny Fifh, hut hard. The Market is always 
well ftor'd with this and other forts. 

Having got our Difpatch from the 
Cu(homer, my Boat alone, becaufe it was 
empty, fet out a little before Noon. We 
turn’d it up with the fame North-wind, 
becaufe it was not there fo full againft 
us, and the River was wide enough, be¬ 
caufe at Xuchat, the great River Kim 
meets it, after having water’d the Pro¬ 
vince of Suchuen, and running near Nan- 
king iofes it felf in the Sea. We were 
benighted at Xuanmatan, a fmall Place 
fcated in a bending of the River, where 
there is a number of Fifher-Men, who 
lit turning a Wheel, with which they 
lower, and hoift a Net, which they call 
Panyu \ from which they afterwards draw 
the Filh with great cafe with a Cord, 
making it fall into the Well, where 
they find it Alive at Night. This is a 
troublefomc Journey to an European, who 
is not us’d to Eat the Chinefe Rice half 
boil’d, which among thofe People ferves 
both for Bread and Meat \ for they do 
not make Bread of Corn, but only Su¬ 
gar-Cakes and Vermicelli, which is the 
reafon Corn is fo Cheap, that you may 
Buy as much for three Car lints of the 
Mony of Naples, which Is lefs than 1S 
Pence, as will ierve a Man a Month. I 
caus’d Biskcts to' be made to ferve upon 
my Voyage, but fometimes I wanted, 
and was forced to get my Servants to 
make me Cakes, becaufe the Rice flew’d 
dry, as is us’d there, without any fea- 
foning did not agree with my Stomach. 
jBau Thar (day 5 th, wc pafs’d by the Town 

of Xien , feated at the foot of high 
Mountains, on the right of the River. 
The Wall of this Place alfo runs along 
the tops of the Mountains, as has been 
faid of the others j which Wall having 
enclos’d it for a vaft diftance, ends near 
the River. A Mile further, in the mid ft 
of the River is a high and craggy Rock, 
on which Hands a Pagod call’d Seucupian 
to which all the Boats that pafs by burn 
Perfumes, and Frankincenfe, and Tome 
colour’d Papers. At Night we took up 
our Quarters in the Town of Tun-lyu- 


xien , on the right of the River, which, 
tho’ open, lias a Wall hard by it two 
Miles in compafs, and is a Place to re¬ 
tire to, there being Loop-Holes about 
it to make a Defence. Friday 7th, con¬ 
tinuing our Way by reafon of the width 
of the River, we came foon after Noon 
to Xan-kinfu, a City on the leftof the xtnUnfui 
River, a Mile in length, and half a Mile 
in breadth. Its Suburb is two Miles in 
length, and has good Houfes, and not 
far from it is another little Suburb after 
the manner of a Village. Whatfoever 
is Sold about the Streets, is known by 
the Noife or Sound made without rhe 
Sellers troubling himfelf to Cry it. The 
fame other Handicrafts do, every one of 
them founding a feveral Inllrument- For 
In fiance, the Barbers carry about a whole 
Shop on a Pole, hanging the Pan with 
the Fire, and the Bafon at one end, and 
at the other a Stool to fit down, and the 
other Neceffaries, and are known by 
playing on a pair of Tongs. So other 
Trades in their feveral ways. All the 
reft of the Day we ftay’d at Nankinfu, 
becaufe of the Lake of Kiangfi, which 
the Boats moft go over in good Weather. 

Saturday 8th, we came to the Village of 
Jeuchiakem. Sunday 9th, proceeding a~ 
long between Banks well Peopled, we 
left the Town of Fukien on tile right, Fukien- 
which is large enough, and has a good 
Harbour made by a Bay in the River. 

We came late to Vxttflncn, a great City, vxufiisn, 
on the right of the River, with a good 
Harbour, where theCuftom-Houfe Offi¬ 
cers fearch’d our Boat narrowly \ after 
which we went a few Miles, and lay at 
Night under one of the Banks of the 
River. Monday 10th, the tome Wind 
continuing Boifterous, we were oblig’d 
to ftay at the Town of Zaijfiti. Setting 
out early on Tuefday nth, we arriv’d 
four Hours before Night in the great 
Suburb of Nanking. Here the Cuftom- 
Houfe Officers fearch'd our Boat, but not 
over ftriftly. Having taken a Chair, I 
went in it fomc Miles to the Houfc of 
Monfignior d'Argoli, a Vsnetian , Biffiop of 
Nanking, by whom I was Conrteoufly 
receiv’d This Prelate is appointed by 
the Congregation, de propaganda Fide, 
wich two other reform’d Francifcans , 
which were K Francis of Lionejfa, a Pro¬ 
vince of Abrttzajo, and F. Bafit, a Vene¬ 
tian, who very Charitably ferv’d tb« 
Chriftians. 
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CHAP. VIII. 

The Definition of the Impend City of Nanking. 


Xrumm r or Nanking, which in the 
Gemeiii. JV Chinefe Language fignifies the 
1695. Southern Court, lies in ^ Degrees and 
I/VN i 53 Minutes of North Latitude, feated 
Noting* f or [he nioftpart in a Plain, la the time 
of MmkioH it was the imperial Court, as 
Pekin£ is at prefent under the Ziwbia* 
Tartar. Min and Chin is much the fame 
as Tdais and Bourbon in France, and Chian 
fignifies Empire, or the time of fuch a 
reigning Family, the Chistjes placing the 
Genitive Cafe firft i contrary to our way 
of fpeaking in Europe, for the Chine]es 
ufe to diftinguilh their Reigns by feve- 
ral Royal Families by the Names of Hta- 
me, Xnm-cjHe, Km-que, &c. F. Lms 
Ltcomfe makes Nanking to be 48 Miles 
in Compafs, the Walls of it in his Opi¬ 
nionlooking more like the Borders ot a 
Province than the Boundaries ol a City ^ 
yet by what I could conceive upon Qbfer- 
vation, it cannot be above 36^ Italian 
Miles about, tho’ Monfigmor eC Argali 
made it 40. The Walls that encompafs 
it have but a few Baft ions and not above 
eight Spans or two Yards thick. W ith- 
in this Circumference there are Fields 
and Gardens. The Suburbs about the 
City are not much lefs than it, including 
under the Name of Nanking , belides the 
aforefaid Suburbs, another floating City 
upon Boats in the Canals. Having ask d 
the aforefaid Prelate concerning the num¬ 
ber of Inhabitants of that vaft City, he 
anfwer’ 4 , that feveral Mandarines had 
told him there had been eight Millions of 
Doors or Houfcs counted in order to 
pay the Taxes, and allowing but four 
Souls to every Houfe, they would as 
that Prelate faid, make thirty two MilU- 
Vaft num- ons of Souls which I thought incredible, 
ber Of In* ant ] t | lcrc f ore believing it talfe, tho it 
habitant* camefrom ^ Mouth of an Apoftohck 

Mtftioner of the reform’d Order of S. 
Francis, and Bifhop of that fame City, 
when 1 came afterwards to Peking, 1 had 
a mind to hear the Opinions of the Fa¬ 
thers of that Court, and telling them 
the vaft number of People that Prelate 
had fpoke of, E Ofono a Port aguefe ail- 
fwer’d, I ought not to look upon It as a 
Fable, becaufea French Father of the So¬ 
ciety pa fling through Nanking Pome few 
Y^ars before, and being nftoniih'd at 
that infinite Multitude of People fold, 
that the City and Suburbs contain’d more 
Vol. IV. 


Inhabitants than all the Kingdom of 
France. 1 deliver what was told me by 
Perfous of good Credit, but wiil not 
oblige my felf to aufwer for fo many 
Millions. Let the Reader believe what 
he pleafes, for l did not count them, but 
I have the Books of all the Empire of 
China, wherein every City of it is count¬ 
ed, fo that he who underftaiids the 1 an- 
guage may eafdy find out the Truth; 
for if F. Barteli will have that Empire to 
contain three hundred Millions of People, 
thofe mufl be upon the Chinefe Ground, 
and not in the Air •, and in ftiort the 
Villages cannot make up this Number, 
nor is there any City in China like Nan¬ 
king, for Peking is much lefs, It is here 
to be obferv’d 111 order to the Empire be¬ 
ing fo Populous, that the Maxims ot the 
Chinefa differ from thofe of the Europe¬ 
ans-, lor there he that does not Marry is 
look’d upon as 3n inconliderable bafe 
Man, becaufe he docs not raife his Fa- 
thcr’s Seed and Family, but fuffers it to 
be loft ; fo that if a Man has ten Sons, 
they all Marry, and takcasmany Wives 
as they can keep, fome having no lefs 
than an hundred, including Concubines. 

In China there arefcarce any Whores to¬ 
lerated, left they corrupt Youth, but 
any they find is feverly Pnnifhd, which 
makes all Men Marry. The Cbimfts go 
not out of their own Country to People 
others fo Vagabonds are counted In¬ 
famous, who omit to propagate their 
Families, and pay a Duty to their de¬ 
ceas’d Progenitors, to whom they owe 
their Being. The Air and Climate ot 
China is excellent for Generation, and 
the Women very Fruitful, fot I never 
faw any of a convenient Age but had a 
couple of Children by her, one in her 
Belly, and another in her Amts ; all the 
Chinefe Women tiling their endeavours to 
be Fruitful, to be as much in the eftcciu 
of the Mother in Law and Husband aa 
the reft, for the Barren arc not admit¬ 
ted to Table, but wait on them like Ser¬ 
vants. 

AH the Inhabitants of Nanking arc not Tartan ia 
Chinefes, for there are many Moors come Nanking, 
out of great Tartary (K Philip Grimaldi 
alluring me there,aic two Millions of 
them throughout all China ) who obferve 
it as a Maxim, not to Marry their Daugh¬ 
ters out of their own Race, fo that they 
QPq 7 . mul- 
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The City byreafon of its Greatriefs is Govern* 
under two Governours, to whom ore fa- m=nt. 
bordinace hundreds of Mandarines, for 
the Adminiftradon of J office, befides o- 
tbers who have no dcpendance on them, 
but only oil the Emperor* Ac Mar/king 
re (Ides a Sunni, who is in the nature of a 
Vicar General over two Viceroys, and 
as many Provinces 5 but thefe have not 
the Power and Prerogative of our Vice¬ 
roys *, for they cannot put any Body to 
Death without the Sentence be confirm'd 
from Court, tho they do it indirectly 
by Baftinadoing till Criminals dye of it. 

Nor is it in them to fend aGovernonror 
Mandarine to any little City in their Pro¬ 
vince, which belongs only to the Empe¬ 
ror and his Courts ; and they can only 
fend a Deputy, tiil liichtime as the Pro¬ 
prietor comes from Court. To prevent 
as much as pofiible all Extortion, Cor¬ 
ruption and Favour, the near Relations 
of great Minifters are not allow’d to 
converfe with thofe under their charge; 
and therefore the Stmtu at this time kept 
a Nephew lock’d up in a Room like an 
Anchoret, without being fuffer’d to go 
abroad, and giving him his Meat in at a 
Wheel; it being forbid by the funda¬ 
mental Laws of the Kingdom, for any 
Man to have a Command in his own Coun¬ 
try, or to have any Bofom Friends in 
the Province where he* is in Power. 

1 lay at home all Wcdnefday the 12th, Fttndfm 
being much tir’d after my Journey. As at Nan- 
far as their religious Poverty will allow, *'"£• 
the Houfe and Church of thofe Fathers 
Miflloners are decently adorn’d. They 
pafsto their Apartments through five lit¬ 
tle Galleries or Courts adorn’d in the 
middle with pi enfant Rows of Flowers, 
for the ingenious Cbinefti plant feveral 
Flowers along the Crannies between the 
Bricks that make the Flooring, which 
grow up as high as a Man, making fine 
flowery Hedges on both Tides. They 
grow up in 40 Days, and 1 aft four 
Months. The Flowers are peculiar to 
that Country, and found no where dfc. 

One fort of them is call’d Klquon, which 
has feveral Shapes, Colours and Arrange 
Forms, but very Beautiful, fome being 
of a Cane colour, fome like a dry Hole, 
others Yellow, but foft as any flefc Silk. 

Among thofe Crannies there .grows ail 
Herb, which tho’ it produce no Flower, 
is verypleafant to behold, the Leaves of 
it being in flrreaks, and painted by Na¬ 
ture wich a lively Yellow, Red and 
Green. The Tulips growing about 
thole Courts are bigger chan ours in Eu¬ 
rope. Tuberofes are plentiful enough 

and 


multiply mail Farts of the Empire like 
Gimclti. Locults. The Royal Palace is within the 
16P5. Citadel, which is on the Eaft lide of the 
city, kept by a TWnv Gavrifou, which 
The Pa- p u jf ers no;ie t0 go into it; beiides there 
ac '" is nothing worth feeing left in the Pa- 
F.xcellen- j ace . The Screets of this Imperial City 
cy ot this are w ide enough and well Pav’d; the Ca¬ 
nals many and deep, the Houles low and 
neat, the Shops rich and well furni/h’d 
with all forts of Silks, and other things 
of Value. In (hort this is as it were the 
Center of the Empire, where are to be 
found all Rarities and Curiofities ot the 
other Provinces, There the mofl fa¬ 
mous Doctors and Mandarines when out 
of Employment, come to fettle. Here are 
the heft Bookfdler’s Shops and choice/t 
Books in them, the fineft Prefs, the molt 
curious Workmen, the poll tell Langu¬ 
age; in (hort, no City is lb convenient 
and worthy to be the Seat of Empire, 
were not the Prefence of the Emperors 
necelfary on the Frontiers tooppofe their 
Enemies. This is the City for Silks, the 
belt being made here that are fent 
throughout the Empire and abroad, and 
the Emperor himfelf is furtiilh’d with all 
he wants for his numerous Court from 
Nanking- In the Country there are vaft 
Fields of white Mulberry Trees; and 
tho they be fmall their Leaves are large, 
on which the Worms feed, which come 
to life in the Spring, and in 40 Days fi- 
nifh their Silk, all which is carrjrd to 
be wrought at Nanking, by an infinite 
number of curious Workmen, who live 
Silk. upon tl, ‘ s Trade. There is alfo a great 
deal wrought in the Province of Cbeking, 
but not fo good as that of Nanking. Be¬ 
fides the artificial Silk, the Natural and 
Wild is gather’d in thofe two Provinces 
of Nanking and Choking, which is made 
on the Trees by lbme Worms, and there 
the Balls found, tho’no Body has look’d 
after them; but this wild Silk is not fo 
valuable or fine as that which is improv’d 
by Art. I brought over Silks of both 
forts to Ihcw to curious Perfons. Tins 
valt quantity of Silk draws a mighty 
Trade, and a vail number of Merchants 
from very remote Countries, who carry 
it away in Stuffs, not only to fell, but to 
exchange for Musk and Gold, particular¬ 
ly in the Kingdom of Lama, where this 
Metal is moil plentiful; for tho’ the 
Cbinefti have Gold Mines, they dare not 
dig under Ground for it, and only ga¬ 
ther fome few Grains in the Rivers, mak¬ 
ing Trenches on the Banks, where fomc- 
times they find a little brought down by 
the Floods from the Mountains. 
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rVA.,^ and very fweet, being mix’d with the 
Cemetii, ocher Flowers in al] the Allies; lb til,it 
• (>05. the Eyes and Smell are fufficiently entcr- 
l/V'V tabl'd all the way to theApartmcjit of the 
Bilhop and Religions Men. The Church 
is final), but beautiful. They have Ser¬ 
vants tor Convenieucy, but not for Ex¬ 
travagancy. The Garden is pleafant e- 
iionghaud well ftor’dwkh Plants, Herbs 
and 1 rees, tor it has Vines, Peach, 
Apple, Pomgranatc, Chdhiut, and a- 
bundance of black and white Fig-Trees 
very w ell called, of which I eat a great 
quantity having been depriv’d of them 
two Years; for in China there are nei¬ 
ther Gra es nor Figs, except only in the 
Houles of the Fathers Miflioners, the 
Chinefes making little account of them, 
becaufe their other Fruits arc more deli¬ 
cious to them. In the lame Garden is 
an Excellent Filli Pond, where the Fifh 
live upon Herbs thrown in to them. 
The jefuits have a good Church at Nan~ 
king, where at that time was a Sicilian 
Father, and a Chinefe . 

A va ft 7 hurfday the 14th, taking a Chair in 

Sell. the Morning, I went to fee two wonder¬ 
ful Bells. One was in the Chum-leu fal¬ 
len to the Ground by its vaft weight, its 
height 11 Foot, its Diameter feven in¬ 
cluding the thicknefs, the outward Cir¬ 
cumference 22 Foot, which contracted 
gradually to half the height, where it 
again extended. The thicknefs of the 
Metal was fix Inches and a half. The 
weight including that of the Clapper, as 
I was told, and believe to be true, 5000c 
Pounds, which is double that of the fa¬ 
mous Bell of Erforty which F. Kircher 
calls the biggelt Bell in the World. They 
told me it vfas very ancient, and account¬ 
ed fuch three hundred Years before, and 
that falling down there was never care 
taken to replace it. 

A Stm- Near to the aforefaid ChUn-Un is a 
ai!re on fquare Structure upon three great Ar- 
Atches. dies , on which Itands a Hall with fix 
Doors to it. Within it is a black Stone 
with an In(criprion (they call it Calm 
and it was fupported by a large Beaft) in 
honour of the Emperor then Reigning, 
creded by the City in acknowledgment 
for the Favours of him receiv’d at two 
times he pafs’d through it, 800000 Men 
going out to meet him. 

pj of Next I went to fee the Place of the 
M a them a- Mathematicians, where they made their 
tical Ob- Obfervatiorts, when the Emperors refi- 
fervatiens. dence was at Nanking, .before Tonlo re¬ 
mov’d it to Peking. This Brands on a 
high Hill in the nature of a Gallery, dr 
Ten ace upon Pillars. It is open on all 


lidos, and there are about it Baniiters, 
and Seats of Marble to dilcover all the 
City from that height ; the Chinefes call 
it QHanfimay. There 1 faw another In- 
feriptbn in honour of the E nperor, e- 
reded the lecond time he went thither, 
which was within a great Hall newly 
Built after the fafiiion of that Country, 

It was Carv’d on a black Stone, with 
Hicroglyphicks, not cut into the Stone 
as is ufual among us, but rais’d above 
the fuperficies of it, which among them 
is common in all their Stones. They 
told me the Emperor had given them 
thofe Cbarafters with his own Hand to 
be Carv’d there. 

On this Hill flood a Paged call’d Caw/- a Pml, 
mi an , with two other little Pagods on the 
fide of the Court, and feverai very de¬ 
form’d Idols. 1 went into the gr eat one, 
where I faw one with a.Facc of feverai 
Colours like a Merry-Andrew, which 
they call’d Checoali. At his back behind 
the Altar was another Idol, call’d Tau2.11, 
all Gik, fitting witha Club in his Hand, 
a Crown on his Head, and with 3 Beard 
and Whiskers. There were two other 
Idols very ugly and hideous to behold. 

Upon another Hill adjoyningisa Tcm- -j-emnleof 
ple of religious Men; by them call’d B<m&s, 
Xofchian , by us Bonnes. They have a 
good Garden and Grove. Going into a 
finatl Chappel here 1 faiv an Idol call’d 
QUan-lau-ge fitting, and with long 
Whiskers. The Chinefe recount fabu¬ 
lous Stories of this and the reft. There 
arc befides two ColojfuP s Handing, one 
with a Sword in his Hand, the other 
with an Axe, their Bodies ftain’d sll o- 
ver of feverai Colours. Thefc they 
call Kin-kan , and molt of the Pagods 
have fuch Monitors in them. Having 
gone a great way up the Mountain by 
It one Steps, the Btmz.es came to meet 
and offer me C hi a, or the Herb Tea , 
which I refus’d. Then they led me to 
the Paged, at the entrance whereof was 
a Statue in the habit of a Mandarine , 
whom 1 judg’d to be Tome remarkable 
Man worfliip’d there by thofe blind Peo¬ 
ple for his rare Qualities. Then going 
to another Paged i law a naked Idol of a 
Gold Colour, who they find was Quoija , 
behind whom was another fitting of the 
fame Colour, cover’d with a Garment 
of white Siik, it had long Whiskers, 
and was call’d Quoinfen. In the fame Pa¬ 
ged there is a Pyramid, with feverai Lan¬ 
terns to be lighted upon Feflivals. They 
fhow’d me a very large Brafs Bell hang¬ 
ing, which was Rung by Hand with a 
wooden Hammer cover’d with a Cloth.

Ine EmpeFor FawDy above 300 Years 
1 J lince Built that Tower and Temple to 
him us, an Acknowledgment. Here are 
two Gates to go in at to a great Court, 
oppofi'te to which is the firft_ Paged, 
with as many Doors to it, attending 
fome Steps. Within it is the Statue of 
a Woman (landing, and on her lidcs four 
Cohffm V,call’d Kinkan, with Arms in their 
Hands, painted of fcveral Colours hide¬ 
ous to behold. On the upper part, or 
high Alter, was an Idol fitting with his 
Foot on iris Knee, and all his Body of a 
Gold Copur ; behind whom was ano¬ 
ther Idol jf the Fine Colour fitting too. 
Going on 10 the feconri Court, aud to 
the third,- I faw about them the Apart¬ 
ments of the Btnios, that ferve the Pa- 

{ od, who are about a Thodfand, and 
Jve on their Revenues.. On the left fide 
of the fleond Court, or Cloiftcr is ano¬ 
ther Fdpoi, to which there is an Afcent 
of a few Steps. In it I fitw the Statues 
of two wounded Women, Back to Back, 
the iunermoft Handing fome what higher, 
of a Gold Colour, with fcveral little I- 
dols at their Feet, and about the Paged. 
On the right Hand, fifteen Steps lea up 
to three Pagedt, in which were many 
Idols and Monftcrs, with Silk Curtins 
before them. Going on further, at the 
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end of the Court is the greater Paged, 
all cover’d with Purccllanof feveral Co¬ 
lours, They go up to it through a large 
and fpadous Hall, above which is a Porch, 
which has five Gates into the Temple. 

Here in Niches 12 Spans, or 3 Yards 
above the Pavement on the Front of the 
high Altar at a diftauce from the Wall, 
arc the Idols of three Women of Gold 
Colour fitting, with fcveral Jufcriptious 
before them, and Vcflcls of Brafs of a 
great Value. About the Wall is a great 
number o( Idols a-footaud a-horfcbuck. 

Behind which Front is another Female 
Idol Handing, and on one fide of her a 
Drum, which three Men could not Fa- 
dom, and on the other fide a great Brafs 
Bell, which is (truck with a wooden 
Hammer. In the firft Court a Play was 
A fled by good Comedians, feveral Thou- 
Jands of People reforting to fee it, who 
all Hood. There I (laid a little, and 
then went on to lie the Tower, after a won- 
obtaining Leave of the Bonzo, by pay- dcrful' 
ing a fewCbiappas, a very inconfidcrable Tower, 
Value. It was all of Porcellane both 
within and without, YcUow, Green, 

Blue, and of' other Colours, with the 
Figures of many fcveral Idols. It is an 
Oftogon, and about forty Foot about, 
has nine Stories, or Apartments, divided 
on the outfide by ashmany Cornilhes eu- 
rioully wrought, and the Top was co¬ 
ver’d with Brafs, and a gilt Globe on it. 

Every Story has four large Windows a ri¬ 
ffle ring the four Quarters of the World, 
f went up two pair of winding Stairs to 
ui firlt Story, and proceed.big from 
thence to the uppermoft, counted 183 
Steps of a confide rable height, be Ikies 
five Steps more, that arc without the 
Gate, and there was above the height 
of thofe Steps to the rop of the Tower 
from the Place where 1 was, fo that I 
guefs’d it to be at leaft 200 Foot high. 

There were nine Stories, as has been 
faid and in the mid ft of each of them 
was a Work like a Pilafter to let feveral 
Idols about it. At the foot of the Tower 
the Wall of it was twelve Foot thick, 
and eight and a half above. The Stru¬ 
cture is certainly Artificial and Strong, 
and the molt llately in all the Eaft; alt 
the carv’d Work being Guilt, fb that it 
looks like Marble, or any other carv’d 
Stone, the Chintfa being wonderful In¬ 
genious at fhaping their Bricks in all forts 
of Figures, by reafon of the fineuefs of 
the well temper’d Clay. From the top 
of this Tower (which the Chintfa call 
of Purcellane) is a Profpeft of all the 
City, and the famous Sir udin re for Ma¬ 
thematical

fVA^i thematical Obftrvations, tho’ it is a 

Cantu.. League dtitanr. As ! was going out of 
tffoj . the Tower, I faw the B<mz.os going in 

U'-Y'nj Procellion on their Devotion. Qne went 
before with a fort of Cope on his Shoul¬ 
ders, next came another with a black 
Cap on his Head flat on the fidcs, and a 
Cbinefc Crown in his Hand. The Sonus 
follow’d by two and two, ringing a lit¬ 
tle Bell with a Hammer, or a wooden 
Inltrumcnt, and Singing in a low Tone. 
They went into the lower part of the 
Tower, and fetching two Rounds about 
it, ador’d the Idols that were in it. 
Next, they went into the third Court, 
and into the Paged, which is in the midft 
of their fur theft Apartments, where the 
chief Idol is like, a Baccb/ts, who fits, as 
if he Laugh'd. There are other Pago As 
and Idols in that Place, which are not 
here fet'down for fear of cloying the 
Reader. 

Emperor’* After Dinner, 1 went to fee the Tomb 

Tomb. of the firft Emperor of the Family of 
Mind ah. It is without the City on a 
Mountain, guarded by Eunuchs, who 
there lead a Religious Life. It confifts 
of a great Hall hand fomly cover’d, with 
a Place like a Tribune or Gallery in it, 
where that Emperor’s Pi&ure is kept 
lock’d up. The Tomb is in a Grot dug. 
in the Mountain, and the Entrance kept 
flint. Monfignior cPArgoll, the Bilhop told 
me, That if 1 flay’d in Nanking till a 
Burying Day, which the Aftrologers 
pitch upon as fortunate for that Furuftion, 
I fhould fee feveral thou fond Tombs car¬ 
ry'd } for the Cbtnefa do not only make 
them in their Life time of ftrong Wood, 
and half a Span thick, meafuring them- 
felves in them to fee whether they cm 
lieatEafe, but after they are Dead, the 
Bodies are kept fome time in the Houfe 
fhur up in thofc Tombs, till the Aftrolo¬ 
gers appoint the Day for Burying them. 
Some delaying this mournful Office, for 
want of Means, it being perform'd with 
great Pomp and Coll. 

Human He that goes along the Streets In Nan- 

ISung fold, king, ought to keep liis Nofe well flopp’d, 
for he’ll often meet with Porters carry¬ 
ing Tubs full of Ordure to Manure their 
Orchards* for being in want of the Dung 
of Beafts, they are fain to make ufe of 
Mans, which the Gardiners pay for ei¬ 
ther in Greens, Vinegar, or Mony } giv¬ 
ing a better Price for that which is come 
of Flefh, than that of Fi£b, which they 


know by tailing it with their Tongue. 
Nothing is more frequent on the River 
than Boats loaded with that Filth, and 
■ if a Man has the Misfortune to be catch’d 
among rhofe Boats, he’s almoft ftifl’d. 
Along the Roads there are convenient 
Places whitened, with Seats, and cover’d, 
to invite Palfongers to alight and Eafe 
themfelves, there being a great Earthen 
Veflel under it, that nothing may be 
loft. Tho* the Chbrefes ufe this Method 
to Manure their Land, which is often five 
to the Nofe, yet their Streets are not fo 
Dirty as ours in Ewejv, by the continual 
pafling of fo many Beafts} for there arc 
no Swine to be feen about the Streets of 
the Q'ty, or in the Fields, tho’ the Cbl- 
nefes devour a vaft Number, 5 or 6000 
being Slaughter’d every Day in Nanking, 
bcfidcs the Cows the Moors Eat, and the 
Goats the Soldiers Eat. Private Pcrfons 
furnifh this mighty Shambles, for there 
is no poor Body but what breeds Swine 
in his Houfe, or Boat, which he foils 
when the time comes to pay the Tjltn- 
U*n, or Tribute to the Emperor, or up¬ 
on any other Exigency } the Flefh of 
them being fo good, that it is given to 
the Sick. During all ibis time, Monftg- 
r.or cf Argoli, and the two Fathers his 
Companions endeavour’d to perfuade me 
not to go to Pchng, became the Pwk- 
gHcfe JeJhlts would have no EarSpean look 
into the State of chat Court, and if I went 
thither they would certainly do me fome 
ill Office. I anfwcr’d, I went not to pry 
into the Affairs of their Millions, but 
only out of Curiofity to fee chat great 
Court, and therefore I fear’d nothing, 
for I would go take up my Abode in the 
Convent of thofe Fathers. At length, 
perceiving they could not alter my Re¬ 
fold ion, they took care to provide what 
was neceftary for my Voyage. I might 
have gone on by Water within half a 
Days Journey of Peking, but it is a great 
way about, wherefore all People Tra¬ 
velling from Nanking by Land, 1 rcfolv’d 
to do the fame. I Tent my Servant to 
the other fide of the River Klan, to 
Hire the Horfcs we had need of for our 
Journey to the Court; who, wich the 
Affiftancc of a Chriftian Chinefe that went 
with him, agreed for five Leans , and 
two Zlens, which is feven Pieces of Eight 
and a half, each, and having given Ear¬ 
ned, return’d. 
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The Journey by land to tbs Imperial City of Peking. 
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H Aving return’d the Bifhop and the 
Fathers his Companions Thanks 
for cheir kind Entertainment, I fet out 
on Saturday 1 5th, after Dinner. It was 
my good Fortune to have the Company 
of a Chriftian Chinefe Doflor, who had 
taken his Degree to be a Mandarine , 
who wanted nothing but Mony, without 
which no Employments arc given in Chi¬ 
na. His Father was a Prieft. We went 
together out 3t the Gate I came in at, 
call’d Simtten, or Weft Gate, which is 
not Inferior to that we have deferib’d, 
having three Iron Gates, and a Structure 
of fixty Paces to them. Without it we 
took Boat, and pairing under the Bridge, 
which conlifts of many Arches, went on 
along the Channel about the Walls of 
the City. Then we chang’d Boat, where 
a feurvy Accident hapned to me, which 
had. like to have flopp’d my Journey; 
which was my Servants forgetting, tho’ 
told of it, a Bonlftcr of Boards cover’d 
with Skins after the Chinefe manner, and 
Jhutting like a Tru nk-Portmantne, call’d 
Bffihcn, in which I had laid up an Hun¬ 
dred Pieces of Eight; the Chinefes ufing 
thole Things to lay their Heads on to 
Sleep, and keep their Writings. I be¬ 
thought my felt of the Mifs of it, when 
we were gone an hundred Paces in the 
fccond Boat; but the Watermen of the 
firft were fo HoWft, that they Row’d 
after us, calling to us to take it. Being 
over the Kian, which is the gr cate ft Ri¬ 
ver in China , and is in that Place two 
Niles broad, and confiderably deep, we 
came to the City of taken , feated_ on 
the left of the River, two Hours before 
Night, having Travell’d twelve Miles. 
The Wall of this Place is ten Miles in 
compafs, endoling Hills, Mountains, and 
Plains not Inhabited, for the City has 
but few Houfes, the People liking better 
to Live in the Suburbs which are very 
long. We lay in that of Tien-cbya , on 
the Bank of the River, where 1 fpent 
the Night merrily with the Chinefe Do- 
{[ or, drinking Wine made of Rice, but 
fo hot that it fealtied my Lips; it being 
the Cuftom of China to cat Meat cold, 
and drink Liquor hot. The Doflor’s 
over Civility was very Troublefome; 
for if the two Ivory Sticks were taken 
up to Eat, a great many Ceremonies 
mtift be firft perform’d. It we met, if 


we gave, or receiv’d any thing, in go¬ 
ing in or out, in Drinking, and all other 
Aftions, tho’ never lb Natural, ftillthe 
Chinefe Ceremonial muft be obferv’d ; 
ufing the word Zin , which among them 
is the Touch-Stone of all Civility ; for 
if any Perfon neglefts making ufe of ir, 
he is counted Rude and Unmannerly. 
The Dodtor at Night did fo much Im¬ 
portune me, to make my two Servants 
fit down at Table, that I condeftended 
to it, rather than Difoblige him ; but I 
was afterwards fenfible of my Error, for 
they growing Bolder with me on the 
Road, ferv’d me ill, as (hall be told in 
its Place. 

Sunday 1 6th, before mounting a Horfe- 
back we Eat fomething, and then going 
out of the Suburbs, expefted there for 
the Company; and becaufe theMuleticrs, 
or Fellows that let the Mules and Hor- 
fes ftay’d a while, a Tartar Soldier ft ruck 
one of them over the Face with his 
Whip, fo that he made the Blood gufh 
out. We Travell’d all Day without 
drawing bit, over Hills, Mountains, and 
Plains well Inhabited, but the Houfes 
were all fmall, but one. At Night we 
lay in the Town of Tanftcan . By the 
way we met a Crowd of Paflengers, 
and Caravans of Mules and A lies, going 
to, and coming from the Court, and 
little Carts with one Wheel drawn by 
two Men, upon each of which they lay 
three or four Bales, which two Mules 
could not carry fo long a journey. Mon¬ 
day 17th, fetting forwards again with 
the a fore (a id Tartar Soldiers, wc pafs’d 
through the Town of Suij-keu betimes. 
This Place is enclos’d by a Wall of feve- 
ral Miles, and a Morafs. Then going 
up a Mountain, we found on it a Paged 
of Bonzjet. Thence going down a long 
Defcent, wc came to Dine at the Town 
of Tacbiautett , and having Travell’d fif¬ 
teen Miies further, lay at Night in the 
Town of Taa-jhianpu. 

Titefday 18th, we Travell’d thirty 
Miles over the Plains, Din’d at Quia- 
lempu , and lay at Xuannipu. The hire 
of the Mules is Cheap, and the Expence 
at Inns is very fmall, for eight Ren, 
which make thirteen Grains and a half 
of Naples Mony will ferve any Man Night 
and Morning. They that will have Ricc- 
Wine, pay for it a-part, and it is drank 
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in the Morning hot boil’d with Rice, fo 
OcmeUi. Eating and Drinking akogether.lt istrou- 
169^. blefome atfirlt to an Europe an to ufe hmi- 
felf to fuch Diet, and Cht/nfe fare, which 
has no Subftancc in it,but confifts altoge¬ 
ther in Porrege and Herbs. For they eat 
the very Mai worts which we ufe in Medi¬ 
cines, and the worft of it is, they will 
have them half raw and cold, the Coos 
knowing when they are ready by the 
Smell, Yet they think all well drert, for 
they leave Fouls for Herbs, as my two 
Servants would do, when we could buy 
a good Foul upon the Road, for three 
Crains of Naples Many. But to me that 
Orimfe Food was not stall grateful,and I 
paid my Hoft for it, thol eat none, lay¬ 
ing in my Provilion of Gammons of Ba¬ 
con, Fouls, Ducks, and the like upon 
Flefb days. Wednefdoy ipth, we conti¬ 
nu'd our journey over the Plains, where 
one of the Tartars left us about half way, 
the other flaying with me and the Chi- 
uefe Doctor, who both were verycour- 
teo ns to m e. We d i n’d at Ltnxxay-xien, 
a large Town, enclos’d with a WaIJ,and 
water’d by a Navigable River, which 
makes many Pools about it, for the C1»- 
t>efts, like Ducks, love to live in Water, 
or near it. There is a Bridge of Boats 
over the River, and a good Suburb on the 
other fide. That day we met a Manda¬ 
rine in a Chair with 13 Litters, in which 
were his Women. The Chinefe Litters 
arc more convenient than thofc of Europe, 
each carry’d three Womenat their eaie. 
They are carry’d by Mules, and AfTes. 
Having traveil’d 32 Miles, we lay at the 
little Town of Xaart-gian. 

Tburfday 20th, having pafs’d the Ri¬ 
ver over a Stone Bridge, and Tra veil’d 
a few Milesina plain Country, we din’d 
in the Town of Cachen, which is well 
Peopled by reafon of a River that runs 
by and maintains its Trade. Here there 
is always a great number of Hawks, car¬ 
rying backwards and forwards, for the 
Qnntfss are as great Sports-men, as the 
Perjians. HavingTravcl’d 35 Miles, we 
lay atXwaw-riW, where our Beds were 
of Cane, as they were ail the Road, c- 
very Matt carrying his own Quilt with 
him. Friday 21 ft, Travelling the fame 
fort of Plain and cultivated Ljnd, we 
came to dinner to the Town of N.wfit¬ 
ch w \ where the Tartar , who was con¬ 
tinually beating the Muletiers, [truck one 
of them over the Face fo unmercifully, 
that the other for fear fied to my apart¬ 
ment , covering him felf with Straw un¬ 
der the Bed. I offer’d him Foul to eat, 
tut he would not have it,- being of a 
Vol. IV. 


Sett that eats no Flefb. Tims the Tar¬ 
tar Hop’d our going any further, Ray¬ 
ing there the reft of the "day, after Tra¬ 
velling only 20 Miles. About this Town 
is,a VVall three Miles in compafs, wa¬ 
ter’d all round by the River, yet the 
place is but ill Peopl’d,except the Suburb, 
which is well inhabited. Saturday 22d, 
fetting out late we refted not at Noon, 
but having travcl’d 2* Miles, lay at the 
little Town of Senfmt. Sunday 27th; 
Mounting before dav, after 1 $ Miles tra¬ 
vel we din’d ar.T mskiany, a fmall Town, 
and having Tra veil’d the fame number 
of Miles, came to Snchta^ the boundary 
of the Province of Nanking on that fide. 
The Town is large, having a great and 
rapid River that runs clofe by it, call’d 
Xttanx », ot the yellow River, bccaufe it al¬ 
ways runs Troubled and Muddy. The 
Suburbs which are along the Banks, are 
much bigger and more Populous than 
the Town. The River is to be pals’d 
in a Boat, but by reafon of its being fo 
rapid, they arc forced to run up a great 
way, the Stream driving the Boar, twd 
Musket Shots down, before it can come 
to the other fide. As 1 was coining out 
of the Boat 1 met F. Sifaro a MiUnefe, 
Eleft Bifhop of Nanking^ who was go¬ 
ing troili Nan chi unfit to Macao in' a 
Litter, with only four of his Servants, 
to be Confecratcd by that Bifhop. For 
want of Barly, the Ckincfes feed their 
Beafts with black Kidney Beans boil’d, 
the. Country abounding in them, and 
white ones, and thole Creatures live 
on them, as well as any other Proven¬ 
der. 

Mondy 24th, wc fetout four hours be¬ 
fore day, palling early over a large Ri¬ 
ver on a Stone Bridge, and having Tra¬ 
vel]’d 20 Miles, din’d at Nxzan-, going 
out from which place, I faw many Coun¬ 
try-men, who carrying a Net, like a Pa- 
villion, faftned to four crook’d Staves 
upon their backs, went about the Fields 
catching of Quails, which as they fly a- 
bout are catch’d, the Net being carry’d 
low. Then wc pafs’d the River in a 
Boat at Vnchianhyai , where the other 
Tartar left us to get before us to Peking. 
The Chintfes here are hardy to endure 
Cold, and tho’ it be very (harp in the 
Morning, they fet out early to get into 
their Inn three hours before Night; fo 
that mounting on Taefday 25th, 2 hours 
before Day, we din’d at Linchien , and ha¬ 
ving travelled 3? Miles, lay at Stiaxoritn. 
By way of Refre foment the Hoft here 
nfnally has a Pan of hoc water ready, in 
which fometimes he has boil’d Kidney 
R r Bejnt, 
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Beans, and other Puife, tor PafTengers to 
Cemelll. wafh them and drink ot, when they have 
1695. no Tea, or are not able to buy it, where- 
V"WJ as in the hotteft weather, and Dog-days, 
they never drink, or wafh in cold Wa¬ 
ter, admiring at the Europeans who ufe 
it. No Rice grows in thofe Parts, be- 
caufe of the coldnefs of the Climate, 
(which 1 had felt for feme time, tho’ I 
wore a furr Garment, Breeches quilted 
with Cotton, and furr Hofe with the 
Hair inwards) which defeft they Ripply 
■with Wheat, making Bread mix'd with 
Onions chopp’d very fmall, which they 
Bake in the fleam, placing fticks acrofs 
a Kettle that is boiling, to lay the Loaf 
on, which remains as meet Dough as it 
was at fir ft, and lyes as hard as a Stone 
on the Stomach. Other Hofts give 
their Guefts thin Cakes of Dough boil’d, 
to eat. To make Lome amends for the 
want of Rice, they ufe their Taw/#, which 
is boil’d, a Mefs of Kidney Beans, which 
with him is a dainty, for this wretched 
Sauce they ufe to diptheir Meat in. They 
make it of white Kidney Beans pound¬ 
ed, and made into a Pafte, the North a- 
bounding in them 3 they alfo make it of 
Wheat, and other Ingredients. 

Wednefday 26th, wc eat a bit betimes 
at Kiay-xoy, and about Evening went out 
through the fmall Town of Zuxien , 
which has a Wall about it. In the Su¬ 
burb is a large fqnare Strufture, and 
within it feveral Pagods with Boonz.es. 
The Idols arc of fo many Monftrous 
fliapes, that it would be tedious to re¬ 
late the Fables they tell of them. There 
is a good Garden with tall Trees. At 
Night we came to the Town of Taman-* 
tiett , having traveled 30 days, I count 
by Miles, and not by Lys, as the Chine- 
fts do, to obferve the better method 3 for 
in feme Provinces thofe are of 260 Pa¬ 
ces, and in others more, or lefs. Thurf- 
day 27th, early, wc pafs’d through the 
3 kttkiefu city Jenhcfu, of the Province of Xan- 
CitJ* tang. It is feated in a Plain like all the 
reit, for the Chinefes do not build on 
Hills. The Walls extend four Miles 
fqyare, and there is a noble Stone Bridge 
We din’d in the fmall Town of Cauxio , 
and lay after 30 Miles travel, in the Sub¬ 
urb of the Town of Vuen-flhan-jhien. 
The Town is not well peopled within 
the Wallswhich are 3 Miles about, there 
being Gardens and Fields within them. 
Friday 28th, we refted in the Suburb of 
the Town of Tun-pin-kieu, and paffing 
through, found it a Mile and a half in 
length, and a Mile in breadth, but there 
arc many Fields and ruin’d Houfes in it; 


the reft are of Brick , and Thatch’d. 
The Walls arc of Earth. Having rode 
30 Miles, we lay that Night at Kit ax ten 
a fmall Town. Saturday 29111, about 
break of Day, we went through the 
Town of Ttingojhia, encompafs’d with a 
long Mud Wall, but ill peopled. Then 
we crofs’d the River Tango in a Boat, 
the Bridge being broke, and din’d at 
Tun-cheny. That Night we took up at 
Shipinxien , having rode 34 Miles. There 
bemg no Mountains all this way, to bury 
the dead on, the Chinefes Plant fqnare 
fpots of Cyprus or other Trees in the 
Plain, and place the Tomb in the midft, 
covering them with heaps of Earth. At 
Night there is a Centinel in the Inn,con¬ 
tinually linking two pieces of Wood, 
one againlt another for a lign, which 
makes Travellers not Deep very found. 
Sunday 30th, we din’d in the Town of 
Sintien 3 and then palling through that of 
Cautaneeu , which has a Mud Wall, and 
is thinly inhabited, we came at Night to 
Jau-chiaen, after a Journey of 30 Miles. 
Monday 31ft, betimes we pafs’d through 
the Town of Ghinxiana , enclos'd with 
a large Wall, and ill inhabited. Before 
Noon we din’d in the Town of Cujhipo. 
Next we came to that call’d Patino, which 
by rcafon of the convcniency of the Ri¬ 
ver, is well peopled within a Wall 3 
Miles in compaE, and better in its Sub¬ 
urbs, where there are good handfbrne o- 
pen places, and Shops ftor’d with all foi es 
of Commodities of the Country, and 
Provilions. Wc there crofs’d the River 
in a Boat, which isfeldom paid for, the 
Watermen being kept by the City. At 
this River begins the Province of Peking. 
After a Journey of 34 Miles, we lodg'd 
at Night in the Town of Eiitchi-miau. 
In this Journey I found Alfes, who when 
they have gone their Stage, wilt not ftir 
a ftep further, tho’ you beat them to 
Death 3 juft as thofe of Salerno in Na¬ 
ples. 

Tuefday 1 ft of November, an hour af¬ 
ter Sun-riling, we pafs’d through the 
Town of Kmchen , enconipafs’d with a 
Mud Wall, in which there is nothing 
handfome but a Tower, there being be- 
fidcs only a few Cottages, and as few In¬ 
habitants. Wc din’d at Leochimiau 3 
then we faw the Town of Euchenkie , 
which like the laft, has mud Walls and 
Houfes, and is worfe than Kinchieu. Ha¬ 
ving travel’d 33 Miles, we lay at Night 
in Fuchtany, where over the Gate was a 
little Chappie dedicated to the Idol, that 
is Prote&or of the City, which the Chi¬ 
nefes ufe in all their other Towns, Wed- 








fs w A>i riefday id, early in the Morning, we 
Cemetli . paiVd a Stone Bridge laid over rhe Ri- 
1695. ver of the Town of Sbiale-cbrva. Next 
(AV we faw the Town of Sbiengbetta, with a 
Mud Wall, badly Inhabited. After that, 
the Bridge being down, we pafs’d over 
the rapid River of Tangaxia in a Boat, 
and din’d in that of Shian folia . Then 
we fee forwards for the City of Xoklmfu, 
which has but a few Houfes in two 
Streets j all the reft being Fields and 
Ruins. It makes a Square of 4 Miles a- 
bout; but only the North fide is Brick, 
the reft being Earth thrown up. Go- 
Idolatrous ia gouc tll3t City, I met a Procefilon 
Protef- of Idolaters. Firft went feveral Flags, 
fion. carry'd by Men and Women, on which 
there were painted Dragons, Panthers, 
and Bafilisks. Two Kettle Drums were 
beaten by two Boys, and then a Trum¬ 
pet was founded in a doleful Tone, 
by a Man. Two other Men carry’d a 
Monfter fitting in a Chair, and then came 
\ a great Bier, carry’d by feveral People, 
within, and about which there were a- 
bundance of little Idols of Chalk, fome 
fitting, fame Handing, in frightful Fi¬ 
gures. But in the middle fate two, 
which feem’d to be the prime Idols. A 
Mafter of Mufick went before, with a 
Paper in his Hand, as it were to fet the 
Tune, or keep Time to the Multi¬ 
tude that follow’d the Bier. All the 
Country-men that it knelt to, paiditRe- 
fpe&, but the Nobility and better fort, 
make no account of thofe things, and en¬ 
ter the Pa^ods, as they would a Stable, 
having little Faith in a future State. The 
Inns here ought to be the belt, as being 
near the Court, and yet they are the 
worft, for eight Days Journey round 
about It, bccaufe the Cbinefcs refufing to 
increafe the allowance for a Nights En¬ 
tertainment, Supper and ^together, 
being 40 Z lens, that is, 13 Grains of Na¬ 
ples Mony, bating one third, the Holts 
give them Herbs, and Porrege, becaufe 
here Provifionsare dear j and tho’ a Man 
would pay more for better Cbear, it is 
not to be had, for the realon aforefaid, 
bur he mult provide abroad. After tra¬ 
velling 31 Miles, wc came at Night to 

Pejhtlipx. 

Thurfday 3d, we Din’d in the Town 
of Cynchytuxam , and then pafs’d through 
that of Mmcbiu, enclos’d in part with 
a Mud Wall, and ill Inhabited. About 
it are Lakes and MoralTes. Having Tra- 
vell’d above eight Miles among them to 
lodge at Night in the Suburb Of the 
Town of Xiunxien, before I got in l 
met with a Funeral, the Body carry’d in 
Vol. IV. 


a Coffin on a Bier by feveral Bearers, 
with feveral Banners, or Flags of paint¬ 
ed Paper, and founding Iufttiuneacs be¬ 
fore it. The Town is two Miles in com- 
pafs, but is thin of Inhabitants. The 
Suburb is good, and a River runs thro’ 
it. The Country Women of the Pro¬ 
vince of Peking have a lingular fort of 
Head-Drefs different from all others j 
for they wind their Hair twifted toge¬ 
ther, or made into Wteaths about the 
Pole of their Heads, which they cover 
with a Cap made of black Silk, or of 
Cotton, running a Bodkin through to 
hold it faft. Others make a great Knot 
of it on the top of their Heads, and 
cover it with a thing made like a Offli, of 
Silk and Gold to which fome add 3 
Binding, or Fillet three Fingers broad of 
Silk and Gold about the Head like a 
Forehead-CIoath. The fharp Chintfif fuf- 
fer nothing to be loft, for the Country¬ 
men before Day walk up and down the 
Road with two Baskets on a Staifi one 
before, and the other behind them, ga¬ 
thering the Dung of Bealls to Manure 
their Ground. Others with Rakes made 
of crooked Sticks gather the Straws anil 
Leaves for the Fire, becaufe Wood is 
there very dear. Our Days Journey.was 
31 Miles. Friday 4th, we went along 
the River of Xiunxiea, to Dine at the 
Town of Peraxo, which is well Inhabit¬ 
ed, becaufe of the Convcniency of the 
faid River. At Night we came to the 
Suburb of the Town of Sankinxitn. The 
Walls of it which arc of Brick are two 
Miles hi cotnpafs, the Place well Inha¬ 
bited, as arc the Suburbs, which are 
provided with all Necellaries, Our whole 
Days Journey was thirty Miles. Saturday 
5th, we faw rhe Town of Chiocfou, which 
tho’encompafs’d by a Mud Wall is Po¬ 
pulous, as are the Suburbs, After puf¬ 
fing over a tong wooden Bridge, and 
two others of Stone, we came to Dine 
at the Town of LieUxoa. Afterwards 
we fet out for the Town of Lean-xun- 
xiet which has good Brick Walls, a 
Milo in length, and went thence to that 
of Chian- fin -g bit ft, after Travelling 31 
Miles. This iaft Days Journey but one, 
wasTroublefome, byreafonof the mul¬ 
titude of Carts, Camels, and Aftcs go¬ 
ing to, and coming from Peking, info- 
much that it was hard to get by them. 
Here there are Guards upon the Road at 
every Mile or two, who throw up a 
little heap of Earth in the Road, and 
upon it a Cottage of Mud, where they 
watch at Night for the fecurity of Tra¬ 
vellers. Sunday Oth, after Coafting a- 
kr 2 long 
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CHAP. X. 

The Defer if tion of the City of Peking, sni of the Imperial Palace. 


Arrival at 
Peking. 


I Went to alight at the Houfe of the 
Jefails , which is ill the Tartar City, 
to make my felf known to F. Philip Gri¬ 
maldi, Provincial, and the Emperors 
Prefident for the Mathematicks, that by 
his means I might fee what was moft 
remarkable at Court. He receiv’d me 
very Courteoufly, exprefhng a Concern 
that he could not entertain me in the 
Monaftery till he had acquainted the Em¬ 
peror, who would be inform d of all 
Europeans that came into Peking, faying. 
That if any were conceal’d, and theEm- 
peror fhould after come to know of it, 
he would be highly Difpleas’d, becaufe 
he imagin’d that al) Europeans were Per¬ 
sons capable of doing him great Service. 
Eefides, that there being at chat time, 
two of his Pages in the Houfe, who 
learn’d Mufick of F. Pereira , after the 
European manner, it would be hard to 
Conceal my coming from him, becaufe 
thofe Pages were Spies, who told the 
Emperor all they faw, and therefore they 
had Liv’d under much Reftraint for two 
Years thofe Lads had been in the Houfe. 
E Grimaldi, and all the Porwgucfe Fa¬ 
thers could not but admire at my com¬ 
ing to Conrt, faying, They admir’d, 
who had advis’d me to come to Peking, 
whither no European may come without 
being fent for by the Emperor- I an- 
fwer’d. That the fame Liberty I took 
to go to the Courts of the Grand Sig- 
nior, the King of Ptrfu, and the Mogul, 
brought me to that ot Peking, thofe Mo¬ 
narch* being no lefs powerful or jealous 
than the Emperor of China. F. Grimaldi 
anfwer’d, The Politicks of that King¬ 
dom differ’d from thofe of others, and 
after a long Debate, not only with F. 
Grimaldi , but with the Fathers Pereira, 
Offorio and Antony Thomas, l took my 
Leave, telling them I did not deSire to 
fee Forts, or any thing elfe that might 
raife a JealouTy in the Chintfes , they 
waited upon me out of Doors, eaufing 
their Servants to wait upon me to my 
Lodging, which was taken for me in the 
Chinefe City. 

Xuntien, or Peking is in the Latitude 


of 40 Degrees, and 144 of Longitude, Peking de¬ 
feated in a fpacious Flain, and divided feribd. 
into two Cities, the one call d the Tar¬ 
tar, the other the Chinefe. The fir ft is 
Square, every fide being three Italian 
Miles in length, with nine Gates. This 
City is Inhabited by Tartars , and their 
Forces divided into eight Brigades; and 
by the Emperor’s Servants and Atten¬ 
dants about his Pcrfon, or belonging to 
his Courts and Councils, all Officers Ci¬ 
vil and Military being there. The Chi- 
tiefe City (Built fince the other, to con¬ 
tain the Multitude of Inhabitants,) is of 
the fame bignefs, as the Tartar City, 
being four Leagues in compafs, but its 
Form is not like the other, becaufe the 
North and South fides are Ihortcr than 
the Eaft and Weft, fo that it is narrow- 
eft from South to North, which fide joyns 
to the Tartar City, from which it is di¬ 
vided only by a Wall, it has feven 
Gates, which together with the nine of 
the old City, make in all fixteen Gates 
Peking has, each of which has its Su¬ 
burb running out in length, and k is fe¬ 
ven Spanifi Leagues, or 21 Miles in com¬ 
pafs. The Suburbs are well Inhabited, 
cfpecially that which runs towards the 
Weft, through which all that comes by 
Land paffes. . VT , 

The great Streets run from North to street*. 
South, and the reft from Eaft to Weft 5 
they are all Strait, long, wide, and well 
proportion’d. The little Streets lie Eaft 
and Weft, and divide all the great 
Streets into equal Portions, or Quarters. 

All of them have their particular Names, 
as The King's Kindred Street, The White 
Tower-Street , The Lions, The Dry-Fijh. 

The Aqitavite-Street , and fo the reft. 

There is a Book fold there containing the 
Names and Situation of all the Streets, 
which is bought by all Servants who at¬ 
tend Mandarines to thcirVifics, and the 
Courts, and who carry Prefents, Letters, 
Melfages, or Orders to feveral Farts of 
the City, and Empire, and they are ve¬ 
ry numerous in all Parts j whence came 
the Proverb fo much in ufe among the 
Cbinefts , that the Provinces furnifli Pe* 
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jb‘*g with Mandarines) and Priwjf in Ex- 
CemelU. change liipplies them with Lackeys and 
1695. Coutriers, or Letter-Carriers 3 and in- 
G''Y"V deed it is rare to fee a Mandarine that 
is a Native of Peking, The fineftof all 
the Streets is that they call Skian-gan- 
Hat) that ts, the Street of perpetual 
Reft 3 it lies Eaffc and Weft, the North 
fide of it being the Palace Wall, and 
the South feveral Palaces of great Men 
and Courts. It is above 130 Foot wide, 
and fo Famous,' that the Learned Men 
in their Writings make ufe of its Name 
to fignify the City, taking a part for the 
whole, and it is the fame tiling to fay a 
Man is in the Street of eternal Reft, or 
Houfes to fry he is in Peking. The Houfes are 
low, and tho’ the great Men have large 
and ftately Palaces, they are fliut up 
backwards, and nothing appears out¬ 
wards, but a great Gate, with Houfes 
on both tides Inhabited by the Servants, 
Tradefmen, or Mechanicks. Yet this 
Chinefe way of Building is beneficial to 
the Publick, becaufe every thing is fold 
at the Door, whether to Eat, for Con- 
veniency, or Fleafure, whereas in Eu¬ 
rope a great part of the City is taken up 
with Noblemens Houfes, which obliges 
thofe that are to Buy any thing to go a 
great way for it. Betides, in China all 
Things to Eat arc carry’d about the 
Streets to fell. 

Multitude The Multitude of People here is fo 
of People, great, that I dare not name it, nor can 
l tell how to make the Reader conceive 
it (I ufe the very Words of K Gabriel 
chine, ap. Magatkaens) for all the Streets both of 
17. pufr the'old and new City, are full of Peo- 
378. voff. p[e, as well the little ones as the great, 
it M^wr. aS we jj thoib at the ends of the Town as 
^ 1 % thofe in the middle, and there is fo 
$7’ * great a 7 hrong in all Parts, as cannot 

be parallei’d but by the Fairs and Pro- 
cefllons in Europe. If we will give Credit 
to F. Grimaldi) a Religious Man adorn’d 
with all manner of Goodncfs and Virtue, 
who, for his great Merit, holds the fir ft 
Place in the Emperor’s Efteera, I will 
then declare. That asking him concern¬ 
ing the Number of the Inhabitants ot 
Peking) to fatisfy my Curiofity, he an- 
fwerd me. That both the Cities, with 
the fixteen Suburbs, and Dwellings in 
Boats, made the number of fixteen Mil¬ 
lions. Let the Reader believe what he 
pleafes, for 1 do not Detign to make 
this good •, but 1 can fafely affirm, this 
worthy Father is not a Man that would 
Lie, and that he knows this Matter bet¬ 
ter than any ocher, becanfe he has Liv’d 
thirty Years at that Court, and knows 


both the Tartar and Chinefe Languages, 
and their Cnftotm to Perfection, as much 
as the Natives, and Diicourfes every 
Day familiarly; with the Emperor, Be¬ 
tides, if we will believe F. Bartoli , who 
will have it that there arc 300 Millions 
of Souls in that Kingdom (adding an 
hundred Millions to the Computation of 
the other Fathers of his Society) it muft 
follow of neceifity, that the great Cities 
mull make up that incredible Number, 
becaole the tinall Places, tho’ never fo 
many, cannot poffibly contain a confide- 
rable part of that Multitude, there be¬ 
ing feveral Cities thin enough of Peo¬ 
ple^ and many Places unhabited, as we 
fee in Europe. 

The Emperor’s Palace is feated in the The 'Em* 
midft of that great City fronting the poor's Pa* 
Sonth, as is the Cuftom of that Conn- 
try, where it is rare to fee any City, 

Palace, or Houfe of a coniiderablc Per- 
fon but what faces the South. It is en¬ 
clos’d by a double Wall, one within an¬ 
other, and Square. That without is 
fixteen Spans, or twelve Foot high, and 
is of Brick 3 its length from the North 
to the South Gate, is two Italian Miles, 
its Breadth, a Mile, and its Circumfe¬ 
rence fix This Wall lias four Gates, 
one in the middle of every Wall, and 
each of thefc is compos’d of three feve- 
rai Gates, whereof the middlemoft is 
always Ihut, and never open’d but for 
the Emperor, the others are for all Peo¬ 
ple that go in and out of the Palace, 
and Hand open from Morning till Night, 
except thofe on the South fide, which 
ftand half Ihut. Thcfe are guarded by 
twenty Tartars each, with a Comman¬ 
der, and twelve Eunuchs; there being 
3000 Soldiers appointed to guard the 
Gates ot the Palace and City, who keep 
Guard in their Turns, and keep out 
Bomjtt) Blind, Lame, and main’d People, 
and ail that have any fiugular Deformity 
in their Bodies. This firft Enclofure is 
call’d Xuan-chin) that is, The Imperial 
Wail. The inner Wall, which immedi¬ 
ately enclofes the Palace, is much higher 
and thicker, made of large Bricks all e- 
qual3 and adorn’d with handlbme Bat¬ 
tlements. It is an Italian Mile and a 
half in length from North to South, and 
a quarter and a half in breadth, that is, 
four Miles and a half about. It has four 
great arch’d Gates. T hofe on the North . 
and South tides arc treble, as are all thofe 
of the firft Wall, but thofe on the other 
two tides arc fingle. Over thefe Gates, 
and the four Angles of the Wall are 
eight Towers, or rather eight Halls of 
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f\A/l an extraordinary bignefs, and beautiful 
GemtlU. StFu&ure, fet off with a red Varnifh 
169s;, ftrew’d with Flowers of Gold, and they 
L/'VSJ are cover’d with yellow Tiles. Forty 
Tartars with two Officers Guard the En¬ 
trance of each of tliefe Gates, fullering 
none to go in, but the Mandarines of 
the Courts, who Live within the Palace, 
and the Officers of the King’s Honfe- 
fjold ; flopping all others, who cannot 
ffiew them a little Tablet of Wood, or 
Ivory, on which his Name, and the 
Place he is to Serve are fet down, with 
the Mandarine's Seal, to whom he be¬ 
longs. 

This fecond way is encompafs’d by a 
deep and broad Ditch, all lin’d with 
Frccltone, full of good large Filh. To 
every Gate there is a Draw-Bridge over 
the Ditch, except that 011 the South. 
Within the great Square between the 
two Walls, there arc dUtiaft Palaces, 
Round and Square, Built for fcvcral fi¬ 
fes, and Purpofes, being l,urge and Con¬ 
venient. Within the fame Space on the 
Eaft fide, at the Foot of the firft Wall, 
runs a River, with feveral ftrong Bridges 
over it, all of Marble, except the mid¬ 
dle Arch, where is a Wooden Draw- 
Bridge, all the other Bridges in the Pa¬ 
lace being Built after the fame manner. 
On the Weft fide, where there is a larg¬ 
er fpace, is a Pond well ftor’d with Filh, 
above an Italian Mile in length, over the 
narroweft part whereof is a fair Bridge, 
at each end whereof is a Triumphal 
Arch of a bcauciful and excellent Stru¬ 
cture. The remaining fpace on the Eaft 
and Weft which is not taken up with 
thofe feveral Palaces, nor the Pond, is 
divided into wide Streets, Inhabited by 
Servants, Officers, and Work-men be¬ 
longing to the Imperial Palace. 

In the time of the Chinefe Kings there 
were ten Thoufand Eunuchs, but he that 
now llcigns hasfupply’d their Place with 
Tartars and Chinejes of the Province of 
Leaotung, who out of a particular Fa¬ 
vour are look'd upon as Tartars. Thus 
much for what concerns the outward part 
of the Palace, we mult now fpeak of 
what is within. 

,. - Tn the firft Place It is to be obferv’d, 

theckinefc That the Honfes in Peking arc pot like 
Houles* ours, high, and with feveral Stories \ but 
the feveral Apartments of a Palace are 
one within another, with feveral Courts, 
all upon a Floor, and to all of them there 
is but one Door from the Street, fb that 
as we for our Dwelling take up much of 
the Air, fo do they more of the Earth. 
For inftance, the firft Gate of a Palace 


to the Street, and facing the South, has 
within the Court feveral little Houfes 
on both fidcs, which lead into another 
Coart, through another Gate, oppofite 
to that which is to the Street, where is 
the fecond Apartment, which runs on to 
the third, and that is larger, ending in 
a large Hal! to Entertain Strangers. Next 
is the fourth Apartment where the Ma¬ 
iler of the Houle Relides, and behind 
that another Court, and fifth Apartment, 
where the Jewels and bell Moveables arc 
kept. Further on ftill is a Garden, and 
at the end of it the fixth and laft Apart¬ 
ment, with a fmall Door in the middle 
of it. On the Eaft and Weft fidcs of 
thefe Courts are the inferior Lodgings. 

The Servants with their Women and 
Children Live in that which is next to 
the firft Gate} the other Courts 3re for 
the better fort of Officers, and Offices. 

This is the manner of the Houfes of the 
Mandarines , and other wealthy People ; 
but thofe of great Lords of the firft 
Rank, take up more Ground, and have 
larger Apartments, and loftier, anfwer- 
able to their Dignity ; all thefe Things 
being regulated by the Laws of the King¬ 
dom, which it is a Crime to Infringe. 

The Imperial Apartments within this imperial 
inncr^Enclofure, call’d Chian , fbmc will Apart* 
have it to be Twenty, affigning them merits, 
their particular Names, and Situation ; 
others fay they are Twelve, anfiverable 
to the Signs of the Zodiac k ; and there 
are thofe that believe them to be Nine, 
with as many Courts; every one Writ¬ 
ing by Hear-fay, and not by what he has 
feen ; for it is impoffible for any Euro¬ 
pean to fee them all, efpecialiy that of 
the Women ; thofe only being allow’d 
to be feen, which the Jealoiffiy of the 
Eaflcrn Nations has made free for fuch 
as receive Audience. 1 could Defcribe geUtMT. 
them by what another hath deliver’d, MagtUuns 
but I refer the curious Reader to him, cbt b lS * 
not to tire him with Tranfcribing the 
fame Relation. I ihall only fay, That 
all thefe Courts and Apartments are up¬ 
on a Line, with great Halls of a Gochick 
Strufture, wherein the Timber-work is 
beautiful enough to behold, a great num¬ 
ber of pieces of Wrought-work advan¬ 
cing one above another in the nature of 
Cornifhcs, which looks very handfome 
above the Rim of the Roof. The fides 
ot the Courts are clos’d either by fmall 
Lodgings, or Galleries. But wheu a 
Man comes to the Emperor’s Apartments, 
the Arches fuilain’d on maffy Pillars, the 
Steps of white Marble to go up to the 
high Rooms; the Roofs finning with

rN_A^i gilt Tiles v the Ornaments of Carving, 
GtmelU. Varnifhiag, Gilding, and Painting \ the 
1695. Pavements, which are almoft all of Mar- 
irv'NJ blc, or Purcellanc ; and above all, the 
great number of various and ftately 
Lodgings, which compofe the Structure \ 
are altogether certainly beautiful, and^ 
admirable, and look like the Palace of 
a great Prince. The French Fathers cold 
* ' me, Th3t no lefs than two Millions of 
Pieces of Eight would Re-build a Hall 
that had been Burn’d. ’Tis true, the 
Architecture and Ornaments are not ve¬ 
ry Regular, and here is not the Symmetry 
and beauty of the European Palaces. 
Emperor’s It is hard to know the number of Con- 
Concu- cubbies there are in this Palace for the 

bines. Emperor's Pleafure, bccaufe it is very 

great, and not fix’d ; bclidcs that they 
are never fecn. They are chofefl Maids 
of good Birth by the Mandarines of the 
Provinces; and being once in the Palace 
have no more Communication with their 
Parents. Their neceflary and continual 
Solitude (for molt of them are not 
known by the Prince,) the Pains they 
take to make themfelves known, and the 
jeaioufy reigning among them, make 


them very Miferablc. Three of thole 
that have the good Luck to pleafe the 
Prince, are chofcn to bear the Title of 
, Queens, and Live after a different man¬ 
ner from the reft, each of them having 
a feveral Apartment, and a numerous 
Court. They want foi nothing that may 
pleafc them. Their Equipage, Clo iths, 
and Attendance are veiy Magnificent. 

Yet they have no fhare in the Govern¬ 
ment, the Chintfes Laughing when they r. Magti, 
hear chat Priuccfles among us inherit /. 308. 
Crowns, and faying Europe is the King¬ 
dom of the Women. Tliefe are accoun¬ 
ted Wives, fo that all their Sons are Le¬ 
gitimate, only with this difference, iliac 
thofe of the fir ft are preferable to the 
others, as to the SuccefTion to the Em¬ 
pire. 

Within the inner Palace there is a 
Park enclos’d with a Wall, where wild 
Rcafts are kept for the Emperor’s Diver- 
lion. ^ In it there are five little Hills, 
indifferent high, made of the Earth ta¬ 
ken one to make the Ditch and Pond. 

That in the middle is higlieft, and thefc 
are the only Hills in the City of Pe- 
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A Servant of F. Grimaldi (whom the 
Chinefes call Mit-lavijef) came to 
Acquaint me that his Mafter ex- 
jie&ed me, and going immediately I 
found him Clad in a rich Garment lin’d 
with Sables, given him by the Emperor. 
He told me that Morning was a proper 
time to go with him into the Palace, 
becaufe he was to prefent the Emperor 
the new Kalendar for the Year 1691S, 


which he had compos’d in the Chinefe , 
the Tartar, the Eiflern, and Weftern 
Language. Having thank’d him for re- 
mcmbring me, and for the Prefent he 
made me of an Almanack, I mounted a 
Horfeback, and follow’d him. Having 
pafs’d the firft Enclofure, in which is 
the Houfc of the French Jefuiti , we en- 
tred the inner Palace through a great 
Gate guarded by Soldiers, and crofting a 
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great Court, on the fidcs wbeicof were 
tScmetli. Junes of Souldier* well dad in good 
1695. Older, we went up to the firft Hall, on 
one of the (ides, upon 10 Steps of white 
Marble, and into it through the fide Door, 
becaufe only the Emperor goes up the 
Steps, and in at the middle Door, which 
are Larger and more Stately. _ 

This00m was very large, fo that 
wtsoTthe heiides the Walls, it was litppoi ted with- 
I'a'ucr, in by fiome Wooden Pillars, well Panic- 
ed and Gilt, as was the Ceding. The 
Walls were of Brick and white flatter, 
the outward Roof was of Parcel lane of 
leveral Colours. This led to the fecond 
Court through three other front Gates, 
and two on the tides, where on both 
Hands there were Houfes, very beauti¬ 
ful to behold. Then was there an afeent 
to another Hall like the firft, and from 
that through other Courts to the third 
and fourth, this laft exceeding _ the o- 
thers in Structure and Colt. Before we 
come into the Court of this fourth Hall, 
F. Grimaldi carrying the Almanack hand- 
fomely puc up in a Casket cover’d with 
Silk, attended by feveral Mandarines^ 
aiid Perfons of Quality, a Pcrfon lent 
by the Emperor to receive it, came to 
meet him, and having taken it with great 
Rcfpe&aad Civility, carry’d it in to his 
Matter. 

F. Grimaldi taking leave of die Man- 
<Urines that had bore him Company, told 
me, that to the end the Fathers might 
not Suffer by my coming, it was Con¬ 
venient die Emperor fhoutd fee me, that 
fo when he came afterwards to know it 
by means of the two Pages, he might 
not be difpleas’d y as had hapned before, 
on Account that he was not told of a 
Father of the Society, who came Sick to 
Peking to be Cur’d. Therefore he bid 
me Wait, anti be would Introduce me to 
His Majefty, teaching me in the mean 
while die Ceremonies I was to Perform. 
In Fine after an Hours (lay, a Servant 
came to bid us Advance; fo we pafs’d 
through lour long Courts, hemm’d in 
with Apartments, and Lodgings of fe¬ 
veral Struftures, furpa fling the laft 
Square Hall, Built upon the Gates of 
Communication. The Gates through 
which we pars’d, out of oneCourt into 
another, were of a wonderful Bigncfs, 
Wide, High, and well Proportion’d, 
nude of White Marble, whereof Time 
had worn away the Smoochnefs and 
Beauty. One of theft Courts was di¬ 
vided by a fmall Stream of Water, over 
which arc litle Bridges of white Mar¬ 
ble. In Ihort the Beauty of this Palace 


conftlh in a Multitude of Buildings, 

Courts, and Gardens, orderly placed, 
where to fay the Truth, every thing is 
worth obferving and wonderful. The 
Emperor’s Throne was in the midft of a -j- he Kjn> 
reat Court. It afeended Square, the perofs 
rft Balis being of an extraordinary big- Throne, 
aels, and all hcnim’d in with Banifters of 
white and very fine Marble. Above the 
firft Landing Place 0: Plain, which had 
finch another row of Ban filers about it, 
was a Iccond in the lame manner, but 
fomewhat Jefs in compafis, and fo it grew 
lets to die 5tti Afeent or Plain, where 
was an admirable open Room or Galle¬ 
ry cover’d with Gilt Tiles, and fupport- 
ed by ftrong Wooden Pillars Varnilh’d. 

In this Place was the Emperor’s Throne. 

Thofie five Orders of Banifters look'd 
mighty Beautiful to my Eye, efipecially 
at that time when the Sun Shining on 
them, they refle&cd its Riys all about. 

The Emperor was within that Beauti- How he 
ful Chamber or Gallery, fitting after fai¬ 
ths Tartar manner, on a Sejfa, or Floor 
rais’d above the reft of the Room three 
Foot, and cover'd with a large Carpet, 

/which reach’d over all the Pavement. 

He had by him Books, Ink, and Pencils 
after the Cbtne/e manner, to write. His 
Garment was of Gold colour Silk, Em¬ 
broider’d with Dragons, two whereof 
very large were on his Breaft richly 
Wrought. On his Right and Left, were „ - 

ranks of Eunuchs well clad-, and with- °ade to* 
out any Weapons, their Feet dole to- him. 
gether, and their Arms hanging. 

When we came to the Door, we ran 
haftily to the end of the Room that was 
op polite to the Emperor, and Handing 
both together, continu’d on our Feet a 
Moment, holding our Arms right down 
by our Tides. At laft kneeling, and lift¬ 
ing up our Hands, join’d to our Heads, 

To that ouv Arms and Elbows were of an 
equal height, we bow’d three times down 
to the Ground, then riling, we fet our 
fclves in the lame Pofture, as at firft, 
and perform'd the fame Ceremony, a 
fecond, and n third time, till we were 
oider’d to advance, and kneel down 
before the Emperor: By means of F. 

Grimaldi , he ask’d me concerning the 
Wars then carry’d 011 in Europe and I 
anfwer’d to the belt of my Knowledge. 

Then he ask’d me whether 1 was a Phi- 
fitian, or underftood Surgery; and un- 
derftanding that was not my Profeflion, 
ask’d a third time, whether I had ftudied 
Mathematicks, or underftood them. To 
which I anlwer’d in the Negative, tho’ 
in my Younger Years I had got fome lit- 
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tic fmattering in them. For I had been 
forewarn’d by the Fathers, that if I 
own’d I underwood any of thofe Arts, 
or Sciences, he would keep me in his 
Service, and l had no Mind to flay there. 
At length he gave us our Conge, and we 
retir’d without any Ceremony. 

He was iu the 43d Year of his Age, 
and the 35th of his Reign; he is call'd, 
Cam- Hi , that is. The Peaceable. His 
Stature is proportionable, his Counte¬ 
nance Comely, his Eyes Sparkling, and 
fomew hat larger than generally bisCou n- 
trymen have them ; fomewbat Hawk- 
nos’d, and a little round at the Point; 
he has fome marks of the fiimll Pox, yet 
they do not all lellcn the Beauty of his 
Countenance. 

Tuefday 8th, 1 went in a Chair, which 
is dear in Peking, to fee the City to¬ 
wards the Ealt quarter, and found every 
where very Beautiful, Publick places, 
and rich Shops. I went into the Tartar 
City, through the Gate cal I’d Mm>, 
which is in the midll of the Wall that 
parts the two Cities; the fame Marcus 
Fohts fpeaks of, and which looks towards 
the King’s Apartments,and thegreatGace 
leading to them. And as the great Gate 
of the Imperial Apartments is never o- 
peu’d, but when the Emperor goes out, 
fo neither is this which anfwers to it in 
the City Wall open’d, but only the o- 
thcr three are for the Service of the 
Publick. There is a mod beautiful row 
of Banifters before the Gate of the Im¬ 
perial Palace, which cnclofes a fpecious 
Porch. 

The Cold is very (harp in Peking, and 
tho’ I be not very tender, yet I could 
not go out till it was late, when the Sun 
had gat her'ii Strength; for tho' it be in 
40 Degrees wanting five Minutes of La¬ 
titude, it is exceflive cold ; F. Grimaldi 
a (Turing me that it is not colder in Pa- 
Und , in the Latitude of 50 Degrees, he 
having had experience of both Places. 
This fharpnefs in Peking proceeds from 
the nearnefs of the high Mountains, 
which divide the Great Tartary, from 
China , yet the Iiardeft Weather is not 
at the time when I was there, but in Ja¬ 
nuary, the Winter beginning in Novem¬ 
ber, and continuing till the middle of 
March without anyRain at all. During 
which time by means of the great Froft 
there are brought out of the Eaftern Tar¬ 
tary, infinite number of Pheafanes, Par¬ 
tridges, Deer, Wild Boars, and ,other 
Beaffis, with abundance of.Sturgeon, all 
fo Frozen, that the Beads will keep z 
or 3 Months, and the Phea fanes thirty 
Vol. IV. 


days, and they are fo plentiful at that 
time, that a Buck, or a Boar may be 
bought for a Piece of 8, and a Phe.ifmt 
far a half Royal, and a Partridge for two 
Grains of Naples Mony. From March 
till the beginning of June is a perfect 
Spring at Peking with little Rain, but 
in June and July, till die rocliof Augafi, 
the Rains are plentiful. This Rani is 
ncceflary to wafh the Streets of all the 
mighty Filth that gathers in them, for 
grave Perfons are not afham’d to eafe 
chemfelves in Publick Places. By rea¬ 
son of this great Cold, al! the Women 
wear Coifs and Caps on their Heads, 
whether they go in Chairs or a-Horfe- 
back; and they have reafon to do fo, 
for 1 could fcarce endure the Weather* 
tho’ I wore feveral Furrs. The word 
thing here is the want of Wood ; and 
therefore they burn a fort of Mineral, 
dug out of the neighbouring Mountains, 
like the Etjglijh Sea Coal, which are 
Noiiome to warm ones felf by, and there¬ 
fore they only nfethem in the Kitchin to 
dreis victuals, chooling rather to be with¬ 
out fire in their Chambers, and nunfd 
with Cold. 

My arrival at Peking , gave the Jefit - 
its the fame jealoufy, perfuading them- 
felves like thofe of Canton, that I was 
fent by the Pope, to enquire underhand 
into al] that had ha piled in China , on 
account of the Conte ft between them and 
the Vicars Apoftoliek ; and this the 
more becaufe l was come to Court with¬ 
out the Emperors leave, and without 
their Knowledge. 

Wcdnefday 9th, I went in a Chair to 
the French jefnits , who live within the 1 It 
enclofure of the Imperial Palace. As 
I came in at the great Gate, I faw a Mul¬ 
titude of Porters, hanging blew Clotii 
to clofe in the little Allies oppofitc to 
the long Court, and broad Way that 
leads to the inner Wall, caullng it to be 
well fwept and clear’d. Asking why a - - 
they did fo, I was told, that it being the Ladies vl- 
Birth day of_ the Emprefs, Dowager to fitingthe 
the Father of him now Reigning, all the Emfrefe, 
Ladies of the City came to Compliment 
her, and therefore all the Paths that led 
to the Court were enclos'd, that they 
might not be feen, and the way was a- 
dorn’d asisufual when the Emperorgoes 
abroad. In fhorc having been merry 
with the French Fathers, as I return’d, 

I fov a number of fine Calafhes, cover’d 
with Damask, and ocher Stuffs of Silk 
and Gold, in which the Ladies came. 

The -Fathers told me the Ceremony was 
perform’d after this manner.

i6 95 ‘ Tburfday ioth, I went in a Chair to 
view another part of the City, where 
A Funeral, j p aw f ome thing Curious, for there was 
publick Mourning, and Rejoycing along 
one and the fame Street, a Wedding, 
and a Funeral happening to pafs by at 
the fame time. The Funeral was thus.. 
Firft went the Colours and Banners of 
Silk, and colour’d Paper, the Statues of 
the Dead, Horfes., and Monfters carry’d 
by feveral People in good Order. Others 
beat a Brafs Drum, and rhe Bonz.cs Brafs 
Plates, Bells, and other Inftruments, af¬ 
ter whom was carry’d the Corps in a 
Coffin on a Bier cover’d with white Cloth. 
The Male Kindred went before the Corps 
Weeping, the Women follow’d in very 
fmall Calalhes, ali Clad in White, that 
being the Colour for Mourning in China, 
and the neighbouring Kingdoms of Co- 
chmchim and TmUn. But this is when 
any one Dies in the City, that the Ob- 
fequies being perform’d there, he is car¬ 
ry’d to be Bury’d j but if he Dies out 
of it, of whatever Degree or Quality 
he be, it is not allow’d to bring him in¬ 


to the City, they looking upon it as a 
very bad Omen. 

The manner of the Wedding isahnofl A WetJ- 
like that of the Funeral, as to the In- din S* 
itrumcius that Sound. Several Pcrfons 
go before a-Fooc and a-Horfeback with 
Colours, and Banners, according to the 
Bridegroom’s Quality. Then conics the 
Bride in a clofe Chair or Calafli adorn’d 
with Fringes, or Laces and Silk Embroi¬ 
dery in great State, but ffic cannot be 
feen- 

I went out at the Gate of the Chimfe 
City, and went a League about the Wall, 
to lee whether it differ’d from the Walls 
of the other Cities of China, and found 
it to be of the fame fort, being in a 
great meafure made of Brick, with a 
wet Ditch about it forty Foot wide, the 
Wall it felf twenty Foot thick, and 
Rampard after the manner of our ftrong 
Places in Europe, The Curtins are de¬ 
fended by large fquarc Towers about a 
Bow-fhot diftant from one another •, but 
the Towers of the new City arc fet 
thinner, and the Walls are weaker, and 
not fo high.

CHAP. II. 

A fbort Journey to fee the great Wall of China, and, a Defer ft ion of it. 


B Eing fo near to that fo famous Wall, 
I had the Curiofity to fee it, and 
therefore went upon Friday i itb, to the 
French Fathers to provide for my Jour¬ 
ney. They told me it would be dange¬ 
rous to go where the PalTage was guard¬ 
ed, becaufe the Guards would be jealous 
of a Foreigner * but that 1 might go to 
that part next the Mountains where there 
were no Soldiers. They were fo kind 
as to find one to bear me Company the 
next Day, and fo t return’d Home. On 
Saturday 12 th, 1 fet out a-Horfeback be¬ 
times, and Travefl’d that Day 35 Miles, 
lying at Night in a Country-Honfe. Sun¬ 
day 13th, having Traveil’d twenty Miles 
of Mountain way, we came to the foot 
of the Mountain, along which the Wall 
runs, and there being no going to it a- 
Horfeback, 1 was forced to alight, and 
go four Miles a-Foot with much Trou¬ 
ble, being guided by the Fellow that 
hir’d the Horfes, my Servant Raying 
with them. 

The Wall in fome Places is fifteen 
Foot high, in others twenty ; but in the 
Vallies it is much higher and thicker, for 
fix Horfes may eafily go a-Breaft on it.

The Structure is all of large burnt Bricks, 
and few Stones, and at certain diifonccs 
there are Strong fquarc Towers, about 
two Bow-fhot from one another, which 
continue all the length of the Wall to 
the Sea. Where the Pages of the Coun¬ 
try are eafieft, and molt expos’d, there 
are feveral Works Handing thick toge¬ 
ther, as Ravelins, and Baftions, to fe- 
cure them. This wonderful Wall be¬ 
gins in the Province of Kiamfi, and runs 
to the Ealt Sea, and above half a League 
into it, becaufe of its ffiatlownefs , fo 
that it is judg’d to be 405 Spanijh I.eagues 
in length, taken in a (freight lane, and 
500 as the Building winds along Val¬ 
leys and Mountains. There arc abun¬ 
dance of little Doors and Stairs for the 
multitude of Soldiers that Guard the 
Towers, for the fafety of the Kingdom, 
to go up to them. 

A Ini oft ali China being parted from 
Tanary by the Mountains, which run 
between them, the great Wall is rais’d 
Ids on the Mountains, and more in the 
Valleys, as Need requires ; yet not fb 
as to be every where upon a Level, as 
fome would make its believe it being 
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fN w ,\/ v impoffiblc to raife it to tnat height in 
UemeB. the deep Valleys, as to equal the higheft 
iSpf. Mouataiftsl So that when that Wall is 
raid to be prbdigioufly high, the mean¬ 
ing is no other, but that it is Built u]> 
on very high Places | for ot it fclf it is 
not fo hip as the Walls of their Cities, 
nor is it of an equal breadth in all Parts. 
Aimtfft all the Strufturc, as has been 
raid, is of Brick, fo well Built that it 
docs not only Call, hot looks New, af¬ 
ter fcveral Ages, as if it were New, ex¬ 
cept only fome few Ruins, which the 
Tartars do not mind to Repair. It is a- 
bove 1S00 Years fince the Emperor X<- 
hoam-ti caus’d it to be Built again# the 
Incuriions of the Tartars. This was one 
of the greateft, and moft extravagant 
Works'that ever was nndettaken. In 
Prudence the Chinefes fhould have fourd 
the mo# dangerous Pafles : But what I 
thought mo# Ridiculous, was to fee the 
Wall run up to the top of a vaft high 


and fteep Mountain, where the Birds 
would hardly Build, much Jefs the Tar¬ 
tar Horfe Climb, to break into the Coun¬ 
try. And if they conceited thofe People 
could make their way Climbing the Clifts 
and Rocks, it was certainly a great Fol¬ 
ly to believe their Fury could be Hop’d 
by fo low d Wall. 1 was aftoniffi’d to 
consider they fhould have fuch excellent 
Workmen, to draw up lb many Materi¬ 
als for Building, and make ufeof them-, 
which could not be done without a va# 
Charge and Labour, and in a con Mera¬ 
bi c fpacc of Time, it is reported. That 
under tbe Cbinefe Emperors, this Wall 
was guarded by a Million of Soldiers; 
at prefent the Emperor being Sovereign 
of a great part of T&rtwy, he only keeps 
good Garrifons on the weakeft Pafles. 
Monday 14th, 1 return’d the fame way 
1 came, and was at Peking on Tuefday 
15th, before Night. 


CHAP. in. 

How tbe Emperor of China appears in Publick . 


O N VVeinefday i6tb, I was in F, Pe¬ 
reira ’s Apartment, when Order 
Country- was brought him from the Palace, to 
Houle. 3 go fix the Clock of the Gountry-Houfe, 
becaufe the Emperor was to go thither 
very foou, where he Diverts hitnfeif 
half the Year. It is call’d, Shian-Scim- 
Ttteit $ Ytten, figaifying a Garden, Scittn, 
always, and Shim, Spring, that is, The 
Garden where there is continual Spring. 
It.cor,lifts of fine little Honfes, feparated 
from one another, like thofe of our Car- 
thufiaKSy with Gardens and Fountains af¬ 
ter the Cbinefe mariner. Thurfday 17th, 
the Bench Fathers told me the Emperor 
would go the next Day to his Country - 
Houfc, and I might fee the manner of 
it from their Houle, or any Place near 
it, and accordingly on Friday 18th, I was 
conduced by a Servant of theirs to fee 
that Majcftick ProcelTioti, which began 
an Hour after Sua-rifing. 

•rue F.m- Fir ft march’d about 2000 Soldiers and 

pTor&o- Servants, after whom follow’d about 
ing a- twenty Women in clofcCalafhes. Next, 
broad, came t ^ e King attended by the Princes 
of the Blood, and Mandarines. He was 
a-Horfe back, plainly Clad in a Garment 
of Gold Colour, embroider’d with Dra¬ 
gons all over, but more particularly on 
the Breaft, where were two very large 
ones. On his Maufb, or Tartar Gap was 
a rich Jewel. 


Sometimes the Emperor goes abroad 
in a Chair carry’d by 32 Men, who con¬ 
trive it fo lngenioufiy, that all equally 
bear a part of die Burden. Befides four 
others, who fupport the Chair on every 
fide. 1 thought this pnblick Appearance 
very Stately ; and believe it will be ac¬ 
ceptable to the Reader, to Defcribe in 
this Place a more lolemn manner of go¬ 
ing Abroad of the Emperor of Chinn, 
when he goes to Sacrifice, or perform 
fome other publick Function, attended 
by fcveral Thoufiinds, and therefore the 
Draught of it is here Infected. 

1. Fir# go 24 Men with great Dm ms 
in two Files, Twelve and Twelve. 

2. 24 Trumpets, Twelve on a fide. 
Tliefe are made of a Wood they call 
Vtuw'Xtiy which is of great value in 
China. They are above three Foot 
long, and almoft a Span Diameter at 
the Mouth, fhap’d like a Bell. They 
are adorn’d with Rims of Gold, and 
fuit with the Noife of the Drums. 

3. 24 Staves, T welve on each fide, a- 
bout eight Spans, or two Yards long, 
curioufly wrought with red Varnilh, 
and adorn’d with Leaves of Gold.

10. 24 Colours, on which the Signs of 
the Zodiack are painted, which the 
Chinefes divide into 24 Parts, as we 
do into Twelve. 

11. 56 Colours, on which are the 56 
Conftellations, to which the Chinefes 
reduce all the Stars. 

12. 200 great Fans upon long Staves, 
gilt and painted with feveral Figures, 
as Dragons, Birds, the Sun, &c. 

13. 24 llmbrelloes richly adorn’d, 12 
on each fide. 

14. Eight forts of Utenfils the Emperor 
commonly makes ufe of, as the Towel, 
Gold Bafon and Ewre, and.others. 

15. 500 Gentlemen belonging to the 
Emperor, richly Clad. 

1 6. Ten Horfes as white as Snow, with 
the Bridles and Saddles adorn’d with 
Gold, Pearls and precious Stones.

17. 1000 Men, 500 on each fide, call’d 
/Tiao-gne, that is, foot Soldiers, Clad 
in Red, embroider’d with Flowers, 
and Stars of Gold and Silver, and 
Caps adorn’d with long Feathers.

C H A Ip. IV. 

The Religions in the Empire of China. 


T Here are feveral Religions profefs’d 
in the Empire of China , according 
ui lucj*'- £ 0 c j ie variety of People in it. To be- 
tm ' gin with the Emperor, he being a Tar¬ 
tar, follows the Idolatry of his Nation, 
which as In the main it agrees with the 
Religion of the Chinefes and Japonefes , 
yet they all differ in Seds, wherein the 
Tartars <Jo not agree among themfelves, 
much lefs with the Chinefes and Cochin- 
chinefes , as neither they do among them¬ 
felves. This Difference arifes from the 
feveral Idols, which every one takes for 
his tutelar God. The Tartars of Great 
Tartary adore a Deity, they call Natagai , 
whom they Efteem the God of the Earth, 
and they have fo great a Veneration for 
him, that no Man is without his Image 
in his Ho ufe 3 and being perfwaded that 
Natagai had a Wife, they place her on 
his left, with little Idols before them, 
as if they were their Children. They 
pay Adoration, and make Obeifance to 
them, efpecially when they are going to 


Dinner or Supper, anointing the Mouths 
of the Images with the Fat of the Meat 
that is Drefs’d, and lay fome of their 
Dinner or Supper at the Door, believ¬ 
ing they Feed on it. 

There is a much more Impious, and The great 
ridiculous Adoration paid by the Tartars I’rieft, os 
to a living Man, whom they call Lama, 
that is. Great Prieft, or Prieft of Friefts 3 
becaufe from him as the Source they re¬ 
ceive all the Grounds ot their Religion, 
or Idolatry, and therefore they give him 
the Name of Eternal Father. This Man 
is ador’d as a Deity, not only by the 
Inhabitants of the Place, but by all the 
Kings of Tartary , who own a Subjection 
to him in Matters of Religion, 3nd there¬ 
fore not only they, but their People go 
in Pilgrimage with confiderable Gilts to 
Adore him, as a true and living God. 

He, as a great Favour fhews himfelf in 
a dark Place of his Palace, adorn’d with 
Gold and Silver, and lighted by feveral 
hanging Lampsfitting upon a Cufinon 
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of Cloth of Gold, on a place rais’d from 
GemdlL the Ground, and cover’d with fine Car- 
1695. P ets - The?they all Proftrate themfelves 
(✓"VNJ flat on the Ground, and humbly kifs his 
Foot. Hence he is call’d Father of Fa¬ 
thers, High Prieft, Prieft of Pricfts, and 
Eternal Father; for the Priefts who are 
the only Perlons that attend and wait 
upon him on all Occalions, make the 
fillip 1 c Strangers believe Wonders of his 
Saiiiflity. And that he may be thought 
Immortal when he Dies, they feek out 
throughout all the Kingdom for one ve¬ 
ry like him, and having found one, place 
him oil the Throne, and by that means 
make all the Kingdom hold it as an Ar¬ 
ticle of Faith (they being all Ignorant of 
the Impollute,) that the Eternal Father 
iofe again out of Hell after 700 Years, 
and has Liv’d ever fince, and will Live 
to Eternity v which is lo deeply Imprinted 
in the Minds of thofie barbarous People, 
that no Man among them makes the leafl 
Doubt of it, and they Adore him fb 
blindly, that bethinks himfelf complcat- 
Jy Happy, who has the Fortune to get 
the lead: bit of his Excrement, which is 
Bought at a great Rate believing that 
wearing it about their Necks in a Gold 
Box, as the great Lords ufe to do, it is 
a fure Defence againft all Evils, and an 
Antidote againft all Difcafes ■, and there 
are thofe who out of Devotion put fome 
of it into their Meat. This living Deity 
is of fuch great Authority throughout all 
Tart ary, that no King is Crown’d till he 
has lent AmbafEtdork with rich Prefents, 
to obtain the great Lama's Bleffing, for 
a happy and profperous Government. 
His Relidcnce is in the Kingdom of Ba- 
rantoU , or Lajfa, where he a fill rues the 
regal Dignity, tlio’hc takes nothing up¬ 
on him of the Government, contenting 
himfelf with the Honour, living Quiet¬ 
ly and Peaceably, and leaving the Care 
of the Kingdom to another, whom they 
Call Deva, or Dents', which is the reafou 
they fay there are two Kings in Baran- 
tola. 

TefrinV-nf ,l1 Peking there is a great Temple 

i tm/s. within the Palace of thefe Religious La¬ 
mas. It is call’d Lam Alien , that is, the 
Temple of Lama \ and was Built by the 
Father of the Emperor now Reigning, 
out of Policy, and to pleafehis Mother, 
the Daughter of a petty King of the 
Weflern Tartars , who was much affect¬ 
ed to the Lama's. On a Hill like a Su¬ 
gar-Loaf made by Hand of great Stones 
carry’d from the Sea, is a round Tower 
of twelve Stories handfomly Built, and 
of a wonderful Hcighth ■, about which 


on the Top are many Email Bells, which 
being fhaken by the Wind Ring Night 
and Day. The Temple is large Built 
m the middle of the Hill on the South 
hde. ] he Dwellings and Cells of the 
Larna s arc on the Eaft and Weft. The 

VT ol }A k AJtar * s like a naked ruftick 
Man, like the God Priaptts of the Anti- 
ents, nor is it ador’d by any but the 
Lama 5^ and Weftern Tartars ; the Ea- 
J Tatars and Chinefis abhorring it.

The principal idol they adore in that 
Kingdom oi Lajfa, is A fe- 

tme made of Nine human Heads in the 
torm or a Conc^ before which they of- 
er Sacrifice, and place Meat to gain the 
Favour ot the Idol. They ufe Beads, 
letting one drop every time they fay, 
Mempejave us. The Malice and Deceit 
or the Devil Im caus’d a horrkl and ex¬ 
ecrable Cuftom to be us’d in that King- 
51 0 ™ of Bar am,,la, and that of Tan tut. 

They .chute a lufty Lad, or Boy, whom 
they lmpower at certain times of the 
Year to Kill, with Weapons he has given 
him to that purpote, whomfoever he 
meets, ol any Sex, or Condition what- 
foever. To thofe that are fo Slain they 
afterwards pay eternal Honours, eftcem- 
mg them rooft Happy, as being Sacri- 
hc d to the i r Goddefs Mrnipe. The Boy 
artnd with a Bow and Arrows, and Sci- 
miter, and ftuck round with Banners, 
at a certain time appointed by the Devil, 
to whom he is devoted, goes out of 
Doors, like one Diftra&ed, and running 
about the Streets and publick Places, 
lulls whom he meets, and no Oppoiltion 
muft be made againft him. In the Lan¬ 
guage of the Country they call him Buth, 
that is, Killer. 

The Mahometan Religion has alfo made 
Jo great a Progrofs in china, being 
brought in by the Tartars of the greater 
Tartary, who come to Settle there, that 
F. Grimaldi told me there were two Mil¬ 
lions of People that profefs’d it. Thefe 
came in through the Eaftern Tartary, be¬ 
ing call d in by the Ckincfes, to expel! 
the Weftern Tartars call’d Eluth, who 
in former Ages Reign'd in China. 

The Religion of the Ckincfes may be Religion 
reduced to three principal Sefls. One of The 
or the Literati t or Learned , ■ the fecODd

Gerne Hi. monalty. That of the Learned is or- 
1 <s 9 S- ctain’d, arid direeled to two Principal, 
ends, the one the Pnblick good of the 
Kingdom, the advancement whereof is 
its whole aim. The other the particu¬ 
lar Profpericy of every Man of them, 
to be procur'd or purchas’d by the Merit 
of virtuous Asians according to the 
(Mates of Reafon, improv’d and made 
perfect by Moral Philofophy, wherein 
they take ib much Pains to advance them- 
felvcs. And becanfe to honour thofe 
that deferve well (whether it be a ■ ; <sbc 
of Nature, as to Fathers, or other Su¬ 
periors, or to thole who Merit it by Vir¬ 
tue) is very beneficial to the Publick; 
the hopes of reward beings great En¬ 
couragement to take Pains \ and for as 
much as this is very beneficial to pri¬ 
vate Petfons, Children being taught the 
Love and Refpe& they owe to their Pa¬ 
rents, whom they lb often fee offer up 
at the Tombs of their Predece(Tors,T cars, 
Prefents, the Prayers of Bonus, and 
whatever clfe is proper to honour the 
Duff:, and comfort the Spirit: therefore 
all thefe Ceremonies of theirs arc Poli¬ 
tical Aflions for the good of the living, 
to give them good Inftruftions, and not 
regarding the dead, as if they could be 
beneficial to them, So that thefe Cere¬ 
monies are not negle&ed by them, tho’ 
they do not believe the Immortality of 
the Soul; becaufe, besides the Publick 
damage that would enfue, if People 
were us’d to live at all their Liberty 
without the check or fear of another 
Life, they would in a great Mcafure 
hurt thcmfelves, teaching their own 
Chi Id rep not to ufc thofe Expreflions of 
Rcfped and Love to them, which they 
lhould fee them deny their Parents. 

Yet it is true, that the wifer fort 
thinking it intolerable on the one hand, 
to believe that Men and Bealls are equal 
as to length of Life, nay that there Should 
be Brutes that live longer, fomean Age, 
and perhaps fome more; and on the o- 
ther fide not thinking that Immortality 
is the natural property of the Soul, bnt 
a reward of Merit; they Have hereupon 
found out a new fort of Philofophy, ve¬ 
ry like that of theantient Stacks, which 
is, that Virtue is a quality that partakes 
fome what of the Divine being, able to 
remove all that is corruptible out of the 
Soul where if refides, and confequcntly 
the mortal part, and to Subtilize it to 
fuch a degree, that it may no longer be 
in a condition to fnffer from that Water 
to which it is united,' bat not incbrpof ril¬ 


ed } and that thus when parted from the 
Body, it is united to God, and like a 
Graft fee upon a Tree, has the fame Im¬ 
mortal Life with him. On the contra¬ 
ry, lay they, Vice, by its natural Malig¬ 
nity and Infeflion, fo corrupts and loads 
theSou 1,intanglingit with the Flfelb, that 
it lives by the Flefh, and with the Flelh 
dies, and corrupts. In (liorc thefe Li¬ 
ter it ti or learned Chine/it are mere A- 
theills, and believe there is neither Re¬ 
ward , nor Punilhmcnt in the other 
World ; and that the Soul freed from 
the Prifbnofthe Body, returns to No¬ 
thing, from which it came, after the 
fame manner as the Wind. And there¬ 
fore they make it their bufinds to have 
the Enjoyment of this World, with fo 
many VVives (which they approve of 
as needfary for Peopling the Kingdom) 
with having the management of the Go¬ 
vernment, and with Riches, which they 
endeavour to gather by unlawful means: 

To fpcak theTrbth, it is rather an Uni-, 
verfity of Literati , or learned Men,call’d 
Tuckiao, than a Pagan Religion ; for as 
much as theyhave noTemplcs,norPneils, 
nor Idols, nor Sacrifices, nor (acred Rites. This is a 
The proper Temple of the learned 
is that of Confucius, Prince of the Chi- 
nefe Philosophers, which Temple by a ^flertion, 
Publick Ordinance of the Kingdom, is that they 
built in every City in fome place above have ro 
that where the Schools are, with- extra- Temple* 
ordinary chafge. There his Dilates are v< ' 
Written,or elfe hisName on a greatBoard 
in Golden Letters, wkhfeveral Statues 
of his Difciples by him, whom the Chi- 
iiefes Worfhip as inferiour Deities. Here 
all the AUni.\rims, Do&ors, and Bat¬ 
chelors, meet every new and full Moon 
to Worfhip, and do Homage to their Ma- * 
ftttConfukiui with humble Genuflexions; 
after the lame manner as the t/figyptians 
on the firft day of chcMon thThoth celebra¬ 
ced theSolcmnity of theirGod, Mercury. t 

The id Seft is call’d of Lowzji, or The id. 
of Li-Uo-kun, introduced by a Philofc- Setl, 
pher of that Name, who liv’d in the 
time of Confucius. They feign he was 
in his Mothers Womb Bo Years, before 
he was Born ; for which reafon he is 
call’d LamjtythtH is ,OUl Philofopker. He 
teaches, that the Sovereign God is Cor¬ 
poreal, and governs the other Deities, 
as a King does his SubjeflS; wherein 
thefe feem to agree with the lit tricks. 

He prbmifes mighty effe&s of Cbimi- 
flry (whence fome judge him to have 
been the Inventer of it) perfuading his 
Followers, that by means of a certain 
Drink, SVfcfif may b'ricofri'c immortal. 
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His Difciples alfo attribute to him Art 

KStmtUi. MagicMnd this belli ft Art 111 a (hort time 
1595 . became die only Science 0 1 Pcrfons ot 
Quality, every one applying himfclt to 
i[ in hopes to avoid^ Death ; and the 
Women either out of curiofity, or in 
hopes to prolong their lives, gave them- 
fdves up to all manner of Extravagan¬ 
cies and Impieties. Thofe who made 
this pernicious Doftriw^ thcii pcculi- 
ar Pfofeffion were call’d Tien-ft, that is, 
Heavenly Doftors; to whom the Em¬ 
perors gave Houles to live in Commu¬ 
nity, and built Temples in (cveral pla¬ 
ces, in Honour of their Matter. 1 he 
El icits of this Seft particularly employ 
themfelves in expelling the Devils out 
of Houfes, by means of Exorcifms, or 
faftning horrid Monftcrs to the Walls, 
drawn with Ink, and this with fuch a 
hideous Noife, that it makes the very 
Devils remove. Theft naked Fellows 
do alfo pretend to the Power of procu¬ 
ring Rain, or fair Weather at Plea fur c, 
and of diverting Private and Publtck 
Calamities. This Sect at prefent has 
but few Followers, the other two being 
molt Univerlal. 

The third The third Soft, is that of the com- 

Seft. mon fort, or ot the Bonzes, who have 
Idols, and Deitiesreprefented in Strange 
and Monttrous figures y and among the 
reft thofe two fo Famous throughout all 
the Eaft, viz* Anida, and Shine a. It is 
the Principle of thefe, quite contrary to 
that of the learned, to take no care ot 
thePablick, and only mind themfelves. 
They allow the Soul’s Immortality after 
the Death ot the Body, and that it is 
a Reward or Punifhment according as 
every one has deferv’d. 1 hey commend 
a (Ingle Life, and Virginity, fo far as 
to condemn Matrimony at Jeaft by mre- 
tence. And therefore) as there arc no 
People of a meaner condition than they, 
fo mere arc none more Beaftly and A- 
bominable for all brutal Filth, and fo 
' they mix with one another, worfe than 
the molt filthy Animals. 

They tell ns this Pernicious Seft, came 
out of In deft an after this manner, as is 
found in the Hiftories of the learned 
Chimfts. In the Year - 5 5 after the Birth 
of Cbrift, The Emperor Mim-Tt, the 
17th of the 5th Family call d Han , 
reign’d in China. The fhape ot a holy 
Hero appear’d to him in a Dream, and 
being further perfuaded by the Words 
of Confucius that in the Weft there was a 
juft Man, not. being able to go himfelf, 
he fcnc Caichim , and Cuiiim his Ambaf- 
iadors, to find the Holy .Man, and the 


Holy Lawn Thefe coming to an Ifland, 
not far from the Red-lea, and not ha¬ 
ving the Courage to go any further, re- 
tnrn’d with an Idol and Statue of a Man 
call’d Foe, who had liv’d in India 500 
years before Confucius , and brought Ins 
accurfed Religion into China. They 
had been happy and deferved well of 
their Country, ifinlleadof thatPlague, 
they had brought the faving Doftrin of 
Chrift, which at.that time was Preach’d 
by S. Thomas the Apoftle in India. 

The Chinefes embracing this curfcd 
Doftrine, by degrees fell off from that 
of their Anceftors, which was not al¬ 
together 16 Impious, and at length in 
contemning all Religion, are fallen into 
down right Atheifm. This Matter of 
Idolatry left two forts of Doftrin, the 
one, That all things come from and re¬ 
turn to nothing, which they call the In¬ 
ferior Doftrin, and its followers are 
Atheifts ; the other exterior, adapted to 
deceive the Ignorant Multitude. The 
learned, as has been faict, follow the fir ft 
of thele, placing all their Happioefs in 
this Life, in the enjoyment of Wealth, 
and many Women, and ruling over the 
People i for they allow the Soul to be 
Mortal. And they are fo fix’d in their 
way, that forae Spamjh Miffioners of the 
Order of S. Frasicis told me, th 3 t in a 
difputc certain Mandarines were not 3- 
Iham’d to own, that they neither believ’d 
in God, nor the Idols, but only in Con¬ 
fucius \ but they believe, if they aft juft- 
ly, God will reward them in this World, 
andpunilh them if they do ill. If they 
ever build Pagods, or Sacrifice to their 
Idols, it is only out of Self-intercft to 
obtain their own ends; which if they fail 
of, they foon forfake the Pagods, and 
caft down the Idols, Punching them as 
ungrateful, innotreturningthe Favours 
bellow’d on them. They will have it, 
that this Matter of the two aforefoid 
Sefts was a petty King, whofc Name 
was San-F'uang, and his Mothers Mo-ge- 
fu-gin •, who by the means of abundance 
of feeraing Miracles, drew the Admi¬ 
ration of the People, and endeavour’d 
to be own’d 'as a God. He' dy’d at 79 
Years of Age; and having fettled Ido¬ 
latry in his Life time, endeavour’d to 
promote Atheifm at his Death, declar¬ 
ing that in all his difcourfes,he fpoke enig¬ 
matically ; that all things came out of 
nothing,and would return to nothing^and 
that there was the end ot all our Hopes. 

In this Seft of the Bonzjes there feem 
to have been fome Myfteries and Ceremo¬ 
nies of our holy Faith intermix’d, which 
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perhaps might be learnt from the Preach- 
Gem Si. fng of the Apoltles S. Thomas, and S. 
r .'96. Bartholomew, who fpread it towards 
thofe Parts. For they have one God in 
three Perfons rep relented by an Idol 
with three Heads* a Virgin Mother of 
a God, having her Statue with a Child 
in her Arms ; they allow of Heavenand 
Hell, and the enjoyment or Pain fnitable 
to the Defert; they commend Virgini¬ 
ty, and profefs it 3 they ufc Fading and 
Pennance; they obferve voluntary Po¬ 
verty^ they fpeak in praife of for fa king 
the World, and flying to Defer ts to live 
in contemplation, or living in commu¬ 
nity in MouafterieSj they pray by Choirs 
reciting fomething after the manner of 
the Rofaryi they wear Prieflly Gar¬ 
ments, and grant Indulgences. Yet their 
Religion is intermix’d with fo many Fa¬ 
bles and Lyes, that it has fcarce any re- 
femblancc left of Chriflianity; for 
they allow theTranfmigration of Souls*, 
and believe that when any Perfou dies, 
the Soul continues three days in the 
Country, that it may be try’d by the 
Spirit Tufun (who is Publickly Expos’d 
and WorJhipp’d on the Roads.) For 
this reafon they repair to tire Bonz.es 
with Mony and Prefects, carrying them 
Paper for the Cleric, and Mony to Bribe 
the Idol, that he may be favourable in 
the TryaL Thus deceiv’d by the Bon¬ 
zes, they offer in the Pagods feveral Par¬ 
cels of Red, Silver,and Gilt Paper, burn- 
r ing moll of it, as believing that which 
is Gilt will turn to Gold, and that which 
is Silver’d into Silver, to ferve the dead 
in the other World. After the 3 Days, 
they fay the Son! appears before the Spi¬ 
rit of the City, wbofc Name is Chin- 
guars (it being probable that the faid 
Soul has been in the City) who takes In¬ 
formation of what he did in the City, 
within the fpacc of 5 Days, during 
which time the Kindred of the Party de¬ 
ceas’d follow the Bonzes, that by their 
Prayers they may gain the Judges Fa¬ 
vour, and have the Soul favourably dis¬ 
patch’d. After thefe Examinations, 
they lay the Soul goes to Hell (whi¬ 
ther, according to their Opinion good 
and bad mull go) and there the Caufeis 
again hear’d over in ten feveral Courts, 
call’d Jert-guan, tile Soul flaying feveral 
Days at every one of them, that ac¬ 
cording to the Good or Evil, it ap¬ 
pears to have done the Tranfmigration, 
may be appointed either into the Body 
of a Man, or Beaft ‘ I know not how 
they came at firll by this notion of 
Tranfmigration, or whether they had 
Voi. IV. 


it from the vSgyptians, the Chaldeans, 
or the Druids, who, as Cafar, and Lu¬ 
can will have it, invented it to infule 
Courage and a Contempt of Death into 
Mankind ; from whom alfo Pythagoras is 
faid to have learnt and brought it into 
Italy. Before Tran (migration, the Chi- 
vefes will have it, that the Soul which 
has been judg’d, mull pafs over the 
Bridge ot Kin-inkssm, that is, of Silver 
and Gold ; where Guard being kept* 

Mony mult be given them, as well as at 
the aforefaid Courts, that they may not 
flop it; tor it the Soul falls over the 
Bridge, ic remains for ever in the Ri¬ 
ver of Flames, and if when pals-d over, 
it can find a Flower they call Ltenxoa, 
the Fruit whereof is call’d Lmufa, then 
it will become a Pcrfon of Wealth and 
Plenty. By thefe Fables, the Bonz.es 
get Mony and the Goods of the Poor 
Idolaters 3 and they are fo obflmate in 
their Opinion of Tranfmigration, that 
they (ay, the European MilUOnerS, like 
Officers that raife Forces, go to China 
to get Men, and Baptize the Chintfts to 
TlanfmigratC them into Europeans, to 
People our Countries. 

From thefe three Se&s have Sprung num- 
muuy others, in proccfs of time, and b « rot r *‘ 
an incredible number of Idols, which 
are not only to be feen in their Temples, 
but in all Publick places, Streets, Ships 
and Houfesj wherein they alfo imitate 
the ^Egyptians, who were infamous for 
their "multiplicity of Idols. There 
were counted to be 480 of the moil fa¬ 
mous Temples, moll frequented for 
their Wealth, Stru&tire, and the falfe 
Miracles pretended to be wrought by 
their Idols. In which and tiie reft 
throughout the Empire , there dwell 
350000 Bonzes that have Patents; and 
if we would reckon thofe that have no 
Patents from Mandarines, they will rile 
to a Million 3 there being within- the 
Cit y of Pekittgon 1 y, 1 otfe 8 w b 0 A a v e 

no Wives, "and are call’d ffoxam,' and chap, z- 
502Z Marry’d, as F. Magailaens writes 
111 his Account of China. 

This Multitude of Idols proceeds 
from the erefUng of Statues to Men, 
who for fome memorable AQion of 
theirs, have deferv’d well of their Coun¬ 
try, and gain’d great Reputation among 
the People, fo deferring Statues and Pa¬ 
gods, .as alfo from their Opinion that 
there are particular Spirits in theWoods, 

Hills, Rivers, and Seas, to whom they 
Erect and Con derate Statues. Never- 
thelefs the chief Idol they adore , is 
call’d Gioa-hoang, of the Family of Chi- 
T t ang. 
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ang, who liv’d when China was rul’d 
Gemeih. by die Family of Sung, who gave it the 
I(5 9 $- Tide of Gio-hoang, or rather King He- 
ey-chiung Cannoniz’d it by this Name. 
Before this Idol, were the ocher three 
Famous ones, which are ador’d here li¬ 
nked, and call’d Sin-Sing, and by the 
learned San-hoang. Belides which there 
arc five other Kings, Idols mention’d 
in the Hiftory Twig-kien, and call’d Xao- 
hao,Snoa-biu,Tygiao, Tyxun, and Tyio, by 
way o t preference call’d Vtii , that is, 
five Kings. 

1 he Hiftory Su-ki-kay-ching mentions 
three very Aotient, but Fabulous, the 
firft call’d Tieng-hoang, the 2d, Ty-ho- 
an gi the 3d, Giu-hoang, faying the firft 
had twelve Brothers, and each of them 
liv’d 18000 years. That the fecond 
had 18, who liv’d the lame time; and 
that the third had nine, who all Go¬ 
vern’d the Empire, the Succeflors of 
each of them continuing to the 150th Ge¬ 
neration. 

The idol The moft univerfal Idol, is that they 
Protcflor cal! Chin-xnan, the Frotedor of Towns 
of Cities, and Cities, every one of them having a 
Pagod with this Idol, which is repre¬ 
sented with Horfes Bridled and Saddled 
before the Door, held by two Servants 
for his ufe, and they fay whilft he liv’d 
he travel’d a thoufand Miles a day. 

Of the The Souldiers and Martial Men have 
Souldiers. Kuangie for their Idol, as the European 
Heathens had Mars, 

chinefe The famous Pilgrimage of the Chine- 
Pilgri- fes is in the Province of Shiantung, in 
ma & e - the City of Tay-gan-cbieu , on the 
Mountain call’d fayjhian, renowned in 
China , for being twelve Miles in the 
•Afcent, The Pagod is call’d San Kiai- 
*ntau, and the Idol T ay-fbian-niang, or 
Tien-fien-fhing-mu, which in the Chmefes 
Language lignifies, The Queen of Hea¬ 
ven of this Mountain , Another of the Ho¬ 
ly Spirit. This was a Religious Woman, 
or fbe Bonze, with whom a King of Chi- 
na fell in Love, as he travell’d that way, 
and taking her to himfelf, made her a 
Queen whilft living, and a Saint when 
dead, eretffi Jig the aforefaid Temple to 
her Honour, whither Mi lions of Chi- 
mfesgo every year in Pilgrimage ■ fome 
of whom through the fuggeftion of the 
Devil perfitade themfelves,that after fee¬ 
ing fo great a Deity, there is nothing 
greater to be feen in this World ; and 
therefore they caft themfeIves headlong 
down a Rock fome Miles high. The 
Paged h kept by a Mandarine, who makes 
all pay for admittance. In fome of thefe 
Pagods, Religious Men and Women live 


in community to ferve them ; of which 
there arc two forts, the one of the Sed 
of Foe , and the other of that of Tae. 
The firif of chefe live in Celibacy ; the 
others call d Tauzu are Marry’d, and 
live at home with their Wives, like the 
Greek Priefts; they let a long Tuft of 
Hair grow, and winding it about their 
Pole, cover it with a wooden Dilh, or 
Oiftcr Shell, running a Bodkin, orSkure 
through it, and the Hair. In the day 
time they attend at their Monaftcties in 
Community, and at Night iri their own 
Honfes. Thole who live iinglc are 
call (iHo-oJhiank by the Chinefe s, as by us 
Bonz.es, Their Heads are all fliav’d 
(which in that Country is a token of 
Contempt,) their Habit in Colour, and 
Falhiou is like that of the reform'd Frm- 
eifeans , but with large Sleeves, and a 
Collar about the Neck. The Religious 
Women are call’d Niuxojhiang, or Ny- 
jhitim, Kuku-Shu, or Nicu , according to 
the Language of feveral Provinces. 
Thefe do not obferve Monaftick enclo- 
furc, but walk about the Towns where 
they pleafe, and fullering others to go 
into their Convents. 1 once at Canton 
went into one of them, where I was in¬ 
vited by thofe Ihe Bonzes to drink Tea 
or Chia; which made me judge, chat 
Religious Life was not imbraced out of 
pure Zeal, but out of a private end of 
enjoying their Liberty, and give them- 
lelves to lewdnefs both within and with¬ 
out their Monaftery, like the Bonzes^ 
who do the fame, tho’ they Preach up 
Celibacy. The Mandarines ufe all their 
endeavours to take them in the Fad, and 
Punilh them with Death; and there¬ 
fore, by reafon of the Scandalous Life 
they lead,as alio becaufethey ftooptoall 
MechanickEmploy meats,they arc fcorn’d 

and difregarded by the Chinefes ; contrary 
to the Japan efts and Siarmtes,w ho Honour 
their Priefts and Tis/dpow/j.TheContempt 
is lo great, that by the Imperial Laws 
they are banilhed the Realm of Chi¬ 
na, as Strangers come out of India, and 
only tolerated by connivance. Both the 
Men and Women Bonz.es prolefs an au- 
ftere Ufe, never eating Flcfh, or any 
thing that has Life, but living upon 
Herbs; but the 7 auz.uBonz.es, eat every 
thing becaufe they are Marry’d. Both 
thefe forts of Religious Perfbns are o- 
blig’d to be at Macias, upon hearing a 
Bell rung at Midnight by hand, with a 
wooden Clapper. Tho’ the Manda¬ 
rines know thefe falfe Religious to be 
infamous Perfons, and fit for any Villa- 
ny; yet they Command them to pray

CHAP. V. 

The UftPerfecution ofthe Catholick Religion in China, and its haffj Reft duration. 


I T appears by the very Text of Con- 
fucimy who acknowledges a fupreme 
and fovereign Good, that the antient 
Chinefes knew there was a God. But 
a Stone, or Tomb found in the Year 
1625. in the Metropolis of Siganfu, or 
Samgstn, of the Province of Xenfi, is a 
fufficient Proof that the Catholick Faith 
was introduced and preach’d in that 
Kingdom in the Year 636. by the Suc- 
ceflors of the Apofrles •, for the afore- 
faid Stone was fet up in 782. to give a 
brief Account of the Catholick Religion, 
and of the Privileges granted by the Em- 

P erors inthofe Times to the Bifhopsand 
riefts, w hich are to be Read on the fame. 
It was accidentally found in thcaforelaid 
City, as they were digging to lay the 
Foundations of the Jefuits Church there¬ 
fore I refer fuch curious Pcrfons as de- 
lire more fully, to know the Interpre¬ 
tation given by the learned, to the Si- 
and Chin eft Characters that were 
cut in it, to the Original kept in the 
Roman College, of the Society of jefus, 
and the Copy in the Archive of their 
profefs’d Houle. 

TheCatholickReligion being afterwards 
wholly abolilh’d by the Perfect! don rais’d 
by the Bonz.es, with the Death of many 
Chriftians; it arofe again in the year 
1256, upon the coming in of the great 
Cham of Tart ary, who having with a 
mighty Aimy poflefs’d himfclf of all 
the Empire of China, and being well in¬ 
clin’d to Catholicks, allow’d them the 
free Exercife of their Religion. But the 
Tartars being afterwards Ex pell f d by the 
Chinefes, who recover’d their Empire, 
the Chrifrians leaving China , follow’d 
the Tartars , to prevent being Sub]eft to 
other Perfecutions \ fo that the Light of 
the Gofpel was again ExtinS in that 
great Empire, the Chinefes going on in 
the Worlhip of their Idols. 

After SC. Francis Xaverias had in the 
Year 15+2. fpread the Word of God 
through the remoteft Parts of theWorld 
Vo!. IV. 


with very great Advantage, and gain’d 
Souls to Chrifr in the Mauds of Japan, 
he bent his Thoughts upon the Convcr- 
fion of China , uud as he was tiling bis En¬ 
deavours to get admittance into that 
Empire, he dy’d ofa Fever in the Maud 
of San-then, to enjoy the Glory due to 
his virtuous Labours. 

Ac length it pleas’d our Lord, in the 
Year i <5 to, to open a way to the work- ru¬ 
ing in this his Vineyard, facilitating the nance. 
Admiflion of Mm\n IF Ritcto dt j\ hue- 
rata , and F, Michael Roger so of the So¬ 
ciety of jefus. At firft they met with 
great Contradictions and Difficulties, be¬ 
fore they could obtain of the Chinefes 
that they would futicr them to Live a* 
inong them i but E Rucia nwnag*dTbings 
fb.Dcxteroufly, that in a fhorc time he 
gain’d great Efrcctn among the principal' 

Men ; for having been F. Chriftopher CU- 
zSo'% Scholar, he was very skilful in the 
Mathcmaticks, to which the Chinefes arc 
much addicted, and by realbn of the 
rarity of feveral Watches, and Mathe¬ 
matical Inftruments the Fathers carry’d 
along with them, they were honour’d as 
Men dropt down from Heaven 3 fb that 
not only the Vice-Roy of Canton kept 
them about him, but the Learned came 
from remote Parts to admire their Know¬ 
ledge. Having thus gain’d the good Will 
not only of the great Men, hut of the 
Emperor himfelf, in a Ihort time they 
propagated the Faith in many Parts of 
the Empire, catling in frefh Labourers to 
that plentiful Harvefr. 

Th e Bonzes growing Envious to fee 
the Gofpel Preach’d fofuccefsfully, rais’d 
great Perfecutions againft theMiflioners, 
which broke out in Racks, Imprifon- 
ments, and Bani foments, wherein the 
Cbintft new Chrifrians bore a Part. Af¬ 
terwards the Judges were Ibmcwbat ap¬ 
peas’d, conlidering the great Benefit they 
receiv’d from the Europeans, as well in 
the Competing of their Almanack, and 
the Obfervations of Eclipfes, and Co- 
T t 2 mets, 
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niets, as on account of the good Clocks 
Oemelli. and Watches, they brought them. But 
1696. this Toleration lulled no longer with 
•✓V'w them, than Neccllity prevail'd, the Co- 
vetoufuefs of the Aimdnrints at fcveral 
times railing violent Storms againfl our 


Reigning was but feven Years of Age, 
and his Tutors Govern’d by reafon of his 
Minority, an Edidt was Publifh’d, for¬ 
bidding the Erecting any more Churches 
to the true God, or the Preaching of his 
Holy Law, or any more Miffioners com¬ 
ing into China* yet this was not put in 
Execution, becaufc of the need the Chi- 
ne/es had of the Europeans ■, fo that by the 
means of the Fathers reliding at Peking, 
die Gofpel was Preach’d throughout the 
whole Empire. And tho’ the Mandarines 
for their own private Ends had at feveral 
times on pretence of that Editft rais’d 
fevere Perfccntions, yet the Fathers were 
ftill reftor’d for the Reafonsaforcfaid. 
Laft Per- But the laft Perfecudon, whereof 1 in¬ 
fection. tend to Treat, and which was fucli as 
might have utterlydeltroy’d theCatholick 
Religion in China, hapned in this manner. 
In the Year 16 89, the Emperor now 
Reigning fet out from the Court at Pe¬ 
king, and taking a Progrefs through the 
Provinces of Chekiang, Nanking, and 
Shiantiug, fhew’d particular Favour to 
the Fathers of the Society. F. Pro/pcr 
htorceta , a Sicilian , was then Superior 
in the Province of Chekiang. He going 
out to meet the Emperor, who came at¬ 
tended by 50000 Men, having pleas’d 
the Emperor, he was by him receiv’d 
into his Boat. It hapned after this, that 
the Vice-Roy of the Province coming to 
the Emperor was prefently depriv’d of 
his Employment, an ill Account having 
been given of his Behaviour ; and ano¬ 
ther put Into his Place. He fufpefled 
that ill Offices F. Jntorceta might haye 
done him had been the caufe of his Dif- 
grace *, which made him and other great 
Men his Friends conceive a mortal Ha¬ 
tred againfl the faid Father, and wait an 
Opportunity of taking Revenge. 

In T691, the new Vice-Roy began to 
fpit this Venom, beginning with the 
lUnz.es of Nan chat, all whole Temples 
he caus’d to be fhut up purfuant to the 
ancient Ed lifts of the Kingdom } and pro¬ 
ceeding from them to the Miffioners, he 
examin’d them, to find whether they 
were newly come, or any of the old ones 
permitted to reticle in the Kingdom, ac¬ 
cording to the Edift of 1671, after the 


Miffioners. „ , 

At the Infligation of the Court of Rites 
smH Gere monies, when the Emperor now 


Perfect] tion of 1664. Then having con¬ 
futed with the Counfellors of Chekiang, 
he ask’d F. Jntorceta, how it came to pats 
that he being defign’d for the Province 
of Kiangft, liv’d in that of Chekiang, and 
how he had prefum’d to open the Church 
there after it had been Ihuc up in 1664, 
and how he durft Baptize Shinta-Serg , a 
Chinefr, the Chrillian Religion being for¬ 
bid, and Lhe Converting of Chinefes to 
it by the Edift of 1668. F. Intorctta an- 
fwer’d theft Queftions, but the Vice- 
Roy’s Malice, being grounded on Re¬ 
venge, was not quell’d •, for he fhut up 
the Paid Fathers Church, burnt all the 
Books, and Boards for Printing (for the 
Chin e/e way of Printing is by Carving 
on Boards) and Banifh’d F. Jntorceta the 
Province of Chekiang, ordering him to go 
Live in the City Kien-Shian , of the Pro¬ 
vince of Kiangfi, turn’d the great Churches 
throughout the whole Province into Idol 
Temples, and the Email into Schools, 
and all Chriftians to return to their Ido¬ 
latry under moft fevere Penalties, to be 
inflifted upon all Chinefes that conceal’d 
them. ’Tis true, fome Counfellors were 
not confcnting to this violent Proceeding 
of the Vice-lloy, which neverthelefs he 
caus’d to be put in Execution. After 
this he preferred a Memorial to the Em¬ 
peror, reprefenting that it was not con¬ 
venient to fuifer the Europeans to Range 
about the Kingdom, but that they ought 
to be drawn all to one Place to make 
ufe of them in the Mathematicks. 

Whiltt this was Tranfafting at Cheki¬ 
ang, the Fathers at Peking having Notice 
of it, prefented a Petition to the Empe¬ 
ror, which prevented any fur prizing Re- 
folution might be taken againfl them \ 
and afterwards having advis’d about this 
Affair with Shiaolaoje , a Tartar Page in 
great Favour with the Emperor, and 
Protestor of the Chriflian Religion, and 
of the Church at Peking, he undertook 
to deliver the Emperor another Petition 
in behalf of the Fathers, reprefenting 
how unjuftly the Vice-Roy of Chekiang 
had rais’d a Pcrfecution. The Emperor 
anfwcr’d, the Fathers ought not to be 
furpriz’d at being molefted by the Chi¬ 
nefes, becaufe very often even his own 
Tartars were expos’d to it, tho’ they 
were always careful not to Offend him^ 
whereas the Chriftians relying on the 
Protection of the Fathers, committed 
In(olcncy,defpi ling the Infidels, and their 
Religion, and living a-part from them, 
dealing only with thofb of their own 
Profeffion, which had produced fuch Ha¬ 
tred agaiult them, Neverthelefs the Em¬ 
peror 
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peror having a tender Affection for the 
Gemdli. Miffioners, bid the Page tell the Fathers, 
i6 9 6 . they fhould be of good Courage, lor he, 
t/vNJ who the Year before had quell’d the 
Perfection of Sbiantttng, would after the 
fjme manner without any Noife take off 
that of Chekiang. The Fathers going to 
the Palace to return Thanks to the Em¬ 
peror, he ask’d them, whether they 
would proceed by the ufual Method of 
the Courts. The Fathers anfwer’d, they 
accepted of his Majefty’s Favour, hoping 
he would not leave their Casife to be <lt+ 
tided by the Court of Rices and Cere¬ 
monies, which his Majefty well knew 
was Avcrfe to the Catholick Religion i 
they wholly repofing themfclves on his 
Majefty, and hoping in him for Succefs, 
and that the £di& of itf<s8, which for¬ 
bids the Exercife of Chriftiaa Religion 
in Chin*, fhould be recall’d. 

The Fathers by means of the fame 
Page, prefented another Petition, Pray¬ 
ing they might be allow’d the Publick 
Exercife of their Religion, and offering 
to anfwer to any Argument or Qucftion 
propos’d by their Adverlaries. Two 
days after, they receiv’d the Emperor’s 
Anfwer, which was that the Petition 
was not in due form, to obtain what 
they delir’d. On the 5 th of January 
!tfs>2 Shiaolao-je 7 went to the Fathers 
- Houfe, by the Emperor’s Order, and ta¬ 
king them a fide into a private Cham¬ 
ber, inform’d them, that his Majefty 
finding the Petition unfit to Anfwer 
their defign, and pittying their Suffer¬ 
ings, fent them a rough draught in the 
Tartar Tongue, not quite perfect, to 
fhow them how it ought to be, yet fo 
that they might add to, or take from it, 
at their Pleafure. The Fathers koeel- 
Jing touch’d the Ground wkh their Heads 
as the Cuftom is, to exprefs their Gra¬ 
titude for this favour and kindnefs. Then 
they went to the Palace to return 
Thanks, and extol the elegancy of the 
Copy, asking leave to prefeat it the 
next day. He to remove the difficulty, 
that Rood in the way of having the Pe¬ 
tition examin’d firft by the Court,order’d 
that the Fathers Pemtira and Antony 
Thomas (as Publick Perfons in the Em¬ 
pire, and of the Mathematical Court) 
ftiould prelent it in their Maine, which 
was done upon Cwdlemafs-day. 'I'hat 
lame ad day of February, the Fathers 
had notice that their Caafe had been re¬ 
fer fd by the Council of the Kolao (this 
is the fupreme Council of Peking, the 
Counfeliors being the Emperors afi’cf- 
fors) to the Court of Rites and Cere¬ 


monies, for them to give their Opinion 
in it \ but the Refoiution was put off 
by reafon of the nearnefs of the Chinefe 
great Feftival. 

About the beginning of March the 
Courts were again open, and the Court 
of Rites made a very di&dvantageous 
Report under the Petition prefented, 
reviving all the Ediifts which forbid 
the Chinefes the exercife of the Chri¬ 
ftiaa Religion, and allow’d it only to 
the Europeans. The Fathers hearing of 
this ill Succefs, went all to the Palace, 
to bemoan themfclves with Shiaolao-je *, 
who difmifs’d them with a Promife that 
he would fpeak to the Emperor, that an¬ 
other Petition might be prefented ■, the 
Fathers offering to maintain the Truth of 
their Religion. On the 9th the Empe¬ 
ror ask’d the Page how the Fathers did, 
and whether they knew what had been 
decreed in their Caufe. He anfwer’d 
they did, and were come very difeon- 
folate to the Palace to beg comfort 
from his goodnefs. The Emperor hear¬ 
ing this, faid to thofc about him, I 
know not what prejudice thefe Chinefe 
Counfeliors have agaiuft the Ear of cans j 
this is now the third time, 1 have figai- 
fy’d to them it is my Will, to favour 
them in what they ask concerning their 
Law. I thought the Petition prefent¬ 
ed me a very means to make way for 
granting their Requeft, but thefe obfti- 
nate Men have put me by it, fo that 
dilcourling with the Kolao upon the Re¬ 
foiution of the Court of Rights and Ce¬ 
remonies, I could not perfuade them to 
have it amended, or moderated, lb that 
I was forced to fign it. The next day 
the Emperor font to rhe Fathers, to 
bid them not be caft down, but to have 
Patience, and not precipitate the bu- 
finefs. 

On the eleventh, the Decree was no- 
tify’d to the Fathers in form. On the 
1 8th, the Emperor calld Sofanlao-jc his 
Father-in-Law, a Tartar, by Nation and 
Grandfather to die Prince that was 
Sworn Heir to the Crown, and telling 
him what had happened in relation to 
the Anfwer, given to the Petition, pre¬ 
fented by the Fathers, he very fharp- 
ly like a Tartar anfwer’d,' That His Maje¬ 
fty ought not to fermit fitch Jnjuftice 10 
be done \ but in this Cafe , it would be fit to 
aft his prerogative , and to ferfitade him fo 
to do, fut him in mind of the Services done 
the Emfire , by the Europeans, without 
any Reward, and that now they were de¬ 
ny’d fit Juft a Requeft, as the PMjhing of 
their Law, which was known to be good 
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and agreeable to Retifon, And proceed- 
Gtmeti. mg in Ris Pifcouife, he added, That 
\6v6. would to God the whole Kingdom were Chri- 
^/YV) Jlians , for then they might /'pare the ex- 
pence of fo great a Number of Sonldiers 
to Jet tire it again ft Robbers and Rebels \ 
for in above 30 Tears your Majefty has 
Reign'd, it has never been bear’d that the 
Chrtftians promoted any Rebellion in the 
Provinces r there they live, and whiljl 1 was 
Kolao, / was well acquainted with the Be¬ 
haviour oftheje Mtttj and with that of 
the Xofciau or Bonzes. Thefe Menace 
ready to ferve your Majefty, without de¬ 
filing any Honour or Riches Jor their Pains, 
but only the Liberty of Preaching their Re¬ 
ligion. Tour Majefty is very fenfible how 
much Pains they have taken in reforming 
the Calendar y the Benefit of the great Guns 
caft by their directions, and the advantage 
of the Peace fettled with the Mulcovites 
by their means. The Emperor having 
heard all this Difcourfe, anfwer’d, Ton 
are in the right , but the Sentence is faft, 
how can it be recall’d ? Sofanlao-je re¬ 
ply’d, lour Majefty may make ufe of your 
Prerogative , and not permit the Court of 
Rites and Ceremonies to do wron^. The 
Emperor was fiirpriz’d ac this An Twer, 
but foon after refolving what was to be 
done, laid, l will Jend Orders to the Coun¬ 
cil, or Court, to recall the Judgment gi¬ 
ven again ft the Europeans, and to take 
this affair again more fedattly into confider- 
ation y but it will be ft that you go to the 
Court fellorjy and Kola os, and make them 
fen fible of the Injitftice of the Decree, urg¬ 
ing the fame rtafons you have laid before 
me. That Lord, a Tartar by Birth, 
but a Catholick in Inclination, offer’d 
to do as he was order’d ; and according¬ 
ly on the 19th, went to the Council of 
the K0U0 and the Court of Rites to 
acquaint them with all that has been 
here Let down, perfuading them lb ef¬ 
fectually, tli.it they own’d, that the De¬ 
cree had pafs'd out of a Jealoufy that 
many embracing the Githolick Reli¬ 
gion, there would Tumults and Rebel¬ 
lions enfue in the Kingdom. And this 
good Lord’s dexterity in this aJEiir was 
well worth obferving, for he tho’ no 
Friend to the Prelident of the Court of 
Rites, who was a Chinefe Kiao, yet, to 
oblige him, infpeaking he gave him the 
Tide of Loo-fien-fangy which fignifies, 
Lord Mailer, a Tide of great Honour, 
and Refpect among the Chinefis, by 
which means he oblig’d the Prefident to 
be for the Fathers. Having acquainted the 
Emperor with his Proceedings, and 
that the Councilors were well difpos’d, 


ligmhe his Pleafure, which was that 
So/anlao-je ffiould be prefent when the 
Maner was debated by the Chinefe Coun- 
iellors, that it might be in favour of the 
Fathers. This alteration in the Empe¬ 
ror s mind hapning on thei oth of March , 
which is S. Jofeph’ s day, this Saint was 
therefore chofen Protedor of the Chi- 
nefi Million, and the confirmation of it 
defir’d from Rome. 

In purfuance to the Emperor’s Order 
the matter^ was debated in the Palace 
Jn the prelence of Sejmlao-je • whence 
he went with it, the fame day to the 
Council of the Kolaos, who approv’d the 
Proceeding, but did not infert the Cha¬ 
rade r the Laid Lord had given of our 
Religion, who not being able to per- 
fuade them to mention it in the Decree, 
however oblig’d them to give an Ac¬ 
count of the Services done by the Eu¬ 
ropeans. The Refolution being pafs’d 
they all fubfaib’d it, and prefented it to 

he Emperor,the fame day. Onthe^d, 

the Emperor iign’d the Decree, where¬ 
in hegrauted his Subjeds liberty to be-

time of li ar carefully made Martial En- 
gmes and caft great Guns, and being fent 
to the Mofeomes faithfully commenced and 
concluded the Treaty. The Merit was 
great ■, the Europeans who live here in the 
fiveral Provinces are not vicious , nor do 
they endeavour to difturbtbe Publick Peace 
nor do they draw People after them with 
Me Doctrine, or ufe fallacies to ftirup R e - 
belUon. If every one be allow’d to [0 to 
Uorftnp m the Temples of the Bonzts, it 
fiems mreafonable to deny the fame Liber- 
ty to the Europcms 7 do nothinf contra 

ry to the Laws, h is certainly%ect([ary 
that the Churches in all places be preferv’d 
as they were before, audit is not fit to for- 
btd any that will go in to them to pay their 
Worfinp, but that they be permitted to re- 
pasr thither at Pleafure. We expeU the 
day when your Majefty’.s Order fhJcome to 
HSy that it may be Ptiblijh’din tbit Court and 
Province, we the Counfellors of Rites not 
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daring to aflame this Authority , but with 
Gem fill, Refptcl reprefent it, and pray your Ma- 
I<? 95 - jeflies Order. 

tiibertyof Tfie Kin S a PP rov ’ d of the Refolurion, 
Religion and the Fathers went to return him 
reftorU Thanks. The Decree was Publifh’d and 
the Viceroy with regret by the Empe¬ 
ror's Order, made good their Loiles, o- 
pcn’d the Churches and reftor’dall things 
to F. hnoreeta ; who having again re¬ 
turn’d Thanks to the Emperor, was al¬ 
low’d as a Favour to go along with F. 
Antony Thomas , who with the Title of 
hisMajcftiesEnvoy attended by two Tar- 
tars , was going to meet F. Philip Grimal - 
di, now returning out of Europe. They 
went all four to Macao , to congratulate 
the Father from the Emperor ; and the 
Viceroy of Canton himfelf, by his Ma- 
jefties Order, went with other Manda¬ 
rines to perform the lame Fund ion, ac¬ 
cording to the cuftora of the Country, 
which is to touch the Ground with the 
head nine times, praying for the Empe¬ 
rors Health, with the Ceremonies above 
mention’d. The City of Macao per¬ 
form'd the fame towards F. Grimaldi, fo 
great is the Refpeft paid to the Favour¬ 
ites, and Servants of the Emperor of 
China, not only by the Subjects, but by 
himfelf, who had lent Meflengers three 
times before to welcome the aforefaid 
rather. Thus the very m eans that were 
to have been the ruin of theCatholickRe- 
ligion, by Gods Permifllon, ferv’dtoE- 
ftablifh it the ftronger. After this hap¬ 
py fuccels, ait the Fathers, who were 
confin'd in Canton , return’d to their 
Churches, and the Religion before pri¬ 
vately profefs’d in China , and as it were 
by Health, by reafon of the Ed ids for¬ 
bidding it, is now as publickly Preach’d 
as in Europe, still Churches are ered- 
ing throughout all the Empire to the 
true God, tho’ fome oppos’d it \ being 
now Authoris’d by the aforefaid Decree, 
which is to be feen in Gold Letters, over 
the Door of every Catholick Church. 
Churches In Peking thejefieitt have three Church- 
In Peking, es. One is within the fir ft enclofure of 
the Palace, belonging to the French Fa¬ 
thers; where F. Fomane is Superior, afi- 
fiftcd by the Fathers Gerhillon, Buet , Cif- 
dalou, and a German Father, whole Name 
is Kilian Stumps , all greatly learned in 
the Mathematicks, and well read in o- 
ther Sciences, being choren by the So¬ 
ciety by the King of France' s Order, at 
the requeft of the King of Siam \ whence 
(after his Death) it is almoft nine Years 
fince they pafs’d through the City of 
Nimpo into China, and fetled themfelves 


at Pehng, noewithftanding the vigorous 
oppoiition made agahift their fixing 
there, by the Portnguefe Fathers of the 
lame Society. Howevci at prefentthey 
are very much in the Emperor’s Fa¬ 
vour, who_ gave them a Houfe within 
the aforelaid firlt endofiire, where now 
their Lodgings and Church are build¬ 
ing. 

The ad Church is in the Eaft quarter 
of the Tartar City, and is call’d Tmang, 
where F. Sifaro was Superior, who went 
to be Bifhopat Nanking, F. Antony Tho¬ 
mas of Namur, a good Mathematician 
being there at prefeut, and with hifti Fs 
Suarez,. 

In the third Church relided F. Grimal¬ 
di Superior and Vice Provincial, with 
the Fathers Pereira , Rodriguez, and Ojfo- 
rio. !c Hands in the fame Tartar City 
on the Welt fide, therefore call’d Si- 
tang, near the Gate Sunchimuen, and is 
the Antienteft and Belt of them all. It 
has three Altars well adorn'd, and a 
good outward Front with two Turret* 
on the fides. The Emperor allows for 
their maintenance filch a quantity of 
Rice, Oil, Sugar, Spice, Salt, Wood 
(which is Icarce in Peking') and ocher 
things that the French Fathers told me 
it amounted to the value of a too Le¬ 
ans, or a 125 Pieces of Eight for every 
Father. This and the Rent of fome 
Shops and Houfes,keeps the Portnguefe Fa-' 
thers well enough, without Handing in 
need of any Supplies from their Coun¬ 
try. It is not fo with the French Fa¬ 
thers, who live very bare, tho’ they 
have as much allow’d them from France, 
becaufe it is dear living at Court, and 
tho’ the Emperor feveral times he went 
to lee them, ask’d whether they want¬ 
ed any thing, yet they out of Modefty 
anfwer’d in the Negative. It is proper 
here to obferve, that when the Empe¬ 
ror goes to fee the Portnguefe, or French 
Fathers, they muft turn all their Ser¬ 
vants out of the Houfe, and leave all 
the Doors of the Cupboards open, to 
Ihow there is none hid within. 

The Life the Jefuits told me they lead 
there, is very hard and troublefome, for 
every Day at Sun-riling, the Fathers 
Grimaldi, Gerhillon and Vontane are to go 
to the Palace, either to teach the Em¬ 
peror, or to receive his Orders, and 
if any one fails of going any Morning, 
he is prefemly fent for, and there they 
Hay till Afternoon. The other Fathers 
are employ’d in making Mathematical 
Inftrumenrs, mending Clocks, or run¬ 
ning up and down ; fo that F. Grimaldi 
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C\S*Sl told tnc lie would willingly change his 

Cemdli. Life for that of a Gaily Slave, where he 

1696. lbould-nt leak have fome Hours to reft ; 
and he further complain'd that the Em¬ 
peror will havethedifpofal of all things, 
and even remove the Father^ from one 
place to another, meaning the German, 
whom he brought over, and the Empe¬ 
ror had appointed him to live with the 
french. But he had fufficLnt caufe to 
complain; for coming irom tire Palace, 
on the 25 th of Jane, he fell olF from his 
Mule, and his Foot hanging in the Stir- 
imp, lie' was dragg’d two Musket Shot, 
■with Peril of his Life, one of his Eyes 
being almoft beaten out, tho’ afterwards 
be recover’d, being cur’d by a Surgeon 
Lent him by cheEmpcror.They do noton- 
ly attend the Emperor with lb much af- 
iiduity, that in Winter their very Hair 
Freezes to their Faces, but the Chineft 
Chriftians, for the good of their Souls; 
keeping Chincfe Exordlls whom they 
maintain, at the Gates of fe king to Bap¬ 
tize Children expos’d, which are thrown 
down before the Gates of the City, and 
are in danger of Death. F. OforiotoUi 
me, there were about 3000 Baptiz’d in 
a Year, before they arc earn’d to the 
Hofpital of Man, or a Paged affign’d for 
bringing of them up; and he added fur¬ 
ther that there were above 40000 ex¬ 
pos’d every Year, whereof many thrown 
into the common Shore, are ftarv’d to 
Death with cold. 

Chriftians There are about 200000 Chriftians 

3:i cbi»a. throughout the Empire of China, ferv’d 
by Miffioners of feverat Orders, who to 
fpeak the Truth are much oblig’d to 
the Jefuits in Peking, who in all Perfe¬ 
ct] do ns have ftood "up againft the Ma¬ 
lice of the Mandarines in defence of the 
Fathers, who are fpreadnbout the King¬ 
dom looking after their Churches. Nor 
could any other Order maintain itfelf, 
as the reform’d Francifcam and Miflion- 
ers of the Clergy, own’d to me; be- 
caufe to pi cafe the Emperor, it is re¬ 
quire they (hould know how to do e- 
very thing, to compofe their Almanack 
in three Languages, with the motions 
of the Planets, and molt considerable 
Stars ; to obferve Eclipfes, and make 
aU forts of Mathematical Instruments, 
asalfo to mend Clock s, and Dill ill Wa¬ 
ters, becaufe the Chine fa love the Eu¬ 
ropeans for their own Intereft. And thus 
the Million is kept up, not only of the 
Fathers of the Society, but of 16 Spa- 
tnjh reform’d Francifcmts, of 10 Domi¬ 
nicans, and of 5 Spaniards 0f the Order 
of S. Augtfftin, who are maintain’d by 


the Charity of the King of Spain. Thus 
the French Clergy-men arc tolerated, 
who live in Community upon the Re¬ 
venues they have in France , diftributing 
every little fupply fent them among all 
the Millions of China, Cochinchina, Siam, 
and Tanking. The worft provided are 
the Portugnefe Fathers, who livedifpers’d 
about the Empire to the number of 40; 
for having ho Revenue but the bilhop of 
Adunfter's Legacy, and the little that 
conies from Portugal divided among fb 
many, it does not hold out to kcep_ 
them, and they can expeft no Relief 
from the wretched Chnftian Chint fa ; 
for the Rich Men, and Mandarines do 
not become Chriftians, bccaufc they will 
not quit their many Wives. Yet thefe 
Fathers hold faft their Right of being 
Patrons, or Proprietors of the Million 
of China , the King of Portugal and the 
Portuguefefuffen tig no Miffioners of other 
Nations to go any other way into thatEm- 
pire, but through Lisbon, that they may 
there fir ft fwear Fidelity to the King 
of Portugal, and yet they are not after¬ 
wards maintain’d by him in China, Nor 
can he fend Fathers enough out of his 
own Kingdom, or much lets maintain 
them, fo that if the King of Spain does 
not take part in t*hat Miffion, the Por- 
tugutfe will make no great Progrefs ^ 
there, nor will they be able to bold out 
long. 

The Osin eft Nation is fo fond of it¬ 
felf, that k looks upon all others as Bar¬ 
barous, and UnpclifhU Yet the Eu¬ 
ropean Miffioners begin to undeceive 
them by Printing 500 Books of the Law 
of God, which they have compos’d 
within left than an Age; having tran-^ 
flatedthe Holy Bible, and the Works of 
S. Thomas. In Peking they have a good 
Library of European and Oslnefe Books, 
where I faw the Map of the World, 
put into chinefe Characters, but Square, 
thofe People being of Opinion that Chi- 
Wylies in the middle, and the other King- 
dotnsaboutit ltkciflands. 

For as much as the War between the- peace 
Mufcovites and Chinefes was brought to concluded 
an end, by the ConduQ of the Fathers, clw 
it will be convenient before we con- T 1- !* 11 *’ 
elude this Chapter, to give a ffiort Ac¬ 
count of that Expedition. The Empe¬ 
ror fell at Variance, and broke with cite 
Mufcovites on acount of the Pearl Fifil- 
ery, of the City and Lake of Ntpe-hyu -, 
but then confidering they might join 
with the Tartar-Eluth, to the Damage of 
the Kingdom he pofieffes in the Eaftern 
Tart ary ; he difpatch’d one of his Fa¬ 
thers- 
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thers-in-Law, a Tartar Petty King, with 
Gemelli. the Fathers Pereira and Gcrvillou, tocon- 
1696. dude a Peace with them. That Tartar 
Petty King being come near to the Fron¬ 
tiers of Mtifcovy, indrfcreetly drew up 
the Strength of his Horfe to ftrike a 
Terror into tiiofe People, and then in 
a haughty manner laid to them. My 
Emperor of bis own Bounty allows you to Fifis 
only in fitch a part of the Lake. The Muf~ 
covites anfwer’d thefe haughty Words 
with Scorn, faying, they gave the Empe¬ 
ror of China no thanks jor it, becaufe they 
had that already ; and fo in a Pafllon 
turn’d away without hearing any more 
of the Peace. The Tartar was lorry to 
fee the Treaty broke off, fearing he 
might be in danger at his return, well 
knowing how ddirous the Emperor was 
to entertain a good Correlpoudence with 
the Mufcovites , not for fear ofthem, who 
cannot raife above 10000 Men, but only 
to prevent increafmg the Forces of the 
Eluth Tartars of the Weft, who are al¬ 
ways at War with the Emperor, in- 
fefting the Imperial Tart ary with con¬ 
tinual Incurlions. And tho' the Empe¬ 
ror of China has more numerous Forces, 
yet the Chinefes are not fo good Soul- 
diers as the Tartars, who are enur'd to 
Hardfhip, and crofs feveral deferts in a 
Weeks time, with only a Sack of Meal 
at their Crupper, and feed on Camels 
and Horfes ; whereas the Chinefes are 
fo dainty, that they go to War with all 
conveniences, nor do they think of go¬ 
ing beyond the Frontiers, if the others 
do not come to them. Therefore the 
Emperor to prevent the burning of his 
Country, which is remote trom Peking, 
by 150000 Horfe, that Tartar King can 
bring into the Field, endeavours to keep 
him quiet, by paying him a Sum of Mo- 
ny, and to hinder him by all means pof- 
fibie from growing more Powerful; 
War being the Principal Revenue of 
thofe People, who have no other Inhe¬ 
ritance but their Bow and Arrows. 

F. Pereira perceiving that Petty King 
and AmbalTador, was much concern’d at 
his ill Management of that Embaffy,he of¬ 
fer’d to go to the Mufcovites Camp,tofet 
the Treaty on Foot 3gain. At firft the 
Tartar refus’d, faying, the Mufcovites 
were & fierce People, and would Murder 
him, and he Jhoitld be anfwerable for him 
to the Emperor, who had put him into his 
power. On the contrary, fays Father 
Pereira, they are Rational and Civil Peo¬ 
ple, and 1 dare undertake to Compofe mat¬ 
ters with them. In conclufion be went, 
and when the Tartar was apprehenfive 
Vol, IV. 


of his Death, he after two days re¬ 
turn’d with the Capitulations of Peace, 
Whereat the Petty King was mtfch fur- 
priz’d with Joy. After that the Muf¬ 
covites treated the Tartar generoufly, 
and he very fparingly return’d heir 
Entertainment. 

. _ The Chine/e AmbalTador having taken 
his leave, return’d to Peking , crolling 
feveral Deferts by the way, without 
finding Town or City to reft in. ’Tis 
true that trad of the Imperial Tar¬ 
tary, under the Emperor of China, is 
of a vaft extent; but it is fo deferc and 
woody, that as to worth, it may be ac¬ 
counted very little ; only a few poor 
Tartars Inhabiting in Hovels, without 
Houfes, like the Ancient Numidians , 
or Hatnaxobites , who being wholly em¬ 
ploy’d in a Paftoral Life, had not fcf 
much as Houfes, but went about with 
their Portable Huts, fettling wherefo- 
ever they thought fit. The prefeut 
Emperor of Tartary, in order to Ci¬ 
vilize, begins to make chcm build 
Towns, and gather them into Bodies, 
having 40 Petty Kings and Princes, who 
are Tributary to him, among whom 
are the Tartars, call’d Prmaz.es and Xal- 
xas, who can raife fome 7, fome 20000 
Horfe of the ftragglers that live by 
Plunder. The curioufeft thing to be 
found in this uncouth Trad of Land (as 
the Fachers Grimaldi, Gervillon, and Pe¬ 
reira told me) are great Bridges of a 
wonderful Strudure, which they lay 0- 
ver Rivers, for the Emperor to pafs o- 
ver, often joining Mountains withthem. 

When the Chinefe Ambafiador came m/vwk 
to Peking, the Emperor was well pleas’d Ambaffa- 
with the Agreement, which the Tartar dors, 
own’d was owing to the Fathers. Next 
came the Amballadors from the Great 
Duke of Mtifcovy, whom the Emperor 
receiv’d fitting on aThronc rais’d 2ofteps 
bove theGround, whither he afterwards 
made them atcend to Drink; and tho’ 
they at firft refus’d to touch the Ground 
with their Heads, according to the Cu- 
ftom of the Country, at laft they con* 
fenced. They much admir’d to fee a 
Tartar Family in fuch Majefty, declar¬ 
ing they could not find whence it came, 
tho’ they had travcll’d all that vaft 
Country (for the Mufcovites come 20 
days journey in their way to Peking , 
from Mofco , within their own Domi¬ 
nions) in which is a coufiderable part of 
Tanary which the Emperor makes lit¬ 
tle account of, having rais’d himfelf from 
a homely Tent to the Statelieft palace 
in the World.

rri H E Interpreters of the Chinefe Hi- 
Gemciti. ^ rtory deduce the Original of that 
1696. gre^t Monarchy from Fobs, who began 
t/'YNJ his Reign in the Year 2952. beforeChrift. 
oniitCW- ^ rou ?* ]t t he Savage and wandtirig 
ftfc Mo- Men to live in Society, whereas before 
narchy. they liv’d like Hearts; and they having 
afterwards learri’d the Art of Tillage, 
and others of Xintwn1, began to live 
more Regularly in Villages. 

In the Year 2697, before Chrift reign’d, 
■ Hoamti, call’d the Fair Emperor, or ra¬ 
ther Yellow, becaufe he took that Co¬ 
lour, which is allow’d to none but the 
Emperors. This Emperor, with the 
A flirt ante of Tama, perfected the Chi¬ 
nefe Period, or Cicle Of do Years, in¬ 
vented Mufick, and mu heal Inftruments, 
as alio Arms, Nets, Garts, Ships and 
Carpenters Work. By the Invention of 
his Queen Ltty-fu, he brought up the 
keeping of Silk-worms, and of Dying, 
and Weaving Silk. He inrtitilted fix 
Kolaos, or prime Mmifters Of the King¬ 
dom, and compos’d federal Books of 
Phyfick. 

Hoamti Dying, Xao-Hao fuccecded 
him in the Year 2577, and began to 
build and enclofe the City with Wails y 
invented new Mufick, and brought up 
the Cuftotn of having Carts drawn by 
Oxen. 

Xao-Hao Dy’d 2517 Years before 
Chrift, and was fuccecded by Kuett-Hio, 
Graudfon to Hoamti , who ordain’d that 
the only Emperor on Earth fhould offer 
Sacrifice in folemn manner to the fu- 
preme Emperor of Heaven. He elfo in¬ 
vented tfie Calendar, and order’d the 
Year fhould begin with the next New 
Moon to the beginning of Spring, which 
in China anfwers to the fifth Degree of 
Aquarius. 

In 2457, before Chrift, Kutn-Hio 
Dy’d, and Tico his Grdndfbn fucceeded 
him. This Man had four Wives, he ap¬ 
pointed Walters to teach the People, and 
found out vocal Mtifick. 

After theft Princes came thofe two 
celebrated Emperors and .Legislators To, 
and Xun, from whom the civil Rites, and 
political Inftitutcs arc deriv’d. They 
Reign’d 150 Years, which added to 587, 
the other fix before them Liv’d, make 
735 Years. 


The Imperial Families are defeended 
from thofe two Founders of the Clsinefe 
Nation, and from the aforemention'd fix 
Emperors, in whom the fiipreme Dig¬ 
nity, and Government of the Chinefe Mo¬ 
narchy continu'd till thefe latter Times. 
In all they reckon 22 of them, that is, 
nine great ones, and thirteen letter, a- 
roong whom is included this Family of 
the Eaftern Tartars, which at this pre- 
fent Ru les the Tartar and Chinefe Empires. 
They may all be feen Briefly put toge¬ 
ther in the following Table.

The three Families Hia, Xam, and 
Keit, as they preceded the others as to 
Time, fo they furpafs’d them in Fame 
and Erteem, for they behav’d themfelves 
like true Princes in Integrity of Man¬ 
ners, iilfticutiDg juft Laws, Affeftion to 
their People, and above all in an unvio¬ 
late Faith and Sincerity y going beyond 
the others in number of Emperors and 
Years. Thus it appears. That the Em¬ 
perors, including the two firft Founders 
of the Nation, were 23 6, omitting thofe 
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that liv’d hut a very fhort time, or that 
Gcmclti. for fome other Reafou are not inferred 
1696. into the Table of Emperors. Therefore 
V'V'vJ [ refer the Reader to the Chronicles of 
the Chintfe Monarchy publifh’d at large, 
by F. Philip Confer, in his Book, lntitled, 
Confucius Si nor urn Philafophus , where lie 
Will find not only the Names of the a- 
forcfiiid Emperors, and the Years they 
Reign'd, but the mod remarkable A&ions 
that hapned in their 1 ime. 

Antiquity By the aforefaid Tabic it appears, 
of that That the Monarchy continu’d in the lm- 
impire. ^ p arr ^ji es 3920 Years, according 
to the molt probable and general receiv’d 
Opinion of the Chinefes. To which if 
wc add the 737 Years, they write the 
eight Princes of the Nation liv’d, they 
all make 465? Years, from which if we 
deduce the 255, that the firft Princes 
fohi and Xinnum Reign’d (becaufe they 
hadnot the Imperial Dignity,) there will 
remain 4402, or according to the Ihort- 
eft Computation 4053, fmee this great 
Monarchy began in T^o, and has conti¬ 
nu’d ever fince without any Interruption. 
We cannot hup own, there is no King¬ 
dom or State in the World, that can 
Boalt of fo ancient a Race of Kings, fo 
numerous, and fo well continu’d. The 
Monarchies of th eJjfyrians, the Pcrfans, 
the Greeks and the Romans are at an end 
after a much (hortcr Duration 3 and this 
of china Itill Rands, like a great River 
that never ceafes running. This long 
Continuance and Antiquity, befides other 
Excellencies of China , fill the Chinefes 
with Pride, looking upon their own Em¬ 
pire as the greateft, and fo every thing 
clfe that belongs to them \ and defpiling 
ignorance other Nations, which is the realon they 
in Colin o- m3 i te f 0 little Account of them. In their 
graphy. M t hey deferibe China fqnare, and ve¬ 
ry large, and reprefent the other King¬ 
doms about it without any Order, or 
Geographical Method, making them lit¬ 
tle/and inconliderable with ridiculous 
and contemptible Names. As for In- 
ftancc Siao-^ht^niy or the Realm where 
the Inhabitants are ail Dwarfs. ifiu-gin- 
qtte, where the Inhabitants are Women. 
Kncn-fin-cjite, the Kingdom where the In- 
* habitants have a Hole in their Belly. The 
Kingdom where the Inhabitants have a 
Man’s Body, and Dogs Face. The King¬ 
dom where the Inhabitants have fuch 
long Arms that they hang down to the 
Ground 3 and the like, ln.lhort, they 
call the Tartars , the Japonefes, the Peo¬ 
ple of Corea and Tunking by the Name of 
the four barbarous Nations. They lay 
there are 72 Kingdoms out of Cb»W, 
VolV. 


which they deferibe little, in the mklil 
of the Sea like Nut-fheiis; and the In¬ 
habitants of them brutal, and Monftrous, 
and of fuch ridiculous Shapes, that they 
are more like Monkeys, or wild Beafts 
than Men. The Jefoits in thefe latter 
Times having made them acquainted witfi 
Europe , they have inferred it into their 
Maps, and plac’d it in the midft ot the 
Sea, as if it wetc fome final! Bland. They 
divide the Heaven into 2.S Conftellations, 
and China into as many Parts, to each of 
which they allign a GonEcllation, giving 
it the fame Name j not leaving one for 
the other Kingdoms. They give their 
own Provinces lofty, and ftately Titles, 
and call other Countries by barbarous 
and defpicable Names. 

They have fo lofty a Conceit of their And ether 
own Kingdom, that when they are con- Affairs, 
vinced by the Miffioncrs with demonfh a- 
tive Arguments, they anfwer with Afto- 
nifhmenc, Kum-que-ki-vac } Hoon ijett- 
tao t Which iignifies. What is this we 
fee? What is it we hear ? Is it polfible 
that without this great Empire there 
Ihoitld be any Rule or Way to attain to 
Virtue, and that there fhould be another 
Faith, and another Law ? And it hap¬ 
pens very often that the faid Fathers dif- 
conrling of Learning, of Religion and 
the European Sciences, they ask whether 
we have their Books ; and being told we 
have not, they reply with Wonder and 
Amazement. If you have not our Books 
ia£*rope, nor our Writings, as you own, 
what Learning, or what Letters can you 
have ? 

They have given fcveral Names to Names of 
that great Empire, for every time a new cbm. 
Family got into the Throne it gave it a 
new Name. From the Family, before 
this it took the Name of Tai-mim-que t 
that is, The Kingdom of great Briglu- 
nefs. But the Tartars , who now Govern, 
call it Tai-cim-que, or Kingdom of great 
Purity. But as there were formerly fome 
Reigns famous, either for their long con¬ 
tinuance, or the Virtue of the Kings, or 
number of Learned Men, lo their Names 
have been prefer v’d, and are ft ill us’d in 
their Books, as for Inffancc, thofe ot HU- 
que, X'unique-, Keuque y Hanme, &C. by 
which it appears that thefe Names do 
import China, but were given rather to 
diftinguifh the feveral reigning Families, 
than to exprefs the Realm it felf. in 
the Memorials prefenced to the King, 
and in their Books it is generally call’d 
Xamque , that is, High and Sovereign 
Kingdom. The Learned in their Writ¬ 
ings ufe the Word Kion-ho a, which fig- 
11 a 2 nifies, 
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nilies, Flower iii the middle 3 yet, alter 
GemctU. all, the molt ancient and common Name 
itfgci. anions the Chntefes, is Km-yu, orniid- 
die kiitfitWiTj as believing China to be 
in the middle of the World, or elfe 
bev c fe the firft King o £ China fetled his 
Court in the Province of Honan, which 
was then the Center ot the Kingdom; 
or elfe becaufe they Efteem it above all 
others, as appears by the Hyperbolical 
Name they give it of Tien-hi a, or the 
Kingdom that contains all there is under 
Heaven. Thus when any one fays, 77 r»- 
hia-tuifm, that is all under Heaven is 
in Peace, it is the fame as if he laid China 
is at Peace.

The Mufcovitts imitate the 
Ta- tars in this Point, giving th tChintfes 
the Name of KirM, as do the Kingdoms 
of Shiahamalaha, of Timet, or Tibet y and 
tint of Vfa/gut, but thefecorrupting the 
Word AVer," call it Catai, and the Mcr- 
Hunts corning from Indofian, C«>; by 
which it plainly appears that the King¬ 
dom of Cat mo i of which F. Andrade 
fncaks in his Accotmc of Tibet, is no o- 
ther but China, and that the Words €a- 
taio and Harakitai arc the Time. Never- 
thclcfs Baudrand, and others, wilt have 
Cat ay, or Cathey to be one of the King¬ 
doms of the Great Tart ary, by the An- 
tieiics c.dtUS^, and ftretching out Eaft- 
w.nd, between the Imperial Tart ary on 
the North, China on the South, and 7 V- 
thtflan on the Weft ^ which by him is 
alfo cull’d Kara Ca'kai, where art the 
Scythians, call’d Ji.tm, in that Scythia, 
within Mount Imam. But China may be 
Call’d Cathay of the Cat aim Tartars, wllO

cani. Ti Eaftern Tartars have given 
it no better Title, catling it NUa-comm, 
that is, Kingdom of Barbarians, tho’ 
now they are fix’d in, and are Matters 
of it, they call it Tnlimpa-cornm, that is, 
middle Kingdom.

Cbiw theft Eaftern part of Aft*. The Chinefcs 
in their Maps reprefent it Square, pre¬ 
tending it has equal breadth and length, 
but according to the belt Account of the 
European;, it is rather Oval. It reaches 
23 Degrees from North to Sooth, that is, 
from the Fort of Cai-pim, on the Fron¬ 
tiers of the Province of Peking, in 4.1

This Empire on the Eaft is bounded confutes 
by the Eaftern Ocean, 011 the North by and Divr 
a long Wall dividing it from Tartary 5 (ion.

feveral Kingdoms j and on the South by 
the Ocean. It is divided into 15 Pro¬ 
vinces, which for their Extent, Wealth 
3 nd Fruitfulnefs, may better be call’d 
large Kingdoms chan Provinces ; to 
which muft be added Ltnetting, a Coun¬ 
try not inferior to any Province. This 
and eight of the Provinces lie along the 
Eaftern and Southern Ocean; fix others, 
four are enclos’d on all lides by the reft, 
two are feparated by high Mountains 

from 
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from the other Kingdoms of Afta, and 
one by the Wall from Tart ary , as is al- 
fo Fating and Learning, but thefe are 
reckoned before upon the Sea, and fo is 
Yun-nan, which on one (ide Botders on 
the Kingdom of Twtqmn. Thefe Pro¬ 
vinces are call’d Peking, Nanking now 
call’d Kiam-nam , Xanfi, Xamung, Honan, 
Xenfi, Chitiian, Kiamji, Hucjuam, Suchuen, 
Fokian, Quantung, Quamfi, Taiwan, QUet- 
chieu , and the Country of Learning, 
which might well deferve the Name ot 
a Province, but the Chinefes place it un¬ 
der the Province of Xamung. The Pro¬ 
vinces that Border on foreign Nations, 
are Peking, Xanfi , Xenfi, Suchuen, Ltn- 
»an, and Qgamft. So thatC 7 «wW#r, who 
Aligns 1 ^Provinces to China was mil- 
iuform’d, for the Kingdoms of Tunqnin 
and Cochincbina, which he reckons as 
Provinces of China, are no way Submit 
to it, and tho’ they were under it fome 
few Years, they have been a long time 
Exempt from its Junfdkftion. T here 
are feveral I Hands depending 011 China at 
the great and little Lien- kien - Tatvan, 
which the Portuguefes call Formofa y Flai- 
nan, Bamxfv i on which is feated the Ci¬ 
ty Amagao, or Macao, upon its Souther- 
mo It Point, and abundance of other in¬ 
habited and defert Blands. The King¬ 
dom of Corea is not an Ifland near China, 
as Cluverias imagins, but a vaft Promon¬ 
tory joining to the Continent, and run¬ 
ning out from North to South._ Nor is 
Xam-hai, as F. Martin made it in his 
Atlas, but a Citadel fo large, and fo 
well fortify*d, both by Art and Nature, 
that it may vie with the belt in Europe* 
It is built upon the Continent, near the 
Sea, between the Province of Peking, 
and the Country of Leaomng. 

The wall’d Places in this mighty Em¬ 
pire, are to the Number of 4402, and 
divided into two ClalFes, the Civil and 
Military. To the civil Clafs belong 20+5 
wall’d Places, that is, 175 Cities of the 
firlt Rank, which the Chinefes call Fa •, 
i 7+ 0 f the fecond Rank, called Chen ; 
7288 Cities call’d Him ■, 205 Royal 
Houfcs call’d Ye j and 103 Guards, or 
Royal Man lions of the fecond Rank call d 
Cham-chtn. Among the Cities of the 
Empire there arc fome comprehended 
lying in the Provinces of Yunnan, Quei- 
cheu, Quantfi, and Suchnen, which pay no 
Tribute to theEfnpcror, hut are Subject 
to particular ahfolute Princes and Lords 
of their own. Molt of thefe Cities arc 
fo he nam’d in by high Mountains, and 
fteep Rocks, as if Nature had ftudy’d to 
Fortify them and yet within thole 


Mountains there are Plains feveral Days 
Journey over, in which there are Cities 
of the fir It and fecond Rank, and many 
Towns, and leifer Places. The Chinefes 
call thefe Lords Tufa, or 7 itquon, that is, 
Mandarines of Countries, becaufe be¬ 
lieving there is no Emperor in the World 
betides him of China , they imagin there 
arc no other Princes, or Lords, but thofe 
whom their Emperor Creates. 1 be Sub¬ 
jects of thefe Lords with the Chinefes 
fpeak the Cbinefe Language, hut have an¬ 
other peculiar Tongue to tbemfelves. 

Their Cultoms differ but little from thofe 
of the Chinefes, and they are like them 
in Shape and Countenance, hut only arc 
Braver. The Cbtmfes fear them, _for lia- 
ving, after feveral Trials of theit Cou¬ 
rage found them a vigorous Oppolition, 
they think fit not todtfturb but to Trade 
with them. So that there is no Q11 eft ion 
to be made concerning tiie Number or 
Cities and Towns, as to its being greater 
than what is mention’d by F, Martin, 
becaufe we here include thofe belonging 
to thofe petty Princes, whole Dominions, 
rho’ not Subjeft to the Emperor, yet 
arc in the midft of his Emph e, in the 
four abovemention’d Provinces 4 as arc 
alfo the Cities and Towns of the Coun¬ 
try of Leantung, and the Province ot 
Yumm», which the Chinefes, who are a- 
bove meafarc devoted to their forma¬ 
lities, do not mention in their general 
Number, but in particular Catalogues. 

The Chinefts have printed an Itinera- Travel* 
riuw, or Book of all the Roads and Ways ling, 
by Land and Water from Peking to the 
remoteft Parts of the Empire. The Man¬ 
darines, who go from Court to their 
Polls, and all Travellers ufc it, to know 
the Way they arc to go, the diftances 
of Places, and the length of every Days 
Journey. In this Book all the Royal 
Roads of the Empire are divided into 
1145 Days, to every one of which there 
is a Place, where the Mandarines are 
lodg’d, and treated at the King’s Ex- 
pence, when they go io zake Fotfeilion 
of their Employs; but when they return 
from them they lofe the Privilege ot 
being Entertain’d at the Emperor’s Colt. 

Thefe 114^ Places are call’d Ye, or Chm, 
or joining the two Words 2e Chin , that 
is, a Place of Entertainment, andGuard, 
becaufc there the Mandarines arc ex¬ 
pected with as much Care and Vigiiancy, 
as if they were upon their Guard again It 
an Army of Enemies. Of thefe Places 
there are 735 within the Cities ot the 
firft and fecond Rank, and mi he Towns, 
frontier Places and Cattles within the 
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Enijiirci ioy in thofc they cajl Te , and 
lO'-i in the plates call'd Chin. Both of 
them were formerly Built, where there 
were no Cities j and may be call’d Towns 
of die fecond Rank, being all of them 
wail'd, and each of them having a Man¬ 
darine to Govern it, and there arc of 
the til larger, and more populous than 
fome Cities, and Towns. The others to 
the Number of 102, tho’ not wall'd are 
large and populous. 

A Day hctorc the Mandarine fets out, 
there goes a Melfenger with a finall Ta¬ 
blet, which the Chineftt cal! Pal, 00 which 
js writ that Mandarin S Name, and Of¬ 
fice, and the Impreflion of his Seal un¬ 
der it. As foon as this is fecn, the Pa¬ 
lace where he is to Lodge is clean’d and 
triade ready, and the Preparations are 
greater or lefs according to the Quality 
of tHoGuefl, audio theProvifiom, Ser¬ 
vants, Horfes, Chairs, Litters or Boats, 
if he is to go by Water, and all other 
Things they may have occahon tor. in 
theft Inns, or Houfes of Entertainment 
are receiv’d afees the fame manner in 
Proportion to what they are, all other 
Perfbns, as well Chine fa as Strangers, to 
whom the King grants this Favour. Here 
alfo the King’s Me [lingers, or Express 
are turnifh'd with what they want to 
Haffe on in their journey 3 beating a 
Furlong or two, before they come to the 
Houle, 'a Bafotl call’d Lo, which they 
carry hanging at their Back v upon the 
hearing of which Sound the Horfe is pre- 
fetitly Saddled for him to Change, io 
that he makes no Sny. 

fhe Military Clafscontains, 629 great 
for trefles of the fir ft Rank, as well on 
the Frontiers to ferve as Keys, or a De¬ 
fence againft the Tartars, as on the Bor- 
deis of Provinces againft Robbers and 
Rebels. The Cmntfts call them Q*"* S 
and that of Kamdsat ahoveroeption d, is 
of this Number. There are 567 of the 
ftcond Rank, call'd 6«« in the Language 
of the Country. The Place F. Martin 
in his Ad.n calls Titn-rSv.m Citci, lignify- 
ing the Fortrefs of the Country of Hea¬ 
ven, is of this Number, and by it a 
Judgment may be made of the other For- 
rrelfes of the fecond Rank. There are 
311 Forts of the third Rank call’d So-, 
300 of the fourth, call’d China whofe 
Name and Signification is the fame as 
that of tliofe of the fifth Order of the 
civil Clafs ; and 1 50 of die fifth Rank 
call’d Pao. Thereare too Forts of the 
lixch Rank call’d Su, and hilly 300 of 
the feventh Rank call’d ChaL Thefe jaft 
are of fcveral forts, fome in the Coun¬ 


try, which ferve as Places ot Refuge to 
the Peafants, when the Tartan, Rob¬ 
bers, or Rebels infeft the Country, as 
alfo when the Emperor’s Army is upon 
its March. Others are upon fteep Moun¬ 
tains, to which they go up by Steps cut 
in the Rock, or by Ladders of Ropes, 
or Wood to be taken away, and thefe 
have no Wall about them, as not Hand¬ 
ing in need of any. Others are alfo up- 
ou Mountains, but have a Path-way to 
them, and thefe have a double or treble 
Wall to defend the Entrance, Now rcck- 
ning all together it appears there arc 
2357 Military Pofts, which added to 
thofe of lire civil CL ft make 4402. Bo¬ 
lides all this there are within and with¬ 
out the gr eat Wall which pans China 
from Tartary 3000 Towers, call’d Tai t 
everyone of which basics proper Name, 
and in thefe there are Guards and Cen- 
tinels, who give the Alarm, as foon as 
they difeover an Enemy, making a Sig¬ 
nal in the Day with a Flag they hoift up 
on the Top of the Tower, and at Night 
with a great lighted Torch. If thefe 
"Lowers be added to the Number of the 
Military Places, as the eighth'Xank of 
them, they will in all make 5357. 

It is 150 Years fince a Mandarine of 
the fupreme Council of War, compos’d 
a Book, which he Dedicated to the Em¬ 
peror, and calls it Kieu-pien-ussixt, that 
is, a practical Defer iptiun of the nine 
Frontiers, meaning the nine Quarters, 
or Diftri&s into which he had divided 
the great Wall,' which enctofes part of 
China for 40 5 Spanifh Leagues, according 
to the common Computation, making 
23 Degrees and ten Minutes from Eaft 
to Weft from the City Caiyatn , Icated in 
the mmoft part of the Country of heats- 
tung , to that of Canjo, Or Can-chest in the 
very Borders of the Province of Xenfi ., 
which is to be underftood in a ftiait 
Line, for if wc follow the windings of 
the Mountains and the Wall, it will cer¬ 
tainly hold out to 500 Spanijh Leagues. In 
the fame Books at] the mountainous Pla¬ 
ces that are inacceflible are delcrib’d, 
and 12 9 other Carts fheivs there mull be 
1327 great and Email Forts to hinder 
the Tartan palling. Had not tire Chine- 
fes been Careleft, Cowardly, Covetous, 
and Difloyal to their Kings, the Tartars 
could never have pafs’d the Wall, nor 
get within the FortrclTes which were fo 
conveniently difpos'd in proper Places, 
and fo ftrong either by Art or Nature 3 
fo that as appears by antieut Hiftories, 
and by what has hapued in our own 
Times, the Tartars never entred China, 
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f\-VO but when either the Treachery of the 
Cemdli. Soldiers, or the Avarice of theCom- 
>696. man tiers made way for diem, they re- 
teiving half the Booty every time they 
let in the Enepiy j till at length thofc 
Traitors have put the ricbefl: and molt 
populous Kingdom in the World into 
the Hands of a fmall Number of Sava- 
chintfe ges, and Barbarians. In this lame Book 
Forces. j s mention’d the great Number of Sol¬ 
diers, who kept Guard on this Frontier, 
which were nine Hundred and twoThou- 
fand and Fifty four. The Auxiliary 
Troops retorting thither when the Tar¬ 
tan attempted to break into the King¬ 
dom were innumerable, and there were 
three Hundred eighty nine Thou fa nd one 
Hundred aud Sixty feven Horfes always 
in a read i nefs for them, according to 
the fame Author’s Computation, who 
reckons the Charge the Emperor is at 
Yearly far the pay of Officers and Sol- 
diers to amount to the fmn of two Mil¬ 
lions and Thirty fqur Thousand Leant, 
at fifteen Carlines of Naples each, which 
is jolt a Noble a Lean : By what lias been 
Paid of die Number of Soldiers appoint¬ 
ed to Guard the Wall and Frontiers a- 
gainft the Tman, it is eafy to guefs an 
the Number of thofe kept on the Con¬ 
fines of the fewal Provinces, and in 
the CitieefaifaVns, and other wall’d Pla¬ 
ces of the Kingdom, there being no Place 
without fame Garrifon. They reckon 
feven Hundred G«y feven Thou laud nine 
Hundred and forty, who in time of Peace 
Guard and Attend during the Day the 
Mandarines, AmbalTadors, and others 
who are Lodg’d at the King's Expence, 
and at Night keep Guard near their Boats 
and Quarters, and when they have gone 
one Days Journey they return, and others 
tike their Place, The Horfes the Em¬ 
peror maintains for his Forces in the 
Ganifons amount to five Hundred fatty 
lour Thou land nine Hundred, and as well 
tbefe Souldters as Horfes, are always 
kept on Foot: But where there is any 
War or Rebellion, the Forces that Ran- 
dcvQir/. from all the Provinces are almoft 
innumerable. 

The Realm of Cma, according to the 


Computation of a grave Author contains Number 
eleven Millions five Hundred, and two of l’eopfe 
Thouland eight Hundred and feven ty ln 
two Families, or jHoufes } without in¬ 
cluding in this Number, Women, Chil¬ 
dren, Beggars, Mandarines in Employ¬ 
ment, Soldiers, Batchelors, Licentiates, 

Doftors, Mandarines above Age, all Per- 
fons that Live on the Rivers, Btnzas, F. Couplet, 
Eunuchs, and all thofc that are of the P- '<=6. 
Blood Royal, beaufe only thole are 
Pol’d whq Till the Land, or pay Taxes 
to the King. There are in the Empire 
according'to the fume Author, fifty nine 
Millions {even Hundred eighty eight 
Thonfimd three Hundred and Sixty four 
Men. The Number of all the Inhabi¬ 
tants, or Souls, without excluding any 
Age, Sex, or Condition, if we will Cre¬ 
dit F. Damtl ft.irtoii, makes three Hun- 
dred Millions, three times the Number ^ 
there is ih all Europe. But bccaufe this & 

Father allows more ,to the whole than it 
has, and takes from the parts .fad prin¬ 
cipal CitieSjdiminifhing their real Num¬ 
ber, there is no relying on his Account, 
lor his ftraege Exaggeration will not 
fute with the multitude of fmall Places. 

Having endeavour’d diligently to clear 
this Point with the Fathers of his Soci¬ 
ety, I found not one that agreed with 
him, nor did any of the Miflioners of 
other Orders, who having liv’d there 
fame twenty, and fome thirty Years, 
know more of it than F. Mmols could do 
by hear-fay; becaufe they are continu¬ 
ally Convening with Mandarines, and 
great Men, who thoroughly know this 
Matter, as numb ring the People to re¬ 
ceive the Imperial Tax. The greateffc 
difference 1 found in the Accounts given 
me, during the time 1 Ray'd in Osina, 
was of five Millions, fame telling me 
the whole Empire contain’d an Hundred 
ninety five Millions, and others that they 
had found two hundred Millions in the 
Chine/e Books, which difference may well 
happen in counting with two or three 
Years interval. To make what has been 
here find the plainer, 1 think it will not ?*&• I0 5 * 
be amifs to Infert the Particular, as it is 
found in F. Cmplet, and is as follows.

There are alfo reckoned iu the Em¬ 
pire 3636 Men Renowned, and Illuftri- 
ous, for their Virtue, Learning, Valour, 
or other remarkable Qualities. There 
are 208 Virgins and Widows, remark¬ 
able for their Chaftity, or other Heroick 
Afls, and. Celebrated in the CBtttfe 
Books, and in their Temples, and In- 
feription. 

There are 185 Adaufckums Famous for 
StrudUire, and Riches, for it is forbid in 
China under fevere Penalties to carry the 
Dead into any City, but they may be re¬ 
mov’d from one Province to another, 
keeping without the Walls. 

There are 480 Idol T cm pies of Re¬ 
nown, and much reforted to, as well on 
account of their Majefly, and Wealth, 
as for the pretended Miracles wrought 
acthem. Withinthefeand other Tem¬ 
ples of the Empire, there live above 3 
hundred and fifty thoufand Bonz.cs. 

Belides throughout the Kingdom, are 
to be feen 709 Temples, crefted by the 
Chinefcs , at fevcral times, in Memory of 
their Anceftors, and remarkable for 
their Beauty and Structure. It is thecu- 
ftom among the Chincfes to exprefs much 
love to their Parents after their Death; 
and to make it appear they build Stately 
Halls with great charge, in which in- 
ftead of Statues, they place Inferiptions, 
with the Names of their Anccfiors. Up¬ 
on certain days in the Year*, the Fami¬ 


lies they belong to, meet in thefe Halls 
and Profiratethemfelvcs on the Ground, 
in token of Love and Refpeft, offering 
Incenfe to them, and making a Splendid 
Entertainment, in which there are feye- 
ral Tables well cover’d* and fill’d with 
abundance of well drefs’d Meat in great 
Order. 

The Famous Antient Statues are to Statues, 
the number of 2099, befides Paintings, JgJJf* 
and other Celebrated Works of that went3j Li- 
Nature, 1159 Towers, Triumphal braries. 
Arches, and notable Monuments, in Rivers, 
Honour of Kings and Men in vogue; ^^ ains ’ 
272 Libraries well adorn’d, and itor’d 
with Books. The great Rivers and 
Fountains of note, for hot and Medici¬ 
nal Waters are 1472. There are alfo 
2099 Mountains, rendred Fruitful by 
their many Springs, and fingular for Pa¬ 
sture, and the excellent Minerals they 
produce,and nolefsfor theirgreat height Schools> 
The Schools, and Publick Structures 
ereftedin Honour of Confucius , the great 
Phiiofopher of that Empire, are as ma- 
ny as the Cities. It is no eafy matter to Scho!l3,rs ’ 
reckon the vaft number of Scholars, but 
the Batchelors are above 90000. Be- 
fides 32 Palaces belonging to Petty ya acc5. 
Kings, there are others in all Places, for Bridges, 
the great Officers of the Kingdom, ac¬ 
cording to their dignity. And to con¬ 
clude, there are in the Empire 231 Fa¬ 
mous Bridges. 
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CHAP. VII. 

Of the notable Government , of the Empire of China, the feveril degrees of 
Mandarines, and of fx Supreme Courts y or Councils of the Learned^ or 
Gmn-Mex i and ftx 0} the Souldiers, dr tyl'dittey Men. 


C HINA deferves great Commen¬ 
dation for its excellent Govern¬ 
ment. Of the three Sedts or Religions 
follow’d there, that of the Learned, js 
the firft and Antienteft, and its Princi¬ 
pal end, is the good Government of the 
Kingdom, upon which Subjeft they have 
writ a great number of Books, and Com¬ 
ments upon them. Confucius in his time 
writ a Treatife upon this matter, and 
call'd it Onmyum, that is, the Golden 
Mean, where he folidly teaches, that a 
good King is to have nine Qualities, for 
the well Governing of his Subjedb, which 
if he Praftifes, he will make his Reign 
Immortal. 

The Mandarines of the Empire, are 
divided iutonineClafles, and every Clafs 
into nine Degrees. As for inftance they 
lay, fuch a Mandarine is of the fecond 
Degree, of the firft: or fecond Clafs y 
or he is a Mandarine of the firft Degree, 
of the firft, fecond or third Clafs. This 
diftindion fignifies nothing but a meer 
Title'0? ‘Honour the Kings have be- 
ftow’d on them, without any regard to 
their Employmentsy for tho 1 the Man¬ 
darines he of a higher or inferiour Rank, 
according to the Dignity of their Offices, 
yet this is no general Rule; for fometimes 
to reward one Man's Merit, whofe 
charge us’d to be executed by one of an 
Inferiour Rank, the King Honours him 
with the Title of Mandarine , of the firft, 
or fecond Clafs; and on the contrary 
to Punilh another, whofe Poll belongs to 
thofe of a Superior Clafs, he fomtiemes 
put him down to be Mandarine of a low¬ 
er Rank. The Knowledge, Diftindion 
and Subordination of thefe Orders are 
fo perfed, the Submiffion and Venerati¬ 
on of the Inferiour to the Superiour, and 
the Authority of the latter, over the 
others fo great y and in Ihot t the King’s 
Power oyer them all, is fo abfolute, that 
there is nothing to compare to it in our 
Government, either Civil, or Ecclcfia- 
ftical. 

The Mandarines of the firft Clafs, are 
ConnfcHors of His Majeftics Council of 
State, which is the gr.eateft Honour, and 
Dignity, a Learned Man can rife to in 
the Empire. They have fevcral Honou¬ 
rable Tides, as Nrn co, Colne, Coif am, 
Suam-Cum, Siam que, and others, ligni- 
Vol. IV. 


fying Aflefiors, Affiftants, and Supreme 
Counfellors to the King. There are in 
the Royal Palace, feveral Halls for them 
of a Stately Stru&ure. When the King 
will do any of thefe Counfellors a fpecial 
Honour, he gives him the Name of one 
of thofe Chambers, as for Example that 
of Chumkietien , figuifying, the Supreme 
Chamber in the middle; this new Ti¬ 
de being immediately added to his Name; 
and he is call’d fuch .1 Counfellor or Ko- 
laa y Supreme Chamber in the middle. 
There is no certain uumber of thefe 
Counfellors, but they are more, or few¬ 
er, at the Emperors Pleafure, who choo- 
fes them as he thinks fit, among the Man¬ 
darines of other Courts. There is al¬ 
ways oue call’d Xcitfiam, who is chief of 
them, and the King's Favourite, This 
is the Supreme Council, or Court in the 
whole Kingdom, and kept in the Palace 
on the JeftHand of theSupreme Chamber, 
where the Emperor gives Audience, 
Where it is to be obferved, that the 
lelt Hand among the Chinefes, is the moft 
Honourable, as it was among the Greeks 
and other Nations y which puts me in 
mind, that I have feen fome Antient 
Greciars Piftures, on which S. Peter was 
Painted on the left, and S. Paul on the 
right, the firft having the preference as 
bead of the Church. This Court is 
call’d Nut yutn, and is compos’d of three 
Ranks of Mas.darines, the firft is that of 
the Emperors Counfellors already men¬ 
tion’d, who have it in Charge to Perufe, 
Examin and Judge of all Petitions pro 
fented to His Majefty by the fix great 
Courts, of which we ffiall Treat next, 
upon all the moft Important Affairs of 
the Kingdom. When they are come to 
a Refolution, they prefem it to the Em¬ 
peror in Writing, who either confirms 
or cancels it, as he thinks fit Thofe 
of the ad Rank, or Clafs, are as it were 
AffefTors, or Affiftants to the King’s 
Counfellors, chofen out of the id, or 
3d Clafs of Mandarines , whence they 
often rife to be the King’s Counfellors. 
The Title is Tahiofu , that is, Learnd 
Men of great Knowledge. This Title 
is alfo given to Counfellors, ou whom 
the Emperor bellows others more lofty, 
as Td-cu-taiy that is, The Princes greaE 
Governour, or Gai-ttt-cat+fu, Great Ma- 
X x fter 
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rsfter to the Prince, and the like. The 

Gtmdli. 3d Rank of this Court, is call’d \ Chttm- 
1696 . xhco, that is, Oafs, or School of Man- 
darincs, thefe write, orcaufetobe writ 
the bufinefs of the Court, on whom the 
Emperor bellows Titles, according to 
the Chambers they are employ’d in. 
They are generally of the 4th, 5th, or 
6 th Clafs of Mandarines, and are much 
look’d upon, becaufe they have charge 
of all Sutes, and Writings, by reafon 
they may give or take away, all a Man 
has depending on the Sute, by only a 
Word of a double meaning, and fotne- 
times by a lingle Letter. Befides thefe 
there is a vaft number of Clerks, Solici¬ 
tors, and Supervjfors. 

Eleven Befides this Sovereign Court or Coun¬ 
great c il here mention’d, there are eleven 0- 

Goarts. t h er great Courts,among which the Em¬ 

peror of China, divided all the affairs of 
his Empire 2000 Years before Chrift; 
and thefe fame continue ftill. Six ot 
them belong to the Learned Mandarines, 
or Gown-Men, call’d Lo-fu , and fix to 
the Military Mandarines, orSwordfmen, 
call'd V-fu. The Power of thefe Courts 
was extraordinary great, and unlimited, 
in fo much, that it might reafonably be 
fear’d, left fome one of them fhould 
make ufe of its Authority, to ftir up a 
Rebellion ; and therefore the Wifdom 
of the Chimfi Emperors, has fo regula¬ 
ted their Bufinefs, that no one of them 
can determine any affair committed to 
it,without the Concurrence of the others. 
Within the Palace of every one of thefe 
fix Courts, there is always a Chamber, 
or Apartment appointed for a Manda¬ 
rine, call’d Coll , that is, Supervifbr, or 
Examiner, who in Private and Publick, 
Examines all that is tranfafted, and if 
he finds any Error, prcfently acquaints 
the Emperor with it. This Mandarine 
is neither Subject, nor Superior to his 
Court, but only a Cenfor of their Pro¬ 
ceedings, as was us’d among the Remans. 
In China thefe Men are call’d Mad Dogs, 
becaufe they are continually biting, by 
the ill Offices they do. 

Frefidents The firft Prefidents of thefe fix Courts, 
are of the firft Degree of the 2d Clafs 
of Mandarines, and are call’d Xam-z.no- 
li-pH-xam-xu, that is, firft Prefidemof the 
Court of Ceremonies,and (oof the others. 
Each of thefe Prefidents has 2 Afleffors, 
the firft of which is call’d Tfo-x’d-am , 
that is, Prefident of the left hand ; 
and the other Ten-xi-lam, that is, Prefix 
dent of the right, and theft are of the 
firft Degree, of the 3d Clafs. 

Theft fix Courts, are feated, accord- 
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ing to their Dignity, near the Imperial 6 _ Civil 
Palace on the Eaft fide, being great CourR ' 
Iquare Struftures ? with three Divilions 
of Courts and Apartments ; for the 
conveniency of fo many as belong to 
them, the Emperor daily providing 
their Dinner, that they may not be 
oblig’d to go home to their Houfes, 
and may difpatch bufinefs with more 
Expedition. 

The method of Proceedings in thefe Their me- 
Courts is thus. When any Man has a thod of 
Sute, he writes it down on a Paper of proceed- 
fnch form and Size, as is fix’d by Cuftom, ltl£3 * 
which he carries into the Palace of the 
Court, and there beats a Drum, _ which 
is at the fecond Gate, then kneeling and 
lifting up the Paper or Petition with both 
Hands as high as his Head, k is taken 
from him by an Officer, who conveys 
it to the Mandarines of the great Cham¬ 
ber, and they to the Prefid cut, or in his 
abfence to his Aflellors, who having 
read it,Approve or Rejedl it,as they think 
fit. If Reje&ed, they fend it back to 
him that prefented it, caufing him often 
to be well beaten for having propos’d 
an unreafonable Thing. If they Ap¬ 
prove of it, the Prefident ftiids it back 
to the Inferior Court, that they may Ex¬ 
amine theCaufe and Report Opini¬ 

ons. When this Court has Examin’d 
and Adjudg’d it, they fend it back to 
the firft Prefident, who gives the Sen¬ 
tence, adding to, taking from, or con¬ 
firming theDecifion of his InferiorCourt. 

If the Matter be of high Concern, he 
orders the faid Court to draw it up in a 
Memorial, which having Read with his 
Afleffors, he remits to the Revifor Man¬ 
darine before mention’d, and he refers 
it to the Supream Court of the Counfd- 
Jors of State, who Examines the Caufe, 
and acquaints his Majefty with it, who 
for the moft part orders the Court to 
Examine it again. Then the Counftl- 
lors of State lend back the Memorial to 
the Revilbr, who having feen the King’s 
order, returns it to the firft Prefident. 

He cautes it to be Examin’d again, and 
when brought to him again returns it to 
the Revifor; he to the Counfellors of 
State, and they to the Emperor, who then 
gives the final Sentence. This Decree 
returns the fame way to the firft Prefi¬ 
dent, who notifies it to the Parties con¬ 
cern’d, and then the Sute is ended. 

When the Caufe is any of thofe the 
Courts of the Provinces fend up to Court, 
it is Diredtcd Seal’d to the King’s 
Infpeftor or Revifor ; who opens and 
Reads it, and then fends it to the firft 

Prefi- 
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Prefident, who proceeds as has been 

Gemelii, laid. 

1 696. Did the Mandarines in Trials and 
Decilions of Affairs do their Duty 
according to the Laws and the King’s 
Defign, China, would ;be the hnppielt 
Country in the World, and thebeflGo- 
vern’d3 but as great obf'ervcrs as they 
are of outward Formalities, they are in¬ 
wardly no lefs Malicious, Hypocritical, 
and Cruel. Their Frauds and Artifices 
are fo numerous, it would take much 
time to recount them, there being Icarce 
any Mandarine free from Avarice and 
Corruption 3 fo that they do not confi- 
der the Jullict or Injuftice of the Caufe, 
but who gives molt Mony or the belt 
Preterits, thinking of nothing but fatis- 
fytng their vileCovetoufncis, like fo ma¬ 
ny ravenous Wolves. 

The ift The firit of thefc fix Courts is call’d 

Court ' Ll-pu * its Buflnefs is to furnifh all the 
Kingdom with Mandarines, and to Exa¬ 
mine their Merits and Demerits, to re- 
prefent them to the King that they may 
be prefer’d to better Polls, or put back 
into meaner, as a Reward or Pnnilh- 
mejjt. Within its Palace there are four 
Courts. The 1 It, is call’d C m-feven-fit, 
that is, The Court that judges of thofe 

v 0 that aje Qualify’d and Learned enough 
’* to be Man day iv ss : The id, Ceo-cttm-fa , 
which Examines the good or bad Go¬ 
vernment of Mandarines : The 3d, Nien- 
fam-fu, which has the care of Sealing 
all publick AtH, to give the Seals to all 
Mandarines according to their Poll, and 
to Examine whether the Seals of the 
Difpatchcs they bring or fend be True or 
Counterfeit: The 4th Kibiun-fu, which 
has the charge of Examining great Lords 
as petty Kings of the Blood-Royal, 
Dukes and others* whom the Chintfts 
call Hatn-cbin, that is, Anticnt ValTals 3 
who are honourable for their great Ser¬ 
vices perform’d in War, when the Fa¬ 
mily now Reigning conquer'd the Em¬ 
pire. 

2d Comt. The id Sovereign Court is call’d Ha- 
p«, which iignifies the Kings great Trea- 
ftiry or Court of Exchequer. It has 
the Management of all the Trca lures. 
Revenues and Taxes, asalfoof the Ex- 
pences. It pays out the Penltorls, 3nd 
the Quantities of Rice, Pieces of Silk, 
and Sums of Mony the Emperor bellows 
on petty Kings, great Lords,/and Man¬ 
darines of the Empire. It keeps the Rolls 
or Mullers taken very exaftly every Year 
• of all the Families, Houfes, ol all the Men, 
of the Surveys of the land, of the Duties 
it is to pay, and of all the Cuftoms. And 
Vol. IV. 


It is here to be obferv’d that tho' in China 
there are r 3 Provinces, yet in the Pub- 
lick Records, and their common way of 
fpcaking, they are call’d 14 Provinces, 
and one Court, bccaufe, fay the Chi- 
tiefes, the Court refides, com mauds, and 
is not fubject, and therefore is not to be 
reckoned in the number of the other Pro¬ 
vinces. Hence it is that among the Su¬ 
preme Courts, there is never an Infcri- 
durone for the affairs of the Province 
of Peking 3 but the Fi ll Prelident refers 
them, as he thinks fit, to one of the In- 
feriour Courts appointed for the Provin¬ 
ces. Titus the Supreme Court of Ex¬ 
chequer, has within its Palace on both 
Tides, f4 Subaltern Courts, which bear 
the Names of the Provinces they areap-, 
pointed for. During the Reign of the 
Family before this now Ruling, there 
were reckoned 13 Provinces, and two 
Courts, becaufe the City of Nanking 
was a Court, as well as that of Peking, 
and had the fame fix Supreme Courts, 
and all others, that are now in the Court 
of Peking 3 but the Tartars took away its 
Title ot a Court and all its Tribunals, 
and have chang’d its very Name, cal¬ 
ling it the City of Kiam-nim , and the 
Province Kism-nan , Names it had for¬ 
merly. 

The 3d Court is call’d Lbpu, and has 3d Court, 
the Infpeftion into Ceremonies, Rites, 

Sciences and Arts. It has charge of the 
Emperor’s Mufick, of Examining Stu¬ 
dents, and giving them Right to be ad¬ 
mitted to the Examination of the Learn¬ 
ed 3 of Judging of the Titles and Ho¬ 
nours the Emperor will bellow on Per- 
fonsof Meric* of the Temples, and of 
the Sacrifices the Emperor offers to the 
Sun, Moon, Heaven, Earth, and to his 
Anceftors. It orders the Entertainments 
the Emperor gives to his Subject or 
Strangers, and the Receiving, Prefent- 
ing, and attending his Guelts, and Am- 
baffadors, and has full Power over Arts 
and Mcchanicks, .and in fine over the 3 
Religions profefs'd in the Empire,w here¬ 
of the ill is that of the Learned 3 the 
2d. of Taofu or the marry’d Bonzes 3 and 
the 3d. of the fingle Bonzes. By this 
Court the Fathers, John Adams , Lais 
Bttgiio, Ferdinand Terbicfl, and Gabriel 
Magalhaens were Imprifon’d with nine 
Chains on their Feet. This Court has 
4 Courts under it. The ill. is call’d 
Y-chi-fu, that is, The Court of Matters 
of Moment, as for Inltance, of the Ti¬ 
tles of petty Kings, Dukes and great 
Mandarines 'The 2d Sn-cbi-fu, or the 
Court that inlpc&s the Emperors Sacri- 
X x 2 fices, 
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Ices, die Temples, the Matbemacicks, 

and the three Religions: 1 he 3d, Ghtt-ke* 
ft which Receives and Attends theKuigs 
Guefts, whether Submits or Strangers: 
The 4th, Chim-xm-xtt , to take cave of 
Entertainments given by the Emperor, 
Whint the Chinefes had the Power in 
their Hands, learned Men were chofen 
to fill tiiefeCourts-, but atprefent there 
are Tartars appointed, who do cvcty 
thing in this and the other Courts, the 
Cbinefe Miniifers being like dumb Sta¬ 
tues 3 thus they fuffer the Punifhment 
due to their Pride at the Hands of rude 
ignorant Barbarians. Tho’ the name of 
this Court looks like that ot the firfl, 
yet there is a great deal of difference.ac¬ 
cording to the Chintfc -way of fpeaking, 
for the CharaSers of the firfl Syllable, 
Li, are not alike, and the Pronunciati¬ 
on differs very much. The firfl is pro¬ 
nounced railing the Voice and founding 
it flirill, as we mark it with an acute Ac¬ 
cent Li, and on the contrary in the fe- 
cond the Voice is let fall, as if it were 
mark’d with the fiat Accent Lit. So 
that in the firfl: hi fignifies Mandarine 
and Pa Court, and both together Court 
of Mandarines. In the fecoild Li figni- 
fies Rices and Ceremonies, and Pit being 
added, Court of Ceremonies. This 
double Meaning is not found among the 
Tartars , who call the firfl: Court Hafan- 
Xttrgan, or Court of Mandarines, Xur - 
gan Signifying a Court, and Hafan Man- 
darints 3 and the other Toro-Xurgan , or 
Court of Rites and Ceremonies. 

The 4th Sovereign* Court is call’d 
Pimpt, which has the Direction of War 
and Military Affairs through the whole 
Kingdom. It Chafes and Prefers all 
Officers, diftributes them in the Army, 

Frontiers and Garrifons, and all parts of 
China-, Raifes and Exercifcs Soldiers3 
fills the Magazines with Arms Offen- 
iivc and Defenfive, Ammunition and 
provi lions, and with all things necellary 
for the Defence of the Empire. Within 
its Palace there are 4 Inferior Courts, 
The 1 ft is call’d ru-fiven-fu, which has 
the charge of chafing and giving Polls 
to Military Mandarines, and of Ejxerci- 
fmg the Troops. The 2d, Chefam-fu , 
which has the care of diflributing Men 
and Officers throughout the Kingdom to 
purfiie Robbers, and fuprefs Rebellions. 
The 3d, Cise-kia-fn, which takes care of 
all the Emperors Horfes, as well thofe 
on the Frontiers, and in conftderable 
Garrifons, as of the others chatfcrvc for 
Foils 3 as alfoof the Waggons and Boats 
that fierve to carry Provillons and Soldi¬ 


ers. The 4th , Vn-cu-fa, has charge of 
caufing all forts of Arms Oftenfive and 
Defenliveto be made, and keeping them 
ready in the Magazines. jthCourt. 

The 5 th Saver eignCourt is call'd M/w- 
pH, which is the Criminal Court of all 
the Empire, it has Authority to punifh 
all Crimes according to the Laws of the 
Empire. Yet Reafon, Law and Jullice, 
are here fold, and he who gives moll has 
the bell Caufej this Nation fuffering it 
felt' to be fo led away by Avarice, that 
it cannot be curb’d by fo many fevere 
Punilhments as the Emperor inflitts on 
thofe that arc Convicted of Corruption 
and Bribery. Puniffi- 

A 1 I the Courts in Peking examine the mem of 
Offences of thofe that are fubjeft to them Criminals, 
on account of their Employments 3 but 
when the Crime deferves a grievous Pu- 
nilhment, as Confifcation of Goods, Ba- 
niHi meat or Death 3 then after acquaint¬ 
ing the Emperor with it, they fend the 
Procefs and Criminal to this Court which 
gives the definitive Sentence. In the 
Palace of this Court there are 14 other 
fubordinate to it, for the 14 Provinces of 
the Empire, as was laid of the fecoud 
Court. The Practice of China differs 
much from ours as to the diverfity of 
Punifhments, for we behead noble Per¬ 
sons, but there the grcatcft'Diflfonour 
can be done a Man is to cut off his Head. 

When the Emperor will fhow a great 
Lord or Mandarine condemn’d to Death 
a fpecial Favour, he fends him a Piece of 
delicate fine Silk to be Strangled with. 

It being therefore the Cuflom in China 
to Strangle the Nobility, and Behead 
the Commonalty 3 when this happens the 
Kindred buy the Head and Body of the 
Executioner for an hundred, and fome- 
times forathoufand Pieces of Eight, ac¬ 
cording to their Wealth 3 looking upon 
itasa great difgrace that the Body fhotild 
remain Liubury’d, becaufe this Punifh- 
ment is attended with a prohibition of 
Burying the Body, yet the Executioners 
run the hazard of it. Among other 
Laws obferv’d by thisCourt, there is one 
enacted by the antient Kings 3 which is, 

That when a Criminal deferves any Fa¬ 
vour for Lome rare Quality, or Excel¬ 
lency in fome Art (as is alio appointed 
by our Civil Law,) the Execution is re- 
fpited till the end of the enfiling Au¬ 
tumn 3 that he may enjoy fome Grace, 
or general Pardon granted at the Birth, 
or Marriage of Princes, or extraordina¬ 
ry Alteration, or Earthquake 3 all Pri- 
foners being defeharg’d at fuch times 3 
fo that thofe who are Repriev’d, are ei- 
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ther fet at Liberty, or at lead have their 
Liberty and Hopes for lorne Months. 

The fixth Sovereign Court is call’d 
Campa, or the Court of publick Works. 
It has the care of Building and Repair¬ 
ing the Royal Palaces, the Kang’s Tombs, 
the Temples where they pray to their 
Auceftors, and the others in which they 
Worlbip Heaven, Earth, the Sun and 
Moon: It has alfo charge of Repairing 
the Palaces of all the Courts in the King¬ 
dom, and thole of all the great Lords: 
It is to look after the Towers, Bridges, 
and all ocher neccflary Works to make 
the Rivers Navigable, and the Roads fit 
to Travel. In its Palace there are four 
fubaltcrn Courts. The firil call’d Tm- 
xen-fu, whofe duty it is to examine 3 nd 
form the Draughts of all Works that 
arc to be made- The fecond Yu-em-fu-, 
to whom is committed the providing of 
Anns for the Fleets. The third Tu-xni- 
fa , takes tare to make the Rivers and 
Lakes Navigable, to level Roads, and 
Build and Repair Bridges. The fourth 
Cht-titn-fit , ooks to the King’s Houfes 
and Lands, which is lett out, and receives 
the Rents. 

By what has been laid it appears that 
the fix Sovereign Courts have under 
them 44 inferior Courts, which have all 
their ’Maces within the Precints of the 
great one they depend on, wich all ne- 
cefiary Chambers and Halls. Each of 
thefc 44 Courts has a Preiident and iz 
Counfellors, whereof four are of the 
firil degree of the 5 th Clafs of M.mda- 
■, four of the fecond degree of the 


rims* 


fame $th Clafs, and the other tom of the 
dth CLfs. In the Court of Exchequer 
they are double the number, as alio in 
that of Criminal Caufcs \ every inferior 
Court belonging to thefc having a Pre- 
fidentand24 Counfellors. Betides thefe 
Mandarines in Employment, there arc 
others who are of no Clafs, and yet are 
fuch only by Name, and after lbme Years 
Service, the Emperor puts them into 
the eighth or ninth Clafs of Mandarines. 
All thefe Courts have Clerks, Cryers 
and other Officers, whom they fend in¬ 
to the Provinces. They have Tipltaves 
to employ in the Palace, Melfeugers to 
carry their Orders, Jailers, Sergeants, 
Catch poles and others, who baftiuado 
Offenders, Cooks to drefs the Meat the 
Emperor allows them every Day , Ser¬ 
vants to wait at Table, and a vaft num¬ 
ber of others all kept by the Emperor: 
The number here mention’d is to be un¬ 
der Hood, as it was in the Time of the 
Gsfoefe Empciors, under the Family be¬ 


fore this now Reigning, as Authprs de¬ 
liver it*, for now they are all double, as 
for mftancc, the Court that had but iz 
in all before, has now xz Cbinefts and 
12 Tartars. Thefe are the fix Sovereign 
Courts that govern alldw*,and are fo fa¬ 
mous in that Empire but becaufc each of 
them of it felf would have been too Pow¬ 
erful, the wife Emperors have (o fctled 
them aud order’d*their Bufinefs, regu¬ 
lating all their Proceedings, that none of 
them is ablolute in the Affairs it has Cog- 
nifanceof, but they all depend one upon 
another. As for In fiance, The firil pre~ 
lidentof the 4th Court, which is the 
Court Martial, might have Rebel I’d had 
his Authority beeniudependant, becaufe 
all the Troops in the Kingdom are un¬ 
der his Direilioa j but he has no Moiiy, 
and after he has the Emperors Order he 
mull have recourfe to the fecond Court, 
which ii that of the Exchequer. The 
Boats, Waggons, Tents, Arms and 0- 
ther Need Paries fora War depend on 
the fixth Court, towhich the fourth mult 
have recourfe i and hilly, the Horfes 
arc at the difpofitl of another feparate 
Court, pf which they mull be ask’d. 

The Martial Mandarines make five , 
Courts, call’d Vfk, that is, five Chiles Courts, 
or Companies. Their Palace is on the 
right and weft fide of the Emperors. 

The firil is call’d Hek j'a or Rear. The 
fecond Tjofaov left Wing. The third 
or right Wing* The fourth Gikm 
/#, or the main Body. The fifth ChUn 
jk 7 or the Van. Thefe five Courts are 
Govern'd by 15 great Lords, 3 in each 
of them, of whom one isPrefident, and 
the others Aflellbrs. All the 15 are of 
the firil Clafs of Mandarines, but the 
Prcfidents are of the firil degree of this 
Clafs, and the AffeiTors of the fecond: 

They have charge of all the Officers and 
Soldiers of the Court. Thefe five Courts 
arc fubjc£t to a Sovereign Court, call'd 
lam them fhi that is, Court Martial, the 
Preiident whereof is always a great Lord. 

His Authority extends over the faid five 
Courts, and over all the Officers and 
Soldiers in the Empire, but for fear 
Jell he Ihouldmake ill life of lo great a 
I ru ft, n learned Mandarine is appointed 
his ACelfor wich the Title of Supream 
Regent, and two Royal Infpeftors, who 
have an Eye upon all his A&ions. The 
number of Mandarines is fo much in¬ 
creas’d, both for the better Government, 
as alio to reward Subjects that deferv’d 
well in Afiifting the firil King of the 
Family before this now Reigning , to 
make himfeif Mailer of the Empire. And 

certain- 
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rO'**'") certainly the predominant Paflion of the 
Gemelli. Chinefes is the delire of Rule, wherein 
1 696, they place all their Glory and Happi- 
nefs as may appear by an Anfwer giv¬ 
en by a Mandarine to F. Matthew Riccio 
di Macer at a. This Father difeourfing

con fills in this Girdle and Habit of a 
Mandarine \ all the reft is nothing but 
Talk and Words, which the Wind car¬ 
ries away, and arc things told but not 
feen \ what wc fee is the benefit or ad¬ 
vantage of Governing and Commanding 
others. Gold, Silver, Wives and Con¬ 
cubines, as alfo a numerousTrain, Goods, 
Fealting, Diverfionsand all forts of Hap- 
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pinefs, Honour and Glory are the Con- 
fcqu cnees of being a Mandarine. This 
is the Happinefs we covet, and which 
we enjoy in our great and mighty Em¬ 
pire, and not yours, which is as Unpro¬ 
fitable as it is Invillble and Impoflible to 
obtain. Thus fpoke that wicked Atheift. 

There are other Mandarines of none 
of the nine ClaiRs, call’d Pl-jo-lieu, that 
is, unfetled Wen. ' There are alfo o- 
thers call’d that is, who find no 

Clafs to fit them, becaufe their Merits 
are fo great, that they lift them above 
all Clafles and Degrees. Thefe are the 
petty Kings, Dukes and Marquefes, who 
govern in the 5 Courts Martial, efteem- 
ing the Dignity of Dukes and Marquefes, 
which they have purchas’d by their great 
Services above that of Mandarines. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Of fever d other Courts in Peking, of the fifteen Provinces, and Cit its of the 

Empire of China. 


ftr firfb of thefe Courts is call’d 

ef Peking. A Han-lin-iven, that is, a Garden or 
Grove flourifhing with Learning and 
Sciences. This Court contains a great 
number of learned Mandarines of preg¬ 
nant Wits divided into 5 Clafles, and 
making 5 Courts; being chofen by the 
Emperor from among the new Dodors 
that taketheir Degree every three Years 
at Peking, for all the Licentiates of the 
Kingdom call’d Kin gin, that Men il- 
Iuftrious in Learning, are examin’d for 
13 Days together with all poflible Ri¬ 
gor, out of which the Degree of Dodor 
is afterwards given to only three hun¬ 
dred fixty fix, who have proved them- 
felves the ableft Men. The Members of 
thefe 5 Courts, are Teachers and Precep¬ 
tors of the young Prince, who is to fuc- 
ceed in the Empire, whom they inftrud 
in Virtue and Learning according to his 
Age. They write 3II whatfoever hap¬ 
pens at Court or in the Empire, which 
deferves to be tranfmitced to Poflerity. 
They compofc the general Hiftory of 
the Kingdom and other Books, and 
they arc properly the King’s Men of 
Learning, whom he chofes to be Colons 
and Counfellors; in fhort, this Court is a 
Royal Seminary. Thofe of the firft: 
Court are of the third rank of Manda - 
tines, thofe of the fecond of the fourth, 
and all the other three of the fifth. 

. Having fpoke of the Examination of 
Licentiates and the Degree of Dodors, 


it is proper to delcribe the manner how 
they arrive at the Degree of Batchelors, Sw 
which is conferr’d in the Cities, and to Degreed 

that of Licentiate given only in the Me- 
tropolitan Cities of Provinces , asthat 
of Dodor is only at Peking. As for 
the Batchelor’s Degree, which the Ow- 
nefes call Siu-Zay, there is a Perfou ap¬ 
pointed by the King in every Province, 
who goes from one City to another to 
examine the Students, of whom four or 
fiveThoufand come to be examin’d in e- 
very City, according as they are more 
or lefs Inhabited. They are thrice put 
upon Tryal by 3s many feveral Exami¬ 
ners. The fir ft is by four anrienc Learn¬ 
ed Men who refide in the Colleges of 
Confucius : The fecond is by the Magi- 
flrates of the City, and only of thofe 
who were thought worthy of it by the 
firft Examiners: The third by the Thi- 
hio, or King’s Examiner, of thofe few 
that have pafs’d the fecond Trial. Thus 
of the Thoufands that at firft: expos’d 
themfclves to the hazard of fo difficult 
an Undertaking, only a few are at lafl 
admitted to the Honour of Batchelorfhip; 
and fometimes they do not rife to thirty, 
all the reft being rejeded as Unworthy 
and Incapable. Yet this does not dif. 
may thofe that are rejeded, or put them 
by their Studies ; but being fpur’d 
on by the Honour done to thofe that 
receive the Degree, they return to 
their Studies with more earneJtnefs,

1696. Afterwards only the ableft of thofe 
ty'Y'vJ that were graduated in the firft Exami¬ 
nation of Batchelors refort to the fecond 
for Licentiates, or Matters, becaufe it is 
very fevere. Thefe are promoted only 
once in three Years in the eighth Moon, 
which ufually happens in our September, 
and this no where but in the 15 Metro¬ 
politan Cities of Provinces, and fuch a 
certain number prefixt, there being a- 
bout 150 in the two principal Cities of 
Peking and Nanking, and more or lefs in 
the others down to an hundred. The 
Emperor chufcs 30 able Men to be Ex¬ 
aminers, of whom two go into every 
Province for that purpofe, and it is to 
be perform'd precisely on the 9th, 12th, 
and 15th Day of the 8th Moon. Thefe 
Examiners call two others to their Adi- 
ttance, for they would not be able to go 
through fo much alone. In the mean 
while the two Examiners fpeak with no 
Body, to prevent any Jcaloufy or Sus¬ 
picion and they ttay dll the ninth Day 
in the Morning to give all at once on a 
fudden the Argument or Theme they 
are to Write upon. -This Examination 
is perform’d in a Palace, about which 
*■ there ?re fmall Chambers with Tables 
and Chairs. When the Batchelors go in, 
they are ftri&ly fearch’d to fee whether 
they have any Writing about them, which 
if they had they would certainly be Ba- 
ftonado’d, they being allow’d nothing 
but white Paper, three Pencils, and an 
Ink-horn. Having their Subjeft they are 
to Treat of, they are fhut into thefe lit¬ 
tle Rooms, and guarded that they may 
not Talk to one another. The Theme 
given them to try their Wits the firft 
Day, is four Sentences taken out of the 
vatt Number of them in Confucius his 
Books, that is, out of three of the four 
counted moft Authentic!: among the Chi - 
nefes thefe are hung up at the four Cor¬ 
ners of the Court in vatt black Letters 
on white Paper. Upon them every one is 
to frame a Difcourfe, not exceeding 500 
Charadcrs, which are as many Words. 
On the nth Day of the Moon, three 
feveral Points are propos’d, upon which 
Judgment is to be given, to advife the 
King by way of Memorial. The laft 
Day they defire three Cafes in civil and 
criminal Affairs; either abfolving, con¬ 
demning, or compounding between the 
Parties, as if they were giving Judg¬ 
ment upon the Bench. They Labour at 
each of thefe Examinations from break 
of Day, till Night-, the Dinner for thofe 


in the Court being provided by the City, 
and very light, that it may not dull the 
Wit. At Night the Com pofi tors fold 
their Compofitions, and deliver them to 
People appointed to receive them, eve¬ 
ry one Subferibing his Name. Thefe 
Compofitions are tranferibed by Clerks, 
and being afterwards compar'd with the 
Originals, are deliver’d to the Afleflors 
to judge of the worth of them, without 
knowing the Authors, to prevent all Cor¬ 
ruption. Thefe pick out the beft, dou¬ 
ble the Number that is to be preferr’d, 
and the two Examiners chufe one half 
out of them. Thefe Compofitions be¬ 
ing then compar’d with the Originals, 
kept the mean while Lock’d up, the 
Owners Names are Publifh’d, and they 
thus receive the Degree of Matters, with 
great Rejoydng, at the end of the fame 
eighth Moon. And becaufe the Tartars 
by reafon of their Ignorance could not 
eafity pats through thefe Examinations, 
that they may have the Degree of Li¬ 
centiates to Capacitate them to be Man¬ 
darines , the Emperor has in their behalf 
brought up the Title of Kitn-Stm, which 
is bellow’d for Mony, confirming them 
for ever in the Degree of Batchelors, 
and in a Capacity of being Mandarines. 

The Court call’d Guerm-Kien , is the The 
Royal School of all the Empire, which School of 
has Care of aH thefe Batchelors and Stu- ( he urn- 
dents, to whom the Emperor has grant- pirc * 
ed fome Privilege to make them equal 
to Batchelors, as delivering the Wine to 
the Emperor when he Sacrifices to Hea¬ 
ven, the Earth, the Sun, Moon, or any 
other well deferving Creature. Thefe 
graduate Students, are of fix forts, viz.. 
Gum-Sent, Quon-Scm, Nyen-Sem, Cum- 
Sem, Kien-Sem, Citm-cu , who are ufual¬ 
ly marry’d to Women of the King’s 
Houfhold, to whom the King grants this 
Favour, as alfo upon account of their 
Fore-fathers Services, or upon occafion 
of publick Rejoydng. 

The Mandarines that belong to the Court ef 
Court call Tucha-yuen , or Vilitors and vifitors, 
Cenfors of the Court, and of all the Em¬ 
pire. The Prefident is equal in Dignity to 
the Prefident of the fix Sovereign Courts ; 
and accordingly is a Mandarine of the 
fecond Clafs, and his firft Afleflor of the 
third, and all the other Mandarines, 
whofe Dignity is very great, of the fe- 
venth Clafs. It is [heir Duty always to 
have a watchful Eye over the Court and 
all the Empire, to canfc the Laws and 
good Cuftoms to be obferv’d •, and the 
Mandarines to obferve Jufticc, punifli- 
ing their Inferiors, and acquainting the 

Emperor 
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Cv/wG Emperor with tile Faults of their Equals. 

(jtntdli. Every three Yeats they mafic a general 
16 9tf. Vifitation, fending 14 Vifrtors through- 

t/VNJ oat the Empire, one to every Province. 

As foon as the Vifitor enters the Province, 
he is Superior to the Vice-Roy, and all 
the Mandarines great and fmall, and he 
tries or afts the Gen for over them with 
inch Rigor and Authority, that the dread 
the Mandarines have of him was the oc- 
cafion of that common Proverb in China, 
Lae-xu, Kien-tnao, that is, the Moufe lias 
feeti theCar, and this not without Gaufe, 
for he can take away their Employ¬ 
ments, and Ruin them. The Vifitation 
ended, the Vifitors return to Court, with 
every one half a Million given him by 
the Mandarines, which they fhare with 
the Prcfident and his AfTefl'ors, and then 
give them and the Emperor an Account 
of their Vilitation. For the moft part 
they Accufe none but fuch Mandarines, 
whofc Injustice, and other Crimes are fo 
Publick that they cannot be conceal'd, 
or the Poor one that could give them no 
Mony. This Vilitation is call’d Tacked, 
or the great and general Vilitation. The 
fame Court makes a fecond Vilitation 
call'd ckun-chai , or middle Vilitation, 
fending Victors to the nine Quarters of 
the Frontiers on the fide of the great 
Wall, that divides Chin* and Tartary. 
If thofc that go the general Vifitation 
make a great Advantage, or rather Steal 
much; thefe out-do them amongft the 
Diftributers of Salt. The third Viiita- 
tioti is call’d Siaochai, or the little V id¬ 
eation, and is made every three Months, 
fending Vifitors fometimes unknown, and 
in Difguife firft to one Province, or Ci¬ 
ty, and then to another, to receive pri¬ 
vate Information againit fqme Manda¬ 
rine 'Famous for his ill Pradices, Beftdes 
thefe V filiations the Court every three 
Years fends a Vifitor call’d Hio-guert in¬ 
to every Province, and another call’d 
Ti-hio into every City, to Examin the 
Batchelors, and Punilh their Infolencies 
committed againft the People by abuiing 
their Privileges, and Punilh them Se¬ 
verely. To conclude, this Court, every 
time it thinks fit fends a Vifitor, call’d 
Sbun-ho, to make a Vifitation upon that 
famous Canal we have fpoke of elfc- 
wherc. 

This Court is kept in a vafi: Palace, 
and has under it 15 inferior Courts, di¬ 
vided into five Clares and each of the 
five Courts his five Prefidents, and abun¬ 
dance of AlTelTors and inferior Officers, 
who have particular Names, as has been 
laid of other Courts, that take care of

the welfare of the City. Particularly 
the two iaft Gaffes have the Charge of 
apprehending Thieves, Malcfadors and 
Vagabonds, and to remit them to the 
fuperior Courts; to vifit the Streets and 
Quarters; and to go the Rounds, and 
keep Watch at Night The Captains 
of Streets, or Headbouroughs are Sub¬ 
bed! to thefe two Clafies; for every 12 
Families have a Chief over them, call’d 
Fatten, and over ten of thefe Panens is 
another Officer they call Tfam-lCa, whofc 
Duty it is to acquaint tlte Court with 
what is done within his Ward contrary 
to law, or good Manners, and to give 
an Account of all Strangers that come 
thither, and any thing elfe that is uau- 
fual. They are alfo to Exhort the fe- 
veral Families to Virtue, and a good 
Life. 

The Court Jo-bio is govern’d by two Court of 
Prefidents, who have Charge of the Batchelor* 
Learned and Martial Batchelors, to Ex- 
ercife the firft of thefe in Difcourfes up¬ 
on good Government, and the others in 
Military Affairs. 

The Court call’d Como, or Coda, is Court of 
that of the Infpe&ors before-men tion’d, Infpeftor*. 
divided into fix Clafies, as are the fix 
Sovereign Courts from which they take 
their Names. As for In fiance, the firft 
is call’d Lice, or Infpe&ors of the Su- 
pream Court of Mandarines ; or Huso, 
Infpeftors of the Supream Court of the 
Exchequer, and fo the reft. Every Clafs 
confifts of feveral Mandarmes of the fe- 
venth Rank. They are appointed to tell 
the Emperor what Faults he commits in 
Government; and they are fo bold in 
this Particular, that they often Expofe 
themfelves to the hazard of Banilhment 
and Death, to tell their Prince the Truth, 
either by way of Memorial, or by word 
of Mouth; of which there are many Ex¬ 
amples in the Ooinefe Hiftories. And it 
has happen’d that Kings have mended 
their Faults, and generoufly rewarded 
thofc that reprov’d them. It is their Du¬ 
ty to have a watchful Eye over the Mif- 
carriagesof the fix Supream Courts, and 
to give the Emperor Notice of them by 
Memorial privately. The Emperor 
makes ufe of thefe Mandarines in Affairs 
of Confequcnce, and chnfes three out of 
them every Year for Vifitors. 

The Court Him-gin-f* furnifhes the Court of 
Emperor with Ambaffadors, and Envoys ftmbaffa- 
to fend into Carlo, when he confirms that dor. 

King in his Title, or to carry a Title 
to other deferving Perfons. 

The Court Tai-U-fu, that is, fovereign Court of 
Reafon and Juft ice, has the Charge of doubtful 

Examining 
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Examining doubtful and difficult Cafes; 

GemeUi. and of confirming or revoking Sentences 
itftx*. pronounced, efpecially in the Criminal 
Court, where Goods, Honour, or Life 
lie at Stake ; for if any Man be con¬ 
demn'd to Death, and this Court find 
the Motives of fuch Judgment dubious, 
it remits the Cafe to its San-fa-fie , which 
is, as it were its Council of Confidence, 
and this joining with the Court of Tai- 
ti-fitj and that of Tu-che-yutn, or Su- 
pream Court of Vifitors, and the Cri¬ 
minal Court, they all together Examin 
the Matter over again, in the Prefence 
of the Accufer and Party accus’d, and 
often reverfe the Sentence. 

The Court Tnm-chim-fe has the Charge 
of Fublifbmg the Emperor’s Orders at 
Court, and throughout ail the Empire 5 
as alfo of perilling all the Memorials of 
the Learned and Military Mandarines be¬ 
fore they are deliver’d to the Emperor, 
which they flop, or fend up, as they 
think fit 3 none being allow’d to prefent 
a Memorial to the Emperor, before it 
has bein revis’d, and approv’d by this 
Court except thofe of the Mandarines 
of Peking, who prefent theirs immedi¬ 
ately. The Prefidcnt of this Court is 
jpf the third Clafs. 

Affociate The Court Tafcham-ftt, is in a man- 
Court. ner a (Tod a ted to the Supream Court of 
Rites and Ceremonies. The Prefident 
is of the third Clafs, his Afleflors of the 
fourth, and the reft of the fifth and fixth. 
It has peculiar Gharge of the Mufick, of 
the Sacrifices, and of the marry’d Bon- 
sc«, and other Matters. 

Another. There is alfo another Court allbciated 
to that of Rites, and call’d Quam-lo-fa, 
that is. Royal Inns, which has Charge 
of providing the Cattle, Wine, and o- 
ther Things neceflbry for the Emperor’s 
Sacrifices, and Entertainments. ThePre- 
lident is of the third Clafs. 

Court for The Mandarines of the Court call’d 
Horfe. Tai-po-fu , are of the fame Cla/Tes, as 

thofe of the taft, and provide Horfes for 
the Emperor, and for War diftributing 
them to the Commanders, and in the 
Fortrclles. At prefent the Tartars bring 
them in, and the Emperor buys feventy 
Thoufand every Year, and the greatMen 
and private Perfons double the Number. 
Court of Kin-Tien-Kien is the Court of the Ma- 
Mathema- thematicks. The Prcfident (who at this 
ticks. time is E. Philip Grimaldi of the Society 
of Jefus) is of the fifth Clafs, his two 
Alfeffiors of the fixth, and the reft of 
the feventh and eighth. They apply 
themfelvcs to the Study of Aftronomy, 
and A ft ro logy, and are to inform the 
Vol. IV. 


Emperor when there will be Eclipfts of 
the Sun and Moon, and their Quality 
and Duration. Whereof the Emperor 
gives Notice to all the Courts of the 
Provinces by means of the Court of Rites, 
that they may prepare to perform the 
neceflary Ceremonies; which con fill: in 
beating the Drum, whilft the Eclipfe 
Iafts, the Mandarines kneeling, with 
their Eyes lifted up tb Heaven, and with 
awful Fear. This Court every Year fets 
out the Almanack, which is fpread 
throughout the whole Empire. 

The Court Tat-y-yuen , or rather Col- Coliege of 
lege of Phylicians, is compos’d of thofe Phyficians. 
belonging to the Emperor, Emprefs, and 
Princes 3 who prepare their own Medi¬ 
cines. Theft Mandarines depend on the 
Court of Rites, 

The Court call’d HamAa-fu, confifts Mafters of 
of Mailers of the Ceremonies at publick Ceremo- 
Audiences, and is afliftant to chat of nie3 * 
Rites. 

The Court Xam-Len-yaen, has Charge Cardinm. 
or the Gardens, and of the Cattle kept 
for Sacrifices and Entertainments. It is 
Subjedl to the Court of Rites. 

The Court Xam-pao-ftt , has the keep- chancery, 
ing of the Emperor’s Seal 3 which is 
Square, a Span over, made of a preci¬ 
ous Stone, as the Letters on it Denote, 
which are Xam-pao. Here the Court of 
Mandarines come for the Seals, to be- 
ftow their Employments on the Manda¬ 
rines of the Court and Provinces, the 
King’s Leave being fir ft had. 

The Court Kin-y-imi is the Guard Guards, 
to the Emperor’s Period. They Guard, 
and Attend him when he goes Abroad, 
or gives Audience. It confifts of fede¬ 
ral Hundreds of Martial Mandarines, the 
Sons of great Lords, and is divided into 
four Gaffes. Theft are never remov’d 
as other Mandarines are, but continue in 
their Court, but often rift to be Prefi- 
dents and Kolaos. Theft, tho’ they are 
Martial Mandarines are Independent of 
the Amp, chat is, the Supreme Military 
Court, 

The two Courts call’d Xdi- que - fa, Cnflo- 
which have the Management of the Cu- mm. 
ftoms of Peking, and take care to place 
Waiters at all the Gates of the City to 
receive the Duties, which depend on the 
Court of the Exchequer. 

The Tw-p has two Employments, court for 
which are to apprehend Thieves and Malefa- 
Malefadors, and proceed agaiflft them 3 ©tors- 
if they find them not Guilty, they may 
Difcbarge them but if it finds them 
Guilty, it muft turn them over to cits 
Criminal Court. It has alfo Power to 
Y y fecute 
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(X A-' 1 ** 1 fecure run -away Slaves, to Baftinodo, 
O'smelli. and then reft ore them to their M alters, 
169S. firlt marking them with a hot Iron 011 
t h e i e ft Arm. Cut-purfes are mark’d 
with fuch an Iron on the left Arm, for 
the firft Offence j for the 2d in the right, 
and for die 3d are feoc up to the Cri¬ 
minal Court. 

Cover- T he Co apt call’d /*-/», is that ot the 

nor’s two Governors of the City of Peking. 
Court. Thefe Governors are Snperiour to thofe 
of all the other Cities in theEmpire /1 
are of this 3d Clafs of Afand,trines , and 
their Affellbrs of the fourth. The firft 
Superintendent of all the Scholars and 
Learned Men in Peking, who are not 
yet Mandarines. The fecond has the 
admin titration of Juflice, and takes ac¬ 
count of all the Families, and Souls in 
the City, and prepares the Place and 
neccfTaries to offer Sacrifice. The Chine* 
fes call this Governor Fa-Mu, that is, 
Father and Mother of the People. 

Courts There are two other Courts call’d 
ihrm Tai‘him-hien, and i-'orn-fin-hitn, which 
depend on that of the Governors ot the 
City, and have the fame affairs in charg ^ 
bccaufc Peking is divided into two Ci- 
■ tics, according to the P raft ice through¬ 
out the Empire, where Cities are reckon¬ 
ed as one, or two according to their 
bignefs. The Presidents of thefc Courts 
are of the 6th Clafs. 

Tfum-gin-fn is the Court, of the Great 
Court of Men, who are lineally defeended from 
cwhr the Royal Family. The Prcfident U 
1 ■* ’ one of thofe who have the Quality of 
Kings \ and is of no Clafs, being above 
them all. His two AHeflors are Lords 
of the Blood Royal, and above the Gaf¬ 
fes i but all a flail s are difpatch’d with 
the affiftauce of fame of the Mandarines 
of the fix Sovereign Courts. All their 
bufinefs is to diftributc the Mony al¬ 
low’d for the Emperor’s Male kindred, 
whether Rich or Poor, to the fixth De¬ 
gree of Coafanguinity •, more or left, ac¬ 
cording to their Dignity, and nearnefs 
of Blood, Befides, they judge of all 
matters, Civil or Criminal, wherein 
thofe are concern’d - 7 and Execute the 
Sentence, after acquainting the Empe¬ 
ror. Thefe Relations of the Emperors 
have the Privilege of Painting their 
Houfes and Moveables Red, The Fa¬ 
mily before this now in the Throne, 
having Reign’d 27 6 Years, was increas’d 
to fuch a number, that the allowance 
falling Ihort, for fame who were re¬ 
motely ally’d, they apply’d themfelves 
to Media nick Arcs, and were become 
too Infolcat among the Peoplebut at 
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prefect there isnoOffspritgof them left. 

The kiudred of the Tartar Emperor now 
Reigning, are all Lords of Note, and 
Jive at Court j but if their Reign lafts 
long, they alio mnft tome to a mean 
Condition, by reafbn of their Num¬ 
bers. 

Hoam-cbiti is a Court, that has the court of 
likePowerovcr cheKirtg’skiudred by Ec~ the Fe¬ 
male defeent. Thefc are of two forts y» ale liBe ' 
the firft of thofe, who defeend of the 
Emperor’s Daughters, Marry’d to chioce 
Students, as was faid above, call’d Fu- 
ma\ but they are not accounted Princes 
of the Blood by the Chtnejts, nor the 
Emperors kindred, as having no Right 
to the Succeffion, tho’ the Male line 
were quite extinft, This Cuftom is ob- 
farv’d even among the People \ for in 
China to Marry a Daughter, is the fame 
thing, as for ever to exclude her the 
Family, and fix her in the Husbands, 
whofe Sirnamc Hie takes. Therefore 
when the Cbinefts will exprefs, chat a 
Maid is gon to the Bridegrooms Eloufe, 
they do not make ufe of the VerSUffn, 
to go, but of the Verb Qm, to return ; 
thus they do not fay, fhe is gone, but 
return’d home. So when the Grandfa¬ 
ther talks of his Sons Children, lie cells 
them plain Sun- 1«, ray G rand fans y, but , 
when he fpeaks of his Daughters, he 
fays, Vai-fun-ett, my Grandfans abroad ; 
beeaufe he accounts them of his Son-in- 
Laws Family. So when they fpeak of 
a dead Perlon, they do not fay, fuch.a 
one is dead, but fuch a one is return’d to 
the Earth. Among the 2d fort of kind¬ 
red of the Emperors of the Female line, 
are accounted, the Parents, Brothers, 

Uncles, and other Relations of the 
Emprelfes; the Emperor’s Sons-in-Jaw, 
and their Parents, Brothers, and Uncles, 

Of thefc two forts the Emperor choo- 
fes fame of the rooffc remarkable to com¬ 
pote their Court. The difference be¬ 
tween thefe and the Princes of the Blood, 
is that thde laft are of none of the nine 
Gaffes, and the others are of the 1 ft: and 
2d, tho they think thenjfelves more 
Honour’d by the Title of F/oam-clnt 7, 
and that of Fu-ma ,flgnifying the King’s 
kindred, than by that of Mandarines, 
tho’ of the firft Clafs. This 2d fart of 
kindred, was alfo deftroy’d by the Tar¬ 
tars. 

Enough has been faid of the Courts of ~ 
Mandarines , and the Government of the Pro- 

Court \ it remains now to fpeak brief- v ince. 
ly of thofe of the Provinces. Each Pro¬ 
vince has a Sovereign Court, on which 
all the others depend. The Prefident 
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Chas the Title of Tut an Kiun-muen, Fst- 
Cemelli. yvcn, Stun *-/«, and other Names, ligni- 
j696. fying Governors of Provinces, or Vice- 
o/'V'v roys, and is ufually chofen out of the 
firft, 2d, or 3d Clafs, as the King plea- 
fes. It belongs to him to Govern, both 
k Peace and War, the People and Soul- 
diery, in Civil and Criminal affairs ; 
and to give the Emperor, and fix Sove¬ 
reign Courts, an account of all tli ngs 
of note. To him are directed all Or¬ 
ders from the Emperor and his Courts, 
and all the Aimuiari.es of the Province, 
are oblig’d to have recourfe to his Court, 
in matters of Weight. There are other 
Vice-roys, call’d Tfum-to, who have the 
Government of two, three, orfonr Pro¬ 
vinces; asfor inftance Leam-quam Tfon¬ 
to, Viceroy of the Provinces of Quam- 
tum , and Quant-ft, (Quam-turn figuifies 
a Province towards the Eaft, and Qnam- 
ft a Province that ftmdies towards the 
Weft) and others, efpecially on the 
Frontiers of Tartary. Befides the Vke 
Roy, there is in every Province a Vifitor, 
call’d Ngan-td , or Ngan-yvcn ; and 
another Officer of great Note, call’d 
7yW/»m,who Commands all the Troops 
in the Province. This Man is if fife 11 y 
chofen out of the firft ClaF of Martial 
. Mandarines. _ All thefe Supreme Officers 
of the Pi ovinces, have many Mandarines 
under them, who affiftindifpatch of bu- 
finefs. riio’ every one of them generally 
has his Palace within the Metropolis, yet 
they do not always live there; but 
travel about all the Province, according 
as neceffity requires. 

- „ n r The particular Courts of Metropoli¬ 
ses, tail Cities, are tbefe that follow. A 
Court for civil Caufes, call’d Pu-thimfu ; 
the President whereof, is a Mandarine 
of the firft Degree, of the 2d Clafs, his 
two A fie (Tors of the fecond Degree of 
the fame Clafs. This has two other 
Courts, not depending on it, but by 
way of Affiftants. That on the left is 
the tnoft Honourable, and is call’d Tfan- 
chin , in which there are two Prefidents 
of the 2d Degree of the 3d Clafs. That 
on the right is call’d Tfan-y , its Prefi¬ 
dents are equal, and of the 2d Degree, 
of the fourth Clafs. In all thefe three 
Courts, there are many Inferiour Man¬ 
darines , call’d Xtu-lin-quov, who have it 
in charge to decide all Controverfies, 
and gather the Revenues of the Province. 
The Criminal Court is call’d fJgan-cba- 
fa\ and its Prefidcnt, who is of the 3d 
Clafs, has no Afleffbrs under him, but 
two Benches of Mandarines. On the 
firft call’d Fo-fu are Mandarines of the 
Vol. IV. 



4th Clafs 3 on the 2d call’d Cbien-ft, of 
the 5th, ’both together are call'd Tao-li, 
or Tao TjUn ; and are for the molt pai-c 
Vifitots of all parts of their Province, 

This Court may Puniffi C imInals with 
confi feat ion of Goods, and lofs of life, 
according to the hataonfiiefs of their 
Offences; and when there is no Viiitor 
in the Province, ic has an Eye over ail 
the other Mandarines, and acquaints the 
Emperor with tv hat happens. In a 
Word, thefe two Courts, the Civil and 
Criminal, aft in the fame affairs, as the 
fix Sovereign Courts at Peking, and are 
as ic were their Subfticntes. 

Every Province is divided into Ter- Dir [fori 
ritories, and each Territory has a Man - of Provin- 
darim call’d Tao-li, who is as it were a ces * 
Viiitor, or Infpeftor of all that is well, 
or ill done within his Diftrift,and there¬ 
fore he is taken from the Court of In- 
fpeftors, call’d Co-tao, whereof wc have 
fpoke above, ft is his Duty to caufe 
the Governors of Cities and Towns, 
to pay in the Emperors Duties punftu- 
ally. 

Ai! Cities of the firft Rank, whether Courts of 
they are Metropolitans, or not, have a cities. 
Court, in which the Governor of it and 
its Territory prefides, who is a Manda¬ 
rine of the 4th Clafs, and call’d Chtftt. 

He has three Aff'eflbrs; the firft call’d 
Tum-chi, the 2d Tttm-puon, and the 3d 
Cbui-qum ; all of the iixth and feventh 
Clafs. They are alfo call’d 2d, 3d, and 
4th Lord of the 2d, 3d, or 4th Seat; 
or of the 2d, 3d, or 4th City , becaufe 
the Prefident is call’d firft Lord, firft 
Seat, and firft City. Befides thefe there 
are four Inferiour Mandarines , call’d 
Kim-lie , Oin.fi, Chao-mo , Kim Kiao, of 
the 7th, 8th, and pth Clailes. Enough 
has been faid of the Duty of this Court, 
when we fpoke of the Government of 
Peking. All the Cities of the Empire 
have fuch Mandarine r; but when they 
are Places of great Trade, or have a 
large Territory, and many Villages de¬ 
pending of them, the number of Man¬ 
darines is double. 

The Cities of the 2d Rank, call’d of 
Chen, are of two forts, thofe of the 2ti 
firft, are only Subjeft to the Metropolis, Rank, 
as if they were of the firft Rank, and 
have Towns depending on them; thofe 
of the id, are Subjeft to the Cities of the 
firft Rank, whether they have Villages 
depending on them or not. The JPrefi- 
dent of thefe Cities call’d Chi-chett , is of 
the 2d Degree of the 5th Clafs, and 
has two AfiefTors of the 2d Degree of 
the 61b and 7th dalles, the iirit of 
Y y 2 which 
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which is call’d Cheu-tnm > and the 2d 
Cheu-fooH ; betides an other Mandarine 
call’d Limo, of the id Degree of the 
9th Clafs. rhefe Ad In the fame man¬ 
ner as the Governors of Cities of the 
fir ft Rank. The People call the Gover¬ 
nor Td-yt, that is, great, or firlt Lord, 
and the 3 others id, 3d, and 4th Lords. 

Every other City of the Empire has 
a Court, whofe Prefid ent is call’d Cbt- 
hiertj and is of the ill Degree of the 7th 
Clafs. Under him he has3 Afieflors-thc 1 ft 
of them of the 8th Clafs, and call’d Hieu- 
chinr, theid of the 9 th Cbu-fui, but the 3d 
TUn-fu of no Clafs. Yet if this Man behaves 
himfelf well during his three Years Em¬ 
ployment, the Governor of the Inferior 
City acquaints him of the Superior, and 
he the Governor of the Metropolis ; 
who informs the two great Courts of the 
fame, and they the Vice-Roy- He 
writes to the Sovereign Court of Man¬ 
darines, they give Notice to the Coun- 
fellors of State, and laftly the Counfel- 
lors of State fpeak to the Emperor; 
who generally makes him a Mandarine 
of the 8ch or s>th Clafs, And thus mull: 
Mandarines rife to a higher Dignity, but 
by the help of fome P relent, propor¬ 
tionable to the Benefit, they may re¬ 
ceive ; and this is the caufe why they af¬ 
terwards fell Juftice. 

A Mandarint when once he is mounting, 
mull always be employ’d, that he may 
commit no grofs Error in his Office ; as 
at Rome the Governments of the Ecde- 
fiaftical State, are given mcourfe, Men 
riling from the Inferiour to the Greater. 
But 'it is cuftomary in China to write as 
many Names of Cities, as there are 
Mandarines that want Employments, 
and then they draw them by way of lot *, 
tho’ it is well known, that he who is of 
Intelligence with the Court fo orders the 
Tablets, that the Name of the City he 
would have comes up. This Artifice 
does not always Succeed, and they tell 
us of a Mandarine , who drawing a 
mean Lot inftead of a great City, and 
therefore being enrag’d for the Mony 
lie had given the Regifter, flood up 
(for it is the cuftom to Kneel at that 
time) and falling upon him, beat, and 
abus’d him fufficiently in the prefence of 
above 300 Mandarines. For which be¬ 
ing both lentto Prifon, they wanted but 
little of being Condemn’d to Death, chofe 
Contracts being forbid by the Laws upon 
Pain of Death. 

Befides thole already mention’d, there 
Is a Court in ail the Cities of the Em¬ 
pire, coufifting of a Pielident and two, 


or three AlfelTors, who are tail’d Kiao- 
that is. Judges of the learned,be- 
caufc it is their Duty, to take care of 
Learning, and of the learned Men; to fee 
the Batchelors commit no Infolenctes a- 
gainftthe People; and from time to time to 
alFemble the Licentiates, Dolors, and 
piivHedg'd Mandarines to treat of mat¬ 
ters of Learning in a School. Befides 
thefe Mandarines difpers’d throughout 
the Empire, there are particular Courts 
in other Provinces, as that for the di- 
ftribucion of Salt, the Supcrintendance of 
the Emperor’s Revenue and others. 

All the Courts we have hitherto gi- Martial 
ven an Account of, confift of learned Courts. 
Mandarines, but thofe that belong to the 
Martial Men, are more numerous, for 
befides that they are in all Places where 
thofe of the Gown-men. are, there be 
others on the Borders of Provinces, in 
the Sea Ports, and many more on the 
Frontiers towards Tartary, There is a 
new Catalogue Printed every Year with 
the Names of the Martial Mandarines 
employ’d in them, their Title3,Coimtry, 
and the time when they tooktheirDegrees, 
and die like of the learned Mandarines. 

The number of the learned Man da- Number 
tints throughout the Empire is 13647, o'} Midl¬ 
and that ot the Martial 18520, in all ■' 
32167 ; which tho’ rooft certainly true, w 
may perhaps feera unlikely; but there is 
no left to be admired in the Diftribution 
of their Employments, theiyDiftin&ion 
and Subordination; fo that it feems the 
Legillators omitted nothing that was ne- 
ceflary, and foreraw all the inconveni- 
encies that might happen. No Empire 
in the World would be better Govern’d 
or more Fortunate, were the Conduct 
and Integrity of the Officers fuitable to 
the goodnefs of the Laws ; but the 
Inferiour Mandarines, Studying nothing 
fo much, as how to cheat their Superi¬ 
ors, thefe the Sovereign Courts, and ajl 
together the Emperor, with extraordi¬ 
nary Art and Ingenuity, not to call it 
Humility, and Flattery; it is no won¬ 
der the Prince Ihould fometimes be im¬ 
pos’d upon With Falfhood, inftead ot 
Troth; and the People be opprefs’d by 
the Tyranny of Evil Minifters, notwith- 
ftanding the tvholefomeLaws. 

All the Mandarines here mention’d. Rules for 
have their Employments for three Years, &***■ 
which being expir’d, they rift to others n ” * 
better, their ill behaviour being no hin¬ 
drance, as has been laid. No Man h3s 
any Power or Authority, in the City or 
Province where he was Born, that Ju¬ 
ftice may not be wreftedout of Favour, 

Or 
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C or Affeftion; but this is allow'd in Mar- 
Cemtlli. tial Mandarines , that they may fight 
1696. with more Rcfolution, in Defence of 
l/W their Country. None of them has Ser¬ 
vants, or Officers of his own; but when he 
comes to the Place of his Goverment, 
mult receive, thofe that are offer’<J him 
and maintain’d by thePublick, that they 
may have no Confidents, through whofe 
means to receive Prefents or fell Juftice. 
If they take along with them their Sons, 
Brothers, or other Relations ; thefe are 
not to converfe with the People, blit to 
live redufe like Carthufums. The bed 
of it is, that tho there be fo many good 
Laws to prevent and punilh the Corrup¬ 
tion of Mandarines, fufpending any one 
that receives to the value of 10 Taes, 
dilplacing him for 30, and taking his 
Life for <0, yet their Knavery and A- 
varice finds ways to receive Mony ft) pri¬ 
vately, that it is a hard matter to Con- 
vift them ; betides that they conceal one 
anothers Faults. 

When a Mandarines Father or Mo¬ 
ther dies he mult refign his Employ, to 
Mourn three Years, and give the due ho¬ 
nour to thofefrom whom he had his Be¬ 
ing ; fleeping for a long time upon a lit¬ 
tle Straw by theTomb, eatingforfome 
Months nothing but Rice boiPd in no¬ 
thing but Water, wearing for the firlt 


Year a Garment of Sackcloth, the fe- 
cond of lb me Cloth not lo courfe, and 
the third of a better fort; and all this 
time continuing the nfual Sacrifices; 
which dutiful Cuftom the Emperors 
themfdves qbicrvg. 

The fevf ral Dignities agjd Qualities of 
fo many Mandarines are known by feve- 
ral ftgns. 1. By the Infcripcions and 
Titles written on Tablets they caufe to 
be carry’d before them. 2. By the num¬ 
ber of Attendants that go along with 
them, dragging Staves along the Ground, 
carrying Banners and other things. Be- 
lides by the number of Men that carry 
them in their Chair, for four are allow’d 
the iuferior fort, and eight to the bet¬ 
ter; and Jaftly by the number of Strokes 
on the Cbintfe Drum which goes before 
the Company, for they give five Strokes 
on it for the mean eft Mandarines, 7, 9, 
it, and as far as 13 tor the greateft. 
It is alfo to be obferv’d, that a.midffi this 
prodigious number of Mandarines there 
never happens any Conteft, as is ufual 
in Europe on account of Precedency. 
Becaufe, if the Emperor hears of any 
fuch thing, he certainly puts them out 
of their Employments, that they may 
decide their Controverfies as private 
Men. 


CHAP. IX. 

Of the Chinefe Characters, of their Ingenuity and Skill in the liberal Arts, and 

of their chief Books . 


r ,- r , HP H O’ the Egyptians boalt of their 
chara- _L being the firlt who tranfmitted 
fters. their thoughts to Pollerity, by the means 
of Characters and Hieroglvphicks; yet 
it is certain the Chinefes had them long 
before. All other Nations have had a 
general way of Writing, compos’d of 
an Alphabet of about 24 Letters, which 
tho’ differing in fliape, have alrnoft the 
lame found ; but the Chinefes make ufe 
of atleaft 54409 Letters to exprefs their 
Meaning; and this with fuch a Grace, Vi¬ 
vacity and Force, that they feem not to 
be Characters, but Voices and Tongues 
that fpcak, or rather Figures and Ima¬ 
ges, which reprefent every thing to the 
Life. 

Two forts Thefe Letters are of two forts, either 
ofehara- Simple, or Compound of feveral Sim- 
fters. pies; and becaufe every one of them 
(contrary to what is with ours) is a 
Sign and Image reprefenting fome par¬ 
ticular thing when join'd to another; 
therefore they are not to be call’d Let¬ 


ters but Hicroglyphicks. Another thing 
wonderful in this Tongue, is that the . 
Words are few, and all Syllables, as Pa , &uag <- 
pe, pi, po, p«, iPam, Pern, Pint, Pom, 

Pam, and the like; fo that taking away 
thole Monafyllables which they make no 
ufe of, as not being able on any ac¬ 
count to pronounce them, as Ba, Be, 

Bi, Bo, Ba, Ra , Re, Ri, Ro, Ru, Pom, 

Tom, Nom , Mom , < 5 tc. Their Words 
well confider’d in themfelves are not a- 
bovc 320, but conlider’d with their dif¬ 
ferent Accents, the y a re enough to com- 
pofe a molt perfect Language. For in- 
ftance, the Syllable Po pronounced fe¬ 
veral ways fignifies eleven feveral things, 
being as occafion ferves a Noun, Pro¬ 
noun, Substantive, Adje&ive, Adverb, 
and Participle; and fo when it is a Verb 
it may be Dcmonltrative, Imperative, 
Subjun&ive and Infinitive; in numbers 
more or iefs with their Perfons; in time 
Prefent, Imperfcft, Prctcrpcvfcft and 
Future. The diveife Pronunciation is 

in 
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in the diverftty'of the Accent, which Is the Grech. All this may.be underitnod 
cither Plain, Strong, Flat, ijwfp,. or by die eleven fcKral ways we Syllable 
cite! ■; mfiex i as alio from the Alpnatiou,. to may be mark d and ecmiulerd. 
which is alio mark’d down, as among

When this Syllable is pronounced, 
with the Accent fmoOth and all of a 
peice, Po, it fignifies a Glafi } with the 
flat J o, it fignifies to Bod § with a 
(harp Po, a S ijtet of Corn or Rtce the 
4 th with the Circumflex open. Wife j 
the 5th with the Circumflex dos’d with a 
Point over it, to prepare the cJtk wiui 
the Circumflex charg'd and an Afpirati¬ 
on, an old Woman the 7th with the 
plain Accent and an Afpiration , to 
Break j the 8th with a fiat Accent and 
Afpiration, iignifics, Bow'd", the 51th 
with the Acute, Accent and Afpiratlqo, 
fignifies, Near-, the 10th with the open 
Circumflex and Afpiration, to Water ■, 
the I ith with a dole Circumflex, with a 
Point over it and an A fpiratipn, a Slave. 
By this Example it may be eafily con¬ 
ceiv’d how the Chincfc Language can he 
Exprelhve, Copious and Eloquent, with 
fo /mall a number of Monafyllables 5 for 
as we, by the different putting together 
of Letters from fuch an infinite number 
of Words i fo they joyning, feparating, 
and giving feveral Accents to their Mo- 
uafyllafales, expvefs themfdves as plain¬ 
ly and gracefully as any other Language 
that is more in efteem. The fame cafe 
they have in explaining their Thoughts 
in Writing, by the variety of Accents; 
they find in pionouncingof Words fe* 
vend ways} like a Mufitiad who by long 
Practice eailly knows at firft fight, and 
exprefles the feveral Notes he is to found 
with the Voice. Yet it is not true that 
the Chinefa fing when they talk, as fome 
have imagin’d} nor that they carry a 
Tablet banging about their Neck, on 
which they write their meaning, when 
they perceive they are not under flood y 
and that they cannot whiTper, as fome 
People fancy, thinking the Tones and 
Accents cannot be exprefs’d without 
railing the Voice. 

The Ooinefe Language in the opinion 
of the Miffioners, is the eafieft of all 
thole in the Eaft i for if the Memory be 
the moft ncceflary Faculty lor fear mug 
of a Language, that muft be the cafieft 
which has feweft Words, for itisalways 
ealier to remember 3 tew than a great 
many. Now the Cbineft Language is 
compos’d of only 320 of Monafyllables, 
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whereas the Latin mi Greek, have an '■ 

infinite number of Words, of feveral 
Tenfcs, Moods and Perfons y and there¬ 
fore the Chimfe mult be ealie- Add to 
this that it requires vemembrieignothing 
but the Accents, which are as it were 
the form diftmguilhing the fignificatioii 
of the Words. 7 M Chimfe People 
therefore pronounce all things well and 
with eafe, without knowing what Tones 
or Accents mean ; only the learned be¬ 
ing acquainted with them. There can 
be no doubt made hereof when we con- 
fider, that the Fathers Miffioners who 
go into China with only two Years Ap¬ 
plication, Preach, hear Confe/lions, and 
write in that Language as if it were na¬ 
tural to them , tho’ they go into thole 
Parts well advanced in Years 3 which is 
the reafon they have Writ and Printed 
abundance of Books, which are admir’d 
and valu’d'by the Gnnefes themfelves. 

If tho’fe who arc belt and moft ready 1 vvitoffire 
at Invention, have a more lofty Wit ektnefa 
than others, the Chinefes aredoubtlcfs to 
be preferr’d before other Nations, be- 
caufi; they have been the firft Inventers 
of Writing, of Paper, of Printing, of 
Gun-Powder, of fine Purccllane, and 
of feveral other things. If they want 
feveral Sciences it is for want of Commu¬ 
nication with other People3 and yet they 
are confummate in moral Philofophy, 
to which they apply themfelves very 
carneftly *, and by the fharpnefs of their 
Wits eafily come tounderftand the Books 
writ by the Miffioners, upon nice and 
difficult Qaeftions in Mathematicks, Phi- 
lolbphyand Divinity. 

What Kingdom is there in the World Their 
fo full of Univerfiriesas Chinai There Learning, 
are certainly above 10000 Licentiates, 
whereof 6, or 700a meet every three 
Yeats at Peking, whereafter fevereExa¬ 
mination 365 arc admitted to the De¬ 
gree of Dolors. I believe there are 
not fo many Students in any Kingdom, 
as there are Batchelors in China , for they 
are counted above ninety thoufand; nor 
that there is any Country where the 
knowledge of Letters isfo Univerfal and 
Common} for cfpedally in thefouthent 
Provinces there is not a Man Rich or. 

Poor, Citizen or Peafant} but can at 
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Phyfick, 


rsleaft Write and Read. In fhort, it is 
Gem till, certain that no part, except Europe has 
i 6q6. Publifh’d To many Books. 

'-O''"!'"' The Chine/e Chronicles are as antient 
Antiquity. as t [ ie pi 00( j ) Beginning but 200 Years 
after it; and have been continu’d to this 
time by fcveral Authors; by which it is 
eafy to judge what a number of Volumes 
they make. They have'abundance of 
Books of Moral Philofopby, which treat 
of Nature, its Properties, and Accidents, 
feveral others of the Mathema ticks, anti 
concerning the Art of War ; molt inge¬ 
nious and delightful Romances, and Books 
of Knight-Errantry, like Amadijy Or- 
lavJv, and D. Quixote ; infinite Volumes 
of Hiftory, and Examples of the Obe¬ 
dience of Children towards their Parents, 
and of the Fidelity of Subjefts towards 
their King; of Husbandry, of fine Spee¬ 
ches, of delightful Poems, of Tragedies, 
of Comedies, and upon infinite other 
Subjects too tedious to relate. The molt 
wonderful thing is to fee with what eale 
they Compofe them, which is fuch, that 
there is Pearce any Doftor or Licentiate 
but PnbJifhcs one or two Works. They 
alfo Exert their Wit in Phyfick, where¬ 
of they have writ excellent Treatifes. 
True it is, they pretend to dilcover much 
by the Pulfe, as to know the Did cm per, 
and apply the proper Remedies ; but 1 
camjot be perfwaded it is fo much as F. 
Daniel Bartoli magnifies it in his Hiftory 
SeeMavar* China, Part 3. Pag. 62 £r <53 ; where 
he fays that the Chtnefc Phyficians never 
ask the Patient any Quell ions of hispre- 
fenc Condition, nor how it has been with 
him fince he fell Sick, which they would 
look upon as betraying their Ignorance ; 
but taking the fick Perfon alidc, they feel 
his Pulfe with great Attention for about 
half an Hour ; and by the Diverfity of 
its irregular Motions, which they nicely 
difeern, they dilcover, conceive and de¬ 
clare all that has happen’d to the Patient 
till then Day by Day, and foretel what 
will befal him ; wherein, as the Father 
fays, they far out-do our Phyficians of 
Europe. This indeed is a notable way of 
praailing Phyfick, and not Human, but 
Prophetick, and Divine. In Europe there 
are Schools where Phyfick is taught, but 
ill China there is none ; and if a Soil ha¬ 
ving IearnM it of his Father, finds not 
lus Account in it, he leaves it, and takes 
to a more profitable Trade, for the Chi- 
rtefes are Expert at every thing. What 
1 can affirm for a Certainty is, Thatthefc 
Phyficiaus as much better than ours as 
they are, fhnn with all poffible Diligence 
the taking Charge of the Cure of M*n- 
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darintSy and great Lords; for if any one 
Dies under their Hands, the Kindred 
Beat him to Death ; and the Experience 
they have of their Skill makes them ra¬ 
ther put cltcmfelvcs into the Hands of an 
European Surgeon, chan of the bell of 
them. As a Proof hereof, I faw a Sur- 
‘geon ol Macao, w hi 1 ft 1 was at Canton i 
going up to Court into the Emperors 
own Service, having been employ’d by 
him before, and being gone then with 
his Leave to fee his Wife ; and if the 
Chin efts were fuch Prophets, and Efiu- 
lapiui% 1 do not think the Emperor him- 
fclt would leek after Europeans. F. Bar* 
tolt adds, That their great Cure is Fall¬ 
ing, keeping the Patient 7, 14, and even 
to 20 Days without giving him the Jcaft 
Moifel of Suftenance, but as much Wa¬ 
ter as he will Drink, and two, three, or 
four times, the Juice of Pears. 1 fancy 
if F. Bartoli had beeu lo failed but fir 
Days, he had not been able to Publilh 
fo many choile Works; and the Ounejet 
are Flelh and Blood as we are, and of a 
much tenderer Conftkution. It is alfo 
to be obferv’d, That the Chine ft Phy Adana 
at the fame time play the Apothecaries; 
and wherever they go, their Servant car¬ 
ries their Drugs after them. If* they are 
not call’d a fecond time, they never re¬ 
turn ; for the Patient is fi ee to make ufe 
of any other without Affronting them. 
They are paid for the Medicine, not for 
the Vifit, and therefore to latisfy their 
covetous Difpofition they never omit to 
Purge, tho’ there be no occafion for it y 
applying Stones, Seeds, Roots, Herbs, 
Leaves, Bark, and other Simples, where¬ 
of they get the Knowledge in Books, 
where they are drawn, and their Virtues 
dclcrib’d. . In this Particular they follow 
the Aphorifms of an antient Emperor of 
theirs, who was an excellent Botanift, 
and Phyfician, his Name Jenti. Scarce 
any of them lets Blood in the molt torch¬ 
ing Fevers. Such is the Art of the wjle 
Phyficians of China ; but the Mad ones 
are much more Numerous, and a thou- 
fand time more in Requeft. Thefe Boaft 
of a wonderful Secret they have, to make 
old People young at any Age whatfo- 
ever ; others to make them Immortal, 
and fo they go about felling their Anti¬ 
dote again ft Death. It is not only the 
Ample ignorant People that are catch’d 
in this foolilh Trap, but the Wife ft and 
moll Learned ; who placing all their 
Happincfs in this World, purchafe that 
precious Liquor at a vaft Expence, which 
they hope will make them Immortal, and 
tho’ often deceiv’d, yet they never fail 
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to be enfuar’d again, infomuchj that to 
avoid Death, cney Deftroy themfclves 
in the Prime ot their Age. _ 

Among the reft the Chincfes have five 
Boohs, tail’d Vkim, or the five Writ¬ 
ings, held in as great Veneration among 
them, as the Holy Scripture is among 
us. file firlt of them is call’d Xun-Xim, 
that is, the Chronicle of the five ancient 
Kings; the three laft whereof were 
Heads of three federal Families, that 
Keign’d 2000 Years, almolt double the 
time of the nineteen following Families, 
including that of thcTartars now Reign¬ 
ing; The fit ft of thefe Emperors Name 
was Ym, who according to their Hifto- 
ries began his Reign 405" Years ago, or 
500 Years after the Flood, according to 
the Chronology of the Septuagint. This 
Prince and Chinefe Law-giver, perceiving 
that his Son was not duly qualify’d to 
Govern (for as the Chincfes tel] us, Vir¬ 
tue was then regarded above any tiling) 
he chofe for his Companion, a Subject 
whofe Name was Xun, whom at his Death 
he declar’d Emperor, leaving him his 
two Daughters for Wives. 

Xun, the fecond Emperor is highly 
commended in the a fore fa id Book for 
his Virtue, and particularly for his Obe¬ 
dience to his Father, and Love to his 
Brother. . ' 

Yu, the third Emperor, having ferv d 
his Predecefior Xm faithfully, was by 
him at his Death declar’d his Succefior, 
not regarding his own Son, who was 
not fo fit to Govern. This Man during 
Iris PrcdeceffbrY Reign employ’d himfelf 
in draining the Waters of the Flood, 
which then cover'd part of the Plains of 
China ", which the Chincfes call’d Xum- 
Xui, that is, great Deluge of Waters. 
The fucceeding Emperors, rul’d by right 
of Inheritance, not of Election, till the 
Emperor Kie, a cruel Man, and laft of 
this fir ft Royal Family. 

The fourth Emperor was Chim-tam , 
fprung from the fecond Family. He 
took up Arms againft the Emperor Kit, 
and pollelVd himfelf of the Empire. I11 
his time there was a Dearth of feven 
Years, during which time no Snow, nor 
Rain fell, the Springs, and Rivers were 
almoft dry’d up, the Earth became Bar¬ 
ren, and fo of Confequence there follow’d 
Famine and Plague. In this Diftrefs the 
Emperor quitting his Palace and Royal 
Robes, clad himlelf in Skins, and pro- 
ftrating himfelf on a Hill call’d SamUm, 
offering up this Prayer to Heaven. Lord, 
if thy People have offended thee, Punijh 
them not, becaufe they have done it without 
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knowing what they did ; rather Pimifii me, 
who here offer my felf ttp as a Vtilim, to 
fuffer all your Divine Jtifiice Jhall think fit. 

No fooner had he done fpcaking thefe 
Words, but on a fudden the Sky was 
cover’d with Clouds, which pour’d down 
fo much Rain, as fhfficed to Water all 
the Lands of the Empire, and caufe all 
forts of Fruit to grow in a ihort time. 

The Line of that Emperor Chim-Tam ' 
Reign’d above 600 Years, till the Em¬ 
peror Cheu, who was Cruel like Kie. 

When the Chinefes call a Man a Kie, or 
a Cheu, it is as if among us we Ihould 
call him a Nero, or a Domitian. 

The fifth EinperOr was Ku-vam, who 
overthrew Cheu in Battle, and poftefs’d 
himfelf of the Empire. He having a 
wife and virtuous Brother, made him 
King of the Kingdom of Lu (at prefent 
contain’d within the Province of Xantung) 
and dying left him Governor of the Em¬ 
pire, during his Son’s Minority. To him 
the Chinefes aftign the difeovery or in¬ 
vention of the Load-Hone, or Compafs, 

2700 Years fincc, which afterwards the 
Emperor his Nephew made known to 
the Ambafladors of Cochinchina , who 
brought the Tribute, that by the help of 
it they might return Home the ftrait way 
without being put to the trouble of fetch¬ 
ing a Compafs as they did when they 
came. The Hiftory of thefe five Em¬ 
perors, look'd upon as Holy Men by the 
Chinefes , efpecially the four firft, and of 
their Defcendents, is the Subjeft of the 
firft Book which has as much Reputa¬ 
tion among them, as the Book of Kings 
in the Bible among us.

The fecond Book is call’d Li-hi, that the ad 
is, the Book of Rices, or Ritual, and Book a 
contains moft of the Laws, Cnftoms, Ri tua1, 
and Ceremonies of the Empire. The 
chief Author of it was the Emperor Ku~ 

V*tn!% Brother, before mention’d, whofe 
Name was Cheu~cum ; it alio contains the 
Works of fcvcral other Authors, Difci- 
ples to Confucius , and of other modern 
Commentators. 

The third Book is call’d XL Kim, that The 3d 
is. Book of Verfes, Romances, and Po- Book of 
ems divided into five forts, one to be Foetus. 
Sung in Honour of famous Men, with a 
fort of Verfes repeated at Obfequies, 
Sacrifices, and Ceremonies perform’d by 
the Chinefes , in Honour of their Ance- 
ftors. The fecond of Romances, which 
were recited before the Emperor and his 
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OvwAX'i Minjftcrs ; invented to defcribe the Cu- 
CemetU. Homs of the People y, the manner of the 
1696. Government, and all the Affairs of the 
Empire; as in the£?r«i Plays the Faults 
of private Pcrfons, and of the Ptiblick 
were reprov'd. The third was call’d the 
way of Simile, becaufe all it contain'd 
was exprefs’d by Companion, and Simi¬ 
litudes. The fourth fort was call'd Lofty, 
becaufe in a more elevated Stile it gave 
Information in feveral Matters, to de- 
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light the Underftanding, and gain Atten 
tton to what follow’d. The fifth is call'd, 
Rejected Poems, becaufe Confucius having 
perus’d the Book, reje&ed fome he did 
not approve of. 

The 4* The fourth Book was compos’d by 
Book Hi- conpicittsy and contains the Fliftory of 
®° ry * the Kingdom of I*, his native Country; 
for which reafon the Chine fts hold it in 
great Efteem. He writ this Hiltory of 
100 Years, in the nature of Annals; 
where he r,eprefen ts to the Life the Acti¬ 
ons of virtuous and wicked Princes, ac¬ 
cording to the Time and Places where 
they hapned ; and therefore he calls it 
Clwrt'cbieu, that is, Spring and Autumn. 
The ■jtli The fifth Book is call’d Tt-Kim, and 
Book of is accounted the antienteft of them all; 
Morals, for the Chin efts fiy Fn-hi their fir ft King 
was the Author of it. The Book very 
well deferves to be read and valu’d, for 
the excellent Sentences and moral Pre¬ 
cepts it contains 5 and the Chinefes have a 
peculiar Veneration for it, believing it 
the moll Learned, the Profoundeft, and 
mo/t My fictions in the World ; for 
which reafon they think it impofljblt to 
coder Hand it thoroughly, and therefore 
improper for Strangers to fee or touch 
it. 

Epitome They have one Book more of equal 
of thofe Authority with tliefoOthers, which they 
Books. call S«-xh, that is, the four Books, as 
being above all others. Thefe arc an 
Extradt, or Epitome of the other five; 
and thence the Mandarine* take the Sen¬ 
tences, which they give as a Theme to 
the Learned, who are examin’d in order 
to take the Degrees of Batchelors, Li¬ 
centiates, and Doctors.

This is 3 very E- 
loquent, and ingenious Work, foU of 
, weighty Moral Sentences. All the Mifli- 
oners in China Iludy the Letters and Ian. 
guage in this Volume; frOlu which and 
the five above mention’d arc dei iv’d, an 
from their Source, fo maiiy Books and 
Comments pt feveral antient and modern 
Authors, that their Number is almofl 
infinite ; winch is a great Argument of 
the extraordinary Wit, Intfoftry, and 
Eloquence of the C’mneft Nation, which 
froin the meaneft Condition raifes it fe|f 
to the greatell Dignities in the Empire 
by dint ot Ingenuity and Learning, trv’d 
by fevere and repeated Examinations, 
fo Rigoroufly contriv'd, that there is nd 
pl^e left for Favour, lb that no Man’s 
AfrcAion can raife one that is uudeferv- 
ing, nor Hatred deprefs, or call down 
the Worthy, 

The Wit of th e Chinefes is no lefs Mecba 
wonderful and fublime in Mechauick nicks. 
Arts, than it is in Sciences ; and the 
more, becaufe what they know they owe 
to none but themielvcs, having always 
kept chemfelves at a diftance from ad 
other Nations, as if they were in a fe 
parate World. This i m happen'd/ bc- 
caule by moft antient Laws they are for¬ 
ma having any Communication with 
Strangers, or going abroad to Travel 
nor to admit Foreigners among them ; 
and for this Reafon there is no doubt 
they want the knowledge of feveral ire¬ 
ful Things, which is gain'd by the Com¬ 
merce or one Nation with another. Yec 
K cannot be deny’d to be more Honou¬ 
rable to be beholding to themfelves a- 
lone for the Invention of little lefs than 
all curious Arts, which are to be found 
in any othe polite Nation. It plainly 
appears how fharp witfed the Chinefes 
are, and how much they exceed the 
ropeans m Ingenuity, in that the later, 
as fome Authors will have it, Jearn’d 
of them the Arc of Printing, of making 
Paper, of uling the Load-Hone, ofcaft- 
mg Cannon, and making Powder for it. 

To return to their Mechanicks, they arc 
molt excellent Workmen at engraving 
on precious Stones or Criftal, or at 
cutting them in Relief; and at other 1 
Works of admirable Curiolity, They al- 
fo make VVatches, haring found out thd 
Art by feeing ours; and moft' exafl Spe¬ 
ctacles for ail Ages. As for the Matter 
they make them offj they had an old In¬ 
vention to make a fort of Glafs of Rice, 
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tho’ not fo clear as ours, and more Brit- 
Gemelli. tie. True it is, that a mean Price being 
169 6. no way agreeable to curious Workman* 
t/YV Ihip ^ all the Study of the Chmfet is to 
make their Work look fine, becaufe the 
Buyevs are very fparing in theirExpcnces; 
but if the Reward were fuicable to the 
Labour, they would do Wonders. There 
are none like them for clean fing and 
whitening Wax, as well the common 
Becs-wax, as another fort peculiar to 
them, which is gather’d from certain 
Worms upon the Trees; and another 
which drips from the Body, orislqueez’d 
from the Fruit of certain Plants, but 
this is not fo fine as the others. The 
very Butchers (hew their Dexterity, for 
when they kill Hogs, they artificially 
force a great deal of Water into all parts 
of the Carkas through the Veins of the 
Feet, that they may weigh the more. 

They Weave excellent Stuffs of Pa¬ 
per, Silk, and Gold, Plain, or Wrought, 
like Sarcenet, Taffety, Sattin, and Vel¬ 
vet ; and in the Figur’d the Birds, Bealls, 
Flowers, or what elfe they pleafe is fo 
Artificial that it looks like Embroidery, 
tho’ it be but plain Weaving. The vvorft 
is they have no good Draughts, and their 
Figures are all Lame. They know not 
how to Paint in Oil, but only with a fort 
of Varnifh they have ; nor can they Sha¬ 
dow regularly, becaufe they do not take 
a fettled Light, and according to it dif* 
pofe their darker or brighter Colours as 
they ought to do ; nor can they tell how 
to temper and mix Colours. But they 
Work to a prodigy inCarving, even upon 
the hardeft Stone, making moft delicate 
Works cut through, as Flowers with all 
their perfeft Leaves diftindt, and Chains 
all of one piece of Marble, with every 
Link loofe, wrought by dint of incredi¬ 
ble Patience, and ocher fuch like Extra¬ 
vagancies. They alfb underftand Call¬ 
ing, even of Statues like Giants, where¬ 
with they chiefly adorn their Temples; 
but tho’ they are beautiful for the Gold 
they are adorn’d with, they are very 
mifhapen. There are Twelve of thefe 
in the Province of Honan , which ftill 
Hand upright on their Pedeftals, after 
1800 Years Jinee they were let up. They 
call Iron, and make many more ufes of 
it than we do; and tho’ the great Guns 
they Call be rough, and irregular, yet 
they deferve Commendation for having 
invented them, and Powder; with 
which they make moft admirable Fire¬ 
works; and the quantity they confume 
after this manner is lb great, that F. 
Matthew Riccio judg’d what he faw Ipent 


in one of the two great eft Cities at the 
Feaflof the New Year, would haveferv’d 
to have maintain’d us in War three If cars; 
which Feaft being Celebrated in all Pai cs 
with equal Joy and Solemnity, we in aft 
own that what he faw was but the leaft 
part of the vaft Quantity burnt through¬ 
out all the Kingdom. 

As concerning the Chinefe Architecture, Archite- 
ic is Regular, and has certain Rule and fljre > and 
Method ; as appears by their ancient Stm dures. 
Books of their excellent Mailers now Ex¬ 
tant, and much more in the Structures 
to be feen, fo Great and Beautiful that 
they may more than Vie with thole fo 
much celebrated antient Roman Buildings; 
befides that the number is every where 
incomparably greater. As for areb’d 
Bridges over royal Rivers, and great 
Arms of the Sea, they are ftu pend ions, 
either for the Matter or W01 kmanlhip. 

One of the great Works of the Chinefes 
is the Towers, whether thofe that are 
defign’d to Eternize the Memory of fome 
Men accounted Hero’s among them for 
their excellency in Learning, or Soldiery, 
or thofe that are only for Ornament to 
the Cities, Royal Palaces, Bridges, and 
other pubJick Structures; or thofe Con- 
fecrated to fome Idol, as the two fo 
much celebrated which are on the fide 
of the Temple of the Idol Fe: They are 
certainly wonderful for the fmenefs of 
the Marble they are made of ; for the 
equal Beanty and Majefty Art has con¬ 
ferred on them ; and for their incredible 
height, each of them being an hundred 
and fix and twenty Pearches high. But 
thofe are Stupendous beyond all that can 
be Exprefs’d, which are builc by any 
City, upon a vain Opinion, that they 
will preferve them from all Difaftcrs, 
and make them as Happy as may be, fo 
they be feated, and begun to be Buik in 
a fortunate Place, and moment of Time; 
according to the appointment of their 
Diviners who profefs this Art. 

The Chinefe Mufical Inftrumcnts wliol- Mufick. 
ly differ from ours as well in their fhape, 
as the manner of Playing on them. And 
not to fpeak of thofe made of Stone, 

Brafs, and of Skins extended after feve- 
ral manners; they have fome of one on¬ 
ly String, of three, and of feven, whit h 
are their Lutes, and Violins; and ano¬ 
ther moll antient fort, partly like our 
Harp ; but their Strings are not finall 
Guts, nor of Metal, but of raw Silk 
twilled. In their lefs noble fort of Wind 
Mufick it may be faid they have fome 
Excellency ; if there can be any Excel¬ 
lency in a fort of Mufick, which has not 
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Pv K/\ variety of Tones, nor keeps any Rule 
Gtmtili. of Time, or Notes j nor knows any 
1696. Rules of Concord, and Harmony, or the 
difference of Treble, Alt, Tenor, Bale, 
and other Varieties which compote the 
Delight of Muiick. So that fometimes 
an hundred Muficians are heard keeping 
the very fame Tone, and never parting 
from the fame Note. Among their Mu- 
fical Inftruments there is one made of a 
piece of Wood, with nine thin Plates 
of Metal hanging to it, on which they 
Play with a little Hammer very Plea- 
fantly. 

Navigati- The Art of Navigation is one of the 
otj. greateft: Honours of the Chinefe Nation. 

They invented the Sea-needle, or Com- 
pafs (for in China in the Iron Mines is 
the bell Load-done iii the World) and 
by the help of it their Kings conquer’d 
diftant 1 Hands in that Archipelago *, as 
ft ill appears by the Memory there re¬ 
maining of the Chin eft Domination- 
Writing. They Write like the Hebrem from the 
0 right Hand to the left, and the Lines do 
not go a-crofs but from the top of the 
Leaf to the bottom. Their Paper is ex- 
treamly thin, and yet they Write with 
the whole Fill, after a manner, very 
unhandy to us, but eafy to them that are 
us’d to it. The Ink they ufe is not Li¬ 
quid, but Lamp-black made into a Paftc 
with Gum-water, which they dry in 
Cakes as long as a Man’s Finger. When 
they would Write they rub it on a hard 
Stone, which is their Ink-horn, with a 
few drops of Water, more or lefs, as 
they have occafion, and then ufe it with 
a fine Pencil. 

Printing. They do not Print like us, but in 
Stone or Wood, as follows. The Com- 
pofftion being writ out in excellent fair 
Characters, which they Value themfelves 
upon, the Paper which is extraordinary 
thin and traefparenc, is palled on a 
Board of Pear-tree, or Apple-tree, as 


fmooth as poffible may be; with the 
Writing next the Board, that when 
printed the Letters may come right a- 
gain. Then the Characters are cut with 
a fmall Tool or Pen-knife, fo that their 
lines may rile, and the Wood about 
'them be lower chan they ; is among us 
theCuts are made on Wood ior Printing. 
Nor does this require g: eat Labour, or 
much Time, but it is done much fooner 
than our Printers can Compote and Cor¬ 
rect. The Price of Cutting is lb fmall, 
that Volumes arc Fruited tor a fmall 
Matter. After Printing the Boards are 
return’d to the Author, becattle they are 
his, and he Pays_ the Cutting of them. 

It is alio us’d fometimes to Print with 
Stone, but the Method is quite contrary 
to the other, for the Characters are Cut 
in, and the Superficies of the Stone re¬ 
mains above them, and therefore the Ink 
being laid upon the Stone when it runs 
through the Prefs, the Paper remains 
Black, and the Cba rafters White ; but 
they mult be pretty large, othenvift 
they would be con fus’d. Thus the Prim¬ 
ing of China is unlike to, andworfe than 
ours; for their Letters made of fo many 
Dalhes, Knots, and crooked Lines' can¬ 
not be exprefs’d in fo final! a Figure as 
ours, who have forae fo fmall, that a 
great Work may be brought into a fmall 
Volume. As for the Paper, they out¬ 
do ns in largenefs of Sheets, I having 
feen fome as big as Sheets for Beds, and 
all throughout of an equal Finenefs; but 
they are not of equal Whiccnefs; bo¬ 
lides, that they are of fo little Subftance, 
and fo chin, that they are not Printed 
on both tides, becaufe the Characters 
appear quite through. Some is made of 
Silk; another fort of Cotton ftfeep’d, 
and reduced to a Pafte ; another of the 
Pith of certain Canes, and of other 
Trees, but they are not lalling.

X H A K X. 

Of the great Indujlry and Navigation of the Chinefes. 


T H E Magnificence and great Num¬ 
ber of piiblick Structures in China 
is not only the effoft of a vail Expence, 
but of their extraordinary Tnduftry. 
Thus they perform all forts ofMechanick 
Works with fewer Inftruments, and more 
eafe than we do. They have an admirable 
Invention to Buy and Sell, and find a 
way to Live: And as throughout the 
whole Empire there is not a foot of 
Vol. IV. 


Land that lies waffe ; fo neither is there 
any Man or Woman, Old or Young, 
Halt, Lame, Deaf or Blind that has not 
fome Employment to get Bread. There¬ 
fore it is become a general Proverb, 
Cbum-fue-vn-y-vi}^ that is, in the Em¬ 
pire or China there is nothing loft ; and 
fo it is, for tho 1 a thing feem never fo 
vile and ufelefs, it ferves for foiuething, 
and yields a Profit. For Inllance, in 
Zz x the 
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the City of I'eking there are above ceil 
Cemelli. Thou find Families, who have no other 
itftjS'. Trade to Live on but felling of Matches 
m-'W to light the Fire, as many more chat 
Subfift, upon gathering all forts of Rags 
in the Streets and Walks, and bits of 
Paper, and the like, which they after¬ 
wards ivaih and fell to others, who make 
feveral Ufes of them. Their Inventions 
for carrying of Burdens, are alfo remark¬ 
able, for they do not carry by ftrength of 
Arm, or on their Backs, as is us’d among 
us} but fatten the Burden with Cords, 
or Hooks in two Baskets, which they 
afterwards hang at the ends of a piece 
of Wood made fiuooth and fit for the 
purpofe, they lay over their Backs like 
a pair of Scales to Ballancc, and fo car¬ 
ry with much Eafe. This is no other 
than as a common Yoke us’d among us 
to carry Buckets, 

T>ivifionof ln every City of the Empire there are 
the Night, two Towers, the one call’d of the Drum, 
how they and the other of the Bell, which ferye 
ftrike it. f or t he Centincls to ftrike the Hours in 
the Night. The Cbinefes divide the Night 
into five parts, either greater, or Emailer 
as they are longer, or Ihorter. At Night¬ 
fall the Centinel gives feveral Strokes 
upon the Drum, and the Bell anfwers, 
after the fame manner: Then during 
the firft Divifion, the one Centinel ftrikes 
a Angle Stroke on the Drum, and the o- 
ther anfwers with one on the Bell j after 
about a Minute they both ftrike again 
on the Drum and Bell, and fo continue 
till the fecond part of the Night begins. 
Then they begin to give two Strokes, 
and fo hold on till the third par lj j fo in 
the third they give three, in the fourth 
four, and in the fifth five. At break of 
Day they redouble their Strokes, as they 
did at Night-fall. Thus whenfoever a 
Man Wakes, in any part of the City, 
he hears the Sign (provided the Wind 
does not hinder) and knows what a Clock 
it is. Within the King’s Palace in Pe¬ 
king there is a great Drum in a Tower, 
ana in another a large Bell of a pleafant 
and harmonious Sound, and in thole of 
the City a great Beil and, a Drum fifteen 
Cubits Diameter. They have found out 
a Method to meafure the parts of the 
Night which well agrees with their won¬ 
derful Ingenuity. They makc.a fort of 
Pafte of the Duft of a certain iort of 
Wood (the Learned and Rich Men of 
Sandal, Eagle-wood, and others that are 
Odoriferous) and of this Pafte they 
make Sticks of feveral forts, drawing 
them through a Hole, that they may be 
of an equal thicknefs. They commonly 


make them, one, two, or three Yards 
long, about the thicknels of a Goofe 
Qriill, to burn in the Pagods before their 
idols, or to ufc like a Match to convey 
Fire from one thing to another. Thefe 
Sticks, or Ropes they Coil, beginning 
at the Center, and fo form a Spiral co¬ 
nical Figure, like a Filherman’s Wed, 
fo that the laft Circle lhall be one, two, 
or three Spans Diameter, and will laft 
one, two, or three Days, or more, ac¬ 
cording as it is in thickuefs. There are 
of them in the Temples that laft 10, 20, 
and 30 Days. This thing is hung up by 
the Center, and is Lighted at the lower 
end, whence the Fire gently and infen- 
fibly runs round all the Coil, on which 
there are generally five Marks to diftin- 
guilh the five parts of the Night. This 
Method of meafuring Time is fo exa<ft 
and true, that they fcarce ever find any 
conliderable Miftake in it. The Learned, 
Travellers, and all Others, who will rife 
at a certain Hout to follow their Bufi- 
nefs, hang a little Weight at the Mark 
that Jhews the Hour, they have a mind 
to rife at, winch when the Fire comes 
thither drops into a BrafsBafon fet under 
it, and fo the Notfe of it falling Awakes 
them, as our Alarum Clocks do ; but 
with this difference that their Invention 
Is more eafy, and one that will lait 24 
Hours does not coft above a Grain of 
Naples Coin, whereas our Clocks are 
made of feveral Wheels, and fo Dear, 
that only the Rich can Purchafe them. 

Navigation is univerlal throughout all Navlga* 
the Empire 7 for there is fcarce any CL tion. 
ty, or Village (efpecially in the Southern 
Provinces) but enjoys the Conveniency 
of feme River, Lake, Canal, or Arm of 
the Sea that is Navigable; fo that there 
are no fewer People on the Water, chan 
on the Land. It is no lefs pleafant than 
wonderful to fee wherever there is a Ci¬ 
ty on the Land, another of Boats is on 
the Water. When Veil els fee out early 
in the Morning, or come in late at Night, 
they pafs for feme Hours among multi¬ 
tudes of Boats on both fides of the Ri¬ 
vers. Some of thefe Ports are fo much 
frequented, that it takes up half a Day 
to get out a-crofs the Boats 3 and there¬ 
fore it may be find there are two Em¬ 
pires in dw«4, one on the Land, the 0- 
ther on the Water.

I F wc apply the word Nobility to 
the State, and it be taken in a ge¬ 
neral Senfe, as it denotes a Gran¬ 
deur and Magnificence continu’d for ma¬ 
ny Ages; it is moll: certain there never 
was in the World a more glorious Em¬ 
pire than that of Chinas for it began 
200 Years after the Flood, and has lad¬ 
ed till this Day, for the fpace of about 
4559 Years. But if we mean only No¬ 
bility of Men, it nmft be own’d there 
is but little, for the following Reafon. 
AH the great Lords of China, who arc 
like fo many Dukes, MarquelTes, and 
Earls, continue in that State no longer 
than the reigning Family, and all Perilh 
with it ; becaufe the Family that rifes 
inftead of the other that falls, puts them 
all to Death, as has been feen in our 
Times. For this Reafon there was ne¬ 
ver any nobler Family there than that of 
Chen, which continu’d $75 Years, and 
expir’d 2200 Years fince; no other fincc 
Extending to 300 Years. This is to be 
under Rood of Nobility acquir’d by the 
Sword 5 for that which is got by the 
Gown, was never of any conflderable 
Duration. For tho a Man fhould rife to 
be Xam-Xu , which is the fupreme Dig¬ 
nity of the fovereign Courts at Peking 5 
or Colao , that is, firR MiniRer, which is 
the higheft pitch of Honour and Wealth 
that Fortune can raife a Chinefc to 5 yet 
his Sons and Grand-children will be ex¬ 
traordinary Poor, and forced to be Mer¬ 
chants, Retailers, and meerSchoIars, as 
their Predece(Tors were. Iulhort, there 
is no Family of Gown-men, that has 
continu’d Great as long as any of the 
reigning Families. 

Neverthelcfs that which is the com¬ 
mon Calamity of the Learned Men, is 


among the Defcendents of Swords-men 
an effe& of their Enemies Cruelty, whofe 
Families would other wife have continu’d 
Great and Noble as long as the Empire 
it felf. However there Rill Flouri/hes a 
Family, which has not only preferv’d its 
Honour for above two and twenty Ages, 
but is at prefent equally honour’d by the 
great Men, and Commonalty, fo that ic 
may truly be accounted the antienreft 
Family in the World. It is the Family 
of the famous Confucius, who liv’d under 
the third Imperial Family, call’d Chen, 
551 Years before the Birth of Chrift, 
which this Year 1699, is 2250 Years. 
The antient Kings gave the Race of 
Confucius the Title of Qut-Cum, which is 
fomething like a Duke, or a Count; and 
they continue like Sovereigns, free from 
all Taxes in the Province of Xammg, 
and City of Kio-feu , where he was Born , 
whkhout having been ever moleffed, 
tho’ the Empire and reigning Families 
have been feveral times Opprefs’d. The 
Chinefes give this Philofopher the moR 
honourable Titles of Cum-fa, Cum-fu-ftt , 
and Xim-gin ; the two firft fignify Do- 
ftor, and Mailer; the third Holy Man. 
So that when they fay the Saint, or Ho¬ 
ly Man, it is to be underRood of Confu¬ 
cius ; he being accounted among the Chi¬ 
nefes a Man of an extraordinary and he- 
roick Prudence. This Nation has fo great 
a Veneration for this Philofopher, that 
tho’ it does not hold him as one of its 
Gods (but rather looks upon it as an 
Affront to have him reputed fuch) yet it 
honours him with more Ceremonies than 
it does the very Idols; giving him Ti¬ 
tles fince his Death, which he could ne¬ 
ver obtain whilft Living ; as, Su-vam, 
that is. King without Command, with- 
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CS-Ax"' out Scepter, and without a Crown $ 
Gemdli. and precious Stone without any Light, 
1696. toexprefs that he had all the Qualities 
belonging to a King, or Emperor, but 
that Heaven was not favourable to hint. 
Cerem Many Volumes might be fill’d with the 
nies. em<> Chitiefe Civ ili ties,and Ceremonies. They 
have a Book which con tains above 3000 ; 
and it is wonderful to fee how exadly 
they obferve them. At Weddings, Fu¬ 
nerals, Vilits, and Entertainments, the 
Mailer of the Houfe, tho’ he be a great 
Lord, and of more Eminent Quality 
than any of the Guelts, yet gives the up¬ 
per Hand to his Elders, thefe give it to 
them that come from far olf, and all of 
them to Strangers. When an Ambafla- 
dor comes, from the day he is admit¬ 
ted as fuch, til! he departs China, the 
Emperor furmlhes him with all necef- 
farics j even to Horlcs, Litters, and 
Boats. At Court he lodges him in the 
Royal Houfe of Entertainment, where 
every other Day, he lends him from his 
own Kitchin, a Treat ready drclt; for 
he Glories much in entertaining Stran¬ 
gers honourably. 

Names No Nation has fo many Honourable 
andTitles. Names and Titles, as Chinefes give one 
another in their Compliments. They 
have alfo a great number of Names to 
diftinguilh the feveral Degrees of Kin¬ 
dred : For Example, we have one we 
Name Grandfather and Grandmother, 
to denote both the Father and the Mo¬ 
thers line, but they have four feveral 
Titles. So we have no Name but that 
of Unkle, to fignify both our Father 
and Mother’s Brothers, and the Chi- 
nefis have Names to diftinguilh every 
fort. They alfo outdo all other Coun¬ 
tries in their care of making a good ap- 
Cioaths. pearanee,for there is no Man fo Poor, but 
is decently and neatly Clad. At the new 
Year they are all trim’d up, and in new 
Cioaths, fo that there is not one, tho' 
never fo Poor that can Offend the Eye. 
Their Modefty is no Iefs to be admir’d. 
Modefty. The learned, are always fo compos’d, 
that they think it a Sin, to make the 
leaft motion, which is not agreeable 
to the Rules of Decency and Civility. 
The Women are fo Bafliful, Modeft, 
and Referv’d, that thefe Virtues fcecn to 
be Born with them. They live in per¬ 
petual retirednefs ; never uncover their 
Hands; and if they are oblig’d to give 
any thing to their Brothers, or Kin¬ 
dred, they hold it with their Hand co¬ 
ver’d with the Sleeve (which for this 
purpofe is long and wide) and lay it on 
the Table that the KJnfmao may take 
it up. 


The Chinefes reduce ail their Breed- breeding* 
ing to five Heads ; that is, the manner 
of Behaviour between the King and his 
Subjeds; between the Father and Son, 
the Husband and Wife, the Elder Bro¬ 
ther and the Younger, and Friend and 
■Friend. Thefe Rules make up a conli- 
derable part of their Morals, and are fo 
tedious, that it is hard to decide, whe¬ 
ther the Chinefc Ceremonies are to he 
reckoned among their Virtues, or Vices \ 
for on the one Hand, they are certainly 
extraordinary Courteous and Mannerly j 
info much that their Country defer ve3 
the Title they give it, of the Genteel 
Kingdom ; but on the other Hand it 
muft belaid, that Ceremonies are like 
Perfumes, which us’d with Moderation 
are Comfortable and Beneficial, but in 
excefs do harm and offend. They have 
fuch and fo many Ceremonies, that eve¬ 
ry indifferent Action, is attended with 
as many, as would ftrveata Solemn Sa¬ 
crifice ; whence it is, that what in itfelf 
is convenient, through the excellive ufe 
of it becomes inconvenient. 

Their common manner of Saluting 
one another when they meet, is to lilt Common 
up the Arms bow’d, with the Hands SallJts * 
joyn’d, from the Breaft towards the 
Forehead, higher or lower, according 
to the Degree of Refped they are to 
pay j and whilft they do this, they often 
repeat the Word Zin. If the Perfon 
met, be of worth, this lifting and let¬ 
ting fall the Arms, begins at leaft 20 
Paces from him, after which follows an¬ 
other greater Ad of Relped, which 
they cal] Zoje, and is bowing the Body 
profoundly, and ftanding with the Feet 
together, and at the fame time lower 
the Hands joyn’d together, as at firfl, 
within the Sleeves, bending the Fore¬ 
head as near as may be to the Ground. 

Nor do they perform this facing one an¬ 
other, but lide by fide, and looking 
towards the North, if they are in the 
Street and open Air, and if in the Houfe 
facing che front of the Room, for they 
are nfualiy fo built, that the Door may 
be to the South. This I believe they 
do out of the Modefty they affedj and 
that it may not look, as if the one re¬ 
ceiv’d that half Adoration from the 0- 
ther, as if they ought to Pay it out of 
Civility, but not recieve it, as unwor¬ 
thy; but whatever the reafoti is, the 
matter of Fad, is as mention’d. If 
learned Men who are in employments 
meet, as they go either a Horfeback, 
or in Chairs, carry’d by four or more 
Men, the Inferior alights and begins to 
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give, and receive the uftial Compliments. 

Gtmelli . The Gtimfes never take off their Cap*, 
16 $ 6 . for it is look’d upon as indecent for a 

G^v"NJ Mantoappcar before anyone barehead¬ 
ed ; and therefore with great reafon the 
Popes, to comply in ionic Mealbre with 
their Cnitom, have difpens’d with our 
Prieits, to Celebrate Mals, and Admi- 
uiffer the Sacra merits in China, with the 
Head decently cover’d. 

Vffits. As for Vi fits among Perfons of Qua¬ 
lity, they make none, without fending 
a Sheet of red Paper, a Span and a half 
long,on which they write in courteous 
Terms, that they are going to make the 
Vific (without which none would be ad¬ 
mitted) without omitting any thing of 
the uHiai Ceremonies, as will in the Sub- 
feription, as at the top, according to 
the Condition, and Quality of the Per- 
fon to be viiited. A Servant carries 
this Paper before, and if the Pei fon to 
be viiited is not, or will not be at home, 
it is left with any of his Domefticks, 
and thus the Vi lit is fully Paid. Some¬ 
times when they will not be at home* 
thy hang a little Tabletat the Door, on 
which it is written, that the Matter of 
the Houfe, is withdrawn to Study, or 
to his Pleafure Houfe; which is as much 
as to fay, that he will not be troubled 
with Vitus. This Cuftom of fixing 
fomc writing over, or about the Door, 
is molt us’d by the learned, as one of 
their commendable Cuttoms, being at 
the lame time a Declaration of the Per- 
fon that lives there. When they have 
admitted the Vi lit of a Stranger or 
Fiiend, the place given hint in the Nor¬ 
thern Provinces is on the right, in the 
Southern on the left, and the giving, 
refilling, receiving, and prefentiy re¬ 
turning of it, is a task which is not foon 
at an end, always making the Bows a- 
bove mention'd. Nor is there any Icfs 
trouble about placing the Chairs(the Chi* 
mfes in this particular,imitating the Euro¬ 
peans, that is, in not fitting on the Ground 
with their Legs acrofs, as is us’d in Per- 
fsa, and a great part of the Eaft) for the 
Stranger lets the Chair for the Matter of 
the Houle, and the Mailer for the Stran¬ 
ger, and if they are already placed, yet 
they touch them at lea ft, and it is ob- 
ferv’d that the Chair, which is for the 
worthicilPerfon, beat a certain d ilia nee 
from the Wall. Then that they may 
be very dean, they feem to wipe them 
over again, and ftrokeoff any Duft that 
may be upon them, with the flap of the 
great Sleeve, which is gather’d Jo dex- 
teroufly ia the Fill, , that it all looks like 


a Hand. If there were an hundred 
Strangers, they all one after another 
perform that tame dulling or cleaning, 
which the Matter accepts fo thankfully, 
as if he were confounded at fo extraor¬ 
dinary an Honour. Next begins among 
the Vifiters the Compliment about who 
is to fit firft, and who next, a thing 
long and tedious only to relate. At 
length being fcated, within Iefs than a 
quarter of an hour, the Servants come 
ill with the Difhes of Chid or Tea * and 
if the Difcourfe holds any confiderable 
time, the Tea is brought in a 2d, and a 
3d time. The 3d fignifiesdifiniffing the 
Company, fo that he would be look’d 
upon, as tin mannerly, who fhotild not 
be gone when he had drank; and as well 
this, as any other thing they bring in, 
mutt be taken with both Hands, for it 
would be counted incivility to ufe but 
one. Then there are fo many Ceremo¬ 
nies, repeated Bows, and counterfeit 
Grimaces, as if they were really in earn¬ 
ed, in Condu&ing them back to the 
Door; that the fortifying them Pelves 
before-hand with Tea, feems to be ra¬ 
ther of neceflity, than a mecr ad of 
Civility. But the ftreis of the Compli¬ 
ment lies in the Matter of the Hotffe’s, 
endeavouring to perfuade the Viliter by 
Arguments and Prayers, to mount his 
Horfe before him ; and in the Vifiter’s 
ptotefting the World fltall be turn’d 
topfy curvy, before he will do fucli a 
thing*, and in this he perfifts, and la¬ 
bours till he has got the better 3 for the 
Matter of the Houle at laft, after many 
Bows, which are all anfwer’d, hides 
himfelf behind the Door, or under a 
great timbre Ho, and then he that has 
prevail’d, mounts his Horfe. But as 
foon as ever he is in the Saddle, the 0- 
ther pops out, and. in their Language 
bids him Adieu ; Adieu, replies the ci¬ 
ther, and often repeating it, they part; 
and not fo fatisfy’d, at a few Paces di¬ 
stance, they fend a Servant to one ano¬ 
ther, with 3 moll Obliging Compliment 
of Thanks, 

The fending of Prefents to one ano- p ,. , 
tlier among the Chinefes, is as ufual as 
vifiting, and Cuftom has preferib'd Laws, 
in this particular. They write on a 
Sheet of Paper in a very'genteel Stile, 
all they fend as a Gift, and perhaps, as 
for the moft part it happens, that they 
are things of a very fmall value ; but 
generally many of them, and of feveral 
forts. But very often, before the things 
are fenc, the Paper goes, and he to 
whom the Prefent is made, marks down 

as ma- 
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CSJ^n as many as he will receive, and if he 
Gem fill, who is to make the Prefent has them not 
1 696. he mull buy them. Generally they muft 
be fix feveral things y and it is lawful 
to accept of all or none, or what every 
one pleafes j but whatfoever is receiv’d, 
fo much muft be return’d, not in fpecie, 
but in valuer fo that it is rather Ex¬ 
changing than Prefenting. It is alfo the 
Cuftomto fend Mony, and fometimes 
the Value of a Napes Ducat, but with 
fome elegant Words in Writings for 
they are Prodigal of their Breeding, but 
fparing of every thing elfe. 

As concerning the Ceremonies of En- 
1 reJt3, tertainments, from the Day the firft In¬ 
vitation is made (which muft be fome 
Days before, and be repeated three times, 
or elfe the Invitation would be void and 
never accepted) till the Day after the 
Feaft, when they interchangeably fend 
one another Thanks , there are fo many, 
fometimes of feveral forts, and fome¬ 
times the fame repeated, that any one 
who is not us’d to them from his Cradle, 
would think it lefs trouble to dye for 
Thirft, than undergo fo many Plagues 
to be made Drunk at a Chinefi s Table. 
But they look upon all thefe as neceflary 
things, and if any one were omitted 
they would not think themfelves true 

hsfes, but barbarous People, and un¬ 
worthy to be Refpe&ed, as they con¬ 
ceive they ought to be, by all the Nati¬ 
ons in the World. To come to the 
point *,thcy fpend five or fix Hours of the 
Night appointed for the Feaft in Con¬ 
vention and Paftimes, with Mufick and 
Plays: And this isfouliial at Entertain¬ 
ments , that there are Companies of 
Aftors, who without being call’d, hear¬ 
ing where there is a grcatSnpper, come 
of their own accord to Aft their Plays. 
Now if the Entertainment is not among 
poor People, there are as many Tables 
as Guefts, each a Cubit broad and a Cu¬ 
bit and a half long. The Meat is 
brought in Dlfbes of Gold, Silver and 
Purcellane. They ufe no Table-Cloths, 
but dean (billing Boards varnilh’d over 
with feveral beautiful Colours. Nor do 
they ufe Napkins, Knives, Forks, nor 
Spoons \ nor do they ufe to wafh their 
Hands before or after Meat j becaufe be¬ 
ing great Lovers of Cleanlinefs, they 
never touch any thing that is fet before 
them at Table with their Hands or Fin¬ 
gers j but to carry it to their Mouth 
they provide two little Sticks (of Ivory, 

1 Ebony, or fome other precious Wood) 
(lender and about a Span long or more; 
the one held fall between the little Fin¬ 


ger and the next to it of the right Hantf, 
and the other moving with the fore and 
middle Fingers $ and thus they eatfo 
dexteroufly, that they take up a Jingle 
Grain of Rice, contrary to our Europe- 
ms y ivho have a great deal of trouble be¬ 
fore they can ufe themfelves to it: And 
as for Knives they have no need of them, 
for all is brought up cut into very (mail 
Morfels. Dilbes of Fifij and Fieth al¬ 
ways go together, that the variety may 
delight, being excellently feafon’d; 3 nd 
rather Numerous and Various than Plen¬ 
tiful or Sufficient, and therefore the 
Places, which are like little wooden 
Dirties, or Bouls, in which they bring 
the Meat, are fmall, but not thofe of Sau¬ 
ces which are intermix’d to (harpen the 
Appetite. After Eating a few bits of 
that Hafti that is fet before them, they 
lay down the little Sticks, and the Glals 
goes round ; for among the Chinefes it is 
not Eating but Drinking chat makes the 
Pleafure of the Feaft. But to the end 
they may hold out Drinking fix Hours 
or longer, ftil] in their Senfes, and dif- 
courfing of high Matters, they provide 
little Cups no bigger than a Nutjhel; be- 
fides they fip it fo gradually, that they 

J mt it to their Lips four or five times be ) 
ore they empty it; being accuftom’d 
not to Drink at a draught, but fipping. 
So whether it be W inter or Summer they 
always drink their Liquor very hotj 
and this is believ’d to be thereafon why 
there they know not fo much as the 
Names of fome painful Diftcmpers that 
abound in Europe , and proceed from a~ 
bundauce of indigefted Humors, and 
weaknefs of Stomach ; as alfo of their 
enjoying Health and Strength till 78 or 
80, and fometimes 100 Years of Age, 
to which many of them arrive. Their 
Liquor is made of Rice bruis’d in Water, 
which being brought to fuch a ftrength 
(like Beer or Ale) is afterwards dlftillU 
Now tho’ the Glafles are fo fmall, they 
drink fo often(efpecialIy towards the lat¬ 
ter end) that fo many littles make fuch 
an exceffive Quantity, that very often 
their Brains are difturb’d , and there¬ 
fore the Mafter of the Houfts Womeit 
are upon the watch to obferve how ma¬ 
ny of the Guefts tumbledown the Stairs, 
to make fport at them afterwards with 
their Husband, who never thinks he has 
made a good Entertainment unlefs fome 
Body goes home Drunk ; otherwife he 
thinks, and is troubled that his Liquor 
was not good. But in theft Feafts they 
have not that barbarous Cuftom of mak¬ 
ing thofe drink that are not a dry, or 
A a a filling 
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filling the Cu|) to a Man who is fo fall 
that he is ready to run over; therefore 
it is ufual to place Skreeus before them 
that they may oot fee one another ; bat 
the Pleafureof the Fcaft, having nothing 
cl& to do, and the Care of obliging 
their Friend, are as powerful as Laws 
to oblige them to Drink till they are 
Drunk; and the weak Liquor they ufe is 
digefted with a very little Sleep. 

I will conclude this Chapter informing 
the Reader, that one of the cardinal Vir¬ 
tues (which among the Chinefes are very 
many) is Ci vility and Decency in every 
A&ion, and this, not regarding the 
Worth and Dignity of the Poribn they 
honour, but rather to fathfie an Ambi¬ 
tion chat reigns in them all, of appear¬ 
ing the moft Courtly and Civiliz’d Per- 
fons in the World. For they ufe fuch 
lofty and high forms of Difcoprrfing even 
with themeaneft People, either by Birth 
or Profeffioa, as might very well latisfie 


a Prince ; as for inftance, they give a 
Muleticr the Title of the great Rod or 
Wand; for it would be a great Affront 
to call him by his right Name. Thusc- 
very other Profeffion has its proper no¬ 
ble fort of Name ; and if a Man is not 
acquainted with his Condition, whom he 
Diieourfes, he ufes general Terms of 
Honour, and calls him Brother- There 
is befides all this a particular Vocabula¬ 
ry, or Diftionary to teach how to name 
all things that belong to one fell leflen- 
ing them, and thole that are anothers 
magnifying them ; and to fpeak other- 
Wife would be look’d upon as a great 
Fault, not in Language, but in Breeding, 
and down right Barbarous. Even the 
Clowns brought up in the Woods, are 
more Mannerly than fhofe in other Coun¬ 
tries who are bred in Cities; and the 
molt Courteous and Mannerly People a- 
mongus, in China would feem Rude and 
Savage.

T H E greateft Beauty of the Chimfe 
Women, confifts in having very 
little Feet; and becaufe this is a Beauty 
that may be acquir’d by Art, which can¬ 
not be in the Lineaments of the Face, 
they wrap up the Feet of the Girls new 
Born, and bind them Co hard that they 
hinder their Growth, and make them 
Cripples, there being very few that do 
not feel it as long as they live. This is 
the Delign the ancient wife Inventers of 
this Cuftom had in Profpeft, viz i To 
make Going aneafie to them, fo that if 
Model! y would not keep them at Home, 
the Pain of Going (hould be a Confine¬ 
ment to them. Tho’ this be the chief 
Beamy they boaft of, yet do not they 
espofe or [how it; for Modefty will not 
permit them to go in fuch fhort Coats, 
that their Feet, fcarce half a Span long, 
may be fecn under them. Befides, they 
always live among themfeives, and it 
may be laid in pcrnetnal .Confinement, 
Remote, not only from the Publick, but 
from their own Family, converfing with 
none but their own Sons, and thofc no 
longer than they are in the Rate of In¬ 
nocence, no other fetting his Foot among 
them. Their Apartment feparated from 
the reft of the Houfe, and without 
Windows to the Street, binders their ap¬ 
pearing where they may be feen. They 
rarely go out of Doors, and this the 


rich ones always do in a Chair not a bit 
of it open, and little lefs than Seal’d up 
in it, without any the leal!: hole to peep’ 
out at. Of all the ty Provinces, only 
that of Xmm follows another Cuftom in 
this particular, conforming to the I .iber- 
ty us’d iu Tihet-Tuticbiv, and other adja¬ 
cent Countries. Their Garb is very 
model!, not open Neck’d to fliow any 
of the Breafts; and unlefs necefiity re¬ 
quires it they never put their Hands out 
of their Sleeves, which are wide, not 
even when they take any thing that is 
offer’d them. If it is a Man that offers a 
thing it would benndecentfora Women 
to take it out of his Hand ; but he muff: 
lay it on a Table or Seat, and Ihe take 
it thence, ftill with her Hand wrapt up 
and cover’d. Their Features and Com¬ 
plexion arc not inferior to the Ear op an 
Women, and tho’ they have ftnall Eyes, 
lying deep in, and their Nofe after the 
fame manner, yet they do not look a- 
mifs, 

This their retired Life is the caule 
they Marry, if we may fo call it Blind¬ 
fold; for the Bride and Bridegroom ne¬ 
ver fee one another till the Day Ihe is 
brought to his Houfe. The Fathers 
make the Match without ever feeing or 
fhowing the Maid, and without asking 
their Sons Approbation; or their being 
allow’d to intermeddle or onpofe it.

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Thus they ate often contrafted and pro- 
Gemelli. mifed in the Cradle, being generally 
1 696. much of an Age. The Womens Porti- 
O’VNJ on is no other but her Perfon, and chat 
enough if Ihe is Virtuous; but good or 
bad lhe carries not her Husband a crofs, 
and fo will not Ruin the Houfe lhe comes 
from, and where (he goes ihe carries no¬ 
thing to be proud of, or to upbraid her 
Husband wich. On the contrary the 
Bridegroom fome time before the Wed¬ 
ding, fends the Maid a certain quantity 
of Mooy, as among indifferent People 
is ufually agreed on, and among the 
great Ones is according to their Worth, 
and when it rifes to about a thoufand 
Crowns it is counted very great. This 
is to furnifh the Bride with Houlhold- 
StufF, Cloths, and female Ornaments, 
all which are afterwards carry’d with the 
greateft State that may be before the 
Bride. The Day (he is carry’d to her 
Husband, a great Attendance goes be¬ 
fore her with Kettle-Drums, and Pipes, 
and many lighted Torches, tho’ it be at 
Noon Day. After all comes (he, lock’d 
up in a Chair carry’d by 4 Men, and be¬ 
ing come to the Husband’s Houfe is de¬ 
liver’d to him in that manner. Then 
he opening the Chair takes out the Wife 
he has never feen before; which, if (he 
does.not pleafe him, he cannot poffibly 
Rejeft. The Poor buy a Wife for 3 or 4 
Crowns, and it is allow’d them to fell 
her again, if they can find a Chapman. 
He who is fo very Poor that he cannot 
buy a Wife at fo low a rate, feeks out 
for fome Body to fell himfelf to for a 
Slave, and in Recompence receives a 
Wife; with whom, and the.Children 
that are born to him, he remains at the 
difpofal of his Matter. The fame hap¬ 
pens to a free Woman if (he Marries a 
Slave. For this reafon poor Men gene¬ 
rally take but one Wife, whereas the 
Rich, betides the chief Wife, which is 
of equal Quality to chemfelves, take as 
many others, or as few as they pleafe. 
Sometimes they take one of thefe 2d 
Wives to get Ilfue, and when they have 
it, fell the Mother again, as having ta¬ 
ken her only for that end. 

Widows. The Honour and Refpeft they pay to 
Widowhood is very commendable. To 
Marry again, tho’ a Woman be left in 
her Prime , and without Children is 
look’d upon as undecent ; and_ there 
are few well Born who prefer their own 
Sarisfaftion before their Honour, or the 
Title of Mothers before that of Chaft- 
Women. They remain in the Father 
in Law’s Houfe, and there continue in 
Vol. IV. 


Widowhood , under a drift Guard till 
Death. 

By the Laws of the Kingdom no Man Ml&abla 
may Marry a Woman of his own Family, Condition 
tho’ the Kindred be never fo remote, of Women 
Only the firft is counted the lawful 
Wife, tho they may have as many as 
they pleafe and can keep. Forthisrea- 
fon it is, that they being in the nature 
of Slaves on account of the Price given 
for them, the Husband can fell them a- 
gain to whom he pi cafes. And if the 
Woman (hould happen to be a Chriflian, 
and therefore refute to go to the new 1- 
dolatrous Purchafer; (he will be com- 
pell’d by the Magidrate with much Beat¬ 
ing. A Giinefe will make no difficulty 
of felling his Wife, or Daughter to a 
Catholick European if he conics in his 
way, who may keep Iter always as a 
Slave in hisHoufe, but may not carry her 
out of the Kingdom; and if he will re¬ 
turn home he mud leave or fell her. 

The Chinefe Marriage becomes firm w ... g ' 
and valid and cannot be made void, when wheTvf- 
once the Bride has accepted of the Gold \\d.' 
and Silver Bodkins, Bracelets, and other 
things the Bridegroom fends her fuita- 
ble to her Quality. From that time for¬ 
ward, tho’ the Husband (hould go out 
of the Kingdom, (he never Marries a- 
gain, but will expeft him all her Life 
time. It is alfo cuftomary, when, the 
Parents of the Bride and Bridegroom 
are agreed (and they have full Autho¬ 
rity over their Children, whom they ne¬ 
ver emancipate) togiveoneanother the 
Name, Day, Hour, Mouth, and Year 
their Children were born in, to advife 
with the Attrologers, and when they 
are of Opinion that the Marriage may 
be contrafted, they fend the Pfefents a- 
bove-mention’d, and not other wife* 

In China that Son who does not Marry p rocfeat j. 
is not look’d upon, as if he extinguifh'd * n g n{orc . 
his Fathers Seed, and were ungrateful ed. 
to him that gave him his Being. So a 
Marry’d Woman accounts her felf un¬ 
happy till (he has Children; for till (he 
has thebi (he may not fit at Table with 
her Mother in Law, thofe who as yet 
have no Iflue ferving her and the other 
Fruitful one, Handing. This is the rea¬ 
fon why, to avoid being in fuch ill Re¬ 
pute among other Men, there is no 
Man fo miferably Poor that does not buy 
him a Wife; nor any Woman that does 
not endeavour to be got with Child. 

Yet if they bring two or three Girles 
without a Boy between, the Mother her 
felf Kills and Strangles them; faying, 
the Devil is got into the Houfe. This 
A a a 2 Cruelty 
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Cruelty is-moft prafiis’d in the louthern 
Cent Hi. Parts of China, where the Men are tor- 
i<?9<S. ted to leek for Wives abroad. I bus the 
*'sl Empire of China comes no be more pa- 
pijlous than a ay other that allows oi ro- 
lygamy, becaufc the Climate is good > 
and the Women Fruitful j it being rare 
to fee any at Age of Procreation, (With* 
out one Child at her Breaft, and another 
by her Side, or in her Belly. 

' The Magift rates are fo intent upon 
A plealknt i[K | caV ouringW promote the good Peo- 
piicg of the Country; that the Superior 
of the Franeifcan MiffioOWS in Cm on, 
had like to make me dio with Laughing, 
when he told me a Story of die petty 
King of that Province, to this purpofe.

The petty King that they might not lye pil¬ 
low, M«rrf Athens by Lot to thee: her Fri~ 
foners, after this manner - Having cans J 
them ad. Young, Old , Halt and Lame , to 
be brought to his Court, he made every one 
leave fame par tic dor Token upon the.O’round ;

This done 
the Husbands appear'd, and making every 
one own his own Token - There appear d 4 
young Woman Marry d to an Old or Lam,e 
Man, and a Blind or Halt to a young One. 
The young Men or Women fo HI Match'd 
made a thoufand Complaints, but the petty 
King who was a pi enfant Man, being ready 
to harfi with Laughing, upbraided them 
with their own Indijcretiou in not making a 
good Choice i fiying, they ought to thank 
thtmfelves for their Misfortune , fmee the 
Choice was left to them.

very fharp Witced, and exceed the Eu¬ 
ropeans in Ingenuity, yet nothing has 
been Lid of the Cunning of the poor 
Commonalty, taught them by Nature to 
get their Living. They are fo crafty at 
Cheating, that an hundred Eyes would 
be too little for Strangers, tho’ never 
fo watchful to efcape them; for they 
have wonderful Slights of Hand and o- 
ther Arts to deceive the Sight. A thou- 
fiind rnofi pleafant Inventions of theirs 


are told about. Amnpg others they 
carry final 1 ftwrp Tools, in their Nads, 
which.they wear very long, to cot Pur- 
res. On the contrary the Merchants .va¬ 
lue tbemfelvcs upon being .luff, had arc 
mill) f», for their Oath b Inviolable 
and'they will hazard their Plead tok^p 
their Word ; which the Europeans found 

to their no little Afipuifhraent when they 
firffc began, to Trade. And would the he 
who,ought to have given, would have 
follow’d their good Example, and re¬ 
turn’d Honclty tor Honelryand then 
they would not have .found them in pro- 
cefs of Time, as they have dong, nioi.e 
Falfe and DeceitfuUban themfol m■ fo 
this .purpofe l can relate a true Story 
told .me by the 5p*iri/J;Fat,hers MilCouers. A . 

The Dutch who came from Batavia w. Return 
Trade in China, would have . cheated /hr upon the 
Chillefes, giving .them a great quantity of Duuh. 
falfe Many ; which in a Bargain of feme 
hundred thoufaud Crowns , made in haft 
could not ail be view'd at leaf are. They 

Sign’d the Contract, and the Dutch ra /if »- 
mg the next Tear to liny, they gave them 
an Oliver for their Lowland, for tak¬ 
ing m notice of the Cheat put upon them, as 
the Ships were dr I patching, f&ey jaid they 
bad moff admirable mw fajfam Stuffs jujl 
then come from Nanking. In fieri they 
fioiv'd the Dutch she Stuff's, and agreeing 
for feveral thoufaud Piecet, when they came 
to deliver them, and the Dutch had view d 
a great many, at lafi to avoid the Trouble 
of examining all, becaufe they were to be 
gone fpcedily, they took the rtjl upon Con¬ 
tent. The chinefes in « Moment chang'd 
the Bales for others made up of old Bags, 
and Jo the Dutch carrying them away »«- 
ftead of Stuff's, were put upon to mors left 
than what they got by rhefalje Mony. They 
endeavour’d to be Reveng’d the enfuing 
Years, but the Cbinefes would not ad¬ 
mit them to Trade. They did not be¬ 
have themfelves lb with die Spaniards 
whilft 1 was in China, a VofTd coming 
from Manila to Macao, with 180 thou- 
faad Pieces of Eight to buy Silks. For 
the Spaniards requiring to have them 
wrought after their Fafhion (which dif¬ 
fers much from that of China) that they 
might carry them over to New Spam, 
and finding none fijeh ready , they diftri- 
buted die Mony among fevers 1 Mer¬ 
chants, for every one of them toiurnifli 
fo many Cheftsof fuel) Work as they a- 
greed upon; and in fhort within the 
fpacc of five Months, the Silks were 
Wove, and deliver’d pun&ually accord¬ 
ing to the Price and Goodtiefs that had 
been agreed; tho’among fo many there 

might 
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might perhaps be one, that furnilh’d the 
Gcmelli. buyers with the quantity, but not the 
1696. quality of the Stuffs; which mull not 
'-or—' be thought any extraordinary matter, 
confidering the fhortnefs of the time, 
and the vail quantity, which could not 
have been got together in Itdy t in five 
Years. 

Pretence As for the outward appearance of 
of the the Cbinefes , it fhews them as much 
Cbrnfis. of Parts, as any others whatfoe- 

ver; not only for their Noble Garb, but 
for their Gravity, and the Model! com¬ 
portment of their Pevfons, the Majefty 
of their looks, and for their Stately and 
Graceful Meen. To turn the head light¬ 
ly about, would look among them, as if 
a Man’s Brain were light. Oaths orWords 
that have any fade ofimmodelty, are ne¬ 
ver heard, but from the Mouth of fome 
bafe mean Fellows, and that very rarely. 
To make Love, or play the Beau, are 
things lb far from being us’d, that they 
have no Words to exprefs them; be- 
caufe a Woman’s Face is never feen, 
neither at Window , nor clfewhere ; 
for it were almoft the fame thing to have 
a Cbittefe Woman, feen as if fhc were 
half ravifh’d. 

Peaceable Tho’ China may be call’d the Country 
behaviour of Candidates, or Men afpiring to Pre¬ 
ferments, there being no other like it 
m the World, where every Man of the 
mcanefl: condition, thinks he has an un¬ 
doubted right, to become greater than 
another, and if his Learning deferve it, 
to rife to the liigheft Dignities, above 
which there is none but the Crown ; yet 
they all know how to conceal their E- 
mulation. Envy,, Rancour and Mortal 
Enmity, under the appearance of fin- 
cere Affrdion ; and tho’ the hatred they 
bear one another be never fo great, yet 
they never fail to pay one another the 
Ceremony of Bowing, Kneeling, and 
Bowing the Forehead to the Ground, 
according to the Dignity and Employ¬ 
ment of the Perfon ; thinking they herein 
aft the Manly part, and fliow themfelves 
eafy and well Bred. It is a receiv’d 
Maxim among them,that to draw a Sword 
againlt one another, is not the part of 
Men; and that War is nothing but a wild- 
dnefs reduced to Rules,which the Savage 
Beclts have not. That Humanity is 
the property of Man, and therefore, 
they pretend there are none like them 
in the World, for living up to the Rules 
of Reafon ; they affeft an eafy meek Be¬ 
haviour to fuch a Degree, that to be in 
a Pafilon among them, is tike laying a- 
fide Humanity, and becoming a Dealt, 


or at leaf! a Barbarian. Hence it is,thata- 
mong them there is no open profcftEnmi- 
ty,much lefs any Faff ions, Kiots, or bloody 
Frays, Their Fills arc the only Wea¬ 
pons they fight Duels with; in which 
the word thing that can be done (this 
is to be underfiood of mean Perfons) is 
to tear off ones Enemies hair, for the 
difgracc is mot e refented, than the Pain. 

The wife!! and molt Honourable Per¬ 
fons if they, are ftruck, fly; aud that 
way get the better, becaufe the Honour 
of the Battle conlills in a Man’s over¬ 
coming hi®leIf with Virtue , not the 
Adverfary with force. So that running 
away, inftead of being a difgrace to the 
Chineses , makes them at once Triumph 
over themfelves, and their Enemies, 
who are overcome by the Palfion of An¬ 
ger, and therefore rather Bealls than 
Men. The Truth of it is, the Chinefes 
arc Men of Courage, little effeminate, and 
mean Spirited, putting up ail wrongs 
Patiently. 

They are at the fame time indefati- Hardmeft* 
gablc,ufingthemfelves from their infancy 
to carry on their back a Yoke with 2 equal 
weights to it; which they increafe from 
time,to time,as they grow up;from which 
Fatigue,even the Poor Country Women 
are not exempt, who befides all other 
Female Duties, dig, and do other drudge¬ 
ries. In the Boats they row, or tow 
them along, like fo many Mares, and’do 
all the Service of a Sea-man, with a 
Child all the while ty’d to their Back; 
and at Night they have no other Supper, 
but a little boil’d Rice, and a DccoeHon 
of wild Herbs, to drink initead of Tea. 

They have an artificial Pot to drefs their p ot3( 
Meat, in which the Water goes about, 
aud the Fire Hands in the middle; fo 
that any thing is boil’d in a fhortertime, 
with left trouble, and colt. Having no _ 
other Materials to make Glafs of, they ’ l!i t ' 5a 
make them of Rice, as was faid before, 
and of beautiful Colours. 

They have invented a T able or Board, oiling 
with a firing of wooden Counters, to Accounts. 
Add, SubHratt, Multiply and Divide, 
and they arc quicker at them, than the 
belt accountant in Europe. To tell Mo- 
ny, they have another Board with an 
hundred Holes, into which they pre¬ 
sently clap as many Pieces of Mony, and 
fo tell them in a moment, and lee whe¬ 
ther they are good. If they do not like 
one Profefiion, at the Years end, they take 
toanother, being handy at everything. 

They are Ingenious in playing at any 
Game; as Cards, Chefs, which they call 
Ke> Dice, Tables, a Sport like Fox and 
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Geefe and the like; but what ruins them, 
is their Met* 4 , at the new Year, which 
is Even or Odd, guciling at little heaps 
of Mony, at which Sport they ruin one 

another. , , . , 

Some make an ill ule of their Ingenu¬ 
ity, to make a com poll tion they call Jfc 
am-, which being fmoak’d in a Room, 
puts all the People in it, befide them- 
fdves, and renders them immoveable, 
wbilft they rob the Houle. Water is a 
powerful Antidote againft it. 

£atin« The Ghitttfhs generally drink hot, and 
and eat cold, juft contrary to theJEan&afljrf; 
Drinking. rt0 r will any bf them ever retrefh their 
Palates with cold Water, tho’ the Wea¬ 
ther be never fo hot, or they droughty 
with Travelling ; but wait patiently till 
they have it fo hot, that it fealds their 
Lips; fo that they think it aMadnefs when 
they fee an European drink cold Liquor. 
As for their Meat, it grows fo cold, 
that it has no Relifh, they fitting whole 
days chatting at Table, for they are na¬ 
turally very talkative. This is not ufd on¬ 
ly by the poor People, but among the 
Mandarines and great ones ; who tho* 
they furnith their Tables with Birds 
Melts, which coft 300 pieces of Eight, 
a Meafure, the Fins of Sharks, the Si¬ 
news of Stags, precious Roots, and other 
things of great Value, yen they prate 
fo long that all grows cold. Befides 
all their delight, and the bell of the 
Feaft con (ills in Drinking, as was faid 
befoie, to promote which, of the Ser¬ 
vants appointed to attend each Table,one 
comes every now and then and kneels 
down, praying theGuefts to drink; then 
comes anoiher,and in treats them to emp¬ 
ty their Dilhes, foraedmes oneway and 
fometimes another; for if the Guefts do 
not go home dmrik, he that treats is much 
troubled, as if his Dinner had not been 
good and his Liquor poor- Therefore to 
compafs their defign, after Supper, they 
treat with a Piay, and after the Play, 
they cover another Table of Sweetmeats, 
and then another with Fruit, to entice the 
Company to drink, and fend them home 
in their Servants Arms. Thofe that are 
Temperate, may pour the Liquor on the 
Ground, without being reputed uncivil, 
by way of Pledge, there being a board be¬ 
fore them for this pnrpofe,that the others 
may not obferve them. Ac the conclufion 
of the Feaft, they obferve a Cuftom,which 
perhaps no other Nation will approve of, 
which is, that every one of the Guefts, 
leaves 8 or 1 ©Pieces of eight, more,or lefs, 
according to his Quality who treats,in the 
hands of a Servant; and tho* the Mafter of 
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the Houfe (like Phyfitians who holdout 
their Hand at the fame time they feem ro 
refute by Words) pretends to be affront¬ 
ed at it, yet the Cuftom is well known, 
and every one leaves as much as will pay 
for the Play and Liquor. 

The Mandarines ufe thcmfelves to cat Rare 
tech things as are naturally violently hot. Dither 
not fo much out of Riotoufnefs, as to 
provoke Ltift, and procure Vigour, to 
pleafe fo many Women, and get many 
Children by them; and becaufe we have 
mention’d fome forts of Meat quiceun- 
known in Europe it will be proper to give 
fome acount of them. The Birds Nefts 
are taken on the Coaft of Cothmchina, the 
Mantis of Bornee^CaUmiants .and others of 
the Archipelago of S- Lataro, where they 
are built upon ihaceeffible Rocks, by cer¬ 
tain Birds like Swallows, fo artificially 
that they are eaten fteep’d in warm Wa¬ 
ter,to take out any Feathers there may be 
in them. It_is not known to this Day, 
whether they",ire made of Clay,or of what 
the Bird fetches from its Stomach ; but 
they are of great nourifhment, andtaft 
like the Italian Wttrmitelli. The Shark is 
a Fifli that feeds upon Mens Bodies, and 
is found all about the Archipelago of S. 

Lazar ^ the Cbiriefes draw certain Sinews 
out of their Fins, which they eat. The 
Root In fat is brought outof the Pro vinc e 
of Leant ung, and is bought for its weight 
in Gold, becaufe it is exceffive hot, and 
very nouri/hing, which makes them lay 
that if a Man carries it in his Mouth 3 days 
together without eating, he will feel no 
faintnefs. They alfo ufe abundance of 
Spice, and Effences for the end we have 
fpoken of. 

The Laws of the Empire are fo feverc £( j ncat [ on 
to oblige Parents to give their Children 0 f Chit- 
good Education, that if It happens any of dren. 
them commits a Crime, and cannot be ta¬ 
ken, theMagiftrate fecuresthe Father,and 
Baftinadoes him, for not teaching his Son 
good Manners. The Government alfo 
takes care of the economy of Families, for 
the Publick good *, on which account they 
tell ns a very notable Paflage. A Manda¬ 
rine hapned to go along a Street, where a 
Mother-in-law was crying out againft and 
Curfing her Daughter-in-law , and her 
Husband ; Inquiring inro the Caufe, he 
gave the Emperor an ‘account of it, who 
order’d that theDaughter-in-law,and her 
Husband fhould be Chaftiz’d, his Father 
fhonld have his Head cutofi^and th rsMan- 
darine (of the Place be depriv’d of his 
Command. 

The Chin efts Smoke much Tabacco but 'Tabacco- 
after another manner,than is us’d among 
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us. They cut. it extraordinary fmail, and 
having dry’d it in an Oven* they wet it 
with hot Waters to make ic ftrong, and 
therefore they that are not us’d to it can¬ 
not bear the Smoak, Tho’ they always 
carry theirfipe^nd aPurfe of Tabacco-by 
theit fide,yet they fmoke bat once an hour, 
and the Women do fo too, efpeciaUy the 
Tartars. 

The Chinifes fit on high Chairs, and ufe 
Tables like ours in Europe. They do not 
value Jewels, or other things that have 
their value only from Opinion, but Gold 
and Silver which have an intrinfick value. 
In the City,and about it,they always carry 
Fans, tho*it be Winter jand in the Coun¬ 
try Umbrelloes, tho’ they have Hoods to 
defend them a gain ft the Sun. 

They call People by the Sirnamefirft, 
and then by the Name,contrary toche £*- 
r«yM»r,whofpeak the proper NameErft, 
and then the Sirname. They do not take 
the Names of their Idols, but the Sons are 
call’d by the Parents,by cheNamesofthei, 
2, 3, 4 ,e£*£. Others have their Name from 
feme accident happening before their 
Birth, as the Fortunate, the Merry, the 
Plealing, c rc. True it is, that whilft the 
Chirtefcs reign’d, it was cuftomary at 14 
years of Age,togive Names to the Males, 
putting on their Heads the Country Cap, 
and the Females with the Bodkins to bind 
their Hair a bout,calling them till then, the 
ift,2d»e?v. which was perform’d with as 
much Solemnity as the Wedding; hut 
the Tartar now' Reigning, abolifh’d that 
expeufive Cuftom. 

TheChinefes fell all things even to Hens, 
and Chickens by weight j but cheap,fel- 
ling a Pound of 10 Ounces for 20 lien, 
which make 3 Grains and a ha If of Naples 
Mony. They chenifolvesconfume but lit¬ 
tle, the Poor People filling their Bellies 
with Rice, and Herbs dry’d in the Sun, 
that they may lye long in the Stomach. 

They have a great Efteem for any An¬ 
tique pieces of any. Metal orSbapc.what¬ 
soever, not regarding the Workmanfhip, 
fo they he old jand therefore the rougher, 
and more confum’d they are by time, the 
more they are valu’d,and fold the dearer. 
They atfo highly prize antient Manu- 
foripts, that are in a fair Hand, with the 
Author’s Seal to them. 

The Names of Father and Mother in 
China are facred 3 the Children believing 
that all the Bleffings of this Life, are the 
reward of loving their Parents, and fenc¬ 
ing them with Humility,nor does Hiftory 
forniflius with Examples of any Nation, 
that has fo fully paid the filial Duty,as the 
Chintfts do. There are young labouring 
Men, who for Grief of their Fat hers death, 


faftall the days of their Ufe, without ever 
eating Fifh or F lefty Eggs, or any white 
Meat, that this Pennance may avail their 
Sonls. 

They are much addlfted to Superftiti- 
ons, and Auguries. They coutludeno 
match, without confultiug the Aftrolo- ujjjf®*' 
gers; nor do they bury the Dead without 
appointing a Fortunate day, for which 
reafon in greatCities, 1 c,or 2ooocCoffins, 
with dead Bodies, are carry’d out toge¬ 
ther to be bnry’d in the Mountains. All 
the Gates of the Courts of Judicature,out 
of a Superffitious Cuftom, are made in 
the South Wall. They took upon it ash 
very ill Omen, to have Churches erefted 
to the true God, in the Country or Vil¬ 
lages, as fearing fome of the People 
fhoold dye upon it. And to f:y the truth, 
it looks as if God were refolv’d to try 
the ftcadinefs of the Chintfts } for it is 
3 &ually obterv’d, that after the build¬ 
ing of fome Church, more People than 
ordinary die} as alfo the Brothers, Chil¬ 
dren and other Kindred of the Chinefe 
that is newly converted ; as the Fathers 
Miflioncrs themfelves told me. For this 
reafon fometimes when the Miflioncrs 
would Ered a new Church \ the Chinefes 
not being able to obttrud it legally, as 
long as the Imperial Permiffion holds, 
they raife a Mutiny of the Rabble to 0- 
verthrow it, fo chat the Miffioners are 
forc’d to have recourfe to the Magis¬ 
trates. Thishapned to the Spanifl) Eranf- 
Cans , whilft i was at Canton. They go¬ 
ing about to build a Church in a Village} 
dilfant from the City, for the ufe of the 
Chriftiansjand having bought the Ground 
and Materials, the Peafants mntiny’d, 
and afiembling in a Riotous manner, by 
beat of Drum, went to hinder the Work, 

The Fathers were forc’d to get a Manda~ 
rine to go thither, at the fight of whom, 
all thofcPeafants fell on theirKnees along 
the Road, beleeching him to have fome 
regard for their Lives, which would not 
be fecure, if the Europeans fettled in their 
Village. At length the bufinefs was com¬ 
pos’d after this manner. The Mandarine 
order’d the Work fhould go on ; but that 
when the Mafler Beam, or higheft Tim¬ 
ber W3S to be let up, the Bonzes fhould 
have notice given them ; that they might 
cover the Idols, who, otherwife would 
be frighted to fee fo high a Fabrick rais’d 
and thus the Peafants might not lofe their 
Fttti'feivy^tbai is their Fortune. ThisSu* 
perftition exteuds even to the Structures 
of tbcCtinefes themfeIves,(tho’ notlook’d 
upon as altogether fo Fatal) none being 
permitted tobuild his Ho ufe higher than 
hh Neighbours, for fear of taking away

fVA/^ their Fanfclvy. In the Suburb of Canton, 
Ccrntilt, going into a Pagod, I law two live 
Snakes before the Idol, in a Bafon, to 
try thofe that were accus’d of Theft^ 
fo great is their Siiperfoition. They 
were to be laid on the Body of the Per- 
fon accus’d; if they Bit him, he was re¬ 
puted Guilty, if not, Innocent. They 
call this Pagoda Sm-KiM-rnlmu 
No Vaga- All Officers and Magiftrates purfue 
bonds. ' Robbers fev?iely, to make the Roads 
fafe, and take care to extirpate Vaga¬ 
bonds, Puijifhing them fcvereJy. The 
Blind, the Lame, and fuch like, have 
Employments found for them, according 
to their Ability. The Old and Difabled 
are Fed by the Emperor, who keeps 
too in every City, more orlefs accor¬ 
ding to its Greatnefs. This produces 
not only Peace and Quietnefs, but Plen¬ 
ty, becaufe all Men apply themfelves.to 
Tillage, and there is not a Foot lies 
Induftry. wafoe throughout the Empire. They rife 
fotne artificial Plows that can be drawn 
by one only Buffalo; and they Water 
the Land as Ingenioufly, drawing Water 
from the bottom of the River. Others 
get their Living by Filhing, not only with 
many and divers forts of Nets, Hooks, 
and Traps of Boughs placed in the Wa-

3 from whom they cannot Efcape, tho’ 

they were hid under the Sand. The Bird 
eats only the fmaileft, becaufe the cun¬ 
ning Chinefes put a Ring about its Neck, 
that it may not fwallow the great ones. 
Birdina. The Birds they catch in Nets, Snares, 
" “ ,iJ> and other Inventions. The wild Geefe 
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as cunning as they arc tofave tbemfclves, 
cannot efcape j for the better to deceive 
them, they keep certain floating Veflels 
upon the Waters they refbrt to, and 
when the Geefe are after fome Days well 
us’d to them, fo as not to be afraid, they 
make two Holes in them, and clapping 
them on their Heads, go up to the Neck 
in the Water, fo that thofe Veffels may 
foem to be ftill Floating, and thus draw¬ 
ing near to the Geefe, before accuHom’d 
to fee thofe things, draw them down by 
the Legs, and having catch’d as many as 
they can carry, come one of the Water. 

The Chinefe Judges, to deter the Peo¬ 
ple from committing Crimes, ufe to put 
the Body of the Party kill’d or murder’d 
in a Coffin, in the Houfc of the Murde¬ 
rer, till he Compounds with the Friends, 
This 1 law praffis’d upon Emanuel de 
Araujo, at Macao, becaufe a Servant of 
his being a Black of Mangiar Majfen, 
had kill’d a Chinefe, who provok’d him 
by for iking him over the Face with a 
Frog, which is a thing they hate. And 
tho’ Araujo had kill’d the Black, and of¬ 
fer’d to pay a thouland Tats, yet he 
could not prevail with the Kindred to 
Confent that the dead Body Ihould be 
taken out of his Houfe, The Chinefes , 
tho’ Idolaters, are not fuch Bigots as 
thofe on this fide Ganges \ for they eat 
Beef, Swines Flefh, Frogs, Dogs (which 
they are great Lovers of, and there are 
Shambles of them) and all forts of liv¬ 
ing Creatures. Nor do they make any 
foruple to Converfe, Eat, and con trad 
Affinity with Chrifoians. 


CHAP- HI. 

The Habit, Weapons, and Coin of the Chinefes. 


B Efore the Tartars rul’d, tile Chinefes 
wore their Hair long, winding it 
about on their Pole, as the Women do 
with us (but without making it into 
Trefles) making a large Role of it, 
through which they us’d to run large 
Stiver Bodkins, as well to bear it up as 
for Ornament} fo that there are foil! at 
Malaca , and other Places, fome of thefo 
ClsineCes who are tail’d "Hairy. But fince 
the Tartars Govern, they have been all 
commanded to cut it olf upon pain, of 
Death , and to go after the Tartar Falhion 
with their Heads Shav’d, and only a Tuft, 
asth e Mahometans wear it \ but ftill with 
this difference ; and the Chinefes wear it 
platted, or wreath’d, and fometimes 
hanging do-wn to their Heels. They^al- 


fo forbid their large Garments with wide 
Sleeves, to bring up the Tartar Faffiion ; 
which the Chinefes did, and do foil! bei- 
nouily Refent. 

The T anar Habit, now worn in Chi- Their 
na, is in Summer, a Maoxjt, or Cap in 
the lhape of a Cone curioufly made of 
Silk, or Indian Canes, and cover’d with red 
Horfe-Hair within it is lin’d with Taf- 
fety, and has a Knot to bind it under 
the Chin. In Winter they wear it of 
the fame Shape, but of Silk quilted with 
Cotton, adorn’d about the Edge with 
fine Furs, and cover’d with fhagg’d Silk 
infocad of Hair. It is generally Crimfon, 
and few wear it Blew, or Black: At the 
end, or point of it they fix a piece of 
Amber, or Glafs made of Rice. 


When 
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When they fay Mafs* and Admiaifter 
the Sacraments, all our Miflioners wear 
a black Cap, with four fquare Pieces 
hanging down from it to the Ears, of e- 
qual length, and becoming, and behind 
two Labels like thofe of a Bilhop’s Miter. 
This Fafhion being brought up by the 
aiuient Learned Cbinefes , the Fathers of 
the Society to diftinguifh themfelves have 
added upon every Square three Arches 
like Gates, made with a Gold Breed, 

Their Shirt is call’d KuazJuy and is La¬ 
ced under the right Arm on the iidcs, 
and under the Throat. It reaches down 
half way the Leg, with long narrow 
Sleeves. Over it they wear wide Bree¬ 
ches down to their Heels, which they 
call Ku-Zitty or Zevy r ty’d with a Silk 
Ribbon, at which, hangs the Purfe of 
Tabacco, the Handkerchief, Knife, and 
the little Sticks to eat with in a Sheath. 
But the Nobility wear a Silk Girdle with 
gilt Buckles, and Jewels. The Hofe they 
generally wear are of Silk, or Cloth of 
Silver, and call’d Vvau. 

The Nobility add to the Shirt (which 
ferves the mean Sort for a Veft) a long 
black Garment, call’d Paozjty of a Violet, 
or other Colour (with narrow Sleeves, 
which at the end have a little turning up 
like an Ear) which when Button’d from 
under the right. Arm down to the Feet, 
is girt with a filken Ribbon call'd Thy- 
zjt. Over this Garment they wear the 
Ciuytaoy which is exaflly like a Bi(hop’s 
Rochet, but without the little Hood, 
ar.d with wide Sleeves, and this is But¬ 
ton’d upon the Bread. The Learned 
wear it long, ordinary People Ihort, 
and the Tartars very Ihort. 

The Learned, who are carry’d about 
the Cities in Chairs, wear Buskins of 
Silk (inftead of Shooes) call’d Xivezu, 
of fevcral Colours. The common Sort 
who walk a-Foot have them of very fofc 
Leather, with the Soles full of Nails, 
to make them laft the longer, and keep 
out the Wet, for they ufe no Heels. 
The Shooes worn by Trading, and.in¬ 
ferior People are open without any Bind¬ 
ing, but clofe behind. They are made 
of Silk, of all Colours, with Soles of 
Stuff, and they are call’d Hiay. Both the 
Gentry and Commonalty of. both Sexes, 
ufe the Fan, or Scezjt and Umbrella, as 
well in Summer as Winter. 

The Women wear the fame Garment, 
but Button’d before the ' Bread, and 
draicer about the Neck for Decency, 
with the other of the fame Cut as men¬ 
tion’d above. Their Shooes differ from 
the Men's, in that they are clofc, and 
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with Heels. But their Head-drefs is 
mndfomc, beta ufe their Hair is gene¬ 
rally.Long, and Black, and they Anoint 
it with fever a I forts of Oil and Gums, 
to order it as they plead. On the Fore¬ 
head they make a Ron! or Bunch with a 
Email Iron wound about with Silk, which 
afterwards they cover with part of the 
loofe Hair, Alining with the Oil and 
Gum. With part of the red they make 
a Rolc.behind on the Foie, and what re- 
mains is divided into two Locks, which 
fa A gracefully upon the Neck, like 
Wings- In the Nor them Countries they 
wind the Flair behind the Head without 
Wreathing it, and then cover it with a 
thing like a little Did, omoufly made 
of Silk, and Embroider’d. In Peking 
they add a black Handkerchief wrapp'd 
round, becaufe of the viol cut Cold. The 
Maiddns, to didinguifh them from mar¬ 
ry ’d Women, cut off part of their Hair 
about their Forehead and Neck, leaving 
as it were a Fringe of it about two Fin¬ 
gers long. 

The Completion of the Cbinefes is Raton* 
White, like that of the Europeans, but oHheo'H* 
they differ in Features ; bccaufe their n ^ £! ’ 
feyes are generally Ana II and funk, and 
their Nofe tho‘ fmall feme what flat, yet 
not difagrecable. Their Beards are fo 
thin, that feme of them have not an 
hundred Hairs, which grow bn the bot¬ 
tom of the Chin, and upon the Lip; 
and if any happens to grow on the Cheeks 
they pull it off with Pincers, fo that the 
Beard is long, but very thin. This is 
the molt certain Sign to know an Euro¬ 
pean by among a thoufand Cbinefes^ and a 
Chine fe among as many Europeans. 

. The Women are generally Fair, Beau- WflBcn< 

tiful and more Couragious than the Men, . 

who are of mean Spirits. They value 
themfelves much upon the fmalnefs of 
their Feet (as Was Lid before) and the 
very old Women are fb Proud, that in 
fpight of Wrinkles in their Faces, they 
drefs their Heads with fine Flowers ; and 
Punifh themfelves at that Age to Boaft 
of fmall Feet. 

In War the Cbinefes carry Bows and Ar- Weapon* 
rows, and a long Sdmiter, which they 
wear the wrong way, with the Point 
forwards, inftead of the Hilt, and when 
they would draw it they give a Stroke 
upon the Point, which brings the Hilt 
forwards. Fire-Arms are us’d but lit¬ 
tle, but Muskets begin to be brought in 
Play, by the Emperor’s Order. In the 
Southern Provinces by reafon of their 
Commerce with Europeans y they have 
fome Fire-Locks feven Spans long, which 
B b b v carry 
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carry but a fmall Bulkt, and are rather 

CemdlL for Plea fa re, than any Life. They carry 

1G9O. the Scowrcr in the Barrel, fo that they 
cannot Fire upon occafioa ; nor can they 
Fire Sanding, but firctch’d out with 
their Belly on the Ground, fo retting it 
upon a thing like a Goat’s Horns, which 
ferve to take Aim by. 

Tho’ Cannon had been long found out 
in China-, yet it was not well Call, nor 
Proportion’d ; for which reafon the Tar¬ 
tar Emperor, at the beginning of his 
Reign, defigning to make ufe of it in his 
Wars again! the Eluth, or Wettern 
Tmars, caus’d it to be Caft again, and 
brought to Perfection by the Direction 
of F. Herbie ft, a Flemming of the Society 
of jefus ; for which Reafon he has been 
ever iince a Friend to the Jefuits. This 
Train is made ufe of in the Field, as 1 
obferv’d at Peking, for on the Walls of 
the Cities there were only a few fmall 
Sakcrs. 

Soldiery. The Chinefe Soldiery confitts of Horfe 
divided under eight Standards, each of 
an hundred Thoufand Men. To every 
Standard belongs a General, who is al¬ 
ways a petty King, or great Lord, and 
is call’d, General of thcGreenStandard, 
of the White, &c. as was laid elfewhere. 
There is a much greater Number in Gar- 
rifon along the great Wall, but molt of 
them are Chinefes become Tartars, the 
Imperial Tart ary not being able to fur- 
nifh fo great a Number of Soldiers. Sol¬ 
diery defeends from Father fo Son; for 
the Emperor does not only allow them 
competent Pay, according to their Qua¬ 
lity, but alfo Rice for the whole Family, 
the Horfe and Provender for him, with¬ 
out fparing, becaufe all comes from the 
Provinces, which pay it as Tribute, The 
petty Kings had Pay allow’d them to keep 
12000 Men, and maintain themfelvcs 
with the due Grandeur, bclides others 
they keep at their own Expences. 

Gold and Tho’ in China Gold be cheap mid ve- 

Sliver,and r y good; as well that which is taken 

Coin * out of Rivers at the full Moon, from the 


Trenches made in the Channels, as that 
which is brought in from the neighbour¬ 
ing Countries; yet they make no Mony 
of it, but pafs it by Weight. The fame 
happens with the Silver brought in by 
Strangers, efpedally that which comes 
from America. For this Reafon the Em¬ 
peror of China calls the King of Spain* 
the King of Silver; becaufe there being 
no good Mine of it in his Dominions, 
all they have there is brought in by the 
Spaniards ill Pieces of Eight, and is here 
reduced into Plates one quarter part fi¬ 
ner. In this they Pay the Emperor’s 
Taxes, which the Mandarines are to ga¬ 
ther of the Subje£is within their feveral 
Dittri&s. All this Silver remains bury’d 
for ever in the Emperor’s Treafury at 
Peking, and thofe of the rich Men of the 
Empire, for the Chinefes If and in need 
of nothing from Abroad. The way of 
receiving and paying is by cutting little 
bits of Silver, and weighing them in a 
little Scale call’d Teng-citt. They count 
by Leans, or Taes, as the PortugHefes call 
them, which is worth fifteen Car lines of 
Naples, or a Noble ; by Ciers (or Mas 
in Port aguefe,) which is the tenth part of 
the T aes ; and by Fttens, or Condorins the 
tenth part of the Mas. The fmall Brafs 
Coin is call’d Zien (or Chnppas) of which 
fourteen make a Fuen. Theft Chagpas 
have been brought up within thefe ten 
Years laft paft ; the Chinefes being fenfi- 
ble of the Lofs there was in cutting a 
bit of Silver to buy Fruit, or any thing 
of fmall Value. They have a fmall Hole 
in the middle to String them. They give 
a Thoufand, or eleven Hundred of them 
for a piece of Eight, according as they 
are bigger or lcffcr in feveral Provinces 
of the Empire. They are made of Tu- 
tmaga, a Metal peculiar to China, like 
Brais, with four Chinefe Characters on 
the one fide, which Compofe the Empe¬ 
ror’s Name, and two on the other, ex- 
prefling the Name of the City, or Court, 
where they are Coin’d. 


CHAP. IV. 

Funerals of the Chinefes.

Befides, it muft 
not be narrow, fo as only to hold the 
Body ; but large and (lately, and all the 
out fide of it V a mi fil'd, Carv'd, and A- 
dorn’d with- Gold, (if they are able) 
and they think it no Extravagancy to 
fpend fome hundreds of Crownsupon it, 
which in Ijirope would coll ten times as 
much, they that fell it perfwading them 
the Wood is brought from Parts very 
Remote, and that it is the mod tailing 
in the World. The dearer it colls the 
more they value it, placing it in their 
Bed-Chamber that it owy be always ia 
fight. 

Waccs of As for the fortunate Place, it is ap- 
Buml pointed by the Cunning and Super ftiti- 
ous Fortmie-Tellers •, for the moil part 
on the Bottom of Mountains , or in 
Places he nam’d in with Cyprefi-Trees, 
if there are no Mountains near, for no 
Man may be Bury’d within the City. 
When they have dug the Grave under 
Ground Arch’d, and lin’d with Plafter 
of Part* that the Rain Water may not 
fink through 3 they place about it Sta¬ 
tues of Men in a mournful Poftui'ey of 
Beafh of fcveral hinds, and other lad¬ 
ing Ornaments, be tides the large Stones, 
on which is Carv’d in excellent Langu¬ 
age all that can be faid in Honour of the 
dead Perfon. The Coffins of groat 
Men are placed In large Vaults, placing 
before them an Altar of white Marble, 
with a great Marble, Iron or Latten 
Candleflick , and about it other final I 
Ones of the fame Stuff! 

Ceremo- As fooa as the Father is Dead, the 
niesjuft Son in a raging Manner tears down the 
.ifter Curtains of the Bed, and with them co- 
Deatli. vers the Body, then he falls down with 
his Hair loo ft: 3 and foon after fends his 
Servants to the Kindred and Friends, 
giving them notice in Writing that he 
has loft his Father. And becaufe the 
Kindred and Friends fo notify d, are 
hound to come to pay the ufual Cere¬ 
monies in Honour of the dead Man, 
the greatdl Room is put into Mourn¬ 
ing, that is, with Mats, or w hite Hem¬ 
pen-Cloth, for that is the Colour of the 
Cbiritfe Mourning. The Body in the 
. mean while being wrap’d up dofe in 

two or three Pieces of extraordinary 
fine thin Silk, as Infants are fwath’d, 
they then put on its richeft Garment 
proper for the Seafbn, with the mark 
of his Degree, if he had any 3 then they 
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put it into the great Cheft or Coffin 3 
and having cover’d the bottom with a 
layer of Tlttz.au-, and then of other fweet 
Herbs over it, they cover the Coffin 
and Nail.it down dofe3 and chat no ill 
Scent may come through, they Hop up 
all the Chinks with Pitch, the Coffin be¬ 
ing alio all Pitch’d within. Being thus 
clos’d, they adorn it with Stars of Gold, 
and placing it at the upper End of the 
great,Hall, place on it the Pidlure of the 
dead Perfon done by the Life, and near 
it a Table with Perfumes and Lights. 

Then it is lawful for the Kindred and 
Friends that were Invited, to come ia 
and pay'the nfual Honours to the Party 
Deceas’d, and an Infcription over the 
Door invites all ohae pafs by to come in. 

The Son in the mean while ftands ia 
moft doleful Manner by the Coffin. He 
Is Habited in plain Hempen Cloth, and 
has a Cap of the fame oq his Head, his 
Feet w rap’d in Straw, courfe Cot ten 
Cloths about his Ears, and two Kings 
06 thick Hope on his Sides, the Ends 
haaging down to the Ground 3 and eve¬ 
ry part of this Mournful Equipage has 
its peculiar Form, according to the un¬ 
alterable Practice obfetv’d. There is a 
Printed Ritual which I have by me , 
where all the Formalities arc mention’d, 
which are proper to every Degree of 
Kindred, with the fcveral Qualities of 
Perfons fubjoind. As for the Son, all 
the expr effing of his Sorrow is not com¬ 
prehended in this doleful Appearance^ 

The firft Night he lies clofe hy the Cof¬ 
fin, nor does he for a long time after lye 
upon any other than a plain Straw Bed : 

All Dainties are Banifh’d his Table, and 
particularly all Fleffi. Inftcad of great 
rich Chairs, he makes ufe of poor mean 
Ones, and does other fiich like Peunan- 
ces, which after a Month, begin by de¬ 
grees to grow eafier and ealier. 

The Ceremonies the Perfons invited The 
are to perform in Honour of the Perfon Fricndv 
Deceas'd, are four profound Bows, and Cerrtno' 
as many Genuflexions, and Looping till m ” s ' 
the Forehead touches the Ground, burn¬ 
ing of Candles, Perfumes, and fome 
Gilt and Silver’d Paper. This is done, 
becaufe they believe the Soul in the other 
World will have as much real Gold to 
pay its Debts, and gain the Favour of 
the Guards that keep the Doors of the 
Prifons under Ground 3 fb that returning 
thence, fhe may come again into this 
World, and taking a new Body be Born 
again 3 and if good luck attends it, be¬ 
come a learned Man, which in Qnna is 
the higheft pitch of he nunc Felicity. 

B b b % The 
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Tile Kindred and Friends ufe to meet 3 
Gemelli. or 4 times together to pay this Honour 
1695, to the Dead, after which the Funeral 
'-''Y’O does not follow prefentty, but is put off 
for fome Months, and even to 3 Years; 
for fo long, and never lefs does the 
Mourning laft for a Father, in acknow¬ 
ledgment for fo many Years he carry’d 
his Soil a Child in his Arms. In the 
mean while the Body is kept in a Room, 
plac’d in honourable Manner. Till it 
is Bury’d there paffes not a Day but the 
Son Vifits, and Bows to it, keeping 
fome Perfume before it, and offering it 
Meat, which are afterwards given in 
Charity to the Priefts of the Idols, who 
are often call’d to pray over the Body. 
t , To conclude, when the Body is to be 
PrS- Bury’d, is a Matter that muft be ftrift- 
on. ly calculated, and judicially found out 
by the Mafters of that Science, who ac¬ 
cording to the Rules of Art, chufe out 
the molt fortunate and happy Day and 
Hour Heaven can pint out. When that 
is fix’d the Son again makes a folemn Invi¬ 
tation, of as many as poffible he can, 
to attend and honour his Father and him; 
and then they repeat thofe four Bowings, 
which the Chimfes are never tir’d with, 
nor have enough of. Then they fet out 
in Proceffion, Firft goes a Company of 
Drums, Pipes, and fuch like Inftruments; 
then follow the Figures of Elephants, 
and Tigers, and the Images of Men and 
Women famous in their Hiftory ; then 
lightly Pageants, as triumphal Chariots, 
Cattles, Pyramids and Banners; then 
Tablets, fome with rich Perfumes on 
them, others covered with Meat. Next 
comes a Gang of Priefts in their folemn 
Veftments, reciting their Prayers in a 
Tone like Singing. Then all the Kin¬ 
dred and Friends in filence and long 
Mourning Robes; laftly, the Coffin on 
a Beer carry’d by 20, 30, or more Men. 
Behind it the Sons looking Ghaftly and 
Poor after their late Pennance, as if they 
would fall down Dead at every Step. 
The whole Funeral Pomp is clos’d by 
the Women carry’d in Chairs, and tho’ 
not feen, fufficiently hear'd, they houl 
fo defperately. They go extreamly flow 
for the more State, and a great way, be- 
caufe the burying Places are remote from 
the Cities. Being arriv’d at it, the Ce¬ 
remonies are all repeated; Sweets, burnt 
Paper, and laftly, the Funeral Pageants 
are burnt, and then the Body is put into 
the Grot or Cave, which is clos’d up 
with a little Wall. Afterwards they go 
now and then to burn gilt Paper, Horfes 
and other Creatures made of Paper or 


Silk, before the Tomb: Fondly believ¬ 
ing the Paper is converted into Mony, 
and the counterfeit Beafts into live ones, 
coferve the dead Fctfon ; and therefore 
the Friends prefent the Son with Mony 
(as is us’d in Weddings) to defray this 
Ex pence. 

As the Sons are to wear Mourning M 
3 Years for a Father’s Death, fo are the ingi 
Wives for their Husband; but if the 
Wife dies the Mourning is but for 3 
Months. No Perfon of any condition 
whatfoever is exempt from this Duty; 
in fo much that when the Parents or 
Mandarines die, they are oblig’d to quit 
their Employments, as was faid before. 

This is the main caufe why Strangers Refpeft 
are undervalu’d by the Cbiflejes^s alfo for to the 
not propagating their Father’s Race. ’ Iomb ‘ 
For this reafon upon Difputes of Reli¬ 
gion, they have upbraided our Mifiio- 
ners with Ingratitude to their Predecef- 
fors, in forfaking their Tombs, and o- 
mitting to perform the due A£ts of Pi¬ 
ety to them Yearly, by going into fuch 
remote Parts. In China it is not allow’d 
to go out of the Empire, and the Son 
is accounted Infamous, and call’d Pttxyao , 
who goes away and leaves his Father’s 
Tomb. The Fathers Miffioners found 
a good Anfwer to flop their Mouths 
for ever; faying. They went thithir by 
Command to ferve God ; and that as the 
Tartars were not andntiful in leaving their 
Parents to come into China, fo neither were 
they who came to propagate Religion . This 
being fpoken in the prefence of a Tar¬ 
tar Mandarine , the Fathers were ap¬ 
plauded and faid to be in the right. To 
the end the Emperors Service might not 
be obftrufted by his Tartar Souldiers 
taking a Fancy to flay by their Parents 
Tombs, he order’d the Bodies to be 
burnt, and their Afhestobe brought to 
Peking , that their Ceremonies might be 
there perform’d. 

From this Refpeft Children pay to Honours 
their Parents after Death, proceeds an- after the 
other Duty, which is of keeping a Ta- Funeral - 
blet in the Houfe, on which are writ the 
Names of the Father, Grand-Father, 
and great Grand-Father, before which 
they burn feveral Perfumes, and fome of 
thofe Ropes made of the Barks of Trees 
pounded, before-mention’d. When the 
Father dies the great Grand-Father is 
taken away, the Father fucceeding in 
his Place, and fo from Generation to 
Generation. This Cuftom the Chinefe 
Chriftians cannot be broke of, which has 
produced a hot Concert between the Fa¬ 
thers of the Society of Jefus ) who main¬ 
tain 
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tain this may be tolerated among Ca- 
tholicks, as a mere AS of civil Wor- 
fhip to their Anceftorsy and the French 
Miffioners of the Clergy, the Domini¬ 
cans and others, who fay it is Idolatry’, 
and not to be allow’d to Chriftians \ a 
difference not yet decided by the holy 
Congregation to which it has been re¬ 
fold. 

Jt is alfothe Cuftom in China to erect 
a Temple for the whole Family y but 
this can only be done by fame Ferfon of 
Note, as a Mandarine of the Family. 
Thole that have fuch a Paged, place the 
Tablet with the dead Man’s Name there, 
to pay him their Veneration. The Year¬ 
ly Sacrifice all Perfons are oblig’d to Of¬ 
fer to their Anceftors, is differently us’d, 
according to the Quality of the Perfons ■ 
for the Emperor Sacrifices to feven of 
his Predcceffors, the petty Kings to five. 
Mandarines to three, and private Per¬ 
sons only to Father and Grand-Father. 
The Emperor ufes to honour Perfons or 
Quality at the Death of their Parents, 
writing two Letters, which comprehend 
the Virtues of the Party deceas’d, and 
thefe are placed in the Tomb y an Ho¬ 
nour he be (low’d at the Death of the 
Fathers Adamus and F trtsiej}-, of the So¬ 
ciety of Jefus y and Prefidents of the 
of- P-kith ana ticks in Peking. 

In thefe Sacrifices they (laughter 
Cows, Swine, Goats, Fowl, and other 
Things, which are Eaten by the Kin¬ 
dred and Friends, on the fame Moun¬ 
tain where the Tomb is. But if it be 
a Family that has a Pagod of its own, 
the Steward of the Revenue belonging 
to ic, is at all the Charge. There are 
always People in the Pagods, catting 
Lots after a fupcrftmous Manner, with 
certain Sticks made for that purpoft: y 
and if the Lot comes not lip the firft or 
fecond time to their Mind, they endea¬ 
vour .to appeafe the Idol with Prayers, 
and Sacrifices of Meat ready Drcfs’d , 
Fowl, Bread, Wine and other Things. 
At length they caft ft) long till they hit 
a Lotto pleafe them, and then thinking 
they are in Favour with the Idol, they 
burn by way of Thanksgiving, gilt Pa¬ 
per, and go home well pleas'd, eating 
the aforefaid Things merrily with their 
Kindred and Friends, 

For the better undevftanding of this 
Chapter, 1 have thought fit to iafert the

XTAvigation and the plenty of all 
Cemtlli. forts of Commodities found in a 

1696. Kingdom, are certainly the two Sources 
of Trade. China has thefe two in fuch 
a Degree, that no Kingdom can equal, 

Gold and miJc ^ excee ^ The Quantity of 

Oilier.' Gold is fo great in all its Provinces, 
that inftead of being converted into 
Coin, it is made a Commodity. Hence 
came the Proverb much us’d at Macao, 
Silver is the Bloody and Gold is a Commodi¬ 
ty . As for Silver, their Avarice and In- 
duftry in gathering of it, are as Antient 
as the Empire, and therefore the Quan¬ 
tity the Chinefes have gather’d muft 
needs be prodigious ; for all that once 
comes into the Country can never go 
out again, the Laws that prohibit it are 
fo fovere. It is rare in Europe to make 
Freftnts of 500 or rooo Crowns, but in 
China it is common to make them of 
1000, 10, 20, 30, and+oooo. particu¬ 
larly at Court many Millions are fpent 
in Gifts, This happens becaufo there 
is no Prefidenclhip of any City, but colts 
feveral thoufand Crowns, and fome- 
times 20, or 30000. and other Inferi- 

Bribery. or imploymerits proportionably. He 
that will be Viceroy of a Province, 
mult before he is put in Pofleffion, pay 
30 or40000,and fometimestfo or 70000$ 
not that the Emperor receives the Mo- 
ny, or knows any thing of it; but be- 
caufe the Governoursof the Empire, the 
Colaos, or Connfellors of State, and the 
fix Sovereign Courts in Peking, fell all 
Employments under-Hand. They who 
by theft: means come to be Viceroys, or 
Mandarines of Provinces, to Reimburfe 
themftlves, receive Prefents from the 
Prefidents of their Cities, thefe from 
the Prefidents of Towns and boroughs; 
and all of them grow Rich upon the 
fpoils of the poor People. Hence comes 
the common Proverb in China , That the 
King without blowing any thing of it, ex- 
pofes his People to as many Butchers , Mur¬ 
derers , Hogs, and hungry Wolves , as he 
creates neve Mandarines to Govern them . 
There is certainly no Viceroy, or Vifitor 
of Provinces, who after he has been 3 
Years in his Employment, does not car¬ 
ry home, 6 or 7 hundred thoufand, and 
fometimes a Million of Crowns. By this 
it appears, that tho’ in regard of the 
natural Inclination, and infatiable Ava¬ 
rice of that Nation, there be but little 


Silver in China ; yet confidcring its 
Wealth in it feif, there is no Kingdom 
can cope with it. 

Thereare in China abundance of Cop- 
per. Iron and Tin Mines, and of all 0- 
ther Metals; but molt of the Copper, 
and therefore they caff fo many Guns, 
fuch abundance of Statues, and Vetfcls 
of feveral forts. There is no Memory 
that ever Paper Mony was us’d there, as 
Marcus Polus writ; but only feveral A- 
ges fince the Emperor paid his Son Idlers 
half in Mony, and half in Notes, call’d 
Chao, which afterwards return’d to the 
Emperor. 

The Silk and white Wax of China are 
two things that deforve to be taken no- ilfc 
tice of. The firlt of them is the belt in 
the World, and there is fuch plenty of 
it, that the Antients call’d China the 
Kingdom of Silk. The Moderns find 
this by Experience, becanfe feveral Na¬ 
tions of Ear ope, Afta and America , car¬ 
ry thence a valt Quantity every Year 
both Wrought and Raw, in fuch a Mul¬ 
titude of Caravans and Ships that it is 
wonderful. Beiides it is an iucreaiuit 
Quantity of plain Silks and others 
wrought with Gold and Silver, that is 
confum’d within the Country it felf. The 
Emperor, petty Kings, Princes, and 
great Men, with all their Servants even 
to Footmen ; the Mandarines Eunuchs, 
Learned Men, Citizens, almoll: all the 
Women, and the fourth part of the reft 
of Mankind, wear Silk upper and un¬ 
der Garments. In fine, the great plen¬ 
ty may be conceiv’d by the 375 Boats, 
ftnt by only the two Provinces of Nan¬ 
king and Chekiang every Year to Court 
loaded with all lores of wrought Silk ; 
beiides the rich and coll I y Garments for 
the_ Emperor, Emprefs, the Princes 
their Children, and all the Court Ladies. 

To which mult be added the great 
Quantity the Provinces pay the Empe¬ 
ror every Year as well Wrought as 
Raw, by way of Tribute. This Silk is 
of two forts, the Natural, which is 
call’d Kien, and the Artificial. The 
Natural is made by Worms in the Fields 
and upon Trees, which they gather and 
Spin, but it is not fo good. The Artifi¬ 
cial is made after the fame manner as in 
Europe ; feeding the Worms with Mul- 
bery Leaves for 40 Days. The belt is 
that of Nanking and Chekiang, I have 
of both forts. As 
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As for the Wax it is the fin eft and 
whiteft that may be, tho’ of Bees ; and 
there is fuch plenty as ferves the whole 
Empire. Several Provinces produce it, 
but that of Huquam exceeds all the 0- 
thers, as well inQuantity, as WhiteneB. 
It is gather’d in the Province of Xan - 
tmg upon little Trees; but in that of 
Httquam upon large ones, as big as thofe 
of the Indian Pagods, or Chefnut-Trees 
in Europe. The way Nature has found 
to produce it, to us appears ftrauge e- 
nough. There is in this Province a Crea¬ 
ture, or lafed of the btgnefs of a Flea, 
fo lharp at Stinging, that it not only 
pierces the Skins of Men and Beafts, but 
the Boughs and Bodies of Trees. Thofe 
of the Province of Xantung are much va¬ 
lu’d ; where the Inhabitants gather their 
Eggs from the Trees, and carry them 
to led in the Province of Huquam. In 
the Spring, there come from theft Eggs 
certain Worms, which about the begin¬ 
ning of the Summer they place at the 
foot of the Tree, whence they creep 
up fpreading themfelves wonderfully o- 
ver all the Branches. Having placed 
themfelves there they gnaw, pierce and 
bore to the very Pith, and their Nou- 
rifhment they convert into Wax as white 
as Snow, which they drive 001 to the 
mouth of the Hole they have made, 
whefe it remains congeal’d in drops by 
the Wind, and Cold. Then the Owners 
of the Trees gather it, and nuke it into 
Cakes as we do, which are fold all about 
China. 

The Chinefes ufe forne little Wool, 
only in Blankets for Beds; for in their 
Cioaths, the Commonalty wear Cotton 
quilted with the fame; and the Nobility 
in W inter Line theirs with feveral forts 
of Furs of great Value, which is alfo 
us’d by the Women, efpedally in the 
Northern Provinces and Court of Peking. 
When the Emperor appears in Publick, 
in the Royal Hall (which is done four 
times a Month) the four Thonfind Man- 
darines , who come to pay their Refpects 
to him, are ali cover’d from Head to 
Foot with coftly Sables. Generally all 
the Chinefes do not only line their Boots, 
and Caps, but even their Saddles, their 
Benches, Chairs and Tents. 

The common Sort that are able, 
Cioath themfelves in Lamb Skins, and the 
poorer Sort in Sbeep Skins, fo that there 
is no Body in Peking in Winter, but 
what then is clad in Skins ; and fome 
of them are fo Rich that they coft two, 
three, or four hundred Crowns. 

As for Flefh, FiJh, Fruit, and ocher 


ProviliOflS, it is enough to fay they have Provifi 0 ^ 1 
ail thofe forts we have in Europe, and 
many more that we have not; and the 
Plenty appears by the finall Price they 
bear. The Chinefe Language, as alfo their 
Writing being very Laconkk ; they Ex- 
prefs almoft all thefe Things with fix 
Letters, or Syllables. The two firft are 
V-co, Jignifying the five principal forts 
of Grain, that is, Rice, Wheat, Oats, 

Millet, Peafe and Beans; to which may 
be added feveral forts of Pulfe; as Kid¬ 
ney Beans, Fitches, and Tares. Two 
others arc Lo-hio , exprelfing fix forts of 
Flefh of tame Cattle, which are the 
Horfe, the Ox, the Hog (which is won¬ 
derful good) the Dog, the Mule, and 
the Goat. The two laft are Pe-ep<o, fig- 
nifying an hundred forts of Fruit; as 
Pears (and among the reft one particu¬ 
lar fort call’d Gogavas) Apples, Medlars, 
a fort of fofc Apples, Peaches, Grapes, 

Oranges, Walnuts, Chefmits, Pomegra- 
nets, Citrons, Lemmons, another fort 
of Apples they have in Italy, but the 
Author lays thofe in China are not lb 
good, Pine-Apples, Piftachos, and G-* 
thers. 

There are feveral forts peculiar to 
the Country, as Indian Figs, Ananas, 
and others common to Afia elfewhere 
deferib’d. One they call Vivas, is alto¬ 
gether peculiar to China ; when ripe it is 
yellow as to Colour, as to tafte Sweet 
and Sower, but only the Juice of it is 
fwallow’d. There are alfo three other 
Fruits of a moft excellent Tafte. One 
call’d Naichi, or Lickie (by the Porttt - 
gnefes Lichias ) fhap’d like, and as big as 
a Walnut, with a thin Rind like the 
Scale of a Fifh. Before it is ripe it is 
Green, and when ripe draws towards 2 
Carnation, the Tafte delicious, and fo 
much priz’d by the Chinefes, that they 
keep it dry. The Tree is as high as a 
Pear-tree. The fecond ( by the Portu- 
g/tefes call’d Lmgans ) is fweet and round 
like the Lichia, but of a greenifh Colour, 

The Tree is very thick of Leaves, and 
bears the Fruit like bunches of Grapes; 
but frefh gather’d and dry it is admira¬ 
ble Pleafant. The third, call’d SeyzM , 
is a Fruit in fhape and colour like an 
Orange, but with a thin finooth Rind ; 
its Tafte moft Lufcious, and has little 
Kernels within it like Piftachoes. It is 
eaten Green, and dry Candy’d ; butcare 
mult be taken not to eat any Crabs after 
it, for that would caufe moft dangerous 
Flaxes. The Spaniards, when they re¬ 
turn from Manila to New Spans, carry 
conlidcrable quantities of them Candy’d. 

The

fa, or The Herb 7 m, or Chia, being the 

ctij. nioft valu’d Drink among the Cbintfes, as 
Chocolate is among the Spaniards ; be¬ 
es u ft there is no Vilit where they do not 
ufe a great quantity of it, we will there¬ 
fore fay foineching of it. Tho’ it has 
the name of an Herb, yet the Leaves 
are gather’d from little Troes, which arc 
not of equal value in every Province, but 
that is bell which grows in the Province 
of Chiekiann, in the Territory of the 
City Hvcbikca. In Summer they bear a. 
Flower, that has a pretty Scent, but the 
Leaves muff, be carefully gather’d in 
Winter. Fivft they are a little heated 
in a Caldron over a gentle Fire; then 
they are laid upon a fine Mat, and turn’d 
with the Hands ; then they are fet over 
the Fire again til! they are thorough dry, 
and laftlv they are put into Wooden, or 
Tin Vellels, that they may not Evapo¬ 
rate, and be preferv’d from Mo (ft me. 
When they would make ufe of it, they 
put it into a Pot, and pour boding Wa¬ 
ter over it, which extends, and makes 
them Green as they were at firft, and 
the Water takes a pleafant Scent, and a 
Tafte that is nocdiiagreeable, efpccially 
when the Leaves tarn it Green. There 
is fijeh Variety, and fo many forts of this 
Herb, and the difference of its Virtue, 
that there is (ome of it fold for about 

_ ten Pence a Pound, and lame for ten 

Shillings. One fort makes the Water of 
a Gold Colour, another Green ; and as 
for the Tafte fome make it bitter. The 
befl of it is very dear. The Chintfa at¬ 
tribute it to this Herb, that neither the 
Gout, nor Stone are known in their Em¬ 
pire. They fay, that taken after Din¬ 
ner, it prevents Indigeftioa, and takes 
away ail Crudities from the Stomach ; 
it helps Concoftion, prevents Drunken- 
nefs hindring the Fumes of Wine £0 fly 
up to the Head; takes away all the un- 
eaiinefs of a Surfeit, drying lip, and Ex¬ 
pelling all fuperfltious Humours-, and 
helps ftudions Perfbns that defirc to 
Watch. The Plant and Leaf may be 
fecn in the Cut. 

Rtibicb.. _ There is alto Rubarb in China, efpe- 
cially In the Provinces of Smhuen, Xtnfy, 
and in the Country about Sochuu, 3 City 
not far diftant from the great Wall. 
This Plant grows in moiil Places, and 
upon a fort of reddifh Ground. The 
Leaves 3 re generally two Spans long, 
downy, and narrow at bottom. The 


Stem rifts 3 Foot, and bears Flowers 
like large Violets, which prefs’d yield a 
whitilh Juice, of a Noiforne, unplealant 
Scent. The Root is fometimes three 
Foot long, and as thick as a Man’s Arm * 
within it is Yellow, with fome reddifh 
Veins, from which flows a viftous Juice, 
of a Yellow inclining to Red. The time 
of gathering it is all Winter til! May, 
before the Leaves bud out; becaufe in 
Summer it is Light, and Porous, and 
without that vifeous Juice, wherein its 
Virtue confifts. When gather’d they- 
take away the Beards, and cut it into 
bits, which they lay on a Board* and 
turn three or four times a Day, that 
they may not lofe, hut fuck in their 
Juice. Four or five Days after they 
String them, to dry in the Wind, in a 
Place where they may not be expos’d to 
the Sun, becaufe Experience has fbewn 
that makes them lofe their Virtue. This 
Root when frelh is bitter in the higbeft 
degree. The Gbmtfes call it Tay~buam, 
that is. Yellow enough. 

In China, the Melons of all forts are Herbs, 
extraordinary good, as are the Pomp ions, 
Cucumbers, Turnips, and Radilhcs ; 
there is no want of good Cole worts, 

Fennel, Onions, Gai licks, SmaJIage, Bor- 
rage, and other Herbs we have in Eu¬ 
rope but thofe that are pcculinc.ro thym 
are more plentiful and better. Oneis 
call’d Llncbio , which grows near the * 
Water, and produces a fortof Fruit with 
two Horns, tender enough, and tafts like 
an Almond. An Herb they call Ptzx*y± 
is very Savoury boil’d. There are alfo 
Pot at as, and other nourifhing Roots. 

As for Flowers there are abundance, Flowers* 
and very Beautiful, cfpecklly Tuberofir, 

Of our forts they have Gi Hi flowers, Ro- 
fes, jafinin, and others. Thofe peculiar 
to the Country arc more for Show than 
Scent, ancl. they fet them between the 
rows of Bricks in their Courts, to make 
fine Walks. They plant them in Spring; . 
in two Months they grow a Yard high, 
and laft four or five Months. They are 
of feveral forts, but the bdt call’d JG* 

<\mn, and Lanjinayz. The firft; is like a 
Velvet in feveral fbapes and colours. 

The fecond is not properly a Flower, 
but the iaft Leaves ou the top of the 
Plant are fo variouflyand beautifully co¬ 
lour’d, that they are valu’d beyond any 
Flower. 

All forts of Game is plentiful enough, Game of 
efpecialiy about the Court in the three all fort's 
Winter Months; and accordingly in fe¬ 
veral Markets deflgn’d for this purpofe, 
there are rows two Musket Shota in 

length 
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c^KS\ length of feveral forts of four-footed and 
Gemelti. winged Creatures Sanding upon their 
t6g6. Feet* fo hard frozen that it preferves 
them from Corruption- There are three 
fpecies of Bears , the fir ft call’d by the 
Chinejes Gin-tiium , that is, Mail Bear j 
the fecond Keu-fJiam, Dog Bear ; and 
the third Cba-Hium, or Hog Bear, be- 
caufc of fome fnch refemblance in the 
Head and Paws. Bears Feet well drefs’d 
are much valu’d in the Chintfe Feafts; 
and their Fat is a great Dainty among 
theTartars, who Eat it Raw, mix’d with 
Honey. There is alfo great plenty of 
all other forts of wild Bealls \ as feveral 
fpecies of Deer, red and fallow. Tigers, 
wild Boars, Eiks, Leopards, Rabbits, 
wild Cats, and Rats, and others. 

Wild As for wild Fowl, there is a prodigi- 

ftiwl.. ous quantity of Phealants (as there is al¬ 
fo in Tartary) they being fold for five 
Grabs of Naples Mony a-piece, Partrid¬ 
ges, Quails, Geefe, Cranes, and Ducks. 
There are Daws very remarkable for 
their Feathers , for whereas all others 
are Black, thofe in China have white 
Breads and Necks, But they are not good 
to Eat. In Singing the Chinefe Nigh tin- 
gal out-does ours in Europe , and the Ca¬ 
nary Birds i its Note is fo Harmonious, 
Sweet- and Loud, and it runs fuch Di- 
vilion, as Tf it had learnt to Sing. It 
is three times as big as ours, but of 
the lame Colour; they call it Sayu. An 
other Bird call’d Smxo Sings well enough. 
It has two white round Spots under the 
Eyes, and all the red of the Body Black. 
The Martinbo, as the Portuguefes call him, 
is another Bird to be kept in a Cage, of 
which we have fpoke in the third Vo¬ 
lume. 

Deltciouf- All that vaft Trad of Land (as lies 
nets of the under fo many Degrees, we faid in ano- 
Counrry. ther Place China extended to) for the 
pleafantnefs of the Soil, the plenty of 
Fruit, and excellent Improvement, looks 
like one continu’d Garden. This falls 
out fo becaufe none of it lies under the 
Torrid Zone, except the extream Parcs 
of the Province ot Canton and Qttanfi, 
which reach beyond the Tropick. The 
reft is all within the lower half of the 
Temperate Zone yet fo as in the Pro¬ 
vinces of Peking and Scianji they enjoy 
all thofe Advantages the molt Northern 
Countries abound in \ for the Winter 
lads much longer than is ufual in bare 
forty Degrees of Latitude. What by 
the Extremity of the Cold, and the Na¬ 
ture of the Water, from the middle of 
November, the Ice is fo thick, anddrong 
on the Rivers and Lakes, that it bears 
Vol. IV. 


Hot ics and Carts^ and does not Thaw 
till after February. Thus China as far aS 
may be Advantagious to it, enjoys all 
the feveral Climates,, without the Bar¬ 
barity ot the one Extreme, or the too 
much Luxury of the other. It is not all 
Plain, nor all Mountainous , but part 
one, part the other, in fuch proportion 
as is no Jcfs Beautiful than Profitable. 

For the moll part there are rnoft deligho 
tul final! Hills, every where Till’d * tho’ 
there arc jdppiminesj or vail Mountains 
in every Province ; and Groves of ex- 
cellent Trees, for the finelt Carving and 
for the common life of Building. Yet 
the bed part of the Mountains is Till’d , 
for the Chinefes being all intent upon 
Tillage, level the deep Parts, and make 
Fields to Sow; nor do they want for 
Inventions and Engbs to convey the 
Water np to the Tops of Mountains, or 
other Places that want it with Eafe. 

Thefe Mountains are mod delightful to 
behold at a didance, being all cut as b 
were in Steps from the bottom to the 
top. As for Plains, there are fome fo 
large, that to fhew their Extent it is 
enough to lay, there is one that reaches 
from Nanking to Peking, for feveral hun¬ 
dred Miles, without one foot of Land 
either barren by Nature, or for want of 
Improvement. The innumerable Mul¬ 
titude of People forwards this Work j 
to Maintain whom, all the Produd of 
fo vad a Country lb well improv’d is 
little enough. And it is fo Fruitful na¬ 
turally, that there are two Harvefis in 
a Year j and whilft they Reap they Sow 
again. Yet the Land does not wear out, 
but grows more Fruitful, and yields 
plentiful Crops \ infomuch, that among 
the red: it is faid of the Province of Sci- 
ammg. That one Year’s good Harvcft: 
will keep it ten Years, and longer. 

This makes it feem very Arrange to the 
Chinefes , to hear that our Land produ¬ 
cing but once a Year grows Birren ; and 
much more that we mud let it lie Fallow 
a Year to recover it felf. 

Tho’ China be water’d by abundance Whole- 
of Rivers, and Canals, and fupply’d feme Air. 
with many Lakes and Pools * yet the 
Air is generally very Healthy, and their 
Sealbns areas Regular as in Europe. The 
Northern Provinces arc extream Cold, 
the Southern Hot, the others Temperate. 

’Tis true, That in the Southern Parts 
at fome times there blows fuch a pefti- 
lential Wind, that it deftroys very ma¬ 
ny but they have a powerful Antidote 
to fecurc themfclves againft it v which is, 
certain Rings of Tumbaga, worn by the 
C C c Port a-

CHAP. VI. 

The Original of the Eaftern Tartars* their Settlement m ihv Throne of China 
and the Wars that enf/M thereupon, in the Empire. 


The Km- r T"’HEOriginalofthelePrinces isfb ob- 
error’s J. fairc, that whofoever has under- 
l’fldcgree. taken to give an Account of it, has run 
into Fables. They had their beginning 
in this Age, from a foiall head of a Hord, 
or Captain of Out-laws, or wandring 
Tartar^ whofe Name was Tien-mim ; 
on whom, as H iltorians write, the Em¬ 
peror Tan'-lU beftow’d the Government 
of the Valley of Alone hen, and the ad¬ 
jacent parts, upon condition he Ihouid 
Defend it againft the Eaftern Tartars, 
who were divided intofeven fmatl Prin¬ 
cipalities. Tieu-mim dyi ng, in the Year, 
1628, his Son Tkn-mm, continu'd the 
War till his Death, which was in 1534, 
Cttm-tc Son to Titn-cttm, being call’d in 
by the Chinefts to their afttftartcc, almoft 
compleated the Conqueftof China t, but 
dy’d in 1644 before Ire was fctled in the 
PoSeflion. His Son Xan-chi, at Ex Years 
of Age, was receiv’d as Emperor at 
Peking, and dy’d in 1661, leaving for 
his SiTcceflbr, his Son Cam-hi, who now 
Reigns. 

r Before we give an Account bowthefe 

' ' princes obtain'd the Crown of China, it 
Is to be obferv’d, that Tart ary (which 
contains all the North part of Afta) is 
by the Cinntfes divided into the Eaftern 
and Weftern. The Inhabitants of them 
both, for the moft part live wandring 
np and down with their Cattle, and in 
Tents * but the Weftern arc without all 
companion the moft Powerful, poilef- 
fing all the Country lying between 
the fur theft part of die Province of Pe¬ 
king , and the Frontiers of the Mogul, 
Ferfia, and Mufcovy. The Eaftern Tar¬ 
tary reaches from the Province of l.eao- 
tung Eaft ward, beyond Japan , and con¬ 
tains the Countries of Niuche, Weft of 
Corea ■, Ni a than. North of Niuche j Tupy, 
Eaft of Niuche 3 the Country of Trfo, 
North Eaft oi Japan, and Eaft of Tupy. 
Thefc Countries are Poor,and iltpeopled; 
there being in them, only 2 or 3 lictleGi- 
tks, and all the reft Wild,either Woods, 


or Mountains. Yet thefe Tartars are 
fear’d when they are united, becaufe they 
are hardy, as being Born in a lharpCli¬ 
mate, and us’d to be always on Horfe- 
back, either for Hunting, or War. They 
made themfelves known by their Incur- 
fions into China, above 200 Years be¬ 
fore the Birth of Clirift, but in the 12 
Century, they poflefs’d themfelves of 
the Provinces of Ltaotung, Peking, Xtn- 
f, and Xar.tuvg. The Predeceffors of 
the Tartar Prince now Reigning in Chi¬ 
na, were fo far from ever being Matters 
of the Eaftern Tartary, that they were 
never Lords of the Country of Niuche * 
for as has been faid there were 7 feverai 
Princes. And F. /tdamus jvywa^thjT- 
Tien- ami. Great Gandfathcr to the Kir- ■ ( 

peror now Reigning, when he entred * \ 
China, bad but 8000 Souldiers; which 
afterwards foddenly inacas’d, the reft 
of the Eaftern Tartars rnnning ia to 
him,and an innumerable Multitude of the 
Weftern 3 being all allur’d, rather by 
the Store of Booty, than the Fame 
of bis Vifiories. 

Having promis’d thus much, it re- Great Re . 
mains now to {hew how the Eaftern 7 V- belli on. 
tar, poftefs’d themfelves of the Empire 
of China , which was thus. During the 
Reign of the Family Mint, the ftrength 
of the Empire being employ’d, upon fe- 
airing the Frontiers next to Tartary 
eight Captains of Robbers, took the 
Field, and in a Ihort time rais’d eight 
Armies. Thcfe contending among them- 
fclvestor the Sovereignty, reduc’d them- 
fclVes to two, the ones Name was Li, 
the others Cham * who feparating Chan. 
took the way of the Weftern Provin¬ 
ces of Sitchiien and Huquam, and Li of 
the Northern. He having fecur’d the 
Province of Xenji, laid Siege to the 
Metropolis, of the Province of Henan-, 
and having rais’d it the firft time with 
Lofs, return’d to it the fecond, with a 
greater Power *, and yet the Befieg’d 
held out bravely fix Months, being 

brought 
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brought for want of Pro vilions to eat 
Gem (Hi, Man’s Flelh. At length the Emperor’s 
1 696. Army, came to their Relief, and cut- 
L/VNJ ting the Banks of the River, to drown 
the Rebels, inftead of them drowned 
the City, and in it 300000 Souls, at the 
latter end of Ottober, 164.2. In the. 
mean time, Li having polfefs’d himfeif 
of all this Province, and that of Xenfi, 
firft put to death the Govcrnours of 
them, and then dealt gracioufly with the 
People, eating them fo generonfly from 
Taxes, that many of the Emperor’s 
Sonldiers came to ferve under him. 
Then Li from a Captain of Robbers, 
took upon him the Title of Emperor, 
and entring the Province of Peking, 
march’d direftly to the Court, whither 
he had before fent feveral Traitors his 
Confidents, to debauch the People, and 
draw them to his Party, and was there¬ 
fore furc of admittance; as well on Ac¬ 
count of the confiderable Party he had 
within, as becaufe of the Difcord be¬ 
tween the Minifters and Eunuchs. In 
Peking was a Garrifon of 70000 Men, and 
yet three days after Li came before it, 
the Rebels opening the Gates,he march’d 
in with 300000 Men, and took his way 
dircffly to the Emperor’s Palace; who 
without knowing any thing of what had 
fcap^d, was mortifyiDg himfeif with 

/ faffing, among his Btmz.es. Perceiving 
by the Hidden approach of the Enemy, 
that he was betray’d on all Hands; heat- 
tempted with 600 armed Men to rufh 
out at the Gates, and die Honourably ; 
but being forfaken by them all, who 
lik’d not the Refolution of dying, he re¬ 
turn’d to the Palace, and retiring into 
the Garden, writ thefe Words on the 
Emperor Hem of his Garment. My own Subjetts 
hangs have betray'd me , do with me as you think 
himfeif. ft, provided you do not hurt my People. 

Then taking a Dagger, he endeavour’d 
to kill a Daughter he had at Womans fi¬ 
liate, that fhe might not fall into the 
Hands of the Robbers; but flie avoid¬ 
ing the Blow, and being hurt in the 
Arm, fell down in a Swoon. At length 
the Emperor throwing a Scarf about his 
Neck, hang’d himfeif, at the Age of 
3<S, and with him the Empire, and all 
the Family to the number of 80000, all 
Perifh’d by degrees. The chief Colao 
following his Example hang’d himfeif, 
as did the Emprels and the Faithful Eu¬ 
nuchs. The Emperor’s Body being fought 
after the next Day, was found acciden¬ 
tally ; and being carry’d before the U- 
furper fitting on the Throne, was con¬ 
temptibly us’d. The Emperor’s E'deft 
Yob IV. 


Son being Fled, lie caus’d the two Youn¬ 
ger to be Beheaded, and having Slain all 
the Minifters, abandon’d the City to die 
Fury and Lull: of his Army. 

Confideriug the nliferable end of this cbf 
Family, it feenis to have made good the Farm* 
faying in the Book of Wifdorn, In the If a 
fame that he Sins, in the fame fall he be 
Punif'd. Becaufe from the common fort 
it rais’d itfelf to the Throne, through 
the Induftry of one of his Fore*-fathers, 
who from a mean Servant to the Bonzes, 
becoming a Captain of Robbers, put 
down the Family Ivin of the Weil cm 
Tartars , which had rul’d 89 Years, and 
let up the Family Alim, which conti¬ 
nu’d in the Throne, during the Reigns 
of 21 Emperors, for the (pace of 276 
Years, till another Captain of Robbers 
utterly deftroy’d it. 

In the mean while Li, leaving 3 fufK- Bra very of 
cient Garrifon in Peking, prepar’d to a Ctmfe 
give Battle to the General Vfanauey, General, 
who had the Supreme Command ot the 
chinefe Army, confining of < 5 oc00 Men , 
and was employ’d in the Province of Le- 
aotung , againft the Tartars, He advan¬ 
ced to attack the City, where finding 
Vfan-quey , who defended it bravely, he 
caus’d his Father to be brought before 
the Wall, threatning to put him to a 
molt cruel Death, if he did not Surren¬ 
der the City. Vfan-Cjuey, being on the 
Wall in that Condition, knelt down and 
begg’d his Father’s Pardon, telling him, 
he ow'd a greater Duty to his King and 
Country than to him , and that it was bet¬ 
ter to die , than to live SubjeB to Robbers . 

The Father commended his Son’s gene¬ 
rous RefolutioD ; and willingly bowing 
his Neck was put to Death, 

Vfan-quey to Revenge the Emperor’s rerun 
and his Father’s Death, fent a Solemn call’d in. 
Embafiy to the Tartar Cam-tt, with con¬ 
fiderable Prefents, inviting hi m to march 
with his Army againft the Ufurper ; up¬ 
on condition concerted between them. 

He flew, rather than march’d with 60000 
Men into China, and foon caus’d the 
Siege to be rais’d with iofs to the Be- 
fiegers, Li hereupon return'd to Court; 
where not thinking himfeif fafe, feiz- 
ing the Treafures, and firing the City, 
and Palace, he fled with his Army into 
the Province of Xenfi, always purfu’dby 
the Enemy. 

In the mean while, the Tartar King nut-fig 
Cum-te dy’d, after having conquer’d the yaungTar- 
gr eat eft pan of China ; leaving aSonun- 
dcr Age his Heir, and the Government tor ‘ 
of the Empire to Amavam a Petty King 
his Brother. The Chinefes were in 
Gcc % hopes 
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hopes chat the Tartars loaded wi th l oo- 
ey would return home, hut weie ioou 
undeceiv'd, for they corning to Peking 
refus'd to go any further, frying the J^* 
pi re was due to their Valour. 1 bus 
the Infant but fix Years of Age, yet in¬ 
fer than could be expeded at that Age; 
entred the City in lriumph, being re- 
ciev’d with the Applaufe of the People, 
who placing him on the Throne, lainc- 
cd him Emperor, crying. Long live Van- 
fuy, Vanfuy (that is ten and ten thou- 
iand Years) which is the dual cry upon 
conferring the E rapite- Xm-chl was the 
Founder of this new Imperial Family, 
which in the 'Tartar and Chbiefe Lan¬ 
guages, is call’d Tai-chim, that is, of 
Great Purity, and began to Reigu m 

1 6 vjan-quey (who is thought to have 
Slain the Ufurjper Li , in Battle) per¬ 
ceiving too late, that to drive away the 
Dog, he had brought the Lion into the 
Empire, receiv’d of the Tartar, the Dig¬ 
nity of a Petty Ring, and the Title of 
Pi,r)ft, that is, of Pacifyerof the Weft, 
and had the City of Singun, Metropolis 
of the Province of Xenfi, affign’d him 
for his Refidence, 

The Tartar having fubdu’d the Nor- 
them Provinces, beru bis Thoughts and 
his Power againft the Southern; laying 
Siege to the Metropolis of Nanking, 
where Hu-quant, Nephew to Tan-he, 
had caus’d himfelf to be Proclaim d Em¬ 
peror. This uuhappy Man was taken, 
and carry’d to Peking, where he was 
Strangled, together with Cum-eUm the 
late Emperor’sEldeft Son. Nanking ta¬ 
ken, the Tartars proceeded to the Siege 
of the Metropolis of Chekiang ; where 
Lev am a Petty King had refus’d the Ti¬ 
tle of Emperor. He feeing the City at¬ 
tack’d by the Tartar, to prevent the 
Slaughter of his People, kneeling on the 
Wall, fpoke thefc Words to his Ene¬ 
mies. Do with me as you pleafe ; / offer 
my lelf a Sacrifice for my People. Having 
fpoke thefc Words, he went out and 
deliver’d himfelf to the Tart art, Which 
Ad of Companion, tho’ it fav’d not his 
Life, yet it fav’d the City and Inhabi¬ 
tants. The Siiccefs was various in the 
Provinces of Pokiest, Ouantung, and Quam- 
fr, in the Northern, they happily redu- 
ced the two Cktytft Generals, Ho and 
Kiavt, by fovving Dilcord among them. 

In the Weftcrn Parcs and Province of 
Suchum, another Famous Captain of 
Robbers, made molt difmal havock. 
His Name was Cnam-hien-chum, by ano¬ 
ther Name the Nero of China, and a 


Devil incarnate. Be after ruining the Another 
Provinces of Honan, Nanking , and Ki- Lubaroui' 
arnfi by his Barbarity ; bent all his Rage KoaiKT- 
againft that of Sttthuen. The firft he 
Slew, was the Petty King of the Prece¬ 
dent Family, with many more ; and 
very often for the lake of one that had 
offended him, he would Batcher all the 
Inhabitants of a Street ; for one Soul- 
dier a Body of 2000, and for the mi- 
flake of one Phifitian, an hundred or 
more of them. Of 600 Mininfters he 
had under him, when their three Years 
Government was expir’d, he fcarce 
fav’d twenty, all the reft being put to 
feveral forts of Deaths, upon light oc- 
cafions. He flaughter’d five thoufand 
Eunuchs at once, becanfe one among 
them, did not call hint King, but by his 
own Name Cham-hien-chum , and lo for 
the Fault of one Bonze 20000 of them. 

He call'd together all the Students out 
of the Neighbouring Provinces to be ex¬ 
amin’d, and they being come to the 
number of 18000 into the City, he put 
them all to Death, under pretence that 
they with their Sop hill: ical notions 
ftirr’d up the People to Rebellion. Fie 
four tines Condemn’d the Fathers Bngglio 
and Afagalhaias to Death; but after- J 

wards Pardon'd them, being well in- 
cliu’d to Chriftian Religion. **>*--“-*» • • „J*> 

in the Year v&afi, being the 3 d of the More T 
Emperor Xm-chi 7 being co ict out for human! £\ 
the Province of Xetifi, againft the Tartars , 
he caus'd all the Inhabitants of the Metro¬ 
polis of Chim-tu to be Jed without the 
Walls bound, and he Riding through 
the roidft of them, as they knelt, beg¬ 
ging Mercy, flood doubtful what he was 
to do ; and at laft order’d them to be 
cut in pieces as Rebels, and according¬ 
ly they were ail Butcher’d in his light, 
to the number of tfooooo, of which 
Dumber many infants were Baptiz d by 
the Fathers of the Society. This done 
he order’d his Souldiers that every one 
of them following his Example, ftiouid 
kill his Wife, as being a hindrance to 
their Martial Profeffion. He of 300 he 
had,kept only 20 Maids to ferve 3 Qoeens, 
and according to his Orders, all the Wo¬ 
men throughout the Army, were put 
to Death. At laft having burnt that 
famous Metropolis, he entred the Pro¬ 
vince of Xenfi ; but being there told the 
third Lime, that five Scouts of the Tar¬ 
tar Army appear’d; coming out into the 
Field without his Armour, to know the 
Truth, a fatal Arrow from the Enemy, 
ftruck him through the Heart. His Ar¬ 
my being then beaten and difpers d, 

the 
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the People of Sitcbuen receiv'd the Tar- 
Cemelli. toss joy rally as their Deliverers. 

1696. Eleven Provinces being_ almoft fub- 
du’d, t here remain’d the four Souther- 
moft, which own’d the Emperor Turn-lie. 
fubduU Three petty Kings were feat from 
Court with three Armies, wbofoon lay’d 
Siege to the Metropolis of the Province 
of Quam-tmtg, which having held oat a 
Year with oonfiderable Lofs on both 
lides, was at laft taken on the 24th of 
November 1S50. The Souldiers exer- 
cifed their Rage upon it for ten Days, 
foiling 200000 C|tizcns.T hence the Tar¬ 
tar Army remov’d to the Capital City of 
Shiaskin, where the Emperor Tun-lie 
not being able to refill with his fmall 
Forces, tied to the Province of Quamfi, 
and then to that of Twtan, 

The following Year dy’d Amavam, 
Tutor and Unkle to the Emperor, a 
wife Man, belov’d by the 0 »ntfu 9 and 
to whom his Nephew ow’d the Empire. 
His Brother a petty King afpir’d at the 
Proteflorfhip, but all the great ones op¬ 
pos’d him, alledging, Tim Xun-chi was 
fourteen Tears of Age-, and Marry 7 d to the 
Daughter of TaD-yu, King of the Wfjkern 
Tartary ; for which Reafon he might govern 
himfelf. The Chincfcs were Jo pofitive 
in this Matter, that hanging up the En- 
fignr. -of their Employments at the Pa¬ 
lace G3te, they declar’d they would re- 
j ceivc them front no ocher Hand bot the 

Emperors, whereupon the petty King 
defined. 

wifdom Xun-chi who was excellently Qualify’d, 

of the Ter- to gain the love of the Chinefes flicw’d 
wEmpe- biinl'clf familiarly to them, contrary to 
ror * the Cuftom of the Antient Emperors. 
He maintain’d the Laws, Statutes and 
Politicks of the Chinefes, altering but 
very little. He kept up the fix Sove¬ 
reign Courts indicated above 4000 
Years before, but would have them be 
compos’d of half Tartan and half Chi - 
nefes ; fupprcfliag the other fix fet up by 
the late Family, in the City of Nanking. 
He united the Sword and the Pen, al¬ 
lowing Chinefe Philofbphers to be Go- 
vernours of the City. This wife Em¬ 
peror being fenfible, that the Safety or 
Ruin of the State depended upon the 
lincere and uncorrupt Examination of 
the Learned; and being inform’d that 
fomc had bought the Examiners Votes 
with Gold, he put 36 of them to Death*, 
and order’d thofe that had been Examin’d 
to go through it again, and thofe that 
were approv’d of again he Pardon’d, 
allowing them their Degree; thofe chat 
were rejected and could not Hand the

Teft, he Banifil’d with their whole Fa* 
miiies i n to Tartary. The lame Sentence 
he pafs’d upon other Criminals, to Peo¬ 
ple the Defcrts of that Country, being 
lisiisfy’d their Children and Grand-Chil¬ 
dren would there becomeT>Mra. 

In the Year 1659. Qutfim the Admi- A g re; ,[ 
ral, Son to Nicolas, who had concinu- i>yrate, 
ally infefted all the Coafl, committing 
Rapine and Slaughter, tho the Year be¬ 
fore he loft 500 Ships in fight of Nan¬ 
king, came now again with 3000 to be- 
fiege that Place, pofieffiiig himfelf by 
the wayoffevcral Cities and FortreJTes ; 

Lam, a young Qtineje being Governour 
of the Province. In a Council of War, 
the Tartar General was of Opinion that 
the City could not be Defended, as 
long as they were not iecureof the Mul¬ 
titude of Citizens, and that therefore 
they ought all to be put to the Sword* 

Lam oppos’d that inhuman Method, and 
faid, Jf there he >10 other 10ay to provide 
for the Safety of the City , kill trie firfi y 
which ExprdlionmollifyM the Idearcsof 
thofe Barbarians. The Siege had fcaree 
Jailed 20 Days before Quefints Birth Day 
cameon, which all his Army Celebrated 
with Feafting and Sports. The Tartars 
laying hold of this Opportunity, when 
the Enemies Army was Bury’d in Sleep 
and DrunkeuncS, in the Dead of the 
Night attack’d it with fuch Courage and 
Con dud, that fcarce 3000 of them ef- 
cap’d to their Ships, leaving all the Boo¬ 
ty to the Vidors Qutfim refolviag to 
Revenge that mighty Slaughter, and the 
Death of his Father Nicholas and Bre¬ 
thren, treacherouQy put to Death by 
the Tartars , foon after fought their 
Fleet, and after an obftinate Fight de¬ 
feated it, Taking, Sinking and Burning, 
a great part of it. Particularly he put 
to Death 4000 Tartars , and having Cut 
off their Ears, Nofes and Heads, threw 
the Trunks afhore. The Emperor not 
able to put up this Affront, order’d ail 
the reft that had been in the Fleet 10 be 
put to Death, becaufe they ought to 
have Conquer’d or Dy’d for their Coun¬ 
try, In the Year ttfei. the fame Que- 
fim attack’d the City and Calife of the 
I (land Formofa , then well Garrifort’d by 
the Dutch who had taken it from the Spa¬ 
niards both by Sea and Land. After a 
Siege of four Months, the Befieg’d op- 
prefs’d by Famine, and difappointed of 
all Relief, forreudred all the Illand to 
Qutfim, who fixe there the Seat of his 
Empire. This Conqueft made him fo 
Haughty and Bold, that he had the Con¬ 
fidence to fend F, Titter to Riccio a Domini - 
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tdn MiOioricr his Euibaflidor to the Go- 
t iemeUi. vernor of Manila, to demand of him a 
itfptf. Yearly Tribute, or elfe he would lay a 
C/'Y'sJ Bridge of Boats from the Ifland For mol a 
to Manila to fubdue it. This ft reck fuch 
a Terror into thcGovernour and all the 
City, that holding a Council to consider 
what Anfwcr to return, the Archbifhop 
was of Opinion the blclfed Sacrament 
fhould be expos’d. This being devout¬ 
ly perform’d, the Father was fent back 
wit ha reiolute Anfwer; who no foon- 
er arriv’d at the Ifland Formofa , but he 
found the Tyrant, through the juft Judg¬ 
ments of God , had dy’d with Rage, 
having firft gnaw’d off his Fingers with 
his Teeth, upon hearing of the League 
concluded again ft hi in between the Tar¬ 
tars arid the Dutch -, and that the Gover- 
nour had difcover’d his Confpiracy in the 
Philippine Blands, and put to Death fevc- 
ral thoufands of Ch'mefes ; as alfo that 
his Son had committed Inceft with one 
of his Wives. 

To conclude the Hiftory of this fa¬ 
mous Family of Pyrats, the Reader 
mull underftand that it began in a Cap¬ 
tain of Rovers call’d, Cbin-ckilum , of 
the Province of Fokien. This Man firft 
ferv’d the Vortugutfes at Macao, by whom 
being Baptiz’d he had the Name of Ni¬ 
cholas given him. From this beginning 
he grew up to he famous by contraifting 
Friendffiip with the Spaniards and Dutch, 
and put himfclf firft under the Emperor 
Lum-m, and next under the Tartar, but 
both times deceitfully on both fides, fo 
that being created a petty King, he was 
fent for to Court upon falfe Promifes. 
His Sou Qucfim fucceeded him in the 
Command of his Navy; which the Tar¬ 
tar being jealous of, he oblig’d him by 
Letters to call his Son to him. Nicholas 
writ a Letter, which he deliver’d to the 
Emperor; and gave another, wherein 
he advis'd his Son not to come to a Bar¬ 
ber his Confident, who betray’d him 
putting it into the Emperor’s Hands. 
Hereupon Nicholas was put to Death; 
and Otiejim tho’ he had not fufFer’d him- 
felf to~bc overcome by his Father’s Let¬ 
ter, or the Tartars Promifes, yet came 
to the miferableEndwe have mention’d. 
Qucfim's Son continu’d the War againft 
the Emperor, who with the Afliftance 
of the Dutch who lent 1% Sail, drove 
him out of the maritime Places of Fokien 
and all China. In 1683- he took from 
him the Ifland Formofa , fending thither a 
powerful Fleet, and corrupting the Man¬ 
darines and great Men of the. Country. 
What Kindred of his remain’d, the 


Emperor caus’d to be convey’d to Peking, 
where 1 faw one of them, whole Name 
was Chinchilnm, whom out of a jealous 
Policy he honour’d with the Tide of a 
Count. 

Whilft the Empire of China was thus chmefe 
confum’d with inteftine Wars, and la- Imperial 
bour’d under the fortunate Succelfes of _ 
the Tartar Arms -, the unfortunate Em- 
peror Tum-lie withdrew into the King¬ 
dom of Mien-que, commonly call’d Pegu. 

The Tartar demanded him with threat- 
ning Letters of that King, and having 
got him into his Hands immediately 
Strangled him and all his Family in the 
Metropolis. His two Queens being con¬ 
vey’d to Peking , were civilly Treated, 
and it is believ d they ftill continue in the 
Catholick Faith. It was in the Year 
1 66 1. that the Iaft of the late Family of 
Mint were put to Death. 

This lame Year, for Fortune is not al- The Em- 
way s favourable, was fatal to the Empe- peror Mad 
ror Xun-chi. He fell in love with a moft m Love * 
beautiful Woman , and that he might 
enjoy her at his full Liberty, fent for her 
Husband, w horn reproving for having be¬ 
hav’d himfelf ill in his Office, he ft ruck 
him over the Face, and the poor Man 
for Grief dy’d within three Days. Then f 

he fent for the Lady to Court, and con¬ 
trary to Cuftom, made herfeooud Qaeen 
whilft the firft was ftill Living. The 
new Wife was deliver’d of a Son, for 
whofe Birth there was extraordinary Re- 
joycing; but within three Months the 
Infant dy’d, and foon after his Mother. 

The Emperor was fo concern’d at this 
loft, that growing Outragious, he would 
have kill’d himfelf with a Poniard, had 
not the Queen Mother and the Eunuchs 
prevented him 3 however he brought up 
an accurfed Prafticc, afterwards imitated 
by his Succeifor, which was that 30 
Men by a voluntary Death, fhould ap- 
eafe the Soul of his Concubine, whom 
e thought he faw in a dreadful Shape. 

He enjoy n’d all the great Men and Mi- 
nifters of the Empire, and all the Com¬ 
monalty to wear three Months Mourn¬ 
ing for the Emprcft, for fo he call’d her 
after Death. The Funeral Pomp was 
much greater than belong’d to her. Tf« 

Emperor himfelf weeping like a Child 
put the Alhcs into a Silver Urn, as (he 
had defir’d at her Death. The Urn 
was placed in a rich Tomb, after the 
Tartar Manner 3 and abundance of rich 
Silks wrought with Gold aDd Silver, 
were burnt in the fame Fire. Two hun¬ 
dred thoufand Crowns were diftributed 
amongthe Poor; and 2000 Eenz.es fang 
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for feveral Hours with loathfome Su per¬ 
il icion. The Emperor in the mean while 
was fo Mad, that he perfwaded the Eu¬ 
nuchs and Maidens to take upon them the 
Habit of Bonx.es. He himfelf forget¬ 
ting his Dignity, cloatliing himfelf like 
one of them, lhav’d his Head, and e- 
refted withia the Palace, three Temples 
in Honour of the Idols he had before 
defpis’d; befides going about the City 
to Worfhip, lometimes one, and fome- 
times another. F. Adarwts the Jefuit 
did not fail to watton him, but his Ad¬ 
vice avail’d nothing, becaufe the Empe¬ 
ror being befides himfelf, after hearing 
of him, without making any Anfwer, 
caus’d him to be difmifs’d with Tea, as 
has been laid before to be the Cuftom of 
Viftts. At length finding his Strength 
fail him, he caus’d four great Men to 
he call’d, in whofe Prefence he made a 
fort of Confefllon of his Sins; laying, 
Fie bad Hi Govern’d the Empire ; that he 
had not paid the Refpecl he ought to his Fa¬ 
ther and Grand-Father , mofi excellent 
Princes ; that he had moreover flighted his 
Mother’s Advise^ that through Covetouf- 
tsefs of Gold he had defrauded the great Aden 
of Penfions, and then fpent it Idly ; that he 
bad favour’d the Eunuchs too much ; and 
that he had lov’d the late Emprefs fo inordi¬ 
nately , that he had been trouble feme to him¬ 
felf and his Sub jells in Bemoaning her. To 
conclude, he left his Son bnc eight Years 
of Age under their Tuition; and then 
having Cloath’d himfelf, and compos’d 
his Arms; faying, I go, about Mid¬ 
night he gave up the Gholt in the 24th 
Year of his Age. 

The Bonz.es being all turn’d out of the 
Palace, about Noon the Body was lock’d 
up, bccaufe he dy’d of the Small Pox, 
to be afterwards Burnt when the hun¬ 
dred Days were expir’d. After three 
Days Cam-bij then eight Yeat s of Age, 
tSio he was the fecond Son, was fainted 
Emperor in pnrfuance of his Father’s 
Will; it being a Cullom among the T^r- 
tars to fulfil the Father’s Will as di&ated 
by Heaven. At firlt the Empire was 
peaceably Govern’d by four great Men, 
"Ehey caus’d the chief of the Eunuchs to 
& Beheaded , as caule of all the Mif- 
chief that had hapned ; 4000 of them 
were Bamlh’d, and a 1000 put to mean 
Employments. It was order’d on ac¬ 
count of the many Pyrats, that the In¬ 
habitants of all the Maritime Cities of 6 
Provinces, fliould change their Habitati¬ 
ons, and retire nine Miles into the Coun¬ 
try ; fo that the Gardens, Caftles and 
Cities, along the Sea Coaft were adtu- 
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ally level’tl with the Ground, and’all 

Trade by Sea ablolutely forbid. Ma¬ 
ny thoulands hereupon were Itarv’d td 
Death, who liv’d by Fifhing. in the 
Year 1664. an Edidt was Publilh’dagainft 
the Chriftian Religion, as teaching wick¬ 
ed Do&rinc and Rebellion. F. Adamsis, 
as Head of it, was put into Prifon, with 
three of bis Companions, and declar’d 
Guilty by feveral Courts. All the Eu¬ 
ropean Priefts were Summon’d to Court, 
and the Chriftian Boo’ks Condemn’d to 
the Flames. In 1^5. in a full Coun¬ 
cil of all the great Mini Hers, F. Ada- 
mus was Condemn’d to be Hang’d, and 
then to be cut in pieces; but feverai 
lhakes of an Earthquake being on a fntf- 
den felt throughout the City, according 
to the Cu Horn of the Chinefes^ all were 
Pardon’d but F. Adamus atorclaid. How¬ 
ever a Month after it being the King’s 
Birth Day, he was dilcharg’d, ^nd dy’d 
afterwards a natural Death i:\Augufiat 
Canton. In 1 666, Sony the EJdefVof the 
tour Tutors dy’d; whereupon Cam-hi 
folemnly took upon him the Govern¬ 
ment of die Empire. 

Another Storm diihuib’d the Empire itfu-dHel 
in 1S73 ; for Vfan-epuey, a molt power- Revtte 
ful petty King in the Province of Tun- 
nan, beforefpoken of, who indifcreetly 
brought the Tartars into China-, being 
feat for by the Emperor, refus’d to go, 
unlefs attended by 80000 Men. Then 
difmiffing the MelTengers, he lliook off 
the Tartar Yoke; and made the Chinefe 
Kalendar, which he lent to the neigh¬ 
bouring Kings his Allies, but he of 
Tmehin refus’d, and fent it to the Em¬ 
peror. In the mean while Vfan-qttei 
fubdu’d the three Provinces of Tun-nan, 

Suchuen, Quei-cheu, and almoft half that of 
Huquam ; for which reafon the Emperor 
Beheaded his eld eft Son, and Cut in 
Pieces all the Rebels, having difeover’d 
their Confpiracy, 

_ Two Years after the petty Kings of Another 
Fallen and Quanttmg Rebell’d, for their Rebellion, 
Fathers dying they put on rhe Chinefe 
Cap. To which was added the new 
Power of the petty King of the Idand 
Formofa , Ictled there after expelling the 
Hutch, as was faid before, it mult have 
gone hard with the Tartar , had all thefe 
been Unanimous and Joyn’d their Forces 
to fight for the Liberty of their Coun¬ 
try ; but the petty King feeing himfelf 
Contemn’d by him of Fofden, mov’d a- 
gainft him, and got the better in feve¬ 
ral Encounters. In the mean while 
Armies were fent from Court under the 
Command of Tartar petty Kings. An 
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Unkle of the Emperor’s march’d to hht- 
Cetnelli. ejudht j one to Cbiekiang and Fokien ; and 
1696. another to jQuantlwgi and Quamft. The 
King of tirben being worked in fcveral 
Encounters, and not daring to truft his 
People any longer* fhav’d his Head, and 
deliver’d himfelf up to the Tartar, by 
whom he was receiv’d to Mercy. The 
petty King of Quarrtartg, having a lefs 
Tide given him~by Vfun-quei, than be¬ 
long’d to his Dignity, fell off from him, 
and deliver'd himfelf and the Province 
to the Tartars. The Emperor over¬ 
joy'd at fo much Succcfs on the 12th of 
July 16 75, went to their Honfe to vifit 
the Jsfuhs of Peking, and there with the 
Imperial Pencil writ thele two Chara¬ 
cters Km-tien, that is, to adore Hea¬ 
ven, which fignifies the Lord of Hea¬ 
ven, and putting the Imperial Seal to 
it, gave it thd Fathers; The Copies of 
thefe Characters, fet up by the three 
Orders of Religious Men In their Chur¬ 
ches, are look’d upon as a tacit Appro¬ 
bation of Chviftiau Religion. 
vfni-cjiiti Vfan-quei dy’d in the Year 1679, and 
dies, his his Son P/um-boM was proclaim’d Empe- 
dain?d°" ror. The fame Year, on the 2d of Sep- 
Emperor. tm ^ fr * about ten in the Morning, a ter¬ 
rible Earthquake (hook all the City of 
Peking, and Parts adjacent, overturning 
fevcral Palaces and Temples, with the 
Slaughter of near thirtyTnoufand People; 
and being repeated, oblig’d the Emperor 
and great Men to Live in Tents. 

Imperial In January, itfSo, the Imperial Pa- 
Palace bice was in a few Honrs burnt down, 
burnt. which Dammage amounted to two Mil¬ 
lions and a half of Tatt. The fame Year 
the petty King of the Province of Quan- 
tiw, tho’ Snbjeff to tb c Tartar, being 
fiifpedted, becaofe he was of a turbulent 
mtyKing Spiiic, and for holding Correfpondence 
of Qu&t- w i t h the Spaniard.! and Dutch, contrary 
rumlff t0 c ' ie l m P ei 'i a l Prohibition, betides that 
r.i;nt. being fuppot ted by 40000 Soldiers, he 
was become Powerful, and feent’d to de- 
fign to deftroy Macao ; he was there¬ 
fore order’d by the Emperor, with a dc- 
lign to Ruin him, to March with his 
Forces a gainfl the Rebels, in the Province 
of Quamfi ; where a great part of his 
Men defer ting, he was forced to retire 
to his Province. There He ended his 
Days on the 9th of October, the lame 
Year; juft at the time, when two Mef- 
fengers were come from the Emperor to 
bring him, as an Honour, n Haltar to 
Hang, or Strangle himfelf with. Yet 
they omitted not to cut off the Heads of 
112 of his Faction, and among them 
three of his Brothers. This Prince de- 


ferv’d a better Fortune, being very well 
inclin’d to rhe Evangelical Law, and fa¬ 
vouring the Miflioners, as has been faid 
elfewhere. Whilft they conltiktd about 
Confifcating his vaft Wealth, the Tartar 
thought fit, to caufe the Coffin of this 
petty King’s Father, who was not yet 
Bury’d, to be Open'd, to fee whether 
the Body was clad after the Cbinefe man¬ 
ner, but finding it in the Tartar Habit, 
he left his Gobds to his Brothers, among 
whom was the Emperor’s Son-in-Law. 

That fame Year the Spanijh Fathers of 
the Order of St. Auguftin entred China, 
by the way of the Philippine Elands, and 
Macao. 

The following Year the petty Kiug And of 
of Pokien, who had voluntarily furren- him of 
dred himfelf to the Tartar, was at Pe- 
king, in the PrtTence of all the People 
Quarter’d, and his Flefh thrown to the 
Dogs, for the Cruelty he had us’d to¬ 
wards fever a l Miniftcrs he fufpe&ed, at 
the time when he Rebell'd. His Bro¬ 
thers, tho’ Innocent, had their Heads 
cut off; and thus the Tartar without a- 
ny Oppofition, made himfelf Mafter of 
Tun-nan, the Metropolis of die Province. 

The Emperor Hum-hoa Hanging himfelf 
of his own accord, prevented the Ene¬ 
mies Cruelty ; who caufiog rhe Bones of 
Vfm-quei to be taken out of the Grave, 
carry’a them to Peking, and part of 
them for a Terror to others to be fet 
up in feveral Places ; the reft reduced to 
Allies to belcatterd in the Wind. The 
Year i< 58 i, is counted the Hundredth 
from the beginning Of the Million of the 
Fathers of the Society in China. 

At length, by thelheddingof fomuch Peace fct- 
Btood, and estrafing of fo many Crn- led. 
cities, the Tartar in the Year 1582, re¬ 
main’d peacefully Poffcfs’d of all the fif¬ 
teen Provinces of that vaft Empire; 
which, through inteftine Difcord, had 
been by a handful of barbarous Men taken 
from an innumerable, wife, and politick 
Nation. Then Cam-hi relblving to fee 
the Country of his Progenitors, and 
Tombs of his Anceftors, fet out towards 
the Eaftem Tartary, on the 27th of 
March, with the Prince whom he had 
declar’d his Heir, three Queens, fonnh 
Noblemen, and Miniftcrs belonging to 
the Courts, and about 70000 5oldiers. 

He alio took along with him F. Ferdinand 
Ter bit ft, a Flemmifo Jtfuit. After this 
he went with a greater Retinue into the 
Weftern Tart ary in the Year 1*583, be¬ 
ing the 22d of his Reign, carrying with 
him no lefs than 70000 Horfe, that 
Sloath, and the Delights of China might

CHAP- VII. 

Noble Endowments of the Mind in Cam-hi, Emperor of China. 
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. f'Am-hi, the prefent Emperor of Chi- 

ofdK- V-J ** is of 3 P re § llant ’ alld P ierC 'P S 

peror. Wit, lias an excellent Memory, and a 
Mind fo uaihaken, that no Misfortune 
can move him- All his Inclinations are 
Noble, and worthy a mighty King ; for 
he is a great lover of Jultice and Virtue. 
He applies himfelf equally to Learning, 
and gentle Man-like Exercifes, to the 
dflonifhment of the Tartars? who put a 
greater value upon his Skill, than 
Strength; for there is no great Man that 
cau bead the Bow he makes ufe of, or 
manage it with filch Eafc as he does; as 
well On the right as left; a-horfeback, 
or a-foot; (funding, or riding a full 
Speed. He alfo manages Fire-Arms bet¬ 
ter than any European. 

His love of Martial Exercifes do not take from 
Moiitk. him an AfFeflioa for Mnfick, efpedally 
that of Europe-, which pleafes him in its 
Iiiflrumcnts, Grounds, and Method; 
and had the great Affairs of the Empire 
allow’d him Leafure to apply himfclt to 
learn to Play, he would have been as 
Succefsful in it, as in that of China. But 
the Art of Governing being the chief 
Quality of a Sovereign, he employs him- 
felf every Morning at Sun-riling, in giv¬ 
ing Audience to all the Courts of Pc- 
i»w; the prime Miniilers whereof come 
to Prefent him their Memorials. When 
the Matter is of Confcquence he refers 
it to the Council of the Colaos, who are 
properly the Miniflers of the Empire, 
and having heard their Refaction, he af¬ 
terwards alone Decrees as he thinks fit; 
the Ordinances of none of the Courts or 
Miniilers, or of the Imperial Council 
. »„ T being of no Force with his Approbation. 
uchme da becaufe the Government of Chi- 

St* is fo Abfolute, char the Emperor has 
>. 7 5vJft the Name of Tknzj* given him, lignify- 
Hift. de u Jng, the Son of Heaven ; and Hoartti , 
cEm. lib. t j, at i; 5 Sovereign Monarch.

When Cam-hi goes out a blunting, Hia Iv¬ 
or elfcwhcre, wbofoerer hads himfelf ftio 
wrong’d by any Mandarine, waits tor 
him on the way, and kneels down with 
his Petition in his Hand open, and' ho 
never fails to do fpeedy Julticc. He 
never had any Favourite about him, but 
always Govern’d alone; and therefore 
no Man dares fpeak to him about any 
Bufinefs that does not belong to him, or 
which he is not ask’d about. His Cu- 
Itom is to inform himfelf fcvcral times 
in Private by feverat People, when the 
Affair deferves it; v.-hiltt the Courts 
make psiblick Search into die Matter. 

Befides, he has an excellent Memory to 
remember any thing that is paffc; fo that 
it is very hard to Impofe upon him, 
but he will find it oat. 

Tho’ the Cmneft Emperors in all Ages to ,„. t0 
depriv’d all foreign Nations, not think- Strangers 
ing them worthy to have any Commu¬ 
nication with them yet Cam-hi treats 
the Ambaffadors of other Princes Ge- 
nerotifly, and with Aneftion, through-, 
out all hh Empire, ftinfifliing them with 
all Necefliiries ; as the Tmuggtfa Muf- 
covites and Dutch can Teftify. in like 
manner, contrary to the Cuftom of Chi¬ 
na, he fent two Embafilcs to the M‘<f- 
tvohts to conclude a Peace. This has 
certainly been brought about by the ft- 
fuits, who . by the many Rarities they 
have prefented him, have brought him 
to have fomc Opinion of the Kingdoms 
of Europe ; but much more by luff rust¬ 
ing him in our Arts, and Sciences, con¬ 
vincing him that there are learned and 
able Men out of China. 

He has a watchful Eye over his Mini- To Ms 
iters for the impartial Adminiilration of Subjoin. 
Juilice; for after chooling them by the 
Advice of his Council, he pumfbes them 
Severely if they do not perform their 
Duty, and pots others in their Places, 

His Companion for the Calamities of his 
Subjects is fo great, that if there hap¬ 
pens any Dearth, he not only remits 
thirty or forty Millions of Taxes, but 
Odd ftuae- 
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(ometimes opens his Granaries to Rc- 

C'emclli. ficvc them. 

i<J9<S. He is attended by a vafl multitude of 

HiOvhh Courtiers and Officers, who J.,ive upon 

aefly, him, wherein he far exceeds the heft 
Courts in Europe. As for his Table he 
is ftrv’d in Batons of Gold and Silver, 
according to theCuftom of the Country ; 
but even in this he gives a Teftimony of 
his Modefty ; for he abhors all extrava¬ 
gant Expcnce in Eating, (as in Cloath- 
ing) ftri&Iy obferving a fundamental 
Law of the Monarchy, which is. That 
the great Ones and Sovereigns be free 
from all Luxurioufuefs. His Apartments 
partake of the fame Modefty, for there 
is nothing in them anfwerable to the 
Grandeur of fuch a Prince, befides lome 
Painting, Gilding, and plain Silk Hang¬ 
ings. 

His Habit. _ To particularize his Royal Garments 
it is to be obftrv’d, That in Winter he 
wears plain Silks lin'd with Sables, or Er¬ 
mine; upon rainy Days he fometimes 
puts on a Woollen Doublet ; at other 
times in Summer, he has a plain Garment 
of Stuff made of Netles, without any 
other Garniture, befides a great Pearl in 
his Cap, as is the Tartar Falhion. The 
Chair he is carry’d in, either within or 
without the Palace is only like a plain 
Beer of varnifh’d Wood with fome lit¬ 
tle latten Plates, and wooden carv’d 
Work gilt. All the rich Furniture of the 
Horfes he rides con fills of Iron Stirrups 
gilt, and Reins of yellow Silk. This 
Modefty has not the leaft mixture of A- 
varice; for when the Publick is con¬ 
cern’d, he gcncrouffy fpends Millions, 
fcouring Canals, building Bridges, and 
bountifully relieving his diftrefs’d Sub- 
jedts and Soldiers. 

Hunting. He is fuch a lover of Hunting, that 
he fpends not only Days but Months in 
it every Year, going once or twice into 
the Mountains of Tartary. Thus he not 
only Diverts himfelf, but prevents Ills 
Soldiers tiling themfelves to the Chinefi 
Courfe of Life; being ftnfible that with 
a handful of hardy Men he has fubdu’d 
an infinite multitude of Effeminate Chi~ 
nefes ; and that it is abfolutely impoffi- 
ble to Maintain what lie has got, if his 
Men are Debauch’d by the fame Vice. 
Therefore he himfelf (to give a good 
Example to an infinite Number of Sol¬ 
diers he takes with him a Hunting) rides 
a whole Day after a wild Boar, always 
Shooting, till he has* tir’d fix or (even 
Horfes. Sometimes he will go a great 
way a-foot, and holds on his Sport, co¬ 
ver d with Duft and Sweat, to the Place

defign’d, without changing Cloaths: 
expo ling himfelf feveral Hours to a vio¬ 
lent hoi Sun, without making ufe of an 
llmbrello. Amidft thefe Fatigues he has 
nothing of dainty Fare, and when redu¬ 
ced has nothing but Beef, or Mutton, 
whereof there is great plenty in Tartary. 

This makes his Followers Signalize them¬ 
felves ; perceiving their Prince bears a 
great Afieftion to thofc that Imitate him, 
and Hates thofe that love their own 
Will. 

Left the Sons of the prime Tartar 
and Chinefe , great Men and Mandarines 
who Serve under the Tartar Colours, 
lliould give themfelves up to Sloath, and 
Luxury, lie puts them to the moft pain¬ 
ful and laborious Employments. Some 
he appoints to look after his Dogs, to 
Hunt with them; others to his Hawks 
and Birds of Prey, which they carry on 
their Fift; others to get ready his Meat, 
or Tea ; others to wait at Table ; others 
to make Bows and Arrows, and carry 
thofe that are tor his Uft, and for the 
Princes his Sons; and laftly the moft 
Favour’d are in his Guards with the 
Aiandarines. 

Theft Virtues would ftffice in other HisLcam- 
Nations to make this Prince be look'd Jug. 
upon as a Hero; but among the Clwefes , 
where Employments and'Honours ate 
bellow'd on account of Learning, he 
would not he accounted a great Emperor, 
if he had not lignaliz’d himfelf in this 
Particular, to fiiit with the Genius of 
his People. Having apply’d himfelf to 
the Chinefe Literature, there are few 
Books of theirs, which he has not Read. 

He has a good part of Confucius his 
Works by Heart. He caus’d them to 
be Tranfiated into the Tartar Tongue, 
writing the Prefaces to them himfelf; 
as alio the general Hiftory of China. 

He is Skill'd in the Poetry of both Lan¬ 
guages, and writes them both one as well 
as the other. As for the European Sci¬ 
ences,_ F. Verbieft, has taught him the 
ufe of the chief Mathematical Inftru- 
ments; F. Pereira the grounds of Mu lick; 
and F. Gerbillon Euclid's Elements Tran- 
Hated into the Tartar Language. Ti* 
this purpofe thefe and other Fathers were 
oblig’d to go every Morning to the Pa¬ 
lace to 1 each him; he (ending the Hor¬ 
fes out of his own Stable in the Morn¬ 
ing early. Several Months continual Ap¬ 
plication made him familiar with all the 
neceffary, and uftful Propo fit ions of £«- 
efid, and Archimedes , and their Demon- 
ftrations. After learning the Elements 
he would have F. Thomas teach him 
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Arithmetick, and all that belongs to Geo- 
Gem tlli. me try. He declares a great Efteem for 
1695. our European PraSice of Phifick; and 
u/’YNJ the more becaufe he was cur’d of an Jo¬ 
di f]x> fit ion by the Jefuits Powder adrai- 
niftred to him by F. Fontaney, The Hi me 
Cnrioficy that mov’d him to ftudy the 
Emoptan Sciences, inclin’d him to be In- 
ft rutted in our Religion, by the fame 
Fathers; and he conceiv’d ib good an 
Opinion of it, that he has often faid, it 
will in time be the prevailing Religion. 

T Tho’ it be a Cuftom among the Tar- 

Ance asto tan, and they look upon it as a Point of 
W<jmea. Religion* to prefent their ddtft Daugfo- 
ter to the Emperor, who may accept of 
her, and keep thofe he likes; yet C*m- 
hi, knowing this Cnftora had made his 
Prcdcceflors too Effeminate, is fo far 
from any inordinate Appetite, that be¬ 
ing employ’d three or four Months in 
Hunting and Pi firing, he never carries 
any Women along with him, and has 
fometimes refus'd very beautiful Ones 
that have been offer’d him. He is fen- 
iible that a diffblute Life diflolves the 
Heart, and imparcs Health ; and that 
Rebellions are frequent, where he chat 
fhould be at Helm is Ihnt tip with a crowd 
of Women, neglctting the Affeirs of 
State. 

At fome times of the Year, befides 
nets. the Hunting Scafon, he caulcs the Soldi¬ 
ery to be employ’d in Martial Exercifes ; 
and gcueroufly Rewards thole that per¬ 
form belt, to Encourage others to Im¬ 
prove. Amidfthis other excellent Quali¬ 
ties, he has a moll uniiafallei’d Temper 


of Mind in all Affairs, fo that lie is ne¬ 
ver in a Faffiou. When he was fbewn 
the way how they found Cannons and 
Mortars in Europe , he had a great Num¬ 
ber Gift for the ufo of his Armies, and 
made fome of his Bombardiers learn to 
throw Bombs. He is fo great a lover 
of Art, that it is now fix Years fince 
within his own Palace he cretted an Aca¬ 
demy for Painters, Carvers, and Watch¬ 
makers, rewarding the belt. Mafters. 
When 1 was there he had fourteen Sons, 
and feveral Daughters; all whom he E- 
ducated under a ftritt Dtfcipltne, oblig¬ 
ing them to ftudy all Sciences, and pra- 
ttife all noble Exercifes; and tho’ it be 
the Cuftom to give the Emperor's Sons 
the Title of Kings, when they come to 
fixteen Years of Age, and toaffign them 
a particular Apartment, and fmtable 
Court; yet tho’ his cideft Son be 24 
Years of Age, he im not granted him 
this Privilege ; notwithftanding the 
Court of Princes, and the Crown Offi¬ 
cers have mov’d him upon it feveral 
times. His fecond Son is Educated with 
a more particular Care above the others; 
he having declar’d him Hoang-tay-tfc, 
that is, Heir apparent to the Empire; 
becaufe this is the firft he had by the 
Emprefs his fir ft Wife; the Sons of that 
Princels who has the Title of Emprefs, 
taking Place always of the others. This 
fecond Son is almoft in his 24th Year, 
well qualify'd, virtuoufly inclin’d, and 
above all well afFeckd to the Catholic!; 
Religion and the Miffioners.

Befidcs all thefe Things related by F. 
Magalbaens, there are brought to Court 
Oxen, Sheep, Swine, Geefe, Ducks, Pul¬ 
lets, and all other forts of tame Crea¬ 
tures 5 and abundance of all fores of FIfh, 
and Game. All forts of Herbs and Fruit, 
as green in the midft of Summer as in 
Spring, fo induftrious is this Nation in 
prefer ving their Gardens. There is al¬ 
fo carry’d in Butter, Oil, Vinegar, and 
all forts of Spice; Wines from all Parts; 
feveral forts of Meal, Bread, 'and Bis- 
kets 5 and therefore it is impofflble to 
know the quantities of all Things that 
are daily brought to the Court. 

Hitherto l have traaferib’d what the Another 
Fathers Magalbaens and Couplet rekte ; Account of 
but 1 will in fewer Words make the t!ie E , m " 
Reader comprehend, the vaft Wealth of 
this Monarch. His Subjects (abating an 
hundred Millions of the three Hundred 
F. Bar toll allows) are two hundred Mil¬ 
lions, according to the common Com¬ 
putation. Now the Emperor’s Duty for 
every Head above 16 Years of Age, aud 
under 60, by way of Pole-tax a Taes, 
which as has been often faid is 15 Car- 
lines of Naples, or a Noble Englijb. Now 
deducting the Women, and all Perfons * 

Tax-free, it will be cafy to compute 
from how many Millions he receives this 
Pole. Add to this his chief Rents-, for 
all the Land in China is held in Fee of 
him, and conlequently there is not a 
Foot of Land but yields bim an Income. 
Therefore confidering the vaft Extent 
of the Empire, it will be eafy to con¬ 
ceive, without being a great Arithmeti¬ 
cian, how many Millions come into the 
Emperor’s Treafury j to which, addin'?! 
the Cufloms, and all that has been men¬ 
tion’d before, any Man may be convin¬ 
ced, that as there is no Monarch in the 
World, that equals him in the Number 
of Subjects and Soldiers, fo there i* none 
to compare with him for Wealth.

H £ Cold at Peking being too 
(harp for me, I refolv’d to leave 

_ that Place, and take op my 

Jonrnal where 1 left oft. 

On Saturday the ipth of November, I 
went to F. Grimaldi, to defirc him to get 
me three Mules for my journey5 which 
his Servant hir’d for five Leant, and two 
Zttns of fine Silver of China each, which 
amounts to feven pieces of Eight and a 
half; a low Rate for a Month and four 
Days Journey. The fame Father lhew’d 
me abundance of Optitk GlafTes to mag¬ 
nify and multiply Objefts; Geometrical 
lnftromcnts to Meafurc, and Arithme¬ 
tical to cad Accounts without the help 
of a Pen, all invented by himfelf for the 
Emperor who was a great lover of furh 
Things. He told me he was making an 
Engine to throw Water a great height 
i n cafe of Fires. He had liv'd 30 Years 
in China, and being Belov’d by the Em¬ 
peror, had the Honour to go with him 
four times into Tart ary. He had tra- 
vell’d many parts of the World, from 
Europe into China, and thence back into 
Europe, with ft vend Misfortunes- He 
was a while a Slave among the MaUit, 
the Ship he was in being call away in 
the Govcrnours Streight; in the Pawn 
ouefe Indies he was long Befieg’d by the 
Savages, in danger of loftng his Life or 
Jks Liberty y and therefore no Man in 
tp-thc World could give a better Account 
of the Empires of China and Tart ary, 
and of all A ft a •, and the more becaufe he 
fpoke the Chinefe and Tartar L anguages 
to Pcrfe&ion. I defir’d him to oblige 
the Publick, printing fome Account of 
what he had feen •, but heanfwei 'd, -that 
having read, the lall time he was in Eu¬ 
rope, fo many felfe Stories concerning 


China, he had forbore Printing, as he 
defign’d, to avoid giving fo many Au¬ 
thors the Lie •, and particularly the 
Dutch, who had printed their (oleum 
Embaffy to the Great Cham of Tartary 
(to which he himfelf had been Interpre¬ 
ter to the Emperor at Peking) in which 
there were mor e Lies than Lines, in what 
does not relate to the Delcription of 
Cities. That this had hapned becaufe 
they had brought with them for their 
Interpreters fome Chine/** of the, Sou¬ 
thern Provinces, who had never feen the 
Court, and were little skill’d in the Per- 
tuguefe Tongue wherefore when Qne- 
rnons were ask’d them, either they know- 
nothing of the Matter, or if they did 
could not Explain ihemfelves, and thus 
the Dutch writ at Random, putting what 
Secfe they Would upon the coafufe Speech 
of their Interpreters. 

Sunday 20th, I view’d the new City, templerf 
and then went to the old of the Tartars, Emperor*, 
to fee the Temple call’d Ti-vam-miao , 
or the Temple of the pafi Kings. This 
is a large fnmptuous Palace, with feveral 
Apartments and Courts. The Jaft great 
Room, or Hall is as fine, large, and well 
adorn’d,as that of the Royal Palace.There 
are to be feen in it Stately Thrones, 
the Statues of ail the Emperors, good 
and bad, that have reign’d for 4540 
Years, from the fir ft call’d Fo-hi, to the 
laft, whofc Name was Xm-chi, Father 
to him now Reigning. This Temple is 
fcated in one of the fineft Streets in the 
City; in which on both (Ides, being the 
ways into the Temple, two Triumphal 
Arches are to be feen, with each three 
Noble Gates, worthy to be obferv’d. 

All Per Tons that go through this Street, 
of what Quality foever they be, when 

they 
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they come to the Arches alight, out of 
Gondii. Rcfpccl, and walk afoot, till they are 
ttfptf. pafsM all the front of the Temple. Hfere 
'A'M the Emperor every yeah* performs an 
infinite onmber of Ceremonies in ho¬ 
nour of his Predccefiors; which would 
be too tedious to particularize. 

Mind*) f2i ft, i went to take leave of. 
the Fathers of the Society, and particu¬ 
larly of F- Grimaldi, who ihow’d me 
fevcral Curioiities, and among them a 
Girdle the Emperor had given him. It 
Honour of was yellow, which is the I mperial colour, 
the yellow with a Sheath made of a very fine Filh 
Girdle, skin, hanging to it, in which were the 
two little flicks and other Utenfils, the 
Ckimfes ule at Table. This is a great 
Gift in China, for he who receives it, 
is refpe&ed not only by the common 
fort, but by all the Minifters, and great 
ones; and every Man, at the fight of that 
Colour, is to kneel, and touch the Ground 
with his Forehead, till he that has it on 
covers it, as the fame F. Grimaldi, when 
he was coming into Europe, did at Can¬ 
ton, witli a A {andarinc. This Man had 
demanded a Watch of F. Xaime , or 
James Tar in of Valencia, a Francifcan 
Miftioner; and the Poor Religious Man 
having none, lie was fo offended, that 
hedurft prefume to fet up a Declara¬ 
tion in his City, where the Father was 
head of the Million, to make known, 
that the Catholick Religion was falfe, 
and taught a wrong way to Eternal Sal¬ 
vation. The Chinefe Chriftians were di*. 
fturb’dat this Proceeding, and acquaint¬ 
ing the Father with it, he, in his Zeal, 
went to the place, and inftead of blot¬ 
ting, tore the Mandarine's Declaration. 
This put hitn into a great Rage (their 
Orders being highly refpefled in China') 
and thereupon he perfect)ted F. Taring 
till he oblig’d him to retire to Canton. 
F. Grimaldi in the mean while pafs’d that 
way, and by the (aid Mandarine coming 
to pay his Refpefts to him, as to onefo 
much efteem’d by the Emperor, he re¬ 
ceiv’d him, with the end of his yellow 
Girdle in his Hand, and reproving him 
for his unwarrantable Proceeding, in 
the little Refpe&he fiiow'd his Brethren, 
and daring to Condemn the Catholick 
Religion, when the Emperor honour’d 
Chriftians with that Gift. The Poor 
Mandarine in the mean while gave his 
Forehead fo many ftrokeson the Ground 
that at laft the Mi fib nets themfelves in- 
treated F. Grimaldi, not to mortify hitn 
any more. Therefore bidding him rife, 
he charg’d him for the future, to life his 
Brothers well, or the Emperor Ihould 


be acquainted with his misbehaviour, to 
Puuifh him fevereiy. None but the Em¬ 
peror, and Princes of the Blood of the 
Male line, and fome others, to whom it 
is given as a fpecial mark of Favour, can 
wear yellow, and the Girdle of that co¬ 
lour, for the Princes of the Female Line 
have it red. F. Grimaldi gave me a paft 
to the fame effedl, as Afonfignor Sifaro 
had one, when he went to Macao to 
be Confecrated Biihopof Nanking ; ex- 
prefijiig in it, that I going to Fokien 
to fetch Books for the Emperor’s Ser¬ 
vice, none Ihould prefume to moleft me, 
on account of the Arms, and a Black I 
carry'd, but Ihould be aiding to me up¬ 
on occafiou. Tile Father told me, that 
tho’ 1 had been no way difturb’d by the 
Governors of Cities,In coming to Court; 
yet they might put me to fome inconve- 
uiency in my return, and therefore I 
had need of his Pafs, which was well 
known, and honour’d by all the Mini¬ 
fters of the Empire. I have the faid 
Pafs by me ftill, in the Chinefe Tongue, 
it having fav’d me from any moleftation 
on the Road. The Lion I mention’d in 
the 3d Volume, was fent from Goa, had 
not yet reach’d the Court; but the fame 
Father told me, he had notice of its be¬ 
ing Shipp’d at Macao, on the rdth of Sep¬ 
tember, and that he expe&ed it with im¬ 
patience, to prefent it in his own Name 
to the Emperor. Being to depart the 
next day, I took my leave of the Fathers, 
thanking them for all their favours. F. 
Grimaldi gave me an Almanack he had, 
made for the year 1 6$6, in the Chinefe, 
and Tartar Languages; and F. OJfono a 
Portuguefe, gave me four other Books in 
the Tartar Tongue, and Provifion of 
Sweetmeats. 

Having agreed with the Mulecier, and 
given him all the hire of thethree Mules 
(for in china, either by Land or Water, 
they will be paid beforehand) 1 expect¬ 
ed him on Tutfday the 2id till Noon, and 
then fet forward, attended by F. Grimal¬ 
di's Servant, till without the Gate, 1 
pafs’d through the Town of Lupnxan 
(which in coming, I left on the right 
Hand, having mifs’d the way) about two 
Musket Shot in length, and one and' a 
half in breadth, but has a good Wall, 
and twoftrong Gates plated with Iron. 

Clofc by it we crofs’d the River (which ^ Noble 
we had forded as we came) on a Stately Brid £ e ' 
Stone Bridge, half s Mile long, and a- 
dorned every two Paces with handfome 
little Stone Lions on both fides. At Night 
we lay in Lean-xien-xie, having travel’d 
70 Ly, Our Supper and Beds were ve¬ 
ry 
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ry bad ; but the firit of thofe Evils, I 

Gemelli, remov’d with an_ excellent Pheafant, 
i 696. bought at Peking, for lels than fix Pence. 
Here I found a Tartar attended by a Foot¬ 
man, and Page, and feveral Servants, 
going the lame Road, fo that afterwards 
we tra veil’d together. 

On Wtdnefday 23d, near the Town of 

A PtgoL Tantien , 1 law a handfome Pagod, call'd 
Xien-ghenfu. It is enclos'd with high 
Walls, in compafs about a quarter of a 
Nile, and has Monafteries of many 
Xofhian, or Bonzes. In the the firft Mi¬ 
an, or Pagod, was an Idol fitting after 
the Eaftern manner, all Gilt, with abun¬ 
dance of little Idols in the niches, about 
the Wall. In the id, were three Wo¬ 
men fitting on a Lion, and two Dragons, 
all Gold colour. Here 1 found the Ta¬ 
ble cover’d ; for the Bonzes dine betimes. 
In the 3d, was an Idol like a Briareus 
(fitting as the firft did) for betides the 
ufual Hands and Feet, he had 20 Hands 
on each fide, and two Feet held up in 
the Air ; and five Heads, one above an¬ 
other. There were feveral Courts 
with Apartments for the Bonzes, and 
fine Trees. We went to dine at the 
Town of Lixao, and at Night having 
traveled 113 Ly, we lay at Sanchin- 
xien, 

Thurfday 24th, we retted in the Town 
of Pcchxo. Before wc got in, f law fe¬ 
veral Bmzes pals by, who were going 
to take up a Dead Body, two and two, 
in Procclfion with Copes on 7 feme of 
them Playing on certain Inttruments, 
and others carrying Umbrciloes with 
long Silk Curtains about them, Banners, 
and other Ornaments. Next we pals’d 
through the forfekenTown of Xim-xym, 
and then through the Suburb, which 
is large and populous, in the midft 
whereof, under two Arches, were fe¬ 
veral Idols, and Bonzes Sacrificing, in 
order to go then to eat up an excelient 
Meal provided by the Kindred of the 
dead Man. Here we lay at Night after 
travelling 80 Miles. 

Before Sun-riling on Friday 15, we 
bre^kfafted in the Town of Chio-pecuu, 
beraufe of the good Filh there is in the 
Lakes about it. Near the Bridge is a 
notable Infeription, fet up there on ac¬ 
count of the Emperor's palling that way. 
Wc din’d in theSuburb of the Town of 
Gin-cbyeu-xiert , which has not filch good 
Streets and Shops as the Suburb of tfie 
other Town before, but is only Re¬ 
markable for being wall’d two Miles in 
Compafs with a wet Ditch. After riding 
i2o Ly, we fet up at Befcllipu. 


Saturday 16 th, we retted in the Town 
of Shian-kelin , and went on to lie afe 
Fucbian-y , having rid 120 Ly. Having 
travell'd the feme way in my Journey to 
Peking, I omit to mention the Town, or 
rather Cities then fpoken of in the way 
to Nancbiunfit, and will here only men¬ 
tion thofe where I ttay’d at Noon, and 
Night with the diftance of Ly, or Chi - 
nefe Furlongs. 

Sunday 27th, we din’d at the Towns of 
Manxo, and at Night having travell’d 
130 Ly, Jay at Liitehi-miau. The Cold 
Travellers endure this Days Journey is 
very great, there being neither Wood, 
nor Coal, fo that our Hoft at Night, 
burnt dry Herbs and Straw to drefi the 
Supper. Monday 28, we din’d at Cu* 
fchipi, and lay at Jau-chiaen, 120 Ly 
journey.

Sa¬ 
turday 3d, din’d in the City of Jertchiju, 
which is well enough inhabited, has 
good Shops, is enclos’d with a hand¬ 
fome Wall and wet Ditch. There is 
fuch Plenty of Pheafants in China, that 
I bought four here for about two Shil¬ 
lings. We lay at Tuntan-tien , having 
travell’d 60 Ly. 

Sunday 4th, we rode through the 
Town of Zuxien , which is fmall, and 
has nothing remarkable, and then thro’ 
its Suburb, where there is a good Pa - A Noble 
god. Firft we came into a Square place, Tomb* 
each fide of it a Musket Shot in length, 
adorn'd with tallCyprofs Trees; thence 
into another ftich Court, Wall’d in, and 
with fuch like Trees, on the front 
whereof are three Doors, leading into 
as many Courts, all enclos’d with Walls. 

Oppofite to that in the middle, there 
are three Doors, near which is a Noble 
Epitaph, and Tomb of a Chi nefe Lord 
bury’d there, fupported by a great Cro- 
codil, the other two Courts have but one 
Door each. Going in at the middle 
Door of the threeaforemention’d, there 
is a Parch, with Cypreflcs, which arene- 
ver wanting in the Chinefe Burying Places 
which leads to the chief Pagod. In it 
there are two large Idols, one in the 

main 
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main Nidi, the oilier on the left* both 
Gemetli. ot them fit looking on foracihing they 
lfipe. hold in their Hands, from their Heads 
hangs down a Diadem after the antienc 
Manner, to which before and behind arc 
faftned firings of Beads of fevcral Co* 
lours, Near to this is another Paged lit- 
tlc inferior to it, where the Idol is a 
Woman fitting* whole Ornament on the 
Head is < Birds carv’d as if flying, with 
long Tails. Going in at the Door on 
the" left, there is a Paged in the Porch, 
where is an Idol fitting with a long 
Beard, as time is Pi&ur’d among us. 
Behind there is another, where they a- 
dorc the Figure of a Woman, like the 
other before-mention’d, but with only 3 
Birds, they caliber Mamtx. There are 
other Statues before the Door, and at 
the Feet of chofe here deferib’d, all of 
them Frightful and Arm’d, as if they 
were Bravoes to Guard the Entrance. 
They are nil made of Clay cover’d with 
Lime, or Plailter of Paris y the Bone 
part of Wood At the Door on the 
right there are two ocher Pagt>ds t and 0- 
thcr Courts with Cyprefs-Trcesand Epi¬ 
taphs, and two good cover’d Galleries 
on the fides. We din'd at Chyay-xey-te, 
after palling through the little Town of 
"Jya , which tho* enclos’d with Mud 
Walls, has on excellent Suburb. At 
Night we lay in Shiaxmen, having tra- 
veil’d no Ly. Before we got into this 
Place we met abundance ot Mules load¬ 
ed, with a good Guard of Souldiers, and 
then a Beer carry’d by 30 Men, on 
which was a Coffin with the Body of a 
Chinefe Lord. To denote what it was 
there was ty’d on it a white Oxk, which 
is the Colour of Mourning, according 
toCtiftoraj but this is fometimes tranf- 
grefs’d for want of one of that Colour. 
Behind it came a Lady in white, witha 
wiiite Cloth over her Head, and carry’d 
* in a white Chair by four Men. Two 

Maids attended her with white Hoods 
on their Heads, as were their Cloatbs, 
but their Faces cover’d with black 
Vails. They told me that was the dead 
Man’s Wife. Then follow’d about 20 
Litters in which were Lhc dead Man’s 
Women, attended by many Souldiers. 

Monday the <jth din’d at §biacMeiuan t 
and lay at Nwj, 120 Ly. This Place 
has fuch plenty of Hares that they are 
fold for about three half Pence a piece. 
Tiufday the tfth, din’d at Lnyda , where 
is a long Bridge over the River, and 
pafiing the rapid River Sachets in a Boat, 
lay at Sanjtd, 11 o Ly. Wednefday the 
?fh din’d at Stnfwiy and lay at Nanft* 
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chesty 120 Ly. There might be good 
Eating in the Inns, but the Chinefts re¬ 
futing to pay more than Uierr ufual Or¬ 
dinary at Diflner, and for Supper and 
Bed, the Holt gave them the worlt 
Fowls and Swines Flefh; but I made 
them kill the Fowls before my Face, and 
paid more for them, became i cannot 
Eat them ftale. Thnrfday the 8th, by 
realbnof the Rain, weeould go no far¬ 
ther than $ an chi an y 50 Ly. Fry day the 
9th, din’d at Cucheny lay at Leanchen t 
So Ly. Smut day ipth, leaving the

Its Wall is half a Mile fquare, within 
which there are not hut little Thatch’d 
Houles. But it is to be obferv’d that 
the Norm fide is dos’d by the Tops of 
Mountains, and longer than die others. 

On that fide alfo there are few Houfes, 
the reft being Plow’d Fields.

CHAP. II.

H Aving hir’d a Boat to continue my 
Journey, for two Lean and feven 
Zien, which amounts to four Ducats, 
and a very fmall matter over, Articles 
being formally drawn in the prefence of 
fuch Perfons as have Power over the 
Boats, and having provided all Necef- 
faries, I fet out before Noon. All that 
Day we advanced but 30 Ly, and lay 
that Night at Serimi. Tuefday 27th, 
having run 50 Leagues we came to Chi- 
angutn, a Town of few Houfes ■, but on 
Wednesday the 8 th, after failing 80 Ly, 
lay on an open Shore. Thurfday the 2pth, 
came to the Town of Xopu, 80 Ly. Fri¬ 
day the 30th, lay at Shiakian-Xien , a 
Wall’d Town, tho feated on the Tops 
of Mountains. We fail’d but 80 Ly, 
becaufe there was but little Wind, tho’ 
the Chinefe Sailers to make it blow the 
more, fnpcrftitioufly kept W hi ft ling. 
Saturday 31ft, a ftifF North Wind car- 
ry’d us 142 Ly, tho we loft fome Hours 
expecting it ft on Id abate a little, ft that 
1 was conftrain’d to make them fet out 
by force. At Night we came to Kinang- 
fu-, and I refilling to go to the Houfeof 
F. Gregory Thanes a Francifcan , he came 
to fee me in the Boat, where he diverted 
himfelf till Midnight. 

Sunday the firft of January 1 tfpy, we 
lay at Juynfun, 85 Ly. Atonday the 2d, 
at Pekiazjtn, 70 Ly. We made little 


way becaufe the Waters were low, tho’ 
the River of Nanganfu at Cancheufu is 
increas’d by another on which there is 
but indifferent going to Fukien.

The Chinefe New Tear, akA folmn Fejlivals of tbt Lantborns . 


T Came to Canton with a Refolutionto 
CemeUi. A go on to Emity in the Province of 
1697. ftbimj and there imbark tor Manila, 
C‘>’*V '0 t* ut finding the Loading of Canton alrea¬ 
dy gone, and a Ship belonging to that 
Ifland in the Port of Macao ; I chang’d 
my Mind, and expe&ed to go aboard 
that Veflel, and the rather, becaufe in 
the Houle of the Francifcan Fathers 1 
found three Spaniards, who came to Can- 
ton to lay out 180000 Pieces of Eight, 
they had brought aboard their Ship. 
Getting acquainted with them i laugh’d 
at the Wonders they made at my Bold- 
nefs, in coming to Canton without a 
Pals, and then going on to Peking ; 
whereas the Xu-pa or Cuftomer, took 
thirty Pieces of them for their Pals. On 
Wednefday 25 th, fevcral Friends came 
to Congratulate my happy Return; 
and on Thurfday 26th, there being no 
fuch Vilits to receive, I went about the 
City to fee the Preparations for the 
Feftival of the new Year. The Gates 
of the old City call’d Leutcbin were Hint 
on Friday 27th, for fear of fome Mu¬ 
tiny, and there was a fearcb of the ve¬ 
ry Seats of the Guards at the Gates. 
One they faid was a Captain of Mutine¬ 
ers, who was Imprilbn’d with twenty of 
his Confederates, and Hill there was 
looking out to fecore others, for fear 
they Ihould come with a great number 
of Boats to Befiege Canton. The Peo¬ 
ple it is certain are lo opprefs’d with 
Taxes and impolltions Cnee the Tar¬ 
tar Government, that Peace is not like¬ 
ly to laft long in China. _ Sunday 2pth 
the fearch was continued agaiult the 
Mutiniers, not only in the old City, 
but in Sanehin, or the new, 

Monday the 30th, 1 went over the 
A famous River in a Boat to fee a famous Paged. 
Fi ied. Ac the Gate of the firlt Court 1 found 
two Gigantick Statues on each fide, 
Handing as if they Guarded the En¬ 
trance. At the fecond Gate of the fe- 
cond Court were four others terrible 
to behold, one of which held a Gui- 
tarr in its Hand. Oppofite to them 
was a great Paged, in the biggeft Niche 
whereof [.here were three gilt Idols fit¬ 
ting of an extraordinary Magnitude. 
On each fide there were eight others 
made of Flatter colour’d, and behind 
one of Brafs. On the Xides of the 
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Court were two other pagods, in each 
of which was an Idol ftanding of Gold 
Colour, well made. In the third 
Court was a final! Marble Pyramid 
thirty Foot high, with Figures Carv’d 
all about it, and behind it another Pa¬ 
god wicli feveral Idols. About it were 
the Apartments of two hundred Bon- 
tat, who live oa the Revenues of the 
Pagod. 

The Chin-yvc, or Chinefe new Year, 
begins with the new Moon that falls Year.’ 
next to the 5 th of February , or the 
15th Degree of Aquarius, which di¬ 
vides into two equal Parts the fpace 
between two Points in the Equinox, 
and Solftice; and on that Day accord¬ 
ing to them, the Sun enters a Sign they 
call Lie*chiun, or the RcfurrcdHon ’ of 
the Spring. They reckon twelve lu¬ 
nar Months, one cull’d little of twen¬ 
ty eight Days, and the other great 
of thirty, and every fifth Year they 
make an fnterealar Year, adding all the 
Days loft in the former, fo that they 
come even with the Sun, or Solar 
Year. The Weeks they divide like 
ns, according to the number.of the 
Planets, to each of which they ailign 
four of their Couftellations, one a Day, 
fo that after four times feven they re¬ 
turn to the firft. They reckon the Day 
from Midnight to Midnight, dividing 
it not into 24 Hours as is done among 
us, but only into 11 equal Parts, and 
all thefe,that is, the whole natural Day 
is divided into 100 Parts, and each of 
tbofe Parts again into an too Minutes, 
lo that ioooc of thefc make a Day. 

Then as for their Hours they do not 
count them by Numbers, 1, 2, 3, but 
by Names and Characters proper to 
each of them; whereof three are much 
obferv’d and efteem’d very Myfterious, 
by rcafon of thePofition of the Heavens 
that muftaufvver to them. The ift, is 
the Moment of Midnight, for then they 
fay the Heaven was Created; then the id, 
becaufe then they fay the Earth had its 
Being and Form; and in the 3d, Man. 

This time the new Year fell out in p rtn3nt ;. 
China, on the 3d of February, being fW- onsagainft 
dag, whereupon the Miflioners thought, the New 
lit to difpcnce with the Chinefe Chrilti- Year, 
a ns eating of Flefh, as alfo on Saturday 
following, elfc they would have taken 
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leave. This Difpenfation rais’d new 
Gemelli. Difputes between the Bifhop of Macao, 
and_ French Vicars ApoRolick; for lie 
' having fent the Difpenfation, to exer- 
cife this a£t of Junsdidion, the Vicars 
anfwer’d they had no need of it, being 
fufficicdtly authoriz’d from the See A- 
poRolick. Tut [day 31 If, I took my Flea- 
iure about the City, which wasallfump- 
tuouily adorn’d, and refounding with 
Joy ; the Courts being fhut, and the Im¬ 
perial Seal lock'd up feveral Days before 
to give way to the Feltival. There is 
no certain Day prefix’d, either for Ihuc- 
ting up, or opening the Courts and Seal, 
but they arc appointed from Court, 
with the diregion of the Aftrologers ; 
that the Emperor may begin again to 
Reign on the new Year, in a happy Day, 
and Hour. That Year 1695, they were 
fhut up on the 22d of January in the 
Evening. It is very Dangerous to Tra¬ 
vel, during thofe Days, bccaule there is 
no adniiniRration of juflice, all Thieves 
and Robbers going abroad then, upon 
the fecurity that they cannot be prefent- 
Jy Punifh’d. But in the Streets, the 
Guards are then doubled to catch Thieves 
whofe Puniihmenc is deferr’d till the 0- 
pening of the Courts, The pooreft 
Wretch puts on new Cloaths at the new 
Year, new Papers his Windows, and 
Walls ; renews the Epitaphs, and In- 
feriptions about his Houfe, and is lure 
to lay in a Itock of Wine, and Provifi- 
ons to Fcalt with his Friends. 

IVednefday iR of February , I went at 
*£* 2 ? Night, to feet he Illuminations all about 
" 'the City. Thurjday 2d, being the laR 
day of the Year, began the Solemnity of 
the new Year, to take leave of the old. 
The Celebrationis as follows. AtNight 
in all Houfes, the Sons kneel before 
their Parents, the younger Brothers be¬ 
fore the Elder ,the Servants before their 
IWaRers, touching the Ground with their 
Heads, and perform the Ceremonies ac¬ 
cording to the cuRom of the Country, 
mention’d in another Place. The Wo¬ 
men do the fame among themfelves; 
for in China, it is lb RridUy forbid to 
Convcrfe with Women, that the Father- 
in-law, muft never fee his Daughter- 
in-law, if they are of Quality, and goes 
only upon this Day, with her Son to 
perform this Duty. But before they re. 
quire this Duty of their Children, the 
MaRcrs of the Families pay it to their 
Anceflors; touching the Ground three 
times with their Forehead before their 
Tablet, that is, the Fathers, Grandfa¬ 
thers, and Great Grandfathers, and 
burning fwcats before it. Friday 3d, in 


Ceremo- 


the Morning long before Day, the nioR 
SuperRitious of them, went to thofe 
Pagods they had a devotion for, to touch 
the Ground with their Foreheads, and 
burn Sweets, and of thofe Coils, made 
of the Barks of Trees bruiz’d, we have 
given an account elfewhere. After which 
they ufe to Pay viiits to their Friends, 
which is fufficieatly perform’d by leav¬ 
ing it written on a piece of Red Paper, 
that they were there to wait on them 3 
and this is done to lave the trouble of 
Compliments when they meet. But 
Kindred and fpecial Friends fee one ano¬ 
ther; and no Man in their Viiits can a- 
void drinking three Cups of Liquor made 
of Rice, and thus he who has many Re¬ 
lations, and Friends, tho’ he goes from 
home never fo Grave, returns light 
headed and Reeling. I lay grave, be- 
caufe on thefe Days, the Chinefes go like 
lo many Religious Men, in a very Ray’d 
PoRure, being of Opinion that if they 
Laugh, Weep, Play, or commit any o- 
ther light Action, they Rail be inclin’d 
to do the fame all the Year after. In 
Ihort, this beginning of the New Year, 
is Celebrated with Reciprocal Viiits, 

Eating, Drinking, and Rejoycing; a 
troublefome noife of ClHKf/f Drums,and o- 
ther InRruments refounding for three 
whole Days; belides Fireworks, where¬ 
of we lhall Ipeak hereafter. Abundance 
of Mony is lpentin Powder, and Paper, 
as well to be us’d in the Houfes, as to 
burn in the Fagods , after the Sacrifice, 
and Offering of Flefh, Fouls, and Fruit 
which they afterwards carry home to eat 
with their Friends. 

The lame 3d Day in the Morning be¬ 
times, I went to fee a very inconfidcra- 
ble thing in my Fancy, but very great 
in the Opinion of the Chinefes. Going 
out at the Gate of Laucbin on the EaR 
fide, I law a vaR great Cow, made of 
colour’d Clay, hemm’d in by a Multi¬ 
tude of Chinefes , who beating it to pie¬ 
ces with long Poles, wherein confiRs the 
Sport, went to Logger-heads, about 
who Ihould get the little Calves made of 
the fame Stuff) which were in the Cows 
Belly. This they do in remembrance of 
an ancient Emperor of theirs, whom 
the Multitude believes to have been Con¬ 
verted into a Cow,which was good only 
for the Plow. They told me they after- Saperfti- 
wards prefented theCalves to great Men tiom-Pra- 
for a good new Years Gift. At my return,! 
went into fee 2 very large Pagods, the 
firR ereried In Honour of Chianlaoye , a 
Deity, for whofe Service there are al¬ 
ways Horfes Raading ready before the 
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rvA-^i Temple Gates, becaufe they lay he 
Gemclli. would ride a thou land Leagues a day, 
idp 7 . on them. There are alfo about the 
cc~^r\) Courts, feveral Statues in fundry hor¬ 
rid Shapes. At the upper end of the 
Paged is the aforefaid Idol, Cbianlaoye 
lilting, with a thing like a Diademe on 
his Head. I found many Idolaters Of¬ 
fering Meat ready drefs’d, and Fruit; 
burning Sweets, and Pa^er to be con¬ 
verted into Gold and Silver, to ferve 
’ the Dead. Others took a Piece of Hick, 
flit through the middle, and flung both 
pieces up into the Air. If one or both 
of them fcil to the Ground with the flat 
fide, that had been cleft through, up¬ 
wards, it was counted a good omen, and 
a iign the Idol was pleas’d with them; 
but if the Bark of both was upwards, 
that was a very ill Sign. But they threw 
them up io often, that at laft the flicks 
mu ft needs fall as they would have them. 
Others rowling about great Faggots, 
drew out a ftick to know their good, 
or ill Fortune, and this they repeated 
till they drew one that was Fortunate. 
The other Paged was near the Palace, 
which formerly belong’d to the Petty 
King, but at prefent to the Tartar Ge¬ 
neral. It is divided into three Parts, 
one within another in the fir ft ; [ law 3 
Idols in the Niche, bare headed, and o- 
tber great Statues on the Ground. In 
the 2d there were alio three Idols in the 
Niche, and four by their (idea on the 
Ground. In the 3d, there were five 
horrid Figures upon the Ground, and 
one great Idol of a Gold colour, and an¬ 
other little one in the Niche, In my 
way home, I met a number of Manda¬ 
rines in Chairs, and on Horfe-back, moft 
richly Clad, with the Enfigns of their 
Employments and Degrees embroider’d 
on their Garments, They were going 
to pay the nfual adoration in the Pa- 
gods. Saturday 4th, thole who had re¬ 
ceiv’d the Compliments of the newYear, 
were employ’d in returning the Vifits, 
either in Perfon, or with the red Paper, 
according to the cuftom of the Connery. 
This is to be underftood of inferiour 
Mandarines ; for the 5 great ones receive 
, them, and make the return by Petty Man¬ 
darines, or other Officers of their Courts; 
and only vifit one another Perlonally. 
Thcfc five Principal Minifters of Can¬ 
ton, are the Fuyen, or Viceroy ; the Pu- 
chienfu, or Red ever General, of all the 
Taxes of the Province; the Zian-chyan, 
or General of the Tartar Troops, and 
two Aflbdates. of his, call’d Tutun, nam'd 
the right and left Arm of his Body, and 


thefeare of equal Authority ; being car- 
ry’d in a Chair by 8 Men, with the Chinefi 
Drum before them,beaten with tjftrokes 
following. Sunday 5th, 1 went to the 
Ghurch of the Spamjh Francifcans, whither 
abundance of Chinefe Chriitians reforted 
to perform their Devotions. Monday 6th, 
a Cbincfe Merchant invited, me to his 
Houfe; but gave me my Dinner too ear¬ 
ly, according to their Cuftom. There 
were on the Table,at lea ft 20 little Dilhes 
with feveral forts of Fruit andSweetmcats 
and others wkhChkkens,andSwiuesfldh. 

I faw nothing worth mentioning the fol- peftival 
lowing days, till Monday 13th, when I of I.ant 
went about to fee the Preparations for hems, 
the Feaft of the Lanthorns made through- 
otic the City, as being one of the chief 
Feftivals of the Chimfes, and to fay the 
Truth, I met with wonderful Inven¬ 
tions. The Chinefes give the follow¬ 
ing account of its Orignal. They fay, 
that not long after the Eroding of 
their Empire, a Mandarine much be- 
lov’d of the People for. his Virtue, 
loft a Daughter he doated on, upon 
the Bank of a River; and going along 
the Shore to look for her, all People 
follow’d him Weeping, with lighted. 

Torches and Lanthorns ; but tho’ he 
fought for her a long time in all Places 
about the Bank (much as Certs did 
her Daughter Proferpine ) yet Jhe was 
never found. The learned in their 
Books, affignanother Original; which 
is, that 3500 Years fince, in the Reign 
of the laft King of the Family Hia, 
whole Name was Kit, a cruel Man, and 
wholly given up to fen fu alky; he be¬ 
ing one day with his belt beloved 
Queen, lamented that the Pleafurcs of 
this Life, were not lading 4 that few 
liv'd an hundred Years; that time be¬ 
ing lb fwift, he could not fatiate him- 
felf with thole Pleafures, he fo dearly 
lov’d, and in Ihort he reflefted upon 
Nature as Unkind, and Cruel. The 
Queen feeing him fo difturb’d, laid. 1 
know fitch a way to prolong time, as mill 
fatisfy you. Make a Month a day , and 
a Tear a Month, and thus the Tears, 

Months, and Days will be fo long, that 
living ten Tears, you will have the Pleaftre 
and Satisfaction of an hundred. There¬ 
fore five perfuaded the Foolilh fonfual 
Emperor, to build a Palace without 
Windows, that no Light might come 
in. Then (he caus’d it to be adorn’d 
with Gold, Silver, Precious Stones, 
and rich Moveables, brought in a Num¬ 
ber of Boys, and Beautiful Girles, all Na¬ 
ked, and itj fine, bury’d her felf, and her 
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evA*/"* Husband there Alive, without any Light 
GemeliL but that of an infinite number of Fiam- 
1697. beaux, and liafithorns, inftead of the 
W'-* Sun, Moon, and Stars. There the Em¬ 
peror Kit continu’d a whole Year with 
his lead Queen, giving himfelf up to all 
forts of lullfu) Pleaiures; forgetting 
Time, Heaven, and every thing clfe, 
even their Court and Empire, and fram¬ 
ing to cheralelvcs new Times and new 
Heavens in their own Conceit. His Sub- 
jerts provok’d by thefe Extravagancies, 
and his Cruelty, revolted, and fet up in 
his Place Cbim-tam, head of a new fa¬ 
mily. After Kie'% Death, they deftroy’d 
his Palace, and repeal’d all his Ordinan¬ 
ces, except thp Invention of Flambeaux 
and Lanthorns, which they prefervM to 
Celebrate the Feftival, They tell fur¬ 
ther, That about 2000 Years after that, 
another Emperor of the tenth Family 
call’d Turn, had fuch Faith in a Jugler 
of the Seft of Taofn (wbofe Profcffion 
it is to impofe on the World with chi- 
mical Oneraiions, promifing endlcfsGold 
and Silver, a Life alrnoft Everlafting, 
and in a Moment to remove Mountains) 
that one Day he: told me, he had a mind 
to fee the Lanthorns lighted in the City 
Taw-chcii) in the Province of Nanking) 
which were the fineftand molt applaud¬ 
ed throughout the Empire; and the Fe- 
ftival was the next Night. The Con¬ 
jurer anfwer'd, ltc would carry him thi¬ 
ther to fee the Lanthorns, and bring him 
back again the fame Night, at his £afe, 
and without the leaft Trouble. In ef¬ 
fort, foon after there appear'd Chariots 
and Thrones in the Air, made of Clouds, 
which feetn’d to be fwlftly drawn by 
Swans; and the King and Qaeen mount¬ 
ing them with a great number of Ladies; 
and Muficians belonging to the Palace, 
came to Tam-cbeti in the twinkling of 
an Eye, the Clouds fpreading and co¬ 
vering the whole City. The King faw 
the Lanthorns, and to requite the Citi¬ 
zens tor the Pleafure he had taken in 
their City, he caus’d his Mu lick to Play, 
and then return’d to his Palace in a Mo¬ 
ment. A Month after an Exprefs came 
according to Cnftom from that City, 
mentioning what had been there feen 
on the Lanthorn Night. L.aftly, they 
fay. That 500 Years after, there was a 
King of the Family Sam, who us’d every 
Year at that time to Ihow himfelf Fami¬ 
liarly to all the Lords, and great Men, 
with the Doors open, affording them the 
Satisfsrtton of enjoying the Sight of the 
fine Lanthorns, and Fireworks, and the 
hearing of the charming Mu lick he had 
in his Palace. * 


Book IV. 


Thiirfsiay the' i 4th of February, and the 
12th of the Chintfe Moon, 1 went at 
Night about the City of Canton to fee 
this Rejoycing. In every Quartet of it, 
or Ward, was fet up fome Figure of 
their Idols, about which there were far 
veral Pcrfons difguis’d, fome like Wo¬ 
men, and fome other wife, with ptepo- 
fterous Habits and Masks, and feveral 
Inftruments in their Hands. In thefe 
Shapes they went about the Town upon 
Afies, or a-foot (as. is us’d in the Car- ; 
naval in Italy) with a long Proceffion 
before them of Lanthorns on long Poles. 

They were made either of Paper, or of 
Taffeta of feveral Colours, and in the 
fliape of feveral Creatures, as Fifties, 

Dogs, Horfes, Lions, and the like, 
which with the Light were very plea- 
fant to behold ; all this attended with 
noify Inftrumeats of Brafs and Drums. 

The belt of it was that fome went Na¬ 
ked to Art their Parts more to the Life. 

But the prime part of this Solemnity is 
to be fecii In the Paged*, and the Palaces NoUe 
of great Lords, where there arc Lan- Lanrhorm 
thorns that coft 15, or 20 Piftoles, and 
in ihofe of the Viceroys and Princes, 
they are not worth lefs than an hundred, 
two hundred, and three hundred Crowns. 

They are hung tip in the ttatelieft Halls, 
by reafon of their greatnels, for there 
arc fome twenty Cubits Diameter, or 
more. Within them is a vaffc number 
of Lamps and Candles, whole Light fets 
off the Painting, and the Smoke gives 
Life to the Figures, which with wonder¬ 
ful Aft-run round, leap, and go up and 
down within the Lanthorn. There are 
to befeen Horfes galloping, Cartsdrawn, 

Men at work on the Land; Ships under 
Sail, Mandarines and Princes going in 
and out with numerous Trains; Armies 
Marching; Plays Arting; Dancing, and 
other Sports with feveral Motions. The 
People go about all Night enjoying 
thefe Sights, playing on iefiruments, in 
Companies made up of Families and 
Friends. There is no Houfe Rich or 
Poor, but that Night has its Lanthorn 
either in a Court, Hall, or Window. 

There are alfb Puppet Shoes, and others 
by Shadows made to appear upon fine 
and tranfparent white Silk, wonderfully 
reprefenung Kings, Queens, Comman¬ 
ders, Soldiers, Buffoons, and other Things 
proper for the Stage. The wonder is 
to fee them exprefs Weeping, Joy, 

Anger, and other t’alfions, with as much 
cafe as they make all the Figures move. 

Near the Paged* , befides the aforefaid 
Figures and Shows, there are feveral Ar- 
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CsjJri dies cover’d with Silk, with variety of 
Cemetu. Painting, which the Light within /hews 
1597. Pleafant and Diverting, in fhort, upon 
this occalion there are feveral Millions' 
fpent throughout the Empire, as well in 
colour’d Paper to adorn the Houfcs, as 
to Burn, make Fireworks, and LanthorQS. 
Methiuks if it were poflible to fee all the. 
Empire at one call; of an Eye from fome 
high Place, it'would appear all in a Flame, 
like one mighty Fire ; there being no 
Man cither in City or Country, or on 
the Rivers, but has his painted Lanthorn, 
and ail of them made after feveral man¬ 
ners, and that has not Fireworks repre- 
fenting feveral Creatures. I know no 
Nation in the World that can compare 


with the Cbinefes in this particular of 
making Fireworks j tor they have been 
known to make a whole Bower of red 
Grapes, which ail burnt without being 
confum’d ; but on the contrary the Body 
of the Vine, the Branches, Leaves, Bun¬ 
ches, and the very Stones, all at once 
burning appear’d in their proper Colours, 
either Red, Green, or otherwife, lo that 
to the Beholders they feem’d rather Real 
than Counterfeit. But the moft ftupen- 
dious Thing is to fee, that the Fire, 
which is fo active and fierce an Element, 
fhould Operate fo fiowly, as if it had 
loft its own Nature, to ob-?y Art, and 
ferv’d only to /how the Bower without 
burning it. 


CHAP. IV.

Year, I went to fee the Tfunto, who was 
then at Canton , about Bulinefs of his 
Employment. Before he came out of 
his Palace (which had belong’d to the 
petty King of Canton) three Chambers 
were fir’d, to give the People Notice of 
his coming, and then he fee out attended 
as follows. 


A. chinefe Drums on which they give 
thirteen Strokes following. 

B. 1. A Tablet with the Sign denot¬ 
ing the Civil Magiftrate, 

C. 2. Tablet denoting his Martial 
Power. 

D. 3. A Tablet commanding Silence.

C. Several Employments, and Offices 
the Minifters hold.

After Dinner I went to the top of a An odd 
Hill to fee the Preparations made in a Struflure, 
Houfe, where the Vice-roy and fbme 
principal Mandarines were to be Enter¬ 
tain’d at Night. It had been built by 
a Mandarine within the old City call’d 
Lattchin , and confifted of one large Room 
or Hall fupported by abundance of fine 
wooden Pillars. Over it was another 
like it 1 both of them were Spacious, 
but not Beautiful; and therefore only 
afforded a noble Profpecf, becaufe they 
difeover’d all the City. In the upper 
Hall was a Pagod with feveral Idols; with 
many of their Religious Men call’d Taozst 
about them. In the firft the Tables were 
cover’d plentifully enough to Entertain 
the Fayett , or Vice-roy. About the Wall 
there were Cupboards, Cabinets, and 
other Things of rich China and Japan 
varni/h’d with abundance of Figures. 

Having feen what was there 1 came down 
from the Hill. At the foot of it 1 went 
in to fee a Convent of Women Bonzes . 

The good Women gave me Tea, and 
carry’d me to fee the Paged and their 
Monaftery. The Night following there 
was publick Rcjoycing throughout the 
City with Lanthorns, and other fuper- 
ftirious Follies. 
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<-s w A_y'"' Sunday 19th, there was a great Refort 
GtmtM, of Cbinefe Chrifliaas to the Church of 
l6p7* the Spa nip: Francijeans. Monday 20th, 
being counted a fortunate Day, a great 
^ Eten ’ ( many Coupie were marry’d. As 1 ifood 
/mean before the Ho life, I Cw a Bride go by. 
Bride. before her went .fix Women, with as 
many Cbinefe Boxes handfomly Gilt and 
Varnifh’d, in wiiich they earry’d the 
Prefetus cover’d. Then follow’d aoout 
ao Muficians with feveral lnfhumeuts, 
lint! feveral Banners .of painted Paper, 
upon long Staves. Then came the-Bride 
m a clofe Chair, richly adorn’d with Silk 
curioufly wrought, and after her four 
Relations that attended her. Ten Por¬ 
ters carry’d as many Chells with the 
Goods, the Bride being of mean Paren¬ 
tage- The Bridegroom waited at Home, 
with his Kindred, to receive her at his 
Door. 

A Vtiue- Wcdnefday 22d, 1 law a ftately Fune- 
* al - ral. Fir ft went twelve Paper Banners, 
Statues, and other Things, hanging at 
long Poles 5 then about twenty Muficians, 
and fix Boxes for burning of Sweets, 
and to carry Prefcnts to the Bonzes. 
Next follow’d feven great UmbreUos 
with Curtains about them, and many 
Bonzes with their Copes, attending the 
Dead Body. The Procefiion was dos’d 
by about an hundred Chinefts r with each 
a Cord in his Hand, of thofe they make 
of the Barks of Trees pounded, which 
burn gently. Among them were the 
neareft Relations, clad in Sackcloth, with 
their Bodies bowing. 

Th‘e Jjun- Friday 24th, thinking it a proper Day 
»*’s Pa- co p ce 0 f t | ie Tjitntj j palace, be- 
caufe of the Vi Iks made him by all the 
Mandarines/ of the City, and Country, 
as their Superior in civil and military 
. A Hairs, he being Captain General mid 
Vicar of the Provinces of Canton and 
Kiangji, 1 went thither betimes. The 
fir ft Court was a Musket Shot and a half 
long, and proportionably in breadth, 
where there were abundance of Soldiers 
in Teats. From two long Poles fix’d 
up there, hong two fquare yellow Ban¬ 
ners, with Chambers on them ; after 
the fame manner as they are in the Vice¬ 
roy's Court. At the Entrance of the 
fecond Court there were feveral Officers, 
and among the reft forty in beautiful 
Silk Garments, on which iortie had a 
Bird, fome a Lion, forae a Tyger, or 
other Things embroider'd, Being in 
this lecond Court, which is half a Mus¬ 
ket Shot fquare, and going on to the 
third Door, I met the Guards, who 
would not permit me to go any further; 
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but from thence I look’d into the third 
and fourth Com ts, as big as the fecond, 
at the end whereof was the Hall to give 
■Audience, well enough adorn’d. Having 
flay’d there aq Hour, l law the Fnytn, 
or Vice-roy, the Zanchym 7 and other 
Mandarines take their Leaves; the Tf*n- 
ro 7 who was an old Man, bat of a comly 
Prefence, and clad after the Tartar Fa- 
Ihion, waiting on rhem to the fourth 
Door with much Refpeft, and Civility; 
then I obferv’d they went to the third 
Gate upon a hand Ionic Caufway that di¬ 
vides the Court, and there they reitera¬ 
ted their Com piemen cs. The Vke-roy’s 
Train was more numerous than the Z*n- 
chyufih ; f or there went firft 16 Banners; 
then as many Tablets, on which were 
written the CharaSers and Privileges of 
his Dignity; then Umbrellos; thirty Sol¬ 
diers a-Horfeback ; above fifty inferior 
Officers, Executioners, and Hangmen, 
with Staves, Chains, and Wands in their 
Hands, after whom came lie in a Chair 
carry’d by eight Men. They Laid the 
Tfumo, and two Twins (Ta frgnifies great, 
and Gut a Man in the Cbinefe Tongue) 
were come by the Emperor’s Order to 
Review the Troops in the Province; that 
is, to fill their Purfes. 

After Dinner I law another Nuptial Another 
Solemnity, Firft of all there were car* Wedding. 
ryVI twenty great Lanthorns hanging at 
Poles, but they had no lighted Candles 
in them. Next came a quantity of Pre¬ 
lim ts of feveral forts, and twelve Wo¬ 
men with Gifts, then other Lanthorns, 
carry'd by young Lads, feveral Curiofi- 
ties in Silk and Paper, and laftly die 
Bride in a fine cover’d Chair.

CHAP. V. 

The Author's fbort Voyage to Macao. 


B Eing reiblv’d to go for Manila, a- 
board the Spanijh Veffel then riding 
at Macao, I thought fit to wait on the 
Captain of it to ask his Confent, and 
accordingly order’d my Affairs for that 
fhort Voyage. Saturday the 3d of March, 
I Sail’d late aboard a Cniampan , or great 
Boat that carry’d the Silks the Spanijh 
Merchants had brought to Macao, and 
made little way, as we did alfo on Sun¬ 
day 4th, the Wind being contrary, fo 
that we could fcarce come in light of the 
Town of Sciunte, where the Spanijh Pran- 
eifeans have a Houfe and Church; and 
the fame Wind continuing on Monday , 
we could not get beyond the Town of 
Aonfon. Tuefday 6th, the Idolater Sailers 
prepar’d for their Sacrifice. The wicked 
Pilot play’d the part of a Prieft, under 
an Umbrello, that the Idolatrous Cere¬ 
mony might be the more Decent, or ra¬ 
ther more Deteftable. The Meat was 
fet upon a Table in Chintft Difhes, viz, 
boil’d Pork, Fifh, and Sugar-canes cut in 
fmall bits with Wine. Firft he ftruck his 
Head againft the Ground feveral times 
holding his Hands together,and the Drum 
beating; than he began to mutter fome 
Words; and laftly, he pour’d a little 
Wine on the Meat, and, according to 
Cuftom, burnt colour’d Papers. After¬ 
wards the Meat and Wine was diftributed 
among the Idolaters; which they gree¬ 
dily devour’d, vainly imagining thein- 
felves to be blefs’d by it. This prophane 
Aftion could not but produce an unhap¬ 
py E fie ft. One or two Chiampans of Rob¬ 
bers that were in the Ifland came up to 
us. Our Men thinking they had been 
Guards of the Canal receiv’d them as 
Friends, faluting them with their Drum. 
The Robbers return’d the Civility lifting 
their Hands on high, in token of Friend-

fhip; then making up under theStefsL 
of our Boat, asking whether wc had any 
Salt, they laid us aboard. We hereupon 
beginning to Sufpedt them, laid hold o'f 
our Arms, and fir’d two Piftols to Fright 
them. Being meer Cowards they pre- 
fently fell off in a Fright; and went to 
take up a Spy or Centinel they had left 
on the higheft part of the illand. After¬ 
wards both the Chiampant drew into the 
privatcfl part of the ifland, fearing left 
the Mandarine of the white Houfe up¬ 
on Information fliould fend after them. 
Whilft we ftood upon our Guard againft 
the Robbers, t could not fave my felf 
from the Knavery of our own Sailers; 
who making ufe of their Time, in the 
height of the Hurry, ftote a little Watch 
I carry’d for F. Philip Ftefchi. The Chi- 
ne/e Sailers would have call Anchor in 
fight of the Pirates, upon Pretence that 
it was Ebb, and there was not Water 
enough to go on; but being requir’d to 
go on as far as the white Houfe, that wc 
might be out of the Danger above-men - 
tion’d, and the Pilot obltinately refilling 
to go any further, he had Ibmc Strokes 
given him, and then Laughing boifted 
both his Sails. We came to Macao be¬ 
fore Noon, where l was again courtc- 
oi]fly Entertain’d by F. Jofepb of the 
Conception, Prior of the Monaftery of 
Sr. AuguJHn, as I had been at my firft 
coming thither, and that Night being 
Shrove-Tuefday, we had an excellent Sup¬ 
per aboard the Spanijh Veflel, all the 
Spanijh Merchants being there. The fol¬ 
lowing Days were (pent in Devotion, 
which is great there, and the Churches 
much frequented by Men and Women. 
The Womens Apparel there is flrange, 
the whole con filling of two pieces of 
Silk, without the help of Tailer, Scifars, 
F f f 1 or 
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or Needle. One they wrap about their 
Gtmellu Watte, and femes tor a Petticoatthe 
1697. other covers the Head and Breaft, the 
WNJ Legs being left out with no other Stoc¬ 
king than Nature provided, and lh * “ et 
with a fort of Slippers. This Habit, 
tho’not cOEiveDient, is very -modett. But 
the Ladies are better* and more decent¬ 
ly Clad* They generally go & wooden 
Chairs gilt? and elote on all lides, fitting 
after the TurJiiJb Ealhion, with their Legs 
a-crofs, the lowuefs of the Chair not al¬ 
io wing them to fit any other way. They 
are carry’d like Cages, hanging by an 
lion Ring faftned to the top, through 
which they run a ColtftafT The Men 


wear long Breeches down to their An¬ 

des, fo that they look like fo many Ihag- 
gy Dogs. The Condition of the poor 
portu£iiefei of Macao is very deplorable, 
for want of Trade, efpecidly among the 
meaner Sort. Whilit the Trade with 
Japan floorifil'd, the Citizens were able 
to Pave their Streets with Silver ; but 
that ceafiag they were reduced to the 
Poverty they now labour under. Tho* 
the VeiTd was fmall, Captain Bafarte ve¬ 
ry genetoully gave me tny PafTage to 
Manila •, and therefore having no other 
Buiinefs at Macao, I took my Leave of 
my Friends, to return to Canton for my 
Equipage.

Monday :12th, 
the fair Wind continuing we pafs’d by 
Sesame, in this Channel,, tho’ it be frefh 
Water, an infinite quantity of Oiiters is 
taken’, (b large, that the Fleihof fooie 
of them weigh a Pound , but generally 
half a Pound; but the Taflc is not fo 
Delicious as ours. The Chinefes ufe the 
Shells in Building, as if they were Stones j 
and the Portuguefts work them Jo thin 
that they ferve tnftead of Glafs in their 
Windows. Tutfday 13th, we arriv’d at 
Canton, and l return'd to my ufual A- 
bode at the Spanijb Frandfeans.

He was going 
thither to provide for the Security of a 
third part of his Province, where fome 
Mutiny or Invafion of Robbers was fear’d. 
The Emperor had order'd chat for the 
better fecuring of the Province, it ihould 
be divided among three one Part to the 
Vice-roy 3 another to the Tim, or Ge¬ 
neral of the Forces; and the third to 
the Tfumo *, and every one of them to be 
accountable for what Ihould happen with¬ 
in his Divifion. inday ijth, the little 
Mandat me of TnnUn (which fignines ot 
the Eafi: Shore) fet out by the Vice-roy $ 
Order, to compote the Difference be¬ 
tween the People of that (mail Town 
and the Spanifi Frandfcaw, who having 
purchas’d the Ground tq Build a little 
Church for the ufe of the Chriltiaus of 
the Place, had their Work obltrufted 
by thofe People, whofancy’d they fhould 
all Die if the Church were Built; be- 
caufe it would takeaway their Fuets-Schy 
(that is,Wind and Water,) or good Luck, 
as has been mention’d before. Being re- 
folv’d to Depart, I took Leave of all 
the Fathers, and return’d Thanks to the 
Fraud fans for having Entertain’d me 
feveral Months in their Houfe.

The Author's return to Macao. 


fsA-o TTAving provided all things for tny 
CtmtUi. in Voyage, I put my Goods and 
1597. iiiacK aboard the Veflelon Tncfday 20th, 
co/v and went thither my felf after Dinner. ■ 
Tho 5 we were under Sail all the reft of 
that Day, and the following Night, yet 
we made but little way. Wtdmfday 1 1 ft, 
we pafs’d by the Town of Scinme, and 
advanced con fide rabiy in the Night. 
Thur/day 22d, the Wind being contrary 
we made but little way. Friday 23d, 
the lame Pilot made fuch a Sacrifice, aod 
with the lame Ceremonies as was men¬ 
tion'd before. He would not have us 
make Water over that fide of (die Boat 
which was reierv’d for that Superfti- 
tion. Coming to Macao betimes, the 
Cuftom-houfe Officers fearch’d the Chefts 
of Silks, and weigh’d as well thofe that 
had Gold in them, as the Plain, wrought 
or unwrought, but they did not all Pay 
alike. The Duty is inconfiderablc, that 
is, oue, or one and a half per. cent. The 
Prior ofS. Aaguftin lodg’d me. The fol¬ 
lowing days 1 Ipent in vifiting the Captain 
of the Veil'd, I was to go in, and feme 
Churches,and among the reft,the College 
of S. Paul, where there is part of the 
Atm of S. Francis Xaverius, from the 
Elbow to the Shoulder, the reft with the 
Hand being st Rome, in the profefs’d 
Honfc of the Jtfnitt. Wtdnejday 28th, 

I went up to fee the Fort on the North 
fide, but when I came thither, the Cap¬ 
tain that was upon Guard would not 
fufferme to go in \ whereof making tny 
Complaint to fome Pmuguefe, they de- 


fir’d me not to look upon it, as pro¬ 
ceeding from Jealoufy, but Prudence* 
this being done, that none might lee 
what a wretched condition the Guns 
were in, which befidcs that they were 
few were all difmounted, by reafon of 
the Poverty of the City, So that I can¬ 
not perceive upon what grounds F. John 
Jofeph of S. TereJ'a fays, the City of 
Macao is vaftly Rich, and that upon the Hi ft. of 
Coronation of King John the fourth, Bnrilptr. 
it feat him a coniiderable ,Prcfent of 2 * l6 ' u 
ready Mony, and 200 Piece! of Brafi 
Cannon. The good Father was fo fond 
of Cannon, that he would fay anything 
for it. I never bear’d a more Exu-e- 
vagaut Romance, than when he tells 
us, that when the PortHgueje took M*- 
Uca from the Indians, there were found 
in i r 3000 pieces of Brafs Cannon *, where¬ 
as tis well known that number cannot be 
found in many confiderable ftrongholds in 
Ear ope put together; and that Mdaca is 
no other than a fmall Village, made up 
of little Houfes, with Mud Walls, or 
at beft of Timber, and cover’d with 
Palm-tree leaves, and the Caftle fo 
final!, that it could not hold fo many 
Pieces of Cannon, tho’ they had been 
laid one upon another, Perhaps the 
200 Pieces Macao fent the King of Por¬ 
tugal were taken out of thefe 3000, 
which could never be found throughout 
all India, either of Brafs, or Iron. 

The following days, I took leave of 
my Friends, and prepar’d for my Voy¬ 
age to MamU.

w^V%J finding no Water in it, they remov’d 
to another, three Miles from it \ which 
they found as low as the other, very 
(mall, and without Wood or Water, fo 
that for four Days they were forced to 
drink the Blood of Tortoifes. At length 
Necefiiiy fliarpening their Wits, they 
dug Trenches in the Ifland level with 
the Water; and what came into them, 
tho’ blackifh they drank for waut of bet¬ 
ter. In the mean while. Providence, 
which never /orfakes any Body, fed 
them with Tortoifes; for they coming 
to lay thf *r Eggs, as they do for fix 
Months, continually, they kill'd fuch a 
vaftqu .ntity, as ferv’d to Maintain them. 
VW-n the Seafon of the Tortoifes was 
paft, there reforted to the Ifland a fort 
of great Sea Fowls, call’d by the Spani¬ 
ards^ but more efpecially by the Portu¬ 
gal fes Paxar os-Bobos, or Paffaros-Tolos , 
that is, Foolilh Birds, to build their 
Nells; and thefe being very Silly, as 
their Name denotes, the Men kill’d e- 
nough to ferve them, with Sticks; and 
thus eighteen of them, that had got in¬ 
to the Ifland fed fix Months in the Year 
upon Tortoifes, and the reft upon thofe 
Birds, whereof they laid up Frovifion 
drying them in the Sun. They had no 
Pots to Boil them, but Neceflicy taught 
them to make fome of Clay, but fuch as 
would ferve only once. Their Cloaths 
being quite worn out in feven Years they 
led this painful Life, they flead the Birds, 
and Hitching the Skins together with 
Needles, and Thread, made of fmall 
Palm-tree Leaves, they made a fhift to 
cover their Nakednefs. In Winter they 
defended themfelves the belt they could 
In Caves they dug with their Hands. 
During this time levcral Ships fail’d by, 
but, tho’ they made all poflible Signs 
with Fires to call them to their Relief, 
none ever would come to their A Alliance, 
perhaps for fear of the Sands; and thus 
their Hopes always ended in Grief. At 
length they refolved to Die, or put an 
end to their Miferies; for the Birds be¬ 
ing frighted came not in fuch Numbers 
as they had done at fir ft; and they were 
like Ghofts for want of Fire and good 
Food, and becaufe the Water was very 
bad. They therefore made a fmall Boat, 
or rather a Cheft of Boards, caulking it 
with the Cotton of a Quilt they had, 
and inftead of Tar daubing it with Tor- 
toifes Greafe. They made Ropes of cer¬ 
tain Sinues in the Tortoifes, and Sails of 


the Skins of the Birds few’d together. 

In fine, they let out without a fuflicient 
provillon of Birds, and Water, repo* 
ling all their Confidence in God’s Mercy, 
and at the end of eight Days, arriv’d in 
the Ifland of Hainan. Sixteen Sailers 
Landing, for two had dy’d in the little 
Ifland, the Chinefes fled, feeing them 
look like Ghofts, and fo ftraugelyClad; 
but having given an Account of their 
Misfortunes, the Mandarine of the Ifland 
caus’d them to be recover’d and reftor’d 
to their Strength with good Provilions, 
and then furnifh’d them with all Necef- 
faries to return Home. The Fomgutfes 
coming to Macao, one of them found 
that his Wife, believing him to be Dead, 
had marry’d another Husband; yet he 
took her again, and the other was forced 
to feek another, which perhaps was no 
great Trouble to him. 

Before I leave China, I am oblig’d, Fallhood 
fince it comes here into my Mind, to of the Ac- 
acquaint the Reader; That the Chinefe c ? unt , 
Women are much wrong’d in their Re- Embaffy 
putation by the Author of the Relation t0 
of the Dutch Erabafly to Peking. In the 
firft place he certainly dreamt'that there 
were publick Whores in China , and that 
they are carry’d about the Towns, on 
Afles by thofe that deal in them and 
that they cry. Who will take her to him , 
as other Things are cry’d about the 
Streets; further adorning his Book with 
the Figure of fuch a Woman. To fpeak 
the Truth, 1 have not met with any fuch 
piece of Impudence in fo many King¬ 
doms and Empires, as 1 have feen, whe¬ 
ther they were Moors, or other barba¬ 
rous Nations; and as for China, having 
been in both the Courts of Peking and 
Nanking, and gone the fame way the 
Dutch Ambafladors went, I never heard 
fo abominable aTraffick fpoke of, much 
left could I fee any thing like it *, nay, 
they have not fo much as the Name of 
Whores, much left a Toleration of them, 
to prevent the Debauching of Youth ; 
and if there fhould happen to be any 
fuch Women, they would be moft fe- 
vercly Puniih’d. So that F. Philip Gri - ' 
tnaldi, who was Interpreter to the Em- 
bafTy had reafon to tell me that the Au¬ 
thor of that Relation has writ as many 
Lies as Words, 

Sunday the firft of April, the la ft Chi- 
ampan, or Boat loaded with Silks ar¬ 
riv’d. It was hir’d by Dominick Sella, 

Factor to the Spanijh VelTel, that the Ship 
might not be detain’d any longer for 
want of its Loading. Yet they were fain 
to ftay Monday 2d, as well becaufe Se- 

mea. 
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KS\ me a, the Tfuntoh Servant was abfent, 
Cemelti. who had taken Charge of that Affair 
! 6 'P 7 * which amounted to the value of 28000 
'-'■’YNJ pieces of Eight, and becaufe a Compa¬ 
nion of his, who brought the remainder 
of the Silks, would not deliver them 
without him ; as alfo by reafon the Hu- 
pu, or‘Chinefe Ctfftomer for his private 
Intereft delay'd figning the Cbitppa, or 
I.icenfe to depart, which Captain Bafarte 
preft’d for, that he might Sail j the Por- 
tugitife General, as they call him, al¬ 
lowing none to Sail without the Hupa's 
Leave : At kff, on Tttefday 3d, fame of 
the chief Chftomers Clerks came <0 the 
Captain’s Houfe, with whom the Buff- 
ncfs was adjulted for fifty Ducats, over 


and above all Duties; and accordingly 
on lVcdnefd*y 4th, the Head Clerk came 
again with a great many Under Clerks, 
and other final] Officers to deliver die 
Captain the Chiappa, or Licenfc to Saii, 
and he Rewarded them for their Pains. 
Tknrfd*y % ch, Seme a came, and deliver’d 
Silks to the value of 28000 pieces, of 
Eight-, receiving r 5000 that were behind* 
Friday 6th, when the Vellel was ready 
to Sail, 1 having been too Negligent be¬ 
fore, had a great deal of Trouble to 
make the necefiary Provifion for my Voy-* 
age in filch a Burry. Here the Reader 
mtrft give me leave to put an end to this 
Volume of the Account of Chin.^ to be¬ 
gin the next with the Philippine Ik nt js.

S O great is theDignity and Excellen¬ 
cy of HumaneNaturc,and foa&ive 
thofe Sparks of Heavenly Fire it 
partakes of, thatthey ought to be look’d 
upon as very Mean, and Unworthy the 
Name of Men, who thro’Pufilanimity, by 
them call’d Prudence, or through Sloath, 
which they firile Moderation, or elfe 
through Avarice, to which they give the 
Name of Frugality, at any Rate with¬ 
draw thcmfelvcs from performing Great 
and Noble Aftions. Many make it their 
bu finds to extol the Glorious underta¬ 
kings of others, both in Verfeand Profe , 
and yet very few will attempt thofe 
things that may Pnrchafe them fuch 
Praife, 1 1 is eafy to find many Poets and 
Orators, who make it their bulinefs to 
Panegyrize Alexander, Cisf.tr., 7 betniftoclcs 
and' Sapio, who had not the Hearty to 
imitate them in any one thing. Having 
from my Youth, been an utter Enemy 
to this Vice, and being caught by co- 
ftorn to endure the Fatigues of long 
Voyages*, I refolv’d without any demur 
to Sail from Macao, to the Philippine 
]{lands, in the Spanijh Veflel bound thi¬ 
ther with Silks, as has been mention’d in 


the laft Volume* in order to expoferay 
felf afterwards, to the moft dangerous 
Voyage that can poffibly be imagin’d, 
in which for feven Months, I was 
tofsM by moft Boillerous and Frightful 
Storms. 

It was now the 7th of April 1 696, 
when theCaptain of the Ship being rea¬ 
dy to Sail, gave a Noble fare-well Feaft 
to his Friends, at which i was, and af¬ 
ter Dinner went aboard, thinking the 
spanijb Merchants too dainty, wboftaid 
alhorc to enjoy their Beds one Night the 
more. Sunday 8th, the Xupu , or Cu- 
ftoraers head Clerk came aboard with o- 
ther Officers to fearch the Vefiel, ac¬ 
cording to Cuftom; to fee whether 
there were any Chintfe Men or Women 
aboard. Tho’ they had been abundant¬ 
ly prefen ted by the Captain, yet their 
infatiable avarice, put new Proje&s of 
Intereft into their Heads, notwithftand- 
ing the agreement made the day before. 
They faid they muft make a new fearch 
among the Silks, to fee whether there 
were any yellow, or that had Dragons 
wrought in it with five Claws ; which 
are the Emperor’s peculiar Device, or

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^ mark of DiftinSion, and there being of 
both forts abroad, and both prohibited 
US07. to be exported, there was no Remedy 
but Compounding the blatter for a Sum 
of pieces of Eight, whereupon they ad 
went away about Noon, well ^trsty d 
Being deliver’d from the trouble feme 
Cuftom-houfeOfficers,after Dinner when 
the Tide ferv’d, we weigh’d Anchor, and 
fell down with it, the Wind not prov¬ 
ing very favourable. Coming up with 
the Fort of the Bar, we kept fo clofc 
under the Land, that the VelTel run a 
Ground ; but one Savaletta a Bsjcamer, 
who was an able Sailer, carrying out an 
Anchor, foon brought her off. Having 
faluted the Fort with five, of fix Brafs 
Guns the Veffei carry’d, we held 011 our 
wav v but at Midnight came to an An¬ 
chor among fome Iflands 12 Leagues 
from Macao. That Night there came 
up a Lorgia or Bark, with fome Bales 
of Silk for the Pilot. Whilft the Silks 
were putting aboard, a Moor, and ano- 
ther Slave of Timor^ hid themfelves a- 
board our Veffei, in order to go away 
The Au- to Manila, but the Captain made them 
thor at b c found out, and put aboard the Lorgta, 
2434 notwithftading the Moor rather than be 
turn’d away, fay’d, hi muld bnim 4 

a j&£) 9th, the Wind being contra- 
ry, we weigh’d Anchor late, and ad¬ 
vanced but two Leagues. 
the Wind being fair, we hoifted Sail a- 
bout Noon, and held on our courfe, not 
only all Night, but Wednesday ” Eh ig^ 
out of the narrow Channels, among the 
Iflands into the open Sea. About Sun- 
fet we faild by the White Rock, which 
is very dangerous. Thurfday 11 , the 
Wind blew fo frelb, that we made much 
way ; and as before we fteerd Eaft, to 
avoid the Flats which ftretch twelve 
Miles in length ; trom this times for¬ 
ward, we flood Eaft South Eaft, wh ich 
is the diced Courfe for the lftand of 
Manila. Friday 13th, the Wmd was fo 
full in our Teeth , that wc could 
not gain Ground, and to add to it, on 
Saturday 14th, the Current carry d us 
away to the Southward. Sunday 15th, 
_ , the Wind abated, and Monday, Tuejday, 
A Calm - and Wednesday, till Sun fet, we were be¬ 
calm’d; but a Gale flatting up after¬ 
wards, we began to make way. i nis 
pafs’d like a Dream, for it lafted only 
that Night, and we were again be¬ 
calm’d, upon Maunday , Thurfday in the 
Morning. Friday 20th, the Sailors catch d 
a great Shark with a hook, and found 
in its belly three fmall ones, which being

eaft into the Sea, feudded about. Some 
laid the great one was a Female, and 
the final! ones her Young, whom (he 
had fwallow'd, that they might not be 
loft, and that they ufe to carry them 
under their Fins, for the fame feafom 
Others were of Opinion they had been 
hatch’d in her Belly out of Eggs, which 
is more likely, if we confider there are 
fome forts of Fifh that breed in their 
Bellies, as is daily obferv’d in Eccls. 

The Calm held Holy Saturday and £rf- 
jter Sunday , which was kept, as well as 
fucha fundi Veffei would permit. Tuef- 
day 24th, the Wind blew (air a while, 
but the Calm return’d , Wedncfdaf 
25th. Thurfday 25 th, afte\ Noon 
the Wind came up again, and ’|rry’d 
ns fo far, that on Friday 27th, we 
law the Land of Illocos , in the lfL.\d 
of Manila. Saturday 28th, we coaft- 
ed along with a fair Wind, fo that 
Sunday 29th, we difeover’d Cape Bdi*. 
nao , and the Land of Pangafman, Me¬ 
tropolis of the Province. Monday 
30th, continu’d coafting the Ifland of 
Manila . , 

Tuefday the ift of M*j, there being 
but little Wind, we drew clofe under 
the Shore; and Wedntfday id, it was 
fo Calm, that we could not get by two 
little Iflands, call’d Las dot Ennanas , or 
The two Sifters. Thurfday 3d, made aS 
little way. Friday 4th , advanced no 
fafter, and could fcarce come up with 
Pla-ya-onda. In this place is a fmall 
Fort, with 20 Spaniards in it, feat thi¬ 
ther by the Governor of Manila as a 
Funifliment. The Dominican Fathers 
have a Miffion-houfe there, to Iuftruft 
the Indians that are converted to the A Spoutf 
Faith. Saturday 5th, we faw a Prodigy, 
upon the Sea, that is, a vaft quantity of 
Water drawn up into the Air, the 
Spaniards call it Manga, the English & 

Spout. The former Laid it was form d 
in the Air like a Rain-bow ; but would 
not grant upon any Account, that the 
only difference between them, was that 
the Rain-bow, was compos’d of fmaller 
drops, and the Spout of greater. It 
was the foreruner of a mighty Storm, 
which rofe at Midnight, and Jailed till 
next day at Noon, putting us in Danger 
of being loft ; but ceaiing then, we 
weather’d Cape Capones , fo call d, be- 
caufe of two little Rocks lying off a 
little diftant from it. This Cape buts 
out far into the Sea, and is thereroi e 
troublefome to weather. That Night 
we Anchor’d opposite to the Bay of Ma~ 
rinman , becaufe it was not thought fit 
G gg » 
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Cy'wO to enter it in the Dark, by reason 
Gcmelli, c [- the flats. Monday 7th, the Anchor 
1696. was weigh’d betimes, but little way 
made, for want of Wind, and wefcarce 
got to Cape Hot an. At SUQ-ftt the 
Wind blew hard, with Thunder, Light¬ 
ning, and Rain, driving us forward, not 
without Danger. Next we pafs’d by 
the Rocks call’d De Us Pumas y Putr - 
quires, that is, the Sows and Pigs, being 
two great, and five little ones, at the 
Alouth of the Channel near the Ifland 
Mar tides, and another call’d la Monja, 
or the Nun. As we came up the Chan¬ 
nel, between the Ifland Maribeles, and 
the Punt,; * del DtaHo, or the Devil's point, 
the He jfe upon Mirabties put up a Light, 
that, we might not run aground in the 
da k Night. Perceiving chat the Guard 
of the Ifland of Has, or Maribtles, had 
not difeern’d us, by rcafon of the Dark¬ 
ens, we let up a Light to give notice ; 
and then the Enfign who was upon 
Guard, came in a fmall Boat to examine 
us, and know whence we came. He 
came .aboard, and having Ray’d an Hour, 
telling us how Afiairs Rood at Manila, 
went his way. Sailing on ail Night, 
on Tucfday 8th of May, we found our 
(elves directly op police to the Caille of 
Cavite. Wnilfl: we were drawing near¬ 
er to Manila, Colonel Andaya came a- 
board, to fee onr Captain. He was fa¬ 
inted coming, and going, with fix Fe- 
dereroes. With him came feveral o- 
thers, among whom was D. Gabriel 
de Starts of Pampilona , Who being a 
ProfeflTor of the Civil-law , as well 
as I, we foon contracted Friendfhip. 
They brought a good Rcfrefhment 
of Chocolate, Grapes, Melons, and 
other Fruit of the Country, which 
we had need enough of, after our Fa¬ 
tigue. 

Being inform’d that F. An mint Tittit 
of Mefma, was Reftor of Manila, 1 
The Au- went afliore that fame day to fee {him, 
thorLands aa j w ; t }[ jjj s a fflftance provide me a 
Lodging. He rejoye’d at my coming, 
for F. Turchotti, had fent him an Ac¬ 
count of it from China , perfwading him 
I was an Apoflolick Emiflary, fent to 
inquire into the differences between the 
Midi oners and Vicars Apoflolick, of 
which Opinion many more were at Ma¬ 
nila. Asking F. Redior what day of the 
Week and Month it was there, he told 
me that at Manila, it was Monday the 
7th of May, whereas according to 
my Reeckonirig and Journal begun 
in Europe , from Eaft to Weft , and 
according to the reckoning of the For - 


tugufe, I took it to be Tucfday the 
8th of May, the Feaft of the Ap¬ 
parition of S. Michael. This furpriz’d Reafons 
me very much at fir ft, feeing I Ihould &r lofing 
have two Tue/days in one Week, one at “pining 
Sea, and the other at Manila but af- Lj at 
terwards confidcring that the Tables of' L ’ 
the Sun’s declination are made tor one 
fix’d, and determinate Meridian •, and 
that all the interval of time, the Sun 
fpends with the motion of tiie Primuw - 
mobile, performing his Round, from his 
departure from one Meridian, till his 
return to the fame, is divided into 24 
fpaces, call’d Hours, my admiration 
ceas’d Two Vefleis therefore departing 
from the fame Meridian upon the fame 
day, and the one Sailing Eaft, the other 
Weft, with the fame Tables of de¬ 
clination, when they have both run 
round the World, and return to the 
place whence they fet out, it will ap¬ 
pear that the Ship which fail’d Eaft, 
will recken a day more than in re¬ 
ality the Sun has made, according to 
the Tables of Declination for as the 

Ship gains Meridians Eaft ward, fo 
the days it reckons are all lefs than 
twenty four Hours , and every fif¬ 
teen Degrees, it runs to the Eaft- 
ward, the Days will have loft an 
Hour, and fb Proportionably ninety 
Degrees will cut off fix Hours, and 
the Sun will fall fhort fo much of the 
Declination, fee down in the Tables 
for that day either increaiing, or dimi- 
niflnng. So when the VelTel has made 
the whole round Eaftward, running 
over the 3 60 Degrees, which anfwer 
to a whole Day, the Sailer who comes 
into the Port, will take it to be one day, 
according to his computation of fhort 
days, but in reality, and according to 
the Tables by which the Inhabitants of 
the Port, are govern’d it will be a day 
Ihort of his reckoning , and therefore if 
on that day, the Declination increafes, 
it is certain all that muft be deduced, 
that the faid Declination nfcs in a day, 
and if the Declination falls Ihort, fo 
much mull be added, to come up to 
the Declination of the Tables, which 
is true, and immutable. The contrary 
happens to the Ship that Sails Weft- 
ward j for the further ft goes from the 
Port, the diurnal Motion of the Sun, 
will be the more above twenty four hours 
and therefore the Sailer will always 
reckon greater days, that is, every r 5 
Degrees he removes from the Meridian 
where he fet ouc, he will gain an Hour, 
and in po Degrees, fix hours more than 
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(\j the Tables fct down ; and laftly, having 
Gmetli. run round the World, will find one Day 
1697. lefs in his Journal than is in the Tables, 
'“'"V'-' and therefore will come to his Port, 
according to his Account a Day ftiort of 
the Account of the Place. In this Cals 
he mull add all that the Sun increafes in 
Declination from one Day to another, 
deducing what is wanting that Day; all 
that has been faid will be the plainer by 
the following Example. 

Two Veileis fail’d from the Port of 
Liibm on the lit of May 1630, the one 
Ealt, the other Weft, and having both 
fill’d round the World, return’d toge¬ 
ther to the fame Port of Lisbon on the 
ift of May 1631, being the Third after 
Leap Year. On that Day accotding to 
the Tables, the Suns Declination was 
1 5 Degrees, and 6 Minutes, and its In- 
creafe from one Day to another is 18 
Minutes ; that Day at Lisbon hapned to 
be Thirfday: , but he that had fail’d Eaft- 
ward having made the Days left, it fol¬ 
low'd of neceflity, that at the end of his 
Voyage he had a whole one over; and 
found by his reckoning that he was come 
to Lisbon upon Friday the 2d of May, 
and therefore faid the Sun’s Declination 
was 15 Degrees, and 24 Minutes, which 
was not true, becaufe according to the 
Tables he came to the Port oh the 1 ft 
of May, when the Sun’s Declination was 
but 15 Degrees, and 6 Minutes. There¬ 
fore deducing the 18 Minutes the Sun 
at that time advances in a Day, there 
remains the true Declination of the firft 
of May i(S31. But he that fail’d Weft, 
and confequently had longer Days, of 
neceflity at the end of his Voyage found 
2 Day fliort, fo that according to his 
Account he thought he had come to Lis¬ 
bon on Wednefday before the 1 ft Day of 
May , and therefore found the Declina¬ 
tion on his Tables to be 14 Degrees, and 
48 Minutes, but faw he was deceiv’d, 
finding at the Port it was the 1 ft of May, 
and the Sun’s Declination 15 Degrees, 
and 6 Minutes, Therefore adding 18 
Minutes to r4 Degrees, and 48 Minutes, 
it produces 15 Degrees, and 6 Minutes, 
the Sun’s true Declination oh the ill of 
May. Thus the two Ships we fpeak of, 
according to their Reckoning, differ’d 
from one another two Days, becaufe 
that which fail’d Ejft, thought he came 
to the Port of Lisbon on Friday the 2d 
Vol. IV. 


of May, and the other believ’d he came 
on Wcdncfday the laft of Aprils but ac¬ 
cording to the true Account both Vcf- 
fels arriv’d on the i ft of May. If it 
were poflible to make a Watch fo true, 
as that it fhould never Err ; a Sailor de¬ 
parting from Naples with it going, and 
Sailing round the World, would at his 
Return to Naples find the fame Day 
without any Miftake. So fetting out of 
Naples at fix of the Clock, and Sailing 
90 Degrees in fix Hoars, as the Sun runs 
(were this poflible to be done) when he 
wouid believe it to be twelve in the 
Meridian he came to, as i^was where he 
left, he would to his Aftoiildiment find 
it was ftill fix of the Clock. \ 

Having therefore found whau^fty to 
be true by Experience, 1 fhall hei softer 
proceed in my Journal according toYnc 
Computation of Manila, finking a Day 
1 had over according to the Computation 
of the Eaft, and Macao, and inftcad of 
Tuefday the 8th, I will call it Monday 
the 7th. Tuefday the 8th, I return’d to 
the Veflel for my Baggage, and din’d 
there with D. Dominick de Seda the Fa¬ 
ctor, who ftaid there to take Care of it, 
till it was Search’d. Three Hours be¬ 
fore Sun-ret, Captain Bafarte fent Word 
every one might carry off his Equi¬ 
page, becaufe 1 the King’s Duties were 
fix’d at 3000 pieces of Eight, which was 
a fmall matter for the value of 200000 
pieces of Eight, the Chinefes paying Six 
per Cent. 1 landed with my Equipage 
near St. Dominick’s Gate, where I found 
an Adjutant fent by the Governor, who 
told me he expected me at his Palace. 
I went thither immediately, and was 
courteoufly receiv’d and treated with 
Sweetmeats and Chocolate. He was a 
Gentleman as Honourable as Curious, 
and therefore kept me with him four 
Hours, enquiring concerning the Cu- 
ftoms of thofe Kingdoms and Nations I 
had era veil’d through; fo that his Coach 
and fix Horfes being ready to "carry him 
out to take the Air, he caus’d the Hor- 
fes to be taken out to faeisfy his Curio- 
fity. When I took my Leave he civilly 
offer’d me any thing 1 fhould ftaud in 
Need of. 1 fent my Goods to an Apart¬ 
ment in the College, whither the Re&or 
came to Honour me, as he had done the 
Night before.

It (bands upon 
that Point of Land, where the River 
that comes out of the Lake runs into 
the Sea •, ati'V whence Ragia the Moor, 
who had fe tify’d hinifelt with Ramparts 
upheld h> Palm-trees, and fornifh’d with 
final! (Tuns, was Beaten out by Michael 
Leer- on the iprh of Jane 1571. Us 
Compafs is two Miles, its Length a third 
of a Mile. The fhape of it is liregular, 
being narrow at both Ends, and wide in 
the Middle. It has % Gates, call’d De 
los Almasuenes, or of the Magazines ; 
Santo Domingo, or St. Donumck ; Parian ; 
Patna Realtor the Royal Gate; St. La¬ 
da ; and the Ptfiigc, or the Poflern. 
The Wall on the fide next Cavite is 
ftrengthen’d with five little 1 owers, 
with Iron Guns; but on the Angle next 
the Land is a noble Bulwark, call’d la 
FundizJon, or theFoundery; and beyond 
it another not Inferior to it, betwixt 
which two is Puerta Real, or the Royal 
Gate, which is alfo well funiifh'd with 
Brars Guns, and good Outworks. Fur¬ 
ther on is the Gate of Parian, fo call’d 
bccatife it looks to the Village of that 
Name, over which there is very good 
Brafs Artillery. Going along ftill by 
the River fide, the next is St. Dominick s 
Tower, as being near the Monaftery of 
the Dominicans, and fo going on the Cir¬ 
cumference of the City ends at the Ca¬ 
ttle, which Ter mi nates the length of the 
City. Thus on the South it is waih’d 
by the Sea, and on the North and Eaft by 
the River, over which there are Draw¬ 
bridges to enter at the Royal Gate, and 
that of Parian. 

The Palaces of Manila, tho they be 
all of Timber above the iirlt Floor, yet 
are beautiful to behold for their hatid- 
fome Galleries. The Streets are broad, 
but the frequent Earthquakes had lpod d 
their Uniformity ; feveral Houles-and 
Palaces being overthrown, and little 
hope of Re-building them; and this is 
the Reafon why the Inhabitants Live in 
Wooden Houfcs. Manila contains about 
3000 Souls, but thefe of fuch different 
Mixtures as to Qualities, and Colour,

that they are diftinguifh’d by feveral 
ftrangc Names. This has hapned by the 
Conjundtion of Spaniards, Indians, Chi - 
nefes, Malabares, Blacks, and others In¬ 
habiting that City, and Iflauds depend¬ 
ing on it; as is alio fallen out in the 
Portugutfe Conquefts in the Eaft Indies , 
and the Kingdoms of Peru and Mexico 
in the Weft Indies. They call him Criello, 
whofe Father is a Spaniard, and Mother 
a Weft Indian, or the contrary ; MejUejs 
is the Son of a Spaniard, and an Eaft In¬ 
dian ; Caftizjo, or Ttrz.tron of <t McfHz.o 
Man and Woman ; Quartaron of a Black 
Man and Spanijh Woman ; Mdato of a 
Black Won-an and White Man; Grifo of 
a Black Woman, and Mutates ; Sambo of 
a Mulata Woman, and an Indian ; and 
Cabra of an Indian Woman, and Sambo ; 
and lo other ridiculous Names. 

The Women of Quality in Manila go Habit, 
in the Spanijh Habit; die common Sort 
have no need of Tailors, for a piece of 
Indian Stuff call’d Saras, wrapp’d about 
their Middle, and hanging down, ferves 
for a Petticoat; and another they call 
Cbinina from the Watte upwards, for a 
Waftcoat. The Legs and Feet ftand in 
need of no Hofe and Shooes by reafon 
of the Heat. The Spaniards are Clad 
after the Spanijh Falhion, only on their 
Feet they wear Wooden Clogs, becaufe 
of the Rains. The Indians are forbid 
wearing Stockins, and they muft of 
neceffity go bare Legg’d. Thofe that 
Live well have always a Servant to carry 
an Umbrello to favc them from the Sun. 

The Women have fine Chairs, or Ha- 
macks, being Nets hanging by a long 
Pole carry’d by two Men, in which they 
are carry’d at their Eafe. 

Tho’ Manila be finall, if we look up- Suburbs, 
on the Circumference of its Walls, and 
the Number of Inhabitants,_ yet it will 
appear large if we include its Suburbs; 
for within a Musket Shot of the Gate of 
Par,an, is the Habitation of the Chintfe ^ 

Merchants call'd Bangley, who m feveral - 

Streets have rich Shops of Silk, Purcel- 
lanc, and other Commodities. Here are 
found all Arts and Trades, fo that all 
the Citizens are worth, runs through 
their Hands, through the Fault of the 
Spaniards and Indians , who apply them- 
felvcs to nothing. There arc about 3000 
of them in this Suburb, and as many 
more about the Iflauds; which is permit¬ 
ted them, if not as Chriftians, at Icaft 
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in hopes they may become fuch, tho’ 
Cemttli. many are Converted for fear of being 
1697. Banifh’d. There were formerly 40000, 
C/'V'Vi but abundance of them were put to 
Death in Tumults they rais’d at leveral 
times, and particularly that on St. Fran¬ 
cis's Eve in 1603, and they were after¬ 
wards prohibited flaying in the Ifland 
by his Catholick Majefty. This Order 
is very little obferv’d, for there always 
remain behind hid many of thole that 
come every Year in 40, or 50 Chiam- 
p*m loaded with Commodities; the Pro¬ 
fit being very great at Manila, which 
they could not find in China, by reafon 
of the fmall Price Manufactures bear. 
The Merchants or Sangteys of Perian are 
govern’d by an Meade, to whom they 
allow a good Salary, as they do to the 
Solicitor their Protector, to his Stew¬ 
ard, and other Officers, beiides all the 
Duties and Taxes to the King. They 
pay his Majefty 10000 pieces of Eight 
a Year for the Privilege of Playing at 
Mttua , at their new Year, and yet this 
Permiflion is but for a few Days, that 
they may not throw away other Men’s 
Moneys. Metua is the Game of Even 
or Odd, at which they Play laying down 
fmall heaps of Mony to be Won or Loft 
by gueffing Right. They that ufe this 
Sport are fo Expert, that they know 
the Number by the Dimenfions of the 
Heap, and fometimes they fharply with¬ 
draw a Piece to make their Number fall 
Right. The Spaniards keep theft Chi¬ 
ne fes very much under, not fufFering 
them to be in Chriftian Houfes at Night, 
and obliging them to be without Light 
in their Houles and Shops, to break them 
of the abominable Vice that Nation is 
inclin’d to. 

Other su- Over the Bridge adjoyning to Parian, 
burbsor or the Suburbs or Hamlets of Tondo, 
Hamlets. Min on do, Santa Cruz, Dilao , S. Miguel, 
S. Juan-de-Bagumbaya , Santiago , Nucjlra- 
Seunora-dc- la- Hermit a, Malati , Chiapo, 
and others, to the number of 15 in all. 
Inhabited by Indians, Tagalis and Other 
Nations, under die Government of an 
Meade. The H on fes are generally of 
Wood, near the River and ftanding on 
Pillars, with Boats going up to them, af¬ 
ter the manner of Siam. The Tops of 
them are cover’d with Nipa, or Palm- 
Tree Leaves; the Sides are of Cane, 
and they go up Ladders to fome of them, 
becaufe the Ground is moift and fome¬ 
times full of Water. In the time of 
the petty King Matanda , Tondo was 
Fortify’d with Ramparts and Cannon, 
but could make little Refinance again ft 


the Spaniards . In the fpacc between 
theft Hamlets on both fides of the Ri¬ 
ver, as far as the Lake of Bahi, there 
are Gardens , Farms and Country 
Houfes, pleafont enough to behold, ft 
that looking on it altogether, it is much 
like the large Mattering Villages of Siam. 

Wednefday 9th, after other Vi fits I California 
went to wait upon the Father Pro via* wherher 
cial ot the Jefuits, and he being a very an 
knowing Perfori, and who had travel i’d 
much , particularly in America-, we 
fpent the reft of the Day in Difcourfe 
of fevcral forts, but cfpeciaNy arguing 
whether California was an Iflaltd as "fome 
imagine, or a part of the ®witinene 
joyn’d to New Spain. The Provincial 
was of Opinion it was part of the Con¬ 
tinent, becaufe fome Fathers of the So¬ 
ciety having gone up the Mouth of ices, 

Streight which is do Leagues over, and 
run up it many Leagues, found at laft 
that there was but very Iktiu Water in 
the Channel, and could go no further; 
by which he guefs’d chat long Bay had 
no communication with the Northern 
Sea, lo as to makeCWi/srnw an Ifland* 

Thurfday 10th, 1 went to the Mona- St. dm. 
ftcry of 5 . dare. The Church is little 
but has three confiderable Altars. In 
the Monaftery are 40 Nuns of the Or¬ 
der of S. Francis , who live upon Alms 
given them by the King and many pri¬ 
vate Perlbns, being fuch ftrifl Obfer- 
vers of their Rules that they receive 
no Portions nor Servants. Theft good 
Religious Women came firfl out of 
New Spain in itfzi, Next I fawthe 
Royal Chappie feated before the Caftle, Chappie 
apart from the Governonr’s Palace. It is Royal * 
well adorn’d with images, and the high 
Altar is all gilt, as are the two fide ones, 
and that in the Wall on the right Hand. 

At the end of the Chappie there are two 
Quires, one over another, both well 
wrought. Eight Chaplainsftrve it with 
an Allowance of 15 Pieces of Eight 
per Month, and 5° to the Chaplain Ma¬ 
jor, all paid out of the King’s Revenue, 
and theft may beebang’d at cheGover- 
nofs Pleafure. They are oblig’d to bu¬ 
ry the Souldicrs, and have a fecled Al¬ 
lowance for Mafit’s for their Souls. Up¬ 
on great Days the Governor is on the 
right or Gofpel fide of the Altar, with 
a Chair on a Floor lifted up a Step, and 
the Oydores or Judges of the King's Court 
on the left, next to whom are the Al- 
cades of the City. 

Friday nth, I went to the Church of Orphans 
the Mfericordia, dedicated to S. Eliza- Hospital. 
both, in which Monaftery the Orphan 
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Daughters of Span.ards and MtjHzjos are 
receiv’d, and if they Marry have a Por¬ 
tion of 300 and loin crimes 400 Pieces of 
Eight given them. If they will be Nuns 
they have alfban Allowance for it, they 
are 40, or 50 at molt The Church 
has a fine high Altar, and two tide ones. 

Saturday 12th, I was in the Mona fie¬ 
ry of the Fathers of the Order of S. 
Aaguftin, which is very large and has fpa- 
cious Dormitories vaulted. The Church 
is alfo vaulted, but low There are in 
it r 5 Altars well gilt, and feme of them 
with Amependiums of beaten Silver. 
The SaeriftJ is rich and handfomc. On 
the outfkk'the Church has a good Front, 
but m q(t of the Structure is Wood, be* 
caule/of the continual Earthquakes, fo 
tharit was calily Burnt in 1582. There 
pre in the Monaftery about 30 Relgious 
Men. 

Sunday' 13th, I law the Caflle of S. 
James, lea ted as was laid before, at the 
Welt end of the City, (hut in on one 
fide by the Sea, and on the other by the 
River. The Ditch that parts it from tire 
City is very deep and lilt’d with the 
Flood, there is a Drawbridge over it. 
At the two Ends of the Ditch there are 
two good Bulwarks, one clofe to the 
River, the other not far from the Sea, 
both fumilh’d with good Cannon. The 
other Point of the Triangle Weft ward 
near the Sea, is defended by a great 
Tower, which Guards the Mouth of the 
River, and the Port (which is only fit 
for final! Veflels) with two final! Batte¬ 
ries level with the Water. After palling 
two Gates is the Corps de Garde, and 
then a large Place of Arms; oppofite 
to which is the iecond Corps dc Garde, 
the Governor of theCallle’s Htsufe, and 
another Place of Arms. 

The College of the Fathers of the 
Society is very large, and adorn’d with 
hi^h and long Vaults and fpacious Dor¬ 
mitories, but all above the Ground- 
Floor is Wood for fear of the Earth¬ 
quakes. For the lame reafon it is all 
Supported by high Pillars , that the 
Weight may not lye upon the Wall 
which would not be able to withfhnd 
fuch fhaking, which fame tiling is us’d 
in all the Houles in the I Hands. In the 
middle is a Hardy Cloifter, and the 
Church, which is one of the belt in the 
City. The high Altar is made like a 
Semicircle, .all well adorn’d with Pillars, 
and delicate Carving richly gilt, which 
Ihines the more by reafon of the near- 
nels of the Cupula. Six other Altars 
well gilt aufwer the high Altar. The 


Front over the great Gate is 0/ Carv'd 
Stone very lightly. This College is of 
the Invocation of S. Ignatius, and was 
founded upon the Arrival of the firft 
Bifhop of Manila in 1581, by F. Antony 
Setiem-y- Alonfo. Joining to the fame is 
the College of S. Jofeph, where at this 
time there are 40 Collegians ftudying 
Humanity, Philolophy and Divinity ; 
for all Degrees are given in it. It has 
particular Revenues befides the King's 
Allowance; and lome Collegians pay 
150 Pieces of Eight a Year. They are 
Clad in Purple with red Cloth Gowns. 

The Graduats by way of diltinttion 
from the Humanifts, wear a thing like 
a Collar of the fame Cloth. 

Monday 14th, I went to fee the Ca- Cathedra 1 
thedral, which is large but not well 
adorn'd within, the Walls being black, 
and the Altars in no good order. It has 
in all i2 Cbappels and Altars bdides 
the high Altar. The Roof is fuppor- 
ted by 12 Pillars, 6 on a fide. The 
Quire is near the great Gate and there 
fits the Archbilhop, whole Revenue is 
tfooo Pieces a Year, with 12 Cannons 
who have 4 or 500 each out of the King’s 
Revenue, becaufe there arc no Titl es. 

F, Francis-Dominick-dc-Salazjtr came in 
1581, to be the firft Bilhop of Manila, 
and the firft Archbilhop in 1598. was 
F. Ignatius-df~Sami-Bannes.o( the Order 
of S. Francis. 

Tmfday 1 jth, I faw the Church of Barefoot 
the Barefoot Fathers of the Order of Auguftfoi- 
S. Asigufiin, which tho" (mall is well fee *** , 
out, there being 7 Altars well gilt, and 
the Roof handfome enough. Wednefday „ . . 
16th, 1 was in the Church of S. VomU cm™' 
rick, which if it were not dark, would 
be one of the bell: in the City. There 
are in it 8 Altars well Painted, but not 
well Gilt, no more than is the Roof 
The Dormitories and Galleries are large 
enough. Thefe Religious Men came to 
fettle at Manila in 1387. Adjoining 
to the Church is the College of S. the- 
mas, whofe Revenue maintains 50 Col¬ 
legians, to ftudy the Sciences. Their 
Habit is Green, with carnation Satten 
Gowns. There is another College call’d 
of S. John Lattran , belonging to the 
lame Dominican Fathers, where about 70 
Boys are taught to Read and Write, to 
be remov’d from thence to that of S. 

Thomas, there to ftudy Humanity, Phi- 
lolophy and Divinity, and to take their 
Degrees as they do in that of S. Jofeph ; 
yet with this difference that none but 
the Sons of Spaniards are admitted into 
the College 01 5, Thomas \ but in the 0- 
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Ps*A -«0 ther they admit chofe of Mefiizjos i who 
Gem tilt. a j*e Clad in Blew, and oblig’d upon 
id97. Feftivals to ferve in the Royal ChappcI, 
'AM' as maintain’d in a College of a Royal 
Foundation. They are receiv’d Grads 
in both of them. His Catholick Ma- 
lefty out of his good a eft allows Oyl 


for the Lamps, and Spam ft Wine for 
the Malles to all the Churches here men¬ 
tion’d, and all others in the Ulands. But 
where there are Commendjries or Baro¬ 
nies, the PoflefTbr pays the Curate, and 
every 500 Houles are made to allow 2$ 
Pounds of Oil. 


CHAP. III. 


Whit more the Author faw in Manila, After hit return front Cavite. 


A Galeon being jfhortly to fail for- 
New Sputa, whither Z was deli- 
rons to go, 1 defir’d the Governour to 
grant me my Palftgc aboard it; which he 
very honourably did, notmchftunding 
the great Difficulties that commonly oc¬ 
cur in fuch Cafes; becaufe there are a 
great many Spamjb Merchants that dc- 
hre to come from thence every Year to 
the PhiUippitie Iflands on accou n t of Trade, 
and there is but one Ship which cannot 
carry fo many, and therefore they get 
mighty Recommendations to fecure their 
Paflagc a Year before. However the 
Governor becaufe l was a Stranger, and 
he had all this while taken much plea 


Conquclt whereof had been lay’d afide. 
Saturday 19th, 1 return’d co Als&ia, and 
becaufe the Religious mutter’d at my 
Stay in the Monaftery, I thought 0/ 
leaving that Lodging, that the F. lle- 
dlor, who had Entertain’d me fo Couf- 
teoufly,_might not hear thofe indifcrcet 
Complaints. They faid ifty Apartment 
was for diofe who were to perform the 
Spiritual Exercifc; and they knowing 
my fpeedy Departure would not allow 
me Leafure to enter upon it, as having 
Bulinefs to do in the City, told me"! 
might flay, if 1 would go upon that Aft 
of Piety. Being fenlible of what they 
aim’d at, I told them l had not fo much 


fure in difcourling with me, prefer’d me Leafure to perform that Devotion, which 
before another, ordering me to go to requir'd Time and Sedatenefs, and fo 


Cavite, where the Galcon lay, and he 
would order I fhould have Convenien- 
cies allow'd me aboard it. Accordingly 
I went on ThurUav 17di, and having a 
little Cabbin ailign’d me, which was to 
be my Pvifon fora Voyage of 7 Months, 
1 found much difficulty about my Diet; 


left the Apartment. 

Sunday 20th, I remov’d to the Apart- R 0yl t 
ment of F. Antony of St. Paul, Chaplain Hofpital. 
to tile Royal Hofpital, This Hofpital 
was founded for the Spanifb Soldiers. 

The King allows it 250 Pieces of Eight 
per. Month, whereof 40 to the Chaplain 


for the Captain, Pilot, Walter and Mate, aforefaid, z< co the Apothecary, 2< to 


being delir’d by the Caftcllan of Cavite 
to admit me to their Tabic, excus’d 
tbemfelyes, faying. They had already 
undertaken to furuifh fo many PafTen- 
gers, as could be maintain’d by the 
Prcivifions they were allow’d to put a- 
board. I was therefore oblig’d to agree 
with the Boat!wain, who with difficulty 
con fenced to do it for an hundred Pieces 
of Eight, to oblige the Governor of the 
Gallic; whereas it, is ufual to pay 5 or 
too Pieces of Eight for a Cabbinand 
Diet, becaufe the Cabbin colts more 
than the Provifions. 

Friday 18th, 1 lodg’d at Cavite in the 
Houfeof Joftph of Aldan, who had been 
30 Years Marry’d at Cavite. He was 
Mailer or chief Pilot to a fmall Veflcl 
of the Kings, which was by his Maje- 
fty’s Order co fail fpeedily for the Mari¬ 
an Iflands, with Supplies, and to difeo- 
ver the Southern Iflands particularly Ca¬ 
rolina, difeover’d feme Years fluce, die 


the Steward, 2; to the I’bylkian, and 
other Officers, and the reft is fpent upon 
the Sick: Belides, the King allows Fowl, 
Rice, Grain, Wood, Salt, Sweetmeats 
aud Cloth, As for the Fabrick it is ve¬ 
ry large, with Galleries that will hold 
300 lick Men, and Rooms for all Ser¬ 
vants, This Hofpital was burnt in rdoy, 
when a great part of the City was con- 
fum’d, as alfo the Monaftery of St. Do¬ 
minick, and the King’s Magazines. Mon¬ 
day 21 ft. I went to return the Gover¬ 
nor thanks for the Favours he had done 
me, he being then at a little Country 
Hpufe in a fmall Ifland made by the 
River, half a League from the City. He 
was retir’d thither to be more at leafure 
to difpatch the Galcon, the Court being 
ffiut upon the fame occafion. This holds 
for a Month, that all the Miniftersmay 
have time to write to Court, 1 and draw' 
up all Proccfles and Informations that 
are to be fent thithCr. The Houfe is 
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handfomc tbo’ the upper Apartment be 
of Wood. The Garden is pleafant and 
has the propped of the River, on which 
Boats are continually going up and 
down, carrying Provifions to the City 
from the Lake of BM. Tuefday 220, I 
went two Miles out of Town to fee the 
Domna, or Parilh of the Fathers of the 
Orders of St. Augajiin, otherw ife call d 

JVueflra-Senora-de-los-remedios. AH the 

Front and In fide of the Church was a- 
dorn’d by a P^tnguefe Father,with Oiftcr 
and other ^:a-lhells artificially placed, 
as is the (^.oiftcr and Galleries above 
fo that any Stranger that takes the pains 
to go thither, does not think his La¬ 
bour loft. Before the Gate is a fquare 
Bank of Flowers parted in the form of 
a Ciofs, with little Trees that are a 
great beauty to it. Wednefday 23d. I 
Hiw the francifcAfit. Their Church is 
fmall, but has fix Altars well gilt, and 
adorn’d fuitable to the Poverty they 
profefs. Thefe Fathers came to Manila 
on the fecond of Augufi 1577, and were 
diftributed to take care of Parifoes. ThurJ- 
day 24th, l went to fee St. PotencUna 
a Monaftery or rather Hofpital, found¬ 
ed by the King for 16 poor Orphans, 
to whom he allows a competent Mainte¬ 
nance, and a Portion when they Marry. 
Marry’d Women are alfo admitted, and 
lead Women put inby the Magiftrates, 
but they have noCommunication with the 
id Orphans. The Whores are main¬ 
tain’d by the King, and they are to 
Work for him. The Church has three 
decent Altars. Friday 25th, I went 
out at the Fuerta Real, or Royal Gate 
to the Hofpital of St. Lazarus, a Mile 
from the City. The Men were in the 
under Gallery, and the Women in the 
upper, all well ferv’d at the King’s Ex- 
pence.' Walking out on Sunday 27th, 
I went fo far before 1 bethought me, 
that 1 was near the Powder- Houfe three 
Miles from the City. Going in I found 
it was a final! Fort, with little Towers 
and final] Guns on them , and within 
the Place feveral Rooms where they 
make the Powder for the King’s Ser¬ 
vice. Monday 28th, 1 law a Cock fight¬ 
ing, a Sport fo much us’d in the Philip¬ 
pine Iflands, that whole Families are ru¬ 
in’d by it. They breed them tame, 
and apart that they may be the more 
fierce when they come together. The 
Owners lay great Sums on their Heads, 
and fallen Gavelocks on their Heels j 
then they make them Peck one another 
on the Head, the more to i nrage them, 
and then fet them down together fo 


arm’d. They fall on more like Lions 
than Cocks, attacking, and rifing one 
againft another, till they tear their very 
Bowels out, and one is left Dead, or lb 
wounded that the other remains Mailer 
of the Field. 

Tuefday 29th, the Porter of the Royal ColM of 
Court Ihew’d it me. We went in at 
another Door than that which leads, to 
the Governor’s Apartment, .and going 
up a large Stair-cale, came into a fine 
Gallery, and then into the Hall hand- 
fomly hung with Damask. At.the end 
was a great Canopy, and under it a long 
Bench cover’d with Silk, on which the 
Governor fits in the middle of the Oy- 
dores , or Judges, who take Place ac¬ 
cording to Seniority, w.itha greatTable 
before them cover’d with Crimfon Vel¬ 
vet, all eight Steps above the Floor. 

The Advocates, or Lawyers generally 
lit on two low Benches, out from under 
the Canopy, and on another lictie Bench 
the Relator, or Clerk, below on the 
Floor of the Hall oppofite to the Judges, 
who as they fit together in a Body have 
the Title of Highnefs given them. Ad¬ 
joining to this Hall is another Room, 
where they ufe to meet to Confult about 
important Affairs. There is alfo a Chap- 
pel to fay Mafs in, all well hung with 
Damask, and other Silks ■, and all the 
Struflure beautify’d with Galleries placed 
fot the Judges to Divert them. 

The Governor’s Palace adjoining to cover- 
it, tho’ a Timber Building for the molt nor’s Pa- 
part, is large, and handlbme. It . is late- 
Square, and the Windows and Galleries 
uniform on every fide, as well without, 
as in the Court, and wants nothing ei¬ 
ther for Ornament, or Conveniency. Be¬ 
fore it is a fpacions Parade, on which 
by reafon of its Largenefs, and being 
but little frequented, there grows as 
much Grafs and Hay, as would keep fe¬ 
veral Horfes. 

Wednefdcty 30th, 1 went to IW.M, a Pa- 
rifti belonging to the Recoleti. The Church 
is fmall, and the Convent no bigger than 
for eight Fryars. Thurfday 3ill, I faw 
the Parilh belonging to the Fathers of 
the Society without the Walls of fb 
City. The Church is large, but indihe 
rently adorn’d. There they Adminiftcr 
the Sacraments to the Chinefe Chriftians, 
and Preach in their Language. 

Friday the lirft of June, I went to fee 
the Dominicans Church of Parian, which 
is well adorn’d, and ferv’d by three 
Priefts, who affilt the Chinefes, and In¬ 
dians. This is all that Manila affords 
remarkable for Churches, Palaces, or a- 
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ny other Thing. 1 will conclude this 
Gcmelli. Chapter with a ltrangc Paflage told me 
1597. by F. Francis Borgia, of the Society ot 
L/VXJ Jcfas, Procurator of the Million in the 
Philippine lllands, and by fcveral Reli¬ 
gious' Men and Citizens of Reputation. 
In the Year 1680, D. Maria de Quires. 
Wife to D. Jofepb Armixo, was deliver’d 


at Mamla, after going two Years with 
Child, and the Birth was declar’d Legi¬ 
timate. The natter of Fa£t is publick, 
and well known, undhapned very lately, 
but it being a very difficult Matter, and 
almoft impoffible to go two Years with 
Child, the Reader may believe a3 he 
plcaies. 


CHAP. IV. 

The Author's fhort Journey to the Lab of Bahi^ 


r T TAving a particular Curiofity to fee 
Bridges of |-l thfi kake 0 f jjahi, I fit out to- 

Linei ' wards it aHorfeback on Saturday the 
id betimes. After riding fix Miles, I 
pafs’d through Paragnacb, a Pariffi be¬ 
longing to the Fathers of the Order of 
St. Aagiiftin, where there being a Bridge 
of Canes over the River, the Horfes 
were fain to be Swum over, which was 
repeated a League further in palling an¬ 
other Canal where there was another 
Bridge of Canes. What with thefc De¬ 
lays, -5 and the Guides not knowing the 
• Way well, Night overtook me near a 
Farm of St. Parr, belonging to the Fa- 
. thers of the Society, where 1 was forced 

to Lie. The Father who refided there 
made as much of me, as the Country and 
fmallnefs of the Place would permit. 

Sunday 3d, 1 proceeded on my jour¬ 
ney, but the Ignorant Indian having car- 
ry’d me again, as he did the Day before 
into plow’d Lands and Woods, where 
he knew not how to get into the Road 
again, I was oblig’d to put into Vtgnan, 
a Farm, belonging to the Dominicans, I 
bear’d Mals, and then to he rid of the 
Folly of niy Guide took a fmall Boat the 
belt 1 could get. Leaving the Horfes 
with a Dominican Father, 1 went up the 
River to the Lake, where I was well 
wet with the Water the Wind threw 
into the Boat. Not being able to crofs 
a fmall Bay, to go to Bagnos , or the 
Baths as I defign’d, 1 took a bigger Boat 
that hapned accidentally to come in my 
Way. About Sun-fct it carry’d me to 
Bagnos, or the Baths, a Pariffi of the Re- 
colci s, where l was Courteoufly receiv’d. 

A deep Monday 4th, the Indian told me the 
lake." ' Boat was gone, becaufe die VVater-men 
came thither with an ill Will •, and l 
having a mind to go to another little 
Lake, took another Boat to carry me to 
it This Lake is fmall in Compafs, but 
very deep, and in the middle of it they 
find no Bottom. The Water is Blackiffi. 
tho’ It Hands on a Mountain not far from 
Vol. IV. 


the great one, which may’proceed froui 
the Minerals under It. ,ln it there is a 
fort of unfavory bony Fiffies. About it 
in the Day time there is an infinite num¬ 
ber oflarge Bats, hanging on the Trees, >SKw^a 
one by another in Ropes. But towards “ lt3 ' 
Night they fly away in Swarms to the 
Woods a great distance off to get their 
Food, .and fometimes they fly fo thick 
together, that they darken the Air with 
their flcfhy Wings, fome of them fix 
Spans long, which I was an Eye witnefs 
to whilft I Raid at the aforefaid Bagnos, 
or the Baths. They know how to chufe 
in the thick Woods fuch Trees, whofe 
Fruit ripens at certain Seafons, which 
they devour all the Night, making fuch 
a Noife that it is heard two Miles off. 

About break of Day they return £0 their 
Quarters. The Indians feeing the belt 
Fruit God has provided for their Suite- 
nance, cfpecially the Goyavas, arid Pears, 
deltroy’d by thefc fetirvy Birds, kill all 
they can of them .j and revenging them- 
felvcs thus at once lave their Fruit, and 
provide themfelves Meat, eating the 
Bats. They fay their Fleffi cartes like 
Rabbit, and indeed when they have Eead 
them, and cut off their Heads, they are 
not at all unlike them. They take as 
many as they pleafe without any great 
Trouble, for they bring down a great 
many with an Arrow. Tucfday 5th, 1 *. 
went to fee the Water of tire Baths \ 
whereof there is at the Monaftery a great 
Rivulet, which runs into two neighbour¬ 
ing Baths. It is fo violent Hot that there Hoe** 
is no enduring a Hand in it; but if a 
Hen is put in it Scalds off the Feathers, 
and the very Flefii from the Bones. And 
not only a Hen, bur if a Ciocodil ffiould 
happen to go into it, the Water would 
kill it, and feald the Scales off. The 
Smoke which rifes from the Spring, is 
no leis than that of a flaming Furnace. 

It flows from the neighbouring Moun¬ 
tain, and running under the Monaltery, 
calls fuch a Heat up to the Sweating- 
H h h Room, 
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Room, that it cannot be endur’d a guar- 

Gemelli. ter of an Hour; for my part I was no 
>697* fooner in, but I leap’d out again. A 
Portuguese had the care of Building chefe 
Baths with the Alms of charitable Per- 
fons; afterwards by the King’s Order 
an Hofpital was Built there, but the care 
of the Sick in procefs of Time has been 
laid alide; and the Fathers redding there 
take care of Souls, and not of Bodies. 
It is to be obferv’d, That the Water 
tho’ Mineral, ,,s as clear and well taltcd 
as any other /Vater, and being cool’d 
is Excellent Drink. 1 drank it all the 
while I was there Entertain’d by the Fa¬ 
thers, who ufe no other. 

AcoidIU- Wedtfefday 5 th, I went half a League 
from the Mona fie 17 to fee a little River, 
which runs from the Mountain, and 
whole Water is excefllve cold, and very 
wholcfome. Yet its Channel is upon Mi¬ 
nerals, _ for digging a little in the Sand 
there rifes a very hot Water. 

Btki Lake. As for the great Lake of Babiy it is 
very long but narrow. Roundabout it, 
being 90 Miles in Compafs, there are 
feveral Mona ft erics of Francifcans, Au- 
guftiniansy and Jefuits, becaufe the Place 
is well Peopled, and Till’d by the Indi¬ 
ans. It abounds in Fiih at all times. 
There are alfo in it Crocodils, and 


Sword Filhes, but not like ours. Thefe 
two Fight together furioufly, becaufe 
the Crocodil thinking himfelf abfolute 
Lord of the Lakes, cannot endure any 
other Fifh of Prey Ihould be in them. 
For the moft part the Sword Fifh gets 
the better, for he perceiving his Enemy 
arm’d with_ Scales which bear off the 
Stroke of his fharp Sword, dives under 
Water, and ftrikes the Crocodil in the 
Belly, where he has no Scales, and fo 
kills him. I was fhow’d a Sword fix 
Spans long witli Teeth on the lides, as 
fharp as Nails, or rather like a Saw, that 
pierces and cuts at once. The many 
Crocodils of this Lake do mfich Mifchief, 
for there is never a Year but they de¬ 
vour many People, and kilt Horfes, and 
Cattle chat Graze about, or Drink at the 
fake. The Indians revenge themfelves 
laying Snares for them with pieces of 
Meat, or Dogs, for the Crocodils are 
Inch lovers of Dog’s Flefh, that they 
will leave a Man for it. Thurfday 7th. 
f.return'd by Water to Vignany where I 
found my Horfes had broke their Halters, 
and were run away, which made me 
ftay till others were taken in the Farm, 
which carry’d me to Manila of Saturday 
the 9th. 


CHAP. 

Of the Government of Manila, 

Arch-bi- r | 1 H O’ the Philippine Iflands are very 
fhop, and JL remote from Europe^ and from his 
fcilhops. Cacholick Majejfty’s Court, to whom they 
are Subjeft, yet they are excellently Go¬ 
vern’d. For Spirituals, there is an A rch- 
biihop at Manila chofen by the King, 
who decides all Matters not only within 
his own Diocefs, but all Appeals from 
his Suffragan Bifhops. If the Metropo¬ 
litans Sentence docs not agree with the 
firlt, there lies an Appeal to the neigh¬ 
bouring Bifhop of Camerines the Pope's 
Delegate. The King, as has been faid, 
allows the Arch-bifhop fiooo pieces of 
Eight a Year; and the Bifhops of Sibu , 
Camerinesy and Cagayan 5000. Betides 
thefe there refides at Manila a Titular 
Bifhop, or Coadjutor, by the Spaniards 
call’d Obifpo de anillo, or Ring Bifhop, 
who fncceeds in the firft: vacant Church, 
that chcie may be no Incermiflion in the 
Cure of Souls during fix Years before a 
new Prelate can come. As for the In- 
guifition, there is a Com miliary appoint¬ 
ed by that Court at Mexico. ,

and the adjacent Iflands . 

For the Temporal Government there Governor 
is a Governor with the Title of Cap- andCourt! 
tain General, and Prefidcnt of the Royal 
Court, whofc Authority lafts eight Years; 
and four Oydoresy or Judges, and a Sol- 
licitor, but thefe are for Life. When 
this Court was eretted in 1584, it con¬ 
fined of two Oydoresy or Judges, and a 
Solicitor; and the Prefidenc was Doftor 
Santiago de Vera. Sometime after a third 
Judge was added. Experience afterwards 
fhowing, that there was no need of fuch 
a Court, it was fupprefs’d by Order of 
the King and Council, and inftcad of it 
a Body of 4000 Men rais’d, which was 
perform’d in 1590. But in 1598. it was 
again erefted, and D. Francis Tillo was 
appointed Prefident over three Oydoresy 
or Judges, and a Solicitor. This Court 
does not only receive Appeals from the 
common Magiftraces of the City, which 
are two AlcadeSy but from all the Iflands; 
and it tries Violences committed by 
Church-Men like the Court of Fuerpa in 
Spain. The Governor fits in it as Pre- 

fident, 
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fXA/i fident, but bas no Vote > but whea Ehe y 
G erne Hi. are equally divided he appoints a Doctor 
idp7. to give a calling Voice. D. Gabriel dt 
C/v~\J Star is aded twice in this Capacity whiilt 
I was at Manila. Tho’ a fmall Matter . 
would fuflice to maintain an Oydort , or 
Judge, becaufe Provi lions are cheap, as 
are Stuffs for Apparel, and all other Ne- 
ceilaries for Decency; a Saddle Horfc 
being fold for ten pieces of Eight, and 
enough to keep him a Month for two; 
yet they have a plentiful Allowance, 
each of them being paid every four 
Months 1100 pieces of Eight. The Sol¬ 
icitor has over and above <foo pieces of 
Eight a Year from the SmgUy, or Chi- 
nr ft Merchants, as their Protedor, and 
200 more as Solicitor for the Cruzade. 
The Governor’s Salary is 13 300 pieces 
of Eight i +000 as General, 4000 as 
Prefident of the Royal Court, and 5300 
as civil Magi It rate. If the Governor 

dies, the eldeft Oydort , or Judge re¬ 
ceives this Salary, and manages the Mar¬ 
tial and Civil Government; for which 
he fe afterwards accountable to the new 
Governor. 

Greatne& Were not the Philtppim Iflands fo 
ef this Go- remote, that Government would beco- 
vernment. vctec [ jjy chief Grandees, bccaufe 
his Government is unlimited, the Ju- 
rifdidion large, the Prerogatives not 
to be paralleled, the Conveniences 
great, the Profit unknown, and the Ho¬ 
nour greater than that of Vice-roy in the 
Jndits. But, as I (aid, the diftance 
makes the greatnefs of this Poll not to 
be known in Spain. To (how Comething 
of it, the Governor beltdes the Civil 
Government, and Adniirriftration of 
Juftice, which he exercifes with the 
Royal Court, has the Gift of alt military 
Employments, makes 22 Alcades to 
Govern as many Provinces, and appoints 
the Governor of the Marian illands, 
when one dies, till the King-Names an¬ 
other. Formerly he made the Gover¬ 
nors of the Illands Rrmfa and Ttrnatt 
(one of the 5 Moluccas) when they were 
fubjeft to the Crown of Spain. He al- 
fa bellows a II the Enctmitndas , or Lord- 
Ihipsover Indians , given as a Reward to 
Souldiers that have ferv’d in India. 
Tnefe are given for two Lives, the 
Wife and Children fucceeding in them, 
after which the Land returns to the 
King. Tbefe Eneomtndtros or Lords, 
receive the Duties that fhould be paid 
to the King, that is, 10 Royals from 
Marry’d Men, and ? from others \ but 
thefe Lords are oblig’d out of it to al¬ 
low towards the Maintenance of the 
Vol. IV. 


Forces, t Royals and 4 Cavant of Rice 
for each Head, and 1 Royals more to 
the Parifh Priell. The King our of his 
own Dcmefiirs, be Ikies the ro Royals, 
has i Cavan> ot Rice : A Cavan weighs 
50 PoumL Spamjh. [t is very remark¬ 
able that the Governor fills up all the * 
vacant Canontics in the Cathedral, and 
then acquaints the King to have them 
confirm’d, as he doer, by the Etkomitn- 
ids a bore-mention’d. When any Parifh 
of fecular Pi lefts is vucAt, the AlTcra- 
bly is held before the Arohbifhop, who 
names three oi the abielt for the Gover¬ 
nor to choofe one, The fame is pra¬ 
ctis’d in the Vacancies of Canonries imd 
royal Chaplains, The Parilhes belong¬ 
ing to Religious Men, are fuppiy'd by 
the Provincial of the Order, in a Pro¬ 
vincial Chapter. T hefe need no confir¬ 
mation, and they may hear the Confef- 
lions of the Indians , but not of the Spa¬ 
niards in their Parifh, without the Or¬ 
dinaries Approbation. If the fecular 
Curates commit fuch a Fault, as deferves 
they Ihould be ex poll’d their Benefice, 
it is done with the Advice of the Dioce* 
fan and Governor. The Governor of 
Manila has alfo the Nomination of the 
Commander of the Galeon, that fails 
every Year to Nero Spain , a Poll worth 
above 50000 Crowns a Year. He ap¬ 
points two Majors for Manila and Cavitt, 
and feveni! Captains and Officers, that 
are not Commillion’d at Madrid. Ho 
gives the Indians Com millions as Collo- 
nels, Majors and Captains, without 
much difficulty ) they paying the King 
half a Years value of the Place. To ho¬ 
nour the Governor a Company mounts 
the Guard every Day before his Pa¬ 
lace, and to curb the mutinous Chintftt. 

There are in the City of Manila about 
800 Souldiers in all, but their Pay is on¬ 
ly two Pieces of Eight, and 50 Pound 
of Rice a Month. 

This Grandeur and Power is fome- severe 
what eclips’d by a dreadful Trial, the Trial, 
wicked People of Manila make their 
Governors go through. They do not 
then examine the heinoufnefs of Offen¬ 
ces, but the Sums receiv’d in eight 
Years, punilhing the Purfc inllead of 
the Perion. The Accufcrs have So 
Days allow’d them, after Proclamation 
made through the Provinces to bring in 
their Complaints, and 30 Days to Pro- 
feeute before the Judge, who is general¬ 
ly the Succeffor in the Government, by 
fpecUl Commiffion from the King, and 
his fopream Councilofthe Indies \ which 
referves to it fclf the judging of fome 
H h h 2 Matters 
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Matters of Confecjtieiice. "I heictoie the 
Gemelli. judge having receiv’d all Informations, 
itf97. without deciding any thing, muins all 
U-VNJ the Proceedings to Court, attei giving 
Sentence in thofe Cafes which arc l etc 
to him. The Oydores or Judges, who 
Govern after the Governor s death, or 
are remov’d to another Poll m Mexico, 
are fubjea to the fame Tryai; but with 
this difference, that they may go away, 
leaving an Attorney to Anfwer for them. 
There is fo /inch Rigour usd m this 
Tryai, that Wtimes they proceed to 
Imprifonment, without refpeft to the 
Greatnefs of the Poll poffell by the 
Per Ion i as hapned to D. Sebajhan-Har- 
tado-dc-Corcuera, and D. James-Faxardo\ 
the firlt of which was kept Pnfoner 5 
ygars in the Caltle of St. James, apt 
the other not much lefs; but by fpecial 
. Order from his Majelty they had all re- 
ftor’d that had been wrongful! y taken 
from them at their Tryai. ’Tis true 
the Council of the Indies has moderated 
this Rigour, ordering that the Gover¬ 
nors be not Imprifoti’d, but that the In¬ 
formations being taken, they be fent in¬ 
to Spain but this is not punetjiaUy 
obferv’d becaufe of the great diftancc. 
The Inhabitants of Manila did fo ter¬ 
rific D. Saviniano- Manr finer.-de-Lara 
at his TryaU that being imbark d tor 
Spain, he never ceas’d all the Voyage to 
ask whether the Vefl'el could return to 
Manila, and being at lafl affar d.by the 
Pilot that he mull either land m New 
Spain or dye, he plea&ntly laid, Then a 

t L _ d fir Manila. In fhort lince the 

Iflands were Conquer’d, no Governor 
has return’d to Spain but he ana one 
more: for all of them either break 
their Hearts attheirTryal, or dye with 
Hardlhip by the way. It is certain this 
Tryai is worth 100000 Crowns to the 
new Governor, which he that goes off 
mull have ready to come oft well m this 
dreadful Tryai. 

When I went thither the Governor 
was D. Fauflo-CruzM, y-Gongora, Knight 
of Santiago, or St. James , defeended 
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from the autient Kings of Navarre, and 
one of the bell Captain Generals the 
Iflands had lince th'ey were_ Conquer'd. 
All the other Governors before him had 
anticipated upon the Revenue feveral 
thoiifands to maintain the Souldicrs; 
but he during his Government, not on¬ 
ly clear’d all Debts, but fo improv’d 
the Revenue, that when I was at Mani¬ 
la, there were 400000 Pieces of Eight 
in the Treafury ; for he by his great 
Ability, Wifdom, Zeal and Applicati¬ 
on had advanced the Revenue 110000 
Pieces of Eight a Year. As for the Ex¬ 
ecution of juflice, and Places bellow’d, 
if the People ot Manila will lay afide 
all prejudice, they cannot choofe but 
commend his Conduct, for he has be¬ 
hav’d himfelf uprightly in all his Acti¬ 
ons, and has bellow’d the Encomiendas 
or Lordfiips before-mention’d on well 
deferving Souldiers •, the Offices of Al- 
cades on Natives of the Place well qua¬ 
lify’d, according to the King’s Orders ; 
and Church Livings on the molt defer¬ 
ving, without fufreriug himfelf to be 
corrupted. 1 do not write for Favour 
or Afleftion, for what I lay is lo true, 
that the King being inform’d of it, 
declar’d, he was faithfully ferv’d by that 
Governor, and continu’d him in his Go¬ 
vernment, at fuch time as he had re¬ 
ceiv’d 70000 Pieces of Eight, and given 
the Commiffion to.his Succeflor to go 
take PoflclGon of the Place. # I was ac¬ 
tually at Mexico when the Kings Orders 
came for reltoring the 70000 Pieces of 
Eight to the intended Succeflor out of 
the King’s Treafury. This Gentleman’s 
good Behaviour fet him above the fear 
of a Trial. He was unfortunate in fet- 
ting out Galeons, for in his time two 
of the greatelt that were built in the 
Iflands were call away. The one was 
call’d St, Jefepk, the other Santo Chrijlo-, 
and in them both the People of Mexico 
and Manila loll above a Million, which 
reduced Manila to great Poverty, but 
it recovers by the Arrival of other 
Ships.

Gemefli. Hands, uow call'd Philippines, in the great 
itfpy. Indian Ocean beyond Ganges, and al- 
ww molt oppol'te to the long extended 
Coalts Ot Malaca, Sim, Camboia, Chi- 
ampa, Chochinchina, Tunkin and China. 
The tamo us Ferdinand MagtRanes call’d 
it Archipelago de S- Lazatro, bccaufc he 
came to an Anchor there in the Year 
1521, upon Saturday before Paifion Sun¬ 
day, vulgarly in Spain call’d of Si,Laza¬ 
rus. The Name of Philippines was giv¬ 
en them in 1543, by the General Luis- 
Lepcz-de-Filial olos, in honour to Prince 
Philip, then Heir to the Crown of Spain ; 
or as others will have it in 1564, when 
he was a&ually Reigning, when the AJe- 
hwtado -Michael-Lopez.- de-Legafpi came 
to Conquer the Iflands. What their 
hntient Name was is uncertain, yet lome 
Authors affirm they were call’d, Iflands 
of Letzjtnesy all of them taking the Name, 
as the Canaries have done, of the big- 
geft, which is Manila, or Luzon ; which 
in the Tagala Language fignifies a Mor¬ 
tar, as if they had exprefs’d the Coun¬ 
try of Mortars. Lazones are certain 
wooden Mortars a Span deep, and the 
fame Diameter, in which the Indians 
pound their Rice, which they afterwards 
lift through Sieves they call Bdoas. There 
is no Indian but has one before his Door. 
The Inhabitants of the Ifland de las Pin¬ 
tados cut out three upon 011c fame piece 
of Timber atong one by another, that 
fo many People may Work at once, for 
the Inhabitants of all the Iflands feeding 
on Rice, they firft bruife it in a Mortar, 
, before they Boil it. Others, as for In- 
tib.'ilc.i, ftauce the ponuguejes, call them Manilas, 
pt 422. cjp* a Name known ever fince Ptolomy, as 
11. flame will have it. 

The Ships that come from America to 
the Archipelago of St. Lazarus, or Pty- 
Uppines , when they difeover Land mtift 
of neceffley fee one of the four Iflands 
of Mindanao, Leyte, Ibahao and Manila, 
from the Cape of St. Augufin, becaufe 
they front the vail Ocean, which they 
call of Spain, for above ffco Miles, ly¬ 
ing in a Semicircle. Manila is feated 
Five great North-Eaft ■, Jbabao and Leyte, South¬ 
lands. £aft t and Mindanao South. To the 
Welt of them is Paragua, the biggcfl 
next to Manila and Mindanao, with the 
which it makes a Triangle, but the Point 
of it next to Borneo belongs to that 
Kingand the other to Spain. In the 
midft of this fort of Triangle, befidcs 
Five Idler, the five Iflands already nam’d, there are 
five others. Large and Populous, viz.. 
Mindoro, tanay, Ida de Negros, or the 


Ifland of Blacks, Scbu and Bohol , So 
that the moll remarkable Iflands of this 
Archipelago are but ten, the Number 
mention'd by Ptolomy iri the Place above- 
mentionU Among thefc ten here nam’d Tehteilsr, 
there is the .lame Number of final! ones, 
all Peopled, which biginning to reckon 
them as they fall in the way the Ships 
take that are Bound for New Spam, arc 
Laban, where the Galeon St. Jtftph was 
cait away, MarindisejMe, lfa de "Tab las, 

Romblon, Sibugan, Mai bate, Ticao, CdSttl, 
and Citiandstanes, without tie Streight. 

It is no eafy Matter to give a dilh'nft Other 
Relation of all otiier {mall ones, partly final] 
Inhabited, and partly Defert, but all ^ am ^’ 
known by the Indians that go to gather 
their Product; 1 can only fay in general 
that oppofite to the Ifland of Manila on 
the North fide, betw ecn two Capes call’d 
Boxeador and del Engaoo, at 24 Miles 
difiance, are the Iflands de Us Babuyanes, 
the firft inhabited by Chrifiiao Indians, 
who pay a Tribute; the ocher by Sava¬ 
ges near the Lefties, and Ifland of For- 
tnoja on the Well, Near Paragua, op- 
polite to Manila, there are three Iflands 
call’d CaUmianes, and then eight or nine 
more, all inhabited. Then turning to 
the Southward, ninety Miles from CaU¬ 
mianes, oppofite to Caldera, and Point 
of Mindanao, are Taguima, Xols, with 
other fmall ones about them. 

The Iflands of Cnyo lie between CaU¬ 
mianes and fanny, in the Province of 
Otton and Maras. The Ifland of Fsteget, 
or Fires, is near that of Negros, or 
Blacks. There is alfo Bom ay an not far 
from Zebu j PangU, near Bohol ; Pana- 
mao, Maripipi , Camigain, Siargao, and 
pannon, which lie between Mindanao and 
Leyte, and many others whofe fir’d Num¬ 
ber it is hard to know. This /hews 
their Miftakc, who fay the Philippine 
Iflands are forty, for if they mean the 
great ones, they are not fo many and 
of all forts there are many more. 

All thefe Iflands are In the Torrid 
Zone, between the Equinoftial and Tro- 
pick of Cancer, for the extreme Points 
of Latitude in this Archipelago arc Sar- 
rangan, or Cape 5 t. AuguJHn, rhe Point 
of Mindanao in five Degrees and a half > 
Babuyanes, and Crpe de Engano, the ut- 
mofi Points of Manila in twenty De¬ 
grees \ Embocadtro de St. Bernardo in 
thirteen Degrees \ and the middle of 
the Bland and City of Manila in four¬ 
teen Degrees and a few Minutes. Their 
Longitude according to the befi Maps, 
and Carts is 15 5 Degrees ', tho’ accord¬ 
ing to MageU(tn\ Account it be 16 1, and 
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rov/i this becaufe all Men do not reckon from 
Gmttti. the fame Point. Now whereas Ptolomty 
1697. places his I Hands Maniola in i42_De- 
l/-yXJ grees, it plainly appears, that confider- 
iiio the different Accounts, and Rules 
of taking Longitudes, the Maniola are 
not the fame, as the Manilas, cither as 
to fituation or Number, and that they 
are much out of the way, who will have 
Manila to be built 160 Years, after the 
Birth of Cbrift, when Vtolomey flou- 
rifh’d ; wicFuut being able to deduce a- 
ny ConjefttAc, from the Antiquity of 
its Stru£tores, becaufe thole Nations 
ufc no other Materials, but Wood and 
Cane , and their Buildings are very 
Weak. 

Conte* There are fnndry Opinions concern- 
ftures a- ing the Original of thefe Blands, Some 
bout the f d y they were Created with the World, 
Wands, (vhen the Author of Nature difeover’d 
the Land, and divided it from the Wa¬ 
ters. Others that they remain’d after 
the Flood. Others affirm they were 
made by particular inundations of Pro¬ 
vinces, Tempefts, Earthquakes, natu¬ 
ral Fires,' and other accidents, which 
ufe to caufe Alterations both at Sea and 
Land; as fome fay, happened to Sicily, 
which they conceit was formerly conti¬ 
guous to the Continent of Italy ; the 
I (land of Cyprus to Syria , and others. 
Laftly, others by the heaping of Mat¬ 
ter, and the natural Alterations of thefe 
two Elements i particularly occalion’d 
by Rivers, which carry the Earth from 
one place, and fettle it in another, or 
elfe by the ufual wafhing of Rivers, 
which the Sea with the motion of its 
Waves, by degrees, heaps in one place 
or other, fo that in Procefsof time, they 
come to be Iflanda. All Shis may be 
faid of all the Iflands in the World, as 
well as thofe but the Philippines may 
be rais’d particularly by the laft means 
fpoke of, becaufe in feveral parts of 
them, there are burning Mountains, and 
on the tops of others Springs of hot 
Water. The Earthquakes are frequent 
and terrible at certain times ; iafomuch 
that they fcarce leave any Strufture 
ftanding, as Manila can fuificiently te- 
ftify. The Winds call’d by the Indi¬ 
ans Baguyos , by the Spaniards Tijanes , 
and by us Horae am, are here fo vio¬ 
lent, thatbefides the Wrecks they caufe 
at Sea, they Root up mighty Trees, 
and drive before them, vail quantities 
of Water, which drown Countries a 
great way up the Land. Among the 
Iflands there is a Shoal Water, and ma¬ 
ny Flats, efpecially near the Continent; 
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infomuch that in many places there is 
no Sailing, and the Ships are forced to 
feek out Channels, which Providence has 
left to keep up a Communication from 
one Country to another. Thefe may 
be Grounds to Conjefture, that if any of 
thefe Iflands were at the Creation join’d 
to the Continent, fevcral accidents, and 
efpecially the Flood might have divided 
them into fo !many diftinft Parts, ma¬ 
king of one great one, an Archipelago 
of little Iflands. 

it is not my bufinefs here to Argue, *n, eif tn . 
whether Tharps, the Son of Javan with habitants, 
liis Brothers, was the firft that inhabit¬ 
ed thefe Parts ; but when the Spaniards 
firft came to Manila , they there found 
three forts of People. On the SeaCoafls 
there liv’d and rul’d Malay Moors, come, 
as they faid, from Borneo, and the Con¬ 
tinent of Malaca where a Streighc 
call’d Malay, has given its Name to all 
the Malayes difpers’d throughout the 
greateft and beft part of that Archipe- 
lago. From thefe are defeended the ^ '* 
Tagalsans, which are the Natives of 
Manila and the Country about it, as ap¬ 
pears by their Language being very like 
the Malayan-, by their Colour, Shape, 

Habit they wore when the Spaniards ar¬ 
riv’d, and in fhort by their Cuftomsand 
Manners, taken from the Malay es and o- 
ther Indian Nations. The coming of 
thefe People into the Iflands, might be 
accidental, occafion’d by fome Storm \ 
for we fee by experience, that feveral 
other Nations have been drove hither by 
Storms. In 1690, fome Japonefes were 
drove afhore, who became Chriftians, 
and lifted themfelves in the King’s For¬ 
ces, it being inevitable Death to them, 
to return home, after they had been 
in another Country, tho’ againft their 
Wiils. 1 faw fome of thofe Japonefes 
in Manila, who wore two wide Gar¬ 
ments, with wide round Sleeves. The 
under Garment was girt with two Gir¬ 
dles,one from the Ieft,and the ocher from 
the right, as the^ Spanifl Clergy-men, 
wear them. Their Breeches were long, 
and their Shooes like Recolets Sandals. 

They wore their Hair Ihort, but the 
Forehead fliav’d as far as the Crown of 
the head. Be (ides the Malay es might 
come delignedly to Inhabit there, on 
Account of Trade, and for profit fake j 
or elfe being banilh’d their Country *, 
but thefe are all incertainties. 

The Natives call’d Bifayas, and tin - 
tados, of the Province of Camerines ; a nd Pitt¬ 
as alfo thole of Leyte , Samar, Panay, and ttdoes, 
other places, it is likely ceme from Ma- 

cajiar , 
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cajfar, where they fay there are fonie 
C'cmcHi. People who Trim and Paint their Bo- 
1697* dies like thefe Pintados. IntheRelati- 
t/V\J on, Peter Fernandez, de Quires gives of 
the difcovery made in 1595, of the I Hands 
of Salmon, he fays they found in ten de¬ 
grees of North Latitude, 1800 Leagues 
from Peru, much about the Latitude 
and diftance of the Philippine Mauds, an 
Mand call’d U Madaltna, or the Magda¬ 
len, inhabited by well fbap’d Indians, 
Taller than the Spaniards , who went 
Naked, with all their Bodies wrought, 
after the fame manner as the Bifay as. 

It is likely the Inhabitants of Minda¬ 
nao , Xolie, Bohol , and part of Zebu came 
from Ternate , by reafon of their Near- 
nels. Trade, and Likenefs of Religion, 
to whom they ftiil have recourfe, in 
Cafe of War. The Spaniards at their 
firft coming, found they had the Com¬ 
mand in the aforefaid Itlands. 

Negrillos. The Blacks, by the Spaniards , call’d 
Negrillos, who live on the Mountains 
and in chick Woods, whereof there is 
Plenty in Manila, differ quite from all 
the reft. They are meer Barbarians, 
and feed on fuch Fruit and Roots, as the 
Mountains afford, and upon all they 
can kill, even to Mon kies, Snakes, and 
Rats, They go naked, except their 
Privities which they cover with the 
Barks of Trees, by them call’d Bahaqttes ; 
and the Women with a Clout wove of 
the Fibers of Trees, call’d Tapijle. They 
ufe no other Ornament, but Bracelets 
made of Rufhes, and Indian Canes of 
fcveral Colours. They have no Laws, 
Letters, or Government, but that which 
Kindred makes, for they all obey the 
Head of the Fam ily. The Worn en carry 
their Children in Wallets made of the 
Bark of Trees, and ty’d about them 
with a Cloth, as fome Women of Al¬ 
bania do in Italy, or like the Irijb Wo¬ 
men. Where Night overtakes them, 
there they lye, either in the hollow of a 
Tree, or under Mats, made of the Bark 
of Trees, fet up like Huts •, and thus 
they live like Brute Beafts, only for the 
fake of Liberty, chat is, not to be Sub- 
jeft to the Spaniards. This fame fool- 
ifh love of Liberty, is the Canfe, they 
will not fulfer the Blacks of another 
Mountain to come to theirs, and on this 
Account they fight one another defpe- 
rately. They are fuch Enemies to the 
Spaniards , that if they happen to kill 
one, they invite all their kindred, and 
rejoice for three days, drinking out of 
the Skull, clear’d for that purpofe by 
which means, they afterwards get Wives 


the cafier, as being more Couragious. 

Their Weddings con(ift only in couch¬ 
ing of Hands, the Parents making their 
Children hold them out. 

This mixing with the Wild Indians M 
produced the Tribe of Manghian, who i ,ns 
are Blacks dwelling in the liles of Min¬ 
der a and Mundos, and who peopled the 
Mauds de los Negros, or of Blacks. Some 
of them have harfh frilled Hair, like the 
African and Angola Blacks, -others long. 

The colour ot fome of thei \, is like E- 
t hi0pi.ms others more whitiif, and fome 
of thefe have been feen with a Tail 
half a Span long, like thofe Iflanders 
Ptolomey fpeaks of, Comen. lib. 7. Tav. 

1 1 . pag. 1 66. 

'I he Sambali, contrary to the others, smlali, 
tho’ Wild have long Hair, like the 0- 
ther Conquer’d Indians. The Wives, 
of thefe Savages are deliver’d in the 
Woods, like She Goats, and immedi¬ 
ately wafii themfelves and the Infants 
in the Rivers, or other cold Water; 
which would be immediate Death to Eu¬ 
ropeans. Thefe Blacks when purfu’d by 
the Spaniards, with the found of little 
Sticks, give notice to the reft, that are 
difpers’d about the Woods , to fave 
themfelves by Flight. Their Weapons 
are Bows and Arrows, a fhort Spear, 
and a fhort Weapon, or Knife at their 
Girdle. They Poifon their Arrows, 
which are fomerimes headed with Iron, 
or a fharp Stone, and they bore the 
Point, that it may break in their Ene¬ 
mies Body, and fo be unfit to be (hoc 
back. For their Defence, they ufea 
Wooden Buckler, four Spans long, and 
two in breadth, which always hangs at 
their Arm. 

Tho’ I had much diftourfe about it, 
with the Fathers of the Society, and o- 
ther Miffioners, whoconverfe with thefe 
Blacks, Manghians, Mandi and Sambali , 

I could never learn any thing of their 
Religion •, but on the contrary, all uua- 
nimoully agree they have none, but live 
like Beafts, and the moft that has been 
feen among the Blacks on the Mountains* 
has been a rouud Stone, to which they 
pay’d a Veneration, or a Trunk of a 
Tree, or Beafts, or other things they 
find about, and this only out of fear. 

True it is, that by means of the Hea¬ 
then Chinefes, who deal with them in 
the Mountains, fome deformed Sta¬ 
tues have been found in their Huts. 

The other three beforememion’d Na¬ 
tions, feein’d inclin’d to obferving of 
Auguries, and Mahometan Superfticions, 
by reafon of their Commerce, with the

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(V _Mdaytt and Ttmatts. The molt re- 
Ge nielli. ciev’d Opinion is, that thefe Blacks were 
'69I’ the firft Inhabitants of the Iflands; and 
'-'"V'— £ hat being Cowards, the Sea Coafts were 
tafily.taken from themby People reforting 
from Sumatra, Borneo, Macaffar and ci¬ 
ther Places ; and therefore they retir’d 
to the Mountains, In fhort, in ail the 
lilands where thefe Blacks, and other 
Savage Men are, the Spaniards Poflcfs 
not much Iryond the Sea Coafts ; and 
not that ir all Parts, .efpecSally from 
Maribtles, p Cape Bolinao in the lflaad 
of Manila; where for 50 Leagues along 
the Shear, there is no Landing, for 
fear of the Blacks, who are moft inve¬ 
terate Enemies to the Europeans. Thus 
all the in-land Parts being pofieft’d by 
thefe Brutes, againft whom no Army 
could prevail (a the thick Woods, the 
King of Spain has fcarceone in ten of the 
Inhabitants of the Wand, that owns him, 
as the Spaniards often told me. See Na¬ 
varret e, who gives a much better Account 
of this Matter, and not by hearfay, but 
as an Eye-wttnefs, 

The Fathers MitDoners, take much 
Pains, to bring thefe People to Salva¬ 
tion, going into the Woods to Preach 
to tome of them, who are not altoge¬ 
ther lb licrce, and build little Huts or 
Houfes, for the convcniency of the Mif- 
fioner, who fometimes prevails upon a 


few'; hut upon the leaft funnize of Jea- 
loufy, they burn Houfes Church, and 
all in them, and run into the thickeft of 
the Wood. This happens, bcaufe the 
Chrifttan Indians, that they may have all 
the Profit of the Wax, the Blacks ga¬ 
ther in the Woods, have per fuaded them 
by all means to Xhuu coming under the 
Spanijh Yoke, becaufe they would be 0- 
blig’d to pay a Tribute. Whoever 
catches one of them may keep him as a 
Slave; but if he becomes a Chriftian, 
when he has terv’d ten Years, he is to 
be made free, and then Natural Inclinati¬ 
on prevailing, he certainly runs away to 
his Native Mountain. 

There is another fort of People, not 
fo Polite as the firft, nor fo Barbarous 
as theft; laft, who live near the Springs 
of the Rivers, and are therefore call'd 
Hay as, or Tingbianos, as Inhabiting the 
Mountains. There are others call'd 
Zamhales, and Igvlotts, who converfe 
with the Tagalis, and Bifayas. Some of 
thefe Pay Tribute, tho’ they are not 
Ghviflians, and they are judg’d to be a 
mixt Race of the other Barbarous Na¬ 
tions, and therefore refemble them in 
Behaviour, Colour, and Manners. Yet 
all this does not make out, that Inhabi¬ 
tants might not go over to thefe Iflands 
out of China , Japan, Siam, Camboja, and 
Coehimlma. 


CHAP. VII. 

A particular Account of the JJlarsd of Luzon, vulgarly call'd Manila. 


Mm) tie- 
fcribM. 


H Aviitg fpoke of the Iflands iu ge¬ 
neral, it will be proper now to 
give the Defcription of them in particu¬ 
lar. Therefore to begin with Luzon 0 r 
Manila, as the Spaniards call it, which 
is the chief of them. The Middle of it 
is in 15 Degrees of Latitude, the Eaft 
Point in 13 Degrees and 30 Minutes, 
and the moft Nocherly Point in 19 De¬ 
grees, The Shape of it is like an Arm 
bow’d, bite unequal in thick riels, for in 
the Ball it islo narrow that it is but one 
Days Journey over ; and iu the North 
it ftrctches lo large, that the narrow eft 
part from Sea to Sea muft be 30 or 40 
Leagues. The whole length is about 
160 Spanijh Leagues, and the Circum¬ 
ference 350. 

At the Elbow of this Ann looking 
towards the South Eaft, a great River 
falls into the Sea, and makes a noble 
Bay 30 Leagues in Coinpafs, call’d Bahia 
by the Spaniards , becaufe it flows from 


a great Lake, call'd Bahi, eighteen Italian 
Miles from Manila, in this place the 
Indians had their Principal Village, con- 
ftfting of about 3500 Houfes, towards 
the Eaft, in the Angle made by the Ri¬ 
ver and the Sea. Behind it were many 
Ponds, which made the Place naturally 
Strong, and the Soil was Fruitful of all 
things, neceilary for the Life of Man; 
for which realon Michael Lopei, the firft 
Conqueror of the Ifland, thought fit to 
found the Principal City in this Place, 
under the Anrient Name of Manila. 

This was done, as has been faid before, 
on the Feaft of Sc. ‘John Baptift 1571, 
five days after the Conqueft, which fal¬ 
ling out on the ipfh of the Month, be- £■'*'** 
ing the Feaft of St, Pottnciana, She was PlE ‘ 
chofen Patronefs of the Ifland. 

In fight of Manila , and three Leagues 
from it, is the Port of Cavite, upon the 
lame Bay, which for the moft part is 
deep, and abounds in Fife, and the 

Shores. 
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Shores are cover’d with many Trees and 
Gemelli. Villages. Diredly againft the Mouth of 
1696, the Bay, eight Leagues from Manila is 
V'YNJ Maribeles, a little Ifland three Leagues 
in Compafs, and half a League in length, 
but high. Here is a renown’d Officer, 
with fix Sonldiers upon Guard, he is al- 
fo Corregidor, or chief Magiftrate of a 
Village of 50 Houfes, feated on the fide 
of Manila. The grcateft Profit he makes 
is by the Blacks, who bring him ftoreof 
Wood, for a little Tabacco and Rice, 
which he fells at good Rates in Manila. 
This fhows the Blacks arc not fuch E- 
nemies to the Spaniards, as he fpeaks of 
before. There are 3 Mouths to come 
out of the Sea, into the Bay ; the firft is 
moft us’d, by reafon of its depth, and 
being half a League over, and lies be¬ 
tween thefaid Ifland, and Punt a del Di¬ 
ablo, or the DeviCs Point , the 2d is a 
quarter of a League wide, lying be¬ 
tween the oppofite Shore, and the Rock 
call'd, de Us Cavallos, or of the Horfes, 
it is unfafe, as having little Water and 
Lome Rocks under it; the third is wider, 
being three Leagues over, and lies be¬ 
tween the aforeiaid Rock, de los Caval- 
losy and the Point of Marigondon, but 
it lias Flats, and there mult be much care 
in Sailing up it. 

Without the faid Bay, on the Left- 
Hand, the way the Ships go to Netv 
Spain , at 14 Leagues diftance, is the Bay 
of Balayan and Bombony three Leagues in 
Compafs, behind which is a Lake well 
peopled round about. Sailing on ftill 
Eaftward, is the Point of Azufrc, or 
Btmgts jj rimftwt, and the Bay of Batangas, in- 
My ‘ habited round about by Indians near 
the Point whereof, there is a finall Ifland 
call’d, la Cazjy as abounding in Game. 
Between this and the Point before men¬ 
tion’d, is the Port of Malcaban -y fatal 
for the Death of the Governor Gomez. 
Perez, de las Marinas, Murder’d by the 
chinefes that row’d the Capitana Galley, 
with feveral other Perfons. 

Mtyin Beyond the Bay of Batangas , arc the 
Province. Villages of Lobo and Galvan , about 
which there are figns of Mines. _ Here 
ends the Province of Balayan, beginning 
at Maribeles , and inhabited by about 
2500 Tributary Indians. It abounds 
in Cotton, Rice, and Palm-trees. 
Teytbis. Then follows the Province of Calilaya , 
or Tayabas, which reaches to Cape Bon- 
do, and up the Country to Manbat> , on 
the oppofite Coaft of the Ifland. It has 
more Inhabitants, and is larger than the 
other. Next is the Province of Cama- 
rines in which arc Bondo, Pajfacao , lb*' 
Voi. IV. 



Ion, Metropolis of the Government of 
Catanduanes, Bulan , where the Ship 
.call’d the Incarnation was call away, re¬ 
turning from Nets Spain in 1649; Sorfo- 
con, or Bagatao, where the King’s great 
Ships are built; and Albai, a large Bay 
without the Streigbt, where there is a 
high burning Mountain, which is feen at 
a great diftance by the Ships coming 
from Neve Spain. In this Mountain there Hot w*« 
are Lome Springs of hot Water, and a- ters. 
mong the reft One of fuch Nature that 
whatfoever falls inj whether Wood, 

Bone, Leaf, or Cloth, is turn’d into Stone.

Four Leagues Well of Ttcao is Bunas, 
live Miles in Compafs. it has but few 
Tributary Indians, who are allotted to 
the Parilh of Masbate, which is another 
larger Illaad South of it, and not far 
diftant from Tim, brought under the 
Obedience of the Spaniards in 1 5 ^ 9 * 
They fay Masbate is thirty Leagues m 
Compafs, eight in Breadth, .indpiopor- 
tionably Loug. Its Ports arc Commo¬ 
dious for any Ship to Water. In it live 
about 2SO Indian Families, which pay 
Tribute in Wax, Salt, and Civet. But 
thofe that dwell in the Mountains, und 
came from other Pa its are Numerous. 
Here arc fuch rich Gold Mines, 21 Ca¬ 
rats fine, that the Mate of the Galcon 
St. Joftpb, aboard which I went over to 
New Spam, going alhorc in one ot them, 
in a very fliort time dug out an Ounce 
and a quarter of pure Gold. They do 
not at prefent work at tliefe Mines, for 
want of Iildudry in the Spaniards, who 
having Commilfiou every Year from New 
Stain, to lay out fome hundred Thou¬ 
sands of Pieces of Eight, with an Al¬ 
lowance to them of ten per Cent, take 
no care to look for Gold in the Mines. 
As for the Indians, if they have but a 
Diih of Rice, they never mmd that pre¬ 
cious Metal i and if ever they gather a- 
ny in the Rivers, it is when they are 


upon them. 

Leaving Ticao, Masbate, and Bart as tAsrinh- 
behind, and holding on the fame way jar. 
as the Ships that came from Acapsdco, 
is the I timid of Mar indent, \ 5 Leagues 
from Manila. It is 18 Leagues in Com- 
mls, high, and abounding in Coco, and 
other Fruit Trees, which the Inhabitants 
Live on, bccaufc there is but little Rice. 

There is a great deal of Pitch made, 
but little Wax. The peaceable Inhabi¬ 
tants are about 500, incorporated in the 
Nation of tbzTagalians tho’ they are of 
another Race, as appears by the peculiar 
Language they have among them. 

Mindoro is about eight Leagues from Mindoro. 
Manila, and five from Marindmjue. This 
Ifland is fifteen Leagues long, eight in 
breadth, and feventy in compafs. The 
broadeft part of it is that whkh looks 
towards the South, where together with 
another high and round final! Ifland, 
call’d Mbits, it makes a Streight between 
it and Fanay, which they call Pttol. There 
is another known by the name of Cala- 
bite, between it ana Lttban. The Inha- 
bicants of Mwdwo prefently fubttriued 
themfelves, upon Capt. John de SalztdSs 
a {Turing them, he would do no Harm. 

And therefore as an Acknowledgment 
they gave him fome Ornaments of Gold 
they then us’d, and call’d Dimes. 7 he 
Land of Mindoro is high and mountai¬ 
nous, abounding in Coco, and all forts 
of Fruit Trees j but Rice grows only in 
Tome Parts. Along its Channels, and 
the Mouths of its Rivers there dwell 
peaceable Indian , who pay Tribute * and 
on the Eaft, North-Bait, and lidc op- 
polite to Manila are Tagalians and fo 
towards Fanay and Bifap. Up the In¬ 
land live the Mangbiarsi, who, tho’ dlt- 
fering in Language, agree in having no 
Form of Government. They go Naked, 
only covering their Privities with Barks 
of Trees, call'd Behaves ; and change 
their Habitations according to the Sea- 
fon of the Year, becauTc they live up¬ 
on wild Fruit. Tho* they are»not far 
from Manila, they have not loft their

In other Refpefts 
1697. they are Brave, and pay Tribute, but 
t/'*vXi have not as yet embraced the Chriftian 
Faith, exxept fome few of the Territory 
of Nauhart , and this becaufe they live 
Remote on the Tops of Mountains. Ba~ 
co is the Metropolis of the Ifland, where 
the Jlcayde , or Governour reiidesj 
which Place abounds in wholfome Wa¬ 
ters, running from the Mountains, which 

J iroducc abundance of Salfaparilla. Not 
ar from Baco is a Place they call Old 
Mindoro, from which all the I Hand took 
its Name. One Cape of it call’d Va- 
radero, ftretches out towards Tal, a Vil¬ 
lage on the Coaft of Manila, between 
the two Bays of Eombon, and Bat an gas, 
and a finall Ifland call’d Verde, or Green 
Ifland lying between them $ the Channel 
for the Ships going to, and from Cavite, 
is not above a Mile over, and this nar¬ 
row neft is the caufe of the Whirl-pools 
and Currents which endanger Ships when 
they have not a fair Wind and Current 
at their entring the Channel. In Min¬ 
doro and Laban they reckon there are 
1700 Inhabitants who pay Tribute in 
Wax, and a thing like black Hemp, 
which the Coco Trees produce, and ferves 
to make Cables for the King’s Ships 
built at the Village of Ted. 

Lubov. Laban is a fmall low Ifland, 5 Leagues 
in Compafs. Near it is the little Ifle of 
Ambit, in which is a high round Moun¬ 
tain feen at a great diftance by the In¬ 
dian Galiots by rcalbn of the Flames it 
calls up. The People of Laban are Paf- 
fionate, and given to Drunkennefs. It 
was the fir ft that oppos’d the Spaniards 
with a few fmall Pieces of Cannon plant¬ 
ed on a Fort. The Galeon St. Jofeph, 
before-mention’d, bound for Acapaleo, 
and loaded with 12000 Bales, worth a- 
bout two Millions, was caft away upon 
‘this Ifland, and nothing fav’d but a few 
Men. 

Mujms. Beyond Laban Northwards there is no 
Ifland of Note ; only beyond Cape Bo- 
neador , oppolite to New Segovia, at 
eight Leagues diftance from it, arc the 
low little [Hands of Babuyanes , ftretch- 
ing out to the Ifland Formofa and Letjuios. 
In the ncareft, which is conquer’d, there 
are about 500 Natives that pay Tri¬ 
bute. It produces Wax, Ebony, Bota- 
tas, Cocos, Plantans, and other Things 
for the Maintainance of the Inhabitants, 
and of certain Creatures call’d in the 
Country Language Babuyes , whence the 
Name of Babuyanes was deriv’d. 

Fourteen, or fifteen Leagues South- 


Weft of Laban are the Calamines, 3 Pro¬ 
vince made up of feventecn lilands all 
fubdu’d, bcfidcs many others not yet re¬ 
duced, among the firft of which is a 
great one call’d Par ague, partly belong- PetsgMi 
ing to rhe Spaniards, and partly to the 
King of Borneo . This Ifland of Para- 
gna is the third in bignefs among the 
Philippines, Its lhape is Jong like a ftraic 
Arm, by means whereof Manila and 
Mindoro feem to fliake Hands with the 
great Ifland of Borneo, The Compafs 
of it is 250 Leagues, thn Length 100, 
but the Breadth not abqvc twelve in 
fome places, and fourtewp in others. 

The middle of it lies between nine and 
ten Degrees of Latitude j its fur theft 
Cape call’d Tagufau, towards the South- 
weft, is fifty Leagues diftanc from the 
Ifland of Borneo, in which Interval there 
are many low Blands that almoft join 
the two Lands. The Inhabitants of the 
Coafts of thefe Wands, and of Tagafan 
are Subject to the Mahometan King of 
Borneo ; but up the Inland there are wild 
Indians unconquer’d, Barbarous, Law- 
lefs, and Subject to no King ■, and there¬ 
fore all their Care is not to be fubdu’d 
by the King of Borneo, or the Spaniards. 

Two parts of the Ifland are in their 
Pofleflion. The Spaniards have in it a- 
bout 1200 Tributary Indians , Blacks, 
like thofe of Africk, who Range from 
Place to Place, without any certain place 
of Abode. In cold Weather they make 
one great Fire, and all the Multitude 
gets about it. They are very faithful 
to the Spaniards, who keep a Garrifon 
there of 200 Men, part Spaniards , and 
part Indians, with an Alcayde, or Go¬ 
vernor, whofe Rcfidence is at Taytay, 
on the oppofite Point to Borneo , or as 
the Spaniards call it Bornei, where there 
is an indifferent Fort. The Lampuan, 
or Governor for the King of Borneo re- 
fides at Lave. The Ifland is almoft all 
over Mountainous, and full of abundance 
of forts of Trees and wild Beafts; and 
produces abundance of Wax on thcMoun- 
tains, but very lierle Rice. Cape. Ema¬ 
nuel de Argnelles of Oviedo, a Perfcn of 
great Worth on all Accounts, told me, 

That he going upon fome Bufinels to 
Confer with the Lampuan, he, after En¬ 
tertaining him five Days very Courtc- 
oufly to bind their Friendfhip the firmer, 
drew a drop of his Blood, and gave it 
him to Drink in a Glafs of Wine; 
which the Captain in the fame manner 
did to him. The Moors after perform¬ 
ing this Ceremony, are fo Faithful, that 
they will fooncr wrong their Brother

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than their Friend. Another barbarous 
Cuftora is Pra&is’d by the Chriftians of 
Parjeua, Subjeft to the Spaniards^ which 
the Miflioncrs have never been able to 
Abolifti (as I was inform’d by the fame 
ArfMclles, who was there two Years At- 
cayciti or Commander in Chief) which 
j S) xbat when a Child is born Blind, 
Halt, Lame, or Decrepit, fo as to be 
unfit to Work * they put it Alive Uito 
a hollow Cane, and fo Bury it, deftroy- 
ing it, as nfelefs to its Parents, and the 
World. Eeiipes the afovefaid Garrifon, 
the AUaydt f» merly commanded a final! 
Fleet ot Galleys to defend himfelf a- 
gainft the People of Borneo \ but this 
was put down upon the Conclufion of 
the Peace in 1 S 8 |, by D. John Morales, 
Governor of the Gallic of Manila. Ha¬ 
ving feveral times Dffcmtrs'd the fa id 
A for ales concerning the Ceremonies us’d 
in that Embaffy, for concluding the 
peace, he told me, the King of Borneo 
receiv’d him in Publick, fitting after the 
Mahometan manner, on a Throne rais’d 
upon feveral Steps j eauling him to fit 
upon Cufhions on a Curpetj but that 
tilts Reception was lingular, that King 
ufing to give others Audience from be¬ 
hind a Curtain. Nor it this to be won- 
dred at, for he is fo Haughty, and Re- 
ferv’d, that he fufFers only his prime 
Minifter to fee his Face upon important 
Affairs \ nor is it in his Power to do o- 
ther, having taken an Oath to be fo re¬ 
tir’d at his Acceflion to the Crown. The 
laid Morales Ibid three Months at Borneo, 
and was well Entertain’d at the King’s 
£x pence. 

Not far from this Northern Cape of 
Paragita, are the three Wands call’d Ca- 
larmar.ts, which give their Name to a 
Province or Government. Theft’, and 
nine others near them, all fmall, are 
inhabited by peaceable Indians. In feme 
of them there are 150 that pay Tribute, 
in others lefs. The chief Product of their 
Mountains is Wax ; which they gather 
twice a Year. In the Rocks over the 
Sea are found thofe fo highly valu’d 
liirds-nefts, before fpokeu of, and about 
the Shores, there are very fine Pearls 
taken. . , 

Beyond the Calamtanes, in fight 01 
the high Mountain of Mindoro, are the 
five Illands of Cttyo, not far diftaut from 
one another. In them there are about 
500 Tributary Families, more Civiliz’d, 
and better Affected to the Spaniards than 
thofe ot Cdatmatui aud Paragua. They 
arc very Laborious, and therefore ga¬ 
ther abundance of Rice, Grain, and 0- 


ther Fruit. The Mountains abound in 
all forts of Beafls and Fowls. At thefe 
Illands ends the Province of Calamiares, 
and begins that of Pan ay, the firft Land 
whereof is Petal. As Paragua is the big- 
geft next to Manila and 'Mindanao, fo 
Fanny is the be ft Peopled, and moft Fruit- pm I‘ 
ful in all the Archipelago. Its ihape is 
Triangular, and its compafs 100Leagues. 

The names of its principal Capes are 
Patel, Nafo , and Bulacabi. The Coaft 
. from BulacaU to Potot lies Eaft and Weft} 
from Petal to Nafo North and South ; 
from Bulacabi to Iloilo, another Cape lefs 
than the three great ones, is alio North 
and South} from Iloilo to Cape Nafo 
Eaft and Weft. The middle of the 
Ifland is 'In the Latitude of ten Degrees. 

On the North fide, almoftin the middle 
between the two Capes of Potol, and 
Bulacabi the famous River Pan ay falls in¬ 
to the Sea j and as footi as out,, meets 
with a fmall Uland call’d Latoya, in 
which Port the Spaniards had a fife Re¬ 
treat before they difeover’d and con¬ 
quer’d Manila and Cavite. The Fertility 
of Pan ay is caus’d by the many Rivers 
that Water it (fo that there is no Tra¬ 
velling a League along the Coaft, with¬ 
out meeting a River that runs into the 
Sea) but more particularly by the al¬ 
ready mention’d Panay, which gives its 
Name to all the Ifland, and runs forty 
Leagues, Spaniards of Credit told me, 

, That when it Thunders in this Ifland, 
inftead of Thunderbolts there fall Crof- 
fes of a greenifh black Stone, which 
have great Virtue. As for the Crofles, 

1 have feen them in the Hands of Spa¬ 
niards } it is pofDble they might make 
them of the Stones that fell; but they 
affirm they are Natural, and fall in that 
Shape from the Sky. The Ifland for the 
better Admin iftring of Juftice is divided 
into two Jurifth&ions. The firft call’d 
of Panay, contains all that lies from Cape 
Potol to Bulacabi } the reft of the Ifland 
is Subject to the Alcaydt of Oiton, who 
refides at Iloilo, and point of Land run¬ 
ning out into the Sea on the South fide, 
between the two Rivers of Tig-Bavan , 
and Jaro ; and forms a Streighc, not a- 
bove half a League over, with the Ifland 
Imams, or rather an open Harbour, On 
this Point the Governor D, Gondola Ron - 
audio caus’d a Fort to be built in the Year 
mS8i. The Ifland contains about 16361 
Tributary Indians, partly belonging to 
the King, and partly to particular En- 
comienderos, or Lords} but they all Pay 
in Rice, the Ifland producing 100000 
Buihels Spa/iijk Mcafure, and but little 

other 
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other Grain. The Inhabitants are Cor- 
Gtmeth. pulent, and good Country-men and Hun ■ 
Eers, the Iflaud being full of wild Boars 
and Deer. The Women make Cloth of 
feveral Colours. There are in the Blind 
14 Pari [lies belonging to the Fathers of 
the Order of St. Augnjlin, three Bene¬ 
fices of fecuiar Priefts, and one College 
of the Society of Jefus, where they Ad- 
minifter the Sacraments to the Garrifen 
of Hollo. Befides the Tributary Indians, 
there are here of clrofe Black; the Spa¬ 
niards call Negrillos, who were the firft 
Inhabitants of the IflandL and afterwards 
drove into the thick Woods by the Bi- 
fay who came to Conquer it. Their 
Hair is not fo Curl'd, nor they fo bi» 
as the Guinea Blacks. They Live in the 
tnoft uncooth Parts of the Mountains 
with their Wives, and Children all Na¬ 
ked, like wild Beads. They are fo fwifl 
that they often overtake wild Boars and 
Deer. They day about the dead Dealt 
as long as it lafts, for they have no o- 
ther Harvcft but what they Reap with 
their Bow and Arrows. They fly from 
the Spaniards , not through Hatred, but 
for Fear. Eight Years fince, D. John de 
U Sierra , a Gentleman well qualify’d, 


and a very zealous and upright Minifter, 
going to Vifit the Bland, feme of the 
Blacks came down to ask Miffioners of 
■ him to Inftrud them in our Holv Faith ; 
and brought him in a Basket, a Black 
Woman twenty Years of Age, and but 
two Spans and a quarter high, who be¬ 
ing Baptiz'd was call’d Mary. 

. Among the Iflands lying about Pan ay fo tns , 
IS Ima'as, opposite to Iloilo , arid about 
a quarter of a League distant from it. 

It is long and low, ten I iagues in Com¬ 
pass, autf three in Length | rlic Soil Fcr- 
tile, abounding in Salfaparilla, and good 
Water. On the Moun tains there are 
wild Boars, Deer, and good Trees. It 
has the Port or St. Anne, three Leagues 
from Iloilo.

CHAP. IX. 

/ the Iflands of Samar, Leyte, Bohol, Sibu, Bantayan, Camotes, Ne¬ 
gros, Fuegos, And Panamao. 


B Etween the two great Iflands of 
Manila and Mindanao are thofe of 
Leyte, Samar, and Bohol, which one af¬ 
ter another make a part of the Semicir¬ 
cle form’d by them altogether. The 
firft of the three, and near eft to Manila 
is call’d Samar, on the fide fhue up by 
the Ifles, and Ibabao on that flde next 
the main Ocean. Its fhape is like the 
I rank of a Man’s Body, without Head 
or Legs j its greateft length from Cape 
Sdiquaton (which with the Point of Ma¬ 
nila make* the Straight of St. Bernards) 
in thirteen Degrees, and thirty Minutes 
of North Latitude, to that of Guianan 
ia eleven Degrees, towards the South, 
i lie other two Points reprefenting the 
Elbows of the Body, and making the 
greateft breadth of the Iflaad, are Cabo 
df Spirita Sa/ito, or Cape Holy Gboft, 
whofe high Mountains are the firft dif- 
cover’d by the Ships coming from New 
Spain into thofe Eaftern Parts, and that 
which lying oppoflte to Leyte Wcftward, 
makes another Straight, fcarce a Stones 
throw over; and yet the Ship St. Ju- 


amllo, or the little St. John coming from 
New Spain, pafs’d through it. The whole 
compafsof the Iflaod is about i joLcagues. 
Between Guignan and Cape Spirit* Same, 
is the l ore of Borongon, and not far oflj 
thofe of Palapa, arid Catubig, the little 
Iftind of Bin, and the Coaft of Catarmam 
Veficls of unknown Nations are often 
caft away on the aforefaid Coaft of Pa- 
Ufa. To w hich purpofe Perfons of Cre¬ 
dit told me, That feme Years fince, 
there arriv’d People there who laid they 
came from Iflands not far diftanr, one 
of which was Inhabited by none but Wo¬ 
men, and that Men go over to them at 
certain times to Lie with them, and 
bring away the Male Children, The 
Spaniards by Fame call it the Ifland of 
the Amazons. They alfe reported there 
were fuch vaft Quantities of Amber- 
Greecc found there, that they made ufe 
of it inftcad of Pitch about their Boats; 
which feems the more prohable, confi- 
dcriiig, the abundance of it thrown up 
by Storms on the laid Coaft of PaUpa.

Gamin, fine llfcnds told me further , as did m- 
1597. chad Martinez, Commander of the Ga- 
/V\ lean, that carry’d me to Neve Spain , that 
a Chriftian Indian had there found a 
piece of a vaft Bignefs , which, > he not 
knowing the Value of, us’d as Pitch, a- 
bout his Boat •, but the Curate, who 
was of the Society hearing ot it, bought 
it at a (mail Rate. F. Borgia, and the 
Commander Martinez were of Opinion, 
that the afore fa*'! I Hands, not yet duco- 
ver’d, might-lie thofe of Solomon , rich 
in Gold and Amber, which the Spaniards 
have feveral times fought after. 

Within the Streight of St. Bernardin , 
and beyond Baliquaton is theCoaft of 
Samar , oil which are the Villages or 
Jbatart , Bangalm, Catbalooan , (where the 
Military Commander,ana Alcayde r elide) 
Tarams, and Calviga. Then follows the 
Streighc call’d of Sc. Jttamllo, or little 
St. John (whofeCoaft looks to the South) 
without which Handing Eaftward, ap¬ 
pears the Point and little lfland of Gui- 
$uan 7 where the compafs of the Ifland 
ends. It is Mountainous and Craggy, but 
fruitful in the few Plains there arc. The 
Fruit is much the fame as that of Leyte, 
but here is one peculiar fort, call’d by 
the Spaniards Chicoy, and by the Chine]ts 
(who put a great Value on it) Seyzst, 
without Kernels. There alfo grows near 
Catbalagan another Plant of a prodigious 
'A rare Virtue, little known among the Europe- 
Fruit. aKS} a s having been difeover’d by the 
Fathers of the Society, but of late Years. 
The Patch are alfo acquainted with it, 
as Trading at Batavia , and therefore at 
fjrft would give double the quantity in 
Gold for it. The Plant is like Ivy, and 
like it twines about a Tree. The Fruit, 
which grows out of the Knots and 
Leaves of the Plant, refembles a Melo- 
cotoon in bignefs and colour, and with¬ 
in has eight, ten, or fixteen Kernels, 
as big as a Hatle-nut each, Green and 
Yellow, which when Ripe drop out of 
themfelves. Some call them Fruit of Cat- 
baloean , others of St. /gnatins, and the 
Indians Bifay- Igafur. Thefe alfo grow 
in the Mauds of Bantajan , llabao, Jga- 
fur and Caragar, but thofe of Panamao, 
and Leyte are moll efteem’d. They work 
their Effeft better, adding to them ano¬ 
ther Fruit the Indians call Ligazo, and 
the Spaniards, Tmnillo de S. Gregorio, much 
like the Balfam Plant, but full within 
of a Subftance like a bundle of Hemp. 
1 brought of both forts into Europe , that 
the Curious may make Trial of the rare 
Virtues alcrib’d them in thofe Countries. 


What they are the Reader will perceive 
by the following Account given me 
word for word by the Apothecary of 
the Fathers of the Society, who told me 
it was no more than what F. Moltco ot 
the faid Society had feund by Experi¬ 
ence. 

The Dofe mult be proportionable to 
the Patient’s Strength, and Diftempcr, 
but the molt ufual is the weight of half 
a Royal, that is, the ttfth part of an 
Ounce, powder’d, and mix’d in Wine, 
or Water. If it has no Effedl the firft 
dme, the Dofe may be repeated. In 
the firft place it is a powerful Antidote 
againft any Poifon either of venemous 
Herbs, or by blowing, as is us’d by the 
Indians of Borneo, the Philippines , and 0- 
ther Iflands j for being carry’d about 
one, the Pcrfon fo carrying it is not on¬ 
ly fafe from being hurt by the Poifon, 
but it hurts him that deligns to Deftroy* 
another. This is fo certain that F. A- 
lexius , a Jefuit, having one of thefe 
Nuts he found in the Garden acciden¬ 
tally, in his Pocket, and an Indian com¬ 
ing to Poifon him with a blaft of vehe- 
mous Herbs, inftead of doing the Fa¬ 
ther Harm, he himfelf dropt down in 
his Sight. Inquiring into the occaflon 
of this Accident, other Indians own’d 
the Truth, as being very well acquaint¬ 
ed with the Virtue of their Herbs, and 
thus difeover'd the wonderful Power of 
that Fruit. Being drunk in Wine, as 
aforefaid, it is excellent to bring up a- 
ny Poifon. Secondly, It is good againft 
the Cholick, and windy Diftempers be- 
ing carry’d about one, like Tnmbaga, 
or drank in Wine. Thirdly, It taxes 
away all Pains in the Belly and Stomach, 
drank in Water. Fourthly, It is good 
againft Convuliions drank, and laid up¬ 
on the Part, Fifthly, It helps Women 
in Labour, and has fuch Power that be¬ 
ing apply’d before the time it may caufe 
Mifcarriage. Sixthly, It is good againft 
the Gripes. Seventhly, againft the Bite 
of venemous Creatures, both apply’d to 
the Place, and drank in Liquor. Eighth¬ 
ly, Againft the Sting of the In fed Ba- 
jtd, found in the Philippine Iflands, taken 
the fame way. Ninthly, Againft Ter¬ 
tian and Quartan Agues given when the 
Fit comes on. Tenthly, Being apply’d 
to Wounds it flops Bleeding, either 
whole or in Powder. Eleventhly, it 
helps Catars, Tooth-Aches and Pains in 
the Gums. Twelfthly, Carry’d in the 
Mouth it fettles the Belly and Stomach, 
efpecially if the Party fwallows its Spit¬ 
tle. Thirteenthly, Worn about one it 
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rvA^ is good againft Witchcraft; fourteent!i- 
Cemttti, )y, Again It all forts of Fluxes, cither 
1697. Proceeding from a hot Caufe, or a Cold. 
(/VSj Which virtues here mention'd are cer¬ 
tain, and try’d ; but *tis believ’d it has 
many more, which will be found by ex¬ 
perience, having been in ufe but a fhort 
time, it has been alfo found by expe¬ 
rience, that the Oylthcfe Nuts are fry'd 
in, has all the aforefaid Virtues, either 
taken inwardly, or apply’d outwardly ; 
and it further helps Hearing, and Dim- 
nefsof Sight. 

The Ifiand of Leyte takes its Name 
from a Village call’d Gleyte, feated on 
a Bay oppolite to Fantmao. From the 
Point of this Bay, Northwards, one 
fide of the Ifiand runs as far as the Streight 
of St. Juamllo, or little St. John, twenty 
Leagues in length. Then turning down 
from North to South, is the Ifiand of 
ponahan, at about 30 Leagues diftance, 
where there are two Points, 3 Leagues 
afundcr. The firit is call’d Cabahan, 
the other Motavan, a Name taken from 
a Rotkdircftly oppolite, now call'd So- 
gar. Ferdinand Magalhaens , the firit 
difeoverer of thefe Ifiands fn 152 i,entied 
through this Streight of Panaban. He 
that gave him the bed Entertainment, 
was the Lord of the little lfiaad of Di- 
majfavatt, who conducted and guided 
him to Cebu , and there was Baptis’d, 
together with the King of that Ifiand. 
In the Villages of CabiyUn, and Abiiyog 
dwelt Tendaya, a great L ord, who was 
the only Refuge of the Spaniards, and 
of Vi&doboi his Fleet in 1543, whofe 
traA was afterwards follow’d by the 
Captains of Mebatl Lopei* de Legafpi. 

From Ditrtajfsvan, or Sogor Weft- 
ward, there are 40 Leagues to the Point 
of Leyte, and fo ends its compafs of 90 
or too Leagues. It is well peopled on 
the Eaft fide, that is, from the Streight 
of Vanamao £0 that of Panaban, by rea- 
fonof the Fruitful Plains, which ye ild an 
hundred, and two hundred for one. Vaft 
high Mountains cut it almoft through 
the middle, and occafion fo great an al¬ 
teration in the Air, that when it is 
Winter on the North fide (at the fame 
time as with us in Europe) it is Summer in 
the Southern Coaft, and on the contrary. 
Thus when one half of the Ifiand Reaps, 
the other Sows, and they have two plen¬ 
tiful Harvefts in a Year; to which the 
Rivers running down from the Moun¬ 
tains, do not a little Contribute. Thefe 
Mountains abound in Game, as Deer, 
Wild Cows, and Boars, and feveral forts 
of Fowl; as alfo Mines of Yellow and 
Vol. IV. 


Blew Minerals. The Earth produces 
great ftore of Roots, on which the In¬ 
habitants feed as much as- upon Bread, 
Grain, Coco-trees, and good Timber 
to build Ship. Nor is the Sea inferior 
to the Land, yeilding Plenty of good 
Fifh. The Ifiand contains about 9000, 
that pay Tribute in Rice, Wax, and 
Qniks. The Fathers of the Society have 
the Charge of them. The People ard 
fufceptible of any Learning, and have 
two good Cuftoms, the one to Entertain 
one another interchanges! jy when they 
Travel, the other never to alter the 
Price of Proviiiotis upon any Dearth; 
and this under fevere Penalties. Thd 
Air is freIhcr in Leyte and Samar, than 
at Manila- 

On the fide of Bay-b.xy and Ogrmta , 

Leyte is, next to Bohol , the third Tiland ’ 
under the care of the Fathers of the So¬ 
ciety. Its length from North to South, 
is 16 Leagcs; its breadth, 8 or 10, and 
its comp ile. The South Coaft look¬ 
ing towards Mindanao is beft Peopled; 
that is, from Lobog. , the Metropolis, to 
the little llland or Peninfiilaof Panglao. 
There are three others, with fewer In¬ 
habitants, but in all they do not make 
above 1200 that pay Tribute. TheSoil 
docs not produce Rice, but is Rich in 
Gold Mines,and abundance ofCww, Ba¬ 
tatas, and feveral forts of Roots, which 
ferve Inftead of Rice. There is abun¬ 
dance of Cattle in the Mountains, and 
Fifh in the Sea * which the Natives ex¬ 
change with thofe of the Neighbouring 
I Hands, for Gotten. The People fpeak 
the Bifayati Language, hut are whiter, 
and better Countenanced than thofe of 
Leyte, Samar, and Pan ay, and bolder 
both at Sea, and Land. Their baugh- 
tiucii appears by his Sir-name, who com¬ 
manded them before the coming of the 
Spaniards, which was Par ay T/tpueng, that 
is, Non-fueh.

It is eafy to perceive how Advanta- 
gioufly Manila is feated to gather vaft 
Riches by Trade, bccaufe a Veil'd Sail¬ 
ing thence to Acapulco, returns loaded 
with Silver, the Profit being four Hun¬ 
dred per Cent. 1 am of Opinion there are 
no fuch plentiful Ifiands in the World. 
For where (hall we find Mountains that 
will maintain fuch a Number of Savage 
Men with their Fruit, and Roots natu¬ 
rally produced by the Trees, and Soil; 
for they apply themfelves to nothing but 
Shooting, and their Number is ten times 
more than the Subjefls of the Spaniards. _ 
j L . The Air in the Philippine ill finds is 

Hot and Moift. The Heat is not fo 
violent as in the Dog-days in Italy, but 
more troubldomc by icafbn of the Sweat 
and Weaknefs it caufes. TheDampnefs 
is greater, bccaufe the Land is general¬ 
ly water’d with Rivers, Lakes, and 
Pools, and there fail great Rains the 
molt part of the Yearlo that tho’ the 
Sun twice a Year, that is, in May and 
Atmfi be in their Zenith, and confcquent- 
ly darts down his Rays Perpendicularly, 
and therefore moft Powerful, yet the 
Heat is not fo great as to make the Place 
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Inhabitable •, as Ariflotle , and other an- 
tient Philofophers imagin’d of the Pla¬ 
ces under the Torrid Zone. This I ob- 
ferv’d which is wonderful, that firft it 
Rains and Lightens, and the Thunder 
is heard after the Rain is over. During 
the Months of June, July, Auguft, and 
part of September, the Weft, and South 
Winds blow, which they call V'enda- 
vales , bringing fuch Raius and Storms 
that the Fields are ail Flooded and 
they are forced to have little Boats to 
go from one Place to another. From 
Oftober till the middle of December , the 
North Wind prevails; and from that 
time till May the Eaft, and Eaft-Soucb- 
Eaft, which Winds are there call’d Bree¬ 
zes, Thus there are two Seafons in 
thofc Seas, by the Portuguefes call’d Mon- 
znens, that is, the Breezes half the Year 
with a ferene dry Air, and the Vinda* 
vales, the other half Wet and Stormy. 

It is further to be obferv’d, That in 
this Climate, no Lice or other Vermin 
breed upon Europeans, tho’ they wear 
dirty Shirts fcveral Months ; whereas 
’cis other wife with the Indians, who 
have great Store. Beffdes, they never 
know what Snow is, nor do they ufe to 
drink any Liquor Cold, unlefs perhaps 
fbine Perfon, who has no Care of his 
Health, will coot it with Salt-petcr, in 
thofc Months when the North-YVind 
prevails, which makes the Water fome- 
what Cool. In the Philippines the Wea¬ 
ther can never properly be faid to be 
Cold, for the Reafons aforefaid, and 
becaufe the Days and Nights are there 
always of an equal length} for which 
reafon at Manila, they never change the 
Hour of Dining, Supping, doing Bult- 
nefs, Studying, or Pray ing nor do they 
change theirCloaths or wearCloath but 
only againft the Rain. The Air being 
here, as has been faid. Hot and Moilfc 
is not wholfbmc, and hinders Digeftion ; 
yet is worfefor young Men that come 
from Europe, than for the Old. Provi¬ 
dence has provided againft this lnconve- 
niency by furnifliing the Natives with 
Provilions eafy of Digeftion. They ufe 
no other Bread but Rice, but that not 
fo Nouriffiing as what we have in Eu¬ 
rope. The Oil, Wine and Vinegar comes 
from the Palm, or Coco-T rees which 
grow in great Numbers, by reafon of 
the predominant Moifture. True it is, 
there are all forts of Flefh, but thofc 
who live Plentifully eat Flefh only at 
Noon, and Fifh at Night j and the Poor 
for the molt part have no other Diet 
but Fifh ill drefs’d nor do they ever 
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tafte Flelh except on Feftivals. The 
Gemciu. great Dews that fall in fair Weather 
it97, contribute towards making the Country 
t^VS) unhealthy; for it is fuch, that fluking 
a Tree fometimes it falls like Rain. 
This docs no harm to the Natives who 
live to 80 or 100 Years of Age, but 
the Europeans who are us’d to better 
Food, and have ftronger Stomachs live 
there but indifferently. In both Indies 
the Hiliy Country is better than the 
Plain. At Manila there is no Eating, 
or Sleeping, without Sweating; which 
is not fo much in open Places where 
there is an agitation of the Air ; and 
for this reafon the richer Sort have their 
little Country-Houfes to live at from 
the middle of March till the end of >»v, 
whilft the Heat lafts. Tho’ the Heat 
be violent in Afcy, very often at Night 
it Thunders and Lightens with mighty 
Rains. The occafion perhaps is becaufc 
the Clouds, earry’d towards the Moun¬ 
tains by the Winds they call Fendavdes, 
there meet the oppofite Brtezxs y which 
drive them back to the Plain ; which 
contrary Motions and Agitation fee on 
Fire the fulphureous and nitrous Matter 
making it go off in that manner, as I 
obferv’d whtift 1 was Writing this lame. 
Earth. Mamh» is alfo fubjeft to great Earth¬ 

quakes. quakes, efpccially when they happen in 
fair Weather. Many attribute it to the 
fubterraneous Concavities, the Waters, 
Vapours, and Exhalations; without con- 
fidering there is no part of the World 
but has many fuch Concavities, Waters, 
and Vapours; and yet no fuch Earth¬ 
quakes. ‘Secondly, they miftake the 
word Exhalations *, as if Exhalation were 
a thing lock’d up in the Bowels of the 
Earth, and not that which goes from it, 
thrult out by fome other thing that » 
mov’d, or drawn by fome outward Caufe. 
If I may give my Opinion, I believe it 
ro pr oceed from the fubterraneous Fires, 
which give a vehement Motion to fe- 
veral Minerals there muff needs be 
about them, and they having no room 
to Dilate thcmfelves, pulk forward 
with great force again ft the neigh¬ 
bouring folid Bodies, which by reafon 
of the good Connexion of the Parts not 
being able to break and give way (for 
in that Cafe the Earth would open in 
many Places) are ihaken, fo that the 


Motion is communicated to all that is 
over it, even to the Superficies of the 
Earth; and thus happens the Earthquake* 
This is fofficieotly made out by the 
force of the Saltpeter in Gunpowder ; 
and by Experience, which fltevvs us thofe 
Places are more fubjeft to Earthquakes* 
which abound molt in Minerals and fub- 
terraoeous Fires ; as to our Sorrow is 
obferv’d in Camfama 7 Cdubria^ and Si-* 
cily. 

To return to Manila, there was fodi 
a terrible Earthquake ehcr^ in September 
1627, that it level I’d one of the two 
Mountains call’d Carvdlos , in the Pro¬ 
vince of Cagayan. In Ida*, the third 
part of the City was overthrown, with 
the Slaughter of 300 Sou Is v and die like 
hapned the next Year after. The old 
Indians lay they were yet more dread¬ 
ful in former times ; and that for fear 
of them they built all Timber Houfes; 
not as the Spaniards have them now, of 
Timber above the firft Floor. 

The many burning Mountains about 
the Bland confirm all that Ins been laid ; 
for at certain times they call up Flames, 
and fhake the Earth, producing all thole 
Effefis Fltny aferibes to the burning 
Mountains in Italy, that is, driving from 
them the neighbouring Rivers and Sea, 
{battering Alhes round about, and rend¬ 
ing die Stones, about which give a re¬ 
port like Cannon. On the contrary 
there is no Soil more pleafent, or fruit* 
fill. The Grafs grows, the Trees Bud, 
Bloflom, and bear Fruit at once all the 
Year round, and this as well on the 
Mountains as in Gardens ; and the old 
Leaves fcldom fall before the new ones 
are come. For this reafon the Tinguiani, 
that is, Mountaineers, have no particu¬ 
lar Place of Abode ; but always live un¬ 
der the Ihelter of the Trees, which 
ferve them inftead of Houfes, and fur- 
nifti them with Food, and when the 
Fruit there is eaten up they remove to 
a frdh Place where there is a frelh fort. 
The Orange, Lemmon, and other £«- 
repean Trees bear twice a Year. If they 
plant a Sprig, within a Year it becomes 
a Tree, and bears Fruit; therefore with¬ 
out any Hyperbole 1 may fey I never few 
fuch a verdeut Soil ; nor Woods full of 
fuch old and thick Trees; nor Trees 
that yield more Suftenance to Man.

Writing. 


T HE ancient Inhabitants of thefe 
Iflaods receiv’d their Language 
and Characters from the Ala- 
lays , of the Continent of Malaca, whom 
they alio refemble in fhallowuefs of 
judgment. I n their Writings they make 
ufe of three Vowels, though they pro¬ 
nounce five, and have thirteen Confo- 
nants. They Write upwards beginning 
at Bottom and going up to the Top, 
placing the firft Line on the left, and fo 
proceeding towards the right; contrary 
to the Chincfts and Japonefes, who Write 
from Top to Bottom, and from the Right 
to the Left. Before Paper was us’d, 
and now in Places where there is none, 
they Write on thefinootb Part of Canes, 
or on Palm or rather Coco- Tree Leaves 
with the Point of a Knife. But when it 
is a Letter that mull be folded they can 
only ufe the Leaves; and the fame is ftitl 
practis’d in Siam, Pegu and Camboja. In 
thePhilippine-lQands, the Indians have al- 
moft forgot their way of Writing, mak¬ 
ing ufe of the Spanijh. 

The Langnagesarefo numerous, that 
there are fix in the only Ifland of Manila, 
which are the Tagalian, Pampangan, Bi¬ 
fay an, Cagayanian, Pangafsnaman, and 
that of Jllocas. Tho’ they all differ, yet 
with the help of the one the reft are 
foon underftood, by reafon of their like- 
nefs, The Tagalian and Bifayan are 
moft generally underftood. The Lan¬ 
guage of the Negrillos , Zambalos , and 
other Savage Nations is not underftood. 
Cuftoms. for their Cuftoms they Salute one 
another Courteoufly ; which was for¬ 
merly done by taking off their Heads a 
Cloth, call’d Potang, and in the Taga- 
han Language Manpmn, which they

wear wrapp’d about like a Cap ; and this 
I faw done in my time by the common 
Sort of Indians among themfelves; but 
when they met any Perfons of greater 
Quality, they bow’d their Bodies low, 
clapping one or both Hands on their 
Jaws, and at the fame time lifting up 
one Foot with the Knee bent. At pre- 
fent when they meet with any Spaniard, 
they make the Tave, or Obeifance, ta- Making 
king off the aforefuid Cloth, bowing Obeifance. 
their Bodies, and ftrctching out their 
Hands clapp’d together towards him. 

The Tagalians always fpeak in the 
third Perfon, and fay my Lord, or my 
Mafter ; they fit without any Seat, upon 
their Legs, that is, all their Weight on 
their Feet, without any other part com¬ 
ing to the Ground, as People do to Eale 
themfelves in the Fields ; and they ex- 
pedt to be firft fpoke to that they may 
anfwer; looking upon it as ill Manners 
to fpeak before their Superiors. 

Formerly the Mothers gave their Chil- Civility, 
dren their Names, and chofe generally 
taken from fome Circtimftance at their 
Birt h i as for in fiance MaBvag, which 
fignifies Difficult, becaufe it was brought 
forth with Difficulty ; Malagas , that is, 

Strong, bccaufe it appear’d Rich at firft 
coming into the World; which Cuftom 
the Chinefes ft ill obferve. Other times 
they gave it the Name of the firft Thing 
that occur’d, as Daan, a Chimney; Da¬ 
mn the name of an Herb; and by this 
only Name they were known, without 
ufing any Sirname, till they were Mar¬ 
ry’d. 1 hen the firft Son or Daughter 
gave the Name to its Parents, as Amani- 
Malivag , Imanani-Malacas , that is, tile 
Father of Mahvag. The Mother of Ma-

lacas. The difference between the Names 
GemtlU. of Men and Women con Jilted in the ad- 
1697. dicion of the Syllable In, as for inftance, 
G-YNJ Hove is a Man’s* Name, and limn a Wo¬ 
mans. 

Pertbns. The Indians are of a middle Stature, 
ofthe/B* wellffiap’d, both Men.and Women, of 
mu a purplith Colour inclining to Black. 
The Tagalians wear their Hair long 
down to their Shoulders ; the Cagayam- 
ans longer ; thofe of IUocos ftiorter ; and 
the Bafayans fhorteft of all. The Sam- 
balians cut all clofe before, and wear the 
reft of their Hair loofe. They are not 
fo intelligent and quick as thofe of the 
Eafi-lndus , who arc excellent atany Bu- 
finefs ; but particularly in Trade and 
Writing* The Women of ail the I- 
Hands differ but little in Colour, except 
the Bafayans, who in fomc Parts are 
white ; but all wear their Hair without 
Breading, yet handfomly ty’d. The ge¬ 
neral Colour being black, thofe that arc 
not,endeavour to makethemfelvesfo, by 
the help of Bark of Trees, and Oyl 
mix’d with Musk and other Scents. The 
Womens chief Care and Pride is to file 
and order their Teeth fo in their Youth 
that they may grow even. They cover 
them with a black Dye to prefer ve them * 
and the Ladies of Quality adorn them 
with little Plates of Gold. The Men 
formerly took no care of their Whiskers 
and Beard, but pull’d them with Nip¬ 
pers. Both Men and Women in fome 
Countries delighted in wearing Pendents 
in their Ears; and the bigger the Hole 
in the Ear was, the handfomer it was 
couutcd; fome of them had two in an 
Ear, No Man might be Clad in Red 
1 ’ that had not kill’d another, nor in ftrlp’d 
Stuff till he had been the Death of fe- 
ven. The Men’s Habit was a Ehin Dou¬ 
blet , that fcarce reach’d the Wade, 
with fhort Sleeves; the lower Parts they 
wrapp'd in a Piece of Scoff, fometimes 
adorn’d with Gold, which wound about 
between their Legs; as the Indians on 
this fide Ganges life at prefent. On their 
Arms they wore Bracelets of Gold and 
- Ivory, or Strings of Jewels; about their 
legs black Coras; on their Hands abun¬ 
dance of Rings. The uppermoft Gar¬ 
ment was a little Mantle, thrown up un¬ 
der one Arm. A c prefent Men and Wo¬ 
men, Young and Old frnoke abundance 
of Tabacco all the Day. Their Head 
they cover with the Manpntm, above 
defer ii>‘d, and the greareft Beaus among 
them let the End of it hang down on 
their Back. They alfb wear a fhort Gar¬ 
ment, call’d Cbinina ; to which the Wo¬ 


men add a long Piece of Stuff, call’d &?- 
raiy which ferves inftead of a Petticoar; 
aud.when they go Abroad a little Man¬ 
tle. But their great eft Pride is in the 
Jewels they wear on their Fingers, at 
their Ears, and about their Necks, ac¬ 
cording to every ones Ability. They 
wear neither Shooes nor Hofe, becanfe 
of (be Heat; but che Women of Quali¬ 
ty whoareCltd after the Spanifh Falhion, 
wear as they do. Bciides all theie forts 
of Garments, it is ftill^in life among 
them to have their Skins wrought after 
feverai ma n urn ; firflr, packing them- 
felves till the Blood comes, and then 
ftrewing black Powder on it, that the 
Impreffion may laft. For this reafbrt 
the Spaniards gave the Iffand of Bifay the 
name of Pint ados , thofe People delight* 
ing in this above the reft, as if ir beto¬ 
ken’d Valour and Nobility. They did 
itnotall sconce, but by degrees, as they 
perform'd any noble A&ions. There¬ 
fore the Men Painted their very Beards 
and Eyebrows; the Women only one 
Hand, and part of the other. In the 
Iffand of Manila, at prefent, only the 
People of Illocos Paint themlelves, but 
not fo much as thofe of Btfoy. 

They fit very low when they Eat, and 
accordingly their Tabic is low, either 1 
round, or fquare. There are as many 
Tables as Guefts; and they Drink more 
at them than they Eat; for the common 
Food is Rice boyl'd in fair Water; and 
Flelh only upon Feftivals. Their Wine 
or Liquor is drawn from the Palm, or 
Co«-Tree, anting a Bough before it 
Blofloms; and thus the Mdifture that 
fboold go to feed the Fruit, drops into 
Vcffels, fet for the purpofe; as our 
Vines would do, If cut at the proper 
Seafon. This Liquor being fomewhat 
fbarp or acid, the Poor put into it fbmtf 
Bark of Trees which give it a Colour, 
and a hotter Taft, and then it is call’d 
Tuba. The Rich diftill it before it is 
fewer, more or left, according as they 
would have it ftronger or weaker; and 
keep it as we do Brandy, which is clear, 
and of a very drying Nature. The Li- 

? uor call’d Chilany, is nothing but the 
nice of Sugar Canes, boil’d a little over 
the Fire, fo that it looks like Wine, and 
Lifts like Sugar. The Bifoyans make an¬ 
other fort of Rice, and call it Pangatt. 
They firft put fome Herbs into a Poe, 
with fome Leaven, then cover it with 
Rice, till the Veffcl be half full, and 
^then pour on Water. Thus it works of 
ferments and the Water grows ftrong 
and thick, fe that to ufe it they mufti 

pour 
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f'SkAy'"* pout a great deal more Water on it, 
GemeUi. till it is thin enough to draw. When 
1697. they have a mind to drink they Hick it 
rh ough a Trunk or hollow Cane from 
the Bottom of the VelR-l. 

, Their Mu lick and Dancing are after 
and Dane- the Chinefe Fafhion, chat is, for Singing, 
Ing. one goes through and the other repeats 
the Stanza, to the Sound of a metal 
Drum. The Dancing is an imitation of 
Fighting, hut ail the Motions and Adi¬ 
eus regular. ' They alfo have many A- 
fiions with their Hands, fometimes hold¬ 
ing a Spear or javelin, with which they 
Ailault one another, Retire, grow Hot, 
and Cool again ; Charge up ciofe, and 
Fall off very Gracefully ; fo that the Spa¬ 
niard* do not think them unworthy to be 
admitted to their Feftivals. The Com- 
pofitions in their Language are pleafant 
and elegant enough. But their greateft 
Delight is Cock-fighting, whereof we 
have fpoke before, a Sport once us’d by 
the Romm Emperors. 

Bathing is fo much in fa(hion among 
‘ D ‘ them, that the Children new born, and 
the Women juft deliver’d life it, and this 
in cold frefh Water, before Sun riling, 
and after its fetting. For this reafon 
their Dwellings are all on the Banks of 
Rivers and Lakes; and there is a wafhing 
Trough before every "Houfe for tliofc 
that go in, to wafh their Feet. 

Having obfurd the extravagant Me- 
Cures. tiiod of curing the Sick, practis’d by the 
Phyiicians in the Portugucje Conquerts in 
India, I cannot but give an Account of 
thofe of the Philippine- I funds. Among 
the reft two Cures of Difeafes feem’d 
to me wonderful. The lirlt of thefe by 
the Indians is call’d Satan, by the Spani¬ 
ards TabarddU, and is no other but a vio¬ 
lent Pain in the Head and Stomach, and 
is certain Death unlefs the Patient be 
wellbeatenou the Arms, Thighs, Legs 
and right Breaft. Then the Bruizes are 
rub'd hard with Salt, till they grow 
Black ; that the Blood being thus drawn 
to the Skin, may flow abundantly when 
cut with the Lancet. 'Then they are 
wafh’d with Vinegar, and the Patient 
has nothing given him to Eat for three 
Days, but Rice boil’d in_Water without 
Salt. (Tavardillo in Spain is a malignant 
Dijletnpcr breaking oat in Spots , ij Black 
Incurable, if Red to be Car'd fo they do not 
fail in, and is Cur'd another way, but this 
in the Phili ppine-Iflailds is another Diflem- 
per, and another Cure , tho' the Spaniards, 
becanfe fo dangerous, haw given it the fame 
Name) 


The otfier Difcafe peculiar to the Ifles 
of Negros, Bohol , Panay, Out on and Xolo, 
makes the Tongues and privy Farts 
both of Men and Women fink info vio¬ 
lently, that it endangers their Lives. 

They lay Cold is the caufe of it, and it 
is Cur’d by giving the Patient the Geni¬ 
tals of the Woman-Pifh , concerning 
which fee the Chapter of Birds and Fifties, 
or of a Crocodil, powdred in Wine or 
Water. 

Nothing has hitherto appear’d in R .. . 
Writing, either of thefe Peoples Religi- 0 
on, their Government, or Hiftory ; but 
only fomc Traditions, deliver’d from 
Father to Son, and prefer v’d in Songs, 
concerning the Genealogy and Heroick 
Adis of their Gods, By thefe it appears 
they had one principal God, call’d by 
the Tagaliam, Earhala • may-capai ; that 
is, the God Maker. They ador’d Birds 
and Beafts, like the Egyptians ; and the 
Sun and Moon like the Affyrians. There 
was not a Rock, Stone, Promontary, 
or River but what they Sacrific’d to; 
nor any old Tree to which they did not 
pay divine Honouis; and it was look’d 
upon as a Sacri ledge to cut it down on 
any account whatfoever. This Super¬ 
dition continues among them ftill; fo 
that no force would prevail with the In¬ 
dians, to make them cut down a certain 
great old Tree, call’d Balette, whofc 
Leaves are like thofe of a Cheftnut-Tree, 
and its Bark good for fome Wounds, 
nor Ibme antienc tallCanes,vainly believ¬ 
ing the Souls of their Anceftorsdwell in 
them, and that the cutting of thofe Trees 
or Canes would put them into a Fever; 
and that therefore an old Man, they call 
Nano would appear to complain of their 
Cruelty. This is to be underftood of 
fuch as are notChriftians or not well In- 
ftru&e d. This vain Belief continues a- 
mong them, becaufe fbmetimes they 
fancy they fee feveral Apparitions, call’d 
Tibatong , on the Tops of the Trees; and 
they are fully perfwaded, that the fame 
appear to Children in the fhape of their 
Mothers, and carry them to the Moun¬ 
tains without doing them any harm. 
They fay they fee them vaftly Tall, with 
long Hair, little Feet, long Wings, and 
them Bodies Painted, and that their com¬ 
ing is known by the Smell. Be it as it 
will, for I will not take upon me to ar¬ 
gue the Point, ’tis certain the Spaniards 
do not fee them, tho’ the Indians tell 
them they are thenadually prefent. The 
Tagalian Dictionary compos’d by a Fran- 
eijean, gives a large Account of thefe 
Fhantomes. 
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In ?**f*»g*i an( ^ particularly on the 
Gemelli. MountaincaI/’d Bondo, or Kalaya, which 
1697. is a League and a half high, and bc- 
U'V'Vl long’d once to the Petty Kings, Sim- 
qnan, and Mingan , there ar e Blantons, 
Bedes, and other forts of Fruit. Thefe 
they fry may be eaten upon the Spot; 
but if any Man attempts to carry them 
from the place, he certainly cither falls 
down dead, or fome way Latnc. Per¬ 
haps the Devil, by God’s Permiffion may 
caufe fome fuch ftrange Accidents, to 
keep thofe People in Paganifm ; how¬ 
ever it is, the Indians themfelvcsr have 
a good (hare in it, for they are notable 
Sorcerers, and are faid often to convert 
themfelvcs into Crocodils, WBd Boars, 
and other fierce Creatures. 

They alfo ador’d fome particular 
Gods, left them by their Anceftors, 
and call’d by the Bifayans, Davor*, by 
the Tagalians, Anita. One of thefe was 
believ’d to keep in the Mountains and 
Fields, to aflift Travellers another to 
make the Seed fprout up, .and they left 
him things in certain places, to gain his 
Favour. There was alio a Sea Anita 
for the Fifliery, and another belonging 
to the Houfe, to take care of the Chil¬ 
dren. Among thefe Anitas , were pla¬ 
ced their Grandfathers, and Great 
Grandfathers; whom they call’d upon 
in ail their Troubles ; keeping little 
ugly Statues of Scone, Wood, Gold, and 
Ivory, in Memory of them, which they 
call’d Liche, or Laravan. They atfo ac¬ 
counted among their Gods, all thofe that 
dy’d by the Sword, or were kill’d by 
Lightning, or eaten by Crocodils, be¬ 
lieving their Souls afeeuded to Heaven, 
by way of an Arch they call’d Bahmgaa, 
For this reafon, the Eld eft among them, 
chufe to be bury’d in fome remarkable 

f ilace on the Mountains, and particular- 
y on the' Promontories that run into 
the Sea, that they might be ador’d by 
Sailers. They tell abundance of Fa¬ 
bles, concerning the Creation of the 
World, and the fir ft Men that inhabit¬ 
ed it. 

Govern- There were no Kings, or Lords of a- 
ment- ny great Note, throughout all the Archi¬ 
pelago ; but in the continual Wars they 
had among themfelves, the little ones 
join’d in Confederacy with the greater. 
In Manila the Unde and Nephew, were 
Lords, or Chiefs, and had equal Autho¬ 
rity. Every fevcral Precind, or Petty 
Dominion, was call’d Barangai ; for as 
the Families came hither in a Barangai 
or Bark, to Peek dwelling places ; fo 
they remain’d fobjed, either to the 
Vol. IV. 


Commander of the Veflel, or tO the 
Head of the Family, and from him toot 
their Name. Then they apply’d them¬ 
felves to Tilling of ib much Land, as 
they could defend agaiuft the Neigh¬ 
bouring Barangak ; and tho’, when they 
were once fetlcd in the Place, they were 
in their turn aflnting to the others ; yet 
they might not upon any account mix 
wjth them, that is, one go into the Ti ibc 
of another, (efpccialiy Marry’d People) 
imlefs they paid a certain quantity of 
Gold, and made a Fcaft Co ail the B.t- 
rangai ; other wife they would caufe a 
War. If two Perlbns of different Ba- 
rangais Marry’d, the Children were to 
be divided, as if they had been Slaves. 

Nobility was not Hereditary, but ac- v Q t,:uiv 
quir’d by fnduftry and Force ; that is, 1 
by Tillage, working in Wood, G6ld, 
or other matter, and Inch like Trades, 
fo ait to excel! in them; and then fuch a 
one was call’d Data, Or Chief, and a- 
mong the Taraliani Mangmiao, and all 
his Kindred mid Friends, 1 "’ follow’d his 
Party. If this Man afterwards loft what 
he bad, he loft his Reputation ; and his 
Children remain’d OrigKin, or in the7*4- 
gdian Language AH fin , fignifying aS 
much as Slaves. Thofe were reputed 
the common fort, who got their li ving 
by Digging, Fifhingand Hunting. Since 
the Spaniards rule over them, they arc 
grown Lazy; they arc good at Mechan- 
icks, as for Inftance at making finall 
Chains, and curious Beads of Gold, and 
other tilings. In Cammnts and other 
parts, they make Boxes, Cafes, and 
Chefts of fevcral Colours, curiotifly 
wrought out of Indian Canes, for there 
are excellent ones throughout all the 
Ifiunds,and$oSpaas in length,whiciuwimj 
about Trees like Ivy. The Women 
make Purls not inferior to thofe of the 
Low-countries, and admirable Silk Em- 
broideries.lt is their Lazinefs, that makes 
them appear Iefs Ingenious; and they 
arc fo entirely addifted to it, that if in 
walking they find a Thorn run into their 
Foot, they will not ftoop to put it out 
of the way, that another may not Tread 
on it. 

The chief Indians had formerly a Slaves and 
great number of Slaves of their own U * ur ^ 
Nation, fomedmes an hundred. The 
Caufe why fo many fell into Slavery, 
was 11 fury, fo much us’d among them, 
that neither the Father would lead his 
Son any thing, nor one Brother the o- 
ther, tho’ he law him in never fuch Di- 
ftrefs, without Bargaining to reftore it 
double. Now if the Debtor could not 
L11 per- 
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rsw'wo perform at the time agreed on, lie be- 
Gemelli. came a Slave to the Creditor, till he 
i< 597 - pay’d the Debt; and in the mean while 
the longer it was unpay’d, the more the 
Intercft increas’d, till it far exceeded the 
Principal ; and fo they and their Of£ 
fpring remain’d Slaves, without Redemp¬ 
tion. To this day Debtors pawn their 
Children of both Sexes; and in fome 
Places fell them, cfpecially the Bifay- 
tms ; not with (landing the King has Pro¬ 
hibited chat Barbarous Cuftom, under 
fevere Penalties. Sometimes the Ma¬ 
ilers will add to their Intereft, the va¬ 
lue of a Dilh, the Slave has hapned to 
break, that ne may have the lefs hope 
of Redemption. All Prifoners of War 
were alfo made Slaves *, tho it were a- 
mong People of the fame Race and 
Dominion. Befides the great ones. Ty¬ 
rannically enflav’d the common fort, ei¬ 
ther becaufc they had hapned to break, 
the Mourning lilence, or thrown fome 
Dirt on them , or for palling by fome 
place, where they were Bathing *, or fome 
Rich flight Occafion ; and thefe Slaves 
they afterwards fold at Pleafure. Thefe 
remain’d in their Houles to live upon 
their Labour, but the Mailer took from 
them one Harvefl; in the Year, or part 
of it, according as he was, more or lefs, 
rigorous. Another fort of Slaves ferv’d 
their Mailers, when they entertain’d a- 


ny Body, Sow’d, Reap’d, or went any 
where by Water. Thefe were call’d 
Namama Bay, by the Tagallians, San- 
guignilir, and by the Btjayans, HaJan. 
Sometimes the fame Man hapned to be 
Slave to feveral Perfons ; or elfe half 
free, and half a Slave. This was when 
he came of a Father that was free, and 
the Mother a Slave, or the contrary, 
and he was the third Son; for the firfl 
follow’d his Father’s Fortune, whether 
free or a Slave ; the fecond the Mo¬ 
thers; and the 3d was half free. When 
the Mother was free, that Son was on¬ 
ly a quarter free. The Sambdians pre¬ 
tend that the Tagdiam are their Slaves. 

It is us’d to this Day, when there hap¬ 
pens an Eclipfe, to make a great Noife 
with Drums, and other Inllruments, to 
fright the Dragon, they imagine Swal¬ 
lows the Moon, and make him Vomit 
her up again. They us’d formerly to 
Swear before a Wild Bead, or a lighted 
Candle, wifhing they might be devour’d 
by fuch a Beall, or Confiime like the 
Candle, if they broke their Promife; 
or be torn in pieces by a Crocodil, or 
fwallow’d up by the Earth. It is im- 
poflible to force an Indian to Curfe the 
Devil, and if he is prefs’d to do it, he 
will anfwer; he is not to Curfe one that 
has done him no harm. 


CHAP. II. 

The Government, Weapons, Marriages , Sacrifices, Auguries, and Funerals of 
the Indians, of the Philippine ljlands. 


iw.m. HP H E firfl Law among them, was to 
ment of X Kefpedt and Honour their An- 
Mcrde- ceHoi's, and efpecially Father and Mo- 

rers* ther. The Head of the Barangai , with 
fome of the Ancient Men of it. Judg’d 
of all Caufes whatfoever. Civil Con- 
troverfies were decided after this man¬ 
ner. The Parties were Summon’d, and 
endeavours us’d to make them agree. 
If this did not take effedt, they made 
them Swear to fubmit to the Sentence ; 
and then they Examin’d the Witnelles. 
If the Proofs were equal, _ what they 
contended for was divided; if not Judg¬ 
ment was given for him that had the belt 
Evidence. If the Party that was Call, 
was diflatisfy’d, the Judge became a Par¬ 
ty ; for he took from the Perfon who loll 
the Suit, the value appointed, or ad¬ 
judg’d,^ whereof a good Part he kept to 
himfelf; then he pay’d the Flan tiffs Wit- 
aeffes, and gave him the reft, which 


was the lcaft Part. In Criminal coles 
Sentence of Death, was never given in 
Form of Law, unlefs the Perfon kill’d, 
and the Murderer were both Poor; for 
when any fuch had no Mony to fatisfy 
the Party griev’d, then the Data, or 
chief, and other Great Men of the Ba¬ 
rangai , came with Spears, and binding 
the Criminal to a Poft, kill’d him. If 
the Perfon kill’d was of Note, then all 
his Kindred made War upon the Mur¬ 
derer and his; till fome Mediator in¬ 
terpos’d to declare, what quantity of 
Gold he promis’d to make amends for 
the others Death. Of this Mony, the 
one half was given to the Poor, and the 
other to the Wife, Children, and Kin¬ 
dred of the Party kill’d. 

As for Theft, if the Fa£l were made 
out, but the Perfon not known, all the 
Parties accus’d , were oblig’d to lay 
fomething under a Cloth, after which,

Gemelli . among the red, they had two ways of 
1697. Purgation. The firft was to place them 
ail near any deep River, with Spears in 
their Hands, and then make them run 
and caft themfelves into it. He that 
came out fir ft, was reputed Guilty, 
and therefore many for rear of the Pu- 
nifhmcnt were drowned. The other 
was to Command them one after ano¬ 
ther to take a Stone out of a Bafon of 
boy ling Water, which wholbever re¬ 
fus’d to do, pay’d the Value of the thing 
Stolen. 

Adultery.' The Punifhfnent for Adultery, was 
paying a Fine; and the quantity of Gold 
agreed on, or appointed by the Elders, 
once pay’d, the Adulterer was dear, 
and the Husband reftor’d to his Honour ; 
fothac lie return’d to his Wife. But 
rhe Children got in Adultery, did not 
Inherit their Parents Nobility, no more 
than thofe Born of Slaves, but were ac¬ 
counted of the common fort. The Le¬ 
gitimate Children Inherited Nobility, 
and the Eideft Succeeded his Father, if 
he was Lord of the Barangay. The firft 
failing,the others fucceeded orderly, that 
is, the 2d, 3d, &c. after them the Fe¬ 
males, and then the next of Kin. la- 
celt us’d to be fcverelyPunifti’d. 

Arras. Their Arms Offenfive, were Bows 
and Arrows, and Lances, or Pikes with 
the Spears of Iron, of fevcral Shapes, 
or elfe of Wood hardaed at the Fire; 
broad Daggers, with two Edges, well 
lhap’d; and Trunks with which they 
ufed to Shoot Poifoud Arrows, like 
thofe of Borneo and Sumatra. To co¬ 
ver their Bodies, they ufe a long nar¬ 
row Shield. 

Marries Thefe Nations are much given to fen- 
1 fuality, fo that their Women either Mar- 
ry’d, or Unmarry’d, are feldom conti¬ 
nent. When they Marry’d, the Man 
found the Portion, and then they con- 
traded fettling a Penalty, in cafe of Di¬ 
vorce ; which when it hapned was not 
look’d upon as any di[honour, fo the For¬ 
feiture agreed on were Paid. But this 
was, during die Life of the Sureties, 
that is,the Parents; for when they were 
dead, the Children were free. At pro 
fent their expences are Exorbitant, for 
on the Wedding day, they make the 
Bridegrom pay for admittance into the 
Houfe, which they call Pafava ; for 
1 pea king to the Bride, call’d Patignog ; 
for Eating and Drinking with lie?-, by 
the Name of Pajfafog ; and laftly for 
confummacing the Marriage he pays to 
her kindred, which they Term Ghina- 
Vol, IV. 


f*0ig> all according to their stalky. 
Formerly the Portion was paid to the 
Father-in-law, who at his Death dil- 
pos’d of it as he pleas’d, among the 
Children; and if die Bride had no Fa¬ 
ther, her kindred receiv’d it, to be re- 
ftor’d to the Children born of her. The 
Marriage was Solemniz'd by the Cara- 
lona, or Prieftefs, with a Sacrifice; after 
which the Golfips gave the Marry’d 
Couple to Eat and Drink, out of the 
fame Difh ; and then ttjc Bridegroom 
told the Bride be took her for his Wife, 
and Ihe receiv’d him. Then the Cata~ 
hna gave Iter Blcffiug, after which fomc 
Beaft was kill d, and next follow'd the 
Entertainment, and making themfelves 
Drunk. If there was any failing out 
between the Marry’d Couple, another 
Sacrifice was offer’d, the Bridegoom flay¬ 
ing the Beaft lb Sacrific'd, and after 
dancing lpoke to his Auito, or Anceftor, 
defiring him to grant Peace according to 
his defirc. They took care hoc to Mar¬ 
ry out of their own Tribe, and always 
the neareft of Blood, except in the firft 
Degree. There was no difficulty in be¬ 
ing divorced ; for the Wife reft or’d the 
Portion, if it was through her Fault; 
and the Man loft it if it were through 
hh, and he took another Wife. Poli- 
gatny was not us’d among the Tagoltans ; 
but if any Man had no Children by his 
Wife, he might with her confeac, have 
to do with his Slaves. The chief of the 
Bifoyans had two or more lawful Wives, 
and the Children born of them, ail in¬ 
herited as Legitimate; but thofe by the 
firft Fire, had double as much, as thofe 
of the fecond. The Children by Staves, 
had fomething given them out of the 
Moveables, at the Pleafure of the Le¬ 
gitimate, and the Mother was freer T he 
Gold given in Portion was mcafur’d, 
not weigh’d. Adoption was alfo us’d, 
the Perfon adopted payings certain Sum, 
which if he dy’d firft, fell to the Perfon 
adopting ; but if other wife , he chat 
was adopted, recover’d double the Suin 
out of the others Eftatc. 

Formerly there were Men that made jjjtdes de- 
it their Trade, to deflour Maids rhac flour'd, 
were to be Marry’d; and they were paid 
for it ; becaufe the Maidenhead was 
look’d upon as an Obftnxftion to the 
Bridegrooms Pleafure. Ac prefont (as 
fomc Miffionersof the jefuits told me) 
fome of the Bifayans^ if they find when 
they Marry their Brides are Maids, lay 
they have got bad ones ; becaufe no 
Man has had a mind to, and debauch'd 
them.

As for their Religion, it lias been 
Cemslli, mention’d .before, that there was no 
1697 - Tern pies found among them, but only 
certain little Idols, in Caves near their 
Sacrifice. Houfcs, to which they offer’d Sacrifice, 
by means of Priefts, call’d by the Taga- 
lians Catalonan ; by the Bifayans Babaylan. 
The manner of Sacrificing was thus. 
They all alfembled in a Hut or Cottage 
made of Wattles for this purpofe, and 
having danced a while caus’d a handtome 
young Girl to, give the firft ftroke with 
a Spear to the'Viftini, which was always 
fome four-footed Beaft. The Sacrifice 
being Slain, they cut it in Pieces, and 
when drefs’d eat it in a refpedtful man¬ 
ner. If the Sacrifice was not upon any 
occafion of Rcjoycing, but for fome fick 
Body v they made a new Hut of Wood, 
and laid the Patient in it upon a Mat on 
the Ground, together with the Offering. 
Inftead of an Altar they cover’d feveral 
Tables, with variety of Meat. Then 
the Cat den a, being the fame handfome 
young Girl, came out Dancing to the 
Noifc of Inftrumems, and having wound¬ 
ed the Beaft, the lick Perfon, and fome 
of the Standcrs by were anointed with 
the Blood. Having Flead the Beaft they 
all came again before the Patient, and 
the Cat dona muttering fome Words be¬ 
twixt her Teeth, open’d, ftretch’d and 
view’d all Parts of his Body; winding 
hcrfclf into Sundry fhapes, and foam¬ 
ing at the Mouth. Then fhe flood a 
while befides her felf; and at laft ha¬ 
ving recover’d her Senfes (as is writ of 
the Sibils) fhe Prophcfy’d concerning 
the Parties Life or Death. If fhe fate 
down to Eat or Drink, it was a fignof 
Life, if not of Death ; but for fear of 
frighting the fick Perfon, (lie us’d to 
fay the Unites, or their PredecefTorshad 
chofen him for their Companion. Then 
the Patient recommended himfelfto her, 
that fhe might perfuade his Kindred to 
put him in the Number of the Unites ; 
and laftly the Sacrifice ended in Eating, 
and Drinking; but the Gnefts were o- 
blig’d to leave an Offering of Gold, 
Cotton, Birds, or fome other thing for 
the Prieftefs. 

They were fo Supcrftious, that if 
tion. * thc y a Snake on their Garments, 

they would never wear them again, tsho* 
they were new; and thefame if an Owl 
face in the Night on their Houfe. If 
they found a Snake on the way; or any 
body fnecz’d, Dog bark’d, or a Rat 
made a noife, they turn’d back. The 
Fifher-meu madeno benefit ofFifh, they 
took the firft time with a new Net; be¬ 


lieving if they did, they fhould catch 
no more for the future. Nor was any 
body to talk in a Fifher-man’s Houfe, 
of new Nets ; nor in a Huuts-man’s of 
young Dogs, till they had taken a Prey, 
politively believing if they did', the Vir¬ 
tue of the Nets and value of the Dogs, 
would be loft. They that went by Sea, 
were to take nothing that belong’d to 
the Land, nor fo much as name it; nor 
thofe that travell’d by Land, any thing 
of the Sea. To conclude, they under¬ 
took nothing without calling lots. 

F. Xaaejttin Ajftn , Minifter of St. Pr- Widdow- 
ter, of the Society of Jefus, told me, ers * 
that he having ferv’d as Miffioner feve¬ 
ral Years among the Tagdians, obferv’d, 
that they never eat alone, but will have 
one Companion at leaft. That when 
the Wife dyes, the Widdower keeps 
with a Mat before him, and is ferv’d 
during three days by Widdowers, for 
Marry’d Men, and Batchelors would be 
accounted unlucky. The Wives do the 
fame when their Husbands die. 

When the Women are to be deli- Child 
ver’d, they will allow no Maids to be bating, 
prelent, becaufe they fay it would make 
them have hard labour. When any Bo¬ 
dy dies, not only the Kindred and 
Friends, but hired People come to la¬ 
ment and make a difmal Song. Then 
the Body being Walh’d, and Perfum’d 
with Storax, Benjamin, and other fweec Dead Bo- 
Gums found on thofe Mountains, is dies, 
wrapp'd up in more or lefs Silks, ac¬ 
cording to its Quality. Formerly they 
Anointed, and Embalm’d the Bodies of 
Perfons of Note, with Aromatick Li¬ 
quors, Aloes, and Eagle Wood, and put 
into their Mouths, the Juice of Betlc, 
that it might link into their Body. The FuneralSi 
Poor were bury’d in a Grave in their 
own Houfe ; the Rich in a Coffin made 
of one piece of Precious Wood, and 
clos’d fo Artificially, that no Air could 
get into it. They left on the Body, 

Gold Bracelets, and other Rich Orna¬ 
ments. Then they placed the Coffin, 
lifted up from the Ground, in a corn¬ 
er of the Houfe, with Lettices round it, 
and by it a Cheft, with the Dead Per¬ 
fons beft Apparel, and his Arms, if a 
Man, or her ueceflaries for work with a 
Woman. At certain times, they pla¬ 
ced before them feveral forts of Meat, 
in token of Affe&ion, and Rcfpect; 
but thegreateft iTgn of loving the Dead, 
was to make much of the Slave that had 
been his Favourite, and then kill him to 
bear his Mafter Company. Others bu¬ 
ry’d the Dead in the Fields, and made 

Fires 
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Fires in the Houfe for many Days, that 
Gcmelli. tlie Dead Man might not come to take 
1 6$6. thofe that were left Alive. When the 
Body was bury'd, the lamentation ceas’d, 
but not the Gormandizing, which lalt- 
ed more or lefs, according to the Dead 
Man’s Quality; but the Widdow, and 
Cliildren failed, _ to exprefs their Sor¬ 
row, eating, neither Fifh, nor Ficfh, 
but only Grain or Herbs. This Fait the 
Tagalians call Sipa. 

The Tagalians Mourning is Black ; 
Mourning the Bifayans White, but thefe laft over 
and above Shave their Heads and Eye¬ 
brows. Formerly, if any Man of Note 
dy’d, they were to keep filence many 
Days, and not to Strike any place, nor 
go upon the Neighbouring Rivers. To 
this purpofe they fet up a certain Sign, 
that all Perfons might know it was a 
time of Silence, and none Ihonld prefume 
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to pals by upon pain df Death, Which 
was feverely executed. In Hcmoui- of 
thofe that dy'd in War, they added Sa¬ 
crifices and Offerings, to the nfual ob¬ 
loquies. [f the Perfon hud been bafely 
kill’d in War, or creachferoully Mur¬ 
der’d in Peace the Mourning, or Silencd 
was never laid afide, till his Kinaicd had 
made the Bxlata, that is, taken Revenge, 
killing a number, not only of the Ene¬ 
mies with whom they were at War, 
but of all Strangers, not ^heir Friends, 
that tame before them. 'In the mean 
while they wore a Lift of Leather about 
their Neck, and fpent ali the Day, by 
Land and Water, in fearefi of Men to 
Delbroy, and latisfv their Rage. This 
done, they broke Silence with great Re¬ 
joicing, and then the Mourning waS 
left off

iHere is fo great a number of Wild 
_ Buffaloes, like thofe of China , 
grazing about the Plains, that a good 
Hunter a Horfeback with a Spear, may 
kill ten or twenty in a day. The Spa- 
mar At kill them for their Hides; the 
Wild Indians to eat them. The Woods 
abound ia Deer, Roars, arid Wild 
Goats, like thofe of Sumatra, which laft 
are fo numerous, that they have given 
their Name to one of the Iflands, call’d 
de las Cabrat, The Spaniards have Car¬ 
ry ’d thither out of New Spain , Japan , 
and Osina Horfcs and Cows, which have 
MultiplyM conliderably ; but not the 
Sheep, by rcafon of the exceflive moi- 
ftureof the Earth. 

There ire allbin the Mountains,in nu¬ 
merable Monkeys, and Baboons fo Mon- 
ftrous big, that once at Samboangen, they 
lay fome of them defended themfelves 
with Sticks, againft a Pampango Souldier 
that aliaulted them ; fo that the Souldier 
in a few days,dy’d with the Fright. The 
little Apes are diverting in the Houfe. 
My Friend D. John del Poto had a white 
one ; but fo Old, that it held its Paw 
over its Eyes to fee any thing, as a Man 
does, when he would obferve fomethina 
at a diftancc. He told me, he once had 
another of Borneo, which cry’d like an 
Infant, and went upon two Feet, car¬ 
rying a Mat under its Arm, to change 
its flee ping place. Theft Monkeys feem 
to be (harper in fomerefpedb than Men. 


for when they can find no Fruit on the 
Mountains, they go down to the Sea- 
fid e to catch Crabs, OyIters and the 
like, There is a fort of Oyfters, call’d 
Tachvo, the Fifh whereof weighs (bmc 
Pounds, and it commonly lyes open oft 
the Shore. The Monkey fearing it (hoiild 
clofc and catch its Claw in, puts in a 
Stone firflr, that it may eat the Oylter, 
without fear of its (hutting. One lore 
of them, that they may t?ke the Crabs, 
put their Tail into their hole, that when 
the Crab lays hold of it, they may draw 
him out. 

There is in the Iflands, a great Mul¬ 
titude of Ctvct-Cats; and this is chiefly civet- 
to beobferv'd, that, if their Civet is not Cats, 
taken away every Month, the heat they 
receive from it, is fo great, that they 
tumble about the Gronnd, till the Blad¬ 
der break, wherein it is contain’d, and 
fo cafe themfelves of that Pain. 

• There is another fort of Cat^, as big 
as Ha res, and of a Fox colour, call’d Tx- Flying 
gaan. They have Wings like Bats, but Cats, 
hairy on both fides, by the help of which 
they leap from one Tree to another, 
fometimes above thirty Spans, that is, 

(even Yards and a half diftaut. 

In the Iliand of Leyte, there is a pe¬ 
culiar fort of Creature, call’d Mago, 
about as a Moufe, with a Tail like it, 
and lb the long Hairs on the Snout, but 
the Head is twice as big as the Body, 
and it eats nothing bat Coals. 

There 
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There are Snakes of a prodigious Big- 
Gemelli. neft. One foit of them call’d /bitin , 

1^97. which arc very long, bang themfclves 
c ^y"V by the Tail down from the Body of a 
Snakes * Tree, expefting Deer, wild Boars, or 
Men to paft by, to draw them to them 
with their Breath, and fwallow them 
whole ; and risen winds it felf round a 
Tree to digeft them, Some Spaniards 
told me, The only Defence again ft them 
was to break the Air between the Man and 
the Serpent- 7 and thisleems rational, for 
• by that meartj, thole Magnetick or at¬ 

tracting Particles fpread in that di ft a nee 
are difpers’d. Another fort of Snake 
call’d Affagaa eats nothing but Hens. 
That they call Olopong , is Venomous. 
The biggeft are call'd Bobes , which 
fometinics arc 20 or 30 Spans long. 

, Another fort of four footed Creature, 

• w hi c h i s aif 0 f oun d i n America, and de¬ 
vours Hens, is call’d Iguana. It is like 
an Alligator , the Skin Purple, Ipeckled 
with yellow Spots, the Tongue Cloven, 
but the Feet clofe and with Claws. Tho’ 
a Land Creature, it pafles over Rivers 
fwiftly. The Indians and fome Spani¬ 
ards cat it, aud lay it calls like a Tor- 
toife. 

ft . . Among the Birds of the Illands the 

Thejkws T'avon dderves to have Ipeciai Mention 
madeofit, as well for its Quality, asbe- 
caufe it is not known whether there are 
any of the Species elfewhere. It is a 

Sea Fowl and Black. As to its fize it 
is lefs than a Hen, but has a long Neck 
and Legs, and lays its Eggs in a light 
Sandy Ground. Thefe Eggs are won¬ 
derful ; for bcGdes their being as large as 
a Goofes, when Boil’d there is very lit¬ 
tle White found in them, but all Yolk, 
yet not fo well tailed as a Hens. The 
llrangenefs of them is, that contrary to 
all others, when the Chickens are hatch'd 
the Yolk appears whole and fweet as-it 
was at Srft, with the Chickens Beak fall, 
and without any White. By this it ap¬ 
pears that it is not always true, that 
the generative Virtue of the Seed makes 
the Yolk Fruitful, and that in this 
Cafe the Yolk ferves for the fame ufe 
as Placenta "Jterina does to an Infant. 
The Chickens roafted before they are 
fledg’d, prove as good as the bell Pige¬ 
ons. The Spaniards very often cat the 
Chicken and the Yolk of the Egg toge¬ 
ther in the fame Dilh. The old Bird is 
eaten by the Indians , but is tough. The 
Hen lays about 40 or 50 Eggs in a Trench 
near the Sea and covers them with Sand. 
For this reafon it is call’d Tavon, which 
in the Language of the Illands figniiies 


to cover with Earth. There the heat 
of the Sand hatches them, and the Chick ■ 
ens feed on the Yolk, till they gather 
Strength to break the Shell, throw up the 
Sand and get out. Then the Hen which 
keeps about the neighbouring Trees, 
runs about them making a Noifc, aud 
the young ones hearing her, labour the 
harder to get out to her. This is no 
lefs wonderful than what the Scripture 
fays of the Oftriclies Eggs, Job 39. We 
fee the difpolition of Providence, in giv¬ 
ing this Bird chat Inftinft to bury its Eggs 
fo deep, and the Chicken fuch long Claws, 
as to make its way. They make Nells in 
March, April and May, like the Hald- 
ons the Antients make mention of; be- 
caufe at that time tire Sea is Calmeft, 
and the Waves do not fweli fo high as 
to fpoil them. The Sailers go in quell 
of them along the Shore, and where they 
And the Sand has been thrown up they 
open it with a Hick, where they fome- 
times find Eggs and fome times Chickens, 
which are equally Valuable and Ncturifh- 
ing. 

There is alfo a fort of Turtle-Dove Turtle- 
with gray Feathers on the Back, and Do ' res ' 
white on the Breaft, in the midft where¬ 
of is a red Spot, like a Wound with the 
frefh Blood upon it. 

The Colin js a Fowl as big as a Black- 
Bird, Black and Aik colour’d ; without Cdins ‘ 
any Feathers on its Head, but inllead of 
it a Crown of Flefli. That is yet ftran- 
ger which the Spaniards call Pdoma-Tor- 7oruca 
caz ,’ 7 it is of feveral Colours, as Gray, 

Green, Red and White on the Breaft, 
with the fame Spot like a Wound ou the 
Breaft; and the Beak and Feet Red. 

Thefe and other forts of Birds 1 faw in 
D. John-del-Poufs Volery at Manila. 

There was alfo a Black-Bird brought 
from Suratte , as big as a Turtle-Dove, 
with a yellow Beak, and a Lift of the 
fame Colour like a Collar. It endea¬ 
vour’d to ipeak like a Parrot. He had 
alfo fome little Birds of the Coaft of Co¬ 
romandel lefs than a Linnet, their Breaft 
White and Red, their Wings Gray with 
little white Spots, and the end of their 
Tail Red, fo that they were moft Beau¬ 
tiful to behold. BcGdes a great number 
of white Doves with their Tails always 
lifted up like a graceful Semicircle, 
which he told me were brought out of 
Perfia. 

The Salangan is a ft range Bird of the Sdmgen. 
I Hands of Calamianes , Xolo and others, 
ft is as big as a Swallow, aud builds a 
little Ncft on the Rocks over the Sca- 
fhorc, cleaving to the Rock as the Swal¬ 
lows 
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lows do to the Wall. Thefe are the 
Gemelli. fo famous Birds Nells, whereof we have 
1597. {poke in the foregoing Volume. 

The Htrrero is a green Bird, as big 
Herrero. as 3 jj en _ Nature has furnifh'd it with 
fuch a large and hard Beak, that it bores 
the Bodies of Trees to build its Nett. 
From the Noife it makes at this Work, 
which is hear f d at a great diftance, the 
Spaniards took occafion to give it this 
Name of Herrera or Smith. Others 
think it was fo call’d for its knowledge 
of an Herb, which lay’d upon Iron 
breaks it; for it is known by experience, 
that the Hole on the Tree being cover’d 
with an Iron Plate to five the Young that 
. are in the Neft, it feeks out this Herb, 
and laying it on the Plate, breaks it, 
and fo clears the way; but I will not 
vouch for the Truth hereof. 

There is another rare Bird call’d Colo- 
Coio-Cob, Co i^ i e f s t han an Eagle, Black, 

and half Filh half Bird, for it equally 
dives under Water, and dyes in the 
Air. It overtakes any Filh and kills it 
with its Beak which is half a Yard long. 
The Feathers are fo clofe that as foon 
as out of the Water it ihakes them dry. 

In the Ifland of Calamiants there are 
PmwMk abundance of Peacocks. The wild 
, Mountain Cocks fupply the want of 
Fheafants and Partridges, and well drefs’d 
are excellently tailed. The Quails are 
half as big as ours, and have a red Beak 
and Feet. 

In all the Iflands at all times there 
are green Birds, call’d Solanos, andfeve- 
ral forts of Parrots, and white Cacatuai y 

which have a Tuft of Feathers on their 

* 

Cmbosis. The Spaniards carry’d Turkeys out of 
Nero Spain , but they did not Thrive or 
Increafe, by reafon of the dampnefs of 
the Soil, as is believ’d. The want of 
them is lupply’d by a Hen call’d Cam- 
box a , becaufe the firlt of them were 
brought out of that Kingdom, whofe 
Legs are fo Ihort that the Wings trail 
on the Ground. The Cocks of another 
fort, call’d of Xolo, which have long 
Legs, are not inferior to Turkeys. Be¬ 
tides the common Hens like ours, there 
is another fort that have black Flelh and 
Bones, but are well tailed, 

Another Bird that breeds about the 
Lakes, efpccially that of Bahi, has the 
Feet and Beak Red, and the Colours of 
feveral Colours, as big as a Hen, and 
would be as well tailed did it not eat 
Filh. 

Bird of pa- The Oydor or Judge, D. John Serra, 
radice, Ihew’d me another dead Bird that had 


moll beautiful Feathers, as bigas a Black- 
Bird, brought him from the ifland of 
Borneo , where it was taken. It had no 
Feet, but only great Wings to bear it 
up, a.jd is therefore call’d the Bird of 
Paradice. F. Combes in his Hi (lory of 
the Ifland of Mindanao^ lays there are 
fuch there. 

We have fpoke before of the great 
Bats of the Ifland, fo that it is needlefs ® ats ' 
to fav more in this place j only that in 
the illsnd of Mindanao , jhey ext raft a 
great deal of Salc-Peter from their Ex¬ 
crement by the means of Fire, but it is 
not fo ilrong as the common fort. 

The very Filh of the Ifland have fome- Efh. 
thing lingular. One of thefe is the Du - woman- 
yon y by the Spaniards call Pcce-Mnger , 
that is, Woman-Fifh, becaufe it “lias 
Brealtsand Privities like a Woman, and 
there never was any Male teen. The 
Bones of it have a notable Quality of 
Hopping Bleeding, and curing a Cough, 

The Flelh of it eats like Pork. 

The Sword Filh differs not from ours, ^mmjpifhi 
only that there are fome there zo Spans 
or 15 Foot long, and the Sword 9 or io 
Spans in length. We gave an Account 
of the fighting with theCrocodils when 
we fpoke of the Lake of Bahi. The 
Damage they do to fmall Boats will 
appear, if we obterve that their Swords 
have been found broken upon great 
Ones, 

As for the Crocodils Providence has Crocodils, 
fignaliz’d it felf after feveral manners in 
them. For in the firlt place the Females 
of thefe Monflers being extraordinary 
Fruitful, fo as to bring fometimes 50 
Crocodils, the Rivers and Lakes would 
have been full of them in a very Ihort 
time, to the great damage of Mankind, 
had not Nature caus’d it to lye in wait 
where the young ones are to pafs, and 
fwallow them down one by one; lb that 
only thofe few eteape that take another 
way. Secondly, the Crocodils have no 
Pallage for Excrements, but only Vo¬ 
mit the fmall Matter that remains in 
their Stomachs after Digeltion. Thus 
the Meat continues there a long time, 
and the Creature is not hungry every 
Dayi which if they were, they could 
not be fed without the utter Ruin of in¬ 
finite Men and Bealls. Some of them 
being open’d there have been found in 
their Bellies Mens Bones and Skuls, and 
Stones, which the Indians lay they fwal- 
Jow to pave their Stomach. The Fe¬ 
male lays her Eggs out of theWater that 
they may hatch. They are twice as big 
as a Goote Egg, whiter and as hard as a 

Stone, 
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Stone. The Yolk in them is but fmali, 
(itmelli. Jjkc that of the Torroifes bgg. 1 he 
I#7; Spaniards as. well as thclndaw, eat the 
c-v-o little Crocodils. TJbe fame Indians affirm 
(here are little Bladders of excellent 
Musk fomctiiiies found under their jaws. 
Sufebius in Ms Hiflory,. tib> 22. cap. $. 
mentions the fame thing, and Experi¬ 
ence has often-verify’d it. 

Mimtel 'There is another fpecies of Crocodils 
found in tliefe Lakes, call’d by the Indi¬ 
ans JSnhnya, J>y the Portuguefe Caymams , 
and are chow we call Alligators. The 
difference between them and the Croco- 
dils is that they have no Tongue, and 
Jiavc a difficulty in turning. For want 
of a Tongue it can make uo Noife, nor 
fwallow in the Water, but it muff Tear 
and Devour its Prey on the Bank. The 
Indians fay it has four F.yes, two above 
and two below, by help whereof it eafily 
difeovers the Fifties and Stones, which 
it takes from the Bottom with its Paws *, 
but that on Land it is (hort-iighted. Be- 
fides that the Male can go but half out 
of the Water, and that only the Females 
go out to feek fomething to cat, in the 
Fields, becaufe it appears that all thofe 
kill’d on Land are Females. It isa moft 
a fibred defence againll; the. Caymans or 
Atligwrh to carty .about one the Ronfa. 
or Nan^katt-ffagan , a fort of Fruit 
growing on a, Lane, which .1 have by 
me.- It hinders the Alligator from com-

ing near, as has been try’d with a Dog, 
and is alfo a I'refervativc againll Witch¬ 
craft. 

To the Sea of Mindanao and Xolo there Whales 
are abundance of large Whales, and Sea 
Horfes like thofe of the Land, but with- ’ 
out Feet, and with a Tail likea Crocodils. 

The Sea-(hells in the lame lfland are 
fo large that they ferve for Holy-water 
Pots, and to give Water to the Buffaloes. 

A religious Man told me, That as be was 
going to the lfland of Pintados, the Sailers 
rook one fo targe from a Rock it was jittek to t 
that the Meat injt gave them all a Belly 
full. Thefe Shells arc every where va¬ 
lu’d but efpccially by the Chinefts , who 
make feveral Curiofities of them. 

There are two forts ot Tortoifes Tortoifei 
found, in thofe Seas. The great Ones 
are Eaten, and tbeir Flcfh tails like Beef, 
but the' Shell is not valu’d. The Flcfh 
of the Idler Sort is not Eaten, but the 
Shell is good for feveral ufes. Some of 
them are an Antidote, it being found by 
Experience chat Rings or Beads made of 
them would fly in Pieces like a Glafs, 
if they touch or come near any Poifon- 

The Thornbacks are mighty large, 
and their Skin eftccm’d by the Japene- 
fes to make Scabbards for their Scimitcrs, 

To make fhort concerning this Matter, 

1 muff; declare that of all the forts of 
Filh mention’d by Puny, there are very, 
few wanting in thefe Seas. 


CHAP. IV. 

Of the Trees end Fruit of the Philippinc-Iflantk 


T H E molt valuable forts of Fruit 
in the Iflands arc of two forts, and 
both of them grow in the Woods with¬ 
out' any Improvement, The ftrftof them 
is call’d Savtor, in Bignefs, Colour and 
Shape like to a ripe Peach, but fomc- 
. what flatter. When gather’d in Sealbn 
the Rind is fweet, but open’d there 
arc in it five Kernels, like the Seeds in 
an Orange, and as Sower and White- 
The Spaniards efteem it equal to a Qijince, 
and therefore Preferve it after the fame 
manner. It is alio good pickled with 
Vinegar, and gives a pleafant Rciilh in 
Pottage when half Ripe. Tim Woods 
being full of thefe Trees, and Sugar at 
about four Shilling and fix Pence the 
hundred Weight, all the Friars in the 


Philippine-lUind*, Preferve a great Quan¬ 
tity to Ear after Diuner and Supper. 
Bcfides the Leaves arc Medicinal, and 
the Wood excellent for Carving. The 
Tree is like the Walnut, but has larger 
Leaves. 

The other fort of Fruit which they tMafai 
call Mabol, is fomewhat bigger than the 
other, but downy like a Peach, and of 
the Colour of an Orange. The Flefti of 
iris ill Tailed, hard of Digeftion, and 
contains fix Kernels. The Tree is as 
Tall as a good Pear-Tree, has the 
Boughs thick, the Leaves large, long 
and green like the Laurel. The Wood 
when wrought is little Inferior to Ebo¬ 
ny. Both of them may be feen in the 
following Cut. 


Here 
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fHere arc alfo Bilimbines , which the 
Gemtlli. Portngntfe call Carambolas (as 1 obferv’d 
1697. in the third Volume) but as in the Eaft- 
3 Indies they are fharp, fo here they have a 
Biiimbim mixture 0 f sharp and Sweet. They are 
eaten for Sauce Raw, and Prepar’d with 
Vinegar and Sugar. 

The Macstpa , call’d by the Fort ague ft 
Giambo , is bigger than that which grows 
at Goa. There arealfb Banchilins, which 
the Portstguefts call Bilimbines ; Giaccas, 
call’d by the Spaniards Nancas, Tanpayts 
by the Partstguefe call’d Gianibas-dt~Ma~ 
laca ; Cajfuis or Caguis and others, which 
being defer ib’d in otherPlaces are there¬ 
fore here purpofelyomitted. 

There are alfo Mangas of Siam , by 
the Porntguefe call’d Mangas*de-Papagal- 
ho, brought but of late Years; and Ca- 
mies , the Fruit and Tree like the Portu- 
guefe Carambolas , blit without Kernels, 
and more Jharp. 

Limit . All hitherto mention’d are as it were 
y> Garden Fruit, but there are other forts 
Wild, not inferior to them in Tafte, if 
gather’d inScafon. The Utmboy , by 
Vol. IV. 


the Tagalians call’d bob Jit, is a Tree in 
allRelpefts like the Pear-Tree; it puts 
out a pretty, but fmall white BiofTom, 
the Fruit like a Cherry, only longifh 
like an Olive. The Portuguefcs give it 
the Name of Giambnlon. 

The Vott cyan is a fcartcr Tree, whofc m 
Fruit is in all Rcfpcfts like the Gtambu- 
lon , Red, and with a Kernel, the Flcfh 
of it is White, and the Taltcfweet anti 
fower. 

Th tsParmngHian is a very large Tree, ^ 
producing a Fruit, as big as a Pigeons- ,, 1k * 
Egg, with a red Shell, in Shape and 
Hardnefs like our Pine Apples. With¬ 
in it there arc Kernels, and a tranfpa- 
rent Flefhof good Tafte and helping Di- 
geftion. Others have given this Fruit 
the Name of Lidas, for its likenefs with 
thofe of China, but they differ from 
them 

The Carmen is good Boil’d and fhurp- 
ens the Appetite. It is as large as an 
Apple, and has a Rind like an Onion, 
and the Flefh within fharp and fwcet. 

The Tree is as big as an 
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and thrives well on the Bunks of Rivers, 
Gtmelli. In fome of the Blands there are the fo 
rnS. 97 ' much celebrated Dwionts. 1 he Tree 
is large, and the Fruit grows to the 
Ounmet. p, [C 0 f c h c Boughs, like, our Pinc- 
Apples, At the fir ft rafting' it fends up 
an ungrateful Taft of Onion to the Nofe, 
but when grown familiar it becomes tnoft 
rJilit ions to ail Strangers. 

There are alfo Mar ants 1 ike the Dari- 
ones ? and Ltmzjtnss or Boasbas? which 
fbrTafte and other Qualities may be call’d 
Grapes, 

p m Inftead of Olives, there grow Paxos 

in the 'Mountains of the Iflarids, which 
differ but little from Olives when ga¬ 
ther’d voting; 1 Green they are eaten 
with Vinegar, and Ripe they have an 
exquifite Tafte. 

TinsTrecs On the high Mountains of Itiocos and 
Cagayan there are vaft wild Pine-Trees. 
They do not bear Pine-Apples like ours, 
but Piles? not unlike cjiein, which tafte 
like Almonds, and ferve for all tiles as 
Almonds do among us. ' 

ikifibm The LiiPtbvn produces fome final] 
Nuts, with a hard Shell, the Kernel 
whereof tails like Pine-Apple Kernels. 
But this being hurtful to the Stomach, 
the general Ufe the Chine fts make of it 
is to extra# the Oyl, which ferves in- 
ftcad of Tallow for Ships, 
rvanfle* Their Oranges are of J'everal forts, 
5 "’ all differing from, and bigger than thole 
of Europe. There are great and finall 
Lemmons, but for the moft part fweet. 
^mbeis. The Jamboas are twice as big as a 
Mans Head, Round and Yellowifli. Some 
of them have white, fome red and fome 
yellow Seeds. Their Taft is like a Lem¬ 
mon, with a mixture of Sweet to the 
Sour. The Tree is alfo like the Lem¬ 
mon-Tree in Bignefs and Leaves. 

Of the Fruits of Neve-Spain there arc 
brought hither sites? stmnas , Zapoies-pri- 
etas? Chites Zapotes , Sign acutes? Papay¬ 
as? Mameyts? and Goyavat Per ultras - ? of 
which la ft there is inch plenty in the 
Mountains that they arc a great fupport 
to the Poor. They make Frefervcs of 
it, and Wine better than that of the 
Curs-Tree, or the Sidcr of Tirol. This 
Fruit eaten Green is aftringeat, and 
when very Ripe is laxative. The Leaves 
of it boil’d are good for fwdl’d Legs ? 
and the Indians reducing them to Pow¬ 
der heal themfelves therewith of the 
Difciplincsthey take in the holy Week. 
The Iflanders know nothing of the Eu¬ 
ropean Fruit, becaufe the Soil will not 
produce ity and tho’ in the Caftle of 
Cavite there are fome Vines of Muska- 


dine Grapes, they never come to Matu¬ 
rity, no more than the pigs and Pom- 
granules in the Monaftery of. the 
in the fame Place, 

All thofe hitherto mention’d, Tesvg, paiJ rvLt 
only to pleafe the falsie; but the'‘ 

Trees that yield both Profit and Pfeafnre, 
and wherein for the moft part cheFftalcs 
of the chief Men in the Philippim-Uland* 
coniift, are the /Ww-Trees. They 
reckon thereare 4c feveral kinds of them* ; 
but'among the beft, which give dayly 
Suftcnauce, that is the choiceft t which 
the' Tagaliatis call lore? the- Phuadas 
Lnndah ? and the Inhabitants of'the 
Malitccu- 1 Hands Saga. This, to diftin- 
gujfti kTrom tbc'others, grows natu¬ 
rally without any Improvement on the 
Banks of Rivers. It runs not very high 
but is thick. All of it from Top to 
Bottom is a foftSubftunce like a Raddifli, 
cover’d with a Bark only an inch thick, 
not very hard nor finooth. They ufeic 
after this manner, they cut it in Piet', 
and lay it 3 foaking in Water, then they 
take only a narrow flice of the Bark, 
that the remaining part may contaiu the 
inward Subftance, and cut the White 
within it extraordinary finall y then they 
piefs it with their Feet in Baskets made 
of Cane, near the River, fo that the 
beft of - the juice may run through, by 
pouring on Water, into a Veil'd fet un¬ 
der full of Water. Then they take 
up that Subftance lo bruis’d and put it in¬ 
to .Moulds made of Palm-Tree Leaves, 
like our Cheefe Fats, where it hardens 
a little, like foft Starch, which being af¬ 
terwards dry’d in the Sun, without any 
Oven ferves inftead of Bread, and is ve¬ 
ry Nourilhing, aud will keep. 

The fecond Sort of Palm-Trees is 
that which yeilds their Wine and Vine¬ 
gar. The Tagalians call it Safa? the Bi- 
Jayar.s Nipa . They do not grow big e- 
nough to deferve the Name of a Tree, 
for they are generally in Places that a- 
bound in Salt Water, and cfpecially 
where the Waves of the Sea come. 

The Fruit would not be unlike the Date, 
but it never comes to Maturity, becaufe 
the Indians? as loon as ever it Blofloms, 
cut-off the Bough, as has been laid before, 
that the liquor may run into the Cane 
Trough placed under it. One of thefe 
Troughs will bold ten Neapolitan O- 
raffas or Bottles, and is often fill’d in a 
Night. When it is not Diftili’d or Pre¬ 
par’d as has been mention’d before, that 
is, with the Bark of Caliuga? which is 
like Cinnamon, it grows as four as 
Vinegar. The Leaves of thefe Palm- 
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Trees interwoven with fmall Canes, 
Gemlli. ferve to cover Houfes inftead of Tiles, 
t6 97 - and will laft fix Years. 

There is alfo Wine, Vinegar, and Tu- 
'ba made of die Coca*Tree, which bo¬ 
lides are of great ufe to the Iflands be- 
canfe of the Oyl drawn from them, 
which when frclh is good to Eat. From 
the middle of the fame Coco comes a 
Water as fweet as Sugar, and a fort of 
Sugar made of the fame Water condens’d. 
The outward Rind ferves to make Ropes, 
Match, and to Caulk Ships. The Shell 
within it to make Cups, and for other 
Ufes elfewhere fpoken of. 

Bums . There is another fort of Palm-Trees 

call’d Bunas, from which the Iilands of 
Bunas towards the Streight of S, Btmar - 
din took their Name. The Tree is 
thicker than the Coco ; the Fruit are per- 
fe£t Dates, of the Stones whereof they 
make good Beads, and the Leaves are 
like thofe of the common Palm-Trees 
in jifrick. About the beginning of the 
Year the Bifayatu cut the Stem or Stalk, 
and fo they gather the Liquor, as is done 
with the Nipa and Coco-Tree. Of this 
Liquor, befides Vinegar, they make over 
the Fire a fort of Honey, and black Su¬ 
gar, which they call Pacajfts, and fell in 
little Boxes, as a thing much valu’d a- 
mongthe Iflanders. I tailed it and found 
it was fomewhat Saltilh and ealie to dif- 
folve. They alfo make Saga, after the 
fame manner as it is made "of the other 
Trees; and in Times of Dearth they 
make a fort of Meal of the Fruit ground; 
but not fo wholefomc as that of the Sagu. 

Bongo, The other Palm-Tree, call’d Bong*, 
lias large Leaves like the Burt, but the 
Tree and Fruit unlike. The Body of 
the Bonga is Tall, Slender, Strait and 
knotty all the Way. The Fruit is like 
alargeAcoru, highly valu’d, becaufeof 
it, the Leaves of Betle and Chalk, they 
make aCompofitionas bigas a final] A- 
corn, which they and all the Indians va¬ 
lue at a great Rate, as a thing that Com¬ 
forts the Stomach, Fallens the Teeth, 
Caufes a fweet Breath, and makes the 
Lips Beautiful and Red; yet immode¬ 
rately us’d it turns the Lips and Teeth 
black, _ as molt of the Indians find by 
Experience, who never ceafe chewing it 
from Morning till Night. Some" of 
them will pals a Day or two without 
Eating, believing they arc Nourifh’d by 
it. 

mots. The laltfortof profitable Palm-Trees 
(to fay nothing of the reft tho’ they 
bear Fruit) is the Tonota. It furni/hes 
the Iflanders with Wool, call’d Baroz, 
Vol. IV. 


to make Quilts and Pillars; and with 
black Hemp, call’d Jonor, or Gamuto, 
to make Cables for Ships. Its Threads 
in length and thkknefs are like Hemp, 
in blacknefs like Hotfes Hairs, and they 
are thought to lait long in Sea Water. 

Both the Wool and Hemp are taken 
from about the Trunk of the Tree. 

It produces fome final! Cocos in long

The Indians from the young Branches 
draw fweet Tuba, which when grown 
four makes them D$unk. The ten¬ 
der Tops are eaten, but arc not lb good 
and well tailed as thofe of the Coco , 
which they eat Boil’d.> 

. The Leaves of all thefe Pafra-Trccs 
in general will bear Weaving, as well 
to make Hats or f-Ioods, as to cover 
Houfes, make Mats for Rooms, Sails 
for Ships, and otiter ufes; fo that in them 
the poor People find Meat, Drink, 

Cloth and Houfes, as Pliny in his Natu¬ 
ral Hiitory lib. 13. cap. 4. writ above 
1500 Years fince. 

The Tamarints or Sampalos are a wild I mariner, 
Fruit, and grow in Cods like green 
Beans. They have a biting Taft, and 
arc therefore Eaten with Sale, and Prc- 
ferv’d with Sugar. The Tree is tali and 
thick, the Leaves fmall, and the Wood 
ferves for fcveral Works like Ebony. 

The Iflands produce abundance of Cajjiat 
Cajfta. The Tree is not fo large as the 
Tamarine , but much thicker of Boughs, 

The Leaves are of a beautiful Green, 
and bigger than thofe of the Pear-Tree, 
and being boil’d with the Bloflbms, in 
the Nature of a Conferve, work the 
fame Efled as the Fruit, and are lefs 
naufeous. So the young Fruit made in¬ 
to a Preferve, is Safe, and a good Lax¬ 
ative. The Mountains do lo abound in 
it, that in May and June they fat the 
Swine with it, efpecialiy in the Ifland of 
Mindoro. 

There are fo many other forts of great 
Trees on all the Mountains, which ferve 
to build Ships and Houfes, and are al¬ 
ways Green; that thofe whom long Ex¬ 
perience has not made well acquainted 
with the ways, cannot by any means go- 
far among them, as I faw with my own 
Eyes going a Hunting. Among the belt 
of them is the black Ebony, the red Ba- 
layong, the Mma or Naga of which 
they make Diflies to drink out of, for 
the Water grown blewilh with Handing 
in them is very who!feme, and not ill 
tailed, as I found by Experience; and 
cutting a flit in the Bark of the Tree 
there runs a Liquor from it, call’d Dra- 
M m m a gens 
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gon’s Blood. There is befides the Ca- 
Gemelii. Ungak, fweet feented, and with an Aro- 
i<rp7- madek Bark like Cinnamon v and many 
VVNJ more all very ufcful, as well for Dying, 
as for their fmell, and abundance of o- 
ther ufes, whereof the hundredth part 
is not yet known to thofe People, Thofe 
call’d Tigas, that is, Hard, arc excel¬ 
lent for building of Ships, and there is 
one Kind fo bard, that it cannot be cut 
but with a Saw, and Water, like Mar¬ 
ble j and therefore the Poriuguefe call it 
Ferro, that is, Il'OVi,

fame colour as the other Leaves. The 


Body is made of the hardelt Fibers, in 
the middle, bigger or lefs according to 
the Leaf, that part joyning to the Tree, 
becomes the Head •, the other end the 
Tail; the fide-Fibres the Feet, the reft 
the Wings, F. Jofeph dc Omer/fe^Rzcoht, 
Provincial of the Province of St, Gregory 
in the Philippine 1 Hands,to Id me that when 
he was Mini fie r in the Province of Cama- 
rines in the Village of Camilla, he was 
a finally an Eye-witnefs to this, and gave 
it me under his hand, in form before a 
Notary,as I have it to fhow by me. D.F. 
Cities Barrientos, Bifhop'of Trey,and Coa¬ 
djutor to the Archbilhop of Manila, con¬ 
firm’d the fimie.

But were it my 
bufinefs to defcant upon this Subjed, i 
fhould fay, there was but one way to 
make this out, which is, the find Leaf 
breeding a Worm, which afterwards 
takes Wing, as we daily obferve in 
Flyes, Gnats, Silk-worms, aad many o- 
ther forts of Worms,

The Wings. 


The Cacao Plant, has been earry’d 
out of New Spain into the lflands ; 
and the increafe is fo great (tho’ 
it proves not altogether fo good) 
that in a little time, they will have no 
need of any from America. 

B«s, Ho- Thofe ancient Woods, which for ma¬ 
ny and ny and many Ages have not felt the 
Xtrokc of an Ax, are very beneficial and 
Profitable to the Ifianders; beenufe there 
are in them, infinite Multitudes of Bees, 
which furnifh them with vail quanti¬ 
ties of Hony and Wax , without their 
taking any Pains about it. There are 
fundry kinds of them. Thofe the Indi¬ 
ans call Pocoytan, arc bigger than ours 
in Europe, and make their Combs, which 
are full four Spans in length, and pro¬ 
portionally in breadth, under the 
Boughs of high Trees •, and fometimes 
fix or fovea in the fame place, which 
continue whole notwichltanding the 


mighty Rains. Thofe call’d liguan, are 
as big as the Europeans, and make their 
Combs in the hollow of Trees. Ano¬ 
ther fort of little ones ho bigger, than 
Flyes, call’d Locot, have no Sting, but 
make four Honey, and black Wax, and 
feek about for the Hony of the others. 
There is another fort they call Camomo, 
which like thofe cM’dPecoytan, fettles up¬ 
on high Trees. Befidesall this,theTrunk$ 
of thefe Trees put out feveral forts of 
Gums, all the Year. One kind, which Gums, 
is the commonelt, by the Spaniards call’d 
Brea, is us’d inflead of Pitch ; of the 
others fome are Medicinal, others odori¬ 
ferous, and others for other ufes. There 
is fuch vaft Plenty of them, that not 
only the Trees, but the Ground is co¬ 
ver’d with them ; and there are Plants 
that have it on their Leaves, in the 
Months of April, and May. Thus we 
fee the Ancients had r&fon to fay, the 
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Trees in thefe Countries, dtftill’d Ho- 
ney and other precious Liquors. 

We muft here pais by the Tree, call'd 
Aimit. It is indifferent large, and fo 
full of Moifture, that when the Hunters 
and Wild People want Water, they cut 
a hole in it, and in a very ihort time 
draw from it a hollow Cane full of 
Pure Water. It alfo bears fome Fruit in 
Clutters, which when ripe, are not alto¬ 
gether unfavour y. 

I will here conclude this Chapter with 
the Indian Cane, by the Spaniards call’d, 
Vexuco, growing among the Trees, and 
running up to the tops of them, twin¬ 
ing like the Ivy. It is all cover’d with 
Points, which being taken away, it re¬ 
mains ttnooth. If cut, It will yeild as 
much fair Water, as is enough for a 


draught, fo that the Mountains being 
full of them, there is never any want of 
Water. The thickeft pan of them 
ferves for feveral ufes, as covering Walls, 
Roofs, and other things ; that part which 
h fomewhat thinner, being very ttraic, 
and noe apt to be Worm-eaten, ferves 
to make Pikes, and the Royal Armou¬ 
ry at Manila is altogether ftirnilh’d with 
them. In the Province of Camarines , 
they make Pillars of them, lb that all 
the Houfc is made of Cane. The thin- 
nett part ferves for Captains Canes, af¬ 
ter the SyaW/Malhion, and wanting flicks 
as every body knows ; and when fplit, 
to bind, make Baskets, Boxes, Chetts, 
Hoods for Prancifcans, and many other 
Ufes the Indians put it to. 


CHAP. V. 


Of the Plants , and Flowers in the Philippine-Iflands. 


T Hofe the Port aguefecaW Indian Figs, 
are by the Spaniards call’d. Plan- 
tans, and for quantity, are next to the 
Palm-trees. Their Plant withers as 
foon as it lias bore the Fruit. It has no 
Branches, but Leaves fo long and broad, 
that there is no doubt but Adam might 
have made himfelf a Cloak with a couple 
of them •, this being thought to be the 
Fruit that made him fall in Paradice. 
There are feveral forts of it, all differ¬ 
ing in tafte. One of them is call’d Obif 
pty or Bifhop, becatife it is fit for a Pre¬ 
lates Table; another is call’d, Plantano 
de PepiiOy and the Indians have them a- 
bouc their Houfes, not only for the fake 
of the ihadeof the Leaves, but to make 
ufe of them, inttead of Napkins and 
Plates, and of the Fruit for Vinegar. 
The ehoieeft and moft Nou rifting, are 
the Tnnduquesy a Span and half long, 
and as thick, as a Man’s Arm, which 
they eat rotted, with Wine and Cinna¬ 
mon, and they tafte like the Quinces of 
Europe. Thofe they call Kent's coxol are 
alfo excellently well tatted ; but thofe 
they call Dedos de Dama, or Ladies Fin¬ 
gers are much better. An hundred and 
fomccimes two hundred Piantans hang 
by one Twig, fo thatitmuftbe propp’d 
up. The Indians think it fo wholefome, 
that they give it to the Sick; and tho’ 
they be fomewhat hard of Digeftion, 
they are good tor the Lungs and Reins; 
and Cordial, if we may believe Avi- 
c trine. The Arabs call them Mafa, and 
the Malabars Pdan. 


There are alfo abundance of Sugar 
Canes, Ginger, Indigo, and Tabacco. 

The Batatas very Nourilhing to the In- Btutasi 
dianSy and much valu’d by the Spaniards, 
are of feveral kinds; as are the Camotes , emstest 
which look like great Radilhes, and have 
a Pleafant tafte and frrtcll. The Glabis Gldin 
are like great Pine-Apple Nuts, and 
boil’d, ferve the Indians inttead of Bread, 
and the Spaniards inttead of Turnips in 
the Pot, and the Leaves make Soupe. 

The Vbis is as big as aPompion,and the v ij u 
Plant like Ivy. The Xicamas tafte like xiesmsu 
the Vbis and Batatas , are eaten preferv’d 
or raw with Pepper and Vinegar, like 
Cardoons; for when frefh they arc Jui¬ 
cy and Wholefome. The Wild Carets, cams* 
tafte like a Pear, and the Plant is like 
Ivy. The W ild TayUn has great Leaves, Tyism 
and taftes like the Batatas. There is 
luch vaft Plenty of all thefe Roots 
throughout the I Hands, that manython- 
fands of Savage Men, live on them, as 
has been laid elfewhere. 

The Pinnasy by the Portnguefe call’d Finnsti 
Ananas , have the firft of thefe Names, 
from their likenefs, with the Pine-Ap- 
plc-Nut. They are much valu’d for theit* 

Smell, Colour, and Tafte; and they are 
preferv’d to eat after Dinner. At that 
time they help Digeftion ; but eaten Fatt¬ 
ing, tho’ they create an Appetite, they 
are not wholefome. A Knife ftuck for 
half an Hour in one of thclc Pinnas, lo- 
fes its Temper. 

There are abundance of odoriferous 
Herbs, and Flowers in the Iflands,grow*

/W,has aifo been found to be a Powerful 
Antidote. 

The Afaca Bahay, which fignifies Gi¬ 
ver of Lift, is a fort of Ivy, which 
grows about any Tree, and grows as 
thick as a Man’s Finger. It cafts out 
ibme long Twigs, like Vine-brandies, 
whereof the Indians make Bracelets, to 
Wear again# any Poifon. The Juice of 
this Plant is very bitter. The Root of 
the Balm taken on the Eaft fide, and ap¬ 
ply 5 d bruis’d to any Wound, heals it 
in 24 Hours, better than any Balfiim. 
This Tree groWs among Buildings, artd 
does 1 b pierce them with its Roots, that 
it overthrows Palaces. It alft grows 
on the Mountains, and becaufe it there 
grows to anexceffivc bignefs, it is much 
honour’d by the Indians. 

There are many other Trees and 
Plants, that have notable Virtues in the 
[Hands, of which Br other George Carr el,z. 
German , and Apothecarry to the Col¬ 


lege of the Jefilics at Manila, has given 
an exaft Defcription, in two Volumes 
in Folio, with the Draughts of them, ft 
exadly to the Life, that any Man ha¬ 
ving the Book, maycafily know them in 
the Field. He has ailo let down their 
Virtues, and the manner how they are 
to be prepar’d. This is the Work and 
Labour of fifteen years, life having gain’d 
the Knowledge of them, by means of 
the Indians, who are extraordinary Be~ 
tamfis ; and it very well deferves to be 
Printed for the Publick Benefit, which 
I do not omit to declare to the Father, 
Vice-Provincial, and the brother him- 
ftlf. 

Among the ftnfirivc PLnts, which are fenfitlvi 
•a Medium between Plants, and Animals Plaafl 
as Pliny obferves, lib. p, cap. 45, befides 
the Spunna and Sea Nettle, there is one 
in t!ie Ulinds, in all Rcfpcds likea Cole- 
wort. This was found but in the Year 
i6'+i, by a Souldier Of the Garrifon of 
the Coaft of lhabao. Who going to pull 
it up, faw it fled from his Hand, and 
drew back to the Rock, which was un¬ 
der Water in the Sea. There is ano¬ 
ther more wonderful, which grows on 
St. Peter 7 s Hills, about Manila, not ve¬ 
ry Tall, and with little Leaves, which 
whertfoever it is touch’d, tho’ never ft 
lightly, draws back, and clofes all its 
Leaves Itard together. For this reafbn 
the Spaniards call it, la Feraon cola. that 
is, The Baftful. t

CHAP. VI. 

Of the IjUnds of Mindanao, and Xolo.

M indanao, and Xolo being reckoned 
among the PW/^<»«-l(iands, and 
we having omitted before, to relate 
Lome particular Choi tn fiances concern¬ 
ing them, it will be proper before we 
proceed any further, to give a ihort ac¬ 
count of them. Mindanao is the next 
Maud to Manila in greatnefs, its fhape 
aimoft Triangular, ending in the three 
famous Promontories of Samboangan, 
Cape St. Aaoajhn, and Cape Soilage, ""Be¬ 
tween 5 «fotgi>,andCape St,At/'ttftin,whkh 
lie North, and South is the Province of 
the Warlike Caracas. Between Suit age, 
which points to the North Eaft, and 
Samboangan, is the Province of Wigan, 
the Juris?.! iff ion of Dapitan, and the Peo¬ 
ple call’d SnbanOs, Samboangan, and Cape 
Sc. Aiqujlsn lie Eaft, and Weft, and the 
People of them, on the one fide, and 


Border upon the Provinces of 
Buhajen, and Mindanao. Its Situation 
is in the Latitude of fix degrees, in which 
lies Cape St. AngHftin, to ten and a half 
where is Cape Suliago.

Scarce, The Provinces of Mindanao 
and Btthayen , Subjeft to two Moortjh 
Kings, arc Boggy and uneafie to Live in 
by reafon of the Gnats. There are 
throughout the liland about 20 Naviga¬ 
ble Rivers, and above 200 little Ones. 
The moft remarkable are Bnhayen and 
But nan, both flowing from the fame 
Spring, but the firft runs towards the 
Court of Mindanao ; the other towards 
the North, and falls into the Sea in light 
of Bahol and Leyte. The third River 
call’d Sikteguey nfes near Dapitan, and 
with its Waters divides the Territory of 
Mindanao from that of Samboangan. 
There are alfo two Lakes, the onecall’d 
of Mindanao, which in that Language 
fignifics, a Man of a Lake, and gives its 
Name to all the Country.' This is ve¬ 
ry large and cover’d with a fort of Herbs 
they call Tanfon , that fpread themfelves 
in many Branches over the Water. 
The other, being eight Leagues in Com- 
pafs, is in the oppofite fide of the I- 
fland, and known by the Name of Ma- 
lanao. All the Country, except near 
the Sea is Mountainous, yet abounds in 
Rice, and produces very nourilbing 
Roots, as Batatas, Vbis, Gaves, jiperes 
and others. There are infinite numbers 
of the Palm-Trees call’d Saga, of whole 
Meal they make Bread and Bisket, 
throughout all the liland of Mindanao , 
but cfpecially on the Coalt of Caragos, 
near the River Butuan. 

Mindanao produces all the forts of 
Its Pro- F ru it the other 1 Hands do, and the Dn- 
jdu, io»rs rm i before fpoke of, over and above. 
But it is to be obferv’d, befides what 
has already been laid of it, that its 
Rind is not very hard, and opens as it 
Ripens. Within it are three or four 
Kernels, cover'd with a foft white Sub- 
ftance; and a fort of Nut, like the Ker¬ 
nel in a Prune Stone, which is eaten 
rolled like Chefnuts. It is of the Na¬ 
ture of the Fruit of the Eaft; viz.. That 
iris gather’d Green, to Ripen in the 
Houfe. There are abundance of them 
all the way from Dapitan to Samboangan, 
for 60 Leagues in length, more efpecial- 
ly on the high Land of Dapitan, but 
above all in the Iflands of Xolo and Bafi- 
lan. They fay the Tree Hands 20 Years 
before it Bears. 

Cinnamon Cinnamon is a Tree peculiar to 

Mindanao, grows on the Mountains with¬ 
out any Improvement, and has no own¬ 
er but him that firft finds it. For this 


reafon every one, to prevent anothers 
making his Advantage of it, takes off 
the Bark before it is Ripe; and fo tho’ 
at firft it be ftrong like that of Ctilon, 
yet in a final! time, and at fartheft in 
two Years it lofes all its Taft and Vir¬ 
tue. It is gather’d in 25 Villages, and 
about as many Rivers of the Coaft of 
Samboangan, towards Dapitan on high 
and craggy Mountains; and in one Vil¬ 
lage of the Province of Cagayan. 

The Inhabitants of Mindanao find Gold, 
good Gold digging deep into theGrouud, 
as alfo in the Rivers making Trenches, 
before the Flood. There is Sulphur ... 
enough in the burning Mountains, the Su p lir ' 
Antienteft of which is Sanxil, in the 
Territory of Mindanao, In 1540, a 
high Mountain broke out, and fo cloud¬ 
ed the Air, Land and Sea with its Afhes, 
that it look’d like Doomsday. 

In the Sea of this liland and that of Peari9 ' 
Xolo there are large Pearls taken. It has Birds an ^ 
all the Birds of the ocher I Hands, and 
among the reft the Carpintera, which, 
as I faid before, finds out the Herb that 
makes Iron fly. There are alfo Multi¬ 
tudes of all forts of Beafts, as wild 
Boars, Goats and Rabbets; but aboveall 
in lafeivious Baboons, which fuffer not 
the Women to go far from their Habi¬ 
tations. 

Thirty Leagues South Weft of Ms- „, , 

danao, is the famous liland of Xolo, Go- Afl an 
vern’d by a King of its own. Ail the 
Ships of Borneo touch there, and it may 
well be call’d the Mart of all the Moorifh 
Kingdoms. The Air is wholfbme and 
frelh by reafon of the frequent Rains, 
which make the Land Fruitful in Rice. 

This only IHand of all the Philippines 
breeds Elephants; and by reafon the I- Elephants! 
Handers do not tame them, as they do 1 
in Siam and Camboya they are mightily 
increas’d. There are alfo Goats with 
fine fpotted Skins like Leopards. A- 
mong the Birds, that which builds a Neft 
like a Sparrow, call’d Salangan, is the 
rareft. For Fruit it produces the Dttri- p ni ; t> 
on, abundance of Pepper, which they 
gather Green, and a peculiar fort of 
Fruit call'd of Paradice, and by the Spa¬ 
niards, the King’s Fruit, becaufe it is 
found no where but in his Garden. It is 
as big as a common Apple, of a purple 
Colour , and has little white Kernels 
like Cloves of Garlick, enclos’d in a 
thick Shell like a piece of Sole-leather, 
and is of a delicious Taft. As for 
Herbs either Wholefome or Venomous, 
it produces all that have been deferib’d 
above; but the Natives make fpecial 
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life of one call’d Vhosbmba* to lharpen 
the Appetite. Choice Pearls are taken 
here, and the Divers before they link 
to the Bottom anoint their Eyes with the 
Blood ofa white Cock. The Sea throws 
up abundance of Amber on the Shore, 
wliilft the Wind* cail’d Vtndavdes, which 
are South and Soutliweft ao not prevail, 
that is, from May till September. Some 
fay the Whale vomits it up, other's that 
it is the Excrement of a greater Fi.Oi, 
call’d Gadiamirrm, others that tc is the 
Root of a large Odoriferous Tree. 

The lflaod of Bafilan is three Leagues 
from Mindanao, and twelve Leagues in 
Compafs. Being oppofitc to Santhan- 
ta», it may be call’d the Garden that 
fornilhes it with Blantons, Sugar-Canes, 
Gavts and Latex.ones, The Fruit in the 
lil.md de-los-Pintados call’d Boaba, is no 
bigger than a Nuc, and within its Shell 
has three or four very fweet Kernels, 
fo delicious that a Man may eat a prodi¬ 
gious Quantity without being cloy'd. 
The Dunon or Dalian, as the Wanders 
call it, is here found in great Plenty. 
The M*rm in the Iflnad of Leyte call’d 
Tugup, has a downy Rind ; when Ripe 
it is as big as a Melon, and within con¬ 
tains fmall Kernels, like .the Atas sad 
the Cirimajat of New Spain ; the Flelh is 
foftand fa very. The BMono without is 
Ufcca Quince, and within it is a Kernel 
with the thickaefs of a Finger of Flefo 
about it. When Green it is pickled in 
Vinegar. The Ifland abound 5 in Rice, 
differing in Colour, Smell and Quality ; 
thanks to the Rivers, which are great 
a nd D oubldbme to crofs, cho’t he 111 and 
be fmall. In the Woods there is no 
want of wild Boars and Deer, nor of 
good Timber for Building- The Sea, 
belides fome Fillies known in Europe 
has others peculiar to it; good Tortoifes 
of the ?.d fort, that is, fuch as are va¬ 
luable tor their Shell, and two forts of 
Jett. 

There are four principal Nations in 
Mindant to, whkhsre th s Mindanao;, Ca¬ 
racas, Lutaos and Sub Aim. The Coragas 
are Brave both by Sea and Land. The 
Mindanao! Faithlefs, as being Mahome¬ 
tans. The Lmaosy fi new Nation in all 
the three lilands of Mindanao, Xolo and 
BajiUn, live in Houles built on the Tops 
of Trees, on the Banks of Ri vers, which 
at Flood cannot he crofs’d a-foot; for 
Lmae in their Language ligoities a Man 
that fwims on the Water. Thefe Men 
are ffich Enemies to the Land, tint they 
take no Pains for Sow ing, but live the 
belt they can upon Fifhing, wandring 
Vol. IV. 


about the Sen of Mindanao, Xolo and 
Bafdtm, Yet they are cunning Traders, 
and Wear Twbanfc, and rfe the lame 
Weapons the Moors do, as Traficking, 
and being in Amity with thofe of Borneo. 

The Sybanot, that is, Dwellers on Ri¬ 
vers, for Saha figuifies a River, are the 
lead look’d upon of any People in the 
llland, as being Bale and T reacherous. 

They never depart from the Rivers, 
where they Build upcM;.i Jong Timbers, 
fo high pfoac there is no reaching their 
Neit with a Pike; they climb up to i£ 
at Night by a pole fa fined to it for thus 
purpofe. They are as it were Vallals 
to the Littaos. The Papuans forjiafs all 
tlie tour Nations before-mention'd fop 
Valour and Wifflom; aud there is no 
doubt but they were very alibi mg to 
the Spaniards in Conquering the Minds. 

The Inland is fubpSt to the Mon 11* 
tain People, who being fond of Slbcft 
and Liberty, keep there without any 
Inclination to come down to the Sea, or 
love of l illage; and being thus grown 
wild for wantof Commerce, gaveftrau- 
gers an Opportunity of poffclling thcin- 
felvesof the forfaken Shore aud Rivers. 

There are alfb in MhnLmao fbme 
Blacks, like £thiopians^ whe own no Su¬ 
perior, no mors chan thole of the 111 and 
of Blacks, and Mountains of Mamia-, 
but live like Bealls converltng with 
none, and doing barm to all they can. 

They have no Riled Place of abode, and 
in ail the bad Weather have no fhclter, 
but the Trees. Their Gloaths are fudi 
as Nature gave them, for they never 
cover fi> much as that which ought to 
he hid. Their Weapons are Bows and 
Arrows. They reap no other Fruit of 
their Barbarity, but Liberty. 

The generality of the Inhabitants of , , 
chefs Iflauds are Heathens; but trom Rcl,s ' ort * 
Sanxii to Samboangm the People along 
the Coaft are MaSsomesaus', more parti¬ 
cularly in the [Quods of Bxftlart aud J (tin, 
which are as it were the Metropolis of 
that Superftition, and the Mecca of the 
Archipelago; bccaufe the firft Teacher 
of it is bury’d there, of whom the gid¬ 
dy Headed Caftkes tell a thoufand Fables. 

The Spaniards at their coming deftroyd 
his Tomb. H«J»evef, to fay the truth, 
they are generally Athciffs, and thole 
that have any Religion are Sorcerers. 

The Mahometans know nothing of their 
Supcrftition belides eating no Swines 
Flelh, being Circumcis’d and keep, 
itig many Wives; tho’ they all agree in 
giving their Minds to Obfervarions and 
Auguries upon every light Accident. 

Nun Tif* 
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The Devil appears to feme of them, 
becaule they call upon him in Time Of 
need, and offer Sacrifice to him. 1 
Mounta fliers are abfolute AtheiJls, for 
they have not the leaft ligoof a Mofqucj 
or other Place of Prayer* They are 
very temperate, contenting themfelves 
with a little boil'd Rice, and where that 
is not to be had, with Hoots of Trees; 
without making ufe of any Spice whe¬ 
ther they are Rsuh or Poor; the better 
fort when they have a Deer, Goat, or 
Fifh, tiling no other Seafoning but Salt 
and Water. Their Cloaths are plain, 
for being Enemies to Society, every 
Man is his own Taylor. One and the 
fame Garment ferves for Breeches, Dou¬ 
blet and Shirt. By their fide they wear 
Daggefs after their Falhion, with gilt 
Hilts. Over their Breeches they bind 
about them a Piece of the Country Stuff; 
lb broad that it hangs down to their 
Knees, and on their Heads wear a Moo- 
rip) Tar bant. The Women in the Day 
time wear a Sack iuftead ot a Petti¬ 
coat, which at Night ferves for Sheet, 
Blanket and Quilt, upon a feurvy Mat. 
Yet they wear rich Bracelets. 

The little Wooden Houles are cover’d 
with Mats; the Ground is all their Seat; 
the Leaves of Trees Plates and Difiles; 
the Canes large Veffels, and the Cow 
drinking Cups. 

As to their Manners they are more 
Barbarous than the other Mahometans 1 , 
for if the Father lays out any Mony for 
his Son, or ranfoms him out of Slavery, 
he keeps him as his Slave; and the Son 
does the fame by his Father. For any 
little Kiudneis they do, they deprive 
him that receives it of his Liberty; and 
for the Crime of one Man make Slaves 
of all the Kindred. They do much 
Wrong to Strangers that deal with them, 
and the Purfe pays for all. He that is 
taken in Adultery buys himfelf off with 
Mony, this being look’d upon as no 
Difgrace among them. They abhor 
Theft. Inceft in the firft Degree is Pu- 
nifil’d with Death; that is, catting the 
Criminal into the Sea in a Sack. Law 
Suits are loon decided, without many 
Formalities, either in Civil or Criminal 
Cafes. The King of Xolo for the Ad- 
minittratiou of Juftice has a Governor, 
whom they call "Larabandul, which is the 
fupream Honour at Court. The great 
Ones opprefs the Poor, becaufe the King 
is not abfolute enough. There are de¬ 
grees of Nobility; as of Tuans, that 
is, Lord; Otancayas, Rich Man; and 
Lords of Valla Is. In Mindanao the 
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Princes of the Blood-Royal are call’d 
Cadies* 

The Subanos of the Mountains of Of the 
Xolo and Mindanao have a more barba- Subtnos. 
rous Government than the reft. They 
do not go to War one Nation againft 
another, or one Village againft another; 
but, like Enemies of humane kind, they 
all endeavour to deftroy one another; 
for they know no other Power or Au¬ 
thority but what is got by Force and 
Violence. They have no other way to 
Try their Caufes, but the Power of the 
Party griev’d to take Revenge, which 
yet in the molt heinous Cafes is molli- 
fy’d with Gifts. For this Reafon, when 
one of the Subanos defigns to Commit a 
Murder fafely, he firft heaps up a Sum 
of Mony to pay for it; that he may af¬ 
terwards be admitted to the number of 
brave Men, and as fuch wear the Red 
Turbant. More Cruelty is us'd among 
the Caracas, where to have the privi¬ 
lege of wearing a Turbant of icveral 
Colours, call’d Baxache , they mutt kill 
feven, as has been hinted before, and 
therefore for this inhuman Vanity, they 
do not fpare even their Friends, when- 
foever they catch them Sleeping or Un¬ 
provided. 

At the Funerals of their Dead they j 
are very Religious and Bountiful con- 
lid ering their Poverty, for they fpend all 
they have, Cloathing the dead Body in 
new Garments, and laying rich Tiffueo- 
ver them. About the Grave they piane 
Palm-Trees and Flowers; and if the 
Ferfon deceas’d was a Prince or King, 
they burn Perfumes, and cover the Tomb 
with a Pavillion, placing four white Ban¬ 
ners on the fidcs. Formerly they ilew 
others to bear the dead Man company, 
and call all the beft Things they had 
into the Sea, particularly the Lutaos. 

To put themfeIves in mind of Death, 
they make their CoiHn whilft Living, 
and always keep it in fight in their 
Houles. A Cuftom obferv'd by the 
Chinejts , and which ought to be imita¬ 
ted by Chrittians. 

The Women are Chaft and Modeft, Marriages 
a Virtue much forwarded by their De¬ 
formity. Their Marriages are celebra¬ 
ted with much State; that is, Treating 
the Company a whole Fortnight , or 
rather making them Drink, wherein 
confifts all the Satisfa&ion. The Bride 
is generally carry’d in State, in a Palan- 
quine or Chair on Mens Shoulders; the 
Kindred and Friends attending her with 
their Swords and Bucklers, and Mufrck. 

The Bridgroom comes to meet her with 
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rv.A/' his Company ; and when they have ac- 
Ctmtlli, cepted of one another, the Bride re- 
i«97. mains Clad in White, and the Husband 
changes his Garments into Red. When 
they conic to the Houfc, they ail make 
Merry with Model! y and Plenty. 

Boats. The Boats of thefe Blander s are few’d 
together with Canes fplic, and on the 
(ides have Fences made of Cane, that 
they may not overlet. 

Weapons. Their Weapon in the Town is a 
Dagger with a flaming Blade. The 
great Men have Ivory, or Gold Hilts. 
In their Wars by Land they ufe a Lance, 
and round Buckler ; whereas in all the 
other lflands it is long and narrow, to 
cover all the Body. Upon Sea, befides 
the Weapons already mention’d, they 
ufe Bagaedyes, Thefe are final 1 Canes, 
about the tlikknCfs of a Finger, hardned, 
• and made (harp, which darted ftrike 
through a Board. 

The Mahomet vis, whofc Original is 
from Borneo , brought thence the life of 
the Trunk, through which they Shoot 
little poifond Arrows, with the help 
of a little Paper * which if they make 
but a flight Wound arc Mortal j tinlefi 


the Antidote he prefently apply’d, and 
particularly human Dung, found by Ex* 
perience to be a fure PreferVative. 

'The People bf Xolo, call’d Xembanit 
are Refolnte, and wear white Armour. 
The Mindanao! befides the Lance, Dag¬ 
ger, and Buckler, carry a heavy cutting 
Scimitar, like the Inhabitants of 7 #r. 
mate. 

About the Lake bf Mahnao, there 
are feveral Villages of Moors, and Gen* 
tils, govern’d by a petty King indepen¬ 
dent of him Of Mindanao, who could 
never Subdue rhf m. Their Food is Rice, 
and fomc Roots; their poor Garments 
of Hemp, dy’d Blew. The Commo¬ 
nalty are Heathens ; the* better fort 
Mahomet Ms, and have no Communica¬ 
tion with the others. This Lake is Tri¬ 
angular, feated in a pleafliut Place, be¬ 
tween the Coail that looks towards Bo- 
hoi , ten Leagues diflant, and that of 
Mindanao, atqhundred Leagues diftanc 
by 5 ea, and fifteen at mo ft by Laud. It 
has a Point of Laud running out four 
Leagues Eartward, and another three 
Leagues Southward, both well Peopled. 


CHAP. VII. 

Of the Molucco 1 JUnis, and others in that Archipelago. 


T Hfe Molmo lflands tying within 
the Line of the Spanifli Conqucfts, 
and having been formerly under the Go¬ 
vernor ot Manila (whofc Jurifdiftion 
we have here propos’d to fpeak) whilft 
the Crown ot Portuo.il was united to 
that of Cajlile•, it will be proper to give 
fame Account of them. 

Mdoc is a Malay Word, deriv’d frdm 
the Hebrew, Mdach , fignifying the 
Head of a great Thing; and the Mo¬ 
lucca lflands were ever the chief of all 
the Archipelago. They are feated un¬ 
der the Line, 300 Leagues Eaft of Ma- 
Uca, and as much South-Welt of Afi*- 
mU. There are five in Number, and 
lie in fuch Order fdr 25 Leagues North 
and South, along the Country call’d Be- 
tot hoi a del Mom, that they arc always 
in light one of the other. The firft and 
chief of them is on the North fide, and 
rtrme. call’d Terr mate, or Ternate, fix Leagues 

and a half in compart. Som place it in 
half a Degree of North Latitude, others 
in but twenty Minutes. In it is a burn¬ 
ing Mountain, whofe largeft MoulIi oil 
tile tbp is a Stones throw over; the 
other two are lefs, one on the Eaft fide 
Vol. IV. 


towards the Malay Sea the other* on 
the North-Weft over Tacomt \ about Burning . 
them all three there is much Sulphur Mountain* 
gather’d. The greateft quantity of Fire, 

Smoke, aftd Afhes ufualiy gu flics out in 
April and Sip timber. Yet in 1648,. or. 
the t<th of June it did a vart deal of 
Mifchief, for three Days without Inter- 
mifiion 3 caftiag out befides Flames, 

Smoke and Allies, burning Stones for a 
great dirtance, which burnt all that came 
in their way •, fo that they reduced 3 
Village of Moors call’d dt la Sold to 
A flies. All the while this tolled the 
Ifland was continually in Motion, a 
dreadful Noife being heard in the Sub¬ 
terraneous Caverns, like the Hammer¬ 
ing In a Forge, and now and then like 
firing of Guns. 

The Country is all Mountainous* and 
almoft inaccefiible by reafon of its tall 
thick Trees, with abundance of Indian 
Canes, and Roots almoft wove together. 

The Climate is Hot and Dry. There 
arc’ no Rivers, nor Springs, but only 
one Lake 5 and yet the plentiful Rains 
make it extraordinary Fruitful, and al¬ 
ways Green. On the Hills the Winds 
N d n 2 are 
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r^\^> are Cold *, and in the bottoms the Heat 
CTmelli . coufidering theLatitiHe, Modcrace. The 
Frovjfions ate (lender, and not nourilh 

111 The South-Weft Wind blows here 
without its natural Moiftnefs , hut on 
the contrary palling over the burning 

Mountain of Machita, and Xaovet 
and Tidore at fach time as the Clove is 

in Bloffom, and the Nutmeg ripeniiig i 
it is rather Hot and DryV fo tha *-* 
caufes Diftempers, efpecially that they 
call Berber, a ’dangerous and incurable 
Difeafe. The People of Ternate are of 
the fame Colour, as the Mattyes, that 
is, a little darker than thofeot the Phi¬ 
lippine 1 Hands, handfome Vifagd, and 
the Men better fhap’d than the Women. 
The greateft Pritic of both Sexes is in 
decking their Hair, which they anoint 
With Oil of Ajonjoll, a certain Herb 
growing in the Indies, and in &Mj«* 
which has a very (mail iniipid Seed, 
whereof they make Comfits in Spain, 
and put to other Ufes. The Men wear 
it down to their Shoulders i the Wo¬ 
men, as long as they can. As for their 
Apparel the Men wear a Doublet of fe- 
veral Colours, a fort of Breeches down 
to the Knee, and a Girdle all, even

citiide of Snakes, of a prodigious Big- 
nefs, whofe Gall is a Medicine againtt 
Fevers. 

Among the other kinds of Parrots, 
there is one Tame and Tfaftable e- 
nough, call’d Cacatttds, all White, Talks 
Little, and makes much Noife. There 
are Herbs of Angular Virtue, all well 
known by the Natives, who make ufe of 
them in (everal Dife,afes. 

On the Eaft fide of the Ifland towards 
the Mountain, a Lake ftretchcs it felt 
out for about half a League, its Water 
good and fweet, and has no bottom in 
the middle. Being near the Sea it Flows 
and Ebbs, breeds no fort of Fiih, and 
yet there are fometimes Cvocodils feen 
in it. The Moors had thoughts of cut¬ 
ting a Communication between the Lake 
and the Sea to make a good Harbour, 
but never durft put their Hands to fo 
great an Undertaking. 

Two Leagues from Ternate is the tiim. 
{(land of Tidort, which'Sailors place in 
fifteen Minutes of North Latitude. It 
is more Healthy than Ternate, as well 
by reafon of the Winds, as becaule the 
Soii is more Fruitful; which is in fome 
Meafure the better, for not having been 
fo much wafted with War as Ternate.

At prefent there is but little Matz, or 
Indian Wheat, or other Grain, becaufe 
of the War y whereas otherwiie the 
Soil might produce abundance. 1 ne bca 
abounds in all forts of Fiih i the Moun¬ 
tains in wild Boars, Civet Cap), ailt ‘ ®" 
ther Creatures, as alfo an infinite rauL- 
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Moors have apply’d themfelves to Sow¬ 
ing of Mail, or Indian Wheat, and 
Rice i but their chief Suftenance is Saga. 
They have three peculiar Trees; one 
of them they call Atiloche, that is, moift 
Wood, becaufe the Body, Branches, and 
Leaves are always dropping Water, of 
a greenifh Colour, good to Drink. 1 he 
fecond is Apilaga, or good T. ree, fiotn 
whofe Bark cut like a Spout there runs 

(o 
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rs-A>^ fo much Water, that itfnpplies.the want 
Gtmtlli. of Brooks and Springs. The third is of 
1697. a pernicious Quality, for the Wind that 
'-''V''-' pafTes between its Leaves fcorclies wliat 
it meets, as does its Shade. None of 
thefe Trees bears any Fruit, but their 
Leaves are always Green. 

Muiirt. Mitt id, or Timor, the third of tire 
five lOahd&of Temate lies direftly under 
the Line, and is a League from Pallcabello. 
The Land is high and deferc becanfe Un¬ 
healthy, but produces Clove. 
atubitn. The fourth Itland is call’d Machien, 
a.nd has a burning Mountain of the fame 
fhapc as that at Termite. It yields the 
Dutch much Clove, they having four 
Forts and a FaGory there. 

B<t<bi.w. Sochian, fixteen Leagues diftant from 
Machieu , is the fifth and greateft lilandj 
being twelve Leagues in compafs. A 
burning Mountain in it, is of the lame 
Nature as that in Tidore. It abounds in 
Beads and Fowl; Fniit of all forts j 
Tabacco; and £<i^» for common Food. 
U is govern’d by a Ring of its own, 
who pays Tribute, and makes the Saba, 
that is, a fort of Homage to th,e King 
of Ternate. 

Mete. Bolides thefe, and three ocher Ifiands 
properly comprehended under the name 
of Mdacns, there are four more about 
eighty Leagues North of Termite, The 
nearclr is that of Mono, five Leagues la 
compafs, and bearing nothing but only 
a little Clove. It has no Fort, and the 
Inhabitants live upon Filhing. 

Tsfura. Tafwtt is fix Leagues South of Mtao, 
and Jcarce three Leagues Id compals. But 
it is very Fruitful, abounding in Coa>~ 
Trees, Saga ,and other forts of Fruit; and 
has a great Lake. At prelcnt it has no 
Inhabitants, for they all went over to 
Mena, to avoid the Hardships pur. upon 
them by the Spaniards in itfji. 

TqohnD. Sixteen Leagues to the Northward is 
Tagohtndd, a large bland being 6 Leagues 
hi compafs. It has a burning Mountain, 
which does not obftrnft its abounding 
inCocv-Tiees, S^a, and Fruit, and pro- 
doting fome Rice and Clove. There 
are two good Ports in it, and a deep 
River on the South fide, with two finall 
lflands, convenient for Filhing, with 
horning Mountains in both. It is go¬ 
vern’d by a King of its own, wliofe 
Power extends no further than to be a- 
ble to put to Sea eight, or ten Ctracoas 
for War, with Fire-Arms and other 
Weapons. Their Language diiters from 
the Malay.

It is an Ifland with a burning Menu tain, 
from whofe Top ifliie abundance of burn-, 
iug Stones; and on the other fide a plen* 
tiful Spring of Water* The compafs 
of the Ifland is about 4, or 5 Leagues; 
the Inhabitants Heathens. 1 he King 
, was a Catholick when the Spaniards pol - 
fefs’d the Moluccas, and cvci very faith¬ 
ful to them, and therefore always at 
War with him of TagaUnda, who was 
a Mahometan. Tit is was the antienteft 
Chriftian Place in the Archipelago, Chri- 
ftianicy having been panted from the 
time that St. Francis Kaverins went over 
thither. The Kingdom is poor and 
final!, containing but 3000 Souls, It 
produces many Cocos, and but little Rice, 

Sagu, Plantans, Caniottas,-add Popayas, 

In the Places inhabited thefe are Hens, 
and feveral forts of Creatures 011 the 
Mountains. 

Twelve Miles North of this Kingdom Cokngi* 
is the burning Mountain and Kingdom 
of Colonga , lying Eaft and Weft ; and 
having but < 5 , or 7 Leagues In compafs. 

From the burning Mountain How many 
Springs of warm Water, which moiften 
the Hknd, and make it produce feveral 
forts of Fruit. The Inhabitants are a ■ 
bout 5, or 6c00 uling Fire-Arms and 
ocher Weapons. Oil the North fide of 
it is a fafe Harbour. 

Gutrif* is a frnaii Kingdom 40 Leagues dmpi- 
from Colonga. On the South Jide it 
looks upon the great Ifland of Mateos, 
and Kingdom of Muaf.tr. On the North 
fide it has a deep River and good Har¬ 
bour, The King, and 4, or 5000 Sub- 
je&s be has are Heathens. The Climate 
is Temperate, and the Soil produces fuch 
abundance of Sagu, that it fbme times 
fnpplies Ttn/att and befides that all the 
common Fruit of India, Cocos, Grain, 
and feveral forts ofBeafts ; among which 
one call’d Caraboas, or Sibolas. Nor do 
the Sea and Rivers abound left in Filh. 

The People are indefatigable and warlike. 

Men and Women are Clad like thole of 
Tidore. They let out to the Number of 
fifteen Caracoas , or great Barques. 

The Kingdom of Bulan is 7 Leagues 
Weft of Cmripa , on the Land ,of Ma- 
cajfar. It has more Plenty of Rice than 
Cauripa, and produces the lame Fruit. 

There are feveral Rivers that lead op to 
Villages, inhabited by about 3000S011IS. 

This King fees out 10 Caracoas, and li’S 
Men tife Fire Arms, and Other Wea¬ 
pons, being fupplv’d with Salt-peter 
from the Village 0 iMcgonda, and with 
Iron from the Mines. The Province 
of Manades is twelve Leagues, Eaft of 

Bttlm, 
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Bulan, and 40 from Ternate. It abounds 
t'emelli, in Fruit, Rice, and Grain; and as for 
1697* Beads, in SjWoj, Buffalos, and Swine. 
The Inhabitants arc at lead 40000, a- 
mong whom the greateft Wealth is, I- 
ron, Cotton and draft. They go naked, 
covering their Privities with Clouts, 
and the Women wear a fort of Stuffy 
made of Cane, from the Wafle to the 
Knees. Thefc are the whiteft and belt 
fhap’d of any we have hitherto fpoke 
of. Thefe People ufe no fire Arms, 
and yet are very Cruet, for they Perfe- 
cute one another, without fparing the 
Lives of thole that are overcome, for 
their greateft Glory confifh in hanging 
up the Skulls of chofe they kill, at their 
Doors. They are not lb Superfluous 
as the other Heathens, but great obferv- 
ers of the Singing of Birds. In other re- 
fpefts. they are Affable, and lovers of 
Trade. 

All the Iflands, or Kingdoms here 
mention’d, either are comprehended in 
th $ Molucca Archipelago, where former¬ 
ly the Arms of Spain bore Sway; or 
were Protefted by them ; or at leaffc 
gave a helping Hand to Curb the Ene¬ 
mies of the Confederates, and keep the 
Dutch in Awe; and therefore I have 
made mention of them alone, tho’ there 
be many more, as the Kingdom of Ma- 
cajfar , in the great Ifland of Celebes, and 
others Subjeft and Tributary to the fame 
King. 

Land of Beyond the Ifland of Gilclo, is the 
Vapiidu Laud of Papuas, the Queen of which 
Place becoming a Chriflian, was a long 
time maintain’d out of the King’s Re¬ 
venue at Manila ; becaufe /lie leaving 
her Idolatrous Husband, and marrying 
the Chriflian King of Tidore , came to 
Manila to demand Succours. They will 
have this Country to be part of New 
Guinea , for Papitas fignifies Blacks,whence 
New Guinea had its Name, which as yet 
is not known whether it be an Ifland or 
Continent, tho’ fome Maps fet it down 
as an Ifland. So alfo between Amboina 
Bntda arid Ternate , are the Ifles of Banda , be- 
IHands. j u g as many as the Moluccas, and as va¬ 

luable for their Nutmeg, and other Spi¬ 
ces, as thofe are for their Clove. All 
five of them take the name of the big- 
geft, and lie in four Degrees, and thir¬ 
ty Minutes of South Latitude, and three 
Leagues from Amboina. Here grows all 
the Nutmeg and Mace that furnifhes the 
World, for tho’ they grow in other 
Places, yet they are not fo good. 

Banda. Banda, as it is the biggeft, fo it is al¬ 
fo the molt delightful and plentifulleft 


of all Things. Its fhape is like a Horfe- 
fhooe, the two Points whereof running 
out North and South are three Leagues 
diftanu __ In the Bay between them is 
the chief Village frequented by many 
Ships, and all the Coafts about are co¬ 
ver’d with abundance of Nutmeg-Trees; 
whofeBlofloms fpread fuch a Fragrancy, 
as if Nature had employ’d all her Art 
to make them wonderful Sweet. Thefe 
Trees by degrees quit the Green, fo na¬ 
tural to all Vegetables, and put on a 
Blew, mix’d with Black, Red, and Gold 
Colour like the Rainbow ; tho’ not fo 
regularly diflributed. Beyond this de¬ 
lightful Plain, there riles a little Moun¬ 
tain in the middle of the Ifland, from 
which flow fome Brooks that Water the 
Country ; and then follows another 
Plain, cover’d with the fame Trees, 
growing naturally out of the Earth. 

The Nutmeg-Tree is like the Pear- 
Tree in height and Branches; but the 
Leaves are more like a Walnut, as is 
the Fruit, cover’d with fuch a Rind, the 
foft infide whereof call’d Mace, is as A- 
romatick as the other. The Natives of 
Banda Extraft a precious Oil to Cure 
cold Diftempers. Of thefe Nuts they 
chufe the Frefheft, Weigh tieft, Large ft, 
and full of Moifture, without any Hole ; 
they are good to Correct a ftinking 
Breath, clear the Sight, comfort the Sto¬ 
mach, and feveral other Difeafes. The 
Trees they grow on are in Common, 
and when the Nuts are gather’d, which 
is in Auguft, they are divided among the 
Inhabitants of the Villages. 

The People are Strong, but ill Fa¬ 
vour’d, Melancholy, and wear long Hair. 

They are all Mahometans ; the Men 
given to Trade, the Women to Tillage. 

They have no King or Lord, but Obey 
the Efldeft, and thefe feldom agreeing in 
Opinion, they often are at Variance and 
Quarrel; not to be Reconcil’d but by 
the Nations, that Refort to their Ports 
to Trade for Nutmeg and Mace. When 
thefe Iflands were difeover’d by the Por- 
tugutfes , the People of Malaca and Java 
Traded to them. 

The Port aguefes and Dutch count the Amboina. 
Ifland of Amboina, eight Leagues North 
of Banda, one of the chiefelt. It lies 
in four Degrees of South Latitude, and 
is feventeen Leagues in Compafs. This 
alone produces more Clove than all the 
five Moluccas, hut it is not fo good. It 
alfo abounds in Oranges, Lemmons, Ci¬ 
trons, Cocos , Sugar-Canes, and the like. 

There are fcveral forts of Beafts, and 
Birds, and among the reft Parrots of 

feve- 
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fevcral Colours, and one with red Fra- 
Cemelli. thcrs, molt Beautiful to behold. 1 he 
1697. Inhabitants are more Doable than thole 
ot the Moluccas and Banda. They wear 
die fame fort of Apparel, and live on 
the Trade of Spice. Their Hardmefs 
both by Sea and Land makes them much 
valu’d for Soldiers or Sailors, Befides 
Fire-Arms, they ufe Scimitars, and Jave¬ 
lins, which they Dart very Dexteroufly. 
The Land is Mountainous and well Peo¬ 
pled, abounding in Rice, Palm -1 rees, to 
make Wine, and very excellent Fruit. 
It was once in the PofTefGon ot the XWrw i 
but the Inhabitants Revolted with the 
Affiance of the King ot Macaffar. 

Having fo often made mention ot the 
Clove, it will be proper to fay fome- 
thing of it. Becaufe of its being fhap d 
like a Nail, the Spaniards gave it the 
name of Clave. Its Bloflom is like that 
of Mirtle, hut the Leaves extraordinary 
fmall, coming out between thofe four 
little Teeth, which when dry remain 
like a Star, and Compofe the Head ot 
the Clove. Abundance of them grow 
in a Clutter, like the Mirtle, or Elder, 
and yield the moft fragrant Scent. 1 he 
Tree is like the Laurel, but thicker of 
leaves, and they thinner, and narrower. 
Sometimes they are of feveral Colours j 
but the Cloves do not come otic, or grow 
Ripe all at once, The backwardeft are 


Of the 
Clove, 


White, then Green, and when near Ripe 
grow Red ; which Variety is a very 
pleafant Sight to Strangers. They are 
gather’d in February and Sept ember , and 
do not grow every Year, but every two, 
and fometimes three; but then the Har- 
veft is very Plentiful, as if Nature would 
’make amends for the Delay. They are 
gather’d like the Olives, by lhaking the 
Boughs, after cleaning the Groundabout 
them. Then they are fpread out in the 
Sun, and in three Days are dry enough, 
between Black and Alh Colour. Frefti 
Water Rots, and the Salt Preferves them. 
Thofe that remain on the Trees, and are 
call’d Mother-Cloves, within a?Year grow 
bigger and ftronger, and are therefore 
more valu’d in Java. Thcfc falling to the 
Ground produce other Trees, without 
any help of Art $ and they after 8 Years 
bear, and lafl fometime to an hundred. 
It is commonly fa id that only the Molucca 
lflands produce Clove, becaufe of the 
infinite Quantity grows there, and fo 
good that it exceeds the Clove of the 
other lflands, but that of Amboina is 
larger, and little Inferior to it. The 
Virtue of Clove is wonderful againft all 
Diftcmpers proceeding from Cold and 
Dampnefs, When Green they Extract 
from it a Water of a moft delicious Smell, 
and very good for the Palpitation of the 
Heart. 


CHAP. VIII. 
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P Rovidence made the Choice for the 
difeovery of thefe lflands of Ferth- 
nand Magallatns , a Pormguefe, knowing 
in the Affairs of this Archipelago,_ by 
the Relations he had from his Friend 
Francis Serrano, who was the fuft Difco- 
verer of them round by the Eaft. He 
was at Malaca in the Year i<ti» when 
Alfonfo de Albuquerque com pleated the 
Couqucft of it i after which thinking he 
could better make his Fortune in Europe, 
he return’d to Portugal. 

In December, that fame Year, Frances 

difcSd. Serrano, an&Anthony 

Malaca towards thefe lflands, ana the 
fecond of them hapned to difeover the 
Iflcs of Banda, where the Nutmeg 
?rows; and the other the Moluccos valu¬ 
able for the Clove. Serrano fluid there, 
at the Requcft of Boleyfe, King of Ter- 

natt \ but hefent Peter Fernandez, to give 

the King of Portugal and b»s Friend 
ttllan an Account of the Nature and im¬ 
portance of thofe lflands. 


Magellan, as we call him in Englijh, 
hearing this News, and not being able 
to move his own King Emanuel to give 
Ear to him went over to the Court 
of the Emperor Charles V. in Spain, 
whom he made fo feniible of the Con- 
fcquence of the Undertaking, and that 
the Conqueffc belong’d to the Weftern 
part, aflign’d the Crown of Cafiite } and 
not to the Eaftern appertaining to Por¬ 
tugal and the Emperor, feeing the Ac¬ 
count written by Serrano and his Map, 
fnrnifh’d Magellan with five Veflels well 
Equip’d, for him to try to find a way 
Weft ward. 

He Sail’d on the 1 oth of Augnjl, 1519, 
from the Port of St. Luear, well fur- 
nifli’d with all Neceflaries tor fo long a 
Voyage, as the finding a Paflage trom 
the North into the South Sea. Having 
run along the Coaft of Brazil, and cut 
the Line ; in 50 degrees of South La¬ 
titude he entred the River of S. Julian, 

and 
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and in 52 and fbmc Minutes found tiie 
Cemelli. Streight of his own Name, He enter'd 
16 < > 1 - on tile 21 if of OBober , and about the end 
of November came out into the South 
Sea, without meeting with any Storm 
in a Run of 4000 Leagues. Having a- 
gain cut_ the Line and being; in 15 de- 
grees of North Latitude he dtfeover’d 
two Wands, which he call’d Los Veins ; 
in 12 degrees thofe known by the Name 
of fjlas de lo< Ladrones, or t lie Iflandsof 
Thieves, aefi a few Days after the Ifland 
And Phi- °f I Hands here defer ib’d. 

liffine-l- T^ c ^e n!ec w fth was Hummm a 
funds, little defert ifland, near Cape Guiguan, 
now call’d''Art F.ncantada\ where the 
firft Indians that went to meet him were 
thofe o tSihhan, now under the Govern¬ 
ment of Guigam. Magellan call’d this 
I Hand de Buenas Senates, or of good To¬ 
kens, and all the Archipelago of S. La- 
szarus, becaufe he Landed' on Saturday 
before Pajfwn-Sunday, iu Spain call'd Sun¬ 
day of S. Lazarus, in the Vear of 1521, 
On fflsitfuvday the firft Mafs was (aid 
on the Land of Bataan, a Crofs erected, 
and Pofftfiton taken in the Name of the 
moft invincible Charles the 5th. The 
Lord of Dimajfava Kinftnan to the King 
of But nan and to him of Ccbjt, was af- 
bit ing to Magellan , for he brought the 
Ships into that Port on the 7th of April. 
Before Mafs was faid on Wbitfunday, 
that Lord and the Ring of Cebu were 
Baptiz’d, and by their means many Men 
of Note and others to the number of 
500 ; and after Dinner the Queen with 
300 more. The next Day the Royal 
Standard being fet up with great Solem¬ 
nity, the King and all his People took an 
Oath of Fidelity after the Indian Man¬ 
ner, whereof fpeedy Notice was Lent 
back to Spain. 

On Friday the 25th of April, Magel¬ 
lan and feme of his Men were kill'd in 
the firft Encounter, with the chief Men 
of the Ifland of Mat an, op polite toLV- 
bu. On the firft of May, the treache¬ 
rous King of Cebu at a bloody Entertain¬ 
ment, cut off the Heads of 24 of the 
principal Men belonging to the Ships, 
and among them Duarte Barbpja Kinf- 
man and Succeflbr to MegelUn, all the 
Mifehief being contriv’d by a Black, who 
was Slave to Magellan and had ferv’d as 
Interpreter, in Revenge for fame Injn- 
rydone hirn by Bar bo fa, Upon the Re¬ 
ceipt of this News, ’John Carvalto put 
out of the Port of Cebu with his Ships 
and Men fleering. Eaft South Eaft. Be¬ 
ing come to the Point of Bohol and Van- 
glao he lay by ; and then difeovering the

Ifland de-los-Negros, directed his Courfe 
to Qatpit on ^ the Coaft ot Mindanao. 

1 hence he (ail’d to Borneo , where he 
rook Motucco Pilots, and returning by 
the way of Cagayanes, Xoh , Taguima, 
Mindanao, Sarragan and Sanguit ; on the 
7th of November dfftover’d the Moluc- 
cos, and the 8rh Anchor’d in Tidere, 

T he King receiv’d him courteoufly, al¬ 
lowing him to Trade, and fee tip a Fa- 
dory to buy Clove and other Spice; 
which was foon done. Wiiilfl they were 
getting all things ready, the Ship call’d 
the Trinity , which had attempted to 
Li! direfuy back ro Panama, came back 
and deliver’d it felf up to the Pmmmfes 
at 1 ernate. The Ship ViFtory took the 
fame way lipme the Portstguefts us’d, and 
having teen Amboina and the lifts of The firft 
Banda, and flay’d fome time at Solor and l ? h j^ that 
Timor, fail’d along the out fide of Sumo- r0 und the 
tra, keeping off from theCoaft of India, to World, 
avoid falling into the Hands of the 
gttefes, till it turn’d the Cape of Good 
Hope, audarriv’dat the Port of S.Lttcar 
in Spain on the 7th ot September 1522, 
three Years and fome Days after it fet 
out, with only 18 Men out of 59 chat 
fail’d from the Sehafiian de Ca¬ 

no being Captain. The Account of the 
New and wonderful Voyage of the Ship 
mory being known throughout Spain, 
with the Information concerning the 
rich Trade of Spice. D. F. Gores.-, Jofrt 
dt Loayfa of the_Order of S. John of Mal¬ 
ta, was lent thither with a Squadron of 
leven Ships, and Sebajhan del Cano for 1 
his Snecoflbr. Thefe failing from Corunna, 
came to an Anchor in the new Streight 
of Magellan in January 1 52 5, and in M.,y 
following got out into the South Sea, 
after lofingone Ship in that narrow Pafi- 
fage. In June a violent Storm parted the 
Ships, and funk moft of them. Aboard 
the Admiral which on the laft Day of 
July was in four Degrees of South Lati¬ 
tude, the Commander in chief Loayfa 
dy’d, and four Days after him his Sue- 
ceffor Sebajliandtl Cano and many more, 

On the 2d of OFlobcr ehofc that remain’d 
Landed in Mindanao, and not being able 
to get over to Cebu , direded' their 
Courfe for th e Molucca Iflands; where 
they were well receiv’d by the King of 
Tidare on the laft Day of December 1 5 2<S-. 

But as well he, as the King of Gihk 
were fothreatued by the Pmuguefes for 
having receiv’d the Spaniards belonging 
to Magellan's Squadron, that they feiz’d 
the four Faftors left there by the Ship 
Trinity, and thofe that return’d now*, 
and fecur'd all the Goods; whence ea¬ 
rned - 
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i filed a War between the Spaniards and 
Gemelli, Portuguefet chatlafled till 1527. In the 
1697. mean while the Marquis del Valle fitted 
out three Ships in New Spain , under the 
Command of his Kaufman Alvaro de Sa¬ 
avedra, who failing on the Eve of al! 
Saints in the Year 1 527, on the Day of 
the Epiphany in 1528, being in the La¬ 
titude of eleven Degrees, difeover’d 
fome of the 1 Hands de tos Ladrones, and 
thence fail’d to Mindanao in eight De¬ 
grees of Latitude. He there recover’d 
feme Chriftians, belonging to one of 
Loayfa’ s Ships which was call away at 
Sangtul, and then going on to the Moluc¬ 
cas fought the Portuguefes. Then com¬ 
ing to Tidore he there found 12 Spaniards , 
who had fortify’d themfelves under the 
Command of Ferdinand de la Torre. 
Having repair’d his Ship, about the end 
of May he fet out again for New Spain ; 
and pafllng by fome of the Illands of La- 
drones in the Latitude of 14 Degrees, 
was drove back firft to Mindanao and 
then to the Moluccas , whence he fet out. 
Whilft it was here difputed by dint of 
Sword, at the cxpence of the Subjedt’s 
Blood, who had the belt Title to the 
Iflands j the matter was controverted in 
Spain and Portugal with the Pen, Aflro- 
labe, Sea Carts, and other Geographi¬ 
cal Inftrumencs. Judgment being at laft 
given for Portugal , the few Spaniards that 
remain’d in the Moluccas , left them upon 
Condition they fhould be convey’d from 
India into Spain. 


Suiz.-£,ope£- de-VilUlobos by Order cf 
the Viceroy of Mexico, Sail’d from the 
Port of the Nativity on the Day of ail 
Saints, in the Year 1542. with 5 Ships 
to Conquer the Philippine- Iflands, and 
Inftruftions not to Attempt any Thing 
againfl die Moluccos, or other Conquelts 
of Portugal. After two Months fail in 
the Latitude ot ten Degrees lie difeo- 
ver’d the Ifiand call’d de-los-Cor ales , and 
then others of the number of thofc call'd 
de-loj-Ladrones. Then the Pilots vary¬ 
ing, he came not upoip the Iflands hi 
eleven Degrees of Latitude, but in ten i 
and the Winds flatting up againfl: him, 
in February he came to in Anchor in 
the Bay ot Caraga. Here he loft ma¬ 
ny of his Men with Sicknefs and Famine, 
and all his Ships but the Admiral Pe¬ 
ri fh d in Storms. Then forced by Ne- 
ceflity, as having but ten Days Provifi- 
on, he fleer’d his Com fe for the Moluc¬ 
cas^ fupply his wants; and Arriv’d at 
Tidore on the 24th of April 1544. The 
Portuguefes oppos’d and would not allow 
him to take any Provifions or other Ne- 
cefl'ii ics,fo that being there now in Febru* 
ar y 1 54S* without doing any thing, he 
came to Compofition with the Portuguefes 
Ship to return to Spain. But 
whilft this Treaty was in Hand he dy’d 
for Grief at Amboina , and all the Reli¬ 
gious Men of the Order of St. Au- 
gufiin, recur ifd afterwards to Lisboa in 
1549 - by the way of Maine a, Ctchin 
and Goa . 
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T HE ill Succefs of the Attempts 
before-mentiou’d made the Con- 
queft of the Philippine-lQandi be laid afide 
for ten Years, till at the perfwafion of 
F- Andrew de Vrdaneta , of the Order of 
S. Auguftin , King Philip the 2d. order’d 
the Viceroy ot Mexico , to fend thither 
four Ships and a Frigoc with 400 Men 
under the Command of Michael-Lopez- 
de-Legafpi, a Native of Mexico. F. An¬ 
drew would go with him and took four 
more of his Order. 

la January 1555, tliis Fleet cirnc to 
an Anchor among the Iflands de-los-La- 
drones', on the 13th of February arriv’d 
at the Ifiand of Leyte $ and running fuc- 
cefsfully through the $f’"eight came to an 
Anchor in the Port l>f Zebu (by the 
Dircftion of a Moor of Borneo , who 
was acquainted with thofe Iflands, taken 
Vol. IV. 


near Panaon) on the 27 th of April being 
Whitfunday , and dedicated to S. V,tails 
the Martyr,who was therefore chofen Pa¬ 
tron of the City. 

The Fleet entred Zebu in peaceable 
manner, but perceiving that 7W. who 
Govern d there put off the Spaniards with 
good Words, they Plunder’d the Place. 
The third Day, among the Plunder was 
found the Image of the Infant Jefus be- 
fore-mencion’d, and therefore the firft 
Church was by the Fathers of S. Angufiin 
Founded under the Invocation ot the 
Name of Jefus. 

On the firfl of June , Philip de-Satzedo 
Captain of the Admiral Ship, fail’d in i t 
with F. Andrew de- Grdaneta to difcover 
the way back to New Spain. He Arriv’d 
thither on the 3d of OSlober, but found 
that D. Alonfo dt-Arellana was come chi— 
O 0 0 ther 
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r\A^O tiler with his Vcflel two Months before 
Gemdii . to gain the Honour of being the fir it 
16 ' 97 . Difcoverer. However all is due to F. 
l/W Andrew, for he took a particular Ac¬ 
count of the Voyage, and made Carts 
proper for it. 

Tupas and his People fubmitted them- 
felves to the King of Spain, promilingro 
pay Tribute; but whilft Legafpi was 
building the City Zebu, the Fortuguefes 
came with feveral Pretences to dtfturb 
him. He finding Advice to the Vice¬ 
roy of Mexico j, had a fnpply of 200 
Men fent him in the Year 15S7* under 
the Command of John de-SaUedo and 
Philip de-Salzefo his Nephews; fo that 
Gonzalo Pereyra, coming afterwards with 
the Portngucfes Fleet to expel the Spa¬ 
niards, was forced to return with Dif- 
grace. 

Mails ter In 1570 came the fir ft Letters from 
duced. Court to Legafpi, approving of all that 
had been done in the lflands, and Com¬ 
manding him to proceed in the Con- 
qtieft, conftittuing him Aielantado, or 
Lord Lieutenant or the fame, in 1571 
the Spanish Arms reach’d Manila and 
reduced it without any expence of Blood. 
On the 24th of June being the Feaft of 
St, John Bapdft, the Foundation of the 
City was folemnly lay’d, and Trade fet* 
led with China , _ fo that the firft Chiam- 
pans came thence to Traffic k in May 
15^2. The Governor Legafpi dy’d in 
Augitjl that fame Y cat ; and Guido de La- 
bazarris entring upon the Government 
"continu’d the Conqueft of the lfland, 
giving Souldiers that had ferv’d well fe- 
veral Encomiendas or Parcels of Indians 
to be their Tenants, which was after¬ 
wards confirm’d by the King. In No¬ 
vember 1574, Limahon a Chinefe Pyrate, 
aflaulted Manila w tr.h a Fleet of 70 Bar¬ 
ques, but was bravely Repuls’d. 

in Astgttfi 1575 DoFior Francis de Sonde, 
Alcade of the Court of Mexico was Pent 
Governour. He it was chat undertook 
the famons Expedition againft the King 
of Borneo, in which that King was over¬ 
thrown, and his Court Plunder’d; the 
lflands of Mindanao and Xolo oblig’d to 
pay Tribute; and he and other Gover¬ 
nors afterwards continu’d the Conqueft. 
In 1597, The Marques Stephen Rodriguez, 
de Figueroa undertook the Conqueft of 
Mindanao upon his own Coaft, by the 
King’s Leave. He alfo made War on the 
fide of Tampuan again ft the Kiugs of 
Mol ana, Stiung.vi and Bttaytn, andagainft 
Buhifan , Father to Corale King of Minda¬ 
nao. But he dy’d in the Enterprlze at 
the Hands of Unkle to the King 
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of Mongeay ; and Colonel D. John de 
Rmejui/lo was Pent by the Governor of 
Manila to profecute it. 

The Fathers of the Society of jefus 
enr.red the lile of Mindanao oti the 5 th 
of February 1524, to uike charge of the 
new Ghriftiuus; l!:c Governor O. F>an¬ 
tis Tello patting them in Pollcffiou of the 
Parlfhes. 

The General John Chaves carry’d on Conqueft 
the Conquefts with a good Force, com- in Minis- 
pos’d partly of Indians. On the 5 th of nao. 

April i5j 5 he landed at Samboangan, For- 
ttfy’d himfelf, putting all about to Fire 
and Sword, and at laft erefted a Fort 
there. Sultan King of Mindanao fued 
for a Peace, which was Concluded on 
the 24th of June 1645, by Captain 
Francis Atienui-y-Bastes. Governor of 
the Fort of Samboangan, by Comm i 111 on 
from D, James Faxardo Governor of 
Manila, The principal Articles were, 

That the aforefaid Af/vg Sultan and bis Sub- 
jells, Jhould be Friends to the King of Spain, 
and the King of Spain theirs. That if for 
the future either fide was Aggriev'd, it 
Jhould acquaint the Court to require Satis- 
faftion, and the Peace jhould not be fappos'd 
to be broken till after fix Months . That the 
Subjel'is of both (ides might go and come free¬ 
ly without Let or Moltfiation, with Leave 
of their King and the Governor of Manila. 

And other Articles which may be fecu 
in Robles's Hiftory of Mindanao, lib, 7, 

This King of Mindanao could bring 
into the Field 30000 Men with Fire 
Arms, fold him by the Dutch, Bows 
and Arrows, and other Weapons. His 
Refidence was in an open Place fortify’d 
only with Paliiadoes, and a few Pieces of 
Cannon. 

In 1552 the Governor of Manila fear¬ 
ing the Threats of a Chinefe Pyrate, of 
whom we Ipoke in the 4th Volume; 
the better to fecurc Manila, ralign’d 
Sambo an gars to the King of Mindanao, 
Conditionally that he fiiould reftore k, 
when demanded by the Spaniards, The 
Pyrate who was alfo petty King of Fbr- 
mofa, dy’d foou after in a Rage, and fo 
deliver’d Manila from that Fear. 

Notwichftanding the Garrifon of Sam- 
boangau was withdrawn, the Province 
of Caragas remain’d under the Dominion 
ofth e Spaniards, Govern’d by an Alcade 
Mayor , placed there by the Governor of 
Manila with a good Ganifon of Spani¬ 
ards. Beliefs there is the Fort of Uligan, 
belonging to the Province of Dapitan y 
kept by a Spanijh Captain and Corregi- 
dor, or civil Magrftrate. The People 
of Dapi tan pay Tribute, and are fab- 
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jetft to Spain, with an inviolable Fidcli- 
Ccmelli. ty ever lincc the Spaniards firft fet Foot 
1697- there. ’Tis true that then they fubmkted 
!/V\) out of Fear ; for feeing them with their 
Swords by their fides, eat Biskct and 
fmoke Tabacco; they went and told 
their petty King, that thofe were a Peo¬ 
ple with Tails, who eat Stones and caft 
Smoke out at their Mouths. This Ac¬ 
count aftonifh'd the petty King ; but be¬ 
ing at War with the King of Mindanao, 
he join’d in Amity with the Spaniards, 
and guided them to Zebu. 

Illigan and Dapitan are Pariihes and 
Millions of the Fathers of the Society ; 
and in Temporals depend on the Meade 
Mayor of Zebu, but a few Leagues diftant. 

Wflilft 1 was at Manila, F. Maurice 
Per era a Catalonian, fee out with a Com¬ 
panion for the Million of Samboangan, 
and loon after I heard they had been all 
well receiv’d by the King of Mindanao, 
and fent to the Place of their Million, 
poflefs’d by the Prince his Son. There 
is a good Correfpondcnce between this 
king and the Governor of Manila, in- 
fomuch, that nine Years ago the King 
fent an EmbalTador to the Governor to 
acquaint him, that he had concluded a 
Peace with another King his Neighbour. 

I had the Curiolity to enquire of the 
Governor, who was D. Faufio Cruzjtt y 
Goryora , how he had receiv’d that Fm- 
baify. He told me in the firft Place, that 
the EmbalTador was the King's Brother; 
and Clad after the Moorish Falhion, bare 
Footed and bare Legg’d. That he had 
him led through the Spanifls Foot drawn 
up, and receiv’d him under a Canopey. 
That neither the EmbalTador nor any of 
his Retinue, would lodge in the Palace, 
but all of them retir’d at Night to their 
Vellels. The Prelent was only a few 
Quilts of no great Value, 

D. Sebaftian Hurtado de Cor ultra, Go- 
Xoio Con- vernor and Captain General of Manila, 
quer’d. fubdu’d the Maud and Kingdom of Xolo, 
going thither in 1638 with 80 Barques, 
and tfoo Spanijh Souldiers, befides many 


Indians, fo obliging the Indians to fub-» 
mit tbenifeives. The Peace of Xolo o- 
pen’d the way to the Chriftian Religion, 
and the Fathers,of the Society; but it 
was Toon broke through the Indiicretion 
of Captain Gafpar de Monies, Itwasre- 
ftor’d again on the ,4th of April 1646, 
upon Condition the King of Xolo ftiould 
pay a Yearly Tribute of three Xoongas, 
or Barques fix Yards long, loaded with 
Rice. The fame Captain D. Francis de 
Atientui manag’d this Treaty for Spain ; 
and Satiocan and Arancaye Varan, Elll- 
balladors of Sultan Corabt-t, King of 
Mindanao, and Mediator, for the King 
of Xolo. The Dutch Jay’d liege to Xolo 
on the 27th of June 1548, but did no¬ 
thing confiderable. Afterwards the 
King of Xolo broke the Peace, doing 
much Miichief with a Fleet he put to 
Sea ; fo that at prefent he remains abfo- Loft again 
lute Mafter of his Kingdom, and being 
at Peace with Spain, his Subjedls Trade 
in the Philippine Iflands. The Governor 
told me that fonie Years before, that King 
fent him an Em bally, giving him an ac¬ 
count of his Brother’s Death, and his 
own^Accelfion to the Crown, lending 
the Governor a Mourning Suit ofCloaths 
to wear for his Brother, .and a Prefent 
of two Quilts and other Trifles. 

When the Union of the Crowns of 
Cafiile and Portugal had put the Molucca - 
Iflands under the Spanijh Dominion; the 
Governor of Manila perceiving there 
Hill remain’d much to Conquer; in OEto- 
ber 1393, fet out a confiderable Fleet for 
that purpofo But as he was going in a 
Galley to join the Fleet already under 
Sail, the Sangleys that Row’d, Mutiny’d, 
and killed him and other Spaniards par¬ 
rying away the Galley into China. His 
Son D. Luis de las Marianas fucceeded 
him in the Government in February 1 396, 
and Prolecuted his Father’s Enterprize. 

After him other Governors apply’d 
thcmfelves to it, and particularly in 
1606 a good Fleet was lent to the 

luccos.

the Author's {bort Voyage to the Port of Cavite, and the Defection of that City* 


T O return to our Journal, after a 
Digrellion perhaps not dilplealing 
or Tedious, I fpent a Week in providing 
my felf with Neceftarics for my long 
Voyage to New Spain, and taking leave 
of Friends, and on Sunday the itfih put¬ 
ting my Equipage into a Banca Boat, 
Vol IV. 


I went with my Black to the Port of Ca¬ 
vite, where we arriv’d about Noon. 
Thefe Bancas are made of the Body of a 
Tree, fix Spans in Breadth and Longer 
than the Faluccas at Naples. I found not 
as I expefled Charles Jtfeph of Milan, be-

But above all 
he had Orders to fmd that which he 
hrm&lf had diftover’d, and call d Caro¬ 
lina in rtfSfi, when he went to relieve 
a VelTel nmUgrotmd. It was generally

Bcfidcs that this fort of Wood is hard, 
and heavy as a Stone, the Planks are 
made fo thick, and fo lin’d both within, 
and without, that they receive little 
Damage by common Balls. That Vcf- 
fel which fought fome Years fince, with 
fourteen Dutch, that came to take Ca¬ 
vite, had 90 Balls taken out of her tides, 
which Ruck there as if they had been 
in a Wall of foft Stone ; and this was 
becaufe being run a-ground, flic was for¬ 
ced to fight all the while on one fide, to 
the great aflonilhment of the Enemy. 
The Arfenal is very large, and fit to build 
any great Ship. In 1 69 4 the famous Ga- 
leon Sc. Jofeph, before mention’d to be 
caR away, was finifh’d there, being big¬ 
ger, or at leaR as big, as that of the 
portugutfes call’d, O Padre Eterno. Its 
KeefVas 61 Cubits, (each Cubit a 
span and a half) long, and proportion- 
ably broad. The loft of it ruin’d the 
Inhabitants of Manila, but that of the 
other call’d Santo Chrijlo, compleated 
their Mifery. This laR was fixty di¬ 
bits, as before in the Keel, and had made 
but one Voyage to New Spain after it was 
built at Bagatao. W hil ft 1 was a t Manila, 
another Veflel was building at Bagatao, 
call’d St. Francis Borgia, 55 ofthofeCubits 
inlength, to go to New Spain , in 1697. 
What Succefs it will have, God knows; 
for the Citizens of Manila , having ob¬ 
tain’d a Grant from the King, to load a 
Galeon, and fend another to Convoy it, 
paying 74000 Pieces of Eight for each, 
they 2 fave paying for two,building one 
at the King’s expencc, fo vety large, 
that rbo’ it carries Burden enough for 
three,yet it requires a Storm to move it; 
and this mighty Mafs, not being ft tong 
enough knit together, to refift the fu¬ 
rious Tcmpefts of that vaft Ocean, it 
is to traverfe it is eafily caft away, as 
appears by experience, and it isdemon- 
ftrable, that raidling Ships are prope- 
rcr for that Voyage than the great. 

Suburb. J'hurfday lift, I went to fee the Sub¬ 
urb of St. Roch, ftretching without the 
Wall from Sea to Sea, all of it confift* 
ing of Timber Houfes, among Woods 
of Trees. The Parifh Church is very 


good, being built by D. Ferdinand VAert- 
zjula,for his particular Devotion. There 
are more inhabitants, Spaniards, Indi¬ 
ans, and Sangleys, or Chinejes in this Sub¬ 
urb, than mCavtte. Here is good Frnit 
of the Country, and fome few Grapes* 
the Vines being carry’d out of Europe. 

Friday 22<\, the Veflel having al! its 
Lading aboard, Iembaiqu’d. This Ship 
was built at Bagatao, by Dr. John Can- 
cocea , and had made ont J Voyage on the 
Coaft. Becaufe of the lofs of tbeafore- 
fakl Galeons, the King had bought it of 
him, for 30000 pieces of Eight, to car¬ 
ry over the Royal Revenue to America, 
It was 45 Cubits, of thofe above men¬ 
tion’d in length, proportionably broad 
and ftrong. 

Saturday 23d, there were Prayers for 
our good Voyage. When we were rea¬ 
dy to Sail, the Commander call’d the 
Pilots, and all other Officers to give their 
Opinions, whether the Veflel was fit 
for the Voyage of Nero Spain , and in a 
good Sail i ng pofttrre. Moft of them 
were of Opinion it was overloaded, and 
therefore could make little way. Be 
therefore order’d all the Seamen’s Chefls 
to be put aftiore, that all thofe who had 
two might have one left behind. The 
Governor being inform’d of it, fent Co¬ 
lonel Thomas de Andaya to lighten the 
Ship. Andaya came on Sunday the 24, 
and caus’d ail the Casks of Water to be 
taken out; for the burden of the Veflel 
being 1500 Bales, they had put aboard 
2200, befidcs Provifions and other ne- 
ceflaries. On Monday 25, the Colonel 
caus’d abundance of Bales, and parcels 
of Wax to be unfhipp’d, leaving only 
the 1500 Bales that the Ship was entred 
for. The Governor and Oydores , 
or Judges, according to the King’s Or¬ 
der, are to diftributc the Stowage pro¬ 
portionally among the Citizens 3 but 
there is little Joftice done in this Point, 
Favour carrying all, fo that the Rich 
have Cockets given them, for 30 or 40, 
and even 50 Biles, and the pooreft fort 
only for two or three, pretending the 
Ship can carry no more, and this contra¬ 
ry to the King’s Intention. Tuefday 2 6 , 
there were more Bales and Parcels of 
Wax unloaded, ftill delaying our depar¬ 
ture, whereas the King Orders were that 
the Galeon Sail the 24th of June. It 
is the Prattice in this Voyage to carry the 
Water in earthen Jars, to the number 
of 2, 3 or 4000, proportionably to the 
number of People, and bignefs of the 
Galeon \ and thefe falling ihort for a 
Voyage of 7 or 8 Months, the continue 


end 
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al Rains fupply the Defeft. This time 
Gemelli. they had made two Citterns, on the 
1697. fidcs of the Ship, reaching from the 
Deck to the bottom of the Hole, as is 
us’d by the Fortuguefe, and Moors } and 
theft had prov’d very good * yet they 
were broken to ftow more Bales in their 
place } without confidering that rely¬ 
ing on the Citterns, they had made no 
earthen Jars, and it was not eafy to make 
them info fhork a time. This w as done 


becaufe the Officers put in Bales of their 
own in thofe places, notwithttanding 
the King's Prohibition, they not mind¬ 
ing that they fent to many Men to Pe- 
rifh with Tliirft, in fitch a fpaclous Sea. 
In fine, on Wednefday lyth, 800 Barrels 
of Water were caft away, by breaking 
the Citterns, and the fame was done on 
Thur/day following being the 28, the 
Bales belonging to the Colonels Friends 
and Acquaintance,being put aboard again.

BOOK III. 


CHAP. I. 

The moft Dangerous Voyage from the Philippine IJlands, to America ; atidfir/t 

to the Piste call'd, Varadero. 


r-jTlHE Voyage from the Philippine I- 
.JL fiands to America, may be call’d 
the Jongeft, and mott dreadful of any 
in the World j as well becaufe of the 
vaft Ocean to be crofs’d, being «Imoft 
the one half of the Terraqueous Globe, 
with the Wind always a-head; as for the 
terrible Ternpefts that happen there, 
one upon the back of another, and for 
the defperate Diftafts that feme People, 
in 7 or 8 Months, lying at Sea tome- 
times near the Line, tometimes cold, 
tome times temperate, and tometimes 
hot, which is enough to Dcftroy a Man 
of Steel, much more Flefh and Blood, 
which at Sea had but indifferent Food. 

The Ship being again Laden,and about 
a thoufand Jars of Water,put in by the 
Commander and otherOffitcrs,we fet Sail 
on Friday 29, before Noon in the pre¬ 
fence of the Colonel. Having Sail’d 2 
Leagues, we came to an Anchor within 
the fame Bay. On pretence that he 
wanted Water, the Commander left be¬ 
hind a Dominican , who had given him 
500 pieces of Eight for his Voyage ; a 
Recolet, auda Phifitian he had agreed 
to keep at his own Table j which acci¬ 
dent put me into a good little Cabbin 


for my Bed and Equipage. Saturday the 
laftday of June, the Wind continuing 
at South againft us, tho’ we had hoifted 
Sail, we toon dropp’d Anchor again. 
The fame wc did Sunday the firft of July, 
having fail’d but half a League. Mm- 
day ad, ttirr’d not *, and Tutfday juft 
weigh’d and dropp’d Anchor again, the 
Wind continuing contrary both Days 
with much Rain; to that in 5 Days, we 
fearce fail’d three Leagues. Some Wa¬ 
ter being ipent, the Boat was fent to 
take in more, near the Hill Bat an. Be¬ 
ing curious, I went in the Boat with the 
Major Vincent Arambolo a Bifcainer, and 
Landed on a Plain, where the Arrows 
of many Negrillos or lfland Blacks, who 
were Hunting in the Woods, could reach 
ns. The Women and Children began to 
bark like Dogs, to drive out the Wild 
Bcafts before their Husbands, and Fa¬ 
thers, who lay ready in Ambufh. So 
whilft the Water was taking in, we flood 
very fearful, as not being able with two 
Firelocks, to oppoft hundreds of Blacks, 
Arm’d with Bows and Arrows, fhoit 
Javelins, and Jong Knives, wherefore 
I retir’d to the Boat, without enquiring 
into the matter of Hunting, as Arambo- 
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CsJ^S) 1* did. The Indian Sailors belonging to 
Gemtlli. our Ship, bringing the Water front the 
1597. Wood,, were no way molcftcd by the 
Savages, becaufe they are Friendly a- 
mong themfelves, Having taken the 
Water, we return’d aboard after Mid¬ 
night, more afraid than hurt > having 
flood upon our Guard, not only becaufe 
of the Blacks, but alfo on account of the 
Unconquer’d Samhlos, who live upon 
part of that Mountain. 

iVednefday +th, we ftirr’d not, the 
Wind being contrary. Thurfday 5th, 
before day, drove along with the Tide, 
and very little Wind, but the Wind then 
forcing up again ft us, catne to an An¬ 
chor near Mttribeles. The Governor 
came aboard in a little JP-^a, which is 
a Tree hollow’d, with 2 Wings on the 
fidcs, to prevent its overfetting, to bring 
our Captain fome Fruit, and then went 
a way. Friday <>cb, the feme Wind con¬ 
tinu’d with thole Rains, which never 
fait about Manila. Saturday 7th, the 
Wind frefhning, and the Rain growing 
Tctnpeftuous, we weigh'd Anchor, and 
brought the Ship under the fheltcr of the 
Hill of Baran. The fame Southerly 
Winds and Rains continuing, we lay in 
the fame place, all Sunday and Monday 
the 8th, and 9th. Tuefday 10th, we 
were tow’d a little way. Nothing trou¬ 
bled me but the heat; for there was 
none of the other Plague of Lice, fo 
freduent in other Ships; becaufe, as has 
been faid,in chofe Parts they do not breed 
on Europeans. Search was then made, 
todifeover whether there were any Jars, 
that inftead of Water, were fill’d with 
Commodities, upon pretence of carry¬ 
ing them fafer; and feveral were call 
into the Sea full of Pepper, Purcelane, 
and other Good's of Value- The South 
Wind cealing, and the North fuccced- 
ing, we weigh’d Anchor IVednefday the 
11 th, before day, and drove with the 
Tide with little Wind, between Mari- 
belts and the Hill of Batan - 7 fothatSun- 
fet we pafs’d the Point of Maricondon and 
Limbones, and then the Rock of Femme. 

Thurfday 12 about Noon, we left a 
Stern the defert Ifland of Ambit, and 
that next it of Lttvan ; between which, 
and the Point Calavite, in the Ifland of 
Mindoro, pafs’d the fo often mention’d 
Galeon, St. Jofeph, as it was running to 
Perdition. Before Sun-fet, we pafs’d 
by Point St. James, in the Ifland of Ma¬ 
nila, which makes the Bay of Balayan. 
Friday 13th, we coafted the Ifland of 
Mindoro , where it forms a long Ridge 
of high Mountains, and two fides of its 


Triangle ; befides a long high Neck-of 
Land running out towards the South. 

This Ifland is tuoftly Inhabited by Sa¬ 
vage Mansions, not yet fubdu’d. They 
are of an'Olive Complexion, and wear 
long Hair, The Jcftiit Miflioncrs that 
were aboard told me, that thefe l-'eople 
had a Tail half a Span long. They M,w * i 
do no harm to the Spaniards, and Trade r9> 
with thofc few Tributary Indians-, who 
live in Villages, in the Plains of the 1- 
fland, under the care of the Barefoot 
Fathers, of the Order <$f St. Augaflin. 

Thefe Savages exchanged Gold, Wax, 

Parrots, and other things, for Rice, 
and the like. The Ifland abounds in 
Buffaloes, Deer, and great numbers of 
Monkeys, which run in Troops along 
the Shoar, feekiag what the Sea affords 
to eat. 

The Wind riling, and again ft us, op- 
pofite to the Ifland of Marie avast, a place 
not far from Manila , where there are 
Plenty of Buffaloes and Deer; it was 
thought fit to lie by at Night, fince we 
could not advance ; but the Weather 
growing Stormy about Midnight, we 
loft all we had gain’d, and (b on Satur¬ 
day 14th, found our fclves oppolitc to 
Cape St. James, and got but little from 
it, all the Day after. The worlt was, 
the Coaft afforded no good Anchoring, 
and we had no Ihelcer from the 
Wind. Sunday 15th, the Violence of 
the contrary Wind abating, we coafted 
along to Weather the Cape. Firft we 
left on the right Hand, a little Bay near 
to the Cape, then another larger, call’d, 

El Varadero Viejo, and then the Streight 
between the aforemencion’d Point of 
Men dor0, and the ifland of Markavati ; 
near the Bay of Bagum, on the Land of 
Manila, where are the Garrifons of 
Getarnio,Balaxivo, and Bat an gas. T unt- 
ing the Cape, wc came to the Varadero. 

All the Ships that goto Acapulco put in¬ 
to this Port, to take in Wood and Wa¬ 
ter. ft is a femicircular Bay, form'd by 
a crooked Neck of Land, running out 
of Mindoro , and other Iflands oppolite 
to it. The greateft Danger in this nar- 
roOv PaffTage, is caus’d by the contrary 
Currents, which here meet, one of them 
runningtoward Maribeles , and the ocher 
towards the Streight of St. Bemardin. 

After Dinner I went afhore to Hunt not-* 
with Handing the Ifland was full of Sa¬ 
vages. I could not get into the Woods, 
by reafonof the thicknefs of the Trees, 
not to be pierced by Dogs, much left by 
Men ; and finding neither Deer, nor 
Buffaloes along the fhoar, went aboard 
again empty handed.

The fame contrary Wind kept us ft ill 
Thar [day 2.d. Friday 3d, we Sail’d with 
fome thin: 7 , of a fair Wind, which foou 
coming about, we return'd to the Port 3 
where the Feftival of St. Dominick was 
celebrated Saturday 4th. Sunday 5th, the 
Wind blew fo hard at North, that we 
were forced to drop another Anchor. 
The fame continuing on Monday 6 th, 
we diverted the tedious Hours with 
Cock-fighting, there being abundance 
Aboard, which was not pleating to me, 
becaufc we cat no other Meat. Tttefday 


7th, the Chiampar. went for Water. 
IVedne/day 8th, the Pilot’s Mate had lomc 
Words with a PaiTenger he carry’d over 
on his own Account, who complaining 
that his Table was too Poor, the other 
Struck him on the Face, and then run 
after him with a Knife. The Captain 
defigning to enquire into the Matter* 
would have me be aflifting to him, but 
all the Punifhment ended in caufiog them 
both to ftand fome Hour^ in the Bil¬ 
boes. Tbai fday 9th, after Mid-night the 
Wind blew frelh at South-Eaft, fo that 
about Noon the Pilot thought fit to Sail, 
becaufc there is no getting* out at the 
Embocc.idero , or Mouth of"the Channel, 
where the Currents arc always impetu¬ 
ous, without a Wind that is ftronger 
than they. The Embocuulero, or Strei'ght 
is eight Leagues in length \ and four,

CHAP. III. 

The Voyage continu'd to the Marian IJlands, 


T HE Wind holding brisk at South- 
Eaft, the Pilots all agreed to make 
their way out of the Straight, and ac¬ 
cordingly about Noon weighing the two 
Anchors, the Tide being then with us, 
they hoifted Sail, and before Sun-fit 
were near the Mouth of the Streight^ 
which is made by Cape Malpal, in the 
Wand of Capnl, on the South of the fmall 
Wc of Kalman-, where there are fome 
Flats near Cape Tiklin, and the Wand of 
Manila on the North, two Leagues di- 
ftant from one another. It is to be ob- 
ferv’d, That between Kalentan and Tik~ 
there is Water enough for a quar¬ 
ter of a League over, for the Galeon to 
pafs \ but the Pilots will not venture in¬ 
to Each a Streighc, nor Into thofo that 
lie between the Wands of Naranjos , and 
between Capul and Samar. As we were

upon getting out, there fell fuch violent 
Storms of Rain, that together with the 
contrary Current, whil/t the Moon was 
above the.Horizon, we could not, ;ho* 
the Wind blew hard for us, advance one 
Step, but rather loft Ground, fo that 
we were all Night in great Danger. I 
was Aftonifh’d, and Trembled to fie the 
Sea have a Motion like Water boiling 
over a hot Fire, underftanding that 
fiveral Ships, notwithftanding the help 
of their Rudder had been by the violence 
of the Current whirl’d about, and atlaffi 
Wreck’d. Friday 1 oth, the Tide turn¬ 
ing for us, we 'got out of the Streighc 
before Noon. Firft, we pafs’d near the 
Coaft of the Wand of Manila , the Moun¬ 
tain of BaUffan , where is the burning 
Eruption of Alvai, and the Rock of St. 
Bernardin , in 13 Degrees of North La-

coming from New Spain, as has been ob- 
ferv’d above. It lies in 12 Degrees, and 
30 Minutes of North Latitude. 

Being come into the open Sea, to our 
great Satisfaction, our Cables were coil'd 
between DeckjC, being to cad Anchor no 
more till we came into New Spain, and 
the Boat was fee Adrift that it might be 
of no hindrance, becaufe we had ano¬ 
ther, in CaH? of Need, as the Spaniards 
call it, in Quarters, that is, in Pieces ready 
to clap together. The South Welt Wind 
blew hard all Night, and the Sea being 
' rough made many Sick. Saturday uth, 
the Wind continu’d at South Welt, and 
taking an Obfervation we found our 
felvcs in the Latitude of 14 Degrees. 
They that come from New Spain to the 
I [lands Sail continually upon the fame 
Parallel of 13 Degrees; for falling from 
jicapulco , which is in 17 to the 13 aforc- 
faid, they alway run in a Urate Line, 
before theWhid,on afmooth Sea (whence 
that is call’d the Pacifick Ocean by the 
Spaniards ) as if they were in a Canal, 
without any roughnefs of Water; fb 
that they come in 60, or at furtheft 6 5 
Days to the Marian islands, and thence 
in r 5! or 20 to the Philippines. On the 
contrary, thofe that go thence to New 
Spain , have a very difficult Voyage 3 for 
the Sea may rather be call’d Inchantcd, 
than Boiftcrous, and that they may gain 
Ground, and not be drove back, as of¬ 
ten happens, they arc forced to run a- 
way to the Northward, even to 40, or 
41 Degrees of Latitude, fometimes com¬ 
ing in light of Japan 3 that they may 
afterwards fall off till they meet with 
the Signs, (being Weeds, the Sea of Ca¬ 
lifornia carries fome hundreds of Leagues) 
and fo continue their Voyage with the 
common Winds that are more favoura¬ 
ble. The Pilot propos’d to pafs by the 
Illands de las Ladrones , at 19 Degrees, 
and 20 Minutes of North Latitude 
(whereas the general Method is to pais 
them between 20 and 25) that he might 
from thence gain the greater Latitude 
this having of late Years been found by 
Experience to be the belt Courfe, and 
therefore he dire&ed his Courfe Ea.fl 
North Eaft. 

Sunday 1 nth, the frclh Gale which had 
continu’d all Night fell, and we were 
Becalm’d, and by Obfervation we found 
our felvcs in the Latitude of ^Degrees, 


and 13 Minutes. That Day the Cloth 
the King allows the Seamen to keep them 
Warm, was divided among them. Mon¬ 
day 13th, the Calm continu’d, and an 
Obfervation Ihew’d us to be in the Lati¬ 
tude of 14 Degrees, and 20 Minutes. 
Tuefday 14th, the Wind came up at 
North Weft, and we Sail’d Eaft and by 
North. Our Latitude by Obfervation 
14 Deg. 34 Min. The larue Wind con¬ 
tinuing, we Steer’d North Eaft on Wed¬ 
nesday 15th, and found the Latitude of 

14 Deg. and 45 Min. Thurfday itfth, 
wc were Becalm’d, but the Current car- 
ry’d us fome way, fo that we found 14 
Deg, 53 Min. Latitude. Friday 15th, a 
fmail Gale turn’d about all die Points of 
the Compafs, and we found our felves 
in the fame Latitude. Saturday 18th, 
we flood Eaft North Eaft, with little 
Wind at N. N. W. and the Latitude 
was 15 Deg. i Min. The allowance of 
Water was cut ihorter, becaufe there 
was but little, and we had far to Sail. 
At Night the Wind came up W. N. W. 
which made us lie Eaft 3 and Co we held 
on all Saturday 19th, in the Latitude of 

15 Deg. 24 Min. as alfo Monday 20th, 
in 1 $ Deg. 34 Min. At Night a vio¬ 
lent Storm blew, which kept us all A- 
wake 3 and beat ns very heavily alt 
Tuefday 21ft. That Day a little Rain fell, 
and every one ftrove greedily to gather 
the Water. We found i<S Deg. 1 6 Mini 
Latitude 3 and the Wind blew at W. S. 
W. which held all Wednefday 22d, and 
our Courfe facing E. and by N. found 

16 Deg. 2 6 Min. Latitude. Thurfday 23d, 
we Sail’d Eaft with a N. W. Wind, and 
found 16 Deg. 44 Min. Lat. Friday 24th, 
the Wind was all North, fo that we flood 
Eaft and by North, the Lat. 16 Deg. 4 5 
Min. Saturday 25th, the Wind was S. W. 
and we flood N- E. and by E. Sunday 
atfth, the Wind at W. S. W. but we 
alter’d our Courfe, the Lat. 17 Deg. 1 
Min. The fame Wind and Courfe con¬ 
tinu’d Monday 27th, Lat. 17 Deg. 15 
Min- but on Tuefday 28th, we found 17 
Deg. 18 Min. tho’ we had been Becalm’d. 
Wednefday 29th, the Wind at S. but we 
made little way, and found 17 Deg. 34, 
JMin. Lac. Thurfday 30th, the Wind E. 
N. E we flood North. No Obfervation 
could be taken. Friday 31ft, the Wind 
came about from W. S. W. to W. N- W- 
and flill no Obfervation to be taken. A- 
bout Sun-fet there fell a great Rain, and 
all the Thirfty Sailers went out Naked 
to gather the Water, fo all the empty 
Veffels were foon fill’d. A great Storm 
continu’d all Night without taking any 

more 
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rvAy'i more Water for want of /towage, fo 
CemtlU. that there being plenty, all the Men 
HS97. drefs’d their Rice. 

Saturday the firft of September we 
flood E. and by N. the Wind at S, W. 
the Lat. 18 Deg. 50 Min, Sunday id. be¬ 
fore Day the Wind came about and 
blew hard at Eaft, fo that there was no 
faying Mafs, nor taking an Obfervation $ 
and the Pilots were oblig’d to lower 
their Top-mafts for fear they fliould 
give way and hinder our Voyage, as 
bad hapned other times for want ofMafts. 
We all watch’d Day and Night the Dan¬ 
cer was fo great, for the Waves broke 
upontheGalcon, and beat terribiyupon 
its fides. We lay under a Main-fail 
Reef’d; and the Image of S- Francis Xa- 
veriits being expos'd, the Captain vow d 
to make an Offering to the value of the 
Sail, which was worth 200 Pieces of 
Eig^t • devoutly Attributing to his fn- 
terceflioii the favingof the Sail and Calm¬ 
ing Of the Sea. Three Hours before 
Day the Wind came about fair. 

Monday 3d, the Wind coming to N. 
W. wc held on our Courfc E. N- E. 
and hoifled our Top-mafts again. The 
fame Day the firft Cochrreta (a fort of 
Fifli the Spaniards call by that Name) 
being taken, it was expos’d to Sail to 
the higheft Bidder, according to the 
Cuftom fpoken of tlfewhere. The Cap¬ 
tain bid up to do Pieces of Eight, to 
make an Offering to the bleflcd Virgin 
of the Conception j but four Sailers 


bid 5 Pieces more and carry’d the Flfh. 
Afterwards about 20 t'acb or ret as and Be¬ 
nitos were taken, thefe are Filhes Full 
of Blood, fomewhat like Mackrel. The 
Storm blew again at Night with Rain, 
fo that the Sailers could not be got up¬ 
on Deck without beating, there fell flicH 
a violent Shower. This Weather hin- 
dred our taking any __ Obfervation the 
next Day being Tuefday 4th, bat we 
held on our Courfc with that Winds 
Wtdnefday 5th, the Wind firft at S. W< 
and then at S. S. W. the Lat. 1 9 Deg. 
33 Min. About break of Day Thurfday 
dch, we difeover'd four of* the Marian- 
Iflands, but the Wind would not permit 
the Pilot to pafs them by in j 9 Oeg. 
20 Mia. Lac. as he had defign’d. When 
we had advanced farther we law at a 
diflance towards the South, the biggeft 
of them, which is exactly lhap’d like a 
long Saddle. The fecond bearing up¬ 
on the fame Point, was a fteep round 
burning Mountain, in the Sea Carts call’d 
Grita, fending out Smoke from the Top. 
They told me it was three Leagues in 
Com pafs, and was Inhabited at the Foot 
of the Hill on the South fide; to which 
the Maftcrs Mate of the Galeon added, 
That as he pafi’d by at another time, 
a great many of thole Inhabitants 
came out in Boats, to bring him Fifh, 
Cocos, Bttyo and excellent Melons, but 
that they never after came to meet the 
Galeons, becaufe an extravagant Paflea* 
gcr had ftruck one of their Men. 


CHAP. IV. 

Of the Difcovery and Conjueft of the Marian-Ifiands.

But 
this Po/Teffion was only in Words, for 
there was no Garrifon placed there nor 
Fort built, nor were there any Miffio- 
ners fent to convert the Inhabitants to 
our holy Faith; perhaps becaufe it was 
thought inpra&icablc to talk of Religion 
to Meu, who fnunn’d all manner of Com¬ 
munication with theSpaniards y and fled 
Vol. IV. 


Afterwards 
the Fathers of the Society going to and 
coming from the Philippines on their 
Millions, out of their Religious Zeal, 
feeing thofe wretched People forfaken, 
and plung’d in the Darknefs oi Idola¬ 
try, they propos’d to the Queen Mother, 
then Regent during her Sons Minority, 
the cultivating of that Vineyard grown 
wild under Paganifin 1 perfwading her 
that the Seed of the Gofpcl might be 
fow’d there to good purpofe, if a Mif- 
1 km of their Order were Founded. The 
Queen out of her wonted Piety granted 
their Requeft; whereupon the Gover¬ 
nor of Manila having receiv’d Orders 
from Court, fee out a convenient num¬ 
ber of Ships and Men for the Conqueft 
of the lfiands, and with them went as 
many Fathers as werethought necelfary.

Miffioners The Miffioners had 110 fuch Succefs, 
unfuccefs- for venturing to go atone about the I- 
ful. fland Preaching, they were ill treated j 
particularly F« Morales was hurt with a 
javelin on the'Leg, in a Place near the 
burning Mountain. In this fame Place 
F. S. P'iclor receiv’d the Crown of Mar¬ 
tyrdom 29 fears ago, for having Bap¬ 
tiz’d a young Girl without her Father’s 
Confent, and they reckon ten Miffioners 
in all were put to Death. For this rea- 
fon the Fathers are retir’d into the Ifiands 
Tgaana and Sarpana , under the Prote£U- 
ou of the Spamjb Garrifons. 

During 177 Years the Spaniards have 
continu’d this Voyage palling between 
feveral Wands, they have found this is 
a continu’d Row of them from North to 
South j that is, from the Line where it 
begins oppoiite to new Guinea almoft up 
to Japan, in 3 5 deg. of North Latitude. 
Names of The Names given to all the Wands dif- 
tiieillands. cover’d in this fpace, areas follow. Igu¬ 
ana in 13 deg. Sarpana in 14. Buena vifia 
in 15.

Alamaguan in 18 
deg. 18 min. Pagan in 18 deg. 4 min. 
the burning Mountain of Gredin 19 deg. 
33 rain. Tinay and Manga in 20 deg. 45 
min. Vtrac in 20 deg. 55 rain. The 
other three burning Mountains, thefirlt 
in 23 deg. 30 rain, the fecond, in 24. 
and the third in 25 deg. The ifland de 
Patas is in 25 deg. 30 rain, la Defconoci- 
da in 25 deg. 50 min. Malabrigo in 27 
deg. 40 rain. Guadalupe in 28 de£, 10 
min. The three Wands of Tecla difco- 
ver’d the 23d of December 1664., by the 
GalconS. Jofepb between 34 and 36 deg. 
There are other Wands from 13 deg. 
of Latitude, towards the Line and New 
Guinea , not yet known. 

There is another Chain of Iflands be¬ 


ginning at the Line 300 Leagues from Wards ds 
Callao in Peru, and running Weft ward, losCalopr 
the end whereof is not yet known. Thofe & ot ' 
that are bell known are not Inhabited, 
and have Ho Bealls in them, but only 
Birds that are kill’d with Cudgels, being 
never frighted by Man, as I was told by 
fotne that had been there. The Pyrats 
that go through the Streights of Magel¬ 
lan into the South Sea, repair to thefe 
Wands to Walh and Tallow. They 
are call’d de los Galapagos , becaufe of the 
great Quantity of thofe Creatures found 
there, which are very like Tortoifes, 
or rather a fpecies of them. 

The chief of the Marian Iflands is /- , 

guana, and therefore a ftrong Caftle is ssntn*. 
built on it guarded by 80 or 90 Men. 

The lecond is Sarpana , in which there 
is alfo a Garrifon, but the Governor 
lives in Vmatta. They are both fiat, fo 
that the Ships can come no nearer than 
within three Leagues of them. In Aga- 
na there are two Colleges, the one of 
Children, the other of Indian Maids, In- 
ftrufted aud Govern’d by 12 Fathers of 
the Society, and Maintain’d by the King 
with an Allowance of 3000 Pieces of 
Eight a Year, befides his Bounty for 
Maintenance of the Fathers. His Ma- 
jefty generoufly fpends 34000 Pieces of 
Eight a Year to keep thefe Iflands, 
the Governors Salary being 3000 Pieces 
of Eight, and the reft for a Major, an 
hundred Souldiers, the Jefuits and Col¬ 
leges aforemention’d. All this is feat 
from New Spain to Manila , with Cloth 
for the Souldiers. There is alfo a fmall 
VefTel kept to carry all Neceflaries thi¬ 
ther. Tne Houfes of the Fathers of the 
Society are made of Mud Walls, be¬ 
caufe the Wands furnilh no other Mate¬ 
rials. Thole of the Indians are Huts 
cover’d with Boards, or Palm-Tree- 
Leaves like Caves. The Wand is ten 
Leagues in Compafs, and is fix from Sar¬ 
pana. This is not fo large, nor have the 
Jefuits any Houfe in it, but repair thi¬ 
ther as there is occallon. There is a 
fmall Garrifon to curb thofe barbarous 
People.

The Author's tedious and dreadful Voyage, to the Port of Acapulco- 


YTRiday the 7th, the Wind being Eafl, 
Gemr/U. X? we flood N. N- E. without taking 
1697. any Obfcrvation. Saturday 8th, the 
Wind at S. E. flood E. N E. and found 
2 i Deg. of Lat. Sunday 9 th, the Wind 
S. S. E. flood N. E. the Lat. 21 Deg. 40. 
Monday ' 1 oth, the fame Wind and Courie 
continuing, Lat. 20 Deg. The Sky ap¬ 
pear'd of a Violet colour, with green 
Clouds, which I, and the Fathers of the 
Society look’d upon as a Prodigy, having 
never feen the like before. The Piloc 
began his Devotions for obtaining a good 
Voyage, and at Night there was Dan¬ 
cing, and Jbch Sports as the Ship could 
affbtd. Tuefday 11 ch, we were becalm’d} 
that Lat. 22 Deg. 10 Min. iVedntfday 
12th, the Wind at E. S. E. we flood 
N. E. the Lat. 22 Deg 37 Min. Here 
it is fit to acquaint the Reader, that du¬ 
ring this long Voyage, there is a flrange 
variation of the Needle obferv’d; for 
which, neither Pilots nor Mathematici¬ 
ans have aUign’d any reafon in 180 Years, 
that Voyage has been us’d, It begins at 
Cape St, Btmardin, between 12 and 13 
Degrees of Latitude, infen fibly increas¬ 
ing for about half the way, to 18 or 20 
Deg. for above a thoufand Leagues. 
There it begins to lefien, (ill they come 
to Cape Mendocino , where it is obferv’d 
to be two Degrees. Now this variation 
in fome places being N. E. in others N- 
W. and in fome places more, in others 
lefs, it is therefore the more unaccount¬ 
able. There is no pretending it is caus’d 
by the Loadflones, becaufe the Iflands 
are at a vaft diftauce, and perhaps a 
thoufand Leagues. The Pilots perceive 
this variation when the Sun isfetting,for 
marking the true Wefl Point, they then 
fee whether the North, and ocher two 
Cardinal Points anfwer. 

Thurfday 13th, the Wind beingS. E. 
we flood N. £. the Lat. 23 Deg. 30 Min. 
fo that we were got out of the Torrid, 
into the temperate Zone. That Night 
it blew a great Storm, and Friday 14th, 
we flood N. the Wind E. N. E. The 
Lat. 24 Deg. 12 Min. Saturday 14th, 
the Wind at E. N. E- we ftill run due 
N. Towards Noon, it blew (b hard that 
the Pilot was forced to lie by, backing 
the Mainfail, and three hours before 
Night, the Wind came more to N. E. 
Such abundance of Cachormas were ta¬ 
ken all the day, that the Seamen grew 


weary of them ; and would give them 
to any Body for asking. They greedily 
Fwallow’d the Hook, being deceiv’d by 
a fiyiug Fifh, made of Rags, which as 
the Ship run under Sail, could fcarcebe 
diftinguidfd from the true, as we /hall 
obferve hereafter.

Some foolifhly faid, the old 
one had 1 wallow’d them, to fave their 
lives, by Vomiting them up again, and 
that they came from Eggs lay’d and then 
kept in the opening under their Jaws, 
as is laid of other Fiflies, and partial- 
iuarly che Trout But the njoft receiv'd 
and likeliefl Opinion is this, that all Fifh 
bring forth their Young hatch’d out of 
the Egg, or form’d out of the Spawn} 
for fevcral Pcrfons well vers’d in Sea 
Affairs have told me, that there have 
been Eggs found in Sharks, and young 
ones at the lame time. I give it here the 
Name of Eggs, becaufe the Italian Word 
Uova in the Author, fgnifies either Eggs or 
Spawn, and as fome ‘Fifties Spawn, others 
rts do the Tortoifes , Croc odds , 
and Sharks here mention'd. To this pur- 
poJe John Zavalttta a Bifca 'mer , who had 
follow’d the Whale Fi/hing, feveral 
Years in Europe, faid he had often found 
Young Whales in the Belly of the Old. 

That fame day there fell much Rain, 
and the Sailers went out naked, to catch 
the Water, fo that they fill’d all the 
empty Ve/lels, and therefore inftead of 
Jhortmng the Men’s allowance of Water 
after two Months and a half Sail, it was 
increas’d. 

iVednefday 19th, the Wind at E. we 
flood N. N. E. the* Lat, 25 Deg. 50 
Min. we had fome diversion with Sharks 
that were taken. One great one, was 
thrown into the Sea again, with a Board 
tied to his Tail, none of the Paflengers. 
caring to eat any more of them, and it

Gemelli. others were ty’d together by the Tails, 
1597. one of them being firft blinded, and 
t>'VNi then being caft into the Sea, the blind 
one oppos’d the other chat would have 
drawn him down, thinking himfelf ta¬ 
ken. Tmrfday 20th, wc were becalm’d 
till Noon, at which time a little Wind 
blew at S. £,and we flood E. N. E. The 
lac. 25 deg. Friday 21ft, the Wind at 
S. W. we lay the fame Courfe, and ma¬ 
king much way, caught abundance of 
Cachorretas , with the lame Bate, of 8 
flying Filh made of Rags, for thole Fifbes 
running to catch it, were hung in the 
Hook hid under it. That Night the Pi¬ 
lots two Mates began their nine days De¬ 
votion, with abundance of Lights, and 
gave Sweetmeats to all the Company; 
and at Night there was Dancing,, and 
afting of parts made extempore.

25th, the Wind blowing frefh at S. S. 
E. we fleer’d E. N. E, the lat, 29 deg. 3 
min. That Night we were very watch¬ 
ful, to avoid two fmall Rocks in the lat. 
of 30 deg. Wednefday 25 th, the Wind 
at S. we flood N. E. to get a greater 
lat. which we found to be 29 deg. 58 
min. Thnrfday 27th, a great fhower 
fell, and the Wind blowing at E. made 
us run N. and by E. the lat. 30 deg. 30 
min. Friday 28th, flood N. E. the lat. 
30 deg. 49 min. the Needle varying a 
Point N. W. Saturday 29th, the Fealt 
of S. Michael was kept, that being our 
Captain’s Name, extraordinary allow¬ 
ance was given, and a Play afted. The 
Wind blew at S. E. and we flood at N. 

E. and by E. the lat. 31 deg. 58 rain. 
Sunday 30th, the lat. was 31 deg. 58. 
min. fo that we thought our felves a- 
bout the lat. of an Imaginary I Hand, re¬ 
puted to be rich in GoId,and placed in the 
Sea Carts, in 32 deg. wanting fomefew 
min. whereas it is certain no Body ever 
law any fuch Wand. Till now we Sail’d 
N. E- and by E. the Wind being S. E 
then follow’d a Calm till Mid-night, af¬ 
ter which the Wind came up at S. S. E 
and we flood N. E. That Night the Ma¬ 
iler began hisninedays Devotion, treat¬ 
ing the Company, and Dancing. 

Monday the firft of October, the Wind 
continuing at E. S. E. we fleer’d N. E. 
and by N. the lat. 32 deg. 28 min. Af¬ 
terwards the Wind came toS. E. (abun¬ 
dance of Catbonetfis and Albacoras being 


taken, by reafon the Ship made furii 
fwift way) and ajt Night blew fo hard 
at S. that the Pilot was forced to low¬ 
er his Top Sails and Main Yard. A 
great Storm blowing on Tuefday ad, at 
S, and the Sea beating hard upon us, 
we were forced to lie by the Forefail 
back'd, and the Waves beat fo furioufly 
on the Rudder, that the WhipflafTbroke 3 
the Jat. 33 deg. 20 min. The Wind 
came about to N. W. but the Storm no¬ 
thing abated 3 but rather incrcafing, the 
Ship was tofs’d upon vaft Mountains of 
Water, and then again feem’d to link 
to the Abyfs, the Waves breaking over 
it. No fire could be lighted, and lb all 
eat cold Meat, and there was no Cho¬ 
colate to be made fthe Author was ve¬ 
ry dainty, to expeft Chocolate at all 
times] and there was 110 ftanding or 
fitting in a place, but we were tofs’d front 
lide to fide. About Midnight I had like 
to be knock’d fn the Head, by two Liu- 
ftocksof the Guns falling upon my Bed. 
Wednefday 3d, the fame Wind continu¬ 
ing, the Storm was nothing abated ; 
wc fleer’d N. E, and by E. All this time 
we had fecn Sea Fouls, buttbisday two 
Ducks flew by us. Beltdcs a Sailer 
cacch’d a little Bird, like a Canary Bird, 
which beingcarry’d away by the Wind, 
found no place to flay itfelf, but the 
Rigging. The Captain endeavour'd to 
keep it in a Cage, but being quite fpent, 
with hunger and wcarinefs, it dy’d the 
lame day, and there was Sand fonnd in 
its Belly. This little Creature let the 
Pilot, his Mate, and the PafFengers up¬ 
on arguing whence it could come 3 and 
they concluded it certainly came from 
Rica de Plata , an Bland 30 Leagues di- 
ftant Southward, being carry’d away by 
the Wind; the lat. was 34 deg. 7 min. 

The Pitots fnpppfe the Blands, Rica de 
Oro and Rica Plata , with others about 
them to be the Blands of Salomon ; but 
1 am of Opinion thefe are imaginary I- imaginary 
Hands, becaufe as long as this Voyage has ] Hands, 
been us’d they have never been Iccn. The 
Situation andLatitodeof tbelflandsofSa/r- 
mon is unknown; nor could they ever be 
found in fomany Years as they have been 
fcarch’dafterbytheKing’sOrder.AGaleoa 
Sailing from Manila for Mew Spain, was 
drove by Tcmpeft upon an Bland. The 
Stormhaving remov’d and thrownawayall 
the Earth, a bout the Hearth, or Furnace 
in the Cook-room, they took fome from 
the Bland to put it in the place of it. 

When the Galeon came to Acapulco, this 
Earth being remov’d, they found tinder 
it a Mafs of Gold, which the violent

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Heat of the Fire had melted god fepa- 
Gtmelli. rated from the Earth. TheConmiandcr 
1597 - admiring at this unexpected Accident, 
WYN? acquainted the Viceroy of Mexico with 
it, and he the King, who order’d a Sqga- 
drOEi to be fitted out to find thefe lflartds, 
the Pilot having taken their Latitude. 
In ftiorc, the Adtlantado I), Alvaro dt 
Mendoza fail’d from Callao, the Port of 
Lima, ill the Year 1595, with feme 
Ships to find out thefe 1 hands of Salo¬ 
mon, whereof that above-mention’d was 
foppos’d to he one- After a long and 
tedious Voyage be lighted upon an Ifland 
of Blacks of iVfip Guinea, near the Line, 
on the South lide of it, where he, and 
many of his Men dy'd ; and his Wife 
the Lady Elizabeth JSarmo return’d with 
only one Ship to Manila, the reft being 
loft in the vain Search after thefe rich 
I Hands. See more of this Particular In the 
fragment of the ljUnds of Salomon. 

D. Antony dt Medina, about 30 Years 
fince, offer’d the King to go upon this 
Difcovery, relying on the great Expe¬ 
rience he had learnt on thofe Seas. Or¬ 
ders being therefore feat to the Viceroy 
of Mexico , and Governor of Manila, to 
fend him Commander of the Gaksn that 
was to return from Acapulco to the Phi¬ 
lippine Iflands, the Viceroy gave him 
that Poft; but the new Governor of 
Manila, who was Aboard the Gdecn, 
when they were far enough from New 
Spain, depriv’d him of the Command, 
and put into it him that came from Ma¬ 
nila. Medina highly refenting this Af¬ 
front, as foon as he came to the Ifiands, 
ftole away in a final! Boat to China, in 
order to go over from thence to Ma¬ 
drid, to make his Com plaint to the King; 
but there being no News ever heard of 
him, it is fuppos’d he was kill’d by Py- 
rates. 

Thurfday 4th, the Wind coming about 
to North, and then to N- N. W. we 
fail’d E. for fear of running upon Sira 
dt Plata, and found the lac. but 33 deg. 
30 min- It was there very Cold. The 
Pilots Lid the Current there help’d the 
way of the CTjfe. <* Friday 5th, the Wind 
blew at Eaft, and we fail’d North, and 
then N. and by E. the lat, 33 deg. yo 
min. A Storm riling in the Night, the 
Galt on was let run at Pleafilre.

Mafts were lower’d, and we drove with 
the Wind. Thefe are the ufuai Storms 
obferv’d to happen before and after the 
Feaft of Sc.

After Noon the Wind 
being S. E. we fleer’d N. E. under a Fore- 
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Sail i but the Wind blowing a mighty 
Storm again, we drove as before. Sun¬ 
day 7th, we flood N. and by W. the 
Wind beiugEaft, with terrible Waves 
breaking over the Poop, Monday 8th, 
the Wind being South, we fail’d N. E, 
and by E. leaving the imaginary Ifland 
of Rica dt Plata South, in the lat. of 34 
deg.

Tntfday 9th, the Wind 
abating, and by degrees growing flack 
at S. E. we fleer’d N. E. and by E. At 
Night it blew harder. Wtdnefday ioth, 
fail’d E. N. E. with the laine Wind } 
the lat. 37 deg. 34 min. Thurfday 11 th, 
fleer’d N. £. and by E. and after Noon 
N. E. the Wind coming to E. S. E. Fri- 
d.ty 12th, flood N. E. and by E. and af¬ 
terwards N, N. E. the Wind blowing 
S. E. and E. S. £. To avoid running 
further to Northward the Pilot tack'd 
about to Southward, the Wind blowing 
hard at E. S. E. la this Latitude we ob¬ 
ferv’d the Sky was always clouded, and 
a fmall Rain fell, which the Spaniards call 
Gamva. Saturday 13th, betimes we 
tack’d about to N. E. the fame S. E. 

Wind continuing. The Cold was very 
fharp, but the Indians and Blacks Born 
in hot Countries were tnoft fenfible of it. 

Sunday 14th, by reafon of the beating 
of the Sea, and breaking of the Waves 
Mafs could not be faid •, at Night we 
drove, the Wind being contrary $ and 
at Mid-night fail’d Eaft, the Wind at N. 

N. E. But coming to N. E. on Monday 
15 th, we tack’d abeut to S. £. and be¬ 
fore Noon the Wind coining to E. 5 . E. 
we were forced to Tack again. The 
lat, upon Obfervation 3 6 deg. 30 min. 
for we made Southward. At Night the 
Wind chang’d. Tuejday itfth, the Wind 
at E. S. E. we flood N. E. but it com¬ 
ing about to Eaft, oblig’d us to Steer 
N- N. E. and N. E. and by N. The 
lat. 37 deg. 2 min. The Rain which fell 
all thefe Days wet many Bales and Chefts 
of Silk, and other Goods of China to the 
great Lofs of the Owners. 

Wedntfday 17th, we were Becalm’d, 
the lat. but 37 deg. At Sun-fet the 
Wind came up S. S. W. which made us 
Steer Eaft, but the Calm returning all 
Mid-night we drove N. N. W. The 
fame Wind coming up again Thurfday 
i8th, we fail’d Eaft, which was our 
Courfe tho’ to do it fat'dy we were to 
keep in the lat. of 36 deg. 42 min. 
which is the greateft Elevation Ships ufe 
to take in this Voyage. This they do, 
becaufe if they do not place themfclvcs 
enough to the Northward, before they 

meet 
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t sA-iO meet the Senas , that is, the floating 
Ge/netli. Weeds before mention’d, being once to 
1697* the Leeward from the Coaft of Cape 
Mir do to California, it will be very hard 
afterwards to get to the Northward, 
So it hapned lix Years before to the Pink 
that fct out for New Spain, after die Ga¬ 
kov St. Jofepb was call away 3 for having 
run up to 35 deg. of lat. and not keep¬ 
ing up to that fame, it could never meet 
the Senas, or Weeds by reafon of its 
being fallen to Leeward ; and all the 
Seamen had infallibly dy’d for want of 
Meat and Drink, had not Providence 
provided they fhould put into an ua- 
itlanci dif- known Ifland in the lat. of 18 deg. 20 
cover’d, min. which being found on St. Sebafiian’s 
Day, had his'Name given it. Here they 
got Water out of a little Lake ; and 
Flefli by killing abundance of Birds, 
which the 'Spaniards call Bobos, or Fools 
(elfcwhere fpoken of) which they car- 
ry’d faked in Earthen Vcflcls. This 
Ifland was fmall, plain, and full of plea- 
fan t Trees. After Dinner the Wind 

came to North, and wc fail’d E. and by 
N. The lat. 3 6 deg. 30 min, Friday 
19th, we were Becalm’d, the lat. 3$ 
deg. 19 min. the Current driving us to 
Southward. The Wind came upat S. W. 
and we fleer’d E, and by N. It blew 
hard at Night 3 and the Major Arambolo 
began his nine Days Devotion. Saturday 
20th, held the fame Cotirfe. A Email 
Rain quell’d the Wind. The lat. of 3 6 
deg. 30 min. Sunday 21ft, we had a 
tvoublefome Calm, hut at length the 
Wind came up at S. W. and we fleer’d 
E, and by N. the lat. 36 deg. 37 min. 
the Needle varying a Point Eaflward, 
we flood Eaft to make the more way. 
Tho’ this variation be fbmetimes more, 
and lomecimes lefs, yet by it the Pilots 
know how far they arc from Laud. The 
fight of a Dove rejoiced all Aboard 3 
taking it as a good Omen of the fticcefs 
of a Voyage, and guefling we might fee 
Land within a Month. They thought 
that Dove might be drove by the Wind 
from the ifland they call of D. Maria 
Laxara (becaufe in that Latitude a Spa- 
nifh Woman fo call’d, coming from Ma¬ 
nila, caft her felf into the Sea) where 
there is fuch abundance of them that 
they darken the Air. Yet they are not 
Land Doves, tho’ like them in Beak and 
Feathers, but of the Sea, and have Feet 
like Ducks. This Ifland is in the lat. of 
31 deg. Monday 22d, the Wind conti¬ 
nu’d to blow hard at S. W. as it had 
done the Night before, fo wc fleer’d E. 
and by N. but at Night it came to N. N, 
Vol. IV. 


W. Tuefday 23d, before Day the Wind 
fetled at N. blowing fo hard, that the 
Galeon made much way E. and by N. the 
lat. 36 deg. 16 min. 

There is no doubt but this Voyage 
has always been dangerous and dreadful. 
In 1575, the Ship Efpiritu Santo, or the 
Holy Ghoft was caft away at Catandtta- 
nts , through the Ignorance of the Pilot, 
who could not find out the Emboccadero , 
or Mouth of the Strcighc. In 15 9$, the 
contrary Winds drove th$GW«« St. Phi¬ 
lip as far as Japan 3 where it was taken 
by way of Rcprifal with all the Lading 
defign’d for We ip Spain 3 which gave oc- 
cafion to the Emperor Ttycofama then 
Reigning to Per Acute the Chriftiaus, 
wherein he proceeded fi> far as to put 
to Death F, Peter, a Rccolet, who went 
thither from Manila with the Character 
of Ambaflador, the better to Exercifc 
the Fun&ion of a Miflioner. In 1602, 
two other Galeons were caft away, anti 
others after that. Nor is the Difficulty 
and Danger any left at preftnc 3 tho’ the 
Voyage has been us’d almoft two Ages 3 
for many Galeons are loft 5 and others 
having fpent their Mails, or drove by 
contrary Winds return, when they are 
half way over, after lofing many Men 
at Sea, and the belt but ill condition’d, 
as hapned to the Galeon Santo Chrifio not 
long fince. 

The Wind continu’d to blow hard at 
North all Night, and Wednefday 24th, 
and put us on E. and by N. Abtuidance 
of Pigeons were feen about the Ship. 
The Captain becaufe of the fharpnefs of 
the Weather caus’d fome Wine of Palm- 
tree to be diftributed among the Sailers, 
to warm their Stomachs. The lat. 35 
deg. 45 min. The Pump was ply’d eight 
or ten times in 24 Hours, the Ship made 
fo much Water. The Wind from North 
came to N. N. E. which oblig’d the Pi¬ 
lot to back the Main Sail, keeping her 
Head E. S. E. that fhe might not mil a- 
way to Southward, Tbttrjaay 25th, we 
continu’d the fame Method lying fbme¬ 
times one way, and fometimes another, 
to Rack the Galeon the left 3 and found 
the lat. but 35 deg. to min. The Wind 
blowing harder at Night, the two Top 
Mafts were ftruck. A great Shower of 
Rain laid the Wiud, and calm’d the 
Sea 3 yet wc lay by moft part of the 
Day, the Rain continuing with Thunder, 
and Lightning. Tiicfe were look’d up. 
on as Tokens of our being near the 
Continent, or at teafl fomc Ifland 3 fome 
being of Opinion that Thunder and 
Lightning could not be produced, but 
Q.q q from 
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rsA-'i from the fiery Exhalations of the Earth *, 

Ccwctli. and not from Vapours riling out of the 
i< 59 * 7 . Water; as if in the Air over the Wa- 

t/VNJ ter, there might not be much Niter, 
Sulphur, and the like, to occafion Thun¬ 
der and Lightning. At Night we fleer’d 
N. and by E . the Wind at E. and E. N. 
E. Three Hours in the florin y Night, 
that Light the Sailers call Santeltno , ap¬ 
pear’d on the round Top, and was fa- 
luted by all the Pafiengers as the fore¬ 
runner of fair Weather. Saturday 27th, 
we fleer’d firft N. NT. E. and then E. and 
by N. the Wind at E. and £. S. E. with 
much Rain. Sunday 28th, the Thunder 
and Rain continu'd, and the two Top 
Malls being hoifled again, we fleer’d 
firft E. and by N. and then E. N. E. and 
laflly, N.E. the Wind being at S. S. E. 

' . S. E. and E. S. E. The lac. 3d deg. ip 

min. The Wind grew more favourable 
at Night, and fo we fail’d E. N. E. to 
gain the Latitude we had loftagainll our 
Wills. The Sky clearing on Monday 
29th, the Sun (hin’d out bright to chcar 
the Hearts of the Pafiengers, who had 
been fo many Days btiry’d under dark 
Fogs, and Rains, the Wind coining to 
S. W. we fleer’d £. and by N. 

Hardfhips The poor People flow’d iu the Cab- 

Ahoard. bins of the Gaiton _ bound towards the 
Land of Promife of New Spain, endure 
no lefs Hardfhips than the Children of 
/f ad did, when they went from Egypt 
towards PalejHne. Thefe is Hunger, 
Thirft, Sickneft,Cold, continual Watch¬ 
ing, and other Sufferings; befides the 
terrible Shocks from fide to fide, caus’d 
by the furious beating of the Waves. 

I may further fay they endure all the 
Plagues God Pent upon Pharaoh to /of¬ 
ten fiis hard Heart ■, for if he was infe- 
fted with Lcaproly, the Galten is ne¬ 
ver clear of an univerfal raging Itch, 
as an addition to all other Miferies. If 
the Air then was fill’d with Gnats *, the 
Ship fwarms with little Vermine, the 
Spaniards call Gorgojos, bred in the Bis- 
kee fo fvrift that they in a fhort time 
not only run over Cabbins, Beds, and 
the very Dilhes the Men eat on, but 
infcnfibly fallen upon the Body, lnflead 
of the Locufts, there are feveral other 
forts of Vermin of fundry Colours, that 
fuck the Blood. Abundance of Flies 
fall into the Dilhes of Broth, in which 
there alio fwim Worms of feveral forts. 
In fhort, if Mofes miraculoufly convert¬ 
ed his Rod into a Serpent, aboard the 
Galean a piece of Flefh, without any 
Miracle is converted into Wood, and in 
the Ihape of a Serpent. 1 had a good 
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fhare in thefe Misfortunes $ for the Boat- 
fwaia, with whom 1 had agreed for my 
Diet, as he had Fowls at his Table the 
firft Days, fb when we were out at Sea 
he made me Fafl after the Armenian 
manner, havi ng Banifh’d from li is Table 
all Wine, Oyl and Vinegar *, drefling 
his Fifh with feir Water and Salt, Up¬ 
on Flefh Days he gave me Taffajos Ri¬ 
tas, that is, Steaks of Beef, or Buffalo, 
dry’d in the Sun, or Wind, which are 
fo hard that it is impoffibie to Eat them, 
without they are firft well beaten, like 
Stockfifh i nor is there any Digefting 
them without the help of a Purge. At 
Dinner another piece of that fame fticky 
Flefh was boil’d, without any other Sauce 
but its own hardnefs, and fair Water. 
At !aft he depriv’d me of the Satisfacti¬ 
on of gnawing a good Bisket, becaufe 
he would fpend no more of his own, 
but laid the King’s Allowance on the 
Table *, in every Mouthful whereof 
there went down abundance of Maggots, 
and Gorgojos chew'd and bruis’d. Ou 
Fifh Days the common Diet was old rank 
Fife boil’d in fair Water and Salt j at 
Noon we had Mongos, fomething like 
Kidney Beans, in which there were fo 
many Maggots, that they fv/am at top 
of the Broth, and the quantity was fo 
great, that befides the Loathing they 
caus’d, I doubted whether the Dinner 
was Fifh or FIdh. This bitter Fare was 
fweetned after Dinner with a little Wa¬ 
ter and Sugar ; yet the Allowance was 
but a final! Coco Shell full, which rather 
increas'd than quench’d Drought. Pro¬ 
vidence reliev’d us for a Month with the 
Sharks and Cachorretas the Seamen caught, 
which either boil'd, or broil’d were fome 
Comfort. Yet he is to be pity’d who 
has another at his Table v for the tedi- 
oufnefs of the Voyage is the caufe of 
all thefe Hardfhips. Tis certain, they 
that cake this upon them, lay out Thou- 
fands 6f Pieces of Eight, in making the 
necellary Provifioa of Flefh, Fowl, Fifh, 
Bisket, Rice, Sweetmeats, Chocolate, 
and other Things; and the quantity is 
fb great, that during the whole Voy¬ 
age, they.never fail of Sweetmeats at 
Table, and Chocolate twice a Day, of 
which la ft the Sailers and Grummets 
make as great a Confumption, as the 
richeft. Yet at laft the tedioufuefs of 
the Voyage makes an end of all •, and 
the more becaufe in a fhort time all the 
Provifions grew Naught, except the 
Sweetmeats and Chocolate, which are 
the only comfort of Faffengers. Abun¬ 
dance of poor Sailors fell Sick, being 
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expos’d to the continual Rains, Cold, 
Gcmelti. and other Hardlhips of the Seafon; yet 
1 697. they were not allow’d to Tafte of the 
good Bisket, Rice, Fowls, Spanifb Bread, 
and Sweetmeats, put into the Cuftody 
of the Mailer by the King’s Order, to 
be diltributed among the Sick; for the 
honeft Mailer fpent all at his own Ta¬ 
ble. Not with (landing the dreadful Suf¬ 
ferings in this prodigious Voyage, yet 
the delire of Gain prevails with many 
to venture through ir, four, fix, and 
fome ten times. The very Sailers, tho’ 
they Forfwear the Voyage when out at 
Sea j yet when they come to Acapulco, 
for the Lucre of 275 Pieces of Eight, 
the King allows them for the Return, 
never remember pad Sufferings ; like 
Women after their Labour. The whole 
Profit of Pay is 350 Pieces of Eight; but they 
thU Voy- h ave only 75 paid them at Cavite, when 
a S e< they are bound for America', for if 
they had half, very few would return 
to the Philippine Iflands for the reft. The 
Merchants, there is no doubt get by 
this Voyage, an hundred and fifty, or 
two hundred per Cent, and Fa&ors have 
nine in the Hundred, which in 2, or 
300000 Pieces of Eight amounts to Mo- 
ny. And indeed it is a great Satisfa¬ 
ction to return Home in lefs than a Year 
with 17, or 18000 Pieces of Eight clear 
Gains, befides a Man’s own Venture; 
a Sum that may make a Man eify as long 
as he Lives. Captain Emanuel Argued 
Us told me. That he without having a- 
ny Employment, (hould clear tb him- 
felf that Voyage byCommiflions 25, or 
30000 Pieces of Eight. It was reckncd 
the Pilot would make 20000 Pieces of 
Eight; his Mates 9000 each. The Cap¬ 
tain of the Gakon 40000. The Mailer, 
his Mate, and Boatfwain, who may put 
Aboard feveral Bales of Goods, may 
make themfelves Rich in one Voyage. 
He that borrows Mony at fifty per Cent. 
may get as much more, without Hand¬ 
ing to the Hazard of Loflcs. Theft: ex¬ 
traordinary Gains enduce many to Ex- 
pofe themfelves to fo many Dangers 
and Miferies. For my own part, thefe 
nor greater Hopes Ihall not prevail with 
me to undertake that Voyage again, 
which is enough to Deftroy a Man, or 
make him unfit for any thing as long as 
he Lives. I have made this Digreffion 
to fhow the Reader through what Thorns 
Men mnft venture to come at the fo 
much coveted Rofes of Riches. The 
Spaniards , and other Geographers, have 
given this the name of the pacifick Sea, 
as may be fecn in the Maps; but it does 
Vol. IV. 


not fute with its tempefluous and dread- 
ful Motion, for which it ought rather 
to be call’d the Reftlefs. But the Truth 
is, the Spaniards gave 1 it this fine Name 
in laiUng from Acapulco to the Philippine 
Iflands; which is perform’d very eaiily 
in three Months, without any boifterous 
Motion in the Sea, and always before 
the Wind, as was laid before. 

Tuefday 30th, the Wind bidwing hard 
at S. W. we fleer’d E. and by N. but 
afterwards the Wind Came about to the 
Weft Stormy .The lat. 3 6 deg. 40 min. 
and we fleer’d E. N. E. it being requi- 
fite to get more to the Northward. That 
Night the Waves beat fo violently that 
ten Men were fain to Hand to the Helm. 
Wedttefday 31ft, the Day broke with the 
Wind at N. W. which made us Steer 
£. and by N. A piece of Wood being 
feen on the Sea about eight Spans long, 
and wrought, it was look’d upon as a 
Token of being near Land; but it might 
as well be the Sign of a Wreck. No 
Obfervation was taken. 

The Month of OBobcr ending with 
fo many Hardihips, the Sky appear’d 
Serene, and the Sea Calm on Thurfday 
the firft of November. At Night the 
Wind was N. W. and came to W. we 
fleer’d E, N. E. The fat. 37 deg. 18 min. 
All the Night the Wind blew hard at 
N. W. and fo continu’d Friday 2d, with¬ 
out any Alteration, and we held on our 
Courfe E. N. E. the lat. 37 deg. ro min. 
and therefore perceiving we fell off to 
Southward, by teafon of the Currents, 
we flood N. E. and by E. Saturday 3d, 
the W ind turn’d to N. N. W. and there¬ 
fore we fleer’d E. N. E. We faw ano¬ 
ther piece of Wood, but not Wrought, 
which confirm’d the Hopes of our being 
near Land ; notwithflanding the Pilots, 
being deceiv’d by the Currents which 
ran E. reckned themfelves above an hun¬ 
dred Leagues further ofE The Wind 
at Night coming up again at N. W. we 
fail’d N- E. and by E. afterwards it 
chang’d to N. N. E. and we flood Eaft 
Sunday 4th, the Wind being more fa¬ 
vourable fleer’d E. N. E. The lat, 37 
deg. 14 min. Monday 5th, Wind at N. 
W. Courfe N. E. and by E. lat. 39 deg. 
2 min. Afterwards we flood E. and the 
Wind coming fcant at Night we run E. 
S. E. Tuefday 6th, fail’d E. and E. S. E. 
the Wind being at N. N. E. and N. E. 
We found we were fallen to Southward; 
the lat. being 36 deg. 40 min. nor could 
it be otherwife as long as that Wind 
continu’d. At Night the Wind N. N. E. 
fail’d Eaft. Wednefday 7th, the Wind 
Q.q q 2 coming 
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coming to N. E, we flood E. S. E. Lhe 
GcmtiU . lac. 35 deg. 10 Olio. Ac Night we tack’d 
J«9“. about to N. N. W. to avoid falling ofF 
''-''V"'-' a ny rnore co Southward. Thurfday 8th, 
held the fame Courfc, the lat. 36' deg. 
13 min. The Moon was Eclips’d at 
Night, but could not be feen by reafou. 
of the Clouds. Friday 9th, in the Morn¬ 
ing die Wind N. N. E. and therefore we 
fleer’d N. W. and by W. lac. 30 deg'. 
17 mitt, Saturday tool, the fame Wind 
continu'd, lat 36 deg, +0 min. Sunday 
11 th, the Wind at Eaft, we flood N. 
N. £. lat. 37 deg. 25 min. Monday 12th, 
Wind E. S. E. fail’d N. E. and then E. 
N, E. lat. 3*8 deg. Tuefday 131b, the 
Wind South, fail’d E. and by N. The 
Cold began to Nip, and the few Fro vi¬ 
llous there were left Corrupted. They 
were therefore us'd very fparingly, and 
' in the befl Mefles they gave a Dilh of 
Chocolate j in the Morning betimes, feme 
other fm.ili Matter two Hours before 
Noon, and the Dinner late. In the 
Evening they gave another Dilh of Cho¬ 
colate, and later fome Sweetmeats with¬ 
out any Supper. The Wind veer’d quite 
round the Corn pa ft. Wedmfday 14th, the 
S. W. Wind put us on a great Rate, but 
in the Evening it came to ^Vcfl. We 
law a large Branch of a Tree with foiali 
Boughs brought by the Current from 
the Continent. No Obfevvation could 
betaken. Tiwfiay it, wc made good 
way E. and by N. the Wind continuing 
at W. but alter wards tame to N. W. 
The lat. by Obfervation 39 3 and we 
flood N. E. and by E. to get more to 
Northward, for fear the Wind fhould 
come to N. E. Abundance of Toninas, 
or Tunny Fifties were feen about the 
Galeon, which they fay do not go far 
from Land. After Mid-night, the Wind 
came again to S. and S. E. which conti¬ 
nu’d all Friday ltfch, and at Night chang’d 
to W. S. W. our Courfe was E. N. E. 
No Oblervation could be taken. At 
Night the Wind at S. 

Saturday 1,7th, it blew hard at S.' W. 
The Indians Born at- Manila, where 
they are always in a Sweat, could not 
endure rhe Cold of this Climate. We 
held on our Court? E. N. E, _ hut only 
under a Fore-Sail, becaufe it blew 3. 
Storm. The fame Weather lafled Sun¬ 
day fo furious, that there was no faying 
Maft. The Wind afterwards falling, and 
coming again to N. W. we held on our 
Courfe E, N. E. The lat. 39 deg. 20 
min. In the Evening, the Wind came 
again to S. W. and lafled part of Mon¬ 
day tjth, then changing to W, but blow¬ 


ing hard wc could carry no more but a 
Fore-Sail and Top-Sail. The iat. 39 
deg. 38 min. fo that the Pilots thinking 
we had no occafion to gain more to 
Northward, we flood E. and by N. and 
the rather bccaufe at Night the Wind 
came to N. W. Ac Sun-fet about fifty 
Ducks flew over our Prow, which made 
us conclude we were near Laud. Tmf- 
<iay aotb, fleer’d Eaft, which was our 
proper Courfe, That Day the North 
Wind blew the coldeft we had yet felt, 
and it Hail’d for half an Hour, which 1 
had never leen fince Heft Europe. This 
nude the Blacks Aboard creep into the 
very Hen Coops; and thofe that got 
under the Deck could not be got out 
at Night to do their Bufliteft, if they 
had Beaten them never fo much 3 fo that 
they Poifon’d the Place where they lay, 
and io the Morning all was full of Coin- 
plaints of the Seamen. The lat. was 
found to be 39 deg. 20 min. having loft 
18 min. of Elevation. Afterwards the 
head Pilot and his two Mates declar’d 
how much they had been milKkcri. The 
iuft reckned wc were ninety Leagues 
from Land 3 die others fevency, and 
the other fixt'y under Cape Mendocino. 
The North Wind continu’d Cold with 
Hail, and we held our Courfe Eaft. 
Wednesday 1 1 fl, feeing the laft Day, with¬ 
in which 1 had laid a Wager that we 
fhould fee Laud ; none being feen ! loft 
a pair of Gold Buttons with Emeralds 
in them. The lat. 38 deg. 45 min. At 
Night the Wind came to Weft fomc- 
what Stormy, and grew ftill more Boi- 
fterous tili four of the Clock 3 after 
which we faw the Light, they call San- 
telmo, on the Main, and Fore-round Top, 
which was fainted by all, as a good O7 
men- The Ship rowl’d much all Night 3 
and the Wiad coming to N. W. we 
fail’d E. and by N. Tburfday nd, we 
flood the fame Courfe, the Wind at N. 
N. E. lat. 38 deg. 3 min. Finding we 
fell away to Southward, by reafon of 
the Current which run S. E. wc back’d 
our Main-Sail. A great Storm of Hail 
fell, and the Wind blew hard in the 
Night at North, fwcllittg the Sea, which 
made us beat furioufly. 

Friday 23d, the Wind N. N. W. with 
Hail ana Raiu. The Galeon lay with die 
Sails hack’d, very much tofs’d, the lat. 

37 min, left than the Day before, the 
Wind and Current driving us to South¬ 
ward 3 fo our lat. Was 37 deg, 26 min. 
The Pilot perceiving he fell off from 
the Land by lofing Latitude, flood his 
Courfe N. E. and by E. the Wind be- 
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ing N. N. W. Saturday 24th, in the 
Crnelti, Morning the Wind N. W. fail’d N. E. 

1697. and at Night with a Gale at W. S. W, 
ltvnj flood £. N. E. This Day we faw ano¬ 
ther large piece of aTree in the Sea. At 
Night it blew a Storm at W. with a 
rowling Sea, and we law Santelmo on the 
Round a third time. Sunday 25th, 
held the fame Courfe, but began to be 
out of hopes of feeing the Sous, or 
Weeds, tho’ we were run as many 
Leagues as the Pilots had calculated 
would bring us near Land. A violent 
Wind with Hail beat the Ship, but at 
the lame time drove it on a great Rate. 
The Wind ftill riling, after Noon we 
fleer’d N. E. and by £. to difeover Land, 
or the Senas or Weeds. At Night wc 
run E. N- E. and E. $. E. the Pilot 
altering his Courfe as the Wind chang’d. 
The Storm lafted all Night, the Sea run¬ 
ning fo high, and beating with fuch fu¬ 
ry, that twelve Men could hardly Ma¬ 
nage the Helm. At Mid-night the Light 
Santelmo appear’d the fourth time above 
the Main-Malt; but the Storm continu’d 
at Weft. Monday 26th, held on our 
Courfe E. and E. N. E. with a boifterous 
Sea, but made much way. The lat 37 
deg. 15 min. Tuefday 27th, the fury of 
the Storm began to abate, after it had 
toil’d us for three Days, tho’ we ran 
before the Wind ; which now coming 
to S. W. wc flood E. The lat. 37 deg. 
45 min. At Night there blew a Storm 
which oblig’d the Pilot to back his Main- 
Sail, tho’ the Wind was fair. Wednefday 
28th, the Wind blowing furioufly at S. 
W, we ran E. and by S. the lat. 37 
deg. 20 min. For fear of being Alhore 
we lay by all Night. Thurfday 29th, the 
Wind continu’d in the fame Place, but 
not fo violent, with much Rain. The 
Wind came to N. W. and then to S. W. 
lb we ran to E. Friday 30th, we held 
the fame Courfe. The lat. 37 deg. 16 
min. but the Wind at Night coming to 
S. W. we fleer’d E. and by N. with much 
Rain. 

Saturday the firfl of December WC held 
the fame Courfe, the Wind at firfl be¬ 
ing South, and afterwards S. W. That 
Day a Sailer dy’d, and was prefently 
thrown over Board ; being the firlb we 
loft, notwithftanding all our Sufferings. 
There was no other Diflemper among us 
but a raging Itch, caus’d by the Salt 
Meat. Sunday 2d, fleer’d upon the fame 
Point, the Wind at South, and after¬ 
wards at 5. W. Monday 3d, the lat. 38 
deg. we flood Eafl, and then S. E. the 
Wind at W. This Day we faw other 


ligns of Land, which was Ail I dilNnt 
from us, tho’ wc made much way. It 
rejoic’d all Aboard to fee a very 1 mg 
Weed, with a Root like an Onion ; 
which they fa id had been pull’d up from 
the Month of fome River, by the vio¬ 
lence of the Sea. Hereupon the Sailers 
(according to Cuflom) having Power fo 
to do, took the BcD and carry’d it to 
the Prow \ and the Judges they chofe 
of their Court (cak’d in Jell the Court 
of Senas , or of Signs) } made Proclama¬ 
tion to try the Officers'of the Ship. Te 
Deam was Sung, and all Perfons congra¬ 
tulated one another with the found of 
Dt urns and Trumpets, as if we had been 
in our Port, whereas we were then 700 
Leagues from it. This unfeafonable Re¬ 
joicing is caus’d by that long and dread¬ 
ful Voyage of above 3000 Leagues; 
which makes them think thcmlUvcs in 
the Port, when they have 700 Leagues 
to it. The Sailer', who firfl faw the 
Weed, had a Chaju of Gold given him 
by the Captain, and at lea A fifty Pieces 
of Eight by the Pafiengers, and others. 
It now appear’d that the Pitots had mi- 
ftaken above 200 Leagues in their Ac¬ 
counts. That Night we were Becalm'd, 
and upon 7 «f/^ Morning it blew gent¬ 
ly at South, which made us ftand Eafl- 
Mafs was Sung inThanklgiving, and in¬ 
deed it was a great Mercy that the Wind 
had for twenty Days blown hard right 
a Stem of us; for the Pilots had not 
manag’d itfo, well lying upon the Tack 
between North and South, without ad¬ 
vancing on our way. That Day we faw 
a Filh the Spaniards call Lobillo? with a 
Head and Ears like a Dog, and a Tail 
like that they Paint the Mairmaids with;

7 'ho’ 
there be no Souldiers aboard the Galcon, 
yet the Governor of Manila, bsfides 
the Commander in chief, rail’d General, 
as l faid before, appoints a Major, a 
Captain, and a Royal Enfigfl , who, 
have thefe Titles without any Command 
at all* When the Gnteon returns to 
Manila, it carries 250 or 300 Souldiers,

Scurvy. The fame Wind continu’d- 
Tbarfday 20tb,and we fleer'd S. E. and by 
E. fo that by break of day, we found our 
felves oppofite to the lfland Cenifas, ten 
Leagues difont from the Continent, 
and Coaft tlofe under it. The length 
of it, is about eleven Leagues, and the 
breadth four, and in fome Places fix, 
but it is naked of Trees, and unpeopled.

our right Hand, to Wcftwardj which 
the Galeons generally make, becaiffe it 
is far from the Continent. After laying 
five Maffes for the dead Captain, be was 
caft into the Sea.

E. and by S. Next we difeover'd the 
Wand Ctrres, 17 Leagues difhtnt from 
the Continent, Itis 16 Leagues in com- 
pafs, and two high Promontories at its 
Extremities, make it refcmble a Saddle. 
At Night we alter’d our pourfc, for fear 
of being foul in the lfland •, yet we per¬ 
ceiv’d in the Dark, we were very neat 
it, which put us into fome fear, fo we 
tack’d about to Weft and by N. Hand¬ 
ing almoft back. Friday 1 1 ft, we found 
ourfeives oppottce to the fame lfland, 
and the Wind blowing at North, we 
fleer’d S. E. we found wc had but 28 
deg. of lat. The fame Wind held all 
Night, and on Saturday 22d in the Morn¬ 
ing, the Wind at N. N. W. we tail’d S. 
E- the Iat. 2 <5 deg, 35 miu. Sunday 23d 
held the fame Couife, with the fame 
Wind, the Jat. 25 deg. 19 min, and then 
we fleer’d S. E. and by S. Monday 24th, 
the Wind being N. W. (which is fre¬ 
quent thofe Months on chat Coaft) we 
fail’d S. E. to make the Laud, which lies 
N- W, and S. E. from Acapulco, to Cape 
Mendocino. The fame day Trod a mo¬ 
tion was made by beat of Drum, to dif- 
cover all Goods that were out of the 
Hold, for them to Pay the King’s Du¬ 
ties for the Gal eon. Tmfday 25 th, five 
Mattes were faid after Midnight, in Ho¬ 
nour of the Nativity of our Lord. We 
flill fleer’d E. S. E. to difeover fond. 
The lac. 23 deg. 56 min. Having fir’d 
ten Cannon, and fetled them in their 
Places, all Per fans had Muskets given 
them, to defend our felves againfl Ene¬ 
mies, that are often met on the Coaft of 
California. At Sun-fct wc difeover’d 
fond, but at a great diftance, fo that 
we held on our Courfe at Night, with 
the fame N. W. Wind. The fame we 
did on VFednefday 20th, coa fling along 
a high Country, oppofite to Cape Sc. 
Luke, the Current driving us on to¬ 
wards Acapulco. This Day we pafs’d 
out of the Temperate into the Torrid 
Zone, for upon Obfervation, we found 
23 deg. 23 min. hit. and confequently 
we began to feel the heat. All Night 
the Wind fhifted, till it forced us t.o 
Steer N. E. and after that it fell altoge¬ 
ther, Tbarfday 27th, the Wind being 
W. we fleer’d S, S- E. became we dil- 
covcr’d a high fond near on the Ealt 
fide, beyond Cape St, Luke. The lat.

California. In the Year 1595 the Galeon St . Au- 
f'ufiin, which was call away in the Port 
de lot Fayes, was fent to dtfeover this 
Land, as yet unknown. In 1602, the 
Count de Monterey, who then Govern’d 
ISfevp Spain, by His Majellies Command, 
feut thither Sebaflian Bifcaino, with two 
Ships and a Tedder. He fad’d from the 
Port of jicapislco, and having difeover’d 
all tlieCoafl, as far as Cape Mendocino, 
and the Neighbouring lflands ? made a 
Sea Cart of Lhe whole. This Cart. I 
faw, with the Journal belonging to it, 
for one of the Pilots Mates had it; and 
there l read, that he had talk’d with Sa¬ 
vage Indians, in fevcral Places, and found 
them well Temper’d, Loving, and fome 
of them inclinable to entertain Friend - 
(hip with the Spaniards •, which made 
them invite the People aboard the Ships 
to their Huts, about Port Monterey, in 
the lat. of 37 deg. That he found the 
fame Inclination in the Inhabitants of 
the fmall Iflandson theCoaft \ but that 
the Spaniards muft be upon their Guard 
againft the Indians of the Bay of St. 
Outfits, in the lat. of 32 deg. and a- 
gainft thole who live along the Shore, in 
the lat. of 27 deg. becaufe they are 
Warlike and Faithlefi. The Religious 
Man who writes this Account, fays, the a- 
fore mention’d Port of A/werfyh as Water 
enough; and that about it, there is Tim¬ 
ber to build Ships, and for other ufes; 
that there is plenty of Game on the 
Neighbouring Mountains, that is, Bares, 
Deer, and other Beafts, and of Wild 
Foul in the Plain, as alfo of Ducks in 
the Lakes; that fix Leagues N. W. of 
• the Port, there is a rapid River, which 
has at lead 7 Fadom Water, and ano¬ 
ther like it in the lat. of 41 deg. whofe 
Current is fo ftrong, that they could 
not get up it with all their Sails abroad. 
He alio reckons the afore mention'd Port 
de lot Reyes, where the Galeon St. Ju- 
gufiin was loft,a good one that of D.C *fi 
per in the lat. of 38, and others that 
have Water enough ; giving an Ac¬ 
count of their depth or fhallownels. 
He gives other particulars, which not 
belonging to our Journal, but to the 
Pilots of" thofe Parts, 1 (hail forbear to 
fet down. I (hall only obferve, what I 


think moft Strange, which is, that in 
tliofe fame Ports, there is fucli abun¬ 
dance of good Fi(h (be (ides the Whales 
out at Sea) that with 2 Hook in a day, 
a good Vefiel might he ftor’d, or aim oft 
loaded. The Inhabitants of thofe Parts 
ufeCanooes, or Boats, like thofe ofthe 
Marian Illands, as well for Pearl, as for 
other Filhing. Thofe that inhabit along 
the Coaft of that Streight, which fepa- 
rates California from the Continent, ufe 
Boats made ot fmall pieces of Wood 
bound together, call’d by the Spaniards 
Balfas, that is, Floats. They are fade on 
them, being excellent Swi turners^ nor 
do they value half their Body being in 
the Water, becaufe they go naked, co¬ 
vering only their Privities with Barks 
of Trees, and therefore are not afraid 
of wetting their Cloaths. Alhore they 
lye, where Night overtakes them. In 
Winter they warm the Ground with 
Fire, and putting away the Coals, lie 
down in the hot Afhes. They have fe- 
veral Languages j and among them fome 
are Mortal Enemies, on account of their 
Savage Jurisdiftion. Their Weapons 
arc long Spears, with the Points of 
Wood hardned at the Fire ; and Arrows 
headed with Flint. They eat raw Fid), 
and exchange Pearls, in which all that 
Coaft abounds, and the more becaufe 
the Fifhery is forbid the Spaniards, and 
Conquer’d Indians , for Knives and o- 
ther Trifles, having no Knowledge of 
Mony. The Author of the aforefaid 
account, (ays nothing of the Religion of 
thefe People, or of the Product of the 
Earth, as things not belonging to the 
Profeflion of a Sailer. But we are told 
they are Idolaters, like all the reft, and 
that they live upon what they kill, up¬ 
on Roots, Herbs, and Indian Figs, call’d 
Pitaxayas, or Tunas, whereof there is 
great Plenty in the Country. Thefe 
Ships fpent fome Months in their Voy¬ 
age to Cape Mendocino (lying in the 
lat.ofyi deg. 20 min. whofe top is bare 
of Trees,and always cover’d with Snow) 
where many of his Men dy’d, and the 
reft came away Sick, being pierced 
by the violent Cold. Thus they were 
forced to turn back from the aforefaid 
Cape, tho” they faw another at (omedi- 
ftance, which they call’d Cabo Blanco , 
or White Cape, fet down in the Maps, 
in the lat. of 43 deg. In the Year 1684 
the Marquefs de la Laguna, or of the 
Lake, Governing New Spain, with the 
general applaufe of all Men, two other 
Ships with a Tender were lent thither, 
with leveral Mi (boners aboard, to draw 
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fVA-’O thofe people out of the Darkncft of Ido- 
Geme/u. iatry. They kept within Cape St. Luke 
* n t f ie * 3t * 12 deg- and entring the 

Streighc between it and the Continent 
run up 182 Leagues to 29 deg. of tet. 
rrhere finding the Straight but 7 Leagues 
°|*r, they turn'd back for fear or the 
Flats and Currents, which ran very 
ftrong in that Narrow. From the vio¬ 
lence of the/e Currents they concluded 
that the Streight: has a Communication 
with the North Sea, and that California 
is an Bland, But on the other fide the 
Flats, _the want of Water, and narrow- 
nefs of the Channel, (hew there is no 
PafTage much further, and that California 
is part of the Continent. They add. 
That this Continent Borders upon Great 
Tartary •, and the Jefuits of t thing, Ma¬ 
cao, and Canton , told me, Thar, wliilil 
F. Martin Martinez, was Miflioner at Pe¬ 
king 1 a Chriftian Woman of Mexico 
was brought thither a Steve, who going 
to him to Confefiioi!, and being ask'd 
how ihe came to be a Slave, faid flic had 
been made a Slave in her Infancy in 
Mexico , and th.it fhewas carry’d thence 
by Land into the Great Tanary , and 
laftly into China : Moreover, that in Jo 
long a Journey (he had been carry’d in 
a Boat, bat that only to crofs over iome 
Streight at farthefir, not above two Days 
Sail over. This is (oppos'd to be the 
Streight of Aynan ■, through which lome 
will fay a Dutch Ship fail’d out of the 
South into the North Sea. The Ships 
returning Anchor’d in the Bay and Port 
of St. Burnaby, where having built fome 
Huts on the Shore, the poor Indians 
came to them rather to (atisfy their cor¬ 
poral Hunger, than to cure the Diftem- 
per of their Souls. They devour'd all 
the Spaniards gave them , but refus’d 
Gloaths to cover their Nakednels. A- 
board our Galeott was a Religious Man 
of the Order of St. John de bios, who 
bad been Aboard one of thofc Ships. 
He told me, the King’s Defign had ao 
Succeft, becaufe the Commadorc (pent 
five Months to no purpofeat the afore- 
fiiid Cape •, blit to his own Benefit, ex¬ 
changing Trifles with thofe Wretches 
for good Pearls •, that the Indians brought 
no other Provifions, but Filh, which 
they eat Raw, Roots, and Herbs. That 
before he went ofl^ the Commadore, to 
revenge the Death of a Grummet kill’d 
by thofc Barbarians, loaded a Cannon 
with Partridge Shot, and when thofe 
Wretches came to gather up the Scraps 
the Spaniards had left, he fir'd it upon 
them, killing two, and wounding feve- 
Vol IV. 
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ral others. So that it is not to be due- 
li (on d, that 1 f any other Europeans, fliouid 
refort to thofe Parts, they would be ill 
receiv’d.

Finding that the 
Current tad carry’d the Ship too far from 
L;;h(I anting it to the Southward* we 
floo_d E.S.E. with but little Wind.For this 
rcalOn on Monday 31 ft, we did not come 
upon the three little iflands call’d Las tr, s 
Manets, that is, the three Maries, as was 
expected, our Golem being 40 Leagues, 
from Cape St. Luke, and 20 from Cape 
Corrientes, which make the Mouth of the 
Streight Of California . The three afore- 
raid Iflands are ten Leagues from the 
Mouth of the Streighc bearing N. E. 
and S. W, from it. They have good 
Trees and Water, abundance of Game, 
and Salt Pits; for which realon the £njr- 
lijlj and Bench Pyrates who have pafs’d 
through the Streight of Magellan to Rob 
upon the South Sea, have foraetimes 
Winter d there. Wc found the lat. 20 
deg. 24 min. At Night there was but 
little Wind. 

Tuefday the Srft Day of January, and 
0, the \ew \ear wc were again 

Becalm’d, and there appear’d abundance 
of Lobiilos about the Ship turning up 
their Tails and Paws in the Air like Jug- 
lers Dogs. We took five good Tortoi- 
fes, whofe Fiefh was exactly like Beef 1 
but not fo Savory as ours in Europe . 
The lat. was 20 deg. it min. "Hie 
Calm held all Night. Wednefday i£ 
putting our Panto, or little Boat into 
the Water we took feven Tortoifes that 
lay floating A fleet); and fome Starks 
and Dofees were ft ruck with a Harping 
Iron. The lat. 20 deg. 5 min. About 
Evening a final! Gale blew at N. W. and 
at Night drew to Northward. Thus 
holding on our Courfe on Thurfday 3d, 
wc dlicover’d the Laud of Neve Spain, a 
great way beyond Cape Corrientes. All 
the Sea Co.ift along here is inhabited by 
peaceable Indians from 20 deg. 55 min. 
We could not get near the Land becaufe 
the Current beat us off j and for fear of 
certain Flats which lie oppofice to Cape 
Corrientes. Upon an Obfervatiotuvve 
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found by three Minutes left Latitude than 
Gemelii. the Day before, and this becaufe we had 
fleer'd Eaft all Day and Night, and then 
O'V'V E. and by S. Then we flood E. S. E. to 
draw near Land, and fet Afiiore the 
Meflenger who is to carry the Letters to 
Mexico. VVe coaftcd along the laid Cape 
at a great diftance, where begins a Ridge 
of vaft high Mountains call’d SamctU. 
At Night the little Wind there was fell, 
and Friday 4th, f wc found we had made 
very little way E. S. E. The N. W. 
Wind, which the Spaniards call F'irazjtn, 
blowing again we advanced gently all 
that Day, not-'very far from the Moun¬ 
tains (which they fay are rich in Gold 
and Silver Mines) feeing feveral Email 
Snakes of various Colours fwim by the 
Gateon, which were brought by the Cur¬ 
rent out of Rivers. Before Sun-fet fe¬ 
veral Muskets were fir’d to give Notice 
to the Galiot, which is ufually fent a- 
bout that time from Acapulco to meet 
the Gallon, or to have fome Boat of In¬ 
dians ctjme off with Refrc foments, but 
it was all in vain •, only at Night there 
were two Fires feen upon the high bar¬ 
ren Mountains, fuppos’d to be ruacle by 
the Country People. This Night the 
Wind blew fometimes at N. W. and 
fometimes at S. W. Saturday 5th, in the 
Morning the new Boat was Launch’d, to 
Land the Meflenger with the Letters for 
Mexico, and Madrid. F. Borgia, a Jejidt, 
who had the Dutch Difcafe, or Scurvy, 
and other fick Perfons were alfo put A- 
board it, to be Landed with all fpecd ; 
but the News is known at Mexico by 
another Exprefs fent by the Aicadc of 
ChUmtla, as fbon as a Centinel from the 
Tops of the Mountains difeovers a Sail 
at Sea. Upon the uncertain Tidings 
fent by the Alcadt of a great Ship ften 
at Sea, which may as well be an Ene¬ 
my, they begin their Prayers at Mex¬ 
ico, which are continu’d till the Arrival 
of the Meflenger with the Letters from 
Aboard. When he Arrives all the Bells 
Ring for joy and this Noife lafts, till 
a third Exprefs comes from Acapulco, 
who brings the Viceroy Advice of the 
Gahon from China, being come to an 
Anchor in the Port. The City Express 
the like Joy upon the Arrival of the 
Flota, the Citizens having no left Con¬ 
cern Aboard it, and the fame Is done at 
Manila , when the Gahon returns. 

Nativity , The Port of the Nativity is in the lat, 

andefck- of 19 deg. 33 min. has Water enough 
*‘tla Torts. f' or an y ships, but there is a Rock at 
the Mouth of it. That of ChiameU is 
too fliallow for any but Email Boats; but 


it is large, and flicker’d by feveral Blands 
on the N. W. and S. E. and by the Con¬ 
tinent. It abounds in Pearls, and good 
Fith. All this Trad! of Land from Cape 
Cor rlimes to the Port of the Nativity, 
is call’d New Galicia, and is inhabited New Ga¬ 
by conquer’d Indians . After the Calm, falu 
which generally happens every Morn¬ 
ing upon that Coafl, follows the Wira- 
z.on, or fetled Breezes, beginning at S. 

W. and coming to N. W. The Night 
we fleer’d S. E. along the Coafl. Sun¬ 
day tfth, being the Fen ft of the Epiphany 
we let forward on the reft of the way, 
which is counted 80 Leagues from the 
Nativity to Acapulco , but let the Pilots 
fay what they pleafe, they are full 150 
Leagues. A Gun was fir’d to give the 
Guards on the Coafl to underftand that 
the Ship was a Friend At Sun-fet we 
found our felves oppofite to the Port 
aild village of Salagua. Monday 7th, Salagua, 
fleering W. N. W, before Noon we 
came up with the Port and burningMoun- 
tain of Colima , where much Salt is made, 
as well as at Salagua, Still Coafting a- 
long bare Mountains, and ftcep Rocks, 
about Evening the Wind having fa¬ 
vour’d, we came upon the Coafl of Mo- 
tines, or Momines , as others will have Mother. 
it, becaufe it is a fpace of Land full of 
Scattering Email Hills all alike. The 
Country is almoft Defect, there being 
only here and there a Village, fome Days 
Journey diflant one from another. Tuef- 
day 8th, we held the fame Courfe, but 
the little Wind we had foon fail’d, and 
we found wc had fcarce gain’d 2 Leagues 
all the Day. In the Evening a Email 
Gale came up at S. W. but fell again at 
Night, lb that we advanced not an Inch. 

This Coafl: of Motines is wonderful 
Calm m , the Sky being free from Clouds 
in the Day, and at Night ferene, and 
the Stars bright ; efpecialiy after the 
Rains are fallen, which begin in June , 
and laft all December, Wednefday 9th, 
the Calm continu’d, and the Weather 
was as Hot as the Dog-Days in Italy. 

At Sun-fet the Wind came up at N. W. 
and lafted fome few Hours in the Night. 

The Calm held again Thurfday 10th, 
only a Email Gale at N. W. blowing in 
the Evening, which foon was over. Fri¬ 
day nth, Calm again, but late in the 
Evening wc had Wind enough to come 
up with the Port and Village of Siguata- s hum , 
nejo , before which there are three Rocks. B Jj„. 
Here is a good Pearl Fifhery, and Salt 
made. From this Place the Country ap¬ 
pears not fo Barren, the Mountains are 
cover’d with fome fmall Trees, and the 
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CsJ^S\ Sea abounds in fcveral forts of Fife, 
Gemelli. whereof we faw Shoals skud about the 
1698. ship. The North Wind blew as is ufu- 
L/*V**0 al on that Goaft, but we made little 
way, bccaufe it was none of the bell 
for us. At break of Day, Saturday 12th, 
we were ftill oppofite to Siguataneje, 
The Wind then quite fail’d, fo that 
we lay aH Night in the fame Place with 
unfufferable Heat, 

Sunday 13th, the Wind came a-head 
of us, fo that we could do nothing but 
catch a number of Cachorretat , where¬ 
of, as of all other forts of Fife there is 
great Plenty along that Coal!:, At 
length, after fo many Months the An¬ 
chors were drops about half a League 
from Land, but at Night we were plagu’d 
with abundance of Gnats, and little 
Flies, that Stung molt intolerably. Tjie 
Calm continu’d Monday 14th, and when 
it did not, the Wind was contrary. We 
flood E. and E. S, E. changing our Courfe 
as the Land hapned to Wind. Tuefday 
151I1, in the Morning the Wind came 
up, North, which fetus forward. The 
Boat return’d with but little frefh Pro- 
vilion, bringing an Account that the 
Letter-Carrier finding no Body in the 
Port of the Nativity that could furnife 
him with Horfes, caus’d himfelf to be 
carry’d to the Port of Siguatantjo where 
fome Flfeers of Pearls had found him 
Horfes to go to Mexico , and that the 
reft had fet forward, fome by Sea, and 
fome by Land. It alfo brought the News 
of the Arrival of the Flota at the PorE 
of ford Cruz-, with the Count de Cancte, 
the new Viceroy of Peru ; and Count 
Montezuma of Mexico, which two had 
fallen out before their Landing. At Sun- 
fet we fail’d by Salina, a Territory fu- 
ta uun, bordinatc to the Alcade of Patatan, a 
Town a few Leagues diftant in the Val¬ 
leys. In this Country grow the heft 
BainiUat in the World j which brings 
no fmall Profit to the Alcade-, as do the 
Cacao , and Fifeery of good Pearls. This 
Night the Wind being fomettmes North, 
and foraetimes E. N. E. and the Current 
againft ns, we rather loft than gain’d 
Ground ; which continning Wednefday 
rtfth, till Night, we could not get be- 
, yond the Port of Pataran , which is ca¬ 
pable of great Ships. 

A Calm held us all Night, and Thurf- 
cUy 17th, the fame contrary Wind ftarc- 
ed up } but after Dinner the ufual Ftra- 
zjon, or fetled Wind coming up, which 
is S. W. we advanced, ana run along 
the Coaft del Calvaria, full of Cacao- 
Trees, and excellent Bainiilas. Ac Night 
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we continu’d our Courfe £. S. E. with 
the Wind at North, fo that on Friday 
18th, we were in fight of the Port of 
Acapulco. Our chief Pilot was Sick of 
the Dutch Diftemper, or Scurvy, and 
of the Herbert, which made his Life in 
Danger. At Noon a frefh Gale blew as 
S. W. which fet us very forward, we 
fleering E. S. E. As we fail’d along the 
Coaft of Coyuchia, we perceiv’d a Pira¬ 
gua, or great Barque making towards 
us. Being come tip it brought us frefh 
Provifions, which were an Ox, Fowls* 

Bread, Sweetmeats and Lemmons, font 
by the Governor, and D. Francis Mecca , 
to our Comma rider; belides otberThings 
for private Perfons; fo that every one 
had fomethbg to Refrefe him. The 
North Wind which blew all Night car¬ 
ry’d us fo far E. and by S. that on Sa¬ 
turday 19th, in the Morning, we found 
our felves oppofite to the Village and 
Port of Coyucca, whole Coaft being 14 
Leagues in length abounds in Cocos, Ca¬ 
cao, BainiUas , and other Things. The 
Wind holding fair, we cutred the Pore 
of Acapulco, at the great Channel, and 
came to an Anchor there at five in the 
Afternoon. All the Night was fnent La¬ 
bouring with the Anchors to draw the 
Ship up the Bay, fo that before Day the 
Stern was made fall with a Rope to a 
Tree; for tho’ the Port be good, and 
fafe againft all Winds, yet being wind¬ 
ing like a Snail, the Wind that is good 
to come in at the two Mouths, one N. 

W. and the other S. E. is not good to 
carry a Ship up under the Shore. 

Sunday 20th, all that were Aboard a- 
gain embrac’d one another with Tears 
of joy, feeing our felves in our delir’d 
Port, after a Voyage of two hundred, 
and four Days and five Hours. TV Dmn 
was Sung in Thankfgtving, but our 
Commander had not the goodnefs to 
Solemnize it with firing fome Guns, lay¬ 
ing the Powder would not be allow’d 
him at Manila. The Caftle was falutcd 
with feven Guns; and then anfwer’d with 
three, hanging out its Colours. 

Inquiring of the Pilots how many Length 0# 
Leagues and Degrees we had fail’d, 1 this voy- 
found them of fcveral Opinions and a 6 e * 
thisbecaule, we had not kept our Courfe, 
but ply’d backward and forward to no 
Purpofc. Peter Fernandez., a Fortugueft, 

Born in the Ifland of Madera, the chief 
Pilot, faid, we had run 125 Degrees, and 
2500 Spanijh Leagues. But Ifidort Mon¬ 
tes d’Oca of Scvil his Mate, would have 
it to be 130 Degrees, and about 3000 
Leagues. In failing from Acapulco to 
R r r 2 t Manila, 
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r\ Manila, it is certain there is none of this 
CetntlU. ncedlefsCompafs taken,. as has been ob- 
1698. ferv’d before, for having fallen down 
from bare 17 Degrees to 13, they then 
1 tin upon one and the fame Parallel quite 
to Manila, right afore the Wind, which 
carries them in two Months and a halt, 
or three at furthell, without any Stormy 
and therefore they run through only 1 t 8 
Degrees, which being fromEaft to Welt 
it is hard to twTure the Leaguesy but 
the Pilots guefs them to be about 2,200 
Stamps. Another way may be taken, 
which is from Acafdco N. W. as far as 
Cape McnAocifto, and then to Steer for 
the Marian I Hands, and Manila y and 
then they fay the whole Run is 117 de¬ 
grees, and allowing 17 Spanijh Leagues 
to every Degree, they are 2159 Leagues. 

All Sunday we waited for the King’s 
Officers to make their Search, that wc 
might go Afhorc. They came three 
Hours before Night, and were the Ca- 
ftellan, D. Francis Mecca , the Cortador, 
or Comptrolcr, and the Guarda Mayor , 
or Surveyor, to whom was deliver’d the 
Rcgifter, or Entry of all that was Aboard 
the Gabon (to Regulate the King’s Du¬ 
ties, which amounted to 80000 Pieces 
of Eight, including the Prefent to the 
Viceroy) and the Duplicates of the Let¬ 
ters to be fent to Madrid y all to be lent 
to Mexico with all fpeed, by another 
Exprcfs, to make ufe of them in Cafe 
the fir If fent by the other MefFcnger, we 
laid was put A (hare, were loft. Having 
taken an Account who I was, they ex- 


prefs’d a great deal of Civility, and of¬ 
fer’d their Service to me. When they 
were gone, the Image of our BiclTed 
Lady was carry’d Aihorc, and 1 went 
along with it to the Parifh Church, the 
Gabon in the mean while firing all its 
Guns. At Night 1 came back, and lay 
Aboard the Gabon , that my Equipage 
might not be left to my Slave, through 
whofc Negligence it might have been 
Damnify’d^ Going A (hos e upon Mon¬ 
day , I was told that the Centinel which 
looks towards Peru (there being two on 
a Mountain, whereof this is one, and 
the other looks towards China) had dtf- 
cover’d two Ships out at Sea, making' 
towards the Port. They were fuppos’d 
to be the Admiral and Tender of the 
Tem Fleet that came for the Count de 
Curate, the New Viceroy. 1 din’d with 
D. Francis Mecca , and before we arofe 
from Table we heard a Cannon fir’d. I 
ask’d the meaning of it, and he told 
me it was to fignify to the Ships that 
came, if Friends, that they might come 
into the Port y if others, to let them 
underftand that the Spaniards were up¬ 
on their Guard, and ready to Receive 
them. The Caftellan fent Major Aram- 
holo with the Boat of our Ship to view 
them, and bring an Account what they 
were, becaufc the Boats of two Veilels 
belonging to Peru were not fit to go. It 
is fit I fhould here flop my Pen, that 1 
may with ffelh Courage continue my 
Voyage in the next, which is the laft 
Volume. 


The End of the Fifth Volume. 
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Cannot chufe but condemn thole 
Perfoas, who fuffering themfelves 
to be too much dazl’d with the Lu- 
ftre of the noble Afiions of the Anci¬ 
ents, make it their Study to Extol them 
to the Skies; without reflecting, that 
thefe later Ages hare funiiflfd us with 
others more Heroick aqd Wonderful. 
He that hears talk of Vlyffesh mighty 
Travels, will doubtlefs conclude, he 
plow’d up mighty Seas, and faw far di¬ 
stant Countries; yet if duly confider’d, 
he muft find it will colt more time to 
read thofe very Travels in Homer, than 
to perform them. What can a Man, 
who has rambled but a fmail part of the 
World, judge of the Labours of Eneas, 
in coming out of Greece into Italy ? And 
yet the Poet magnifies them at fuch a 
Rate, one would think no Body could 
chafe bat have much Companion for this 
Hero periccoted by io many Deities. 
However all this to me looks like no¬ 
thing, when I call to mind the Folly of 
Alexander, firnam’d the Great, who be¬ 
fore he had fobdifd the greater part of 
Afu, is faid to have Wept for want of 


other Worlds to Conquer ; and indeed 
had his Matter ArifiotU been rightly in 
his Senfes, he might have given him to 
underftand, how great a part of the 
World there yet remain’d, which 
had not heard fo much as the Fame 
of his Victories. In fliort, which way 
foever I turn my (elf, I fee nothing 
but a prodigious Vanity in the Anti- 
ents, when they make a Judgment of 
their A&ions in their Writings, and a 
great Blinduefs in the Moderns to make 
fo great Account of them, in thofe 
Times any idle, or perhaps wicked Per¬ 
rons were receiv’d as Gods, for any 
Aftion they did for the publick Good ; 
every little Spot of Land was a King¬ 
dom ; every two or three Legions of 
Romans (who to fay the Truth were not 
fuch great Boafters as the Greeks ) were 
reckned a great Army; and yet a Le¬ 
gion did not exceed 7000 Men. I will 
not go about here to mention ali the 
Inventions, or glorious Exploits of our 
Times; but would only have it taken 
into Coaflderacion, how thofe worthy 
antieiu Poets and Hiftorians would be 
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rsJV^ confounded, if rifiug from the Dead, in 
Gemclli. the lad Age, they /hould have attempt- 

1698, ed to difeourfe of America , and of the 
Wealth, Nature has placed there, as 
the Subjed deferves. They having be¬ 
fore applauded Aft ions fo inconfiderable, 
that they look like nothing, in the moll 
Magnificent Terms, and rewarded them 
with no lefs than Divinity 3 could not 
afterwards think themfelves capable of 
I , anegyrzingCX'!»»6«j,and of giving any 
tolerableAccountof a Country,where we 
may fay, all that is feen is precious,and 
that which is trampled on isGoldand Sil¬ 
ver. We mud therefore fay, the World 
is not now grown Old, nor Valour de¬ 
cay'd, or other Virtues fled from the 
Earth, but that it is in the Prime of its 
Youth and that thofc we call Virtues 
are rather increas’d, than diminifh’d, 
becaufe Man learns fame thing new eve¬ 
ry day, and is continually riling above 
his Being. And if wc fee no fuch Men 
as thofe fo Renown’d in Antiquity; it 

is, becaufe thofe endowments, which 
feeing then rare,rais’d Admiration in o- 
thersj being now become common, no 
Body thinks them worth taking notice 
of. 

Being now to Treat of what I faw in 
America, in this laft Volume of my 
Travels round the World, I would have 
the Reader conceive lo great an Idea of 

it, that when foe ver he finds the things 
deferib’d, not to Merit his admiration, 
he would lay the blame on my Pen, and 
not attribute it to any defed in the 
things themfelves 3 for lo doing, 1 am 
fatisfy’d he will not deviate from Truth, 
and I fhall attain my end, which is to de¬ 
liver the Truth. 

No Inns in There being no Inn at Acapulco, I 

Aeapulco. was forced to go on Monday the 21ft, 
of January 1697, to the Monaltery of 
Naejlra Sennora de la Guca of the Ban- 
eifeans , by whom I was courteoufly en¬ 
tertain’d. 

Tuefday 22d in the Morning the Ca¬ 
ll ellans Lieutenant told me, he had been 
upon Guard all Night, by reafon of the 
Jealoufy there was, that the two Vef- 
fels difeover’d might be Enemies 3 be¬ 
caufe there was an account, that 5 French 
Ships had pafs’d the Stretght of Magel¬ 
lan, being fenc by the moll Chriltian 
King, to commit Hoflilitics in thofe Seas 3 
bcCdes the Catholick King’s general Or¬ 
der enjoyniug all Caltellans, and Gover¬ 
nors of the South Coall, to be upon 
their Guard whenfoever any Ships were 
feen at Sea.In the Afternoon the Major>4- 
rambolo return’d, and clear’d all doubts, 


faying , they were the Admiral and 
Tender of the Vera Fleet. It was not 
long before the Admiral came into the 
Port, faluting the Callle with 5 Guns, 
which anfwer’d with three. The Ga- 
leon St. Jofepb faluted with 7, and be¬ 
ing anfwer’d with i r, return’d the Ci¬ 
vility with feven, 

Wednefday 23d, Nwvent aboard the 
Admiral, before he was feareb’d. It 
was a good Ship, carrying 42 Brafs Guns, 
indifferent large, and was come to take 
aboard the New Viceroy of fern, 
the Count of Cantte . Thofe aboard 
faid they had fpent 48 days between Pa¬ 
nama and Acapulco , by reafon of the 
mighty Storms, they met at Sea, and the 
tedious Calms on the Coall of New Spain 
and that they had loll 21 Men, of a fort 
of contagious Diflemper, befides one, 
who falling into the Sea, was drowned. 

As for the City of Acapulco , I think tt 
might more properly be call’d a poorVil- 
lage ofFifhermen, than the chief Mart 
of the South Sea, and Port for the Voy¬ 
age to China 3 fo mean and wretched are 
the Houfes being made of nothing but 
Wood, Mud and Straw. It is feated in 
the latitude of 17 degrees, bating fome 
few minutes, and in 2<S of longitudes 
at the foot of high Mountains, which 
cover it on the Eafl fide, but make it 
very fubjeft Diflempers, from Novem¬ 
ber, till the end of May. It was then 
the Month of January, and yet 1 felt as 
much heat, as I have done in Europe in 
the Dog-days, the realon whereof is, 
becaufe there falls no Rain, during thofe 
feven Months lad mention'd 3 but only 
a little between June and OPlober, which 
does not cool the ambient Air. But it 
is to be obferv’d, that in Acapulco,Mex¬ 
ico, and other places of New Spain, it ne¬ 
ver Rains in the Morning, and therefore 
he that will not be wet, mull take care to 
difpatch his bulinefs before Noon, and 
then Hay at home. This ill Temper of 
the Air, and the Mountainous Soil, are 
the caufe that Acapulco mull be fup- 
ply'd with Provifions from other Pans 3 
and therefore it is dear living there, 
becaufe a Man cannot eat well under a 
piece of Eight a Day 3 the place be¬ 
fides being dear, is dirty, and inconve¬ 
nient. / 

For thefe reafons, it is inhabited by 
none but Blacks and Mulattos , and it is 
rare to fee any Native there, whole 
Complexion is of an Olive Colour. The 
Spanijh Merchants, as foon as their bufi- 
nefs is over, and the Fair made by the 
Ships from China and thofe of Peru, which 
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came loaded with Cacao, repair to other 

Places; the King's Officers aiid thcCa- 
ftellanhimfelf going away, became ot the 
ill Air, and fo theCity is leit defert. It 
has nothing good blit the natural iecii- 
rity of the Harbour; which winding like 
1 Snail, as was Giid before, and having 
Water alike in all parts, the Ships me 
enclos’d in it with vaffc high Mountains, 
asif they were Wall’d in; infomucli that 
they are faftned to the Trees upon the 
Shore. There are two Mouths or.Qhaa- 
ncls to go into it, a final! one at N. w. 
and a great one at S. E. The Entrance 
is defended by the Cattle with 42 Pieces 
of Brafs Cannon, and a Garnfon ot 60 
Men. This Port is worth to the Cartel, 
lan who is alfo Jujtui* Mayor, or chief 
^jggiftratc 20000 pieces of ki&ht a * 
and little lefs to the Contadoror Comp* 
troler, and other Officers. The Curate, 
tho’ the King’s allowance to him be but 
180 pieces of Eight, makes 14000 a 
Year, exafting a great rate for burying 
of ftrangers, not only that die at Acapul- 
CO but at Sea aboaVd the Ships fromiO»- 
ha and Peru; as for iuflancc he will ex- 
ncct 1000 nieces ot Eight fora rich Mer¬ 
chant. The Trade of the Place being 
for Millions of pieces of Eighty it rol- 
l 0W s that every Man at his profcf!ion gets 
a great deal in a fhort time>; fo that a 
Black will fearce be fausfy d with a 
piece of Eight a Day. In &ort all live

DC There is another Port S. E. of this, 
call'd del Marumi, ot of the Marques, 
only two Leagues dtftant from Acapulco, 
which has Water enough tor great Shins 
and good Anchoring ; wnither general¬ 
ly the Ships of Vent, that dare not put 
imo Acapulco, beeauft they have prohi¬ 
bited Goods, refort to fell them. 

Theft barren Mountains are notwith- 
out Game, for there are Deer, Rabbets, 
and other Creatures; and as tor Birds, 
Parrots; Turtles lefs than ours with thp 
tins of theWings of divrse Colours,whith 
fly into the very Houfts; Blackbirds with 
long Tails, Ducks and other. forts of 
Fowl, as well of thofe known in Europe, 
as of others peculiar to the Country. 

rimfday 24th, there arofe a Difpnte 
between the General, as they call him, 
or Captain ot the Galeon, and the A 
tniralof Peru about Precedence, the lat¬ 
ter pretending the other ought to ftrike 


his Flag, becaufc liis was a Royal Man 
of War, aiid' the ^ or China a 
Merchant; and the General of China on 
the other hand pleading his Ship ought 
to t^ke place becatift it was fuprcinc 
(tho it had none under it) the other be¬ 
ing but Vice-Admiral. Thus both kept 
up their Flags, one at the Maintopmalf, 
the other at the Foretopmart-hcad, till 
they writ to the Viceioy to decide the 
Controverlie* 

Mott of the Officers and Merchants Japuko 
that came aboard the Peru Ships, went Fair* 
to lie alhoie, bringing w ith them two 
Millions of pieces of Eight to lay out in 
Commodities of China ; To that Friday 
25 Acapulco was converted from a ruflick 
Village into a populous City; and the 
Huts before inhabited by dark Mulattos 
were all fill’d with gay Spaniards; to 
which was added on Saturday 20th a great 
cortcourfe of Merchants from Mexico , 
with abundance of Pieces of Eight and 
Commodities of the Country and of Eu¬ 
rope. Sunday 27th, tilere continu’d to 
come in abundance of Commodities and 
Provifions to ftrve fo great a multitude 
of Strangers ; for as has been faid, the 
neighbouring Mountains are barren, and 
the little Fruit they produce, tho’ to the 
Eye it appear well, is not to be eaten uu- 
lefs preferv’d, Monday 27th, there came 
fomeFathers of Bethlrn begging Alms to 
carry them to Fern. This is an Order 
founded by the Approbation of Pope In¬ 
nocent the 11 til. The Habit is like that 
of the Capucins, and they live like them 
on Charity ; their Inftitution is to be Hof- 
pitallers; it being their Bulincfs to ftrve 
and attend thofe that are upon their re¬ 
covery, till they have recover’d their 
Strength; and this they do with extraor¬ 
dinary Charity, even lb far as to ftrve 
them on their Knees. On the left fide 
of their Cloak they wear the Figure of 
the Crib, and therefore the Spaniards call 
them Fathers of Bethlem. T hey as be¬ 
ing a new Order, have but few Monafte- 
ries in the C Icy of Mexico, City of Anges , 

Lima, 'Vguax.uca, Gitattmala and other 
Places. 

Sunday 29th, going to Vlfit a Spaniard Fatma) 
aboard the Man of War, he inflead of Herbj 
Chocolate, treated me with the Herb of 
Paraguay. It grows in the Province of 
that Name, under the Government ot 
Buenos Ayres , on a Tree no higher than a 
Man, and to me it feems not to differ 
much from the Mirtle. of Europe. The 
Leaves are firft dry’d in the fhade, and 
then in an Oven; and thus dry’d are 
Tranfported in Leather Bags, and fold 
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(Wi all about Pon, where they arc more in 

Gemclii. hH; than Chocolate in Spain, it is ac- 
counted a wbolfome Liquor in that dry 
Climate, for they lay i t is hot and moift; 
buc on the other fide, bclldes that it is 
not Nourifhtngi it is Infipid, and has 
one great Fault, which is that it pro¬ 
vokes Vomiting , and takes away the 
Stomach. Jt is prepar'd by Creeping in 
cold Water for ha If an Hour in a Matt, 
that is, a Dilh made of a Calabafh curi- 
oufly Wrought and Adorn’d with Silver, 
and then mixing it with boiling Water 
and Sugar, and ftrebing it from the Dull 
of the Herb before they drink it; after 
which they poor more Water upon that 
fame Herb, which ferves many more. 
Some throw away the firit Water, and 
pour the hot upon a fecond Inftilioii. A- 
bnndaace of it is fpenc in Peru, it being 
counted an excellent quencher of Tbirft. 
The Pcafimts -take it ia cold Water, or 
elfe chew the Herb. See more of this 
in del Ter he's Hiftory of Paraguay. 

Wedmfday 30th, came to^Town the 
Trcafurer of the Count de Came Vice¬ 
roy of Peru, in order to go away to Li¬ 
ma, and borrow of chofe Merchants an 
hundred thouland Pieces of Eight for his 
Mailer, to pay the Debts he had Con- 
trailed , frying out 300000 Pieces of 
Eight to procure that Government, and 
carry his Family over to the India. 

Tburfday 31ft. the Exp refs return’d 
from Mexico with the Settlement of the 
Duties the Galeou was to pay, being 
80000 Pieces of Eight; fothat on Friday 
the fir It of February, they began to land 
the Bales, ia the mean while 'bundance 
of Men dy’d aboard the Peru (hips, of a 
■ fort of contagious Diftemper; and the 
inore bccaufe the violent Heat and bad 
Air of Acapulco did not fuffer the Sick to 
recover. 

ThcCaftle Saturday 2d, I went to fee the little 
Caftle, which having no Ditch or Baft-i¬ 
ons, is only remarkable for its good 
Brafs Cannon, ftiffiderir to defend the 
Port again ft ;my Enemy. Sunday 3d. I 
went to a finall Spring at the foot of the 
Mountain, which is the only Place of 
Recreation thereabouts. The Water is 
very good, but the quantity finall. Mon¬ 
day 4th , more Merchants came from 
Mexico, and yet I was told there were 
fewer than other Years; as fearing that 
the Merchants of Peru had enhanced the 
Price of China Commodities. Tuefday 
25th, I was much annoy’d with the Heat 
and Gnats; but much more on Wedntfday 
f'th, by the babiing of a Merchant of 
Pern, for he according to the Cuftom of 
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that Nation, endeavouring to talk me in¬ 
to a Bargain, gave me a violent Head- 
ach, and yet we concluded upon nothing, 

1 he Spaniards of LLcw-Spain are of ano¬ 
ther Temper, for they deal Generoufly 
and Gentile! y as becomes them. Tburfday 
7th, when all the Goods were unloaded, 
the Porters of Acapulco made a lort of 
Funeral, carrying one of their number 
on a Beer, and bewailiug him as if he 
were dead, becaufe their Harveft was at 
an end* for fome had got three Pieces of 
Eight a Day, and the worfl of them one. 

About two in the Afternoon there was a 
little Earthquake, the Noife whereof 
being heard from the Mountains, would 
have given People time to lave them- 
felves, tho’ it had been violent. Thefe 
Earthquakes arc fo frequent at Acapulco 
that the People are forced of neccility to 
build low Houfes. Friday 8th, the Mate 
of the Admiral having agreed with me 
for a Black at 400 Pieces of Eight, he 
felt his Lips, Cheeks and Legs, to fee 
whether he was not fw ril’d; without con- 
lidcring that rhe Blacks have naturally 
thick Lips, Saturday pth, I law abun¬ 
dance of Mules come in loaded with 
Goods and Prgvrfions. Sunday 10th, 1 
Hir’d not out bccaufe of the great Heat. 

Monday nth, the Caftellau mvited the 
General of China, Admiral of Peru, £>. 

Jofeph Lopez., the Viceroy’s Treafurcr, 
me and feveral Officers of the Ships to 
foe fome very indifferent fugling, per- 
rorm’d by an old Gcvoefe ; and the belt of 
it was, that the Guefts paid for the En¬ 
tertainment. the old Man going about 
when he had done, to receive every Man’s 
Benevolence, without receiving any 
Thing from the Caftellau. Tuefday 12th 
I order’d my Affairs to let out for Mexi¬ 
co-, hiring 3 Mulesfor 30 Pieces of Eight 
each, tho’ it was to coft me fix Royals a 
Day upon the Road for their Meat. Wcd- 
nejday 1 jth, Afternoon the Peru Tender 
laird, to carry thither thcaforemention’d 
D. Jofeph Lopez, the Treafurer. He hav¬ 
ing com rafted Friendihipwithme, would 
have perfuacted me to go ro Lima, where 
he faid he would perfnade the Viceroy to 
give me fome good Poll, but being rc- 
fblv’d to return into Europe no Jntcreft 
could draw me. i took my leave of ail my 
Friends the following Days; and Sunday 
17th being Strove- Sunday, the Blacks, 

Mulattos and Mefticos of Acapulco , after 
Dinnerran Raceswith above an hundred 
Horfes; which they perform'd fo well, 
that I thought they for outdid the Gran¬ 
dees I faw ride at Madrid, tho’thefe ufe 
to praftife a Month before they appear

CHAP. II. 

The Author's journey to the Imperial City of Mexico, and Defcription of the 

fame. 


fcirft inn. T TAving taken a Guide from the C11- 
JT 1 ftom-Houfe, and the Caftellau’s 
Pafs tor the Guard half a League from A- 
captdco not to flop me, I fet out on Mon¬ 
day 18th at four in the Afternoon, and 
having pafs’d the Guard aforefaid, and 
gone up and down vaft high Mountains, 
in all three Leagues journey, 1 came to 
the Inn of Attaxo , confining of five Cot¬ 
tages , Thatch’d and Palilado’d about. 
Here a legion of Gnats fuck’d my Blood 
all the Night. The owner of the three 
Mules having flay’d behind at Acapulco, 

I was oblig’d to Hay for him at the Inn 
on Tuejday tpth till Noon. I could not 
choofe but have a bad Shrovetide in fuch 
a feurvy Place, for the Hofl made me 
pay a Piece of Eight for a Pullet, and a- 
b'out a Penny a piece for Eggs. The 
Wood adjoining was full of Game; where 
for my Diver lion I kill’d fome Chiachia - 
laccets. This Bird is of an A(h-colour, 
has a long Tail, is little lefsthan a Hen, 
and as well Tailed. In the thickeit of 
the Wood 1 found many fine Orange and 
Lemmon- Trees, whofe Fruit was loft for 
wantof lomenody togatherit. Setting 
out hence, after travelling three Leagues 
over Mountains and through Forefts of 

2d inn Brazil- Wood, Icame about San-fet to the 

Vma, that is, the Inn of Lexido, where 
I had a bad Night again by reafon of the 
Gnats. Wheaten Bread is quite banaifh'd 
from thofe Parts, for the Inhabitants eat 

Tread none but Ciikes m3<le ^ aiz - or {n ^ un 

Wheat , which isalfo given to the Horfes 
and Mules iuftead of Barley. They firft 
wet, and then grind it on a Stone as they 
do Cacao. The Cakes made of that 
Dough they bake on an Earthen Pan, o- 
ver a gentle Fire. Hot they are tolera¬ 
ble ; but when cold 1 could fcarce get 
them down. 

I fet out early upon Wednesday the 20th, 

sbimiccos 3n j travelling through a plainer Country, 
0t came after four Leagues riding to the 
Inn, call’d de dos Array as , or of two 
Brooks, where i relied till towards the 
Evening. An Indian of this Place gave 
me a fort of wild Fruit to cat (call’d 
Shtociaccos, that is Iharp) red and white, 
as long as a Finger, and of the taftc of a 
Vol. IV. 


Cherry. Within it there were little 
black Seeds, like Peppef. The Tree 
that bears it, is ufually ten Spans high, 
and its Leaves long. The Air being Ibme- 
what cooler, we traveled four Leagues 
farther, and lay at a place call’d lot Pozjtt - 
las. Before Night l kill’d a wild Cock, 
which the Indians call a Phealant. It is 
bigger than a Capon, has a long Tail and 
Wings, a Tuft on the Head, and black , 
Feathers, but the Bread black and white, 
and the Neck bare like a Turky Cock ; 
the Flefh of it is not unfavoury. The 
Night wascoolarid without Gnats, tho’ 
we lay under the Canopy of Heaven. 

Thurfday 2til in the Morning, we fet out 
early to go take fome Refrefhmcntat the 
Pilgrims Inn, on the Mountain of the fame 
Name. Thence wc rode very caution fly 
along the fides of the Mountain del Papa- Papaya* 
ray o', or of the Parrot, where a Man mult Hill, 
climb a League up a IblidRock, and then 
go as far down, no lets troublefome a 
Road to come to the River of die fame 
Name, which l forded over ; but in 
Winter when fwell’d with the Rains they 
crofs it upon Floats. Thefe are made of 
Planks ty’d acrofs, and bore up by 20, or 
fometimes do Calabafhes, according to 
the bignefs faltned under it. When the 
Float is loaded, an Indian leaps into the 
Water, drawing it with one hand and 
fwimmtng with the other, till he brings 
it to the other Bank, and theCurrental- 
ways carrying it down, therefore the In¬ 
dian afterwards takes it on his back, 
and carries it to the right place. Ha¬ 
ving pafs’d the River, we went to lye at 
the Inn of Caccavotal (lo called becaufe 
formerly there were abundance of Cacao 
Trees in that place) having traveled fix 
Leagues this Day, over very uncouth 
Mountains. At Night I kill’d.two Chi - 
achilaccas , which ferv’d at Supper, for 
want of other Meat. 

Friday 22d, after riding four Leagues &s ami* 
of Mountainous way, we relied at Los W5J aVU- 
dos canines, or the two Ways, the firft Inge. 
Village in the way from Acapulco. We 
lodg'd in the Town Houfe, whither In¬ 
dians came to do vis any Service we had 
to Command. Among thefe Mountains 
Sss the 
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the Air was cooler than that we'came 
from, Foot,Mules quite fpeut were left 
in thisVillage, and others taken in their 
room, Setting out we went up fir It and 
then down the dreadful Iteep Mountain 
de Us Caxmts, which is a League high, 
■ and having rode four Leagues came to 
the Guard of die Customs of Accairutfot- 
in which Cottage wc Supp’d and I .ay, 
Tire Officers feareh’d my Goods, and 
made good my Pafs 1 brought from Acu- 

l-tico, 

Saturday ijid, we Let out late and tra¬ 
velling four Leagues, part Mountain and 
pare Valley w,e tame to the Trapichi of 
MaffmUn, fo call’d becauie there is a 
good Sugar Work. Our Muletiers who 
recknedac Plea fare counted chefe but two 
Leagues, bccaufe they were never wea¬ 
ry with Riding. Here we found good 
Bread, which is 110 little Rarity among 
the Mountains, whofe Inhabitants cat 
none but little Cakes of Indian Wheat. 
Not far from this Place is a Silver Mine, 
and abundance of Deer. After Dinner 
v.'e traveled two Leagues further to the 
Village de las Pataquidai, confining of a 
few Mountains at the foot of cheHitl, and 
lay in the Town-Houfe. At Night we 
felt much Cold,the Climate differing from 
that of Acapulco. 

SunsLty A+fifc, having rode two Leagues 
we heard Mefs at the Village of Chitp osi - 
j%a» a convenient Place, in the mid ft of 
the Valley, fo plentiful of Maiz. or In¬ 
dian Wheat, that they lay up their Har- 
veft iu little Country Houfes, or Barns 
toad e of Wood and Clky. The Maidens 
in this Place to beautify their Faces and 
iccure them aguinft the Cold, daub them 
witli a yellow Flower pounded. We 
went hence two leagues further to lye 
at Zumpun^o, another Village in the VuL 
leys i Which the Spaniards Call Canada, 
becauie there is a Road eight Leagues in 
length without flicker of any Trees, In 
all thefe publkk Houfes there is an Inn¬ 
keeper, and other Indians, who ferve 
Travellers in dr effing their Meat, and 
find them Salt and Fnvel for nothing, be- 
iug paid lor it by the Publick. They 
keep the Lodgings clean, and have al¬ 
ways an Altar in them, with an Image of 
our Saviour or tome Saint. 

Monday 25th, I let out betimes, and 
traveil'd through a Plain like that of 77 - 
rd, riding nine Leagues without draw¬ 
ing Bit, to the River de las Bat fas, io call’d 
becaufe they crofs icon Batfas or Floats. 
Both this River and that of Papogayo run 
down to the South Sea. The Indians of 
the neighbouring Village pall’d over all 


our Goods and us on Floats, as was ibid 
nbove . the Current carrying them down 
u Musket fhot before they came to the 
further Bank. Other Indians carry’d the 
Mules over the Ford, which was sot a- 
bove a Musket fhot over. We lay in the 
Field, two Leagues from the Place they 
ca! I Nop alili a Canada del Carrival, A bon t 
ten at Night hapned a terrible Earth¬ 
quake, which lafted whilft a Man might 
Ly the Creed twice. It could do no 
liarm to us who were in the open Field -, 
but at Acapulco as was afterwards known,’ 
it laid feveral Houfes level with the 
Ground. 

Tutfday 16th before Sun-rillug, whilft 
the Mules were Sadling the Earthquake 
return'd} being preceded by a noifelike 
a Cannon fhot. Mounting tve traveil'd 
tour Leagues on an indifferent good Road: 
by the way j (hot feveral Chiaccataeca: 
and other Birds, whereof there is great 
plenty. Palling by Rancho de Palula, wc 
came to dine near a little Lake; and ri¬ 
ding three Leagues further lay at Pueblo Plif u om „ 
Nuevo, that is, new Town, where there w 
is a great Lake full of Ducks. 

iVedntfday 27th, after travelling fix 
Leagues over rugged Mountains, we 
veiled by the Water j and then riding 
us many Leagues more, loorded a great 
River oc Night, and lay at the Village of 
Amacufac , ot the Liberty of Cornavacca. Ammftc. 
Such good Order is taken, that when- 
foever Travellers come in, the Topik 
and Mcfontro, or Innkeeper come imme¬ 
diately to ftrnift them with all things ne- 
ceilary. The Topic, which in the Mex- 
scan Language fignifies, Sergeant or Ser¬ 
vant, is oblig’d to buy all the PalTengers 
ftand in need of, and the Innkeeper to 
drefs it, make the Beds, and fee there 
be no want of Urcnfils, Water and 
Fewei.

Mon- 
ttfp8. duty i ith, after the Captain was gone 
with the Oydorts we return’d to Mexico. 
Mexico Mexico i fo call’d by Lite Spaniards, 

City de* and by the Indians Teuochiitlait-, is in the 
icrib’d. latitude of 19 deg. and 40 min. and 
in the mid/l of a Valley, almoft flat, 
fourteen Spanifi* Leagues in length from 
North to South, feven in breadth, and 
about forty in f compafs; but if it were 
rncafur’d from the tops of the Moun¬ 
tains next to Mexico, it would be 70, or 
perhaps 90 Leagues. 

On the Eaft lids of this Valley is a 
Lake, into which fcvcral Rivers, and 
other Waters tall ; which ftrctchcs 
Southward, as far as the City ot Tef- 
cnco. The Ridge of Mountains that en- 
clofc it on all lides in the low eft Place 
is 42500 Span ip Paras, or Yards above 
the Lake, 

The City is fcated in a perfeft Plain, 
near, or rather cxa&Iy in the middle 
of the Lake, and therefore by radon 
of the inftability of the Soil, the Build¬ 
ings are half bu'ry’d,, in fpight of the 
Inhabitants, who ufe all means to lay 
the Foundations fecure. The Plat of it 
is fquare ; and it looks like a curious 
Chefs-board, by reafon of its long, wide 
and well pav’d Streets, lying North, 
and South, Eaft and Weft ; fo that the 
whole Extent of it may be feen, not 
only from the middle, as Palermo from 
the great Market, but from any part of 
it whatfoever. The Compafs is two 
Leagues, and the Diameter half a 
League, the whole being almoft a per- 
fed Square. There are five ways into 
the City, over as many Caufways, or 
Banks on the Lake, without Walls, or 
Gates : The ways are call’d la Fiedad, 
or the Piety ; St. Antony, Guadalupe, 
St. Cofmt , and Chapidtepee ; the Calzada, 
Or Caufway del Person, which Cortes 
march’d over, when he came to Con¬ 
quer, being now quite taken away, For 
excellent Scru&urcs and Ornaments of 
Churches it may be faid to vie with the 
beft of Italy, but for beautiful Women 
it furpaftes it •, for they are moft beau¬ 
tiful, and excellently flinp’d. They are 
great admirers of Europeans, whom they 
call Cackopincs ; and they had rather 
Marry them, tho’ never fo Poor, than 
their own Country People, call'd CrioHos, 
tho’ Rich; feeing them fond of the 
Mulatto Women, whofc ill Cuftoms they 
have imbib’d, as they fuck’d their Milk. 
For this reafon the Crielioi have fuch an 
Averfion for the Europeans, that they 


Jier them, as they go along the Streets; 

gMrfg one another Notice from Shop 
to Shop, by crying Elis, which figniGes 
, 'fis be and therefore the Spaniards new- « 
ly come to the City, have lometimes in 
a Paffion fir’d Piftols at them. Nay, 
they cany this Prejudice fo far, that 
they hate their own Parents becanfe they 
are’ Europeans. 

Mexico contains about 100000 Inha¬ 
bitants ; but the greateft part of them 
Blacks and Mulattos , by reafon of the 
vaft number of Slaves chat has been car¬ 
ry’d thither. Another reafon is, That 
all the Lands being in the Hands of 
Church-men, as well as the Houfes; the 
Spaniards , and other Europeans, finding 
no way to get Eftates real, as all dif- 
creet Perfons ought to do, will not ea- 
ftly be perfwadca to Marry, and gene¬ 
rally they themfelves become Religious 
Men. Thus, tho’within the City there 
be 22Gunneries, and 29 Mon.ftericsof Monafte- 
Monks and Friars of feverat Orders, ries. 
they arc all richer than they ought to be. 

That the Reader may have fome In fight 
into this, the Cathedral alone maintains 
nine Canons ( belidcs one for the King, 
whofc Revenue the Inquifitiott enjoys, as 
it does one in every Cathedral through- The Ca- 
dit New Spain Jfive Dignify’d Prieftsym,. thedral. 
the Dean, Archdeacon, Schoolmafter, 

Chanter, and Treaforcr; fix Demi-Ca- 
nons, and fix half Demi-Canons; one 
head Sacriftan; four Curates chofen by 
fhe Viceroy; twelve royal Chaplains, 
clefted by the Chapter; and eight others 
call’d of Laurtnzana, thefe alfo appoint¬ 
ed by the Chapter ; all the reft being 
appointed by the King. The Arch- 
bimop takes to himfclf out of the pub- 
lick Stock 60000 Pieces of Eight a Year; 
the Deaa ! 1000; the four other Dig- 
nify’d Priefts 8000 each ; the Canons 
6000; the Demi-Canons 5000; the 
half Demi-Canons 3000 ; each Curate 
4000; every Chaplain 300; and the 
other Prieft and Attendants lefs, being 
in all to the number of 300. So that 
upon Computation it will appear that 
theCa thedral oi Mexico has above 300000 
Pieces of Eight of yearly Income ; reck- 
ning together with the Livings the al¬ 
lowance for Repairs, Wax, Vellmcnts, 
and other NecefTaries for the Divine 
Service. Infhort, Mexico is a little City 
fix Miles in compafs, a final! fpace for fo 
great a number of Churches, which caufe 
a want of Houfes for inhabitants. 

The Weather in Mexico is very unc- Climate, 
qual all the Year about; it being for 
the moft part both Cold -and Hot at the 

fame 
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fSA^-i fame time; that is, cold in the Shade, 
Cemetti. and hot in the Sun. In other Refpefts 
idp8. the Air is not bad, being neithci Hot 
C<W Dor Cold to any great Exccfs at.no time 
of the Year \ tho’ the tender Inhabitants 
complain of the Cold being fomewhat 
(harp in the Morning, and of the Heat 
from March .till July. From that time 
forward the Rains quell it, as happens 
at Goa j oiherwife both thofe Countries 
being under the torrid Zone would be 
Inhabitable, as the antient Phiiofophcrs 
imagin’d- From September the Rains are 
lefs frequent, and vet y_ fmaU till March. 
The Indians reckon thole plea fan t Nights 
Cold, which begin in November , and 
hold till February $ but the Europeans^ 
who are not fo Tender, like the Cli¬ 
mate, becaufe there is no great Heat, 
or Cold all the Year, and the Water 
they drink is as cool as the ambient Air. 
The Soil by reafon of the great Rains 
that fall, gives three Crops in a Year ; 
but In federal Places. fhe fir ft is call’d 
de Riego, that is, of wattring, and falls 
out in June, being of the Corn fow’d in 
Ottober. The lecond, nam’d del Tem¬ 
poral , that is, of the Seafon, is in Ofto- 


ber> of what was low’d in June. . The 
third, becaufe very uncertain is term’d 
Avcntterera , that is, Accidental, the 
Land being till’d in November , along 
the fides of the cool Mountains, to Sow 
it as the Weather proves. The Maiti 
or Indian Wheat, which is the chief 
Suftenance of the Natives is fow’d,. the 
earl left in March , and the lateft in May > 
and yields a wonderful lucreafc. For 
this reafon it is cheap Living at Mexico 
in companion of other''Cities ; half a 
Piece of Eight a Day being enough for 
a Man’s Expence. But it is to be ob- 
fei v’d, That there being no Bra ft Mo- 
ny, and the Icaft Piece m Silver being 
half a Royal, chat is, three Pence, it 
is very chargeable buying Fruit. How¬ 
ever it is only in the Market of Mexico, 
that CVKvw-Nuts are Current, in buying 
of Herbs, and they give 6o, or 80 for 
a Royal, according as the Price of Cacao 
runs higher or lower, in fhort, Mexico 
muft be allow’d to be an excellent City, 
for all the Year round there are Flow¬ 
ers and Fruits of all forts in its Mar¬ 
kets. 


CHAP. III. 

Of the Original of the City of Mexico, its Conquejls, and the Chronology of 

its 


. rpHE antient Hiftories of Mexico 

wwFahle X make mGlK ‘° l1 a Ffo °d. »H 
of the O- Winch all Men and Bealls Perifh d j and 
riginat of only one Man and Woman were fav’d 
CMexieo. ^ a which in (heir Language they 

call Acalle. The Man according to the 
Charafter by which his Name is ex- 
preft'd, was call’d Coxcox, and the Wo¬ 
man Chicbeijxetz/il. This Couple com¬ 
ing to the foot of a Mountain, which 
according to the Pifture was nam’d ChI- 
huacan , went alhore, and there had ma¬ 
ny Children, all born Dumb. When 
they were multiply’d to a great Num¬ 
ber, one Day a Pigeon came, and from 
the top of a Tree gave them their 
Speech ■, but not one of them imder- 
ftood the others Language, and there¬ 
fore they divided, and difpers’d, every 
one going to take Pofleffion of fomc 
Country. Among thefe they reckon 
fifteen Heads of Families, who hapning 
to fpeak the tame Language, join’d to¬ 
gether, and wenc about to find fome 
Land to Inhabit. When they hid wan- 
dred an Hundred and four Years (which 
is denoted by the Figure at Number I.) 


they came to the Place they call Ant lan, 
and continuing their Journey thence, 
came firft to the Place call’d Chapultepce t 
then to Culhuacan , and laftiy to the 
Place where Mexico now Hands 5 tho’ 
the Mexican Hiftories do not always 
give thefe Places the fame Name. Thus 
Mexico was founded in the Year the In¬ 
dians call Omc cagli) which anfwers to 
the Year 1325. from the Creation. The 
pointed Line is the way the Founders 
travell’d ; the Figures by it are the Pla¬ 
ces where they made any flay ; the Cir¬ 
cles the number of Years every one 
continu’d there. The meaning of it all 
is expreft’d in every thing by a Cha- 
rafter or Figure. 

The defign the Author had. in Cop- 
pying this Pifture from an antient Ori¬ 
ginal drawn by the Indians in the time 
they were Pagans, was to flww they 
were as Antient as the Flood ; tho’ the 
Chronology is not fo Exaft as it fhould 
be, there being too few Years allow’d 
between the Flood and Founding of 
Mexico. The Reader will the better 
conceive it by the following Cut, and 
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(NfcA-O by 1 what fhall be fa id more diftincUy 
Cemelli. hcrcat'te r. Set Acofta’f not. and mor. jFfift 
.*$&*■ 0 j tbt hid. lib. 7. cap. 2. pag. 453. 
wiidito- Thus it appears. That the full_lnha* 
pie, bicants of New Spain were a fort of wild 
People, lince they kept on the uncouth 
Mountains, without Tilling the Land, 
• without Religion, without any Form 

of Government, and without Cl oaths; 
living after a di (orderly Manner like 
Bealls j feeding upon what they kill’d, 
(whence they hid the name of Otemits, 
and Chichimecas.) iho’ they were foul 
Creatures * and for want of them, on 
Roots*, and lying in Dens, and under 
thick Bulhes. The Women follow’d the 
fame Employments leaving the Children 
hanging on the Trees. Now ar. this 
time in New Mexico and Fared there is 
fucha fort of Men, defeended from Chi- 
cheejuetzd and Coxcox, who remain’d in 
barren and mountainous Lands, without 
troubling themfclvcs to feek for a bet¬ 
ter Soil; and who Pill Jive upon what 
they kill, and never join together un- 
lefs it be to Rob and Murder Travellers. 
The Spaniards have not been able to 
Subdue them, betaufe it is in vain to 
look for them, who hide themfelves in 
thick Woods, where they have no fet- 
led Place of Abode* and to endeavour 
to Fight them would be no other than 
hunting of wild Bealls. ■ 

Thofe more polite and fociable Men 
defeended from feven of thofe fifteen 
we faid, fee out to find a good Country, 
are call’d Navatlacas, to diflinguifii them 
from the Cbichimcas\ and thefo, as i 
Hiilorians believe, came from a remote 
Country, towards the North, thought 
to be that now call’d the Pi evince of 
Aztlan, or Tent til, in New Alexius , Some 
Spa,aft Authors will have it, that thefe 
Naietiiuas, coming out of that Coun¬ 
try in 820, fpent 80 Years before they 
came to Mexico, where they fetled in 
the Year <?oo. But this docs not agree 
with the Pifture he fore-mention’d, or 
the HiJlories of the Indians, who will 
have it to be in 1325, as has been faid. 
The occaflon of their Stay, was their 
flopping now and then in Obedience to 
an Idol of theirs, to People fome Places* 
whence they afterwards departed by 
Order of the fame Idol. I fpeak ac¬ 
cording to their Hiflories and Traditi¬ 
ons. They came not all together to the 
Plunders of Mexico, but one after another, 
o Lilies, -j'hc fir ft were the Su-chimilci , which 
figures Gardeners of Flowers, who 
foiling on the South Bank founded a 
City of their own Name, The next a 
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great while after, were the Chides, that 
is, People of the Mouths, and huilt a 
City 0/ their own Name, not far from 
tlie former. Then came the Tauntcas, 
or People of the. Bridge* who fixing 
on the Weft fide of the Lake, increas’d 
tp fuch Numbers,, that their Metropolis 
was calFd Az.capuz.aUo, that is, Ants 
Neft. They were a long tinie very 
Powerful. 

Then came the Pounders of Tefcuco, 
call’d Cnlhua , or the crooked People, 
becaufe in their Country they had a 
crooked Mountain, and planted towards 
the Eaft. The Lake being thus befet 
by thefe four Nations, when the fifth 
Family of the TUtduUas, that is, Igno- 
lant Mountain People came, finding alt 
the Plains as far as the Mountains taken 
np,_ they went away to a Fruitful hot 
Plain, beyond the Mountain;, and there 
built the City Quaknac, which fignifies 
an Eagle, and is at prefent corruptly 
call’d Quernavaca, and is the chief Place 
of the Lftate of the Marquefs dt rdle, 
and Duke of Momthon, The (ixthGe¬ 
neration was chat of the Tlafcdttcas, 
which fignifies People of Bread (in Eng- 
tijls ^ generally call’d 77 dfcdlans) who 
palling beyond that burning Mountain 
always cover’d with Snow, which is be¬ 
tween Mexico and Puebla de Us Angelos, 
or the City of Angels, founded many 
Cities and Villages to the Eaftward, 
calling the Metropolis Tlafcda. This 
Nation afterwards affifted the Spaniards 
to Subdue Mexico , and in Requital was 
made Tax-free. 

Of all the Chichimecas, or wild Peo¬ 
ple, none oppos’d the Tlafcdlans but 
the Inhabitants of the oppofite fide of 
the aforefaid burning Mountain * buE 
they not regarding the Gigantick Sta¬ 
ture of their''Enemies, knew how to o- 
vercome them by Policy. The Barba¬ 
rous Cbichimecas, feeing thefe fix Nati¬ 
ons keep a friendly Correfpondence with 
one another contrafling Marriages to¬ 
gether, marking out their Borders, and 
vying to otit-do one another in good 
Government * they alfo began to take 
up a better Form of Living, covering 
their Privities, building Hues, obeying 
their Superiors, and forfaking many of 
their brutal Cuftoms. Plowever, they 
refolv’d ftill to keep in the Mountains 
remote from any Commerce with the 
others * and from thefe it is befev’d the 
Inhabitants of the other Provinces of 
the Indies derive their Original. 

After the aforefaid fix Nations had 
been fetled there 302 Years (according 

to 
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to the Computation of F. Acofia above 
Gtmitli. cited) came the fixth call’d Mexicans 
1698. from their Prince Mtiti. This Nation 
(-'■''Y'V departed from its ancient Country, up¬ 
on the fatal Promife made them by their 
Idol PstdUfuxiUi, that he would Con¬ 
duct them to a Place, where they fhould 
have the Command over all the Provin- 
. ces Peopled by the ocher Nations ; 

whereupon there is an Author, who is 
not a foam'd to make a Comparifoa be¬ 
tween this People’s Travels, and thofe 
of the Children of Ifrad in the Deferc. 
Four Priefls declar’d the Idol’s Will, 
on the way ; making all the Multitude 
at their Beck fettle in ftveral Places, 
build Houfcs, and Sow for ibmc time ; 
and perfwading them to offer human 
Sacrifices to their faift Deity. Then 
departing from thole Places by Order 
ot the Idol, they left the Old and Sick 
behind to People them, if poffible. Once 
the Mexican) fettled at Mechoacan,- that 
is, Land of Fifo, becanfe of the great 
Plenty rhere is in its Lakes, and having 
made many Villages there, went on to 
Inhabit Meiinalco, the Inhabitants of 
which Place are reputed to be defeend- 
ed of a great Sorcerer left there in 
the Temple. Being at length come to 
- . ■» ChaftdteptCy they there forcify’d them- 

felves ■, and in a ftiort time overthrew, 
and reduced the other fix Nations to a 
low Condition; efpecially the Chaleos, 
who oppos'd, and made War upon them. 

The time appointed by the Father of 
Lies ador’d in that Idol, being come ; 
ntdlifttuU appear’d to one of thofe 
Priefls in a Dream, and told him, the 
Mexicans mnft go and fettle their A* 
bode in that part of the Lake, where 
they found an Eagle, perching upon a 
• Fig-Tree, whofe Root was upon a 

Rock. Having told his Vifion in the 
Morning, they all went together in 
fcarch of this Sign given, and after 
fomc time fpent found a Fig-Tree grow¬ 
ing out of a Rock, and on it a moft 
beautiful Eagle, looking upon the Sun 
with her Wings difplay’d, and holding 
a pretty little Bird in her Talons ; and 
about her many others, feme White, 
fome Green, Lome Red, Yellow, and 
Blew. Upon this Sight they all fell down 
to pay their Adoration, and prefently 
began to Build their City, which they 
call’d Tenccbtitlan, that is, Fig-TVee on 
a Rock. For this reafon, to this Day 
the Arms of the City of Aftxico are an 
Eagle with her Wings difplay’d, look¬ 
ing on the Sim, holding 3 Snake in her 
Talons, and Handing with one Foot on 
a Branch of an Indian Fig-Tree ; and 
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befides, by Grant of the Emperor Charles 
V. a Caftle, Or, on a Field Azure, to 
denote the Lake, with a Bridge to it, 
and two others on the tides that do not 
touch it, on which are two Lions Ram¬ 
pant. In Bafe two green Fig-Leaves 
in a Field Or. 

The next Day the Mexicitns thought: 
fit to build a Tabernacle to place their 
Idol in, till they could have Leafire to 
EreCl a_ ftatdy Temple) when the City 
was finifh’d. This done, the Idol or¬ 
der’d by the Month of his Prices, chat 
all the Mexicans lh on Id divide them- 
ftlves into four Parts, leaving the Ta¬ 
bernacle in the middle; and’ theft are 
the four great Quarters of Mexico, now 
call’d of St. John, of St. Mary Redonda, 
or the Round, of St. fW, and of St. 

Sebajliast, After this Divifion he di¬ 
rected, every Quarter ft on Id mike it 
felf an Idol, and fub*divide into other 
fmall Wards; and thus from a final! 
beginning, the City of Mexico grew up 
to its heiglub, as more plainly appears 
by the foremention’d Cut.

Next the Mexicans perceiv’d it was Fir{ | Go _ 
neceftary for them to have a Head, who vemmene 
fhould Govern them, and fludy the lain!, 
means of preferving what they had got, 
and extending their Empire over their 
Neighbours. Accordingly they chofe a 
Youth call’d Acamapichtli, the Son of a , . 

Mexican Prince by the Daughter of the 
King of Cuthaaean , which Name ilgni- King, 
fics a Dog in the Fift; and this they 
did to appeafe that King, who had been 
highly provok’d by them, by killing and 
fleaing the Daughter of Ins Predeceflbr. 

From that time forward they began to 
have a Form of Government, and to be 
look’d upon by Strangers; fo that the 
neighbouring People enjoying their Ho¬ 
nour endeavour’d to Deftroy them; par¬ 
ticularly the TapaneeJr of Azjcapuz.alco, 
to whofe King the Mexicans p3id Tri¬ 
bute, as being the laft that came to In¬ 
habit there. The King of Azxapitzaleo 
feeking a Pretence to break the Peace, 
fent word to Acam.tpichtU , that the Tri¬ 
bute was too fmall; and therefore, for 
the future he ftould fend him all Mate¬ 
rials for building his City, and every 
Year a certain quantity of Grain, but 
it muff, be fudi as grew within the Wa¬ 
ter of the Lake ; other wife he would 
Deftroy his Kingdom. The Mexicans 
looking upon this as im poffible were very 
much concern’d; but their God appear¬ 
ing, encourag’d them to admit the con¬ 
dition 
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f\A/^ ditiou of the Tribttte; for he would be 
Gemeili. aiding to them. To conclude the next 
1698. Year, they carry’d chat King a floating 
t/VO Garden with ieveral Greens growing on 
it, beiides Timber for Building; and 
fuel] a floating piece of Land on the Lake 
is carefully cultivated to this Day, They 
lay Rufhes and long Grafs interwoven 
together on the Water, with Earth up¬ 
on them, which bears out the Water; 
and when the there fown is grown 
up, and Ripe, they cut the Roots of the 
Rudies and Grafs grown in the Water, 
and then carry the floating Garden where 
they pleafe upon the Lake. 1 he King 
of A2.cafHz.4U0 much fur priz’d at this 
Wonder, order’d that the next Year 
they fhould bring him fuch another Gar¬ 
den, with a Duck fitting on her Eggs, 
which were to be_ Hatch’d before his 
Face. Seeing this afterwards perform’d, 
and thinking it Supernatural, he told his 
Subjects that the Mexicans would one Day 
Subdue all about them ; yet he would 
not Eafc them of their Tribute. 

Miyltub- The King of Mexico , having Reign’d 
tu adding forty Years, dy’d without appointing 
his Sons to Succeed him ; and therefore 
in return for this his Moderation, the 
chief Men Ailembling, cbofe one of his 
Sons,who!eName was Huiz.tlaHbtli, which 
fignifies rich Quil,aud then Crown’d and 
anointed him with the Qyl wherewith 
they us’d to anoint their Idols. Then 
they gave him to Wife, the Daughter of 
• the King of A2.capn2.ako., who prevail’d 

with her Father to change the firlt Tri¬ 
bute into a couple of Ducks, and a little 
Fifh. The Wedding was kept with great 
Solemnity, according to Cullom ; which 
was perform’d by tying one end or point 
of the Bridegroom’s Cloak, to the point 
of the Brides, to denote the Matrimoni¬ 
al knot. The Queen dying, the King 
did not outlive her a Year, but dy’d in 
the thirtieth year of his Age, and thir¬ 
teenth of his Reign. 

Ckimtpo- H is Son Chimdpopoca was chofen the 3d 
pM 3d King, at ten Years of Age ; adding to 
Kin S- t | ie antient Ceremonies of Coronation, 
that of putting into his Left hand a Bow, 
and Arrow, and into his Right a naked 
Sword. There being a greatfcarcity of 
Water in his Kingdom, he got leave of 
the King of Azcapuzalco, his Grandfa¬ 
ther by the Mothers lidc, to bring Wa¬ 
ter from the Mountain of Chapukepec, a 
League diftant from Mexico ; but the 
Mexicans having made the Pipes of Cane, 
and little or no Water coming through 
them to the Lake, they were fo bold as 
to demand of that King their Friend, 
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Stone, Lime, Timber, and Workmen to 

make a folidAquedu&.The Tepanccas of¬ 
fended at it, made a bloody War upon 
the Mexicans , fo that the old King dy’d, 
for Grief to fee his Grandfon going to 
Ruin ; who was treacheroufly Murder’d 
in his own Palace. 

For their next King the Mexicans rt$<osti 
chofe Ttzscoatl , which fignifies Serpent 4thKing., 
of the Knife, being the Son of their 1 ft 
King by a Slave. He to revenge the 
Outrage commited againithisPredecellbr; 
fought with the Tepantcas , and dcltroy’d 
them ; Plundering and Ruining Azca- 
pHsuflce , and purfuing the People to the 
Mountains till lie made them Subjeft to 
him. Then according to Cuffom, he di¬ 
vided the Booty and Lands of thofe 
Conquer’d among his People. Nor did 
the tourlc of his Vi ctories flop here, but 
having fit ft fubdu'd the Inhabitants of 
Tacuba and Cayoacan, who liv’d under 
lords of their own, lie alfo over¬ 
threw and deftroy’d the Sttchimilcas, firlt 
Inhabitants of the Lake, as was fa id be¬ 
fore ; obliging them to make a Caufway 
on the Lake*, to join Communication 
with their CSty, which was four Leagues 
from Mexico. Next he bent his force 
againft the City Caitlavaca, the King 
wheteof voluntarily fubmitting, own’d 
him for his Sovereign; and thus Mex¬ 
ico gain’d the Sovereignty over all the 
Towns and People about it. 

Ttzcoatl, having Reign’d thus Profpe- Mo ^ u , 
rouily twelve Years, dy’d; and theGe- 5th 
neral under whofe Condtuft chefe Con- King- 
quells had been made, whofe Name was 
Tlacatllel, and who was his Nephew, rook 
care to allemble the Electors, which were 
the Kings of Tefcuco , and Tacuba, and 4 
others, to appoint a new King. Moh- 
ttzMtna the General's Nephew was defi¬ 
ed. He firlt initiated rhe barbarous Cu- 
ftom, that no King ftiould be Crown’d, 
till he had Sacrific’d fome Captives ta¬ 
ken by himfclf in War; and therefore 
a Quarrel being pick’d with the Pro¬ 
vince of Chaleo for this very purpole, 
he in Perfon took feveral Prifoners, 
and then Sacrific’d them at Mexico up¬ 
on his Coronation day. This Sacrifice 
was perform’d by ripping open the 
Bread of the Captive with a Knife made 
of Flint, and taking out the Heart im¬ 
mediately, which was thrown into the 
Face of the Idol, whillt it was yet 
leaping. To this he added the draw¬ 
ing of lome Blood out of his Ears, and 
ocher parts, before the Firepan, they 
call’d Divine, which ferv’d in their abo¬ 
minable Sacrifices. Then he bellow'd 
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Of NEW STAIN. 



fSk/wO great Largefs among the People, and re- 
GtmclU. ceived the Tribute of the Provinces. 

1698' Having fubdu’d Chaleo, he undertook 
L/*V*S J to extend his Empire,by the advice of his 
lincle; who was always of Opinion, 
not to conquer the neighlwuriitg Pro¬ 
vince of TUftala ; that it might ferve 
to ftiarpen the Courage of their Youth 
ill War, and to furnifh Prifoners to Sa¬ 
crifice to the Idol. This King crewed 
a .(lately Palace for hirafelf, and a fu mp- 
tuous Temple for his God, and ere&ed 
federal Courts. He dy’d when he had 
Reign’d 28 Years. 

Tt">,cku The four Elefiors meeting with the 
6th King. Kings of Tefcuco, and Tacuba, chofe 
Ti '.rtattttl, who would not accept of the 
Crown, faying it was better for the Piib- 
lkk, chat another (hould Reign, and he 
a/Iift him witli his Service, aud advice. 
This Generdfity, which Ibow’d the Bar- 
fa .triad was much Superior to Cefar, who 
chro’ Ambition, depriv’d his Country 
of its Liberty, mov’d the Electors to 
leave it to him to make whom he pleas’d 
King, and he nam’d Tico-chu, Son to 
ft he King deceas’d. Ttco-dpt appearing 
to be no Souldier, the MCcicans Poy- 
Axuntt foo’d him, failing his Brother Axayacac 
7di King’ to the Throne, by the Advice of Tlaca- 
r/W, who dying with Age, recommend- 
1 <; ed his Son co the new King, who in gra¬ 
titude, made him his General. 

Before his Coronation, A\‘oyacM 
inarch'd again!! the Province of Ta^am- 
petec ; and in a Ihort time Plunder'd and 
fubdu’d it. In his return coming to a 
Battle with the Lord oiTlatelnko (where 
at prcfenc is the Church of St. James) 
he flew him, and Icveli’d his City with 
the Ground. This King dy’d when he 
had reign’d eleven Years. 

<4UtfMS» After him Abuitnotl the Sth King af- 
8th King, cended the Throne, but before his Co¬ 
ronation, he went according to Cufiam, 
to punifh the Quaxtttatlaniy who had ta¬ 
ken the Tribute, as it was coming to 
Mexico on the Road. He extended the 
Borders of his Kingdom, as far as Gua- 
timda, and encompafs’d Mexico with 
Water, by bringing to it an Arm of the 
River that ran by Cxyoacan. This Man 
at the Dedication of the Temple, to the 
Idol HuittiiifocbJU (which was in the 
year 1486) Sacrificed in the fpace of 4 
days following 154080 Men j fix Mil¬ 
lions of People reforting to the Fefti- 
val, as the Mexican Hiltories tell us. 
This Indian Nero dy’d in the eleventh 
Year of his Reign. 

After him was chofen Monteueim t, 
whom the Spaniard! found there, when 
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they came to Mexicni his Name in their Alwirtf 
Language lignifyinga Wife Loid j be- ,n \ 
caufe he before his exaltation :o the Kin ' s ** 
Throne, was Grave, and Majeiliifc, a 
Man of few Words, aud difereet, which 
made him much honour’d, and fear’d. 

Betides .he had refus’d the Crown, re¬ 
tiring into the Temple of the Idol, 
where he bad a Solitary apartment j fo 
that the Electors were fain to go thi¬ 
ther to perlbade, and bring him' to the 
Empire, with extraordinary Modcfty. 

When, once a King, he chang’d his 
Humility aud Meckneis into fach Pride, 
that he order’d all Places and Employ¬ 
ments about the Court, fhottld be ta¬ 
ken from Commoners, and Nobles to 
come in their Read. Before his Coro¬ 
nation, with the aflifiance of the Nobi¬ 
lity, he march'd to reduce a Northern 
Province, that had revolted, and brought 
home a rich Booty, and many Prifoners 
for Sacrifice. At his return he was re¬ 
ceiv’d with great Joy by his Snbjcfls, 
and Crowned in great State, with abun¬ 
dance of Tributes from the conquer’d 
Countries. 

If the Royal Standard hapned to be 
loft, chafe People us’d co retire, with¬ 
out Profecnting the Battle ; as it hapa. 
ned at Otumba^ where Corns .and his 
Spaniards purfu’d the flying Mexicans^ 
the lame they did, if the King were ' 
kill’d, to Celebrate his Funeral, ceafing 
from all Labour. Mortteutma made his 
Stibjefts adore, rather than refpedt him, 
he was always carry’d on the Shoulders 
of great Men; never wore one Garment 
twice, or cat or drank put of the fame 
Vefiel. He kept in his Palace all fora 
of Birds, and Bealls, and Sea-fiih in 
his Salt Filh-ponds, and River-Fifh in 
frefli Water. If any kind could not be 
had, he kept them in Gold, and for 
Grandeur. He was very precifc in ex¬ 
acting punctual Duty from bis Subjects* 
and therefore fometunes went abroad in 
difgnizf, to fee whether his Orders were 
obey’d. Daftly he feldom appear'd in 
Publick, to avoid creating Familiarity. 

The downfal of the Empire now 
drawing near ; federal figns appearing, 
as Blazing Stars ana Piramida! Fire ia 
the Sky, Monfters on the Faith, and 
Prodigies in the Lake-, Mmevima, tho' 
at firft he had created the Aftrologer* 
hardly, (whoforetold fomc great Cala¬ 
mity ; and the Magicians who related 
dreadful Vifions) being at laft brought 
to Repentance, retir’d to a foil Cary 
Houle,expecting his Ruin, to be wrought 
by the Children of the Sun, coming 
T 11 from 
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from the Eaft, according to antient pre- 
diftions. In the 14th year of his Reign, 
the Spaniards came from the Northern 
Sea in ftveral Ships, fubdu’d Mexico, 
took Montezuma Prifbncr, and after¬ 
wards the Inga of Pern and Cufco, which 
laft was Lord of a Country a thoofand 
Leagues in length from the Kingdom of 
Chile , beyond that of Quito ; and the 
firft from the North, to the South Sea \ 
and look’d upen, more like Gods than 
Men. Among other enormities the /«- 
was Guilty of, he would Marry bis 
own Sifters, whofe Son afterwards in¬ 
herited the Clown, as Born of the Co- 
ya, or firft Heirefs ; but if the King de¬ 
ceas’d left ever a Brother, he was pre¬ 
ferred before his Nephew. Whilft Mon¬ 
tezuma was ftill alive, the Mexicans chofe 
Quaub-timoc for their King, who dy’d a 
a FrUbner to Cortes. 


It is to be obferv’d that the Succeflion 
of the Crown of Mexico, went to the 
collateral line, not the immediate lflue't. 
Age taking the preference j the 2d, 3d, 
4th, and lb to the laft Brother, beinj' 
chofe after the firft ; and for want 01 
them, they began with the Eldeft Son o f 
the eldeft Brother, and fo to the 2d, 3d, 
and fo-forth. At firft the choice bd- 
long’d to all the People 3 but afterward* 
by the advice of77*c4f/fc/,in the Reign of 
Jtzcoatl the 4th King, it was committed 
to only four Electors of the Blood Roy ¬ 
al, and the two Kings of Tefcneo and 
Tacnba 3 the firft of which perform’d 
the Ceremony of the Coronation. As 
long as the Kings of Mexico were Poor, 
they were moderate in their expence, 
and attendance, but as they grew P0W4 
erfol, they became Haughty, Tyrannic 
cal, and Stately. 


C H A P. IV. 

Of the comurifon fame Writers make between the Mexican Monarchy, and the 
Vifon in the 1 yh, chap, of St, John. 


I have dilated a little upon the Origin 
of the feven Generations, and the 
Genealogy of the ten Kings of Mexico j 
that the ingenious and Diicreet Reader, 
may in this Chapter conceive how fome 
Perfons came to take this Monarchy, for 
the Beaft deicrib’d by St. John, in the 
13 th Chapter of his Revelation; with no 
lefs reafon than others did the Roman 
Monarchy 3 for they considering the 
Lake of Mexico , fay the Lake of Chaleo, 
r. Makes the Head, and Neck, 2. a 
Rock, the Eye ; 3. another Rock, the 
Ear, 4. the Caufway, the Collar, 5. the 
Lake on which Mexico is built, the Sto¬ 
mach, < 5 , the Feet they (ay are the four 
Rivers, 7. the Body, the great Lake of 
Mexico, S. the Wings, the two Rivers 
of Ttfence and Papalotla , 9. the Tail, 
the Lake of St. Chrijlofher, and Xalto- 
om, 10. the Horns, the two Rivers of 
Tlamandco, Tepeapdco. And then the 
other Lakes lying confufely, they fay 
they were made by the Slaver of the 
Beaft.

This will appear by the Calculation'of 
every King’s Name, according to the 
Indian Hiftorics, quoted by Arrioo Mar¬ 
tinez. ,at the end of his Regifterot Times, 
Printed at Mexico in the beginning of 
the Iaft Age.

CHAP. V. 

Of the Mexican Months, Tears , and Age t *nd of thetr Hieroglyphicks. 


F OR want of Letters, the Ingenious 
Mexicans us’d Symbols, or Hierog- 
lyphicks, to exprefs Corporeal things, 
which have a fhape ; and for other 
things, other proper Cbarafters, audio, 
for the Benefit ot Poftericy, they noted 
down all that hapned. As for in fiance 
to denote the coming of the Spaniards , 
they painted a Man with his Hair and 
Cloaths red, in the fign of a Cane, 
which betoken’d that Year. Their way 
Vol. IV. 


of Writing was from the bottom of the 
Board, or Paper upwards, direftly con¬ 
trary to the Chinefes. They had cer¬ 
tain rounds, or Circles painted, which 
contain’d the fpace of an Age, divided 
into Years with the proper Symbols; to 
fet down there, the time, when remark¬ 
able things hapned, with the proper 
Figures and Characters. This Age con- 
fifted of 52 folar Years, of 365 days each. 
The Wheel, Circle or round, wasdi- 
T 11 2 vid- 
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vided into four Parts, each containing 
(iemeHi, 13 Years, and anfwcr’d to one of the 4 
i( 5 p 8 . pacts of the World, after tfie IoIIqw- 
ing manner. 

A Snake 'turn’d it felf round into a 
Circle, and in the Body of cbe Serpcijt, 
there were four Uinlions. The firffc 
denoted the Soutli, in that language, 
call’d VutuUmf*) whofe Hicroglyphick, 
was a Rabbet in a blew Field, which 
they call’d Tochtfi. Lower was the part 
that iigxiify’d the Eaft, call’d Tl*c*pkj or 
TUl«'ulcePt 1, denoted by a Cane ia a red 
Field, call’d Ac*sl. The Hieroglyphick 
of the North*- or Micolampa, was a 
Sword pointed with Flint, jail’d Tecgatl , 
in a yellow Field- That of the Weft, 
or Sihiiatlampa , was a. Houfe hi a green 
Field, and call’d C*gU. 

Thtie four piviiions were the be¬ 
ginning of the four Terms that made 
up the Age. Between'every two, on 
the infidf of the Snake, there were 12 
final! divifions, among which the four 
fir ft Names or Figures, were fucccffive- 
ly diftributed, giving every one its num¬ 
ber to thirteen, which was the number 
of Years that compos’d an Indidion^ 
the like was done in the 2d lndi&ion, 
with the fame Nances from one to 13, 
and fo in the 3d, and 4th, till they fi- 
nilh’d the Circle of $2 Years, as fol¬ 
lows. 

■ ° -■ <*' iKk ‘fc 
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This way of rcckning by 13, was not 
only.oblerv’d in their Years, buf. in their 
Months y for tho 1 their Month was of 
20 days, yet when they came to the 
number 13, they began again. To en¬ 
deavour to find out the reafon why 
they did fo, is aiming at an impofliblity, 
but perhaps they might in this particu¬ 
lar follow their Calculation of the 
Moon. They divided the Lunar motion 
into two times, the fir ft of watching, 
from the Heliacal, or Ibiar riling, till 
the oppolition, which was of thirteen 
daysy and the other of Sleep, of the 


fame number of days, til! the Morning 
fee ting. 

This extravagant computation of the A 
Moon, was grounded upon a fable, tabic. * 
which is, That the Gods having reiblv’d 
to deftroy the darkuffs that cover’d the 
Worlds two of th?m undertook this 
Work, which were Tecwifitcath and 
* NanjhnMzJu. Theft after ruak ing great 
preparations at Tcotitwacm-, a place now 
call'd Tz-ucugii, having caft themfelves 
into the Fire of a burning Rock, call'd 
TunxcAgit, and being converted into 
AJbes j within a Ihort while after ap¬ 
pear’d in the Eaft, Nevtabnatzin become 
cbe Sun, and Tecmjhcatl the Moon. As 
firft they had no motion, but afterwards 
the Wind by Order of the Gods, began 
to move them 3 but after a differ¬ 
ent manner, for at the end of 13 days, 
the Sun bjeiug come to. the Weft, the 
Moon began to appear in the Eaft, This 
being fo unlikely, they might perhaps 
fry fo, to give every one of their great¬ 
er Gods., which were thirteen, the Go¬ 
vernment and Dominion of their Years, 
and Days j but the Mexicans themfelves 
are ignorant of both. 

From what has been /aid above there 
arife fibveral doubts 3 the firft is, why 
they begin to reckon their Years from 
the South-, the ftcdnd, why they made 
ufe of the four Figures, of a. Rabbet, 
a Cans, a Flint, and a Houfe. To the 
firft they anfwer that when the Gods 
had retblv’d Teotibmcats,10 takeaway 
the great" Darknefs, and Nanabuatzjn 
and Teotihuacan , by means of the Fire, 
were converted into Sun and Moon, die 
reft of the Gods fet themfelves to ob- 
ferye, from what quarter of Heaven, 
the Light would firft appear, wherein 
they were of fundry Opinions, fomc af¬ 
firming, ic yvoutdeome from the North, 
others from the South, others from the 
Eaft, and others from the Weft (as if 
the Names of Eaft, and Weft, &c. had 
been vnvenred before the Sun had en- 
lightned the Earth) butthat at length it 
was feen to come out of the South. 

Moreover the antient Mexicans believ¬ 
ing the World would end with their 
Age, among other Ceremonies, on thp 
laftdayof it, they knelt on the tops of 
their Houfcs, with their Faces to the. 

Eaft, doubtfully expecting ro : foe whe-. 
tficr the Sun would continue his Courfe, 
and whether the end of the World was 
come; and fince in this Pofture, they, 
muft of neceffity have the South on their 
right Hand, they thence argu’d thac the 
Light began from the South, , To this 
, may 
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may be added that the Mexicans firmly 
Cemtlii. believ’d Hell to be in the North, and 
idp8. therefore it was not proper that the Sun 
fhould have commenced his Courfe from 
thence, but from the oppofite part, 
where the Gods f'ivitz.naoa dwelt, in re- 
fpeft to whom they call’d the South Vi - 
vitzlampei. 

They alio find it was a Benefit of thofe 
fame Gods, that the Age was renew’d, 
becaufe Time naturally would end with 
the old Sun ; and that the Sun of the 
new Age, was a new Sun, that was to 
follow the courfe of Nature, which c- 
very Year made the Trees green, after 
January (as is obferv’d in that Climate) 
when the Sun was come away from the 
South, which is the Habitation of the 
Gods. Having found this Analogy be¬ 
tween the Age, and Ehe Year they would 
carry the Similitude, or Proportion on 
further, and as in the Year, there are 
four Seafons, fo they would adapt the 
like to the Age ; and accordingly they 
appointed Tochtli for its beginning intlte 
South, as it were the Spring and Youth 
of the Sun’s Age; Acatl for Summer, 
Tecpatl for Autumn, and Cagli for his 
Ola Age, or Winter. 

TheVc Figures fo difpos’d, were alfo 
the Hicroglyphicksofthcfour Elements, 
which is the feconddoubt; for Tochtli 
was dedicated to Tevacayohua God of the 
Earth, Acatl to Tlalocatetuhtli God of the 
Water, Te cpatl to Chetzjchcoatl God of 
the Air, and Cagli to Xiuhtecuhil God of 
the Fire. Perhaps they meant to ex- 
prefs the Nature of the four Cardinal 
Winds, which were the only ones they 
knew, and this in Honour ofChetzjthco- 
atl God of the Winds, who, aswasfaid 
before, gave the firft motion to the Sun 
and Moon. Whatsoever the rcafon of 
it was, ’tis certain that Neptune, whom 
they call’d TtucipatlU was the Inventor 
of theft Hieroglyphicks and Method of 
difpofing them, to the end that every 
Man, without any other Study, might 
know the number of Years that made 
an Age ; the diftindion of the Indici- 
ions, in what Year any thing remarka¬ 
ble had hapned; the Sncceflion of their 
Kings, and other things of Note- 
Their Solar year confifted of 365 days, 
according to the form of the Egyptian 
Friefls, which had its Original from No~ 
ah, after the Flood, as Berofus tells us 
(if it be true, that the Books which now 
go under his Name, were writ by that 
ancient Caldcan) who writes thus. He 
alfo taught them (that is, the Pricfts) the 
courfe oj the Stars , and ordain'd the Tear 


according to the courfe of the Sun , (for 
which rcafon he was thought to partake 
of the Divine Nature.) For which things 
(lays the fame Author thought him to 

partake of the Divine Nature , and therefore 
call’d him Olibama, and Arfa, that is,Hea¬ 
ven and the Sun. How ever ot hers differ 
in Opinion, concerning the great diver- 
fity of Years among the ^/Egyptians, tis 
certain other Nations had the fame Year 
of 3 65 days,but they learnt it oftbeJgyjj- 
tians who preferv’d the Knowledge deli¬ 
ver’d by Noah, by means of bis Son Cham, 
or Ham. Now the Mexicans muft of nc- 
ceffity follow the fame Doftrinc, being 
Originally defccoded from Neptune, w ho 
cannot be thought to have given them a- 
ny other Inflections, but what he learnt 
of his Father Mtfraim , who had them 
from Cham,or F/am, a.td from hisGrand- 
fathcr Noah, among the firft Inhabitants 
of zs£gypt. 

As tor the Months, tho' fomc of the , 
Offspring of Noah reckoned them utter Mo ^ 
feveral manners, fomc allowing 28 days, 
lomc 29, others 30, and 31, and not 
always after the fame manner; yet the 
Mexicans ftill following the fimic %yp- 
tsans, made their Month regular, not ot 
30, but of 20 days; but this turn’d to 
the fume account, putting 18 Mexican 
Months of 20 days each, to r 2 Egyp¬ 
tian Mouths of 30 Days. The names 
of the. Months are as follows. 1. Tla- 
caxipe hua lisuti , 2. Tos.oi.tli, 3. Hutyto * 
xjouli, 4- Toxcait, 5. Ets.alcualiz.th. 6. 

Ticuyil bit it l, 7. Hueytecuil hmti, 8. Mi- 
cay l huitl, 9.

Thefe Months were not divided into . 
Weeks, becaufe thefe began among the m 
Hebrews in the time of Mofes, in Me¬ 
mory of the Days of the Creation, long 
after the inftitucionof the Mexican Cir¬ 
cle, or as others will have it, was in¬ 
vented foon after by the FSahiltnians, to 
diflinguifh the days by the 7 Planets, 
and the Dominion they aflign’d them 0- 
ver the unequal hours, whereof they 
were the firft obfervers. I Ciid the Days 
were alfo counted by the Mexicans by 
thirteen, tho* there were 20 in a Month. 

This 
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This was done to avoid ibnfulTon *, for 
tScmelli. giving the Name of any Day, accord- 
1698. ing to this Method, with the number 
anjwerable to it in this Order of thirteen 
and thirteen, they knew what Month it 
' belong’d to, without ever miftaking, De- 
lides this divifion by thirteen, there was 
another of, five and five days, on which 
they made Tiangitez, as is ftitl pra&is’d 
in feveral places, and this was on the 
3, 8, 13, and 18th of every Month, 
being days Dedicated to the four Figures 
Tochtli, Acatl, Tecpatl, acd Cagli, and 
this Rule was always the lame, tho’ the 
Years did not begin with Tochtli.

This further makes out the great re- 
femblance with the Egyptian computa¬ 
tion, for as thefe, to twelve Months 
(which they call’d Thotli, Phaophi, Athyr, 
Ceac, Tybi, Mecir, phameneth , Pharmu- 
tbi, Pbacon, faymi , Epephi, and Mtfori) 
which made 3<Jo days, added 5 days 
more, which they call’d Epagomeni, to 
compleat the Circle of the Sun •, fo the 
Mexicans, their 18 Months in like man¬ 
ner, making 360 days, added five days 
at the end of every Year, and call’d them 
Nonomcmi, that is, wandring, to make 
up the lame number of 305. Some 
think that thefe 5 Days being out of the 
number of the Months, had no parti¬ 
cular Name, and that therefore the firft 
of every Month was CipaZHi. But they are 
much deceiv’d, for they had not only 
Names, but were brought into their 
thirteen? For the better underltand- 
ing hereof, let us imagine an Age, the 
firlt Year whereof is Tochtli , to which 
Cipdtli anfwers, as firlt day of the firlt 
Month-, if the 360 days, which make 
the 18 Months of this Year, be count¬ 
ed round fiiccelfivcly by thirteen, and 
thirteen, it will appear that the laft day 
of the 18th Month, will be 9 Xoxitl, 
But if the 5 days call’d Nettontem had 
no Name, the following Year mutt have 
begun from 2 MaiAtl, with to CtpdZHi. 
Thus the reckoning of the thirceens 
would have been interrupted, with C7- 
paZi-li, had not they been reckned in. 
Tiie Mexicans to this Day fufficiently 
folvc this difficulty ; laying, that the 
days GpitcHi, Michizlli , Oz.omatly, and 
Cozx.tqnmlnli, are companions to, that 
is, in all ref pedis foliow the Order of the 
four Figures that denote the Years of an 
Age, viz.. Tahiti, Ac at l, Tecpatl, and 
Cagli ; to figuify that every Year whole 
Symbol is Tochtli, will have Gpattli for 


the firlt day of the Month 3 that whofe 
Symbol or diftin&ive Mark, is Acatl, 
will have Michittli for the firlt of the 
Month; Tecpatl, will have Ozomatl, and 
Cagli will have Cozcacjuabtli. Yet this is 
to be farther obferv’d, that the numeri¬ 
cal Value according to the thirceens, re¬ 
gularly counted from the beginning of 
the Age (including the 5 Ntmmetni 
days) will anfwer to that, which be¬ 
longs to the firlt Day of the Year, ac¬ 
cording to the fucceflion from Tochtli 
forwards, as plainly appears by the 
Draught above mention’d. The whole 
will be better underftood after this 
manner. This firlt Year of the afore- 
mention'd Age, the Months ended with 

9 Xodtl, and the Names and Numbers 
anfwering to the 5 Nenontemi days, were 

10 CipaHli. II Cccatl, 12 Cagli , 13 
Cmz.pagtin, and 1 Coatl, which made 
up the Year of 3<f5 days. Thus with¬ 
out breaking the Order of Names, the 
riext Year began Michiuli, which is the 
Day immediately following Coat!, and 
continuing on with the thirteens, fince 
the Iaft of the 5 Nenontemi Days, was 
the firlt call’d Coatl \ this alfo will be the 
Character of the firft day of the fecond 
Year, wt, that will be Ome, and this 
Ome Michittli. This is not accidental, 
but very regular in all the Years of an 
Age (as may be eafily demonftrated) 
and fo this 2d Year begining at 2 Mi- 
chifili, will end its Months at 10 Coatl , 
and 355 days at 2 Jttxtctttli, (b the fol¬ 
lowing 3d Year Tecpatl, will begin at 3 
O^omarli, and the next being the 4th 
Cagli, at 4 CoMaquatthtli, and fo on in 
the reft, till the thirteen is out. By this 
it appears, that the 4 days Cips&li, &c. 
did not only anfwer to the 4 Symbols of 
the Years Tochtli , &c. but that they had 
alfo the fame numerical Denomination, 
deriv’d from the thirteens, 

They therefore who know how much 
almoftalt theEafternNations err’d in this 
particular, may be Judges how much the 
Wit of the Mtxicans delcrv’d to be com¬ 
mended, and look’d upon, for invent¬ 
ing fo Artificial and regular a Circle. 
But this Honour is not due to the Mex¬ 
icans of thefe times, who are neither A- 
ftro!ogers,nor Amhmeticians,and there¬ 
fore by their Ignorance would convict 
me of Falfehood; but to thofe Heathens 
as we fhow’d above, and to their molt 
antient Matter Neptune , as is learnedly 
obferv’d by D. Carlos de Sigilenzay Con- 
gora, ProfclTor of Matbematicks in the 
llniverlity of Mexico , in his Cyclegraphis, 
where he brings Texts of Scripture,

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Traditions of the Indians, Paid tings, and 

Gtmelli. molt notable Hieroglyphicks, which had 
j 59SS. been preferv'd by Dr. John de Aha, 

t/W Lord of CittzjcafgOy and of 5 « j$m l w- 
tihuacan, who inherited them from his 
Forefathers,Kings ofTefcuc0,tvovn whom 
he was lineally defee nded by the Males ^ 
and they were left in the Hands of D. 
Carlos his Executor. It is molt certain 
the like is not to be found m all JVm 
Spain ; becaufe the Spaniards at their firit 
coming burnt all they found; tor fee mg 
them without Letters, and with fuch 
variety of Figures, they lookd upon 
them as Superftkious. Mtnfegmr Sama- 
rica firit Hi (hop of Mexico , made an end 
of deft roving what remain’d,and broke a- 
bundance of old idols \ fo that the Fi- 
cure of the Mexican Year, and other 
Antiquities of the Indians which toilow 
in this Volume, are all owing to the In- 
duftry and Oiurtefy, of the atorefaid 
D. Carlos de Sigsunut, who presented me 
with thefe extraordinary Rarities. 

Leap year. They order'd the BtOlxtile, or Leap 
Year, after this manner. 1 he nrJt Y ear 
of the Afie began on the ioth of Apni, 
and lb did the ad, and 3d, but tire fourth 
or Leap Year, on the pth, the sth on 


the Bth, the 12th, on the 7th, the itfth, 
on the 6th, till the end of the Age, 
which was on the 28th of March , when 
the 13 days of the Leap Years, till the 
ioth of Apr if were fpent in rejoycing. 

Before the new Age began, they broke 
their Vellcls, and put out the Fire}fup- 
poling that fincc the World was to 
end with an Age, perhaps that might be 
it. When the firft day appear’d, they 
folemniz’d k with Drums and other In- 
ftruments they us’d j giving thanks to 
God, for having granted them another 
Age they bought new Veflels, and re¬ 
ceiv’d the new Fire, from the highPneft 
in fofemn Proceflion- * . 

The People of Peru reckaed hy Moons, Tear 11 
and 12 Months with as many days as we li,Ut 
do, and belides began their Year at Ja¬ 
nuary, but afterwards one of their Kings 
would have it to begin at December. 

They placed about the City Cause, which 
was the Court of the Inga Kiugs,i iPilhrs, 
at fuch dilbtnces, and m fuch Order, that 
each of them every Month, fhould point 
out the Suns riling , and fetung 3 and 
thus they regulated their Feftivals, and 
the Sealons for Sowing and Reaping, e~ 
very Pillar having its proper Name.

T H E Mexicans kept as it were a Ju¬ 
bilee every fourth Year, on the 
19th of May, on which was tbeFefti- 
val of the Idol Ttz.c*tli?nca They fail¬ 
ed s days before it, and the Priefts ah- 
ftaiifd from their Wives, and went a- 
bout beating themfelvcs iu a Penitential 
Habit. All other People were dad after 
the fame manner, and went in Procell;on 
begging one another’s Pardon. Upon 
the day appointed a Slave tnat was like 
the Statue of the Idol was Sacrific’d,and 0- 
thers with him, ripping open their 
lireafts, as was (aid before, and acting 
the Hearts Hill alivc,upon the Idol’s Face. 
Thefe Captives to make them the more 
mildable, were tatted up (onic Daj> 
before, and Worfhipp’d about the City 

like Gods. ' . c 

The Feftival they kept in Honour ot 
their God, Quctut a luatl, was yet more 
deteftable. Forty days before it, they 
bought a found SUve without any Lie- 
milh, and dad him in the Idols Gar¬ 
ments, that he might be honour’d. Nine 
days before the Solemnity, two old Men 


came from the Temple, to tell him he 
was to dye, and feeing him concern’d, 
they went and waflfd the Knives of the 
Sacrifice, and the Blood they took off 
them, they gave the Wretch to drink, 
mixt with Cacao, believing that would 
caufe him not to fear Death. The Fe¬ 
ftival day being come, they ripped o- 
pen his Break, at Midnight, and taking 
out his Heart, offer’d it to the Moon, and 
then to the Idol. The Body they threw 
down the fteps of the Temple 3 where 
the buyers took it up, and carrying it 
to the Houfe of the cbiefeft among them, 
the next day made a plentiful Feaft. _ 

There was another fort ot Sacri- other in. 
lice call'd Racaxipe V 4 uU, which figni- human Sa¬ 
fes Fleaiag of People j becaufe they enhees. 
Head a Slave, and cloathing another in 
his Skin, led him about the City, beg¬ 
ging for the Temple, and ftrikmg thole 
who gave nothing, over the Face with, 
fame of the Skin, as long as it was found. 

Other times thev dad fevcral Slaves 
with the Idol’s Garments, a whole Year 
before the Feftival, leading them in the

f ”V a dor’d like the Idols, and keeping 
tEl em Jhut up at Night, feeding them 

V ’* SJ plentifully. At the Years end they Sa¬ 
crific'd them, and fubftituted others in 
their Places, Some Years they butcher’d 
to the number of 20000 ; for the Bar¬ 
barous Priefts would go tell the King, 
that the Idols had nothing to cat, and 
were ftarving with Hunger; and for this 
reufon they made War "to get Prifoners 
to Sacrifice, hour Priefts held the Vift- 
ime by the Hands and Feet, an other 
ripp’d open the Brea ft, and took out 
the Heart, and another held up the 
Neck, having firftlay’d him with his 
back on a fharp Stone. 

jnfcric. In p tru rhey alfo Sacrificed Children 
from 4, to 1 o Years of Age, for the Ingas 
Health ; and fo did Sons for their Pa¬ 
rents when defperatcly Sick, offering 
them to the Sun, or Ptracova ; ftifling, 
or cutting their Throats. 

Noted I- The moll famous Idols in Mtxicojxttt 
to Vitulipuk, were Tefcatepuca, and 
B/talobos, to whom they facrificed every 
Year, a 5 oo Men, fatted in Pens. The 
offering was only of the Forehead, Ears, 
Tongues, Ups, Arms, Legs, and other 
extreme Parts. The Temples were 
built after the manner of the Pyramids of 
* 'Egypt, afeending by Stairs, and for the 
m oft part of Clay ; the Idol being pla- 
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ced at the top in a Tabernacle, near 
winch was a place apart, to Jay the 
Heads of the Viftims. Clofe by the 
Temple, there were apartments for the 
Priefts. 

They had an Idol of Rain, call’d TU- 
fac, that is, fertilizer of the Earth. His 
Fignrc was of the common Stature of a 
Man, with a Frightful face; and they 
often anointed him with a Liquor, call'd 
Oholiy which diftiis from certain Trees. 
AH his Ornaments were Hieroglyphicks 
of Rain, and Plenty ; for in his right 
Hand, he held a Plate of beaten Gold, 
figmfying the Lightning ; in his left 
a round Border of blew Feathers, gar- 
nifh’d with I know not what fort of thing 
like a Net. His Garment was alfo of 
blew Feathers, with fuch a Trimming 
at the Edges, and another made of Hares, " 
and Rabbets Wool, like white half 
Moons. On his Head was a great tuft 
of white and green Feathers, ligaifying 
the green Fruit, and Leaves ; about his 
Neck a Collar of Buck’s Skin, his Legs 
colour’d yellow, with Gold Horfe Bells 
about them. This was the Indian Hie- 
roglyphick to denote Rain. The whole 
may be fecn more exaflly in the adjoin¬ 
ing Cut.

In ferity befides adoring the Statue of 
Peru. 1 ^*£*1 when he dy’d, thoufands of 

his favourite Concubines and Servants 
were kill’d, to ferve him in the other 
World ; and vaftTreafures were bu- 
ry‘d with him, that he might make ufe 
of them upon occafion- The other In- 
dians befides all this, placed Meat near 
the Tombs, believing the dead would 
eat. Befides, having perform’d the Ob- 
fequies with abundance of Ceremonies, 
they cloath’d the dead Body in its Robes 
or Garment, that denoted its Dignity, 
and then bury’d it in the Court, or ha¬ 
ving burnt it, kept the Allies in an ho¬ 
nourable place, 

Mmkjjj As for the manncr of cloathing it, 

Souldiers. was 1,0 IelS , barbarous. The Souldiers 
that they might appear the more dread¬ 
ful to their Enemies, ftain’d their na¬ 
ked Body; or elfe cover’d it with a 
whole Lions, or Tigers Skin, placing 
the head of the Beaft upon their own. 
They hung acrofs them like a Shoulder 
Bek, 3 firing of Men's Hearts, Nofes 
and Ears, with a head at the end *, and in 
their hands, carry’d fuch things as may 
befeen in the Cut.

The Habit of the King and Princes of 
the Blood was not amffs, if compar’d p' n ® an ° 
with that of the common fort; but it Haw 5 
was thelefs commendable for the Pra¬ 
nce in' ufe among them, of boreing 
their under Lip, for toftick a Gold nail 
or fome other Jewel in it as appears by 
the Cuts, copy’d from Originals of great 
Antiquity, which are in the Cuftody of 
D. Carlos Sigitmzjty before fpoken of. 

The Habit of the Indians at prefent, 
is a fhort Doublet, and wide Breeches. Habit 
On their Shoulders they wear a Cloak now, 
of feveral Colours, which they call Til- 
ma s and which croffiug under the right 
Arm, is ty’d upon the left Shoulder, the 
two ends making a great knot. Infiead 
of Shooes, they wear Sandals, like thofe 
of the franci/can Fathers, the reft 
being bare footed, and bare legg‘d, as 
they are._ But they will never part with 
their Hair, tho’ they were quite naked, 
or in Rags. The Women all wear the 
Guaifil (which is like a Sack; under 

the 
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the Coin.v»y which is a fine white Cottoa 
Cloth i to which they add another upon 
their Back, when they are Abroad, which 
when in the Church they place upon their 
Head. Their Co«.ts j, e narrow with fi¬ 
gures of Lions, Birds, and other Crea¬ 
tures, adorning them with curious Ducks 
Feathers, which they call Xilnepec. 

All, as well Men as Women arc of a 
dark Colour, notwithftanding their En¬ 
deavours to defend their Faces agsinft 
the Cold, and make them Fair with Herbs 
pounded They ufe alio to daub their 
Heads with thin Clay, fuch as they ufe 
in their Buildings, thinking it refrelhes 
the Head, and makes the H iir black and 
fait} fo that fevera! Country Women 
are leen about the City^in that dirty 
Condition’. The Mepzjt, Mulatto and 
Black Women, which are the greateft 
Number in Mexico , not being allow’d to 
Wear Vails, or becloath’d alter the Spa- 
nijh Fafluou, and fcorning on the other 
fide the Indian Habit, go in an extrava¬ 
gant Garb, wearing a thing like a Petti¬ 
coat, a-crofs their Shoulders, or’on their 
Head like a Cloak, which makes them 
look like lb many Devils. 

All the Blacks and Mnlasm are In- 
folent to the higheft Degree, and take 
upon them as much as Spaniards wfjofe 
Habit they wear j fo among themfelves 
they take the Title of Captain, tho’ 
they be not fo ; nor can there be many 
in Mexico , where there is but one only 
Company of Spmiardiy and a few of Mi¬ 
litia, in cafe of Need. This Rabble of 
Blacks, andTawnics isfo encreas’d, that 
it is fear’d they may one Day Rebel, and 
make themfclves Mailers of the Country; 
unlcfs the carrying of fo many Blacks be 
obftruQed by Farming it. 
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The hid fans at prefent are nothing Geninj of 
near fo Ingenious as they were former- the fait* 
when Chey fuccefsfuljy apply y them- mu 
felves to the liberal Arts and Mccanicks; 
out now they are altogether devoted to 
Idlenbfs, and apply themfelves to no¬ 
thing but Cheating. Yet thofe that ap¬ 
ply themfelves to any Trade (hew they 
are very capable : Some make fcveral 
Figures of nothing but Feathers of feve¬ 
ra 1 Colours, of a Bird ohc Spaniard, call 
Chupafyr * that is, Such-flower; of which 
fore! hiivc one: Others work cm ioufljr 
iii Wood ■, and others contrive tu deceive 
Ducks, as Shy as they arc ; for when 
they have js*d them ro be frequently a- 
mong Catabafhes left floating on the 
Lake, tor thatpurpofe, they make Holes 
in thofe Calabaflics, fo that putting their 
Heads in the, they urn fee out of them, 
and then going up to the Neck in the 
Water, they go among the Ducks, and 
draw them down by the Peer, 

The Indian, are naturally very Fear¬ 
ful ; but exceflive Cruel, if well Back’d. 

The Vices the Spaniards generally Charge 
them with, are, full the want of Senfe 
ot Honour (for they make nothing of 
robbing one another of it j befides the 
Inccfls chey commit with their Mothers 
and Sifters) being Beaftly'in Eating, 
lying on the bare Ground, and Dying 
Without Concern. They arc very 
great Thieves, Cheats, and Importers ; 
bnt above all the Mulattos^ among an 
Hundred of whom it is hard to find an 
Honeft fair dealing Man. On the other 
fide the poor Indians are worfe than 
Slaves, for only they work In the Mines $ 
and What is worfe, all they get is taken 
from them by the Governors, and other 
Officers * noewidiftanding a]] the daily 
Threats that come from Court.

CHAP. VII. 

The Author gives an Account of the moft remarkable Things he f*» m 

Mexico. 


T Herc being a great Dearth in New 
Spain y by reafon the Harveft had 
not anfwer’d the foregoing Years, and 
the Scarcity being great upon Taefday 
the uth of March, there hapned on that 
Day a fort of Mutiny, abundance of the 
Rabble going that Day under the Vice¬ 
roy’s Windows, to demand Bread. This 
Accident rais’d fuch a Jealoufy in him, 
that he caus’d feveral Pedrcras to be 
planted about at the Loopholes, to be 
able to make the better Refiftance; and

not fuffer the Crowd to approach per¬ 
haps to Burn the Palace, as they did in 
the Year 16512, when the Count of Going 
was Viceroy, firing the Market-Place at 
the fame time, where many vafl: rich 
Shops were burnt. To remedy this Evil, 
the Viceroy on the 13th fent out his Or¬ 
ders and circular Letters to the Farmers, 
and Other wealthy Perfons, for them to 
firing into the City all the Corn that 
poffibly they could; for at that time 
they eat final! Loaves which coll about 
U u u 2 three 
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three Pence, and were not worth aPen- 

11 ' some Indians having lain with a Mo¬ 
ther and a Daughter, and then Robb d 
and Murder’d them, two Leagues ftom 
the City, two of them were Executed 
upon Thursday the i 4 th. With them was 
brought another, who had been taken 
two Hours before, opening a Shop with 
a felfe Key, to Rpb it. 1 his Man after 
receiving 200 Lathes on his Back, was 
mark’d with a red hoc Iron under the 
Gallows c befides the Punilhment he was 
to receive aftes his Trial, the Viceroy 
being very Severe in punifhingl meves. 

Friday the 15th of March, a devout 
Procelfion in Honour of our Saviour s 
paflion, fee out from the Royal Hofpi- 
‘ cal, erected by the King, wnh a Re- 
venue of 8000 pieces of Eight, for th 
Sick Indians. Above an hundred Bro¬ 
thers went firftina penitential.Habit; 
then the Nobility, and then other Pe¬ 
nitents. Then follow’d a Company of 
Soldiers dad in Black, with Head-pieces 
on, and trailing their Pikes i and m the 
mid ft of them was one a Horfeback, 
carrying a Tunick hanging to a Spear, 
reprefentiag that of our Saviour. But 
there were very few Muhcians. I his 
Proceftiou mult infallibly be made, be- 
caufe the King has given a particular 

Order for it. - 

Saturday 16th, I went OUt to IhOOt 
Thruflies, there being abundance or 
them of feveral forts. Black, White, 
and fpeckled with Red. At my return 
I went to the Royal Court to hear the 
Trial of my Friend P. Antony Gomez, 
Being there in the Gallery of the Court 
I faw the Viceroy go into the Criminal 
Court, and take his Scat upon the fame 
Bench with the Oydons, or Judges. Sun¬ 
day 17th, 1 went to the Royal Hofpual 
to fee an indifferent large 1 heatre, where 
Plays are Afted, and the profit of them 
goes to the Maintenance of the Hofpital. 
Monday 18th, I heard Mafs in the Ca- 
* thedral, which is large, and_ has three 
vaulted Hies' fupporced on high Pillars 
of Stone. The Structure is not yet fi- 
nilh’d, but is carry’d on at the King s 
Charge, who, befides an Allowance out 
of his own Revenue, has amgn’d it, a 
Tax of half a Royal a Head throughout 
the Dioccfs: And therefore the Arcli- 
bifhop lives in a Houfe the King pays 
for over againft the Mint. In the tnidlc 
of it is the Choir, enrioufly carv d in 
Sweetwood, with beautiful Figures and 
Feuilluge; and four fine Altars m the 
Arms of the Carols. About the Chuich 


there are feveral Chappels Gilt, and 
vaftly Rich, nothing interior to the fa¬ 
mous high Altar. The Front is extra¬ 
ordinary Noble with three Gates 5 be¬ 
fides five others on the Tides. Hiftorians 
tell us. That this Church was founded 
by the Marquefs D. Ferdinand Cortes , on 
the very fame Ground where the Hea¬ 
then great Temple ftood ; but others, 
from antient Paintings and Draughts 
prove that Temple ftood, where now 
the College of St. lldefonfus is. However 
it is, this was made a Bifhoprick on the 
13th of OQober 1625, and an Archbi- 
fhoprick on the 13 th of January 164.5. 

It has eleven Suffragan Bifhops, which 
are thofe of Puebla de /w Angeles, 01 the 
City of Angels, My&otean, Hstxacca , 
Guadalaxara, Gaatimda, Yucatan, Nica¬ 
ragua, Chiapa, Honduras, and ‘Narva 
mfcaya, or New Bifcay *, of which ele¬ 
ven Bifhopricks the Tenths only amount 
to 516000 Pieces of Eight and all the 
Profits 5160000 Pieces of Eight. There 
has been fpent in building the Church 
of Mexico from the Day it W3S founded 
till the lid of December s 66 y, 1052000 
Pieces of Eight, and the Work is not 
done to this Day. 

Tstefday 19th, being St Jofepht Day, 

I went to the Church or the Mtrttnx- 
rians. The Altars are vaftly Rich, and 
the Roof Gilt * and the Monaftery is 
large, and capable of abundance of Re¬ 
ligious Men. Going thence 1 met the 
Blefled Sacrament going from the Cathe¬ 
dral to fome Sick Body. It was carry’d 
by a Prieft in a Coach drawn by four 
Mules, maintain’d at the Charge of the 
Brotherhood. 

mdncfday 20th, I heard Mafia at the 
Nunnery of St. Clare , famous for the 
excellent fweet Paftiles the Nuns make. 

The Church is well adorn’d, and the 
Monaftery a good Struaure. 

Thurfday lift, I rode three Leagues ctrmelites. 
out of Town to fee the celebrated Gar¬ 
den of St. Angel, of the barefoot Car¬ 
melites. The Fathers (hew’d me the up¬ 
per Church, which tho’ fmall, was all a 
meer Mafs of Gold. T he lower Church 
was alfo Beautiful, and had five Altars. 

Then we walk’d about all the Monaftery 

which is fo large, that it has not only 

conveniency for 52 Religious Men that 

Live in it, but the Provincial Chapter 

has been kept there thefe 108 Years. ^ 

The Library is one of the be ft in the 

Indies , containing about 12000 Volumes. 

1 was then led to the fo much renowned 
Garden, which tho’ it be not above three 
quarters of a Spanijb League in compafs 
^ about 
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about the Wall; yet a great River run- 
Gemdli. ning through the midft of it, makes it fo 
1698. Fruitful, that 00ly the European Trees 
there planted yield a Revenueof 13000 
Pieces of Eight a Year, Thcrcare forty 
federal forts of Pears, which are fold 
for fix Pieces of Eight a Load; variety 
of Apples, Peaches, and Quinces; for 
there are but few Walnuts, Cheftnuts, 
or the like. The Archbilhop claiming 
the Title of this Fruit, and the Fathers 
refilling to give it, as being Trees plant¬ 
ed for the ufc of the Monaftery 7 by the 
King’s Order an Oydore, or Judge went 
to count the Trees, and found 13000, 
as 1 was inform’d by credible Perlbns. 
The Garden is feated in a delightful 
Place, at the Foot of raft high Moun¬ 
tains. The Fathers of the fame College 
have a good Flower Garden, in which 
there are Clove Trees j but thefe, tho’ 
they produce Blollbms as fweec and fra¬ 
grant as thofe of the Mducto IlLmds, 
yet the Fruit comes not to Perfection. 
There is alfo a Park, Filh-Ponds, and 
curious Fountains for the Diver lion of 
the Religious. 

Biday 2id, 1 went to fee a famous 
Nunnery call’d the Conception, The Nuns 
are 85, and have about an hundred Wo¬ 
men Servants : be ca life molt of the Mo- 
naltcries in New Spain , not living in 
Community, but every Nun receiving 
Mony out of the pubiick Stock to Main¬ 
tain her, that is, two Pieces of Fight 
and a quarter a Head every Week, l'ome 
keep five or lix Maids. The Monaflery 
accordingly is large, and coll fome hun¬ 
dred Thou lands of Pieces of Eight Build¬ 
ing ; and the Church is large, and well 
adorn’d. 

Saturday 23d, I went into the neigh¬ 
bouring Church of the Nuns of St. L<t- 
zaritSy which is alfo well adorn’d, has 
feven Altars, and the Roof gilt. 

Sunday 24th, I few the Hofpital of St. 
Hiacimhttsy belonging to the Dominican 
Millioners of Manila. The Church is 
fmail, but beautiful * and the ffofpitiim, 
or Houfe new built, fit to receive and 
entertain fifty Religious Men, who are 
maintain’d upon the Revenue of their 
Garden, like the College of St. AnrH \ 
and they have Mony over to fend to 
China ^ F. Martin Ibanez having told 
me it yields 8, or 9000 Pieces ot Eight 
a Year in only Herbs, and Sallads. It 
is to be obferv’d, That the com- 
pafs of the Garden Wall if not above 
the third part of a League. Its being 
near the City makes the Revenue the 
greater.

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The Hafpitinm, or Houfe call’d St. Ni- AuguflinP 
chela s dt l r iMamteva y of the Aagnftiniant i7!S ‘ 
of the Million of CWwa, is adjoyniiig to 
the other towards Mexico. Here is a 
Church, and Room to entertain forty 
Millioners, as I was told by F. Peter Floret 
the Procurator, This alio is maintain’d 
Upon the Revenue of the Garden. 

Monday 25th, I went to the Nunnery Inca mat i- 
of the Incan. Minn, where the Nuns Sin g on Mum. 
well enough. They are about 100, and 
keep above 300 Servant 3 ? 7 the Church 
has (even little Altars, but the Mona- 
ftery is very great. Palling by St. Fran¬ 
cis the Great in the Afternoon, I faw 
half the People of the Tdwa got toge¬ 
ther, to fee the Obfcquies of three Per- 
fous that had been put to Death, and 
quarter’d a Month before for horrid 
Crimes, The Fathers of St. John de Dios 
begg’d diem of the Court 7 which is ufu- 
ally granted. Having placed them in the 
Chappel de los Defatnparados 7 or of Per- 
fons forfaken, in their Monaftcry, they 
begg’d Alms to bury and fay Malles for 
them. Then they carry’d them to Sc. 

Francis , where thofe Fathers perform’d 
their Obfeqtiies according to Cuflom, 
and then carrying them through the great 
Streets of the City, bury’d them in the 
aforelaid Chappel de lot Defampxradoi. 

Tttefday 26th, I went to the Exche- Exche¬ 
quer, which is the Royal Palace. Three a uer ' 
Officers have the Care of it, and are 
the Comadar 7 or Controler, Eater , or 
Faftor, and Treafurcr, who receive all 
Tributes, and the King’s fifth part of all 
Plate for Marking it. This docs not a- 
moimt to lefs than 600000 Marks a Year, 
every Mark being eight Ounces 3 belides 
what the King is cheated of, which is a 
greater Sum. D. Philip de Rivas , the 
King’s Refiner, or Aflayer in that Court, 
told me. That 1a the Year 1691, he 
mark’d 800000 Marks. All this Plate is 
afterwards Coin’d, fir ft feparatirtg the 
Gold from it, provided there be above 
forty Grains in a Mark, other wile his 
not worth while to feparate it. 

Wednej'day 27 th, I met the Governor Of iferm 
of New Mexico , whom I had known in Wf5mo * 
Naples^ and who was to refide five Years 
in that Poft. This Country is newly 
Conquer’d, tho’ there ftill remains much 
more to Conquer. Upon this occalion l 
was tokl that thofe Chichimecas are fuch 
skilful Archers, that they will hit a Roy¬ 
al cofs’d up into the Air, and (hake off 
aH the Grain out of an Ear of Corn with¬ 
out breaking it off They are great 
lovers of Mules Flefh ; for which rea- 
fon they have often robb’d Travellers, 

and 
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and carry’d away only the Beads, lyav- 
Cemeth. i n g behind the Chcfts of Pieces of Eight, 
169S. which they do not value. They alio 
paint their Bodies, after the maimer of 
People that have been at Jerufalem- The 
King maintains 6oo Horfe in federal 
Garrifons in New Mexico , with an al¬ 
lowance of 450 Pieces of Eight a Man ; 
but the Soldiers have the lead part of 
it, the Governor putting the reft into 
his own Pocket, tor he fells them all 
they ftand in n-ced of, exadiug twenty 
Pieces of Eight for that which is worth 
two ; and by this unlawful Pra&icc the 
Government conies to be worth 300000 
Pieces of Eight. Thefe Soldiers are 
arm’d with a Buckler, Musket and half 
Pike ; not to Fight with the Chichime- 
cas, but to go a Hunting after them as 
if they were wild Beads, in November. 
They are order’d by the King to endea¬ 
vour not to kill them, but to bring them 
in to be iuftru&ed in the Holy Faith. 
Thus 150 Leagues have been conquer’d 
Weft ward, tho’ the People endeavour 
to defend themfelves with their Arrows. 
The word is, that being 500 Leagues 
from Mexico , thofe Barbarians quickly 
Revolt; knowing there cannot be fup- 
plles of Soldiers fent in a Ihort time. 
The Country is Plain, and convenient 
for Carriages, for fome Months in the 
Year ; but they arc to pals fuch wide 
Deferts, that they generally intrench e- 
very Night, and keep Guard, for fear 
of being fet upon by the Savages. The 
frandfcxns have the Charge of the Con- 
veriion of thefe Chichimecas , who are ra¬ 
ther Atiieifts, than Idolaters ; and have 
brought a confiderable Number of them 
to live like Men, but their wild Nature 
always inclines them to Solitude. The 
Country is lo ill Peopled, that they Tra¬ 
vel fevcral Days Journy through it with¬ 
out meeting any Village ; for which 
rcalon the Viceroy of Mexico fent leve- 
ral Families thither of late Years,_ to 
People it; the Soil producing all Things 
that are fow’d in it plentifully, even of 
Fruits of Europe ; befidcs that there are 
rich Mines of Gold and Silver. The 
length of the way not allowing Travel¬ 
lers to carry their Quilts to lie on ; the 
Jeftuts that go to their Million of Par- 
nil, have learnt of the Indians CO carry 
before them on their Saddles their Ma- 
traffes and Pillows made of Leather, 
which at Night they blow full of Wind, 
and in the Morning let it out, and put 
them up as they were. 

Saturday 30th, being the Day for li¬ 
fting the Pr i fans before Eajitr, the Vice¬ 


roy heard Mals in the Royal Chappel, 
where on a row of Chairs lie fat down 
in the middle, and tboOydores, or Judges, 
and Meades on his fides. Over againft 
him were the two Fifcales , or Sollicitors 
General, one for the King, and one for 
Criminal Caufes. After Mafs they went 
to the Court of Criminal Caufes, and by 
the way there were prefented to the 
Viceroy two tall Boughs full of Flowers, 
with Rabbits hanging about it, by fome 
Indians reprefenting their Corporations, 
and Nofcgays to the other Minifters of 
State, in token of Submillion. The Vice¬ 
roy took his Seat on the middle of the 
Bench, under the Canopy, with the 
Oydores, Alcades and Fifcales on his fides 
being Ten in Number; and then the 
Eldeft Oydore , or Judge, read the Peti¬ 
tions of the Prifouers; whofe Crimes 
being heard, the Viceroy, with the Ad¬ 
vice of the Oydares decreed what was 
to be done ; but no Mercy was fhewn 
to Thieves, for he order’d them all to 
be Profccuted. The fame Day I faw the 
Formality of Examining a Refiner or 
Allayer of Gold and Silver, which was 
perform’d, the King’s chief Refiner, and 
other Officers fitting under a Canopy, 
and the Pcrfon to be Examin’d making 
a Trial of giving the Allay of Gold and 
Silver in their Prefence, there being a 
Furnace there for that purpofe. After 
which, fwcec Waters, Chocolate, and 
Sweetmeats were given about in fuch 
Plenty that there was enough to Eat and 
carry Home; efpecially abnndance of 
PaftUes, which are very much Perfum’d, 
and have Figures ftamp’d on them. The 
Indians ufe to give them with Chocolate 
and Biskets, not to be eaten then, but 
to carry away, taking it ill if .any Man 
for want of being acquainted with the 
Cuftom, leaves them behind. They give 
more or iefs according to the Quality 
of the Pcrfon, and they are worth at 
leaft a Royal a Piece. 

Sunday 31ft, in the Evening, I faw a 
fineCeiemony perform’d at the Cathe¬ 
dral; which they call de laSe^na. Thir¬ 
teen Canons in long black Cloaks with 
Hoods, went from the Choir to the 
Chapter, along Iron Galleries: There 
kneeling, the Dean took up a black Ban¬ 
ner with a red Crofs in the middle of 
it, which after Singing fome Prayers and 
Verfcs of the Palfion, he began to wave 
firft towards the right, to touch with 
the Point of it the laft of the Canons, 
then towards the Altar, after that to¬ 
wards the left, to touch the laft Canon 
on that fide, he Handing in the midft of 
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them. Laftly, be fiourilh’d the Banner 
a while in the Air t and then laying it 
on his Shoulder, walk’d about the Chap* 
ter in Memory of our Saviour’s walking 
in P ilae's Court. Then all being rank’d 
with their Backs to the Altar of the 
Chapter, made a low Bow one after an¬ 
other, and went back towards the 
Choir, dragging vail: long Trains after 
them. The Dean went laft, between 
two Canons, with the Banner in his 
Hands. 

On Holy Tkwfday the 4th of Aprils 
three Pi oceffions went out one after an¬ 
other ; the firft: of the Brothers of the 
Trinity clad in Red ; the fecond of Bro¬ 
thers of the Church of St. Gregory of 
the Jcfitits ; and the third of Brothers 
of St. Francis , call’d the Proccffion of 
the Chintfts , becauft made by Indians ot 
the Philippine Illands. Each of them car- 
ry’d'its Images, with abundance of Lights, 
and a company of arm'd Men, after the 
manner as was mention’d before, befides 
fome that went a H or le back, with Trum¬ 
pets founding difmally before them. The 
Procefilon being come to the Palace, 
the Chintfts , and Brothers of the Tri¬ 
nity ft rove for Precedence, and there 
pafs’d fome Blows with painted Clubs 
they carry’ll inftead of Torches, and 
the Crolfes, fo that fevera! Perfons were 
Hurt. 

The Sepulchers and Monuments they 
make at Mexico are beautiful and light¬ 
ly, but poor in Lights, ail made by one 
Model, and every Year the fame ; the 
Tabernacles being high, with Pillars, 
and Fret-work gilt, which ftrves as long 
as the Wood holds. Friday 5th, I law 
the Proceftion of Jerufalem, or Mount 
Calvary, which goes from St. Francis the 
Great," carrying the Figure of the Se¬ 
pulcher. About eight in the Morning 
three Trumpets founded a doleful Tunc, 
and then appear’d a great many Brothers 
with Lights in their Hands, and among 
them feveral Perfons Whipping them- 
fclvcs. Then follow’d a Company of 
arm’d Men ; fome of them a Horftback 
carrying the Sentence in Writing, Title, 
Garment, and other Tokens of the Paf- 
fion. Then Perfons repreftnting our Sa¬ 
viour, the Bleffed Virgin, St. John, St. 
Veronica, the good and the bad Thief. 
Then two repreftnting Jewijh Priefts on 
Mules, and others in very good Order. 
In the Afternoon was the Proceffion of 
the Blacks and Indians of the Sodality of 
St. Dominick, much like the others. Af¬ 
ter this follow’d that of the Spaniards, 
call’d the Funeral of our Saviour, in 


which went 16 Fegidores, who are like 
Aldermen, two Atrades , and a Corregi- 
dor, who are the Supream M3giftrates of 
Mexico , with AlgMults, and Serjeants 
before them. Then follow’d abundance 
of Knights, and Brothers, and all the 
1 Myfteries of the Pailion carry’d on fmall 
Biers, by Men clad in Black like Angels, 
and adorn’d with Jewels. After them 
came ten Penitents, with vaft long 
Trains ; next the Company of arm’d 
Men, in white Armour, as has been faid 
in other Places; and Lilly, an Image of 
our Saviour, in a rich ferine of Silver 
and Cryftal, given th c Dominicans by 
the Blfliop of Campeche. By the Shrine 
was the Bleffed Virgin, and St. John , 
follow’d by an infinite Multitude of de¬ 
vout People. In fhort, nothing was In-, 
fdior to the Magnificence of Europe. 
Another Proceffion of Indians went from 
the Parifh of St. James of the Francif- 
cans , much like the laft, only chat fome 
Indian Women went in Mourning 
Weeping, to reprefent the Daughters of 
Sion. 

Saturday tfch, the Viceroy and Vice¬ 
queen went to hear Service at the Cathe¬ 
dral ; he fat on a Place rais’d above the 
reft of the Church, file In a Cloftt fhuc 
up with Lattices, both on the right fide 
of the Altar. On a Bench behind the 
Viceroy fat the firft Chaplain, Captain 
of the Guard, and Gentleman of the 
Horft. On the left fide of the Altar fat 
the Fegidores , attended by two Mace- 
Bearers, clad in Damask with Silver 
Maces in their Hands. After the ufual 
Ceremonies, Mafs beginning at Gloria 
in txcelfis , die rich Marble Tabernacle 
was uncover’d ; the lower part whereof 
is fupported by fixteen Pillars, and the 
upper by eight, with noble gilt Statues, 
which vaft Work rifcs to the top of the 
Church. There is alio a Pulpit of the 
fame fine Marble of the Pillars curioufly 
Wrought. 

Sunday 7th, I faw the Viceroy at the 
Church of Sr .Augujfin theGreat, at Mafs, 
fitting on his Throne, and 18 Knights 
of Santiago, Of St. James , upon two 
Benches by him, with their white Man¬ 
tles of the Order. There arc in Mexico 
abundance of Knights of this and other 
Orders, who fell Cloth, and Silk, Cho¬ 
colate, and other Things of lefs value ; 
faying this nowaylcffens their Gentility* 
they having a Warrant of the Emperor 
Charles V. for fo doing. This Church is 
very beautiful, and has thirteen Altars 
extraordinary rich in Gold, and adorn’d 
With curious Pictures, At the Entrance 
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on the left hand is a firtall Congregation 
Cermtli. ot the third Order, with five Altars 
1598. richly Adorn’d. 1 faw a Play in the At- 
ternoon very ill Afted by CrieUos, that is, 
the Sons of Spaniards by Indian Women, 
the ^Europeans looking upon it as a dif- 
grace to Aft in Publick. 

Monday 8th, 1 went a League out of 
Guadalupe. the City to vilit the Church of our Lady 
of Guadalupe, which they fay was built 
by Command ofHhe Blelfed Virgin ap¬ 
pearing to an Indian , and is now a no¬ 
ted Pilgrimage, whither the Mexicans 
refort with rich Offerings, with which 
there is now building a large Church with 
three Ifles fupported upon eight Pillars, 
and will coft a great deal before it is fi- 
nifh’d. The high Altar of a little Church, 
ferves for the prefent, and is curi- 
oufiy wrought of Silver. There are 
three other Altars for faying of the Maf- 
fes, where are Alms brought for every 
Day. Near the aforefaid Church is the 
Place, where the Blelled Virgin is fa id to 
have appear’d the fifth time, and a great 
Spring; and not far from it on the Rock 
an Hermitage of great Devotion, in the 
place where the Indian who had the Vill¬ 
on, is reported by order of it to have ga¬ 
ther’d Rofes tofhow the Bifhop in token 
of the truth of what he faid. This Af¬ 
ternoon I went upon the Canal of Xama- 
ir<»,vvhercPeople either walk on theBanks, 
or divert chemfelves in Boats on the Wa¬ 
ter, there being many Men and Women 
who Sing and Play on the Mufick, ftriv- 
ing to outdo one another. The Banks 
are cover’d with little Houfesof Indians 
and Inns, for the People to take fome 
Refrefhmcnt, fuch as Chocolate, Atole 
and Tamales. The principal Ingredient 
of the two la ft nam’d is Indian Wheat, 
jtcU a Li- order’d after this manner. They boil the 
tjuor. Indian Wheat withLime, and when it has 
ftood a while grind it, as they do the 
Cacao. Then they ftxain that Paft through 
a Sieve with Water, which makes a white 
thick Liquor, like that we draw from 
Almonds; which Liquor when it has 
been boil’d a little, they call Aide, and 
is drank either mix’d with Chocolate or 
by it felf. The more dainty People 
drink it the latter way with Sugar; but 
either way it is very noorifhing, and 
much us’d in the Indies. Of the Pall that 
remains after that vvafhing, they make 
theTamahs, mixing it with minc’d Meat, 
Sugar and Spice, and colouring it over. 
I lik’d the Taft of them both, tho' my 
Mouth was us’d to good and bad. 

Ttiefday 5th I bear’d Mafs in the Nun¬ 
nery of S. Agnes, Founded by a Citizen 


of Mexico, with a Revenue to Maintain 
33 poor Maids, which are now chofen by 
his Heir. The Mohaftery on the other 
hand, in gratitude pays a thoufand Pieces 
of Eight a Year to this Protestor and Heir, 
by order of the Founder. This right of 
Patronage is at prefent in a Criollo or Son 
of a Spaniard by an Indian Woman, of 
the Family of Cadena. The Church is 
well adorn’d, has nine Altars, the Roof 
vaulted, and all decent. 

Thnrfday 1 ith, in the Morning I went , - 

to fee Chapttltepec, where Hiftory tells tt f e 
us Mornezjtma s Palace of Recreation, 
or Country-Houfe ftood. At prefent it 
ferves to receive the Viceroys, till the 
City is ready to receive them, and their 
Palace of Refidencepnt in order. Of late 
Years this publick Reception has not 
been made, the City having reprefented 
to the King what a great Expence it was; 
fo that the prefent Viceroy the Count 
de Momezjtma, went in privately to take 
Pofleflion of the Government in the 
great Hall where the Courts are kept, 
and when all things were in a readinefs, 
made his folemnEntry a Horfe back over Viceroy’s 
the Canfway of Guadalupe, attended by Rece P t ' on > 
the Nobility and Magiflrates. When he 
came to the Triumphal Arch erefted be¬ 
fore the Church of the Dominicans, the 
Gate was Ihut according to CuAom, to 
perform the Ceremony of presenting 
the Keys, andtendring the Oath to keep 
the Liberties of the City. As he was 
going to alight for this purpofe, he fell 
from his Horfe, and his Perriwig dropt 
off his Head, the Horfe being unruly, 
and he, as a Scholar, little us'd to ride. 

Then he pafs’d through the fecond Arch, 
which was richly adorn’d, and then a 
Bridge over to the Church-yard of the 
Cathedral, at the Gate whereof the 
Arch bifhop in Pontificalibus expefted him, 
with all the Chapter, to fwear him to the 
keeping the Privileges of the Church. 

This done TV Deum was fung. 

To return to the Palace of 0 sapdtcpec, 
it was built at the foot of a Hill (on the 
Top whereof is a Hermitage of the In¬ 
vocation of S. Francis Xaverius) by D. Lu¬ 
is de F'elafco, who was Viceroy in the Reign 
of the Emperor Charles V. as appears by 
the Infcription over the Gate; but it is 
too little for a Viceroy’s Court. It has 
two Courts, in one of which the City 
did ufe to have the Juego de Tores, or rid¬ 
ing at Bulls, whilft things were preparing 
for the Entry. The Garden is fmall but 
has a good Spring, which after ferving 
the Palace is convey’d in Pipes to Btthlem, 
the Noviciate of the Mercenaries, to 
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ferve the Inhabitants of that Quarter. 
They fay this Spring was accidentally 
found by a Viceroy, who caus’d that 
Place to be dug to find Montezuma^ 
Treafure. Clofe by it is a little Wood, 
and not far from it the Powder-Hoiife, 
the Mills drove by Water. At Cbapulte- 
pec begin the famous Arches or Aqueduct, 
which conveys to the City of Mexico an 
excellent Water brought from Santa Fe, 
three Leagues dlftant. One MarkGut- 
vara a private Citizen, was at all this 
charge. Almoft all People ufe this Wa- 
ter beeauie that of Scltn is thicker* 
Some fay it is fpoit’d by being convey d 
beyond Chapultepec in Leaden Pipes; but 
1 found it good enough. 

Friday 11th, I eravell d three Leagues 
through a Plain well cultivated Country, 
like that of Poggio Reate in Naples, to fee 
the miraculous image of our Lady* call a 
dc Us Remedies. T he Church is built on 
a Hill, with convenient Dwellings for the 
Priefts that ferve it, under the Care or 
a Vicar. It is adorn’d with excellent 
Pidlurcs in gilt Frames, as is the Roof 
and four Altars. But che high Altar 
(on which Hands the holy Image, which 
is Maffy and two Spans high) befides be¬ 
ing all gilt, has a noble Canopy of bea¬ 
ten Silver, an Antependium ot Cryltal, 
with silt Figures behind it* and about 
30 large Silver Lamps of curious Work- 
manlhip; nor have they tpar'd this Me¬ 
tal to adorn the Pulpit. Behind the high 


Altar is a little Treafury where they keep 
all the Things of value offer’d by the 
Devotes. For fear of Thieves the Churcfi 
being vaitly rich and Handing on a Moun¬ 
tain, they never open it till ten in the 
Morning. 

Thence I went to S. Joachim, A Mo- 
naftry of Carmelite barefoot Fryars, be¬ 
gun to be Built of late Years, and there¬ 
fore the Religious are as yet but ill 
Lodg’d, and fay Mals in'a little Church 
with three Altars. They are Walling 
in a great piece of Ground to make a 
Garden, which in time will be delight¬ 
ful and yield great Profit. ' 

Saturday 13th, I went to the Mon3 fiery 
of the Dominicans, to fee the Ciiappcl of Domini- 
D. Peter Montezuma, defeended from the (ans ° 
Emperor Montezuma, where I found a 
Spanifi) Infcription, in Engtijh thus. The 
Chappel of X>. Peter Montezuma, who was 
hereditary Prince to Montezuma the Lord 
of the great eft pan of New Spain. The 
Chappel is dedicated to our Lady de Us 
Dolores, or of Sorrow; devoutly adorn’d, 
and enrich’d with Gold, as are the other 
40 Altars in the fame Church, befides 
Oratories and particular Congregations. 

The Monaftery is large, containing 130 
Religious Men in handfbme Dormitories. 

The Nunnery of S. 7 Veyi*ofher Order 
is rich; in the Church there are fix Al¬ 
tars handfomly painted, and magnificent¬ 
ly adorn’d with Gold. 
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B Eing defirous to fee this mighty 
Work, I mounted a Horfeback on 
Monday 15th, and travell’d 3 Leagues 
along thePlain to the Village of Tanipant- 
la. Then going up the Hill of Barrien¬ 
tos, two Leagues further came to Ghoh- 
t It Ian ; where there is good earthen Ware 
made, like that of Cilli fo much valu d in 
Europe, which when broke wanton La¬ 
dies cat. In the Evening crofling the 
River Guautitlan (which falls into the d)i- 
fame, or Channel made for carrying off 
the Water from the Lake of Mexico) I 
rode a League further, and fet up that 
Night at Teplofotlan in the Novicefbip of 
the Jefuits, where the Rcfior entertain’d 
me courteoufly. This Houfe is built up¬ 
on a Hill with Dormitories and Conve¬ 
niences for 52 Prierts, Novicesand Lay- 
Brothers. The Church is of the Invo- 
Vol. IV. 


cation of S. Francis Xaver ins, and has fit 
Altars richly gilt, efpecially the high 
Altar, which exceeds all ocher in Mag¬ 
nificence. There is a Chappel of our 
Lady of Lortsto of the fame bignefs, and 
exadlly built like that in Italy. The Gar¬ 
den is large and has a great deal of Eu¬ 
ropean Fruit. 

Tkefday itfth, having travel’d fome 
way over Plains well cultivated, I came 
to Gueguema, the Place where Waters 
have their Paffage under the Direction of 
th 0 Guar da Mayor, or head Keeper. The 
Viceroy is oblig’d by the King’s exprefs 
Command to go thither every Year in 
Jugufi to view what Condition the Place 
is in, and give the neccffary Orders for 
it. D. Thomas de Buytron y Moxica en¬ 
tertain’d me courteoufly, and gave me a 
true Account of that Work.

r>sArfO Mexico is fo feated that it is always 

Gemelli. fubjeft to be overflow’d by the Water of 
1698. its Lakes, which rundown in vaftquan- 
titles from the Mountains about it. This 
Mexico hapaed the fir it time in the Reign of Mon- 
tezjtma the firft of the Name ; afterwards 
under Ahmzotl, and tinder thelaft Mon- 
nrjtma', fo chat the Inhabitants feeing 
themfeives forced to go in Boats about 
the City, would certainly have chang’d 
their ancient Abode, had not they been 
aflifted by the neighbouring Kings, mak¬ 
ing fome Banks again ft the Water. 

The Year after Afcxico was Conquer’d 
by the Forces 1 of the Emperor Charles 
V. that is, in 1523, the Waters fwell'd 
fo high, that they were oblig’d to make 
the Bank and Omfway of S. Lazarus. 
This not being a (ufficient Defence a- 
gainft the Mifcbief that might happen, 
they began to turn away the River Gu- 
autitUn , which did moft harm; this by 
Order of D. Litis de Telafeo, who was 
Viceroy in the Year 15yd; hecaufc the 
Year before the City had been Drowned, 
notwithftanding the new Bank. 

Another great Inundation hapning in 
the Year 1580, the Viceroy D. Martin 
Enriquez., order’d fonie Method fliould be 
found to drein all the Lake; and the 
Village of Gueguetoca was thought a pro¬ 
per Place to convey the Water into the 
River of TirAt; but the-Work was not 
begun. In 1504 the Inundation was fo 
great, that the City had like to have 
been all Drowned ; wherefore the 
Marques de Manus Claras , who had charge 
of conveying away the Water, was for 
beginning the Work immediately, The 
King’s Solicitor oppos’d it, alledging, 
Tim Work could not be Jinips’d under an 
' Age, and could never be maintained, becunfe 

a Channel was to be Cut nine or ten Leagues 
in Length, and in Depth from ftxteen to an 
hundred Tards (every Yard of thefe is 3 
Spans and a Quarter of Naples, that is, a- 
bout three Quarters and a Nail of an 
EngUfts Yard) oh which Work 15000 Indi¬ 
ans muft be employ’d every Day ; and there¬ 
fore the Wot k was put off! In 1607 D. 
A great Lids de Velafco Governing, there was fo 
Canal to great a Flood, the Fences made by his 
carry away Predeceflor proving nfclcfs, that the 
gwatet^city W as atmoft fwallow’d tip; which 
■ jUn ' made the carrying off the Water before, 
thought impracticable to be thought of 
again,_ and the Place was often view’d by 
the Viceroy, Judges, Magi ft rates of the 
City, Clergy, l«geiiiers,3nd other under- 
fta riding Perfons to find the eafieft way 
to convey the Water. After feveral 
Confulutions it was refolv’d, That the 


King’s Solicitor and the City fliould Pe¬ 
tition the Viceroy. Fie going in Perlbn 
to the Place aforemention’d with the 
judges of the Royal Court and the Vili- 
tor General, order’d the Work Ihould 
be done; and accordingly on the iSthof 
November j 607, after Mafs fung at Gue- 
guetoca, the Viceroy himfelf taking, a 
Spade began to dig. This Place was 
found out by Arrlgo Martinez an Europe¬ 
an, who undertook to bring the Work 
to perfection. The Expence, being fo 
great,the fame Viceroy caus’d the Houfcs, 
Poflcflions, Merchandize and Goods of 
all the Citizens to be Apprais’d, which 
were valu’d at 2026755 5 Pieces of Eight, 
upon which he rais’d one in the hundred, 
and that amounted to 304013 Pieces of 
Eight and two Royals and 3 half; which 
was paid by Laity and Clergy alike. 
Whilft Martinez was carrying on the 
Work, the Viceroy went thither with 
fome Perfons of Judgment, who were of 
Opinion that the Trench or Canal fliould 
be carry’d on open, from the Bridge of 
Gueguetoca, or Salt-River, up to the 
Lake of Sit lalt spec, for the /pace of a 
League and a half, and from the Bridge 
downward, the Water Ihould run under 
Arches with Gaps left open at certain 
ipaces; and that the Canal all along 
fliould be four of their Yards, as above, 
deep, and five over. The number of In¬ 
dians that wrought from the end of No¬ 
vember 1607 till the 7th of May 1608, 
was47ti54; and thole that made it their 
Bufinefs to drefs them Meat 1664, the 
Expence of Pieces of Eight 73611. The 
Viceroy and Archbilhop law the Water 
run to the end of the cover’d Canal, at 
the foot of the Hill of Nocifongo. 

In 1611, the King by fpecial Warrant 
of the 8th of May, demanded a particu¬ 
lar Accountof the Viceroy, theArchbi- 
Ihop and City, of what had been laid ont 
till that time; what benefit had been 
reap’d, what they could hope for the 
time to come, what it would coft to 
bring the Work to PerfefHon, and what 
the Charge would be every Year to keep 
it in Repair. The Viceroy by the Ad¬ 
vice of underltanding People, anfvter’d, 
That they had taken wrong Me a fares, and 
therefore all the Expence was loft, Alonfo 
tC Arias was of opinion the Canal under 
Ground muft be forty Yards deep, of 
thole before-mention’d, and 60000 in 
length up to Mexico to fecurc the City ; 
and that it was impolfible to finifh the 
Canal as ’twas begun under Ground, or 
to keep it afterwards in Repair, becaufe 
of its narrownefs. The City gave the 
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fame account the Vice-roy had done; 
GemeUi. concluding ail was iniftaken, becaufe 
itf 9 8. they had not proceeded according to 
u'Vnj the firft deiign;adding that the expence to 
that time amounted to 4133*+ pieces ot 
Eight, for the labour 1128650 Indians. 
\M*rtintz*> on the other Hand, writ in 
Vindication of what he had done, clear¬ 
ing him re) f of what was objected by his 
Adverfarics. 

Hereupon it was refolv’d at Madrid, 
to fend over Adrian Boot a French 1 11- 
gen ier, and accordingly he went. He 
coming to Mexico in 1 6 1 4 i view d all 
the Lakes, and Rivers that could do 
harm to the City, in the Company of 
one ot the Oydott* or Judges ^ and at In ft 
concluded that all the Work done was 
in vain, and would only ferve to cafe 
the City of the River of Guauntlan, 
which carries the greateft quantity of 
Water, into the Lakes of Mexico, C,t- 
laltcpecy and Snm^avgo. Then he offer¬ 
ing to throw up the Banks about the 
City, the next Year 1615, for the ex¬ 
pence of an hundred eighty fix tliou- 
fand pieces of Eight, his P’-npofel was 
rejected, that Method having been 
found unfuccefsful in the Yeais 1604, 
and 1607. Martinez, was therefore or¬ 
der’d to can y on his Woik, upon con¬ 
dition he fhocld finifh it for 1 toooo 
pieces of Eight. The King confirm’d 
thisContraft in itfnf, ordering the Mo- 
ny to be paid out of Duty on Wine in 
Mexico. The Count del Friego being 
Viceroy, to fee how much the Water 
mult rife to Flood the City, caus’d the 
work of the Canal to be left off, the Banks 
to be broke down,and the River of Guana 
titlan and other Waters to be ]etin,ftom 
the 13th of June , till chelaft day otOft- 
oher 1623. The Water was obferv’d at 
firftro rife a Yard, wanting 2 Inches, but 
in December it fwelfd fo high that the 
City was in Danger. The Marques de 
Zerralvo finding things in this Pollute, 
following the Steps of his Fredeceffors, 
made fevcral Fences ; but they avail'd 
nothing, for the River of GuautitUn run¬ 
ning into the Lake in 1627, the Water 
was half a Yard deep in theCity. Hereup¬ 
on the People of Mexico prefs'd thcVice- 
roy, to make the Canal be carry’d on as 
the King had order’d ; whereupon after 
feme confultation, it was order’d to be 
proceeded upon. But upon St. Matthew’s 
day, that fame Year, fome Banks break¬ 
ing, fo great a quantity of Water came 
in, chat it was two Yards deep in the 
City, and they went about the Streets in 
Boats. This was caus’d by the River of 
Vol. IV. 
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G twit it lan, breakinginto theCa nal 0 t'Zum- 
pango, after die Work of the Canal was 
left off Seeing the Waters up to their 
Chins by this inaundation, they began to 
talk of removing the City, to fome high 
Ground, according to feveral repeated 
Orders from the King, in order to it, 
the Viceroy on the fuff oiNovember 1629 
held a Council of all the Courts and Ci¬ 
tizens; where it was agreed that feve- 
veral Magifirates and skilful Perfons, 
fliould go find out the Canal that had 
been begun. 

On the tfthof December 1629, upon a 
fecond Debate, it was refolv’d to con¬ 
tinue the Canal of Guegattoca , which 
would now colt 200000 pieces of Eight* 
to bring it to perfection ; befides ocher 
Works upon the Caufway and Banks, 

At the beginning of January 1630, the 
Work was begun,upon condition itlhouid 
be finifh’d in 21 Months, with the ex¬ 
pence of 280000 pieces of Eight, and 
the Labour of 300 Indians every day,ac¬ 
cording to the Method propos’d by Mar - 
tinez., which was found to be eafierthan 
the reft. The Marques de Zerrdvo Vice¬ 
roy on the 12th ofOiiohr 1630, put out 
an Order for carrging on the Canal to 
the Mouth of St. Gregory. 

Afterwards confidcring it was impof- 
fible to find a Pallage for all the Waters, 
obtain’d a new Order of the 19th of 
May , 1531, for building a new City* 
between Tacuba, and Tacubaia , in the 
Plains of the Village of SanBorum , to¬ 
wards the Mills of John de Atiocer, and 
would have this debated in a General 
Council. The Magiftratcs, Chapter and 
Religious meeting, the greateft part 
would not confcat to it, faying there 
was no realbu to lofc the value of 50 
Millions and upwards, in the Strudure 
of Churches, and Houfes, to fave die ex¬ 
pence of four Millions, it would coft 
to drein the Lake ; urging further the 
lofs of the Revenues of the Church, the 
King and private Perfons. Thus all that 
could be a Hedg’d on the contrary being 
of no force againft private Intereft, no¬ 
thing was concluded on. 

In 1632 Martinez, dy’d for Grief, that 
the Oydor tGHabacna had refieded on 
him, upon account of the mi flake, com¬ 
mitted in making the Canal. 

The Maiqucfs de Cadereyta , coming 
over Viceroy in 1635, caus'd all the Ca¬ 
nals of the City to be cleans’d, for the 
Boats to go upon them,with the cxpence 
of 34000 pieces of Eight; and the fol¬ 
lowing Year having feen an account of 
the condition of the Banks, and of che 
X x x 2 Canal 
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fs w A - 1 r' Canal of Gaei^mioca, lie order d Ferdt- 
Gemetli. nand Zepeda, and P Ferdi**nd Comlloto 
1698. draw up another particular of all that 
G'V'D had hapned, and what bad oeen laid out 
upon the fa id Canal, from the 8th of 
November i 507 , when it ws^ began un¬ 
der the Goreniment of the Marquefs dt 
Salinas the td Viceroy, tilt the 27th of 
March 1637. Three points were con- 
lider’din that Paper.The firft,whetherin 
order to fecurc Mexico againft inunda¬ 
tions, it would be available to prefer ve 
the Canal of Gaegttetoca^ whether being 
made open, deeper,and wider, it would 
be capable of draining the Lake of Mex¬ 
ico, and fn cafe it were, whether it 
was poftible to keep it in repair. I he 
2d, whether in cafe no way were found 
out for at! the Waters at Gatouttoca, or 
eirewhere, Mexico might be iccur’d by 
Banks. Andthetlmd, whether, if both 
were impracticable, the City ought to 
be remov’d. The Computation was 
made of what had been ipent till then, 
and it amounted to 2^5016 pieces of 
Eight, feven Royals and a half. 

T his account being Printed at Mexico 
on the 7th of Jpril, i6$l, Copies were 
given to all Magnates, the Chapter, 
Provincials of Orders, and other Per¬ 
rons of judgment; that they might ex¬ 
amine it, and give their Opinions. To 
this purpofe, a Cor,fedt was held in the 
pretence of the Viceroy, where they 
all difag reed, according as every one 
Rood aire&ed. On the 20th of July 
1537 the fame Viceroy order’d that the 
Canal of Gueguetoea Arnold be made ri¬ 
pen ; whereupon the Geometricians de¬ 
clar’d, that between the Caufway of St. 
ChriJIopher, and the Mouth of St. Grego¬ 
ry, there muft be dug up 70721^16 cu¬ 
bical Yards of Earth, to make way for 
four cubical Yards of Water of the Lake 
of Mexico. It has fiuce appear’d by ex¬ 
perience, tliat for almoft an Age paft, 
wherein there has been continual La¬ 
boured Application, about three Mil¬ 
lions of Gold have been fpent, without 
tompaiiing the inf ended end; tor no ci¬ 
ther way having been found for the Ri¬ 
ver G’,«r;rU», upon Floods it has carry’d 
Ti ces, Stones, and Earth into the vault¬ 
ed part of the Canal; fo that in procefi 
of time, it hasby degrees obftruacd the 
Paflageof the Waters, which afterwards 
of neceffity run into the fakes of Zum- 
range, tbcnce to that of Xdtoam, and 
faftly into thofe of Sc. Chrijhpher, TeJ- 
cnee , and Penan, indatigering the City ot 
Mexico, as particularly in i<? 45 * 

The Inhabitants ucver agreeing to re¬ 


move the City, according to the King’s 
Orders , the Marques dt Cadereyta caus’d 
the Work of the open Canal to be c.ir- 
ry’d on, cauling the old Arches to be 
broken down, the tetter to remove the 
Impediments that hindred the Pallageof 
■the Water. This Work, as has been 
faid, was begun in 1637, and at this 
prefent, there remains much tnoretodo, 
than has been done; and the word: of it 
is, that they muft cut down a vaft depth, 
to lay open the old vaulted way, made 
them by digging under ground, like 
Conny-buries. This Workiscarry’d on, 
but moft is done in rainy Weather, be- 
caufe tlien the Flood helps to carry down 
the Stones, dug out, other wife it would 
not be done in many Ages. To do this, 
they fallen a Beam on the Bank of the 
River, or neer the mouth of the Vault; 
about this Beam, they wind feveral Ropes 
to which the Indians are made fall by the 
middle, who dig the Earth and Stones 
along the Canal, to make them fall into 
the Stream, into which they fometimes 
tumble themfclves. 

That I might give the Reader a true 
account of the prefent condition of this 
Canal,! went in the Afternoon to fee it. 

I found it open for a League and a half, 
to the place call'd Guimtata, where it 
winds,becaufe they met with a folidRock, 
and from thence forward to the Mouth 
of St. Gregory, being half a League in 
length, it is not open, except in lbme 
places for an experiment. Here it is 
neceflary the ground be cut down open 
to the Banks; to do which will employ 
many tlioulands of People, and require 
a much greater ex pence than the 100000 
pieces of Eight affign’d by the King. 
And when all this is done, it will not 
fecurc Mexico againft the Flood?; to 
prevent which, it would be nec diary to 
make the Canal much deeper, that it 
might carry ell the Water, that gathers 

in the Lake, when the Rains fall. 

I went hence to fee the Bank or Dike, 
call’d Zertidcro, half a League above Gw. 
g/tetoca, made to keep the River of<j«rf- 
\atan from running into the Dikes •, and 
confine it to chefmall Lake of Cuyatepeke , 
and this to avoid deftroying the Canal 
which is not capable of receiving it in 
time of Floods. Sometimes the Wa¬ 
ters gufh into the Lake of Zumpango , 
which is twelve Spans lower than that 
of Cnyatepekt, and as much higher than 
that of Xakocxn, and thus they are kept 
as it were laid up, till the Floods are 
over. Then that they may not run out 
of the Lake of Zumpango, into tfofeof 
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CKAsp St. Ckrifiopher , Tefcnco , and Pennon to 
Gemelh. mifchicf Mexico, a ftrong Bank, is al- 
KS98. ways kept up. There are alfo two o- 
ther Banks or Dikes, which anfwer to 
the Lake of Zumpango, the one with 
three Sluices, the other with two, to 
convey the fpare Water of Zumpango, 
when it does not Rain, into the afore- 
faid Canal. When 1 went thither, the 


Canal was choak’d up, and out of ufe 
by reafonof the great quantity of Earth 
carry’d into it, by the Waters. Two 
other Dikes, one after another have a 
Communication with the River and L-ake 
of Cuyatepeke j the fir 11 has fix Sluices, 
the 2d four. The Keeper of them led 
me all about, and tho’an Indian, treated 
mecourteoufiy in Ins Houfe. 


CHAP. IX. 

Of the Danger the Author ran himfelf into, to fee thePUte dug, and -1 Defer tf- 

tion of the Mines of Pachuca. 


T HO’all my Friends difeourag’d me 
from going to the Mines of Pachu¬ 
ca, as being incredibly deep, yet having 
fix’d my Refolution, I fet out upon Wed- 
nejday the 17th. I din’d at the Village 
of Techifchiac two Leagues dr ft ant, then 
went on a League further to the Village 
of GuifoJiU, and from thence 3 Leagues 
to lye at the Farm of Tufmtldpa. 1 there 
kill’d four Hares by the Houfe, and 
might have kill’d more, but would not \ 
fir ft, becaufe they are not fo good as 
thofe of Europe 3 in the next place, be- 
caufe the Mexicans abhor them, bccaufc 
they liave fecn them eat the Maggots 
bred in dead Horfes. 

Mines. Thurfday 18. having travell’d fix 
Leagues, part Mountain, part Plain, I 
came to Pachuca, where I was entertain’d 
by Dominick Lavarrea, the chief Offi¬ 
cer there of the King’s Revenue. My 
chief defign being to fee the Mines as 
fbon as we had din’d, he (cut his Son-in- 
law with me to the two ncareft, ahout 
half a League diftant, to which the Way 
was rough and craggy. They were 
both extraordinary deep. The depth 
Depth, of the firft call’d Santa Cm*, or Holy 
Crofs, was 92 Efiados (an Efiado is 3 
Spanijh Yards, and a Spanifi) Yard, as was 
faid before, is three quarters and a Nail 
of Our Englifis Yard) fo that the 92 E- 
ftados being 27 6 Spanp Yards, makes 
224 Engtijh Yards. The other, call’d of 
Navarro, is 80 Efiados, that is,[95 Yards 
In that of Santa Cm*., the Metal was 
taken out with Malacates. This is an 
Engine with a perpendicular Axle-tree 
retting in two Irons. About the Axle- 
tree moves a Wheel, upon which inttead 
of a Hope an Iron Chain is wound, one 
end of which comes up with the Metal 
hanging to ic,and theothergoes down for 
more, like Buckets in □ Well. The En¬ 
gine is kept going by four Mules, made 


faft to a piece of Timber that erodes the 
Axle-tree. Two of thefe Maine arts 
work at this Mine, as well to draw up 
the Metal, as to drein the Water, which 
would other wife rife and hinder the 
Work. 1 went down five Ladders, or 
Poles; but the Miner would let me go 
no further, for fear 1 fliould tumble head¬ 
long ; and indeed the Poles we were to 
go down by were wet, and a Man’s Foot 
might eafily flip,ashe was finding out the 
Notch. Then I went to the Mine, call’d 
del Navarro , where the Indians brought 
up the Metal on their Backs, with emi¬ 
nent Danger of their Lives, in climl> 
ing fo many Ladders, or rather upright 
Poles with Notches. This they do 
for four Royals a day 5 but at Night 
they are allow’d to carry as tnneh Ore 
as they can at once, which they after¬ 
wards (hare with the Owner of the 
Mine. They had wrought five Months 
to make a Communica tion under Ground 
from one Mine to the other, and con¬ 
vey the Water out of that of Navarro , 
into that of Santa Cm* , which was 
deeper \ as yet the Miners had not 
met, but were fo near one another, 
that both heard each others Strokes. 

Friday 19th, I went two Leagues fur¬ 
ther to fee the Mines on the Moun¬ 
tain. There I found a little City of 
clay Houles, cover’d with Wood, as in 
other places the Indians cover them 
with Leaves of Maguey ; for here at 
leaft >2000 got their living in thofe 
deep Dungeons. There are in the fpgtc 
of fix Leagues about a Thoufand Mines; 
fame laid afide, others where they now 
Work, and others they prelerve ; but 
fornc privately get down into them 
to Steal the Metal. Eight days before 
I was there, fifteen Indians had been 
kill’d in one of them, the Earth fal¬ 
ling in upon them, as they were go¬ 
ing 
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iilg down a narrow Mouth ; the great 
one being flopp'd up by the Owner’s 
Orders. 

Having reflet] a little, I went to the 
Mine, they call of the Trinity ; becaufc 
it is made tip of the three fcveral 
Mines, diftinguilh’d by the Names of 
f,t Cameechiana, Joya^ and Ptnnol. Tho’ 
thefe be tliree Mouths, they all go to 
the fame Vein. As for its Riches, 
Per foils of Reputation and well ac¬ 
quainted with the Place, told me, that 
in thefe ten Years, there have been for¬ 
ty Millions of Silver drawn thence, 
dine hundredf or a thoufand Men work¬ 
ing there every day. When they had 
funk the Work, un bundled F.flados 
(each three quarters of an Englifis Yard 
and Nail, as has been explain’d be¬ 
fore) they found Water, to drein the 
which fixteen Magnates (before ex¬ 
plain’d) were f<t up, and two Milli¬ 
ons were laid 011c in Timber-work to 
keep the Earth from falling in. Yet 
time, that con fumes all things, has ren¬ 
der'd this rich Mine fo dangerous, that 
it is counted impoflible to get more 
Plate out of it, and therefore all the 
Mouths are flopp’d up. 

However a new Mine was open’d 
clofeby it, eight Years fincc, which has 
yielded great Profit to the Owner, and 
is call’d, St. Mat there’s Mine ; the Veins 
of Metal lying Eaft,and Weft, which are 
eafily found and dug. In this Mine, the 
which is fifty Eft*dot deep (as above) 
I rcfolv’d to fee the Veins of Silver ; 
but having gone down five Ladders, or 
Poles, I was aftonifh’d to fee how like¬ 
ly it was to tumble down headlong. 
Being therefore about going up again, 
the Miner , who has the charge of 
propping up the Mines, encourag'd me, 
faying, there were but few Poles to 
the bottom ; whereupon he going be¬ 
fore with a Light in his Hand, 1 ven¬ 
tur’d to go down the reft, tho’ with 
much Fear ■, becatife 1 fomedmes found 
it very difficult to clafp the Pole with 
my Arms, and fix ray Feet on the 
Notches on it However recommend¬ 
ing my felt to Almighty God, I went 
down three times as far as the Miner 
had told me, only to encourage me ; 
fo I came at laft to the Place where 
the Miners with Iron Wedges made 


the hard ft tong Ore fly about. They 
told roe, that in lbme Places it is foft- 
er, and of feveral Colours ; and ha¬ 
ving rewarded them, they gave me a 
great deal of Metal. Here 1 bethought 
my (elf of the Danger I had run in¬ 
to ; and the more becaufe it was very 
unwholcfome being in that deep Dun¬ 
geon,by reafon of the peltilcntial Damps 
of the Place. Having therefore ftay’d 
there, about two Hours, I v nt upa- 
gain, in much dread, becaufe of the 
bad A (cent ; and got up into the o- 
pen Air, very weary. 1 thought 1 was 
then newly Bom into the World, and 
I confefs in my Days, I never under¬ 
took fo Rulh, if not Fooliffi, an Adi- 
on t) nor was [ ever fo much afraid in 
five _ Years, I traveil’d among barbarous 
Nations. I would not have gone down 
again into that Place, whither only my 
Curioficy had led me, for two , or 
three thoufand pieces of Eight. 

( The Mines are fo deep, becaufe they 
always dig down Perpendicularly, to 
find the Veins of Silver, which being 
dug away as they lye Horizontally, 
they again begin to (ink deeper, till 
they meet another ; and that being 
fpcnr, down again; fo that this Work 
continuing above an Age, the Mines 
muft of neccffity be vaftly deep, as 
will appear by the following Cut. 

A. The Mouth of the Mine. 

B. Poles, or Timbers with Notches, 
very dangerous to go down. 

C. Indium that carry up the Ore, with 
Light in their Hands. 

D. Veins of Metal, where Other In¬ 
dians dig the Ore.

The worft of it is, that tho’ the 
wretched Indians carry Light; yet this 
not fhowing them what is below, 
they are forced to fet their Feet at a 
V 7 cmurc, and fo they fometinics tum¬ 
ble down, with the Metal on their 
Backs. They would have carry’d me 
to fee others, but I would not tempt 
God any more. I return’d betimes, to 
Paehm* y and din’d with Lavarrai'% Son- 
in-law.

A Ftcr Dinner they carry’d me to 
fee the Met 3 l feparated at the 
Silver Works, whereof there are many 
in Pachnc*. It is done after this man¬ 
ner. When the Ore is brought out of 
the Mines they break it with Hammers, 
to feparate the Metal from the Tepetate , 
or Stone that has no Silver, The Pipi- 
nttora, that is, the Men that break it, 
being well skill’d in their Trade, put 
the Metal which is for the Fire, and that 
which is for the Quickfilver into feveral 
Sacks \ Experience teaching them how 
to know the one from the other, and fo 
fend it to the Hazjcndas, or Mills. 

There the Ore is ground, and pound¬ 
ed in fix Iron Mortars, like thofe for 
Powder, working like Mills with Wa¬ 
ter, or with Mules. In order to run it, 
they mix with it a certain proportion of 
burning Lead (firft feparated from the 
fame Metal) which is like a Lctharge of 
Iron, and is put with an equal quantity 
of Coals into a Furnace, like a Chimney 
twelve Spans high, and wider at the top 
than the bottom. Two great pair of 
Bellows blow this Furnace, two Mules 
working the Engine that moves them j 
and whilft the firft Metal is melting, 
they lay on more for about fix Hours. 
When the Lead, and Silver are melted, 
they take off the burnt Scum with a 
Hook \ whilft the Silver is let run out 
at the final! end of the Furnace, through 
a Trough into a Mould, where it har¬ 
dens^ and when Cold is taken out. Then 
they fhut the Spout of the Furnace, and 
lay on more Ore, Lead, and Coals as at 
full, to call: more Pigs, or Bars. The 
burnt Lead, we have fpoke of, is Sold 
by the Indium to their Matters; making 
it in their Houfes, when they endeavour 
to melt Silver by Stealth. When they 
have made 50, or 60 Pigs, in a Week’s 
time, more or lefs, according as the 
Owner of the Work is in Wealthy they 
are put into another Furnace adjoyning, 
to leparate the Lead, and refine them. 
This Furnace is like our Ovens to bake 
Bread in, with a Trench in the middle, 
full of wet Attics moulded together to 
receive the pure Silver. It is firft heat¬ 
ed with a Wood Fire in another Furnace 
adjoyning, call’d the refining Furnace ; 
and when the Pigs arc ready to run, 
they dap great Bellows, like thofe of 


the firft Furnace, to it. Then the Sil¬ 
ver running, the pure part of it runs off 
along the aforefaid Trench, and the 
Lead or Earth drawn off with an Iron 
Hook -, when Cold looks like a Froth, 
or Pumice Stone. This Froth of the firft 
and fecond running, is kept to ferve a- 
gain in the Furnace where they melt the 
Ore. 

Then the Pigs, or Bars of pure Sil- Marking, 
ver, weighing 80, or 100 Marks, of 
eight Ounces to a Mark, are carry'd to 
the King’s Refiner or Allayer, who tries 
whether they are Standard, that they 
may be Coin’d. If they find them fo, 
they are Mark’d, and the King takes his 
Fifth i there being in all Places where 
there are Mines a Treafurer, a Contro- 
ler, and another Officer call’d Official 
Mayer, to receive the King’s Dues. If 
they are not Standard, they are Refin’d 
over again, and then Stamp’d, marking 
how many Grains of Gold there are in 
every Mark, and if above forty, they 
arc carry'd to the King’s Refining Honfe 
to be feparated. 

If it is Pure, or Virgin Ore, the Court* 
Quickfilver is us’d after this manner. Ore, 
After being well pounded in the Mor¬ 
tars above mention’d, into fine Powder, 
and lifted, it is moulded in a ftrong 
wooden Box, with Water, Salt, and 
the Drofs of Copper, as if it were to 
make a Clay to build Walls. This done 
they add the Quickfilver to it, and tread 
it for 24 Hours, fo that it may mix 
through all the Mafs. Then they make 
a Heap of it, under Covert, but open 
to the Air on the fidcs, with a Mark to 
know the Day it was made; for every 
two Days it mutt be work’d up again 
with Water, be ftamp’d for 24 Hours, 
and be put in the lame place. 

All the Heaps, thus made, are vifited, 
as if they were Sick Perfons, by the 
Az.oguero, or Quickfilver Man ■, who 
wafhing a little of that Mafs, by the Sil¬ 
ver that remains clotted together in the 
Difli, and by the outward Heat of ail 
the Heap, underftands what quantity of 
Mercury, and of Drofs of Copper muft 
be added to it, or taken from it * be- 
caufe too much Quickfilver makes it 
turn Black, and it muft be cool’d with 
the Oule taken out of neighbouring Ri¬ 
vers. If it is Cold they add more Cop¬ 
per 
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per Drofs, becaufe the Quickfilver is no 

Gem till, fermentative Meaftrunm, and it receives 
1698. but gives no Quality. Skilful Men fay. 
That when the Mafi is of a Colour like 
Bran, it fhows there wants moreQuick- 
lilver i if of a Pearl Colour, that the 
Work is in a good Condition } if Of an 
Afh Colour, that the Heap cannot be 
better than it is. This Perfedtion it 
comes to in twenty Days, or a Month, 
more or lefs, according to the Nature 
of the Ore. 

Wafting* This Mafs, or Mixture is afterwards 
wafh’d at the Lavadero , or Wafhing- 
place, with Band-wheels } the Earth 
thus walh’d running through Spouts into 
three feveral VefTels, one under another, 
that the Silver running ofT from thefirft, 
may flop in the fccond or third, from 
the laft of which the Water rum out 
through a Spout, and falls into a Place, 
where the Women always find fome final] 
quantity of Silver. 

The Silver that remains at the bottom 
of the VefTels, is put into a thin Cloth 
Bag ending in a Point at the bottom, 
that the Mercury may drop out at the 
Point, the Weight at top prefiing it. 
Yet only the fifth Part goes off this way; 
for which reafon they ufe to put feveral 
Balls of about three Pounds each, of 
that firft Pafte, or oimalgama, as the 
Chy miffs call it, into a Brafs or Earthen 
Bell, or Crucible, wich little Plates of 
Iron acrofs the Mouth of it, that the 
Silver may not fall when it is hardoed. 
Such another Bell is put into theGround, 
one third part of it full of Water and 
then the Mouth of the other is fitted to 
it fo exaffly that nothing may Evapo¬ 
rate. Then they make a Cole Fire on 
the uppermoft, till it is red Hot; which 
is the fign that the Quickfilver is fepa¬ 
ra ted, and the Silver alone remains in a 
Body.. 

This is carry’d to the King’s Officers 
to be A flay’d } and if not Standard, is 
again run to Refine, and caft into Bars, 
on which they put the Stamp to fhow it 
has paid the Fifth, and the Mark denot¬ 
ing how many Grains of Gold it con¬ 
tains, as has been Paid. 

The Silver might be feparated in a 
few Hours by only Fire, but then there 
would be a great Lofs; on the ocher 
hand it requires a whole Month to do it 
with QpkkGlver} and a greater Expence, 
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becaofe the Mercury coming from Spain, * 
or Pew is very dear } they paying 84 
pieces of Eight the hundred Weight, 
and being oblig’d to fe pa rate an hun¬ 
dred Marks with it. In my time 1 law 
300 pieces of Eight given for it-, not 
that the King fells it fo dear* but be- 
caufe his Officers fometimes make their 
advantage of the ncccffity of the Own¬ 
ers of the Mines j and this want of 
Quickfilver is what Empoverifies Mex¬ 
ico. Hence it is aifo, dial in New 
Spain for the King’s Fifth, they take but 
Ten in the Hundred, and one call’d de 
Cohos for the jdjfayer, and other Officers, 
by reafon of the great Expence the Pro¬ 
prietors are at} whereas i a Peru they 
take Twenty in the Hundred to the full, 
the Quickfilver being Cheap there. In 
former times the Silver was feparated 
with only Mercury, and Salt, and it lay 
a whole Year} but afterwards a Domi¬ 
nican Friar made the Work eafiier, by 
the invention of the Drofs of Copper, 
winch prefendy heats the Mafs. 

There is one wonderful Particular to 
be obferv’d in this Matter, and is, That 
the Quickfilver receiv’d by the Water 
in the lower Bell is found fo much fhort 
of what was put in, as is the Weight of 
the Silver gain’d by its means. And 
therefore fome make a Queftion, whe¬ 
ther the Mercury fixes, or whether eva¬ 
porating, it confolidates the Silver. The 
firft is counted the more likely Opinion, 
becaufe of the equality of the Silver, 
and of the Mercury that is miffing. 

Saturday 20th, I fet ont from Paefmca 
betimes, and having traveled 7 Leagues, 
din’d at the Inn of the Village Of Te- 
fayacca. Then riding two Leagues far¬ 
ther 1 lay at St. Lucia , a Farm of the 
Jefuits belonging to the Noviccfhip of 
Tepbfetlan. This Farm contains many 
Leagues of Pafture, and Tillage. There 
are on it about an hundred marry*d Blacks, 
who living in Cottages multiply, to the 
great Benefit of thofe Fathers} every 
one being fold for 3, or 400 pieces of 
Eight. They have about 140000 Sheep, 
and Goats } 5000 Horfes, and Mares ; 
and 10000 Cows, and Oxen. Thofe 
that look after them, have the Tithe of 
all the Increafe, which is bought by the 
Fathers, at a fet Rate.

A N Y Perfon whatlbever that d re¬ 
covers a Mine, whether of Gold, 
Or Silver, may make his Advan¬ 
tage of it, paying the King the fifth 
Part of its Product. A Mine forfaken 
by the firft Difcoverer for three Months, 
falls to the King *, fo that any Man is 
free to go dig in it, giving Notice to 
the firft Owner. If he oppofes, and 
Ihowing a Reafbn, why he has not kept 
Men at Work, the Royal Court judges 
whether his Oppofition is to take Place 
or not. 

The King gives (fo Sfanijh Varas, or 
Yards, fuch Meafure as above, towards 
every quarter of the Heaven from the 
Mouth of the Mine, or all on one fide, 
as the Miner likes belt; without which 
Space another may open another Mine, 
leaving five Yards between them to part 
their Ground. As they fink under Ground, 
one may Work into the others Divition, 
till he meets with the others Workmen* 


for then he mult retire to his own \ of 
Dig lower that the other may not meet 
faith again Digging in the upper part. 

If the lower Mine be drowned by any of drela- 
Spring, as often happens, he that is a- tos- 
hove is oblig’d to give him the lixth 
Parc of the Metal Ore he gets - 7 and if 
the Water breaking out In the upper 
ihould run into the lower, the Owner 
of the firft of them is bound to Drein 
it, becaufe the Veins of Metal being like 
thofe in the Body, foil of Moilhire, and 
Water inftead of Blood * when open’d 
they fend the Water down; which if 
it were not drein’d by the lower Miner, 
the higher would be forced to do it. 

Thele* as has been faid, pay the Tenth Th* 
to the King, wherein they differ from King’s 
the Peruvians r who pay the Fifth, as to 
Silver * but as for Gold there is no Pri- 
viledge, and they are all bound to pay 
the Fifth.

again entred in the Exchequer, there td 
pay to the King a Royal in a Mark, 
which the Spaniards call Setmtft n>, that 
is, the Duty of Lordfliip, to wit, when 
the Plate is fuch as they call de U ; Can- 
fada, that is, Bare Standard, which Is 
2210 M,irate dies a Mark, and lb up to 
2 36'7 Aiaravedies 7 call’d Ley $nb;da 7 that 
is, the High Standard. The King’s Offi¬ 
cers will not Mark it, unlefs it be fb 
Fine* and if it be ocherwife, they firft 
reduce it to the finenefs of 2375 Mara- 
Y y y vediei j 
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rs/v-^ vedits } and then add to every Mark five 
Gemeiu. eighth parts of an Ounce of Alloy, to 
1698, reduce it to 2210 Maravedm ; .inch as 
is the Plate of the common pieces or 
Eight. The Owners are at the Charge 
of this Work in the Furnaces of the 
Mint, where a great deal of Silver islolt 
in cafting the Bars, tor want of good 
lltenfils. Thefe Bars are carry’d to the 
Allayer, for him to fee whether they 
Eire Standard, that is, worth 2210 Mara- 
•otdits a Mark i and he finding it right, 
they are carry’d to the OrnazAS-, which 
are the eight Places where they Coin. 

In each of therm is a Capataz., or Head 
of Ten, or Twelve Men. To him the 
Bars are deliver’d, being weigh’d by the 
Weigher, and entred in their Books by 
the Clerk and Treafurer. Here the Bars 
are put into the Fire, that they may be 
Cut, and when Cut, becaufe the Silver 
is harfii, they are wetted with Water, 
and being put into the Fire again are 
Coin’d. 

Sort of There are five forts of Mony made 

Coin. there, which are pieces of Eight, halt 
pieces of Eight, quarter Pieces, angle 
Royals, and half Royals. When cut ac¬ 
cording to their due Weight they return 
to the Treafurer, who receives them at 
the Hands of the fame Weigher, Clerk, 
and other Officers. The Mony coming 
ont Black by reafon of the Copper, it is 
fent firlt to the Whitenersj and then 
parting the Officers who are to fee it 
has the juft Weight of 61 Royals to a 
Mark, it is deliver’d to twenty Comers 
who are together in a great Room. To 
them are deliver’d every Day the five 
Stamps call’d Tracies ^ but at Night they 
are carefully kept by the proper Officers 
upon Danger of their Lives. The Mo¬ 
ny being Stamp’d, returns to the Trea¬ 
furer, with all the Formalicy before- men¬ 
tion’d, and he delivers it to the Owner, 
deducing what belongs to the Officers, 
viz. the Treafurer himfelf, the Aflaycr, 
Cutter, Clerk, Weigher, two Guards, 
and other under Officers, and twenty 
Coiners. But this Dedufiion is no Lofs 
to the Owner, becaufc it is taken out of 
two Royals added to_ the value of the 
Plate before it was Coin’d \ which being 
worth 6$ Royals before it came to the 
Mint, according to the common Weight 
of 34 AdamvtditSi goes thcncc worth 
67 Royals, according to the Weight of 
33 Af.tr avedtes. This Incrcafe is divi¬ 
ded among the Officers by Maravedits 
and Kaciones , that is, Shares, or Parts, 
every Maravtdi having 137 dlaciottes^ or 
Parts, as follows. 


To the Treafurer 22 Maravedits^ and for 
120 Kaciones, or Parts. Coming. 

To the Aflaycr 1 Maravedi , and 60 
Kaciones. 

To the Cutter 5 Maravedits , and 60 
Kaciones. 

To the Efcrivano , or Clerk, 1 Mara- 
vedi , and 60 Kaciones . 

To the Weigher 1 Maravtdi , and 60 
Kaciones. 

To one Guard 1 Maravtdi , and 60 
Kaciones. 

To another Guard 1 Maravtdi , and 
60 Kaciones. 

To a Merino , or under Clerk, 16 Ra- 
ciones. 

To an Alcade, 1 6 Kaciones. 

To the Capataces and Braz.ajereros , 
that is. Heads of the Firemen, and Fire¬ 
men thcmfelves, 24 Maravedits. 

To the Coiners 8 Maravedits. 

Which in all make 68 Maravedits. 

All the chief Officers, as Treafurer, 

Allayer, Cutter, Clerk, Weigher, two 
Guards, and two AUades are appointed 
by the King, and all the Inferior are ap¬ 
pointed by the Treafurer, paying 3000 
pieces of Eight. The fir ft are all liable 
to pay for any Cheat or Fraud commit¬ 
ted by their Companions, that they may 
al] be a Check upon one another, and 
this upon pain of Death, particularly to 
the A flayer. 

The faid principal Offices are bought, Officers of 
and every one has a right to make his the Mint, 
over, or refign it to whom he pleafes. 

But that this Refignation may ftand good, 
he that Refigns mult live twenty Days 
after it; and he who has the Benefit of 
it, is to make it known to the Viceroy 
within fixty Days ; and pay the third 
part of the value of the Place to the 
King, and the other two to the Owner, 
or his Heirs. If he that Refigns does 
not Live twenty Days, or lie to whom 
it is made over does not make it known 
in fixty, it is forfeited, and fold for the 
King, and therefore they that hare the 
Places Relign them once a Month, that 
they may always reckon they liv’d twen¬ 
ty Days after. The Treafurer’s Em- Val[le of 
ploymentis worth between 50 or 60000 theirPh- 
pieces of Eight a Year. Thofe of Af- ces. 
fayer, and Founder (given for ever to 
the Monaftcry and Hermitage of the 
Barefoot Carmelites of Mexico) being 
ferv’d by the fame Perfon yield 15, or 
16000 pieces of Eiulit. That of Cutter 
10, or 11000 $ and the reft of the great 
ones abovemention’d, fome 3500, and 
the word of them 800 pieces of Eight 
a Year. The Mailers of the eight Fur¬ 
naces, 
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naces, and 20 Coiners, have every one 
CemeHi. between 800 and 1000 Pieces of Eight a 
1698. Year, and the meanelt Servants earn a 
Piece of Eight a Day. A good number 
of thefe being the Treafurer's Slaves, Ire 
makes the Profit of their Places. 

Tho’ every private Citizen thdt has 
Plate! 8 ° f silver may have it Coin’d into Mony, 
yet the Mint is almoit continually Em¬ 
ploy’d by Merchants, and at prefeat 
thereare three richer than the reft, who 
buy the Metal of private Perfons, who 
are not fo rich paying two Royals ihorc 
of the Value in a Mark ; one that they 
pay to the King for Senorage y or Duty 
of Lordfhip, and the other for the colt 
of Work; for whereai the value of Stan¬ 
dard Silver of 2376 Maravtdits % is eight 
Pieces of Eight and fix Royals a Mark, 
they pay but eight Pieces of Eight and 
four Royals. 

There being feme Gold, as has been 
S r^- ra ia° f ' f a ‘d before, mix’d with the Silver, it is 
ind Silver, foparated in another Place, call’d d A- 
' partado, or the Separation. Before the 
Plate goes thither, it mull go to the Ex¬ 
chequer to pay the Kings fifth, to be 
then feut thither. The Separation is 
made in the aforefnd Houlfc after this 
manner. The Silver being run is con¬ 
verted into little Balls, which arc put in¬ 
to Veflels with Aquafortis to difiolve. 
The Gold remains at the bottom of the 
Veflel like black Powder ; and the Aqua¬ 
fortis containing the Silver is put into two 


daffies with their Months together; by 
the Spaniards tail’d Cornamufas. Putting 
Fire to it the Silver remains in one of 
the two Glafies, and the Aquafortis in 
the other. The Gold is run in a Furnace, 
and is firll call into round Pieces, and 
then into Bars, as is done with the Silver 
flparaccd from it. For this Trouble 
there are fix Royals a Mark allow’d to 
the Houfe dd Apart ado, or of Separation. 
Both the Gold and Si Iyer return to the 
Exchequer, where the firll appearing to 
be 22 Carats fine, and the Silver 22id 
MaraveditSy it is /lamp’d, as has been 
fin'd above. The Office of the Apartado r* 
or Separator, belongs to a private Pcr- 
fbn in Mexico jn ho bought It of the King 
for 7+000 Pieces of Eight. 

When the Gold is Coin’d, it is done 
after the fame manner, as has been laid- 
of the Silver *, and they may have Pieces 
of ttf, of 8, of +, and of 2 Pieces of 
Fight, which arecaii’d Crowns of Gold. 
But there is a difference in the Fees, for 
whereas the Silver pays 2 Royals a Mark, 
the Gold pays three and a half; the Mo¬ 
ny being delivered out by a Weight 
which is Iefs than the common, by which 
the Gold is receiv'd, as has been laid of 
the Silver. 

This is all I could learn touching this 
matter, part of which I was an Eye wit- 
nefs to, and the reft was told me by D. 
Philip de Rivas of Sevii, who had been 
Allayer 30 Years. 


CHAP. HL 

The Journal Continu'd. 


U PON Sunday the 28 th, I went to 
divert me on the Canal of Jamai¬ 
ca in a Boat made of one Tree, call’d a 
Canoo. This being the only Diverlion 
at Mexico ; there us’d to come aboard 
there Men and Women, Young and Old, 
Fair and Foul, with Garlands of Flow¬ 
ers on their Heads; and fo go up and 
down the Canal, after filling their Bellies 
withthofc wretched Dainties I have fpokc 
of before, which are fold along the Banks. 
If they would cleanlc the Canal and make 
convenient Boats, this would be a plea- 
font Diverlion. I went in the Canoo as 
far as the Village of Ifiacako , which in 
the Mexican Language fignifies, the white 
Houfe. The Water of this Lake being 
boil’d with a fort of Earth they call Te- 
chifchite , or of Saltpeter, and'run olf 
through a Pipe, makes Salt. By the way 
I faw an Ear of Corn like a Pyramid, 
VoL IV. 


with eight other Ears joining to it, all 
upon the fame Reed, a fufficient Argu¬ 
ment of the Fruitful it els iof the Soil. 

Monday 29th, five Thieves were 
bang’d, a Spaniard , a MefHz.0, a Malar* 
and two Indians. T he Spaniard had kcjpt 
a MeJHzjt Woman, whereupon his Fa¬ 
ther ConfefTor prevail’d with him to 
Marry her, which done the Criminal 
prefs’d to confumatc the Marriage, plead¬ 
ing the legality of it, and was lb eagerly 
bent upon it, that the Pricft had much 
difficulty to diflwadehim, tho’hewas to 
be executed the next Morning, which 
was done accordingly , they being carry U 
to Execution Clad in White, with Caps 
on their Heads, on which was the Croft 
of the Brotherhood of the Miftricordia. 
It is the Cuftom there when any are 
Hang’d to pull down their Feet by a 
Chain they carry dragging with them.

any other Revenue, but what he has tiom 
Cards and Dice, Tor fome Nights he wins 
30000 Pieces of Eight. 

Friday 3d. I went to fhoot Rabbets at 
the Pedrcod de S. Angel, that is, a ftony 
fpot of Ground, extending two Leagues, 
which they fay was made by the anpu- 
on of a burning Mountain \ but round 
no Sport. The next Day 1 faw the Farm 
of the Jefuits of Manila, which they 
bought for 100000 Pieces of Eight. 
There was a goodHoufe and they weie 
building the Hofpttimt , or Place to en¬ 
tertain the Fathers that come from Spam, 
to go to the Philippine- Ijlands. ^ Tuefday 
z^tli, I faw 45000 Marks of Silver car* 
ry’d into the Mint brought from Parrot in 
Carts, a Journey of fix Months. And 
Wedtnfday 8th, 23d Marks of Gold 22 
Carats fine from 5 . Luis de Poctuft , to be 
Coin’d into Spanifb Piftoles. Thurjday 
9 tb, ! vifited the Infirmary of the Fa- 
the):s of JjcthUffti for the ufeof tick i cv- 
foni that arc Recovering. 1 here were 
two Galleries of a good Strufture, with 
decent Beds. The Church has beautiful 
Altars and a fine Sacrilty, for the ufe of 
fccular Priefts, becanfe the Religious 
tlicmfelves never afeend to the Degree 
of Prieftbood. Their Place of Burial 
is a long Gallery, with Benches on the 
tides, where they place the dead fitting. 


Friday 10th, there was new Barley and 
Indian Wheat in the Market, but the 
fcarcity was yet fo great, that the Magi- 
ftrates were fain to deliver itout to many 
thoufands of Indians by meafure, as they 
faw the greateft neceffity. Saturday nth, 
the Bifbop of Mtchoacan, who had been 
Viceroy pro interim, or till the new Vice¬ 
roy came, was attended out of Town 
by him, and had the right Hand, abun¬ 
dance of the Nobility, and great Officers 
following in their c^oaches. Sunday t 2tb, 
was the Solemnity of the Dommcans e- 
leding a Provincial, which is alternative, 
for one time they choofe a Spaniard, and 
another the Son of a Spaniard. born there. 
The Francifcans choofcone time 2 Spani¬ 
ard, the next the Son of a Spaniard born 
there, and the third time a Spaniard that 
has taken the Habit in the Indies. Mon¬ 
day, Tuefday and Wedncfday, there were 
Pioccffions, being Rogation Week, but 
nothing worth the obferving. Friday 
17th, a Collegian was examin’d in the 
Univerfity, in order to take his Degree 
of Batchelor in Philofopliy. They who 
were to be his Judges argu’d agamft him. 
His Mafter the ProfclTor, being a religi¬ 
ous Man of the Order of the Mercenari- 
ans fate in the Pulpit above him, and 
wore on his Head a Priefts Cap filch as 
they ulfe in Spdttfi with Ibme purple Tufts 
on it, as Dodor in Philofophy, and iwo 
white Ones, as Doftor in Divinity. 
The Doctors of the Civil Law wear them 
Red, thofe of the Cannon Law Green, 
and Doftors of Phyfick Yellow. The 
Votes being for the Ouididstc, when he 
had made a Profeffion of his Faith, he 
went up to the Pulpit where his Mafter 
had been, and the Ceremony ended with 
a great noife of Trumpets; the new 
Graduate mounting a Horfeback to be 
attended about the City by others of his 
Profeffion. 


CHAP. IV. 

The Definition of the Hermitage of the Barefoot Carmelites. 


H aving obtain’d leave of the Pro¬ 
vincial of the Barefoot Carmelites 
to tec the Hermitage of that Order, 
which is not to be feen without his leave, 
I went thither upon Saturday i Sth, and 
came to it an Hour before Night, the 
wav being bad> and having fpent much 
time in climbing the Mountain, up a 
Path half a League in length, which colt 
the Order 6000 Pieces of Eight to make 
it paflable. Being come to the Gate of 


the firft Enclofnre, we waited there ha f 
an Hour after ringing the Bell for Ad¬ 
mittance; the Monaftery being a full 
Mile from thence, fo that we weretorc- 
cd to fend an Indian, who was within, 
and he return’d with the Key. The Fa¬ 
ther Rcftor and fomeother religious Men 
came out to Receive and Entertain’d us 
Gourteoufly. Sunday ipth, one of the 
Fathers lhew’d us the Church and Dor¬ 
mitories.

Stephen dc Molina Aiofquera, tho’ he 
had built the Church and Nunnery of 
St. T ere fa, yet at his Death he left i ooooo 
pieces of Ei^ht. 

D. Afark de Guevara made the Aque- 
du£t of Mexico , a League in length, 
which was a valt Expence by reafon of 
the many Arches it lies upon. As an 
acknowledgment for his good Work he 
was made Alguazjl Mayor ; and had place 
in the Chapter for him and his Heirs. I 
pafs by many other pittances to avoid 


being tedious \ and think it enough to 
fay. That all that is great and mag¬ 
nificent in the Stru&ures of the Indies 
(which coit four times as much as they 
do in Europe ) is all the Work of Euro¬ 
peans and Spaniards , who by their Indu- 
ftry have rais’d their Fortunes there. 

It being forbid to flay above 24 Hours 
in that folitary Place, we return’d upon 
Monday 20th, by the way of Santa Fe, 
to fee the Source of Water that goes to 
Mexico , which is two Leagues from the 
Hermitage. It rifes at the foot of a 
Mountain, and is convey'd into open 
Troughs about a League from Mexico \ 
and then into elofe Pipes which convey 
it to all the Quarters of the City. Near 
the Spring is the Houfe where Gregory 
Lopez., Born at Madrid , led an eremiti¬ 
cal exemplar Life for feveral Years. A 
Mexican Lady built an Oratory there, 
and aconvcnientHoufe for any that would 
go thither to fay Mafs. That Night we 
return’d to Mexico.

Calling as I 
return’d in at the Hofpitium of the Do¬ 
minicans call’d St. Hyacinth , the Vicar in 
the Garden ihow’d me that fo highly va- 
Cocbhiiiie. lu’d Cochinille , for dying Scarlet. There 
were certain Worms of an Afh colour 
flicking to the Leaves; thefe he told me, 
when ripe, they Ihook off upon a Cloth, 
and when dry they turn Scarlet. The 
greatefl quantity of them is gather’d in 
the Province of Vguaxaca, or rather Gu- 
axaca , famous for good Chocolate. 
TheRoyal Saturday 25th, the Viceroy remov’d 
Palace, to the New Palace, Re-built after it had 
been Burnt. They fay this belongs to 
Cortes , and that for the Viceroy’s greater 
Convcniency it was exchang’d for that 
of Montezuma, which belong’d to the

For the clearing of her 
Genealogy the Reader is to underftand 
that the Emperor Montezuma, among 
his many Wives, had one call’d Miya- 
bnaxochite-, who was alfo his Niece, as 
being the Daughter of his Brother Ixtlil- 
cuechahmc. By her lie had a Son, whofe 
Name was Tlactt hue earnzjnyohndyca hua 
catzin, who was afterwards Baptiz’d, 
and took the Name of Peter. He took 
to Wife the Lady Magdalen Quayauh- 
xocitl, his own Coulin, (as being the 
Daughter of Tlacahucpan , third Brother 
to Montezuma ) of whom was Born D. 
James Luis Ihtil Temottzan, who marry’d 
in Spain.

Tecuhich potzin, and when Baptiz’d Eli¬ 
zabeth. Her firft: Husband was her Un¬ 
cle Caitlahuatzin, who ought to have fuc- 
ceeded Montezuma in the Empire, had 
not Quahtimocufarp’ii it. Her fecond Hus¬ 
band was Quatthtemollzin j after whofe 
Death Ferdinand Cortes gave her in Mar¬ 
riage to D. Alonfo de Grades , who had 
no I flue by her. She had to her fourth 
Husband Peter Gallego de Andrada , from 
him are defeended the Andradas Mome- 
zumas, now living in Mexico. Her fifth 
Husband was John Cano, from whom 
come the Canos Montezjamas.

attend the Funeral. The firft chat took 
up the Body were the Judges of theRoyal, 
and Criminal Courts, who upon occafion 
reprefent but one Body, after them the 
Officers of the Court of Cttentas, and 
Exchequer took it, then the Magiftrates 
of the City, and laftly four Dominicans. 

Next the Body march’d the Spanijh

lour. By the way there were three Ca¬ 
nopies eredted upon Scaffolds only for 
Show ; not that the Body was to be fet 
down there. All the Religious, with 
the Clergy, and Chapter, being come 
to St. Dominick the Great, the Body was 
fet upon a high Maufoleum, with a Gar¬ 
land of Flowers, as being a Maid j and 
the Mafs being Sung, the Foot-company 
that was in the Church-yard gave two 
Volleys i for at theElevation nothing was 
done but only the Enlign flourifh’d the 
Colours near the high Altar. Then the 
Body was carry’d to be Bury’d in the 
Chappel of Peter Montezuma , before 
fpoken of. The Arms of this Family 
are an Eagle with her Wing extended 
towards the Sun, and Indian- Figs about 
her.

Wild In- TV /T Onday 25 th, I fet out of Mexico 
Hans. XVJ, with lome Friends to IhootDeer, 

but finding none where we expe&ed on 
Tttefday 27th, went away upon Wednef- 
day 28 th, to the Village or St. Jerome, 
inhabited by Qttomito Indians, where we 
were fain to make ufe of an Interpreter, 
becaufe they underftand not the Mexi¬ 
can Language. Thefe Wretches, like 
many more in New Spain, live rather 
like Beafts than Men, among frightful 
Mountains. They live the molt of the 
Year upon Herbs, becaufe they have no 
Indian Wheat, by reafon they Till but 
little Land, and are given to Idlenefs. 
The Tears flood in my Eyes to fee them 
Vol. IV. 


in that referable Condition, that they 
had fcarte wherewith to cover their Na¬ 
if cdfiefs,bothMen andWomen 32nd grind-* 
ing the empty Ears of new Indian Wheat 
on a Stone to make Chocolate, to which 
they added fome Bran to make Dough 
of it, and Bake that green Pafte. See¬ 
ing one of them pick up the Crums of 
Bread that fell from me, I gave him 
fome. Their Lodging is anfwerable to 
their Diet, tor they have no other Bed 
ail the Year round but the bare Ground. 
There is no doubt but their own Sloach 
is the caufe of their Mifery, as alfo the 
Avarice of fome Alcaics , who take from 
them ail they have got in the whole Year, 
Z z z obliging 
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obliging them to buy Oxen, Mules, 
Gemdli. Hoifes, and Quilts of them, at three 
11598, times the Value, and taking their Provi- 
W'YSJ lions at their ownc Rates. 

After an uneatie Night fpent in a Cot¬ 
tage, we went upon Thurfday zpth in the 
Morning to the Mountain^ to Shoot by 
way of the Gatmta. This is a Noilc rc- 
fembling the Cry of the young Fawns, 
which draws the Does within reach of 
the Gun to be Shot. Many Shot were 
made all Day, ind but one Doe killed. 
The next Day being Friday 30th, tho’ 
16 Does came to the Noife of the Ga- 
mita, only two were kill’d \ but having 
now Venifon enough, we return’d to St. 
Jerome. By the way we met abundance 
of Bucks, (I kill’d a great one) and Gu- 
axolotes, or Turkeys, that went about the 
Wood in Troops. Thefc arc the belt 
Fowl the Spaniards found in America , fo 
good that they bred fome Tame, and 
brongbc them into Europe. That Night 
we lay at St. Jtrome's, and the next Day 
being Saturday the 31ft of Aagoft re¬ 
turn’d towards Mexico, with four Deer 
upon a Mule, but it is to be obferv’d 
they are no bigger than a good Fawn in 
Europe. Night overtook us in a Farm, 
where we were fain to lie that Night. 
The Mao of the Houfe civilly gave us 
Cbeefe, and Milk, without taking any 
Mony for it. Sunday the firft of Sep¬ 


tember we return’d to Mexico, Nothing 
remarkable bapned till Saturday the i+tii, 
when, the Price of Bread having been fet 
before at half a Royal for 1+ Ounces, 
a Baker was fin’d for felling 16 Ounces 
for Che tame Price. An Action a) toge¬ 
ther unaccountable. 

Monday 16th, going to the Palace, I ctiebime - 
found in the great Hall four Cbiehimecas «*• 

(a Word Signifying, bred up afliidft Bit- 
ternefs) come from Parra!, r.o beg an 
Alms of the Viceroy. They had no part 
cover’d but their Privities all the rejfc 
of their Bodies being Naked, and flam'd 
of fcveral Colouis. All thtir Faces were 
ftreak’d with black Lines made by prick¬ 
ing the Skin till the Blood comes, and 
rubbing it with Ink. Some cover’d their 
Heads with a Staggs Skull with all the 
Horn on, and the Skin of the Bealls 
Neck fitted to theits. Others carry’d a 
Wolfs Head with all the Teeth others 
a Tygers, and others a Lions, to look 
the more terrible. But when they are 
abroad, the Cries and Noife are more 
terrible, than their Prefcnce The Mules 
and Horfes fmell the Stink of their Flcfh 
at a great diflance, and will not go on. 

They delire above all things to kill Spa¬ 
niards, that they may flea their Heads, 
and fit that Skin upon their own Heads, 
with all the Hair, and fo wear it as a 
token of Valour, till it rots off in bits. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Of the Cus, or Pyramids of St. John Teoti, Guacan. 


T HE time of my Departure from 
Mexico drawing near, 1 thought 
fit to fee fome Indian Antiquities, not 
far from the City, and in order to it on 
Thurfday 19th, J rode a-crofs the Lake 
of St. Chrifiopber to Acolruan, Or Atul- 
ma , a Parim of the Auguftinians \ and 
having relied there a while went on to 
the Village of Teotiguacan (which in that 
language fignifics, a place of Gods, and 
of Adoration) fix Leagues diftant. That 
Night I lay in the Houfe of D. Peter de 
Alva, 'Grandfon to D, John de Alva , 
defended from the Kings of Tefcuco. 
Friday 20th, in the Morning he bore me 
pyramid Company to fee the Pyramids, a League 
of the from his Houfe. Firft: we faw that call’d 
Moon. 0 f the Moon ftandiug towards the North, 
two fides whereof were found to be zoo 
Spanip) Yards in length, that is, about 
Spans, or 160 Yards EngliPi, the o- 
ther two fides 150 Spanifli Yards. We 
had no InflxtiRienc to take the height, 


but as near as I could guefs it was about 
200 Spans, or 50 Englifli Yards. To 
fay the Truth, it was nothing but a heap 
of Earth made in Steps like the Pyra¬ 
mids of Egypt 3 only th3t thefe are of 
Stone. There Hood once on the top of 
it, a vail great Idol of the Moon, made 
of hard Stone, courfe enough 3 but the 
Lord Sammarica, firft Bilhop of Mexico 
caus’d it to be broke in pieces, out of a 
Religions Zeal, and there are three great 
pieces of it at the foot of the Pyramid 
to this Day. Within this great Pile, 
there were fome Vaults, where the Kings 
were Bury’d ■, for which reafon the Road 
to it is ftill call’d AiicaotU, which in the * 
Mexican Language fignifies, the way of 
the Dead. About it are feveral little 
artificial Mounts, fuppos’d to be the bu¬ 
rying Places of Lords., Thence we went 
Southward to fee the Pyramid of the pyramid 
Sun, call’d Tonagli, 200 Paces diftant ofWsun. 
from the other. Meafuring two fides 

we 
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we found them 300 Spanift Yards in 
Ccmelli, length; but the other two were nota- 
1598. boveioo. Its height'was about a fourth 
'-'"V-'-' part more, than that of the Moon. The 
Statue of the Sun that (food on the top 
of it, after being broken, and remov’d 
out of its place, was left in the middle, 
there being no throwing it down to the 
Ground, by reafon of the greatnefs of 
the Stone. This figure had a great hol¬ 
low in the Bread, where the Sun was 
placed ; and all the reft of it was cover’d 
with Gold, as was that of the Moon, 
which afterwards the Spaniards took a- 
way, at the time ot the Conqueft. At 
prefent, there are two great Stones at 
the foot of the Pyramid, which were 
part of the Idols Arms and Legs. This 
gives occalton for two Doubts, or Que- 
ftions ; the firft, how the Indians hav¬ 
ing no ufe ot Iron, could cut fo hard a 
Scone: the fccond, how they could car¬ 
ry , and raife it to fuch a height, 
being deftitute of convenient Engines, 
and wanting the Art to make them. 
Befides, there are no fuch hard Stones in 
the Neighbourhood, and they had nei¬ 
ther Mules, Hoifes, nor Oxen to draw 
it fo far, thofc Creatures having been 
tarry’d thither by the Spaniards. The 
Word Cn, is not Mexican (it might 
perhaps be of Mechoacau or fomc other 
Province) tor the Mexicans call the 
Church Ttocagli, or ZoptU. 

The building of the fie Pyramids, is 
attributed to the Vlmecos , the fecond 
Planters of New Spain, who came from 
that Ifland Atlantis, Plato fpeaksof in his 
Timms. This Conjecture is nude, be- 
caufe all the Indian Hiftories, uuani- 
rnoufly agree,that thefe Vlmecos C3me by 


Sea, from the Eaft ; and on the other 
fide, according to Plato, the. Inhabitants 
of the Illand Atlantis , deriv'd their O- 
riginai from the nAsgyptians, who had 
the Cuftotn of railing Pyramids. ArifiotU 
in his Book de Admirandis, lays, that the 
Carthaginians ufe to Sail to an Illand, 
very far diftant from Hercules's Pillars; 
and that many of them fetled thcmfelves 
there; but that after wards the Senate for¬ 
bid them, for fear that being taken with 
the delights of the Place, they Ihould 
forget their Country. If this be true, 
it is not to be look’d upon as any Won¬ 
der, that the Mexicans Ihould raife Py¬ 
ramids after the Egyptian manner, and 
have the fame Year; no more than that 
which Ammianusinhh 171: h Book,relates, 
viz. That on the Egyptian Obelisks, 
there were fomcrimes Birds, and Bcafts 
of another World carv’d. No Indian 
Hiftorian has been able to difeover when 
the American Pyramids were fet up; but 
Dr. Charles Sigaenza believes them robe 
very antienc, and not much later than 
the Flood. It is certain that where 
they ftand, there was formerly a great 
City ; as appears by the vaft Ruins a- 
boutit,and by the Grots or Dens,aswid 
artificial as natural; and by theNumberof 
Mounts,believ'd to be thrown up,in Ho¬ 
nour of their Idols. One of them is call’d 
Tonagli-iguezJa , which figaifics,the fall of 
the Sun." Saturday 2 iff, I return’d home. 
Monday 2id, it rain’d fo much that fe- 
■ vcral Houles were ruin’d, and they were 
forc’d to go in Boats, in the quarters of 
St: John de la Penittncia, or of Pennance 
St. Francis , and St. James, almoft as far 
as the Alameda , or publick Place, of ta¬ 
king the Air. 


CHAP. IX. 

Of the Birds , md Beafis of New Spain. 


T Here is fuch variety of beautiful 
Birds in New Spain, that no Coun¬ 
try in die World can parallel it The 
preference among them all is given to 
the Sefontle (which in the Mexican Lan¬ 
guage, fignifies 500 Voices) a fmall mat¬ 
ter lefs than a Thrulb, and oi an A(h- 
colour; only the Tail and Wiugs, which 
are fpecklcd with white.That the Spani¬ 
ards call Gorrion, or Sparrow, Sings 
fweetly, is as big as our Sparrow, and 
its colour inclining to Black. The Bird 
call’d the Cardinal fings well, is as big 
as a Wood-lark, and has not only the 
Feathers, but the Beak Scarlet; and Ix- 
Vol. IV, 


fides, on the head a moll beautiful Toft. 
It is taken in the Temperate parts of 
New Spain, and Plorida', and the Spa¬ 
niards give ten, or twelve pieces or 
Eight apiece, for them to fend into 
Spain. There is another fmhll Bird of 
the fame colour ; he is lefs than the o- 
thcr, and does not Sing. There is an¬ 
other as big as a Thrulh, by the Spa¬ 
niards call’d, TttriSo, or little Tiger, 
becaufe fpotted like a Tiger, valu'd for 
Singing. The Ctdr-lacohe, has dark Fea¬ 
thers ; and is as big as the Senfontle, but 
has a longer Beak, and red Eyes. When 
kept in a Cage, it mult have a Pumice 
Z ~l % 2 ftone. 
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fS_A^o (tone by, to grind its Beak on as it grows, 

GemeiU. that tile length may not hinder its eat¬ 
ing. ing. There is another call’d Cacdomol , 
which in the Mexican Longue, iigmnes 
Black-bird. It is as big as our Black-bird, 
of a Yellow colour, and Sings delight¬ 
fully enough. The Sityjfcros, are black 
and white, as big as a Sparrow, and are 
valu’d to keep in Cages. There are 
feme Mack Wood-larks, black and yel¬ 
low, who build their Neds, hanging at 
the Trees, by Horfe^air, wove like 
a Purft, and they Sing well. 

Farrcts. As for thofe that Imitate the Voice of 
Man, or Speaking, there are Parrots of 
feveral forts. Some call’d CatariniUos 
green ^ others Loros which are green, 
but have the tips of their Wings, and 
their Head yellow. Pericos little bigger 
than a Throfh, and green. Others as 
big as a Dove, call’d Gnaccamayas, ve¬ 
ry Beautiful for they have red, green, 
and yellow Feathers, and a beautiful 
Tail, as long as a Pheafant's j but thefe 
do not talk. 

. . As for eatable Foul, there are two 

forts of Phcafonts ^ one with black 
Wings and Tail, and a dark Body, 
which they cal! Grit ones \ another of a 
Murrey, much bigger than the laft, call’d 
Red or Royal, becaufe it has a thing 
like a Crown on its Head, better relifli’d. 
There are ChachaLtcas, in all refpetls 
like our Hens, but their Feathers 
are of a murrey colour, and they are not 
fo big. Abundance of wild Turkeys, 
which about the new Moon, are eafUy 
kill’d upon the decay’d Trees, on which 
they perch for when one foils to the 
Ground, there is no Danger, the reft 
fhould fly away, at the noiie of the 
Guns. There is another fort of Birds 
good coeat, which they call Black-birds, 
who go tamely into the Houfes. There 
are feveral forts of them, fome quite 
Mack, others with red Wings * others 
wkh yellow Heads, and Brealts, and o- 
thers bigger than a Black-bird, black, 
and with a long Tail, call’d Vrracas, 
that is. Pics. 

The Quails arc of the fame colour as 
ours, but with fome Feathers ftanding 
upon their Heads, and not fo well tail¬ 
ed as ours in Europe, The Pita Red is 
as big as a Turtle Dove, and with a 
Bill as iong again as its Body. Its Fea¬ 


thers are all black, except thofe about 
the Neck, which are yellow. TheSp*- 
mards look upon the Tongue of it, as 
a Sovereign remedy againlfc the Heart¬ 
burning •, giving the Patient warm Wa¬ 
ter to drink, chat it has been fleep’d in, 
Befides, the fmoak of the Feathers cures 
other Pains by (impathy •, as for inftance, 
thofe of the Wings, Pains in the Arms; 
thofe of the Legs, in the Legs, and fo 
of the reft. There is another wonder¬ 
ful Bird, call’d Gaaehkbil, or Gmpajlorts, 
that is. Suck-flowers, becaufe it is al¬ 
ways feen in the Air, fucking Flowers, 
without ever lighting on the Ground. 

The Indians fay they (tick their Beaks 
in the Boughs of Trees, for feveral 
Months of the Year, where they takd 
them aQeep, to makeof them their Ima¬ 
ges, and other Curiolities aboveraen- 
tion’d. 

The SHppilotes are as lug as Crows, 
there are two forts of them, the one 
has a Tuft of Flelb on the Head, ami do 
not eat Carrion \ the ocher, a Tuft ot 
Feathers, and thefe laft eat all the Car¬ 
rion, and filth of the City, and Coun¬ 
try. At Vera Cruz^ it is forbid to kill 
thefe Birds, for the good they do , and 
it is allow’d to kill Pigeons in the Houfe, 
or Abroad. Of European Birds, there 

are Geefe,Cranes,Ducks,Pigeons,Turtles 

of two forts, fome as big as ours in 
Europe, and others lefs, and feveral forts 
befiaes. 

As for Beafts, there are Bears, Beads, 
Wolves, wild BoarS, but different from 
ours, for they have the Navel upon their 
back, Hare'., Rabbets, Deer, Foxes, Ti¬ 
gers, Lions, and other forts. The Li¬ 
ons are not fo fierce as thofe in Afrkh , 
but being purfo’d by the Dogs, run up 
the Trees. For filch as are peculiar to 
the Country, there are SikoUs , as big as 
a Cow, whofe Skin is much valu’d for 
its long foft Hair. Ardillas black and 
fad colour’d, like Dormice i hobos like 
Leopards \ ZoriUas, as big as a Cat, with 
black and white Hair, and a beautiful 
Tail. Thefe when purfu'd, flop to pifs 
for their Defence becaufe this Water 
of theirs, infers the very Air for an 
hundred Paces about, and overcomes 
thofe that purfue it, and if it light up¬ 
on any Garment, it mull be bury’d to 
get out the Sunk. 
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CHAP. X. 

Of the Fruit, and Plants of New Spain. 


r|~lQ fpeak the Truth* the beft Pro- 
Gemelli. ^ fju£t of New Spain, is the Gold 
>698. ant i silver, the Pearls taken in its Seas, 
the Emeralds found among the Rocks, 
in the Kingdom of Santa Fe, and other 
precious Stones of Peru, but having 
fpoke of them elfewhere, there is no 
need of Repeating it here. 

Fruit. But to fpeak of the Fruit growing on 

Trees, there are all forts that Europe af¬ 
fords, except Nuts, Cherries, Medlars, 
and Service Berries. Thofc peculiar to 
the Country, are Plantans, Pine-apples, 
or Ananas, Anonas, Cocos , Ates , and 
Dates, of which I have given an account 
elfewhere, and fet down their Shape and 
Figure. Thofe which grow in no other 
Country, or if they be in the Philippine* 
Hlands, have been carry’d out of Ame- 
Aguacates rica, are thefc that follow. The Agua- 
cate grows on a Tree, like the Walnut, 
• but thicker. It is fomecimes long like 
a Pear, and fometimes round- The co¬ 
lour without is green, and green and 
white within, with a large Kernel in 
the middle. It is of a moft exquifite 
tafte, fo that it is either eaten raw with 
Salt, or boil'd ; for it is very un£tuous, 
and fweet. Phifitiaus count it hoc, and 
therefore forbid it to Nurfes,for fear they 
fhould lofe their Milk. All that have taft- 
cd,doallow it exceedsall thcF ruit oiEurope. 

The next place is due to the Sapotes, 
Sapotes. hereof there are four feveral forts. 

Some they call black Sapotes, their Tree 
is as big as a Walnut, and thick ; but 
the Leaves very green, and fmaller than 
thofe. The Fruit is round, and has a 
very thin green Rind ; within it is of 
the colour and tafte of Cafta, with four 
Email Kernels. Green, it is Poifon for 
Filh i ripe it is very wholiome for fickPeo- 
ple. The 2d fort is call’d, white Sa- 
pote. The Tree is as tall as a Pear-tree, 
the Fruit as big as a Pear, green with¬ 
out, and white within, with four white 
Kernels. It is good to _mak^ People 
Sleep. The third fort is call’d Sapote 
Jtorracko, or Drunken Sapote. The Tree 
is like the la ft, but the Branches more 
fightly. The tafte of the Fruit, is be¬ 
tween fweet and tart, but very Pleafant; 
the colour is green and yellowifh with¬ 
out, and whitilh within, with two 
Kernels. The +th is call’d Chico Sapote, 
or little Sapote. The Tree is higher 


bigger, and thicker than the Walnut, 

The Fruit without, is almoft Purple, 
and within higher colour’d. It has four 
fmallKernels placed as it were in Niches. 

The Tafte is fweet, and the moft valu’d 
of all that grow in a hot Country. They 
make a Competition with it, which the 
Ladies chew to keep their Teeth white. 

The Mamcy is a very tall thick Tree, Mamef* 
which always has Fruit ob it, from one 
Year to another,and it is as big as □ large 
Lemon. The out fide is a Barly colour, 
and red within, with a large Purple 
Stone, in which is a Kernel like a bit¬ 
ter Almond, call’d Peftle , which they 
make ufe of in Glifters. 

The GranadiUa de China , grows on a Grana- 
Plant like the Ivy, which winding about diHa. 
any Tree, covers it all. It is as big as 
an Egg, and as fmooth ; white and yel¬ 
low without, and whitilh within, and 
has Seeds like thofe of a Grape. Its 
Tafte is fweet, fomewliac inclining to a 
pleafant Tartnefs, very pleating to La¬ 
dies. Some fancy, they fee the Inftru- 
ments of our Saviour’s Paffion, repre- 
fented in it, as may be feen in the Cut. 

All the aforefaid forts of Fruit, are 
eaten in Mexico, from March, till Sep¬ 
tember ; but the Mameys and Black Sa¬ 
potes, are always to be found on the 
Mountains, when any Body wants them. 

Among the Indian Plants the firft Cum 
Place is due to the Cacao, as well for 
the Profit it yields the Owners, as for 
being the chief Ingredient of a fort of 
Drink become almofl: general to ail the 
World, and very grateful and delight¬ 
ful, particularly to Spaniards. It is low’d 
in a Soil that is hot and dry, with the 
Eye upwards, well cover’d with Earth, 
it fprings out within a Fortnight; and 
does not grow above three Spans in two 
Years; at which height it mull: be Tranf- 
planted ; where it is to be obferv’d. 

That the Plant muft be taken up with 
all the Earth that covers the Root. 

When they are Tranfplanted they muft: 
be fet in Rows 18 Spans from one ano¬ 
ther. A Stick is fet up to fupport eve¬ 
ry one, and about them Plantans, and 
other Fruit Trees, becaufc it grows well 
under their Shade. Befides all Sprigs 
that Ihoot out at the foot of the Plant 
muft be cut off, that they may not hin¬ 
der it running up ; the Ground muft be 

weed- 
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rs-A-Zt weeded, and the Roof mult be kept 
Gemelli. warm, from too much Wet, and from 
10*98. fome Worms that ufe. to come abode it. 
l/VNJ After live Years, it is as thick as a Man’s 
Filtyfcvcn Spans high, aud then bears. 
Its Leaves arc fome what like chofe of the 
(Jtefaut-tree, but a little narrower ; the 
Bloflbra comes out all over the Body, 
aud Branches, like the Jeffnitt; but 
fcarce the fourth part of it holds. From 
the Blotlbm thetp Ihoots out a little fort 
of an Lar, like that of the Indian Wheat, 
which before it is Ripe is Grecnifh, and 
when Ripe of a‘Chefnuc Colour, and 
lometimes Yc)|ow, White, and Purple. 
Within them arc found the Cacao Huts 
with a white Down upon them, being 
from ten to fifteen in Number. Thefe 
Ears are gather’d after the full of the 
Moon, open’d with a Knife, and the Nuts 
taken our, which.is then kept three Days 
in the Hotife a drying in the Shade ; 
then laid three Days longer in the Sun ; 
thimagjinas many moreintheHoufe,aod 
lamy in the Sun again, that it may be 
thorough dry. Thefe Shrubs make the 
Air fome what unwholfome. 

BmiBas. The BmniU* IS a fort of Indian Cane 
by the Spaniard) call’d B exact), which 
twines about the Orange-tree like Ivy. 
That long Cod it produces, when ga¬ 
ther'd is Green, but is dry’d in the Sun, 
and (breech'd-out now and then, that it 
maV notfplit, and at laft it remains hard, 
and hlackilh. The Spaniards, to make 
them the fweeter, ufe to fprinkle them 
with rich Wine, in which a BainiUa lias 
been boil’d cut in Bits. It grows on 
the South Coall of New Spain. 

Every Body knows, that Cacao and 
Bamilas are the principal Ingredients of 
Chocolate. The Europeans to every 
Pound of Cacao add a Pound of Sugar, 
and an Ounce of Cinnamon. The In¬ 
dians ufe no BainiUa, whether they be 
Rich or Poor ; nor the Spaniards that 
live in aimer ica , bee at fe they lay it is 
not Wholfome and the goodnefs of 
their Chocolate confifts in good Cacao 
and Cinnamon ; adding to every Pound 
of Cacao two Ounces of Indian Wheat, 
that it may Froth the better; not to 
fave Cacao , which is very Cheap in chofe 
Parts. Others add fome of. the Cacao 
Shells to the lame purpofe. In Europe 
they ufe to add fome Nuts to the Cacao, 
which gives the Chocolate a pretty Rc- 
lilh. This Drink is very antient, and 
us’d by the Indians before the Spaniards 
conquer’d their Country ; but the Spa- 
mards improv’d it. In the Indies it is fo 
common now that there is not a Black, 


or a Porter, but Drinks it every Day, 
and the better fort four times a Day. 

There is another ufeful Plant in the g^gbej. 
Indies call’d Magbey, which grows in a 
temperate Soil. From the Leaves they 
draw ibmething like Hemp to make 
Ropes, Sacks, Shirts, and fevcral lorts 
of curious Works. It alfo yields Wine, 

Hony, and a good Balfam. The Liquor 
when it comes from the Plant is fweet 
as Hony \ a while after it is like Mead, 
and good for the Strangury, aud other 
Diftempers. The Indians put into it a 
Root that makes it boil op and ferment 
like Wine, and it makes people as Drunk 
as Wine, and is call'd Pdcbe. The Plant 
is frequently found about -the Fields; 
and there is of it in Spain , efpedally be¬ 
tween Port St. Alary and St. Imcar. It 
is like our Houfeleek, but much taller, 
and its Leaves thicker, and more folic!. 

When it is of fit Years Handing, they 
cut away the middle Leaves, making a 
Concavity in the middle, which receives 
the Liquor, and the Indians every Morn¬ 
ing take it away, and keep it a Month 
in Veflels; after which the Plant wi¬ 
thers, and young Sprouts Ihoot out, fo 
that it is with good reafon call’d the In¬ 
dian Vine. If it be not cut, it produces 
nothing but a Stalk like a Ferula, with 
a Fruit that is of no ufe. They make 
Aqua vita of it after the fame manner as 
was faid of the Coco Wine in the fore¬ 
going Volume. 

This Drink is fo univerfal among the 
Indians , that the Exrife upon it was no 
lefs that 110000 pieces of Eight; but 
it was taken off by his Majellies Order, 
after the Indians fet Fire to the great 
Square, and Palace in the Year 1692, as 
was faid above, and the Drink it felf 
was Prohibited. Neverthelefs it is con¬ 
niv’d at, and fome Spaniards drink it as 
well as the Indians for which reafon, 
whillt I was there, frefii Orders came 
from the King to receive the Duty again, 
and allow of the Drink as formerly. 

The Indian Fig-trees do not only pro- him Fiff. 
duce pleafant Fruit, but alfo the Cochi- 
nille for dying Scarlet, as was faid be¬ 
fore. For dying Blew there is the Plant 
they call Annil, whereof there is great 
Plenty in the Bland Hifpaniola , and elfe- 
where. This is what we call Indigo. 

Befides thefe, and many more Indian 
Plants too tedious to be mention’d here, 
there grow almolb all that Europe affords, 
of which it is needlefs to give any Ac¬ 
count. ,

ChctUo is-an inaiflerent Village and the 
belt Alcaydefojf , or little Government 
upon chat l 4 j|f ; through which all the 
Meal, Sugars, and feveral other Things 
at e convey’d to Mexico. Near Mexical - 
fago, the Rive, is fo Rapid that it may 
be fa id to hurry the Boats on headlong, 
ad, Day 5 triMk nth, I fet out before Sun rifing 
leagues, with other Company, and after riding 
tip a dirty deep Way a League in length, 
bated at Cordova, whence entring upon 
a Mountain which was all along cover’d 
with Pine Trees, we went four Leagues 
further to lye at Rib Frio, that is, cold 
■ Liver; an Inn in the middle of the Moun¬ 
tain, where every Horfe pays a Royal to 
the Guard. Our Hofl look’d more like 
a Robber than any thing elfe. 
s d, Day S Saturday, 12 th, we proceeded betimes 
Leagues, along the Mountain Way two Leagues 
to the Inn of Tefmolucca. Thence I def- 
ccntk'd into a delightful Plain, ftrew’d 
with little Country Houfes, and three 
Leagues thence got by Noon to the lit¬ 
tle Village of S. Martin. After Dinner 
1 would go to TUfcala, three Leagues 
diflant, to fee the remains of that City 
regain ft which the Arms of the Mexican 
Empire could never prevail. Having 
rode through lome marfliy Plains partly 
under Water, near the City I crofs’d a 
River, where 1 had like to have Perilh’d 
by reaibn of the Flood and Darknefs of 
the Night; and to mend the matter lodg’d 
in a feurvy Inn, after fo troublefome a 
Journey. 

4 th. Day Sunday 13 th, I heard Mafs in the Pa- 

5 Leagues rilTt Church, where there hangs up the 

Piflure of the Ship that brought Cortes to 
Vera cruz., and being facisfy’d there was 
nothing worth feeing in TUfcala , (which 
is become an ordinary Village) befidesa 
Mo nailery of Francifcam , I fet out for 
, Puebla de las Angeles, or the City of the. 
Angels, to which the Bilhoprick istran- 
fiated. Thither I cam eat one in the Af¬ 
ternoon, having rode 5 Leagues over the 
Plain, and was lodg’d in a private Houfe 
near S. Chrijhpbers, for a Piece of Eight 
a Day. 

Puebla de los Angeles, or the City of 
City of Angels, was founded by the Spaniards on 
A ”& b ' the 26th of April 1531, and fo call’d, 
as they fay, hecanfe Queen Jfabel, or £- 
lizabeth of Spain, whilil the City was 
Building, faw in a Dream a great many 
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. Angels with Lines_ marking out the 
Ground. The Buildings here for the 
moll part are of Ljme and Stone, and 
Vye with thofe of Mexico. But the 
Streets are much neater, tho’ not Pav’d; 
all of them Handfoin and Strait, eroding 
one another towards the tour Quarters 
of the World; whereas thofe of Mexico 
are always Stinking and Dirty, fo that 
a Man had always need to go in Boots. 

About the City there are many Mineral 
Waters, on the Weft lide they ate Sul¬ 
phurous, on the Not th Nitrous and AI- 
lomy, and on the Eaft and South Sweet. 

Monday 14th, I went to fee the great 
Square. Three fides of it are adorn’d 
With; good Porticos , uniform, and fet oif 
with rich Shops of all forts of Commo¬ 
dities. On the other fide is the Cathe¬ 
dral,* with a moft beautiful Front, with 
a 1 high Tower, the fellow to which is 
not yfct finifh’d, fo that this Square is fi¬ 
ner than that of Mexico. Going into 
the Church I found ir. built after the fame 
Model as that of Mexico , but fo me what 
Ids. It has feven Stone Pillars on each 
fide, like that of Mexico, which make 
three files. The Choir and high Altar 
arealfo like thofe of Mexico, but lower, 
and have only twelve Pillars of good 
Marble. The Entrance was then a- 
dorniug with Marble, and good Iron 
Work- The Church has 25 Altars in all, 
a decent Sacrifty, and a little Room, 
call’d Ocbavo (to keep tire Things of moft 
value,) richly Gilt,as is its little Cupula. 

The Chappels are well Painted and Gilt. 

Near the fame Church towards theSquarc, Cathedral 
is another Chappel, where the Blefled 
Sacrament is kept, with three Altars. 

There are three Gates on another fide 
which is handfomly wrought, leading to 
the Bifhop’s Palace and the Seminary. 

The Biftop’s Canopey is in the Church 
on the right fide of the Altar; whereas 
the Afchbiihop of Mexico, to avoid con¬ 
tention with the Viceroy, has none, but 
fits in the Choir, In purfbance to the 
King’sOiders. This Bilhoprick is worth 
80000 Pieces of Eight a Year; befides 
200000 that go among the Canons and 
Officers of the Church, whofe whole Re¬ 
venue is about 300000 Pieces of Eight. 

Ten Canons have every one 5000 Pie¬ 
ces of Eight a Year. The Dean 14000 ; 
the Chanter 8000; the Mafter of the 
School 7000 ; and the Archdeacon and 
Treaforer not much left. There is a 
proportionable Allowance to fir Demi- 
Canons, fix half Demi-Canons, and 
other inferior Officers 
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Monday T 4th, I faw the College of the 
GemtUi. Holy Ghoft of the Jefuics, whofcChurch 
i< 598. has 14 Altars richly gilt. Tuefday i yth, 

I law the Church of the Barefoot' Car¬ 
melites without the City, which is fmall 
and has ten Altars ; but the Monadery js 
large, and has a good Garden. This 
Day D. Nicholas Alvarez,, Mailer of the 
Ceremonies, fhew’d me a Loadltonc as 
big as art ordinary Apple, which holds 
up twelve Pounds Spanijh of Iron. Al- 
fo a Giant’s Rib as chick as a Mans Arm, 
and ten Spans long. There is a Tradi¬ 
tion that thefe Giants dwelt on the Moun¬ 
tains above Tlajcda. In this City it 
rains in the Afternoon as at Mexico j 
and that day the Flood carry’d away 
Houfcs and Cattle, and what was word 
of all, four Men and two Women. In 
Churches. thfi church of the Nunnery of S. Jerme y 
there are feven Altars well adorn’d. 
The Mo nailery of S. Dominick is a noble 
StruGure. The Church Vaulted, and 
has about 12 Chappels richly Gilt, par¬ 
ticularly that of the Rofary. T he Church 
of the Atmfiiniam is alfo V aulced, very 
Large, and more magnificently Built. 
The Parilh of S. Jofeph has three Ifles 
Vaulted and twelve Altars. On the right 
Hand of it, the Chappelof Jefus of Na¬ 
zareth was Building, with a Cupula upon 
four large done Arches. S. John de Di¬ 
es of the Fathers Hofpitallers, has a large 
Cloider with good Pillars, but the Mo- 
nadery is Poor. In the Church there 
are eleven Altars. The Church of the 
Nuns of S. Monica is worth feeing for 
the Gold about its fix Altars. Nor are 
the nine of the Nuns of S. Catherine m- 
feriorto them. The Church of the Nuns 
of the Trinity is beautiful, and has fix 
Altars, and the Monadery has a curious 
Front. The College of S. Luts of the 
Dominicans without the City, is not very 
great* and the Church hits only tour 
Altars. Twenty Fathers live there fob- 
jeft to the Provincial of Mexico^ and 

keep the Schools. 

Sunday 20th, I went to the Village of 
cfohth. cholula a League from the City. It looks 
more like a Wood* for all the Houfcs 


arb among Gardens. The Government 
is profitable, becaufe many rich Mer¬ 
chants live there. In the midd of it is 
an antient Pyramid of Earth, on the top 
of which at this time there is an Hermi¬ 
tage. To return to the City, the 
Church of S. Chriflopber is richly adorn’d; 
being vaulted, and having 19 Attars, 
Nor is that of the Nuns of S- Clare infe¬ 
rior to it, in which thcr£ are fix curious 
Altars. The Monadery is vaftly Rich, 
having 500000 Pieces of Eight rais’d by 
Portions, which lye dormant. S. Fran¬ 
cis is a very fpacious Church with 24 
Chappels, well fet off, as is the Arch. 
Before one comes into the Church is the 
Chappel of the third Order, with nine 
Altars well gilt. In the Monadery there 
are 150 Religious Men. That of the 
Recolets is not fo big, where there arc 
but 25 Friars, and the Church is final!, 
and has but 5 Altars. S. /W, the Col¬ 
lege of the Dominicans, is alfo but finall, 
containing 20 Religious Men, and the 
Church has but 4 Altars. As 1 went out 
of this City I could fee the burning 
Mountain of Mexico cad out mighty 
Flames. The Monadery of the Merce- 
nArians is convenient for 50 religious 
Men it contains, the Church is beautiful, 
has 12 Altars and 10 Chappels well gilt. 
That of the Fathers of Bcthlem has been 
15 Years building, with the Monadery. 
The College of S. Ildephonfus of the Je- 
faitsy newly Built, is very large, and 
there are 50 Fathers in it. The Church 
has 7 AltarS well gilt. Adjoyning to it 
is the Parilh Church of S. Marky in which 
there are 12 Altars. The Church of S. 
Agnes has 7 Altars ■, that of the Con¬ 
ception eight; the holy Crofs a Parilh 
of fecular Prieds fourteen - 7 and S. Roch 
of the Fathers of S. Hippaliens only four. 

The Reader by the number of Monafte- 
ries fo Rich and well Provided, may 
judge of the Grcatnefs, Magnificence 
and Wealth of the City. The Bilhop 
when I went to take my leave of him 
made me a Prefeat worth 50 Pieces of 
Eight.

few that riie to be Colonels or General 
Officers. Abundance of Blacks and Adu¬ 
lates live in the neighbouring Plain, like 
fo many wild Bealls. 

Saturday 26 th, I tra veil’d four Leagues, 
which might pafs for fix,over a wild Plain 
not Till’d no more than the lafi, and 
relied at Fajfo delas Carreras, or the Pals 
of the Carts. In this Place there is no¬ 
thing but a Houfe of Adulates without a- 
ny Provifion; fo that the Horfes faded, 
and we eat feme fmall matter we carry’d 
with us. The neighbouring Mountain 
might have furailh’d Fruit enough to fill 
our Bellies, but the Indian Fruit cannot 
be eaten till it has been three Days in the 

Houfe.

There being no going 
back, I made the Mutate come again to 
carry over my Portmantue, in which 
were all my Manufcripts} and then re¬ 
commending my felf to God’s Protecti¬ 
on, went into the rapid River bare Legg’d 
in great fear; and tho’ there were two 
feveral Branches to divide the River, 
yet the Water came almoft over my 
Mule, and wafh’d my Thighs. Being by 
God’s Mercy come to the other fide, and 
having recover’d our felvcs,we bethought 
us how little welhould have been pity’d, 
had the Mdato left ns both in, the lurch 
and gone away with the Mule and allwc 
had, that is, 1000 Pieces of Eight ot the 
Spaniards , and my four Years and four 
Month’s Manufcripts of my Travels, 
and my Mony for my Journey. But 
Fear had blinded our Under Handing, fo 
that we forgot that one of us ought to 
go over firlt to the other fide. There 
was formerly a Boat in this Place to waft 
over Travellers ; but the Alcade topu- 
nifh the Mulato that kept it for feme 
Offence, took it from him, forbidding 
him to receive or entertain any Pa lie ti¬ 
gers, but to fend them the way of Cotafia , 
which was for his Advantage ■, and the 
Mulato ailfwcring. He might order them 
to be call'd^ and told of it by the Inhabitants 
of that Etfia&e, he was abus’d by the cove¬ 


tous Alcade. Thence we traveil’d over 
a Plain, and through a thick Wood, of 
a fort of Palm-Trees that bore a Fruit 
like green Walnuts, hanging in Ciutters. 

The Pulp within them tafts like our Al¬ 
monds. We pafs’d feveral fniali Lakes, 
and had like to lofe our way by realon 
of the high Grafs j and the more becaufc 
there being no Boats to carry us over, 
we were forced to foord,,and were very 
wet. Having traveled four Leagues, we 
came to a Fann call’d AJperilUy where 
there was an infinite multitude of Gnats, 
and we were forced to pay,dear for two 
Hoods to defend us again ft them. 

Sunday 27th, we rdde two Leagues n , * 
to the Farm of Xamapa and croft’d the Leaiiucs;

Ven Oh?. ^ I^E new City oittpra-Cruz. is lea ted 
* Jl in the Latitude of 19 deg. audio 
min. and 273 deg. of Longitude} on a 
fandy barren Soil} fo that Provifions 
coming a great way, it is very dear liv¬ 
ing there. Its Figure is longifh, lying 
Ealtand Weft, and the whole Compaft 
fearce half a Spanifit League. The Air is 
not wholfom, cfpccially in Summer. Ve¬ 
ry often when the North Winds blow, 
to which it is very fubjeft, the Houfes 
are half bury’d in the Sand about them.

making a thin Wall about fix Spans high, 
which would fearce ferve for a cover’d 
Way} belides that at prefent every Body 
rides over them, becaufethey are bury’d 
with Sand } and there is no need of fiiut- 
ting the Gates, all Parts being paflable.

Gnus This Cattle is half a League 
TheCaftle from the City, To that it can no way de¬ 
fend it, but only ferves to ftcurt the Port 
and Ships that Anchor under its Walls. 
The Port is naturally Strong, becaufe on 
the Eaft and Weft it is defended by a- 
bundance of Rocks } which Strangers, 
who are not acquainted, cannot avoid 

running upon. , 

Now mb' all the Fleets, or tingle Ships 
that go out of Europe to Nero Spain put 
into this Port-, yet the City mftead of 
being Rich and Large like 1S > 
for the Reafons above alledg d, Smalland 
Poor, little Inhabited by Spaniards-, but 
for the moft partby Blacks and Muta- 
tos- To that there arc fcarce any white 
Pco’plc to be fecn, but only when the 
Flora is there. As Toon as that is gone, 
they that are well to pafs, retire U P ^! c 
Country, as well becaufe of the tmwhol- 
fomnefs of the Air, as becaufe_their Ef¬ 
fects arc not fafe •, and therefore they 
build none but little wooden Houfes, not 

at all lafling. . , , 

- Friday the fir It of November , I went 
to the Parifli Church, which has four 
Pillars on a fide, thatfupport the vaulted 
Roof, and make three Ifles, m which 
there are nine Chappcls. The Church 
of the Jtfdts is poor, has but ten Altars, 


and thofe meanly adorn’d. Sunday 3d, 1 
din’d with the Governor, before whole 
Houfe one of the two Spanijh Companies 
that are in Garrifon in the City, always 
keeps Guard as does a Troop of 60 
Horfe to fcour the Coaft. Saturday 9 th, 
there being noDiverfion in the Town 1 
went out a Shooting, and Riding five 
Leagues, ferry’d over a great River to 
the old Ecra Cruz.. This at prefent may Old Vera 
more properly be call’d a final! Village Cr H- 
of Fifhermcn, than a City ; for it has 
no Houfes, but Cottages cover’d with 
Leaves and enclos’d with Canes. The 
Inhabitants are always tormented with 
the Hinging of Gnats. Before me they 
took Tome Filh in the River call’d Bobos, 
or Fools; becaufe when the North Wind 
blows they make to the Sea, and fo fall 
into the Nets. Their Rows dry’d are 
excellent to eat. Thefe Rivers and all 
thofe of New Spam, but particularly 
thole of Guatemala being full of Croco- 
dils or Alligators, it is worth obferving, 

That the Dogs when they crofs them, 
knowing by inftinft of Nature, that the 
Alligators are moll fond of their Fled), 
go firft, to fecurc themfelves, and bark 
in one Place, that the Alligators may 
come thither, and then run to fivimover 
at another Place. This fame is related by 
F. Navarrete in his Account of the Philip- 
pine-lftands. That Day I kill'd abun¬ 
dance of Pheafants, of a better fort than 
the black Ones. They were as big as 
Turkeys, with a black and white Tuft 
on their Heads, and all the reft of their 
Feathers Murrey. 


CHAP- IV. 


Jjbart Account of the Difcovery and Conquejl of New-Spain. 


C Ortes ’s Ships having Anchor'd in the 
Port of the old Vtra Cruz*, it will 
not be from our purpofetofay fomething 
in this Place of the Difcovery and Con- 
queft of New Spain adding to what o- 
thcr Authors have already made pubhek, 
fonie Particulars kept in that Country 
by Tradition from Father to Son, and 
extracted out of four Letters writ by 
Cones to the Emperor Charles V. Prin¬ 
ted Copies whereof are ftillprefervd by 
D. Charles SigHtnza. 

Some will have it that America was ac¬ 
cidentally difeover’d by a Ship drove 
thither by tedious Storms, which return¬ 
ing afterwards to Lisbon with but a tew 
Men, the Matter of it gave Cbr if other 
Columbus , born at Nervi on the Coaft of 


Genoa, an Account of his Voyage and 
what he had found, and then dy’d. Many 
other prepofterous Notions go about this 
particular, too tedious for us to handle, 
and therefore we will come to the Point. 

Columbus being himfelf in no Conditi- Columbus. 
on to undertake this Voyage upon his own 
Account, apply’d himfelf to the Kings of 
England and Portugal, who both giving 
him but little Encouragement, he in the 
Year 1485, went and offer’d himfelf to 
Ferdinand and Ifabel Or Elizabeth, King 
and Queen of Spain, who were then in- 
gag’d in the War again ft the Moors of 
Granada , and fo far prevail’d, being fe- 
conded by Cardinal Mendoza, Archbi- 
Jhopof Toledo, that he had 16000 Crowns 
allow’d him, wherewith he fitted out 3 

Ships, 
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rs»A^l Ships, Wan’d with 120 Souldiers and 
Gemtlli. Sailers. He let Sail on the chird of An- 
gufi 1492, and having funiilh'd himfelf 
is Vwith Necefiarits at the C^ry-lflands, 
continu’d his Voyage. On the 11 th of 
Oliober he difcover’d Land, which was 
one of the 1 Hands Ltscayos, call’d Cuaua- 
hani, between Fiend* and Cuba, where 
he landed and took polTefljoii of the Indus. 
Ditto vers Thence he pafs’d on to the Eland Hfpa- 
13 ad. moist, where he gain’d fo far upon the 

C<iiatit or Lord of that Place, that he al¬ 
low’d him to build a Fort of Earth and 
Wood on the Shore, in which he left 38 
Spaniards under the Command of Rode¬ 
rick de Arana of Cordova ; and taking ten 
Indians, forty Parrots, fome Gold, In- 
San- Wheat, and other things to make 
out the triich of his pifeovery, return’d 
to Spain with two Ships. The Court be¬ 
ing then at Barcelona he repair’d thither. 
The King was much pleas’d with what 
he brought, and the Account be gave of 
his Difcoveiy. Six of the Indians were 
Baptiz’d, the King and Qiieen being 
Godfather anti Godmother. Columbus 
had much Honour done him, and Pope 
Alexander VI. granted the Crown of 
Cafiile all the Elands and Continent that 
Ibould be di Hover’d Welt ward, and all 
Enftward to the Pertstgittfcs, dividing the 
World between thole two Kings, by 
two Lines drawn from North to South, 
, (1 _ Vor Columbus for a fecond Voyage was fur- 
age. ‘ mill’d with 18 Ships and 1500 Men a- 
bosrd them, befides Mares, Cows, Sheep, 
Goats, Swine and AIK* to breed in the 
Indies where there were-none - 7 betides, 
Wheat, Barley, and feveral Herbs and 
Plants of Europe to bring up in that Coun¬ 
try. This Fleet fail’d from Cadiz, on 
the 25th of September, and keeping along 
near the Line, the Ri ft Landitdifcoycr’d 
was, the Eland afterwards call’d Defea- 
da. Then they came to Puerto de Plata 
in the Eland Hifpaniola , and thence to 
Puerto Red, where they found the 38 
Spaniards who were kill’d tor having at¬ 
tempted to force the Indian Women.Here 
Columbus Founded a City and call’d iilfa- 
bctla, in Honour of the Queen. This 
done he lent back Antony de Torres with 
iz Ships into Spain, to carry Prefenxs of 
Gold, Parrots, Indians and other things, 
and he with three other Ships went on 
to difeover further according to his Or¬ 
ders. He difcover’d the Eland Bub a, 
and other lelTcr Elands. He fell at vari¬ 
ance with the Pope’s Vicar for his feve¬ 
rity towards the Pr lefts and Spaniards, 
and thereupon was call’d to Court, whi¬ 
ther he carry’d rich Prefects, and yet 


was reprov’d for his Harlhiiefs to the 
Spaniards. 

Having obtain’d 8 Sail more he feut a- 
way 2 before him under the Command of age; 
lus Brother, loaded with Prow lions and 
Ammunition; and he himfelf with the ci¬ 
ther fix let out fro mS. Car nr dc Bamaneda 
in May 1697. From the Mndera-Uhnd 
be feat three Ships to Hifpaniola with 
300 Men, With the other three he kept 
clofe to the l ine dll he difeoyer'd the 
Continent call’d Paria, along which he 
coaftcd 330 Leagues, asfaras CapeF't/*, 
where 11 liking athwart a great Traffc 
of Sea he arriv’d at Sluim Domingo, a 
City built by his Brother on the banks 
of the River Ozama, where be was re¬ 
ceiv’d as Governor- Here the Spaniards 
fuSer’d much, becaule the Indians think¬ 
ing Famine would drive them away, did 
not fow their Wheat, which forced them 
for want to eat Snakes and filthy Ver- 
minc. The Spaniards arc allb laid to 
have got the Pox of the Indian Wo¬ 
men, and fonic of them bringing it over 
to Naples, gave it to the Neapolitans and 
French, which made the fir ft of thefe 
call it the French Difeafc, and thefe the 
Neapolitan. 

Bartholomew Coin mints Brother to the 
Admiral, having difoblig’d the Spaniards, 4 *b.Vof* 
they made their Complaints to the King, afit " 
who font over Francis de Bovadilla, who 
dapt the Admiral and his Brothers in I- 
rons, and fo put them aboard and lent 
them into Spain. After fome trouble 
Columbus was reltor’d to his Authority, 
and return’d with three Ships to Hifpa- 
mala, where the Governour would not 
fijffer him to come into the Port, and 
therefore he went on to difeover as far as 
Cape Higtteras, and then on the South 
Coalt to Nombre de Dios. He return’d 
to Cuba and Jamaica, but could not get 
to Santo Domingo for want of Ships. 

Here his Men mutiny’d, but the Mutini¬ 
es were defeated in fight by Bartholomew 
Columbus. The Admiral after this re¬ 
turn’d to Spain , and when he thought to 
have gone back to America, was pre¬ 
vented by Death at Valladolid, in M.y 
j 50O. limit to fay more of him, btcassfe 
his Lift is to befetn at large in this Colldii- 
on of Travels. 

After wards fcvcral attempted to Con¬ 
quer the Continent dilcover’d, but with¬ 
out Succcls. Francis Fernandez, de Cor¬ 
dova fail’d thither in 15171 with 
three final I Vefi’cls, and difeover’d from 
Compeche, to St. John de tibia. John de 
Grijdva in 1518, with 4 Sail fee out by 
James Vclafquez. Governour of Cuba, 
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rs.both of them had Skirniifiics wich the 
Ccmelli, Indians, but could make themfclves Ma- 
169S. Iters of no Place. 

Heaven had defigll’d this Conqueft for 
Corter. Ferdinand Cortes , born at Medellin , ill 
Efirethaddra, who was Pent thither by 
the aforeiaid Governor of 'Cuba, in No¬ 
vember 1518, with the Command of ten 
Sail; which he would afterward have 
taken from him v ordering the Alcade 
of the Town of the Trinity to fecure 
him. But lie could not bring it about, 
Cortes being very much belov’d by five 
hundred and eight Souldiers, and one 
hundred and nine Sailers he had with him. 
His fifft His firft Conqueft, was over the Vil- 
Cooqueft. ] a ge of Tabafco, where the Inhabitants 
made fome oppofition. They having 
never feen any Horfcs, thought the 
Horfe and the Rider had been all one 
Creature. Upon Maun day Thurfday , in 
the Year 15T9 Cortes arriv’d at St. John 
dt Viva , where all his Men Landed up¬ 
on Good-Friday, for which reafon, that 
place was call’d Vera Cruz., Here they 
continu’d fome Months, by reafon of 
the oppofition made by the Indians ; till 
at length, being rcfolv’d to Conquer, or 
Advances t0 (jyc, Cortes caus’d the Ships to be 
loUtJeaia |, ro k c u p, that his Men might have no 
hopes left of retiring ; and be fenfible 
their fafety, confuted in their Swords. 
Accordingly on the 15th of Astgufl 1519, 
he fet forward with 400 Men, for the 
Province of TUfcala , leaving a fuffici- 
cut Garrifon at Vera Cruse., Heliadfe- 
veral Incountcrs, with the Tlafcallam , 
who thought they were fent againft 
them, by the Mexicans their Enemies. 
The Spaniards drefs’d theirs and their 
Horfcs wounds, wich the Greafe they 
took out of the Bowels of the Indians 
they kill’d. The Tlafcallans , at length 
difmaying, fil’d for Peace. Whilft they 
were treating, four Indians came from 
Montezuma to bid him welcome, and 
offer a Tribute, provided he would not 
go to Mexico. Cortes entred Ttafcala , on 
the 23d September 1519, attended by 
Caciques and Lords of Towns; who af¬ 
ter giving him the beft Accomodation 
they could, offer’d him their Daughters 
for Wives; and let free many Wretch¬ 
es they kept up a Fatting for Sacrifice. 
Montezuma fent other Ambailadors with 
Gold and Jewels, fearing fome ill C011- 
fequence after the Peace concluded with 
the Tlafcallans. After this Cortes was 
receiv’d by the chief Men of Chohda-, 
but being inform’d that they, by Order 
ot Montezuma, confpir’d to betray him, 
he put a great number of themto death. 


crific d. Hereupon Montezuma being 
more terrify’d than before, fent ano¬ 
ther Embafly to him, with Prefects of 
Gold and Rich Coverlets, excufing him- 
, , ort the bufineft of Cbo- 

lm and offering vaft Gifts to Cortes, 
and Tribute to the Emperor Charles the 
u 3 P roVl ^ e ^ he would not come into 
the City, which was all inConfufion, for 
rear of him, and for want of Provifi- 
ons. Cortes perfifting in his Refolution Goes to 
t° §t>, feverely reprimanded the Am- Mexico. 
bafladors, Montezuma perceiving there 
was no putting a ftop to this Evil, mak¬ 
ing a virtue of Nece/Dty, fent his Ne¬ 
phew Camatzin, Lord of Tefcuco, and 
other noble Men in great Pomp, to meet 
him a days Journey ofl^ and condmft him. 

Cortes came with them, through Iztapa- 
lapa, to the broad Caufway of Mexico ; 
whither Coadlavacca and Cuyoacan, the 
Emperor s near Kinfmen came out to 
meet him. After them, came other 
Lords, and Montezuma himfelf alight¬ 
ed when hefaw Cones , whodid the like 
and prefented him with a Collar of falfe 
Stones. After this Ceremony Monte¬ 
zuma departed, ordering his Nephews, 
the Lords of Tefcuco and Cuyoacan, to 
condufi him to the Palace, where his 
Father Axayaca had liv’d, whofe Idols 
and Treafure were there ftill; and to 
provide quarters for the Souldiers. Here 
Montezuma again, met Corns and prefent¬ 
ed him a Collar of Gold, treating all his 
Men plentifully at Supper. This they 
fay was on the 18th of November 1519. 

The Emperor was then 40 Years of 
Age, of a good Stature, a dark Com¬ 
plexion, a chearful Countenance, wore 
fhoa Hair, and □ little black Beard. 

He liv’d in great State; as well in re¬ 
gard of the number of his Courtiers, Mom W 
as of his Souldiers. When he went to mi ~ 
the Ci, or Temple, he carry’d a Rod 
made half of Gold, and half of Wood 
feveral great Men going before him ; 
two ot whom carry’d two Maces, as 
the Hicroglyphkk of Juftice. Cones 
and fome of his Officers defiring to fee 
this great 1 emple, to which there was 
an Afcent of 114 fteps \ Mmntzjtmn ic- 
eew d him very Courtcoufly, and from 
the top of it, fhewM him all the City, 
moft of it in the Lake, to which the 
way was over three Banks, or Dikes, one 
call d ot luapalapa y another of Tamba y 
the third of Tepea^MiIU y with Draw¬ 
bridges, at certain diftances. He alio' 
fhew’d him the Temple of HaychUohs, 
the God of War, and of Tezcarepuca of 
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He!I, both Brothers, foil of a deadly 
Gtmtlli. ftencb caus’d by the Men there Sacri- 
1698. fic’d. 

The Souldiers one day fearcbing a- 
Jlc “ s ^ ^ ouc f° r a place to make a Church of, 
curd ‘ broke through into an Apartment, the 
Door whereof had been lately made up, 
where they found a great quantity of 
Gold, and Jewls, it being Morttuun* s 
Treafure, which they thought fit t.o/but 
up again, without taking any thing a- 
way. Certes had refblv’d to fecurc 
Montezuma, but was afraid of the Sue- 
tefs, becaufe of the fipali number of 
his Men. for this reafon he contriv’d 
to deceive him, bringing him by fair 
piC3Ps to his Quarters, and then tell him 
he mult be content to live a Prifoner, 
or to dye. Afterwards undemanding 
that the Indians at Ccra-cntz, had kill’d 
John dr. Efialante, and fix other Men, 
(which made chc Indians take heart,per- 
ceiving that the Teulis or Gods conic 
from the Eaft, were Mortal) he lav'd 
hold of this opportunity, to quarrel 
with Montezuma. Having therefore fent 
a Meflage before, he went with five of 
his moll refolutc Commanders to the 
Emperor’s Palace, and there loudly up¬ 
braiding him with breach of Faith, told 
him, he mull; fubtnit to be his Prifoner, 
or rclblve to dye. Montezjan* excus’d 
bimfelE, promtung Satisfadion, and urg¬ 
ing it was nut proper to make him a 
Prifoner; but being frighted at the Offi¬ 
cers Swords^nd at the Words of Marin* 
the Woman Interpreter, who made 
him fenfiblc of his Danger, he offer’d 
a Son and two Daughters as Homages, 
and Corns refilling, fuller’d himfelr to 
be carry’d to his Quarters, where a 
Guard was put upon him. Lords and 
other Subjects, came from Places far di- 
ftant, to him about their Affairs, and 
went into his Pretence bare-footed, not 
right forward, but lidding, with their 
Eyes fixt on the Ground, and ordinary 
Coverings on them, leaving the Rich 
ones without. When they came before 
him, they bow'd three times, and when 
they went away, were not to turn their 
Backs. The four Commanders who had 
kill’d Efcalante, were brought Prifoners, 
and Cones condemn’d them to be Burnt; 
' putting Fetters upon Montezuma , 
whUft it was doing. He ask’d leave once, 
to go out a Hooting, and another Lime 
to the Temple ; that his People might 
believe he was not kept Prifoner, which 
was granted him with a Gaavd of 150 
Spaniards, and notice given him, U;ac 
upon the leaft commotion of the Peo¬ 


ple, they would kill him. CaeamatsJ.t 
King of 'TefcHCOy feeing his llnclc Mon¬ 
tezuma made a Prifoner, thought of ref- 
cning him, and crowning liiuifelf Em ¬ 
peror, which his tleiign he imparted to 
the Lords of Izjapaiapa, Tatuba, and Qt- 
yoacan, Montezuma** Nephews. He ha¬ 
ving notice of it, would have Cortes fc- 
cm e them all, as was accordingly done 
by his Orders, which were obey’d, tho’ 
he was Prifoner. TU& Imprifomnent of 
theft; great Men, emboidoed Cortes to 
demand of Montezuma, that he fhould 
fwear Fealty to the King of Caflilc, and 
he confultiug with chd Principal Ca¬ 
ciques, refolv’d to do it, which he did 
in Form, promifing to pay a Tribute, 
with the Tears Handing in his Eycs,aud 
tlie fame was done by the Petty Kings, 
fwbjed to him. 

Cants feeing lb much Gold, would 
needs know, where they found it, and 
Montezuma lent ibmc Indians to three 
fcveral Places with Spanijh Officers, who 
rcttirn’d with the value of 1500 pieces 
of Eight, in Gold duft, which the In¬ 
dians had gather’d in the Sand of cer¬ 
tain Rivers. After this the Emperor 
made a Preftnt by way of Tribute to 
the King of Spain, of all his Fathers 
Treafure, which was flint up pi the a- 
formentioil’d Apartment; befides many 
Jewels brought him by the Caciques. 

All the Gold being melted into Plates, 
by the King’s Officers and Seal’d, there 
was found to the value of tfooooo pieces 
of Eight; whereof one 5th part being 
deduced for the King, and another for 
Cants, the reft was divided among the 
Men. The Idol Priefts provok'd* that 
Cents had fet up the Crofs upon their 
Temple excited the People to fall upon 
’em^md therefore Afwretww.* advis’d him 
to be gone; but he to gain time, Paid he 
had deftroy’d his Ships, and could not 
go, till he had built three Ships. Men- 
lezMtn* allow’d of the delay, order’d 
Workmen to build the Ships, and pro¬ 
mis’d to keep the People quiet- 

This being the Poltnre of Affairs at tfsrvst^ 
Mexico, and James Etlafyusz under ft and Tent a- 
ing that Cones, had fent Deputies to die 
Emperor with rich Prcfcius, without 
taking notice of him, he fitted out 19 
Sail, with 1400 Men and zo pieces of 
Cannon, and fent them under the Gom- 
maud of Famphilo de Narvaez^ with 
whom went an Oydore,or Judge of San¬ 
to Domingo, to mediate between him, 
and Cents, Cnee it had been in his Pow¬ 
er to hinder his fetting out, The Fleet 
coming into the Port of St. John de Viva, 
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Montezuma (oon had notice of it ; bc- 
CemelU. caufe the Indians who were upon Guard 
1598. a t t | iat p 0 rt, brought the whole Fleet 
painted upon a Cloth of Ne'cjiten or 
Maghcy. He fent Narvaez, a good Pre- 
fent of Gold, Quilts, and Provifions, 
and had in anfwer from him, that Cortes 
was a Run-away, and Rebel to his King, 
and that he was come to fecure him, 
and deliver Montezuma from his Impri- 
fonment. Cones being inform’d hereof 
by Montezuma, who thought he had 
known it all before, having advis’d with 
his Captains, writ to Narvaez, defiring 
him for the Honour of their Nation, and 
the lake of the King’s Service, not to 
raife the City againlt him, caufcd Mon¬ 
tezuma to be let at Liberty, offering 
him all that was Conquer’d, and pro- 
mi fing to retire to another Province. 
Narvaez inftcad of giving ear to thefe 
fair Propofals, put the Oydore into Irons, 
becaufc be advis’d him to Peace, and 
march ont with his Forces towards Mex¬ 
ico. Cortes hearing of it, left Peter de 
Alvarado, with fome Men to fecure Mon¬ 
tezuma and their Fort, and fet opt him- 
felf, with the reft of his Forces, to 
meet Narvaez , demanding afliftance of 
his Friends at TUfcala. His Men, and 
above 6000 Indians arm’d with Pikes, 

'Kan-aer t0 kec P ofr thc Horfe, prepar’d to de¬ 
puted. . ^nd themlelves. Cortes being come with 
his little Army, within a League of 
Cempoalla, in the dark of the Night, 
pafs’d over a Brook that was before him, 
and furprixing Narvaez and his Forces, 
routed, and took him Prifoner, with 0- 
thers of his Officers, and all his Can¬ 
non ; obtaining a com pleat Victory o- 
ver an Army fix times more numerous 
than his. The next day all the Soul- 
diers of the adverfe Party, took an 
Oath to be obedient to him \ fo that he 
having now fecur’d rp Ships, fent tofe- 
veral Parts, to make new ConqueRs. 
Advice was brought him from Peter de 
Alvarado that he was befieg’d, the Ci¬ 
ty having revolted, and Rood in need 
of fpeedy Succour. Cortes therefore 
leaving Narvaez in Cuftody at Ftra 
. . Cruz, march’d away in all fpeed with 
behead in 1 3 °° Foot:, and p <5 Horfe, befides 2000 
Mexico. Tlafcallans. He entred Mexico on the 
24th of June 1 <>20, and Montezuma 
coming to meet him in the Court, he 
would not fpcak to him, being angry 
that he had held a Cor refpon deuce 
with Naruaez. This lo incens’d the 
Emperor, that not regarding the Feal¬ 
ty he had Sworu, he caus’d James de 
Ordas as he was marching out of the 


Garrifon with 400 Men, to be fet upon 
by an infinite multitude of Indians with 
Slings, Arrows, Staves, and Stones, fo 
that they wounded him, and kill’d feve- 
ral _ of his Men, and then went to fire 
their Quarters, whicli was put out at 
Night. In the Morning the Spaniards 
renew’d the fight, but being overpow¬ 
er’d by the multitude of Enemies, many 
were kill'd, tho’ they tell not unre¬ 
veng’d j and the reft retir’d to their 
Quarters, to fortify themfelves. Here 
they were fo vigoroufly alTaulted in the 
Night, that many dropt on both fides. 

The War continuing, the Spaniards 
made lome wooden Towers to remove, 
and went out to burn the Temple, but 
were beaten back to their Quarters with 
the lofs of 45 Men. This made them 
refolve to fue for Peace the next Day, 
and to depart Mexico ; but as foon as ever 
it was Day they were attack’d by thc 
Indians on all fides, with fuch Fury, that 
Cones was forced to fend a Religious 
Man to Montezuma, to defire he would 
make his Subjects delift, and he would 
be gone immediately. Montezuma, be- 
ing Rill Angry, refus’d at firR, but then 
comply d, and from a Gallery command¬ 
ed the Mexicans to lay down their Arms. 
This was accordingly done, but imme¬ 
diately four Caciques came up to the Em¬ 
peror, and told him. That the People 
being highly offended, and refolv’d that 
the Spaniards fhould Perifh, whatever 
came of it, had chofen another Empe¬ 
ror, for which they nevmhelefs beg’d 
his Pardon. Nolooner were thefe Words 
fpoken, but the Indians let fly many 
Stones and Arrows towards Montezuma, 
fo that he was wounded in the Head, 
Arms, and Legs, whereof he loon after 
dy’d, having reign’d 17 Years. 

Cortes acquainted the new King with 
Montezuma's, Death, and fent him his 
Body, that it might be honourably Bu- 
ry’d ; and then demanded of the Mexi¬ 
cans, to put one of Montezuma's Sons in 
Pofleflion of the Empire,bccau fe he whom 
they had Chofcn was no lawful Emperor 
renewing his Demands of Peace in order 
to depart Mexico. Jnftead of Peace they 
fell fb furioufly upon his Quarters, that 
they kill’d many Soldiers, whereupon 
the next Day Cones march’d out with all 
his Forces, to be reveng’d, bnrnc many 
Houfcs, and kill’d abundance of Indians , 
but with great lofs on his fide. Perceiv¬ 
ing it was importable to withfiand fuch 
Numbers of Enemies, Provifions and 
Powder growing fcarce, he relblv’d to 
depart Mexico. FirR he kill’d Monte - 
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rs»A^> zjtnti *’s Kindred, and the petty Kings lie 
Gemelli. had Prifbners, and then Oil Thurfdsey the 
1598. ioch of July 1520, when the Indians 
yvNJ Jeaft cxpeTed it, having divided the a- 
fore mention’d Gold among his Soldiers, 
Mtxito. began to March filently out of the City, 
carrying along with him a wooden Bridge 
to pafs over thofe Places where the 
Banks were broken down. As he was 
palling over the Banks at Mid-night, tho’ 
it was very Dark, the Enemy perceiv’d 
him, and attacking him both by Land, 
and from the Canals in a great number 
of Boats, kill’d at ieaft twenty Spaniards, 
part with the Sword, and part drown’d 
fa the Water betides feveral Prifouers, 
the Canals being choak’d with dead Men 
and Horfcs. Alvarado here taking a 
wonderful Leap tocfcape falling into the 
Enemies Hands, that Place is to this Day 
call’d Alvarado' s Leap. Having pafs'q 
the Bridge, Corns came in all haft to Ta¬ 
cuba, with the Indians always at his Back ; 
but being afliam’d that many were left 
behind Wounded, expos’d to the Cru* 
elty of the barbarous Enemy, he turn’d 
back to fetch them oft But feeing the 
People of -Tacuba and Efcapuzako all in 
Arms again ft him, he was forced, fol¬ 
lowing Tlafiallan Guides, to take the by 
Roads, ft ill purfu’d by the Indians in 
the dark Night. Being come to a Tem¬ 
ple, he halted, fortifying himfetf to 
have the ConYcniency of Drefltng his 
wounded Men; for whichRcafon after¬ 
wards the Church of our Lady de Us 
Comes to Remedias, was ercftcd there. This was 
ThsfcAa. call’d the difmal Night, becaufc of the 
great Slaughter, efperially of thofe, who 
forwarded their own Death by not for- 
faking their Gold. They continu’d their 
Retreat (till facing the Mexicans ; but 
the Battle on the 14th of July near O- 
samba was very remarkable, and the 
Slaughter was great on both fides, after 
which upon a Mufter, there were found 
but 440 Spaniards. This fmall Body 
coming to Tlafcala was well receiv’d, 
tho’ it had loft 1200 Tlafcallans. 

Cortes re- Quauhtintoc, Mcntecjima'i near Kinf- 
inforced. man began his Reign at Mexico , being 
elefted, as was Paid before; and at the 
fame time 120 Men, and 17 Horfe acci¬ 
dentally reinforced Cortes ; for Francis 
de Garay having Pent three Ships to take 
PoffefTtOii of the River of Pamtco, the 
Soldiers meeting with more Oppofition 
than they expected, went all away to 
Cories. 

He now thought good to fend away 
lorne Officers and Soldiers, part into 
Spain, and part to Hifpanuda and Cuba, 
Vol. IV. 


to make known what he had done till 
that time ; and fome to Jamaica ro buy 
Horfes. Another parcel of Souldiers 
came out of Spain, and arriving at Ve- 
ra-Crnc. joyn’d him, fo that on the 2<Sth 
of December he march’d towards Tefcuco, 
with llis Spaniards and 10000 Tlafcallans. 

There he was honourably receiv’d by fe- 
ven of the principal Lords of the Coun¬ 
try, and the petty King, who gave him 
a Gold Banner. Some Days after, find¬ 
ing bimfelf Strong, having receiv’d an¬ 
other Recruit brought by the King’s 
Treafurer in one Ship, ,11 id 73 Biigan- 
tines he bad caus’d ro be Built being rea¬ 
dy ; he firft fubdud the Country about* 
which had revoked ; and then refolv’d 
to go about the Lake, through the Ca¬ 
nals to find out the propereft way to Be- 
liege Mexico. 

Accordingly he Pet out on the 5th of Returns to 
April 1521, with 365 Spaniards, and *- Mexico. 
bove 20000 arm'd Indians, belides thofe 
who follow’d the Army like Ciows on¬ 
ly to glut them Pelves with Man’s Flefh. 

After lubdning TefputUn , palling for¬ 
ward thro’ Cornavaca , he overthrew the 
Mexicans in a bloody Fight, but they 
bringing frefh Forces, attack’d the Spani¬ 
ards feveral times at Srnhimiko. Cortes 
return’d to Tefcuco, and uodcrftauding 
that a Friend of Narvaez, was confpii ing 
with others to Murder him, he caus’d 
the Confpirators to be Hatig’d. 

Upon a Mufter at Whiifontide 1521, 
he found he had 84 Horfe, 650 Foot 
arm’d with Sword, and Lance, and 194 
with Fire-Arms, He took 150 of thefe, 
and dirtribtued them among the Brigan¬ 
tines, each of which carry’d twelve Oars; 
the teft of his Men he divided into nine 
Companies, giving one Man the chief 
Command over three of them. He or¬ 
der’d 8000 Tlafcallans to go Befiege /c- 
tapalapa, Cuioacan , and Tacuba , and 
broke down the Aqueduft of CbapuUepec i 
that carry’d the Water to Mexico. He 
went in his Brigantines about the Lake, 
and finking feveral Canoocs of Indians 
made his way over to Izjtapalapa to re¬ 
lieve Gonzjdo de Sandoval, who was bc- 
fet by feveral Bodies of Mexicans. Ha¬ 
ving brought him olT, he Pent him to At¬ 
tack the Bank of Tepeaquilltt, now call’d 
the Caufway of our Lady of Guadalupe , 
whilft he dividing his Forces into three 
Parts, and Back'd by the Brigantines 
went to A (fault the Mexicans. The Spa¬ 
niards could do little good, bccaofc at 
Night they loft all the Ground they had 
gain’d upon the Caufways ; for all the 
Houfes being encompafs’d with Water,

On the 24th ol June the Spaniards 
were attack'd on all (ides, and tho’ they 
kept their Ground with a very limit lofs j 
yet Cories being fallible that all- delays, 
were Prejudicial, his Army decreafmg, 
he refolv’d to break on a Hidden into 
Tiateiuko, then the greacelt Square in 
Mexico, now the Monaftcry of Santia¬ 
go, or St. James, ol the Francifcaris, and 
thence advance to gain the Streets of 
Mexico, The three little Squadrons ad¬ 
vanced three fcveral ways, but all to no 
pur pole •, for Cortes pti filing too for¬ 
ward upon one ot the Cauiways, whi¬ 
ther the Indians had drawn him by giv¬ 
ing way ■, and being bore down by the 
Water and Mud, was wounded in the 
Leg, and rio of his Men taken Prifon- 
ers •, nor did the other Squadrons fuller 
lefs, being attack’d in Canooes by Wa¬ 
ter , and by Land with Sticks and ‘ tones 
from the tops of the Iloufes, nor could 
the Brigantines relieve them, being 
kept off by the Timbers laid acrofs the 
Channels. The Indians Sacrific’d all the 
Spaniards they had taken, to the Idol 
Maychiioboi ; call ing their Bodies out to 
be devour’d by Wild Beafls, and keep¬ 
ing only the Legs and Arms, to eat 
them with Chilmolc, a hot Sauce. They 
Head their Faces, to put on that Skin 
they took ofl like a Vizor at the Solem¬ 
nity. 

After fo many Ioffes, tlteSouldiersof 
TiajcaU , Tefcuco, and other places, went 
away home del pairing of Succefs ; fo 
that the few Spaniards were left to 
keep the Polls they had fecur’d, part of 
them filling the Ditches with Eaithand 
Fafcine, whilH others Rood upon their 
Guard, the Brigantines at the fame time 
with all their force, driving to break 
through the obflraftions lay’d againft 
them in the Cm a Is. Thus they advan¬ 
ced fo far without falling into the Wa¬ 
ter, not with Handing the oppofition of 
the Mexicans, that the Soulaiersof TUfi 
cola, and Tcjcuco , came again to their 
affiftance. 

In the mean while CVr« made apnli- * 
cation to the King for Peace, but he dai¬ 
ly grew more obftinate in carrying on 
the War \ which made Cortes demand fup- 
plies of his Confederates. They being 
come, perceiving the King would not 
hearken to any accommodation , lie 
caus’d die City to be atlaulced at all three 
Attacks, and gain’d Ground as far as the 
great Temple of TUtddco, on which 


he fet up his Colours. Three days af- He takes 
ter, all the three Attacks were carry’d P artoft!lC 
on fo fuccefs fully, that they met In one Clt ** 
Body. Then the King ana his Men re¬ 
tir’d to that Port of the City, where 
the Houfcs weie encoropafs’d with Wa¬ 
ter j but there many were kill’d by the 
Spaniards (hot, who had drawn up all 
their force in the place of TlatduUe. 

Peace was demanded a third time, but 
the Indians , after a Ce flu cion of three 
days, fell again upon the Spaniards , who 
had been fupply’d with Powder, and 0- 
ther jiecclTrries, by a Ship come from 
Spain. Cortes feeing the King would not 
hearken to Peace, relying on the Wa¬ 
ter that fecur’d him, order’d Chrijhpher 
de Sandoval to befiege him with the Bri¬ 
gantines. This done, the King feariag 
the People would kill him, got into a 
Boat with his Wives and belt movea¬ 
bles, and lied over the Lake 5 which 
Sandoval undei Handing, he fent Garcia 
Holguin after him * who took him and 
all his Company, and brought him to 
Cortes, without touching any thing that 
belong'd to him, particularly the Wo¬ 
men, for w hom the King was concern’d. 

Cortes had been on the top of a Tem¬ 
ple, to view the A&ion ; but as foonas King of 
he heard of the King’s being taken, he ^riieCi- 
camc down to prepare a place to re- t „ 
ceive him Friendly. The wretched 
Prince, with Tears Handing in his Eyes, 
faid to him. Lord Mel inch c, I have done 
my Duty in defending my City and People -■ 

Since Fortune has thrown me into your 
Hands, I defire you to kill me with that 
Sword by your fide,that 1 may not be reduc’d 
to a more rniferable Condition, Bccaufc 
you have bravely defended" your City 
( anfwer’d Cortes ) you deferve the great¬ 
er Honour and Efiecm. That fame day 
he fent him to Cuyoacan with Sandoval. 

This hapning in the Evening, on the 
13th of ddugufi 1521, being the day of 
St. HippoLtus, after a Siege of 93 Days ; 
therefore the Annivcrfary ot the Con- 
quefl is kept on that day, 3s has been 
(aid before. Quauhtimoc' was about 
24 Years of Age7 well made, of a dark 
Complexion, and a long Face. For this 
Conqueft, CtrtM had given him for his 
Coat of Arms three Crowns, with a Bor- 
dure of leven Kings heads. He difmift 
ail the Indians that had afTifled him, with 
Thanks, fending them away loaded with 
Spoils of the Conquer’d and the Mex¬ 
icans thought themfelves very Rich, in 
carrying away many Loads of dry’d 
Flelh, of the flain Mexicans.

After cleaning the Streets, and remov- 
Gemelli. ing the dead Bodies, the next thing was 
1698. theTorturing the Lord of Tefcuco, to ob- 
</Y\> lige him todifeover where the Gold was 
hid, all they had found being worth bnc 
386000 Crowns. Then the City Was 
Rebuilt, that it might be again Inhabit¬ 
ed, and feveral Commanders were fent 
to fubdue other Provinces \ and Cortes 
went in Perfon, and Conquer’d that of 
Pamco. After his return to Mexico , he 
fent two Ships to Spain) and in them, 
Alonso tie Avila , and Antony tie Quinones, 
with a Prefenc of 220 Thouland Crowns 
in Gold Plates, and all that was left of 
Montezuma's Treafure, to ask of the 
King the Government of New Spain for 
him i and intreat him not to fend Law¬ 
yers into the Indies, to breed Difiention 
among the Inhabitants. 

Thefe two fail’d oa the 20th of De¬ 
cember 1522} but being come to the Ter- 
t era I(lands, Florin 3 firtneh Pirate took 
both the Ships, Gold and Jewels, and 
earry’d Avila Prifoner into France , Qui¬ 
nones being Dead before. The King of 
France , when that rich Treafure was 
brought to him, laid, The Emperor 
Charles V. and the Kin? of Portugal have 
divided the ne IP World between them , with¬ 
out allowing me any Share / would defire 
them to Jhow me Adam’j Will, which En¬ 
titles them to it. 

Avila going into Spain did not only 
obtain the Government of New Spain 
for Cortes , but a Confirmation of the 
Divifion he had made of the Country a- 
mong the Conquerors , and Power to do 
the like for the future. Some time after 
Cortes fent the Emperor 80000 Crowns, 
and a ftnall Culverin curioufly wrought, 
all of Gold and Silver, call’d the Phe- 
nix, with this Infcription, 

Ave nacio fin par , 

To en ferviros fin fegundo , 

T vos fin iguat en el mnndo. 

That is, As the Pheuix has no Mate, 
fo neither had any Man ferv’d you like 
me, nor have yon any Equal to you in 
the World. 

Cones going afterwards to punilh the 


Rebellion of Chriflophcr de Olid, in the 
Province sof Higueras and Honduras, took 
along with him Quanghtimoc , and the 
Lord of Tacaba, and caus’d them to be 
Llang’d in the Village of GheyacoU ; 
which Aftion his own Men did not ap¬ 
prove of. The King before his Death Other 
laid, J have been long convinced of the Ccmjudla 
Falfhood of your Words , Captain Melinche, 
and that you would put yte to Death , un¬ 
happy I that did not kill my fclf that fame 
Day you were VtBorious over me. I hope 
God will Pitmjb you, Jbr killing me fo wrong¬ 
fully. The Lord of Tacufja, faid he, was 
pleas’d to Die with the King his 'Uncle. 

Finding Olid already put tefbeath, Cor¬ 
tes with incredible Celerity fubdu’d tbofe 
and other Provinces, and return’d to 
Mexico irt June 1525. 

Being afterwards put upon his Trial arm 
by theEmperor'sOrdcr, be was depriv’d made a 
of the Government of New Spaini and Marquds; 
therefore went away to Court. He was 
there honourably received in the Year 
1527, and created Marqueft del Valle , 
worth at this Day 60000 pieces of Eight 
a Year, and had the Title of Captain 
General of New Spain , and of the South 
Sea and to complcat his Honour, fal¬ 
ling Sick the Emperor went to fee him. 

Then returning into the Indies ; he re¬ 
tir’d to his own Efface, and apply’d him- 
felf to building of Ships, as he had pro¬ 
mis’d to do, to difeover other Iflands, 
and Countries on the South Sea. After 
difeovering California with a thoufand 
Difafters, and the Ex pence of 300000 
pieces of Eight, he came over to Spain 
to have his Ex peaces allow’d him y but 
was fo far from getting his Mony, that 
he was forbid going over to the Indies , 
til] he had flood Trial. At length re¬ 
turning with the Emperor from the Siege 
of Argier , he dy’d at CafhUeja oil the 
Sea Coaft, near Sevil, on the fecond of 
December 1545, at the Age of 62. His 
Bones were convey’d to the Monaltery 
of St. Francis in Mexico , as he had de¬ 
fied. He was of a proportionable Sta¬ 
ture, a fwarthy Complexion, a black 
Beard, and had the Scar of a Cut on his 
under Lip.

Fs- 
tarre allur’d by Atabalib* s Wealth, al¬ 
ter plundering the Place, which he call c 
St. Michael, fet forward for Caxamaka ; 
and being threaded 011 the way by the 
King, civilly anfwcrd, That he ooly 
defir’d to vifit him from the Emperor, 
and fo want on. Being come to Caxa- 
mdea, he fortify’d himfclf againft the 
Will of Atabaliba, and. then feat two 
Mclftagers to acquaint him with his Ar¬ 


rival at that Place. They brought back 
a very ill Anfwer, whereupon he pre¬ 
par’d to give Battle, tho’ much inferior 
in Power. The King being inform'd of 
the Ralhuefs of the Spaniards, mov’d 
with all his Army towards Caxamaka. 

He was carry’d upon a Seat of Gold, 
adorn’d with Parrots Feathers. On his 
Head, which wasShav’d, he had a Wool¬ 
len Crimfon Cap, which fhow’d him to 
be King of Cause-, and lus Ears were al- 
moft rent with the weight of the Gold 
hanging at them. Being come to Caxa¬ 
maka, and having heard of one fent from 
Pizarro, who advis’d him to pay Tri¬ 
bute to the Emperor \ he was fo much 
offended, that he prefently began to fliew 
himfelf an Enemy. Then the Spaniard* 
fell upon the Peruvians on all fides, but 
more particularly upon the King i who 
after much Oppolition, being at laft jubaiiid 
pull'd by his Garment off - bis Seat, was taken, 
made Priloner. Thus the Spaniards were 
foon Vidors, and cook all the Baggage, 
which was worth a .Treafure; but Pi¬ 
zarro was wounded in both Hands. A- 
tabdiba fpr bis. Ranfom offer’d to fill a 
great Room with Silver and Gold, as 
high as Pizarro could reach with bis 
Baud *, and his Offer being accepted 
of, when his Victorious Commanders 
brought his Brother Gaafcar Piifoner, 
he commanded him to be kill’d. This 
Guafiar had been appointed Heir of all 
the Kingdoms of Peru by their Father 
Guaynacapa y and to Asabdiba, who wpi 
the younger Brother, he left only the 
Kingdom of Quito and this was the 
oca lion of the War between the two 
Brothers. This was alfo the caufe of 
Gxajcar's peath i for th? other being 
then Lord of all, hoped to be able to 
pay Pizaerro the promis’d Sum. But he 
was Punifh’d after the fame manner for 
his Barbarity ; for having deliver’d the 
Ranfom, inftcad of being fee at Liberty, 
he was Strangled i in vain fuing for Mer¬ 
cy, upbraiding Pizarro with breach of 
Faith, and deiiring to be fent Prifoner 
to the Emperor. Thus a vaft Country 
was fubdu’d without any Blood(hed, both 
Brothers being Dead, and none oppofing 
the Spaniards 

The War with the Indians being at an CiTi j 
end , it began among the Spaniards , war. 
through Ambition ol Command and Hun¬ 
ger of Gold y for Pizarro fell at variance 
with Almagro, and at laft lira ogled him, 
and beheaded his own Brother Ferdinand 
Pizarro. £>. James dc Almagro reveng’d 
his Father's Death, ftabbing Francis Pi¬ 
zarro, baffard Son to Gonzalo Pizarro ot 
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Navarre , at Lima in the Year 1541. This 
Lemeiit. done he rais'd confidcrablc Forces, and 
l * 9 Jf at length being in Rebellion came to a 
violent Death. The Emperor being 
inform’d of all thefe Di{orders, fcnc four 
Oydores, , or Judges, and Blafco Nnnnez. 
to be Viceroy, with new Laws and 
Ordinances; but the new Conquerors re¬ 
filling to obey them, Re bell’d and made 
GmzAo fizjtrro their Commander. The 
Oydores feeing the Country up in Arms, 
Imprifon’d the Viceroy, and took upon 
them the care of the Government. Some 
were for putting him to Death, and o- 
thers for fending him into Spain to the 
Emperor. 

In the mean while GonzAo Pizjtrro 
made himfelf Governour of Peru, with 
abfoiute Power ; but the Oydore Alvarez^ 
who had been intrufted eo carry the 
Viceroy into Spain , when they came to 
Guaara , fet him at Liberty, The Vice¬ 
roy now thought he had overcome all 
Difficulties ; but Pizjtrro routed his For¬ 
ces at Quito, and caus’d his Head to be 
cut off by a Black; the fame he after¬ 
wards did to Vtla Nunez, the Viceroy’s 
Brother upon fome flight Jealoufly. The 
Emperor was much concern’d at the Im- 
prifonment of the Viceroy, and Infolence 
of Pizjtrro ; and therefore to redrefs thefe 
Diforders, fent D. Peter Gafca a Prieft, 
with full Power, and Blanks fuberib’d, 
to make ufe of as he faw occafion. 

Gafca went over in the Year 1546 with 
two Oydores or Judges his Friends, and 
very few others; and being come to?«- 
nama, writ to Piz.arro, advifing him to 
lay down his Arms and fubmit to the 
Emperor, who would pardon all that 
was pafs’d, as might appear by his Ma¬ 
kefiles Letter. Thefa Letters had no 
good effeft on Pizjtrro or his principal 
Affociates; who joyning, to the number 
of lixty , anfwer’d Gafca , That they 
thought it not convenient for him to come 
into Peru, after fo much Slaughter commit- 
ed there , the Minds of the People being fiill 
very much exafperated ; and that they would 
write thtntfelves, and fend their Deputies to 
the Emperor to jujlifie their Proceedings. 


Gafca perceiving there was nothing to 
be done by fair means, began ro raife 
Men, and manag’d Peter de Hmojofa fo 
dexceroufiy, that he put Pinarro’s Fleet 
into his Hands. This difeouroging Pi~ 
raerr.es Party, many of them went over 
to Gafca , who by that means being grown 
formidable, went away into Peru. There 
after feverai Defeats given Pizjtrro, he 
at length took him Prifoner in the laft 
Battle of Xaqitixaguana. Gafca refer’d Executed, 
the Tryal of him and twelve others to 
the Licentiate Cianra, and the Marlhal 
Alvarado , who pafs’d Sentence of Death 
againfl them for high Treafon. Piutrr* 
was carry’d to the Place of Execution on 
a Mule, with his Hands tyd, and a Cloak 
over him. His Head was carry’d to Li¬ 
ma, and fet upon a Pole in the Market- 
Place, with this Infcription; 

This is the Head of the Traitor GonZalo 
Pizarro, who join’d Battle in the Valley of 
Xaquixaguana , againfl the Emperor’s 
Standard. Monday the $nh of April 1548. 

After the unfortunate end of the firft 
Conquerors of that Country, and the 
Imprifonmeut of the Oydore or Judge, 

Zepeda, for the other three who had 
feiz’d the Viceroy were Dead, Gafca ap. 
ply d himfelf to fettle the Government; 
and thus a Churchman brought the War 
to that happy end his Predeceflors could 
not attain to. He return’d to Spain in 
July 155°, andprefented the Emperor 
with a Million and a half, for all which 
good Services he was made Bilhop of 
Placencia. 

The Civil Wars being ended with the 
Death of at leaft an hundred and fifty 
Captains, and other Commanders ; the 
Souldiers carry’d on the Conqueft, al¬ 
ways following the rich Country, and 
leaving the Poor ; fo that at prefent the 
Crown of Spain is poflefs’d in America 
of a Country 9300 Leagues in extent, 

Vix.. 337s Southward, and the reft North¬ 
ward. It is to be obferv’d before we 
leave this Country, that in Pern, for 
500 Leagues in length, from Tumbez. to 
Chile, and 15 Leagues in breadth, it ne¬ 
ver Thunders, Lightens nor Rains, 


CHAP. VI. 

The further Account of what hapnedto the Author at Vera-Cruz before he lm- 

hark’d. 

S Vnday the 10th, I return’d in the E- nth. Tuefday 12th, I went again a 
vening to V r ra-Cruz., and carrying fhoocing to the Farm call’d S. John, where 
the dainty PheaCmts I had kill’d with me, befidcs the Garden abounding in all forts 
din’d with the Govewiour on Monday of Fruit and efpecially of the Tart, I 

found 
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fouud a little Wood full of Birds and 
Gtmelli. wild Bealls-, and was courteoufly Enter- 
*698. tabl'd by the Owner. Wednefday 13th, I 
went out a (hooting with a Mdoto for 
my Guide, in a Wood by the Bank of 
a good River, where l kill’d fame Royal 
Pheafiats; and having (hoc down a wild 
Boar, the ignoraatafe&teo ran and catch'd 
him by one of his Feet, and the Boar 
turning, ftruck him through the Arm 
with his (harp Tusks. ! t is to be obferv’d, 
that tho’ the Boars of America, do not 
emit any Excrement at that Navel 1 faid 
they have oa their Back, a Span from 
the Tail; yet they feud forth fuch a [il. 
thy Scent, that if it be not cut off as 
foonas the Bead is kill’d, it fo iufcflsaU 
the Flcfb, that there is no eating of it. 
1 return’d home foil of Garrapatas, a fort 
of Vermin bred in the Woods like Crab- 
lice, which from the Plants get upon 
People’s Cloaths as they go by, and 
pierce into the very Fiefli, fo that it re¬ 
quires much Trouble and Dexterity to 
get them out. 

Sunday 17th, I heard Mafs in the Church 
Churches of the Mtrcenarians , where there are 
thirteen Altars, but ill fet off The 
Moualtery is very mean, but they have a 
fine Belfry. The Monaftery of the Frm- 
dfcans, which I (aw Tuefday 19th, has 
large Dormitories, and the Church ele¬ 
ven Altars. The Dominican Convent is 
Poor, the Church finall and has nine Al¬ 
tars. The Parifti Church is call’d Nueflra 
St nor a la Antigua, or our Lady the Anti- 


ent The Augufiinians arc fo Poor that 
they have no Church, but only a little 
Chappie. The Hofpital of S. Hhmlitus 
is divided into two Parts, one for Men, 
and the other for Women; but both 
fmall. 

Fuday igth, I went out to divert me, 
and hapning to (hoot a Parrot, as he fell 
he crykf our like a Man, as it were to call 
the reft to his A Affiance, and they flew a- 
bout in Swarms crying out, fo that they 
levin d to cloud the Sky. Then I (hoc 
two Royal Pheafants, 3 Cock and a Hen, 
for they always go together. The Cocks 
Feathers are all Black, except tliofe up¬ 
on his Beliy, and a curious curl’d Tuft on 
his Head ; the Hen is of a Cinnamon' 
Colour. Thole they call Gritonts are 
iio biggei than a Phcaiantin Europe, and 
all black. I heir Bones are venomous to 
Dogs. T he wild Turkeys here are mor¬ 
tal Enemies to the tame Ones, and kill 
them whenever they can. 

B'ing near the time of my Departure, 
D .Francis Lor a,it. y Rada, Knight of the 
Order or Santiago or $. James, recom¬ 
mended me to the Captain of a Veffcl that 
was to carry me to Havana, and gave 
me Letters of Recommendation to Cap¬ 
tains ot Galeons there, as alfo a Prefent 
m Mony. D. Alonfo de Penalojd, Cap¬ 
tain of Horfe, fent me another Prefent 
of Sweetmeats for my Voyage. I felt a 
fit of a Fever, and had a Mule ftolen 
from me out of the King’s Stables. 


CHAP. VII. 

The Author's Ftyage to the Port of Havana in the IJland of Cuba. 


H Aving taken leave of the Gover¬ 
nor and Friends, on Saturday the 
14U1 of December , I went aboard the Vef- 
fcicall d the SevtBian, that came with Li¬ 
cence from Maracao , to joyn the Gale- 
ons at Havana, and Sail with them to 
Cadiz,. The Governor added one Fa¬ 
vour to nil the reft, which was not to 
fuffer my Trunks to be open’d at the 
Cuftom-Houfe. About Noon we fell 
down along the Wcftern Channel, clofe 
to the Caftle, which is little and incon¬ 
venient as well for the Governor as Soul- 
diers; keeping a very watchful Eye, be- 
caufe of the many Flats on ail tides; 
and that it was but now newly felling 
after the North Winds, which hinder 
Ships getting out of the Bay of Mexico, 
whole Form is like a half Moon, and much 
more out of the Channel. There Is ano¬ 


ther way in on the Eaft fide for fmall 
Boats. We got out about Evening and 
fleer’d N. E. and by N- 
Sunday 15th, we held on the fame 
Courfe with the Wind atN. W. the Jar. 
20 deg. 12 min, Monday tefth, held the 
fame Courfe, the Wind S. E. 1 st. 21 deg. 
1 inin. Tuefday 17th, we had a great 
Storm, which made the Captain Sick, 
much more the Paffeugers, and the fame 
Wind continuing, we run to Northward 
to avoid certain Rocks, and then fail’d 
upon a Line for Havana, the lat. 22 
deg. 5 min. Wednefday 18th, the Wind 
blew ftormy at N. which made us run 
away to E. the lat. x 4 deg. The fame 
Wind continu’d Tbstrfday 19th, and we 
kept upon the fame Line ; but Friday 
20th, the Wind coming to S. we flood 
N. E. and by E. being in 24 deg. 3 min. 
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of Iat, At Might we flood E- M. E. and 
fo continu'd Saturday 2.1 ft, making much 
way. Finding 25 deg. 30. min lac. which 
Was enough to avoid the Flats, we flood 
for the Ifland of Cuba due E. Four 
hot) s after Night the Wind blew hard 
at N. W. with Rain, which made us 
fleer E. arid by S. , 

Sunday 2id. T uny-Fifti being Teen, it 
was fuppos'd we were near L and, lat. 
25 deg. 2 6 min. Monday 23th, the W ind 
atN. we ran E. S.E and then E. and by 
S. finding the lat. 25 deg. 20 min. At 
Night we were quite becalm’d but Tuef 
day 24th, being Chriftmafs Eve, the 
Wind tame up at S. W. and drove us E. 
S.E- At Night we were again becalm’d; 
and tVednefdey 25th being Chriflmafs 
Day, the Wind blowing at N. E. we 
fail'd S. E. (at. 2+ deg. 55 min. Tbac 
Night nobody flept, the Waves beat fo 
furioufly. 

Thursday 26th, we fleer’d E 1 E- the 
Wind at N. E. whEhdroveus from the 
Land we were in light of, and gave us 


a more reftlefs Night chin the laft, lat. 
23 deg. 17 min. The Wind coming a- 
bout to S. we fleer’d E. Friday 2,7th* 
we law Land, and coafted along it all 
Day and Night, our Courfe E. At 
length we came tp an Anchor near the 
Caftle call’d Jtl Morro , which is at the 
Mouth of the Harbour, for tlio' we fir’d 
two Guns, the Caftellan took no care to 
put out a Light to fliow the way into the 
Port. a 

Saturday 28th, a South Wind blowing 
out of the Port, would not permit us to 
get in till Noon, and that always upon a 
Tack ■, fo that at laft: we arriv’d fafe at 
Havana, after a Voyage of 300 Leagues. 

I Jay aboard the Vcflel, becaofe there . 
were no Inns a Shore. Sunday 29th, the 
Wind blew fo furioufly at North* that 
the Waves beat over the Caflle de Mor¬ 
ro , and had not we got in as we did, 
we had been in great Danger. Mon¬ 
day 30th, 1 landed and carry’d my Goods 
to a Houfe l hir’d near the Hofpital of 
S. John de Dios. 


CHAP. VIII. 


The Defer ip tion of Havana* end Particulars of that Country. 
' H E Havana is a little City, half a 




I League in Com pi Is, feated in a 
Pum, and in the lat. of 23 deg. 20 min. 
It is almolt round, enclos’d with poor 
low Walls on the Land tide, and defend¬ 
ed on the other Part by the Water. 1 he 
Inhabitants are about 4000 Souls, Spani¬ 
ards, Atutato) and Blacks, who Itvemofl 
of them in low Houfes. The Women 
are Beautiful, and the Men Ingenious, 
The Goveruoi has alfo the Title of Cap¬ 
tain General of the Mind, and admini- 
fters Juft ice with the Afliflaoce of an A fi¬ 
fe {for, call’d a Lieutenant, who is ap¬ 
pointed by the Council ot the Indies. 

It is very dear living there, for three 
Ounces of Bread eoft fifteen Giains of 
Naples Mony, that is, aboiu three Pence 
Enftiji) i and half a Pound ot Meat the 
Tame Price. A Hen is worth a Noble, 
and Fruit and ocher things proportiom- 
bly, lb that a Man can fcarcc live under 
two Pieces of Eight a Day, efpecially 
when the Galeons ate there. Tho’ the 
Climate is temperate. Wheat has not 
throve there for fomc Years, andtherea- 
fou is not known, fo that what comes 
from abroad to the Bakers is dearly paid 
for. But this want is in fame meafure 
fuppiy’d bv a Root call’d yucca, where¬ 
of‘they make Bread, grating, and then 


pveding it to get out a venomous Juice 
there is in it. They bake it upon little 
earthen Stoves, aud this Bread terves 
not only the Poor, but the better fort 
who have large Families. This Root 
•produces neither Leaves nor Seed \ but 
they fet bits of it in the Ground to grow 
again. . , .. 

The Ifland is 300 Leagues in length 
from Eaft to Weft, and about 3° 
breadth. The Inhabitants are Poor hav- 
ing no Trade but Tobacco and Sugar. Black* 
A 1 the Labour falls upon the Blacks, of 
whom their Mafters exaS four Royals a 
Day, and fix when the Fleet Is there , 
and at leaft three of the Women ; now 
what can a roifcrablc Black do who has 
two Mafters, as often happens ? In Perse 
the Mafters Avarice is greater, for they 
fend the Black Women to be got with 
Child like Cows, afid if they prove bar¬ 
ren they fell them, _ 

The city Havana is cncompafs d on 
two lidcs by its fafe Harbour, which is 
fo deep, that the Ships Anchor within a 
few fteps of the Shore. It is defended 
by three Caftlcs, the thief of them call d 
del Morro , on the left Hind Of the Mouth 
of it ; the 2d, de la Puma, or of the Point, 
on the right; and the 3d* call'd only 
the Fort, on the right ot the laft 3 we 
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Ihall fpeak of them at large elfewhere. 
Gemetli. Friday 3d, I favv die little but neat 
1598. Church" call’d Santo Chrijlo del biiert viage, 
WW ferv’d by fccular Priefts. Next Day that 
of the Rccolets feated on the beft Ground 
in the City, and in it 12 beautiful Chap- 
pcls, and in the Monaftery Cells for 50 
Fathers. Tlie Weather which had con¬ 
tinu’d Serene and Warm as Summer, on 
Thurfday 9th chang’d fo Cold with Rain, 
that I believe the like has lcarce ever 
been felt in a Place lying in 23 deg. and 
2 min. of Latitude. Saturday 11 til, a 
J Vfg 0 Boat arriv’d in 24 Hours from the oppo- 
' J '"' lire Co aft of ''Florida, and fet aShore 
lome Indians of Cityo, Subjefts to a Caci- 
<y«ewhofe Name was Charles. Thefe, as 
well Men as Women, had no part of 
their Bodies cover’d, but only a Cloak 
before their Privities; and wore long 
Hair bound behind their Heads. They 
were Idolaters, of ihofe that are given 
not only toldienefs, but to all abomina¬ 
ble Vices. They were allow’d to Trade 
in hopes to convert them, becaufe their 
Prince, or Cacique, had contented to re¬ 
ceive 14 Francifcan Miflioners into his 
Country. Their chief Commodity is 
Filh ; fome little Amber they find along 
the fhore ; Tortoile-fhells, and a fort of 
Scarlet Birds to keep in Cages, for their 
Colour call’d Cardinals. 

Monday 13th, a fmall Veflel from Ja¬ 
maica, brought the News of the Peace 
concluded betwixt France and the Con¬ 
federates. iVeduefday r 5 th, I heard Mats 
in the Church of S. Glare , which has fe- 
ven Altars well adorn’d. The Monafte¬ 
ry will contain an hundred Religious Wo¬ 
men and Servants, who are there Clad 
in Blew. 

Thurfday 16th, the Chefts of Pieces of 
Eight began to be put aboard the GaIc¬ 
ons, the Kings held 3000 each, and the 
reft 2000, in all amounting to thirty 
Millions, as well belonging to the King 
as Merchants, for Goods fold at the Fair 
of rorta Beta , carry’d on between the 
Traders of Sevil and thofe of Lima, 
The great Faith thefe Traders repofe in 
one another, is very remarkable ; for 
when once agreed about the Price, they 
interchangeably deliver one another the 
Bales of Goods, and Chefts of Pieces of 
Eight, without feeing any thing of the 
Contents, but giving entire Credit to 
the written Particulars they deliver to 
one another ; for afterwards the Bales 
and Chefts are open’d in the prefence of 
publick Notaries, and if they find any 
thing amifs, the Companies of Sevil and 
Lima are to make all good. This Year 


the Company of Lima Traders paid 5000 
Pieces of Eight, for Goods found over 
and above in the Bales at the foregoing 
Fair. The fame is p raft ic’d at Acapul¬ 
co, when the Galeon comes from Manila. 

There was alfo deliver’d to the Mafter 
of Plate, (which is an Officer aboard 
tile Galeons , who had charge of all the 
Plate and Jewels^! aboard the Admiral, 
a Pearl weighing do Grains, Jhap’d like 
a Pear, by F. Francis de la Fuettte a Jefuit, A ric h 
to be deliver’d to the King. This Pearl Pear! ’ 
was taken at Panama , in the King’s I- 
fland, by a Black belonging to 3 Prieft ; 
who being rich, would not fell it to the 
Prelldent of Panama for 50000 Pieces 
of Eight, nor to the Viceroy of Peru 
for 700C0, both of them being to fend 
it to the King", but faid. He would carry 
it to his Majcjly himfelf. Being come to 
Pono Belo with the Pearl, which he call’d 
laPerjegttida , or the Perfecutcd, he there 
dy’d before he went aboard, and there¬ 
fore committed it to the care of the afore- 
laid F. Puente , who told me it was larger 
than that call’d la Peregrina, but lome- 
what duller. The Black had his Liberty 
for his Reward. 

There went aboard the Galeons 20 
Doftors of Peru, being the Sons of Spa¬ 
niards and Indian Women, going to 
Court for Preferment, and the leaft that 
every one of them carry’d was 30000 
Pieces of Eight. 

Monday 20th, going abroad a (hooting, 

I kill’d a great many of thofe Birds they ^ndCaw- 
call Cotorreras. Someof them have black tmtijss 
and green Feathers, and others blew; Birds, 
others black and green Wings; their 
Breafts red, and half the Head white. 

They are not amifs to eat- Returning 
home I kill’d two Guacamaijas , which 
tho’ they do not talk, arc fo finely Co¬ 
lour’d, that the beft Pencil can fcarcc 
equal them. The Country is very de¬ 
lightful, being full of little Houfes with 
Gardens and Farms, where there is no 
want of Indian Fruit. I found a fort of 
Snails very large, like the Sea Snails. 

Friday 24th, I faw the Church and Mo- 
naftcry of the Augnftinians ; the firft has 
thirteen little Altars, the latter very 
poor Dormitories. Sunday 26th, I was 
at the Mother Church of the City, where 
the Bifhop officiates with the Clergy be¬ 
longing to it, his Refidcnce being at 
Havana , tho’ the Cathedral is at Cuba 
where the Canons refide. 1 fpent fome 
Hours on Monday 27th, with theGover- 
nour of the Ifland and feveral other Gen¬ 
tlemen, that delighted to hear me dif- 
courfc of my Travels, and fee the Cu-

Saturday 2 2d , the Captain of the 
Mae strands , that is , of the feveial 
Trades belonging to the Building of 
Ships, reprefented to the Admiral, That 
the Ships being higher Built than Men of 
War, it would be fending of them to be 
loft if they went out under-loaded, as 
the Deputies intended to do. Hereupon 
on Sunday 23d, there wasa Council held 
of all the Sea-Officers, where they con¬ 
cluded that the Hold muft be well flow’d, 
that the Veflels might lie lower in the 
Water ^ a Determination of Judges who 
fpoke for their own Intereft} but that 
could not be approv’d of by the Coun¬ 
cil of the Indies, which had order’d that 
the Galtons fhould not be loaded with 
Merchandize. The Admiral therefore, 
having on Muuday 24th acquainted the 
Captains of the Galeons , and the Depu¬ 
ties of the Merchants, That it was con¬ 
venient for the King’s Service (or ra¬ 
ther for their own ) that the Galeons 
fhould be more loaded,; it began to be 
very diligently put in Execution on Tues¬ 


day 25th, the time appointed for failing 
drawing near. 

Monday 3d of March , I faw the Caftle Caftle dd 
del Morro , built upon a Rock, on the Mem. 
left of the Mouth of the Harbour, which 
it defends with a Platform of 11 Pieces 
of Cannon, call’d the Apoftles, which 
lie level with the Water ^ there are in 
all about 55 Guns in the Caftle. The 
Dirch about it is cut out of the Rock 
and fill’d by the Sea. Abundance of the 
Birds they call Cardinals , being brought 
over from Florida , 1 faw the People be¬ 
longing to the Galcon give ten pieces 
of Eight a piece forfomeof them, and 
fix for the worft. Upon Computation 
they faid there had been 18000 Pieces of 
Eight laid out upon thofe fooJifh Birds, 
notwithftauding the deplorable lofs of 
Cartagena , and the expenfive delay of 
keeping the Fleet three Yeats in Ameri¬ 
ca. Saturday 8th, Proclamation was made 
forbidding any that belong’d to the Fleet: 
to ftay in Havana upon pain of Death 3 
and in the Evening a Camion was fir’d 
to warn all Aboard. 

D. Ferdinand Chacon having generoilfly 
given me my Paflage gratis aboard his 
Galton , he fent on Sunday pth for my E- 
qtiipage. Monday 10th, feveral Grum¬ 
mets, who had receiv’d their Pay, ran a- 
way. Tuefday nth, I took Leave of my 
Friends, and provided Sweetmeats for 
my Voyage. 


CHAP. IX. 

The Author's Voyage from Havana to Cadiz. 


T HE Fleet being under Sail I went 
aboard onWedmfday 12th in the 
Afternoon. Thurfday 13th, the warn¬ 
ing Piece being fir’d, all the Galeons 
weigh’d Anchor again, and the Admiral 
by Sun-rifing made way out of the Har¬ 
bour. She touch’d upon fome Flat, 
and it coft time to get her off Being 
out of the Harbour fhe faluted the Caftle 
del Morro with feven Guns. The Mer¬ 
chant Ships follow’d, and then our Ga¬ 
bon ■, which faluted that they call the 
Fort with feven Guns, and was anfwer’d 
with fix, and then the Caftle dd Morro 
with fix and was anfwer’d with the 
fame number. We coafted along all 
Day to give the Vice-Admiral and the 
Ship call’d Garai time to come up with 
us. At Night it blew a Storm, which 
oblig'd us to lie upon a Tack. 

Friday 14th, wc were 20 Leagues from 
Havana , but the two aforemention’d 


Gal ons not appearing, we flood backa- 
gain, and meeting the Garai , nndcr- 
ftood fhe came our with the Vice-Admi¬ 
ral, but had parted in the Storm, which 
made us ftand our Courfe again. A 
Woman being found Aboard in Mans 
Cloarbs, and there beirig no poffibilicy 
of letting her affiorc; flie was left a- 
mong the other Women, 

Saturday 15th, the Wind Eaft, we 
fleer’d N- N- E. the l^t. 23 deg, 40 min. 
Sunday 16, the Wind N. W. we fleer’d N. 
E. and then N. N. E. Lat. 25 deg. which 
is the Latitude of the Point call’d Cahe- 
z,a de los Martyres and Entrance of the 
Channel of Bahama , form’d by the afore- 
fifid Point and los Cayos, or little I Hands. 
In this Place the Galeons the Year before 
were in fuch a terrible Storm, tho’ it was 
in September, that they had all like to 
have been loft, fome of them return’d 
to Havana Unmalted, and others had 
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much adoe to dear the Water with fe- 
Cemelli. verat Pumps. About Evening, we dif- 
1 699. cover’d the finail lllands it los Caimanes, 
C''V '0 The Wind came to ESlt, which made us 
fleer N. N. E- and then North. Mon¬ 
day 17th, the Wind S- E. we fleer'd the 
fame Courfe. The lat. 16 deg. 30 min. 

At Night it blew hard, and fiercer on 
Tuefday 18th, at N. N. E. Lat. 27 deg. 
40 rain. The Night was as uneafy as 
the lafti The Wind being N. E. on 
Wednefday 19, we fleer’d N. N. W. and 
coming about at Noon to E. N- E. wc 
alter’d our Courfe to N. The Lat. was 
found to be 28 deg. wherefore the Ad¬ 
miral gave notice by firing a Gun, that 
wc were out of the Channel, This 
Channel being 80 Leagues in length, and 
between 18 and 20 in breadth, is very 
Dangerous by reafon of the violence of 
the Current, and the great number of 
Iflands about it, which is the caufe that 
many Ships have been loft, believing 
they were out of it. When the Wind 
is fair, they run through it in little a- 
bove 24 Hours ; but it is abiolctely im* 
poffible for Ships bound for the Indies, 
by reafon of the Force of the Cur¬ 
rent. 

Being come into the Golf dt Us Tigris, 
or of Mares, we fleer’d N- and be E. 
Before Sun-fet, a Ship made a Sign that 
they faw Land, which made all found, 
and they found firft 25, and jo Fadome, 
Thurfday 20th, the Wind S. E. we fleer’d 
N. E, the Weather being bad becaufe 
of the Equinox. Friday 2 1 ft,, we fleer’d 
E. and by N. the Wind blowing hard at 
South, which parted our Ships, fo that 
Oil Saturday 22d, of twelve, that we 
were at fir ft,only 7 were to be feen. The 
lat. 28 deg. 30 min. bccaufe we had 
made but little way. Sunday 23d, the 
Wind blew hard at N. which made us 
run E. and by S. We were inform’d 
by one of the feven VefTeis, that the 
Admiral with the reft of the Ships af¬ 
ter the Storm, had fleer’d N. E. where¬ 
upon our Galeon commanded as Admi¬ 
ral, lat. 29 deg. 45 min. The Wind 
being contrary, made us lye by all Night, 
and before Noon on Monday 24th, to 
run E. N. E. the Wind at S. E, Tuefday 
15th, held on the fame Courfe. 

Wednefday 2tftb, the Wind came to 
S. W. yet we held the fame Courfe, to 
get more to Northward; the lat. 31 
deg. 20 min. At Night we made good 
way ; but Thurfday 27th, before Noon 
we were quite becalm’d. 

Having loft fight of two Merchants 
Ships, our Captain D. Ferdinand Chacon ,

call'd the other Captains aboard him, 
and order’d them to follow,his Flag, fet 
up on the Mizen, .the Admiral, and 
Vice-Admiral, being gone from us, be- 
caufc fome danger was fear’d on the 
Coaft of Portugal, and appointed the 
belt of the Merchants to Command as 
Vice-Admiral, fince ours a&ed as Ad¬ 
miral , and this notwithflauding all Ships 
at Havana, have their Jnftructions how 
to Sail, in cafe they fhould be parted. 
The lac. 31. deg. 30. min. Saturday 
29th,we fail'd E, N. E. the Wind S. S, E. 
Sunday 30th, fleer'd £. iad by N- and 
then E. N. E. the Wind at S. die lat. 

33 deg. 

Being near the Bermudas , which lyc 
in 32 deg. 30 min. and 460 Leagues 
from Havana , the Souldicrs and Gmi¬ 
ners began to be exercis’d, for fear of 
meeting any Enemy. The bland Ber¬ 
muda belongs to the SagUfh, is laid to be 
very low, ten Leagues in length, and 
Fruitful, we left it to the Southward. 
Monday 3ill, fleer’d E. and by N. the 
Wind S. W. the lat.

At Night he kept Lights be¬ 
tween Decks, and all his Crew iq a 
rcadinefs, having heat'd 5 Guns fil'd 
one after another, which gave Notice 
that the four Ships were clofe a Stern 
of us. All things being in Order, we 
ex petted the five Ships under our Con¬ 
voy, and then held on our Courfe.

Sunday the 1 ft of June, when, accord¬ 
ing to the Pilot’s Account, we thought 
our felves near Land, we faw nothing 
of it. Wc found the lat, 3 6 deg. 14 
min. and foon after a Ship fir’d a Gun 
to give Notice they faw Land, which 
was very joyful News to us. We per¬ 
ceiv’d the Current fet S. E. fincc wc had 
got but three Minutes to Northward. 
Monday 2d, we could not approach the 
Land by reafort of the contrary Wind, 
which was E. and therefore we fleer’d 
N. We made little way that Night, 
and Tnefday 3d, were becalm’d, but be¬ 
fore Noon tHe Wind came up at S. and 
fet us forward for the Shore. The belt: 
was, that in three Days, nine Pilots, 
could not decide what Land it was, or 
how far from Cadiz, tho’ it was their 
native Soil. Then we difcover’d a Sail, 
which being call'd in by a Slat from the 


Admiral put up French Colours, and an¬ 
swer'd with a Gun. Then the French - 
Man faiuted with feven, and the Admi¬ 
ral anfwer’d with five. The French Cap¬ 
tain prefented the Admiral with fome 
Refrefhment, faying, lie came out of 
Cadiz, the Day before on purpofe to meet 
him; becaufe he was hourly expe&ed in 
the City. He added he had that Morn¬ 
ing fpoke with the Captain of a Turkish 
Ship of fifty Guns, of whom he under- 
flood there were two more at Cape St. 
Vincent. The French Ship bore us Com¬ 
pany (having 3 6 Guns) we fleering E. 
and by N. and then E. N. E. Two 
Meflengers were fent before in the Ten¬ 
der, with two Packets, one for the King, 
the other for the India Houfe. We held 
on our Courfc towards Land E. N. E. 
and after Mid-night began to Sound, as 
is ufual, to find out on what part of the 
Coaft of Cadiz, we were. IVednej'day 4th, 
fleer’d firft E. N. E. and then S. E. to 
get into the Bay of Cadiz.. We left the 
Land of Rota belonging to the Duke of 
Areas on the left, and abundance of 
Ships that lay at Anchor in the Bay. 
At hit, God be prais’d, we came to an 
Anchor near the Putales, having fail’d 
460 Leagues from Bermudas, and 1300 
from Havana in 84 Days. All Cadiz. 
rejoye’d, forgetting the lofs of fevcral 
Millions by the Sacking of Carthagena ■, 
not only the Houfes, but the Steeples 
being adorn’d with Colours fet up ; and 
all the Shore cover’d with a Multitude of 
People come down to fee us, the Bells 
throughout all the City Ringing to Eccho 
the People’s Joy. Before the Anchors 
were dropt I went afhore in a Boat, leav¬ 
ing all my Equipage behind ; knowing 
it could not be carry’d off till the Indulto 
was fetled, which is a Compofition for 
the King’s Duties. 1 took a Room in 
an Inn to recover my felf after my pail 
Sufferings.

Temple there dedicated to her; after 
that it had the Name of Goehr, and 
Gades , and laftly corruptly came to be 
call’d Cadiz. The City is feated to the 
Northward of the Streight of Gibraltar , 
in 36 deg. 30 min. Latitude. The Port 


may be Paid to be one of the moft fre¬ 
quented in Bur ope it being a Place 
where Ships touch going to, or return¬ 
ing from the Levant, from the C03ll of 
Africk, the Ealt and Weft Indies , and 
thofe of the Streights bound into the 
Ocean. The City is in an Ifland; for on 
the Eaft fide, that is, towards the Coir- 

tinent.

CemtUi. ters of the Bay with thofe of the main 
Ocean, over which is a nio/t beautiful 

i/W Bridge. Its Ibape is Irregular, the length 
Eaft and Weft, and the breadth North 
and South} yet not above half a L^3gae 
in com pa ft, and that not ah enclos’d 
with a Wall. Tho’ final], it is vaftly 
Rich, and the Buildings, as well P'ublick 
as Private not inferior to many in Eu- 
rope, bnt the Streets arc ill (hap’d and 
crooked. The Ifland, tho’ but three 
Miles in length, is very plentiful, and 
fupply’d with all forts of Flefh, Fife, 
and Fruit, and moll: delicious Bread ; 
all brought from the neighbouring Vil¬ 
lages, but at a dear Rate; fo that a Man 
cannot live under a-piece of Eight a 
Day. 

Forts. On the Eaft fide of it is a finall Caftle 
call’d St. Catherine \ and two Forts call’d 
las Ptmdts upon the Bay •, one of them 
on the Ifland Mata Garda } the ocher 
near Puerto Red, or Pm Royal, both of 
them encompafi’d with Water. The 
Bay is about eight Leagues in com pais, 
and deep enough every where ■, but the 
Dwellings all about, and die great num¬ 
ber of Ships, that look like a Wood, 
make it very Delightful to behold. 

The Bay- -D. Francis Gutierrez, de Its Rios J Cor¬ 
dova, Count of E ei-nan Munnez, enter¬ 
tain’d me nobly on Monday 9th, to hear 
roe give an Account of my Travels, and 
engag’d me to make ufe of his Table 
during ray Stay. Being there at Dinner 
on Ttufday 10th, News was brought us 
of rhe Arrival of tbe Tender belonging 
to the Gideons, with the News, That tbe 
Vice-Admiral was call away five Leagues 
from Havana, through the Fault of the 
Pilot, who was fled, who lay by on the 
Coaft for the Boat that was behind, and 
unadvifedly fell into four or five Fadom 
Water. This Account turn’d all the 
Joy of die People of Cadiz, into Mourn- 
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Jng, they having 12 Millions Aboard \ 
there was hopes of recovering the Plate, 
being in inch fhoal Water, but the 
Goods were all fpoil’d. 1 had us’d all 
Endeavours to come Aboard that Ship, 
but it pleas’d God for niy Good, 1 did 
not prevail. Wedmfday 18th, the Count 
carry’d me with him in his Boat to Port y ert st, 
St. Mary , 2 Leagues from Cadiz, This 9 Uy* 
Place and the Country about it belongs 
to the Duke of Medina-cels. It is much 
larger than Cadiz., the Streets hand- 
fomer, as arc alio the great Houles. 

Lying Weft of the Baj[ of Cadiz up¬ 
on an inlet of the Sea that runs two 
Leagues up the Country, to the Mona- 
ftei y O fCarthufians, tail’d Canstja de Xerts, 
it is inhabited by very rich Merchants. 

Friday 20th, the Count carry’d me A- 
board Monfiettr Coetlogon, who com¬ 
manded ten French-Men of War, and re¬ 
ceiv'd ns very Honourably, treating the 
Company with Co fee and Tea, which the 
Spaniards did not like. Thence we went 
out as far as the Pun rales to fee a VcITel 
come from the WeJL Indies, which to my 
great Satisfaction, as having fome Con¬ 
cern Aboard, we found to be that call’d 
Efformolu4, commanded by John de la 
Vac*, which was thought to be loft, and 
worth half a Million. There we were 
inform’d that another final! Vefiel call’d 
the Sevillano was put into St. Lac or, they 
having been both 31 Days at Payd, by 
reafon of the contrary Winds.’ 

D. Thomas Eminem e having feen the 
Rarities 1 brought, prefeneed me with 
a Mineral Stone, in which was a large 
Errverand, that i might add it to the reft 
of my Curiofities , a Generofity unu- 
fual in thefe Days, for which I own my 
felf extreamly oblig’d. The following 
Days I fpent in taking Leave of my 
Friends, being to depart fbon, as will 
appear in the next Book.

An Account of what is moft Remarkable in the City of Sevil, and the Author's 

Journey to Madrid. 


f *V N Wedntfday the id of July-, I 

Gemelli . ■ 1 fee out for Port St. Mary , and 

l 6 99 - V. * took up my Lodging at the 

Flemmings Inn, who gave good Entertain¬ 
ment tor nine Royals a Day j but I could 
have failed all Day to hear him talk of his 
Quality. He drew out a greafy Parch¬ 
ment which lie faid was a Grant from 
King Philip the Fourth, and had coft 
him four Pi doles. But a Dutch Captain 
of a Ship made him Mad, ridiculing him, 
and laying, the Arms on the Parchment 
were none of his , and that, as he had 
Bought it of fonic Sharper, fo he cry’d 
it up to Sell it him for a piece of Eight. 

St. Lucur. Having hir’d a Calalh upon Thurfday 
3d, for 1 x Royals, I went in it through 
a well cultivated Country three Leagues 
to St. Lucar de Barrameda , a Town big¬ 
ger than Caefiz., feated on the left-hand 
Bank of the River Guadalquivir, which 
makes it abound in all Things, and be¬ 
longing to the Duke of Medina Sidonia. 
Here I took Boat, before Sun-fet, and 
haviug run up about fix Leagues with 
Wind and Tide, till about Mid-night, 
the Watermen caft Anchor, and we lay 
there the remaining part of the Night. 
Friday 4th, the Tide ferving three Hours 
after Sun-riling, we went on again. This 
River, tho’ winding, is frnooth, and a- 
bont 100 Paces over. At Night we 
came to a Village call’d la Puebla ; and 
thence to Corea belonging to the King, 
not far fiom the other, both of them 
on the right fide of the River, and IX 
Leagues from St. Lucar. Two Leagues 
farther we came to Gelves, a Village be¬ 
longing to the Duke of Ti eraguas, where 
wc anchor’d, becaufe the Tide was Ebb, 
and againft us. About two in the Morn¬ 


ing we advanced again with the Flood , 
fo that an Hour before Day we anchor’d 
at the Golden Tower , where I was forced 
to give the Officers fomething that they 
might not Search my Trunks. 

Saturday 5th, we got into Sevil, thro’ xhe Ah' 
the Gate of the Arfenal, where 1 gave medt. 
the Officers half a piece of Eight to pafs 
Diy Goods. Andrew Caftagnola, a Genoefe, 
courteoufly receiv’d me in his Houfe, 
and after Dinner we went in a Coach 
and four Horfcs to take the Air in the 
Alameda. Here are long rows of Trees, 
and in the midlt of them a Fountain, 
which ferves to Water the Place every 
Night, and to fill the Trenches about it. 

At the Entrance into this Place there 
are two high, and antient Pillars, with 
two Statues on them much impair’d with 
Age, one of which they Jay re prefen ts 
Hercules, and the other Julius Cafar it 
is not known whether they were ere&ed 
by the Romans, and I doubt of it very 
much, becaufe of the Words Plus Ultra 
carv’d on themv unlefs perhaps they 
were not cut when the Pillars were ere¬ 
cted. 

Sevil is feated in a Plain, in the Lati¬ 
tude of 37 Degrees, and 20 Minutes, 
it is almofl round, and not much lefs 
than two Leagues in com pafs fo Popu¬ 
lous that it contains about 42 Monafte- 
ries of Religions Men, and 36 Nunne¬ 
ries, and 12 Hofpitals, befidcs the Pa¬ 
ri (h Churches \ and all thofe good Stru- 
ftures, as are the Palaces, and the Hou- 
fes of the Citizens. But the Streets are 
not pav’d , narrow , crooked , and 
much like thofe of the Moorijh Towns, 
which makes them very Inconvenient in 
Summer for Dull, and in Winter for 
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fVA/'i Dirt, befides their being fo Intricate that 
Gemelli. a Stranger- eafily lofes himfclf. There 
1699. are 14 Gates in its low Wails; the 
W>j moft Remarkable of which is that of Xe- 
res , at which King Ferdinand made his 
Entry, when he took it from the Moors. 
The Suburbs are thofe of St, Bernard, 
St. Benedict, St. Both, Tablada, la Puente 
dd Arcobibifpo, and others. On the right 
fide of the River is another little City, 
call’d Triana, join’d to Sevil by a wooden 
Bridge. There is nothing in it Remark¬ 
able, but a Monaftcry of Carthufians , and 
the Palace and Prifons of the lnquifiriou. 
Sevil is nothing inferior to Madrid for 
bignefs, or number of Inhabitants, The 
Men are handfomer than the Women, 
but very Proud. 

AU4*& % Sunday 5 th, about Evening we went 
or Palace, to fee the Alcazar, or Palace of the 
Mearifh Kings. About the firft Court, 
which is large, are the Dwellings that 
ferv’d for the Family; whence pa fling 
through a Portico fupported by 32 final) 
Marble Pillars, where they fay was the 
King’s Table, they goto the Baths. Then 
we came into the lecond Court, about 
which there are noble Apartments, in 
the lower Floor, which now ferve for 
an Archive; and thofe above for the 
Governor of the City’s Habitation ; they 
all look Majeftick, nOtwithftanding the 
carv’d Work, and Gilding appears to 
be made by a barbarous Hand. In the 
void Place about the Baths there are four 
fquares of Orange-Trees, made as they 
fay for the Diver (Ion of Queen Mary de 
Padilla , Wife to King Peter , firnam’d 
the Cruet , who often us’d to Refort thi¬ 
ther. Oppoflte to them is the great Gate 
that led to the Apartments. Firft there 
is a long Room or Gallery, which leads 
into fuch another, and that to a good 
handfome Chamber, out of which they 
go down to the lower Apartments. 
Here is a fine Court, in the nature of a 
Cloiftcr, with 52 Marble Pillars, and a- 
bout it feven State Rooms after the Moor- 
ifl> FaShion, curioufly adorn’d with carv’d 
Work ; what deferves to be particularly 
obferv’d is a Cupula, and a State-Room, 
where perhaps the Royal Throne flood. 

* The Work (hews it was begun by the 
Moors , and finilh’d and improv’d by the 
Spaniards. In the fccond Gallery there 
is an Iron Gate which leads firft into a 
Square, in which is a Fifli-Pond, or great 
Baton, with a Statne pouring out Water 
at feveralParts; then there is a Way on 
,ff the Right down two pair of Stairs into 
two Squares encompafs’d with high and 
thick Mirtle-Trees. Here there are fc- 
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veral Statues, clad in that fame Green, 
and reprefencing Mnft^ans, with feveral 
forts of Inftruments in their Hands; on 
the Ground there are abundance of lit¬ 
tle Holes for Water to gufh out to wafh 
People as they go by. Further on ftill 
upon the fame Level, on the right Hand 
there are two other Squares of Mirtle- 
Trees, artificially cut; Hence we pafs’d 
into another wall’d Place, in which there 
are eight Squares with feveral Plants, 
about them good Hedge-Rows of Mirtle, 
and in the middle fine Allies to Walk. 

There are two Fountains, one dole to 
the Wall curioufly wrought, the other 
tinder an Arch, with feveral Figures of 
Beafts and Men, one of them founding 
a Trumpet. At the end of the Alley 
oppoflte to this Arch, f have fpoke of, 
is a Door leading to a Fountain in Rock- 
Work, which was going to Rinn, tor 
want of looking after; about it there are 
thick Squares of Mirtle. Going through 
another Door oppoflte to it is a little 
Summer-Hoiife cover’d with Pu reel la tie, 
but ill order’d, and by it another Baton, 
with a Statue pouring out Water. Here 
are feveral Plats of Rofes, and other 
Flowers. Adjoyning to this is another 
Orange and Lemmon Garden ; and ano¬ 
ther of Greens parted by a high Wall. 

In this Place there are two rows of Ar¬ 
ches, one upon another, with Iron gilt 
Balconies. All hitherto deferib’d is en¬ 
clos’d with high Walls, withfquare Tow¬ 
ers at convenient dtftanccs. 

Monday 7th, going about to view the xBmluP 
City, I law the Mouaftery of St. Paul of (mft 
the Dominicans, not yet finifh’d ; the 
Plan is large, has great Pillars, which 
are to fupport the Arches of Dormito¬ 
ries for 150 Fathers. The Church is 
large, and has three Hies. Thence we 
went to the Francifcans , a Monaftery re- f 
markable, not for Beauty, but for Big- 
nefs, having feveral Cloifters, with a 
great number of Cells for 200 Friars. 

The Novicefhip ftands a-part in an An¬ 
gle of the Orchard. The Church is not 
very big, bur has many Chappels about 
it, which arc like fo many little Chur¬ 
ches, efpccially thofe of the Bifcainers , 
and Portuguefes. On the fide of the 
Church is a roundiloonghung withCrim- 
fon Velvet, where the 24 Re Adores, who 
govern’d the City meet with the Akades 
and Jurados , who oppofe them in fiich 
Things as are not convenient. The firft 
of thefe fit upon Benches made fa ft on 
high about the Room ; the others on 
Benches cover’d with Leather Handing on 
the Floor ; there is fuch another Room 
D d d d above 
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above Stairs for Wiater. The Church of 
the Mercm^ims^ whither wewent next* 
tti 99 * tho’ fhtalli is very beautiful ; and the 
UVO Monaftery fpacious with plcafanc Clot- 
CMtrmu* ftcrs at j orn ’d with Marble Pillars* This 
was the firil built in Sevil alter Expel* 
ling the in the Year 1 149 * 

-fa. rheace 1 went to the Lonja , othcr- 
Changt. wife call'd Cafa de Comercio de lit hidia, 
which is the Exchange * which is a large 
Structure arch'd and fupported by Pillars 
of hard Stone. Here a Prior and two 
Confuls Adminiftcr Juftice to Merchants 
under a Canopy in a (lately Hall ; and 
to AfTcfs, and receive the Indulto the King 
demands upon the arrival of Plate Fleets; 
as alfo the Dudes for other Expences. 
That Year, iiotwithftanding the Lofs 
fuRain’d at Carthagena, the Merchants 
were oblig’d to pay three Millions and a 
half at portabdo, and the Confuls endea¬ 
vour’d to make them pay a greater Sum. 

Then we faw the Archbifhop’s Palace 
Archbi- of an ordinary Structure. It has two 
(hop’sPa- Courts, and large Apartments, both a- 
ute. boveand below, fit for fo great aa Arch- 
bi(hop,whofc Revenue amounts tot 200100 
pieces of Eight. The fmeft thing above 
Stairs is the Oratory *, and in the Sacrifty 
the rich Veflments, adorn'd with Gold, 
and artificially laid up in fmall Drawers. 

The Cathedral, which is near the 
Cathedral Houle, and the Model of all the Cathe¬ 
drals in the Indies, may be call’d another 
St. Peter's at Rente, as well for its large- 
nefs, as becaufe the Work about it is 
not yet finifh’d after fo many Years, be¬ 
ing fuch as requires foroe Ages. A Square 
of Orange-trees, encompafs’d with half 
Pillars with Iron Chains, leads to one of 
the five Gates on the fides of the Church, 
befides the three in the Front, which is 
not yet finifh'd. This Church is about 
fifty Paces in length within, and propor¬ 
tionally broad, Slaving five Ules, and 
handiome Pillars. It has 75 Altars, but 
the great one is of an incomparable Stru¬ 
cture, being a Semicircle, with a way to 
it from the Choir, enclos'd with gilt 
Iron Banifters. They told me the Paf- 
chal Candle fee up there on My Satur¬ 
day, weighs 625 Pounds. The Choir is 
adorn’d with excellent Carving, and two 
good Organs. 1 □ the Chappel where the 
Body of the Holy King Ferdinand lies, 
on the one fide is the Tomb of King 
Jlpkonfo , who was chofen Emperor, and 
on the other that of Queen Beatrix. On 
the Tomb of D, Ferdinand Columbus, the 
Son of Cbriftopbir Columbus, the firft Dif- 
covcrcr of America , are thefe Words. 

A Caftilla, y a Leon, 

Htttva A (undo rite Colon. 


That is, Celitmbas gave a new World 
to the Crowns of Caftile and Leon. The 
divine Service is here perform’d by $5 
Chapter Men, befides inferior Priefts, 

Servants and Muficians, to the Number 
in all of 250, maintain’d according to 
their Quality with a Revenue of 80000 
pieces of Eight. In the Sacrifty, bo¬ 
lides the Ornament of curious Carving 
and Pointing, and precious Relicks, is a 1 

StlverTabernackjWcighing 2650 Pounds; 
and a Brafs Tembra Catidleftick of 2000 
Pound, which they told me coft 30000 
pieces of Eight, bccaule of its excellent 
Workmanfiiip. The Mnfick Books for 
the Service of the Choir coft Sooco 
pieces of Eight. They ftill (hew the Key 
the Moorijh King deliver’d to King Fer¬ 
dinand, upon the Surrender of the City. 
Adjoyning to the Sacrifty is the Room 
before the Chapter, adorn'd with half 
Reliefs of Marble made by an excellent 
Hand. The Place where the Chapter 
meets is round, and arch’d, all hung 
with Crimfon Velvet. On the fide of the 
Church is the Oratory, for keeping the 
Blelled Sacrament to carry to the Sick. 

There are in it eleven Altars, and a 
good Sacrifty ? all adorn’d with fine Mar¬ 
ble Statues ot half Relief, This Oratory 
is ferv'd by four Curates. The Tower 
of the Church is Majeftick enough. 

Square, made of folid Stone curioufly 
Wrought, and glows narrower ftill as 
it rifes, being above 200 Geometrical 
Feet in height. Within it the Stairs are 
fuch that a Man may ride a Horfe up to 
the Belfry , where there arc 25 Bells, 

Great, and Small, and there are fevera! 

Rooms for Servants. On the top of it 
Hands a Statue of gilt Brafs call’d la Gi- 
ralda, which turns with the Wind like a 
Weathercock. 

Next I went to fee the Houfe of the 
VmerabUs, or for Priefts to retire to, 
which was then Building at a vaft Ex- Venerablet. 
pence. The Church is well enough a-, 
dom’d with gilt Images, and fundry Pi- 
flures ; and the Monaftery has a ftately 
Cloiftcr, with Marble Pillars. Without 
the City I faw the Hofpital of the Cha¬ 
rity. The Houfe is well Built and Large, 
and there are good Beds in the Galleries. Charity. 
The Church tho’ fmall, ^ and but with 5 
Altars, is remarkable for good Paint¬ 
ing, Here I faw a fine Silver Taberna¬ 
cle. 

The Houfe of St. Elmo is the Place st. Ehnt. 
where Boys arc taken in to be Inftrnfted 
in the Art of Navigation, there being a 
Ship in the middle of the Court, and 
then they are fent to the Indies. W hen 

they 
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e\*NS\ they return, the Governors of theHoufe 
GemelU. receive them, and recover their Wages 
1699- of the King, or Traders, as long as 
t^VNJ they will continue to live in that Houfe, 
which is very large. 

. . a Next, we walk’d about the Walls, as 

^ L " Ml * far as the Aqueduct, which, tho’ Built, 
as they cold me by the Romms., ItUl con¬ 
veys the Water to the City. Thence 
we went to the Prado , or Plain of St. 
Juft a, and St. Rufina, the Prote&re/Tes of 
Sevil, becaufc they fuffer’d Martyrdom 
there, and then entred the City again 
at the Gate of Carmona. By the way I 
faw the Palace Built by the Duke of 
Alcala, when he return’d from his Tra¬ 
vels, after the Model of Pilat’s Palace 
fhown at Jerufalem. 

Courts. Tuefday 8th, I faw the Tribunals, and 
palling through a handfome Court, befet 
with beautiful Columns, with a good 
Fountain in the middle , found three 
Halls, two for Civil Caufes, in each of 
which four Oy dares or Judges meet ■, and 
the other for the Criminal, where three 
Meades, and a Fifcat or King’s Solicitor 
meet. A Regent, or chief Mag ill rate of 
Sevil, who is a Gown-Man, fits as Pre- 
fident, fometimesinone, and fometimes 
in another, as he pleafes, and therefore 
has his Apartment there. 

Thence we went to lee the Cafa de 
India- la Commotion, ox India-Houfe, in which 
Houfe. there are three Halls, one call’d of Go¬ 
vernment, or the Chamber of Directi¬ 
on, in which fit a Prefideat, and fome 
other Officers, all Sword-men \ another 
in the Chamber of Juftice, where are 
three Oydorts , or Judges, and a ft fed , 
or King’s Solicitor ; and the Third the 
Treafury, where others of the King’s 
Officers meet. The Prefidcnt lives in 
this Houfe. 

IVcdnefday pth, my Friend and I went 
S. Jerome. j-Q (•[)£ Monaftery of S. Jerome . T he 

moft wonderful Thing there, is an Image 
of that Saint, made of Clay, about 180 
Years fince, with the Crucifix and Lion, 
by a Neapolitan ; all fo natural and arti¬ 
ficial, that it looks as if it were really 
alive. Pbdip the 4th, of happy Memo¬ 
ry faw, and would have had it for the 
Efcurial-, but the Fathers excus’d them- 
leives, alledging the Difficulty of car¬ 
rying fuch a brittle Thing fo far. The 
Monaftery is large •, and the Church, 
tho 5 final!, has feven Altars well adorn’d. 
Two Ho- Returning to the City we pafs’d by the 
fpicai*. Monaftery of S. Lazarus, and that call’d 
De la fangstc , or of the Blood; the Firft 
for Curing of Lazars, the Second for 
other Diftempers. This is a large 
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Strudure, erefted by the Duke of Al¬ 
cala, and there are in it ft,)rely Rooms, 
and a Court befet with Pillars. 

Going over the Bridge wc came to cPnNti 
Triana , and thence to Im Cuevas, or the am! J 
Canhaftans. Tho’ the Monaftery is large, 
and has ftatcly Pillars, the Church is 
final!, but well adorn’d. There are five 
Tombs in it, with curious marble Sta¬ 
tues, of the Counts of .Tatifa. In the 

Sacrifty there are moft precious Rdicks, 
and Church Stuff of great Value. They 
fliovv a Brafs Piece, which they lay is 
one of thofe given to Judas. In the 
Chapter there are two Statues of the 
aforefaid Counts, and on a beautiful Al¬ 
tar, one of our BJefled Lady well enough 
Carv'd. In another Room is the Tomb 
of the Archbilhop Mena, Founder of 
the Place. 

As wc return'd Home late, I was St , t 
/bow’d in the Street call’d El Can delcjo, k., re«i. 
a ha If Figure of King Peter , whom they 
call the Cruel. Asking the mcauing of 
it l was told , chat he going about at 
Night Incognito, a$ he was wont to do, 
to fpy what was doing about the City, 
quarrel I’d with a Spanijh Bravo, who 
would not give him the way, and had 
the Fortune to Kill him. The Body be¬ 
ing found in the Morning, the King or¬ 
der’d the Murderer fhould be enquir’d 
after, and feverely proceeded againft. 

The Akade was fo diligent chat he dif- 
cover’d the Truth; and the King ask¬ 
ing about it, he anfwered, he could pro¬ 
ceed no further, becaufc the Murderer 
was too Powerful. Being again com¬ 
manded to proceed to the utmoft rigour 
of the Law, whofoever the Perfon was, 
the Alcade caus’d the King to be Be¬ 
headed in Effigie, and in Memory there¬ 
fore the half Statue was fet up in the 
Street where the Murder hapned. 

Thurfday loth, ill the Morning, I 
went to the great Market, and there 
found a vaft Concourfe of Buyers and 
Sellers; and after Dinner to a Caftle 
they fay was Built by the Moors, 
now call’d S. John de Alfaraehe, half a 
League from the City, There is no¬ 
thing to be feen, but the Place where 
it flood, on a Mountain, the Walls be¬ 
ing ruin’d, but within them is a Mona- 
ftcry of S. Francis , 

Sunday 13th, having taken leave of Firft Days 
all Friends, I fet out for Madrid , in a to

D. Andrew Herrera, Vicar General of a 
Quito in Peru *, F. Mafter Emanuel Mof- 
quera, a Mercenarian of Papagan , and 
D. Paul de OJfaerta of Lima. Going out

of Sevti near Sun-fcitting, we came to 
Cifltl Bianco , by one in the Morning, 
having travel!'d S Lcajufti P 3rc Mo n,- 
lain, and part Plain. To be the more 
at our cafe, we went to an Inn 5 but 
were tmeafy enough, bccanfo ot a Hel- 
lifh Landlady, who would not find as 
.Beds upon any Account, became we had 
pent the Coach Mutes to another Place. 

Monday 14th, we travell’d over a fteep 
craggy Mountain. About Noon we rett¬ 
ed on the Bank of a Rivulet, and mov¬ 
ing thence came two Hours after Night¬ 
fall to Sam* OMia, the days Journy be¬ 
ing 7 Leagues. Before wc got in, the 
Coach overturn’d, and had like to have 
kill’d feme of us. Our Supper was in¬ 
different, but the Bed very bad. 

Tucfday t 5, we ftay’din the fame Place 
to reft the Mules, and walk’d to divert 
ns in the ihadc of a Poplar Grove, where 
were Walks for that purpdfe. The 
Holt made us Pay dear for ill Accommo¬ 
dation, taking nine pieces of Eight, for 
entertaining four of us. 

Wednefday itfth, we fet out betimes, 
and had two Leagues of good Road to 
Monafttm. This is the fir ft Place of 
Ejbtmadara, and belongs to D. Domi¬ 
nick CmoriMN. After Dinner, we went 
three League's down Hill, to Faeme de 
Cant os.) a good Village, where there 
ere two Monafteries of Nuns, and one 
of Ffyars. 

Tbmfday 17th, we traveled 4 Leagues, 
all upon a Plain to Santos, a Town of the 
King’s, well Inhabited, where retting all 
the reft of the Day,wc fet out late to go 1 
Leagues further to fGllafrattca. I11 thcle 
Inns, when Travellers have Paid ror 
their Meat and Beds, they make them 
Pay for thcNoifo, tho’they were never 
lb ftill. ^ 

Friday t 8th, wc did not fet out till 
after Noon for Merida, fix' Leagues di- 
ttant, whither we came about one in the 
Morning. Wc had a Scurvy Inn, be- 
caufe ali the good ones were taken up, 
for the Ambaflador that was returning 
from Lisbon. Merida is a Royal City 
Inhabited by about too families, among 
which, there arc many of noted Nobi¬ 
lity, by the Spaniards call’d Solar tegas. 
The moft notable thing here is a 
Noble Stone Bridge, half an Italian Mile 
in length, and broad enough for two 
Coaches to go abreaft \ over the River 
Guaiiana. There is an Antient Cattle, 
Which did belong to the Conventual Pri¬ 
ors of Icon, who on their Habit wear 
the CrOfs of St. 'James. There arc alio 
tour Monafteries of Fryars, and four 


of Nans. The common walking Place 
is not contemptible. 

Saturday 19th, we let out late, and rett¬ 
ed after two Leagues, at the little Village 
of St. Peter, whence going three Leagues 
further on a Plain Country, .we came to 
Medellin , and two Leagues thence to 
Miajadat , both Places belonging to the 
Earl of Medellin. All the inns were 
taken up for the Ambaflador, fo that we 
hir’d ill. 

Sunday 20th, We went after Dinner 
three Leagces to S. Cruz, were we lay 
till Midnight. 

Monday 21 ft, proceeded to Tordcflilas , 
leaving Truxitlo alide. We foe out a- 
gain after Dinner with violent hot Wea¬ 
ther, and going up and down high crag¬ 
gy Mountains, the Harbour of Thieves, 
the Coach broke, and we were left in 
the open Air. As we were afterward, 
patting by Cafas de Mir abet e in the Dark, 
I broke my Gun, and had fome other 
lots. Three Leagues further wc cros’d 
the River Tagus over a greatStoncBi idge, 
and went to lye at Almaraz.. 

Tutfday 22d, the Coach being mended 
we fet out in the Evening, and haviug 
travell’d two Leagues over a Plain well 
cultivated, in which there was a very 
good Village, went to take up our Quar¬ 
ters at Cdcoda de Oropefa. 

Here we continu’d ail Wednefday 23d 
in the Morning, cud then fet out along a 
good Country full of V Hinges, and at the 
end of two Leagues pafs’d through Oro- 
pefa, belonging to the Earl of that Name. 
It is foated on a Hill, the Walls about it 
are mean, but there are good Buildings 
in the Suburbs about it. Riding four 
Leagues further through a Wood, we 
came to Peter f'enede’s Inn, where we 
found neither Beds nor Meat, that Place 
being always in danger of Highway- 
Men. In April the Year before, nine of 
thofe Stroulers had Rob’d and Bound a- 
bout 40 Travellers. Having retted 3 
little wc went four Leagues further to 
Talavera, a Town well known for the 
excellent Earthen Ware made there, and 
containing about 8000 Families. The 
bell Scrofturesare 14 Monafteries of Re¬ 
ligious Men and Women; for the Houfos 
are Diforderly and not Uniform. There 
is a good walking Place with long Rows 
of Trees, call’d Nuejlra Sen era del Prado- 

Thnrjday 24th, we foe out late, and 
having rode fix Leagues over good Plains, 
lay at Soma OU!ta , a Village belonging 
to the Count de Or gas.

CHAP. II. 

The Defection of the Royal Town of Madrid, and ivbat is mojl Remarkable 

in it. 


mini r-pHE Royal Town of Madrid is 
ddcrib’d. JL feated in a Champain, water d by 
the River Mancanares. The Country a- 
bout is uneven, tome plain, fome high 
and fome low •, but the Airis very good 
and wholfom, and tho’ it be.not in a- 
bove 40 deg. and 40 rain. Latitude, yet 
the Cold in Winter and the Heat in 
Summer are intolerable. The fhape ot 
it is almoft Oval, little above a Mile in 
Length, and near five in Compafs. It is 
grown up to this greatnefs from a little 
Town, Since the Kings of Spain chofe 
it for the Place of their Refidencc. How¬ 
ever the Walls about it are low, and ot 
Mud, with fourteen or fit teen Gates. 
The Streets are always very dirty, by 
reafon of the cuftom of throwing all 
Filth out at the Windows. It is worle 
in Winter, bccaufe they carry many 
Hogfoeads of Water in Carts which they 
let out about the Streets to carry off' the 
Filth, and fometimes it runs in Streams 
that flop the way, and poifon with the 
Stink. 

The Houfes for the mo ft part cannot 
compare with thofe of Italy, being ge¬ 
nerally ill built with Timber Ribs. But 
as to Particulars, The King’s Palaces 
are moft magnificent, as well from the 
greatnefs of the Stru^ure, as for the rich 
Furniture, curious Pictures, abundance 
of Fountains, Filhponds and Parks. Be- 
fides that where his Majefty generally 
Refides, there are thofe of Buen Retiro, 
the EfcuriA Pardo, Aratijutz. and others, 
whereof having laid enough in my fivft 
Travels in Europe, 1 omit to repeat the 
fame in this Place. Among the chief 
Palaces of the Nobility that of the Duke 
of Vtada is none of the worft, as well 
for Structure, as for the EmbelUlhments 
of Marble \ for which reafon the late 
Queens Mother had pitch’d upon it for 
her Refidence. All the Churches are 
well Serv’d and Adorn’d. 

■ ' M Among the publick Buildings the Pla- 

puc -May- M Mayor, or great Square is very grace¬ 
ful. It is a per fed Square and has fc- 
vcral Avenues. All the Houfes about it 


are built after the fame Model 5 Stories 
high, with as many rows of Iron Balco¬ 
nies, all curiouily made and uniform. In 
the Shops below under the Porticos, are 
all forts of rich Commodities; and in the 
middle of the Square all that can be de¬ 
fied for eating. But it is then moft 
beautiful to behold, when they have the 
Sport of Riding at Bulls, call’d by them 
Jiiego de Toros, or Eiejta deToros ; bccaufe 
then it is all richly hung, and there are 
to be feen the King, the Minifters of 
State, Magiftrates, Nobility, and choice 
Ladies richly Clad. 

Provifions arc fodear, that a piece of 
Eight a day, will fcarce ferve a Man. 
The Wine is bad, bccaufe they put 
Lime and other ill Things into it; but 
the Bread is excellent, and fo is the 
Flefh of gelt Goat*. Without the Town 
there is good Wine and cheap, becaufe 
there it pays not the Excife, which a- 
mounts to more than the Price of the 
Wine. 

1 found two Fafhions newly brought 
up, this laft time I was at Madrid. The 
one is the keeping a great number of 
Footmen to run before the Coach •, the 
other the wearing of Periwigs, by all 
forts of People, fo full of Powder, that 
it is no wonder Bread is dear. 

Having vilitcd D- John Francis Pache¬ 
co, Duke of VteJa, and Ihow’d him all 
my Curiofities gather’d in my Travels, 
upon Wedncfday joth, he to requite me, 
fhow’d me his Library, which for large- 
nefs, choice of Books curioufly Bound, 
and for the rare Worknmnfhip in Ebony 
of the Cafes, all ftiut up with Cryftal 
Glafles, is inferiour to none in Spain. 
In his Clofct, betides choice Medals, be 
had abundance of Pictures of Kings, 
and Princes, fomc of them fcarce known 
in Europe, and all adorn’d with Silver, 
Gold and Jewels. He told me the King 
had enquir’d after me, and would be 
glad to fee my Curiofities. Having 
fpent many Days in waiting upon Per- 
fons of Quality, who defir’d to hear 
fome Account of my Travels, l went 
on Thurfday 
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C\s\yi Thurfday the 14th of Jugnfi, to fee 
Gondii, the Mona (ter y of the Mtretminans, 
itiS>S>. which is very Stately, and has three 
i>"v'NJ Dormitories one above another, (or 150 
mereem* R e ]igj ous Men, and the Church is well 
adorn'd. Friday 15th, in the Afternoon 
there was a great refort to our Lady of 
jitocha, which (mage is cover’d with 
Jewels, the Altar with Silver, and the 
Ciiappcl painted t by our famous Lucas 
Giordano. Saturday j 6 th, I heard Mafs 
in the Parilh of St. Martin of the Be- 
nedUHnt Fathers of Monto Cajfm. The 
Church is not ^extraordinary ; but the 
Monaftery is large, and Magnificently 
built. Sunday 17 th, I few the profefs’d 
Houfe of the Fathers of the Society. 
The Church was not yet finilh’d; but 
there were excellent Pifturcs in the 
Chappels that were compleat. Monday 
18th, bear’d Mafs at St. Phelipe el Real. 
The Monaftery is of Aatnfimians 7 were 
fmall j but the Church is well fet off. 
Tutfday ipth, I faw the Church of St. 
Arnlre tp, which has a moft beautiful Cu- 
ptda , and Chappels and Altars well a- 
dorn’d ; elpecially that where the Body 
of St. Ifidorui lyes, Thurfday 21 ft, I heard 
Mafs in the Parilh Church of St. <?/»«, 
which is very large, has good Altars, 
and is ferv’d by many Prieto. Monday 
2<;th, I few the King and Queen go out 
to take the Air by the Kiver. The La¬ 
dies were clad almoft after the German 
Fafhion, and their Heads drefs’d much 
after that manner. That day abundance 
of rich Houfehold-ftufF, was carry’d out 
of the King’s Wardrobe, to fumifti a 
Houfe at Leganitos, where the French 
Ambaflador was to be receiv’d, and en¬ 
tertain’d nine Days at the King’s Coft. 
The Workmanfhip of the Plate was cu¬ 
rious, but Old Fafhion’d, and the Stones 
that adorn’d it all falfe, except feme 
Turkey Stones. Thefc things are always 
kept in the King’s Wardrobe, and ne¬ 
ver made ufe of; but upon fuch occa- 
ftons. 

Hcfpital. Tuefday 26th, I went to fee the Hof- 
1 pita), where there are generally about 
a thoufand Sick, attended very charita¬ 
bly. The Structure (hows it is a [loy¬ 
al Work. Friday 2pth, I went to St. 
Mary do Almudiria, where is an Image 
of our Lady, all cover’d with rich Dia¬ 
monds , Emrauds, and other precious 
Stones. 

Wednesday the third of September^ I 
EUuiu!. went with D. Peter Craves, who was 
to go with me into Italy , to fee the £/- 
eurial , and din’d at Roxas y three Leagues 
from Madrid , whence w<; cravell’d the 


other four Leagues, palling through Col- 
menarejo, and lay that Night at the up¬ 
per Ffcurial. On Thurfday the 4th, in 
the Morning the Father Reftor appoint¬ 
ed another Father to Ihow ns the Rari¬ 
ties of that Monaftery. We came into 
the great Court through a noble Front of 
Maify Stone, over which is the Statue of 
St. Laurencey and proceeding thence in¬ 
to the 2d, found there beautiful Apart¬ 
ments about it, and a moft curious Fron- 
tifpiece over the Church-door, with fix 
Statues of Prophets. The Church has 
three Wes, fupported as is the Cupula The 
by large Pillars of hard Stone. The Church, 
high Altar is exceeding Majeftick, and 
adorn’d with double rows of Pillars, of 
choice Marble, being 18 in number, 
which ferve alfb to fet oft' the curious 
Figures. Going up 17 Steps of the 
fame Stone, there appears a Taberna¬ 
cle all garnifh’d with Gold, and preci¬ 
ous Pillars of Jafper, and within it ano¬ 
ther lefs Tabernacle adorn’d with pre¬ 
cious Stones of incftimable value. On 
the fide Walls are the Statues of Gharlts 
the 5 th, and Philip the 2da in fine Mar¬ 
ble. On the left is the Oratory, where 
the King and Queen nfe to withdraw. All 
the Arches of the Church are painted by 
Giordano. The Father then fhow’d us 
a great filver Statue reprefen ting St. Lau¬ 
rence, kept in a Cupboard, with many 
Relicks of the moft Glorious Saints of 
the Church. 

Hence we went down to the place 
where are the Tombs of the Kings, and 
Queens that are Fruitful, apart from 
that of the Barren ones, and Kings Chil¬ 
dren, and found it all cover’d with cu¬ 
rious black Marble, like the Tombs of 
the Kings of Spain, here bury’d till this 
day. Then we went to fee theSacrifty, 
and here were fhow’d Church-ftuf, a- 
doni'd with precious Stones, Gold Frin¬ 
ges, and Rich Embroidery. There is 
alfo a great Silver Tabernacle of extra¬ 
ordinary Workmanfhip, fent as a Pre- 
fent by the Emperor to the King of 
Spain. Wc faw an Autcpcndium ot Sil¬ 
ver curioufiy wrought , a Mineral Stone 
with fcveral large Emrauds in it, which 
ferves as a Pax j and a Crofs of Dia¬ 
monds, Rubies, Emrauds, and other 
Stones of great value. 

Then we were carry’d into a little 
Room, where there were many Relicks, 
feme Manufcripts of St. Terefa and o- 
ther Saints, and a Pitcher or Srone Vef- \ 
fel, that will hold 20 Caracas of Naples, 
in which they fey our Saviour convert¬ 
ed Water into Wine, at the Wedding of 

Cana 
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Cana in Galilee. The Chapter whether 
Gernelli. we went next is all fee out with antient 
tS 99 . and choice Pi&ures.The Choir was of ex- 
j ceilent Workmanlhip, and the Books of 
plain fong belonging to it, the Fathers 
faid coft 30000 pieces of Eight. There 
are alfo two great Organs, befides the 
ftnall ones diftributed about the lfies. 
Near the great Stairs we faw Giordano's 
be ft Pifture, which is the Battle of St. 
Quint in. 

After Dinner, we went to fee the reft, 
and a Religious Man led us about the 
Church, within the Wall left open on 
purpofe. All the Arches of it made 
large Chappels, like there of St. Sophia 
at Confiantinople, and all of Carv d Stone, 
as is the reft of the Church. Then we 
went into the Library, and faw a great 
number of Books of leveral Sciences in 
excellent Order 3 but they told me that 
feveral Arabick Manufcripts were gone, 
they knew not which way. 

The Pictures in this Place are wonder- 
• ful being Painted by great Matters, but 
the mo ft Stupendous thing is a Load- 
ttone, that bears 24 Pounds of Iron, 
and is fo aftive, that it Operates tho a 
folid Body interpofe. Yet what molt 
amazes is, that it does not draw the I- 
ron unlels it be fet length-ways with the 
North Point to it. We went op one ot 
the Corner Towers to lee the Chimes 
Pent out of Flanders by the Count de 
Monterey , but they do not play cxaftly 
true. The King’s Apartment is adorn d 
with the belt Piaures of the laft Age, 
and from his Bedchamber, he can fee 
the Tabernacle of the High Altar, 
There is a Way out of the fame Apart¬ 
ment into the Oratory before men¬ 
tion’d. 


In the Monaftery are 14 Cloifters, 
with five rows of Dormitories one above 
another 3 but it is to be obferv’d that in 
this Place there live three feveral Fa¬ 
milies of Religious Men, with their fe¬ 
veral Superiors, all Independent of one 
another. They are in all 200, main¬ 
tain’d by the King, and well ferv’d, for 
all the Inhabitants of the next Village 
are at their Service, being maintain’d by 
the Monaftery. There'are feveral Or¬ 
chards ot Fruit, and Flower Gardens, 
with Mirtles curioufly cut, reprefenting 
the King’s Armsaudother Figures; nor 
are the Criftalline Fountains lefs delight¬ 
ful. Befides the hue Mirtles in the great 
Cloifter, there ’is a ftately Cupula of 
choice Marble in the middle; and Fifh*> 
ponds full offeverai forts of Fifh. There 
are alio many Artificers adjoyning to 
the Monaftery, for its Service, and A- 
partments dole by for the Courtiers, 
when the King is there. This was built 
by King Philip the 2d, in pnrfhancc of 
a Vow made on the 10th of Augufi, at 
the Battle of Sc. Quint in, where for 
the conveniency of his Army, he was 
forced to deftroy a Church dedicated 
to the fame Saint. The Work was fi¬ 
ll i fil’d in 32 Years, a (bore time for fo 
great a Stru&ure, chat King laying out 
twenty Millions and half upon it; be¬ 
fides the yearly Revenue of 46000 pie¬ 
ces of Eight a Year, for maintenance of 
the Monaftery. 

Friday 5th, we return’d by the way of 
Roxas to Madrid, where being disap¬ 
pointed of going by the way of Alicant, 
as I had intended, I took two Places for 
24 pieces of Eight, in the Coach for 
Pamplona, and having taken leave of my 
Friends, prepar’d for my Jouray.

Saturday 13th, after 5 Leagues rid¬ 
ing, we din’d at Hinojofd $ and then 
palling over high Mountains came to A- 
grtda, the I a ft City of Cajlilc , feared 
not far from the Mountain Mont.tyo, 
which is ewer cover’d with Snow, where 
7th,day 6 wc had a good Supper and Bed. Here 
Leagues. we flay’d on 

Sunday 14th, till Noon, to Chow what 
Gold and Silver we carry’d for our ex¬ 
penses, beenufe it is not allow’d to ex¬ 
port above a piece of 8 andhalf.I (how’d 
what Gold I had, and Paid one in the 
hundred for it. Bet ore we fet out, I 
Jaw in a Mona fiery of Nuns, the Body 
of the B. Mary of Agnda held there in 
great Veneration. As foon as out of 
the City Gates, the Officers came upon 
us again, and I was forced to give them 
fomething, to avoid being flopp’d, but 
I would not give any thing to others, 
we met four Leagues further on the 
Frontiers. I11 this Place the three King¬ 
doms of Cajfile, Aragon, and Navarte 
meet, fo that three Kings might here 
dine at one Table, and every one fit 
in his own Kingdom. When pafs’d the 
Village of Centronics wc came into a 
warmer Country,and an hour after Night 
came to Cureila, a Place of great Trade, 
Rich, and inhabited by a thou fa nd Fa¬ 
milies^ for tho’ fcated on a Mountain, 
it has good Vineyards and Gardens, and 
excellent Fruit. 

$rti,daytf Monday 15 th, we lay in the fame 

Leagues, place. 

Tsufday rtfth, after two Leagues tra¬ 
velling, we crofs’d the River Ebro in a 
Boat, and a League further came to P*/- 
tirrra. Three Leagues beyond that, we 
ferry : d over the River Aragon, which 
falls into the Ebro, and lay at AiarfeHa 
a City near to it. 
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Wednsfday 17th, we fet out 2 Hours ptMay $ 
before day, and din’d at TafaSa four Leagues. 
Leagues diftant, ajarge City, enclos’d 
with a Wall and belonging to the King. 

Then we pafs’d through Barafein and o- 
cher Places, in the fpace of two Leagues, 
and went two Leagues further of very 
bad Way, to lye at the Inn, call’d de 
las Campanas, or of tile BcHs, in the Vil¬ 
lage of 'Times. 

Thurjday 18th, having travell’d two lot]] day 
Leagues, we came before Noon to Pam- 2Leagu«. 
ptona, and I lodg’d at a good Ion, in St. 

Nicholas’ s Street. 

This City feated in the latitude of 43 Pamplona, 
degrees, is the Metropolis of the King- dcfciib’d. 
dom of Navarre, and therefore the u- 
fual refidence of the Viceroy, and of all 
the Courts. For Spiritual Affairs it has a 
Biihop, who at this time ailed as Vice¬ 
roy,till another werefent. This Bifhop’s 
Revenue is 22000 pieces of Eight, and 
he has a Palace better than the Viceroy’s. 

The City /lands uponan uneven Ground, 
at the Foot of the Pyrenean Mountains, 
and has fomc infenlible riling Ground, 
and Plain. The compafs of its Walls, 
which are almoll an Oilogon, is about 
half a League. The Houfes are gene¬ 
rally well built, and Provifions at a rea- 
fonablc Rate. The Moaafteries and 
Churches are not very Stately ■, the Ca¬ 
thedral is large, and has five Ifles, but 
of fmooth Stone, and is very Dark, the 
Cloiftcr joining to it, is a haiidlome 
Structure. The Citadel is very large, 
and the Walls fo thick, that two Coach¬ 
es may go abreaft on them. The Ditch 
is very deep, and the Place very ftrong, 
provided it be well furnifil’d, with Men, 
and Cannon. 

The Inhabitants of Pamplona, and ge¬ 
nerally all the Navarrois are affable, and 
lovers of Strangers, /bowing them much 
Refpe&as they pafs through theirCoun- 
try, and preferring them before their 
own People, cither in felling, or any 0* 
thcr thing; and therefore any Man may 
Travel through the Kingdom, without 
apprehending to be affronted,or wroug’d. 

I found not fo much difficulty in get¬ 
ting a Pafs of the Bifhop, acting as Vice¬ 
roy, as in finding Horfes , becaufe it 
was Harvcft riate, and all the Bealls 
were employ’d in the Country. D. 

John Cruzat, Marquefs of Gortnra, and. 

Governor of the City, remove! this dif¬ 
ficulty, ordering his Lieutenant to fur- 
nifh me with Mules to pafs the Moun¬ 
tains. I had brought this Nobleman 
News from his Brother, D. Faufio Go¬ 
vernor of the Phihppine-llhndi, for

1^99. Having got Mules by means of the 
i/YN) Lieutenant, for eight pieces of Eight 
each, to carry me to St, Jean de pied de 
Port \ We fet out on Friday 19th, at 
one in the Afternoon, and Rode three 
Leagues over the Valley, a Country 
well cultivated, and full of good Villa-' 
ges, to the Bridge of Suveri, where the 
Major of PampeiotiM^ who is Governor, 
has a Guard, chat examines all PafiTen- 
gers ; here we took much Pains to 
climb a fteep Mountain, and lay at the 
Village of Erm On this Road there 
are but few that under!!and Spamjh t all 
the Country People fpcaking the Gaf 
coigm Language, fo that the M metier was 
our Interpreter. 

Sat Hr day 20 th, we fet out two Hours 
before Day, aionga very bad and Moun¬ 
tainous Road, and leaving behind us at 
the end of a League, the Village of Efi 
piuM, and a League further Burgbcto, 
where a Governor with a Guard keeps 
the Pa ft * about an hundred Paces be¬ 
yond it,we came to the Village of Roncef* 
Viditty an excelfive cold Place, and there¬ 
fore the Houles there are covered with 
Planks that cannot be broke by the Frolt. 
The Church belongs to the King, and 
there belong to it 12 Canons, who have 
each 300 Ducats a Year,bdide the Demi* 
canons. The Canons tficmfclves fill up 
the vacancies among them, butthe King 
has the nomination of the Prior. In 
this Church they Ibcw two Clubs co¬ 
ver’d with Iron, us’d formerly in War, 
and one of the Stirrups of Orlande the 
great Champion of France , the Slip¬ 
pers Turptn the Hiftorian, andBifhop of 
Parity who came into Spain with Otar* 
Umagniy wore when he laid Mafs \ the 
fame Tnr pins, Tomb, in a place apart 
from the Church , where the famous 
Battle is painted, in which feveral of 
the bra volt Men of France dy’d, as they 
were returning home with Cbmlrmaign ; 
and laltly their Tombs. Riding hence 
along a craggy dangerous Path, on the 
Mountain, and going down on the o- 
ther fide, fuch .mother way cover’d 
with Trees, in all two Leagues and a 
half, we croft'd a fmall River, which 
divides the two Powerful Kingdoms of 
St. fern de frwcesnd Spain. A League from thence 
“ we came to St. Jean de Pied de Party the 
Metropolis of the lower Navarre. It 
is well Wall’d, and has a fmall Suburb. 
Thro’ the midlt of it runs a Rapid Ri¬ 
ver, which afforded us good Trours for 
Supper. On the Hill that Commands 
Vol.IV. 


the City, is a Cattle regularly Forti- 
fy'd without, and good Houfes within, 
for the Gnmlbii. We lay In a good 

Inn. 

Sunday 21ft, we bear’d Maft there, 
and law the Women by realon of the 
Cold cover their Heads with Mantles, 
like thofb the Moan wear, and the Men 
with 3 fort of blackCaps. 1 hir'd three 
Horfes to go us far as Pax, for nine 
French Crowns. * 

Monday 22d, we fet outand tiaveil’d 
through a Country well cultivated, and 
Green, with Country Houfes at conve¬ 
nient diftanccs. We crdls’dfevcral Ri¬ 
vers onBridges,and among the reft a great 
one, a League Ihortof Navmrcnty where 
the Bridge ft /hut. up with GjCcs to nuke 
People pay for palling. Having rode Nroxrrertt 
feven Leagues, wc took up in the For¬ 
ties of NavarrenSy at the Cullomers 
Houfe (as we had done at Pied de Port) 
who did not pra&ife (hat ttridfcftefs us’d, 
in other Parts of France^ but pafs’d my 
Trunks without opening them, taking 
my Word for what was in them. This 
Fort feated in the Province of JWw, 
ft Garrifon’d by a Battalion of Foot, and 
by it runs a good River that abounds in 
Trouts. The King of France has not 
only made the way fjfe, but for the 
Travellers greater conveniency, has at 
certain diftances, caus’d Poles, and Stones 
to be fet up to Ihew the way, and the 
diftaace of Leaguesj an Action worthy 
fo great a Monarch. 

Having paid the Duties of the Cu- 
ftom-Houfe, I fet out hetimes on Wed* 
nefday 23d, and having pafs’d over the- 
River on a Stone Bridge to the Place of 
Arms, the Guard carry’d me before 
their Officer, who enquiring very Civt- 
ly, whence 1 came, difmift’d me.* The 
Road I travell’d, though Mountainous 
look'd like one continu’d Garden. Af¬ 
ter riding two Leagues and a half, I 
bated at Manes my where an old Hoftefs 
made me pay dear for a bad Dinner. A 
League Irom thence we ferry’d over the 
River Gave, which falls into the Ado:tr y 
and went to the Town of Lafcar % where 
the States of the Province meet, to a- 
void conteft about Precedence, in the 
Parliament of Pan. Bcfides the City in 
the Plain, which is open, there ft ano¬ 
ther among the Mountains, but fmall 
and enclos’d with low Walls. Depart¬ 
ing thence, we rode fix Leagues further, 
and lay at 

Pan, the Metropolis of the Province 
of Bearn. It ft divided into the lower, 
which is Water’d by the River C<m, 

E e e e over 
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over which there is a Stone Bridge of a 
GtftielU. vaft length ; and the upper, where the 
1 699. Parliament re[ides,where there is a good 
Gallic. Neither City is Wail’d ■, but the 
upper, has very good Houfes and rich 
Shops, its fhape is long, and it may¬ 
be faid to have but one Street upon the 
level, for there is a defeent to thofe 011 
the lidcs. The Cattle is well Built after 
the Antient manner, without any Mo¬ 
dern Fortification. In the Court of it, 
there is noble Curving, and half Sta¬ 
tues of exquilite Workmanfhip; efpe- 
cially a Shepherd, and Shepherdcfs fet 
in a Wall. They fhew’d m e Henry the 
IVchs Royal Chappel, and the Room 
where he was Born, being on the Well 
fide over the Garden. "The All yes in 
• this Garden are all Arch’d over by the 
Trees, and thick Plants running up in¬ 
terwoven, and knotted together like 
Arbours. Thence I went into the 2d 
Garden adorn’d with Mirtle, ciirioufly 
cut*, thence into a Wood enclos’d with 
high Walls, in which there are two ftrait 
Walks of a vaft length, fhaded by tall 
Oaks; and thence to a Hill, to fee ano¬ 
ther Garden, which was that great 
King’s delight \ but at prefent they are 
all ill look’d after. 

Returning home, 1 law the Palace, 
where the Parliament meets, near the 
Call I e. Here 52 Councilors meet in 
four Courts, which are, one for Crimi¬ 
nal Caufes ; one for the Revenue, or 
Exchequer ; and the other two for ci¬ 
vil Caufes. Every Counfellor is al¬ 
low’d by the King 100 Pi Holes a Year, 
befides their Profits, but the Prefidents 
have more. All thefe Places are 
bought for ever, and may be fold again 
with the King’s leave. 

A League from Pan is the City Mar¬ 
ians ^ the Antientefl in the Province, and 
five Leagues from it the wholefbme Wa¬ 
ters of Bagmets ; and at four Leagues 
difiance, the miraculous Image of our 
Lady of Bet eran. There are in Pott 
four Mona/leries of Men, and two of 
Nuns. 

Wedttefiiay 24th, the Weather being 
bad, I did not Travel, but hir’d three 
Horfl's to Teulonza, for 1 5 Frtrtch Crowns, 
and fet out on 

Thitrfday 25th, Rode two Leagues 
through a Plain well cultivated Country, 
Water’d by fmail Rivulets, to bate at 
Ttrbc. r ^ e * nn hordes painty and thence three 
Leagues to lye at Tarbe, by reafon of 
the bad way, T arbt is a City feated in 
a Plain, and compos’d of fevcral Parts, 
lor there is a good Suburb at firit coming 


in; then a Wall’d City ;then another big¬ 
ger than that, and Wall’d too; and laft- 
ly other Houfes, continu’d for an Italian 
Mile in length. It is the Head of the 
Province of Bigorre, but Subje& to the 
Parliament of TbdoUzje. 

Friday 26th, I travel’d four Leagues 
through a well cultivated Country, al¬ 
ways in fight of the high, and hoary Py¬ 
renean Mountains, which divide the 
two greatefl Monarchies in Europe, and 
din’d at Putdarias, thence four more to 
the Village of Lamette , undone more to 
lye at Battaille. 

We mounted at break of day on Sm* 
tttrday 27th, and Riding 3 Leagues, bat¬ 
ed at Lombez-f a wall’d Place, but final]; 
and thence continu’d our Journy five 
l eagues further to Plai/ance , where we 
took up that Night. There came with 
me from Madrid , a half Milanefe of 
Spantjh extraflion, who lov’d Water as 
a Dog loves a Cudgel, fo that he would 
be continually Drunk, and therefore 
could not fit his Horfe going down Hill, 
nor Ride in the Night, fo that he was 
often loft, yet I always found him in 
fome Tavern, with a Pot in his Hand ; 
fo that I had excellent Company of 
him. 

Sunday 29 th, we fet out by break of 
Day, and travel I’d two Leagues along 
a plain cultivated Country, and fo ar¬ 
riv’d at the Suburb of Toulottza, which is 
wall’d in. Here the Officers were fatis- 
fy’d with a Piece of Mony, and forbore 
opening my Trunks, and therefore 
without making any flay, havingtrofs’d 
the Suburb, we went afoot from the 
Bridge, to the Cuckolds Inn. 

Tmlowz.1 a City, Famous for its Par- Pndm\e- 
liament, and Univerficy, is feated in the 
lat. of 43 degrees, and 20 minutes, in 
an excellent Air, and may be call’d the 
greatefl City in France , next to Paris, 
being half a League long, from Eafl to 
Weil, and the third part of a League 
in breadth. In the Year 638, after the 
Building of Pome, Cepio deflroy’d it, 
and carryed thence a vaft quantity of 
Gold and Silver. The Walls at pre¬ 
fent are of Brick, with Towers after the 
antient manner, at proper diftances, 
with a narrow, but deep Ditch about 
them. The Houfes are indifferently 
Built of Brick, and the Streets well 
Pav’d. In fhort, to me it look’d like an¬ 
other Tauris in Perfia. 

Abundance of Gentry live in it, and 
generally the Inhabitants are well affefted 
to Strangers, behaving themfeIves Ho-

CHAP. IV. 

The Author's journey from Toulouze to Marfeilles.

H Aving hir’d a Calefa for 19 Crowns 
to Montpellier, I fet out on Tuefday 
taeiaftday of September betimes, pal¬ 
ling through the very large Suburb ot S. 
Michael . After crofting the Canal fe- 

veral times upon Bridges for the fpace of 
three Leagues and a half of a good Coun¬ 
try, I din’d at Batjtge, and then travel¬ 
ling through many Villages came very 
late to Cajlclnati £ An , four Leagues and 
a half from Bauege. We Supp’d well 
for half a Crown a Head, being twelve 
at Table, and among them a Religious 
Man that Eat and Drank like an honeft 
trench Man. At this Place there is a ga¬ 
thering of Water for the ufe of the Ca¬ 
nal, and two Leagues olfanother, call’d 
of NoYOtifs. 

Setting out early on Wedmfday the 
firft of O&cber, I came at the end of 
three Leagues riding through a well Peo¬ 
pled Country to the Village of Alzone, 
whfijice after Dinner 1 went 3 Leagues 
further to Carcafonne. This Place is 
Wall’d, the Houfes for the moft part 
of Stone, and handfomer than thofe of 
Todoaza ithe City is large, and has a con- 
fiderable Trade, by reafon there is good 
Cloth made call’d by its Name. All the 
Streets are good, but the Market-Place 
beyond them all. The Suburbs are 
large, and there is a long Bridge leads 
to one of them over the River Oodi , 
where is a fpacious Citadel on the top 
of a Hill. The Bifhop of this Place has 
40000 Livrcs a Year. 

’ Thutfday 2d, before I left the City, I 
went to fee the Cloth made, and found 
feven Looms, with two Men at each of 
them, bcca afe the Cloth was feven Quar¬ 
ters wide i in another Room they were 
Sheering of it. Then going into my 
Calcth, after a Leagues Riding, I again 
crofs’d the fame River, upon a Bridge 
near the Village of Traves, and then the 
Canal feveral times, along which I faw 
many Men and Horfes that drew along 
the Boats. Wc Din'd in the little Vil¬ 
lage of Pifcia, three Leagues from Car- 
cafonne , and then went three Leagues 
further along a ftony Way, to lye at 

PoHjfal. 

Friday 3d, at the end of three Leagues, 
wc pafs’d through Capefian, a large Place 


aud wall’d (many Villages in France ha¬ 
ving either Walls about them, or fotne 
Caftle to retire to) and over the Rivet 
Oodi upon a Bridge. Then croffing the 
Canal again (which a League from thence 
runs along a Cavity cut for too Paces in Beyers* 
the hard Rock) came to the City Betters, 
feated on a Hill, and water’d on one 
fide by the River Oodi . The City is 

longer than’tis Broad, Fortify’d by Art 
and Nature, Populous, Plentiful and 
Rich, by reafon it is within three Leagues 
of the Sea. There is a Garifon in it of 
800 Men. Four Leagues from it to¬ 
wards Perpignan, is a City not inferior 
to It call'd Narbome , through which 
thofe that come from Catalonia generally 
pafs. Moving four Leagues further af¬ 
ter Dinner, we lay at the City of Pe- 
rettes , which is large, but of little T rade. 

Saturday 4th, when we had rid half 
a League, we came to a Bank of Earth, 
two Italian Miles in length, raifed at a 
vaft expence, to make the way more 
commodious in Winter. In France they 
take great care of the High-Ways, and 
I obferv’d them to be generally pav’d, 
from the time 1 came into it. Then we 
pafs’d through the Town of Monfagne , 
a League from whence we fet out, and 
then travelling at a fmail diftance from 
the Sea, at the end of four Leagues Din’d 
at the Town of Gigian, whence advanc¬ 
ing three Leagues more we came before 
Night to Montpelier. This City is the 
Capital of the lower Langndoc, as Ton- mowptueu 
lmz.e is of the upper, and being feated 
on the top of a Hill yeilds a fine Profpeft 
at a diftance. 

Sunday 5th, 1 went to fee the Town- 
Houfe, which is not fo good as that of 
Todouz.e. The fix Coufuls there are 
clad In Scarlet, but without Gold Fring¬ 
es. Here was the King’s Pifture, fitting 
on a Throne, done by a Mafterly Hand; 
he is holding out an Olive Branch to 
one of the fix Confuls, who Kneels be¬ 
fore him, tofignifie the Peace concluded 
that Year between him and the Confe¬ 
derates , as appears by an Ingenious but 
Haughty Infeription under it. 

The Church of our Lady clofe by it, 
has uo great matter of Ornament, no 
more than the Cathedral, and neither 

of 
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of them, has but one Ifle. The Biihop’s 
Gcmelli. Palape has been a great Stru&ure, but 
i699. being ver y ancient, as is the Church, is 
C/VX> gone to Rum. Not far from thence I 
* went out at the Qate of Payroll, lately 
rebuilt by the Confuls, and adorn’d on 
the outfide with Trophies, maiftetly 
Carv’d, and with Arms of the Nations 
Conquer’d by Promt , with ingenious 
Latin Mottoes. The walking Place 
without this Gate is one of the fineft 
Nature and Art could produce , had 
they vy’d to outdo one another; for 
the Eye is delighted with the Prufpeft 
of the Sea, and pleafant Fields of a long 
delicious Plain. The Walls of the Ci¬ 
ty are high andftroug, thq’ anticqt, and 
cncompafs’d with a deep Pitch. The 
Houles are generally very good, three 
or four Stories high, like thofe in Naples, 
hut cover'd with Tiles. The Streets 
arc narrow and crooked, by rcalon of 
the unevennefs of the Ground, and num¬ 
ber of Inhabitants. The courteous La¬ 
dies arc extraordinary Beautiful, and fair 
of Completion, In other refpets the 
City is Rich, becaufe of its Trade, and 
in it arc fix Sovereign Chambers that 
govern all the Province, 

After Dinner l took another Calcih 
for feven Crowns to MarftHlts , and hav¬ 
ing gone four Leagues, lay at the Inn of 
Ponilnncl, fo call’d of Lonely a neigh¬ 
bouring City, lying on the left Hand ot 
the way, where the HoftefTcs created 
jpe well. They wore a great Hood, as 
the Country-women do, to defend them 
againfl the Son. 

Monday (5ch, having rid four Leagues, 
I Din’d in the City S. Oil, 1 would wil¬ 
lingly have gone as far as Niftnes, by 
the Latins call’d Ntm&JWy a City where 
they make good Serge, to have fecn 
fame Roman Antiquities there ; as the 
Temple of DianaU Maifm Qaarre, 
or the fquarc Houfe, built of yaC Stones; 
and Its Arena, or the Amphitheatre for 
publick Shows : but being to go three 
leagues, I chore rather to get fooa to 
Navks. After Dinner, having rid a 
Mile, wc Ferry’d over ail Arm ot the 
Rhoftie, which divides Langaedoc from 
Provence. One that waited there to re¬ 
ceive the Cufloms, ask’d me whether l 
had any thing uew in my Trunks, which 
ought to pay the King’s Duty, and tel¬ 
ling him there were feven Dozen of 
Fans, lie very civilly difmifs'd me, with¬ 
out receiving that little which was due 
to him. He alfo advis’d me, when 1 
came to Arles , to tell the Cuflom- 
Houfe-Officers there, that the Officers 
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on the Road had taken no Cuftom, be¬ 
caufe the. Things were incoufidurable, 
aud to make Prefeats; and bid me not 
{how the'Note I carry’d, for then they 
would oblige me to Pay. This Civility 
to Strangers is peculiar to the french ; 
and I had fuch tryal of it, that in a 
Month’s Travelling through France, my 
Trunks had never been open'd. Having 
paid 15 Sols for the Galcfli paffiog the 
Bridge, we came to Afles, after three 
Leagues Riding. When i came to the 
Bridge of Boats too Paces in length, 
over the other Arm of the River Rhofm, 
which is tvyice as broad as that before- 
mention’d, the Officers ask'd four Sols 
Toll The Rhofne is counted the great- 
eft River in France, which after palling 
b/ Lions and Avignon, divides it fell’ in¬ 
to two Branches, a League above Arles, 
and rims down into the Sea fcYcn Leagues 
below it, at die Port of Bn, whence 
grp.it Boats and Tartans go up to load 
with Wine and Corn. 

yfrlet, a City firmed in 43 deg. of lat. 
is an Arcbbifhoprick, and has a good 
Trade, but is not very Rich. It Hands 
upon a rifing Ground, which makes it 
flipw lightly without, and it is reckned 
to be antienter than Rome. There is a 
Theatre in it, built by the Romans, but 
not fo entire as that of F'erona. The 
Wa(ls about it, and the Houles are ve¬ 
ry good, but thp Streets narrow, aud 
the Tpwn-Houfe but indifferent, 

TWwff 7th> Travelling along the fa¬ 
mous Ayt(dulls , at the end ot tour 
Leagues wc came to the Inn of S. Mar¬ 
tin d« Crau , where we din’d well for 20 
Sols a Head ; then proceeding four 
Leagues further along a dry flouy way, 
we came to Salem, a City in the Diocefe 
of Arles , and therefore the Archbilhop 
has there an antient large Caltlc on an 
Em memy- The Walls of the City are 
half nfin’d with Antiquity, and the 
Houfes of a very indifferent Stru&ure, 
without any Simmctry. They fay the 
way call’d fia Aunliana, made by the 
Emperor M. Aurelius, from the Fron¬ 
tiers of Spain, as far as Rome , pafs’d by 
this Place. There is nothing in it re¬ 
markable but the Sepulcher, or Tomb 
of Nofiradamus , the famous Aftrologer 
of the latfc Age, who is laid to have 
foretold the Murder of Henry IV. King 
of France■ It is in the Church of the 
Framifeasts, on the left hand Wall cn- 
tring the Gate, with this following In- 
feripticn.

In the fame Church is to be feen an I- 
mage of the Bicffed Virgin , and the 
manner of taking, our Saviour down 
from the Crols, with feven Marble Sta¬ 
tues, all the Work of fome great Ma¬ 
tter. 

Having travcl’d five Leagues on a ve¬ 
ry bad Mountain Road, we Din’d on 
Wedmfday 8th at S. Po» y a fmatl Place in 
the midft of a Plain that reaches for fe¬ 
ver a I Leagues, all adorn’d with Coun¬ 
try Houfes belonging to the Inhabitants 
ofAix .After Dinner we went 4 Leagues 
further, and came to Mar fettles two 
Hours after Night-fall. Wc lodg’d 
at the Deux pommes y or two Apples in 
the Street call’d It Cours. A League 
and a half fhort of the City, the Cu- 
ttom-houfe-Officers ask’d me whether I 
had any new Commodities} and telling 
them l had fome Dozens of Fans to 
make Prefents} one of them advis’d me 
when I cameto the next Officers, which 
were half a League off to enter all I 
had, that it might not he feis’d. I did 
fo without paying any thing, nor did 
they ask any thing of me when 1 entred 
MarJtitles , but only four Sols for open¬ 
ing the Gate, which was Ihut. 

^Mp fellies, Marftitles was built by the Phenicians 
on theShore of X\\zMedittrranean y in the 
Lat.of.42 deg. 40 min. and was very Fa¬ 
mous in former Times for its Schools, 
which vy’d with thofeof Rhodes and A- 
thens. At prefeut it isone of the moft ce¬ 
lebrated Ports in theMedirerra#can y tho’ 
fo fhallow, that it mutt often be cleans’d 
to be capable of indifferent VefTels. The 
Compafs of itsWalls is hot above two /- 
tsdiatt Miles UJJ and down. The Houfes 
are very good, and 4 or 5 Stories high} 
the Streets bad, that is, Narrow,Crook¬ 
ed and Dirry, except that call’d le 
Cours. Here ’tis true the Houfes are 
built Uniform and Proportionable, and 
there are orderly Rows of Trees for 
half a Mile } the empty fpace in the 
middle, enclos’d with Iron Chains and 
Benches made faft to keep out Cattle, 
and make it fit for the Men without any 
Moleftation to take the cool Air under 
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deft \\ omen. The Port is defended by 
the Cattles of S. John and S. Nicholas ; 
asalfoby four fmall Redoubts upon as 
many little Hands or Rocks, half a 
League dittant, the biggeft of which is 
call'd Coftaodtn y where the Ships ttay to 
keep their Qua? entitle ^ when they coine 
from Places fufpe&ed for Infection. 

Th nr [day <jth,I went to fee the Darft - 
” e \. where the Galleys arc built. It 
is big enough to build as many as they 
pleafe, there being long cover’d Walks 
tor making of Cables, and two cover’d 
Docks to build two Galleys at once. 
That Which they call the King’s Arfe - 
nal is very ftatcly, and lias a noble Pa- 
vinion m the middle for the Officers of 
the Gal eys, and two Docks to build 
two Galleys, befides a vaft number of 
Magazines for Timber, and an Armo- 
ry as they told me for 100000 Men. 

T , h J Cathedral ftands near the Sea in 
the Weft Part of the City. It has three 
Ifies, and the Ghappels are well Con- 
tnv d^ but the Bi[hop's Palace, who is 
a Suffragan of Arles y has nothing re¬ 
markable. 0 

J^nce * ^ent t0 fte the aforementi- 
on d Cattle of S.John y on the right hand 
without the Gate. It has a Platform 
with good Guns level with the Water, 
but the reft of it was ill provided, fome 
having been reftor’d from thence to the 
Duke of Savoy upon the laft Peace. Bc- 
mg foated on a Rock two Parts whereof 
are cncompafs’d by the Sea, it has no 
Ditch but only on the Land fide. A- 
bom Noon 20 Galleys came in return¬ 
ing from the Eaft, and from Naples y 
and thefe added to 21 more that were 
in.the Port, were a pleafant fight. After 
Dinner I went over in a Boat to fee the 
oppofite Cattle of S. Nicholas , on a Hill 
to the left of the Habour. It has feve- 
ral good modern Works, and at the 
foot of them a great Platform rebuilt, 
with many Pieces of Cannon both above 
and below. Upon another higher Hill 
is a great Fort, call d Noftre dame de 
Garde y which ferves for a Land Mark 
to Ships at Sea. 

In my return home I pafs’d by the 
Town-Houfe, which towards the Sea 
has a good Marble Front, and good 
Rooms within curioufly Painted. 

Being defirous to fee Aix the Metro¬ 
polis of Provence, I hir’d two Horfeson 
Monday ioth, and rode thither after 
Dinner, along a dirty ttony Way, yet 
pleafant by reafon of the Mountains a- 
bout it, and the Hills which are well 

cultivated

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dieters, to fee the Parliament, After Mafe 


cultivated and ftrew’d with abundance 
GtmtUi, of Houfcs of Pleafurc, belonging to the 
tdpp. Inhabitants of Mar fettles ana JHx, I 
I>V*V Came thither late having traveled five 
Leagues, and lay at U Sails d’ Or ,-or the 
Golden Saddle. This City is feated on 
a Valley eneompafs’d with Hills, and 
tho’ it be the Reiidcnce of a Parliament, 
a Chamber of Accounts, and a Genera¬ 
lity } yet its Compafs is not above two 
Indian Miles, enclos’d with indifferent 
Walls without a Ditch. The Houles 
however are beautiful, and four or five 
Stories high, like thofe of MarfeiHes • 
the Streets wide, ftrait and well Pav’d, 
fotneof them in the form of a Crofs, like 
the Coffers at Palermo. 

Saturday i ith, I law the Cathedral, 
which is of the Invocation of S. Saviour, 
has three Hies, andTsdark, and little 
adorn’d, as is ufual in that Country. 
The Archbifhop’s Palace is large, but 
plain. I w ent to t he new Church of the 
jefusts, which is final!, which was that 
Day hlefs’d by the Archbifllop, and 
there were prefeat the four chief Ma¬ 
gi ftrates of the City, whom in Provence 
they call Proem-ears die Pays , they wore 
a Belt of black Velvet, which the French 
call Chaperon , a crofs from the right 
Shoulder hanging down under the left 
Arm. Them fate on Benches, with 
Cufhions and Carpets beforetfeem. The 
Town-houfe is a very good one. 

Thence I went to la Plat e de Pre¬ 


in the Members of it came into the Hall 
where ! few the Prcfidcnt fitting in A 
long and wide Crimfon Garment, turn’d 
up with Ermines, like a Royal Robe, 
On the fame Bench fete fix Counfellors 
dad in long black Gowns, gather'd on 
the Back, with a long Train and wide 
Sleeves. Their Caps were like thofe 
Priefts wear, with a gfcat Toffel in the 
middle. This Robe is common to the 
Procter ears and Advocates, but the 
Counfellors, tho’ they may wear no o~ 
ther in Parliament, yec*in Fioeeflions 
and other publick Solemnities they wear 
a redOne of the feme make. A Clerk 
Clad after the feme manner, read the 
Petitions, but he wore a Cap of Crim¬ 
fon Velvet laced with Gold. This Of¬ 
ficer in French is call’d Premier Huiffier. 
The Procter ears and Advocates, or Plead-* 
ders, fete on Benches below the others, 
and were allow’d to be cover’d. Thence 
I went to fee the other 5 Courts, one 
upon the fame Floor, and four above 
Stairs. The Grand Chamhre was heft 
Gift and Painted, and there was a 
Chair in it for the King, when he flionld 
pleafeto be prefeat. Jnthefe Courts 
are ten Prelidents, and about fifty feven 
Counfellors are Sovereign Judges of all 
the Affairs of the Province. 

After Dinner 1 return'd the feme 
pleafant Way, and got into MarfeiHes 
betimes. 
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The Author's Voyage from MarfeiHes to Genoa, and the Defeript ion of that 

. City, 




T Would willingly have gone to fee 
g the SainteBaume, or the Cave where 
S. Mary Magdalen is faid to have liv’d 
thirty Years but thin king every Hour 
an Age till I return’d into ray native 
Country, 1 made the neceifery Provifi- 
on in haft, and on Sunday 1 :,th fet out 
for Genoa aboard a Tartan. We fell’d 
out of the Harbour an Hour before Sun- 
fet,and coa firing along the pleafentShore 
between the little 1 Hands, could ad¬ 
vance but two Miles becailfe the Wind 
was contrary, and Anchor’d that Night 
in‘a little Bay. After Midnight the 
Wind proving fair we fail’d again. And 
on 

Monday 13th, by break of Day pafs'd 
by a Village they call La Citee , and be¬ 
ing five Leagues from MarfeiHes, fail’d 
in light of the Hill of Sainte Battme, 


where Pilgrims are not allow’d to eat 
Flefe. About Stm-fet we were oft’ of 
Toahn, and could fee the Caftle and fe- 
veral Country Houles. We held on our 
way a!! Night. And in the Morning on 
mdnefday 14th, were Oppofite to the 
Town of ITyeres, and then run be¬ 
tween the three lflands of that Name 
and the Continent. The Wind falling 
then we made but little way but it 
came up again at Sun-fet, and we made 
good way till two in the Morning, when 
becaufe it blew hard we caft Anchor 
near Fort 5 . Magaret, to expect Day. 
This Fort ftands in a fmall lfland on the 
Con ft of France, very fruitful in Wine. 

Wedmfday 15th, when Day appear’d 
we fet Sail, con fling along in fight of 
Antibes, where there is a Caftle and 
Garrtfon, and S. La*, cnee, vv here a Ri¬ 
ver 
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Ver divides Provence from the Domini- 
GemtlU. ons of Savoy. We pafs'd fo dole to 
1690. Nivta, that wc could plainly fee it on 
t/V'O the fj Jt shore, enclos’d by a good Wall; 
asalfb its Fort refs on the high and crag¬ 
gy Rock, rendred Impregnable by Art 
and Nature. We Anchor’d after run¬ 
ning t8o Miles at Vi&afranca, where e- 
ViUijma, very Velfcl going to or coming from the 
Welt is to pay two in the hundred. Vil- 
Ufr.wca is a fmali Wall’d Town at the 
foot of high Mountains, without any 
Harbour, but only an open Road. It 
is defended by a Cattle on the Shore, 
and a Fort built on the high Mountain 
Albano, Garrifon’d by the Duke of Sa¬ 
voy. 

'After Dining and paying the Duties, 
we went aboard again, and hoifting 
Sail pafs’d along before the little Caftle 
of S. Spicic, and the Fort of Ovieuut , 
feated on the top of a Hill, and belong¬ 
ing to the fame Duke- We came two 
Moueo. hours before Sun-fet to Monaco, where 
landing, I went upafteepway, about 
the middle whereof there is a Guard to 
the Town. Being come to the upper 
Gate I found another Guard, a Draw¬ 
bridge and Ditch cut out of the Rock. 
Here I entred through a great Gate_to 
lee the Prince of Monaco's Palace. T he 
way to it is up two fpacious Marble 
Stare-Cafes made Semicircular, which 
afterwards meet in a ftatcly long Galle¬ 
ry that leads to the Lodgings and A- 
partments, which for their Number, 
Magnificence and Furniture may ferve 
feveral Princes together. 

Monaco is a very ftrong Place on a 
Rock, the Wallsinacceflible on all fides, 
and with only one Gate, up to which 
there is a very uneafieWay, as wasfaid 
before ; it is fmali, and has only one 
Mona fiery of Nuns of S. Terefa , be¬ 
en ufe it is poor and cannot maintain Fry- 
ars. There are abundance of heavy 
Gannon befidesthe final!, all welUnoun- 
tcd. The Garrifon con lifts of about 
900 Men, pay’d by the King of France. 
At Monaco they recover the Duty of 
two in the hundred only ot the Ships 
that return from the Weft, whereas all 
pay at VUlafranca , 

Thar/day 1 5 th, we advanced betimes 
leaving on our left hand on a Hill the 
Village of Ron a ofeura, and others be¬ 
longing to the fame Prince, for ten 
Miles along a dry Country} and then 
began to coaft along the Genoefe Shore, 
which begins at the City/^f ntimiglia’, 
yet all that Night could not get beyond 
S. Remo, a Country abounding in Oran¬ 
ges, Lemmons and Olives. 


The Calm held all the Night, fo that 
on Friday 17th at break of Day we were 
oppofite to the Village del Ccrvo. The 
Wind coming up againft ns, we wehe 
forced to lye tacking upon the delight¬ 
ful Coaft of Genoa , where the induftri- 
ous Genoefes make the barren Soil pro¬ 
duce Fruit Trees. After Noon the 
Wind prov’d favourable, and carry’d 
ns on a great way in fight of curious 
Gardens. Paffing by the City of Al¬ 
io enga, wc foon left Final behind with its 
two Caftles, one on the Hill and the 0- 
ther on the Sea-Shore, where there was 
a Spanijh Garrifon ; and then the City 
Noh , which is large, and has high 
Towers upon the Houfes of private Ci¬ 
tizens, and at laft came early to Savona, s . von , 
where we pafs’d the Night. This City * 
tho’ fmali is Walra, and has a Suburb 
as big again as it, with as good Houfes ; 
bcfidcs the delightful Country Houfes a- 
bout it, with fruitful Gardens, tho’al- 
moft contrary to Nature. The Churches 
of Savona are beautiful enough, as well 
for their Embellilhments in Marble as 
for the Structure it felf and Painting; 
efpecially the Duomo. The Caftle Hands 
upon the Shore, and has a treble Encto- 
fure, befides feveral Outworks, and a 
deep Ditch cut of the lolid Rock. The 
Harbour tho’ fmali is fafe, but of diffi¬ 
cult Entrance. Five Miles from the 
City is an Image of our Blefled Lady, 
famous for many Miracles. The Church 
belonging to it, befides its Pricfts and 
Religious Meu, maintains about 700 
Orphans of both Sexes. Savona is alfo 
famous for its curious Earthen Ware, 
exceeding all that is made in the State 
of Genoa. The Bifhops of this City, 
of Ventimiglia and Albenga, have fcarce 
a thou fand Crowns a Year each, becaufe 
their Dioceifes are very fmali. 

Having hir’d a Filucca, I fetout from 
Savona on Saturday the 18th betimes, 
and paffing by the neighbouring Town 
of Arbifola, the delicious Plain of Aren- -j 
zano, Cogolerto feventeen Miles diftant 
from Genoa, Valeri, and other hand- 
fome Towns on the Shore, with excel¬ 
lent Houfes of Pleafure, as far as the 
Vale and River of Polfevera, vvhofe 
Mountains are nothing inferior to the 
delightfulleft Parts of its Banks, came 
at length to Genoa before Noon. 

Genoa iies upon the Mediterranean fa¬ 
cing the South, in the Lat. of 43 deg. 

40 min. and being feated on the fide of 
a Hill looks from the Sea a noble Thea¬ 
tre. All the Buildings throughout its 
whole Compafs of four Miles, are a- 

dorn’d

dom’d with excellent Mai - ble j nor will 
GemtlU. thole in time be inferior to them, which 
i<?99* the rich Inhabitants will be daily erect- 
i/'YNJ ing in the compafsof 15 Miles, the Wall 
newly built has enclos’d; The worft is, 
that the Streets are Narrow and Dark. 
The Port is above a Mile in length, with 
a Light-Houfe on the Weil End, and 
good Fortifications, under vvhofePro- 
tedtion there are two Docks, onefor the 
Galleys, the other tor the Wine Boats. 
In 935 it was burnt by the Saracen. r, and 
all the Inhabitants [lain or made Slaves, 
but was afterwards Rebuilt much more 
nobly. It is call’d the Haughty, becaufe 
the Nobility are fo Proud and Intracta¬ 
ble, having a great Conceit of them- 
felves, tho’ the little Dominion of tlteir 
Common-wealth, does not extend toa- 
bove 140 Miles in length along the Shore 
from Eaft to Weft, and tinder 12 in 
breadth. Since the Scourge of the French 
Bombardment in 1684, they have ereft- 
ed two Platforms and planted good 
Guns on them, to keep off thofe Thun¬ 
derbolts, which can humble the prou- 
deft Hearts; The Ladies are Beautiful 
and Witty, buttheir fhort way of fpeak - 
ing makes them ridiculous. The Men 
are extremely Frugal and inclin’d to 
Trade, which lias gain’d them vaft 
Wealth; 

The Doge’s Palace is one of the larg- 
eft and moft beautiful Structures in Eu- 
roft^ but not fo much beautify’d with 
Marble as the private Houfesofthe No¬ 
bility. A few Steps led up out of a 
great Court into a noble Hail, without 
which are the two fo famous Statues of 
Andrew d’ Orta and John Andrea , the 
Deliverers of their Country. Adjoyn- 
ing to this Hall there are many Apart¬ 
ments with their particular Courts, 
beautify’d with Marble Pillars. Then 
going up two high Stair-Cafes’are the 
upper Lodgings, where is the Chamber 
of the great Council, for eledting of the 
e Doge y and by it the College for Matters 
of Government, where thetwenty {even 
Senators and Agents (as they told me) 
meet, Clad in long Gowns a!moft like 
the French civil Magiftrates *, but the 
Agents cannot Vote in allPnblick Af¬ 
fairs. In the oppolite fide are the Doge’s 
Apartments, big enough, not only for 
him, but for any ablblute Prince. 

Towards Evening 1 went out of 
Town to fee Prince d' Orta’s Palace, 
* vftandiug on the Shore. It is well worth 
feeing for its noble Structure, Marble, 
Fountains, Gardens and rich Furniture. 

Sunday 19th, l heard Mafs in the 
Vol. IV. 


Church of the Dominicans which has 
.three lies, fupported on Pillars, and 
tho’ large is nor much beautify’d with 
Marble, as is the Cloiftcr. 

S'. Ambrofe belonging to the Jefulrs, 
is built after theMod el of their profefs’d 
Houft at Naples, all lin’d with curious 
Marble finely wrought with large Pil¬ 
lars 5 but it is not fo large as that of 
Naples. , 

The Dnomo or S. Laurence’s Church 
has a lofty noble Front of Marble of fc- 
veral Colours; it is large, and has three 
Illes form’d by eight Mar Mr. Pillars, but 
not fo well bcailtify’d as is S. Ambrofe, 

The Palace of Eugenio Durazxo has a 
noble Front, and eight good Pillars with¬ 
in the Court. A ftately Stair-Cafe 
which parts in two,' leads into fpacidus 
Apartments, all curiouily adorn’d with 
Marble and Painting. And it may be 
truly_ faid that the Palaces of private 
Men in Genoa are Royal, 

The Church of the Barefoot Car me- 
lires, where I went to Vefpefs, conftfts 
oi but one I lie, and has a good Taber¬ 
nacle ot rich Marble and precious 
Stones. The moft remarkable thing is 
the Chappel of the Franzoni on the left 
hand, all cas’d in pure black Marble, 
and particularly four Marble Pillars * 
twelveh@lf Bodies of Brafs, and a large 
Crucifix worth 10000 Crowns. On the 
right is the Chappel of the Darazxi, 
beautiful,but not fo rich. 

Going thence I faw the College of S. 
Jerome of the Jefiats, not yetfinifh’d. 
However it is remarkable for the great 
quantity of Marble Pillars, that a- 
dorn the Front, and fitpport the two 
Galleries, one above another ; and I 
can affirm I counted 84 great Marble 
Pillars in the Cloifter only. The Church 
is well fit out, and the upper Hall for 
publick Deputations Embcllifh’d with 
good Pictures. 

The Theater, where I faw a Play 
Afted, is final), with only four Rows of 
Boxes, and eighteen in each Row, The 
Price was Half a Crown a Man- 

Monday icth, going to S. Giro of the 
Fathers Theatins , i few a moft beautiful 
Church with three arch’d Ifles, fuppor- 
ted by fixtieen great Pillars of white 
Marble. There are twelve Chappels, 
fix on a fide.; and before them twenty 
four Pillars, and as many on the Altars, 
all of line Marble of feverai Colours, 
beiides other curious Works on the feme 
Stone- The; Tabernacle is of great va¬ 
lue, the Chair beautiful, and the high 
Altar much more, for four Pillars of de- 
F f f f licate 
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1 icatc black Marble. Tli e Arch and Cu¬ 
pula is rich Jv Oilt and Painted at a great 
Expence. In (hart no City in the 
World exceeds Genoa for Ornament of 
Churches, heeutfe of tire admirable 
Marble which is not to be brought a 
great way. 

Going out at S. Martha?* Gate on 
YudfLiy it.'l, 1 won LiptreHiil to fee 

the Albcrgo, vyhich is one of the 1110ft 
magnificent and pious Works in the 
State of 0 aio,i. Coming to this Place I 
perceiv’d) That the noble Venetians, as 
(paring as tljjsy are towards themfelves 
whilft living, they are as bountiful to 
the Church dying, of thofe Goods they 
can no longer keep. This appears by 
the incredible and prodigious Charge, 
the Strufture wc now fpeak of imift coft; 
becaufe in order to fimfh it, betides the 
Structure erected they have been for¬ 
ced to level Precipices, and cut the un¬ 
even Rock fmooth. Two fpacions Wa ys 
lead from the fir ft Gate to a Portico - 7 
and thence two other nobler Ways to 
tlie firft Floor, where there are four 
Statues of the Benefactors of the Place, 
w ithlnfcriptions •, bclid cs as many more 
upon the Stairs. ^ The Walls within the 
Church arc cover’d with choice Marble, 
with eight Statues Handing upright, 
and a high Altarwitlifevcn Pillars, and 
an Image of the BlelFed Virgin, Carv’d 
by a Mafter. Before we come to the 
Church, we fee on the right hand feve- 
ral Galleries and Rooms, as alfo the 
Garden of the houeft Women and Maids* 
for the Condemn’d and Penitent, Wo¬ 
men, live apart above the Church, that 
they may not delude the Maids. The 
Govcrncfs (hewing me the Apartments 
told me there were in that Place 650 
Women. From behind the high Altar 
and the firft Portico there is a way up to 
feveral Apartments, oue of Youths, an¬ 
other of old Men, and another of Chil- 
d ren, w here th efe work for feveral U fes 
of the Houle, # ud all thole Apartments 
by reafon of the height of the Place 
Hand one above another, [like a Scene 
of Pu ipcivivc on a Star e, 1 and it is a 
great f’lcafiire to view it horn the Gal¬ 
leries. The whole is Govern’d with 
wonderful Order and Economy, Or- 

K luns and poor Children being there 
lain tabl'd and Educated y and Porti¬ 
ons given to Marry youngjMaids. At 
that time there were 1300 Perfons 
maintain’d there. 

Next I went to fee the >grcat Hofpi- 
tal, .where about 400 Sick of both Sexes 
are maintain’d, and carefully attended 


with much Charity. In the firft Galie- 
lery There is nothing beautiful but its 
length and extent, and this leads to an¬ 
other equal to it in bignefs, which is :he 
Women’s Infirmary:" with three other 
Apartment? for Perifons of (Quality and 
young Glides. At the Entrance into 
the fecond Gallery is a beautiful Chap¬ 
pie, and two long Arches making a 
Crofc, and another largeoncon the right 
hand of the Ghajrpd. 

The Senate being to meet I went thi¬ 
ther, mid faw at the end of a fpaoi- 
Qtis Hall, a great 'Ring, with 28 Seats 
about it, like chc Ring of the Royal 
Chamber at Js/apitt. The DogPs Chair 
was fomewhat above the reft under a 
Canopey. He was Clad in Scarlet, and 
tbe feven Senators about him, had long 
Gowns of black Damask, Caps Hkethefe 
Priefts wear, and about their Necks old 
fafhion Ruffs or Gorgets. When they 
had read a Petition, they all gave their 
Votes by way df Ballot. This Doge is 
chofen from among the Senators, ‘and 
when he has Govern’d two Years, is 
difmifs’d by a Perfon appointed for that 
purpofo, in thefe Words. Tour Sereni¬ 
ty has finifWd the time cf your Govern¬ 
ment. Tour Serenity mujl retire to your 
<rm Hoitfc. 

I heard Mafs in the Church of 5. Mt- 
thfVy which is final!, but has three Ifles 
form’d by eightPillars,and well adorn’d. 
The Parifti Church of S.,Litkc tho’ little 
and has but three Altars, is beautiful 
for its Marble Infide. The Banker’s 
Exchange and the Merchants is great, 
but the Structure nothing Magnificent. 

Wednesday 22d, I went to walk in 
Prince d? Grid’ s Garden, and took no¬ 
tice of a great Fountain, over which is a 
Ntffsme drawn on a Shell by three Sea- 
Horfes, with feveral little Boys fport- 
ing about. The Palace is very fpaci- 
ous, and lias a communication with the 
per Gardens by an Iron Bridge. 

Hence I proceeded to lee "the Pharos 
or iighthoufe, in which at Night they 
fet up 3 2 Lights, to diredt the Ships that 
come into the Harbour. It is doo Spans 
high or 450 Foot, as the Keeper told 
me, and a Stair-Cafe of 312 Steps, up 
which 1 could not get under half an 
Hour. It is Founded 011 a Rock, and a- 
boutit, as well as along the Curtin, 
there arc good Pieces of Cannon. 

After Dinner I went to our Lady of 
the Vineyards, a Collegiate Chu rch with 
three (lies. Arch'd and fuftain’d by 20 
Marble Pillars. All the Chappelsarc 
beautiful, with each of them two Pil¬ 
lars 
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lars and excellent Painting, but the high 
GemtSi, Altar exceeds all the reft. 
i 6 99- S. Franeish Church belonging to the 
Fathers of that Order, islargc, audhas 
three Illes divided by Pillars. On the 
right fide there arc fix good Chappels, 
for thofe on the left are not yet finifh’d. 

Thurfday 23d, 1 went to fee our Lady 
of the Affiimption, or of Carignano, a 
Collegiate Church, with twclveCanons, 
an Abbot and eighteen Chaplains; 
Founded by Randirtello Sauli, and rais’d 
to its prefentG rand cur by FramisMdria 
Sauli Doge. Itis feared on a high Moun¬ 
tain, which has a Profpeft of all Genoa 
and the adjacent Parts. The Church is 
rais’d upon four folid Pillars, which di¬ 
vide it into three I lies- In the Niches 

of the laid Pillars are four noble Statues 
excellently Carv’d. The Eight Chap- 
pels are well beautify’d with Marble, 
as well as the high Altar. A conveni¬ 
ent Stair-Cafe made within the Wall, 
leads up to the Cupula on the outfidc, 
whence all Genua is feen from three fe- 
veril Galleries one above another. 

Friday 24th, I went to fee S. George’s 
Hill, where the greateft Wealth of Ge¬ 
noa is. On the firft Floor is theCuftom- 
Houfe, and above Stairs on the right 
Hand the antient great Chamber, with 
fifteen Statues of noble Genoejes , who 
have deferv’d well of their Country, 
placed about the Wall. The new Cham¬ 
ber, where fomedmes the Parties con¬ 
cern’d meet ro the number of 400, is 
larger, and about its Walls are fixtecn 
Statues of good Marble, placed there in 
memory of good Citizens. Through 
this Chamber they go to that of the 
M a gift rates, which are eight Senators, 
who decide all Caufes relating to the 
Bank, and Duties of the City, fitting on 
Chairs cover’d with Crimfon Damask. 

Saturday 25 th, I faw Prince d* Oria’s 
Palace. It has a very curious Marble 
Front, and pleafant Gardens on the lides, 
and two Galleries, each adorn’d with 
eight Pillars. _ There are Stairsthat look 
Majeftick, which lead up to the Court; 
and from the Court another Stair-Cafe 
not inferior to the firft, dividing it felf 
into two Branches goes to the Lodgings 


above, of which it is better to fay no¬ 
thing than too little. The Court is 
beautify’d with twenty great Pillars, 
and tw enty two more fupport the Arches 
of the fecond Floor. l| 1 

At a fmall diftance is the Palace of 
Bngnele, the lower Arches whereof are 
fupported by fixteen Pillars, the Stairs 
adorn’d with excellent Statues, and the 
Rooms richly Furnifh’ci. 

Sunday 2tftb, I heard Mafs at the An- 
nnnciadaot the Francifcans, a fineChlirch 
w ith three lilcs, divided by five Pillars 
of fine Marble on each fiie. The Ar¬ 
ches are Well Painted and richly Gilded. 
TheChappeh on the left of the high Al¬ 
tar are fimfh’d, and all fac’d with curi¬ 
ous Marble; the others on the right 
are not finifli’d no more than the Front 
of the Church. 

In the new Street there are no Houfes 
inferior to thofe already mention’d.That 
of the Marques Batbi, which I faw Mon¬ 
day 27th, has twenty Pillars on the firft 
Floor, going into a Garden full of Foun¬ 
tains, Statues and other Ornaments, as 
many more in the firft Galleries of the 
upper Floor, and twelve in the fecond 
Galleries/rhe Furniture is vaftly rich,as 
are the Pifhtrcs and Statues. This a- 
Jone may prove as much as a thoufand 
Words, viz.. That the only Structure 
of the Palacecoft 100000 Pieces of Gold. 

In this Marques’s Book of Accounts, 
we faw in one Leaf, the Snmof five Mil¬ 
lions between Debtorand Creditor.Thc 
Palace of Charles Baibi the Marques’s 
Kinfhian, is nothing inferior to his. 

r Tnejday 28th, I faw the Darfena or 
Place for the Galleys and Tartans of 
Wine. The Tartans are outwardmoft, 
and further in five Galleys of the Re- 
publick, all of them flicker’d from any 
Wind. 

Wednefday 29th, my Trunks being 
come by Sea from Cadiz., I put them a- 
board a Neapolitan Filucca to be carry’d 
to Naples, being rcfolv’d to go my felf 
by Land, becaufc of the ill Weather 
which had lafted many Days. Accord¬ 
ingly on Thurfday 30th, I hired a Calcfh 
for Milan, and order’d my Affairs fo 
as to depart. 


CHAP. VI. 

The Author's Jourxey from Genoa to Milan, and the Defeription of that City, 

I Set out on Saturday the firft of No- the Pleafure of the Shore of S. Peter de 
vember , and after feveral times crof- Arena , [ ftruck over barren Mountains, 
flag the River of Polfevera , and enjoy’d and having traveH’d twenty Miles came 
Vol. IV, at Night to Taglio. F f f f 2 Sun- 
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Sunday 2d, I went on to Gam , a 
frontier' Tow it of the State of fawf, 
and thence three Wiles to wravd* in 
the State of Mm. The Town is ve¬ 
ry final), and has a Cattle on the I op 
of the HiI), with a fmall Garrifoa and 
a few Pieces of Cannon. The Coum ry 
about is Pleafant and well Cultivated. 
At Night 1 veturn’cl to GkvjL. 

Monday 3d, \ bated at AW, a Wall’d 
Town with a Cattle on a Hill, and then 
proceeding on my Journey, at two 
Miles end cut red the State ol Milan, 
and Din'd nt fieri am, fifteen Miles from 
where I fet out. This City is fcated in 
a Plain, and enclos’d with a low Wall 
and Ditch ; has a Cattle on the Hill 
with a good Garrifon , but the Houfcf 
arc not handfome. Proceeding ten 
Miles further l pafs’d through 'Scgk-ra , 
a good Town, twice as bigas Tort nut, 
and four Mile? beyond it lay at the 
wretched Inn of V^-rana. 

IVedndday +th,I fet out betimes along 
a very dirty Road, and after five Miles 
Riding, ferry’d over the Po, and five 
Miles further over the Grevalu, and 
ftay’d to Dine at Pavia, croflujLg the Tc- 
fm , which Waters it on a Bridge. 

Pavia is a ftrong Place enclos'd with 
abroad wet Ditch, and good Outworks. 
The Cattle looks more like a Palace than 
a Fortreis, and within, it is a good Ar¬ 
mory, reiTor’d by Colonel l>. Francis 
dt Cordova. The City is Populous, 
Rich and Adorn’d with good Palaces. 

It boatts of greater Antiquity than Mi¬ 
lan, and amongothers values it Rif upon 
holding ont die memorable Siege kid to 
it by Francis L King of France in the 
Year 1525. Its Univerhty ^ famous 
for having bred the famous Civilians, 
jafon, Baidas aad the moil leanicd^i- 
atus. The Mona ftery here of the Cur- 
tbufiam is one of the moft Rcnouhed in 
Italy, and not without reafon tor the ex¬ 
cellent Picture in it. Riding ten Miles 
after Dinner, 1 pafs’d through Bmajco, 
and came betimes, to Milan. < 

The City of MUn feated ui +5 deg. 
of Latitude, is thought to have been 
built by the GauL in the Year 335 * a f" 
ter the building of Rim, It is above 
eight Miles in Compafs, containing a- 
bout 200000 Inhabitants, cnclutiing the 
Suburbs. This Place is famous for tour 
things, which are; The Multitude of 
People i the Magnificence of its Duom 
or Cathedral, which is never without 
Workmen about it; its impregnable 
Cattle*, and the famous Library call’d 
Jimbrofiana, given by the Cardinal Fre¬ 


derick Botromec, Archbifhop of Milan, 
and containing at leatt 30000 Volumes. 
By reafon of the convenicncy of its Situ- * 
ation, it has deferv’d from its Founda¬ 
tion to be the Refidence of Princes and 
Emperors ; New a, 'Trajan, Adrian, 
Canjl ant ins, Afaximmian, Cmjlanthi, and 
others having liv’d here tor a confidcra- 
ble time. When the Power of the Ro¬ 
man Empire declin’d, it fuffer’d toge¬ 
ther with all Lombardy, or the Ctfalyine 
Gaal, under the Cruelty of the Goths 
and Lonyobards ; who being fubdu’d by 
Charlemagne, it remain’d under the Ju - 
riidi&ioii of the wetttrn Emperors til! 

1 idz, when the Emperor Frederick lay’d 
it level with the Ground, and low’d it 
with Salt. Being afterwards rdlor’d 
to its former Splendor, it continu’d as a 
Fcof of the Empire under ftveral Prin¬ 
ces. Laftly, the Sffrtau being expcli’d 
by the French, and theft overthrown at 
the Siege of Pavia by Ck. Us the fifth’s 
Generals, King Francis the fir ft being 
made Prifone.r *, that fame Emperor 
gave the Inveftiture of the State to his 
Son Philip t he fecond King of Spam, un¬ 
der whole Succelfors it Hill continues. 

Wednefday yth, I went to fee the 
Caftltv The way into it is over two 
Bridges, and through three Gates, 
which led to a very fpacious Place of 
Arms. Thence palling through another 
Gate, between thetwoftrong Houles of 
the Dukes of Milan , there is a Court, 
with a Chappcl hi it, and the Governor’s 
Houfc ; that is, the ftrong Houfe on 
the right Hand of the Gate, whole Win¬ 
dows took upon the Place of Arms; 
for that on the left is taken up with, the 
Ammunition, Armory and Hofpitai, 
and its Windows look tpwardsthe Wail. 

I was told theft two Houfts had been 
built there designedly, that the rwo 
Dukes, who then were no good Friends, 
might not fo much as look at one ano¬ 
ther. This Cattle has fix Baftious, with 
twelve Pieces of Cannon upon each of 
them, and fix half Moons, and a wide 
deep wet Ditch. At the Entrance 
there are two high Towers with Brick 
Walls, about thirty Spans thick, and 
cas’d with hard Stone, Diamond-cut.On 
theft and the Walls of the Curtins there 
are vaft heavy Pieces of Cannon. This 
Cattle is generally look’d upon as the 
beft, live greateft and ft fell of all the 
Forixefles in Far ope ; aud its Armory, 
tliO’ at prefent not fo full, is reputed .... 
fhfiicient to Arm all Italy . They lay • 
it was built by Galfshe^o IGfcontc, the 
fecond Duke of that Name, and after¬ 
wards 
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wards improv’d by the Emperor Cbarlej 
Gemclli , V. It Hands on the well lide of Milan 
* 99 - and its Liberty extends half about with- 
1 /YM in the City, in which Precincts no Offi¬ 
cer can apprehend Malefactors, without 
the Conftable of the Caille’s leave. 

At Night I faw a very wretched Play 
ACtcd at the Theater in the Governor's 
Palace, which has an hundred Boxes in 
four Ranks. 

Thitrfday 6th, I went with D. Ferdt- 
nand Faldes^ Conftable of the Caftle to 
fee the Ceremony of the King’s Birth 
Day at the Palace, and Prince Fnude- 
mmi *s Furniture. Having pafs’d the 
Hall and Antichamber, we came into 
another hung with Damask with Gold 
Fringes, and adorn’d with Looking- 
dalles in Silver Frames, and other 
Things of Criltal. The next Room 
was hung withCrimfbn Velvet, the Edges 
embroider’d with Gold, and there was 
a State-Bed like a Pavillion, embroid¬ 
er’d about with Gold, and adorn’d with 
curious Eagles on the Top. Nothing 
in ffiort, could beRieher or more State¬ 
ly, tho’ it had been fet with Jewels. In 
the fame Room there were feveral Ta¬ 
bles cover’d with Silver and Looking- 
Glafles, with Frames of the fame Me¬ 
tal. When the Hour of the Ceremony 
was come, the Conftable order’d a Gen¬ 
tleman to carry me in his Coach to the 
Collegiate Church call’d Lafcala , whi¬ 
ther he was to come with the Governor. 
Being at the Church, I law the Prince 
come in a Coach and eight Horfes, fol¬ 
low’d by two other Coaches and eight 
Horfes, and one with ltx for his Reti¬ 
nue. The Prajipfititi and Canons went 
out to meet him at the Door' with Holy 
Water, then accompany’d him to the 
high Altar, he being carry’d in an open 
Chair becaufe he was Gouty. All the 
Officers Civil and Military were prefent, 
with the Prince’s Courtiers richly Clad. 
The Footmen and Swift Guards were 
alfo new Clad, fbmc in Velvet, and 
fomc in green Cloth laced with Gold. 
The Governor took his Seat, as abfolnte 
Princes do on a Chair at the right fide 
of the Altar, within a Damask Curtin 
above the Choir. The PrapoJituj late 
over againft him, three Heps lifted up 
above the Floor, and faid Mafs in Ponti- 
ficalilnts. There were ten other Velvet 
Chairs with Cufhions of the fame, and 
Desks to kneel at, cover’d with Cloth, 
jvhere fate fir ft the Conftable ( of the 
* .f \ S Caftle, Colonel Cordova ; nexrX>. Fer¬ 
dinand Vddez. ; the Marques de Burgc- 
mayne. General of the Forces and Gran¬ 


dee of Spain ; the great Chancellor, and 
other Officers Civil and Military. The 
Governor was Incens’d, and had the 
Golpel and Fax brought him to kifc,the 
others were only Incens’d, and bad the 
Pax. Then the 7 'c Daim being Sting, 
all the Guns were Fir’d. 

I return’d in the fame Coach to the 
Palace-, and going in at the great Gate 
(for before I entred at shat of the Thea¬ 
ter) law other Apartments richly hung 
with Damask and Tapillry. The Prince 
Governor retiring into the further 
Chamber, difmils’d the Company with 
much more Affability, than is us’d in o- 
ther Places. I return’d thence with the 
Conftable to the Caftle, where the 
Room^were richly Formlh’d with curi¬ 
ous Tapillry,Silver ingenioully w roughr, 
Scritoires, and Pidurcs of the bell Ma¬ 
ilers of pall Ages. He led me into a 
Room within the Gallery, where for¬ 
merly the Clock Hood, and that look’d 
into the Parade. It was very light- 
fom hung with rich Damask , ‘ and let 
out with other colliy Furniture. Here 
a Table was cover'd, about which nine 
Men and a Lady being feated, many no¬ 
ble Dilhes were ferv'd in. After Din¬ 
ner the Conftable, bccaufc he could not 
go himfdfappointediXFurfwca Ramirez^ 
Commifiary General of Horfc, to con- 
dud me to Court to fee the Solemni¬ 
ty. Being come into the Antichamber, 
we waited a long time among feveral 
Officers Civil and Military, and when 
the Ladies were come, the Prince was 
drawn out in a Chair upon Wheels, 
and Hopping in the Antichamber, laid, 
Come in Gentlemen ■, apiece of Civility I 
never faw any Man in his PoH perform. 
We went with him into a Room hung 
with Damask, where the Ladies were 
fitting in rows, and at the upper end 
thcPrincefs Governed, on another fort 
of Chair. The Prince went on as far 
as the Bed before-menrion’d, and there 
difeours’d with other Ladies, and they 
all prefent, being now and then treated 
with variety of Sweetmeats. An hour 
after we all went to the Boxes in the 
Theatre, and there heard a Confort 
of 50 InHruments placed on the Stage, 
and before it in a Semicircle, and then 
a Compofition lung by four Voices, 
call’d, The Security of Piety ^ which was 
lb far from anTwcring the Sweetnels of 
the InHruments, that it made every one 
wife it at an end. In the mean while 
there was a noble Collation of all forts 
distributed. I was carry’d home late at 
Night by the Commilfary. 
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SmuYday 8th, I went to Tee the great 
Gemetli. Hofpital, founded by the Dukes of Adi- 
1699. laity and may be fa id to be one of the 
y'J'VV belt in Italy. Ic has a ftatcly Front out- 
He.pitau wards, and within a great iquarc Court, 
with doable rows of FiiJars, which fup- 
porc both the upper, and lower Arches; 
and both above and below, there are ma¬ 
ny Gallet ies for the Sick, who were then 
about 800,well agt:euded;nottofpeak of 
ftverat Stores, and Apartments for the 
dwelling of thole who ferve tbeSick.They 
toid me the Revenue of this Hofpital 
was above 150000 Philippines. Half a 
Mile from the City, without the Ro¬ 
man Gate, they were making a Buryal 
place for thofe that dy’d in the Hofpital, 
and the Work is fo great, that they had 
already iay’d out 2.00000 Philippines up¬ 
on it. 

Sunday pth, I faw the Lautruto, for 
People iute&ed with the Plague, which 
is another great fquarc Structure, two 
good Musket fhot in length, with above 
3op Rooms about it. Iii the middle of 
ic is a Garden, let for 2000 Philippines a 
Year. 

Monday 10th, in the Evening Ftter 
Paul Cansaggia, ProfeflTor of Mathema- 
tteks, carry d me out in his Coach to fee 
the City. After fome time being drove 
about, we went to the Exchange, and 
to tiie Free Schools, which they fay 
were founded by the Longohard Queens; 
and there he fhew’d me’ the Chair, on 
which Sc. Aitguflin taught. Oppofite to 
it wc went into the College of the No¬ 
ble Mil an eft Doctors, which is an ex¬ 
cellent Strudure founded by a Pope of 
the Houfe of Medicis. None but Per- 
fons of Birth, are admitted into that 
College, and to them is referr’d the firft 
Hearing of civil Caufes by fuperior 
Courts. 

Tttefday 11 th, the Governor, Archbi- 


fhop, and Officers Civil and Military, 
went to hear Mali and Sermon at the 
Duo,no or Cathedral, that being the laft Cathedral 
or the nine Days Devotion to S. Charles. 

The Governor late within a Curtin, on 
the left Hand of the Altar within the 
Rail, and the Princels in a fort of Pus. 

Tiie Officers had not Chairs, as in the 
Royal Chappel, but Benches cover’d 
with Damask, and Cnfhions to kneel on. 

The Sermon, and Mufick were very 
good. This Church being 200 Cubits 
long, and 130 in breadth, is counted 
the 8th Wonder of the World for its 
largenefs, curious Marble, excellent Sta¬ 
tues, and other rich Ornaments; tbo’ it 
is not yet quite linilh’d, after fo many 
Years, nor any Hopes that it will be foon 
compleated ; notwithftanding the great 
Revenue left for its Fabrick. It has 
five Jfles, divided by well wrought Mar¬ 
ble Pillars, which hold up the high Ar¬ 
ches, and which together with thofe of 
the hjgh Altar, m e in all 70. All the 
Scrudture both within and without, up 
to the very Roof, is adorn’d with ex¬ 
cellent Statues of half lengths, and o- 
ther choice Carving in Marble. By this 
you may judge what the Altars, and 
Chappels are ; efpecially the high Al¬ 
tar, on which there is a rich Silver Ta¬ 
bernacle. The Churches in Milan are 
generally well ferv’d, notwkhffanding 
their great Number * for they tould me 
there were eleven Collegiate Churches, 

71 Parities, and 74 Monalteries of 
Monks, Friars and Nuns, bcfidcs Hof- 
pitals. 

In the Evening, going down into the 
lower Church of the Cathedral, I paid 
my Devotion to the Body of S, Charles. 
kept in a Cryftal Shrine, with a Elver 
Frame, within another of Silver, and 
gilcBrafs, it was richly embeliifh’d with 
Gold within. 


CHAP. VII. 

The Author's Journy from Milan, to Bologna. 


W Zdmfiay 12th, 1 fet out in a 
Coach for Bologna, paying a Pi- 
ftole for my Place, and having gone ten 
Miles, much Snow falling, din’d at the 
Caftle of Mtkgnam , and Jay ten Miles 
Lodi, further at Lodi , a Biffioprick, on the 
River Adda , defended by a good Cattle. 

Tburfday 13th, I went to Miles, thro’ 
a well cultivated Country, and dirty 
way to Cafale, where I din’d, and then 
riding ten Miles further, came to Pia¬ 


cenza, Ferrying over the To, hard by it. 

.Piacenza is feated on a Plain, and is 
about five Miles in compals. The Hou- 
fes and Streets are very good, but ill 
Inhabited. In the great Market Place, 
there are 2 Brafs Statues on Horfeback, 
of excellent Workmanfhip, the one of 
Alexander Farnefius, the other of his Son 
Ranuccio. 

Fnday 14th, in the Morning I went 
to lee the Palace, where the Duke of 
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Parma refides, when he comes to this 

Gemelli. City. If is Magnificent both ior Stiu- 

id 99 . dure and furniture ; and particularly 
in the. Prince’s Apartment, there are 
four Rooms hung with wrought Satan, 
and the laft with Cloth of Gold, withan 
extraordinary rich Bed. The lower. 
Floor is hung with good Tapijlry ; and 
the Theatre by it, is as good as can be 
wifli'd. The Cathedral has three Hies, 
with handfotne Altars, 

1 fet out late from Piacenza, and ha¬ 
ving travel I’d 15 Miles along a well 
Pav’d Road, between pleafant Fields 
well cultivated, lay at the Inn ot Grat- 
tarelo \ there being no fording die Ri¬ 
ver StWor.y becaufe it waS fwollen, witn 
the Rain fallen the Night before. 

We fee om betimes upon Saturday 
1 <th, pafs’<Ithrough the City Bor go, and 
having gone 15 Miles, at the River Ta¬ 
ro, met fuch a Number of Coaches and 
Cakfltfs, that I was forced to wait four 
Hours, to get over the two Brauches ot 
that River, tho’ there were two Boats, 
which had a Roman Teftorie for every one 
they Ferry'd over, Riding 5 Miles far¬ 
ther, we came late to Pawn#, where 
we (hould not have got in, had not the 
Duke, having been hirnfelf at the Ri¬ 
ver, Order’d out of bis own Goodncls, 

that the Gate (bould be open’d, > 

Pirmn JWMt is & the latitude of 44 deg. 
ao min. on a Plain, upon the Kt* £U- 
rmma, and they will have it to be in 
fuch an excellent Air, that fome ot its 
Citizens have liv’d to 120, and even to 
130 Years of Age. its Buildings 
are Magnificent, the Churches well_ a- 
dorn’d, and the Streets wide, especial¬ 
ly that call’d del rent. The compais 
of it is about four Miles, and the River 
Parma runs through the middle of it, 
whence it takes Name. 1 he Duke s 
Palace is large, and fit to entertain fe- 
vcral Princes, and has good Apartments 
Embellifh’d with excellent Piftures, and 
all forts of rich Houfe-hold-ftuff 

Sunday l heard Maft s i the Ca¬ 
thedral, which has three files divided by 
rail Pillars, but without much Orna¬ 
ment. The College is one ot the fine 8 : 
Structures that can be fecn, both wj th¬ 
in and wicliout; being all painted like .the 
Palaces oppofiteto it. There are Rooms 
enough for 2^0 Collegians of good Birth, 
and for the Frofeffiors, Officers and Ser¬ 
vants. There are alfo two Theatres, 
4 f,a little and a great one, well Painted, 
1 ' as is the great Hall for Gcntlcman-like 

Exercifes. The Publick 1 heatre is not 
ver y Magnificent, nor any of the belt in 
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Inly, being fmaLI, and having only five 

rows of Seats. 

We fet out late from Parma, and at 
five Miles end, pa fling over a Bridge, 
where evciy Traveller pays ten Pence, 
entred the Dukedom of Modena, and 
Riding ten Miles through it, among 
well cultivated Fields, diverfify’d with 
Houles of Pieafhre , came to Reggio. < . 

This City was Bui 11 on- the Via lAimd.ias, ~ L 
by Lepidns the Triumvir , who reiitlcd in 
it a long time. k is Fatnon % for its greac 
Fair, for Us good Churches and Streets; 
and for the Palaces, that Embdlilh’d it, 
and among the reft that of Proffer* Sc*- 
rufiu, before which there are two mo ft 
excellent Statues, of Hercules and Le¬ 
tt dm, fit to be placed in any Royal Gal¬ 
lery. TlieiCbutch of our Lady of Reg¬ 
gio, call’d of the Fathers Servants, bey 
fore which the aforemention’d Fair is 
kept, has three Hies, of good Strufture, 
with moft beautiful Altars, efpecialiy 
that of rhe Btefled Virgin, which has 
curious Work in Marble, and is adorn’d 
with Silver. 

Monday 17th, having travcH’d mne 
Miles, we were Hopp’d by the River 
Secchio, fwollen by the Rain that fell in 
the Night, fo that we were forced to 
Hay till die Boat could be got ready, 
and Paid two Giuliet a Man for our Faf- 
fege. Then Travelling 6 Miles further, 
we came iu good time to Modena. This iMoiene* 
City is feared iu 44 degrees of latitude 
00 the T'ia tuf.rmlia, which ran from Re* 
vuni co Piacenza ; the Country is Wor¬ 
thy, having the River Pan.tro on the Fait, 
and the Secchto ‘on the Welt. It is the 
refid cnee of the Princes of the Houle of 
Efts, under whole aafpicious Govern¬ 
ment it enjoys that Peace, it formerly 
and after the Death of Cajfar wanted a 
long time, through the Ambition of pri¬ 
vate Romans. It is enclos’d with a good 
Wall, and defended by a great Fort, 

Built after the Modern manner. Its 
compels is between three and four Miles; 
but there is nothing remarkable in its 
Houfes, or narrow Streets, unlcfsk be 
abundance of Dirt. In the middle ot it 
is a very high Tower, made of cornle 
Marble,' which is an Argument of the 
Antiquity of the Place. Nothing is 
yec finilb’d of the Ducal Palace, but the 
left fide, and yet it looks Great. The 
entrance is under a high Tower, into a 
Court fet about with large Pillars, and 
paflieg thence into a left, there appears 
a fpacious Stair-Cafe , adorn’d from top 
to bottom, with good Marble Pillars, 
which leads to a great Hall before the 
Duke’s Apartment. *<"h. 
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fs-A^-v Tuefday i8[h, fetcing out berimes, at 
Gem HU. three Miles end I Ferry’d over the Ri- 
itfpp, ver Panaro, Faying a Giulio, and three 
Miles further, encred upon the Terri¬ 
tory of Bologna, coming toCajiel Franco , 
a Town con lifting of one long Street, 
with good Shops; but there is by it 
a good Fort, with a Garrifon of the 
Popes. Then going four Milesfurther, 
I din’d at the Inu-of Samoggia, where the 
Poll is-, and ten Miles from thence, thro’ 
a cultivated Country full of pretty Coun¬ 
try HouTes, came betimes to Bologna, 
and lay at the .Pilgrim’s Inn. Meeting 
here with the Meflenger of Florence , 
who was to fet out the next Morning, 

I refolv’d to go with him. 

Boiogn*. Bologna is leated in 44 degrees of La¬ 


titude, anti on the Via vSmilia as wefl 
as Modena. It is a City of great Anti¬ 
quity, ennobl'd by tbe Archiepiibopal 
Dignity, and Refidence of the Legate 
Apoftolick ; famous for its Univerlicy, 
Beauty, Bignefs, Wealth, Delightfd- 
nefs, and number of Inhabitants, which 
amounts to 80000. The Buildings are 
of the heft in Italy, all adorn’d with no¬ 
ble Porticos, through which the People 
may always walk under Ihelter. The 
'Power call’d Degli Afinelli is very won¬ 
derful, as well for its crooked Scruflure, 
as extraordinary Height. J pafs by the 
reft in tiience, having Paid enough in 
the Firft Volume of my Travels in 
Europe. 



CHAP. VIII. 

The Author's journey from Bologna to Florence, and the Defer if t ton 

of that City, 


T Set out betimes on Wednefday 19, 
X with the Meflenger ; and after ri¬ 
ding 16 miles among the Appennint 
Mountains, whole fteepnefs docs not 
hinder the Country People from Towing 
a great deal of Corn upon them; we 
ftaid to dine at Lujano. Then conti¬ 
nuing our Journey with a violent cold 
Wind that had likcfeveral times to un- 
horfe me, entred upon -the Dominions 
of the Great Duke, divided from the 
Popes by a Rivulet Dear the Village of 
Fllicaia. We fliew’d our Certificate of 
Health , which muft of ncccffity be 
brought from Bologna at Pietramnia ; 
and at laft came to Firenzjtola , after 14 
miles riding. 

Thurfday 20 , we fet out two hours be¬ 
fore Day, the Wind blowing violent 
hard and cold, and with great trouble 
mounted the Jix miles to the cop of the 
high Mountain Giogo, which to me Teem¬ 
ed like tAiihi: his Court; all which way, 
atfmall diftances there are fmall HouTes 
of Country People, who lead a wild 
fort of Life, Then we went down fix 
miles again to S. Peter a Stve , a Village 
defended by a Port, and ftaid to dine at 
the Inn of the Bridge, where we had 
good Entertainment. Hence wc rode 
lix miles of good Way, all the road 
from Bologna to Florence being pav’d ; 
then afeending a mile, and going down 
five, we came to the Gate of Florence, 
where my Trunks were narrowly 
icarch’d, and my Arms lecur’d before 
I pay’d the Giulio- for Entrance. 


Florence is To beautiful, plea fan t and w err ,, c , 
well-built, that in the Opinion of To 
great a Prince as Charles the Fifth, it 
ought tojbe Ihcw’d only upon Holy-days j 
for it exceeds the nobleft Cities of Ita¬ 
ly in fpacious Streets, magnificent Pala¬ 
ces, Ornament of ftately Churches, Mag¬ 
nificence of publick Struftures, Squares, 
Fountains, and excellent Statues. It is 
feated in 43 deg. 20 min. Latitude, in a 
Plain encompafs’d with Mountains; and 
is faid to have been founded by Sylla’ s 
Soldiers in the Year 645, after the buil¬ 
ding of Pome. The Triumvirs made it 
a Colony; and after the declining of the 
Empire, and rile of the Longohards , be¬ 
coming an Imperial free City ; it To con¬ 
tinu’d till 1530, when it was forced to 
fubmittothe Power of Charles the Fifth, 
who created Alexander de Medicis firft 
Duke of Florence. Its compals at pre- 
fent is about 5 miles, well Wall’d, with 
a Ditch about, and a ftrong Caftle, and 
inhabited by near 100000 Souls. 

Friday 21 ,1 law the Collegiate Church 
ofS. Laurence, divided by 14 Pillars in- s. Lou- 
to three Illes. Here is the Ducal Chap- rente, 
pel founded by Ferdinand the Third , of 
whofe Magnificence and Struffure it is 
better to be filent than fay too little. Of 
fix Tombs only that are to be placed in 
it, only four have been finifh’d in nine¬ 
ty Years, fij curious and artificially are 
the precious Oriental Stones wrought 
whereof they are made ; by which, a 
Man may judge of the reft of the Chap- 
pel, There is another, in which all the 
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rvA-o Subjects of the Family are buried ; and 
Gemtlli. in it are fix Statues made by the Divine 
1 ^ 99 - Hand of Mtchfhtgneto. Buenarotit, and three 
C''*W I of his heft Scholars. 

Cathe- The Cathedral is adorn’d ou the out- 
dral. fide with a curious Front of Marble of 
ieveral Colours, and a fquare Tower of 
a prodigious height. Within it is di¬ 
vided into three Ifles by four Pillars 
cas d with Marble. All about it there 
are excellenr Statues, but the belt are 
an Adam and Eve ; one of our Saviour, 
and of God the Father; the Work of 
Eaccw BandintUi) a Florentine^ placed in 
the Choir and on the High Altar. This 
Choir is an OEhgon^ befet with final l 
Pillars, and other curious Works in 
Marble. 

S. Oppollre to this is the Church of St. 

Church. . nuifr round in the form of a C«- 
ptfo, with three Bfals-gates of admira¬ 
ble Workmanlhip ; over which there 
are nine Statues, three over each, fix of 
Brafs and three of Marble, all incom¬ 
parably fine. In this Church are the 
Tpmbs of fome Ftortntin Popes, and ex¬ 
cellent Statues, 

Going home I pafs’d through the new 
Market, where the Gentry us’d to walk 
under a noble Gallery fupported by 
2.0 Marble Pillars. 

After Dinner I went to the Vi*zA* 
or Great Square, to fee the Statue of 
Cofmo de Meditss on Ho r ft back , all of 
Btafij exqui fitly wrought •, and then the 
Giant’s Fotmtuip, with 12 Brafi Statues 
about it, and one in the middle, of an 
cxcclfivc higher*, Before the Gace of 
the Old Palace, which was the Houfe 
of the common Affcmblies of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Florence , arc two great 
Statues y one of them being a great Ma¬ 
sterpiece, is faid to be Hercules. . With¬ 
in is a Court with nice Pillars chat fop- 
port a vail high Tower. In the room 
above are i<s good Marble Stages,' and 
fix great Pieces, on which the Conqueffs 
of Siena, Pifi, and 6t far'Cities of the 
State is pal ii tec? by an able Mafter. Op- 
pofite to'this PaJaCc is another, where 
the Great Dillces Guards live: and in 
its Portico rhere are two curious Bfafs 
Sfawes , ,and one of Marble. 

Tip* * hr;‘d twice before fec'n the 
G. Duke’s Great Duke’s Gallery, yet I would go 
Gallery, again a'rflircf time. Thfs is compos'd of 
rows of no' way contemptible Buil'ding 
upon the River Arm, which runs through 
the rriidlt of the City $ in one of which 
th'e Duke’s Artificers work, and lie 
keeps his Armory; and iji the other bis 
Rarities are kept; both of them are 
Vol. IV.

Gemelli. things worth obfcrving, which I omit 
tfigp. tor brevity fake ; betides the Shape of 
the Great Duke’s prodigious Diamond 
weighing 552 Grains. 

Going into the other room, I faw moft 
excellent Pictures; a Table of Lapis 
Lazjtli , ingenioufly inlay’d with other 
Stones ; a Cabinet made in Germany, 
with wonderful painting on Lapis La - 
zjdi, reprefen ting all the Hiftory of the 
Old and New I'eftaroent, and within it 
is kept great Curiofities in Wax, and 
white and yellow Amber. 

In one of the other two Rooms, there 
are Pictures of great Value, and a Cabi¬ 
net made of Eaft Country Wood * a 
fmall Table of Jafper Stone, with feve- 
ral precious Stones let in it ; and feve- 
ral embroider’d Chairs brought from 
Per/ia. [n the other, there are Maps, 
Spheres, and other Mathematical Inftru- 
jneots ; and an extraordinary Loadftone, 
and a great piece of Lignum Aloes. The 
Eaft Country Stones defign’d to be cu- 
jioufly wrought, are below in a great 
Room , where are aifo the Skins of 
Elephants, and other ftrange Crea¬ 
tures. 

Saturday 22 , I went over a Stone- 
Pttics. bridge to fee the Great Duke’s Palace, 
fcated on the farther Bank of the River 
Arno. In the Court is a ftately Foun¬ 
tain •, up the Stairs on the right hand, 
are the PrinceiTes Lodgings, with curi¬ 
ous Statues at the Entrance: On the 
left the Great Duke’s, with Statues ai¬ 
fo, in whofc fccond Room there is a 
way on the one fide to his own Apart¬ 
ment, hung with Crimfon Velvet, frin¬ 
ged withGold; and on the other, to 


tfie Prince’s, hung with TapiftryT Then 
I went to the Garden, which is very 
large, and on the left hand found de¬ 
lightful Fountains, a Plat of Mirtle cu- 
rionfly cut, and a Park with a great 
Statue of the Goddcis Ceres in the mid¬ 
dle. On the right hand there were Cop¬ 
ies, and at the toot of the Hill a Foun¬ 
tain call’d The IJland , in which there are 
excellent Statues, and clofe by Rooms 
with feveral Beafts, and Birds fhut up 
in them. 

Hence I went to the Church of S. Mi - iMcbeel. 
chael, which is a lijuare Building very 
ftrong and high, all of Marble. Within 
it there are 14 excellent Statues, fome 
ofBrafs, and fome of Stone, and four 
Altars curioufly adorn’d. Returning 
home I met with a Florentin , who had 
but one Finger in each hand, and told 
me he had two Brothers born with the 
fame Imperfection, and one of them had 
but two Toes on each Foot. 

Sunday 23, I faw the Great Duke’s ce¬ 
lebrated Library, preferv’d in a large 
Room of the Monaftery of S. Laurence. 

Over the Gate appears a noble Front, 
made by the direction of the renowned 
Statuary Buonarota. The chief value 
of the Library confifts in above 3000 
Manfucripts in feveral Languages; and 
among the reft they told me, there was 
a Hebrew Bible , for which the Jews 
would have given theGreatDuke70000 
Crowns, he having taken it from them. 

This precious Treafure of Mamileripts 
was gather’d by Pope Clement the Se¬ 
venth of the Houfe of Medicis , he having 
the good fortune to get very many be¬ 
longing to the Library of Confiami- 
nople.

Adjoining to the Church, 
Op police to it, are the Princes and A rch- 
bifhops Pallaces ; and in_ the ’great 
Square, that of the Senate, with a Tower 
0? a great height, and a handfom Foun¬ 
tain. We traveled 18 miles after Din¬ 
ner, through a well cultivated Country, 
tho’ not plain, where we met extraor¬ 
dinary beautiful Country Women, with 
great Straw-hoods on their Heads. This 
Night we lay at the Caftle of Turrineri , 
and the Inn which is the Poft-houfe. 

Tuefday 15, going out two hours be¬ 
fore Day, we did nothing but go up and 
down Hills with Rain and Fog, and at 
the end of 18 miles came to the Inn of 
Radicofani , fo call’d of the Village of 
that Name. The Rain continuing, we 
went down that high Mountain for fix 
miles to the Valley and River of Riego, 
which we crofs’d eight times, and not 
without danger, by reafon of the Flood. 
A little further ends the Territory of 
the Great Duke at the River Centino , 
whence we went to lye at Aquapendente, 
the firlt City of the Patrimony of the 
Church, 14 miles from Redicofani, 
Wednesday 16, After nine miles ri¬ 
ding we din’d at the ToWn of Bolftna, 
not being able to go farther, becaufe of 
the Cold and Snow that fell. This place 
is on the Bank of a great Lake, in which 
there are two Iflands. Then palling thro’ 
the City of Montefiafcotte, at the end of 
18 miles more, we lay at the City VI- 
terbo. which is three miles in compafs. 

Vmfday 27, We firft went 5 miles 
up a frozen Mountain, and at the end 
of as many more came fliivering to dine 
at Ronclgliont, a good Town, feated on 
the Clifts of a Mountain. Then we ad¬ 
vanc’d 15 miles, and lay at the Inn of 
Baccarco, a bad place for Strangers. 

Friday 28, Riding 15 miles, we came 
to Rome. 
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Rome, the Queen of Cities and Head 2 tome- 
of the World , is fenced in Lati- 
um in 41 deg. 40 min. Latitude ; cho’ 
the Vatican Suburb is in Tufcany, and Is 
water’d by the Tyber, which comes hi 
attlieNorth end and runs out at the South 
towards Off*. It is ftippos’d to have been 
founded, and fo call’d by Romulus, the 
Son of Rhea Silvia, defended from 
Eneas about the end of the iixth Olym¬ 
piad, 753 Years before the Birth of 
Chrift. Romulus at firft wall’d in only 
the Palatine Hill ; tfien that of the Ca¬ 
pitol was added, and in following Ages 
it grew to that bignefs, that in the Reign 
of the Emperor Aureliansu it was about 
13 miles in compals. Augujhu divided 
it into 14Regions,or Wards. But why 
do I take upon me to fpeak of Rome, 
which by its Aflions has rendred it felt 
glorious and immortal throughout the 
World, infbmtich that he fcarcc de¬ 
fer ves the Name of Man, who has not 
fome knowledge of its Profperity and 
Adverficy. It will fuffice to fay, that 
tho’ it is not in its antient Splendor* 
yet the very Ruins teftific what it has 
been 3 and the modern Structures are 
not fo mean, but that they render it 
preferable to any ocher the molt famous.

true, we cannot teil which are the Re¬ 
mains of Palepolis ; but yet they are ve¬ 
ry blind who feek for them within the 
compafs of Naples', as my learned Friend 
Dr. Matthew Egiccio, to whom I am ob¬ 
lig’d for thefe Conje&ures, has much 
reaion to fay. 

This City has run through feveral 
Forms of Government. At firft it was 
under the Athenian Laws, whilit a Con¬ 
federate of the Romans ; but afterwards 
it fubmitted to their Powers, and re¬ 
ceiv’d Laws as a Colony, The Empire 
being overthrown in 412, it fitfFer’d by 
the Goths, and in 45 6 by the Fasidals. 
Then it fell under the Dominion of the 
Greek Emperors in 490, then under the 
Heruli , and after them under the Oft to¬ 
oths, from whom it was taken in 537 
y Belifarius. After him Attila , King 
of the Goths , took and kept it 18 Years, 
and then it, was again brought under 
the Greek Emperors by Narjes. It con¬ 
tinu'd a long time in the nature of a 
Commonwealth, and held out a Siege a- 
gainft the Saracens , tho’ reduc’d to great 
Extremities, molt of the Inhabitants be¬ 
ing deflroy’d. At length in 1128, it 
fubmitted to Roger, the third Norman 
Duke of Atjuileta, who had the Title of 
King given him by Anadetw the Anti¬ 
pope. The Norman Line being extind, 
the Snevians came next in 1195, the laft 
King of w hom call’d Manfred being flain 
in Battel by Charles the Firft of Anjou ; 
this fame Charles was declar’d King of 
Naples by Pope Clement the Fourth ; and 
fome time after he (hed ali that was left 
of the Suevia n B loodLcanllng the unhap¬ 
py Conradin to be beheaded in the Mar¬ 
ket-place. Eight Kings of this Family 
ruled the Kingdom ; and Joanna the Se¬ 
cond being at lafb left Heirels, flie adop¬ 
ted Atfonfo King of Aragon ; who in 
1442 having overthrown the Fadionof 
Renee Duke of Anjou, took Naples by the 
way of the Aqueduds, and remain’d 
peaceably pofTcfs’d of it. Five of the Fa¬ 
mily of Aragon reign’d, till Frederick the 
laft of them was expelPd by the French 
and Spaniards, who had agreed to his 
Ruin to divide the Kingdom. But there 
being no lafting Friendfhip between dif¬ 
ferent Tempers, and Sovereignty being 
an indivifible Point; loon after. King 
Lewis the Twelfth , and King Ferdi¬ 
nand's Commanders fell at variance ; 
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and Gon^alo de Cor dote, call’d the Great 
Captain, had the Fortune quite to ex¬ 
pel the French about the Year 1503. 
Joanna, the Daughter of Ferdinand, and 
Mother to Charles the Fifth, inheriting, 
the Kingdom devolv’d to the Ho life of 
Auftria. 

So many Wars and Changes of Go¬ 
vernment are the caufe that the antfenc 
Naples is fcarce to be found in the Mo¬ 
dern ; but having been often enlarg’d, 
it is now grown to that degree, that the 
compafs of its Walls is almoit ten miles; 
and that of all the Suburbs included is 21 
miles and a quarter, containing above 
500000 Inhabitants. It has nine Gates 
on the Land-fide, and 16 towards the 
Sea. There arc three Caftles well pro¬ 
vided with Cannon and Soldiers, for that 
of Capuana does not deferve the Name, 
and at prefenc only the Courts meet 
there. 

I ihoutd be furnifii’d with the greatelt 
Eloquence, to give an account of the ex¬ 
cellency of the Country this noble City 
is feated in, and of the worth of the In¬ 
habitants; but l am not capable of fuch 
an Undertaking: Beiides, there is no 
antient or modern Writer that does not 
extol the Beauty and Fruitfulnefs of its 
Hills and Plains, the Delicacy of its Wa¬ 
ter, the Excellency of its Wines, the 
Rarity of its Fruit, the Plenty of Flow¬ 
ers, and in Ihortall that isgooddifpers’d 
throughout the World, found together 
in this place; not to mention the Charms 
of its Gardens, and the Delights of its 
Pofilipo, This is fufficicrstly evinc’d by 
its having been chofen for its Habitation 
by thedeareft Sons of the Mufes, as Vir¬ 
gil the Prince of Poets, Statists, Livy, Ho¬ 
race, Claudian , Silius It ahem, and many 
more in the following Ages; fiom them 
the Neapolitans feem to have inherited 
a natural Inclination to the moft Noble 
and delightful Studies. 

If we regard its Situation, the City 
looks like a noble Theatre riling gra¬ 
dually along the Odes of the neigh¬ 
bouring Hills on the North-fide of it; if 
the Streets, they are excellently pav’d 
with Pebbles, and wide enough ; if the 
Pallaces and publick Buildings, there is 
a vaft number of them, and all magnifi¬ 
cently adorn’d with Gilding and Paint¬ 
ing, not to mention their Slmmetry and 
noble Architefture. On the other hand, 
no City in Europe has fuch noble Spirits, 
and Families fo greatly defeended ; and 
it is hard to decide, whether there are 
more great Scholars, or Noble Men. So 
many famous Men have been bred up 
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OwA/* in its Schools, that of their Works alone

lectin publi filing the worthy i aboors of 
tlie Learned, and yet for what reafonno 
Man knows. Itisan addition to its ! J rai- 
fes, that even the Provinces fubordmate 
to fo glorious a Metropolis, dp and 
Men brought forth Men, famous for 
i earning in all Ages; and not to menti¬ 
on Sdujl, born itAmiiernum, now Aqut- 
l,i Ovid at Stdma ; Ennius a t Radio near 
Loir i\ : rt'Ms in Capua \ Pacuvius at 
Prindif ; Plorate at Zmofa ; Juvenal at 
Aquinsm, and many more ; Magna, Gra- 
rh* alone, now known by the Name of 
Calabria , may furnifh a whole Vo¬ 
lume. It is molt certain, that if Italy 
is hoiiouiable for Wifdom, it thence 
took its Original: For, who is there 
that does not know, how far the Pytha- 
go-nan Philofopliy fprend there, being 
call'd by another Name Jtalica ? And if 
^>^^0/>«tcadliag nt Caron, hadfouie- 
riiiKs 600 Scholars, and none was ever 
admitted to his School but what had a 
comely Pie fence, and a Genius fit for 
Pru’ojbphy, who can deny but that Toon 
after, 9 great uumbpr of notable Philo- 
fophers liv’d about inVnir Villages ? Ci¬ 
cero tdh us, that Divine Wit inftrudt- 
ed mil Italy \n all forts of Learning; But 
* if wc attentively read the JambluusCal- 
cidicns, where be fpeaks of the Pythago¬ 
rean Sc£t, we fhal!' find it was a'molt ail 
made Up Of People of Calabria. 1 will 
not argue, whether Pythagoras was born 
in Santos of Greece, as is generally be¬ 
liev’d, or in that of Calabria, as Tkeo- 
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doret affirms ; til o’ Plutarch makes him 
ot Locris , perhaps becaufe Samos was in 
the Territory of Locris. But no body 
can deny, that (not to mention others 
Jefs famous,) ihefc that follow were Ca¬ 
labrians of Reggio, viz. Tttteus, to whom 
Plato direfted his Dialogue of Wifdora; 

Tuna a. Mailer to Plato ) Theogenes, the 
fit'll F.Xpoiitor Of Homer ; Arifiides-, Par¬ 
menides ; Meiiffiis'y Archita ; Zeno ■, and 
ZtlcmtSy Uie great Philofopher and Le- 
giiktor 1 and alfo Xenocratet, an heroick 
Poet and Mufician ; Steficorus, a Lyrick 
Poet; Alexldes, another Lyrick Poet; 
Orpheus, the writer of the Argon antic a , 
for Orpheus the Thracian , who flourifh’d 
before the Trojan War, could not make 
mention of King Alcinous, who liv’d full 
300 Years after ; Menander the Come¬ 
dian ; and the famous Philolaus , whofe 
Books were bought by the Divine Plato 
for 40 Mina of Alexandria. Of later times, 
what Country has not caufe to envy 
Calabria, for having brought forth Caf- 
fiodorus, Ciamts Parrajius , Coriel anus , 
Mar/natins, Pempunm Lotus, Berardims, 
Antony Teltji, and Sertorio Qutttrimmi 
and now in our Days Marco Aurelia Se¬ 
ver nn, and Tommafa Cornelia, the refto- 
rers of Learning and Philofophy ? But 
perhaps I have proceeded too far upon 
this Subject, and I fear I may have tir’d 
the Reader with my unpolilh’d Difcourfe, 

It is fit therefore, that frnce the Voyage 
round the World is now ended, he ap¬ 
ply bimfelf to more profitable Studies ; 
and that I put a period to the Labour 
of Writing, which I look upon as not 
inferior to that of Travelling. 
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
